Mayor  TOBIN  then  swore  in  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  then  delivered  his  address, 
as  follows: 

Right  Reverend  Monsignor  Casey,  Members  of 
the  City  Council,  and  Fellow  Americans: 

As  we  enter  upon  a  new  municipal  year,  anil 
the  third  year  of  the  most  terrifying  and  destruc- 
tive war  in  the  history  of  mankind,  I  think  it 
excusable  to  omit  the  customary  and  lengthy  dis- 
sertation on  the  various  activities  of  the  city 
government  during  the  past  year,  and  to  also 
omit  the  usual  presentation  of  proposed  activities 
for  the  current  year. 

In  these  critical  days  our  attention  might  be 
more  profitably  focused  on  two  important  topics 
affecting  our  city  government,  namely,  a  factual 
resume  indicating  the  state  of  the  city  government; 
and  a  consideration  of  the  problems  which,  in  all 
probability,  we  shall  be  faced  with  at  the  termina- 
tion of  the  war,  namely,  post-war  planning. 

The  State  of  the  City  Government. 

It  is  with  some  pride,  therefore,  that  I  present 
a  more  or  less  general  outline  and  a  comparison 
of  the  debt  situation  as  I  found  it  when  I  became 
Mayor,  and  as  it  is  today.  I  submit  that,  were  it 
not  for  the  judicious  exercise  of  the  debt  incurring 
power,  our  city,  with  its  constantly  shrinking  real 
estate  values,  could  not  face  the  future  with  the 
optimism  which  I  believe  today  is  justified. 

In  the  six  years  I  have  been  Mayor  of  Boston, 
the  funded  debt  of  the  city  has  been  reduced  bv 
$20,000,000,  despite  contracting  $11,000,000  of 
permanent  debt  to  replace  an  equal  amount  of 
worthless  assets  carried  at  full  value  on  the  books 
when  I  first  assumed  office. 

On  the  last  day  of' the  year  just  passed,  the  net 
funded  debt  of  the  city  was  slightly  more  than 
$110,000,000,  the  lowest  figure  since  1929.  The 
reduction  of  $8,600,000  for  1943  itself  is  the 
greatest  reduction  in  the  net  funded  debt  in  any 
given  year  in  the  history  of  the  city. 

In  1938,  the  first  year  I  occupied  the  office  of 
Mayor,  the  debt  requirements  included  in  the  tax- 
levy  amounted  to  approximately  $12,750,000. 

In  1944  the  debt  requirements  will  be 
$10,403,000,  or  a  reduction  of  $2,350,000. 

In  1938  interest  payments  for  debt,  met  out  of 
the  tax  levy  of  that  year,  amounted  to  $3,478,000. 
In  1944,  this  year,  interest  payments  on  debt,  to 
be  met  out  of  the  tax  levy  of  this  year,  will  amount 
to  $1,731,000,  or  a  reduction  over  a  six-year 
period  of  more  than  fifty  per  cent  in  interest  debt 
requirements. 

A  continuation  until  the  end  of  my  term  on 
December  31,  1945,  of  the  debt  policy  we  have 
followed  for  the  past  six  years  will  result  in  a  net 
funded  debt  of  $93,000,000  or  $94,000,000,  which 
will  be  the  lowest  debt  obligation  of  the  city 
since  1926. 

If  this  policy  should  continue  beyond  my  term 
of  office  and  remain  in  force  until  the  year  1950, 
our  net  debt  by  that  year  would  be  $80,000,000, 
or  back  to  the  level  which  prevailed  in  1913, 
before  the  first  World  War,  and  this  figure  can  be 
attained  even  though  during  the  years  1946  to 
1949  a  total  of  $10,000,000  is  borrowed.  An  ad- 
herence to  a  safe  and  sane  policy  of  this  sort  until 
the  year  1950,  which  I  strongly  recommend  and 
which  I  hope  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
will  advocate,  will  immeasurably  strengthen  the 
financial  structure  of  the  city,  and  will  make  it 
possible  for  the  city  government  to  undertake  not. 
only  permanent  improvements  out  of  current 
taxes,  but  will  also  permit  the  city  to  give  sub- 
stantial relief  to  the  taxpayers. 
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If  ibi-  opted  by  succeeding 

sdminiatrations,  and  my  debt  policy  continued 
until  1950,  serial  l)Oud  redemptions  and  im 
payment!  im  that  yeai  would  total  14.750,000 
pare  that  figure  with  the  almost  $13,000,000 
for  debt  and  interest  during  my  first  yeai  as  Mayor, 
in  1938,  and  we  get  a  graphic  picture  of  the  enor- 
mously high  annual  debt  charges  «v  must  meet 
out  of  ta\i  s  through  ertravaganl  and  many 
times  unessential  borrowings. 

The  difference  between  the  debt  charges  of  1938 
and  the  estimated  debt  charges  of  1950,  i 
debt  policy  is  followed,  would  be  $8,500,000. 
If  that  amount  of  money  were  available  this 
year,  we  could  reduce  our  tax  rate  by  almost 
ax  dollars,  or,  still  more  emphatically,  that 
amount  of  money  would  provide  the  entire  operat- 
ing expenses  for  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  the 
Mattapan  Sanatorium,  the  Health  Department 
and  ten  health  unit-,   tin     I  I   House  of 

('orrection,  the  Park  Department,  the  Charles 
Street  Jail,  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House, 
the  Traffic  Department  of  the  City,  and  the 
Hoston  City  Council,  and  even  after  paying  all 
these  operating  costs  we  would  still  have  sufficient 
left  over  to  purchase  land  for  several  new  play- 
grounds, and  to  make  much  needed  improvements 
and  provide  much  needed  equipment  for  our  other 
playgrounds. 

I  am  hopeful,  too,  that  a  mistake  of  the  past 
will  not  again  be  repeated.  Between  the  years 
1923  and  1930,  years  of  prosperity,  the  ass* 
valuations  of  our  city  rose  over  $200,000,000. 
Amazingly,  during  this  same  period,  the  net 
debt  of  the  city  was  increased  by  $28,000,000. 
After  1930,  when  real  estate  valuations  began  to 
shrink  rapidly,  the  fallacy  of  mortgaging  the 
future  of  the  city  by  excessive  debt  expansion 
became  apparent,  and  when  1938  rolled  around, 
the  year  the  so-called  second  depression  occurred, 
we  not  only  had  lost  the  $200,000,000  of  incn 
valuation,  but  over  8200,000,000  in  addition. 
and  yet  we  were  forced  to  meet  out  of  taxes  debt 
charges  of  almost  813,000,000. 

After  serving  as  Mayor  of  Boston  for  a  period  of 
six  years.  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  most 
important  financial  policy  to  be  pursued  for  the 
future  security  of  the  city  is  the  rapid  reduction 
of  its  outstanding  debt  and  the  incurring  of  such 
permanent  debt  as  only  unusual  conditions  might 
compel,  and  then,  under  no  circumstances,  should 
the  amount  of  debt  contracted  in  any  given  year 
ever  exceed  the  amount  retired. 

In  the  pursuance  of  this  policy,  and  for  the 
good  of  the  future  generations  of  Boston's  citizens. 
I  a>k  the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  the  members 
of  the  City  Council. 

The  Post- War  Period. 

Even  though  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  great  war 
which  has  disrupted  the  economic  life  of  the  entire 
world,  we  must,  nevertheless,  give  thought  to 
that  day  when  the  normal,  peaceful  life  of  the 
world  is  resumed. 

I  am  of  the  belief  that  the  lessons  we  learned 
at  such  cost  following  the  last  World  War  will 
prevent  a  recurrence  of  those  conditions  which 
found  returned  veterans,  who,  but  a  short  time 
before,  were  offering  their  lives  for  the  preservation 
of  democracy  and  all  it  entails,  roaming  the  streets 
of  our  nation,  unable  to  obtain  even  the  most 
menial  kind  of  work,  and  dependent  on  the  relief 
provided  by  local  governments  for  the  barest 
necessities  of  life.  To  permit  that  to  happen 
again,  after  a  war  in  which  over  twice  as  many 
men  are  in  the  armed  services,  and  over  twice 
as  many  individuals  in  defense  work,  as  compared 
to  the  last  w'ar,  would  result  in  a  consequence 
far  more  frightful  to  contemplate  than  the  com- 
bined hate  of  all  our  enemies. 

I  am  confident  that  the  business  and  industrial 
leaders  of  our  nation  will  do  their  utmost  to 
quickly  change  their  enterprises  from  wartime  to 
peacetime  production,  and  it  will  be  to  their 
advantage  to  do  so,  because  of  the  anticipated 
tremendous  consumer  demands.  It  is  apparent, 
however,  that  these  changes  cannot  be  made 
overnight,  nor  fast  enough  to  absorb  the  willing 
hands  released  from  the  armed  forces  or  defense 
work.  In  the  interim  period  it  should  be  the  duty 
of  the  Federal,  State  and  Local  Governments 
to  provide  at  least  temporary  opportunities  for 
employment.  Our  city  should,  most  certainly, 
do  its  part  in  this  respect. 

Projects,  the  cost  of  which  will  be  self-liquidating, 
will  be  given  preference  in  any  post-war  activities, 


in  order  that  we  may  avoid  placing  unnecessary 
debt  burdens  on  our  citizens. 

Some  time  ago  I  appointed  a  poat-wai  committee 

under  the  leadership  of  the  chairman  of  the  City 

Planning    Board.      That    committee    is    giving 

ideratipntoa  tentative  program  involving  nil 

urgent    projects  of  a  public  works  nature. 

I  think  it  advisable  to  recount  some  of  theproj- 
and  undertakings  under  consideration  by 
the  committee,  so  that  your  Honorable  Body 
may  know  that  many  improvements  you  havi 
advocated  in  recent  years  are  matters  of  concern 
to  ilie  committee. 

The  full  program  ha.-  as  yet  not  been  decided. 
Some  projects  have  definitely  been  approved. 
Others  are  in  process  of  engineering  studies  to 
determine  their  practicability. 

The  project  standing  number  one  on  my  list 
is  the  construction  of  a  viaduct  connecting  Long 
[aland  with  the  mainland  and  the  demolition 
of  all  second  and  third  class  structures  at  that 
institution.  Among  the  structures  will  be  a  new 
hospital  for  women,  a  women's  dormitory,  and  a 
new  hospital  for  men.  The  total  cost  of  this 
project  will  be  in  the  vicinity  of  $2,300,000. 
Sutiicient  progress  has  been  made  on  the.  pre- 
liminary engineering  of  the  viaduct  to  be  able  to 
proceed  shortly  after  any  easing  in  priorities  on 
materials  required  for  its  construction.  This 
portion    of    the    proj'  i  an    estimate    of 

S800.000. 

For  many  yean  then   !i ■■•-  been  talk  of  bringing 
the  Long  Island  Hospital  to  the  mainland. 
will   make   Long    Island   a    part    of    the   mainland. 
with  all  of  its  accruing  benefits  to  patients,  inmates 
and  workers. 

The  Transit  Commission,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Post-War  Planning  Committee  and  the 
Planning  Hoard,  has  been  giving  consideration 
to  transportation  problems  and  possible  projects 
of  post-war  significance  which  will  have  far-reach- 
ing effects  upon  the  whole  metropolitan  area. 

With  a  view  to  the  extension  of  rapid  transit 
facilities,  the  West.  Koxbury  Branch  of  the  New- 
Haven  Railroad  has  been  completely  engineered 
to  the  Dedham  line.  The  studies  prove  this  to 
be  a  needed  self-supporting  project.  This  work 
should  be  started  at  the  earliest  possible- 
following  the  termination  of  the  war. 

A  further  study  is  in  process,  extending  the 
West  Koxbury  line  through  Dedham  to  Hyde 
Park,  and  n  over  the  Providence  Division 

of  the  New  York.  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  to  Forest  Hills.  The  estimated  total 
cost  of  the  over-all  project  is  810,426.000. 

The  White  Fund  Trustees,  of  which,  as  Mayor. 
I  am  chairman,  have  voted  to  erect  a  fitting 
memorial  to  the  veterans  of  all  wars.  Plans  are 
in  process  at  the  present  time.  This  project 
should  be  ready  for  construction  immediately 
following  the  termination  of  the  war.  The  cost 
is  estimated  at  81,000,000.  Plans  have  been 
completed  for  a  bath  house,  recreational  center 
and  solarium  on  the  Charlesbank.  at  a  project 
cost  of  $250,000.  Construction  of  this  project 
may  be  started  the  moment  priorities  are  available. 
Other  projects  for  the  various  city  departments 
totalling  an  estimated  cost  of  814,000,000  are  under 
consideration  by  the  Post-War  Planning  Com- 
mittee. The  capital  cost  of  the  greater  portion 
of  these  projects  can  be  justified  on  the  basis  of 
self-liquidation. 

In  1940  I  appointed  a  Mayor's  Conference  on 
Traffic  to  study  the  problem  of  traffic  congestion 
in  Boston.  That  conference  developed  a  program 
of  traffic  arteries  which  has  been  the  subject  of 
legislation  for  the  past  several  years.  The  war 
has  delayed  final  action.  It  is  now  before  the 
State  Commission  on  Post-War  Highways.  This 
commission  is  in  agreement  that  the  completion 
of  this  program  will  eliminate  the  most  serious 
traffic  problem  in  the  Commonwealth.  Engineer- 
ing estimates  place  the  cost  of  these  projects  in 
the  vicinity  of  $20,000,000.  The  contention  that 
this  is  a  proper  charge  against  the  Highway  Fund 
is    generally    accepted. 

A  complete  listing  of  the  Transit  Department 
proposed  self-liquidating  projects,  with  their 
costs,  is  as  follows: 

Rapid  transit  extension  from  Forest  Hills  over 
Providence  Division  of  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  to  Readville  and  return 
over  Dedham  Branch  and  West  Roxburv  Branch, 
$10,426,800. 

Removing  present  elevated  structure  between 
Bennet  street  and  Forest  Hills  and  constructing 
subwav,  $23,000,000. 
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Removing  present  elevated  structure  from 
North  Station  to  Sullivan  square  and  building; 
subway,  $11,000,000. 

Adjusting  that  portion  of  New  York,  New- 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  between  Harrison 
square  and  Braintree  to  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
operation  (at  the  request  of  the  Governor's 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Transportation), 
.$3,835,200. 

Total,  $48,202,000. 

In  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  I  am 
pleased  to  report,  consideration,  as  a  post-war 
reconstruction  activity,  is  now  being  given  to  the 
replanning  and  rebuilding  of  the  centers  of  metro- 
politan areas  in  order  to  eliminate  the  blight  which 
has  followed  the  trend  of  decentralization  during 
recent  years.  Among  the  proposals  receiving 
active  support  in  Congress  is  one  to  provide  loans 
to  cities  to  purchase  large  downtown  areas  to  be 
cleared  and  leased  to  private  agencies  on  a  long- 
term  basis,  the  difference  between  the  annual 
rental  of  such  land  and  the  annual  interest  and 
amortization  of  the  loan  would  be  charged  off  over 
a  long  term  up  to  one  hundred  years. 

This  proposal  coincides  with  studies  wc  have 
made  here  in  Boston  for  the  rehabilitation  of 
depreciated  areas,  and  for  the  elimination  of 
needless  streets,  and  the  creation  of  new  recrea- 
tional areas.  From  the  standpoint  of  Boston,  it 
is  needless  to  state  that  any  program  of  rehabilita- 
tion, which  can  be  carried  forward  by  government 
financing,  has  attractive  possibilities  in  addition 
to  its  other  advantages  as  a  post-war  project. 

Other  projects  being  contemplated  are  the 
extension  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  from  its 
present  terminus  under  Chelsea  street  in  East 
Boston  to  the  expanded  Boston  airport  and 
beyond  to  Orient  Heights.  The  extension  of  the 
Washington  Street  Tunnel  to  Forest  Hills  and  re- 
moval of  present  elevated  structure  along  Washing- 
ton street.  Extension  of  Washington  Street 
Tunnel  from  Haymarket  square  to  Sullivan 
square,  Charlestown,  and  removal  of  present 
elevated  structure  along  that  route.  All  of  these 
projects  have  definite  permanent  value  to  the 
community. 

Recreational  facilities  in  our  city  have  not  kept 
pace  with  our  needs.  The  Post-War  Committee 
has  under  consideration  the  broadening  of  these 
facilities  and  the  development  of  present  facilities. 
There  is  a  general  need  for  a  review  of  our  recrea- 
tional facilities.  This  feature  of  post-war  planning 
will  receive  intensive  consideration. 

With  these  examples  of  proposed  projects  which 
merit  consideration  in  planning  for  post-war  activi- 
ties, it  may  be  ascertained  that  the  city  govern- 
ment recognizes  the  part  it  must  play  in  the 
post-war  period,  and  recognizes,  too,  the  need  for 
large-scale  improvements  if  our  city  is  to  maintain 
its  standing  as  a  leading  metropolitan  center  of 
our  nation. 

Conclusion. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  annual  report  I  stated 
that  I  did  not  intend,  today,  to  discuss  the  ordi- 
nary activities  of  the  city  government,  but  before 
eoacluding  this  message  I  believe  I  should  give 
passing  mention  to  the  fact  that  many  of  our 
city  departments  and  divisions  are  making  notable 
contributions,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the 
victorious  prosecution  of  the  war.  We  are  indeed 
happy  that  this  is  so,  and  we  shall  continue  to 
give,  through  our  departments,  all  possible  aid 
and  help  in  the  furtherance  of  the  war  effort. 

Our  Public  Works  Department  has  achieved  a 
record  in  the  collection  of  tin  cans  and  waste 
paper  that  is  the  envy  of  almost  every  other  Ameri- 
can municipality.  Of  course,  this  marvelous 
accomplishment  would  not  have  been  possible 
without  a  right-spirited,  patriotic  citizenry. 

During  the  twelve  months  ahead  I  firmly  pro- 
pose that  every  important  activity  of  our  city 
government  should  be  considered  in  the  light  of  its 
relationship  to  the  war  effort.  We  cannot,  and 
we  must  not,  as  a  municipality,  do  anything) 
engage  in  any  activity,  or  make  any  obligations 
that  might,  even  remotely,  hinder  or  obstruct  the 
impelling  necessity  of  quick  and  decisive  defeat 
to  our  enemies.  In  the  pursuance  of  this  objec- 
tive, I  shall  ask  for  the  cooperation  of  the  mem- 
bership of  the  City  Council,  a  cooperation  which  I 
know  you  gentlemen  will  willingly  give. 

It  must  be  evident  to  all  that  the  kind  of  war 
in  which  we  are  engaged  is  a  war  requiring  greater 
sacrifices  on  the  part  of  every  citizen  than  any 
other  trial  in  the  nation's  history.  All  of  us  at 
home  are  making  sacrifices  and  wc  may  well  be 
called    upon    to    make    more    and    more   sacrifices. 


But,  whatever  our  sacrifices,  they  are  trivial  in 
comparison  to  the  sacrifices  and  hardships  that 
our  fighting  men  are  undergoing  on  the  various 
fronts  of  this  global  war.  It  will  be  to  our  eternal 
shame  and  dishonor  if  those  of  us  who  remain  at 
home,  while  our  fighting  men  suffer  and  die  in  the 
blazing  inferno  of  war,  do  not  accept  the  minor 
sacrifices  which  are  our  lot,  and  which  must  be 
our  lot  if  we  are  to  defeat  enemies  who,  if  vic- 
torious, would  degrade  and  enslave  us  all  to  a  new 
order  that  denies  the  existence  of  man's  God-given 
rights. 

To  the  1943  membership  of  the  City  Council  I 
extend  m/  sincere  appreciation,  and  the  apprecia- 
tion of  our  citizens  for  your  devotion  to  duty 
during  the  past  year. 

I  hope  that  my  relationship  with  the  present 
City  Council  will  be  as  harmonious  and  as  pro- 
ductive of  good  for  our  city  as  my  relationship 
with  the  previous  City  Council. 

I  clos?  this  message  with  the  most  prayerful 
hope  that,  long  before  this  year  reaches  maturity, 
victory  over  our  enemies  will  be  achieved,  and 
pence  restored  to  a  weary  and  war-torn  world. 
I  pray  that  the  cost  of  that  victory,  in  human 
sacrifice,  will  not  be  great.  I  pray  that  He  Who 
is  the  Light  of  the  World  will  give  us  all  the 
strength  and  courage  to  cany  whatever  burdens 
and  whatever  sorrows  the  future  may  bring.  I 
pray  that  lie  will  protect  and  preserve  those  in  the 
armed  forces  of  our  country,  and  that  His  bounti- 
ful mercy  will  be  extended  to  those  who  shall  pay 
the  supreme  price  on  the  cross  of  freedom.  I  pray 
for  His  divine  guidance  in  the  year  ahead  so  that 
I  shall,  with  His  help,  be  a  worthy  and  useful 
public  servant.      (Applause.)

Chairman  , DWYER— The  Chair  has  already 
ruled,  Councilor  Kelly,  that  as  far  as  he  knows  or 
understands  there  is  nothing  in  the  rules  that 
would  prevent  nominating  speeches,  and  as  the 
Chair  interprets  the  rules  the  Chair  is  going  to 
rule  that  if  any  member  wants  to  make  a  nominat- 
ing speech  the  Chair  is  going  to  allow  the  nom- 
inating speech  to  be  made.  The  question  is  first 
on  the  amendment  as  offered  by  Councilor  Coffey. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  Chairman. 

Chairman  DWYER— For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  HANNON— To  talk  on  the  order. 

Chairman  DWYER— On  the  amendment, 
councilor?  ,  ,. 

Coun.  HANNON— On  the  amendment.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  suppose  when  this  amendment  was 
proposed  it  was  through  those  who  aspire  to  the 
office  of  President  of  this  Body.  I  have  been  in- 
cluded as  one  of  the  potential  candidates,  and  — 
we  might  as  well  be  honest  about  it  —  I  suppose  1 
am  as  much  of  a  candidate  as  any  one  of  the 
twenty-two  members  here.  We  are  all  candi- 
dates. Everybody  would  take  the  job;  anybody 
who  gets  twelve  votes  will  be  happy  to  take  it. 
But  I  want  to  say,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  had  the 
job.  I  have  been  on  it  by  vote  of  my  colleagues, 
and  I  appreciate  it  and  if  by  askmg  those  who 
are  candidates  to  rise  up,  they  mean  those  who 
are  going  out  of  their  way  to  seek  the  position, 
then,  Mr.  Chairman,  they  are  not  talkmg  about 
me.  I  am  not  going  out  of  my  way  to  seek  this 
honor.  I  have  had  it.  I  believe  there  are  other 
men  here  just  as  capable,  just  as  honorable,  and 
even  more  entitled  to  it  than  I  am.  I  have  had 
my  chance  at  it,  and  I  think  I  am  man  enough  to 
step  aside,  I  am  man  enough  to  leave  the  election 
to   the   twenty-two   men   here,   leaving   them   to 


decide  whosoever  is  best  fitted  and  qualified  to 
hold  the  job.  I  know,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  whom 
I  am  going  to  vote,  and  1  don't  mind  saying  so. 
I  am  going  to  vote  for  a  man  who  has  been  in 
for  two  years,  a  man  who  exemplifies  and 
typifies  everything  I  look  for  in  a  Boston  ' 
(  iouncilor,  a  man  who  is  able,  a  man  who  is  hour:  i . 
:.  man  who  is  conscientious,  a  man  who  is  sincere, 
inn,  who  can  talk,  a  man  who  is  not  afraid  and 
man  1  know  will  be  on  the  level,  a  man  I  know 
will  be  on  the  job.  And,  furthermore,  last  year 
we,  as  an  honorable  gesture  in  this  Body,  voted 
and  elected  at  my  predecessor  the  honorable 
councilor  from  Ward  20,  Theodore  F.  Lyons. 
Ted  was  in  the  service  and  Ted  was  going  away. 
led  was  an  honorable  man,  an  honorable  coun- 
cilor and  a  capable  one,  and  we  here,  as  a  mark 
of  respect,  as  a  mark  of  honor  to  him,  decided 
thai   before  he  went  into  the  service  we  would 

Bled  Inn,  lo  Hi.'  Presidency  of  this  august.  Body. 
The  same  situation  confronts  us  today.  The 
honorable  man  of  whom  I  speak,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanley),  a  man  who  has 
served  his  people  faithfully  for  two  years,  a  man 
who  has  given  of  his  best  here,  is  now  going  to 
leave  us  within  a  week  or  two.  I  think,  Mr. 
Chairman,  following  out  the  precedent  of  last 
year  we,  in  all  fairness,  should  bestow  this  honor 
upon  him.  Certainly  nobody  here  is  more  able, 
certainly  nobody  here  is  more  deserving,  certainly 
nobody  here  is  more  honorable,  and  it  is  my 
pleasure  to  announce  that  I  am  easting  my  vote 
lor  the  Honorable  Matthew  Hanley  of  Ward  11. 

Conn.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  second  that 
nomination. 

Chairman  DWY'ER— The  question  is  on  Hie 
amendment  as  proposed  by  Councilor  Coffey,  that 
if  the  City  Council  proceed  at  this  time  to  elect  a 
President  for  the  year  1944,  nominating  speeches 
be  allowed. 

The  motion  was  declared  carried. 

Coun.  HURLEY— I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask 
for  a  roll  call.  ,    , 

Chairman  DWYER— Councilor,  before  the 
vote  is  announced,  the  Chair  has  already  ruled 
that  even  if  this  is  defeated,  the  Chair  will  enter- 
tain nominating  speeches,  so  I  will  ask  the  clerk 
to  call  the  roll  on  the  amendment,  and  all  those 
in  favor  of  allowing  nominating  speeches  will  vote 
Yes  and  those  opposed  No. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  was  passed, 
yeas  16,  nays  6:

Chairman  DWYER— The  question  now  is  on 
the  original  motion  offered  by  Councilor  Chase, 
that  the  Council  now  proceed  to  ballot  for  the 
presidency  for  1944.  . 

Coun.  FISH— I  propose  to  be  very  brief,  but  I 
can't  help  but  rise  to  my  feet  to  say  that  as  I  look 
back  over  the  six  years  I  have  spent  in  this  Body 
one  vote,  one  move  that  this  Council  made, 
shines  out  in  my  mind  above  all  others.  That  is 
the  one  practical  time  that  we  had  an  opportunity 
to  do  what  we  say  we  want  to  do, — pay  honor  to 
the  members  of  the  armed  forces.  We  did  that 
last  year  when  we  paid  the  honor  to  a  man  who 
now  is  possibly  out  on  the  Pacific,  the  Honorable 
Ted  Lyons.  We  have  the  opportunity  today  to 
do  it  again.  ...        , 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Chairman  DWYER— State  your  point  of  order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  don't  like  to  interrupt  the 
gentleman  in  his  speech,  but  I  think  the  question 
before  the  Body  is  as  to  whether  or  not  we  shall 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President  for  1944. 
I  think  his  speech  is  a  little  bit  premature. 

Chairman  DWYER— I  appreciate  that  that  is 
the  fact,  that  that  is  the  motion  before  the  Body, 
and  I  am  giving  the  gentleman  leeway  because  1 
believe  he  is  probably  leading  up  to  talking  on 
whether  or  not  we  should  vote  for  the  presidency 
in  the  year  1944  or  not.     I  rule  he  is  in  order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Chairman  DWYER— State  your  point  of  order 

Coun  T  <VYLOR — I  think  for  the  brief  point  of 
time  while  you  are  going  to  be  up  there  you 
should  render  your  decisions  fairly,  which  you 
are  not  doing.         -.•*„< 

Chairman  DWYER— The  councilor  is  out  of 
order  The  councilor  will  conduct  himself  in  an 
orderly  manner,  or  I  will  rule  him  out  of  order 
for  this  session. 
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Coun.  TAYLOR— I  may  bo  out  of  order,  but 
you  are  out  of  order. 

Chairman  DWYER— Councilor  Taylor  is  out  of 
order.     I  will  not  recognize  you. 

Coun.  FISH— Thank  you  for  that  ruling 
because  I  think  in  sponsoring  the  election  of  one 
who  is  to  go  in  the  armed  forces  I  possibly  will  be 
out  of  order  in  attempting  to  convince  this  Council 
to  do  the  same.     If  the  councilor  from  Ward  12 

(Coun.  Taylor)  feels  that  I  am  out  of  order 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  rise  to  a  point  of  order 
Chairman    DWYER— The   Council    will    be    in 
order   and  the  Chair  will  ask  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  12  to  very  kindly  refrain  from  making  any 
further  remarks  while  the  councilor  is  talking. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  Chairman,  if  he  injects  him- 
self any  further  I  will  first  ask  this  board  for  an 
apology  and  ask  this  Body  to  rule  on  it.  May  I 
repeat,  the  most  honorable  vote  I  have  ever  given 
in  this  Body  was  for  a  man  who  went  into  the 
service,  and  that  is  my  intention  today,  and  happy 
and  glad  am  I  of  the  opportunity  that  presents 
itself  once  more  so  that  I  can  loudly  proclaim  the 
name  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  1 1  to  be  President 
of  this  Body  for  the  year  1944. 

Chairman  DWYER — The  Question  is  on  the 
motion  of  Councilor  Chase.  Shall  the  Council 
proceed  to  elect  a  President  for  1944? 

Coun.  COFFEY— Try  and  rule  me  out  of  order 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  ask  

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  Chairman 

Chairman  DWYER— The  Council  will  be  in 
order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  ask  that,  he  be  thrown  out. 
I  can  talk  just  as  well  as  the  "Abe"  from  Ward  l9 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.   Chairman  

Chairman  DWYER— For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  think  it  is  about  time, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  some  of  us  here  conducted 
ourselves  like  gentlemen,  and  if  the  gentleman 
from  East  Boston  doesn't  care  to,  I  will  be  very 
happy  to  meet  him  any  time  and  place  to  straighten 
him  out. 

Chairman  DWYER — The  councilor  is  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— As  to  A.  W.,  I  think  every- 
body knows  what  A.  W.  is.  It  is  like  the  fellow 
that  went  up  to  the  hospital  to  be  examined,  and 
there  was  somebody  there  from  Ward  14.  I 
will  continue.  If  he  thinks  he  is  a  party  to  a 
certain  group  or  clique  that  is  going  to  come  in 
here  and  take  this  Council  over,  he  is  sadly  mis- 
taken. If  a  man  happens  to  take  his  orders  from 
where  they  come,  that  is  his  privilege.  If  he 
wants  to  be  a  yes  man  or  have  no  mind  of  his 

own 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  Chairman. 
Chairman    DWYER— For    what    purpose    does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — For  various  purposes.  In 
the  first  place,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  gentleman 
is  not  speaking  on  the  order.  And  in  the  second 
place,  it  seems  to  me  he  should  confine  his  remarks 
as  a  gentleman  should. 

Chairman  DWYER — I  will  rule  the  gentleman 
has  not  progressed  far  enough  in  his  speech  for 
the  Chair  to  determine  whether  or  not  he  is  speak- 
ing on  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY — There  is  no  harm  in  making 
nominating  speeches.  That  is  our  privilege,  to 
take  the  floor  here  on  every  opportunity  we  have. 
I  have  always  done  it  for  the  four  years  I  have 
been  here,  and  I  am  going  to  do  it  for  the  next 
two  years,  and  nobody  is  going  to  stop  me,  even 
if  I  have  to  stay  here  and  keep  the  Council  in 
session  for  a  long,  long  session.  But  it  seems 
strange,  whether  they  started  to  vote  for  nominating 
speeches  or  not,  whether  the  amendment  was 
favorable  or  not,  that  there  was  a  certain  group 
or  clique  voting  against  nominating  speeches, 
and  there  must  have  been  a  reason  for  it.  If 
that  group  or  clique  think  they  are  going  to  come 
into  the  Council  in  the  year  1944  and  take  over, 
they  are  sadly  mistaken.  For  the  four  years  I 
have  served  here  I  have  probably  said  as  much 
as  anybody  on  the  floor  about  anybody  and 
everybody  that  I  disliked.  Every  time  I  opposed 
anything  I  came  out  in  a  forcible  manner  and 
gave  my  reasons  for  it,  but  I  must  say  for  those 
four  years  there  hasn't  been  any  scandal  in  the 
City  Council;  there  hasn't  been  any  investigation 
by  that  so-called  Finance  Commission.  But 
there  had  been  investigations  previous  to  the  four 
years  that  I  came  in  here,  and  I  think  everybody 
present  here  knows  what  I  am  talking  about. 
For  one  thing  I  don't  like  to  be  called  on  the 
lelephone    and    told    thai     John     McCormack    is 


interested  in  any  candidate  running  for  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Boston  City  Council.     I  think  the 
fellow    who   made    the    call    was   a   nitwit,    and    I 
think  he  was  sitting  nexl    to  the  candidate,  sitting 
next    to    the   candidate   for   this    office    today,    but 
so  far  he  hasn't  given  a  statement  he  is  a  candi- 
date.    I  don't  like  things  under  cover.     I  asked 
I  or    nominating  speeches  for  one   reason.     In   the 
City    of    Boston    we    have    the    highest     tax    rate 
probably  of  any   city   of  its  size  in   the  United 
States.      Now,  it  is  all  right  if  we  had  any  i 
to   have    that   high    tax    rate.      If   we   had 'millions 
of    dollars    worth    of    play  areas,    baseball    fields, 
football  fields,  oi   if  in  the  last  six  months  or  eight 
months      we      were      taking      every      disabled     or 
wounded  veteran  that  came  back  from  the  various 
fronts     and      putting     them     on  the    pay    roll, 
there     would     be  a      reason     for     this     high     tax 
rate.     Or    if    we    had     relief    hospitals    or    new 
fire      houses      built,     or     gymnasiums      built,      or 
municipal    buildings    built,    or,    in    other    words, 
if    the   money   had   been   spent    in   a    proper    way 
so   the   taxpayer    would   know   that   although    he 
is  paying  .$41   on  a  thousand  he  is  getting  some- 
thing for  it.  that  his  children  are  getting  protection, 
that  he  is  getting  adequate  fire   protection,   that 
he  has  play  areas   where  there   is  no  fear  of  the 
children   being  hit   by   automobiles    while   playing 
in  the  streets,   and  so  forth.     I   asked  for  nomi- 
nating   speeches    to    find    out    what    the    various 
candidates  were  going  to  do  for  a  lower  tax  rate 
for  the   home   owner   in   Boston,   and    what   their 
intentions  are  to  equip  playgrounds  with  suitable 
equipment  so  the  children  may  get  off  the  streets 
and  may  not  be  endangered.     I  also  want  them 
to  get  up  and  say  they  are  going  to  take  a  stand 
against   the   Legislature  this   year,   that   they  are 
going  up  there  on  every  measure  to  come  before 
the     Legislature    on     business    in     Boston.     For 
example,    when    the    Legislature    decided    as    to 
competitive     examinations     without     giving     any 
wounded  or  disabled  boys  coming  back  from  the 
various    fronts    an    opportunity    to    take    a    civil 
service  examination,  or  take  a  job  in  an  employ- 
ment   department     or     Americanization     Bureau, 
the     Legislature     went    ahead     with     permissive 
legislation    and    created    those    jobs    and    made 
those   favorites   and    put   them   on    the    pay   roll, 
and  sent  that  legislation  down  to  us,  so  there  is 
nothing   we   can   do   but   appropriate   the   money 
and  give  the  salary  to  those  pets   who   happen 
to  sit  in.     I  want  to  know  what  the  candidates 
today    for    the    presidency    of    this    Council    are 
going  to  do  in  regard  to  disabled  veterans  coming 
back,    in    regard    to    equipment    of    playgrounds, 
and    so     on.     Another     thing,     about     contracts. 
Do  they  think  a  certain  group  is  going  to  get  in 
on    some    contracts?     No   matter    who    they    arc. 
they  will  hear  my  voice.     I  have  attended  every 
meeting.     I  am  on  the  job  and  I  know  my  way 
around,  and  I  am  going  to  stop  any  little  clique 
that  think  they  are  going  to  come  in  and  take 
over   this  city   government  and   keep   them   from 
operating   in    a    way   I    don't   think    they   should 
operate.     I  listened  to  the  statement  of  the  Mayor 
on   post-war   planning.     They  decided   they   were 
going   to    build   an   addition    to    Sumner    Tunnel, 
an  addition  that  will  run  underground,  an  addition 
to   the   East   Boston   airport.     I   don't  like   that. 
I  don't  like  the  smell  of  it,  and  I  don't  like  the 
thought  of  another  tunnel   being  erected  for  the 
benefit  of  the  so-called  rich  boys   who  are  in  on 
this    expansion    of    the   East    Boston    airport.    I 
have    brought    out    here    several    times    about    a 
certain    Mr.    McDonald    who    owns    the    Boston 
Port   Development   Company,   and  how  he   owed 
the  city  $327,000  in  back  taxes  for  a  period  of 
twelve  years.     He  never  paid  one  cent  on  those 
taxes,    and   recently   the    Navy   stepped   into   the 
East  Boston  section  and  took  a  parcel  of  his  land, 
and   put  in  some  underground  tanks  there.     Mr. 
McDonald   received   a   check   for   some   $397,000. 
The    Law    Department    and    the    Finance    Com- 
missioners   got    together    and    they    held    up    his 
check   after  they  found  out   I  had   been  fishing 
around  in  the  treasurer's  office  and  the  assessor^ 
department,     and     also     the     Law     Department. 
And   the  Finance  Commission  and   Mr.   Hopkins 
of  the  Law  Department  decided  that  if  that  check 
for    $397,000— Mr.    McDonald    owing   $327,000— 
instead  of  taking  the  entire  $312,000,   they  took 
a  measly  $125,000  and  they  agreed  to  allow  Mr. 
McDonald   to   pay   $40,000   on   April    1    of    1942, 
lo  pay  an  additional  $40,000  on  October  1,   1942, 
and    to    pay   $125,000    on    April    1,    1943.     Now, 
Mr.  McDonald  in  the  meantime  has  been  selling 
more  of  that  land  over  there,  and  instead  of  the 
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city  tukinit  Una  money  m  fast  m  he  sella  it.  they 
allowed   him   to   keep  it.     He  made  a   payment 

on    April    1,    1942,    of    140,000.  iei     1. 

1042,    he   failed    to   pay   his   $40,000.     Pot    April 
l.    1943,   In-   refused    to   pay   the   balance,    which 
ran  something  like  $125,000.     Now,  in  tl 
that     Mi.    McDonald    signed    with    the    Be 
Finance  Commission  and   the   I. aw    Department, 
In-  stated   if  payments   w<-rc  not    made  on

I     Wan!     to    know     wlia!     the    Boston    City    <   ouncil 

is  going  to  do  about  Mr.  McDonald,  about  forcing 

him  to  make  payments  owed  to  t  lie  City  of  Bo 
\ticl   I   think   anybody   who  is  a  candidate   here 

today  should  Kit  up  and  outline  a  program  as 
to  what  his  intentions  are  for  the  year  1944.  I 
don't  think  it  is  asking  too  much.  I  don't  like 
these  underhanded  ways  of  coming  in  here.  STou 
don't  know  who  the  candidate  is  until  the'  news- 
papers notify  you  or  until  you  get  a  telephone  call 
telling  that  John  McCormack  or  Jimmy  Roosevelt 
is  calling  you.  or  usually  one  of  the  racket  hoys  who 
is  always  calling.  And  I  have  always  wondered 
why  one  of  the  racket  boys  is  interested  in  somebody 
being  elected  President  of  the  City  Council.  This 
i-  something  I  have  said  before.  I  have  always 
wanted  it  brought  out.  and  I  think  we  have-  a 
right  to  have  it  out.  I  hope  I  am  wrong  in  my 
next  statement,  but  I  am  led  to  believe  I  am 
right.  I  have  been  on  good  terms  with  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  for  the  past  seven  or  eight  months.  I 
want  to  stay  on  good  terms  with  the  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton, and  of  course  I  won't  be  a  yes  man,  no  matter 
what  happens,  if  I  don't  see  eye  to  eye  with  them, 
and  they  know  it.  And  if  I  am  taking  an 
opposite  view  I  am  doing  the  best  I  can 
to  defeat  what  you  want.  At.  least  they 
have  respect  for  you.  But  for  some,  especially 
those  that  interrupt  you,  they  consider  them 
A.  W.,  the  same  as  I  do.  Last  night  one  of  the 
office  holders  that  is  here — kind  of  independent 
and  a  good  fellow — I  don't  know  how  much  he 
thinks  of  me — I  never  do  care,  except  for  those 
people  in  my  section  who  saw  fit  to  elect  me  so 
I  am  holding  office  for  ten  years.  So  regardless 
of  what  anybody  thinks  of  me  throughout  the 
city,  the  people  of  my  own  district,  who  know 
best,  have  elected  me.  so  I  am  going  to  hold 
office  ten  long  years,  and  I  am  very  proud  of  it. 
Hut  I  heard  only  last  night  in  the  official  family 
downstairs  that  a  little  pressure  was  brought  on 
one  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  and  I 
don't  like  that.  I  told  him  so  before,  and  I  will 
tell  him  again.  If  I  had  had  an  opportunity  to 
this  morning  I  would  have.  But  if  I  have  an 
opportunity  I  will  talk  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
this  week  and  tell  him  that  I  don't  like  any  member 
of  his  official  family  asking  or  telling  people  how 
they  shall  vote  for  the  President  of  the  City 
Council.  I  don't  think  it  is  fair.  It  is  undue 
pressure.  If  one  councilor  wants  to  work  on 
another,  that  is  another  thing.  I  don't  think, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  we  should  go  ahead  today 
and  elect  a  President  of  this  Body  who  is  not 
going  to  at  least  get  up  and  tell  us  that  he  has  got 
a  program  outlined  for  1944.  It  seems  to  me 
when  we  took  that  vote  that  there  was  a  little 
clique  working  together,  and  even  though  they 
were  experienced  men  and  they  knew  we  could 
talk  on  anything  that,  comes  before  us,  whether 
that  order  was  amended  or  not,  they  still  were 
picayune  enough  to  vote  no  for  nominating 
speeches.  Now,  I  wonder  why.  Have  they 
something  to  hide?  Are  they  afraid  of  a  scandal 
that  happened  here  before  I  came  here?  If  they 
are.  then  I  think  they  should  withdraw  as  candi- 
dates for  the  presidency.  If  not,  let  them  get  up 
and  outline  a  program  for  the  people  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Tell  us  what  you  are  going  to  do.  It 
may  be  to  have  a  lower  tax  rate.  All  right,  let 
us  bring  the  tax  rate  down  like  Mayor  Kane  did, 
of  Woburn.  Say  what  you  like,  he  did  bring  the 
tax  rate  down  $11.  Stop  contracts.  We  don'l 
have  to  spend  any  money  this  year.  Take  the 
disabled  veterans,  those  that  can't  rehabilitate 
themselves.  Let  us  find  something  safe  for  them. 
We  have  a  rope  contract  given  out  by  the  President 
of  the  City  Council,  and  I  think  there  is  a  contract, 
that  should  be  given  to  four  disabled  veterans  al 
larj     of    $1,600    plus    $200   that    they    would 


receive,  which  would  be  $1,800.  That  would  be

Use  a  city  truck  and  about  $8,500  is  spent  approxi- 
mate! i      That  money  could  be  used  to 

supply  the  citj  truck  with  .-as  and  oil,  and  at 
least  tin-  city  would  be  In  the  expenditure  of  the 

-iid  oil  to  lake  that  truck  to  go  out  on  various 

occasion-,  and   in  addition   to  that    we  would  take 

care  of  disabled  or  wounded  boys  that  come  back 

to    US.      One    thing    more    I    waul    to    touch    on    is 

lire  being  brought  on  the  Council  by  members 

of  the  Legislature,  especially  those  who  happen 
to  be  on  the  citj  paj  roll.     If  I  were  they,  I  would 

be  very  careful  about  working  on  any  councilor, 
trying  to  bring  pressure  on  him  as  to  what  he 
should  do  regarding  the  election  of  a  president 
Some  fellow.-  in  the  Legislature  arc  prettj 
fortunate,  chawing  city  and  state  salaries,  some 
at  the  same  time.  The  fellow  I  have  reference  to 
should  mind  hi-  own  business,  because  he  is  a  very 
fortunate  fellow.  While  the  Legislature  is  in 
session,  while  he  attends  a  meeting  in  the  morning 
and  also  in  the-  afternoon,  he  is  on  die  citj  paj 
roll  at  night,  and  whether  he  works  or  not  is 
another  question.  But  I  think  a  fellow  like  that. 
should  keep  his  nose  out  of  the  Council's  affairs. 
I  don't  think  he  has  any  right  to  interfere.  I 
don't  want  him  to,  and  I  don  t  think  anyone  else 
would  except,  that  he  could  yet  them  a  vote.  So 
I  say  that  if  we  are  going  to  elect  a  President 
today  he  at  least  ought  to  have  courage  to  take 
his  feet  and  tell  us  what  he  is  going  to  do  in  regard 
to  contracts,  what  he  is  going  to  do  for  the  home 
owners,  what  he  is  going  to  do  for  playground 
equipment,  what  he  is  going  to  do  regarding  the 
Legislature,  and  stop  them  from  giving  jobs  out 
without  making  permissive  legislation  so  it  would 
need  the  consent  of  the  City  Council.  Now, 
one  thing  I  want  to  touch  on.  They  tell  me  you 
need  experienced  men  up  here.  I  am  willing 
ro  go  between  and  take  any  man  who  has 
served  here  six  years,  or  I  am  willing  to 
elect  a  new  man.  I  think  anybody  that  is 
in  the  City  Council  and  has  shown  leader- 
ship in  his  own  ward  is  fully  capable  of 
taking  that  chair,  whether  he  is  a  man  that  has 
served  six  years  or  a,  new  man  that  has  just  stepped 
in  today.  I  think  he  is  capable  of  taking  that 
chair  because,  in  my  four  years,  I  don't,  recall 
any  man  that  didn't  take  that  chair  that  didn't 
seek  advice  from  the  City  Clerk.  So  at  least,  a 
new  man  can  come  up  and  get  some  advice  from 
the-  City  Clerk.  So  I  say  don't  let  us  elect  a 
president  today  unless  each  man  that  is  a  can- 
didate gets  up  and  outlines  his  views.  Don't 
forget,  we  are  a  very  powerful  body.  Twelve 
members  standing  here  today  can  stop  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  from  spending  five  cents  if  they  want 
to.  Seven  members  banded  together  can  stop  all 
appropriations,  because  they  need  fifteen  votes 
before  they  can  spend  five  cents  on  any  appropri- 
ation in  this  city.  And  I  think  it.  is  about  time 
we  got  somebody  in  that  chair  in  1944  who  at 
least  before  he  takes  the  chair,  has  set  up  a  pro- 
gram and  has  decided  to  let  the  rest  of  the  twenty- 
one  members  in  on  that  program,  let  us  know  what 
his  intentions  are.  He  owes  it  to  us,  but  most  of 
all  to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston. 

Conn.  KINSliLLA — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  going 
io  confine  my  remarks  strictly  to  those  of  a  nom- 
inating nature,  in  speaking  of  the  young  man 
whose  name  has  been  running  through  my  mind 
for  the  last.  hour.  We  witnessed  a  spectacle  today 
of  six  new  members  joining  the  Body,  only  one  of 
whom  has  ever  served  in  a  municipal  capacity. 
I  think  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  represent,  col- 
lectively a  substantial  part  of  the  Boston  elee- 
fcorate,  something  ought  to  be  said  about,  the 
young  man  for  whom  I  intend  to  cast  my  vote 
for  the  presidency  of  this  Body.  Second-hand 
information  or  hearsay  evidence  is  not  much  good 
to  anybody,  but  I  have  a  reputation  in  Boston  for 
-peaking  my  mind  as  I  know  it  to  be,  and  while 
I  am  not  always  correct.  I  am  not  wrong  because 
anyone  tells  me  to  be  wrong,  or  misinforms  me. 
Mr.  Chairman,  without  in  any  way  detracting 
from  the  character  of  the  men  who  have  held  the 
Body  in  control  as  President  in  their  day  and  age 
in  the  past,  without  detracting  one  whit,  from 
their  character  and  integrity,  I  believe  that  in  the 
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poison  of  the  young  man  whose  name  I  shall  itti 
later  we  have  one  of  the  cleanest  and  finest  char- 
acters that  ever  went  into  Boston  politics  at  any 
time.  There  has  been  a  little  talk  made  about 
qualification  anil  ability.  Of  all  bodies  in  this 
country  where  qualification  and  ability  count  for 
nothing,  the  Boston  City  Council  is  fiist  Every- 
thing is  clone  here  by  mirrors.  Thai  is  whj  I  am 
heartily  in  accord  with  Councilor  Coffey's  state- 
ment, that  candidates  who  are  not  going  to  enjoy 
the  prestige  and  honor,  such  as  it  is,  ought  to  have 
the  hardihood  to  get  up  and  declare  themselves 
as  forthright  and  as   their  controlling  group   will 

allow  them  to.    At  least  make  some  scniblanc 1  b 

contest  out  of  it.  If  it  is  worth  having,  it  is  worth 
fighting  for.  Two  years  ago  next  Wednesday  by 
date,  I  had  the  great  good  fortune  to  be  sworn  in 
as  a  member  of  this  Body  at  Symphony  Hall,  with 
four  other  new  members  at  that  lime,  one  of  whom 
was  Councilor  Matthew  Hanley  of  Ward  1 1 , 
Jamaica  Plain  district,  Boston.  He  came  into  the 
Council  as  an  unknown  quantity.  He  had  not 
set  the  world  afire.  He  had  confined  himself 
strictly  to  the  interests  of  Ward  11,  and  it  might 

be  to  the  advantage  oi  eacl I  every  one  of  us 

to  think  as  much  of  0U1  own  districts  as  he  thought, 
and  thinks  of  his.  Ami  in  that  time  that  litis 
elapsed  Matthew  Hanley  has  endeared  himself — I 
truly  mean  endeared  himself— to  every  member  of 
this  Body,  even  to  those  with  whom  he  has  been 
in  sharp  competition.  There  is  no  one  that,  ques- 
tions his  honor,  no  one  that  questions  his  integral 
honesty,  no  one  (hat  questions  the  honesty  of  his 
physical  acts.  No  one  in  this  city  can  point  a 
ringer  at  Matthew  Hanley  and  malign  him  or 
vilify  him  as  being  a  schemer  or  a  sharper  or  a 
rogue.  No  honor  has  come  to  him  in  this  Body 
except  the  honor  that  came  to  him  from  the  people 
of  his  ward  whose  votes  put  him  in  this  Body, 
but  I  find  myself  today  speaking  from  the  bottom 
of  my  heart  when  I  tell  you  that  the  greatest  com- 
fort and  satisfaction,  the  greatest  feeling  of  having 
accomplished  something  at  any  rate,  has  come  to 
me  today,  and  I  thank  God  I  have  got  the  power 
of  speech  to  put  into  words  publicly  my  feelings 
about  Matthew  Hanley.  That  is  not  in  any  way 
to  say  that  young  Hanley  has  a  corner  on  honor 
or  integrity,  but  he  has  it  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
spread  over  this  entire  Body  to  his  own  honor  and 
glory  and  to  the  good  of  the  city.  We  are  not  the 
only  ones  that  have  a  stake  in  this  thing.  There 
are  780,000  Boston  people  who  are  very  careful 
as  to  the  type  of  man  they  elect  as  Mayor.  And 
we,  as  their  chosen  delegated  representatives  in 
this  Body,  owe  it  to  them  to  select  a  man  who  can 
recognize  the  existence  of  every  one,  a  man  who 
will  not  stow  himself  away  in  a  dark  corner  of  the 
chamber,  a  man  who  won't  consummate  every 
deal  in  a  smoke-filled  hotel  room.  I  am  not  under 
any  one's  thumb  here.  I  have  a  free  choice.  The 
only  place, where  there  is  any  restriction  on  my 
freedom  of  choice  is  in  the  matter  of  the  name  of 
Kinsella.  I  wouldn't  take  the  job,  as  I  said  a  year 
ago,  for  $10,000  a  year,  but  in  the  matter  of  the 
twenty-one  of  you  gentlemen,  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
have  a  free  choice.  I  intend  to  exercise  if.  I  am 
not  biased  or  prejudiced  except  in  the  best  in- 
terests of  not  only  the  people  of  Charlestown  who 
put  me  here  but  in  the  interests  of  the  Boston 
people  who  have  contributed  in  one  way  or  another 
to  my  physical  well  being.  At  this  point  I  would 
like  once  more  to  utter  the  name  of  the  cleanest 
and  finest  young  man,  bar  none,  in  Boston  politics, 
Matthew  F.  Hanley,  councilor  from  Ward  11. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  been  a 
member  of  this  Body  for  six  years  and  am  going 
into  my  seventh  year,  and  it  is  with  extreme 
regret  that  I  realize  that  there  is  not  more  har- 
mony in  the  ranks.  I  voted  to  allow  the  oppor- 
tunity to  the  various  councilors  to  make  nominating 
speeches  becauso  I  personally  thought  it  was 
the  only  fair  thing  to  do.  I  believe  in  free  speech. 
I  like  to  hear  arguments  on  all  sides.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  have  enjoyed  that  privilege  on  several 
other  occasions.  If  I  remember  correctly,  away 
back  six  years  ago  I  made  a  nominating  speech 
in  behalf  of  Robert  Gardiner  Wilson,  Jr.,  now 
judge  of  the  Probate  Court;  and  I  think  I  made 
a  nominating  speech  four  years  ago  for  Henry  L. 
Shattuck.  I  see  no  harm  in  allowing  nominating 
speeches.  I  am  glad  we  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  those  of  the  various  councilors. 
I  don't  agree  with  some  of  the  views  expressed 
by  some  of  the  councilors.  I  personally  think 
that  the  prime  requisite  for  the  office  of  President 
of  this  Body  is  honesty  and  a  willingness  to  be 
fair.     I    think   if    wc   elect   one    of   our    members 


with  those  qualifications  that  the  Council  will 
get  along  well.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  hope  that  in 
the  future  the  Council  will  refrain  from  indulging 
in  personalities  and  will  get  down  to  rock  bottom 
and  conduct  municipal  business  in  a  dignified 
manner,  a  manner  in  which  we  are  supposed  to 
conduct,  it,  in  which  the  citizens  of  Boston  expect 
us  to  conduct  it.  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  word 
in  behalf  of  the  gentleman  whom  I  shall  vote  for. 
Again  I  would  like  to  say  that  this  man  has  not 
even  approached  me.  No  one  has  approached 
me  in  his  behalf.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
serving  with  him  in  this  Body  in  the  past  years 
and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  in  prior  years  I  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  voting  against  him  because 
I  thought  another  man  was  better  qualified. 
I  am  very  happy  to  have  the  privilege  this  year 
of  voting  for  John  E.  Kerrigan,  of  South  Boston. 
I  think  he  is  a  fair  man,  and  I  think  he  will  en- 
deavor to  conduct  this  Body  in  an  honest  and 
dignified  manner.  I  think  that  is  all  the  citizens 
of  Boston  expect  from  any  man,  and  I  think 
John  E.  Kerrigan  is  qualified  to  carry  on  in  this 
office  in  that  manner,  and  I  shall  so  vote. 

Coun.  KELLY — Speaking  on  the  motion,  Mr. 
Chairman,  I,  like  Councilor  Chase,  am  going  into 
my  seventh  year  in  this  Body.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  for  me  to  be  sent  here  by  my  constituents 
of  Ward  1.3.  on  different  occasions,  to  be  theil 
City  Councilor  in  city  government.  I  agree  with 
Councilor  Chase  that  the  man  put  in  the  Presi- 
dent's chair  should  be  honest  and  fair.  The  man 
I  am  going  to  cast  my  vote  for  I  know  to  lie 
honest  and  fair.  That  is  why  I  cast  my  vote 
for  him.  I  believe  that  the  man  that  sits  up  in 
the  President's  chair  should  at  all  times  remember 
that  there  are  twenty-two  members  of  the  Council 
fifty-two  weeks  a  year.  He  at  all  times  should 
remember  that  twenty-two  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  constitute  the  members  of 
the  Boston  City  Council.  The  man  I  am  going 
to  cast  my  vote  for  has  only  been  a  member  of 
this  Body  two  years.  There  isn't  any  question 
as  to  his  honesty;  there  is  no  question  as  to  his 
fairness;  there  is  no  question  as  to  his  sincerity. 
There  is  no  question  that  if  he  sits  on  that  chair 
he  will  recognize  every  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council.  I  don't  want  to  be  at  any  time 
any  part  of  casting  my  vote  for  a  man  that  won't 
remeniber  that  twenty-two  men  ate  members  of 
(he  Boston  City  Council.  I  have  been  guilty  of 
that  offense  before.  I  am  not  going  to  be  guilty 
of  it  this  year.  If  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  cast 
my  vote  for  the  gentleman  from  Ward  If.  Matthew 
Hanley,  because  I  know  he  is  honest  and  fair,  and 
I  know  he  will  rule  impartially.  It  was  a  pleasure 
for  me  last  year  to  get  up  in  this  Body  and  give 
the  deciding  vote  to  that  great  young  fellow 
from  Ward  20,  Theodore  Lyons.  My  vote  was 
i  la-  deciding  vote  for  him  that  made  if  possible 
for  him  to  be  the  President  of  the  Council.  I 
don't  see  how  we  can  give  any  man  a  more  fitting 
tribute  today  than  to  elect  as  President  of  this 
Council  the  honorable  gentleman  from  Ward  11, 
for  whom  I  will  cast  my  vote,  Matthew  Hanley.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — Concerning  your  communica- 
tion of  December  1,  1943,  subject,  City  Council 
order  of  November  29,  1943,  please  be  informed 
that  the  Building  Code  does  not  permit  the 
Building  Department  to  negotiate  contracts  for 
filling  cellars  of  buildings  which  have  been  razed 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  however,  in  many  instances 
I  personally  have  acquired  the  filling  of  such 
cellars  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  providing  fill  from  their 
street  projects. 

Undoubtedly  in  most  instances  an  open  cellar 
does  present  a  hazard,  but  seldom,  if  ever,  is  there 
sufficient  incombustible  material  in  a  building 
razed  to  provide  for  the  filling  in  of  the  basement 
of  the  building.  For  this  reason  I  have  to  solicit 
the  aid  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  as  above 
stated. 

In  part,  the  City  Council's  order  asks  for  the 
removal  of  foundations,  and  to  this  I  state  that 
in  my  opinion  same  should  not  be  done  as  removal 
of  foundation  walls  would  contribute  to  cave-ins 
of  adjoining  land  and  probably  public  sidewalks 
and  would  cause  a  hazard  far  greater  than  the 
unfilled  cellar,  as  in  most  instances  foundation 
walls  below  grade  are  in  effect  retaining  walls.

ELECTION   OF   PRESIDENT. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  that 
we  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President  for  tin- 
year  1944. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  HANNON — Before  the  vote  is  taken.  I 
would  like  to  say  a  few  words.  During  the  course 
of  the  year,  Mr.  Chairman,  there  are  many  orders 
which  come  before  this  Body,  but  there  is  no  order 
which  should  be  more  important  or  which  should 
mean  more  to  the  individual  members  of  the  City 
Council  than  the  selection  of  a  man  who  is  to  pre- 
side over  us  during  the  forthcoming  year.  I  know. 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  there  is  quite  a  bit  of  inti 
in  this  contest.  Almost  everybody  is  getting  tele- 
phone calls;  everybody  is  being  approached,  every- 
body is  being  talked  to, — and  rightly  so, — but 
when  we  get  in  here  everybody  seems  to  be  afflicted 
with  dumbness;  everybody  seems  to  be  bashful  or 
backward  about  getting  up  to  talk,  and  yet  they  can 
go  outside,  put  a  nickel  in  the  telephone,  and  they 
can  talk  for  an  hour.  Now  I  think  we  are  all  inter- 
ested in,  and  we  should  all  know,  the  qualifications 
and  the  abilities  of  the  man  we  are  going  to  elect  as 
President.  I  know,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  have  been 
here  for  some  time.  I  have  served  with  sixteen  of 
the  members  of  this  year's  Council.  I  know  them 
anil  have  found  them  to  be  O.  K.  I  have  had  the 
honor,  as  I  said  before,  and  I  am  perfectly  willing 
to  step  aside  and  give  that  honor  to  somebody  else. 
I  do  not  think  it  is  an  honor  that  should  be  usurped 
by  any  one  man.  I  do  not  think  any  one  of  us  is 
so  far  above  the  others  that  we  should  receive  the 
plum  and  keep  on  receiving  it  year  after  year.  I 
have  been  up  there,  and  I  probably  have  had  better 
opportunity  than  anybody  else  to  observe  tin- 
members  of  this  Body;  and  I  know,  and  am  willing 
to  admit,  that  there  are  other  members  here  who 
served  with  me  last  year  who  are  perfectly  well 
able,  perfectly  well  qualified  and  perfectly  capable 
of  carrying  on  at  least  as  well  as  I  carried  on.  For 
that  reason  I  am  taking  my  feet  to  advance  tin- 
cause  of  one  of  the  men  who  has  served  with  inc. 
That  man  is  Councilor  Matthew  F.  Hanley  of 
Ward  11.  Everybody  who  was  in  this  Council 
last  year  and  the  year  before  sat  here  sometimes  in 
awe  at  the  learning  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  1  1 . 
Everybodj   here  regardless  of  personal  feelings  has 

had  to  admit  that  the  gentleman    from  Ward  11  is 
at  least  as  well  qualified,  is  at  least  as  capable  and 
honorable,    as    any    other    man    in    the    chamber 
When  we  vote  for  a  President    we  should  vote  for 
a  man  who  has  ability,  a  man  who  lias  shown  that 
ability,  a  man  who  has  served  with  us  so  we  b 
had  an  opportunity  to  observe  him,   both  on  tin- 
floor  and  in  his  committee  meetings.     We  want  a 
man    who    is    conscientious.      I     know     there    are 
others,  but  we  must  make  a  choice.      We  ran 
for  only  one  and  the  qualities  and  qualifications  we 
should  look  for,  I  believe,  arc  ability  plus  horn 


You  know,  Mr.  Chairman,  just  as  well  as  I,  that 
it  is  not  a  soli  job  being  up  in  that,  chair.  There 
are  twenty-two  members  in  this  Council,  and  each 
one  of  tin-  twenty-two  of  us  is  probably  as  smart  as 
the  other  twenty-one.  Each  one  of  the  twenty-two 
of  us  has  his  own  views  and  each  one  of  the  twenty- 
two  of  us  must  be  able  to  express  his  views  or  else 
he  would  not  have  been  elected  to  this  Body. 
Therefore,  when  you  are  in  the  chair,  many  times 
in  going  t"  In-  called  upon  to  rule  against  this 
one  or  rule  against  that  one.  You  cannot  straddle. 
You  have  to  be  honest.  You  have  to  have  brains 
to  reach  a  decision  and  have  to  have  courage 
enough  to  follow  that  decision  to  its  logical  con- 
clusion. We  have  men  here,  Mr.  Chairman,  who 
are  able  to  do  that,  and  out  of  those  men  it  is  up  to 
us  to  pick  one  man  who  has  those  qualities  at  least 
as  well,. if  not.  a  little  better,  than  the  rest  of  us. 
That  man,  a  man  endowed  with  courage,  and  a 
man  endowed  with  honesty  and  endowed  with 
brains  and  who  can  express  himself  as  probably 
no  other  man  here  can,  is  the  councilor  from  Ward 
11,  Matthew  F.  Hanley.  In  addition  to  that,  Mr. 
Chairman,  last  year  we  had  a  member  here  who 
served  well  with  us,  the  councilor  from  Ward  20. 
Ted  Lyons,  and  during  the  course  of  the  year  Ted 
Lyons  was  called  into  the  service  of  the  country, 
lie  joined  the  Navy.  As  a  mark  of  respect,  a 
mark  of  honor  and  a  token  of  appreciation,  we  got 
up,  twelve  of  us,  and  voted  for  Lyons  to  elect  him 
President  of  the  City  Council.  We  did  that  be- 
cause  we  honored  him  for  his  faithful  and  con- 
'  notions  service.  We  did  it  because  we  felt 
sincerely  that  that  title  might  help  him  not  merely 
in  the  Navy,  because  in  the  Navy  I  suppose  all 
men  are  equal,  but  it  might  help  him  later  on  in  life 
if  he  came  back  again,  to  say  that  at  one  time  he 
had  been  honored  by  his  colleagues  of  the  Council 
by  being  elected  to  the  presidency.  I  hope,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  everybody  here  will  be  honest  and 
sincere  in  the  casting  of  their  ballots.  Ted  Lyons 
took  the  presidency,  held  it  for  a  short  time,  and 
then  resigned.  The  councilor  from  Ward  11  is 
already  in  the  service.  He  will  be  with  us  only  a 
week  or  two  weeks  more,  and  then  his  resignation 
will  be  here.  Nobody  loses  anything.  He  gains 
an  honor.  I  think  we  will  have  gained  a  little 
prestige  because  we  are  sticking  together  and  doing 
something  for  somebody  who  has  served  amongst 
us  conscientiously  and  sincerely.  So  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  Hanley  has  every  qualification  that  I 
would  look  for  in  a  candidate  for  public  office.  He 
is  a  credit  not  only  to  his  district  but  to  the  whole 
City  of  Boston.  He  will  reflect  credit  on  this 
Council.  Last  Monday  he  received  eleven  votes. 
Eleven  of  the  members  here  last  Monday  had 
confidence  enough  in  him  and  had  knowledge 
enough  of  him  to  vote  for  him.  We  know  that 
during  the  course  of  the  week  nothing  has  happened 
to  destroy,  disrupt  or  disturb  that  confidence.  I 
know  those  eleven  who  voted  for  him  last  Monday 
will  be  happy  and  pleased  to  vote  for  him  again. 
We  are  asking  those  who  have  not  been  here  to 
serve  with  him  during  the  past  two  years  to  look  at 
his  record,  to  talk  with  those  of  us  who  have  been 
here  with  him,  and  I  am  certain  that  out  of  the 
fullness  of  our  hearts,  out  of  the  honesty  of  our 
intentions  and  our  own  knowledge  gathered  by 
personal  observation  and  personal  service,  we  will 
elect  as  the  President  of  this  Council  the  honorable 
member  from  Ward  11,  Matthew  F.  Hanley. 

Chairman  DWYER— The  clerk  will  call  the  roll 
and,  as  the  members'  names  are  called,  each  mem- 
ber will  announce  his  choice  for  presidency  for  the 
year  1944.

friendship  rather  than  qualifications,  I  extend 
to  you  the  hand  of  friendship  with  the  fervent 
wish  and  cherished  hope  for  youi  health 

and  longevity.  Speaking  on  behalf  of  myself, 
I  would  like  to  thank  each  and  every  one  of  you 
who  cast  your  votes  for  me  and  for  the  beautiful 
tribute  you  extended  to  me  by  your  nominating 

Feeble  words  of  mine  will  - 
express  the  thoughts  which  surge  within  me,  the 
gratitude  for  the  honor  which  I  received  through 
the  generosity  of  the  distinguished  COUncilOl 
from  Ward  13,  who  stepped  aside  in  order  that 
my  name  might  be  brought  before  you  honorable 
gentlemen.  One  of  the  greatest  diplomats  of 
the  world,  whose  diplomacy  was  based  on  <1> 
and  dishonesty,  wrote  his  epitaph  on  the  pa 
of  history  by  having  his  name  considered  bj 
the  world  synonymous  with  deceit  His  name 
was  Machiavelli,  an  Italian  prince,  and  Machia- 
vellian has  become  the  name  for  his  type  of  diplo- 
macy. And  so  his  thoughts  have  comedown  to 
us  today,  down  through  the  corridors  of  time,  and 
found  their  amplifying  voice  in  the  hallowed 
chamber  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  Some  of 
those  now  looking  at  me  today  may  know  how, 
through  lies  and  insinuations,  they  have  tried 
to  drag  down  my  name  in  the  gutter  of  vilification 
They  have  utilized  their  poisonous  virus  in  order 
not  to  destroy  me  but  rather  to  attain  some- 
thing that  I  would  not  give  to  them  because 
it  is  dishonest.  I  owe  no  apologies  to  any  man 
or  to  any  group.  I  have  always  fought  with 
what  God  gave  me,  my  voice  and  my  faculties 
and  the  physical  and  mental  abilities  He  has 
endowed  me  with.  I  bend  my  head  to  no  man, 
and  I  will  bend  my  knee  to  no  man.  But  the 
virus  of  propaganda  was  brought  into  this  cham- 
ber that  Councilor  Matthew  F.  Hanley — "well, 
he  may  be  a  decent  man,  he  may  be  an  honorable 
man,  he  may  be  an  honest  man,  but  he  is  now 
in  the  United  States  Navy,  although  he  is  garbed 
in  civilian  attire;  we  know  that  he  would  make 
a  good  president,  presiding  officer  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  but  he  would  not,  he  would  not" — 
and  those  are  their  exact  words — "he  would  not 
resign  his  presidency  because  of  his  affiliation 
and  association  with  other  members."  In  other 
words,  they  utilized  the  old  axiom,  "Show 
me  your  associates,  and  I  will  tell  you  who  you 
are."  I  was  never  one  to  throw  stones  at  any 
one,  no  matter  what  their  private  life  is,  or  what 
their  public  life  is.  Life  is  too  short.  I  would 
rather  forgive  a  man  and  be  known  as  a  friend 
than  ever  be  utilized  as  a  tool  or  puppet  by  any- 
one. I  could  attain  this  presidency  very  easily 
I  could  attain  it  through  the  same  channels  that 
other  men  obtain  it.  I  am  very  sorry  that  the 
armed  forces  have  me  so  my  voice  can  no  longer 
be  heard  in  this  hallowed  chamber.  But  there 
are  men  in  this  Honorable  Body  whose  character 
I  will  not  impugn.  Their  constituents  elected 
them.  There  are  also  men  in  this  Honorable 
Body  who  are  well  qualified  to  become  political 
assets,  not  only  to  the  City  of  Boston  but  to 
our  great  country,  and  I  only  hope  my  life  will 
be  spared  and  that  some  day  I  will  be  able  to 
reciprocate  upon  a  public  platform  and  to  espouse 
their  cause  among  their  constituencies.  That  is 
the  only  way  I  can  pay  back  a  debt  of  gratitude. 
I  can  never  utilize  the  filthy  lucre  that  we  call 
money.  I  can  never  utilize  the  dirty  contractors 
who  feed  and  live  upon  the  gullibility  of  our 
city.  I  can  never  promise  them  a  tax  abate- 
ment with  a  20  per  cent  fee.  But  I  would  promise 
them  friendship.  You  members  who  utilized 
propaganda  to  try  to  defeat  me,  if  you  can  live 
with  your  conscience,  then  I  can  live  with  mine, 
but  some  day  we  may  meet  again  and  the  result 
that  day  may  be  different.  Today  through  the 
columns  of  the  press  and  editorials  in  the  Boston 
Post  they  tried  to  stigmatize  the  Boston  City 
Council.  We  were  stigmatized  before  by  a  well- 
known  commentator  as  a  "city  of  bums,"  and 
that  has  been  amplified  through  the  columns 
of  the  press  in  their  editorial  columns.  I  refer 
specifically  to  the  Boston  Post.  I  do  not  fight 
behind  closed  doors.  I  will  fight  where  my 
voice  is  recorded  by  a  public  stenographer.  There 
has  never  been  a  body  of  deliberation  from  the 
beginning  of  time  but  there  have  been  squabbles 
and  there  will  not  be  a  body  of  deliberation  until 
the  end  of  time  without  squabbles.  When  you 
do  not  have  squabbles,  then  you  know  definitely 
that   there   is   something    wrong;      there   is  some- 


thing  putrid;      there   is   something   that    is    being 

red  up  by  the  blanket  of  deceit  and  hypoci 
There  was  never  any  squabbling  in  the  Keichstag; 
there  was  never  any  squabbling  in  the  Comintern; 

there  was  never  any  squabbling  in  -the  F.i 
regime  of  Italy,  because  they  produced  dictators, 
and  there  was  never  any  squabbling  in  our  Con- 
until  the  life  blood  of  our  land  was  offered 
up  upon  the  sacrificial  altars  of  the  God  above. 
I  never  intended  to  be  and  never  will  be  a  puppet 
to  any  man,  and  I  never  allow  myself  to  be  stulti- 
fied in  the  columns  of  the  press  by  stigmatizing 
any  body  I  belong  to.  I  can  put  off  that  cloak 
of  hypocrisy  and  tell  you  the  story  of  the  Boston 
Reporters — they  report  the  news;  they 
never  make  it,  but  they  can  color  it,  and  they 
can  utilize  interpretations  in  order  to  wean  away 
to  their  side  the  gullible  members  of  this  body. 
Maurice  Tobin  is  the  Mayor  of  our  city.  As  a 
Christian  I  am  compelled  by  my  holy  religion 
to  love  and  honor  all  men,  but  I  am  not  compelled 
to  honor  and  respect  all  the  principles  of  men, 
and  I  have  tried  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to 
distinguish  and  differentiate  between  a  man  and 
his  principles.  I  have  never  allowed  racial  or 
religious  feeling  to  color  any  act,  word  or  deed 
of  mine.  As  a  member  of  the  United  Si 
Navy,  I  cannot  hurt  anyone.  I  am  subject  to 
order  to  go  whenever  the  commanding  officer 
^ends  me.  I  really  thought  that  I  could  some. 
day  come  back  and  say  that  I  was  honored  by 
my  colleagues.  However,  I  hold  no  grudge 
towards  any  man.  I  came  into  this  chamber 
unknown  and  I  will  go  out  unknown.  I  am 
friendly  to  all  men  in  all  walks  of  life.  I  hold 
no  brief  for  anyone.  So  far  as  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  is  concerned,  he  and  I  are  friends.  I 
have  never  said  anything  about  him  behind  his 
back.  What  I  have  said  is  all  recorded  in  the 
public  records.  He  had  nothing  at  all  to  do 
with  my  defeat  here  today.  I  lost  because  of 
propaganda.  But  I  will  say  to  you,  Mr.  President, 
that  you  are  a  fine  young  man.  I  know  your 
background,  and  I  know  your  public  record, 
and  I  know  why  you  left  the  United  States  Army. 
You  will  make  a  fine  parliamentarian  from  your 
past  experience.  I  know  you  will  be  fair  and 
impartial  in  all  your  views,  but  you  will  be  called 
upon  in  the  most  critical  period,  not  only  of 
our  history  but  the  history  of  the  world,  to  decide 
on  issues  that  may  jeopardize  or  secure  our  Ameri- 
can rights,  liberties  and  privileges.  My  last 
salutation  will  be  this:  Let  the  Stars  and  the 
Stripes  be  unfurled  to  the  breeze.  Let  that 
banner  be  placed  upon  the  highest  pinnacle  of 
the  land;  let  it  never  dip  its  colors  to  those  of 
any  other  flag,  but  rather  let  those  other  people 
throw  off  the  lr  lethargy,  their  serfdom  and  their 
ignorance  and  lift  their  banner  to  the  height  of 
the  Stars  and  Stripes.  Piesidents  will  come  and 
presidents  will  go.  Men  will  come  into  this  life 
through  birth  and  pass  from  this  life  through 
death,  but  the  principles  woven  into  the  faoric 
of  our  Flag  are  eternal.  They  are  the  Alpha 
and  Omega;  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  Christian 
justice  and  charity.     I  thank  you,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  KERRIGAN— the  Chair  hears  no 
objection. 

Coun.  HANXON — Mr.  President,  as  I  said 
before,  politics  is  a  peculiar  occupation  or  might 
properly  be  called  a  peculiar  vocation.  It  presents 
problems  at  all  times.  Lilce  yourself,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  am  proud  to  be  of  Irish-American  extrac- 
tion. I  am  one  of  those  fellows  who,  if  he  has  a 
job,  tries  to  do  it,  and  I  am  also  one  of  those 
fellows,  who  if  there  are  two  sides  to  a  question,  is 
willing  to  take  one  side  and  stick  to  it.  that  is 
why,  in  the  present  contest,  I  nominated  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  11.  I  was  fair  in  my  nomination. 
I  was  fair  and  honest  in  my  selection  of  a  candidate. 
So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  the  battle  is  now  over. 
You  have  been  elected,  you  have  won.  From 
now  on,  Mr.  President,  I  am  merely  your  humble 
servant,  and  I  congratulate  you  and  now  move, 
Mr.  President,  that  your  election  be  made  unani- 
mous. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion,  which  was 
carried. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  KERRIGAN— Any  objection?  The 
Chair  hears  no  objection. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  after  listening 
to  the  remarks  of  the  distinguished  gentleman  from 
Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanley)  I  just  couldn't  sit  here 
without  getting  up  and  having  something  to  say 
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about  those  remarks.     No  one  holds  the  gentleman 
from    Ward    11    in   any   more   esteem    than    I   do 
i  u   j       tmnks  more  of  Matthew  Hanley  than  I  do 
I  had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of  voting  for  him 
last  Monday.     A  lot  of  water  has  gone  over  the 
dam  since  last  Monday.     In  fact,  I  was  supposed 
to  be  the  candidate  today  on  the  first  ballot,  and 
some  of  those  whom  I  worked  for  damned  hard, 
worked   for  and   engineered   things  for,    were  not 
men  enough  to  come  today  and  say,  "We  will  vote 
for  you,  Coffey."     "Oh,  no,  leave  Coffey  in  our 
group,    but   do    not   elect   him    President   of    the 
Council.     Give  him  so  many  votes,  but  have  one 
or  two  stay  off  so  Coffey  will  not  become  President 
of  this  Body."     But  Coffey  has  a  brain,  thank  God, 
°r-  Iuw°uldn'('  De  serving  in  my  ninth  or  tenth  year 
with  all  the  fighting  I  have  done  with  practically 
everybody  I  have  come  in  contact  with  whom  I 
did  not  like.     Now,  it  is  all  right  to  honor  a  man 
in  the  service.     We  would  all  like  to  do  that.     We 
did  it  last  year  and  without  my  vote.     I  did  not 
vote  for  Teddy  Lyons.     I  did  not  vote  for  Matthew 
Hanley    today.     I   suppose   I   could   go   into   this 
thing  in  detail  and  bring  out  things  on  both  sides. 
This  does  not  end  on  one  side.     It  goes  both  ways, 
but  one  thing  I  will   be  honest  enough  to  say  is 
this:  so  far  as  Matthew  Hanley  is  concerned,  no 
propaganda  has  reached  me  that  he  was  going  to 
continue  to  hold  ofr.ce  for  the  entire  year,  because 
I  know  in  my  own  heart  Matt  Hanley  if  elected 
was  going  to  resign.     I  know  that.     Well,  every- 
body seems  to  be  patriotic  because  we  are  at  war. 
I  do   not   think   anybody   in   the   chamber  has  a 
better  war  record  than  myself.     I  have  a  boy  in  the 
service  who  has  already  seen  a  year's  service  in  the 
Air  Corps,  so  I  do  not  think  I  have  to  take  my  hat 
off  to  anybody  when  it  comes  to  patriotic  duties 
and  so  forth.     I  want  to  bring  out  something  that 
happened  here  last  Monday  when  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  14  got  up  and  made  a  statement  that 
according  to  the  record,  as  I  understood  it,  he  was 
going  to  take  me  out  and  teach  me  the  rules  and 
regulations    of    the    Council, — not    the    way    the 
Boston  Post  wrote  it  up,  and  they  wrote  it  twice 
in  one  column,  that  Coffey  backed  away  from  the 
councilor   from    Ward    14,    because   Coffey    won't 
back  away  from  anybody,  no  matter  who  the  hell 
he  is,  in  this  city.     He  never  has  and  never  will. 
I  have  always  been  an  independent  and  am  going 
to  end  up  that  way  and,  as  I  said  before,  with  the 
attitude   I    take   I -probably    will   end   up   on    the 
W.  P.  A.,  but  that  is  the  way  I  want  to  end  up. 
At  least,  I  will  be  my  own  boss  even  in  that  job. 
Nobody  is  going  to  tell  me  what  to  do  or  how  to 
do  it.     Now,  while  I  have  the  floor,  I  want  to  go 
briefly  into  a  few  things  that  have  happened  here 
the  past  few  weeks.     In  fact,  for  the  four  years 
I  have  been  here  I  have  been  particularly  disgusted 
with  the  Hoston  Post  reporter  telling  the  councilors 
what  to  do  and  how  to  vote.     I  am  not  the  only 
one   who  has  been  disgusted.     One  time  when   I 
first  came  up  here  the  members  got  together  and 
were   going   to    bar   the   press   from    coming   into 
executive  session   only  for  one  reason,   that  they 
only  print  the  things  they  want  to  print.     If  you 
do  not  sit  in  with  them,  if  you  are  not  a  "stooge" 
or  do  not  do  as  they  tell  you, — and  I  am  referring 
to  the  Post  specifically, — then  they  tear  you  apart 
in  the  press.     Now  I  heard  it  time  and  time  again. 
We  have  heard  the  Post  reporter  say,  "Doubt  a 
quorum;  let  us  get  out  of  here;  call  the  meeting 
on."     He  had  roamed  around  this  chamber  until 
I  got  so  fed  up  with  him  that  a  month  ago  I  got 
up  and  demanded  he  be  seated.     'Ihree  weeks  ago 
I  demanded  he  be  seated,  and  two  weeks  ago,  or  a 
week  ago  last  Friday,  I  got  up  and  demanded  he- 
be  seated,  and  one  of  the  other  reporters  thought 
I  was  making  an  attack  on  him.     I  am  sorry  he 
thought  so,  because  1  have  a  lot  of  respect  for  him. 
But  they  tell  me  this  other  reporter  who  thought 
I  was  making  an  attack  on  him  wanted  to  know 
if    he   could    bring   suit   against   me      If    he   gets 
anything,   I  will  split  it  with  him       1    never  got 
anytning.     Everybody    I    run    into    lias    got    fish 
hooks.     It  goes  in  but  won't  come  out.  but  it  just 
goes    to   show   you   what   a   reporter   thinks.     He 
wants  to  know  if  he  can  sue  me,  and  yet  they  can 
go  down  in  their  paper  and  tear  us  apart  and  if  we 
open  our  mouth  at  the  next  meeting  they  tear  us 
apart   the   next   week,   and   that   will   go*  on   con- 
tinuously until  we  become  aroused  or  they  try  to 
make  us  see  the  light  of  day,  and  do  as  they  tell 
us  to  do.     Now,  briefly,  I  will  go  over  the  uoston 
Post,      lo  begin  with,  you  remember  the  Cocoanut 
Grove  fire.      )cou   remember   how   they   screeched 
to  high  heaven  about  the  Cocoanut  Grove  building. 
It   was   a   hretrap;    they    wanted    the   responsible 
parties  sent  away;  they  wanted  them  prosecuted 


to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law.     May  I  ask  any- 
body in  the  gallery  here  if  they  have  ever  been  in 
the     Boston     Post    building?     It    is    the    biggest 
firetrap  in  the  entire  city,  and  if  there  was  a  fire 
over    there    today    there    would    be    hundreds    of 
persons  burned  to  death.     I  know  people  who  work 
in  the  Boston  Post  who  fear  the  place  as  a  firetrap. 
Do  you  know  their  pressrooms  are  four  floors  under- 
ground with  only  one  stairway  leading  down  and 
leading  up?     Do  you  know  they  have  a  dozen  or 
two   dozen   rooms  on   the  fourth  and   fifth   floors 
with  no  back  exit,  or  side  exit,  and  no  back  or  side 
windows,  and  the  only  way  you  can  get  down  is 
the  stairs  you  come  up?     If  there  was  a  fire  over 
there  of   any  extent,    I   am   positive   hundreds  of 
those  employees  working  in  the  Boston  Post  would 
be  burned   to  death.     But  do   I   have  to  go  any 
further   than  the   Mayor's  election  six  years  ago 
when  in  big  screaming  headlines  the  Boston  Post 
said  in  practical  terms  that  the  Cardinal  indorsed 
Maurice   J.   Tobin  against   James   M.   Curley  for 
Mayor  of  Boston?     The  way  that  read,  it  didn't 
state   the  facts — it  just  continued   on  to  mislead 
the   people  of   Boston   that   the   Cardinal   himself 
was  supporting  Maurice  J.  Tobin  for  Major,  and 
t<>   add   insult   to   injury   they   had   their  staff  of 
employees  and  their  kids  that  sell  papers  go  out 
and  give  those  papers  outside  of  every  church  in 
Boston    because    if    you    remember    that    was    a 
holyday  of  obligation.     Now,   there  have  been  a 
couple    of   editorials    written,    I   imagine,    by    the 
Post  reporter  right  here  because  he  also  wrote  one 
for  another  paper  he  writes  for,   condemning  the 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council.     I  will  ask 
you  people  in  all  fairness  if  you  wouldn't  want  us 
to  thresh  everything  we  have  got  to  say  right  here 
on  the  floor  so  any  member  or  any  person  in  the 
city  can  come  in  the  gallery  and  listen  to  what  we 
have  to  discuss.     Isn't  it  better  than  going  in  a 
back  room  and  arranging  things  before  we  come 
out  here?     Isn't  it  good  to  see  two  sides  in  the 
Council?     Don't  you  think  you  are  getting  a  better 
return  for  your  money  in  the  City  of  Boston  when 
you  have  both  sides  given  here?     You  will  know 
everything  is  not  packed  and  know  when  we  come 
out  here  we  are  openly  discussing  anything  before 
us  and  that  there  are  two  sides?     We  fight  it  out. 
.Sometimes  we  get  a  little  hot,  and  may  I  ask  any 
man  in  the  gallery  if  he  never  had  a  fight  at  some 
time  or  other,  and  isn't  it  good  to  have  that  fight 
and  get  it  out  of  your  system?     But  you  do  not 
want  us  "stooges"  or  "yes"  men.     If  you  did,  the 
twenty-two  of   us  would  leave  the   chamber  and 
put  rubber  stamps  here  and  when  anything  comes 
up  you  could  just  stamp  it.     But  I  think   there 
are  a  lot  of  men   in   this  Council   who   have  the 
respect  of  people.     I  know  their  views  and  I  know 
the  stand  they  take.     Sometimes  we  are  asked  to 
do  certain  things,  and  I  say,  thank  God  there  are 
enough  of  us  to  say,  "  We  won't  do  it.     We  do  not 
see  eye  to  eye  with  you  and  we  are  not  going  to  do 
as  you  request."     If  a  thing  is  fair  and  reasonable, 
of  course  we  will  go  along  with  it.      that  is  only 
natural.     But  I  was  glad  to  get  on  my  feet  today. 
I    thought    I    was    not   going    to    get    unanimous 
consent,  but  I  had  an  order  all  ready  so  I  could 
talk  anyhow.     But  I  was  glad  of  this  opportunity 
because  we  cannot  go  on  the  radio  and  attack  the 
Uoston  Post.     To  begin  with,  it  costs  money,  and 
when  you   have   a   gang   of   kids   and   are  in    tin- 
Boston  City  Council,  you  are  not  going  to  save 
very  much.     I  will  tell  you  that.     It  is  not  like 
some  smaller  bodies  where  there  are  only  seven  or 
eight  men,   and   they   can  operate   behind   closed 
doors,  and  they  know  the  members  and  they  can 
go  in  and  agree  to  what  they  want  and  come  out 
and  pass  it  unanimously,  and  the  company  thinks 
they  are  getting  a  good  shake  and  probably  a  year 
later  they  wake  up  that  probaoly  something  has 
been  put  over.     But  I  am  glad  of  the  opportunity 
to    be   recorded   in    the   minutes   of    the   meeting. 
That  is  as  far  as  it  will  go.      the  press  won't  touch 
it.     I  do  not  expect  them  to,  but  I  have  to  say  in 
all  fairness  to  the  gentleman  who  thought  I  was 
making  an  attack  on   him   that   I   was  not.     My 
remarks  may  have  been  a  little  hot,  but  they  were 
meant  exclusively  for  the  Post  reporter,  and  i  want 
to   thank   the  Cmistian  Science  Monitor  reporter, 
the  Traveler  reporter, — they  have  been  fair  to  us. 
The   Ulooe  reporter  has   been  impartial  and   very 
fair,   and   I   will  have   to   take  my   hat  ott   to   the 
Hearst  newspapers  because  they  have  been  more 
than  fair  to  tne  Boston  City  Council.

i"  CUPATIONAL   TAX. 

Coun.  TA\  LOB  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
indorse  the  statement  of  Auditor  Charles  Fox 
pertaining  to  the  adoption  of  the  occupational  tax- 
similar  to  the  one  now  in  existence  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  request  his 
Excellency  to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture for  the  purpose  of  enacting  legislation  to 
accomplish  this  purpose. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  I  was  very 
happy  to  read  in  the  newspapers  this  week,  or 
last  week,  a  statement  by  the  Auditor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  Charles  Fox.  I  was  very  happy 
to  see  it  because  it  received  headlines  in  the 
newspaper.  This  statement  was  made  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council  several  years  ago,  not  once, 
but  several  times  on  occasions  by  myself.  Charlie 
Fox  has  been  the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
for  a  great  many  years,  and  he  above  all  knows 
more  about  the  financial  structure  of  the  city  than 
any  other  person  in  the  entire  city.  He  fully 
realizes  the  injustice  of  the  taxation  of  property- 
owners  alone  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  City 
of  Boston  during  the  period  of  a  year.  Charlie 
Fox,  knowing  the  financial  situation  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  knowing  that  in  1930  this  city  had  an 
sed  valuation  of  over  two  billion  dollars  and 
knowing  that  today  we  have  an  assessed  valuation 
of  less  than  $1,400,000,000,  a  reduction  of  25 
per  cent  from  the  assessed  valuation,  full  well 
realizes  that  unless  we  have  some  other  form  of 
income  which  will  take  care  of  the  expenses  which 
have  not  been  reduced  anywhere  near  proportion- 
ately, something  is  going  to  happen  to  the  financial 
structure  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Unfortunately. 
the  Legislature  has  seen  fit  to  place  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  City  of  Boston  too  many  burdens 
for  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  We  have 
to  pay  out  money  for  things  that  do  not  concern 
the  City  of  Boston,  such  as  the  Suffolk  County 
taxes,  taxes  for  Winthrop,  Revere  and  Chelsea, 
such  as  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  deficit 
charge  that  we  have  paid  during  the  past  few 
years  in  a  sum  of  over  two  million  dollars.  We 
also  have  to  pay  to  the  state  annually  many 
millions  of  dollars  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the 
state's  budget  must  be  met  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  if  the  state  expends  $90,000,000  in  annual 
appropriations,— $70,000,000  by  their  method  of 
income, — the  cities  and  towns  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts must  make  up  the  deficit.  Consequently 
the  City  of  Boston  is  taxed  anywhere  from 
$4,000,000  to  $7,000,000  a  year.  Something  has 
got  to  be  done  to  alleviate  the  situation.  It  is 
true  that  our  Welfare  up  to  the  present  year 
mcreased  from  1930  from  $5,000,000  to  $13,000,000. 
There  is  going  to  be  a  reduction  somewhere  in 
the  Welfare,  but  our  Old  Age  tax  and  our  Mothers' 
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Aid  tax  have  gone  up  considerably,  so  at  the  end 
or  the  year  our  Welfare  burden  will  still  be  great. 
We  have  had  to  increase  the  wages  of  the  oity 
employees.  It  was  only  humanly  necessary. 
They  had  to  live  the  same  as  other  employees 
in  the  city,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  this  now,  that 
city  employees  do  not  receive  as  much  money  as 
they  should  to  meet  the  high  increased  cost  of 
living.  Now,  how  are  we  going  to  amend  the 
situation?  How  are  we  going  to  bring  in  sufficient 
income  to  take  care  of  this  high  tax  rate?  If  we 
do  not  do  it,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  has  done  a  good  job  in  reducing 
the  funded  debt  of  the  city  by  over  $20,000,000 
during  the  six  years  he  has  been  in  office, — never- 
theless we  are  going  to  have  a  post-war  period 
that  is  gcing  to  cost  the  City  of  Boston  many, 
many  millions  of  dollars  because  it  is  our  duty. 
I  know  the  Mayor  is  sympathetic  and  we  in  the 
Council  are  sympathetic  to  carrying  out  a  post-war 
program,  so  those  boys  when  they  return  from 
across  the  sea  will  be  given  employment,  respect- 
able employment,  and  not  be  given  any  aid.  We 
must  obtain  revenue  from  some  source.  The 
Legislature  affords  only  the  opportunity  to  take 
from  those  who  own  real  estate.  It  is  an  unjust 
tax.  There  has  been  a  ceiling  on  rents,  although 
the  owners  of  real  estate  must  pay  increased  costs 
of  maintenance  of  the  real  estate.  They  must 
pay  high  plumbing,  high  roofing  and  high  carpenter 
bills  and  high  taxes.  They  have  had  no  alleviation 
at  all  so  tar  as  their  expenses  are  concerned, 
and  now  they  still  have  to  pay  very  high  taxes. 
I  am  not  protecting  the  property  owners  as  laud- 
lords  because  it  really  affects  the  tenants,  because 
the  moment  the  ceiling  price  goes  off  the  tenant 
must  eventually  meet  the  cost  of  the  landlord 's 
demands.  It  eventually  enures  to  the  benefit  of 
both  the  landlord  and  the  tenant.  We  must, 
have  added  income.  We  take  in  a  small  amount 
of  money  for  license  fees, — a  couple  of  million 
dollars,  which  is  a  small  amount  so  far  as  the 
City  of  Boston  finances  are  concerned.  Now  in 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  they  had  the  same  prop- 
osition to  meet.  They  were  on  the  verge  of 
bankruptcy,  but  fortunately,  unlike  the  City  of 
Boston,  Philadelphia  is  a  Republican  city  in  a 
Republican  state,  while  Boston  is  a  Democratic 
city  in  a  Republican  state,  and  the  Republican 
Legislature  of  the  state,  excluding  those  who  come 
from  the  City  of  Boston  who  understand  the 
interests  of  the  City  of  Boston,  has  always  been 
inimical  to  our  interests.  As  a  result  the  City 
of  Boston  has  suffered  greatly.  If  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  can  take  in  over  §26,000,000  in  a 
year  for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  their 
income  from  real  estate,  so  that  the  tax  rate 
can  be  reasonably  around  $28  a  thousand,  why 
isn't  it  possible  for  the  City  cf  Boston  to  do 
likewise?  It  is  a  fair  tax.  People  who  come 
from  outside  cf  the  City  of  Boston,  live  outside 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  come  into  the  city 
to  obtain  their  employment,  to  gain  their  liveli- 
hood, and  as  a  result  are  able  to  put  bread  and 
butter  upon  the  tables  of  their  families.  If 
they  use  our  services,  our  public  services  which 
cost  the  city  many  millions  of  dollars,  why 
shouldn't  they  pay  some  proportion  of  our  tax.' 
I  refer  specifically  to  many  school  teachers  and 
other  employees  who  live  outside  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  take  the  City  of  Boston  money  and 
still  do  not  want  to  five  and  pay  taxes  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  They  are  to  be  condemned 
severely.  I  think  that  this  is  a  fair  proposition, 
Mr.  President,  I  think  we  are  entitled  to  live 
like  any  other  municipality  in  the  entire  country. 
We  are  not  going  to  live  if  we  do  not  get  some 
form  of  added  taxation.  I  think  this  is  a  fair 
request,  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  convene  and 
pass  some  sort  of  an  occupational  tax  for  the  City 
of  Boston.  I  know  the  State  Legislature  has 
been  hostile  to  the  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston 
from  time  immemorial,  but  they  have  got  to 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  people  of  Newton, 
Brookline  and  Waban  and  all  other  surrounding 
cities  and  towns  that  come  into  the  City  of  Boston 
to  earn  their  living  and  go  out  to  Broonhne, 
Newton  and  Waban,  pay  no  tax  at  all  for 
Welfare  because  they  do  not  have  any  Welfare. 
People  who  have  to  go  on  the  Welfare  naturally- 
come  to  live  in  urban  areas  like  Boston.  1  think 
the  time  has  come  when  Boston  should  receive 
some  justice  from  the  State  Legislature.  1 
think  it  is  a  fair  request  for  us  to  mane  to  ask 
the  Governor  to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature so  that  Boston  will  be  prepared  in  its 
post-war  period  to  spend  many  millions  of  dollars 
for  those  boys   who  are  expending   not.  only   their 


dollars  but  their  lives  so  that  their  children  may 
i    main  in  a  free  country. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  agree 
with  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12.  I  can  fully 
appreciate  that  some  other  means  of  taxation 
or  some  other  method  must  be  adopted  whereby 
the  real  estate  tax  burden  on  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  will  be  reduced.  No  question  at  all  but 
they  are  being  overtaxed,  but,  Mr.  President,  I 
do  not  believe  that  what  has  been  advocated  is 
the  solution.  I  think  the  only  solution  is  to 
economize  and  to  urge  relief  in  the  State  Legisla- 
ture by  asking  them  to  consolidate  the  metropolitan 
area  into  one  large  city.  I  see  no  reason  why  the 
Legislature  should  not  adopt  that  policy  of  con- 
solidation. Boston  has  a  population  of  about 
800,000  people  and  Metropolitan  Boston  has  a 
population  of  over  2,000,000,  and  the  majority 
of  the  people  living  in  Metropolitan  Boston  actually 
work  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  depend  on  the 
facilities  that  the  City  of  Boston  renders,  which 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston  pay  taxes  on. 
1  feel,  Mr.  President,  that  the  only  solution  is 
consolidation  of  the  metropolitan  area  into  one 
large  city.  I  realize  that  many  of  the  local  gov- 
ernments for  selfish  reasons  will  not  approve 
of  this,  but  nevertheless  it  is  the  only  remedy. 
I  think  the  American  public  today  is  being  over- 
taxed and  I  am  not  going  to  be  in  favor  of  taxing 
the  citizens  of  Boston  or  the  metropolitan  area 
when  we  can  and  should  advocate  something  which 
should  be  done,  and  that  is  consolidation  of  the 
metropolitan  area  into  one  large  City  of  Boston. 
It  would  mean  the  doing  away  with  a  lot  of  un- 
necessary duplication  of  services, —  fire  depart- 
ment, police  department,  and  many  other  things, 
—  and  it  would  mean  the  saving  of  millions  of 
dollars  to  the  taxpayers  of  not  only  the  City  of 
Boston  but  the  entire  metropolitan  area.  If  big 
business  was  managing  the  various  corporations, 
municipal  corporations  in  our  metropolitan 
area,  tiiey  would  not  for  one  moment  allow  these 
many  duplications  of  services  being  rendered  by 
the  individual  corporations.  It  means  not  only 
high  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston,  but  Brookline, 
Newton  and  every  other  section.  Mr.  President, 
I  do  not  tnink  it  is  proper  for  the  City  Council 
to  go  on  record  as  advocating  more  taxes  on  tin- 
people  of  Boston.  I  think  this  matter  properly 
should  be  referred  either  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  for  further 
discussion  as  the  people  of  Boston  and  the  metro- 
politan area  today  are  suffocated  with  taxes. 
What  we  need  is  economy  in  government,  and 
what  we  need  is  good  management  in  government 
and  not  mismanagement.  If  the  Legislature  would 
only  heed  wnat  1  say  that  we  should  consolidate 
the  metropolitan  area  into  one  large  city,  that 
would  make  Boston,  the  capital  of  Massachusetts, 
one  of  tne  largest  cities  in  the  United  States,  a 
position  wnicti  it  rightfully  deserves.  I  trust,  sir, 
that  you  will  refer  tnis  matter  to  the  Committee 
on  Legislative  Matters. 

Coun.  KINsKLLA — Mr.  President,  I  had  not 
intended  to  say  anything  about  this  particular 
tax  plan,  but  I  have  heard  some  interesting  argu- 
ments for  and  against  during  the  last  ten  minutes. 
My  nrst  recollection  of  any  reference  to  such  a  plan 
was  back  in  1941'  in  tne  Taxation  Committee  of 
the  Legislature.  I  do  not  recall  fully  whether 
it  was  heard  as  a  petition  or  plea,  or  whether  it 
was  discussed  off  the  record.  However,  I  do 
recall  that  the  first  person  whom  I  heard  make 
reference  to  such  an  occupational  tax  was  the  Com- 
missioner of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Henry 
Long.  I  have  been  trying  to  draw  upon  my 
memory  whether  it  was  entirely  informal  dis- 
cussion and  never  committed  to  paper  at  that 
time,  but  as  I  understood  it  then  the  plan  was 
to  tax  every  worker  wno  lived  outside  of  Boston 
but  wtiose  occupation  brought  him  into  Boston 
every  day  in  exactly  the  same  manner  as  Boston 
residents  wtio  worked  outside  of  municipal  Boston 
but  wno  lived  in  municipal  Boston  would  pay 
taxes  to  the  community  in  which  they  worked, 
I  don't  know  that  there  is  anything  wrong  with 
that  plan  when  we  take  into  account  the  benents 
that  are  extended  to  the  population  that  comes 
into  tne  corporate  limits  of  the  city  every  day. 
It  is  my  understanding  that  twe  million  people, 
by  one  means  or  anotner,  come  into  Boston  either 
to  snop  or  to  worK.  ProoaDly  out  of  800,000 
people  in  Boston  tnere  may  weil  be  about  225,000 
wage  earners,  rougnly,  two  out  of  tnree  of  the 
residents.  Of  tnat  number  it  is  extremely  difficult 
to  say  how  many  gc  for  tneir  daily  bread  to  other 
communities.  I  don  t  know  why  the  facilities 
of   the   City   of   Boston  should   be  placed   at   the 
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disposal  tree  ol  charge  ot  such  a  huge  portion  of

You  cannot  have  legislative  action  in  the  negaf  i  i 
Vim  must  have  a  Bumcient  number  of  votes  and 
by  adding  up  the  huge  block  of  votes  that  would 
result  from  the  combined  efforts  and  the  toial 
tally  of  the  members  in  the  Legislature  from  the 
districts  that  Councilor  Chase  says  ought  to 
make  up  the  new  corporate  Boston,  we  know  that 
there  would  be  a  sufficiency  with  their  friends  to 
defeat  such  a  plan.  I  do  believe  that  so  long  as 
we  hold  out  advantages  to  a  nonresident  working 
population,  then  it  is  fair,  it  is  proper,  it  is  right 
and  it  is  just  that  they  pay  some  small  cost  of 
the  burden  of  operating  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — It  seems  from  what  I 
have  heard  in  the  last  few  minutes  there  is  con- 
siderable difference  of  opinion  about  the  effect 
of  this,  and  I  move  it  be  sent  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  further  action. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mi.  President,  on  a  point  of 
information.

STRIKING  OUT  OF  ALLOWANCE  FOR

Goun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  1  hat  the  Budget  Commissioner, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  instructed  to 
strike  out,  forthwith,  the  item,  in  any  amount  for 
legal  services  for  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  .boston,  from  the  budget  for  the  Police 
Department  for  the  year  1944. 

Coun.  KINSELLa — Mr.  President.  I  nope  in 
presenting  this  order  that  I  shall  not  be  ace.  sed 
from  any  quarter  of  having  been  motivated  by 
anything  I  read  in  the  papers  recently.  Aside 
from  my  right  to  read  the  papers  where  public 
opinion  is  generally  crystallized,  I  have  the  right, 
and   I  intend   to   exercise    the   right,    to   place  my 


own  interpretations  on  any  actions  of  anybody 
who  in  a  public  official  and  who  in  the  prosecution 
of  his  duties  takes  upon  himself  the  conduct  and 
the  behavior  of  a  persecutor.  I  hold  no  brief 
foi  the  police.  Of  all  the  members  of  this  Body 
I  am  probably  the  one  who  ought  at  any  time, 
•  nablv  or  unreasonably,  to  slug  even  in  the 
open  oi  from  ambush,  but  I  cannot  do  that  to 
satisfy  any  personal  feelings  in  that  matter  be- 
■  before  there  were  any  police  officers 
there  were  human  beings  and  we  witnessed  the 
sorry  spectacle  ol  several  men  of  long  service  to 
the  Citj  of  Boston  and  in  that  respect  of  long 
service  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  themselves,  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
dragged  before  a  court  of  justice,  you  might  say, 
in  that  they  were  kept  in  the  headlines  from 
day  to  day  as  violent,  vicious  characters,  cor- 
rupt and  obscene  in  all  then  official  actions, 
and  we  were  led  to  believe,  at  great  cost  to  the 
public  treasury  to  which  we  all  contribute,  that 
here  at  least  was  the  root  of  everything  evil. 
Alter  six  or  eight  months  of  playing  with  those 
men,  not  to  mention  the  torment  of  mind  it  caused 
their  families,  the  chief  prosecuting  officer  ol  the 
Commonwealth  decided  he  had  nothing  on  them, 
and  mark  you  well,  Mr.  President,  the  paradox, — 
I  should  say  the  contradiction  in  his  attitude, — 
he  finds  nothing  in  the  indictment  that  warrants 
i  ution,  Lo  and  behold,  in  the  next  breath, 
over  his  own  signature,  he  says,  "I  turn  over 
these  cases  to  you,  Mr,  Commissioner,"  and  in 
effect  says,  "Get  a  competent  attorney."  What  is 
i  competent  attorney?  What  does  that  mean? 
Unless  tacitly  he  is  saying  publicly  that  he  is  not 
i  competent  attorney.  He  failed,  and  now  the 
department  head  is  saddled  with  the  burden  not 
of  prosecuting  but  of  persecuting.  For  some 
years  past  it  is  my  information  that  an  item  of 
17,500  has  appeared  annually  in  the  budget  ot  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
express  purpose  of  paying  legal  expenses.  I 
wonder  how  much  I  shall  have  to  peg  any  members 
of  this  Council  to  go  along  on  the  logical,  sensiDle 
assumption  that  when  the  courts, — when  the 
courts  were  kept  out  of  the  case,  by  action  of  the 
prosecuting  officer,  supreme  in  his  profession  in 
the  Commonwealth, — how  should  I  have  to  beg 
to  get  the  Council  to  agree  that  the  Police  Com- 
missioner of  the  City  of  Boston  should  not  be 
allowed  to  spend  87,500  or  any  part  thereof  to 
pay  a  competent  attorney  in  the  selfsame  case? 
I  hope  the  rule  is  suspended  and  the  order  is 
adopted,    Mr.    President.

ELIGIBILITY     OF    SHIP     LOADERS     FOR

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  1  hat  the  rioston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  is  of  the  unanimous  opinion 
that  men  engaged  in  the  work  of  loading  and  dis- 
charging ship  cargo  in  Boston  be  classified  as 
Defense  Workers,  and  therefore  eligible  for  ten- 
ancy, as  Defense  Workers,  in  any  ot  the  Housing 
Projects  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  lhat  the  Boston  City  Council  respect- 
fully requests  the  .Boston  Housing  Authority  to  use 
its  good  on  ces  with  the  Federal  Housing  Authority, 
to  the  end  that  acceptance  of  workers,  so  desig- 
nated, may  be  permitted  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  on  Septem- 
ber 28  of  this  year  a  bulletin  was  received  from  the 
Federal  Housing  Authority  in  Washington  that 
all  local  authorities  restrict  as  of  that  date  apart- 
ments then  available  or  that  became  availaole 
in  the  future  to  what  they  call  migrant  war  workers. 
It  has  never  been  recognized  t-nat  longshoremen 
are  defense  workers,  and  yet  they  are  loading  and 
unloading  every  day  in  Councilor  Scannell's 
district,  in  yours,  in  Councilor  Russo's  district, 
and  in  mine,  and  in  Councilor  Coffey's  district 
nothing  but  tools  and  implements  of  war.  trade 
and  commerce  have  been  suspended,  and  yet 
those  men  cannot  be  called  detense  workers, 
and  therefore  are  unavailaole  for  tenancy  in  the 
housing  projects  locally.  They  cannot  get  in  in 
the  low-rent  category  uecause  we  all  know  they  are 
making  double  and  three  times  the  amount  al- 
lowed in  the  low-rent  categories.  How  the  Federal 
Housing  Authority  could  justify  such   a   bulletin 
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ut  any  time  when  we  have  worthy  citizens  in 
Hi. st. hi  who  are  helping  to  pay  the  freight  and 
whose  children  long  after  they  are  gone  will  have 
in  cany  the  burden  of  that  indebtedness  is  beyond 
my  comprehension.  I  believe,  Mr.  President, 
that  that  is  one  of  the  best  resolutions  thai  has 
come  in  here.  Think  it  over  yourself.  They  are 
loading  and  unloading  tools  and  implements  of 
war,  trade  and  commerce  having  been  suspended, 
and  yet  they  are  not  called  defense  workers.  I 
hope  the  resolution  passes.

CLARIFICATION   OF   REMARKS 
ON   DECEMBER   31. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  ask  per- 
mission to  clarify  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of 
December  31. 

President  KERRIGAN— Councilor  Carey  will 
proceed. 

Coun.  CAREY— I  specifically  refer,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, to  the  remarks  made  in  connection  with  the 
Board  of  Recreation  that  was  proposed  and  to  be 
reported  back  by  the  Playground  Committee  at 
that  meeting.  I  refer  specifically  to  my  remarks 
on  page  421.  The  remarks  I  wish  to  clarify  I  will 
read : 

"There  was  a  meeting  of  the  Playground  Com- 
mittee here  within  the  past  ten  days,  and  several 
appeared  here  who  were  in  favor  of  the  setting  up 
of  this  board.  'Ihere  wasn't  a  single  one  that 
appeared  here  that  didn't  have  a  personal  interest 
in  this  matter.  They  don't  care  whether  there  is 
better  recreation,  they  are  on  the  pay  roll  of 
somebody  who  is  pushing  the  cause  also." 

I  desire  to  clarify  the  record,  Mr.  President, 
because  one  of  the  gentlemen  who  is  at  present  a 
member  of  this  Body  is  greatly  disturbed  over 
those  remarks.  I  refer  to  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  in  whom  I  have  the 
utmost  confidence  and  for  whom  I  have  the 
greatest  respect.  As  we  are  aware,  the  Board  of 
Recreation  bill  was  proposed  in  the  Legislature 
and  considerable  interest  shown  there  by  former 
Councilor  and  Representative  Shattuck  and  the 
Honorable  Joseph  Lee.  Uf  course,  Mr.  Shattuck 
and  Mr.  Lee  did  have  a  personal  interest  in  that 
matter,  which  was  their  own  business,  and  I  do 
not  desire  to  question  in  any  way  their  motives. 
Both  those  gentlemen  have  demonstrated  that 
they  are  interested  to  a  great  extent  in  the 
recreation  movement  in  the  City  of  Hoston.  The 
Honorable  Mr.  Bayley,  elected  by  the  people  of 
Ward  5,  also  appeared  here  and  spoke  in  behalf 
of  that  bill.  I  know,  of  course,  that  Mr.  Bayley 
had  no  interest  or  desire  to  get  on  anyone's  pay 
roll  in  appearing  here  in  favor  of  that  bill,  He 
is  a  respected  gentleman,  one  of  the  most  highly 
respected  gentlemen  in  the  city,  and  in  order  that 
he  might  not  be  disturbed,  that  he  might  have 
been  included  in  those  I  said  on  that  occasion 
were  interested  in  that  bill  only  because  they 
wanted  to  get  on  the  pay  roll,  I  want  the  record 
clarified.  I  still  insist,  however,  there  were  some 
here  that  day  who  had  no  interest  in  recreation 
as  we  know  it,  but  who  were  doing  their  darndest 
to  get  on  the  pay  roll  of  some  ot  those  who  are 
vitally  interested.  I  am  only  too  happy  to  clarify 
the  record  in  regard  to  Mr.  Bayley,  because  he  is  a 
respected  gentleman  and  would  not  be  a  party  to 
any  effort  to  get  on  anybody's  pay  roll  in  order  to 
put  any  matter  over  on  the  City  Council. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  correction  is  duly 
noted  and  recorded.

1st  of  tnis  year  cannot  be  honored  under  tne  act 
referred  to  in  the  order.  It  seems  to  me  through  a 
reading  of  the  act  that  it  is  clearly  the  intention  of 
the  Legislature  that  all  service  men  who  are  in- 
ducted into  service  either  before  or  after  February 
1st  should  have  the  taxes  on  their  homes  abated. 
It  also  seems  rather  unfair  that  there  is  so  little 
publicity  given  to  this  and  many  men  may  not 
know  about  it,  and  will  not  hie  their  applications 
for  abatement  on  time,  and  thus  will  lose  the  bene- 
fits of  the  act  that  was  created  solely  fcr  them. 
Further,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the  people 
concerned  with  this  are  the  married  men  who  will 
go  into  service  and  where  it  is  the  married  men  who 
are  now  being  taken  in  such  great  numbers,  it 
seems  to  me  our  own  Board  of  Assessors  should  re- 
quest a  legal  opinion  from  the  Law  Department 
and,  if  necessary,  through  the  Law  Department 
from  the  supreme  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
see  whether  or  not  the  effective  date  can  in  any 
way  be  changed.  I  ask  suspension  of  ttie  rules  and 
passage  of  the  order.

North  End  sections  of  the  city,  people  have  been 

i rite    100-pound   bags  of  coal   on   their   1. 
Now  .t  cannot  exist   in   this 

city.  The  leading  coal  dealers  in  tin-  city — I 
mean  the  hard  eo.-il  dealers  —  should  do  some- 
thing about  this.  Recently  there  was  a  con- 
ference in  the  Mayor's  offie  gave  the 
Mayer  of  Boston  a  beautiful  picture  that  there  is 
not  going  to  be  a  coal  shortage  in  Boston  this 
winter.  I  say  it  is  time  to  act  and  act  now  b.  - 
■  from  my  experience  and  information  it  is 
going  to  be  that  the  rich  get  richer  and  the  poor 
get  poorer.  It  is  about  time  that  there  was  some- 
thing done  where  these  small  stores  that  used  to 
sell  twenty-five  or  fifty  pounds  of  coal  to  a  person 
could  get  some  hard  anthracite  that  the-. 
people  can  use  in  their  kitchens.  It  is  also  about 
time  that  these  rich  coal  companies  took  a  moral 
obligation  on  themselves  to  take  care  of  the  poor 
people  of  this  city.  It  is  going  to  be,  in  a  verj 
short  while,  where  the  poor  will  be  cold  in  tin- 
city  and  there  is  not  going  to  be  anything  done 
until  the  horse  is  stolen  from  the  barn.  I  am 
asking  the  Mayor  of  Boston  not  to  listen  to 
of  these  fantastic  stories  these  coal  dealers  tell, 
because  I  know  from  where  I  talked  and  looked 
into  the  situation, —  and  bring  the  Washington 
authorities  on  here  and  find  out  if  the  poor  of  tin- 
city  can  be  delivered  small  lots  of  coal  and  not  tin- 
rich  getting  four  and  five  tons.  I  therefore  move 
for  the  suspension  of  the  rule  and  the  passage  of 
the  order. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  it  is  a  really  bad 
situation  to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston,  especially 
when  we  have  in  mind  that  the  people  of  the 
city  and  of  this  nation  were  told  about  a  year 
ago  for  patriotic  purposes,  that  they  ought  to 
have  patriotic  sentiments,  and  the  majority  all 
fell  in  line  to  change  their  oil  burners  back  to  a 
coal  system.

Coun.  KINSELI.A  -Mr.  President,  it  makes  me 
ii  sometimes  and  laugh  out  loud  in  the  wrong 
places  when  I  read  of  the  advice  that  was  poured 
into  our  minds  ever  since  Pearl  Harbor,  to  be 
patriotic  and  give  up  and  sacrifice  ami  do  without, 
and  to  practice  self-abnegation  in  the  interest  of 
the  war  effort.  We  did  not  get  comparable  sacri- 
fice on  the  part  of  people  in  Washington  who 
were  controlling  our  destinies.  Every  word  of 
the  order  is  true.  Every  word  Councilor  Russo 
-aid  is  true,  and  isn't  it.  significant  that  the  first 
three  men  to  speak  on  the  order  come  from  the 
iii-nt  districts  of  the  city  where  the  slightest 
wind  blowing  through  the  cracks  of  the  old  bo 
in  which  the-e  people  perforce  have  to  live  feels 
like  a  blast  from  the  Arctic?  We  were  advised 
a  year  ago.  Mr.  President,  to  convert  from  oil  to 
coal  and  j  ei  in  gpite  of  the  criticism  that  has  been 
leveled  against  a  certain  newspaper  here  today, 
that  newspaper  was  the  only  one  in  Boston  that 
called  tin  turn  in  November  or  December  of  a 
year  ago  when  it  said,  quoting  Harold  L.  Ickes, 
that  "the  coal  situation  in  the  East  will  be  worse 
next  year  than  the  oil  situation  is  at  the  present 
time.''  We  were  forewarned  about  it.  Now  I 
said  there  is  a  great  cleal  at  which  to  laugh  in 
some  of  the-  instructions  that  we  as  patriotic 
American  citizens  were  asked  to  adopt,  and  the 
IjiL'L'e-t  laugh  of  the  lot  is  the  fact  that  you  cannot 
keep  warm  and  comfortable  the  homes  of  the  poor 
families  who  are  supplying  the  armed  service  with 
men  and  women.  Since  they  are  in  the  majority 
in  this  country,  necessarily  they  are  in  the  majority 
when  ii  supplying  the  man  and  woman 

power  to  fight  a  war.  Business  as  usual  was  to 
be  suspended  immediately  after  Pearl  Harbor. 
"You  cannot  do  business  as  usual;  you  have  to 
sacrifice  and  do  without."  And  yet  when  the 
smelly  mess  of  the  coal  strike  was  finally  revealed 
to  the  people  of  America  we  found  out  no  puniln  e 
action  was  taken  against  John  L.  Lewis  or  the 
United  Mine  Workers  because  thej  contributed 
$500,000  to  the  Democratic  coffers  in  1940,  They 
could  continue  business  as  usual.  1  hey  could 
strike-  and  they  did  strike-  and  they  caused  a  loss 
in  production  of  something  like  300,000-odd  tons 
of  coal  per  day.  Business  as  usual  with  the  right 
to  strike,  ami  here  in  Boston,  one  of  the  coldest 
cities  in  the  East,  we  an-  now  feeling  the  results 
of  the  right  to  strike.  Do  you  recognize  the  right 
to  strike  when  your  life  was  on  the  line  for  as  long 
as  they  wanted  it.'      Von   iie-eel   not   answer.      I  am 

not  talking  to  in  individual,  sir,     I  am  talk- 

ing to  you  as  one  who  typifies  the  American  service 
man.  Did  any  one  of  you  strike.'  Did  you  have 
your  own  way.'  Did  you  strike  for  (60  a  month 
when  getting  $50?  Did  you  strike  for  a  twenty- 
two-hour  day  when  you  were  required  to  be  there 
twenty-four  hours?  Did  you  strike  because  you 
didn't  like  your  sergeant?  Democracy, — we  have 
seen  it  fail  miserably  because  they  won't  take  care 
of  their  own  first.  That  has  been  my  plea  for 
three  years, — take  care  of  your  own  first.  They 
have  the  colossal   I  to  allow  in   the  news- 

papers immediately  upon  the  capitulation  of  Italy 
a  small  item  that  millions  of  people  who  did  not 
have  astigmatism  must  have  seen  and  read: 
"Immediate  diversion  of  coal  supplies  to  some- 
body that  was  killing  our  boys  twenty-four  hours 
before."  You  saw  the  job  that  the  same  New 
Deal  did  in  1941,  appropriate  for  the  forty-eight 
states  of  this  union  1875,000,000  for  the  W.  P.  A. 
to  keep  honest,  God-fearing,  decent  American 
men  and  women  alive,  —  the  lowest  appropriation 
in  years,  as  a  consequence  of  which  thousands  of 
them  were  knocked  off  on  Friday  night.  June  27, 
1941,  four  days  before  tin-  start  of  the  Govern- 
ment's new  business  year,  and  yet  not  long  there- 
after the  same  Congress,  with  its  heart  bleeding  for 
art  ally  across  the  water,  appropriated  seven  billion 
dollars  Lend-Lease  for  England.     Russia  was  not 
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in  the  war  then.  England  received  eight  times,  or 
seven  times,  to  be  exact,  in  Lend-Lease  the  appro- 
priation for  American  citizens.  Can't  you  be 
proud?  Councilor  Scannell  is  right  and  so  is 
Rus80.  We  have  poor  people  in  this  city  who 
won't  be  alive  when  the  frost  leaves  the  ground, 
and  it  is  going  to  be  the  fault  directly  of  a  domi- 
neering, despotic,  overbearing,  tyrannical  New 
Deal  in  Washington  that  allows  us  to  suffer  while 
they  placate  with  aid  of  every  conceivable  kind  an 
enemy  who  the  day  before  was  killing  our  boys. 
I  only  hope  that  not  one  word  of  this  goes  in  the 
press.  I  am  not  talking  for  publication.  I  am 
talking  to  God-fearing,  honest  American  citizens 
like  myself,  I  hope,  who  have  some  interest  in  this 
problem.  Excuses, — I  will  go  home  tonight  and 
from  six  o'clock  until  I  go  to  bed  I  will  receive 
sixty  or  seventy  phone  calls.  Forty  or  fifty 
per  cent  of  them  will  be,  "Leo,  where  can  I  get 
some  coal?"  And  what  will  I  tell  them?  "Call 
Capitol  8320."  And  then  they  will  find  out  it  is 
not  very  profitable,  for  the  excellent  reason  that 
there  is  no  coal,  yet  the  real  hot  feature  of  all  I 
have  had  to  say  is  the  strikes  that  they  have 
authorized,  and  then  according  to  one  of  the  most 
powerful  coal  dealers  in  Boston, — I  do  not  want 
to  work  him  any  hardship  by  quoting  him  by 
name, — but  I  would  like  to  tell  you  all  off  the 
record  who  he  is.  He  said  to  me  when  I  com- 
plained to  him  of  the  quality  of  coal  that  a  friend 
of  mine  had  received,  he  said,  "That  is  the  mine 
sweepings  or  slag,  and  after  the  strike  is  settled 
they  send  it  out  first  in  order  to  answer  the  de- 
mand." Stuff  that  is  thrown  away,  and  that  is  all 
clinkers  after  ten  minutes  of  burning.  Imagine 
what  the  poor  are  getting,  because  apparently 
nobody  loves  them.  And  he  said,  "Councilor,  I 
often  think  that  the  mine  operators  do  this  and 
encourage  strikes  in  order  to  make  use  of  the  slag 
that  otherwise  they  cannot  sell,  but  it  goes  out 
first  in  carload  lots  as  soon  as  the  strike  is  settled." 
America  the  beautiful!  A  beautiful  what?  The 
beautiful  fool  for  every  foreigner  that  wants  to 
embroil  us  in  their  wars;  take  our  manpower  and 
woman  power  and  reduce  it  if  not  to  death  and 
injury  at  least  to  idiocy,  sending  us  back  our 
boys  that  are  lunatics,  that  are  coming  back  to 
mothers  and  fathers  who  cannot  get  coal.  That  is 
all  I  have  to  say. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  think  that  the 
order  introduced  by  Councilor  Scannell  brings 
home  to  every  one  of  us  something  that  we  have 
not  been  lax  about,  but  have  been  unable  to  do  a 
great  deal  about.  The  same  situation  prevails 
relatively  in  the  ability  of  the  small  user  to  obtain 
coal  this  year  that  existed  a  year  ago  when  that 
small  oil  user,  range  oil  user  particularly,  was  not. 
able  to  get  his  range  oil,  and  only  because  proper 
provision  had  not  been  made  by  the  powers  that 
be  and  those  who  are  responsible  to  see  to  it  that. 
the  door-to-door  peddler  could  get  his  hands  on 
some  coal  this  year.  We  have  all  had  requests. 
Most  of  them  have  come  from  the  unfortunates 
who  are  only  able  to  buy  one  or  two  hundred 
pounds  at  a  time.  I  don't  know  whether  the  Citj 
Charter  allows  it.  If  it  does  not,  I  think  some 
emergency  rights  should  be  given  to  the  city  to 
contract  and  buy  and  set  aside  thousands  of  tons 
of  coal  that  these  peddlers  can  get  their  hands  cu 
in  order  that  the  poor  people  in  Councilor  Scan- 
nell's  and  Councilor  Russo's  districts  and  Coun- 
cilor Kinsella's  district  and  the  district  of  every 
one  of  us  who  represent  the  poorer  sections  of  the 
city  might  have  if  available.  Most  of  the  people 
on  old  age  assistance  and  other  forms  of  relief 
are  not  able  to  buy  a  ton  or  two  or  three  or  five 
tons  at  a  time.  They  haven't  the  money  and  have 
not  the  accommodation  for  it.  So  they  are  forced 
to  buy  in  100  or  200  pound  or  half-ton  lots  at  a 
time.  As  Councilor  Kinsella  has  well  said,  there 
hasn't  been  enough  done  to  take  care  of  the  needs 
of  those  who  are  here.  I  am  as  charitable  as  any- 
body in  this  chamber,  as  charitable  as  anybody  in 
this  city;  as  charitable  as  anybody  in  this  nation, 
but  during  the  last  week  what  do  we  have?  We 
have  a  clothing  drive, — -clothing  for  whom?  Not 
for  the  poor,  the  cold  and  the  hungry  of  this 
country.  We  have  filthy  streets;  no  garbage  col- 
lections; no  ash  collections.  Why?  Because  the 
very  limited  equipment  that  this  city  has  pro- 
vided has  not  been  able  to  take  care  of  the  sit- 
uation. I  say,  confiscate  this  clothing.  We  cannot 
seem  to  confiscate  the  coal.    Take  care  of  the  cold 


children  in  Boston, — the  cold  mothers  and  fathers, 
give  them  what  they  need  as  to  clothing.  If  there 
is  anything  left,  then  let  us  ship  it  across.  Charity 
begins  at  home,  but  you  wonder  sometimes  where 
that  home  is.  As  was  well  stated  by  the  councilor 
from  Ward  2,  you  know  most  of  the  families  are 
out  there  doing  their  bit  in  order  that  what  we 
call  home  might  be  preserved,  but  the  way  things 
are  going,  when  the  boys  come  back  there  will  be 
no  homes,  no  home — why?  Because  there  is 
hunger,  there  is  cold,  there  is  even  nakedness. 
Any  one  of  you  gentlemen  can  leave  here  and  on 
your  way  home  tonight  ycu  will  come  across  in- 
numerable youngsters,  both  boys  and  girls,  on  the 
streets  with  shoes  on  that  are  shoes  in  name  only 
and  with  clothing  that  is  tattered  and  torn.  It  is 
about  time  we  all  asserted  ourselves  to  a  far  greater 
degree.  We  want  to  help  them  across,  but  for 
God's  sake  let  us  help  those  at  home  first.  Let  us 
have  something  done  to  get  this  coal  in  small  lots. 
Let  us  have  something  done  to  take  this  clothing 
and  give  it  to  the  naked  and  the  cold,  and  I  will 
repeat  that  I  am  as  charitable  as  anybody  whether 
they  are  in  Boston  or  throughout  the  United  States, 
but  I  say,  take  care  of  our  own  first  and  let  the 
over-supply  be  shipped. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  would  be 
quite  effective  if  a  specific  case  were  brought  out 
here  today.  I  do  not  think  the  press  could  do  a 
greater  service  or  perform  a  greater  service  than  to 
bring  this  case  to  the  coal  dealers  in  Boston.  Their 
reason  for  not  giving  coal  to  this  particular  family 
is  that  they  did  not  deal  with  them  last  year.  What 
would  you  infer  from  that?  "We  have  the  coal, 
but  you  are  not  our  customer."  I  wish  I  could 
mention  this  family's  name,  but  I  do  not  think  it 
would  be  fair  to  do  so  without  his  consent,  but  I 
will  say  he  is  the  father  of  eight  children,  ranging 
from  several  months,  new-born  baby,  up  to  about 
fourteen  years.  He  says  if  it  continues  very  much 
longer  he  will  have  no  place  to  put  the  coal.  He 
has  chopped  down  the  cool  bins  to  try  and  keep 
the  family  warm.  He  has  not  had  coal,  not  in  the 
past  week  or  two  weeks  or  a  month.  He  has  not 
had  coal  all  winter.  The  press  can  keep  my  name 
out  if  they  wish  to  and  I  much  prefer  they  would, 
but  if  there  is  some  way  if  the  press  wants  to  ask 
me,  if  they  care  to,  I  will  give  the  name  and  address 
provided  they  will  not  publicize  it.  Now  I  do  not 
plead  for  just  this  family.  After  all  a  family  with 
a  father  and  mother  and  no  children,  or  one  or  a 
few,  is  just  as  deserving  as  this  family.  But 
nevertheless,  there  is  a  family  of  eight  children  and 
a  mother  and  father  and  they  cannot  get  coal 
simply  because  they  were  not  customers  last  year. 
I  would  gladly  furnish  more  information  to  the 
press  if  they  care  to  have  it. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  there  have  been 
serious  charges  made  on  the  floor  of  the  Council 
that  the  coal  dealers  will  not  equitably  distribute 
the  fuel  they  have  in  their  yards,  and  I  think  it 
behooves  us  to  take  some  measure  to  see  that  the 
various  coal  dealers  are  forced  to  make  even  dis- 
tribution of  this  coal.  There  is  no  reason  why  one 
family  should  be  delivered  two  or  three  tons  of  coal 
and  another  family,  because  of  economic  circum- 
stances cannot  even  get  200  pounds  of  coal.  I 
think  our  state  officials  should  take  immediate 
action.  With  that  in  mind,  I  am  introducing  a 
resolution  asking  the  State  Fuel  Administrator  to 
take  immediate  steps  for  an  investigation  with  the 
view  of  relieving  this  situation. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  are  many  complaints  in  Boston 
that  the  coal  dealers  are  not  equitably  distributing 
fuel  among  the  householders  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  many  Boston  people  suffer- 
ing from  this  inequitable  distribution;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
regular  meeting  assembled,  respectfullj  requests 
the  State  Fuel  Administrator  and  Board  of  Necessi- 
ties of  Life  to  conduct  an  immediate  investigation 
with  a  view  to  relieving  this  deplorable  condition. 

Adopted  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.

APPROPRIATION   FOR   SURVEY   OF 
SCHOOL   SYSTEM. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  17,  1944. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  transmitting  herewith  a  com- 
munication which  I  have  received  from  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  recommending  an  appropria- 
tion of  $75,000  to  enable  that  body  to  undertake 
a  general  survey  of  the  Boston  School  System,  to 
"determine  what  steps,  if  any,  may  be  taken  to 
improve  the  administrative  and  educational  organi- 
zation and  methods  and  to  discover  whatever 
possibilities  of  savings  may  exist." 

In  checking  back  over  the  history  of  the  School 
Department,  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any 
instance  in  which  a  general  survey  has  been  con- 
ducted. Partial  surveys  were  made  in  1916,  1928 
and  1930. 

A  tremendous  decline  has  occurred  in  Boston's 
school  population,  from  139,000  in  September  of 
1932  to  101,320  in  September  of  1943.  This  condi- 
tion alone  warrants  a  general  survey.  From  all 
indications  this  downward  trend  is  going  to  con- 
tinue to  a  figure  substantially  below  one  hundred 
thousand.  In  addition  to  this  major  problem 
which,  in  itself,  justifies  a  general  survey,  it  is  also 
imperative  that  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  planning  of  an  educational  program  for  the 
thousands  of  youngsters  who  entered  the  armed 
forces  before  reaching  their  eighteenth  birthday 
and  prior  to  the  completion  of  their  high  school 
courses.  These  boys  will  return  to  us  as  mature 
men,  and,  unless  this  educational  handicap  is  over- 
come, their  progress  in  life  will  be  inevitably 
retarded. 

For  the  benefits  that  will  accrue  to  the  pupils; 
the  assistance  the  survey  will  be  to  the  depart- 
ment's administrators  and  teaching  personnel; 
and  the  over-all  benefits  that  should  accrue  to  the 
entire  citizenry;  I  strongly  urge  upon  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  the  prompt  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order  in  the  sum  of  $75,000  for  the 
furtherance  of  this  much  needed  survey.

Honorable  Sir, —  The  cost  of  public  education 
in  Boston  and  the  maintenance  of  the  existing 
public  educational  system  are  matters  which  are  of 
serious  concern  to  the  people  of  the  city.  In  the 
past  decade  there  has  been  little  increase  in  the 
size  of  the  school  plant.  In  the  greater  portion  of 
the  period,  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  has  been 
continually  declining.  This  decline  has  been  from 
the  high  figure  of  137,521  on  September  30,  1933, 
to  101,320  on  September  30,  1943.     Yet  there  has 


been  no  appreciable  reduction  in  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  educational  system. 

The  necessity  of  providing  education  to  suit  the 
needs  in  the  depression  era  first,  and  then  later  in 
the  war  period,  imposed  new  demands  upon  the 
school  authorities.  The  extra  burdens  were  not 
peculiar  to  Boston  alone,  yet  Boston  has  remained 
throughout  the  period  at  or  near  the  top  in  almost 
all  the  statistical  comparisons  of  educational  costs 
in  cities  of  comparable  size  made  by  such  interested 
agencies  as  the  United  States  Department  of 
Education. 

Boston  has  attained  eminence  in  public  educa- 
tion by  its  liberality  in  providing  funds  for  the 
operation  of  its  educational  program.  There  is 
little  doubt  that  the  present  generation  of  tax- 
payers is  as  willing  to  provide  liberally  for  educa- 
tion as  were  those  of  any  earlier  period.  Never- 
theless, governmental  expenses  in  Boston,  which 
include  this  cost  of  public  education,  have  reached 
a  height  which  has  made  many  taxpayers  gasp. 
Many  question  if  it  is  all  justifiable.  Many  wonder 
if  equally  good  results  might  not  be  had  at  less 
expense. 

The  Boston  tax  rate  is  approximately  the  highest 
of  the  large  cities.  In  1943  the  school  appropria- 
tions from  taxes  amounted  to  27.46  per  cent  of  the 
whole  levy.  In  dollars  and  cents,  the  school 
appropriations  in  1943  totaled  $17,704,057.  It  is 
almost  unnecessary  to  state  that  for  any  such  large 
expenditure  there  should  be  every  confidence 
that  the  money  is  well  spent  and  that  satisfactory 
results  cannot  be  obtained  for  less. 

It  is  accepted  that  any  system  providing  public 
service,  particularly  at  such  great  expense,  should 
be  examined  carefully  from  time  to  time.  Yet 
there  has  not  been  a  survey  of  the  educational 
program  in  all  its  aspects  for  almost  three  decades. 
The  school  authorities  promoted  a  partial  survey 
in  1928-29  and  the  Finance  Commission  another 
partial  survey  in  1930-31.  In  both  instances,  the 
surveyors  emphasized  that  it  was  not  the  intention 
to  do  an  over-all  job. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  in  view  of  the 
great  amount  annually  paid  by  the  taxpayers  for 
public  service  generally,  and,  particularly,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  educational  program  and  the 
administration  and  financing  of  that  program  have 
not  been  examined  by  experts  for  so  long  a  period, 
a  general  survey  at  this  time  is  of  prime  importance. 
Added  to  these  considerations  is  the  present  neces- 
sity for  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  the 
catastrophe  of  war  has  ended  and  the  youth  of  the 
country  has  returned  to  seek  livelihood  in  peace- 
time occupations.  What  the  war  effort  has  already 
done  to  previously  accepted  standards  in  education 
and  what  new  requirements  must  be  met  is  giving 
concern  to  educators  everywhere.  Obviously,  a 
thorough  understanding  must  be  had  in  advance 
and  suitable  plans  worked  out. 

In  the  light  of  the  above  considerations,  the 
Finance  Commission  has  adopted  the  following 
resolution  and  order: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  maintenance  of  public 
education  in  the  City  of  Boston  has  been  in 
excess  of  $16,000,000  annually  for  many  years  and 
in  the  present  year  is  estimated  to  exceed 
$17,000,000;  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  has  persisted  in  spite  of  the 
declining  size  of  the  school  population,  which  has 
been  steadily  decreasing  for  many  years  and  is 
now  approximately  30,000  pupils  less  than  it  was 
in  1937;  and 

Whereas,  From  figures  compiled  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Education,  it  appears  that 
the  cost  of  education  per  pupil  in  the  City  of  Boston 
has  for  many  years  been  higher  than  in  comparable 
large  cities  of  the  country,  and  of  late  has  been 
steadily  rising;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  expansion  of  both  the 
administrative  structure  and  educational  program 
of  the  system;  and 

Whereas,  The  propriety  of  the  city's  continuing 
to  pay  for  public  education  at  the  present  rate, 
while  maintaining  other  services  which  are  a  vital 
necessity  and  entail  a  great  financial  burden,  is 
seriously  in  question;  and 

Whereas,  No  general  survey  or  appraisal  of  the 
objectives,  accomplishments,  and  administrative 
and  educational  methods  of  the  Boston  schools  has 
been  made  for  more  than  two  decades;  and 

Whereas,  The  changing  needs  of  public  educa- 
tion due  to  the  war  will  offer  new  challenges  to  all 
public  educational  systems;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Finance  Commission  under- 
take a  general  survey  of  the  Boston  school  system 
to  determine  what  steps,  if  any,  may  be  taken  to 
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improve  the  administrative  ;>nd  educational 
organization  and  methods  and  to  discovei  whatever 
possibilities  of  savings  may  t\i-i 

The  work  of  obtaining  the  necessary  facta  and  "I 
making  proper  appraisement  of  them  requires 
months  of  study  by  a  number  of  persons.  To  be 
of  constructive  value  and  to  carry  weight,  such  a 
survey  must  be  undertaken  by  recognised  experts 
in  education  and  in  the  administration  of  educa- 
tion. The  results  thus  obtained  will  be  generally 
accepted  as  being  the  best  approach  to  the  solution 
of  our  school  problems. 

An  undertaking  of  thi-.  nature  requires  an  ex- 
penditure of  a  greater  total  sum  than  can  be  pro- 
vided for  from  within  the  appropriation  guaran- 
teed the  Finance  Commission  by  statute.  From 
careful  inquiry  made,  it  appears  that  a  general 
survey  may  be  had  for  approximately  $75,000 
which  is  4/10  of  1  per  cent  of  the  school  appro- 
priation for  the  year  1943.  This  sum  will  make  it 
possible  to  obtain  recognized  experts  and  to  ensure 
adequate  survey  of  every  feature  of  public  educa- 
tion. 

The  commission  requests  that  you  take  steps  to 
provide  the  necessary  appropriation  for  this 
purpose.

USE  OF   SUMNER   TUNNEL   BY   RAPID 
TRANSIT,  INC. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  allow  the  Rapid  Transit,  Inc.,  to 
use  the  Sumner  Tunnel  for  the  purpose  of  eliminat- 
ing hazardous  traffic  conditions  in  Maverick 
square,  East  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  introduced 
a  similar  order  on  this  matter  on  May  10,  1943. 
The  traffic  conditions  in  East  Boston  are  growing 
worse  daily,  and  with  the  proposed  expansion  of 
the  East  Boston  airport  and  the  coming  season  for 
horses  and  dogs  we  are  going  to  be  very  much  over- 
crowded in  that  section.  I  think  it  is  about  time 
for  the  Boston  Elevated  road,  which  is  now  in.the 
black   instead   of   the   red,    to   do   something   to 
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eliminate  these  traffic  conditions.  They  allow 
buses  to  come  in  from  Salem,  Peabody  and  other 
places,  and  they  use  this  tunnel.  If  they  allow 
the  Rapid  Transit  from  Winthrop  to  come  into 
East  Boston  and  use  the  tunnel,  it  will  be  a  help, 
it  will  help  to  clear  traffic  conditions  in  Maverick 
square,  and  of  course  there  is  the  matter  of  the 
passengers  from  Winthrop  having  to  pay  an 
additional  ten-cent  fare.  There  is  to  be  con- 
sidered, of  course,  the  fact  that  the  Elevated, 
which  has  been  running  in  the  red  for  the  past 
twenty  years,  is  now  in  the  black,  besides  the 
fact  that  if  something  is  done  here,  as  suggested 
in  the  order,  it  will  help  to  relieve  traffic  con- 
ditions in  East  Boston.  I  certainly  trust  that 
something  will  be  done,  and  I  hope  that  the 
Mayor  will  take  the  matter  up  with  the  Elevated 
Trustees,  allowing  this  additional  use  of  the 
Sumner  Tunnel,  instead  of  congesting  Maverick 
square,  East  Boston,  as  is  being  done  at  the 
present   time. 

The  order  was  passed. 


APPROPRIATION    FOR    PLAYGROUND 
EQUIPMENT. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  submit  to 
the  City  Council  an  appropriation  order  for  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  playground  equip- 
ment throughout  the  city,  said  money  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  a  few  weeks 
ago — in  fact,  on  the  same  day  that  the  past  City 
Council  saw  fit  to  turn  down  the  bill  for  the  Board 
of  Recreation,  I  was  glad  to  introduce  with  five 
other  members  an  order  asking  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  send  to  us  an  appropriation  of  $500,000 
for  suitable  playground  equipment  throughout 
the  entire  city.  I  have  talked  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  since  I  introduced  the  order  in  regard  to 
playground  conditions  in  my  section.  There  are, 
for  instance,  some  thirty  parcels  of  land,  some  of 
which  are  now  being  used  for  dumping  purposes, 
which  could  be  devoted  to  playgrounds.  Many  of 
these  places  could  be  leveled  with  a  bulldozer, 
the  ground  being  softened  up,  and  be  put  in  good 
condition  for  playground  purposes,  then  introduc- 
ing equipment  of  various  kinds,  swings  and  other- 
wise. I  hope  the  Mayor  sees  fit  to  act  favorably 
under  this  order.  1  trust  that  it  will  be  unani- 
mously passed. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I,  too,  certainly 
hope  that  proper  attention  will  be  given  to  this 
order  introduced  by  Councilor  Coffey  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  The  same  remarks  that  have 
been  made  by  Councilor  Coffey  could  be  duplicated 
by  various  members  of  the  Council  as  applying  to 
their  districts.  There  are  in  my  section,  for 
instance,  and  in  other  sections  so-called  play- 
grounds where  there  is  nothing  for  the  children 
to  use  so  that  they  might  properly  enjoy  them- 
selves. I  think  it  is  well  that  some  money  of  the 
taxpayers  should  be  expended  in  this  way,  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  the  things  that  the  children 
and  adults  are  being  denied  today.  In  that  way, 
so-called  "playgrounds"  in  different  parts  of  this 
city  could  be  so  equipped  as  to  deserve  the  name. 
Therefore,  this  is  not  a  matter  that  concerns 
merely  one  member  of  the  Council,  but  it  concerns 
many  of  the  members.  In  Ward  10,  for  example, 
services  to  be  rightly  expected  in  an  area  that  you 
call  a  playground  are  not  being  supplied.  You 
don't  even  find  swings,  sand  boxes  or  other  equip- 
ment that  children  wish,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
equipment  that  should  be  furnished  for  adult 
people.  There  are  no  rest  accommodations  for 
mothers,  for  instance,  where  they  can  enjoy 
themselves  on  a  hot  summer  afternoon,  when 
they  might  get  out  of  sweltering  rooms  and  enjoy 
themselves  quietly,  sitting  down  while  the  young- 
sters are  playing,  under  shade  trees  protecting 
them  from  the  sun.  Speaking  about  playgrounds 
in  Boston,  we  have  at  the  present  time  on  the  table 
a  recreation  bill  that  has  some  merit  but  along  its 
present  lines  it  does  not  furnish  any  new  ideas 
and  is  going  to  mean  an  added  expense  on  the 
taxpayers.  Something  along  the  line  of  proper 
playgrounds  can,  however,  be  easily  supplied. 
All  that  is  needed  is  proper  equipment.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  Mr.  President,  it  is  shocking  to 
see  the  lack  of  attention  to  the  needs  particularly 
of  children  in  these  areas.  I  am  one  of  those  who 
feel  that  if  we  gave  the  children  proper  means  of 
recreation    outdoors,    our    juvenile    court    rooms 


would  not  be  so  crowded.  I  have  said  on  more 
than  one  occasion  that  money  spent  for  the 
Juvenile  Court  might  better  be  spent  for  equipping 
the  playgrounds,  that  properly  equipped  play- 
mounds  would  lessen  the  work  of  the  Juvenile 
Court.  Hut  nothing  has  been  "done  about  it. 
Where  you  furnish  no  equipment  or  no  facilities 
for  the  enjoyment  of  children  on  our  playground 
areas  you  are  only  encouraging  them  to  indulge  in 
dangerous  activities.  It  is  certainly  wrong  to 
have  conditions  which  naturally  tend  to  young- 
sters being  sent  to  the  Juvenile  Court,  where  they 
get  an  abhorrence  for  law  and  order  that  never 
dies  within  them.  I  cannot  for  the  life  of  me 
understand  why  this  whole  matter  of  dealing  with 
our  children  is  not  carried  on  in  a  more  sensible 
way.  Of  course,  you  may  say  it  costs  money  for 
equipment.  We  all  know  that.  But  it  also  costs 
money  to  run  our  Juvenile  Court.  We  have,  of 
course,  to  a  certain  extent,  what  is  supplied  by 
our  Park  Department,  but  they  haven't  the  tools 
to  work  with.  I  certainly  trust,  therefore,  that 
this  money  will  be  appropriated.  I  don't  know 
how  much  can  be  spent  at  the  present  moment, 
because  we  all  realize  today  the  difficulties  we  have 
because  of  priorities  in  this  war  period.  I  certainly 
trust,  however,  that  we  will  at  least  take  this  step 
and  that  the  order  will  not  go  into  the  waste 
basket.  These  playgrounds  that  we  have  in  the 
city  should  be  properly  equipped  for  use.  As  I 
said  in  connection  with  the  recreation  bill,  we  can 
at  least  supply  the  money  now  and  children  and 
adults,  mothers  and  fathers,  will  in  proper  time 
be  able  to  obtain  the  outdoor  recreation  to  which 
they  are  entitled. 

The  order  was  passed. 


SHELTER    IN    CENTRAL    SQUARE,    EAST 
BOSTON. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  erect  a  suitable  shelter  in  the  Central 
square  section  of  East  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  back  on 
August  25,  1941,  I  introduced  this  same  order. 
At  that  time  I  asked  the  Boston  Elevated  Trustees 
to  erect  a  suitable  shelter  in  the  Central  square 
section  of  East  Boston.  Of  course  the  trustees 
did  nothing  about  it.  But  the  necessity  for  a 
shelter  of  this  kind  has  become  even  greater  since 
I  introduced  the  other  order,  and  I  certainly  trust 
that  some  action  will  be  taken  along  this  line  in 
the  Central  square  section  of  our  town.  I  read 
in  the  paper  the  other  day  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  Brookline  thanked  the  Board  of 
Elevated  Trustees  for  erecting  a  shelter  in  Cleve- 
land Circle.  Of  course,  we  are  all  pleased  at 
seeing  things  of  that  kind  done  for  any  section. 
It  was  also  for  the  benefit  of  the  residents  of 
Newton,  at  the  expense  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Without  wishing  to  detract  in  any  degree  from 
what  is  done  for  other  sections,  I  believe  that  we 
are  entitled  to  have  the  Board  of  Elevated  Trustees 
take  similar  action  in  regard  to  our  Central  square 
section  of  East  Boston.  I  don't  think  the  people 
of  Brookline  or  Newton  are  any  better  than  the 
people  of  East  Boston.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we 
have  to  go  over  100  yards  to  get  any  cover  over 
there.  A  shelter  there  is  badly  needed,  and  if 
this  sort  of  thing  can  be  done  for  the  people  of 
Brookline  and  Newton,  I  certainly  think  some- 
thing of  the  sort  should  be  done  for  the  people  of 
East  Boston. 

The  order  was  passed. 


ERECTION  OF  VETERANS'   HOSPITAL  BY 
WHITE   FUND. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  for  the 
erection  of  a  veterans'  hospital  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
just  what  the  definite  purposes  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  are.  At  the  end  of  my  brief 
remarks  I  will  ask  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  so  that  we  can  have  the 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  present  and  find  out  just 
what   can    be   done    with    the   fund.      I    have    been 
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talking  with  I  Senator  who  happens  to  be  on  the 
rehabilitation  committer  at  the  State  House,  and 
he  tells  me  that  there  are  1.500  mentally  deficient 
veterans  who  have  been  returned  to  Mflawachn- 
and  that  it  is  a  serious  problem  to  find  various 
hospitals  to  which  they  can  go  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  is  only  hospital  room  for  six  hundred, 
which  means  that  900  such  veterans  are  roaming 
the  streets  of  Boston,  sim|<l 

sufficient  room  for  them  at  the  West  Koxbury  or 
the  Bedford  veterans'  hospitals  It  is  clear  that 
another  veterans'  hospital  should  be  erected  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  there  is  a  chance  that  some  of 
the  George  Robert  White  Fund  may  be  used  for 
that  purpose.  It  would  probably  require  the  ex- 
penditure of  a  million  dollars,  and  certainly  some- 
thing should  be  done  for  these  mentally  deficient 
veterans  for  whom  at  present  there  are  no  accom- 
modations. Therefore,  I  have  offered  this  order, 
which  I  trust  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  have  some 
of  the  trustees  before  the  committee  and  find  out 
what,  if  anything,  can  be  done  along  this  line, — 
whether  a  million  dollars,  for  example,  can  be  spent 
from  this  fund  to  build  a  hospital  for  the  disabled 
and  mentally  deficient  veterans  of  Boston.  I 
trust,  therefore,  that  the  order  will  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


APPROVAL    OF    PASSAGE    OF    VETERANS' 
BONUS    BILL. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  in  meeting  assembled  go  on  re;cord  as 
favoring  the  immediate  passage  of  the  Veterans' 
Bonus  Bill  as  sponsored  by  the  Hearst  newspapers; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  Massachusetts  delegation  in 
Congress. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  think  that  is  the 
most  worthy  order  I  have  heard  read  of  the  many 
orders  put  in  by  the  councilor  from  East  Boston 
today.  I  would  like  to  quote  a  specific  case  that 
has  come  to  my  attention.  I  wonder  how  the 
Federal  Government  feels  about  a  young  dis- 
charged soldier  of  about  twenty-one  or  twenty- 
two,  who  has  served  eighteen  months  overseas  at 
Guadalcanal  and  other  places,  and  who  finally 
comes  back  to  Boston.  All  along  the  line  he  has 
not  had  a  kindly  word  said  to  him,  let  alone  the 
furnishing  of  financial  assistance  which  he  very 
much  needed,  until  he  went  to  our  own  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department.  He  is  a  young  man  from 
Roxbury,  and  I  know  that  the  councilor  from  that 
district  would  take  just  as  much  interest  in  the 
matter  as  I  do  if  it  had  been  particularly  brought 
to  his  attention.  It  so  happens,  however,  that 
the  matter  was  brought  to  my  notice  through  one 
of  the  deputy  commissioners  in  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department.  This  young  man  went  up 
there  in  uniform,  greatly  in  need,  with  but  five 
cents  in  his  pocket,  and  it  was  our  Soldiers'  Relief 
Department  that  first  took  an  interest  in  him  and 
gave  him  an  emergency  allotment.  And  what  do 
you  think  this  young  man  said?  He  almost  fell 
on  his  knees,  thanking  them,  and  then  he  said  to 
this  particular  Deputy  Commissioner,  "Do  you 
happen  to  know  where  I  could  go  and  perhaps 
get  a  second-hand  suit  of  clothes,  because  I  have 
not  got  money  to  buy  a  suit,  and  in  the  mean- 
time I  have  to  be  wearing  the  soldier  uniform?" 
That  is  why  I  rise  on  my  feet  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  wondering  why  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment does  not  take  sufficient  interest  in  a  dis- 
charged soldier  to  furnish  him  with  a  little  money 
to  help  him  over.  We  all  know  that  when  an 
inmate  is  discharged  from  one  of  our  institutions 
he  is  furnished  with  a  little  money  and  with  a 
suit  of  clothes,  and  the  thought  comes  to  our 
mind,  why  the  Federal  Government,  which  is 
spending  so  much  money  at  the  present  time, 
cannot  do  something  in  a  case  like  this.  I  com- 
mend Councilor  Coffey  for  presenting  this  order 
today,  and  I  hope  that  the  necessity  of  having  our 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  take  a  hand  in  such 
cases  will  soon  cease  and  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment will  assume  the  responsibility  that  it  should 
assume. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  support  Councilor  Coffey  on  this  order.  I,  too, 
am  wondering  at  the  moment  at  the  great  solici- 
tude of  the  State  Department  of  Correction  for  a 


convict  who  is  released  when  his  time  is  up,  as 
compared  with  the  apparent  negligence  of  the 
Federal  Government  in  a  case  like  this.  When  a 
convict  is  released  at  the  end  of  his  term  he  gets 
a  suit  of  clothes  and  a  sum  of  money  with  which 
to  go  out  into  the  world.  Why  is  not  similar 
treatment  accorded  to  a  discharged  veteran  by 
our  Federal  Government?  I  have  had  some 
unpleasant  experiences  with  these  boys  who  have 
come  back,  unpleasant  because  of  the  hopeless- 
ness with  which  they  are  obliged  to  face  the  world. 
I'  x  certainly  significant  that  they  get  more 
honest  help  from  such  a  department  as  our  Sol- 
diers' Relief  Department  than  they  get,  when  they 
need  it  most,  from  our  National  Government.  It 
is  a  pitiful  thing  to  realize  that  the  Government 
has  taken  the  attitude  that  "it  is  not  to  your 
credit  to  serve  the  nation,  it  is  your  duty.  You 
are  a  young  man,  patriotic,  and  you  are  simply 
performing  your  duty  in  entering  the  government 
service,  and  you  should  not  notice  shortcomings 
on  our  part."  And  yet  we  are  in  a  country  where 
the  people  are  supposed  to  govern,  although  in 
some  respects,  in  a  matter  of  this  kind,  there 
seems  to  be  no  more  resemblance  to  democracy 
than  they  have  in  Germany  today.  These  young 
men  overseas  are  fighting  for  what  they  think  is 
right,  and  yet  under  the  title  of  democracy  the 
element  in  control  of  our  government  does  not 
seem  to  take  the  interest  that  it  should  take  in 
those  who  are  fighting  this  war.  I  wonder  what 
kind  of  measure  should  be  adopted  to  compel 
decent,  humane  treatment  for  these  boys  who 
have  gone  out  to  fight  our  battles,  who  are  com- 
pelled, if  necessary,  to  serve  twenty-four  hours  a 
day  or  to  give  up  their  lives,  and  who,  when  they 
come  back,  find  that  there  is  not  the  same  solici- 
tude for  them  as  there  is  for  a  man  who  is  con- 
fined in  one  of  our  penal  institutions  for  violation 
of  the  law,  but  who  when  his  term  expires  is 
furnished  with  a  suit  of  clothes  and  a  ten-dollar 
bill.  Why  is  not  similar  treatment  extended  to  a 
returned  veteran  who,  after  having  been  dis- 
charged and  perhaps  having  been  hospitalized, 
remote  from  his  home,  is  simply  left  on  his  own 
without  any  assistance  either  to  get  to  his  home 
or  to  be  properly  fed  and  clothed?  That  sort  of 
thing  has  been  called  to  my  attention  on  frequent 
occasions,  and  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  the  news- 
papers to  give  utterance  to  what  is  happening. 
Certainly  such  a  flagrant  situation  should  be  given 
prominence  in  our  public  press,  so  that  the  people 
may  realize  what  is  going  on.  Let  me  repeat: 
certainly  as  much  solicitude  should  be  shown  for 
the  boys  who  have  returned  from  the  front  as  is 
shown  to  those  who  have  violated  the  laws  of 
society,  have  had  to  pay  the  penalty,  and  who 
when  their  term  is  up  are  furnished  a  suit  of 
clothes  and  some  money  to  start  again  in  the 
world.  If  the  Federal  Government  will  do  that 
sort  of  thing,  it  will  be  a  practical,  working  demon- 
stration of  democracy. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  we  have  all  had 
brought  to  our  attention  just  such  cases  as  have 
been  referred  to  by  Councilor  Fish  and  Councilor 
Kinsella.  Sometimes  we  think  they  are  isolated 
cases,  but  they  are  many  in  number.  Councilor 
Fish  has  referred  to  the  case  of  the  returned  soldier 
who  could  get  no  help  until  he  applied  to  our  Sol- 
diers' Relief  Department  and  who  asked  if  they 
knew  of  any  place  where  he  might  get  a  suit  of 
even  second-hand  clothes.  I  sometimes  think 
that  we  are  spending  altogether  too  much  time  in 
worrying  about  some  and  practically  spending  no 
time  worrying  about  others  who  are  at  least  as 
deserving  and  perhaps  even  more  deserving.  No 
doubt  this  young  man  was  in  such  dire  need  of 
clothing  that  he  would  have  taken  a  second-hand 
suit,  so  to  speak,  or  such  a  suit  as  might  have  been 
picked  up  in  the  rubbish  collected  in  parts  of  our 
city.  No  veteran,  of  course,  should  be  subjected 
to  that  sort  of  thing,  and  there  seems  to  be  no 
real  reason  why  anything  of  this  sort  should 
occur.  Certainly  returned  veterans  who  have 
been  fighting  our  battles  overseas  are  entitled  to 
the  very  best.  Money  can  or  should  always  be 
furnished  to  meet  crying  needs.  For  example,  we 
have  complaints  about  filthy  streets,  where 
garbage  and  ashes  are  allowed  to  collect,  and  we  all 
feel,  and  rightly  so,  that  a  proper  amount  of  money 
should  be  set  aside  to  handle  cases  of  that  kind. 
I  wonder  sometimes  what  becomes  of  a  lot  of 
the  material  that  is  cast  aside,  and  there  might  at 
times  in  the  collections  be  a  fairly  good  suit  of 
clothes  which  might  be  available  to  somebody 
who  badly  needs  it.  There  are  no  doubt,  as  we 
know,  many  returned  veterans  who  need  clothes 
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and  who  need  a  little  money  to  get  along  tempo 
rarily.  But  who  cares?  Apparently  the  fellows 
in  Washington  don't  seem  to  care.  I  wonder  some- 
times why  something  cannot  be  done  with  the 
enormous  amounts  of  money  raised  in  these  war 
loans.  I  think  it  is  about  time  that  there  was  a 
survey  made  of  real  requirements  and  the  best 
way  of  meeting  them.  There  certainly  should  be 
provision  for  meeting  the  needs  of  these  boys  in  a 
worthwhile  way.  There  must  be  close  to  a  mil- 
lion who  have  come  back  now,  because  a  month 
ago  there  were  800,000  who  had  been  returned, 
and  many  of  them  were  veterans  of  foreign  service. 
Certainly  something  must  be  done  to  bring  the 
needs  and  demands  of  these  veterans  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  public.  There  has  been  legislation 
talked  about  in  Washington  for  some  five  or  six 
weeks,  legislation  looking  to  the  help  of  these 
returned  veterans,  and  still  it  has  not  got  beyond 
first  base.  It  is  too  bad  that  some  of  these  return- 
ing boys  have  to  use  the  floor  of  this  Council  as  a 
sounding  board,  when  more  attention  should  be 
given  to  them  by  our  Federal  Government.  There 
can  be  no  better  proof  of  the  way  that  the  interests 
of  these  veterans  is  being  neglected  by  Congress  in 
Washington.  A  man  died  at  sea  on  April  5,  a 
year  ago,  and  yet  his  widowed  mother  is  not  told 
until  recently,  and  then  it  was  through  intercession 
on  the  part  of  a  Boston  City  Councilor.  Cer- 
tainly action  should  be  taken  in  Washington  to 
eliminate  such  needless  and  totally  unwarranted 
delay.  Such  information  should  be  conveyed  in 
twenty-four  hours  after  it  is  known  by  the  authori- 
ties. I  say  that  the  members  of  Congress  should 
attend  to  their  proper  business.  Let  them  stay  in 
Washington,  where  they  belong.  That  is  where 
they  can  do  the  greatest  good  right  now  for  the 
people  of  this  country.  They  cannot  do  it  by 
travelling  around  throughout  the  country  in  a 
totally  unnecessary  way.  Let  them  take  action 
that  will  bring  results,  and  let  us  have  the  results. 
The  resolutions  were  passed. 


PLANS  FOR  MASSACHUSETTS  VETERANS. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  call  a 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose 
of  devising  ways  and  means  to  provide  a  bonus  for 
Massachusetts  veterans  and  to  make  plans 
for  a    rehabilitation   program    for   Massachusetts 

Coun. '  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  shall  talk 
only  briefly  on  this  order,  incidentally  practically 
repeating  some  remarks  I  made  a  few  moments 
ago.  That  is,  I  have  already  referred  to  the 
1,500  mental  and  disabled  cases  of  veterans  who 
have  been  discharged,  only  six  hundred  of  whom 
can  be  taken  care  of  in  the  hospitals  available, 
and  the  other  nine  hundred  of  whom  are  walking 
around  the  streets  of  Boston.  A  case  was  called 
to  my  attention  in  the  morning  paper  of  one  of 
these  men  who  killed  his  wife  and  baby.  He 
probably  was  no  more  responsible  for  doing  that 
than  any  mentally  affected  man  might  be,  such 
men  as  you  will  find  in  our  insane  institutions.  I 
think  the  Governor's  Council  or  the  Governor 
himself  should  immediately  call  a  special  session 
of  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  devising  ways 
and  means  to  provide  a  bonus  for  Massachusetts 
veterans  and  to  make  plans  for  a  rehabilitation 
program  for  them.  Certainly  something  should 
be  done  for  such  veterans,  who  are  being  returned 
to  us  in  hundreds  and  thousands,  and  many  of 
whom  can  simply  walk  the  streets.  There  are 
only  320  beds  in  the  West  Roxbury  Veterans'  Hos- 
pital, and  the  hospital  at  Bedford  is  already 
crowded.  You  cannot  get  a  bed  there,  and  when 
they  try  to  send  soldiers  over  to  the  Naval  Hospital, 
they  find  that  that  is  already  overcrowded,  with 
cots  all  over  the  place,  and  with  their  funds  in 
such  condition  that  they  are  not  able  even  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  their  employees.  Mr.  Perkins  him- 
self (Commissioner  of  Mental  Diseases)  recently 
made  a  statement  setting  forth  the  condition  of 
affairs  and  the  dire  need  for  action.  I  saw  Gov- 
ernor Saltonstall  awhile  ago  and  urged  upon  him 
the  necessity  for  a  session  of  the  Legislature  to 
act  upon  these  matters,  and  Mr.  Perkins  has 
emphasized  the  need  for  more  room.  It  is  cer- 
tainly time  that  the  Governor  took  some  action, 
instead  of  simply  making  statements  through  the 
newspapers.  There  is  a  crying  demand  for  steps 
to  be  taken  looking  to  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
boys  who  are  coming  back,  and  it  should  be  done 


without  further  loss  of  time.  As  I  have  said, 
there  is  room  for  only  320  patients  in  the  West 
Roxbury  Hospital,  the  Bedford  Hospital  is  full, 
and  out  of  the  fifteen  hundred  returned  mental 
and  disabled  cases,  only  six  hundred  can  be  taken 
care  of,  leaving  nine  hundred  who  need  hospitaliza- 
tion walking  the  streets  of  Boston.  It  is  certainly 
time  to  take  some  action  and  do  something  for 
these  cases,  and  the  Legislature  should  meet  and 
take  action  immediately.  Let  us  start  with  the 
hospitals,  and  then  take  up  the  matter  of  the 
bonus.  Certainly  with  the  facts  that  have  been 
stated  here,  the  facts  that  the  returned  veteran 
has  been  unable  even  to  get  a  suit  of  clothes  or  a 
few  dollars  to  keep  him  going,  and  with  nothing 
being  done  to  help  him  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, we  should  take  care  of  the  situation  here. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  don't  like 
to  get  up  here  again,  but  there  are  several  of  these 
orders  that  Councilor  Coffey  has  offered  today  of 
which  I  am  very  strongly  in  favor,  and  this  is  one 
of  them.  I  am  reminded  of  a  service  flag  here  at 
the  window,  stating,  if  I  remember  correctly,  that 
we  have  furnished  1,150  men  to  the  armed  services. 
That  probably  means  largely  men  who  have  volun- 
tarily enlisted  and  who  are  doing  their  bit.  It  is 
a  very  vital  question  in  my  mind  whether  those 
who  come  back  are  going  to  get  into  the  jobs  that 
they  voluntarily  left.  About  a  year  ago  I  had 
the  brass  and  temerity  to  get  up  on  this  floor,  in 
spite  of  the  F.  B.  I.,  and  advise  any  person  in  our 
employ  not  to  voluntarily  resign  his  job  for  the 
sake  of  being  a  hero.  The  reason  is  this.  I  have 
the  understanding  that  nobody  can  get  back  the 
job  he  relinquished  unless  he  qualifies  again 
through  a  physical  examination.  I  hope  I  am 
wrong,  but  I  understand  that  none  of  them  can 
get  back  without  being  subjected  to  another 
physical  examination.  Unless  that  situation  is 
changed,  none  of  those  men  who  have  gone  into 
the  service  can  get  the  jobs  they  left  back  again 
without  passing  another  physical  examination.  If 
I  am  in  error,  and  somebody  will  point  out  to  me 
the  fact  that  I  am  in  error,  I  certainly  regret  it 
and  will  personally  retract  what  I  said.  I  don't 
want  to  be  in  error  any  more  than  I  have  to  be. 
But  that  is  my  understanding,  and  if  that  is  so,  I 
believe  it  is  encumbent  upon  Governor  Salton- 
stall or  his  successor  to  see  to  it  that,  as  far  as 
possible,  regardless  of  the  physical  condition  of 
those  people,  they  are  reinstated  in  their  jobs 
when  they  return  from  the  armed  services.  I 
repeat,  that  I  understand  that  when  they  have 
left  their  jobs  and  gone  into  the  service  of  the 
country,  although  they  left  here  with  healthy 
bodies,  sufficiently  good  for  the  armed  service 
standards,  when  they  return,  if  a  physical  exami- 
nation shows  that  their  condition  is  not  what  it 
should  be,  they  cannot  be  reinstated.  I  hope  I 
am  wrong,  but  let  me  say  again  that  that  is  my 
understanding.  If  anybody  can  show  me  that  1 
am  wrong,  I  will  be  glad  to  acknowledge  it. 

The  order  was  passed.

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  referring  to 
these  two  orders,  one  is  that  the  trustees  of  the 
George  Robert  White  Fund  be  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  appropriate  sufficient 
funds  for  the  purpose  stated.

Foi  ezai 
in  my  ward  that  would  mean  the  erection  of  four 
plaques,  because  we  have  four  sections  in  the 
district.  Shortly  afterwards  we  received  a  mes- 
sage from  the  Mayor  recommending  the  erection 
of  an  appropriate  temporary  plaque  on  Boston 
Common  to  commemorate  war  dead.  The  n 
would  be,  of  course,  that  the  East  Boston  mother 
of  a  family  passing  by  would  not  see  at  once  tie- 
name  of  her  boy,  but  would  simply  see  a  general 
list,  and  unless  she  went  through  the  list  she  would 
not  realize  thai    her   b  was  there.      The 

name  would  be  tied  up  with  a  lot  of  others  not  from 
the  East  Boston  district.  Therefore,  I  thought  at 
the  time  that  it  would  be  well  to  have  a  plaque  in 
every  section  of  the  city.  I  talked  with  the  Mayor 
at  the  time  and  thought  he  was  very  responsive, 
but  nothing  came  from  it  so  far  as  plaques  in  Fast 
Boston  are  concerned.  I  think  the  trustees  of  the 
George  Robert  White  Fund  have  decided  tha 
memorial  should  be  erected  in  the  Back  Bay  sect  ion 
of  Boston,  and  that  that  would  be  the  memorial 
for  the  veterans  of  all  wars  who  had  passed  awaj  . 
That  might  be  all  right  as  far  as  it  went,  but  1  still 
feel  that  we  should  have  such  memorials  in  the 
East  Boston  district.  I  attended  a  meeting  of 
representatives  of  the  veterans'  organizations  over 
in  East  Boston,  which  went  from  8.45  until  12.30 
at  night,  in  regard  to  the  matter.  The  repre- 
sentatives present  were  from  Flaherty  Post  of  the 
American  Legion,  the  Orient  Heights  Post  of  the 
American  Legion,  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
Post  608,  the  Italian-American  World  War  Vet- 
erans, and  the  Spanish  War  Veterans.  They  went 
on  record  asking  that  a  memorial  be  placed  in  tie- 
East  Boston  district.  But  it  seems  hard  to  get 
anything  through  the  George  Robert  White  Fund 
Trustees  except  for  the  Back  Bay  section.  I  have 
here  a  letter  from  the  East  Boston  Veterans' 
Council,  addressed  to  me  under  date  of  January 
14,  which  I  would  like  to  read.     It  is  as  follows: 

East  Boston  Veterans'  Council, 

January  14,  1944. 
City  Councilor  James  S.  Coffey,  Council  Chamber, 
City  Hall,  Boston. 
Dear  Councilor  and  Comrade, — At  the  regular 
meeting  of  this  organization  held  last  evening  the 
following  vote  was  adopted: 

"That  the  City  of  Boston  appropriate  moneys 
to  erect  a  suitable  monument  to  the  veterans  of  all 
wars  who  have  come  from  the  East  Boston  district. 
It  is  the  hope  of  this  organization  that  such  a 
monument  would  be  symbolic  of  the  heroism  and 
gallantry  of  our  native  sons." 

It  was  further  voted  to  request  that  you  present 
this  matter  to  the  City  Council  as  our  representa- 
tive in  that  Body  and  a  comrade  of  this  organiza- 
tion. 

Your  cooperation  in  this  matter  will  be  greatly 
appreciated  by  us.

Commander  McCarthy  has  been  more  or  less  in 
contact  with  me  the  past  year  in  regard  to  a 
suitable  memorial  for  the  veterans  of  all  wars  in 
the  East  Boston  district.  They  have  considered 
this  matter  at  some  length.  They  favored 
plaques  at  one  time,  and  they  have  been  in  touch 
with  me  upon  the  matter  right  along.  They  have 
hoped,  as  I  have  hoped,  that  the  Mayor  would  go 
along  on  the  matter,  recommending  some  such 
action  as  they  favored,  in  a  message  to  the  Council. 
They  hoped  that  a  memorial  of  this  nature  would 
be  given  to  the  East  Boston  district.  Of  course, 
we  have  the  two  districts  over  there,  one  going 
from  Day  square  up  to  Orient  Heights,  and  the 
other  covering  the  balance  of  the  section.  They 
have  been  busy  making  collections  of  $1  from  each 
family,  having  the  plaque  idea  in  mind,  and  they 
want  a  memorial  plaque  down  in  the  Central  square 
section.     In  their  house-to-house  canvas  they  have

what  action  could  he  taken  by  the  trustees 
of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund,  if  any.  We 
in-  certainly  very  much  interested,  as  is  shown  by 
i he  orders  I  have  introduced  from  time  to  time; 
and  we  now  trust  that  a  suit-able  memorial  may  be 
I  over  there,  as  1  have  suggested.  The 
families  interested  are  proposing  to  raise  about 
between  $4,500  and  «5,000.  That  is 
nut  the  entire  point,  however.  We  would  like  to 
have  this  mallei  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  have  the  George  Robert  White  Fund 
Crusteea  invited  Inn-,  so  as  to  see  whether  we 
cannot  have,  through  that  fund,  a  memorial 
erected  in  the  Central  square  section  of  East 
Boston  It  is  all  light  to  talk  about  having  this 
sort  of  thing  in  the  Back  Bay,  perhaps  at  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  or  the  Public  Library,  but 
how  many  people  from  my  section  go  there?  I 
asked  a  number  of  them  if  they  had  ever  been  to 
the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  they  had  not,  and 
I  myself  have  not  been  in  the  Boston  Public 
Libiary  or  inside  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 
Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  people  of  East  Boston 
never  go  to  the  Back  Bay  and  would  not  be  in- 
terested in  a  memorial  that  might  be  placed  there, 
although  it  is  all  right,  a  fine  thing-  But  we  would 
like  to  have  something  in  the  section  in  which  we 
are  particularly  interested  to  commemorate  the 
services  of  our  boys  on  behalf  of  their  country. 
Our  people  can  then  have  before  them  in  visible 
form  a  record  of  what  East  Boston  has  done  in 
this  way.  I  have  not  the  slighest  objection  to 
the  building  of  a  war  memorial  in  the  Back  Bay 
section.  That  is  all  right.  But,  incidentally, 
I  would  like  to  ask  why  it  would  not  be  a  good  idea 
from  the  George  Robert  White  Fund,  if  it  can  be 
done,  to  provide  a  veterans'  hospital  which  is  as 
much  needed  as  a  memorial.  I  would  certainly 
like  to  know  who  represents  the  veterans  in  regard 
to  these  matters.  Some  of  the  East  Boston 
veterans  were  certainly  led  to  believe  that  they 
were  going  to  get  a  memorial  in  East  Boston,  but 
it  seems  that  the  Back  Bay  section  is  the  one 
considered.  Now,  I  am  not  opposed  to  that, 
because  nobody  in  public  life  could  be  opposed  to 
it.  But  I  would  like  to  have  the  trustees  of  the 
George  Robert  White  Fund  appear  before  us  and 
tell  us  whether  we  can  have  a  memorial  and 
whether  we  can  have  a  hospital  for  the  veterans. 
It  seems  that  the  trustees  did  not  spend  any 
money  last  year,  but  that  they  are  planning  to 
do  so  this  coming  year.  I  might  also  add  that  we 
are  very  desirous  of  getting  playground  equipment 
in  that  -section  of  the  city.  We  have  a  large 
number  of  children  of  five  and  six  years  of  age,  for 
whom  something  should  be  done,  who  should  be 
given  something  that  would  interest  them  in  the 
playgrounds,  and  it  is  also  important  that  some- 
thing be  done  for  the  adults.  There  are  probably 
thirty  or  forty  lots  in  my  town  where  a  bulldozer 
could  be  put  to  work,  ploughing  and  smoothing  the 
ground,  and  preparing  it  for  playground  activities, 
and  I  certainly  hope  that  something  can  be  done 
along  that  line.  It  need  not  involve  a  great  deal 
of  expense,  but  it  is  very  important  for  the  young- 
sters.

BY   COLEMAN   BROTHERS. 

Coun.  KELLY  and  MUCHNICK  offered  the 
following:

Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  compel  Coleman  Brothers  to  live  up  to  the 
terms  of  their  contract  for  the  collection  of  ashes 
and  garbage  in  the  Dorchester  district,  or  take 
immediate  steps  to  revoke  same. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  conditions  have 
got  to  a  point  in  Dorchester  where,  as  you  pass 
along  the  street,  you  would  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  every  yard  on  every  street  was  in  the  junk 
business.  Coleman  Brothers  in  every  section  of 
Dorchester — and  I  have  checked  this  personally — 
for  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  entirely  behind 
schedule.  Something  drastic  should  be  done.  I 
don't  know  that  the  matter  should  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  but  some  committee, 
perhaps  a  special  committee,  should  be  appointed, 
so  that  action  may  be  taken  immediately  without 
any  further  delay.  It  is  really  an  emergency  situ- 
ation, and  we  must  have  a  showdown.  I  say  that 
the  way  that  Coleman  Brothers  are  acting  in  this 
matter  is  radically  wrong.  I  was  going  to  ask  you, 
Mr.  President,  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Safety,  although  I  know  that  you 
have  not  yet  appointed  your  committees.  If  a 
committee  could  be  appointed  to  consider  this 
matter,  it  might  be  taken  up  on  Thursday,  we  will 
say.  Certainly  it  should  be  taken  up  at  a  very 
early  date,  and  we  should  have  a  showdown,  so  that 
the  people  of  Dorchester  will  no  longer  be  com- 
pelled to  put  up  with  this  sort  of  treatment.  In 
many  sections  of  Dorchester  there  is  a  delay  of 
eighteen  days  before  they  collect,  where  collections 
should  be  made  frequently,  if  we  are  to  observe  the 
laws  of  health  and  decency.  I  certainly  feel  that 
we  should  have  a  meeting  on  the  matter  this  week, 
and  if  Coleman  Brothers  cannot  handle  the  con- 
tract let  us  have  the  work  done  in  some  other  way. 
The  people  of  Dorchester  pay  their  taxes  and  are 
entitled  to  some  consideration.  It  is  a  pretty 
serious  matter,  and  I  think  we  should  have  a  hear- 
ing some  day  this  week  to  consider  and  deal  with 
the  situation.  I  am  receiving  twenty  to  thirty 
telephone  calls  a  day  and  getting  numerous  letters. 
Action  is  demanded,  and  I  feel  that  the  matter 
should  be  taken  up  by  a  committee  this  week,  say 
on  Thursday. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  matter  can  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee  today,  and  some 
action  can  be  taken  by  that  committee. 

Coun.  KELLY— Well,  Mr.  President,  I  am  per- 
fectly willing  to  have  it  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  if  that  means  that  some  action  will  be 
taken.  In  fact,  if  it  is  taken  up  by  that  committee 
today  and  a  hearing  given,  I,  for  one,  would  be 
willing  to  stay  here  all  night.  This  is  a  very  serious, 
a  very  threatening  situation  in  the  district,  and  we 
must  have  a  showdown. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  feel  that,  if  this 
is  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  we  can 
have  some  action  taken  today.  There  need  be  no 
delay. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  that  is  all  right 
with  me,  so  long  as  we  can  have  a  hearing  Thursday. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


SYMPATHY    TO    EX-COUNCILOR     LYONS. 

Coun.  HANLEY  and  HANNON  offered  the 
following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  extend  its  deepest  sympathy 
and  condolence  to  our  former  colleague.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  commend  and  congratulate 
the  Hearst  newspapers  in  their  outstanding 
achievement  of  unifying  and  amplifying  the  voice 
of  the  American  people  in  the  support  of  a  Congres- 
sional bill  designed  with  the  provisions  for  a 
mustering  out  pay,  hospitalization,  and  rehabili- 
tation of  the  returning  war  veterans;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  Mr.  William  Randolph  Hearst,  Sr., 
extending  to  him  our  deepest  appreciation  and 
our  cordial  wish  for  his  continual  good  health  and 
happiness. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
four  cornerstones  of  our  American  liberty,  progress 
and  civilization  is  the  freedom  of  the  press.  Free- 
dom of  the  press  is  most  important  in  peace  and 
in  war.  It  is  the  only  means  to  check,  to  unify 
and  to  amplify  the  voice  of  the  American  people, 
not  only  in  our  everyday  life,  but  in  the  halls  of 
Congress  and  in  our  State  Legislature.  William 
Randolph  Hearst,  now  in  the  twilight  years  of  his 
life,  as  a  journalist  and  as  a  man  who  has  interested 
himself  in  public  affairs,  has  shown  rare  vision  and 
energy  in  promoting  everything  that  looked  to 
the  betterment  of  the  American  people;  and 
now,  in  the  twilight  years  of  his  life,  it  is  only 
fitting  that  proper  appreciation  of  his  work  should 
be  shown  by  us  and  by  all  forward-looking  citizens, 
while  he  is  still  in  our  midst.  As  we  know,  he  has 
written  his  own  epitaph  before  he  passes  away, 
and  he  is  even  now  working  with  his  full  vigor 
and  clear-sightedness  to  advance  his  progressive 
ideas.  His  voice  is  now  heard  and  amplified 
in  the  halls  of  Congress  and  throughout  the 
entire  United  States,  through  his  publications, 
in  unifying  and  shaping  legislation  looking  to  the 
mustering  out  pay  for  our  boys  in  the  service 
and  the  hospitalization  and  rehabilitation  of  the 
returning  war  veterans.  And  so  I  have  introduced 
this  resolution  and  have  delivered  these  words  in 
appreciation  of  the  record  and  services  of  William 
Randolph  Hearst  who,  while  thirty-five  hundred 
miles  distant  from  our  voices,  really  typifies  more 
than  any  living  man  the  American  principle 
of  the  freedom  of  the  press  and  the  freedom  of 
thought  and  action  for  which  America  stands. 
He  really  symbolizes  in  his  person  what  freedom 
of  the  press  means,  and  it  is  certainly  proper  at 
this  time  that  we  should  commend  and  congratu- 
late him;  and  it  is  also  proper  at  this  time  that  I 
should  commend  and  congratulate  a  young  man 
who  has  been  affiliated  with  Boston  politics 
through  his  work  as  a  newspaper  reporter  on  the 
Hearst  newspapers  in  this  city  for  the  past  fourteen 
years,  recording  the  remarks  and  opinions  of  each 
and  every  individual  member  of  this  Body.  I 
refer  specifically  to  Mr.  Frank  Reilly  of  the 
Lda<  rtiser-American,  a  man  who  has  amply  demon- 
strated his  outstanding  ability  with  his  pen,  a 
man  who  has  shown  his  knowledge  of  parliamentary 
procedure  during  all  the  years  in  which  he  has 
been  associated  here  with  us  and  our  predecessors, 
and  a  man  who  has  had  conferred  upon  him  the 
greatest  recognition  that  can  be  shown  to  a  news- 
paper man,  by  being  assigned  to  newspaper  work 
in  our  national  capital.  William  Randolph 
Hearst  has  assigned  to  such  highly  important 
work  Francis  K.  Reilly,  who  in  the  past  has 
presented  such  a  graphic  picture  of  what  has 
transpired   in   this    Body   and   in    our   committee 
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rooms,  always  with  ■  sympathetic  and  humane 
interest,  as  shown  by  lus  writings,  in  those  whi 

fighting  and  dying  in  order  thai  oui  country  may 
live.  Frank  K.  Reilly,  our  beloved  friend  and 
reporter  of  the   Hearst    newspapers,   is  one  of  the 

most  popular  newtpapei  nun  with  whom  wi 

ever  had  contact  in  this  Body.     I  am  proud  of  the 

acquaintance  that    I   nave  hail   with   him,  and    I 

am  sure  that  he  will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  able  newspaper  writ'  I  ever 

migrated  into  Washington,  whether  his  work  is 
concerned  with  peace  or  war.  His  well  known 
affability,  his  human  sympathy,  his  keen  reporto- 
rial  instinct  and  his  ability  with  his  pen  augur  well, 
I  am  assured,  for  his  Buccess  in  the  Congressional 
field,  the  same  brilliant  record  on  the  Hearsl 
papers  as  a  Washington  reporter  and  corre- 
spondent that  he  has  shown  at  all  times  in  his 
work  on  the  Hearst  press  in  Boston.  We  con- 
fidently predict  for  Frank  Keilly  the  same  fine 
record  and  success  in  Washington,  dealing  as  a 
newspaper  man  with  news  from  our  capital  which 
affects  the  forty-eight  states  of  our  Union,  thai 
he  has  always  shown  here  in  his  work  on  our 
local  papers,  that  he  will  bring  forth  clearly  the 
news  from  stifling  committee  rooms  and  do  his 
utmost  to  see  that  our  war  heroes,  so  far  as  it 
can  be  done  through  the  medium  of  powerful  news- 
papers, will  get  what  belongs  to  them,  and  that 
from  Boston  to  California,  so  far  as  it  can  be  done 
by  able  and  widespread  reporting  and  inter- 
pretation of  news  from  the  center  of  our  govern- 
ment by  these  great  journals,  people  will  gel 
the  correct  view  of  what  is  happening  and  a  correct 
perspective  of  its  effect  on  our  boys  in  the  set 
and  on  our  whole  people.

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  acceptance 
of  the  report. 

Coun.  KTNSELLA — Just  briefly  for  the  record, 
Mr.  President,  I  should  like  to  say  that  I  was 
motivated  originally  to  file  the  order  a  week  ago 
today  because  I  construed  it  as  the  opinion  of  the 
people  of  Boston  that  no  further  public  expense 
ought  to  be  entailed  in  an  attempt  to  build  up 
prosecution  against  the  members  of  the  Police 
Department  prior  to  January  10;  and  had  I 
known  at  the  time,  Mr.  President,  that  it  was 
mandatory  under  the  law  by  virtue  of  the  law 
written  in  1906  that  certain  sums  of  money  be 
made  available  for  legal  services  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  should  not 
have  filed  the  order.  However,  Mr.  President, 
I  should  like  to  close  my  remarks  with  the  remark 
with  which  I  opened,  that  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  people  of  Boston  are  concerned  with  the 
further  persecution  of  these  men  at  the  consequent 
cost  of  their  own  money  after  the  charges  have 
collapsed. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected. 


NATIONAL   SERVICE   ACT. 

Coun.  HURLEY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That   the  City  Council  of   the   City 
of  Boston,  in  meeting  assembled,  hereby  expresses 
its  belief  that  the  so-called  National  Service  Act, 


now  before  the  Congress  and  recommended  for 
passage  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be 
not  enacted  into  law  until  such  time  aB  it  is  in- 
controvertibly  proven  that  such  legislation  is 
imperative  and  essential  to  the  winning  of  the 
war;    and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  Massachusetts  delegation  in  Congress. 

('oun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  I  read  with 
interest  the  President's  address  and  the  printed 
address  in  the  newspapers  relative  to  the  National 
Service  Act,  but  I  think  that  Congress  should 
nunc  along  on  that  question  very  slowly.  I  do 
not  think  there  is  any  need,  myself,  personally,  of 
the  conscription  of  women  at  the  present  time. 
I  know  in  Canada  at  the  present  time  nearly  all 
of  the  factories  manufacturing  munitions  are 
now  going  back  planning  post-war  work,  and  I 
think  they  will  be  far  ahead  of  this  country  when 
the  day  of  peace  comes  for  starting  back  on  peace- 
time work.  I  was  listening  last  night  to  an 
address  by  some  United  States  Senators  talking 
to  the  commission  on  work  in  munitions  plants 
throughout  the  country,  about  the  layoff  of  help 
and  the  thousands  who  will  be  laid  off  monthly. 
They  have  struck  a  peak  in  the  manufacture  of 
munitions,  and  these  people  are  going  back  to 
find  work  in  civil  life  again,  and  I  hate  to  think 
that  Congress  is  now  going  to  enact  laws  that  I  do 
not  think  are  in  effect  even  in  Germany,  hard 
pressed  as  they  are  for  labor,  where  they  are  • 
not  conscripting  women.  I  think  it  has  been 
done  in  Russia,  but  I  do  not  think  Germany 
has  had  to  have  an  act  such  as  this,  conscripting 
women.  I  think  the  taking  of  women  out  of 
homes  up  to  the  present  time  has  been  bad. 
It  has  been  a  bad  influence  and  it  certainly  has 
not  helped  the  women  and  the  young  people 
in  this  country,  and  I  think  that  if  Congress  is 
to  move  ahead  in  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  should 
do  so  very  slowly  and  that  not  until  such  time 
as  it  is  deemed  imperative  should  they  put  that 
act  into  operation. 

The  resolution  was  adopted.

INDORSEMENT   BY    CHAMBER    OF   COM- 
MERCE  OF   SCHOOL  SURVEY. 

The  following  was  received : 

Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
President's  Office,  January  22,  1944. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City   of 

Boston. 
Subject:  Survey  of  Boston  School  Department. 

Gentlemen, — May  I  take  this  means  of  express- 
ing the  hope  that  the  City  Council  will  favor  a 
survey  of  the  Boston  School  Department  as 
suggested  by  the  Finance  Commission  in  its  letter 
addressed  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  dated 
December  8,  1943.  This  is  based  on  the  opinion 
of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  which  I 
personally  fully  concur,  that,  in  the  interests  of  the 
general  public,  the  city  school  system,  like  other 
important  functions  of  government,  should  occa- 
sionally be  examined  by  competent  outside  persons. 
Such  examinations  do  not  necessarily  assume  that 
inefficiency  exists.  On  the  contrary,  they  may 
be  the  means  for  strengthening  and  publicizing 
existing  features  as  well  as  assisting  the  authorities 
to  bring  about  needed  changes. 

Appropriations  for  Boston's  schools  exceed 
those  of  any  other  city  department.  They  amount 
to  more  than  $17,000,000  annually  and  constitute 
over  25  per  cent  of  the  entire  levy  for  city  expenses. 
Between  September  30,  1933,  and  September  30, 
1943,  school  enrollment  declined  by  37,000,  or 
25  per  cent.  . 

\  well  run  business  organization  with  an  oper- 
ating expense  of  $17,000,000  would  have  its 
expenditures  not  only  under  continual  expert 
scrutiny  but  would  welcome  friendly,  constructive 
suggestions.  I  believe  that  a  survey  of  Boston's 
school  system  made  by  competent  persons  with 
knowledge  of  the  subject  and  high  standing  in  the 
community  would  be  welcomed  by  the  public  and 
that  the  findings  would  be  received  with  confidence. 

The  suggested  cost  of  the  proposed  survey, 
$75,000,  is  less  than  one  half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
current  school  appropriations  and  may  be  infini- 
tesimal in  comparison  with  the  benefits  derived 
over  a  period  of  years.  No  matter  how  efficient 
the  Boston  School  Department  now  may  be,  it 
seems  to  be  highly  probable  that  such  a  report 
would  contain  constructive  and  beneficial  recom- 
mendations. The  fact  that  our  laws  give  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  Council  but  little  control  over  the 
expenditures  of  the  School  Committee  makes  an 
occasional  properly  conducted  review  especially 
desirable. 

It  is  pertinent  to  bear  in  mind  that  despite  a 
shrinkage  of  over  $507,000,000  in  the  tax  assess- 
ment valuations  of  Boston  since  1929,  appropria- 
tion orders  for  the  city  taken  as  a  whole  have 
increased  some  twelve  per  cent.  The  tax  rate  in 
J909  was  $16.50,  in  1929,  $28,  and  in  1943,  $41

INDORSEMENT  BY  BOSTON  REAL  ESTATE 
EXCHANGE   OF  SCHOOL  SURVEY. 
The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  January  21,  1944. 
Mr.  John  E.  Kerrigan,  President,  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Dear  Mr.  Kerrigan, — Recently  the  Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  asked  Mayor 
Tobin  for  an  appropriation  of  $75,000  for  the 
purpose  of  undertaking  a  general  survey  of  the 
school  system,  the  work  to  be  done  by  recognized 
experts.  It  brought  forth  the  information  that 
t  lie  cost  of  maintaining  the  school  system  has  for 
a  long  time  been  in  the  neighborhood  of  $17,000,000 
annually,  whereas  the  school  population  has 
declined  30,000  pupils  since  1937.  Furthermore, 
it  pointed  out  that  the  educational  cost  per  pupil 
is,  and  has  been,  higher  in  Boston  than  in  any 
comparable  large  city. 

We  understand  that  Mayor  Tobin  approves  of 
the  request  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  has 
passed  it  on  to  your  Council  for  action. 

The  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  represents 
the  largest  group  of  taxpayers  in  the  city  and  the 
money  required  for  this  survey  will  in  the  end,  and 
to  a  substantial  degree,  be  paid  by  our  members 
in  the  form  of  real  estate  taxes.  It  therefore 
seems  appropriate  for  us  to  express  our  opinion. 
The  appropriation,  though  a  sizable  sum,  is  a  small 
fraction  of  the  amount  annually  expended  on  the 
schools.  The  fact  that  there  has  been  no  general 
survey  of  the  school  system  for  over  twenty  years 
seems  in  itself  to  warrant  a  check  up  now  and 
when  coupled  with  the  rising  cost  of  education 
per  pupil,  we  believe  the  need  for  an  appraisal  of 
the  situation  becomes  quite  imperative.  Certainly 
the  city  should  have  the  information  to  consider 
this  problem  intelligently.  Moreover,  there  may 
be  post-war  requirements  demanded  of  the  school 
system  which  can  be  better  analyzed  and  more 
intelligently  met  if  the  authorities  have  before 
.  them  a  current  and  comprehensive  study  of  the 
entire  school  system  and  its  varied  problems.

SURVEY   OF   SCHOOL   SYSTEM   BY 
FINANCE   COMMISSION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  January  21,  1944. 
Mr.  John  E.  Kerrigan, 

President,  Boston  City  Council. 

Dear  Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  has  been 
notified  by  the  Clerk  of  Committees  that  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Council  desires 
the  commission  to  attend  its  next  meeting  to  dis- 
cuss the  recommendation  to  you  by  Mayor  Tobin 
of  an  appropriation  of  $75,000  for  a  general  survey 
of  public  education  in  Boston. 

The  Finance  Commission  appreciates  that  you 
desire,  and  properly  so,  to  be  informed  of  the  need 
for  such  an  appropriation.  There  is,  however, 
little  that  the  commission  appearing  now  before 
you  as  a  group,  or  through  a  representative,  can 
add  to  the  very  ample  communication  on  this 
matter  which  was  sent  to  Mayor  Tobin  by  this 
commission  under  date  of  December  8,  copies  of 
which  have  been  forwarded  to  the  members  of  the 
Council   individually,    and   to   the   Council   as   a 
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whole  formally  by  the  Finance  Commission  and 
by  Mayor  Tobin  in  his  communication  of  January 
17,  1944. 

In  order  to  determine  the  cost  of  a  survey  the 
commission,  through  a  representative,  consulted 
several  educators  of  recognized  standing  who  have 
had  experience  in  school  surveys.  The  amount 
specified  in  our  communication  to  the  Mayor  as 
needed  for  a  general  survey  is  the  result  of  those 
inquiries.  We  believe  an  adequate  and  suitable 
survey  will  cost  approximately  $75,000. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  commission  if  the  re- 
quired appropriation  is  made  to  engage  the  serv- 
ices of  the  best  obtainable  educational  experts. 
The  size  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  amount  of  the 
annual  cost  of  public  education  in  Boston,  the 
fact  that  no  general  survey  has  ever  been  made 
previously  within  the  term  of  service  of  any  now 
having  responsibility  in  educational  management 
in  Boston,  together  with  the  necessity  of  planning 
now  suitable  education  for  the  post-war  period, 
warrant  the  outlay  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  obtain 
a  complete  survey.  Obviously,  it  will  require  a 
skilled  staff  to  perform  an  undertaking  of  these 
proportions.  Subjects  to  be  covered  by  such  a 
survey  would  include: 

1.  The  organization  and  administration  of 
the  schools. 

2.  The  business  administration  of  the  schools. 

3.  A  study  of  the  program  of  the  schools,  in- 
cluding the  curriculum  and  teaching  carried  on 
in  kindergarten,  elementary  schools,  junior  and 
senior  high  schools,  vocational  schools,  and  in 
adult  classes;  and  particularly  giving  considera- 
tion to  post-war  needs. 

4.  A  survey  of  school  buildings  now  in  use 
and  recommendations  for  any  necessary  rehabili- 
tation or  extension  of  the  school  plant. 

5.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  school 
buildings. 

6.  The  personnel  employed  in  the  school 
system  involving  the  selection,  appointment, 
transfer,  training  in  service,  etc.,  of  the  pro- 
fessional and  non-professional  staff  of  the  school 
system. 

7.  The  financing  of  the  schools,  including  a 
study  of  costs  and  recommendations  with  re- 
spect to  methods  of  support  and  possible  econo- 
mies to  be  effected. 

8.  The  adjustment  of  the  schools  to  the 
needs  and  abilities  of  the  pupils  enrolled  in 
them,  including  a  consideration  of  the  educa- 
tion of  the  physically  and  mentally  handicapped. 

9.  A  consideration  of  the  program  of  guid- 
ance provided  in  the  schools. 

10.  Such  other  inquiries  as  may  be  found 
necessary  and  desirable  in  support  of  the  in- 
quiries named  above. 

A  survey  of  this  character  ought  to  be  welcomed 
by  the  staff  and  teachers  of  the  schools,  and  the 
public  generally,  inasmuch  as  it  should  serve  the 
purpose  of  showing  clearly  the  merits  of  the  sys- 
tem, as  well  as  those  directions  in  which  it  is  cap- 
able of  improvement. 

The    Finance    Commission    has    not    yet    made 
arrangements  with  any  of  the  experts  needed  to 
make    the   survey.     This   necessarily   must   await 
the  establishing  of  the  appropriation.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES  FOR 
COUNCIL. 

Coun.  TAYLOR,  for  the  special  committee  to 
prepare  and  report  rules  for  the  City  Council  for 
1944  and  1945,  submitted  the  following: 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  report 
rules  to  govern  the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council 
for  the  years  1944  and  1945  respectfully  submits 
and  recommends  for  adoption  the  accompanying 
draft  of  rules.  The  rules  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee are  the  same  rules  that  governed  the  City 
Council  during  the  years  1942  and  1943.  with  the 
exception  of  the  last  paragraph  of  old  Rule  13, 
which  the  committee  has  reworded  to  read  as 
follows: 

"Any  matter  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  re- 
called at  any  time  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  city  council  present  and  voting,  or, 
if  such  matter  is  not  reported  upon  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  reference,  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  and  voting."

Rules  of  the  City  Council  1944-1945. 
Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to 
time  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council  shall  be 
held  on  every  Monday  at  two  o'clock  p.  m.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president  at  his  dis- 
cretion, and  by  the  city  clerk  for  the  purpose  only 
of  drawing  jurors.  No  special  meeting  of  the  city 
council,  except  to  draw  jurors,  shall  be  called,  ex- 
cept with  the  consent  of  all  the  members,  upon  less 
notice  than  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the 
notices  are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  special  mes- 
senger. 

Quorum. 
Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall 
consist  of  twelve  members.  If,  at  the  time  any 
meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  if,  during  a  meeting, 
on  a  vote  on  the  adoption  of  a  motion  or  order,  or 
on  a  point  of  order  raised  by  a  member,  a  roll  call 
shows  less  than  a  quorum  present,  the  president 
shall  declare  the  meeting  adjourned;  provided, 
however,  before  adjournment  is  declared  he  may 
entertain  a  motion  to  adjourn  to  a  specified  time 
and  said  motion  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  members  then  present,  and  a  meeting 
held  in  accordance  therewith,  if  otherwise  valid, 
shall  be  a  legal  meeting  of  the  city  council. 

President. 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  take 
the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  council  shall  have 
adjourned  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order, 
and  a  quorum  being  present,  shall  proceed  with  the 
regular  order  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the 
president  the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall 
preside  as  temporary  president,  or  until  a  presiding 
officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  4.  'The  president  shall  preserve  decorum 
and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  prefer- 
ence to  other  members  and  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any  member 
may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair,  but  no 
appeal  shall  be  considered  unless  properly  seconded. 
No  other  business,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn  or 
to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be  in  order  until  the  ques- 
tion on  appeal  has  been  decided. 

The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by 
a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative 
unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 

Rule  5.  The  president  shall  propound  all  mo- 
tions in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless 
the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous  in  its 
nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and  fixing 
times,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 

Rule  6.  The  president  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  7.  The  president  shall,  without  debate, 
decide  all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business 
to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  president  shall  declare  all  votes; 
but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken,  and,  when 
any  member  so  requests,  shall  cause  the  vote  to 
be  taken  or  verified  by  yeas  and  nays.

siding officer. 

Rule  11.  When  a  petition,  order  or  resolution 
relates  to  a  subject  which  may  properly  be  exam- 
ined and  reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee 
of  the  city  council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall. 
upon  presentation,  be  referred  to  such  committee. 
When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and 
different  committees  are  proposed,  the  motions 
shall  be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council.

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order 
at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition 
or  pending  a  verification  of  a  vote;  and  that 
motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the 
motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  motion 
for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.

separate  readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,

Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise, 
indulges  in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflect- 
ing upon  the  character  of  another  member,  shall 
make  an  apology  in  open  session  at  the  meeting 
at  which  the  offence  is  committed  or  at  the  next 
succeeding  regular  meeting,  and,  failing  to  do  so, 
.-hall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in  contempt 
and  suspended  from  further  participation  in 
debate  until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who  has 
not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member 
speaking  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted 
by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

Rule  23.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  question,  or  to  serve  on  any  com- 
mittee, where  his  private  right  is  immediately 
concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  24.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by 
interest,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  council 
for  special  reason  shall  excuse  him.  Application 
to  be  so  excused  on  any  question  must  be  made 
before  the  council  is  divided,  or  before  the  calling 
of  yeas  and  nays;  and  such  application  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Standing  Committees. 
Rule  25.     The  following  standing  committees  of 
the    council,    and    all    other    committees,    unless 
specially  directed  by  the  council,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  president: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members  of  the 
council. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations,  to  consist 
of  seven  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  such  appropriation  orders  as  may  be 
submitted  to  the  council  from  time  to  time. 

3.  A  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  claims  against  the  city  arising  from  the  act  or 
neglect  of  any  of  its  departments.  They  shall 
report  annually  an  account  of  the  claims  awarded 
or  approved  by  them,  and  the  amount  of  money 
awarded  or  paid  in  settlements  thereof. 

4.  A  committee  on  County  Accounts,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  council. 

5.  A  committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  seven 
members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  applications  for  expenditure  which  involve  a 
loan. 

6.  A  committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons,  to 
consist  of  five  members  cf  the  council. 

7.  A  committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  who  shall, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  appear  before  the  com- 
mittees of  the  General  Court  and  represent  the 
interest  of  the  city;  provided,  said  committee  shall 
not  appear  unless  authorized  by  vote  of  the  city 
council  and  shall  not,  unless  directed  so  to  do  by 
the  city  council,  oppose  any  legislation  petitioned 
for  by  the  preceding  city  council. 

8.  A  committee  on  Licenses,  to  consist  of  seven 
members  of  the  council.

9.  A  committee  on  Ordinances,  to  consist  of 
seven  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  ordinances  or  orders  concerning 
ordinances. 

10.  A  committee  on  Parkman  Fund,  to  con- 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning  the  Park- 
man  property,  or  the  expenditure  of  the  income 
from  the  Parkman  Fund. 

11.  A  committee  on  Printing,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  who  shall  have  the  charge 
of  all  printing,  advertising,  or  publishing  ordered 
by  the  city  council  as  one  of  its  contingent  or  inci- 
dental expenses,  and  the  supply  of  all  stationery 
or  binding  for  the  same  purpose.  The  committee 
shall  fix  the  number  of  copies  tc  be  printed  of  any 
document  printed  as  above,  the  minimum,  how- 
ever, to  be  four  hundred;  and  they  shall  have  the 
right  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  care, 
custody  and  distribution  of  all  documents,  books, 
pamphlets  and  maps  in  the  charge  of  the  city 
messenger. 

12.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  public  lands. 

13.  A  committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  to  consider  all  matters 
concerning  the  rules,  and  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  resolutions  expressing  opinions,  prin- 
ciples, facts  or  purposes. 

14.  A  committee  on  Soldiers'  Relief,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council,  who  shall  determine 
the  amount  of  aid  to  be  allowed  to  soldiers  and 
sailors  and  their  families  and  submit  a  schedule  of 
the  same  to  the  city  council  monthly. 

Order  of  Business. 
Rule  26.     At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  coun- 
cil the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  his  honor  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials  and 
remonstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers,  etc. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 

Spectators. 

Rule  27.  No  person,  except  a  member  of  the 
council,  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat  of 
any  member  while  the  council  is  in  session. 

Rule  28.  No  person,  excepting  officials  con- 
nected with  the  city  council,  and  duly  assigned 
reporters  of  the  daily  newspapers,  shall  be  allowed 
in  the  anterooms  or  upon  the  floor  of  the  council 
chamber  while  the  council  is  in  session.  Specta- 
tors will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  council 
chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session,  and  no  one 
will  be  admitted  to  said  gallery  after  the  seats  are 
occupied.  No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  dis- 
approval from  the  spectators  shall  be  permitted, 
and  if  such  demonstrations  are  made  the  gallery 
will  be  cleared.  The  city  messenger  shall  enforce 
this  rule. 

Burial  Grounds. 

Rule  29.  No  permission  for  the  use  of  land  for 
the  purpose  of  burial  shall  be  granted  until  a 
public  hearing  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
executive  committee  of  the  city  council  on  the 
application  for  such  permission,  after  due  notice 
has  been  given  abutters . 

Smoking  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Rule  30.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
council  chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session. 

Committee  Meetings. 
Rule  31.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  members  thereof, 
be  called  upon  less  notice  than  twenty-four  hours 
from  the  time  the  clerk  shall  have  mailed  the 
notices  or  dispatched  them  by  special  messenger, 
provided,  however,  that  meetings  of  the  executive 
committee  may  be  held  in  the  recess  period  of  any 
meeting  of  the  council  without  such  consent  or 
notice.  No  committee,  unless  authorized  by  an 
order  of  the  city  council,  shall  incur  any  expense. 
No  committee  meetings  shall  be  called  later  than 
one  hour  immediately  preceding  the  time  set  for 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council,  nor  shall 
any  committee  remain  in  session  later  than  the 
hour  named  for  any  such  regular  meeting. 

Form  of  Votes. 
Rule   32.      In    all   votes   the  form   of  expression 
shall    be    "Ordered"    for    everything    by    way    of 


command,  and  the  form  shall  be  " Resolved"  for 
everything  expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts 
or  purposes. 

Transfers. 
Rule  33.  Every  application  for  an  appropria- 
tion to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  shall  be  referred 
to  the  executive  committee,  unless  otherwise 
ordered,  and  no  such  appropriation  shall  be  made 
until  the  said  committee  has  reported  thereon. 

Use  of  Committee  Rooms. 
Rule  34.  No  person  except  members  and  officers 
of  the  city  couneil  and  rerilarly  assigned  city  hall 
reporters  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  to  the 
west  anteroom,  the  loiker  room,  or  the  president's 
room,  except  when  invited  on  om'ial  business  or 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  couneil. 

Confirmation  of  Appointments. 
Rule  35.     The  question  of  conirming  appoint- 
ments by  the   mayor   shall    be  decided   by  a  yes 
and  no  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Amendment  and  Suspension. 

Rule  36.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be 
altered,  amended,  suspended  or  repelled  at  any 
time,  except  by  the  vptes  of  twp-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  city  council  present  and  voting 
thereon. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  adoption  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  can  I  be 
informed  as  to  what  difference  there  is  between 
these  rules  and  the  rules  of  1942  and  1943'.' 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  the  rules  are 
exactly  the  same  with  the  exception  of  Rule  13, 
which  heretofore  has  been  rather  ambiguous.  It 
read  last  year  that  in  the  event  of  anything  being 
referred  to  a  committee,  if  the  committee  did  not 
report  upon  it  within  thirty  days,  after  thirty 
days  a  majority  of  all  the  members  could  with- 
draw it  from  the  committee  and  bring  it  out  on 
the  floor.  As  interpreted  last  year,  it  required 
twelve  out  of  the  twenty-two  members  to  bring 
it  out  from  the  committee.  Under  the  proposed 
rule,  if  it  is  not  reported  by  the  committee  within 
thirty  days,  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  have  a  right  to  call  it  up  on  the  floor. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to 
me  that  the  old  rule  was  a  very  good  rule,  and 
I  would  like  to  know  why  a  change  has  been 
considered  necessary. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  move  refer- 
ence of  the  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  was  going  to 
make  a  suggestion,  but  I  guess  the  reference  to  the 
Executive  Committee  would  cover  the  point  I 
had  in  mind. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


CHANGING   OF   NAME   OF   SOLDIERS' 
RELIEF   DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  department  now  known  as 
the  "Soldiers'  Relief  Department"  be  changed  to 
read  and  be  known  as  the  "Veterans  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston." 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  the  only  change 
suggested  is  to  drop  the  word  "Relief."  I  do  not 
feel  that  the  disbursements  made  by  the  depart- 
ment  in  question  should  be  so  characterized. 
The  disbursements  made  by  the  department  really 
constitute  an  obligation  which  the  city  should 
assume  towards  the  families  and  relatives  of  those 
who  are  in  the  service.  I  don't,  think  such  pay- 
ments should  be  considered  as  relief. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances. 


REPAIR   OF    RONAN   PARK,    WARD    15. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Park    Commission    be    re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  imme- 
diately  repair   all   benches   and   fences   at    Ronan 
Park,  Ward  15. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

REPAIR   OF   PENCE    AT   CHELSEA 
MERIDIAN    BRIDGE 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  Thai  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
repaii  the  fence  at  the  approaoh  to  the  Chelsea- 
Meridian  Bridge,  East  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEE  Mr.  President,  this  is  the 
third  order  of  the  kind  that  I  have  introduced. 
All  these  orders  are  of  a  similar  nature.  Condor 
street  is  the  last  street  in  the  East  Boston  ap- 
proach  to  the  .Meridian  Bridge,  and  the  wooden 
fence  at  the  approach  to  the  Chelsea-Meridian 
Bridge  badly  Deeds  repair.  As  I  have  said  at 
times  this  past  year,  any  children  or  adults  going 
between  Chelsea  and  East  Boston  are  apt  to  slip 
on  the  ice  and  drop  into  Chelsea  Creek,  and  in 
that  case  it  would  be  hard  to  save  them  from 
drowning.  It  is  only  a  small  matter  for  the 
Public  Works  Department  to  fix  that  bridge. 
His  Honor  the  Major  has  sent  back  two  of  these 
orders,  and  this  is  the  third,  and  I  certainly 
trust  that  now  something  will  be  done.  It  will 
be  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  for  the  Public- 
Works  Commissioner  to  fix  this  fence,  and  it 
may   prevent  loss  of  life. 

The  order  was  passed. 


FENCE   AT   NORTH    FERRY. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  contact 
the  officials  of  the  Navy  Department  in  an  effort 
to  obtain  a  fence  at  the  North  Ferry. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
matter  the  importance  of  which  has  been  called 
to  my  attention  by  some  of  the  residents  of  the 
housing  project.  This  land  has  been  taken  over 
by  the  Navy.  The  old  ferry  has  been  abandoned, 
of  course,  and  this  work  has  been  needed  for  two 
or  three  years.  A  short  time  ago  a  child  would 
have  been  drowned  there  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  presence  of  a  sailor,  who  effected  a  rescue. 
The  expense  involved  to  the  Navy  Department 
will  be  very  small,  and  I  trust  that  the  Mayor 
will  contact  the  officials  of  the  department  in  an 
effort  to  obtain  such  a  fence. 

The  order  was  passed. 


LIGHT  ON  BREED  STREET,  WARD   1. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  install  a  street  light  on  Breed  street,  around 
the  corner  from  Leyden  street,  Ward  1. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
orders  that  the  Mayor  sent  back,  was  an  order 
which  I  introduced  a  few  weeks  ago.  Anybody 
going  over  there  and  looking  at  the  situation 
will  realize  the  importance  of  having  such  a 
street  light  on  Breed  street,  around  the  corner 
from  Leyden  street.  It  is  true  that  there  is  a 
light  at  the  corner  of  Leyden  and  Breed  streets, 
but  the  light  does  not  reflect  on  Breed  street. 
Coming  down  Breed  street  there  is  a  drop  for 
forty-odd  feet  where  the  light  does  not  shine. 
I  have  been  up  there  to  look  into  the  matter 
several  times,  and  there  is  certainly  no  question 
of  fact  that  a  light  should  be  installed  there  in 
the  interest  of  the  public. 

The  order  was  passed.

Ordered,  That  provisions  be  made  in  the  yearly 
budget  for  the  payment  of  fifteen  hundred  (1,500) 
dollars  yearly  salary  to  the  President  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  for  his  services  as  Acting  Mayor 
throughout  the  year. 

Passed  under  suspenison  of  the  rule. 


EXTRA    COMPENSATION    FOR    FIRE    DE- 
PARTMENT  DIVERS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,     That     the     Fire     Commissioner     be 
directed  to  provide  extra  compensation  for  those 
members  of  the  department  who  become  divers. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


LICENSING  OF  OIL  BURNER  REPAIRMEN. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
be  requested,  through  his  honor  the  Mayor,  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  issuing  licenses  to  indi- 
viduals and  concerns  doing  business  as  oil  burner 
repairmen. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted  at  2.30  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  TAYLOR,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Chair.  The  members  reassembled  and 
were  called  to  order  by  President  KERRIGAN  at 
5  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETINGS  ON 
THURSDAYS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  .  That  all  matters  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  be  considered  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  committee  to  be  held  on  the  Thurs- 
day following  the  Monday  on  which  such  matters 
are  referred  to  the  committee;  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present  and 
voting. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  every  Mon- 
day when  we  come  in  here  certain  matters  are  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  we  will  go 
out  there  behind  closed  doors  and  for  two  or  three 
hours  talk  matters  over,  and  we  come  back  in  here 
again  and  go  through  the  same  procedure  for  two 
or  three  hours  more.  Now,  Monday  is  supposed 
to  be  the  regular  meeting  day  of  the  Council.  I 
don't  think  that  Monday  should  be  used  up  en- 
tirely, or  mostly,  anyway,  behind  the  doors  of  the 
executive  chamber.  People  come  down  here  to  see 
us  on  Mondays.  They  know  Monday  is  our  meet- 
ing day.  They  have  a  right  to  see  us  here,  and  I 
think  the  present  situation  is  unfair  to  the  people  of 
Boston.     When  they  come  down  here  they  have  to 
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stand  around  or  sit  up  in  the  galleries  two  or  three 
hours  in  order  to  see  some  councilor  who  is  engaged 
in  executive  session.  Thursday,  for  the  most  part, 
has  been  set  aside  as  committee  meeting  day. 
There  are  very  few  matters  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  that  need  immediate  action.  Such 
matters  can  be  acted  upon  in  executive  session  by 
this  Body,  and  I  think  we  ought  to  set  apart  a  cer- 
tain committee  day  and  have  committee  meetings 
then.  When  Monday  is  the  regular  meeting  day 
of  the  Council,  we  should  devote  ourselves  pri- 
marily to  the  meeting  in  here,  and  to  meeting  our 
constituents  who  come  down  to  see  us.  I  am  going 
to  suggest  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules  when  it  is  organized,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  acted  upon. 

The  order   was   referred   to   the   Committee   on

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  TAYLOR,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  report  of  committee  to  prepare 
and  report  rules  for  Council  for  1944  (referred  to- 
day)— that  the  rules  ought  to  be  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  COFFEY  the  rules  were 
laid  on  the  table. 

2.  Report  on  order  (referred  January  17)  to 
erect  memorial  to  veterans  in  Central  square — 
recommending  passage  in  accompanying  new 
draft,  viz.: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  to  erect  a 
memorial  to  veterans  of  all  wars  on  appropriate 
sites  in  each  ward  of  the  city. 

3.  Report  on  order  (referred  January  17)  that 
trustees  of  George  Robert  White  Fund  be  re- 
quested to  appropriate  sufficient  funds  for  erec- 
tion of  veterans'  hospital  in  City  of  Boston — that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  question 
oame  on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  COFFEY— The  original  order,  Mr. 
President,  was  amended  so  as  to  read  "erect  a 
memorial  in  every  ward  of  the  city."  Talking  on 
the  order,  last  week  we  had — I  imagine  it  was — 
the  secretary  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund, 
before  us,  and  today  I  thought  that  at  least 
some  of  the  members  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  would  be  present  to  explain  to  us  whether 
they  had  the  authority  or  not  to  erect  a  veterans' 
hospital  in  Boston  out  of  the  funds  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund.  Also,  I  would  like  to  know 
if  they  have  the  authority  to  erect  these  memorials 
in  each  ward  throughout  the  city.  I  would  also 
like  to  find  out  if  they  have  the  authority  to  erect 
the  memorial  they  now  propose  to  erect  in  the 
Back  Bay.  I  have  an  editorial  here  from  an 
East  Boston  paper,  and  it  is  written  by  a  former 
member  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission, 
who  says:  "Silly  idea,  Mr.  Mayor.  The  proposal 
to  use  a  million  dollars  of  the  White  Fund  for  a 
war  memorial  in  the  Fenway  is  ridiculous." 
Leaving  out  the  front  part  and  getting  down  to 
the  meat  of  the  matter,  it  says:  "Here  is  the 
background  of  the  memorial  plan.  In  1930 
Governor  Allen  appointed  a  commission  to  con- 
sider a  memorial  and  report  to  the  Legislature. 
The  commission  was  mixed  in  that  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  and  the  President,  as  well  as  the 
Governor,  appointed  members.  The  commission 
invited  acrhitects  to  offer  plans,  and  five  were 
submitted.  The  majority  of  the  commission 
favored  a  plan  submitted  by  a  Worcester  architect. 
The  late  Ralph  Adams  Cram,  in  a  minority 
report,  blasted  the  plan  of  the  Worcester  architect, 
and  supported  a  plan  submitted  by  Charles  D. 
Magenis  of  Boston.  On  the  commission  was 
Willard  Luther,  who  supported  the  majority  report. 
The  Legislature  threw  out  the  matter,  and  would 
appropriate  no  money.  There  the  matter  rested 
until  revived  by  Mr.  Luther,  who  has  become  a 
trustee  of  the  White  Fund  for  the  time  being 
through  his  presidency  of  the  Boston  Bar  Associa- 
tion. He  has  changed  his  position  with  reference 
to  the  plans,  now  supporting  the  Magen's  plan 
which  he  voted  against  as  a  member  of  the  state 
commission.  Mr.  Luther  lives  in  Cambridge, 
and  while  he  could  not  place  the  memorial  in 
Cambridge  he  favors  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  a  few 
feet  away.  To  take  money  from  the  White 
Fund,  which  was  established  by  George  Robert 
White  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  Boston, 
and  use  it  for  a  project  which  the  state  rejected 


is    ridiculous,    yes,    an    outrage."     Then,    at    the 
bottom,  it  ends  up,  "Now,  we  have  the   ridiculous 
suggestion  proposed   by  Willard    Luther,  a  tempo- 
rary trustee  of  the  White  Fund,  that  the  funds  to  the 
extent  of  a  million  dollars  be  used  for  a  war  memo- 
rial in  the  Back  Bay  Fens.     An  idea  rejected  by  the 
state,  which  should  undertake  the  project  if  there  is 
to  be  one,  not  the  White  Fund,  left  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  people  of  this  city."     Now,  at  the  last 
hearing  you  all   know  the  questions   I  asked  the 
gentleman  there.     He  made  the  statement  that  no 
bids  were  opened;  that  the  architect  picked  was  a 
Mr.  Magenis,  who  had  been  interested  in  the  me- 
morial for  a  number  of  years.     And  why  shouldn't 
he  be,  if  he  was  going  to  be  given   the  architect  8 
fee  to  draw  up  plans  for  that  memorial?     $60,000 
or   $70,000 — any   one   of   us    would   be   interested 
in  that.     For  a  number  of  years  he  kept  in  close 
association    with    those   who   had   the    power   and 
authority    to     build    such    a     memorial.     Now, 
I-  asked  if  there  was  authority  to  build  a  hospital, 
and  the  answer  was  that  he  didn't  think  they  did. 
They    have   built   some   seven    health    units,    and 
naturally  they  took  care  of  the  sick  and  needy  in 
Boston.     So  my  view  is  they  have  just  as  much 
authority  to  spend  that  on  a  hospital  as  they  have 
on  a  memorial.    There  would  be  only  two  or  three 
rooms  open   in   that  million-dollar  structure  that 
the  veterans  would  be  able  to  get  some  recreation 
in,  such  as  the  library  and  a  small  auditorium.     I 
think  it  is  about  time  we  members  of  the  Council 
should  receive  some  recognition  from  members  of 
the    George    Robert    White    Fund    Trustees,    the 
Finance  Commission  and   the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce.    Every   time   we   have   asked   them   down 
here  in  Executive,  by  the  authority  given  us,  they 
never  yet,  to  my  knowledge,  have  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance.    There  was  only  one  time  the  Finance 
Commission  sent  over  a  representative,  and  that 
\\  as  their  secretary,  and  he  said  he  had  no  authority 
to  speak   for  the  commission.     And   after   a   few 
sarcastic  remarks,  not  only  by  me  but  by  others 
who  were  justified,  without  the  naming  of  names 
or  telling  of  instances  where  anything  was  going 
wrong  in  the  city,  we  find  out  that  just  the  sec- 
retary comes  over  and  tells  us  he  has  no  authority 
to  answer  questions  and  leaves  in  a  hurry.     The 
same   thing   is   taking   place   today.      The   George 
Robert  White  Fund  members  for  some  reason  or 
other  don't  appear.     I  suppose  they  think  it  is  out 
of  our  jurisdiction,  that  they  should  not  come  in 
and  talk  to  us  on  anything  they  are  going  to  spend. 
After  all,  a  million  dollars  to  be  spent  is  taxpayers' 
money.     We  want  a  memorial  for  the  war  dead  of 
all  wards  and  for  the  living,, but  we  don't  want  it  in 
one  exclusive  section  of  the  city.    I  think  we  should 
have  a  memorial  in  every  ward  in  the  city.     If  they 
want  to  spend  a  million  dollars,  and  that  is  their 
own    admission,    or    that   of    the   gentleman    that 
represented  them,  their  secretary,  they  don't  want 
to  touch  anything  small.     Let  them  touch  some- 
thing big.    Spend  $25,000  or  $50,000  on  a  beautiful 
memorial  in  every  section  of  this  city.     But  don't 
let  them  kid  us.     They  can  build  a  memorial  for  a. 
million  dollars  and  put  it  in  the  Back  Bay  but  can't 
spend  a  million  dollars  or  more  for  a  hospital  for 
both   men   and   women,   not   only   in   memory   of 
World  War  I  and  World  War  II  and  also  for  those 
left  from  the  Spanish-American  War.     I  think  it  is 
about  time  something  should  be  done.     We  have 
no    authority    here    whatsoever.      We    make    re- 
quests.   Nobody  pays  any  attention  to  them.   They 
won't  come  down  to  the  Executive  Committee,  the 
same  as  we  have  seen  with  the  Finance  Commission 
today.      They   refuse   to   come  over,   and  yet  the 
committee   saw    fit    to    pass   an   appropriation   of 
$75,000  for  a  survey  of  the  School  Department, 
and  we  don't  know  who  is  going  to  make  the  sur- 
vey.   And  it  is  just  a  case  of  if  so-and-so  fits  they 
will  get  what  they  want.     No  matter  how  much  we 
screech,  it  is  not  doing  us  much  good.     We  always 
manage  to  lose  out  by  one  or  two  votes.     Right  is 
wrong,  and  the  majority  rules.     I  think  it  is  about 
time  the  entire  Body  got  together.     If  we  decide 
we  want  somebody  down  here  we  ought  to  bring 
them  down  here,  even  if  we  have  to  go  to  the  court, 
and  if  we  can't  get  them  that  way  we  ought  to 
create  a  little  fund  of  our  own  and  go  up  in  court 
and  get  injunctions  against  these  things  happening 
throughout  the  city  from  year  to  year.     I  think  it 
is  time  we  stood  up  in  our  shoes.    I  think  it  is  about 
tunc  the  majority  got  together  and   ran   this  city 
I  lie  way  it  should  be  run.     And  although  I  have 
never  been  in  agreement  with  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  5  (ex-Coun.  Shattuck)  previous  to  the  present 
incumbent,   I  will  always  say  this  for  him:    "He 
always  said  the  City  Council  had  more  authority 
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thej  had  knowledge  to  use,"  tod  be  was 
positively  riyht.  We  have  authority,  and  we  don't 
know  enough  to  use  it.  We  are  a  powerful  group 
and  don't  realise  it. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  orders  were 
passed.

Coun    Fisll  —  Mr,  President,  I  wish  to  offer  an 

amendment  to  that  ord 

FISH  and  H.W1.KY  offered  the  follow- 
ing amendment  to  be  inserted  in  line  7  of  the  order 
after  the  wotd  "system": 

"said  survey  director  to  be  appointed  and 
approved  unanimously  by  the  Presidents  of 
Harvard.   Boston   University  and  Boston  College." 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  on  the  amend- 
ment       Regardless     of     whether     the     amendment 

passes  or  not.  it  is  my  intention  to  vote  against 
the  $75,000.  And  I  do  so  for  several  reasons  I 
believe  that  if  a  survey  is  to  be  made  of  the  School 
Department,  the  request  should  come'  from  the 
School  Department  itself.  If  it  is  a  reflection  on 
the  School  Department  that  they  should  ask  for  a 
survey  of  education  in  Boston,  then  I  say  the 
same  reflection  can  drop  down  two  floors  into  the 
ier  office, —  the  Mayor  of  Boston  who  for  four 
or  five  years  has  asked  for  a  survey  of  his  own 
doings.  I  don't  know  why,  if  we  are  going  to 
have  a  survey  of  a  department,  we  don't  make 
hv.  of  the  present  survey  committee  which  we 
They  may  say  they  haven't  the  powers 
to  survey  the  schools.  I  think  the  power  could 
be  invested  in  them.  To  me  it  is  just  a  way  of 
circumventing  the  real  issue.  If  this  survey  passes 
today,  this  $75,000,  which  may  interfere  with  the 
curricula  of  the  school  teachings,  then  it  is  my 
intention  to  ask  that  an  unlimited  amount  be 
appropriated;  and  if  it  doesn't  come  from  the 
request  of  the  Mayor,  I  shall  ask  an  unlimited 
amount  be  appropriated  to  investigate  the  entire 
Assessing  Department  and  all  its  doings  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  want  to  ask  whether  or 
not  we  have  the  right  to  allow  such  an  amendment. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  rules  that 
we  haven't  the  power  to  change  appropriation 
orders.     We  either  accept  or  reject  them. 

Coun.  FISH — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  FISH — If  we  haven't  the  right  to  amend 
it,  according  to  those  words,  would  you  enlighten 
me  as  to  any  way  we  may  amend  it,  whereby  we 
may  get  an  answer  to  the  simple  question:  Who, 
if  this  is  passed,  is  going  to  survey  the  schools? 

President  KERRIGAN— There  is  no  way  the 
Council  can  vary  this  appropriation  order  other 
than  to  reduce  it  and  it  is  up  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  select   the  survey  committee. 

Coun.  FISH — If  there  is  no  other  way,  drop 
that  down  two  floors. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information. 

President    KERRIGAN" — State  your  point: 

Coun.  M.  H  SULLIVAN — How  many  votes 
does  it  take  to  pass  this  order? 

President  KERRIGAN — A  majority  of  the 
Council  present  and  voting. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— A  majority?  Thank 
you,  Mr.  President. 

Conn  KINSELLA — Referring  to  the  Chair's 
ruling  a  moment  ago  that  the  order  could  not  be 
amended,  may  I  suggest  that  the  Chair  is  probably 
wrong,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  not  changing 
the  amount? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  a  question  of 
opinion.  The  Chair  feels  he  made  a  decision,  and 
it  was  right. 

Coun.  FISH — Have  we  the  power  of  appealing 
from  the  decision  of  the  Chair? 

President   KERRIGAN— You  certainly  have. 


Coun.  FISH — Then  I  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  Chair. 

Conn.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  say  that 
just  within  recent  weeks  there  was  some  matter 
brought  before  the  Appropriations  Committee  and 
somebody,  or  the  committee  itself,  suggested  a 
le^-cr  amount,  and  the  decision  was  that  they 
couldn't  alter  or  change  in  any  way  the  amount. 
But  the  terms  here,  not  dealing  with  the  finances 
of  it,  I  believe,  Mr.  President,  might  be  altered, 
so  long  as  the  amount  is  not  changed. 

President  KERRIGAN— This  order  came 
before  this  Body  and  was  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  from  the  Finance  Commission. 
It  calls  for  $75,000,  and  the  Chair  feels  that  we 
cannot  amend  the  wording  order  at  all. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — In  none  of  its  conditions? 

President  KERRIGAN — We  either  accept  or 
reject  it. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  second  the  appeal  of  Coun- 
cilor Fish. 

President  KERRIGAN— Shall  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  be  sustained? 

Coun.  CHASE — I  rise  to  a  point  of  inquiry. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point. 

Coun.  CHASE — Is  such  a  matter  subject  to 
appeal? 

President  KERRIGAN — Yes;   all  matters  are. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  don't  want  to  be  conten- 
tious, but  I  would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  from 
Dorchester  to  withdraw  the  appeal  because,  re- 
gardless of  how  it  goes,  we  can't  change  the  order. 
I  ask  that  the  councilor,  for  the  sake  of  common 
sense,  withdraw  that  motion.  We  can't  change 
it,   anywav. 

Coun.  FISH — If  it  is  ruled  that  the  amendment 
has  no  power  whatsoever,  then  I  will  say  the 
amendment  effects  nothing,  but  I  certainly  want 
to  be  convinced  of  it,  because  I  am  interested,  if 
we  do  have  a  survey  of  the  schools,  that  that 
committee  or  director  who  is  to  supervise  the 
survev  be  appointed,  approved  and  appointed, 
unanimously  by  the  presidents  of  Boston  College, 
Harvard  and  Boston  University.  But,  as  I  say, 
if  this  is  an  improper  procedure,  then  I  will  gladly 
withdraw  the  appeal. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion.    Can  the  amendment  be  adopted  if  passed? 

President  KERRIGAN— No;  I  made  my 
decision. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Even  with  a  majority  vote 
the  amendment  cannot  be  adopted? 

President  KERRIGAN— Councilor  Fish  with- 
draws the  appeal. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  I  move  at 
this  time,  speaking  on  this  appropriation,  that  we 
go  in  and  cut  this  appropriation  down.  Take 
$65,000  off  this  appropriation  and  wait  until  the 
time  that  the  Finance  Commission  appoints  a  man 
from  Boston  to  make  a  survey  of  the  schools.  So 
I  therefore  move  that  the  appropriation  be  cut 
from  $75,000  to  $10,000. 

President  KERRIGAN— Councilor  Scannell 
moves  that  the  appropriation  be  amended,  cut 
from  $75,000  to  $10,000. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
Councilor  Scannell  has  made  a  motion.  We  can- 
not touch  any  of  that  order.     Isn't  that  so? 

President  KERRIGAN — An  appropriation  can 
always  be  reduced  in  amount. 

Coun.  COFFEY— May  I  further  add  an  amend- 
ment that  the  appropriation  be  cut  from  $10,000 
to  $75? 

President  KERRIGAN— Councilor  Coffey 
moves  that  the  appropriation  be  cut  from  $10,000 
to  $75. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  believe  it  would  be 
in  order  at  this  time  to  move  that  this  item  be  laid 
on  the  table  for  one  week,  and,  in  line  with  the 
suggestion  of  Councilor  Fish,  that  they  be  directed 
to  inform  us  by  next  Monday,  or  as  soon  as  they 
can  inform  the  members  of  the  Council,  just  whom 
they  are  going  to  appoint  and  who  is  going  to  make 
the  survey.  I  believe  then  that  the  members  of 
this  Council  can  act  more  intelligently  on  this. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on 
laying  on  the  table.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  yeas  11,  nays  11: 

Yeas — Coun.  Carey,  Coffey,  Dwyer,  Feeney, 
Fish,  Hanley,  Hannon,  Kelly,  Kinsella,  Russo, 
D.  F.  Sullivan— 11. 

Nays— Coun.  Bayley,  Chase,  Hurley,  Keenan, 
Kerrigan,  McCormack,  Muchnick,  Scannell,  Shan- 
non, M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor — 11. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  vote  is  11  to  11, 
and  the  motion  is  lost. 
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Coun.  KELLY — I  make  a  motion  at  this  time 
that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations. 

President  KERRIGAN — Councilor  Kelly  moves 
that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
this  is  a  very  fine  motion.  After  all,  this  is  a 
suggestion  that  appropriations  should  be  handled 
by  a  group  of  the  Council  here  who  really  know 
the  financial  condition  of  the  city,  who  really 
know  the  financial  bearing  of  the  money  being 
appropriated  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  being 
appropriated.  We  had  a  lot  of  talk  in  executive 
session  about  the  purposes  of  this  survey,  but  one 
thing  that  wasn't  touched  upon  is  where  they 
arrive  at  this  figure  of  875,000.  Nobody  was  there 
to  explain  why  they  believed  this  survey  was  going 
to  take  $75,000.  Nobody  here  knows  why  they 
recommend  $75,000.  Who  is  going  to  get  the 
money?  We  talked  about  who  might  conduct  the 
survey,  but  nobody  knows  if  we  are  going  to  have 
accountants;  nobody  knows  if  we  are  going  to 
employ  auditors.  And  I  think  if  we  spend  $75,000 
we  ought  to  know  why  we  are  spending  it  and  for 
what  purpose  we  are  spending  it.  The  Finance 
Commission  gave  us  ten  reasons,  or  ten  recom- 
mendations, on  what  was  going  to  be  studied. 
But  I  don't  know,  and  I  sat  in  there  very  quietly. 
I  didn't  ask  any  questions  because  I  really  figured 
that  being  out  there  in  executive  session  is  more 
or  less  a  waste  of  time.  We  come  in  here  and  go 
over  the  same  ground  and  consider  the  same 
subjects,  but  nobody  out  there  during  the  two  or 
three  hours  in  which  this  matter  was  under  debate 
— nobody  asked  how  this  figure  of  $75,000  was 
arrived  at.  I  don't  think  that  it  is  going  to  cost 
$75,000.  I  don't  know  that  it  is  wise  to  spend 
$75,000,  but  if  we  are  going  to  spend  it  I  would 
like  to  know  how  it  is  going  to  be  expended,  where 
and  by  whom,  and  I  think  the  proper  procedure 
here,  if  we  cannot  alter  and  amend  as  we  would 
like  to  do, — I  think  the  proper  procedure  here  is  to 
refer  this  matter  to  the  committee  of  the  Council 
to  whom  we  look  on  all  matters  of  finance,  the 
committee  on  whom  we  place  the  responsibility  of 
investigating  financial  matters.  $75,000  is  still  a 
lot  of  money,  especially  when  it  is  somebody 
else's  money  that  you  are  spending,  and  I  think 
everybody  here  would  benefit  if  this  matter  went 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  Most 
certainly,  Mr.  President,  that  committee  will  not 
be  hostile.  That  committee  is  going  to  be  most 
friendly,  and  we  know  we  are  going  to  get  an  honest 
and  fair  report  from  that  committee.  Financial 
matters  in  this  Body  belong  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  and  before  that  committee  meets 
we  will  have  a  chance,  individually  and  collectively, 
to  investigate  ourselves  and  determine  what  course 
this  survey  is  going  to  take.  We  might  even  find 
out  whether  or  not  some  of  these  amendments  are 
going  to  meet  with  favor,  whether  or  not  some  of 
these  amendments  are  going  to  meet  with  the 
approval  of  those  sponsoring  this  measure.  I,  for 
one,  am  always  ready  to  refer  financial  matters  to 
the  financial  committee,  and  am  perfectly  willing 
to  admit  that  those  members  of  this  Council  who 
sit  on  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  are  more 
conversant  with  and  have  more  knowledge  of 
financial  matters  than  I  have.  I  think,  for  the 
benefit  of  everybody  here,  each  and  every  member 
of  this  Council,  this  matter  should  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  sincerely  hope 
that  this  Council  will  reject  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations,  simply  because 
I  don't  think  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
can  gain  any  more  knowledge  than  what  we 
have  already  ascertained  heretofore.  I  don't 
think,  Mr.  President,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
would  send  this  order  requesting  the  Council  to 
appropriate  $75,000  to  the  Finance  Commission 
unless  he  thought  it  would  be  of  material  benefit 
to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  In  this  particular 
instance  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  his  Honor 
the  Mayor.  I  have  confidence  in  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission.  They  are  men  of  integrity. 
I  don't  think  they  are  going  to  squander  $75,000. 
I  think  they  are  going  to  put  it  to  good  use,  and 
I  think,  as  a  result,  that  the  Boston  School  De- 
partment will  be  shown  ways  of  saving  millions 
of  dollars  of  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  I  see  no 
reason  why  we  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  should  hold  up  this  order.  This  is  per- 
fectly within  the  business  of  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  to  investigate  the  school  system  or 
investigate    any    part    of    municipal    or    county 


business  that  is  put  through  the  pay  roll  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  That  is  their  job,  and  it  is  their 
job  to  go  into  the  Boston  school  system  and  inves- 
tigate it  from  top  to  bottom  if  they  see  fit.  The 
Legislature  gave  them  that  authority,  the  same 
as  the  Legislature  gave  us  our  authority.  I  don't 
see  that  we  should  be  instrumental  in  holding  up 
an  appropriation  to  prevent  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  from  doing  a  job  that  they  are  sup- 
posed to  do.  I  think  they  have  come  to  this 
conclusion  because  they  feel  that  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston  will  benefit  by  it.  We  have  had  a 
message  from  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a 
substantial  organization  in  this  city,  and  we  have 
a  message  from  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange, 
urging  us  to  appropriate  this  money.  The  mem- 
bership of  both  of  those  organizations,  sir,  is  not 
going  to  advocate  that  we  spend  $75,000  on  a 
wasteful  project.  They  feel  that  the  taxpayers 
of  Boston  will  benefit  by  this.  Why,  sir,  even  the 
members  of  the  Boston  School  Committee  have 
no  objection.  The  only  objection,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, that  was  voiced  by  them  was  the  theory  that 
some  communist  or  a  "parlor  pink"  would  be 
appointed  by  members  of  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission,  that  there  is  that  possibility.  I 
submit  that  is  a  ridiculous  thing  to  offer  to  twenty- 
two  members  of  this  City  Council.  We  know  that 
members  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
are  not  sympathetic  to  the  communist  movement. 
I  feel,  Mr.  President,  that  the  taxpayers  in  my 
district — yes,  in  the  twenty-one  other  districts 
in  this  city — would  like  to  see  a  reduction  in  the 
tax  rate,  and  the  only  way  you  can  get  a  reduction 
in  the  tax  rate  is  through  proper  management  of 
government,  to  cut  out  a  lot  of  unnecessary  dupli- 
cation of  services.  And  you  can  do  that,  sir, 
without  firing  people  from  pay  rolls.  I  know  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  would  not  advocate  any- 
thing which  would  require  the  firing  of  wage- 
earners.  But  there  are  ways,  through  consolida- 
tions, through  doing  away  with  duplication,  that 
millions  of  dollars  can  be  saved  in  our  municipal 
government,  and  the  school  system  is  part  of  that 
government.  Now  we  are  called  upon  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  do  something  on  behalf  of 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  to  help  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston.  The  Boston  Finance  Commission  de- 
sires to  conduct  an  honest  survey  of  the  Boston 
school  system  in  order  to  do  away  with  a  lot  of 
unnecessary  expense.  I  trust  that  the  members 
of  this  Council  will  go  along  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  endeavor  to  help  him  instead  of 
hurt  him. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  am  heartily  in  accord  with 
referring  this  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations, as  Councilor  Hannon  so  well  stated, 
because  that  .committee  has  a  duty  to  perform, 
and  that  committee  will  have  before  it  every 
person  that  is  interested  on  whatever  the  item 
may  be  that  is  before  it,  and  will  speak  either  in 
favor  or  against.  I  have  been  in  the  Executive 
Committee  and  we  have  listened  in  there  for  about 
two  hours  or  more,  and  I  know  less  now  than 
what  I  did  before  I  went  in  there.  In  answering 
my  colleague  on  my  right  (Coun.  Chase),  that  we 
should  be  in  full  accord  with  everything  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  sends  in  to  us,  I  say  that  I  have 
been  in  accord  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in 
things  that  I  believed  were  right,  and  I  have  been 
against  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  things  that  I  be- 
lieved I  was  right  in  being  against.  If  I  have  to 
sit  idly  by  and  approve  everything  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  or  any  head  of  any  department  sends  in, 
then  I  say  it  is  a  waste  of  money  for  the  taxpayers 
to  elect  me  to  office  and  for  me  to  be  here.  I 
have  made  that  statement  time  and  time  again. 
If  all  we  have  to  do  is  sit  here  and  approve  every- 
thing without  knowing  what  is  going  to  take 
place,  then  I  say,  why  have  the  City  Council? 
Abolish  it.  This  is  a  matter  of  $75,000.  The 
Finance  Commission  has  the  power,  if  they  so 
desire  it,  to  investigate  any  department  they  so 
wish,  and  if  they  have  that  desire,  why  don't 
they  come  in  and  tell  us  if  they  want  an  investiga- 
tion? Why  bring  it  up  in  the  form  of  a  survey? 
I  don't  know  what  is  behind  all  this,  and  I  would 
like  to  be  enlightened  before  I  cast  my  vote  either 
for  or  against.  The  Finance  Commission  were 
invited  to  be  here  to  explain  to  this  Body  what 
they  intend  to  do  with  this  $75,000.  Yes,  they 
have  sent  us  a  few  items  they  would  like  to  make 
a  survey  on,  but  they  still  fight  not  to  come  here. 
I  say,  give  it  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 
If  the  ones  interested  in  seeing  this  is  passed  are 
not  present  to  give  us  their  point  of  view,  why  we 
should  accept  the  adoption  of  $75,000,  then  I  say 
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CITY     COUNCIL. 


».■  should  not  go  ahead  and  adopt  it.  I  again 
state  that  I  believe  that  this  order  should  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriat 

Conn.  HURLEY — I  heartily  agree  with  the 
councilor  from  Ward  4  that  this  order,  or  any  order 
since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  City  Council 
that  the  Mayor  has  sent  up  Mere,  is  an  order  that 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  people  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  1  don't  think  by  tending  this  to  the 
Appropriations  Committee  ire  are  going  to  help 
the  matter  one  bit.  We  have  had  three  members 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee  lure  today,  and 
I  think  the  three  of  them  agreed  there  should  be  a 
survey.  The  only  question  in  their  minds,  as 
1  by  the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay,  «• 
the  type  of  person  who  would  do  the  investigating, 
and  I  still  agree  with  the  councilor  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Finance  Commission  are  not  of  that 
pinkish  hue,  and  1  don't  think  they  would  go  into 
any  cult  or  organization  to  select  such  a  type  of 
man  to  come  in  here  and  make  a  survey  of  our 
school  activities.  There  was  one  question  1  asked 
one  member  of  the  School  Committee.  They 
called  for  an  examination  for  director  of  cafe- 
terias in  Boston.  It  was  simply  another  title  for 
dietitian.  They  held  a  competitive  examination 
and  there  was  one  woman  selected  from  the  Civil 
Service  list  to  become  the  director  of  cafeterias  of 
the  Boston  School  Department.  The  School 
Committee  member  told  me  that  she  offered  to 
take  the  job  for  $4,000  a  year.  Then,  through 
their  generosity,  they  said.  "We  will  give  her 
$6,000  a  year."  Her  duties  are,  Mr.  President, 
arranging  a  luncheon  for  the  children  attending 
our  schools  five  days  a  week.  During  the  summer 
there  is  no  work  for  her,  and  during  the  different 
seasonal  vacations  there  is  no  work  for  her.  In 
comparison  to  that  job  of  $6,000  a  year  as  die- 
titian, I  call  your  attention,  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  to  a  comparative  job  in 
our  Hospital  Department  in  Boston.  We  have  a 
woman  in  there,  Miss  Mary  Lynch,  dietitian  at 
the  Boston  City  Hospital.  She  arranges  a  menu 
for  all  of  the  patients  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital, 
arranges  a  menu  for  all  of  the  employees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  three  times  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week.  On  top  of  that  she  arranges  all 
special  diets  as  prescribed  by  the  doctors  for  par- 
ticular ailments.  This  woman's  top  salary  is 
$2,400.  Now,  if  this  survey  committee,  coming 
into  Boston,  would  find  a  few  instances  of  gross 
inequalities  of  pay  compared  to  other  departments 
in  Boston,  $75,000  would  be  small  money,  Mr. 
President,  to  save  many  times  that  amount  for 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  That  is  one  particular 
case  that  happened  to  come  to  the  attention  of  all 
of  us  here,  but  how  many  other  jobs  are  there  up 
there,  Mr.  President?  I  say  my  knowledge  of  the 
School  Committee  is  nil,  and  probably  a  few  mem- 
bers here  will  agree  that  their  ideas  on  the  work- 
ings of  the  School  Committee  are  about  as  large 
as  mine.  If  an  investigation  were  made,  we  don't 
know  how  many  thousands  of  dollars  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston  would  be  saved,  and  $75,000, 
Mr.  President,  in  the  end  would  be  a  small  amount 
of  money  to  spend. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  ordinarily  I 
assume,  if  the  committees  had  been  appointed 
before  this  came  before  the  Body,  it  would  have 
gone  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
then,  if  past  experience  means  anything  to  us, 
it  would  have  been  sent  out  from  here  and  the 
Appropriations  Committee  would  have  reported, 
and  it  would  have  gone  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. It  is  a  parliamentary  procedure  when 
procrastination  is  wanted  to  send  it  from  one 
committee  to  another.  But  I  don't  think  we 
learn  anything  more  by  sending  it  to  another 
committee.  We  ought  to  be  men  enough  to 
take  our  lickings  or  victories  the  same  way. 
If  it  is  to  be  voted  on,  let  us  vote  and  get  it  over 
with.  What  is  the  sense  of  delaying?  As  far 
as  the  order  itself  is  concerned,  for  a  survey  of 
the  schools,  I  want  to  say  right  here  that  this 
in  no  way  intends  any  reflection  on  our  School 
Committee  men  in  office  today.  1  think  the 
public  will  admit  that  these  men  are  doing 
a  very  satisfactory  job,  but  they  are  running 
a  big  business,  Mr.  President,  when  they  are 
spending  close  to  seventeen  millions  of  dollars 
a  year.  That  is  one  department  doing  that, 
and  it  is  a  big  business.  A  full  time  job,  and  it 
is  an  unpaid  job.  The  School  Committee  men 
that  I  know  want  to  give  the  very  best  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  they  themselves  do  not 
object  to  any  assistance  from  the  outside.  It 
is  not  an  investigation;     it  is  a  survey.     If  there 


i-  to  be  an  investigation  the  Finance  Commission 
would  not  need  to  come  up  to  the  City  Council 
and  ask  for  an  appropriation  to  do  it.  They 
are  entitled  to  $50,000  appropriation  whether 
we  pass  it  or  not.  The  state  law  says  so.  If 
they  felt  there  was  anything  wrong  in  the  School 
Committee  they  would  go  right  ahead  with  their 
investigation  and  not  ask  for  any  money,  and 
have  a  perfect  right  to  do  so.  But  the  Finance 
Commission  does  not  believe  that  is  the  fact. 
It  believes,  like  any  big  business,  in  hiring  and 
employing  efficiency  experts  to  arrange  their 
business  so  they  can  determine  for  themselves 
whether  they  are  running  it  in  a  profitable  manner 
or  not.  Times  change,  conditions  change,  and 
they  have  changed  within  our  schools.  The 
school  population  has  decreased  probably  25 
per  cent.  Our  expenses  have  not  decreased  the 
same.  I  don't  say  that  is  the  fault  of  the  School 
Committee;  it  undoubtedly  is  not.  A  structure 
has  been  set  up  and  expenses  must  be  met  to 
maintain  that  structure  whether  you  have  three 
school  children  or  one  hundred  thousand  school 
children.  A  survey  committee  comes  in  for 
the  purpose  of  going  through  the  entire  problem, 
devoting  their  entire  time  to  determining  whether 
or  not  our  school  system  can  be  improved  upon, 
whether  or  not  the  City  of  Boston  can  save  money 
as  the  result.  I  don't  even  say  the  975,000 
will  save  the  City  of  Boston  a  nickel.  It  may 
not,  but  we  are  big  business,  and  in  all  fairness 
to  the  taxpayers  we  should  expend  money  from 
time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  surveying  that 
business  to  see  whether  or  not  it  is  being  run 
for  the  best  interests  of  all.  Now,  as  to  the 
selection  of  the  survey  committee.  I  don't  think 
that  the  committee  suggestion  about  pinks  or 
reds  or  Fascjsm  or  Nazism  has  any  place  in  this 
at-all.  We  are  big  enough  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
whether  it  is  the  Finance  Commission,  the  School 
Committee  or  the  Mayor  or  the  City  Council, 
to  select  men  in  the  City  of  Boston  who  per- 
haps are  not  tainted  with  any  such  color,  whose 
only  interest  is  to  earn  the  $75,000  by  giving 
to  the  City  of  Boston  what  they  are  looking 
for.  I  don't  think  there  is  any  ulterior  motive. 
To  me  that  is  ridiculous,  and  a  very  weak  argu- 
ment. To  me  the  School  Committee  is  the 
final  word  on  the  matter.  If  the  suggestions 
of  the  survey  come  from  a  committee  that  is 
tainted  red,  or  not  seeking  to  do  what  is  best 
for  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  School  Committee  are  not  going  to  adopt 
them.  I  don't  think  the  Finance  Commission 
or  the  Mayor  or  anybody  else  wants  to  waste 
money.  $75,000  may  accomplish  nothing,  or 
it  may  accomplish  a  lot.  I  think  we  ought  to 
be  interested  enough  to  give  this  small  amount, 
small  in  comparison  with  the  large  amounts 
spent  by  the  City  of  Boston,  to  a  purpose  which 
is  constructive,  and  I  don't  see  why  we  cannot 
decide  now  and  not  send  it  to  another  committee, 
which  will  learn  no  more  than  we  have  already 
learned.  If  one  committee  has  decided  it  should 
not  be  appropriated  and  another  has  decided  it 
should,  let  us  settle  it  by  the  democratic  method, 
by  vote,  and,  in  my  opinion,  I  think  in  fairness 
to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  We  have  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Real  Estate  Exchange  to  expend 
$75,000  of  the  money  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
They  must  know  whereof  they  speak.  They 
don't  want  their  taxes  increased  unless  they 
feel  that  something  constructive  is  going  to  come 
of  it. 

Coun.  KELLY — The  reason  I  made  the  motion 
to  refer  this  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
was  to  see  if  we  could  get  some  knowledge  about  the 
matter.  There  isn't  a  gentleman  on  the  Council 
that  knows  anything  about  what  the  $75,000  is  for 
or  what  is  going  to  happen.  I  am  ready  to  vote 
on  the  matter  today.  If  it  comes  up  today  I  shall 
definitely  vote  against  it,  in  fairness  to  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston.  I  want  to  know  how  they  feel 
about  it.  I  haven't  had  any  taxpayer  get  in  touch 
with  me.  If  the  matter  is  put  over  for  a  week,  I 
am  sure  I  will  be  able  to  nose  around  and  find  out 
their  feelings.  Now,  as  far  as  referring  it  to  the 
Executive  Committee  is  concerned,  if  you  are  going 
to  refer  everything  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
you  might  as  well  abolish  all  committees,  not  have 
any  committees.  You  could  refer  the  budget  to 
the  Executive  Committee  and  vote  the  budget 
through  in  one  day.  I  think  the  taxpayers  of 
Boston  are  entitled  to  some  consideration.  As  far 
as  the  Finance  Commission  is  concerned,  they 
could  spend  the  $50,000  without  coming  before  us. 
We  had  an  order  here  some  time  ago  for  $50,000 
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for  the  Boston  Elevated  Company.  I  am  sorry 
now  that  I  voted  for  the  matter.  After  we  spent 
the  $50,000  we  didn't  find  out  anything  more  than 
we  knew  before.  I  realize  that  this  is  for  a  survey 
and  not  for  an  investigation.  I  don't  see  any  harm 
in  referring  it  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
because  there  isn't  any  one  member  of  the  Council 
that  can  convince  me  they  know  what  is  going  to 
happen  or  that  they  know  who  is  going  to  be  ap- 
pointed on  the  survey  committee.  I  don't  give  a 
rap  what  the  organizations  think.  I  am  interested 
in  what  the  people  of  my  district  think,  and  not 
what  any  organization  thinks.  If  this  is  referred 
to  the  Appropriations  Committee,  it  will  give  each 
and  every  councilor  an  opportunity  to  go  out  in  his 
district  and  find  out  what  the  people  want.  Each 
one  of  us  has  a  vote  in  the  City  Council.  We 
represent  twenty-two  wards,  and  everybody  ought 
to  be  able  to  find  out  what  the  people  in  their  dis- 
tricts think.  That  is  why  I  wanted  it  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  because  it  will 
give  everyone  a  chance  to  go  out  and  find  out  the 
sentiment  in  each  district.  Today,  as  I  stand,  I 
am  going  to  vote  against  the  appropriation  of 
$75,000.  I  think  it  is  a  waste  of  the  taxpayers' 
money,  the  same  as  the  $50,000  for  the  Boston 
Elevated.  But  if  it  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  I  get  the  sentiment  of  the 
people  of  my  district  I  might  change  my  vote. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  cannot  understand  why 
an  attempt  is  being  made  here  to  stall  voting  on 
this  matter  finally  by  reference  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  or  previously  by  an  attempt  to 
table  it,  or  by  any  other  method  that  may  be  intro- 
duced after  this  has  been  gone  through.  It  seems 
to  me,  despite  all  the  red  herrings  that  were  at- 
tempted to  be  drawn  across  the  trail  in  executive 
session,  there  is  only  one  issue.  We  either  have  a 
school  system  now  which  is  running  properly,  or 
we  have  one  that  is  not  run  properly.  A  survey 
by  an  independent  source  is  the  best  method  of 
determining  which  of  these  two  exists.  If  that 
survey  shows  us,  or  the  School  Committee,  that  the 
school  system  is  now  functioning  as  properly  as  it 
possibly  can,  then,  clearly,  the  amount  involved  is 
well  spent  in  restoring  or  strengthening  the  confi- 
dence of  the  people  of  Boston  in  the  school  system. 
If  the  survey  by  any  chance  should  show  the  system 
is  not  running  properly  as  it  should,  then,  clearly, 
certain  corrective  measures  should  be  taken.  A 
survey  can  point  out  to  us  which  of  the  two  condi- 
tions exists,  and  there  is  no  sense,  in  my  opinion, 
in  stalling  this  thing  by  sending  it  to  a  committee. 
There  seems  to  be  every  sense  in  acting  on  it 
favorably. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  have  heard  a  number  of 
references  today  to  the  Boston  Elevated  appro- 
priation of  $50,000,  and  it  reminded  me  that  in  the 
spring  of  1941  the  Callahan  report  came  out.  On 
one  of  the  pages  there  the  statement  was  made  in 
plain  English  that  over  $20,000,000  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  had  been  stolen  since  1918.  Within 
a  day  or  two  of  that  report  being  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Legislature,  of  which  I  was  one,  the 
Mayor  had  lunch  in  the  Parker  House,  at  which  he 
tried  to  persuade  the  members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  to  accept  his  $20,000,000  recommendation 
for  the  Boston  Elevated  highway  bill.  And, 
opening  the  report  of  the  Callahan  committee  to 
the  page  on  which  I  found  the  word  "stolen,"  I 
held  it  up  to  the  Mayor  and  I  said,  "Mr.  Callahan 
was  your  selection.  This  is  Mr.  Callahan's  word. 
What  do  you  intend  to  do  about  it,  or  is  it  the  fact 
that  this  is  election  year  and  nothing  will  be  done 
about  it?"  He  looked  at  his  watch  and  said,  "It 
is  five  minutes  of  two.  You  boys  sit  at  two 
o'clock."  Understand,  I  am  not  taking  a  shot  at 
the  Mayor  of  Boston.  I  am  recording  things  as 
they  happen.  Don't  misinterpret  my  position 
and  say  that  Kinsella  gave  it  to  you.  I  don't  care 
if  I  have  no  use  for  a  fellow;  if  he  is  right  I  am  for 
him,  but  sometimes  I  don't  like  the  sponsorship. 
Now,  we  heard  three  of  a  group  of  five  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  which  constituted  a 
majority,  and  everyone  of  them  answered  my 
question,  a  very  pointed  question,  that  there  was 
nothing  in  the  list  of  ten  particulars  that  the 
chairman,  Councilor  Taylor,  read  off  two  or  three 
times,  that  was  beyond  their  legal  authority  to 
correct.  If  correction  is  the  only  thing  that  is 
needed,  call  it  what  you  will, —  improvement  or 
correction, — everybody  here,  twenty  members  of 
the  twenty-two  in  this  Body,  heard  them  say  that 
those  things  are  within  their  purview  and  can  be 
treated  and  handled  by  them  as  the  School  Com- 
mittee. Yet  I  don't  know  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee itself  favors  the  idea  of  adding  $75,000  to 


its  own  budget.  As  for  the  condition  that 
Councilor  Fish  attempted  to  impose,  I  am  all  for 
it,  but  I  don't  intend  to  waste  time  in  voting  on 
matters  which  we  cannot  touch,  and  that  is  why 
I  supported  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  and  asked  the 
councilor  to  withdraw  his  amendment.  I  am  for 
it  if  it  appears  in  a  subsequent  order.  Now, 
what  is  wrong  with  the  school  system  of  the  City 
of  Boston  that  wasn't  wrong  five  years  ago?  The 
public  clamor,  according  to  the  editorial  that  was 
read  to  us  in  there  by  Councilor  Chase,  the  public 
clamor,  mind  you, — that  is  the  sort  of  a  clamor 
some  office  holders  would  have  you  think  is  set  up 
in  their  district  to  get  them  to  run  for  office,  and 
that  isn't  so.  Now,  in  the  district  of  Charlestown, 
which  I  hope  I  represent  faithfully  in  this  Body, 
we  have  at  least  twelve  public  schools,  servicing 
children  from  five  and  a  half  to  six  years  up  to  high 
school  graduation  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  none 
of  their  parents  have  ever  come  to  me  and  criticized 
the  system  or  abused  those  who  are  carrying  out 
the  program.  I  cannot  see  that  there  is  any 
crying  need  for  spending  $75,000  because  we 
happen  to  be  in  the  midst  of  a  war  boom  and 
probably  have  the  money.  You  have  been  in 
this  Body  before,  Mr.  President,  and  you  know 
that  public  welfare  matters  where  we  would  like 
to  increase  the  pay  for  everybody  on  the  rolls, 
cannot  get  as  much  attention  as  the  expenditure 
of  $75,000  that  will  go  to  somebody  of  whom  we, 
the  appropriating  body,  have  no  advance  knowl- 
edge. Mind  you,  we  have  no  advance  knowledge 
of  the  person  or  persons,  or  their  type  or  types, 
that  are  going  to  get  $75,000  of  our  friends'  money. 
Mind  you,  our  friends.  And  we  are  not  to  be 
enlightened  as  to  the  type  of  people  who  may 
make  recommendations  that  will  vitally  concern 
and  affect  the  future  educational  programs  of  the 
City  of  Boston  school  system.  Our  children  are 
coming  along  to  go  to  those  schools,  and  we  don't 
want  them  inculcated  with  anything  less  than 
the  strongest  of  American  ideals  and  ideas.  We 
have  the  right  to  point  a  finger  at  a  phantom  or 
shadow  that  won't  come  out  in  the  open.  Let 
them,  or  him,  come  out  and  reveal  themselves,  or 
himself,  as  a  full-blooded,  honest,  American 
citizen,  capable  and  expert  in  the  matter  of 
conducting  these  survey  probes  or  investiga- 
tions, and  I  am  certain  the  money  will  be 
granted,  and  possibly  a  subsequent  $100,000 
if  necessary.  While  I  am  on  my  feet,  I  might 
say  another  thing  I  have  yet  to  hear  said 
in  this  Body.  I  was  very  friendly  years 
ago  with  two  men  in  my  town  who  were  certified 
public  accountants  and  considered  to  be  extremely 
efficient  in  their  field.  In  the  depression  years 
each  had  an  income  of  $75,000  a  year.  To  show 
you  they  were  not  imaginary  characters,  they 
were  practically  next  door  neighbors  to  Roy 
Green.  They  told  me  on  more  than  one  occasion, 
before  I  ever  went  into  politics,  how  in  conducting 
audits  of  the  books  of  the  cities  and  towns,  they 
found  more  graft  than  could  possibly  be  excused 
or  condoned,  enough  to  run  that  city  or  town  for 
a  full  year.  And  that  leads  up  to  a  very  direct 
and  pertinent  question:  Have  we  got  that  condi- 
tion in  Boston?  If  we  have,  are  we  going  to 
ignore  it,  because  it  is  only  the  people's  dough 
that  is  involved?  Then  let  us  put  the  matter  to  a 
vote  and  give  them  $75,000.  If  we  have,  how- 
ever, the  honesty  with  which  we  charge  ourselves, 
we  will  go  on  and  thresh  this  thing  out  right 
down  to  the  dregs.  We  will  find  out  if  the  chil- 
dren are  going  to  be  aided  in  any  way.  Now, 
it  is  a  fortunate  thing  that  there  is  a  safety  valve 
on  this.  It  is  my  understanding  that  the  School 
Committee  will  have  to  take  the  person  or  persons 
designated  as  the  surveyors,  but  they  don't  have 
to  take  their  recommendations.  But  I  am  won- 
dering whether  they  do  or  not.  If  the  recommen- 
dations come  out,  as  they  will,  because  you  could 
never  excuse  the  expenditure  of  that  amount  of 
money  unless  radical  recommendations  were 
made,  they  will  have  to  accept  them,  or  somebody 
will  have  to  do  a  lot  of  explaining  as  to  why 
$75,000  was  expended  and  nothing  came  of  it. 
Now,  when  I  started  out  today  I  fully  intended 
to  vote  for  this,  but  I  learned  a  little  beyond  the 
doors.  I  found  out  that  three  members,  a  major- 
ity of  the  School  Committee  of  five,  say  that  they 
would  welcome  a  survey.  But  there  is  a  danger 
that  we  are  going  to  be  subjecting  children  to  the 
pernicious  influence  of  some  radical  change  in 
the  curricula.  It  is  only  a  few  years  ago  there 
was  a  huge  scandal  in  one  of  our  school  systems, 
and  I  don't  know  but  what  it  might  have  been 
Boston,  to  the  effect  that  certain  episodes  in  our 
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past   histon    bad  beeo  deleted  from  the  histon 
books  beoauae  die  man  who  had  the  contract 

published  the  l>i»>k.  or  whoever  it  is     and  I  don't 
aay  yet   it   was   Boston     was  of  English  anci 
and  didn't  like  the  references  thai  the  compilers 
of  the  book  made  to  certain  statements  of  ii 
that  «  ned  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution, 

and  they  were  stricken  out  of  some  of  the  books 
that  our  children  were  given  out  of  which  to  Rain 
knowledge.  I  will  vote  for  thin  if  there  i-  a 
guaranty  given  to  me  that  it  will  be  conducted  by 
honest  and  red-blooded  American  citizens,  for  one 
mion;  for  another,  that  we  find  out  what  they 
expect  iver   that    the   School   Committee 

itself  cannot  correct. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Some  gentleman  has  brought 
out  here  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  tin 
Real  Estate  Exchange  arc  in  fayor  of  this.  As  I 
said  in  executive,  I  wonder  if  it  wouldn't  be  better 
for  us  to  appropriate  $75,000,  if  we  could,  to 
investigate  tin-  Boston  Ileal  Estate  Exchange  and 
members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  to  the 
hie  tax  abatements  they  receive  for  their  clients. 
I  think  that  that  $75,000  would  be  well  spent 
and  there  wouldn't  be  an]  need  of  the  $75,000 
survey,  as  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  has 
sent  in  here  today.  It  was  brought  out  by  one  of 
the  members  of  the  School  Committee  today  that 
the  cost  of  living  has  gone  up  in  the  last  few  years, 
which  is  only-  natural,  and  that  there  are  some 
6,000  less  children  in  school.  But,  as  he  put  it. 
take  all  the  classrooms  throughout  Boston  and 
there  is  the  same  number  of  teachers,  and  it 
brings  it  down  to  one  and  a  half  less  pupils  for 
each  teacher  to  teach,  and  I  think  our  children 
are  benefiting  by  that.  I  know  my  little  boy  has 
been  out  of  school  since  July,  and  he  learns  more 
by  having  a  private  teacher  take  him  one  hour 
three  times  a  week  than  he  ever  could  learn  in 
school,  and  it  is  certain  if  a  teacher  has  had  a 
class  of  thirty  children  and  now  has  a  class  of  only 
seventeen  or  eighteen  children,  if  she  is  going  to 
have  more  time,  it  is  only  natural  to  give  those 
children  more  of  her  time  and  her  teaching.  I 
know  as  the  result  of  having  that  teacher  come 
to  the  house  and  to  the  hospital  since  last  July 
that  my  boy  is  going  to  be  promoted  next  year 
and,  if  able  to  go  back  to  school,  he  will  be  put 
right  in  the  first  division,  because  he  has  had  an 
opportunity  to  have  this  teaching  by  the  teacher 
giving  him  only  one  hour  of  her  time  three  times 
a  week.  Now,  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee were  before  us  today  and  had  a  little 
rough  going  over  by  some  members,  and  each 
one  of  the  three  members  admitted  they  would  wel- 
come a  survey.  May  I  ask  here,  what  the  "heck" 
else  could  they  do?  Suppose  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion sent  over  an  order  that  was  introduced  by 
them  or  the  Mayor  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
$75,000  by  us  to  investigate  us?  What  would  we 
do?  Is  there  anybody  here  that  wpuld  have  the 
guts  to  get  up  and  say,  "  No,  we  don't  need  an  inves- 
tigation." We  would  all  welcome  an  investigation. 
We  would  say,  "Sure,  appropriate  the  money." 
And  that  is  what  took  place  today  with  these 
three  members.  When  asked,  "Would  you  wel- 
come a  survey?"  they  said,  "Yes."  What  else 
could  they  say?  Because,  if  they  said  "No," 
the  general  public  would  be  under  the  impression 
thev  had  something  to  hide.  Personally  I  don't 
think  they  have  anything  to  hide.  They  have  a 
manager  up  there  that  sees  where  every  nickel 
is  spent.  He  knows  where  every  nickel  is  spent. 
They  appropriate  what  funds  they  need,  and  he 
sees"  that  those  funds  are  expended.  We  know- 
down  here  that  we  appropriate  certain  funds.  We 
never  see  a  dollar  bill  come  across  the  table  in  that 
executive  chamber.  All  we  see  is  figures.  Once 
thev  leave  there  they  come  out  here  and  become 
again  figures  to  us,  and  they  leave  us  here  and  we 
don't  know  what  becomes  of  them.  The  same 
condition  exists  in  the  School  Committee.  They 
go  along  to  their  Business  Manager  who  spends 
that  money.  The  Finance  Commissioners  didn't 
have  the  courage  to  come  over  here  today,  although 
they  were  invited,  to  tell  us  what  this  money  is  for. 
It  has  been  well  brought  out  by  Councilors  Chase 
and  Taylor,  and  other  councilors,  that  they  don't 
need  this  money,  that  if  they  wanted  to  they  could 
go  ahead  and  investigate.  Then,  there  is  nothing 
to  investigate.  They  are  fishing,  because  if  there 
was  an  investigation  needed,  we  would  not  set 
$75,000  appropriation  today.  They  would  go 
ahead  with  the  money  appropriated  every  year  and 
not  bother  with  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council.  They  are  putting  us  on  the  spot  with 
this  appropriation.     I  say  that  they  have  absolutely 


nothing  to  ■  -,  but   they  haven't  been  in 

the  newspaper-  for  the  past  four  or  five  months. 
There  has  beeo  no  big  snowstorm,  so  they  couldn't 
tackle  the  councilors  like  in  the  past.  We  de- 
manded they  come  over  here  and  name  names  of 
councilors  who  had  impeded  the  snow  work,  and 
they  put  out  a  twelve-page  pamphlet  stating  that 

we  impeded  the  removal  of  snow   by  demanding 

they  put  certain  men  and  trucks  to  work.  They 
didn't  have  the  guts  to  come  over  here  and  back 
up  their  twelve-page  report.  They  sent,  their 
secretary,  who  said  he  couldn't  speak  for  them, 
and  he  was  driven  out  by  questions  he  couldn't 
and  didn't  dare  answer.  Then  we  had  an  appro- 
priation come  through  asking  for  a  $50,000  appro- 
priation  for  the  Boston  Elevated,  and  we  were  told 
that  it  was  going  to  save  the  taxpayers  millions  of 
dollars,  that  there  was  something  radically  wrong 
there  in  the  Legislature,  and  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  4  has  always  given  them  credit  for  having 
all  kinds  of  wisdom.  They  were  the  ones  that 
-topped  the  investigation.  We  appropriated 
$50,000,  and  from  that  $50,000  $35,000  went  for 
lawyers'  fees,  and  they  brought  back  a  report  there 
was  something  wrong  with  the  Boston  Elevated, 
and  it  was  thrown  in  the  waste  basket  and  we 
never  heard  anything  of  it.  Well,  I  suppose  there- 
is  no  sense  talking  any  further,  other  than  the  fact 
that  I  might  state  that  this  motion  before  us  now  is 
to  send  it  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  I 
say  that  will  be  licked  11  to  10.  See  how  good  I 
am.  Then  the  order  will  be  passed  for  the  $75,000 
1  1  to  10. 

Conn.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  only  for  the 
record  I  would  like  to  state  that  I  never  have  been, 
and  I  don't  believe  I  ever  will  be,  opposed  to  any 
survey  that  can  be  made  which  is  going  to  benefit 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  in  particu- 
lar our  youngsters.  I  stated  in  the  Council 
Chamber  some  time  ago  that  I  will  never  vote 
t  an  appropriation  that  has  to  do  with  the 
education  of  my  children  and  the  children  of  the 
people  of  the  city.  But,  before  I  vote  on  this 
appropriation,  I  would  like  to  know  whether  or 
not  the.  $75,000  is  sufficient  to  conduct  such  a 
survey.  There  hasn't  been  one  person  in  the 
Executive  Committee  that  could  answer  that 
question,  and  if  there  is  one  now  I  would  like  to 
know.  There  isn't  one  of  us  that  knows  how  they 
arrive  at  $75,000  to  take  care  of  the  survey.  I 
have  in  mind,  Mr.  President,  that  some  time  ago 
an  appropriation  came  in  to  us.  I  believe  it  was 
for  $200,000,  to  take  care  of  the  Houghton  and 
Dutton  building,  and,  lo  and  behold,  after  that 
was  passed  we  had  another  appropriation  con- 
fronting us,  and  I  believe  this  cost  in  the  vicinity 
of  $400,000.  I  say,  get  the  true  picture  now.  If 
it  is  going  to  cost  $50  or  $500,000  to  make  a  survey 
for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  our  city,  for  the 
education  of  our  children,  then  I  say  let  them  tell 
us  now  what  they  intend  to  do,  and  that  is  the 
only  reason  I  am  opposed  to  the  passage  of  this 
order  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
might  be  well  to  send  this  mattpr  to  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  because,  as  it  was  well  said  by 
Councilor  Harmon,  we  don't  know  why  $75,000 
was  specified.  We  don't  know  whether  it  is  going 
to  be  enough.  The  suggestion  emanated  from  the 
Finance  Commission  people.  They  did  send  a 
suggestion  here  today,  limited  in  its'  description, 
but  they  didn't  think  it  of  sufficient  importance 
to  send  anyone  here  in  person.  I  have  been 
amazed,  as  I  have  sat  back  and  listened  to  the 
names  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Real  Estate 
Exchange  and  all  those  supposed  to  be  vitally 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  don't  believe  they  are  any  more  interested  than 
I  am.  I  have  given  six  years  of  loyal  service  to  the 
people  of  my  city,  and  intend  to  carry  on  in  the 
same  manner  for  the  next  two  years,  and  I  was 
one  of  those,  too,  who  voted  the  $50,000  to  be 
spent  at  the  instance  of  the  Finance  Commission 
to  investigate  the  Boston  Elevated.  We  thought 
we  were  going  to  save  the  taxpayers  some  money. 
Well,  $50,000  was  spent.  The  city  is  still  paying 
deficits;  the  tax  rate  has  not  gone  down,  and  I 
don't  suppose  this  $75,000  here  is  going  to  do  any- 
thing to  help  the  taxpayers.  I.  for  one,  am  not 
going  to  vote  for  it.  I  am  one  of  those  of  this 
Council  who  is  sick  and  tired  of  putting  people 
to  work  on  high  salaried  assignments  such  as  this, 
taking  the  money  out  of  the  taxpayers'  pockets 
and  giving  them  nothing  in  return.  We  have  a 
School  Committee  of  five  members,  and  I  think 
request  of  the  Finance  Commission  seriously 
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reflects  on  the  ability  and  qualifications  of  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee.  I  might  well 
say  it  might  be  entitled  "Incapable  Boston" 
again.     Aren't    we    ever    going    to    prove    to    the 

geople,  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Real  Estate 
Exchange,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  that  we 
have  some  capable  men  bore  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
elected  by  the  people,  capable  to  represent  them 
in  a  qualified  manner?  I  think  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  well  able  itself  to  have  a  survey  made. 
The  matter  has  never  been  broached  to  them 
before.  We  have  different  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  admit  they  made  reductions  of  as 
much  as  $1,100,000  the  past  year.  Why  can't 
we  do  it  this  year?  As  very  well  said  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey),  you 
wouldn't  expect  members  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee to  come  in  here  today  and  say  they  didn't 
favor  this  survey.  They  are  not  being  asked  to 
appropriate  the  money.  But  I  am  sincere  in  my 
belief  that  there  is  no  more  need  of  spending  the 
$75,000  than  there  would  be  in  spending  half  a 
million  for  the  same  purpose.  I  am  likewise 
sincere  in  my  belief  that  nothing  more  will  be 
accomplished,  the  taxpayers  will  save  no  more 
than  they  did  when  I  was  one  of  those  who  voted 
the  $50,000.  It  is  about  time,  to  use  the  common 
expression,  that  we  "wised  up"  here  in  the  City 
Council.  I  don't  care  how  this  request  came  in 
here.  I  have  my  own  ideas  relative  to  this  matter. 
I  have  the  interest  of  the  taxpayers  of  my  district 
and  of  the  entire  city  at  heart,  and  I  don't  think 
the  thing  is  going  to  be  accomplished  in  their 
favor  by  voting  to  spend  $75,000  that  will  accom- 
plish no  more  than  the  $50,000  did  that  I  voted 
on  in  1941. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes  on 
the  motion  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations.    The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  yeas  10,  nays  11:

The  motion  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations was  lost. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  now  is 
on  the  passage  of  the  motion  by  Councilor  Scannell 
to  cut  the  appropriation  to  $10,000.  The  clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  was  defeated, 
yeas  0,  nays  20:

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Coffey, 
Feeney,  Fish,  Hanley,  Hannon,  Hurley.  Keenan, 
Kelly,  Kerrigan,  Kinsella,  McCormack,  Muchnick, 
Russo,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan, 
Taylor— 20. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  now 
comes  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  it  is  cus- 
tomary for  the  presiding  officer  to  appoint  various 
men  to  various  committees  for  certain  reasons, 
and  it  has  been  customary  over  a  period  of  years 
to  have  an  Appropriations  Committee  for  the 
purpose  of  interrogating  certain  men  who  have 
certain  specific  knowledge  on  the  subject  matter 
at  hand.  Councilor  Hannon  asked  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Appropriations  Committee  so  that 
committee  could  at  least  request  the  presence  of 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  who  refused  to 
come  before  the  twenty-two  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council.  I  believe  that  when  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  sends  up  his  budget  for  the 
year  it  should  be  referred  directly  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  you,  Mr.  President,  should 
abolish  for  all  time  the  committees.  $75,000  is 
an  arbitrary  figure,  concocted  by  men  who  know 
nothing  at  all  about  educational  systems,  either 
parochial  or  public.  $75,000  is  merely  another 
steal  from  the  people  of  Boston,  to  be  given  to 
men  who  sometimes  are  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  Boston.  $75,000  should  never  be 
expended  by  the  people  of  Boston  for  investigat- 
ing their  own  public  officials.  They  have  the 
power  to  create  or  destroy  a  man  on  election  day, 
and  they  should  not  allow  men  who  never  come 
before  the  people  to  be  set  up  as  inquisitors. 
Councilor  Taylor  read  and  reread  the  ten  items, 
the  general  items  that  they  are  to  investigate  or 
survey,  and  one  of  those  items  is  a  curricula.  It 
is  the  plural  of  the  Latin  word  "curriculum,"  which 


means  courses  of  study.  About  three  months 
ago  this  Honorable  Body  went  on  record  in 
opposition  to  any  subsidy  on  the  part  of  the 
Federal  Government  in  order  to  inject  themselves 
into  our  educational  processes.  At  the  present 
time  in  England  there  are  325  millions  of  dollars 
being  appropriated  for  that  same  purpose.  Edu- 
catiotl  should  never  be  tampered  with  by  business 
men.  There  is  a  vast  difference  between  business 
and  politics.  Politics  is  the  science  of  govern- 
ment, business  is  merely  interested  in  obtaining 
a  profit  for  itself  or  its  shareholders.  The  Real 
Estate  Exchange  are  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
greatest  grafting  system  ever  perpetrated  in  the 
corporate  limits  of  Boston.  The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  meet  and  have  their  business  here  in 
Boston,  because  it  is  near  the  heart  of  it,  or  because 
of  the  profit,  but  their  residences  are  outside  the 
corporate  limits  of  Boston.  The  Boston  School 
Committee  was  elected  by  the  people  of  Boston 
by  ballot,  and  they  are  being  stigmatized  at  the 
present  time  by  two  pressure  groups,  the  Real 
Estate  Exchange  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  Boston  Finance  Commission  is  the  greatest 
insult  that  has  ever  been  perpetrated  by  Beacon 
Hill.  $50,000  is  allocated  annually  for  their  pur- 
pose, in  merely  writing  letters  to  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  to  the  City  Council,  and  to  present 
to  the  incoming  Legislature.  The  same  informa- 
tion is  open  to  each  and  every  one  of  us  in  the  city 
in  the  Statistical  Department.  $50,000  is  taken 
from  the  people  of  Boston  for  no  other  purpose 
than  to  give  legal  fees  and  remunerative  positions 
to  people  who  never  could  obtain  a  vote  them- 
selves. Education  should  never  be  tampered 
with.  City,  State  or  Federal  Governments  were 
never  intended  for  a  profit,  but  rather  to  extend 
to  the  many  those  things  which  they  as  individuals 
do  not  procure,  such  as  fire  and  police  protection 
and  education.  When  we  tamper  with  education 
we  are  tampering  with  something  that  may  have 
repercussions  that  may  involve  each  and  every 
one  of  us.  Only  three  weeks  ago,  there  was  a  full 
page  advertisement  in  all  our  leading  papers 
regarding  deleting  certain  articles  in  our  history 
books  and  our  textbooks  that  don't  come  up  to 
the  estimation  of  certain  men.  You  are  letting 
yourself  in,  gentlemen,  for  something  you  may 
some  day  have  to  answer  for. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  the 
expenditure  of  $1,000,000  by  the  city  govern- 
ment involves  the  addition  of  65  cents  on  the 
tax  rate.  The  expenditure  of  $75,000  involves 
about  a  nickel  to  the  average  person,  and  for  a 
modest  $5,000  home  owner  it  involves  25  cents. 
We  are  being  asked  to  gamble  25  cents  of  the 
money  of  the  man  who  owns  a  modest  $5,000 
home  to  possibly  procure,  or  to  effect,  some 
substantial  reduction  in  the  budget  and  budget 
allotments  of  the  Boston  School  Committee.  I 
was  campaigning  for  re-election  last  October  and 
an  interested  member  of  my  audience  asked  some- 
thing relative  to  the  financial  appropriations  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  think  some  other  members 
of  this  Body  may  have  had  a  similar  experience. 
I  didn't  hedge  in  reference  to  it,  and  I  didn't 
hesitate  to  use  the  old  saw,  that  the  largest  amount 
of  money  spent  by  any  single  body  in  the  city  is 
spent  by  the  Boston  School  Committee,  and  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  have  nothing  to  say  about  it.  It  is  one 
of  the  few  places  where  they  can't  reduce  and  God 
knows  they  wouldn't  want  to  increase.  So  we 
are  asked  to  gamble  25  cents  of  the  small  tax- 
payer's money  to  see  if  we  cannot  reduce  appro- 
priations of  the  Boston  School  Committee.  We 
are  asked  to  gamble  it,  and  not  only  for  the  small 
home  owner.  After  all,  I  think  it  is  about  time 
we  should  think  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Ex- 
change and  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  it  is  about  time  we  should  think  of  people 
who  are  coming  into  Boston  to  do  business  here. 
The  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  has  millions 
of  dollars  to  hand  in  to  the  city  treasury  from  the 
big  taxpayers,  many  of  whom  are  now  taking 
their  new  business  properties  outside  the  City  of 
Bosjon.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  involves 
many  business  enterprises  in  this  city.  If  they 
cannot  be  given  some  talking  point  so  far  as  the 
city's  finances  are  concerned,  then  they  are  not 
going  to  do  much  to  bring  enterprises  into  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  am  acquainted  with  hundreds 
of  teachers,  and  I  have  heard  them  make  sugges- 
tiona  over  and  over  again  relative  to  the  Boston 
School  Department,  and  I  think  that  possibly  a 
survey  will  reveal  that  there  is  ample  room  for  a 
change  in   methods  at   15   Beacon  street.     I  say 
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1 1 1 i  —  wiiii  no  animosity  toward  any  member  of  the 
Committee.  I  tliink  the  present  committee  is 
doing  a  kocxI  and  honorable  job,  and  consists  of 
four  honorable  men,  in  fact,  and  one  demagogue. 
We  are  only  asked  to  gamble  26  cents  of  the 
ordinary  taxpayer's  money;.  What  do  we  ga 
A  possible  reduction  in  the  city's  tax  ran-,  a  possible 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  youth,  possibly 
better  schools,  possibly  bringing  up  a  curriculum 
that  will  adapt  these  boys  and  fills  to  the  after- 
war  world.  Mut  I  notice  one  thing  in  that  com- 
munication of  the  Mayor  relative  to  the  Finance 
Commission's  request,  and  that  is  that  included 
in  this  will  be  certain  recommendations  for  post- 
war rehabilitation.  We  frequently  hear  that  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  the  state,  or  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, will  do  something  for  the  veteran  when 
he  returns.  Let  us  start  it  here,  and  possibly 
this  survey  will  bring  in  definite,  tangible  recom- 
mendations that  will  help  the  boys  after  the  war 
is  done.  I  have  heard  no  substantial  objection 
to  this  argument  today.  My  good  friend,  Mike 
Ward,  said  he  favored  it.  Also,  Dan  McDevitt, 
Joe  White  and  Doctor  Foley.  All  the  arguments 
were  brought  up,  and  they  said,  "We  favor  a 
survey,  but  don't  appoint  the  wrong  people." 
So  it  just  isn't  up  to  us,  as  we  have  no  powers  of 
appointing.  Jurisdiction  of  the  schools  reaches 
into  a  realm  where  it  is  absolutely  ridiculous. 

Coun.  HAXLEY — Is  the  councilor  impugning 
any  argument  of  mine'.'  He  had  better  stick  to  the 
subject. 

Coun.  M.  H  SULLIVAN— In  so  far  as  the 
School  Committee  is  concerned,  that  doesn't  tell 
the  people  how  to  vote  on  something.  That  con- 
stitutes a  Federal  amendment.  It  must  be 
adopted  by  thirty-six  states,  and  I  am  sure  that  the 
Boston  City  Council  is  not  going  to  decide  just 
what  thirty-six  states  decide.  I  cannot  see  any 
objection  to  this  The  objections  have  no  merit 
in  so  far  as  the  Boston  City  Council  is  concerned. 
The  objections  involve  things  about  which  the 
Boston  City  Council  has  nothing  to  say  or  do.  We 
cannot  change  them  by  appropriating,  and  we  can- 
not change  them  by  not  appropriating,  the  money, 
but  we  are  asked  today  to  gamble  25  cents  of  the 
ordinary  taxpayer's  money  to  help,  and  it  is  worth 
the  gamble.  There  isn't  a  $5,000  home  owner  in 
Boston  who  wouldn't  gamble  25  cents  to  see  the 
tax  rate  reduced.  We  are  asked  to  gamble  25  cents 
to  help  the  big  taxpayers.  It  is  time  they  got  some 
help,  God  knows. 

Coun.  FISH — I  think  the  councilor  from  Ward 
22  left  out  one  thing.  What  can  we  gain?  We 
may  gain  something  that  will  be  our  loss.  We 
may  gain  a  complete  change  in  the  curricula  of  the 
schools.  I  wonder  if  the  people  want  to  pay  25 
cents  to  see  their  textbooks  possibly  changed.  I 
wonder  if  that  is  their  gain.  I  say  that  because  we 
have  asked  one  thing.  We  have  asked  the  Finance 
Commission  to  tell  us  who  they  have  in  mind,  to 
tell  us  who  is  going  to  make  this  investigation. 
We  don't  know  the  list  of  the  men  they  have 
selected,  if  thejr  have  selected  them.  We  haven't 
the  appointive  power.  We  have  the  power  of 
appropriation,  and  we  have  the  right  in  that  appro- 
priation to  ask  the  appointive  power  how  they  are 
going  to  appoint.  That  is  ail  we  want  to  know. 
As  far  as  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Exchange  is  con- 
cerned, for  all  the  money  that  is  spent  in  Wash- 
ington, it  isn't  big  enough,  the  whole  pot  of  gold, 
if  you  are  going  to  have  a  change  in  the  curricula 
in  the  education  of  our  young  children. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— I  will  be  very  brief,  but  I 
would  like,  in  justice  to  the  philosophy  I  just  heard 
expounded,  because  the  price  is  only  25  cents  on 
•575,000 — I  would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  from 
Ward  22  if  he  would  let  somebody  put  his  hand  in 
his  pocket  whether  there  was  $100  or  $1  or  nothing? 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — Is  that  a  question? 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Yes. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  would.  We  are 
representing  the  people  and,  accordingly,  we  are 
authorized  to  represent  them. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — You  have  the  right,  but  I 
don't  think  you  ought  to  adopt  the  fallacious  view 
just  because  it  is  a  quarter.and  just  because  there 
may  be  some  benefits  from  it,  that  the  thing  is 
good. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Is  the  gentleman 
not  mistaken  in  the  belief  that  I  said  this  was  in- 
herently good  due  to  the  fact  it  is  only  a  quarter, 


and  does  he  not  agree  with  me  I  said  this  25  cents 

involved  a  worthy 

Coun  KINSELLA — I  understand  those  arc  the 
words  you  used.  The  whole  theory,  as  I  under- 
stand it.  aside  from  the  fact  that  it  is  public  money, 
is  that  it  is  only  a  quarter.  Well,  in  principle,  how 
much  difference  is  there  between  a  quarter  and  65 
cents','      Oi   if  it    were  a  million  for  that  matter? 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  will  answer  that 
question.  The  difference  between  25  and  0.")  is 
40  cents. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Now,  you  see  he  gained 
something  from  education.  He  couldn't  have  if 
t  he  Boston  schools  hadn't  been  run  as  they  have 
over  the  years.  Otherwise,  he  would  not  have 
known  there  was  40  cents  difference.  Let  that  be 
a  lesson.  Mr.  President,  I  must  admit  I  do  take 
an  honest  view  of  this  thing,  an  honestly  different 
view  of  this  thing,  than  I  had  at  three  o'clock  when 
in  executive  session,  because  I  learned  something 
in  there.  If  I  remain  static  I  might  as  well  get  out 
of  office.  We  have  the  right,  as  the  appropriating 
body,  to  know  where  this  money  is  going  and  why 
it  is  necessary  today,  in  1944,  if  it  wasn't  necessary 
years  ago,  when  the  trend  away  from  Boston  was 
definitely  under  way.  I  am  not  opposed  to  it  for 
any  less  than  an  excellent  reason.  I  cannot  see 
the  necessity  for  it  and,  furthermore,  gambling 
25  cents  of  somebody  else's  money  is  not,  in  my 
opinion,  in  conformity  with  the  high  opinion  I  had 
of  the  morals  of  the  gentleman  who  expounded  that 
philosophy.  It  isn't  whether  it  is  a  penny  or  a 
million  dollars.  It  isn't  our  money,  except  in  so 
far  as  we  have  to  account  for  it,  and  I  will  say  to  the 
councilor  from  Ward  22,  and  I  believe  I  speak  for 
the  twenty-two  councilors,  the  item  of  money,  in 
any  amount,  is  of  no  consequence.  We  want  to 
be  sure  of  the  value.  We  ha\re  a  couple  of  business 
men  on  my  right.  They  don't  take  chances,  and 
they  would  be  foolish  if  they  did.  Is  there  any 
member  of  the  Body  engaged  in  business  that 
doesn't  do  something  only  on  full  and  complete 
knowledge  of  what  it  will  bring  him  in?  You  are 
a  laundry  man,  you  ought  to  know,  John  Kelly. 
I  am  serious.  I  am  not  trying  to  inject  any  harm 
in  here.  You  have  your  business  or  you  don't, 
and  if  politics  is  your  business,  what  are  you  getting 
at?  Now  we  are  taking  somebody'  else's  money, 
and  we  are  making  it  extremely  attractive  to  some- 
body although  it  might  get  us  only  regrets.  Think 
it  over 

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  didn't  get  up  to  make  any 
speech.  All  I  got  up  to  say  was  this.  As  soon  as 
this  matter  is  acted  upon,  everybody  is  going  to 
beat  it.  I  have  a  couple  of  orders  I  would  like  to 
get  in  before  they  do.  My  orders  I  won't  speak  on. 
I  want  to  know  if  it  is  fit  and  proper  to  postpone 
this  until  other  matters  are  taken  care  of. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  have  seen  this  happen  too 
often.

It  should  be  understood,  however,  thai  a: 
complete  as  the  survey  may  be  when  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  it  may  not  contain  the  addresses 
of  every  building  warranting  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings, inasmuch  as  it  has  been  the  experience  of 
this  department  to  find  that  occupied  buildings 
when  vacated  often  reach  a  state  of  dilapidation 
and  unsound  condition  within  n  pined  of  twenty 
four  hours  after  being  vacated,  due  to  vandalism 
and  other  causes.

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  the 
transfer  to  Josiah  Wheelwright  and  Donald  M. 
Hill,  trustees,  of  a  certain  title  interest  held  by  the 
City  of  Boston  in  that  portion  of  the  premises 
situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  and  being  numbered 
350  Atlantic  avenue,  Boston,  commonly  known  as 
Rowe's  Wharf. 

The  City  of  Boston's  title  interest  in  this  propei  t  y 
consists  of  strip  of  land  and  flats,  together  with  that 
portion  of  the  building  thereon,  approximateij 
thirteen  feet  in  width,  extending  from  the  easterly 
side  line  of  Atlantic  avenue  to  low  water  line  in 
Boston  Harbor  together  with  certain  rights  from 
low  water  line  to  the  Harbor  Commissioners'  line 
established  in  1880.  The  city's  title  interest  in 
this  property  relates  back  to  the  year  1630.  A 
town  way,  subsequently  known  as  Belcher's  lane, 
was  laid  out  through  this  property  in  1667.  For 
more  than  two  centuries  this  property  was  used  for 
public  highway  purposes. 

In  the  year  1875  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and 
Lynn  Railroad  Company,  under  the  authority  of 
chapter  160,  Acts  of  1874,  took  an  easement  in  said 
property  for  ferry  purposes  and  erected  thereon 
and  on  the  adjacent  properties  the  wharf,  deck 
and  buildings  known  as  Rowe's  Wharf.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  BOSTON  VETERANS' 
RECEPTION  AND  INFORMATION 
CENTRE. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  31,  1944. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  an  order  pro- 
viding for  an  initial  appropriation  of  $25,000  to 
permit  the  establishment  of  the  Boston  Veterans' 
Reception  and  Information  Centre.  It  is  intended 
that  this  agency  will  serve  as  a  central  clearing 
house  for  the  consideration  and  adjustment  of 
problems  facing  veterans  upon  their  release  from 
military  service.  As  now  planned,  representatives 
of  the  United  States  Employment  Service, 
Veterans'  Bureau,  Army  Emergency  Relief,  Sol- 
diers' Relief  Department,  Law  Department, 
American  Legion,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Dis- 
abled -American  War  Veterans,  Spanish-American 
War  Veterans,  Red  Cross  and  the  Council  of 
Social  Agencies  will  be  stationed  at  the  Centre 
to  furnish  and  provide  whatever  means  may  be 
necessary  to  assure  the  veterans  of  the  com- 
munity an  orderly  transition  from  military  to 
civilian  life.  The  outstanding  feature  of  the 
Centre  will  be  that  all  agencies  connected  and 
concerned  with  the  rehabilitation  of  veterans  will 
be  housed  under  one  roof. 

The  Centre  is  to  be  located  on  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  Somerset  street  wing  of  the  National  War 
Agencies  Building,  and  according  to  estimates  pre- 
pared at  my  request  the  probable  cost  of  renova- 
tion of  this  floor  and  providing  the  necessary 
furnishings  and  equipment  will  be  $16,500.  At 
the  outset  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
services  of  a  doctor,  nurse,  switchboard  operator 
and  one  or  two  clerks.     In  addition,  it  will  be

COMMUNICATION    FROM     DIRECTOR    OF 
NECESSARIES   OF    LIFE. 

The  following  was  received: 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industries, 

January  27,  1944. 
The  Honorable  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — In  the  matter  of  a  resolution  by 
your  Honorable  Board,  alleging  inequities  in  the 
deliveries  of  coal  to  householders  by  retail  dealers 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  have  to  advise  as  follows: 

The  coal  situation  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth, with  particular  reference  to  anthracite, 
has  been  unsatisfactory,  due  to  the  wage  dispute 
and  cessation  of  production  on  several  occasions 
since  April  1.  Because  of  this  reduced  produc- 
tion, a  plan  of  distribution  has  been  set  up  by  the 
Federal  Solid  Fuels  Administration,  endeavoring 
to  deliver  to  retail  dealers  87 -J  per  cent  of  the  coal 
received  during  the  last  coal  year.  Thus  far, 
there  are  many  dealers  in  Boston  who  have  not 
received  their  allocated  87j  per  cent. 

Massachusetts  is  a  heavy  anthracite  market 
and  the  use  of  anthracite  during  the  year  April  1, 
1942,  to  March  31,  1943,  increased  23.4  per  cent 
over  the  previous  coal  year.  Boston  retail  dealers 
during  that  year  sold  to  householders  680,344  tons 
of  anthracite  and  Metropolitan  Boston  retail 
dealers  sold  1,154,085  tons,  this  out  of  a  total  of 
3,172,936  tons  of  anthracite  sold  to  householders 
throughout  the  Commonwealth.  A  recent  check 
at  yards  of  thirty-six  dealers  in  Boston  showed  a 
total  tonnage  as  follows:  2,314  tons  of  anthracite; 
21,105  tons  of  bituminous;  and  511  tons  of  coke. 
Obviously,  this  is  not  a  comfortable  figure  on 
anthracite,  when  considered  in  conjunction  with 
the  amounts  thus  far  received  and  the  volume  of 
business  done  as  indicated  by  the  above  figures. 

A  further  factor  in  relation  to  this  short  supply 
is  the  situation  in  which  many  retail  dealers  found 
themselves  as  of  April  1,  1943,  with  inventories  of 
coal  on  hand  about  50  per  cent  less  than  the 
amount  of  coal  on  hand  as  of  April  1,  1942.  It  is 
the  intention  of  the  Federal  Solid  Fuels  Administra- 
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tion  to  allow  dealers  a  perei  nta   -  of  this  inventory, 

tlius  adding  to  the  ai in1  "i  available  coal,  but 

little  progress  has  been  made  on  this  phase. 

During  the  earlier  part,  of  the  year  no  restric- 
tions were  imposed  on  householders'  oi  dealers' 
deliveries,  and  during  this  period  many  house- 
holders received  either  a  full  year's  supply  or  a 
large  proportion  of  total  requirements.  On 
June  22  a  temporary  plan  was  adopted,  endeavor- 
ing to  equalize  deliveries  to  householders  and  to 

dealers,  and  this  plan  was  made  permanent  in 
September.  The  delaj  in  formulating  tins  plan 
earlier  is  the  original  cause  of  inequities  in  deliv- 
eries and,  since  the  adoption  of  tin-  plan,  sufficient 
coal  has  not  reached  this  market  to  properly 
balance  dealer  and  household  receipts. 

Increased  shipments  of  bituminous  coal,  in- 
tended for  domestic  use  in  central  heaters  or 
furnaces,  have  been  received.  In  some  instances, 
this  coal  has  not  received  a  good  reception  from 
householders,  principally  due  to  the  fait  that  it 
was  not  a  prepared  bituminous.  A  prepared 
bituminous,  screened  and  sized,  has  been  reaching 
this  market  recently,  and  this  product  has  met 
with  better  reception  by  householders  and  is 
meeting  with  success. 

There  have  been  occasions  during  the  year  when 
some  coal  yards  have  had  no  coal  of  any  kind  on 
hand,  and  customers  have  been  compelled  to  wait 
varying  lengths  of  time,  in  some  instances  extending 
to  a  period  of  weeks,  but  effort  has  been  made  by 
a  Special  Committee  set  up  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
to  effect,  immediate  deliveries  to  householders  in 
Boston  without  fuel.  This  Special  Committee  has 
investigated  householders'  requests  for  fuel,  and  in 
practically  all  cases  these  investigations  have  shown 
that  the  householders'  representations  as  to  lack  of 
fuel  were  true.  Coal  to  meet  these  emergency 
situations  has  been  made  available  through  the 
Federal  Regional  Solid  Fuels  Administration  Office 
and  the  State  Emergency  Solid  Fuels  Adminis- 
tration. 

Dealers  have  reduced  deliveries  to  consumers 
from  time  to  time  as  their  stock  piles  approach  the 
vanishing  point,  in  an  effort  to  increase  the  spread 
of   available  coal   and    the   retail   dealers   have   an 


industry  committee,  which  functions  in  the  equali- 
zation of  distribution  of  coal  to  retailers  and  to 
householders.  All  of  the  agencies  have  worked 
unceasingly  on  this  problem,  but  the  difficulty  lies 
with  inadequate  deliveries  of  coal  from  the  source 
to  our  dealers. 

Another  contributing  factor  to  delayed  household 
deliveries  is  the  irregularity  of  shipments  from  the 
source,  Beverely  taxing  the  manpower  of  out  local 
retail  dealers.  The  best  remedy  in  this  situation 
is,  of  course,  increased  shipments  of  anthracite  to 
this  area  and  the  use  by  householders,  wherever 
possible,  of  bituminous  as  a  substitute  during  the 
interims  of  anthracite  shortage.

Conference,  laid  down  for  the  conduct  of  civilized 
warfare  and  treatment  of  war  prisoners;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is  of  the 
opinion,  unanimously,  that  the  United  Nations 
should  proceed  at  once  to  the  imposition  of  more 
rigid  and  more  restrictive  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  those  Axis  prisoners,  German,  Italian 
and  Japanese,  who  are  presently  confined  in  this 
country  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  in  the  other 
countries  of  the  United  Nations  group;  and  be  it 
further 


Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
forwarded  to  the  members  of  the  United  Stales 
Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  from 
Massachusetts,  and  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Coun.    KINSELLA— Mr.     President,     I    don't 

know    just    how  civilized   warfare,   at    best,   can  be 

called    when    i<    probably    appeals    to    the    basest 

ion  in   human   life.   but.   after    all,  it  appears 

to  me  that  even  if  the  enemj    has  Hie  substance 

(jf  human  manhood  about  him,  there  is  some- 
thing radically  wrong  in  the  character  of  those 
nationals   who   can   practice   this   brutality   on   a 

fellow-man,  even  though  he  be  a  prisoner.  Mr. 
President,  it  has  always  been  said  by  greatei 
minds  than  we  possess  that  there  never  has  been 
a  good  war  nor  has  there  ever  been  a  bad  peace. 
But,  if  ever  a  war  needed  justification,  the  treat- 
ment of  those  unfortunates  in  the  hands  of  the 
Axis  powers  has  spoiled  every  bit  of  justification 
that  any  reasonable  person  could  demand.  As  to 
a  bad  peace,  the  only  bad  peace  that  could  come 
out  of  this  war  is  a  peace  thai  would  allow  those 
people  who  have  practiced  such  savagery  to  exist 
further  in  the  brotherhood  of  man.  Any  one  of 
i  hose  captives,  be  he  black  or  white.  Catholic  or 
Protestant,  Jew  or  Gentile,  that  suffered  at  I  lie 
hands  of  the  Imperial  Japanese  troops  lias  con- 
tributed more  in  one  moment  of  misery  as  a  captive 
of  those  Japanese  than  anyone  who  puts  his  entire 
time  in  the  fighting  forces,  even  those  in  the  front 
line  who  evaded  capture.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
the  public  press  has  been  filled  the  last  few  days 
with  accounts  that  would  make  your  blood  run 
cold.  And  I  feel  that  it  is  about  time  the  United 
Nations,  and  particularly  the  United  States  of 
America,  that  has  contributed  so  much  to  the 
battlefront  of  this  tempestuous  world,  ought  to 
adopt  similar  tactics  against  the  nationals  of  the 
Axis  powers  who  are  in  their  hands  here.  It 
appears  to  me  it  is  futile  and  wasted  effort  to 
treat  those  men  in  such  a  way  as  they  have  been 
treated  by  fellow  Americans  here  at  home.  Our 
own  worthy  citizens  have  had  to  take  a  back 
seat  in  the  matter  of  preferment  in  the  necessities 
of  life  that  were  going  into  these  concentration 
camps  for  Axis  prisoners.  Necessities  thai  were 
denied  us  were  going  to  those  camps  and  rotting, — ■ 
rotting.  Mr.  President, —  for  the  simple  reason 
that  they  made  certain  that  there  was  no  shortage 
of  supplies  for  those  prisoners,  presumably  for 
the  psychological  effect  it  would  have  on  their 
folks  at  home  who  received  letters  that  America 
was  treating  them  so  humanely.  And  yet  we 
are  going  to  have  boys  come  back  here  blinded, 
with  arms  and  legs  chopped  off,  —  chopped  off, 
Mr.  President, —  not  as  a  result  of  battle  wounds, 
but  as  a  result  of  the  savage  bestialities  of  those 
people.  And  for  one  minute  for  any  one  to  be- 
lieve that  we  should  not  adopt  those  practices  is 
to  encourage  the  enemy.  It  is  true  that  we  don't 
have  too  many  of  them.  That  is  very  true.  But, 
man  for  man,  it  appears  now  that  upwards  of 
50,000  died  at  their  hands  and,  man  for  man,  we 
should  retaliate.  There  is  only  one  sad  part 
about  this  aside  from  the  misery  suffered  by  these 
men,  and  that  is  the  attitude  of  the  Government 
in  releasing  the  news;  and.  while  I  have  been 
bitterly  critical  of  the  New  Deal  in  recent  months, 
I  want  to  be  uncommonly  bitter  because  they 
didn't  release  that  news  to  the  American  people 
until  a  bond  drive  came  along,  the  purpose  being 
to  inflame  people  to  such  heights  that  they  would 
do  nothing  but  buy  bonds,  the  first  and  primary 
consideration  of  the  Government,  rather  than 
that  they  should  be  informed  of  what  is  happen- 
ing to  the  boys  they  have  contributed.  That  was 
secondary  to  the  selling  of  bonds,  the  selling  of 
bonds  was  primary,  and  if  you  want  any  proof 
of  it  you  have  to  go  back  only  a  year,  when  an- 
other b6nd  drive  was  started,  and  newspapers  of 
the  country  were  flooded  with  headlines  that  three 
American  cruisers  had  been,  months  before, 
torpedoed,  with  a  large  loss  of  life  in  each  case. 
Commercializing  the  death  of  American  boys  in 
order  to  put  a  bond  drive  over  the  top, —  that  is 
another  of  the  New  Deal  policies.  They  didn't 
tell  us  that  news  of  Jap  atrocities,  although  they 
admit  they  had  the  story  last  spring,  in  the  spring 
of  1943,  and  because  they'  had  other  news  at  the 
time  to  headline  in  the  sinking  of  the  three  cruisers 
they  kept  it  quiet,  and,  significantly,  never  re- 
leased it  at  the  time.  You  may  not  like  my 
criticism,  but  it  is  fair,  and  I  make  a  direct  charge 
that  the  controlling  influences  in  Washington  place 
secondary  the  torture  of  these  men  and  first  the 
success  of  the  bond  drive.     They  ought  to  be,  if

they  had  the  capacity  for  it.  thoroughly  ashamed 
of  themselves.  A  nation  that  can  contribute 
men,  that  can  put  up  with  abuses  inflicted  upon 
them  as  a  nation,  can  take  news  at  its  worst.

PAYMENTS  TO  UNEMPLOYED  VETERANS. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  request  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Legislature  to  enact 
legislation  which  will  permit  the  Department, 
of  Unemployment  Compensation  to  make  pay- 
ments to  honorably  discharged  members  of  the 
armed  forces  who  are  residents  of  Massachusetts 
immediately  upon  their  discharge,  in  the  sum  of 
$25  per  week  for  the  period  of  time  they  are 
unemployed,  said  period  not  to  exceed  ten  weeks. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  the  unem- 
ployment compensation  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts can  be  now  classed  as  one  of  the  depart- 
ments in  the  big  money.  The  employers  of  the 
Commonwealth  have  been  paying  unemployment 
tax  for  many  years,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  to 
those  who  lose  their  employment,  a  certain  sum 
for  a  certain  period  of  time,  so  that  they  will  in 
some  way  be  able  to  provide  for  themselves  and 
their  families  during  the  period  of  time  they  are 
unemployed.  There  has  been  a  great  hullabaloo 
throughout  the  entire  country  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  a  bonus  to  our  soldiers  when  they  return. 
No  one  denies  the  fact  that  they  are  entitled  to  it, 
but  the  time  when  they  will  receive  this  bonus 
may  be  at  a  time  when  they  don't  need  it  most. 
I  certainly  am  not  opposed  to  giving  them  most 
anything,  as  they  can  never  be  fully  repaid  for 
what  they  have  given  to  the  country,  but  some- 
thing more  urgent  is  needed.  When  a  man  is 
discharged  from  the  Army  he  requires  a  certain 
period  of  time  for  rehabilitation.  It  is  impossible 
for  everyone  to  go  back  to  their  employment 
immediately  upon  their  discharge.  Consequently 
during  that  short  period  of  time  that  is  necessary 
for  rehabilitation  they  must  have  the  wherewithal 
to  provide  for  themselves  and  possibly  their 
families.  They  can't  secure  a  job  the  moment 
they  leave  the  service.  They  may  not  be  able  to 
go  back  to  their  old  job  immediately,  for  some 
reason  or  other.  We  have  accumulated  funds  in 
the  Unemployment  Compensation  Department 
amounting  to  many,  many  millions  of  dollars,  and 
there  is  very  little  going  from  that  fund,  due  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  practically  no  unemployment 
today,  and,  as  a  result,  we  are  going  to  have  such 
a  tremendous  fund  that  it  would  take  the  worst 
kind  of  a  depression  to  deplete  it.  I  say  that  the 
boys  have  left  private  life  to  go  into  the  Army  or 
Navy  or  any  other  branch  of  the  armed  services, 
when  their  august  Government  called  them  there, 
and  when  they  return  they  should  be  given  some 
consideration  immediately  upon  their  discharge. 
We  cannot  expect  them  to  go  on  charity  rolls. 
That  is  asking  too  much  of  those  who  have  been 
willing  to  give  their  all.  We  have  many,  many 
millions  of  dollars  which  should  be  expended,  and 
expended  in  a  manner  that  is  befitting  the  people 
who  have  given  it  and  not  given  out  to  them  in 
the  form  of  any  £ harity.  They  are  unemployed. 
They  have  given  their  services  to  the  United 
States  armed  forces.  I  have  set  down  the  amount 
of  $25  a  week  up  until  the  time  they  are  employed, 
not  exceeding  ten  weeks  after  their  discharge,  so 
if  a  man  is  discharged  from  the  armed  forces  for  a 
period  of  ten  weeks  he  will  be  receiving  some  sort 
of  a  respectable  sum  to  provide  for  himself  and 
his  family  up  until  the  time  when  he  will  be  able 
to  care  for  them  himself. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 


DELAY  IN  INSTALLING  TRAFFIC  LIGHTS. 

Coun.  KELLY,  HANNON  and  FISH  offered  the 

following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
inform  the  City  Council  as  to  the  cause  for  the 
delay  in  installing  traffic  lights,  for  which  the 
money  has  been  allocated,  at  the  following  inter- 
sections: Dorchester  and  Savin  Hill  avenues, 
Ashmont  and  Adams  streets,  and  several  other 
locations  throughout  the  city. 


Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  over  two  years 
ago  we  appropriated  a  certain  sum  of  money  to 
have  traffic  lights  installed  in  various  locations 
throughout  this  city.  I  know  we  were  assured  at 
that  time  it  would  only  be  a  matter  of  a  few  weeks 
before  these  traffic  lights  would  be  installed,  and  I 
am  wondering  if  the  Traffic  Commissioner  can  tell 
us,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  what  the  great 
delay  is.  I  know  that  various  councilors  in  various 
wards  are  being  hounded  by  their  constituents  to 
find  out  if  we  can't  have  traffic  lights  installed. 

Coun.  CAREY — I,  naturally,  want  to  go  along 
with  the  gentlemen  in  their  order,  but  I  might  say, 
from  my  own  experience,  I  have  been  told  because 
of  war  priorities  the  Traffic  Commissioner  hasn't 
been  able  to  install  traffic  lights.  I  have  the  same 
situation  prevailing  in  my  ward,  but  nevertheless 
I  go  along  with  the  councilors. 

The  order  was  passed. 


COMPENSATION  OF  VETERANS  FOR- 
MERLY •  CITY  AND  COUNTY 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  all  city  and  county  employees 
who  have  temporarily  left  their  positions  to 
serve  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  country,  and  who, 
upon  being  honorably  discharged,  reapply  for 
their  position  but  fail  to  pass  the  necessary  physical 
requirements  demanded  by  Civil  Service,  be  given 
a  position  of  equal  pay  and  opportunity.  In 
any  ease  where  this  is  impossible  to  accomplish, 
the  employee  shall  be  given  a  full  pension. 

Coun.  FISH — Just  a  brief  explanation  of  that 
order.  We  are  standing  up  here,  twenty-two  coun- 
cilors, asking  private  industry  to  guarantee  the  job 
of  any  employee  going  into  service  upon  their 
return.  I  don't  know  what  right  we  have  got  to 
ask  private  industry  to  give  the  jobs  back  when 
our  own  employees  are  not  guaranteed  their  jobs. 
When  they  leave  the  employ  of  the  city  they  are 
physically  able  to  enter  the  armed  forces.  Then, 
upon  their  return,  they  are  required  to  pass  a 
physical  examination  and,  if  not  up  to  physical 
requirements,  they  do  not  get  their  job.  What 
right  have  we  got  to  get  up  and  condemn  private 
industry?  Something  should  be  done  for  them.  I 
am  only  asking  that  if  they  cannot  go  back  to  the 
job  they  left,  let  the  city  find  a  job  of  equal  pay  and 
of  the  same  opportunity  of  advancement,  and  if  we 
cannot  do  that,  then  pension  them  at  full  pay. 

The  order  was  passed. 


HEARINGS   ON   CONDEMNATION   PROVI- 
SIONS  OF   BUILDING   CODE. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  the  City  Council 
conduct  hearings  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
thorough  study  of  the  condemnation  provisions 
of  the  Building  Code  now  in  effect  in  Boston. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  it  is  only  that  I 
feel  that  the  condemnation  laws  of  the  City  of 
Boston  will  not  permit  the  demolition  of  many 
buildings  in  Boston  that  should  be  demolished. 
I  don't  think  it  is  fair  to  have  these  dilapidated 
structures  adjoining  some  of  our  most  recent  and 
modern  buildings.  We  place  a  high  valuation  on 
a  recent,  modern  building,  and  jeopardize  its 
chances  of  doing  business  by  wrecking  the  com- 
munity in  which  that  building  is  located,  and  yet 
our  condemnation  laws  will  not  permit  us  to  de- 
molish those  buildings.  The  purpose  of  this  order 
is  to  put  more  teeth  into  the  demolition  laws. 
After  all,  what  have  we  got  to  look  forward  to  in 
Boston  if  we  are  not  going  to  demolish  those  old 
structures?  We  cannot  even  handle  traffic  on  the 
narrow  streets  we  have  here  today,  but,  yet,  what 
is  our  Planning  Board  doing  about  it?  When  we 
get  the  average  amount  of  traffic  in  Boston  now, 
after  this  war,  I  don't  know  how  the  business  men 
are  going  to  get  along.  They  just  can't  handle  it. 
There  is  nothing  done  by  the  Planning  Board; 
nothing  being  done  to  demolish  old  structures.  I 
venture  to  say  that  in  ten  or  fifteen  years  we  will 
have  a  ghost  city  here. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Building  Code,  when  appointed.

allow  the  employment  of  the  returning  armed 
forces  because  of  some  physical  or  mental  disability 
that  they  incurred  while  in  the  armed  forces.  One 
of  the  greatest  physical  specimens  is  a  man  that 
comes  out  as  1A  down  in  the  Cadillac  Building. 
There  is  no  physical  examination  of  tie 
company  that  demands  so  much  of  a  man  a 
demanded  ol  anj  one  of  those  who  go  down  there 
as  a  physical  specimen  and  i-  drawn  as  timber  for 
the  Army,  tie-  Navy  or  the  Marines.  Those  men 
are  fully    qualified,    pi  nd    mentally,    to 

enter  into  the  armed  forces,  and  if  they  incur  any 
disability  while  in  the  service,  then  the  Govern- 
ment, which  is  the  people,  should  stand  ready  and 
able  to  wipe  off  any  deficit.  I  know  whereof  I 
speak.  I  have  the  opportunity  at  the  present 
time  of  speaking  as  a  man  of  the  armed  forces  and 
as  a  civilian,  and  I  know  whereof  I  speak.  I  know 
the  physical  requirements  that  are  demanded  of 
those  men,  and  they  may  come  back  and  become 
derelicts,  east  upon  the  scrap  heap  because,  while 
engaged  in  armed  pursuits,  they  incurred  some 
physical  or  mental  disability.  Insurance  com- 
panies are  the  only  ones  that  have  set  up  a  barrier 
to  the  free  employment  of  labor.  As  I  look  around 
me,  some  of  you  men  who  are  over  thirty-five  or 
forty  years  of  age  could  not  obtain  a  position  in 
private  industry, — not  because  of  your  qualifica- 
tions, but  because  your  lease  on  life  lias  been 
shown  as  a  deficit.  The  insurance  companies  are 
the  only  ones  that  allow  the  employment  of  labor. 
They  are  the  only  ones  that  pay  the  annuity  either 
to  yourself  or  your  beneficiary  if  an  accident  is 
incurred.  And  insurance  companies  belong  to 
the  Massachusetts  Safety  Council,  a  subsidiary  of 
the  National  Safety  Council.  Their  main  purpose 
in  being  is  to  eradicate  anything  that  would 
jeopardize  the  life  and  limb  of  the  employee.  And 
when  you  have  a  lost-time  accident  you  are 
immediately  a  liability,  not  to  the  firm,  but  to  the 
insurance  company;  and  if  it  occurs  frequently 
you  are  discharged  without  compensation.  That 
was  the  rule  prior  to  the  war,  and  that  will  be  the 
rule  after  the  war.  And  let  us  at  least  stand  up 
and  raise  the  inarticulate  voice  of  the  men  who 
were  physically  qualified  to  shoulder  arms  but  today 
are  unable  to  speak  for  themselves.  I  ask  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules  and  passage  of  the  order. 
The  order  was  passed. 


LICENSES  FOR  BOXING  EXHIBITIONS. 

Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
hereby  petitions  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to 
instruct  the  State  Boxing  Commission  not  to 
issue  any  furthe?  licenses  for  professional  boxing 
exhibitions  in  Boston  until  such  time  as  the  said 
commission  appoints  competent  officials  who  will 
render  fair  and   impartial  decisioi 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  in  present- 
ing this  resolution  I  do  so  for  the  protection  of 
Boston  people  who  go  and  see  professional  boxing 
exhibitions  here  at  the  Boston  Garden  or  any 
other  arena   where  professional   boxing  is  shown. 
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I  am  referring  to  the  boxing  contest  where  close  to 
8,000  fight  fans  here  in  Boston  attended  a  boxing 
contest  on  last  Thursdaj  nigh)  and  put  through 
the  gate  of  this  arena  a  sum  of  $15,044.  I  refer 
to  a  decision  that  was  made  in  the  main  bout  oj 
that  contest,  yes,  and  other  decisions  that  were 
made  here  in  Boston  in  the  last  couple  of  months, 
where  somebody  in  this  citj  is  taking  the  people 
of  Boston  for  nothing  but  suckers.  I  refer  to  a 
contest  where  a  young  man  from  Providence  and 
;i  young  man  from  New  York  were  in  a  ten-round 
exhibition  fight,  ami  a  decision  was  rendered  to 
the  young  man  from  Providence,  which  was  one 
of  the  most  outrageous  decisions  ever  thrown  on 
the  people  of  Boston.  Mr.  President,  these  deci- 
sions are  rendered  in  this  city  not  for  sporting 
reasons,  but  for  gambling  reasons,  where  some  of 
these  men  in  Boston  are  putting  referees  and,  yes, 
judges  in  the  liny:  for  the  purpose  of  gambling.  I 
refer  to  the  contest  where  a  gentleman  by  the 
name  of  Izzy  .lannazzo,  from  New  York,  and  a 
gentleman  by  the  name  of  Ralph  Zannelli,  of 
Providence,  in  my  opinion  —  and  I  know  a  little 
about  the  fight  game  -where  the  man  from  New 
York  took  nine  rounds  out  of  ten,  and  the  deci- 
sion was  given  to  the  man  from  Providence.  I  am 
going  to  read  an  article  where  a  gentleman  from 
the  Boston  Evening  American,  and  I  believe  lie  is 
an  honest  fight  reporter,  says:  "7,852  tight  fans 
near  riot  as  Zannelli  gets  split  award.  You  can 
fool  some  of  the  people  all  of  the  time  and  all  of 
the  people  some  of  the  time,  hut  you  can't  fool  all 
of  the  people  all  of  the  time.  Abe  Lincoln's  sage 
remark  is  as  true  lud:i\  as  it  was  in  the  1860's. 
That  was  the  time,  after  witnessing  the  riotous 
demonstration  staged  by  7,852  fans  who  pro- 
tested the  decision  given  Ralph  Zannelli  over 
Izzy  Janiiazzo  at  the  Garden."  And  it  further 
goes  on  to  say:  "Boxing  never  will  prosper  in  this 
city  while  such  decisions  are  rendered.  I  wonder 
if  Sam  Smith  and  Dezzy  Wadsworth,  Boxing  Com- 
missioners, will  do  anything  about  it."  Yes,  Mr. 
President,  I  am  wondering  what  the  Boston  com- 
missioners are  going  to  do  about  decisions  such  as 
Ziyic  and  Zannelli,  and  Zivie  and  Kaplan.  I  say 
it  is  outrageous.  This  is  one  of  the  biggest  rackets 
this  city  has  ever  seen,  and  I  am  asking  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth,  and  he  is  the  man 
we  should  look  to  in  this  matter,  to  find  out  what 
the  Boxing  Commissioners  are  uoing  to  do  about 
these  decisions.  It  is  about  time  the  people  of 
Boston  woke  up  and  stopped  professional  boxing 
in  this  city  until  such  a  time  as  the  people  of  this 
city  are  not  being  victimized  by  gamblers  who  are 
reaping  thousands  and  thousands  of  dollars  from 
the  people  of  this  city.  I  ask  suspension  of  the 
rules  and  passage  of  this  resolution. 

Conn.  FISH  I  think  there  is  a  little  serious 
side  to  his  order.  Boston  is  none  too  good  in  a 
financial  light,  and  one  of  the  greatest  industries 
we  have  is  sports.  We  are  fortunate,  just  re- 
cently, in  having  announced  that  Notre  Dane  is 
coming  to  Boston,  which  will  bring  a  tremendous 
amount  of  money  into  our  city.  But,  on  the 
other  hand,  why  should  the  Boxing  Commissioners 
put  up  with  any  such  decision  as  this,  that  will 
tend  to  ruin  —  not  counting  it  as  sports  —  a  big 
industry  in  Boston?  I  think  his  order  should  be 
taken  very  seriously  for  the  industry  of  this  city. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 


INVESTIGATION     OF     INSURANCE     COM- 
PANY   REQUIREMENTS. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered.   That    his  Excellency    the  Governor  be 
requested   by    his    Honor   the    Mayor    i"   have   a 
thorough   investigation   made  during   the   special 

Session  of  the  Legislature  to  determine  whether 
or  not  insurance  companies  are  going  beyond  all 
reasonable  judgment  in  the  requirements  that  are 
dei nanded  of  applicants  for  employment  in  private 
and  public  business  throughout  tlie  state. 

Coun.  CAREY      Mr.  President,  as  we  all  know, 
insurance  in  whatever  form  is  a  gamble  and  a  risk. 

From  my  personal  observation,  and  after  listening 
to  remarks  made  1>\  members  of  i  his  Council,  I 
think  the  day  has  come  when  insurance  companies 

want  to  take  all  and  give  nothing.  Thej  wain  I" 
assume  no  risk  whatsoever.  Vet.  as  1  see  it,  there 
lias    been    a    certain    fear    instilled    in    the    hearts   of 

employers,  both  public  and  private,  because  of 
regulations  that  have  been  permitted  to  be  set  up 

by  Insurance  c panies  so  that   these  emplo 

are  fearful  of  luring  help,  and  Hie  insurant 0 


panics  removing  every  vestige  of  risk  that   up  to 

this   time   has   been   accepted,    whether  it    is  in   the 

case  of  a  civilian  or  a  non-veteran  or  a   veteran. 

The  insurance  companies  today,  of  ami  le  them- 
selves, Solely,  are  aide  to  tell  the  employer  who  he 
is  going  to  employ  and  who  he  is  not  going  to 
employ.  There  can  be  but  one  ultimate  condition 
arrived  at,  and  t  hat  is  this:  That  there  is  definitely 

going   to   be  considerably   inor lemploj  tnent   in 

the   days   to   come    than   there   otherwise    would    be, 

because    many    an    individual,    whether    male   or 

female,  is  going  to  be  denied  employment  who  is 
well  able  to  perform  that  particular  work,  only 
beoause  an  insurance  company  that  is  thinking 
solely  of  profits  is  to  be  allowwd  to  tell  an  em- 
ployer that  he  cannot  employ  such  individual. 
This  matter  has  gone  along  altogether  too  far. 
The  day  has  come  when  the  State  has  got  to 
into  the  piet  me.  We  know  there  is  no  more  vicious 
lobby  today  at  the  State  House  than  that  insurance 
lobby.  There  is  no  reason  and  no  justification  for 
the  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  insurance  companies 
to  approve  the  physical  condition  of  many  an 
applicant  for  employment.  I  hope  that  the  Gov- 
ernoi — no  doubt  he  has  realized  it,  but  I  hope  the 
time  has  come  when  he  will  treat  this  condition  in 
1  he  light  in  which  it  should  be  treated.  This  re- 
fusal on  the  part  of  insurance  companies  to  O.  K. 
the  physical  condition  of  an  applicant  for  employ- 
ment might  well  result  in  that  individual  going  so 
far  as  to  commit  suicide  because,  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord,  what  can  a  prospective  employee  look 
forward  to  if  he  has  to  feel  his  physical  condition 
is  such  he  can  no  longer  be  employed?  Company 
insurance  is  every  das  becoming  more  of  the  thing 
in  business  and,  with  the  inroads  it  is  making  into 
business  life,  the  day  might  well  come  when  certain 
individuals  will  lie  prohibited  exclusively  from  get- 
ting any  employment  whatsoever.  To  repeat,  I 
sincerely  hope  that  this  order  will  not  be  one  that 
will  lie  thrown  in  the  waste  basket.  Something 
must  be  done,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  the  Gov- 
ernor will  make  it  a  personal  matter  himself  to  see 
that  efforts  are  being  made,  and  immediately,  to 
rectify  a  condition  that  certainly  is  very  odoriferous. 
The  resolution  was  passed. 


PARKING   OF   TRUCKS   AND    BUSES. 

Coun.  HURLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
a  survey  throughout  the  city  with  reference  to  the 
parking  of  trucks  and  buses  and  to  report  their 
findings  to  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  intro- 
ducing this  order  as  a  result  of  many  complaints, 
plus  my  own  personal  inconvenience  that  I  have 
also  suffered  as  a  result  of  the — I  don't  know 
whether  you  Call  it  mismanagement  —  in  regard 
to  licenses  and  permits  in  Boston  for  the  parking 
of  commercial  vehicles  and  buses.  There  is  a 
very  flagrant  abuse  taking  place  evidently  down 
here  at  Federal  street  by  one  of  the  large  con- 
cerns, namely,  the  First  National  Bank,  —  on 
Federal  street,  between  Milk  and  Franklin  streets. 
I  think  it  is  about  the  narrowest  part  of  Federal 
street.  It  is  a  main  artery  from  the  North  to 
the  South  Stations,  and  traffic  there  is  heavy, 
naturally.  This  concern  has  trucks  backed  up 
to  the  curb  all  day  long,  just  leaving  a  small  portion 
of  the  street  for  the  regular  flow  of  traffic,  which 
I  say  is  very,  very  heavy.  I  don't  know  who 
issued  the  permits,  but  I  know  if  people  were 
down  there  parking  in  the  vicinity  against  the 
curb  their  cars  would  be  very  quickly  tagged  by 
the  Police  Department.  If  they  have  a  legal 
permit  we  should  see  to  it  that  the  permit  is  abated, 
because  it  certainly  is  a  nuisance.  There  is  an- 
other condition  existing  in  Boston  which  I  don't 
think  members  of  the  Council  are  aware  of.  There 
are  a  large  number  of  trucking  and  transportation 
companies  with  no  business  office  in  Boston. 
They  don't  pay  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston  and 
they  are  that  cheap  they  won't  hire  freight  termi- 
nals in  Boston,  but  they  will  take  our  public 
streets  and  take  these  enormous  trucks  and  vans 
and  trailers,  and  disengage  them  from  the  tractor, 
and  do  their  swapping  of  loads  in  the  public- 
streets,  inside  Boston  proper,  on  traveled,  con- 
,i    streets,    constituting    not    only    a    traffic 

hazard  but  a  fire  hazard  as  well.      They  leave  these 
trucks    jacked    up    with    probabb     twenty    tons    of 

merchandise  on   them   and   just  factor 

and   go  out  of  town   and   leave   this   t  rink  stopped 
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in  front  of  a  hydrant  and,  in  oase  of  Bra,  h  oould 
not  be  moved  because  >>i  no  equipment  to  move  It. 
The  Police  Department,  or  whoever  is  issuing 
the  permits,  if  they  are  issued,  should  be  called 
i.i  task  immediately.  If  these  people  are  doing 
business  in  l*<»i <>n  the]  are  getting  the  proti  i 
of  the  Fire  Department,  1 1n-  Police  Department, 
and  all  the  different  departments,  and  wain  noth- 
ing to  do  with  paying  any  costs,  They  won't 
even  take  some  of  the  vacant  properly  in  Boston 
and  hire  it  to  use  as  a  terminal,  but  insist  on  using 
our  highways.  There  is  another  condition  that  I 
noticed  up  at  Park  square,  the  Greyhound  Bus 
Terminal  at  Park  Bquare,  Boston  to  Providence. 
Thej  take-  their  buses,  probably  twenty-five  to 
thirty  feet  long,  and  back  them  and  binder  traffic 
going  into  Providence  street.  1  have  known  of  an 
ion  where  a  friend  of  mine  passed  on  the 
left  of  the  island  and  was  called  baek  by  the 
officer,  where  the  sign  says  "Keep  to  the  right," 
but  he  couldn't  go  to  the  right  because  the  Grey- 
hound Bus  Company  had  buses  backed  to  the 
curb  and  there  was  no  room  to  go  to  the  right,  so 
he  went  to  the  left,  and  was  called  to  the  curb, 
to  come  baek  for  violation  of  the  traffic  laws. 
This  company,  if  it  has  a  permit,  was  given  the 
permit  for  the  Greyhound  buses.  It  is  like  the 
Brighton  Abattoir,  they  got  the  permit  and  every- 
one that  wants  to  slaughter  beef  comes  under 
that  one  permit.  Everyone  is  invited  in  at  no 
extra  cost.  The  city  makes  no  charge.  It  is 
the  same  way  with  that  terminal  up  at  Park  square. 
There  was  a  permit  issued  for  that  company  alone, 
but  they,  in  turn,  charge  every  bus  company 
entering  Boston  for  the  use  of  the  facilities  under 
the  permit  that  was  granted  to  them  exclusively. 
Yesterday  I  was  up  there  meeting  some  one  coming 
in,  and  I  noticed  the  New  England  Transportation 
Company  pull  in  there,  the  Granite  Stages,  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company, 
the  Greyhound  Bus.  Quaker  Stages,  and  other 
buses  I  didn't  bother  to  mark  down.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent.  I  think  this  is  a  good  order  if  it  is  followed 
out  by  having  the  Fire,  Police,  Traffic  and  Street 
Commissioners  invited  over  to  enlighten  the 
councilors  as  to  how  they  arrive  at  giving  permits 
to  these  transportation  companies,  both  the  com- 
mercial and  bus  companies.  Why  they  grant 
them,  who  they  grant  them  to,  and  what  are 
the  limits  of  their  terms.  And  I  wish,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, you  would  refer  that  to  some  committee 
that  we  may  ask  these  people  in  here  and  see  if  we 
cannot  get  some  revenue  for  Boston  from  these 
outsiders  who  are  coming  from  outside  the  state 
and  city  and  will  not  hire  any  rented  property 
here  in  Boston,  but  use  our  highways  for  taking 
care  of  their  business. 

The  order  was  referred   to  the  Committee   on 
Public  Safety,  when  appointed. 


RULES   OF   CITY   COUNCIL. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  TAYLOR  the  Council 
voted  to  take  No.  2,  under  unfinished  business, 
from  the  calendar,  viz.: 

2.  Rules  of  the  City  Council  as  recommended 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
that  the  members  of  the  Council  have  had  fully 
explained  to  them  just  the  purpose  of  the  change, 
and  perhaps  the  chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee 
might  give  us  some  further  explanation,  until  I 
know  what  the  purpose  of  the  suggested  change  is. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  think  if  we 
are  going  to  have  a  City  Council  we  ought  to  have 
rules  under  which  it  can  operate.  We  are  now  in 
session  without  any  rules  whatsoever.  First  of 
all,  the  Committee  on  Rules  have  recommended 
that  the  rules  that  were  in  existence  for  the  years 
1942-1943  be  adopted  for  the  years  1944-1945, 
with  the  exception  of  one  change.  If  my  memory 
recalls,  it  is  a  change  in  Rule  13.  Rule  13  has  to 
do  with  the  withdrawal  from  committees  of  cer- 
tain matters  that  are  before  those  committees.  I 
think  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  many 
hardships  were  caused  last  year  by  that  rule,  or 
the  interpretation  of  that  rule,  and  so  that  the  rule 
shall  not  be  ambiguous  and  by  so  doing  shall  be 
clear  to  all  members,  the  Committee  on  Rules  have 
recommended  that  the  change  be  as  follows:  That 
any  matter  referred  to  any  committee  can,  by 
motion,  be  recalled  to  the  floor  of  this  Body  at 
any  time  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting.  In  other  words,  if  there  is  such 
a  great  percentage  of  the  members  of  the  Council 


that  feel  this  matter  is  a  matter  that  should  be 
discussed  by  the  entire  Body,  they  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  recalling  it  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  those 

voting  and  present.  The  other  change  in  the  same 
rule  is  that  in  the  event  that  a  committee  has  held 
that  matter  before  them  for  a  period  of  longer  than 
month,  then  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw  it  from 
the  committee  so  that  it  may  be  acted  upon  by  the 

Body,  The  old  rule  requires  twelve  members  of 
the  Council  to  withdraw  that  from  the  committee. 
As  you  know,  Mr.  Chairman,  it  has  been  very 
difficult  to  get  very  many  members  at  the  meetings, 
particularly  last  year,  because  of  the  fact  the 
many  had  enlisted  in  the  service.  We  may  be 
troubled  by  the  same  situation  this  year.  There 
is  one  young  man,  a  member  of  our  Body,  going 
into  the  service  very  shortly.  They  are  calling 
married  men  now,  and  it  may  not  be  long  before 
many  others  may  be  drafted  into  the  service.  In 
order  that  justice  may  be  done  so  that  problems 
that  concern  the  City  Council  cannot  be  hampered 
by  any  particular  committee.  I  think  it  is  fair  that 
this  rule  be  amended  so  it  would  give  a  majority 
of  the  members  who  are  interested  in  coming  to  the 
City  Council  meetings,  who  are  lure  present  and 
voting,  such  an  opportunity  after  a  period  of  one 
month,  the  matter  having  been  in  the  committee 
for  that  period  of  time,  which  time  should  be 
sufficient  in  any  matter  to  give  them  opportunity 
to  bring  it  back  on  the  floor.  We  have  tried  to 
make  this  a  fair  rule  for  all  concerned,  and  I  think 
it  is  a  fairer  rule  for  those  that  believe  they  arc  in  a 
minority.  But  it  didn't  make  any  difference  to 
me  whether  I  was  in  a  minority  or  a  majority.  I 
thought  it  was  an  unfair  rule  at  any  time,  and  I 
haven't  changed  that  opinion  because  it  maj  be 
believed  I  am  in  majority.  I  still  think,  in  fairness 
to  those  who  think  they  are  in  minority,  the  matter 
should  be  brought  from  a  committee  after  a  period 
of  one  month  by  a  majority  of  those  present  anil 
voting.  I  believe  it  should  then  be  brought  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  want  to  thank  Councilor 
Taylor  for  his  explanation.  I  want  to  be  fair, 
also,  and  speaking  of  majorities  and  minorities,  I 
perhaps  shall  be  in  the  minority  this  year,  as  other 
vears,  but  Rule  13  has  stood  for  some  time,  and  it 
hasn't  been  a  bad  rule  to  work  under.  Now,  as 
far  as  the  first  change  in  the  rule  is  concerned, 
that  of  taking  a  matter  out  of  committee  by  a 
two  thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  very 
often  a  matter  might  go  to  committee  where  the 
committee  might  want  to  vote  a  hearing  on  it. 
It  isn't  always  possible  to  have  a  hearing.  I  have 
seen  it  in  my  years  here  where  the  calling  for  a 
hearing  was  "made,  and  the  committee  felt  there 
wasn't  enough  interest,  and  postponed  action 
until  a  later  date,  and  called  another  hearing.  I 
personally  do  not  like  to  see  a  matter  in  committee 
over  thirty  days,  although  I  will  admit  last  year 
there  were  instances  where  there  were  matters  in 
the  Committee  on  Rules  over  thirty  days.  But 
in  neither  of  those  cases  did  the  matter  happen  to 
be  of  such  consequence  that  any  very  immediate 
action  was  necessary.  But  I  don't  think  it  is  a 
good  idea  to  throw  an  order  to  a  committee  today 
and,  for  some  reason,  want  to  take  it  out  next  week, 
on  a  matter  which  is  perhaps  of  vital  interest  and 
should  necessitate  a  public  hearing.  I  want  to  be 
progressive,  but  haste  makes  waste,  and  sometimes 
we  might  move  in  haste  on  some  matter  left  with 
the  committee,  before  the  committee  has  had 
ample  opportunity  to  sit  down  and  investigate  the 
matter.  ,         _   ,      „    , 

Coun.  HANNON— I  move  that  Rule  8  be

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Chairman  RUSSO — The  Chair  wishes  to  state 
lie  has  been  informed  that  the  numerical  order  of 
our  rules  for  1943  and  those  for  1944  has  been 
changed,  due  to  the  fact  there  was  a  certain  rule 
numbered  1A  which  was  inserted  last  year. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — And  made  an  additional  rule? 

Chairman  RUSSO-  And  made  an  additional  rule. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  move  that  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Rules  should  read,  "Report  of 
the  Acting  Committee  on  Rules."  I  move  this 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules 
when  appointed. 

Coun.  TAYLOR—I  don't  think  this  Body  ought 
to  be  without  rules.  I  think  we  ought  to  adopt 
the  rules  of  1942-1943  right  now.  Then  any 
member  can  make  a  motion  to  amend  and  let  it  go 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules.  But  I  think  this 
Body  should  have  rules  to  begin  with.  We  should 
vote  upon  that  partieulai  question  as  to  whether 
or  not  we  shall  have  the  rules  of  1942-1943,  but 
any  proposed  amendments  can  then  go  to  the 
Rules  Committee.  But  I  think  we  ought  to  have 
our  rides  so  we  can  conduct  our  business. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  Chairman,  I,  too,  agree 
we  should  have  rules,  but  I,  too,  think  the  rules 
should  be  lived  up  to.  We  are  supposed  to  be 
functioning,  supposed  to  be  a  functioning  Body, 
functioning  here  through  committees.  We  have 
been  here  for  a  month,  and  no  committees  have 
been  appointed,  and  we  seem  to  be  doing  pretty 
well,  and  I  don't  know  what  rules  we  are  follow- 
ing. It  is  all  right  to  say  we  can  amend  the  rules 
later  on,  but  there  is  a  tricky  little  rule  later  on 
which  says:  "These  rules  cannot  be  amended  ex- 
cept by  two  thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  vot- 
ing." That  means  you  have  to  have  a  two  thirds 
vote  to  make  any  amendment  once  we  adopt  these 
rules.  There  has  been  no  ruling.  A  temporary 
Committee  on  Rules  was  appointed,  and  it  has 
now  made  its  recommendations.  I  think  we  are 
entitled  to  read  over  the  rules.  The  first  time  I 
saw  them  was  today.  I  had  more  to  do  with  the 
rules  last  year  than  any  member  of  the  Rules 
Committee,  and  the  member  on  my  left  who  so 
graciously  suggests  that  these  rules  be  amended  is 
the  gentleman  who  spent  so  much  time  interpret- 
ing these  rules.  I  think,  in  all  fairness  to  all 
members  of  the  Council,  we  can  avoid  those  differ- 
ences of  opinion  if  we  can  have  a  proper  hearing 
on  those  rules.  The  new  members  here  haven't 
had  a  chance  yet  to  read  these  rules.  I  came  in 
here  as  a  new  member  and  I  was  given  a  book  of 
rules,  and  I  read  them  through,  and  the  first  thing 
I  knew  we  gathered  in  here  and  somebody  made 
the  motion  we  adopt  the  same  rules  as  we  had 
before.  The  rules  were  adopted,  and  throughout 
the  year  we  were  hamstrung  by  rules  that  I  think 
came  down  from  the  time  of  Noah.  I  am  not 
suggesting  offhand  any  number  of  changes.  I 
think  that  is  absurd,  and  most  of  us  are  inclined 
to  believe  if  the  rules  have  been  good  enough  for 
the  last  thirty  or  thirty-five  years,  they  are  prob- 
ably good  enough  for  the  next  five  or  ten  years,  or 
at  least  as  long  as  we  are  going  to  be  here.  But 
in  all  fairness  to  the  new  members  who  have 
come  in  here  but  don't  know  yet  the  rules,  and 
haven't  had  time  to  read  them,  there  is  a  change 
proposed,  and  yet  you  are  given  a  copy  and,  by 
God,  you  have  to  have  good  eyes  to  be  able  to 
read  them,  let  alone  digest  them.  In  addition, 
there  is  a  divergence  in  the  numerical  order  of  the 
rules.  Nobody  knew  about  that  until  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  12  happened  to  notice  it  when  I 
asked  to  have  Rule  8  read.  He  noticed  Rule  8  is 
different  from  the  printed  pamphlet  on  our  desks. 
These  are  rules  that  are  going  to  govern  our  pro- 
cedure for  two  years.  For  some  reason  or  other, 
no  stated  rules  of  parliamentary  procedure  have 
ever  been  adopted  here,  and  in  the  course  of  two 
years  there  are  going  to  be  many,  many  parlia- 
mentary intricacies  that  are  going  to  involve 
members  of  the  Council.  The  only  thing  we  can 
do  in  all  fairness  to  ourselves  is  to  read  the  old 
rules,  compare  them  with  the  proposed  new  rules, 
and  think  out  any  honest  change  we  think  should 
be  in  there.  We  should  have  a  hearing  open  to 
the  members  of  the  ('mined,  ;i  r  i .  1  I  believe  the 
proper  committee  to  carry  this  on  is  the  Rules 
Committee,  the  Committee  on  Rules.  We  had  a 
Committee  on  Rules  last  year,  and  I  thought  it 
was  a  very'fine  committee.  However,  this  year, 
when  it  was  decided  to  adopt  rules,  I  here  was  a 
new  committee  suddenly  appointed,  not  a  per- 
manent committee,  something  transitory,  an  Act- 
ing Committee  on  Rules.  That  acting  committee 
made  certain  recommendations.  Now,  we  are  not 
going  to  take  the  recommendation,  I  hope,  of  an 


acting  committee,  and  then  later  on  ask  that  these 
rules  be  substantiated  and  approved  by  the  per- 
manent committee.  Why  not  let  the  one  com- 
mittee recommend  the  rules,  and  'lie  same  com- 
mittee stand  behind  them? 

Coun.  CAREY — There  is  a  great  deal  in  what 
Councilor  Hannon  says,  Mr.  Chairman.  The 
rules  of  the  Council  positively  do  govern  the  actions 
of  the  Council.  There  are  new  members  here  who 
might  not  want  to  see  a  matter  taken  out  of  a 
committee  on  short  notice,  or  in  a  week's  or  two 
weeks'  time.  There  might  be  some  matter  go  into 
a  committee  that  some  of  the  new  members  are 
vitally  interested  in.  It  might  possibly  affect 
their  own  district.  I  don't  think  these  new  men 
have  had  enough  time  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  rules.  I  am  somewhat  familiar  with  them. 
I  have  been  here  six  years,  but  I  still  don't  feel 
that  because  a  matter  goes  into  a  committee,  that 
committee  should  be  forced  to  hasty  action.  Any 
number  of  circumstances  might  govern  that  par- 
ticular matter  and  make  it  more  important  that 
the  committee  spend  more  time  before  it  brings 
back  its  report.  I  think  it  is  altogether  too  early 
to  change  these  rules,  because  any  change  would 
be  of  a  permanent,  nature,  until  they  were  some 
time  later  on  amended.  But.  the  new  members 
have  not  been  here  long  enough  to  study  these 
rules  and  understand  them.  You  have  to  see 
actual  application,  see  it  made,  of  some  of  these 
rules  before  you  understand  definitely  what  they 
mean.  Furthermore,  while  the  Committee  on 
Rules  might  have  met  on  these  amendments  to 
Rule  13,  the  Council  as  a  body  has  not  sat  down 
and  gone  into  the  suggested  change.  I  certainly 
hope,  therefore,  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor)  will  withdraw  his  motion,  or  that 
the  Council  will  vote  to  leave  the  matter  on  the 
table  until  the  councilors  have  had  a  chance  to 
study  them  and  see  what  these  changes  are  all 
about. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  would  like  to  clarify  my 
position  in  the  matter.  We  had  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules — and  incidentally  I  would 
like  to  rectify  what  I  think  is  a  mistake  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon).  As  I 
understood,  it  was  a  permanent  committee  and  not 
an  Acting  Committee  on  Rules.  Furthermore,  as 
far  as  my  position  is  concerned,  I  am  satisfied  to 
have  no  amendments.  I  was  in  the  minority  last 
year,  and  I  thought  it  was  a  mean  rule,  in  so  far 
as  matters  going  to  committees  are  concerned. 
It  gave  the  committee  an  opportunity  of  holding 
a  matter  before  them  for  an  extended  period  of 
time,  without  any  chance  of  this  Body  ever  getting 
it  out  of  the  committee.  If  that  is  satisfactory  to 
them,  it  is  certainly  satisfactory  to  me  this  year, 
and  I  am  willing  to  say  here  and  now  that  if  it  is 
a  question  of  that  amendment  I  am  willing  to  with- 
draw as  far  as  that  particular  amendment  is  con- 
cerned. I  wanted  to  do  the  fair  thing  and  get  it 
out  of  committee,  even  though  I  think  the  com- 
mittees might  be  favorable  to  my  position  this 
year.  I  am  willing,  as  chairman  of  the  Rules 
Committee,  to  withdraw,  and  if  the  rest  of  the 
members  are  willing  to  be  polled  on  the  matter, 
do  so.  I  suggest  we  keep  the  rules  as  these  gentle- 
men want  for  1942-1943  and  I  will  vote  for  them 
without  any  amendment  whatsoever. 

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  Chairman,  I  heartily 
agree  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  12.  I  was  ap- 
pointed on,  as  I  understood,  a  permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Rules,  and  there  was  a  notice  sent  out, 
a  meeting  was  held,  and  there  was  some  opposition 
that  came  up  about  the  changing  of  this  rule,  and 
I  did  state:  "Well,  I  think  we  ought  to  carry  the 
same  rule  we  had  last  year."  As  the  councilor 
from  Ward  12  well  stated,  he  was  trying  to  bend 
over  backwards  to  be  fair  with  the  entire  Body. 
Last  year  we  had  two  or  three  occasions  on  that 
particular  Committee  on  Rules  where  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  committee  wanted  certain 
orders  brought  before  the  Body,  and  the  chairman 
of  that  committee  made  up  his  mind  they  were 
not  coming  out.  Here  were  twenty-one  other 
members  that  wanted  to  act  on  it,  and  one  member 
had  the  right  to  hold  that  order  in  committee,  or 
not  hold  a  meeting.  I  was  on  the  committee  last 
year,  and  these  two  or  three  particular  orders  lay 
in  that  committee  for  a  long  time  after  thirty  days 
had  expired,  and  we  went  to  the  chairman  and 
asked  him,  "Will  you  kindly  report  this  one  way 
or  another,  and  let  the  members  vote  on  it?  If 
they  want  to  favor  it  or  kill  it,  that  is  the  right 
they  have  got."  Why  should  we  deprive  them  of 
that  right?  But  a  majority  of  the  Council  wanted 
certain  matters  removed  from  the  Committee  on 
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Rules,   and    the  chairman   of   the  Committee  on 
Rules  refused  to  send  them  back.    < >i 
am  referring  to  is  selection  of  the  Citj 
and  the  Kelly  order  on  lotteries  in  Ms 
rhose  lay  in  the  Committee  on  Rules  for  two  01 
three  months  or  more.

make  two  separate  and  distinct  references  to  the 
chairman  who  wouldn't  call  meetings  and  who 
wouldn't  make  reports.  Some  time  last  December 
I  received  notice  in  the  mail  from  the  Clerk  of 
Committees  thai  a  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee would  he  held  at  two  o'clock  the  folio 
Friday  afternoon.  Getting  into  the  elevatoi 
half-past  one,  I  met  the  councilor  from  Ward  8 
(Coun.    Hurley)   and   he  said   the  hearing  had  been 

canceled,  and  up  to  this  daj  it  has  never  been 
held,  to  my  knowledge, —  or  if  it  has  been,  it  has 
been  without  notification  to  me,  and  I  was  a  duly 
accredited  member  of  the  committee.  Two 
ago  next  April  we  had  a  hearing  at  the  hospital  on 
the  death  of  young  Wayne  Simmons,  in  Charles- 
town,  and  the  following  Monday  I  had  to  get.  up 
here  and  ask  why  the  Chair  didn't  submit  a  report. 
of  the  facts  adduced  at  the  hearing,  and  those  of 
you  who  were  in  the  Council  then  will  recall  that 
I  had  to  make  reference  to  Councilor  John  Wickes 
to  bear  me  out  on  some  things  said  at  the  meeting. 
But  those  are  only  two  isolated  instances  thai 
come  to  mind.  However,  without  attempting  to 
piok  a  quarrel  with  anybody,  is  there  any  member 
of  this  Body  that  wants  to  say,  truly  and  honestly, 
thai  the  Council  in  its  committee  work  has  func- 
tioned properly?  I  have  gone  into  the  room 
where  committees  are  properly  held,  where  there 
were  two  out  of  a  committee  of  five,  of  which 
three  constitute  a  quorum,  and  I  have  actually 
seen  them  bring  in  a  report  here  and  validate  their 
own  actions  by  claiming  that  the  third  member, 
who  got  tired  of  waiting  for  more  to  show  up,  was 
"with  us,  anyway,  so  there  is  the  report.''  The 
i  of  three  men,  one  of  whom  didn't  hear  a 
word  that  was  said.  Then,  of  course,  as  you 
know,  because  of  the  absence  of  six  men  in  the 
armed  services,  the  committees  were  broadened  in 
number.  Some  that  functioned  normally  with 
five,  if  at  all,  had  three  or  four  added  to  them. 
So,  necessarily,  by  action  of  the  President,  three 
no  longer  constitute  a  quorum,  but  five  to  seven, 
—  five,  at  least.  How  often  have  the  very  same 
men,  fighting  for  or  against  the  adoption  of  thi  ■ 
recommended  rules,  complained  bitterly  that  you 
couldn't  find  a  quorum,  and  why  is  it  one  matter 
up  here  is  treated  differently  than  anotl 
There  is  stuff  that  went  into  the  Rules  Committee, 
and  I  am  not  critical  of  the  President  or  members 
of  the  committee,  in  the  last  term,  that  has  yet  to 
be  reported  because  we  were  told  they  were  not 
of  interest  to  Boston.  I  would  like  to  know  if  the 
Boston  people  were  absolved  from  paying  enor- 
mously high  taxes  that  came  of  the  condition  I 
spoke  of  in  the  Navy  Yard.  But  my  resolution 
was  pigeonholed  in  the  committee,  and  not  by  the 
action  of  one  man,  either.  Those  are  cases  in 
point.  Upon  my  soul,  I  am  sincere  when  I  tell 
you,  let  us  go  along  without,  them.  Let  us  adopt 
some  gentlemanly,  grown-up  conduct  here  for  a 
change.  Let  us  respect  the  will  of  the  people  in 
every  ward  in  Boston,  the  people  who  selected 
the  characters  we  are  so  ready  to  condemn  and 
vilify  because  they  don't  see  eye  to  eye  with  us. 
If  we  pursue  a  course  of  conduct  modeled  after 
the  Golden  Rule  we  will  be  better  off,  and  for 
1944-1945  let  us  speak  good  of  each  other  for  a 
change,  and  we  don't  need  a  rule  in  the  book  to 
tell  us  how  to  do  that.  If  any  one  of  us  died 
tomorrow  the  expressions  of  sympathy  that  would

It    ten't 

in  the  record.  And  1  hope  no  councilor  will  get 
up  and  make  the  Btatemenl  thai  the  only  decent 
Legislators  come  from  the  Back  Bay.

i  iolden  Mule  is  practiced  not  only  b.\    the  rest  of  us, 

but  by  the  gentleman  who  made  the  Last  speech, 
because  when  Lt   comes  to  speaking  well  of  each 

other  there  is  one  particular  gentleman  that  has 
failed  to  live  up  to  his  own  rule.  Now,  I  wish  to 
make  a  motion  that  the  amendment,  as  suggested 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules,  lie  defeated,  and 
that  the  rules  for  1 0  4 2  I'll",  be  accepted  by  this 
Council. 

Coun.  HANI.EY — Mr.  President,  I  happened 
to  be  appointed  on  the  Rules  Committei  l>\  the 
President,  John  Kerrigan,  and  I  received  due 
noi  ice  from  the  Clerk  of  Committees.  On  January 
7  I  find   he  appointed   the  committee.       lie  didn't 

slate  whether  it  was  temporary  or  permanent,  and 

I  gathered  that  I  was  on  the  permanent  con  i  ni  1 1  tee 
I  was  in  favor  of  t  he  rule  brought  up  by  <  Councilor 
Taylor  in  the  Rules  Committee,  and  brought  on 
the  floor  of  this  Council  tola  .  for  adoption,  but  I 
thought  that  men  would  enter  into  gibes  at 
one  another  on  the  changing  or  amending  of  anj 
rule.  As  Councilor  Hannon  well  said,  these  rules 
evidently  have  been  in  effect  since  the  time  oi 
Noah,  and  will  be  until  the  consummation  of  the 
world.  I  have  known  Councilor  William  Carey, 
of  Roxbury,  for  a  number  of  years,  and  I  I 
known  him  as  a  gentleman,  a  man  of  intelligence, 
and  one  who  is  capable  of  taking  the  floor  at  an\ 
time  and  speaking  on  a  controversial  subject, 
regardless  of  any  group  or  any  individual.  For 
the  past  two  years  he  lias  held  a  position  in  this 
Council  as  the  chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee. 
That  had  been  known  as  the  "graveyard  com 
mittee,"  but  through  Hill  Carej  it  has  been  made 
a  "resurrection  committee."  lie  has  been  given 
some  of  tin  mtroversial  measures  not  onlj 

brought  into  the  City  Council  but  in  any  legislative 

liu-l'  of  our  country,  and  he  has  always  brought 
them   fiaclc.        In  due  regard    to   Bill  Carey,    he    needs 

no  defending,  and  I  don't  believe  he  should  be  tin- 
target  at  any   time   for   utilizing   his   position   as 

chairman  of  t  he  Rules  ( lommil  tee  as  a  di aeering 

factor.  From  m\  acquaintance  with  him  in 
private  and  public-  life,  I  know  he  has  never  been 
afraid  to  leave  his  seat  and  speak  on  controversial 
subjects,  and  that  shows  the  quality  of  the  man,  a 
man  that  is  capable  and  able  to  distinguish  bet  ween 
principles  and  men.  Men  mean  nothing,  but 
principles  do.  and  Bill  Carey,  from  my  acquaintance 
with  him,  will  some  day  attain  a  great  political 
office,  because  he  has  always  distinguished  and 
differentiate, I  between  a  principle  and  a  num.  On 
the  two  subjects  referred  to  by  the  councilor  from 
Ward  8,  1  believed  I  was  in  full  accord  with  him 
when  they  were  brought  out  here  on  the  floor  of 
the  Council  for  a  vote.  I  am  always  in  favor  of 
functioning  committees.  I  am  not  in  favor  of  anj 
domineering  rule  that  perverts.     Right  therein  the 
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'  "  lM,w' ,' ■'"'"'••':'-  I  was  in  full  accord  with  Coun- 
cUm  Taylor  of  Ward  12  on  bis  amended  rule,  and 
I  am  still  ,n  favor  of  ,t,  h„!  I  don't  believe  we  should 

set  up  anybody  as  a  target  for— target,  I  won't 
use  the  wonts  calumny  of  lies"— but  I  don't 
believe  we  should  enter  into  personalities  when  we 
are  talking  on  any  rule. 

.    Coun.  CAREY—I  don't  know,  Mr.  Chairman 
just  why  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Hurley) 
saw  tit  to  berate  me.    I  was  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  for  two  years.     I  am  in  ibis  Hall 
every  day  of  the  week,  and  have  always  bold  ,„,  self 
available  for  any   committee  meeting  that   might 
be   necessary,   whether   Rules   or  any   other  com- 
mittee.   Regarding  the  matter  of  the' City  Messen- 
ger s  election  a  year  ago,  I  think  if  the  councilor 
wants  to  be  frank,  he  knows  that  it  was  the  desire— 
I  think  I  should  go  so  far  as  to  say— of  most  of 
the  members  of  this  Body  that  that  matter  stay 
in  the  graveyard,  as  it  did  the  previous  year   when 
there  was  no  man  elected  to  fill  the  job  that  was 
held  I by  the  late  Assistant  City  Messenger,  William 
J.   Walsh.      I   don't   recall   in   that   particular  in- 
stance that  there  was  any  very  particular  effort 
on  my  part  to  keep  the  matter  in  committee,  al- 
though  I   didn  t   vote   for   the   man   elected   City 
Messenger.      Relative   to   the   order   of   Councilor 
Kelly.  I  held  a  committee  meeting  on  that  order 
There  were  three  of  us  there  that  day,— Councilor 
Kelly,  Councilor  Hurley  and  myself.     I  admit  that 
'  ouncilors  Kelly  and  Hurley  voted  to  report  that 
matter, '  Ought  to  pass."     I  spoke  to  others  of  the 
committee  and,  as  I  recall,  it  was  at  the  request  of 
Councilor  Kelly  that  I  polled  the  rest  of  the  com- 
mittee.    One  was  against  it,  and  the  fifth  member 
of  the  committee  was  not  willing  to  make  known 
his  intentions.     Eventually  three  members  of  the 
committee  voted  the  matter  ought  to  be  returned, 
"Ought  to  pass,"  and  I  returned  the  report  of  the 
committee  in  that  fashion.    I  have  tried  to  be  fair 
during  my  six-odd  years  here,  with  every  member 
of  this  Council.    I  think  it  is  too  bad  that  we  have 
to  feel  we  are  either  in  a  minority  or  a  majority 
There   is   no   doubt   about   it,   if   the   twenty-two 
members  of  this  Council  come  in  here  week  after 
week  and  set  aside  all  personalities  and  all  resolve 
to  go  along  without  any  personal  feelings,  we  would 
have  a  better  Council  here.     Why  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Hurley)  should  take  the  floor 
and   insist    I    was   unfair  on  both  those  matters,  I 
don't   know.     Personally   I  have  nothing  against 
the  gentleman.    I  have  been  associated  with  him— 
this  is  my  fifth  year — and  until  very  recently  we 
have  been  able  to  pass  the  time  of  day.     I  have 
always  got  along  with  him,  I  have  thought,     And 
what  it  will  avail  him  to  get  up  and  find  fault  with 
the   way    I   conducted   the   Rules   Committee  last 
year,  I  don't  know.     I  feel  that  most  members  of 
the  Council  will  agree,  too,  that  I  have  never  been 
afraid,  as  Councilor  Hanley  said,  to  take  to  my 
feet  here  and  express  my  views  on  most  matters 
that  come  before  the  Council.     I  don't  know  why 
any    member  should  make  it  appear  part  of  the 
record  that  I  was  unfair  and  tried  to  assume  the 
role  of  dictator  in  keeping  matters  in  committee. 
I  can't  understand  the  remarks  of  Councilor  Kin- 
sella.     There  are  controversial  matters  brought  in 
here,  and  those  have  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  that  has  been  used  as  a  graveyard, 
and   any  matter  I   failed   to  report  back  here  as 
chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee  was  of  such  a 
nature  that  members  of  the  Body  felt  they  didn't 
wish  to  be  recorded,  inasmuch  as  it  had  nothing 
to  do  with  city  business. 

Chairman  RUSSO — The  Chair  wishes  to  say  I 
shall  ask  every  councilor  to  get  away  from  per- 
sonalities. I  have  tolerated  them  up  to  this 
moment,  but  I  will  not  tolerate  them  any  longer. 
I  don't  want  to  let  any  councilor  feel  that  there  is 
a  minority  or  a  majority.  I  believe  we  are  all 
equal.  There  are  times  perhaps,  as  far  as  our 
opinion  is  concerned,  that  we  may  be  in  minority 
or  majority,  but  outside  of  that  we  arc  all  equal 
and  we  all  feel  we  are  all  councilors  elected  by 
our  people  to  come  in  here  and  act  in  the  manner 
that  we  arc  supposed  to  act. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Mr.  President,  I  was  rather 
reluctant  about  speaking  any  more.  I  was  sent 
down  here  by  the  people  of  my  district  for  the  past 
four  years,  with  two  years  more  to  come  down  and 
voice  their  opinions  in  the  Council.  I  think  I  have 
a  right  to  stand  on  my  feet  here  and  ask  for  just 
what  I  asked  for  this  afternoon.  There  is  no  one 
indulging  in  personalities.  Their  were  no  names 
mentioned  here  this  afternoon  by  me.  I  am  no 
orator,  and  I  don't  come  down  here  Monday  after- 
noons and  claim  I  am.  I  didn't  study  at  the  Staley 
College  of  Oratory,  neither  am  I  a  Latin  student, 


and  I  am  not.  here  to  listen  to  definitions  of  Latin 
words      l  am   here  taking  care  of  people  in   that 
district,  and   I   think   I  do  :.   pretty  good  job,  and 
hey  think  so      But  when  I  made  the  .statement  of 
the  chairman  holding  things  i„  committee  against 
the  wishes  of  twenty-one  other  men,  that  still  goes 
and  1  am  not  going  to  sit.  quietly  in  my  chaii  Eere 
1  am  going  to  get  up  and  say  it  is  not  right       li 
wasn  t  right   to   hold   those  things   in   committee 
not  alone  against  the  wishes  of  the  committee    but 
against  the  wishes  of  the  other  twenty-one  men 
I  am  not  going  to  be  bulldozed  in   here      These 
orators  come  in  and  take  a  slam  at  me  and  think 
I  will  walk  downstairs  and  quit  or  resign      I  don't 
intend  to  do  that.    I  am  going  to  lie  here  two  years 
taking  care  of  the  people  of  my  district.     That  is 
what  they  sent  me  down   here  for,   not   to   be   a 
stooge  '   sitting   in   a   chair,    but   to    voice   their 
opinions  the  way  they  want  me  to  do.     And  I  still 
insist  that  the  chairman  of  that  committee  held 
things   in   committee   that   should    have   been    re- 
ported back  on  the  floor.      On  the  particular  matter 
of  the  lottery  pool  introduced  by  Councilor  Kellv 
there  was  a  meeting  held  and  every  one  was  given 
notice  of  it,  and  there  were  three  members  that 
voted  that  day,  and  the  majority  of  the  committee 
voted  that  the  order  ought  to  pass,  and  the  order 
was    not    reported    back.      Councilor    Kelly    was 
around  here  every  day  trying  to  get  it  back  on  the 
floor.     Let  them  kick  it  out  the  window  or  pass  it 
but  let  the  Body  act  on  it.     It  was  the  same  way 
with  the  appointment  of  the  City  Messenger      I 
was  on  the  committee,  and   the  Council  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  knows  what 
happened,   that  I  had  gone  to  him  on  numerous 
occasions  and  asked  him  to  hold  a  meeting,  and  he 
promised  me  he  would  hold  a  meeting,  and  I  would 
go  to  him  again  and  he  would  say,  "  Well,  I  will 
see   how   the  other   members   feel   on   it."      All    I 
asked  was  that  the  meeting  be  held,   letting  the 
committee  vote  "Ought  to  pass"  or  not,  and  let 
it  come  back   on   the   floor,   and   the   twenty-two 
members  of  the  City  Council  would  exercise  their 
right  and  privilege  in  voting,  whether  "Ought  to 
pass"  or  "Ought  not  to  pass,"  and  if  I  have  com- 
mitted a  sin  by  stating  the  truth,  I  am  very  sorry 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  never  thought  that  I  would 
ever  engage  in  verbal  combat  with  the  distin- 
guished councilor  from  Ward  8.  As  a  matter 
of  record,  he  didn't  have  the  courage  to  name  me 
You  can  sit  down,  Mr.  Chairman,  because  this 
is  going  to  be  lengthy. 

Chairman    RUSSO — I    hope    the   councilor   will 

confine  himself 

Coun.     HANLEY — I     will     confine    myself    to 
remarks    made    by    the    distinguished     councilor 
from  Ward  8,  and   I  don't  intend  to  be  silenced 
and  I  recognize  full  well  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"personalities."     For  the  benefit  of  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8,  I  am  not  a  student  at  Staley  College. 
I  am  not  an  orator.     That  is  a  matter  of  opinion! 
I   am   not  a   learned  scholar  or  a   historian   or  a 
theologian.     As  far  as  Latin  is  concerned,  it  is  a 
dead  language.     There  are  members  in  this  Body 
today   who   know   more   about    Latin   and    Greek 
than   I   will  ever   know.     There  are  men   writing 
over  there  in  the  press  that  can  translate  words 
that  I  know  not  the  meaning  of.     I  took  care  of 
my  constituents  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  I 
was  re-elected  to  my  second  term,  with  competi- 
tion.    I    never    bought    off,    or    intimidated,    or 
coerced    my    opponent,     I    didn't    go    after    my 
opponent.     I  went  after  the  Mayor  of  Boston,— 
not  on  his  private  life,  but  on  his  public  record. 
And  I  am  in  here  for  two  years  more,  Mr.  Coun- 
cilor,   God   willing,    provided   some   one   does   not 
circumvent  this  chamber  and   take   me  away  on 
twenty-fours'   notice.     But   I  don't  intend,   coun- 
cilor, to  sit  idly  by  and  allow  you,  by  inference  or 
innuendo,   to  castigate  me.     The  way  you   carry 
on   in   executive  session  or  in   any  other   body  is 
in   the  manner  of   a   buffoon.      At    least,    I    try   to 
uphold  the  dignity  of  my  position,  ami  my  private 
life  and  my  public  life  are  open  to  scrutinization 
at   any    time.      My    hands    are    clean.      As    far    as 
physical  combat  is  concerned,    I   would   never  be 
guilty   of   murder.     As    far   as    verbal   onslaughts 
are  concerned,   I  will  take  you  any  time  in  your 
own  ward,  and   I  don't  need  a  junk  dealer  to  run 
against    me.     Very    cleverly,     by    inference    and 
innuendo,    for    the    benefit    of    others    he    tried    to 
state  that  I  was  an  orator.     If  I  have  a  voice,  it  is 
what  God  gave  me.      If  I  am  able  to  express  my 
thoughts    that  is  because    my    father  gave  me  an 
education.      And    I    was   brought  up   in   your  own 
district,   councilor,    Boston   College   High.     But   I 
will  never  sit  idly  by  and  allow  any  member  of 
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the  City  Council  to  hurt  me,  verbally  or  otherwise. 
If  it  cornea  to  physical  combat,  it  is  either  lie  or  I, 
in  the  hospital  that  he  is  the  chairman  of.     Now, 

the  councilor  from  Ward  8  and  you,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, in  May  of  last  year  introduced  a  resolution 
aaking  that  five  segments  of  historic  Boston 
Common  be  dedicated  to  our  war  dead,  and  our 
pictures  were  placed  in  the  paper,  and  our  efforts 
were  expressed  in  print,  for  suggesting  what  we 
thought  was  a  laudable  idea.  But  when  it  came 
up,  for  principle  and  not  men,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  S  would  not  attach  his  name  to  that  order, 
and  I  had  the  honor,  Mr.  Chairman,  of  going 
along  with  you.      I   refer  specifically   to  Councilor 

i  h  Russo.  The  councilor  from  Ward  8  would 
not  attach  his  name  to  that  order  because  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  didn't  see  eye  to  eye  with  the 
war  memorial  scheme.  It  takes  courage,  Mr. 
Chairman,  to  stand  up  and  speak,  but  it  takes 
more  courage  to  keep  still  when  a  principle  is  in 
the  balance.  Now,  the  councilor  from  Ward  8, 
if  he  cares  to  engage  in  verbal  or  written  debate 
on  any  subject  will  always  find  me  welcoming 
it  —  on  any  subject,  business,  night  clubs,  tea 
or  coffee  industry,  parliamentary  procedure,  or 
juvenile  delinquency  and  the  embryo  of  juvenile 
delinquency.  The  councilor  can  answer  if  he 
cares  to. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  Chairman.  I  think  this 
matter  has  been  debated  pro  and  con  by  everybody 
in  the  chamber  who  wishes  to  get  into  the  debate. 
It  certainly  has  been  debated  enough  for  me  to 
make  me  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  members 
here  are  not  yet  ready  to  approve  or  disapprove 
the  rules.  I  think  in  all  fairness  to  everybody. 
Mr.  Chairman,  we  should  let  this  matter  go  over 
until  next  week  so  that  we  might  be  able  to  make 
these   suggested   changes.     As   one   member   here 

-aid,  a  rule  that  is  constantly  violated  forbids 
smoking  by  members.  Now,  we  might  as  well 
abolish  rules  like  that.  There  are  other  rules  in 
there  that  might  well  be  stricken  out,  and  if  that 
be  so,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  feel  that  the  majority  of 
the  members  feel  as  I  do.  We  have  covered  this 
thoroughly  in  debate,  and  I  think  the  fair  thing 
to  do,  and  I  now  do  it,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  to  move 
that  we  adjourn. 

Coun.  Hannon's  motion  to  adjourn  was  declared 
lost. 


Coun.  HANNON     I  doubt  the  vote.

INCREASED     PAYMENT    TO    HONORABLY 
DISCHARGED    VETERANS. 

Coun.  FISH,  COFFEY  and  HANLEY  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  Living  costs  are  at  such  a  high  level; 
and 

Whereas,  Countless  numbers  of  honorably 
medical  discharged  veterans  are  being  denied  the 
opportunity  to  work;  and 

Whereas.  Countless  other  honorably  discharged 
veterans  will  be  unable  to  accept  gainful  employ- 
ment for  an  indefinite  period  of  time;  and 

Whereas.  Practically  all  discharged  veterans 
and  their  families  have  suffered  a  financial  loss 
while  a  member  of  the  armed  forces;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  feel  that 
it  is  a  solemn  Federal  obligation  to  make  adequate 
provisions  to  carry  them  through  the  readjustment 
period;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  do  not  feel 
that  they  should  be  forced  to  seek  and  accept 
local  relief;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  favor  and  request  immediate 
action  by  our  National  Congress  which  will 
increase  the  present  maximum  discharge  pay  of 
veterans  from  $300  to  at  least  $700,  as  sponsored 
by  the  Hearst  newspapers. 

The  resolution  was  passed.

BUDGET   FOR    1944. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  7,  1944. 
Honorable  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Gentlemen, —  Section  3  of  the  City  Charter  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  as  most  recently  amended  by 
chapter  604  of  the  Acts  of  1941,  provides  that  all 


appropriations,  other  than  for  school  purposes, 
to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any  source  other 
than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the  Mayor,  who, 
not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  February  of 
each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  City  Council  the 
annual  budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city 
and  county  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  Accord- 
ingly I  herewith  recommend  to  your  Honorable 
Body  the  maintenance  appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1944,  and  ending 
December  31,  1944,  for  the  city  and  county  de- 
partments. There  is  submitted,  in  addition,  my 
allowances  for  the  revenue  departments  of  the 
city  which  are  self-sustaining,  and  are  not  pro- 
vided for  from  tax  collections  but  from  fees  charged 
for  their  services. 

Obviously,  the  budget  recommendations  for 
1944  must  reflect  a  continuance  of  wartime  con- 
ditions. Expressed  in  budgetary  terms,  it  means 
increased  cost  of  getting  those  services  performed 
which  are  vitally  necessary  to  the  public  health 
and    welfare. 

The  major  portion  of  the  increase  in  the  appro- 
priations for  personal  services  as  compared  with 
the  expenditures  or  appropriations  for  1943  is 
attributable  to  several  factors. 

Higher  salary  levels  in  order  to  avoid  impair- 
ment of  our  professional  and  technical  staffs, 
particularly  in  relation  to  our  hospitals  and  in- 
stitutions, have  become  mandatory.  A  sub- 
stantial addition  must  be  provided  in  the  Election 
Department  for  Presidential  Primary,  State 
Primary,  and  also  Election.  Increased  inspection 
requirements  made  necessary  by  the  new  building 
laws  have  required  increased  technical  personnel 
in  the  Building  Department.  A  change  in  bud- 
getary classification  of  the  costs  of  dental  service 
in  the  Health  Department  has  resulted  in  these 
amounts  being  included  in  the  Personal  Service 
group,  instead  of  the  Contractual  Service  group. 

The  largest  single  increase  in  the  group  for  Con- 
tractual Services  is  attributable  to  the  increased 
costs  of  the  contracts  for  ash  and  garbage  removal 
and  disposal.  Approval  by  the  War  Labor  Board 
of  increases  of  20  cents  an  hour  in  pay  for  em- 
ployees of  private  contractors  engaged  in  this 
work  has  resulted  in  increased  contract  prices. 
Long-deferred  maintenance  and  repair  work  in 
our  plant  and  equipment,  aggravated  by  inability 
to  make  replacements,  account  for  the  remainder. 

Wartime  priorities  have  made  the  acquisition  of 
new  equipment  unpredictable,  with  a  corre- 
sponding reduction  in  allowances  in  the  C  Group. 

Prices,  in  general,  having  been  more  or  less 
stabilized,  there  is  relatively  slight  change  in  the 
group  requirements  for  Groups  D  and  E,  Supplies 
and  Materials,  respectively. 

Group  F  includes  pensions,  workmen's  compen- 
sation and  various  types  of  public  welfare,  soldiers' 
relief,  and  old  age  assistance.  A  substantial 
decrease  in  the  dependent  aid  category  of  relief  is 
practically  offset  by  the  overlay  requirements  of 
more  liberal  provision  for  our  old  age  assistance 
needs  inaugurated  during  the  past  year.  Ample 
provision  has  been  made  for  anticipated  needs  in 
each  item. 

Comparable  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
continuance  of  the  emergency  compensation  allot- 
ment, and  for  snow  removal. 

To  the  customary  Special  Appropriation  items 
have  been  added  a  substantial  appropriation  for 
securing  and  removing  of  unsafe  buildings,  funds 
for  a  survey  of  the  school  system  by  the  Finance 
Commission  (passed  by  the  City  Council  Janu- 
ary 24,  1944),  and  also  a  special  appropriation  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Reception  and  Information 
Centre  for  Boston  War  Veterans  (passed  by  the 
City  Council  January  24,  1944). 

Amended  charter  provisions  limit  departmental 
work  programs  until  passage  of  the  budget.  _  War- 
time conditions  make  it  desirable  that  this  pro- 
cedure be  expedited.  In  order,  therefore,  to 
afford  the  maximum  opportunity  for  unrestricted 
departmental  functioning,  permit  me  to  urge 
prompt  consideration  of,  and  action  upon,  this 
budget.

of  chapter  59,  section  57,  of  the  Ceneral  Laws,  as 
amended,  until  paid,  except  the  taxes  assessed  upon 
hares  of  national  banks,  which  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  first 
day  of  October,  1944,  until  paid,  and  that  all 
interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall 
he  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes.

Coun.  FEENEY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani- 
mous consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  KERRIGAN — If  there  are  no  objec- 
tions, the  gentleman  may  proceed. 

(There  were  no  objections.) 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  the  budget 
for  city  and  county  departments  just  submitted 
to  this  Body  represents  a  proposed  increase  of 
$143,000  over  that  of  last  year.  In  a  period  when 
thousands  of  families  are  staggering  under  the 
burden  of  Federal  taxation,  we  are  asked  to  permit 
the  city  government  to  continue  its  extravagant 
conduct  of  municipal  affairs.  The  average  small 
home  owner  has  not  benefited  by  wartime  pros- 
perity. The  departure  of  thousands  of  our  young 
men  for  service  in  the  armed  forces  has  meant 
reduced  income  for  a  great  many  families.  And 
with  hundreds  of  families  in  difficult  circumstances 
as  a  result  of  these  unusual  conditions,  thoughtful 
citizens  have  felt  for  some  time  that  the  City  of 
Boston  should  adopt  a  policy  of  strict  economy, 
confining  itself  to  only  necessary  and  justifiable 
expenditures.  Today's  message  clearly  indicates 
that  a  policy  of  economy  is  not  to  be  adopted  in 
1944  unless  we  of  the  City  Council  reduce  this 
budget  and  compel  such  action.  In  1943  Boston 
had  a  tax  rate  of  $41 — the  highest  in  history.  In 
1943,  with  reduced  welfare  costs,  with  the  Boston 
Elevated  deficit  eliminated,  and  with  numerous 
other  factors  tending  to  make  economical  admin- 
istration of  the  city  government  possible,  there  was 
no  reduction  in  the  tax  rate.  During  this  period, 
however,  more  than  two  thirds  of  the  cities  of 
Massachusetts  found  ways  to  reduce  local  taxes. 
I  anticipate  that  the  modest  wartime  wage  increases 
given  city  employees  will  be  cited  as  one  of  the 
reasons  for  continued  high  cost  in  the  operations 
of  the  various  divisions  in  the  city  government. 
If  this  alibi  is  offered  it  will  be  entirely  without 
foundation  in  fact.  Actually  the  present  incomes 
of  hundreds  of  city  employees  are  little  better  than 
starvation  wages.  It  is  not  the  underpaid  city 
workers  whose  modest  salaries  have  swelled  this 
budget,  but  rather  the  careless  and  indifferent 
spendthrifts  who  hold  the  reins  of  office.  Certain 
responsible  officials  have  forgotten  the  plight  of  the 
home  owner,  the  rent  payer,  and  the  taxpayer 
operating  on  restricted  income,  while  they  continue 
to  spend  the  people's  money  recklessly  and  without 
thought  of  the  future.  We  are  told  in  this  message 
that  this  budget  "reflects  wartime  conditions." 
Are  wartime  conditions  reflected  in  the  recent 
expenditure  by  the  city  government  of  $980  for  a 
dinner  at  a  Back  Bay  hotel  in  honor  of  a  visiting 
Hollywood  movie  actor?  This  $980  represents  the 
equivalent  of  annual  taxes  on  four  average  Boston 
homes.  This  money  was  taken  from  four  Boston 
families  and  squandered  recklessly  during  a  period 
of  "wartime  conditions" — a  glaring  example  of 
municipal  extravagance  as  it  now  exists.  The  City 
Council  members  are  the  only  officials  to  whom  the 
tax-burdened  people  of  Boston  can  look  for  munic- 
ipal economy — and,  it  is  our  duty  to  make  economy 
mandatory  in  1944  by  striking  all  luxury  items 
from  this  budget. 

The  message  of  the  Mayor  and  the  orders  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  when 
appointed.

OPINION     OF     ATTORNEY-GENERAL     RE 
WHITE   FUND    POWERS. 

'flic  following  was  received: 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Department  of  the  Attorney-General.

The  City  Council  of  Boston. 

Gentlemen, — The  City  Clerk  lias  transmitted 
to  me  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
January  24,  which  is  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Attorney-General  be 
requested  to  render  a  ruling  as  to  whether  the 
trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  have  the 
authority  to  construct  a  war  memorial." 

And  also: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Attorney-General  be 
requested  to  render  a  decision  as  to  the  authority 
of  the  trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund 
to  construct  a  Veterans'  Hospital  in  Boston." 


I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  comply  with  these 
requests  which,  under  the  circumstances,  arc  not 
within  the  province  of  the  Department  of  the 
Attorney-General. 

Article  Fourteenth  of  the  will  establishing  the 
White  Fund  provides: 

"The  business  of  the  Fund  shall  be  transacted 
through  the  regular  departments  of  the  city, 
viz.:  the  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Corporation  Counsel,

Dear  Sir, — This  acknowledges  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  January  25  accompanied  by  copy 
of  an  order  adopted  in  the  City  Council  at  its 
meeting  of  January  24  and  referring  to  the  subject 
of  licenses  for  persons  and  firms  engaged  in  the 
business   of   repairing   oil   burners. 

This  subject  is  directly  involved  with  a  question 
which  has  been  under  consideration  by  this  divi- 
sion during  recent  weeks  and  attributable  to  the 
large  number  of  fires  which  have  occurred  due  to 
defective  installation  or  maintenance  of  oil  burners, 
especially  those  used  in  kitchen  ranges.  We  shall 
hope  to  continue  this  investigation  to  arrive  at  a 
prompt  and  satisfactory  conclusion  which  will 
have  an  effective  result  in  reducing  this  common 
hazard.  »  .    . 

It  is,  however,  the  immediate  opinion  of  this 
division  that  for  the  Commonwealth  to  require 
licenses  for  either  individuals  or  firms  engaged 
in  such  work  it  would  necessitate  further  legislative 
action.  Chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter- 
centenary Ed.),  under  which  this  division  operates, 
contains  no  provision  for  such  authority.  I 
presume,  however,  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
regulate  this  matter  by  local  ordinance,  should 
the  Council  so  desire.

DWYEB  Mr.  President,  I  move  thai 
No  4  on  the  calender  be  referred  to  a  committee, 
at  your  discretion.  I  make  that  motion  solely  for 
tliis.  reason,  that,  in  the  matter  of  this  appoint- 
in.  -iit  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Mrs.  Eva  Whiting 
White  to  be  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  it  is  not  my  pleasure  to  know  the  lady.

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
rise  to  a  point  of  order,  that  the  gentleman  should 
speak  upon  the  order  and  not  upon  the  personality 
embodied  in  the  order. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  I  was  in  error 
when  I  said  that  the  party  appointed  called  the 
City  Clerk.  He  did  not  call  the  City  Clerk  but 
the  Clerk  of  Committees,  and  told  the  Clerk  of 
Committees  that  he  did  not  care  to  be  so  ap- 
pointed. In  fairness  to  herself  'and  to  the  people 
of  my  district,  whom  I  have  to  answer  to,  and 
without  knowing  anything  whatsoever  against 
this  lady,  I  do  feel  that  I  should  have  more 
information  before  voting  to  confirm  this  appoint- 
ment by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES. 

Coun.  TAYLOR,  for  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Rules,  to  whom  was  recom- 
mitted January  31,  1944,  the  draft  of  the  rules 
previously  reported,  respectfully  recommends  that 
the  rules  in  existence  for  the  years  1942  and  1943, 
except  Rule  29,  relative  to  smoking,  be  adopted  as 
the  permanent  rules  for  1944  and  1945. 

For  the  Committee, 
Charles  I.  Taylor,  Chairman. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  has  recommended  that  the  rules 
of  1942  and  1943  be  adopted  for  the  years  1944 
and  1945,  with  the  exception  of  Rule  29,  which 
prohibits  smoking,  which  we  recommend  be 
withdrawn  and  stricken  out  from  the  rules. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  might  I  have 
explained  to  me  just  what  this  means?  I  was  not 
present  late  at  last  Monday's  meeting,  and  when 
I  left  the  chamber  the  matter  had  not  been  ex- 
plained. I  understand,  however,  that  some 
change  was  proposed  to  be  made.  I  would 
simply  like  to  have  the  thing  explained  to  me. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  the  only 
change  was  to  except  Rule  29,  with  regard  to 
smoking.  There  have  been  no  changes  apart 
from  that  in  the  rules. 

The  rules  as  reported  were  adopted. 


INCREASE   FOR   CITY   AND   COUNTY 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  all  city  and  county  employees  be 
given  a  permanent  $300  minimum  increase  in  their 
salaries  and  wages. 

Coun.  FISH — I  don't  know  whether  this  is  in 
conflict  with  the  ideas  of  the  councilor  from  Ward 
18  (Coun.  Feeney)  when  he  says  the  budget  should 
be  pared  down  to  a  minimum,  but  I  would  like  to 
clarify  my  views  in  his  mind.  I  believe  the  same 
thing  should  be  done,  and  I  believe  it  should  be 
done  in  the  proper  way.  I  don't  believe  it  should 
be  done  by  denying  city  employees  what  we  feel 


is  just,  and  what  other  employers  think  their 
employees  should  receive.  I  know  that  this 
is  not  going  to  be  easy  for  the  Mayor  to  accom- 
plish. I  enter  this  order  here  today  with  full 
knowledge  of  his  financial  problems  and  our 
problems.  Hut,  as  sponsor  of  this  order,  I  don't 
doubt  that  there  will  be  repercussions  from  certain 
sources,  because  it  may  add  to  the  already  existing 
high  tax  rate.  But  I  am  prepared,  and  1  stand 
ready,  to  face  any  who  feel  that  this  increase, 
or  tins  order,  it  without  its  merits.  It  is  offered 
in  all  sincerity.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  accept  it  in  the 
same  spirit.  Thousands  of  city  and  county 
employees  just  cannot  meet  their  obligations, 
their  just  obligations.  The  $200  emergency 
allotment  supplementing  their  pay,  granted  by 
the  Mayor,  I  am  sure  was  received  with  thanks, 
and  it  has  been  of  tremendous  help.  But  it  is 
now  proving  too  inadequate  and  insufficient  to 
meet  the  multiple  and  the  mounting  taxes  com- 
bined with  the  higher  cost  of  living.  Private 
industry  throughout  the  entire  nation  has  sought, 
and  they  have  received,  higher  salaries,  higher 
wages,  some  consistent  with  and  many  others 
higher  than  the  Little  Steel  formula  set  up  by 
Washington  officials.  The  same  gentlemen,  mind 
you,  who  set  up  the  ceiling  prices  and  who  regulate 
our  taxes.  And  I  may  add  that  those  ceiling 
prices  and  those  taxes  which  we  must  meet  today 
are  not  based  on  wages  of  five  years  or  even 
two  years  ago,  but  rather  on  the  present  high 
levels.  Anyone — and  this  includes  the  city 
employees — who  hasn't  received  a  permanent 
increase  should  do  so.  And  I  have  every  reason 
to  believe,  and  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me, 
that  this  is  not  a  temporary  condition,  that  there 
is  a  permanency  to  the  present  cost  of  living. 
If  there  is  to  be  any  change  it  might  well  go 
higher.  Anybody  who  has  not  received  increases 
in  wages  is  in  danger  of  being  denied  the  bare 
necessities  of  life.  We  should  not  allow  that  to 
happen  in  even  one  family  where  the  head  of 
that  family  is  a  city  or  "county  employee.  The 
taxpaying  property  owner  will  be  called  upon  on 
the  receipt  of  that  tax  bill  to  meet  the  cost  of  this 
increase.  I  don't  believe  that  one  of  us  will 
object  to  seeing  that  our  city  employees  receive 
proper  compensation.  Surely,  if  they  don't 
object  to  what  was  referred  to  a  few  moments 
ago, — $980  spent  to  banquet  a  Hollywood  star, 
given  by  a  city  which  is  reputedly  broke,  I  think 
they  will  not  stand  in  the  way  of  this.  I  ask  you, 
Mr.  President,  and  every  member  of  this  Body, 
to  join  with  me  today  by  approving  the  passage 
of  this  order  under  suspension  of  the  rules,  thereby 
transmitting  our  desires  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
who,  I  feel,  will  deal  with  his  usual  sympathy 
with  this  request.

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FOOD    FOR   SCHOOL   CHILDREN. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  see  to 
it  that  sufficient  food  is  provided  for  the  junior 
high  and  high  schools  in  Dorchester  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  children  attending  same. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  during  the  last 
week  I  have  received  many  calls  from  parents  in  all 
sections  of  Dorchester  complaining  about  the  food 
served  on  the  lunch  counters  of  the  various  junior 
high  and  high  schools  in  Dorchester.  It  seems 
that  there  are  two  lunch  periods,  of  twenty-five 
minutes  apiece.  The  first  group  has  its  lunch, 
and  then  the  alternate  comes  on  for  its  twenty- 
five  minute  period.  It  seems  that  the  children 
who  don't  take  their  own  lunch  to  the  schools, 
and  who  are  in  the  first  group,  are  able  to  get 
enough  to  eat,  but  I  understand  that  when  the 
second  group  comes  in  they  do  not  have  enough 
to  eat.  As  the  father  of  five  children  in  the 
Boston  schools,  I  think  it  is  about  time  that  the 
School  Committee  looked  into  this  matter,  to  see 
that  there  is  sufficient  food  provided  for  the 
children  in  both  periods.  I  understand  that  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union  looks 
after  furnishing  the  food,  and  it  may  be  that  at 
times  they  run  short,  but  I  also  understand  that 
the  School  Committee  when  additional  food  has 
to  be  furnished  makes  up  the  difference  to  them. 
So  this  is  no  loss  to  them.  If  not  enough  food  is 
furnished,  however,  it  is  a  great  hardship  to  the 
children.  A  girl  or  boy,  for  example,  leaves  home 
at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  does  not  go 
home  until  three  in  the  afternoon,  and  during  that 
period  certainly  needs  food,  lunch.  Not  only  that, 
but  if  sufficient  food  is  not  furnished  in  the  school 
they  are  not  allowed  to  go  outside  the  school,  to 
their  homes  or  otherwise,  to  obtain  food.  I  say 
it  is  time  that  this  condition  was  stopped.  It  is  a 
condition  that  the  School  Committee  can  easily 
correct,  and  it  should  be  corrected  immediately. 
If  these  children  cannot  go  outside  and  buy  their 
lunches,  the  School  Committee  should  at  least 
see  that  there  is  enough  food  provided  for  them 
in  the  schools.  Personally,  in  the  case  of  my  own 
children,  I  would  certainly  advise  them,  under 
such  circumstances,  to  go  outside  and  get  the  food 
they  needed,  no  matter  what  the  rules  may  be. 
They  should  certainly  have  enough  to  eat.  This 
is  a  matter  that  should  be  taken  care  of  at  once, 
and  it  is  a  condition,  I  understand,  that  exists  in 
every  high  school  and  junior  high  school  in  Dor- 
chester, a  condition  which  seriously  affects  the 
girls  and  boys.  If  there  is  not  enough  for  the 
children  to  eat  in  the  second  lunch  period,  they 
should  be  allowed  to  go  outside  or  go  to  their 
homes.  They  should  have  enough  to  eat,  even 
at  extra  cost.  What  is  more  important  than  that 
your  children  and  my  children  should  have  enough 
to  eat  in  their  lunches  at  the  school?  And  any 
action  that  looks  to  this  end  should  be  taken  at 
once. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
what  the  councilor  has  said,  I  think  the  School 
Committee  should  instruct  the  masters  of  schools, 
under  circumstances  when  there  is  not  food  for  the 
children,  to  allow  the  children  to  go  out  during 
the  recess,  or  at  an  appropriate  time,  to  buy  the 
necessary  food  for  their  lunches.  Therefore,  I 
would  move  to  amend  the  order,  that  the  School 
Committee  be  requested  to  instruct  those  in 
charge  of  schools  to  let  the  children  leave  the 
school  under  such  circumstances  in  order  to  obtain 
the  food  necessary  for  their  lunches. 

Chairman  HURLEY— Does  Councilor  Kelly 
accept  the  amendment? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  am  just  wondering  whether 
a  twenty-five  minute  period  would  allow  the 
children  to  go  outside  and  to  get  their  lunch. 
That  might  require  forty-five  minutes  or  more. 
But  I  certainly  do  think  they  should  be  given 
opportunity  to  get  lunch  outside,  if  it  cannot  be 
provided  inside  the  schools.  But  I  would  not 
object  to  an  amendment. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  think  it  might  be  read  that 
they  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  to  get  their 
lunch  outside. 

Chairman  HURLEY— The  Chair  would  suggest 
that  Councilor  Carey  make  that  as  a  separate 
order,  a  new  order. 

Coun.  KELLY— Well,  Mr.  President,  if  the 
councilor  will  withdraw  the  amendment  I  will 
supply  a  new  order. 

Coun.  CAREY  withdrew  his  proposed  amend- 
ment. 


Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  would  like  to  ask 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  15  a  question.  Are 
these  school  lunches  you  mention  run  by  the 
School  Department  or  by  the  Women's  Educational 
and  Industrial  Union? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  think  probably  they  are  run 
by  the  Women's  Union. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— And  by  the  School 
Department? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  understand  that  the  School 
Department  enters  into  some  arrangement  in  the 
matter. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— And  not  run  by 
anybody   else? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  don't  know.  I  understand 
however,  that  that  information  can  be  easily 
furnished. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  Councilor 
Kelly's  order  covers  about  everything,  but  I 
would  like  to  suggest  that  the  School  Committee 
might  be  willing  to  look  into  the  grade  of  milk 
supplied  in  the  East  Boston  schools. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

INCREASE    TO    EMPLOYEES    RECEIVING 
LESS   THAN   $3,000. 

Coun.  KEENAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  give  immediate  consideration  to  the 
possibility  of  increasing  by  $300  per  year  the 
salaries  of  all  city  employees  receiving  less  than 
$3,000  per  year  in  order  that  this  large  group  on 
fixed  incomes  may  meet  to  some  degree  the  extraor- 
dinary increase  in  the  cost  of  living. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
requested  by  a  number  of  city  employees,  who 
have  come  to  my  home,  to  try  to  do  something  to 
help  meet  the  cost  of  living  of  this  group  of  city 
employees.  We  all  know  that  thousands  of  city 
employees  receive  $1,000,  $1,500  and  $2,000  a  year. 
Many  of  such  employees  now  in  the  service  for 
a  few  years  gone  by  have  not  only  not  been  able  to 
pay  their  taxes  on  their  homes,  but  have  been 
unable  to  obtain  the  necessities  of  life  for  their 
families.  They  certainly  are  entitled  to  such  an 
increase  in  their  salaries  as  is  proposed  in  this  order. 
Therefore,  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
the  passage  of  the  order.

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
a  ruling  on  the  power  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  Committee  to  use  the  funds  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  to  erect  a  veterans'  hospital 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make  a 
ruling  on  the  power  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  Committee  to  use  the  funds  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  to  erect  a  war  memorial  in 
Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Of  course,  I  think  everybody 
knows  the  purpose  of  this  order.  It  was  because 
of  the  order  returned  here  today  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  stating  that  the  Attorney-General  had  no 
right  to  make  a  ruling  as  to  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund  Trustees.  So  I  have  introduced  these 
orders  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor,  and  ask  now 
that  the  Corporation  Counsel  give  a  ruling,  asking 
him  whether  the  trustees  have  the  power  to  erect  a 
veterans'  hospital  and  war  memorial.

APPEARANCE  OF  WHITE  FT  M)  rRUSTEES 
BEFORE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  Thai  his  Honor  the  Major  request  the 
trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  to 
appear  before  the  K\  immittee  and  en- 

lighten us  as  to  whether  the}   have  the  power  to 

ereet  a  hospital  for  veterans  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Conn.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  it  seems  B 
Crying  shame  thai  for  the  past  month  I  have  been 
introducing  orders  here  asking  the  trustees  of  the 
George  R.  White  Fund  to  ereet  a  hospital  within 
the    city    limits,    without    results.      At    one    of    the 

meetings  the  Becretarj    showed   up  and   told   us 

that   in   his  opinion  they  had   no  right    to  build   a 
hospital  with  that   White  Fund  money,  and  in  the 
next  breath   he   told   us  they   have   the   power  to 
build — well,  solariums  and   health   units  and  also 
clinics.      It    seems    far-fetched     to    B8J     they    can 
build  these  health   units  and   in   the   next    breath 
to   tell    us,    in   his   opinion, — and    he   is   only    the 
secretary, — they  have  no  right  to  build  a  hospital 
with     the     White     Fund     money.      The     last     two 
orders    I    introduced    two    weeks    ago    asked    the 
Attorney-General  to  give  a   ruling  as   to  whether 
the  White  Fund  Trustees  have  the  right  to  build  a 
memorial  for  a   million  dollars   in   the   Back    Baj 
section    of    Boston,    which    they    are    planning   on 
going  ahead  and  doing,  and  also  asked  the  Attorney- 
General  for  a  ruling  as  to  whether  they  have  the 
right  to  build  a  hospital  with  that  fund  for  veterans 
of  aU  wars.     Now,  it  seems  a  sad  affair  that    we 
have  to  get  up  here  for  the  fourth  time  to  talk  on 
these  orders,   and   make  a  request   to  the  Mayor 
asking  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  give  that  ruling. 
I   have  introduced  the  orders  and,   personally,    I 
think  it  is  a  waste  of  time.     I  don't  think  we  need 
get    a   ruling   from   the   Corporation   Counsel.     I 
would  think  that  the  members  of  the  George  R. 
White   Fund   would   have  the  courage  to  appear 
here,    just  come  in  before    Executive  and  tell  us 
whether  they  have  permission  or  not  to  use  those 
funds  to  build  a  hospital  for  veterans  within  city 
limits.     We  have  asked  them  to  come  down  here — 
or  at  least  I  did.     My  order  was  passed  unani- 
mously.    The  secretary  left  the  hearing  knowing 
that  we  wanted  the  trustees  of  the  White  Fund  to 
appear  before  us  two  weeks  ago  today.     When  we 
held  the  meeting,  of  course,  not  one  member  of  the 
White  Fund  had  the  courage  to  come  down  here 
and  appear  before  us.     I  don't  like  this  set-up. 
It  is  something  they  have  been  trying  to  put  over 
on  the  public  for  the  last  twenty-five  3'ears.     The 
secretary  admitted  they  were  trying  to  put  up  a 
memorial  for  the  last  twenty-five   years  for  the 
veterans.     Now  is  a  good  time  to  put  this  over  on 
the   public,    because   we  are   all   war-minded  and 
war-spirited  at  the  time.     And  now  we  discover 
they  are  going    to  spend  a   million    dollars,  not 
even  taking  the  trouble  to  come  in  to  the  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  and  tell  us  what  it  is 
going  to  be  spent  for,  whether  they  are  going  to 
have  recreation  rooms   there,   or  auditoriums,   or 
such,  and  in  the  next  breath  the  secretary  tells  us 
he  doesn't  think  they  have  got  permission  or  got 
authority  to  build  a  hospital.     I  think  that  this 
matter  should  be  ironed  out  once  and  for  all.      My 
order  here  might  be  out  of  order,  because  I  am 
asking  the  Mayor  to  request  the  members  of  the 
George    R.    WThite    Fund    to    appear    before    the 
Executive  Committee,  and  all  they  have  to  do  is 
tell  us  whether  they  have  got  the  authority  or 
not  to  build  a  hospital  for  the  veterans  in  Boston. 
This    is   something    which    I    think    I    mentioned 
before  that  is  going  to  turn  out  into  another  of  the 
White  Fund  scandals,  where  we  found  out  under 
one  administration  that  a  box  of  tacks  that  costs 
$5  was  costing  $10  for  transportation  from  City 
Hall  to   the   Little   Building.     That  came  out  in 
the  last  investigation  of  the  White  Fund,  and  we 
might  run  into  another  of  those  things  before  we 
get  through,  because  for  the  two  years  I  am  up 
here  I  am  going  to  keep  after  the  White  Fund  and 
find  out  where  every'  nickel  they   spend  goes,  and 
as   to  whether  or   not   they   are  law-abiding  and 
patriotic  enough  to  build  a  hospital  for  the  veterans 
of  all  wars, — not  only  this  war.     And  God  knows 
we  are  short-handed  enough  now.     W:e  haven't 
enough  beds  for  the  veterans;  we  haven't  enough 
beds  for  the  mental  cases.     There  are  over  nine 
hundred  mental  cases  already  walking  the  streets 
of  Massachusetts  fcr  want  of  a  bed  at  a  hospital, 
and   I    think    it    is    about   time   the   Whie   Fund 
Trustees  came  out  from   under  that  shell  where 
they  are  taking  cover — hiding  or  afraid  of  some- 
thing— because  all  they  have  to  do  is  come  down 


here  and  put  in  an  appearance  and  tell  us  whether 
or  in  t  the]  have  the  power  to  use  those  funds  for 
a  hospital  or  a  veterans'  war  memorial. 

The  order  was  passed   under  suspension   of   the 
rule.  • 


MOTORCYCLE    PATROL,  SUMNER 
TUNNEL. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered   the  following: 
Ordered,     Thai     the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
i"  assign  a  motorcycle  patrol  to  the  Sumner  Tun- 
Del  during  rush  hours  on  week  days. 

,ii.  COFFEY  -Mr.  President,  this  request 
came  from  some  of  the  employees  of  the  Sumner 
Tunnel.  They  claim  that  for  a  period  of  years 
they  have  had  a  small  force  patrolling  the  tunnel, 
and  that  during  the  rush  hours  it  is  practical!} 
impossible  to  get  fire  apparatus  or  a  repair  truck 
down  in  the  tunnel  proper  when  there  is  trouble. 
Sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  get  within  even  200  or 
300  feet  of  the  fire.  It  is  important  to  do  some- 
thing in  the  way  of  furnishing  suitable  equipment, 
so  that  as  little  damage  as  is  possible  may  be  done. 
If  there  is  a  motorcycle  patrol  during  the  rush 
hours  of  each  day  it  may  be  possible  to  use  a  fire 
extinguisher  and  put  the  fire  out.  I  trust  that 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  will  see  fit  to 
furnish  a  motorcycle  patrol  in  the  rush  hours  on 
week  days,  so  as  to  avoid  the  danger  of  fire. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BOYS'  CLUB,  EAST  BOSTON 

Coun.  COFFEY'  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  confer  with  J.  Willard  Hayden,  presi- 
dent of  the  Hayden  Foundation,  relative  to  the 
necessity  for  erecting  a  Boys'  Club  in  the  East 
Boston  section  with  funds  of  the  foundation. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  I  hope  very 
much  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  comply 
with  the  request  in  this  order  that  he  confer  with 
J.  Willard  Hayden,  president  of  the  Hayden 
Foundation,  relative  to  the  necessity  of  erecting  a 
boys'  club  in  the  East  Boston  section  with  funds 
of  the  foundation.  The  idea,  of  course,  is  to 
have  the  trustees  of  the  Hayden  Foundation 
consider  the  advisability  of  complying  with  tins 
order  to  erect  a  boys'  club  in  my  district.  I  have 
seen  the  boys'  club  in  South  Boston  and  it  is  a 
very  fine  thing.  I  understand  that,  in  addition 
to  being  erected,  it  is  maintained  by  the  Hayden 
Foundation,  and  it  is  certainly  doing  good  work. 
I  certainly  hope  that  the  Mayor  will  do  something 
o  n  this  matter.

the  police  as  is  done  in  case  of  parking  violations. 
This     would     not     necessitate    court     procedure 
which  seems   to   be  impossible   to   impose  at    the 
present  time. 

Will  you  please  take  this  up  with  the  Council  and 
see  if   there  is  anything  in   the  suggestion.      We 
mast  do  something  to  make  this  a  cleaner  city.     It 
i-  a  scandal  at  the  present  time.

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  for  several 
years  I  have  often  wondered  how  these  communi- 
cations come  before  this  Body,  and  if  they  are 
proper  and  legal. 

President  KERRIGAN — Any  person  or  organi- 
zation has  the  right  to  petition  the  City  Council. 
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These  communications  are  filed  with  the  City  Clerk 
or  with  the  President  of  the  Council.

BETTER   LIGHTING    FACILITIES. 

Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Street  Lighting  Depart- 
ment be  requested,  through  his  Honor  tin-  M 
to  arrange  for  the  placing  of  better  lighting  facilities 
on  the  streets  of  Boston,  especially  in  the  resident  ial 
areas  and  side  streets. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  there  are  con- 
ditions existing  in  the  city  streets  of  Boston  that 
should  be  remedied,  namely,  the  lighting  facilities 
located  in  the  side  streets  and  residential  areas  of 
our  city.  I  know  I  have  received  complaints  from 
my  district  about  lighting  conditions  at  night. 
There  is  one  street  I  have  in  mind  where  my  con- 
stituents have  complained  bitterly  over  the  lack 
of  proper  lighting  facilities,  where  over  fiftv  young 
women  are  employed  in  war  factories  at  night,  and 
when  they  return  in  the  late  hours  of  the  evening 
or  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  they  are 
actually  afraid  to  come  up  this  street  because  it  is 
so  dark.  There  have  been  a  number  of  assaults  on 
women.  Only  a  few  days  ago  several  young  girls 
were  accosted  as  they  were  returning  from  war 
factories  around  midnight.  It  is  a  condition  the 
municipal  authorities  should  remedy.  I  think 
possibly  it  might  be  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the 
lighting  department.  On  the  other  hand,  it  may 
be  because  of  the  dimout  regulations.  But,  in  the  ■ 
event  it  is  because  of  the  dimout  regulations,  I 
think  that  the  city  officials  could  do  something  on 
the  matter,  because  they  have  already  authorized 
the  commercial  enterprises  to  pull  up  their  curtains, 
allow  their  show  windows  to  be  exposed  to  the 
light,  and  have  allowed  neon  signs  to  blaze  once 
more  in  full  force.  Why  our  side  streets  in  the 
residential  areas  should  be  restricted  is  beyond  me, 
and  I  think  for  the  safety  cf  the  public  the  munic- 
ipal authorities  should  take  immediate  action  and 
do  everything  in  their  power  to  correct  this  sit- 
uation. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  would  like  to  see  this  order 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  ask  that 
Public  Works  Commissioner  Hyland  be  asked  to 
appear  before  the  Council  this  afternoon.  We  have 
all  had  complaints  throughout  the  city  regarding 
the  poor  lighting.  I  have  been  in  touch  with  the 
lighting  officials  here,  and  have  been  informed  that 
because  of  priorities  the  War  Production  Board  has 
refused  to  permit  purchase  of  necessary  equipment 
at  this  time.  I  believe  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner has  it  as  a  very  imporant  part  cf  his 
post-war  program  to  have  better  illumination  of  the 
streets  of  the  city.  I  would  like  to  hear  from  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  for  myself  and  for  the 
committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


RESIGNATIONS     OF     MARRIED     SCHOOL 
TEACHERS. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  in  meeting  assembled,  request  the  Boston 
School  Committee  to  abrogate  the  old  rule  now  in 
existence  which  compels  a  woman  teacher  to 
automatically  resign  upon  marriage. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  there  is  an  old 
rule  now  in  existence  in  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee which  was  invoked,  I  think,  in  1880,  and  at 
that  time  it  was  discretionary  with  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee  whether  or  not  the  school 
teachers,  women  school  teachers,  who  became 
married,  could  continue  to  teach  in  school.  In  1 890 
this  rule  was  changed  so  that  it  became  mandatory 
for  them  to  resign  upon  marriage.  I  assume  that 
the  reason  for  this  rule  was  that  if  a  person  became 
married  she  could  not  perform  the  functions  at 
home  and  at  school  at  the  same  time,  and  also  that 
it  would  give  the  younger  element  who  were  com- 
ing up  a  chance  to  get  positions  in  the  schools.  I 
think  that  the  first  result  has  been  obtained,  be- 
cause statistics  throughout  the  country  show  that 
those  school  teachers  who  became  married,  women 
school  teachers,  usually  resign  two  or  three  years 
later  after  they  become  married,  thus  affording  an 
opportunity  for  younger  persons  to  secure  those 
jobs.     Whereas,  on  the  other  hand,  where  that  rule 


is  invoked  the  school  teacher  is  thus  restrained  from 
getting  married.     She  believes  that  she  will  lose 
her   position   and,   as  a  result,   she  does   not  get 
married  and,  consequently,  those  jobs  are  not  left 
vacant   that  ordinarily   would   be  left,  vacant.  '  I 
wish  to  bring  out  to  the  members  of  this  Body  that 
i  here  was  a  young  lady  by  the  name  of  Miss  Loner- 
gan  who  was  married  in  December  to  a  private  in 
the  United  States  Army.     At  that  time  she  was 
earning  $2,300  a  year  as  a  school  teacher  and,  under 
a  new  ruling  of  the  School  Committee,  it  is  per- 
mitted^ that  such  a  teacher  may  then  take  a  job 
at  a  $.5  a  day  basis.     In  other  words,  she  works  on 
$5  a  day  instead  of  receiving  $2,300  a  year,  which 
is  certainly  taking  advantage  of  the  abilities  of  the 
■school  teacher  who  formerly  earned  $2,300  a  year 
while  her  husband  is  fighting  in  the  United  States 
Army.    That  is  a  sad  and  serious  situation.    There 
is  no  city  in  the  entire  country  of  the  size  of  Boston 
that  invokes  this  rule.     Teaching  is  a  profession, 
and  just  because  a  woman  gets  married  it  does  not 
necessarily  mean  they  should  take  away  her  right 
to  continue  that  profession,  any  more  than  to  take 
away  that  right  from  a  woman  lawyer  or  a  woman 
doctor  or  a   woman  architect,  or  any  other  pro- 
fession.   It  appears  to  me,  Mr.  President,  that  this 
is  an  unjust  rule  and  that   it   is    going    to    create 
a  lot  of  hardship,  and  that  the  net  result  is  going 
to  be   bad.      We  have  today   a  shortage  of  good 
teachers,  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  them  have 
gone  into  the  service  of  their  country.    I  think  that 
the  mere  fact  that  a  woman  gets  married  does  not 
necessarily  mean  she  should  no  longer  be  able  to 
devote  her  attention   to   both   school   and   home, 
because  for  a  length  of  time  after  she  is  married 
there  are  no  children,  and  she  is  certainly  able  to 
devote  herself  to  the  children  of  the  school.    From 
experience  and  from  statistics  we  know  that  if  she 
does  have  children  she  usually  resigns  her  job  and 
allows  somebody  else  to  take  the  position.     To  me 
it  is  a  sad  rule  and  the  disadvantages  far  outweigh 
the  advantages.     It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the 
School  Committee  should  study  this  matter  very 
thoroughly  and  go  into  the  same  problems  in  other 
cities,  and  I  think  they  will  find   that  the  other 
method  is  more  of  a  success  than  this  method  now 
employed  by  the  School  Committee  of  this  city. 
A  great  many  changes  are  going   to   take  place. 
You  are  going  to  deprive  those  who  want  to  get 
married  from  getting  married  and  the  young  people 
from  securing  jobs  that  would  become  vacant  after 
two  or  three  years.    I  would  like  to  have  the  School 
Committee  abrogate  this  rule  so  that  justice  will 
be  done  to  women  as  well  as  men. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
hope  for  one  that  this  resolution  does  not  pass. 
This  rule  has  been  in  the  School  Committee  now 
for  a  number  of  years.  They  have  acted  upon  it 
repeatedly  in  the  last  year  and  have  handed 
down  an  honest  ruling  that  once  a  woman  school 
teacher  gets  married  she  is  automatically  out  of  a 
job.  We  should  have  that  in  all  city  depart- 
ments, Mr.  President.  We  should  follow  some 
of  our  public  utilities  in  setting  the  same  example, 
that  when  a  woman  gets  married  she  should  give 
up  her  job.  I  will  say  there  are  certain  cases 
where  a  woman  should  be  given  a  little  considera- 
tion and  be  allowed  to  hold  on  to  her  job  for  a 
period  of  time,  but  I  don't  believe  this  rule  here 
should  be  set  aside,  because  we  may  be  going 
through  a  period  now  of  good  times,  and  there  is  a 
shortage  of  teachers,  but  where  a  depression  is 
going  to  face  us  in  the  future  and  it  is  going  to  be 
worse  than  the  eleven  years  we  had  from  1929  to 
1940.  If  there  were  more  married  women  that 
stayed  at  home,  there  would  be  more  jobs  for 
single  men  and  women  who  could  handle  those 
jobs  just  as  well.  As  I  say,  we  have  women  here 
in  the  city  pulling  down  good  salaries  whose  hus- 
bands  are  also  earning  good  salaries.  I  think  we 
should  spread  the  wealth  around  and  not  let  it  go 
into  the  homes  of  a  few  who  have  two  earners, 
especially  on  the  city  pay  roll,  at  the  same  time. 
I  think  the  School  Committee  has  acted  wisely, 
and  I  think  if  it  is  put  into  effect  in  all  city  depart- 
ments, that  all  women  be  discharged  as  soon  as 
they  get  married,  it  would  be  a  good  rule.  I  hope 
this  does  not  pass. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  the  refer- 
ence contained  in  a  circular  that  I  got  from  a 
young  lady  this  morning  who  gave  her  address 
as  IVterborough  street,  Back  Bay,  is  old  stuff 
to  me.  I  have  heard  n  for  years.  Hut  I  stated 
publicly  in  1940,  when  I  was  a  candidate  for  the 
House  of  Representatives  that  I  would  support  at 
any  time  any  legislation  designed   to  remove  from 
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her  job  any  woman  in  the  stale,  city  or  town 
employ  upon  her  marriage.  I  said  that  publicly 
prior  to  election  time,  and  apparently  the  people 
of  my  town  agreed  with  me  thai  I  was  rinlit .  We 
spend  in  this  country  many  billions  of  dollars  to 
educate  children  from  the  age  of  five  and  a  half 
to  six  years  up  to  the  average  graduation  age  of 
twenty  to  twenty-two  years,  and  then,  in  a  good 
many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  instances,  after 
sacrifices  —  untold  sacrifices  —  on  the  part  of 
the  parents  to  give  them  the  advantage  of  a  com- 
plete education,  we  find  out  that  they  have  to 
turn  around  and  buy  a  job  for  them — buy  a  job 
for  them — after  a  period  of  over  twelve  to  fifteen 
years  of  schooling.  And  that,  in  some  respects,  is 
directly  traceable  to  the  fact  that,  having  qualified 
children  to  hold  positions  when  they  reach  the 
estate  of  man  or  woman,  there  are  no  jobs  to 
be  had,  because  of  the  selfishness  of  people  such 
as  married  school  teachers  and  married  clerks, 
and  married  this  and  that,  in  private  and  public 
employment.  As  a  matter  of  cold  logic,  here  is 
the  expenditure  of  educational  moneys  made 
every'  year  when  there  are  no  jobs  then  for  those 
children  to  step  into,  having  been  qualified  and 
duly  educated  therefor.  I  suppose  selfishness 
is  the  biggest  motive  there  is  in  it.  They  make 
their  pile  and  get  out  after  a  couple  of  years, 
having  lost  interest  in  it,  when,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  they  should  not  undertake  the  state  of  matri- 
mony unless  the  husband  can  supply  sufficient 
support  for  them  both.  I  don't  think  there  is 
any  justice  involved  in  keeping  young  girls  for 
years  and  years  on  the  school  teacher  hst,  having 
gone  through  the  most  rigid  and  rigorous  and 
exacting  type  of  training  at  Teachers  College,  be- 
cause a  couple  of  old  ladies  who  want  to  hold 
their  jobs  will  not  relinquish  them  and  cannot  be 
made,  in  some  cases,  to  do  so.  And  as  for  that 
rotten  practice  of  compelling  them  to  pay  for 
jobs,  there  is  a  young  man  in  my  town  sporting  a 
scar  that  will  stay  with  him  for  the  rest  of  his  life 
because  he  represented  himself  as  able  to  purchase 
a  job. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Chairman  HURLEY — State  your  point  of  order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  don't  think  my  resolution 
had  anything  to  do  with  paying  for  jobs,  and  I 
think  the  gentleman  is  out  of  order  by  discussing 
a  subject  not  in  accordance  with  the  wording 
of   the  resolution. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Before  the  ruling  is  made, 
I  would  like  to  say  this:  One  of  the  objections  of 
this  business  of  school  teachers  holding  jobs, 
that  is  against  the  abrogation  of  the  rule,  is  because 
it  compels  others  to  pay  for  their  jobs. 

Coun.   CHASE — I   rise   to  a  point   of  inquiry. 

Chairman   HURLEY — State  your  point. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  would  like  to  know  from  the 
councilor  from  Charlestown  (Coun.  Kinsella) 
what  he  means  by  women  being  forced  to  pay  for 
their  jobs.     I  don't  quite  understand  him. 

Chairman  HURLEY — The  councilor  from  the 
Back  Bay  (Coun.  Chase)  would  like  the  councilor 
from  Charlestown  (Coun.  Kinsella)  to  describe  or 
explain  what  he  means  by  "being  forced  to  pay 
for  a  job." 

Coun.  KINSELLA— It  is  really  difficult  in 
this  enlightened  age  to  think  we  have  a  man  in 
politics  for  six  or  seven  years  who  is  so  unsophisti- 
cated be  does  not  know  that  the  practice  exists. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  still  would  appreciate  any 
reasons  that  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown 
may  offer  to  substantiate  his  statement  that 
women  school  teachers  in  our  school  system  have 
to  pay  for  their  jobs.  I  would  also  like  to  know 
where  he  gets  this. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— I  didn't  say  they  all  do. 

Coun.  CHASE — Or  even  some  of  them. 

Chairman  HURLEY— The  Chair  considers 
this  beside  the  point,  and  will  ask  the  councilor 
to  proceed. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Chairman  HURLEY — State  your  point  of  order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— -I  think  the  gentleman  from 
Charlestown  is  impugning  the  honesty  and  in- 
tegrity of  the  gentlemen  on  the  School  Committee. 
Those  are  very  bad  charges  to  make,  unless  proof 
is  offered  and,  as  I  said  before,  they  certainly 
have  no  part  in  this  order  and  I  don't  know  why 
they  are  under  discussion  now. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — It  is  one  of  the  reasons. 
In  winding  up  my  remarks  I  want  to  say  that 
one  young  man  in  my  town  represented  himself 
as  able  to  get  a  girl  a  school  teacher's  job  and  took 
$500  for  it,  and  when  he  could  not  produce,  her 
brother    slashed    him    across    the    throat.     That 


happened  several  years  ago.  Were  they  less 
sophisticated  then  than  now?  I  am  trying  to 
remove  those  rotten  conditions.  Get  your 
married  women  out  and  your  youngsters  will 
inherit  the  job. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  trust  this 
resolution  won't  pass  because,  in  my  opinion,  the 
School  Committee  should  not  change  its  rule.  If 
this  rule  is  changed,  Mr.  President,  we  might  as 
well  close  up  the  Teachers  College  and  other  schools 
which  educate  our  children  to  become  school 
teachers.  The  single  girls  should  be  given  some 
consideration  for  the  money  which  their  parents 
have  spent  in  educating  them.  It  is  all  right  to 
present  an  order  here  and  to  cite  one  single  case, — 
yes,  and  even  wave  the  flag  of  patriotism  in  trying 
to  have  it  passed.  We  are  all  patriots.  That  is 
what  It  was, — waving  the  flag  of  patriotism  to 
have  it  passed.  Personally  I  am  against  it,  and  I 
am  going  to  ask  for  a  roll  call  on  the  order.  There 
is  a  question  in  my  mind  if  the  order  did  pass  and 
the  School  Committee  did  allow  married  teachers 
to  teach  in  schools,  whether  they  would  resign  after 
two  or  three  years.  Once  the  rule  is  in  vogue  they 
would  continue  to  teach  as  long  as  they  could, 
fifteen  to  twenty  years,  and  our  single  girls  would 
not  have  an  opportunity.  I  trust  that  it  will  not 
pass. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that 
since  we  are  elected  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  hold  a  very  responsible  position  we  should  be 
careful  in  making  charges,  either  through  insin- 
uations or  in  any  other  manner,  that  would  reflect 
on  another  elective  office.  The  gentleman  from 
Charlestown  (Coun.  Kinsella.)  has  made  some  very 
serious  charges  in  his  talk.  He  has  on  several 
occasions  in  that  talk  mentioned  the  fact  that 
women  school  teachers,  or  school  teachers,  have 
been,  or  will  now  be,  forced  to  pay  for  their  jobs. 
If  I  understand  the  gentleman  correctly,  he  ap- 
parently has  information  which  would  lead  one  to 
believe  that  he  knows  that  school  teachers  in 
Boston  have  paid,  and  are  willing  to  pay,  to  secure 
a  position  in  our  public  school  system.  I  submit 
to  you,  sir,  that  we  have  a  District  Attorney's  office, 
whose  sworn  duty  is  to  take  care  of  matters  such 
as  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown  has  insinuated 
occur.  I  submit,  sir,  we  have  a  Boston  Finance 
Commission  which  is  supposed  to  investigate  wrong- 
ful methods  of  administration  in  our  municipal 
government.  We  have  an  Attorney-General,  the 
chief  law-enforcement  officer  of  the  Common- 
wealth, whose  duty  it  is  to  check  on  matters  of 
such  maladministration.  Now,  sir,  I  am  not  so 
unsophisticated  that  I  didn't  understand  the 
charges  indirectly  made  by  the  gentleman  from 
Charlestown;  and  I  believe  that  unless  I  have  sub- 
stantial proof  that  such  conditions  exist  I  should 
not  be  one  who  should  cast  reflections  on  another 
elective  body.  I  believe  if  any  one  who  has  the 
courage  to  make  indirect  charges  that  the  school 
teachers  in  our  city  are  forced  in  one  or  many- 
instances  to  pay  for  positions,  then  our  law- 
enforcement  officers  should  be  enhghtened  on  that 
information,  and  that  action  should  be  demanded 
by  our  law-enforcement  agencies  to  correct  the 
situation.  I,  for  one,  sir,  am  not  acquainted  with 
the  situation,  whether  or  not  school  teachers  in 
Boston  are  forced  to  pay  for  their  jobs,  but  I  can 
readily  tell  you,  sir,  that  if  such  conditions  do 
exist,  then  it  is  a  matter  for  the  District  Attorney 
to  take  immediate  jurisdiction  over.  And  if  the 
District  Attorney  does  not  care  to  take  that  juris- 
diction, then  it  behooves  the  Attorney-General  to 
take  jurisdiction.  And  I  trust,  sir,  in  the  future 
that  if  anyone  has  the  courage  to  get  on  the  floor 
of  the  Council  and  insinuate  that  school  teachers 
in  Boston  have,  or  will  be,  paying  for  jobs  in  our 
school  system,  if  they  have  that  information,  and 
if  they  have  that  evidence,  the  law-enforcement 
agencies  of  our  government  will  be  given  it  and  will 
be  asked  to  prosecute. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  on  the  resolu- 
tion in  question  I  do  hope  that  it  does  not  prevail, 
although  it  might  have  some  merit.  I  cannot 
help  but  remember  that  just  a  short  time  ago  one 
of  the  judges  of  our  courts  reprimanded  a  woman 
for  neglecting  her  children  because  she  was 
employed  on  defense  work.  As  Councilor  Kelly 
so  well  stated,  we  are  patriotic,  naturally  we  have 
a  spark  of  patriotism,  but  in  so  far  as  the  married 
women  are  concerned  I  believe  that  a  married 
woman's  most  important  job  is  at  home,  to  bear 
children,  if  they  are  so  blessed,  and  to  see  that 
those  children  are  brought  up  right.  I  think  it 
would  be  a  good  gesture  if  we  started  right  here 
in  our  own  city  and  in  our  own  City  Hall,  although 
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I  believe  there  might  be  some  cases  where  this 
might  be  justifiable.  Still,  if  we  didn't  allow 
married  women  who  have  husbands  who  are  able 
to  support  them  to  be  employed  in  our  City 
Hall,  or  in  any  department  of  our  municipal 
government,  I  believe  that  we  would  have  better 
opportunities  for  these  boys  and  girls  whose 
parents  have  spent  much  money  and  deprived 
themselves  in  order  to  give  their  children  proper 
education.  I  have  in  mind  a  certain  woman  who 
is  married,  a  supervisor  of  our  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, and  I  have  brought  charges  in  this  Council 
before,  who  is  receiving  approximately  $3,000. 
Her  husband  is  also  employed  by  the  state, 
receiving  about  $3,000.  They  have  no  children', 
and  still  she  is  in  a  position  to  teach  individuals 
with  one  or  two  children  who,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  have  been  compelled  to  receive  welfare, 
how  to  live  on  $8  a  week.  This  is  a  very  serious 
matter,  and  before  it  should  be  passed,  a  lot  of 
thought  should  be  given  to  it.  I  do  hope  that 
this  resolution  does  not  prevail. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  Chairman,  once  before, 
some  two  years  ago,  I  made  a  statement  from 
which  I  never  retreated  an  inch,  and  it  has  been 
garbled  to  such  an  extent  that,  only  for  the  fact 
that  I  took  up  the  true  record  on  it  the  other  day, 
certain  misstatements  would  continue  to  be  made. 
Now,  I  intend  immediately  to  correct  any  impres- 
sion without  appearing  at  all  to  retreat  from  what 
I  said — the  impression  that  appears  to  be  in  the 
mind  of  my  good  friend  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase). 
For  one  thing,  none  of  us  ought  to  put  on  a  psalm- 
singing,  hypocritical  act, — which  is  in  no  way  a 
reflection  on  Mr.  Chase,  for  whom  I  have  the 
greatest  fondness,  believe  me, — but  I  said,  and  I 
say  it  again,  that  we  spend  millions  of  dollars 
every  year  to  educate  children  to  take  the  place  of 
those  who  go  before  them,  and  who  should  retire 
from  those  positions  when  they  undertake  matri- 
mony, and  they  should  not  be  obliged  to  pay  for 
their  jobs.  In  the  specific  instance  I  gave  of  ten 
to  twelve  years  ago  you  have  everything  you  want 
except  the  name  of  the  person,  and  you  won't 
receive  it  from  me — please  get  that  straight.  I 
make  no  accusation  against  the  women  in  the 
School  Department  today,  nor  the  administrators, 
the  committeemen.  That  is  very  plain,  I  hope. 
Once  again,  let  me  echo  the  remarks  made  after  I 
first  made  them.  There  is  absolutely  no  reason 
for  throwing  away  good,  hard-earned,  taxpayers' 
money,  and  then  not  having  the  jobs  readily 
available  when  the  children  are  prepared  best  to 
get  into  them,  and  they  or  their  parents  should 
not  be  compelled  to  pay  for  them.  Is  that  an 
insinuation?  If  it  is,  I  will  not  take  it  back,  because 
I  can  at  least  recognize  the  truth  of  things.  Let 
us  get  away  from  hypocrisy  and  call  a  spade  a 
spade  and  nothing  else.  Let  us  make  it  unneces- 
sary. But  don't  charge  me  next  week  or  the 
week  after  with  having  made  a  statement  that 
bears  no  resemblance  to  what  I  said  today,  that  I 
have  repeated,  and  will  again  reiterate:  Do  not 
educate  them  to  hold  positions  that  are  rightly 
theirs  on  merit,  but  for  which  money  is  extorted 
from  them.  Let  us  make  it  impossible  even  to 
hold  out  even  an  offer,  let  alone  the  realization 
of  the  offer. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  am  very  much  opposed  to 
this  order  introduced  by  Councilor  Taylor.  The 
young  man  who  is  today  judge  of  the  Probate 
Court,  who  sat  for  a  great  many  years  in  the  seat 
I  have  the  pleasure  of  now  sitting  in,  made  the 
remark  that  there  are  more  divorce  cases  in  the 
Probate  Court  today  on  account  of  married  women 
working.  I  believe  that  the  married  woman's 
place  is  in  her  home.  It  only  simmers  down  to 
one  thing,  that  if  a  married  woman  is  working 
she  must  do  one  of  two  things,  either  give  up  her 
home  and  practice  birth  control,  that  I  am  very 
much  against,  or  turn  around  and  go  into  a  job 
and  not  have  her  home  at  heart.  I  am  very  much 
opposed  to  it. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 
(The  motion  was  withdrawn.) 
Coun.  HANNON — I  suppose  one  of  the  most 
controversial  subjects  before  us  nowadays  is  the 
question  of  married  women  working.  But  we 
here  in  Boston  have  not  been  bothered  too  much 
by  this  question,  for  Boston  holds  a  singular  place 
in  the  country  and  in  the  world.  Boston,  as  well 
as  being  a  city  of  business,  as  well  as  being  the 
center  of  social  activity,  is  also  the  center  of 
educational  activities.  Boston  has  a  reputation 
for  its  morality,  and  the  question  of  married 
women  working,  besides  being  a  purely  social  one. 


is  likewise  a  moral  question.     I  think  the  reason 
why   it   was   first   adopted    by    the   School   Com- 
mittee years  ago  was  because  of  the  moral  side  of 
the  question.     We  nowadays  are  inclined  to  think 
that  women  who  get  married  get  married  because 
they  think  that  two  salaries  are  better  than  one. 
In  the  old  days,  when  they  got  married,  .they  got 
married  with  the  intention  of  making  a  home  and 
having  children.     The  gravest  problem  before  us 
today  is  the  problem  of  juvenile  delinquency.     In 
the  past  I   have  been   appointed   to   commissions 
to  study  this  problem;   I  have  read  much  on  it. 
And   one   conclusion   reached   by   everybody   who 
has  ever  studied   the  question   of  juvenile  delin- 
quency is  that  delinquency  has  its  first  roots  in 
the   home,    and   nine   times   out   of   ten   the   root 
of  that  delinquency  is  the  fact  that  the  home  is 
divided.     In  the  old  days  when  a  lady  got  mar- 
ried,  she   married   a   man   who   had   a   job,    and, 
regardless   of   what   his   salary    was,    he   and   she 
determined  to  make  a  home  and  live  within  that 
salary.     Nowadays  it  seems   that  some  of   them, 
before    they   get   married,    want    to    inquire    how 
much  the  old  man  makes,  whether  or  not  she  can 
work  too,  and  if  the  two  salaries  make  a  sufficient 
amount,   O.    K.,   they   will  agree   to   get   married. 
Hut,   for  God's  sake,   don't  talk  about   having  a 
home!     That    is    what    our    delinquency    springs 
from,  and  instead  of  trying  to  foster  and  encourage 
those  things,  we  here  in  Boston  should  condemn 
them.     We  must  start  somewhere.     If  we  cannot 
make  a   positive  start,   at   least   we   can   make  a 
negative  start  by  refusing  to  lift  the  barriers  that 
now   preclude   teachers   in   schools   that  get  mar- 
ried from  continuing  to  teach.     I,  too,  wish  these 
barriers  might  be  extended.     There  is  altogether 
too  much  of  it.     And  when  we  talk  about  prob- 
lems  after   the   war,    about   getting   jobs   for   the 
fellows  that  come  home,  I  feel,  honestly,  that  the 
big  problem,  the  biggest  job  we  are  going  to  have 
after  the  war,  is  trying  to  get  these  girls  to  give 
up  the  jobs  and  come  back  into  the  home.     Believe 
me,   you   take  a  girl   nowadays   who   is   a  welder 
getting  $40  or  $50  a  week,  she  isn't  going  to  give 
up  welding  later  on  to  make  toast  for  the  old  man. 
The  only  reason  the  married  women  rule  was  sus- 
pended was  because  of  the  shortage  of  men  to 
take  those  jobs.     The  Government  almost  apolo- 
gized in  asking  these  women  to  go  in  and  work 
at  jobs  they  never  had  or  enjoyed  before.     The 
Government  has  benefited;  some  have  made  good 
on   the  jobs.     But  the  ones   that  have   benefited 
primarily  are  the  lawyers  who  are  doing  a  greater 
business  with  divorces  now  than  ever  before,  and 
the   reason   is    that   when   you    have    two   people 
working  in  the  home  they  lose  the  mutual  depend- 
ency  that  kept  your  mother  and  father  and  my 
mother   and    father    together.     In    the   old    days, 
when    father   had    to   work   and    bring    home   his 
"dough,"   he  didn't  even  open  his  pay  envelope, 
because  his  job  was  to  work  and  to  provide  the 
money  to  keep  the  home  going.     Mother  stayed 
in  the  home  and  kept  the  home  clean  and   took 
care  of   the   children.     Her  job   was   to   meet  all 
the  bills  with   the  little   "dough"   that  was  con- 
tained  in   father's   envelope.     They   did   it,    they 
got    along;    one    depended    on    the    other.      But 
nowadays,  when  there  are  two  workers,  she  doesn't 
mind  telling  the  old  man  to  get  out  at  any  time. 
She  is  making  more  money  than  he  is,  or  at  least 
she  can  get  along  without  him.     We  are  inclined 
nowadays   to   relent  on   this  or  that  barrier,   but 
let  us  not  do  this.     We  don't  want  to  let  down 
the  bars  for  married  women  working  in  any  field 
if    possible.     The    only    reason    the    Government 
relaxed  on  this  in  various  fields  was  because  there 
was  a  shortage  in  skilled  mechanics,  in  that  par- 
ticular field.     Now,  there  is  no  shortage  of  teachers. 
Many  girls  that  have  been  out  of  school  and  been 
out   of    Teachers   College   for   years    cannot   get 
jobs.     And  while  it  is  very  nice  to  have  the  gentle- 
man say,  "Let  them  work  for  a  year  or  two  and 
they  will  give  up  the  job,"  you  and  I  know  different 
from    that.     First,    the   gentleman   from    Ward   3 
(Coun.   Russo)    says,    "We   have  married   women 
working     in     the     Welfare     Department."     And, 
believe   me,   some  of   them   are   tough,   and   they 
don't  give  up  any  job  after  a  year  or   two.     If 
they  are  fortunate  or  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
about  to  become  mothers,  they  take  a  leave  of 
absence,   and   they   take   time   off,   and   they   are 
back    again    to    work.     And    they    will    tell   some 
poor  lady  coming  in  how  she  can  keep  her  house 
on  $8  a  week,  while  they  themselves  are  drawing 
down  $30  a  week  and  married  to  some  man  getting 
$30  more  a  week,  and  they  can't  make  both  ends 
meet    on    $60.     Another    thing,    when    you    talk 
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aboul  teachers  getting  married,  we  might  as  well 
be  practical.  Teachers  an-  pretty  practical  people; 
the)  arc  pretty  well  educated;  they  an-  above  the 

riffraff,  and,  believe  me,  they  know  their  book. 
And  when  it  comes  to  getting  married,  they  are  not 
marrying  any  "guy"  in  tin-  street.  Thcv  know 
pretty  well  who  is  who  and  what  is  what.  It  i- 
all  right  to  read  about  marrying  a  private  in  the 
Army.      What  of  it  if  he  is  a  private  in  the  Army? 

Many  lawyers  are  privates  in  the  Army;  many 

demists  start  m  as  privates.  There  are  privates 
in  the  Ann]  who  could  get  out  in  the  world  and 
buy    and    sell    you    and    inc.      A    woman's    place    is 

primarily  in  the  home.     When  they  gel  married, 

ilicv  don't  net  married  just  to  have  somebody 
else's  income  to  spend.  They  get  married,  par- 
ticularly around  here,  where  religion  is  supposed 
to  mean  a  little  more  to  us  than  to  people  in 
other  sections, — they  get  married  around  here 
primarily  to  have  a  home  and  raise  a  family. 
In  order  to  do  that  properly  they  cannot  work. 
You  cannot  do  two  jobs  and  do  them  both  well. 
The  primary  job  of  every  woman  is  maintaining 
a  home.  In  order  to  do  that  she  should  be  home, 
and  when  she  gets  married  she  should  give  up 
her  job  and  make  up  her  mind  she  is  going  to 
stay  at  home.  In  the  Telephone  Company  they 
have  to  resign  as  soon  as  they  get  married.  In 
most  insurance  companies  they  have  to  resign 
when  they  get  married,  and  you  try  and  get.  that 
rule  waived.  It  simply  can't  be  done.  But  are 
we  going  to  relent  here?  Are  we  going  to  let 
down  the  bars?  Our  problem  mainly  now  is 
juvenile  delinquency.  The  first  step  towards 
inculcating  juvenile  delinquency  in  children  is 
breaking  up  the  home;  and  the  first  step  towards 
breaking  up  the  home  is  letting  the  women  work 
and  creating  in  the  home  two  independent  fac- 
tions. I  most  sincerely  hope  this  matter  will  be 
licked,  and  licked  decisively.  We  don't  want  to 
lay  it  on  the  table.  There  is  no  question  here. 
I  think  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote  this  matter 
should  and  will  be  defeated  once  and  for  all. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  the  back- 
bone of  all  society,  of  all  nations  and  all  empires 
is  the  human  family.  The  human  family  is  made 
up  of  father  and  mother  and  the  children  per- 
petuated from  the  marriage  tie.  Whenever  any 
law  of  nature  or  any  law  of  man  is  placed  upon 
the  statute  books  that  jeopardizes  the  security 
of  the  home  and  the  family,  it  jeopardizes  the 
nation  or  that  empire  where  it  is  done.  The 
head  of  the  family  should  always  be  the  father, 
not  in  an  arrogant  or  dictatorial  meaning,  but 
there  must* be  a  head  at  all  times.  Love  of  the 
family  must  emanate  from  the  mother.  She 
is  the  heart;  she  is  the  only  one  that  went  down 
into  the  shadow  of  death  in  order  to  bring  forth  a 
child.  She  is  the  only  one  that  was  with  the 
embryo  for  all  time.  She  knows  the  pulsation 
and  she  knows  the  love  of  that  child,  and  the 
only  way  she  can  express  that  love  is  by  words 
and  by  actions.  A  man  must  be  physically  and 
mentally  equipped  to  earn  a  living,  not  only  for 
himself  but  for  his  wife  and  the  children  with  whom 
God  may  bless  that  marriage.  The  greatest 
casualties  of  this  war  are  not  the  boys  who  are 
destroyed  physically  throughout  the  entire  world. 
The  greatest  casualty  of  this  war  is  our  home. 
The  greatest  casualty'  that  can  come  to  America 
is  removing  the  mothers  from  the  -home  and 
placing  them  out  in  private  or  public  industry 
for  one  reason,  in  order  to  procure  the  wages  and 
salaries  for  the  material  benefit  of  themselves 
and  their  husbands.  The  word  "mother"  never 
typified  the  amount  of  money  she  could  bring 
into  a  home.  The  word  "mother"  always  typi- 
fied love,  and  that  is  the  way  it  should  be.  The 
laws  of  nature  are  built  upon  an  unchanging 
formula,  and  one  of  the  greatest  formulas  for  the 
family  is  matrimony.  The  councilor  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor)  bringing  in  a  resolution  of  this 
kind  places  a  price  upon  each  and  every  one  of 
you.  To  lay  it  on  the  table  is  circumvention. 
It  demands  courage;  it  demands  intestinal  forti- 
tude. If  you  are  defeated  in  public  life  because 
you  took  issue  on  a  principle,  you  have  not  lost 
one  thing;  you  have  gained.  But  if  you  circum- 
vent an  issue  by  the  mechanics  of  parliamentary 
procedure,  you  should  be  identified  as  a  moron 
and  a  fool.  The  place  for  the  mothers  today 
is  in  the  home.  The  greatest  casualty  of  this 
war  is  because  the  mothers  have  been  taken 
out  of  the  homes  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 
It  would  be  far  more  honorable  for  our  armies 
and  our  navies  to  go  down  in  glorious  defeat  upon 
the    battlefields    of    the    world    and    to    preserve 


the  home  and  the  family.  When  you  disinte- 
grate and  break  down  the  home  and  the  familv . 
victory  is  nothing.  There  are  too  many  inroads 
made  into  the  home  and  family  today.  The 
Austin-Wadsworth  bill  that  was  pending  in  Con- 
gress a  few  short  months  ago  is  now  raising  its 
ugly  head  to  hold  sway  so  they  can  conscript 
labor — labor  meaning  men  and  women — and  to 
send  those  men  and  women  into  any  part  of  the 
country  or  any  part  of  the  world,  as  they  would 
a  soldier,  a  sailor  or  a  marine.  Juvenile  delin- 
quency is  always  a  harvest  of  war,  but  there  has 
never  been  a  problem  without  a  solution.  The 
solution  of  juvenile  delinquency  is  in  the  home. 
When  you  disrupt  the  home  you  aggravate  and 
create  juvenile  delinquency.  Let  us  defeat  this 
measure  today.  Although  it  means  nothing,  the 
principle  involved  in  it  means  a  lot.  Let  us 
defeat  it  and  defeat  it  decisively  with  a  roll  call 
vote.  I  am  opposed  to  it,  and  I  hope  the  other 
members  will  show  their  opposition  by  not  leaving 
the  chamber,  but  by  voting.  And  those  outside 
the  chamber,  let  them  come  in  and  be  recorded  as 
public  officials. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  this  order  would  have  the  City  Council,  which 
has  to  deal  with  municipal  problems  and  has 
enough  duties  of  its  own  to  carry  out,  go  on  record 
on  a  subject  which  is  exclusively  the  province  of 
the  School  Committee.  I  do  not  discuss  the  merits 
of  the  question,  whether  or  not  married  women 
should  continue  to  teach  in  the  Boston  schools, 
although  I  have  been  very  much  interested  and 
impressed  with  the  arguments  put  forward  today. 
But  the  members  of  the  City  Council  are  elected  to 
do  their  jobs,  and  similarly  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  are  elected  to  do  theirs,  to  super- 
vise and  manage  the  school  system  of  Boston.  This 
is  a  question  for  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  decide.  They  have  studied  this  question 
carefully,  and  it  is  their  problem,  not  ours.  I  think 
that  this  is  an  example  of  the  tendency  cf  many 
elected  bodies  of  today,  to  deal  with  problems  which 
properly  belong  to  another  elected  body.  We  spend 
— I  might  say  "waste" — a  great  deal  of  time  on 
orders  or  resolutions  which  should  not  be  brought 
before  the  City  Council.  I  think  that  this  problem 
referred  to  in  the  order  should  be  left  to  the  School 
Committee.  I  hope  that  such  motions  will  not  be 
brought  into  this  chamber.  I  am  opposed  to  any- 
halfway  method  of  handling  this  order.  It  should 
not  be  referred  to  any  committee,  but  should  be 
thrown  out.  I  hope  that  this  measure  will  be 
decisively  defeated. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  appreciate  the  remarks  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley) ;  never- 
theless the  matter  has  been  brought  in  here  today 
and  it  will  be,  from  the  tone  of  the  remarks  made 
by  those  speaking  previously,  defeated.  If  we  were 
to  give  the  green  hght  to  a  resolution  of  tliis  kind, 
we  would  have  to  act  similarly  with  respect  to  every 
position,  be  it  of  the  professional  or  laboring  class, 
not  only  in  public,  but  in  private  employment 
today.  There  has  been  a  lot  said  about  juvenile 
delinquency,  and,  of  course,  we  all  know  to  take  the 
mother  out  of  the  home,  as  we  would,  if  we  were  to 
sanction  the  passing  of  this  resolution,  would  be 
contributing  in  a  vast  way  to  elements  of  juvenile 
delinquency.  The  molding  of  a  child  takes  place 
under  two  atmospheres, — that  of  the  home  and 
that  of  the  school.  There  is  an  old  saying  that  no 
one  is  indispensible.  That,  of  course,  is  true  of  the 
school  teachers  of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  the  school 
teachers,  as  I  know  them,  are  any  criterion,  and  no 
doubt  they  are,  their  work  does  not  end  with  the 
ringing  of  the  school  bell  in  the  afternoon.  Their 
work  confines  them  night  after  night  in  the  prep- 
aration of  study  for  the  following  day.  It  does  not 
take  courage  to  vote  against  a  resolution  of  this 
kind.  Rather,  it  took  courage  to  bring  it  here  on 
the  floor  of  the  Council,  and  I  am  one  of  those  who 
will  be  very  glad,  when  the  roll  is  called,  to  vote 
against  it. 


Coun.  BAYLEY  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  record  my 
approval  of  what  Councilor  Hannon  and  what  the 
Chairman  said  as  a  proper  statement  a  few  moments 
ago.  I  would  like  to  give  a  concrete  illustration  of 
fathers  and  mothers  together  in  employment. 
Yesterday  afternoon  at  about  5.15  I  was  on  my 
way  from  Bunker  Hill  street.  The  sun  had 
started  its  decline,  and  it  was  rather  cold,  as  it 
always  is  on  Bunker  Hill  street.  Around  the 
church  I  came  across  two  little  boys,  one  about 
ten  and  one  about  eight  years  old.     While  I  am 
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no  expert  on  the  subject,  the  little  fellow  eight 
years  old  had  on  what  appeared  to  me  to  be  the 
pants  of  a  pair  of  pajamas.  They  were  playing 
ball,  throwing  it  back  and  forth,  a  distance  of 
about  ten  feet  from  each  other.  There  was  no 
one  else  on  the  street,  and  the  wind  was  whistling 
over  that  hill  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  people 
who  were  properly  clothed  tremble.  As  I  got 
abreast  of  them,  I  watched  them,  and  I  said, 
"What  are  you  doing  up  here?  You  have  a  park 
down  there,  a  hundred  feet  away."  And  the 
ten-year-old  boy  said  that  he  couldn't  go  home, 
and  when  I  asked  him  why  he  thought  he  couldn't, 
go  home  at  quarter  past  five  on  Sunday  afternoon 
he  said  that  his  mother  was  taking  a  nap.  Sin- 
had  to  go  to  work  at  8.30  and  she  couldn't  be 
disturbed  with  the  children  around  the  bouse. 
And  I  asked  where  his  father  was,  and  he  said, 
"Down  at  the  club."  The  mother  couldn't  be 
disturbed,  but  the  kids  could  be  sent  out  poorly 
clad  on  a  sharp,  bitter  day  in  February  in  order 
that  the  mother  might  be  given  a  couple  of  hours' 
sleep  before  going  to  work  at  8.30.  You  can 
magnify  that  condition  any  number  of  times,  and 
if  you  can't  go  beyond  the  one  instance,  in  my 
opinion,  if  the  future  of  one  child  is  going  to  be 
jeopardized  by  waiving  or  abrogating  the  present 
rule,  which  1  think  is  a  good  and  fair  one,  I  will 
not  vote  for  such  abrogation  or  waiver. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  am  heartily  in 
accord  with  most  of  the  sentiments  expressed  here 
this  afternoon.  I  introduced  a  similar  order  three 
years  ago,  and  at  that  time  some  action  was  pre- 
cipitated by  selfish  women  of  Boston  who  wanted 
to  be  on  the  city  pay  roll  and  who  wanted  to  be 
likewise  dragging  in  their  husband's  "dough"  on 
each  pay  day.  I  feel  that  I  might  take  a  dilatory 
stand  in  the  event  the  order  were  worded  differently. 
In  the  event  the  order  did  state  "during  wartime,  " 
there  might  be  some  merit  to  it.  But,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  order  is  worded  as  it  is,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  directly  espouses  abrogation  of 
the  rule  for  all  time,  I  am  against  the  order. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  not  going 
to  state  the  merits  of  this  order,  because  I  am  fully 
in  accord  with  what  you  have  already  stated.  This 
matter  lies  properly  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee.  The  Boston  School  Committee 
was  elected  by  the  citizens  of  Boston  to  handle 
school  business,  and  we  were  elected  to  handle 
certain  municipal  undertakings.  Our  duties  are 
clearly  defined  in  the  City  Charter,  and  we  are  not 
supposed  to  be  running  the  school  system  of  Boston. 
Whether  or  not  married  women  in  the  school  sys- 
tem, or  single  young  girls,  or  any  other  person, 
would  be  under  any  obligation  to  pay  for  a  job,  is 
something  which,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  is  not 
consistent  with  the  supposed  plans  of  our  Govern- 
ment. I  see  no  reason  why  a  married  person  or  a 
single  person  should  be  obliged  to  pay  for  a  job. 
To  make  such  an  allegation,  Mr.  Chairman,  clearly 
insinuates  that  something  is  wrong  somewhere; 
otherwise,  that  allegation  would  not  be  made.  It 
is  based  on  some  reason.  Now,  I  am  not  pretending 
to  be  something  which  I  am  not.  In  other  words, 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  not  a  hypocrite.  If  I  had 
evidence,  or  if  I  had  strong  suspicion  to  believe 
that  people  applying  for  school  positions  are  forced 
to  pay  for  those  jobs  they  seek,  then,  sir,  I  per- 
sonally would  go  to  the  District  Attorney.  I 
believe  that  is  the  intent  of  our  Government;  that 
is  the  purpose  of  our  Government  in  providing  for 
a  law-enforcement  officer  to  take  care  of  any 
matter  of  administration,  and  it  is  our  duty  if  we 
know  of  anything  wrong,  or  strongly  suspect  some- 
thing is  wrong,  to  call  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
law-enforcement  agency.  And  I  don't  approve  of 
making  any  allegations,  casting,  directly  or  in- 
directly, any  reflections  upon  another  elective 
body,  unless  I  am  justified  by  my  suspicions.  I 
personally  believe  that  if  people  in  Boston  are 
forced  to  pay  for  jobs,  whether  or  not  that  person 
is  married  or  single  will  not  correct  the  situation, 
nor  will  it  have  any  tendency  to  correct  the  sit- 
uation. If  people  in  Boston  are  forced  to  pay  for 
jobs,  then  it  is  due  to  corrupt  officials  and  a  person 
being  married  or  single  will  not  remedy  the  con- 
dition. I  hope  that  this  matter  is  defeated.  I 
shall  not  debate  the  merits  of  the  bill  because  I 
am  in  whole-hearted  agreement  with  you  that  it 
is  a  matter  which  does  not  come  within  our  province. 
It  rightfully  belongs  to  the  duly  elected  school 
officials  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  public  of 
Boston  elected  them  for  the  sole  purpose  of  con- 
ducting that  branch  of  the  government,  and  I  shall 
vote  against  the  resolution  for  the  reason  stated. 


Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  all  I  want  to 
add  is  this:  There  were  two  statements  made 
here  this  afternoon, — that  this  is  the  business 
of  the  School  Committee.  Then,  if  it  is,  I  would 
like  to  know  why  this  Body  appropriated  $75,000 
to  investigate  the  School  Committee  two  weeks 
ago. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— To  clarify  a  situa- 
tion that  has  come  into  this  issue,  which  I  don't 
believe  had  any  right  in  the  first  place,  relative 
to  any  one  paying  for  a  job  in  the  School  Depart- 
ment: First,  I  believe  that  five  members  of  the 
School  Committee  are  Democrats.  I  believe 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella) 
is  also  a  Democrat.  He  cited  a  case  that  happened 
ten  years  ago.  The  gentleman  from  Ward  4 
(Coun.  Chase)  happens  to  be  a  Republican,  and 
if  he  is  acquainted  with  the  appointments  and 
how  they  are  made  in  the  School  Department, 
he  will  know  they  are  taken,  beginning  with 
No.  1,  from  the  list  on  each  and  every  appoint- 
ment. There  is  no  such  thing  as  going  down  the 
list,  and  at  the  present  time  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  anyone  paying  for  a  position.  And  when,  as 
every  person  taking  the  examination,  that  has  the 
intelligence  to  take  and  pass  the  examination, 
knows,  it  is  a  strict  rule  of  the  School  Committee 
that  they  are  appointed  1,  2  and  3  down  the  list, 
there  is  positively  no  jumping. 

Coun.  FISH— In  view  of  the  fact  that  I  heard 
the  expressions  of  opinion  here  so  unanimously 
opposed  to  this  and,  with  the  possible  fear  that 
somebody  might  want  to  send  this  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  and  circumvent  the  whole  issue 
and  not  give  them  the  opportunity  to  go  further 
and  vote  on  it,  I  now  move  the  previous  question 
and  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

The  previous  question  was  ordered,  and  the 
question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order,  and 
the  roll  was  called.  Before  the  result  was  an- 
nounced, Coun.  HANLEY  said:  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  information. 

Chairman  BAYLEY — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Before  the  roll  call  is  an- 
nounced, may  I  advise  you  to  have  the  messenger 
notify  the  members  outside  of  this  Body  and 
inform  them  as  to  voting  on  this  particular 
question? 

Chairman  BAYLEY— The  Chair  would  like  to 
inform  the  councilor  that  he  cannot  compel  the 
members  to  come  and  vote. 

Coun.  HANLEY — The  word  was  not  to  "com- 
pel," but  to  "inform." 

Chairman  BAYLEY— The  City  Messenger  will 
inform  all  members. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — I  rise  to  a  point  of  infor- 
mation. 

Chairman  BAYLEY — State  your  point. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — If  there  is  a  quorum 
present  when  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council  is 
in  order,  doesn't  that  designate  a  regular  meeting? 

Chairman    BAYLEY— Yes. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Then  why  do  we  have  to 
wait  on  the  roll  call? 

Chairman  BAYLEY— The  Chair  has  been 
requested  to  permit  other  members  of  the  Council 
not  present  to  come  in  and  vote  on  this  matter  if 
they  so  desire.  The  Chair,  having  waited  a 
reasonable  time,  will  now  announce  the  vote. 

Coun.  FISH — In  view  of  the  importance  of  this 
vote  to  any  member  elected  to  this  Council,  I 
think  we  should  allow  a  little  more  than  three 
minutes.  I  now  ask  you  to  at  least  grant  three 
or  four  more  minutes  to  allow  these  gentlemen  to 
come  in  and  cast  their  ballots. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Chairman   BAYLEY — State  your  point. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  Chairman,  I  have 
vociferously,  against  the  whole  Body,  made  my 
vote  known  as  "yes."  I  have  never  seen  a  pro- 
cedure like  this  before  in  the  City  Council.  It  is 
very  evident  that  they  are  attempting  to  put 
certain  gentlemen  on  the  spot.  I  think  it  is 
absolutely  out  of  order.  The  question  is  now  on 
I  he  vote,  and  any  further  delay  is  surely  out  of 
order.     The  vote  should  be  announced. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

Chairman  BAYLEY — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Is  it  not  true  that  the  Chair 
would  like  to  give  a  reasonable  time  to  all  councilors 
to  be  present  at  a  roll  call?  I  feel,  Mr.  Chairman, 
if  I  might  have  been  called  outside  and  an  important 
question  such  as  this  might  come  up,  that  I  would 
like  to  have  the  courtesy  of  waiting  a  few  minutes 
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in  order  that   I   might   be  recorded   one  way  or 
another.     1   now  shall  ask   that  we  receet  foi 
minutes. 
Chairman    HAVI.KV     Tin-    motion   ik   out    of 

order. 

Conn.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN-  Isn't  it  in  our  ruleK. 
even  though  a  member  is  not  present  when  a  roll 
call  i*  taken  and  announced,  that  later  on  he  can 
u>k  unanimous  consent  to  have  his  vote  recorded?

PURCHASE    OF     LUNCHES    OUTSIDE     BY 
CERTAIN    STUDENTS. 

(  oun.  KELLY  and  CAREY  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

Ordered,  That  the  School  Committee  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  instructing  the  masters  of 
junior  high  and  high  schools  in  Dorchester  to 
permit  students  who  are  unable  to  obtain  lunch 
at  school  to  leave  the  building  for  such  reasonable 
time  as  may  be  necessary  to  purchase  their  lunch 
outside  of  school. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  include  East  Boston  in  that. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  KELLY,  the  order  was 
applied  to  all  such  schools  throughout  the  city, 
and  as  amended  was  passed. 


SUSPENSION   OF   SCHOOL   SURVEY. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  postpone 
its  survey  of  the  schools  until  the  recommendations 
of  the  presidents  of  Boston  College,  Boston 
University  and  Harvard  University  concerning 
the  rating  of  teachers  in  Boston  is  received  by  the 
School  Committee. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  two  days  ago  I 
read  a  small  article  in  one  of  our  Boston  publica- 
tions with  reference  to  invitations  to  the  presidents 
of  Harvard  University,  Boston  College  and  Bos- 
ton University  making  a  study  or  survey  of  our 
school  system.  A  week  ago  this  Council,  although 
I  opposed  it,  passed  an  order,  placing  in  the  hands 
of  the  Finance  Commission  $75,000  for  purposes 
of  the  survey.  I  ask  them  now  to  postpone  the 
expenditure  of  that  money  as  the  survey  would 
be  a  duplication  of  what  is  going  to  be  done  free 
of  charge  by  the  most  distinguished  educators 
we  have  in  this  section  of  the  country.  This  is 
simply  a  duplication,  and  I  suggest  that  the 
Finance  Commission  wait  until  this  other  survey 
is  done  and  the  recommendations  announced. 
In  that  way,  I  feel  that  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  $75,000  appropriated  to  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion will  be  saved,  and  that  the  city  will  benefit 
to  that  extent. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


AMBULANCE,  FOR     CARNEY     HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  include  in  his  1944  budget  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  provide  for  an  ambulance  for  the  Carney 
Hospital. 

The  order  was  passed. 


RECESS. 

The  Council,  by  direction  of  Coun.  HURLEY, 
took  a  recess  at  4.30  p.  m.,  subject  to  the  call  of  the 
Chair.  The  members  reassembled  and  were 
called  to  order  at  5  p.  m.  by  Chairman  HURLEY. 


EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  TAYLOR,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
appointing  Mrs.  Eva  Whiting  White  as  member 
of  Boston  Housing  Authority  —  that  same  ought 
to  pass. 


President   KERRIGAN  in  the  chair. 


The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the  re- 
port. 

Coun.  DWYEB  Mr.  President,  I  find  myself  in 
the  position  of  having  to  vote  against  the  con- 
firmation of  Mrs.  White  for  the  simple  reason  that 
I  do  not  know  the  lady.  And,  as  a  City  Councilor, 
during  my  term  of  office  I  have  only  been  asked  to 
vote  on  one  other  occasion  for  a  confirmation  of  an 
appointment  by  his  Honor  the  Major  of  this  type, 
and  that  was  the  previous  appointee  to  be  sent  to 
this  Body,  one  John  Breen.  At  the  time  of  Breen's 
appointment  by  the  Mayor,  before  confirmation, 
the  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  the 
Council.  As  I  stated  previously,  Mr.  Breen  re- 
fused to  appear  before  the  Council  committee  and 
sent  word  that  he  did  not  care  for  the  appoint- 
ment,—  he  didn't  wish  it  and  didn't  seek  it.  I 
think  in  fairness,  Mr.  President,  to  the  people  of  my 
district  and  to  myself,  before  voting  for  a  confirma- 
tion of  this  type,  I  am  at  least  entitled  to  meet  the 
lady  or  meet  the  appointees  sent  in  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  and  at  least  to  ask  them  one  or  two 
questions  regarding  their  attitude  on  their  duties 
effecting  the  appointment  that  he  is  sending  before 
us.  In  Executive  I  asked  for  a  week's  delay,  and 
I  asked  for  the  lady  to  appear  before  us  and  tell  us 
whether  or  not  she  would  be  in  a  position  to  serve 
in  this  particular  appointment.  In  view  of  the 
fact,  sir,  that  it  was  brought  to  my  attention  in 
there  that  she  is  a  member  of  a  great  many  com- 
mittees in  the  city  and  the  state,  I  think  it  is 
the  duty  of  this  Council  and  each  and  every  mem- 
ber in  it  before  voting  for  a  confirmation  of  this 
sort,  to  at  least  meet  the  party  and  find  out  whether 
or  not  they  are  interested  in  the  position  and 
whether  or  not  they  have  the  time  to  give  to  fulfill 
the  position  properly.  Therefore,  not  having  had 
that  privilege  of  meeting  this  lady,  and  not  having 
had  the  opportunity  of  asking  her  one  or  two  ques- 
tions, I  feel  compelled  to  vote  against  her  confirma- 
tion, and  I  hope  the  Council  will  not  confirm  her 
until  she  appears  before  them  and  lets  them  hear 
and  see  whether  or  not  she  is  interested  in  this 
position. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr  President,  my  opinion  in 
this  matter,  instead  of  being  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  is  that  it  should  have  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  the  same 
committee  that  the  confirmation  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  John  Breen  was  referred  to  last  year.  I 
think  that  was  the  proper  committee  to  have  this 
matter  referred  to.  Nevertheless,  it  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  as  we  have  yet  to 
have  any  committees  appointed  this  year.  Mr. 
President,  what  I  am  interested  in  is  — I  am 
going  to  vote  against  the  confirmation  of  Mrs. 
White  because,  although  she  is  a  member  of  a  lot 
of  committees,  I  notice  she  is  one  of  the  directors 
of  the  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union, 
and  that  is  the  Union  that  services  many  of  the 
high  schools  and  junior  high  schools  with  lunches 
in  Dorchester.  I  realize  many  of  those  children 
in  the  last  four  or  five  weeks  have  gone  hungry 
and  have  not  been  able  to  buy  the  food  after 
having  purchased  the  tickets  with  which  to  buy 
it.  I  realize  that  the  city  contributes  a  small 
sum  of  $10,000  a  year  to  make  up  the  deficit  of 
this  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union. 
There  is  nothing  personal  in  my  vote.  I  am 
always  glad  to  vote  in  roll  call.  I  wish  every 
matter  that  came  up  in  the  Boston  City  Council 
was  voted  in  roll  call.  I  stand  on  my  vote.  I 
also  would  like  to  know — and  that  is  why  I  asked 
for  a  continuance  of  at  least  one  week — how  Mrs. 
White  feels  in  favoring  families  outside  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  That  is,  Mr.  President,  I  mean  families 
outside  the  City  of  Boston  are  given  preference  in 
our  Boston  Federal  housing  units.  I  realize  when 
the  money  was  appropriated  for  these  Federal 
housing  units  in  the  Boston  City  Council — and  I 
am  very  happy  to  say  I  voted  against  it,  because 
I  didn't  believe  in  it  at  the  time,  and  time  has 
shown  I  was  right  in  my  vote — that  these  houses 
were  for  the  poor  of  Boston.  Ninety-nine  out  of 
every  one  hundred  cases  will  make  application 
from  the  City  of  Boston, — and  you  know  I  speak 
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the  truth,  Mr.  President, — and  are  turned  down 
and  the  outside  resident,  outside  the  City  of 
Boston,  is  given  the  preference.  Oh,  it  is  all  right, 
Mr.  President,  for  councilors  to  say  in  executive 
session  that  this  is  a  Federal  situation  and  it  is  a 
Federal  matter,  but  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  are  paying  the  bills,  and  what  I  am 
interested  in  is  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  I  would 
like  to  see  one  member  of  the  Housing  Authority 
that  would  have  the  gumption  and  the  guts  to 
take  issue  with  the  Federal  authorities  and  to 
speak  their  mind  and  to  speak  up  and  let  them 
know  that  these  Federal  housing  units  were 
intended  for  the  residents  of  Boston.  And  as  I 
said  before,  I  don't  feel  as  though  this  matter 
should  have  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. I  feel  that  it  should  have  been  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules.  As  to  referring  such 
matters  as  this  to  the  Executive  Committee, — 
there  is  no  sense  in  having  any  committees.  You 
ought  to  abolish  all  committees  because  anything 
can  be  steamrollered  through.  I  believe  in  giving 
Mrs.  White  a  chance  to  come  before  us.  I  might 
be  in  the  position  of  changing  my  vote  after  I 
listened  to  the  lady  but  we  haven't  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  even  meeting  her.  I  have  to  judge 
from  what  has  happened  in  the  past  what  will 
happen  in  the  future.  I  have  to  judge  that  these 
little  girls  and  boys  in  the  Dorchester  section  were 
buying  lunches — I  have  to  judge  by  those  boys 
and  girls  going  home  hungry  to  their  parents  at 
three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  after  leaving  their 
homes  at  8  or  8.15  in  the  morning.  That  is  the 
only  method  I  can  have  of  judging  Mrs.  White, — 
that  she  is  a  director  of  this  Women's  Educational 
Union.  Personally  I  have  no  feeling  against  Mrs. 
White.  I  know  the  vote  will  be  13  to  5  for  con- 
firmation, but  I  am  going  to  be  one  of  the  five 
opposed.  But  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that  on  future 
matters  that  come  before  you,  if  you  don't  intend 
to  send  them  into  the  right  committees,  then 
abolish  all  committees  and  send  everything  to 
Executive.  There  is  no  sense  in  having  any 
committees.  The  committees  are  a  joke  in  the 
Boston  City  Council,  and  the  councilors  are,  in 
turn,  the  laughing  stock  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
If  we  can't  have  committee  meetings  and  give 
these  people  a  chance  to  come  before  us  and  be 
heard,  and  we  have  to  go  behind  closed  doors, 
then  I  say,  abolish  committees  once  and  for  all, 
and  send  everything  to  Executive  and  rush  it 
through. 

Coun.  FISH — I  believe  this  is  a  most  moderate 
request,  and  I  don't  think  it  jeopardizes  the  chances 
one  bit  of  those  gentlemen  who  voted  in  Executive 
Committee  to  approve  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
White.  I  venture  to  say  that  if  this  matter  came 
up  here  next  Monday,  no  matter  how  much  we 
raise  our  voices,  she  would  still  get  the  vote  and 
would  be  confirmed.  What  harm  is  it  going  to 
do  to  give  us  the  opportunity  to  meet  her.  Maybe 
she  would  get  unanimous  approval.  I  do  not  say 
now  that  I  would  vote  against  her  if  I  met  her.  If 
I  don't  meet  her,  I  will,  and  I  would  like  the  op- 
portunity of  being  convinced  that  I  might  be 
wrong  in  my  vote  today.  I  hope  not.  I  hope 
that  the  person,  whom  I  have  not  seen  and  there- 
fore cannot  pass  judgment  on, — I  hope  she  won't 
be  one  who  will  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  one 
who  has  resigned,  taking  a  run-out  powder, 
before  I  had  the  opportunity  to  bring  before  this 
Body  and  the  City  of  Boston  the  scandalous 
way  in  which  he  administered  his  duties.  I 
refer  to  a  voter  of  my  own  ward,  Mr.  John  Breen, 
a  neighbor.  He  votes  in  the  same  precinct,  but 
devotes  his  time  in  other  wards  to  politics.  I 
hope  that  we  are  not  taking  somebody  who  may 
follow  the  same  course,  and  I  have  no  way  of 
knowing  unless  I  am  given  the  opportunity  to 
meet  her.  Given  the  opportunity,  I  may  con- 
firm her,  but  not  given  that  opportunity,  I  certainly 
cannot  approve  of  placing  anybody  that  has  any 
power  whatsoever  over  a  $40,000,000  proposition 
at  the  expense  of  the  Boston  taxpayers,  and  I 
cannot  approve  it  unless  I  see  her.  I  don't 
know  how  anybody  in  this  Body  can  accept 
that  person  unless  they  meet  and  talk  with  her, 
get  her  ideas  on  the  future  outlook  of  housing, 
and  how  she  will  administer  that  $40,000,000. 
As  I  may  repeat,  it  is  a  moderate  request  and  a 
request  which  I  am  sure  will  avail  me  nothing, 
because  one  week  from  now  she  will  receive  the 
majority  approval  of  this  board  and  possibly 
the  unanimous  approval. 

Coun.  CAREY — There  is  a  great  deal  of  merit 
to  what  the  preceding  speakers  have  said.  I 
voted  in  Executive  for  the  confirmation  of  Mrs. 


White,  but  I  have  reflected  upon  the  remarks 
that  some  of  the  councilors  have  made.  In  my 
experience,  I  have  contacted  the  Housing  office 
time  and  time  again  and  been  told  that  the  approval 
of  applications  down  there  was  not  had  because 
the  Housing  Authority  did  not  meet.  The 
Authority  has  gone  some  time,  for  many  weeks, 
without  meeting.  I  feel  there  is  considerable 
merit  to  what  Councilors  Dwyer,  Fish  and  Kelly 
have  said.  There  has  been  a  vacancy,  so  to 
speak,  in  the  Housing  Authority,  in  that  Mr. 
Breen  resigned  some  weeks  ago.  I  don't  think 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  harm  in  postponing  final 
action  on  the  appointment  for  another  week. 
I  therefore  am  going  to  move  that  the  matter 
lie  on  the  table  one  week.  There  have  been 
some  arguments  raised  here  that  have  considerable 
merit,  one  of  which  is  the  feelings  of  the  possible 
appointee  regarding  the  use  of  housing  units 
by  those  living  outside  the  city.  Living  in  a 
district  where  there  are  two  units,  I  have  been 
faced  with  considerable  opposition  by  people 
who  are  trying  to  get  into  the  housing  units, 
only  to  find  out  that  people  who  do  not  live 
within  twelve  miles  of  the  city  have  been  ad- 
mitted and  they  have  been  denied  that  admittance. 
It  might  be  well  to  know  just  how  Mrs.  White 
feels  about  that  particular  matter,  although  I 
don't  believe  she  can  persuade  the  housing  officials 
in  Washington  to  change  any  regulations.  I 
feel  that  particular  regulation,  if  it  is  a  regulation, 
was  not  necessary.  We  can  go  through  some 
of  these  units  at  different  times  and  see  what 
the  situation  is.  In  asking  that  the  matter  be 
tabled  I  am  not  inferring  that  I  will  change  my 
vote,  but  I  see  no  harm  in  tabling  it  for  one  week, 
and  I  so  move  at  this  time. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was  lost, 
yeas  7,  nays  12:

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  now 
comes  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Since  June  of  last  year, 
which  approximates  seven  months,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  has  had  one  absentee  member, 
and  yet  this  appointment  is  being  steamrollered 
through  today  because  they  refuse  to  allow  this 
young  lady,  or  old  lady,  to  come  before  a  function- 
ing committee, —  and  you,  Mr.  President,  have 
not  appointed  your  committees  as  yet.  The 
Appropriation  Bill  has  come  before  us  today 
because  its  presentation  is  required  by  law.  The 
Mayor  would  be  remiss  in  his  duty  as  Mayor  if 
he  did  not  submit  his  Appropriation  Bill;  and  yet 
you,  Mr.  President,  functioning  as  the  President 
of  this  Honorable  Body,  have  not  appointed  your 
committees  as  yet. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  the  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  think  the  councilor  is  sup- 
posed to  be  speaking  on  the  subject  of  appointment 
of  somebody  on  the  Housing  Authority.  I  think 
this  is  absolutely  but  of  order. 

Coun.  HANLEY — The  point  is  very  well  taken, 
councilor.  Every  legislative  body,  in  order  to 
function  properly,  must  have  committees.  The 
Executive  Committee  is  the  greatest  mistake  that 
has  ever  been  perpetrated  in  the  City  Council.  A 
picayune  voice  shouts,  "I  move  that  it  pass."  It 
usually  does.  Out  here,  Mr.  President,  we  speak 
on  the  merits  of  the  bill.  I  will  criticize,  but  I  will 
do  it  openly.  Other  members  are  criticizing  you, 
Mr.  President,  outside,  but  I  will  stand  up  and 
criticize  you  openly.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has 
submitted  a  name — to  me  it  is  only  a  name;  quali- 
fications should  be  the  determining  factor.  On 
paper  she  may  be  the  most  qualified  woman  or 
person  whose  name  he  could  submit  to  this  Honor- 
able Body.  But  what  are  you,  rubber  stamps, 
because  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  asked  that  she  be 
approved?  As  Councilor  Fish  well  said,  in  another 
week,  seven  days-intervening,  she  may  be  approved 
unanimously.  But  we  are  acting  under  parlia- 
mentary procedure.  She  should  come  before  a 
functioning  committee,  which  should  be  the  Rules 
Committee.  John  Breen  refused  to  come  because 
of  the  scandal  attached  to  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority.  A  demolition  contract  is  given,  but 
not  a  contract  to  build.  And  in  Councilor  Hurley's 
district  they  have  torn  down  buildings,  but  there 
has  been  no  construction.  Breaking  down — 
breaking  down, — the   parish   of   the   Holy   Cross 
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Cathedral,  irhiofa  at  one  time  was  the  center  of  our 
population.    Oh,    there    mas    have    been    alums, 

there  ma]  have  been  shacks,  )>nt  there  imi  t  a 
member  of  this  Bodj  that  »:^  brought  up  in  a 
mansion.  There  are  two  contracts  given  in  the 
Boeton  Housing  Authoritj ,  one  for  demolition,  the 

de-Mi urti<m  of  homes,  and  tin-  other  for  construc- 
tion. That  is  where  the  money  is.  Thai  is  where 
the  boys  nap  a  profit,  and  thai  is  whj  the  si 
of  the  Huston  Housing  Authoritj  will  one  day 
scream  to  heaven  for  an  answer,  Some  of  \<m 
members  are  in  the  lap  of  luxury.  Von  have-  your 
own  little  homes  now.  A  few  years  bark  you  were 
very  fortunate  if  you  hail  a  job  in  private  industry, 
and  yet  you  are  called  upon  to  vote  for  a  mi 
of  a  t40,000,000  corporation,  and  I  doubt  verj 
much  if  some  of  the  members,  and  especially  tin- 
former  chairman,  could  count  forty  cents  when  lie 
ran  for  the  City  Council  in  my  ward,  but  he  has 
one  of  the  most  luxurious  homes  in  Councilor 
Fish's  district.  If  he  was  another  man  he  would 
be  castigated  vociferously,  verbally  and  otherwise, 
as  .1  crook.  And  yet  he  has  thought  so  little  of  you 
men,  that  he  wouldn't  even  come  before  you  be- 
cause it  would  be  engineered  anyway,  but  for  six 
months  he  has  been  held  up  and  his  Honor  tin- 
Mayor  has  been  remiss  in  hi-  duty  by  not,  sub- 
mitting another  name,  lie  circumvented  the  law. 
and  yet  we  are  going  to  pass  upon  this  woman 
without  even  asking  her  or  requesting  her  to  come 
before  the  functioning  committee,  but  the  pressure 
is  put  on,  and  you  have  got  to  vote.  You  cant 
do  otherwise.  Actions  speak  louder  than  words, 
and  I  challenge  any  member  to  show  by  an  affirma- 
tive or  negative  vote  his  position  as  to  holding  it 
over  for  another  week. 

Conn.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  as  we  go 
through  life  we  have  many  reverses.  Many  times 
we  come  out  on  top.  Regardless  of  whether  we 
come  out,  on  top  or  are  defeated,  I  have  always 
considered  it  well  to  display  good  sportsmanship. 
Don't  let  defeat  rankle  in  your  heart  so  that  at 
any  moment  you  are  willing  to  criticize.  I  ran  for 
President  of  this  Body  and  received  eleven  votes, 
one  vote  short  of  election.  There  was  a  rumor  at 
the  time  that  the  only  reason  I  didn't  receive  the 
twelfth  was  because  of  the  certain  faith  that  I 
belonged  to. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  1 
don't  think  the  speaker  is  speaking  on  the  order 
or   the   matter  before  us. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  remind 
the  speaker  to  confine  his  remarks  to  the  question. 
Coun.  TAYLOR — I  got  up  on  the  floor  of  this 
Council  and  denied  that  fact  and  said  that  there 
wasn't  any  member  of  this  Body  that  had  that 
thought,  in  mind,  and  I  still  say  they  didn't  and  I 
was  the  first  one  to  congratulate  the  President 
that  he  was  elected,  and  never  attempted  to 
hamstring  him  in  the  future.  Good  sportsman- 
ship is  a  marvelous  trait  to  possess,  and  I  hope  I 
have  it  until  I  die.  I  was  one  against  seventeen 
in  a  vote  here,  but  I  held  nothing  against  anyone 
that  voted  the  other  way.  You  have  been  Presi- 
dent of  this  Body  before,  Mr  President,  and  I 
wish  to  say  you  gave  a  marvelous  and  fair  admin- 
istration, and  the  entire  city  knows  it.  As  far 
as  this  question  of  housing  is  concerned,  I  hate 
to  see  a  man  attacked  unjustifiably.  I  owe  John 
Breen  nothing.  He  never  gave  me  anything 
other  than  a  few  favors  in  trying  to  get  somebody 
into  the  Housing  Authority  from  your  ward. 
Why  he  should  be  termed  a  crook — that  is  the 
most  disgusting  thing  I  ever  heard  on  this  floor 
at  any  time.  It  is  unjustly  accusing  a  man  in 
public  life  of  doing  dishonest  acts  when  they 
haven't  one  scintilla  of  proof  to  prove  it.  We 
ought  to  cut  that  kind  of  stuff  out.  Let  us  deliver 
our  arguments  pro  and  con  and  go  out  and  shake 
hands  like  fighters.  John  Breen  has  courage 
enough  to  tell  the  Council,  "I  have  served  in  this 
Body  some  period  of  time.  If  you  don't  like  me, 
turn  me  down.  I  am  not  coming  down  here  to  be 
cross-examined  by  anybody  because  they  have 
some  personal  grievances  against  me."  He  is  an 
able  man,  John  Breen.  He  has  been  a  prosperous 
man  in  business,  and  he  turned  this  down.  He  was 
still  a  member  of  the  Housing  Authority  until  he 
resigned  very  recently,  because  the  law  states,  and 
I  think  I  am  right,  that  he  is  until  a  member  is 
appointed  in  his  place,  even  though  his  time  has 
expired,  and  he  resigned  of  his  own  volition.  I 
wouldn't  blame  Mrs.  White  for  refusing  to  come 
up  here,  for  the  Lord  knows  who  will  be  the  nrst 
one  to  point  a  finger  at  her  and  say,  "You  are  a 
crook."  The  Mayor  has  sent  in  the  name  of  a 
woman.  We  had  a  whole  week  to  think  about  it 
and   investigate.     Nobody   here   knows   anything 


against  her.  Why  should  we  act  differently  than 
tlu-N  do  in  an]   legislative  body?     The  Governor's 

pound]  pass  upon  an  appointment   without  calling 

in  judges  or  officials  of  any  department.     Why 

should  they  be  embarrassed?  I  don't  think  you 
would  gel  an  appointee  to  take  a  job,  no  mattei 
how  much  money  whs  in  it  and  this  is  an  unpaid 
position—  if  they  had  to  come  up  and  face  a 
barrage  of  embarrassing  questions.  The  Mayor 
ha-  submitted  the  name.     It  is  our  duty  to  fill  that 

position,     and     I    don't     think     we    ought     to    take 

months  and  months  and  put  it  into  the  Committee 
on  Hulls,  where  it  dies,  where  the  Committee 
on  Holes  should  have  reported  on  it,  and  it,  was 
never  done.     Would  they  want  it  to  go  back  in  the 

Coi ittee  on  Rules  and  stay  there  the  same  way? 

I  think  we  ought  to  vote  on  it  now. 

Coun,  KELLY  and  HANLEY  addressed  the 
(hair  and  Coun,  Kelly  was  recongized. 

Coun.  KELLY— I  yield  to  Councilor  Hanley, 
Mr.  President. 

Coun.  HANLEY  -Mr.  President,  sportsman- 
ship is  known  in  various  athletic  circles.  It  is 
known  in  politics  as  hypocrisy.  To  shake  a  man's 
hand  symbolizes  the  olden  days,  when  men  used  to 
gather  around  and  have  up  their  sleeve  a  dagger, 
but  in  order  to  show  the  man  they  shook  hands 
with  that  they  had  in  their  hand  no  dagger  they 
placed  out,  the  five  fingers.  There  was  one  time 
that  Hriitus  never  shook  hands  with  Caesar, 
because  he  had  his  dagger.  Now,  this  is  still  on 
personal  preference.  According  to  the  public 
record,  on  January  3  I  did  receive  eleven  votes  for 
the  presidency  of  this  Honorable  Body.  My 
memory  is  good.  I  remember  the  distinguished 
councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  received 
eleven  votes  for  the  presidency,  and  I  made  a 
speech  that  first  time,  councilor,  that  I  never  heard 
of  racial  discrimination  in  this  Honorable  Body. 
That  is  a  public  record,  councilor.  It  is  there  for 
the  reading  of  any  of  the  new  councilors.  And  I 
congratulated  you  publicly,  councilor.  It  is  in 
the  public  records.  I  congratulated  you,  councilor, 
in  the  lavatory.  Do  you  think,  councilor,  that 
this  Honorable  Body  can  function  with  no  com- 
mittees? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  state 
for  the  benefit  of  the  member  that  he  could  not 
appoint  any  committees  until  the  rules  were 
adopted,  and  they  were  only  adopted  today,  and 
the  committees  will  be  appointed  today. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Thank  you  sincerely,  Mr. 
President,  for  that  honorable  answer.  I  in  no  wise 
doubt  your  honesty.  There  is  no  one,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent,— I  don't  care  who  he  is, — that  is  going  to 
make  me  the  target  at  any  time.  I  am  merely 
stating  to  you,  Mr.  President,  the  inarticulate 
voice  of  your  colleagues.  If  your  memory  is  cor- 
rect, I  believe  that  I  was  the  only  member  of  this 
Council  that  saw  you  on  one  occasion  when  you 
came  out  of  the  United  States  Army,  honorably 
discharged.  I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  I  was 
the  only  one  that  told  you  as  a  friend  to  "get  into 
the  fight,  John.  You  have  all  the  qualifications 
required  to  be  a  City  Councilor.  Don't  miss  the 
bus.  John.  You  are  required  in  public  life." 
Is  that  poor  sportsmanship,  councilor?  My  name 
was  submitted  as  President,  by  the  greatest  friend 
that  I  ever  had  in  public  or  private  life.  I  refer 
specifically  to  Thomas  J.  Hamion,  Jr.,  of  the  thir- 
teenth district.  Poor  sportsmanship,  councilor? 
I  never  asked  for  a  recount,  even  though  I  was 
nearly  defeated.  I  have  been  defeated.  I  know 
what  defeat  is.  and  I  know  what  victory  is.  Sports- 
manship? You  stood  up  in  this  Council  one  week 
ago  today  and  talked  about  majority  and  minority 
rule  in  this  Body.  I  believe  I  am  correct  in  stating 
that  you  no  longer  belong  to  the  minority  clan,  but 
you  belong  to  the  majority  clan.  And  yet  a  few 
minutes  ago,  today,  you  could  not,  even  muster  a 
vote  except  your  own.  Hut,  you  have  principle, 
councilor, — you  have.  As  I  have  always  said,  you 
are  the  most  qualified  of  the  group  that  you  repre- 
sent, and  I  don't  mean  racial,  religious  or  political. 
I  mean  the  group  that  happen  to  be  associated  with 
you  here.  You  are  the  only  man  of  that  group 
that  can  stand  and  speak  and  enter  into  verbal 
tirade  with  anyone  else.  I  admire  your  courage; 
I  admire  your  vocabulary;  and  I  admire  your  pro- 
fession that  you  belong  to,  but,  please,  I  am  asking 
you,  councilor,  do  not  upset  it.  Sportsmanship? 
That  is  a  derivation  of  sportsman,  and  it  is  not  a 
Latin  term.  I  congratulate  you,  Mr.  President, 
again.  I  hope  that  your  tenure  of  office  will  be 
replete  with  happiness  and  that  you,  symbolizing 
the  name  your  father  gave  you,  will  never  descend 
into  the  mire  of  politics  or  the  things  that  are  asso- 
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ciated  with  it.  Other  presidents  have  come  before 
you  and  other  presidents  will  follow  you,  but,  as 
one  colleague  to  another,  I  believe  I  was  the  first 
one  to  congratulate  you,  and  I  am  again  congratu- 
lating you.  And  if  my  remarks  in  any  way  jeopar- 
dize your  standing  in  this  Honorable  Body,  then  I 
apologize  publicly,  and  not  outside  this  room.  If  I 
have  in  any  way,  Mr.  President,  jeopardized  your 
name,  then  I  humbly  say  that  I  am  sorry,  and  I  am 
capable  of  expressing  my  sorrow  verbally  and  in 
written  form.  But,  please,  councilor  from  Ward  12 
please  don't  say  that  I  am  not  a  sportsman.  At 
least,  if  you  don't  like  my  personality,  you  must 
agree  with  me  that  I  fight  in  the  chamber.  I  never 
say  anything  detrimental  to  anybody  outside  of  the 
chamber.  I  wonder  can  everyone  say  the  same? 
I  should  never  throw  a  stone.  I  was  brought  up 
in  a  glass  house,  the  same  as  everybody.  But, 
please,  councilor,  never  say  that  I  am  not  a  sports- 
man, because  in  doing  so  you  are  treading  on  dan- 
gerous ground.  I  am  a  nervous  man,  even  though 
I  may  not  show  it.  And,  please,  confine  your  re- 
marks to  the  question,  as  I  try  to  do.  In  doing  so 
I  did  digress,  but  I  merely  amplified  what  other 
colleagues  have  done.  And  for  your  honesty,  I 
congratulate  you,  Mr.  President.  I  didn't  know, 
and  I  humbly  apologize. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  am  going  to  be  very  brief. 
I  know  the  hour  is  getting  late.  I  am  going  to 
reiterate  again,  Mr.  President,  that  if  this  matter 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  the 
Committee  on  Rules  this  year  would  not  have 
been  a  graveyard,  because  you  have  the  power 
of  appointing  that  committee.  I  am  sure  the 
members  you  would  appoint  on  that  committee, 
Mr.  President,  would  not  be  members  that  would 
make  it  a  graveyard.  So  I  am  sure  if  that  matter 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  where 
it  should  have  been,  we  would  have  had  a  report 
inside  of  a  week.  I  have  often  been  on  the  losing 
side.  Sometimes  you  can  gain  dividends  by 
being  on  the  losing  side,  as  long  as  you  always 
keep  your  word.  That  is  one  thing  I  can  say; 
in  this  Council  I  have  always  kept  my  word 
with  my  brother  councilors,  so  my  conscience 
doesn't  bother  me.  I  believe  every  member  of 
the  Council  is  sent  here  by  his  district  and  when 
any  matter  comes  up  before  the  Council  the 
councilor  should  get  up  and  speak  his  mind, 
what  he  believes  the  people  in  his  district  want 
to  know.  Every  two  years  when  seeking  election 
or  re-election  we  have  to  go  before  the  people  of 
the  ward,  and  they  make  it  possible  for  us  to 
come  or  not  to  come  here.  I  can  say  a  lot  in  the 
Council.  I  probably  know  John  Breen  better 
than  any  member  of  the  Council.  I  spent  four 
years  in  school  with  him.  But  it  isn't  John  Breen 
who  is  being  considered  today.  It  is  Mrs.  White, 
and  I  believe  there  isn't  anything  wrong  in  asking 
her  to  come  before  us.  I  might  change  my  vote 
when  I  had  a  little  talk  with  her.  I  don't  believe 
there  would  be  any  embarrassing  questions  asked. 
I  have  never  asked  embarrassing  questions  while 
a  member  of  the  Council.  I  have  always  asked 
questions  to  the  point,  and  I  say  again  if  this 
matter  had  been  referred  to  the  proper  Committee 
on  Rules,  that  committee  you  have  the  power 
of  appointing,  I  am  certain  that  the  Committee 
on  Rules  this  year  would  not  have  been  a  grave- 
yard, and  we  would  have  had  a  proper  report 
from  the  committee.  I  am  sorry  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  should  see  fit  by  their  vote 
not  to  allow  us  to  get  certain  information  from 
Mrs.  White,  who  will  be  a  member  of  a  40-million 
dollar  corporation.  I  am  glad,  for  one,  that  it 
is  a  roll  call  vote,  because  some  will  have  some- 
thing to  answer  for  in  the  future.  I  am  glad 
it  is  not  passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 
I  have  nothing  personal  against  Mrs.  White, 
but  am  forced  to  cast  my  vote  against  her. 

Coun.  CAREY — To  clarify  the  remarks  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor),  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Rules  last  year,  I  held 
a  meeting  at  which  Mr.  Breen  was  invited  to 
appear.  That  request  was  made  by  another 
member  of  the  Council,  and  I  thought  he  was 
entitled  to  hear  Mr.  Breen,  as  long  as  he  desired 
it.  Later  the  meeting  was  held,  and  Mr.  Breen 
sent  word  he  was  not  interested  in  reappointment 
and,  taking  Mr.  Breen  at  his  word,  I  thought 
there  was  no  need  of  taking  any  action  on  his 
appointment.  If  he  didn't  want  the  place,  it 
was  his  business,  and  that  is  why  that  did  die  in 
the  committee.

RECLASSIFICATION   OF   WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT   EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  confer 
with  the  Civil  Service  Commission  relative  to  the 
recent  reclassification  of  all  Welfare  Employees  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  an  effort  to  bring  about  a 
more  satisfactory   adjustment  for   those  affected. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  it  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention,  and  I  believe  to  the 
attention  of  each  and  every  councilor  by  this 
time,  that  some  of  our  employees  in  the  Welfare 
Department,  particularly  the  clerks,  have  been 
reclassified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner. 
Some  who  were  employed  as  clerks,  as  I  under- 
stand, have  been  reclassified,  some  as  junior 
clerks  and  some  as  senior  clerks.  I  believe  that 
when  these  employees  received  their  positions 
they  were  told  that  they  were  being  employed  as 
clerks,  and  now  those  who  have  been  reclassified 
as  junior  clerks  find  that  they  are  not  given  the 
opportunity  which  they  had  in  mind  when  they 
started  to  compete  in  examinations  that  might 
come  up  in  the  future.  I  also  understand  that 
some  of  these  clerks  took  an  examination  some 
time  ago  for  social  worker  and  that  many  of  them 
find  that  in  the  past  six  months  they  are  not 
being  given  an  opportunity  to  accept  the  posi- 
tions as  social  workers.  Through  this  reclassifica- 
tion many  of  them  are  not  being  given  the 
opportunities  to  receive  positions  that  they  had 
reason  to  believe  originally  would  be  open  to 
them.  Therefore,  I  hope  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  will  immediately  confer  with  the  Civil 
Service  Department  to  see  if  the  conditions  that 
they  had  every  reason  to  believe  would  exist  when 
they  originally  went  into  the  service  are  now 
rendered  available  to  them.  These  clerks  were 
given  to  understand  that  they  would  have  an 
opportunity  to  take  the  various  examinations. 
I  know  that  my  colleagues,  Councilor  James 
Bayley  and  Councilor  Chase,  have  similar  orders 
that  they  wish  to  present.  I  would,  therefore, 
move  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  so  that  an  opportunity  may  be  given 
to  the  employees  to  come  before  the  committee 
and  express  themselves. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  immediately  pay  the  United  States 
Cadet  Nurses'  Corps,  now  engaged  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  as  trainees. 

(nun.  RUSSO — Some  time  ago  I  presented  a 
similar  order,  and  it  was  brought  to  my  attention 
that  at  the  City  Hospital  we  nave,  or  rather  had, 
approximately  one  hundred  young  girls  who  were 
taken  in  on  this  Cadet  Nurses'  Corps,  and  up 
to  that  time  they  had  not  received  any  money 
for  their  services.  I  have  been  informed,  how- 
ever, that  after  the  order  I  presented  the  girls 
have  been  given  $45  as  a  part  payment  towards 
their  salaries.  I  am  kind  of  confused  and  I  can- 
not understand  why,  up  to  the  present  time,  they

have  not  received  nil  the  moneys  thai  should  be 
due  to  them.  At  that  time,  when  they  first 
joined  this  corps,  it  was  understood  by  them 
that  they  were  going  t«  receive  all  the  tuition 
expenses,  expenses  foi  their  books  and  whatever 
paraphernalia  they  needed,  yet,  up  to  this  time, 
they  have  not  been  paid.  1  understand  that  in 
various  hospitals  where  they  have  tlii~  nursing 
cadet  corps  they   have   received  that 

was  coming  to  them,  and  yet  here  in  the  City 
Hospital  they  have  not  received  the  money  they 
were  supposed  to  receive.  I  am  given  also  to 
understand  that  out  of  one  hundred  that  originally 
joined  in  this  corps  there  arc  now  left  only  about 
forty-eight  or  fifty,  from  which  I  am  given  to 
understand  that  if  these  conditions  are  not 
changed,  and  changed  immediately,  we  are  going 
to  lose  all  these  girls;  and  the  Lord  only  knows  if 
we  ever  needed  a  nursing  cadet  corps  at  all  now 
is  the  time  we  need  them.  I  say  we  ought  to  be 
proud  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  especially  in  the 
City  Hospital,  to  have  these  young  girls  who  are 
interested  in  taking  up  nursing  and,  where  we 
are  short  of  nurses  today,  I  think  something 
ought  to  be  done,  and  done  immediately.  I  hope 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  bring  this  to  the 
attention  of  the  trustees  to  see  that  they  are 
given  the  money,  because  most  of  these  girls 
aren't  millionaires,  as  we  all  know,  and  I  hope 
this  order  will  pass  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RECESS.

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE   REPORTS. 

Coun.  HANLEY,  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  order  (referred  today)  that  the 
Mayor  confer  with  Civil  Service  Commission 
relative  to  recent  reclassification  of  all  Welfare 
employees — recommending  reference  to  Committee 
on  Public  Welfare. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Committee 
on  Public  Welfare. 

Coun.  RUSSO  — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
opposed  to  having  this  order  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Welfare.  If  that  is  the 
desire  of  the  Council,  I  am  willing  to  go  along 
with  them,  but  I  do  believe,  regardless  of  any 
hearing  we  may  have,  we  won't  have  any  better 
hearing  than  what  we  had  in  the  Executive  today, 
having  so  many  young  ladies  in  there,  vitally 
interested  in  this  question,  that  work  in  the 
Welfare  Department  coming  and  expressing  all 
their  views  on  this  matter.  I  don't  know  that 
we  are  going  to  get  anywhere  by  referring  this 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Welfare.  However, 
if  that  is  the  intent  of  the  Council  I  am  very 
glad  to  go  along  with  them,  as  I  understand 
Councilors  Chase,  Bayley  and  myself  will  present 
a  resolution. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — As  I  said  in  executive  session, 
Mr.  President,  I  hope  this  motion  will  prevail 
and  that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Welfare  will  be  successful  in  obtaining  the 
presence  of  some  member  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  This  is  one  more  asinine  act  of  a 
man  who,  in  my  opinion,  was  never  qualified  to 
hold  a  position  as  Civil  Service  Director.  From 
the  very  moment  he  took  office  he  always  indi- 
cated to  me  by  his  actions  and  his  decisions  that 
he  was  unqualified.  He  was  always  far  from  being 
right  in  most  all  of  the  eases.  Here  is  an  instance 
now  where  he  determines  that  he  is  going  to 
reclassify  all  the  girls  in  the  Welfare  Department 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  order  to  determine 
that  reclassification  he  has  forwarded  to  them  all 
applications  to  fill  out.  The  girls  who  are  per- 
haps more  proficient  than  others,  and  perhaps 
write  a  better  hand  than  others,  who  are  able  to  put 
down  in  good  English  their  qualifications  are 
evidently  those  who  will  receive  the  best  treat- 
ment from  the  Civil  Service  Commission;  and 
those  girls  who  are  perhaps  too  modest  in  answer- 


ing questions  on  the  period  of  time  they  worked 
and  the  type  of  work  they  did,  those  girls,  regard- 
less of  service  in  the  City  of  Boston,  find  them- 
selves now  rated  as  junior  clerks.  As  Mr.  Murphy 
stated  in  executive  chamber,  there  was  an  agree- 
ment between  Mr.  O'Hare  and  Civil  Service 
Commissioner  Lupien  that  there  would  be  no 
such  rating  as  "junior  clerk,"  but  once  again  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioner  has  violated  his 
promise  and  has  sent  down  a  junior  clerk  rating. 
The  most  welcome  news  the  city  has  received 
was  the  resignation  of  Mi.  Lupien  in  September. 
It  is  too  bad  he  didn't,  make  it  effective  at  once, 
because  never  in  the  history  of  Massachusetts 
have  we  had  so  many  civil  service  problems  as  we 
have  had  in  the  state  during  the  past  years.  It 
is  an  unfair  method  of  handing  out  a  rating. 
I  say  that  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  should 
be  ashamed  of  themselves.  The  Public  Welfare 
Department  didn't  want  to  do  it  this  way,  and 
didn't  want  to  sanction  its  being  done,  but  the 
Federal  Government  supervisor  compelled  them 
to  make  these  classifications.  If  they  want  new 
classifications,  for  goodness  sake  do  it  in  a  fair 
and  equitable  manner,  and  don't  compel  girls 
who  have  been  in  the  service  perhaps  fifteen 
years  to  be  now  admitted  as  junior  clerks.  I 
don't  know  what  the  future  salary  of  these  girls 
is  going  to  be.  They  were  given  the  promise 
when  they  took  the  job  they  would  be  paid  start- 
ing at  $900  up  to  $1,600,  and  receive  a  step-rate 
of  $100  until  their  maximum  of  SI, 600  was  arrived 
at.  I  hope  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  does 
not  think  now  he  can  violate  the  civil  service 
rules  and  reduce  that  maximum  salary.  It  is  an 
injustice  and  is  characteristic  of  the  man  who 
holds  that  position.  And  I  hope,  in  fairness  to 
these  girls  and  women  in  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  will  either 
come  down  personally  or  send  somebody  down  to 
represent  him  that  knows  what  is  going  to  take 
place.  We  didn't  learn  very  much  in  executive 
session  today. 

Coun.  KEENAN — As  chairman  of  the  Welfare 
Committee,  I  state  that  there  will  be  a  public 
hearing  on  Thursday  afternoon  at  2.30  o'clock. 
Will  you  please  see  that  everything  is  furnished 
for  that? 

President  KERRIGAN— Yes. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  in  hearty 
accord  with  what  the  girls  from  the  Welfare 
Department  seek  to  obtain  this  afternoon.  I 
don't  want  to  see  any  injustice  done  to  them, 
and  I  think  probably  some  injustice  has  been 
done,  according  to  the  rates  accorded  them. 
I  hope  there  will  be  a  judge  to  see  no  injustice  is 
done  to  anybody.  I  likewise  wish  to  state  that 
the  Civil  Service  Director  has  been  made  the 
subject  of  controversy  here  this  afternoon.  There 
is  a  moral  obligation  in  my  own  heart  because  of 
my  dealings  with  him  on  one  or  two  occasions,  and 
I  want  to  state  that  I  have  found  him  to  be  a 
man  of  high  integrity,  honest,  and  endeavoring 
to  do  everything  according  to  the  law,  and  I 
cannot  help  but  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Lupien  this 
afternoon,  although  I  realize  it  is  definitely 
unpopular. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  this  afternoon 
we  had  the  great  honor  and  distinction  of  listening 
to  the  cream  of  the  Welfare  Department,  the 
young  ladies  who  have  taken  competitive  examina- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  procuring  remuneration 
commensurate  with  the  type  of  work  they  are 
compelled  to  do.  Through  discrimination,  whether 
on  the  part  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  or 
not,  the  future  of  these  young  girls  is  being  jeop- 
ardized, as  far  as  procuring  remuneration  through 
competitive  examinations  for  promotion  is  con- 
cerned. As  Councilor  Taylor  well  said  in  execu- 
tive session,  this  man,  Mr.  Lupien,  has 
utilized  his  position  as  a  dictator  since  the  time 
of  taking  over  the  duty  of  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioner. He  has  set  up  various  rules  that  some- 
times are  arbitrary,  and  sometimes  they  bring 
bad  results  to  those  to  whom  they  are  applied. 
Today  we  listened  to  dissension  among  the  ranks 
of  those  young  girls  who  have  control  over  certain 
reimbursements  to  our  public  welfare  recipients, 
and  I  believe  in  a  public  hearing  that  these  girls 
can  attend  on  Thursday  and  the  press  can  be 
invited.  I  am  in  favor  of  Councilor  Coffey's 
original  recommendation  that  this  be  given  to  the 
Public  Welfare  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Public  Welfare 
Committee.

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CLASSIFICATION   OF   WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT   EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  CHASE,  BAYLEY  and  RUSSO  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Civil  Service  Commission  is  in 
the  process  of  reclassifying  the  civil  service  ratings 
of  Boston  Welfare  Department  employees;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  rumored  that  this  reclassification 
will  seriously  interfere  with  the  present  rights 
and  opportunities  offered  to  these  employees 
under  their  present  civil  service  ratings;  and 

Whereas,  The  employees  in  the  Boston  Welfare 
Department  have  originally  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  City  of  Boston  which  assured  them 
of  civil  service  protection  as  to  their  ratings, 
maximum  salaries  and  opportunities  for  trans- 
fer; and 

Whereas,  The  threatened  change  in  the  civil 
service  classifications  of  Boston  Welfare  Depart- 
ment employees  is  not  for  their  well-being  and 
has  caused  serious  concern  and  alarm  as  to  their 
future  opportunities;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
regular  meeting  assembled,  hereby  records  itself 
as  protesting  any  change  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  which  will  unfairly  and  inequitably 
affect  the  present  civil  service  salaries  and  oppor- 
tunities which  the  employees  of  the  Welfare 
Department  at  present  enjoy;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested by  the  City  Council  to  immediately 
confer  with  the  Civil  Service  Commission  with  a 
view  to  preserving  the  full  rights  enjoyed  at  the 
present  time  by  the  employees  of  the  Welfare 
Department;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  would  like  to  amend  that 
resolution,  if  possible,  in  the  latter  part,  asking 
the  Mayor  to  confer  with  the  Civil  Service  Director, 
and  have  it  read  "together  with  a  committee  of 
these  young  ladies  from  the  Welfare  office." 
I  don't  think  there  is  anybody  who  is  any  better 
qualified  to  come  to  the  Civil  Service  Director 
and  present  their  case  than  these  young  ladies 
who  have  appeared  here  today  and  aired  their 
grievances.  They  might  tell  the  Council  or 
Mayor  what  to  say  and  do  to  and  with  Mr.  Lupien. 
I  don't  think  anybody  can  present  their  case  better 
than  these  young  ladies,  and  I  so  move,  that  the 
resolution  be  amended  to  read,  "together  with  a 
committee  of  employees"  to  confer  with  Mr. 
Lupien. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  resolution 
as  amended  was  passed. 

Coun.  CHASE,  BAYLEY  and  RUSSO  offered 
the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
records  itself  as  urging  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion to  take  every  possible  step  to  preserve  all 
the  rights  enjoyed  at  the  present  time  by  the 
employees  .of  the  Boston  Welfare  Department; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 


INTEREST    RATE    ON    JUDGMENT    DEBT 
OF   JAMES   M.   CURLEY. 

Coun.  HURLEY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston  favors  any  appropriate  action  which 
can  be  taken  to  adjust  the  interest  rate  on  the 
judgment  debt  of  James  M.  Curley  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  so  that  that  rate  shall  not  be  in  excess  of 
what  the  City  of  Boston  is  required  to  pay  as  an 
interest  charge  on  current  debt. 

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  this  resolu- 
tion is  merely  an  expression  of  opinion  and  does 
not  in  any  way  attempt  to  go  into  the  merits 
of  the  citv's  case  against  James  M.  Curley.  iou 
will  recall  that  some  few  years  back  a  judgment 
was  obtained  against  that  gentleman.  Because 
of  financial  reverses,  the  gentleman,  up  to  this 
point,  has  been  unable  to  pay  thai  judgment  hi 
full.  Unfortunately,  to  add  to  his  difficulties 
in  this  respect,  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent 
has  been  running  against  this  judgment.  I  am 
informed  that  were  it  possible  to  reduce  the 
accumulated  interest  charges,  Mr.  Curley  would 
be  better  able  to  wipe  out  this  debt.  Now,  I  am 
not  a  spokesman  for   Mr.   Curley,   and  I  do  not 


wish  to  argue  as  to  whether  or  not  the  judgment 
obtained  against  him  was  a  fair  one,  although 
I  am  sure  that  many  people  hold  to  the  belief 
that  this  judgment  was  obtained  under  rather 
unusual  circumstances.  However,  I  believe  that 
even  Mr.  Curley's  most  violent  enemies  will  agree 
that  the  City  of  Boston  is  not  desirous  of  making 
money  at  his  expense;  that  the  city  is  not  a  "Shy- 
lock";  and  that  the  city  should  be  satisfied  if  it 
obtains  the  amount  of  the  judgment  without  any 
interest  charges  whatsoever.  I  understand  that 
Mr.  Curley  is  willing  to  pay  a  reasonable  charge 
for  interest,  that  is,  the  same  interest  we  pay 
as  a  city  when  we  float  a  loan,  which  is  a  good 
deal  less  than  the  six  per  cent  Mr.  Curley  is  charged 
with  on  the  judgment  debt.  I  am  not  sure  just 
what  can  be  done,  legally,  in  this  matter,  but  I 
am  sure  that  we  should  do  all  in  our  power  to 
have  this  matter  wiped  off  the  books,  without 
undue  hardship  on  the  debtor. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — It  seems  to  me,  par- 
ticularly in  view  of  the  last  statement  made  by 
Councilor  Hurley,  that  this  matter  should  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  or  some  other  committee 
so  that  we  can  get  an  opinion  from  the  Law 
Department  or  some  committee  to  see  what  can 
be  done. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  heartily  agree 
with  what  the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun. 
Hurley)  has  stated.  However,  I  cannot  see  at 
this  time  how  we  can  go  along  on  this  order  when 
I  have  in  mind  that  thousands  of  property  owners 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  who  are  paying  taxes,  if 
they  don't  pay  their  taxes  in  due  time,  are  imme- 
diately charged  six  per  cent,  and  in  some  cases 
they  have  charged  them  as  high  as  eight  per  cent. 
Perhaps  some  individual  who  has  been  fortunate 
enough  has  been  charged  four  per  cent.  I  feel 
this  order  should  be  sent  into  a  committee,  to 
the  Finance  Committee  I  believe,  where  more 
study  can  be  made  of  it,  and  I  feel  that  no  injus- 
tices should  be  done  to  any  individuals  while 
something  is  being  rectified  for  others. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  this  matter  has 
been  passed  on  by  our  duly  constituted  court 
and,  if  I  understand  it  correctly,  the  court  has 
decided  the  interest  rate  involved  in  this  matter. 
Personally,  I  don't  think  it  devolves  upon  the 
City  Council  to  interfere  with  any  judgment 
passed  on  by  a  court  of  justice.  Our  duly  consti- 
tuted courts  have  already  made  a  decision  on 
the  matter,  and  for  us  to  attempt  to  interfere  or 
to  make  any  recommendations  which  are  contrary 
to  the  findings  of  a  court,  to  my  way  of  thinking 
is  wrong.  We  were  not  elected  for  the  purpose 
of  interfering  with  the  court's  judgment,  or 
endeavoring  to  recommend  to  the  courts  what 
their  findings  should  be.  A  court  of  justice,  a 
court  which  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  meting 
out  justice,  has  already  passed  on  this  matter 
after  duly  considering  all  the  evidence  submitted. 
I  personally  do  not  want  to  be  a  party  in  any  way 
to  anything  which  would  interfere  with  the  judg- 
ment of  the  court.  I  personally  will  oppose  this 
order. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  as  a  resident 
of  Mr.  Curley's  Congressional  district,  and  as 
one  whose  memory  of  Mr.  Curley  goes  back  to 
my  early  childhood,  because  I  do  have  a  retentive 
memory,  I  would  like  to  be  recorded  here  now  in 
favor  of  any  means  by  which,  at  the  age  of  seventy, 
the  plight  in  which  he  finds  himself  could  be 
ameliorated.  I  won't  attempt  to  speak  for  the 
councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase),  but  J 
have  to  keep  in  mind  the  statements  fresh  in  my 
mind  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  has  made. 
I  was  not  prepared  to  speak  in  defense  of  Curley 
today,  because  I  was  not  privy  to  the  plan  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Hurley),  but, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  4  and  any  other  councilor  who  wants 
to  be  added  to  the  exception  and  can  so  state 
his  position,  we  are  constantly  attempting  to 
circumvent  and  obstruct  justice  in  the  interest 
of  some  unfortunate.  If  this  is  an  obstruction 
of  justice  or  a  circumvention  of  justice,  I  am  all 
for  it.  It  is  a  fair  commentary  that  a  man  can 
put  fifty  years  of  his  life  into  public  service  and 
find  himself  in  the  twilight  years  of  his  life 
badgered  and  ambushed  and  sniped  at  for  the 
last  farthing.  It  is  all  very  well  for  the  court  to 
say  arbitrarily  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
the  defendant  must  pay  back  the  principal  plus 
the  accumulated  interest,  and  continue  to  pay 
interest  until  the  very  last  cent  is  discharged. 
I  am  greatly  in  favor  of  the  terms  in  the  resolu- 
tion, and  I  am  perfectly  certain  that  the  councilor 
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who  produced  the  resolution  had  every  hope  and

I  am 
not  going  into  the  question  of  the  wisdom  of 
the  courts  decision  in  its  general  finding  of  guilty. 

1  do  sa\  that  the  COUTl  in  the  person  of  the  judge 
never  intended  to  work  a  hardship  at  the  ;i»c 
of  seventy  on  a  man  who  found  himself  stripped 
of  almost  every  material  possession  in  life.  I  am 
not  making  this  speech  to  curry  favor  with  Curie}  's 
friends  or  supporters.  It  is  the  kind  of  treat- 
ment I  might  be  asking  for  at  the  hands  of 
generous  Bostonians  thirty  years  from  now. 
when  I  reached  the  age  of  seventy,  if  I  do,  if  I 
find  myself  in  similar  circumstances.  It  max-  be 
that  there  is  nothing  we  can  do.  but  if  we  can't 
better  his  position  by  anj  official  act  of  ours, 
let  us  not  get  up  in  here  and  say  that  in  spite  of 
that  you  wouldn  t  be  for  it,  anyway  I  want  to 
repeat  again  that  90  per  cent  of  our  existence  is  the 
obstruction  and  the  circumvention  of  justice.  I 
want  to  say  that  I  am  all  for  it  in  cases  of  this 
kind.     I  shall  not  ever  take  that  statement  back. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN—  Mr.  President,  I 
have  never  been  identified  with  the  Curley  political 
fortunes.  I  come  from  a  district  that  never 
accords  Mr.  Curley  a  plurality  in  any  contest, 
but  I  am  heartily  in  accord  with  the  subject 
matter  of  this  order.  My  own  sympathetic  ten- 
dencies are  such  that  when  a  man  reaches  the 
age  of  seventy  and  has  not  the  money  to  pay  his 
debts,  I  sympathize  with  him.  My  own  feeling, 
from  an  economic  standpoint,  is  this,  that  when 
the  interest  rate  was  assessed  against  Mr.  Curley, 
the  interest  rates  generally,  in  the  banks  and 
investment  houses,  were  much  higher  than  they 
are  today.  At  the  time  the  interest  rate  was 
assessed  on  the  Curley  debt  to  the  city  six  per 
cent  was  not  an  exoroitant  rate  of  interest;  but 
six  per  cent  today  is  more  than  you  will  get  on 
any  investment,  except  possibly  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated stock.  So  I  feel  I  would  like  to,  and  will. 
go  along  with  this  order,  not  because  of  any 
political  devotion  to  the  principal  involved  nor 
long-time  allegiance  to  his  cause,  but  I  think 
human  sympathy  is  inclined  that  way  today. 
I  think  the  six  per  cent  rate  of  interest  is  abso- 
lutely exorbitant,  and  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of 
this  order. 

Coun.  HURLEY— I  did  not  intend  to  talk  any 
more  on  this  order.  I  did  not  think  any  man  in 
this  chamber  would  say  one  single,  solitary  word 
against  this  resolution,  and  I  really  feel  happy 
and  thankful  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun. 
Kinsella)  who,  with  his  magnificent  speech  and 
voice  got  up  to  help  me.  He  probably  is,  I  admit, 
a  far  more  eloquent  man  than  I  will  ever  be.  I 
was  born  in  Ward  8  in  Roxbury,  and  I  was  born 
and  brought  up,  yes,  under  the  influence  probably 
of  the  Tammany  Club,  the  Curley  Club,  and  I  will 
admit  to  the  people  of  my  district  it  was  good 
at  that  time.  Curley  has  done  more  for  the 
people,  starting  with  his  political  career,  for  the 
people  of  my  district,  than  any  man  I  know. 
I  followed  him  all  the  way  up,  and  was  with  him 
in  every  contest  until  the  last  contest  for  Mayor. 
I  came  in  here  not  a  bit  friendly  towards  the 
present  Mayor  of  Boston,  which  was  probably 
selfish.  I  was  coming  in  here  to  embarrass  him. 
but,  knowing  the  man  downstairs  as  I  do,  I  could 
not  be  against  him.  I  found  him  an  honorable, 
conscientious  Bostonian,  a  real  Mayor,  Mayor 
Tobin.  That  is  why  in  the  last  contest  I  was 
with  Mayor  Tobin.  I  think  no  one  understands 
my  position  in  the  last  contest  any  better  than 
the  former  Mayor  of  Boston,  our  former  Gov- 
ernor and  now  Congressman.  Curley,  like  any 
of  us,  probably  has  made  mistakes,  but  Curley  has 
done  so  much  good  for  the  people,  especially  the 
poor  of  Boston,  that  any  mistake  Curley  has  made, 


his  good   will  surely  offset.      Curley  didn't  ask  

to  do  this.  I  have  been  watching  him  and  read- 
ing about  him  and  hearing  about  him,  and,  after 
what  has  been  so  ably  stated  by  two  councilors  at 
to  his  present  financial  plight,  I  don't  think  you 
would  care  to  think  of  your  father  or  I  of  'my 
father — God  rest  him — at  the  age  of  seventy  in 
that  position.  Here  is  a  man  who  ha-  devoted 
his  life  to  the  good  of  this  city,  and  certain 
individuals  are  putting  him  at  the  jail  door.  Yi  9, 
In-  i-  destitute,  he  is  biokc,  and  il  amaze-  me  to 
think  of  any  human  being  standing  up  and  say- 
ing that  this  Body  should  not  try  to  help  him  in 
this  late  day  .  I  am  rather  disappointed  that 
people  should  use  that  talk  against  Curley  today. 
Mr.  President,  why  don't  we  suspend  the  rules? 
Lei  the  legal  department  of  the  City  of  Huston, 
if  it  is  possible,  adjust  this  matter.  I  have  asked 
the  suspension  of  the  rules  and  passage  of  this 
resolution,  Mi.  President. 

Coun.    COFFEY — In    my    opening    remarks    I 
will  say   that   persons   of   the   press  can  sit   back 
and   save   their  lead.     Nothing   that   Coffey   says 
appears    in    the    papers,    from    now    on.     Hearts 
and  flowers,   that  should  be   my   opening  remark. 
I    was    never    so    disgusted    with    anything    that 
ever  took  place  since   I  have  been  a  member  of 
this  Body   as  I  was  to  hear  some  of  the  members 
get  up  here.     You  would  think  that  Curley  was 
already    being   laid  out,  that  he  was  going  to  be 
buried  within   a   week  or  so.      I  don't  think  Curley 
is  a  sick  man;      I  don't  think  he  is  finished.      For 
forty    years    now,    and    I    passed    my    forty-fifth 
birthday  just  a  few  days  ago,  I  have  been  hearing 
that  Curley  is  all  washed  up,  and  Curley  is  going 
to  jail.     I  will  be  damned  if  he  didn't  come  back 
and  almost  win  the  mayoralty  of  the  city  in  the 
last  contest,  and  in  the  year  after  that  he  comes 
back    and    spends    about    $15    and    is    elected    to 
Congress.      I  don't  think  Curley  needs  any  defense 
here.     I   don't   think   there   is   any    necessity   for 
this    order.     The    city    has   seen    fit   in    the    past 
to  make  settlements  with  people  that  owe  money 
to    the    city.     They    have    done    it    on    Young  a 
Hotel    building.      If    the    city    wants    to    make    a 
settlement  with  Curley  for  moneys  that  he  owes, 
they  can  go  to  the  court  and  make  a  recommenda- 
tion that  he  pay  $2  a  week,  the  same  as  Santosuosso 
is  ordered  to   pay.     And,   if  I  am  not  mistaken 
Santosuosso  was  a  party  to  the  same  thing  Curley 
was   found  guilty  of,  and   that  is  what  the  judge 
saw    fit    to    impose    on    Santosuosso.     As    far    as 
Curley 's  home  is  concerned,  we  know  he  is  selling 
it,  and  I  think  everybody  within  the  hearing  of 
my    voice    knows    that   Curley    has   not   lived    in 
the    home    for    several   years.     He    has    lived    on 
the  Cape  up  until  the  time  when  he  went  down 
to   Washington   to  become  a  Congressman.     But 
some  people  are  going  to  make  political  talk  out 
of  this  if  they  can.     They  say  that  Curley  is  all 
washed   up.     I   say   he   is  like   hell.     He   will   be 
back  and  be  Congressman  again,  and,  to  prove  it, 
why  are  they  making  him  a  delegate?     Why  pick 
Curley  as  one  of  twelve  men  in  this  state  if  he  is 
going  to  be  found  guilty  on  evidence  in  a  Wash- 
ington  suit   and   is   going   to    be  sent   to  jail,   as 
talked  around  Boston?     I  have  seen  it  too  often 
around   here,   when   they  get  up   with  hearts  and 
flowers    and    make    those    speeches,    and    all    the 
time  capitalizing  on  the  fact  they  might  do  some 
good   on   the   following   left   in    the   Congressional 
district  and   that   they   might  step   into  Curley's 
shoes.     They  will  have  to  step  into  a  pretty  big 
pair    of  shoes    to    step    into    Curley's,     whether 
Governor,   Mayor  or  Congressman.     As  I  stated 
in  my  opening  remarks,  I  was  never  so  disgusted 
in  my  life  as  I  am  now,  when  an  order  comes  in 
here  such  as   this.     What  can   we  do  for  Curley 
as   members    of    the    Boston    City   Council?     We 
can't  even  summons  a  department  head  to  appear 
before    us.     We  can't  summons  the   White  Fund 
Trustees  to  appear  before  us.     We  tried  to  do  it, 
and    could    not    summons    the    members    of    the 
Finance    Commission    to    come    over    here    and 
appear  before  us,  and  they  practically  told  us  to 
go  to  hell,  that  they  wouldn't  come,  in  very  plain 
English.     And   they   nev-er  have   come   over,   and 
there    is   nothing    we    could    do   about   it.     Now, 
what  are   we  supposed  to  do?     Go  on   record  as 
stating   that   Curley   is   dead   broke,    that   Curley 
is  up  against  it,  that  Curley  is  a  dying  man  who 
will   be   buried    within   the   next   few   months?     I 
have  even  heard  people  say  he  is  on  the  verge  of 
going  insane.     That  is  how  low  they  have  stooped. 
I  have  heard  that  remark  around  Boston,  that  he 
is  completely  washed  up.     I  have  heard  the  same 
thing  about  Coakley  for  the  last  ten  years,  and 
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he  always  ends  up  somehow  or  other  better  than 
before.  Coakley  always  comes  out  on  top. 
Even  though  they  impeach  and  prosecute  him, 
they  have  never  had  the  courage  to  take  Coakley 
to  court  and  fight  it  out  with  him.  They  have 
always  quit.  They  have  always  condemned 
Coakley  for  the  same  reason  that  they  have  con- 
demned Curley.  You  have  heard  talk  that  they 
have  stolen  this  and  that.  But  they  still  did  good, 
if  they  have;  they  have  shared  about  90  pei  i  ent 
of  every  $100  with  the  poor  of  Boston.  We 
know  that  to  be  an  honest  fact.  We  know  they 
made  work  when  work  was  hard  to  get.  I  know 
my  salvation  was  due  to  the  fact  that  I  was 
friendly  to  Dan  Coakley,  and  I  got  hundreds  of 
people  jods  when  I  was  holding  office — and  those 
people  have  stuck  by  me,  and  after  ten  years 
out  of  office  have  made  it  possible  for  me  to  come 
back  and  win  four  out  of  the  five  last  contests — 
only  because  I  thought  I  could  go  to  people  like 
Coakley  and  Curley.  I  don't  know  what  we  can 
do  on  this.  We  can  pass  it  or  we  can  send  it  to 
some  committee,  and  then  what  can  we  do? 
Send  it  down  to  the  Law  Department?  They 
don't  need  any  advice  from  us.  If  Curley  is 
broke,  they  can  go  to  the  court  and  make  a  recom- 
mendation he  pay  so  much  a  week,  the  same  as 
Santosuosso.  They  say  they  can't  attach  his 
house,  that  it  is  so  heavily  mortgaged  that  by 
the  time  they  get  through  the  city  will  be  money 
out.  I  don't  know  how  the  hell  this  thing  came 
up,  but  I  think  it  is  disgusting  we  should  have 
anything  like  this  brought  before  this  Body. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  wondering  if 
there  isn't  quite  a  bit  of  political  propaganda  in 
this  particular  resolution.  We  are  trying  to 
help  a  man  and  we  know  we  haven't  any  power 
to  do  it.  I  am  wondering  if  this  isn't  something 
put  out  before  the  people  of  Boston  in  the  event 
that  this  man  comes  back  again  as  often  as  he 
has,  and  for  fear  he  might  come  back  again  they 
want  to  get  out  to  the  people  of  Boston  that  he  is 
dead,  flat  broke,  and  wouldn't  have  a  chance  to 
come  back  financially  to  conduct  another  cam- 
paign. I  wonder  if  that  is  the  motive,  to  put 
Curley  down  farther  than  he  is,  rather  than  to 
help  him.  I  doubt  if  they  will  succeed  in  that, 
because  if  the  man  is  without  one  penny  in  his 
pocket  he  has  left  so  many  friends  that  if  he  comes 
before  the  public  he  won't  need  money.  His 
friends,  as  they  always  have,  will  rally  to  his 
support.  I  am  wondering  if  this  propaganda  is 
detrimental  to  Curley  and  put  in  for  that  reason, 
rather  than  to  help  a  seventy-year-old  man. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  this  is  a  matter 
which  the  Massachusetts  courts  have  already 
made  a  decision  on,  and  it  is  not  a  matter  which 
comes  within  the  province  of  the  City  Council. 
It  is  a  matter  which  has  been  adjudicated  ami 
which  is  entirely  up  to  the  Law  Department  and 
the  courts  to  handle.  I  see  no  reason  why  the 
Boston  City  Council  should  take  part  in  recom- 
mending one  way  or  another  or  interfering  in  one 
way  or  another  in  a  matter  of  this  kind.  It  is 
true  this  matter  affects  a  former  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  a  former  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, but  I  submit  to  you,  sir,  that  merely 
because  he  was  a  former  Mayor  of  Boston  and  a 
former  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  the  Citj 
of  Boston  should  not  be  any  more  lenient  to  that 
gentleman  than  they  should  to  any  other  person 
whom  they  hold  a  judgment  against.  There  arc- 
hundreds  and  hundreds  of  cases  that  the  City  of 
Boston  receives  judgment  on,  and  why  should 
the  City  of  Boston  be  lenient  with  Curley  any 
more  than  any  one  else?  Why  should  the  Boston 
City  Council  come  to  the  defense  of  Curley  any 
more  than  they  would  to  any  other  person  who 
has  done  something  the  law  calls  for  judgment 
against?  I  can't  conceive  of  any  reason  why  we 
should  interfere,  I  have  no  brief  against  Curley. 
The  gentleman  is  contrary  to  my  political  beliefs. 
J  don't  approve  of  what  he  has  done  in  the  past. 
I  am  not  going  to  condemn  the  man,  however. 
Nevertheless,  I  still  think  it  is  not  a  matter  within 
our  province.  We  should  not  interfere  with  a 
judgment  rendered  by  the  court,  a  judgment 
found  on  evidence,  a  judgment  which  the  court 
has  given  every  consideration  and  weight  to. 
That  is  the  reason  why  the  courts  are  in  existence, 
to  render  judgments,  to  render  justice.  We  are 
not  the  authority  for  persons  to  come  to  ask  for 
justice.  The  courts  are  constituted  for  thai, 
and  they  have  made  a  judgment  founded  on  evi- 
dence, which  to  my  way  of  thinking  indicates  that 
James  Michael  Curley  must  have  done  something 
which  is  wrong,  because',  if  that   was  not  so,  why 


was  the  judgment  issued  against  the  gentleman? 
Now,  sir,  we  will  assume  that  this  judgment  applied 
to  some  ordinary  citizen  who  committed  a  wrong 
against  the  City  of  Boston,  so  much  80  that,  the 
courts  rendered  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Would  we  as  members  of  the  City 
Council  come  to  the  defense  of  some  stranger? 
Isn't  it  entirely  out  of  our  jurisdiction  to  he  med- 
dling with  affairs  such  as  this?  The  mere  fact  that 
it  is  former  Mayor  Curley  should  not  cause  us 
to  vote  favorably  on  this  order.  To  my  way  of 
thinking  this  matter  should  be  laid  on  the  table, 
or  it  should  be  defeated,  because  it  is  entirely 
outside  of  our  jurisdiction.  We  were  not  elected 
for  the  purpose  of  telling  the  Law  Department 
to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  courts  on  a 
matter  such  as  this.  I  see  no  reason,  if  some 
person  committed  a  tort  against  the  city  and  a 
judgment  was  rendered  against  that  person,  why 
the  City  Council  should  interfere.  I  see  no 
reason  why  we  should  interfere  in  this  present 
matter  because  the  gentleman  is  the  former  Mayor 
of  Boston.  He  is  in  no  better  category  than  any 
other  person  who  owes  a  judgment  to  the  City 
of  Boston.  If  he  has  committed  a  wrong,  anil 
apparently  he  has  because  the  courts  have  so 
found,  then,  sir,  he  should  accept  the  penalty 
and  we,  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council, 
should  not,  indirectly  or  directly,  attempt  to 
interfere  with  the  court's  judgment. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  that  is  why  I 
spoke  on  this  matter  when  I  first  got  up.  As  one 
of  the  constituents  of  Mr.  Curley,  and  as  one  who 
has  contributed  to  his  welfare  politically,  I  still 
feel  that  we  should  not  take  any  steps  in  order  to 
favor  one  and  leave  all  the  others  out.  I  am  not 
going  to  interfere,  in  so  far  as  the  courts  have 
found,  although  I  believe  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  has  the  power  to  make  any  adjustment 
on  any  bill  which  is  owed  to  the  City  of  Boston 
by  presenting  the  case  to  the  courts,  if  they 
haven't  got  that  power.  But  I  cannot  help  but 
be  reminded  of  many  of  my  constituents  who  are 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  many  of 
them  are  seventy  years  of  age  or  even  older,  and 
still  they  have  been  unable  to  meet  their  obliga- 
tions in  so  far  as  taxes  are  concerned,  and  interest 
has  been  added  upon  those  taxes  and  nothing 
could  be  done  about  those  cases.  That  is  why  I 
say  this  matter  should  be  referred  to  a  committee 
where  a  study  can  be  made  to  see  if  something 
can  be  done,  not  only  on  Mr,  Curley's  case,  but  on 
all  cases  of  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  that 
owe  money  to  the  city.  I  hope,  Mr,  President, 
that  you  will  send  this  order  to  some  proper 
committee. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  don't 
want  to  be  contentious  about  this,  but  I  find 
myself  put  in  a  peculiar  position  because  of  certain 
statements  made  here  today,  and  I  would  like  to 
straighten  the  matter  out,  in  all  honesty  and 
sincerity,  with  those  who  have  a  doubt.  Now,  it 
was  freely  stated  here  at  the  outset,  both  in  the 
reading  of  the  resolution  and  in  Councilor  Hurley's 
remarks  and  my  subsequent  remarks,  that  we 
could  do  nothing  outside  of  a  simple  expression  of 
opinion,  Boston  ought  to  try  to  do  something. 
I  have  it  on  excellent  authority  that  the  only 
thing  that  can  be  done  is  for  his  attorney  to  go 
into  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  deal  with 
his  present  circumstances,  which,  of  course,  will 
be  scrutinized  very  closely,  and  ask  for  a  setback 
■  in  the  interest  due  on  the  principal.  As  I  under- 
stand, Mr.  Curley  is  fully  competent  and  able  to 
pay  at  this  moment  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the 
original  judgment,  of  something  like  .$30,000, 
but  the  accumulated  interest  over  ten  years' 
time — I  did  discuss  this  with  an  official  that  I  will 
afterwards  identify — over  a  period  of  time  has 
run  it.  up  to  $55,000.  Now,  obviously  that  is  a  lot 
of  money  for  a  man  who  has  been  in  trouble  and 
hot  water  all  his  life  and  has  just  gone  through 
borrowing  for  his  last  contest  in  three  major 
campaigns,  each  of  which  resulted  in  the  loss  to 
him  not  only  of  the  office  but  of  certain  things 
that  accrued  to  him — if  you  know  what  1 
mean.  If  Mr.  Curley,  as  Mr.  Chase  suggested, 
should  be  properly  punished,  I  am  in  complete 
accord  with  that  theory,  but  let  me  give  you  a 
parallel  instance  that  even  Mr.  Chase  might 
accept.  We  have  laws  on  the  books  of  the  Com- 
monwealth so  that  a  man  found  guilty  of,  for 
instance,  second  degree  murder  shall  be  sentenood 
to  a  period  of  life,  but  after  a  period  of  fifteen, 
eighteen  or  twenty  years  in  many  instances,  with 
long  years  ahead  of  him,  the  balance  of  the  timo 
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is  abated  to  him.  That  is  what  «!•  arc  asking  by 
comparison,   an  abatement      an  i    the 

punishment  imposed  on  him  for  having  taken  a 

in  specified   amount  of  money.     130,000 
one  Bays  he  should  not  pay  it  in  part, 

but  people  do  feel  inclined   to  feel   I  hat    to  go

As  far  as  Curley,  the  former  Mayor,  '

thai  appeared  in  the  headlines  and  believe  it 
or  not,  gentlemen,  for  ail  of  those  years  I  bav< 

rabidly  anU-Curley.      Only    in    thl 
contest  lie  railed  me  to  his  office  in  the  1' 

Building.     If  you   recall,    I   was  a   candidate   foi 

1    now    hold,    and    he  said.    "If  you    will 

go  along  with  me,  we  will  make  a  lot  of  money," 
and  I  said,  "I  can't  do  that  because  Mr.  Tobin 
has  just  given  me  a  couple  of  raises  for  people  in 
the  hospital  service,  and  I  would  be  an  ingrate  to 
turn  i.  and   I  am   not   going  in  on  your 

coat  tails."  And  he  said,  "By  God,  I  wish  .-some 
of  these  people  had  talked  to  me  like  that  thirty 
years  ago;  1  would  be  better  off  today."  He  shook 
hands  with  me,  and  I  walked  out.  '  I  didn't  vote 
for  him  for  Governor.  I  have  no  ax  to  grind, 
or  no  hearts  and  flowers,  but  I  have  been  antici- 
pating the  day  when  an  expression  of  concern  on 
the  part  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  everyone 
of  us  beholden  to  the  people  of  Boston  for  what 
we  hold  politically,  might  be  the  very  thing  that 
would  help  me  in  the  fashion  in  which  I  expect  an 
expi.  uipathy   here   today   to  help   the 

gentleman  in  question.  One  further  word  and  I 
am  done,  and  it  concerns  the  statement  of  Coun- 
cilor Fish  that  very  likely  his  friends,  if  he  were 
really  as  badly  oft  a.-  some  implications  make  it 
appear,  would  come  to  his  rescue.  I  am  stunned 
that  any  man  with  the  experience  in  political 
life  that  Councilor  Fish  has  would  believe  that 
you  hold  to  you  after  you  are  out  the  people  that 
wire  with  you  while  you  were  in.  There  is  no 
question  about  it.  Thousands  in  this  city  are 
immeasurably  better  off  because  of  the  contact 
with  .lames  M.  Curley,  direct  or  through  some  one 
who  had  influence  with  him.  Undoubtedly  big 
business  houses  of  today  profited  at  his  hands. 
Contractors  today  are  still  doing  city  business  that 
they  got  through  the  start  under  Curley.  In  all 
deadly  seriousness,  could  you  get  fifty  to  contrib- 
ute $1,000  apiece — could  you  get  $1,000  from 
fifty  people  in  Boston  to  lay  down  in  the  treasurer's 
office  and  say,  "That  liquidates  your  claim  against 
James  M.  Curley"?  There  isn't  a  sensible  man 
in  this  Body  that  will  say  that  Curley,  wonder 
man  and  miracle  worker  that  he  was  always  called, 
can  command  that  type  of  affection  now  that  he 
cannot  produce  for  them. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
from  Charlestown  said  that  even  criminals  with 
time  running  against  them  have  had  it  abated 
even  though  judgment  has  been  running  against 
them.  I  submit  to  you,  sir,  that  any  abatement 
of  time  for  a  criminal  is  granted  through  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Parole  Board,  a  duly  consti- 
tuted board  for  that  purpose.  Again  I  reiterate 
that  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  to  be  passing  on  judgments  of  the 
court  and  urging  that  those  judgments  should 
be  reduced  as  a  matter  of  fairness  to  the  defendant. 
That  is  not  our  business,  Mr.  President.  I  hope, 
sir,  that  the  members  of  your  Body  before  voting 
on  this  matter  will  cast  aside  the  thought  that  this 
involves  a  former  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
or  a  former  Governor  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
one  James  M.  Curley,  and  look  at  it  with  neutral 
eyes,  look  at  it  in  the  same  respect  they  would 
have  if  it  were  a  fellow  by  the  name  of  Rothchild 
or  a  man  by  the  name  of  Murphy,  or  Henderson, 
or  some  other  stranger  who  did  some  wrong  to 
the  city  and  was  now  being  called  on  by  the  court 
to  make  reparation.  Look  at  it  with  neutral  eyes 
and  forget  it  involves  James  M.  Curley.  And 
I  say  to  you,  sir,  if  you  do,  you  will  see  my  argu- 
ment more  clearly.  It  is  not  a  function  which 
we  are  supposed  to  interfere  with,  Mr.  President. 
It  is  something  which  is  entirely  out  of  our  juris- 
diction, but  I  hope,  sir,  that  members  of  this 
Council  will  fully  appreciate  when  they  cast  their 
vote  on  this  matter  that  this  is  something  which  the 
courts  of  Massachusetts  have  already  adjudicated. 
They  have  felt  that  the  former  Mayor  of  Boston 
has  done  a  wrong  to  the  citizens  and  that  he  should 
now  be  called  on  to  pay  for  it,  and  we  are  not 


the  ones  to  urge  otherwise,  because  we  have  not 
had  the  evidence  before  us.  I  trust,  sir,  you  will 
kill  the  order. 

Con,,.   COFFEY— Mr.   President,    I   might  say

Candidacy  and  1"'  said  nothing  to  ine  at  the  time 
he  was  going  to  be  candidate  for  Mayor.  I 
don't   think  Mr.  Curley  want        <  tnpathy  from 

the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  I 
so  move  now,  that   lie    ordei   be  tabled. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  table  the 
order,  and  the  Chair  being  in  doubt  asked  for  a 
show  of  hands. 

Coun.  COFFEY  —  I  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  was  defeated,  yeas  5,  nays  1  1:

CURTAILMENT  OF  RAILROAD  SERVICE 
IN   DORCHESTER. 

Coun.  HANNON,  KELLY  and  FEENEY 
offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
meeting  assembled,  hereby  records  itself  as  strenu- 
ously opposed  to  any  curtailment  of  service  on 
the  Dorchester  Branch  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad. 

Coun.  HANNON — The  paper  here  carries  the 
news  that  on  February  23  there  is  to  be  a  public 
bearing  on  the  question  of  abandonment  of  pas- 
senger service  on  the  Dorchester  Branch  of  the 
New   Y'ork,   New  Haven   and   Hartford   Railroad. 
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This  is  merely  an  order  that  the  Council  record 
itself  as  opposed  to  any  curtailment  of  service  at 
the  present  time. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SALARIES'  IN   POLICE   AND   FIRE 
DEPARTMENTS. 

Coun.  HANNON,  KELLY  and  FISH  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  the  Fire  Commissioner 
to  provide  that  in  the  future  new  members  of 
their  respective  departments  shall  reach  their 
maximum  salary  within  three  years,  said  maxi- 
mum salary  to  be  at  least  twenty-five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars  per  year. 

Coun.  HANNON — For  the  last  couple  of  years 
there  have  been  rumors  around  of  more  or  less 
strength  that  the  police  and  firemen  were  going 
to  be  provided  ample  compensation.  As  yet  this 
has  not  been  brought  about.  There  is  no  doubt 
about  it,  the  men  of  the  armed  forces  or  the  men 
of  the  city's  armed  forces,  the  men  in  uniform  of 
policemen  or  firemen,  are  underpaid  when  we 
compare  their  salaries  with  salaries  of  men  doing 
like  work  in  other  municipalities.  Furthermore, 
when  we  called  men  to  the  job  of  policeman  or 
fireman  we  asked  them  to  start  in  at  a  paltry 
$1,800  a  year,  and  it  is  five  years  before  a  man 
reaches  his  maximum.  He  can  go  out  on  other 
jobs,  like  the  Elevated  Railway,  and  inside  of  a 
year  make  $50  or  $60  a  week.  I  think  it  is  about 
time  we  paid  our  uniformed  employees  of  the  city 
adequate  compensation.  I  move  suspension  of 
the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  FISH — I  would  just  like  to  add  one 
thought  to  that,  that  I  think  within  even  six 
months'  time,  or  we  could  even  put  it  as  high  as 
possibly  two  years,  the  policemen  and  the  firemen 
reach  their  maximum  of  efficiency.  And  I  think, 
seeing  that  they  get  their  maximum  pay  within 
three  years,  that  is  allowing  ample  time. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— May  we  have  the 
clerk  read  the  order  again? 

(The  order  was  read  again.) 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  believe  that  the 
councilors  are  referring  to  all  members  of  both 
departments  and  not  just  new  members  coming  in, 
as  the  order  was  worded. 

Coun.  HANNON— I  think  my  brother,  with 
his  knowledge  of  English  and  his  knowledge  of 
city  departments,  will  comprehend  fully  that  if 
the  new  men  got  $2,500  the  old  will  get  just  as 
much. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  think  the  gentle- 
man from  Dorchester  should  so  word  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SALE   OF   SCRAP   METAL   BY   NAVY 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,    That    the    Boston    City    Council    is 
opposed  to  the  sale  of  scrap  metals  by  the  Navy 
Department,  for  profit  to  anyone,  of  scrap  metals 
donated  by  the  public. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  just  want  to  be  brief, 
because  I  do  think  some  of  the  boys  won 't  accept 
this  as  city  business.  It  is  only  an  expression  of 
opinion,  and  is  inspired  by  a  circular  I  received 
of  the  sale  at  public  auction  at  the  Navy  Yard  at 
ten  o'clock  this  morning — of  the  sale  of  scrap 
metal  that  everybody  in  Boston  went  to  some 
pains  to  donate.  I  have  with  this  the  opinion  of  a 
man  engaged  in  the  scrap  salvage  work  for  a 
good  many  years,  and  he  says,  in  part:  "This 
material  is  reclaimed,  and  sorted,  and  prepared 
for  public  sale  by  sealed  bids  and  public  auctions." 
Do  you  all  remember  two  years  ago  last  summer, 
just  prior  to  the  general  state  elections,  when  you 
couldn't  get  down  School  street  any  time  in  the 
morning  or  afternoon  because  the  old  broken-down 
conveyances  were  carrying  old  scrap  metal, 
much  of  it  of  great  value  and  use  to  people  who 
went  through  their  homes  to  donate  it.  We  find 
now  they  have  such  a  surplus  of  it  that  they  can 
afford  to  advertise  the  sale  of  some  of  that  metal. 
I  want  to  say  in  conjunction  with  my  opposition, 
my  personal  opposition,  to  this  sort  of  procedure, 
that  a  parallel  instance  in  my  experience  has  been 
the  payment  of  administrative  expenses  out  of 
community   fund.     I  wanted  every  dime  to   go  to 


institutions  for  which  it  was  intended.  I  took  the 
same  stand  in  this  matter.  Here  is  stuff  here 
that  any  one  of  you  might  recognize  as  having 
come  from  your  own  home,  beds  and  bed  springs, 
old  automobile  parts,  pipe,  copper  wire,  and  so 
forth,  and  now  they  are  going  to  sell  it  off,  if  I 
know  anything  about  the  way  they  operate,  at 
little  or  nothing  to  concerns  in  the  scrap  metal 
business  that,  in  many  cases,  have  some  member 
of  that  company  in  the  salvage  corps.  You  can 
well  imagine  how  much  the  company  is  going  to 
pay,  dealing  now  with  a  Navy  officer  who  holds 
the  rank  of  salvage  officer,  dealing  with  a  company 
from  which  he  sprung.  It  Is  just  another  one  of 
the  stupid  and  unforgivable  requests  they  have 
made  of  the  people  over  the  course  of  these  war 
years.  Perhaps  you  won't  accept  it  as  city  busi- 
ness, but  it  will  enlighten  you  a  little  bit  as  to  just 
what  use  is  made  of  your  sacrifices.     Thank  you. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  ask  that  the  order  be  read 
again. 

(The  order  was  read  again.) 

Coun.  CAREY — I  personally  feel  that  this  is 
definitely  city  business,  because  we  are  not  able 
to  get  our  streets  clean  nowadays  because,  not 
only  is  the  equipment  in  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment being  used,  but  I  believe  in  the  Park 
Department  all  the  men  as  well  are  being  used  to 
collect  all  salvage  materials,  scrap  metals,  paper, 
or  whatever  might  go  to  further  the  war  effort. 
Of  course  this  is  city  business.  I  think  the 
councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  is  to  be 
congratulated,  and  I  would  like  to  amend  the 
resolution  by  asking  that  copies  of  it  be  sent 
post  haste  to  every  member  of  Congress  from  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  and  to  the  two  Senators 
down  there.  If  we  are  going  to  permit  the  sale 
of  scrap  metals  at  a  time  when  we  are  being 
exhorted  to  still  save  them,  it  is  about  time  we 
found  out  what  is  going  on,  and  what  is  rotten  in 
Denmark. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Just  a  word  to  clarify 
Councilor  Carey's  good  intention.  I  won't 
withhold  any  information,  but  on  a  piece  of  paper 
in  the  possession  of  the  stenographer  there  is 
something  about  what  is  known  as  battle  damage, 
as  I  understand,  thrown  in  with  this  accumulated 
scrap,  processed,  and  sorted  for  grade  and  material, 
and  then  sent  off,  after  public  sale, — sent  off  to 
the  processing  mills.  It  is  obvious  when  that 
comes  back  again  the  Government  has  paid 
through  the  nose  a  thousand  times  over  for  the 
junk  that  they  could  sell  direct  to  the  mill  and 
eliminate  the  immense  profit  of  the  middleman. 
I  believe  the  first  sheet  of  my  statement,  or  that 
statement  sent  to  me,  contains  something  to  that 
effect. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

purpose  of  burying  deceased  veterans  who  are 
residents  of  the  district  and  who  are  so  unfor- 
tunate as  to  be  left  without  any  near  kin  to  look 
after  their  welfare. 

COFFEY— I  have  a  letter  here  from  the 
East  Boston  Veterans  Couneil  that  I  would  like  to 
have  incorporated  in  the  record.

Dear  Councilor  and  Comrade, — At  a  regular 
meeting  held  by  the  East  Boston  Veterans  Council 
on  Thursday  evening,  February  10,  1944,  a  motion 
was  introduced  by  Delegate  Thomas  E.  Barry  and 
unanimously  carried  to  petition  the  City  of  Boston, 
through  its  City  Councilor,  James  S.  Coffey,  for  a 
burial  plot  100  feet  by  100  feet  to  be  laid  out 
in  or  adjacent  to  the  cemetery  owned  by  the  City 
of  Boston  located  on  Bennington  street,  between 
Harmony  and  Curtis  streets,  for  the  purpose  of 
burying  deceased  veterans  who  are  residents  of  the 
district  and  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  left 
without  any  near  of  kin  to  look  after  their  welfare.

FISH — That  is  Just  a  long  way  of  saying 
that  I  am  going  to  oppose  the  exploiting  of  the 
people  of  Dorchester  by  certain  promoters  who 
are  trying  to  grab  a  piece  of  the  land  owned  by 
the  City  of  Boston  at  Tenean  Beach  for  private 
gain.  If  there  is  anybody  going  to  gain  by  that 
land,  the  people  of  Dorchester  are  all  going  to 
gain  by  it  by  the  expansion  of  the  beach.  This 
is  just  a  warning  to  certain  individuals  who  are 
not  far  from  this  floor  that  they  might  as  well 
drop  the  idea  of  making  a  land  grab  at  Tenean 
Beach,  whether  it  be  for  an  amusement  place, 
dance  hall,  or  whether  they  seek  a  liquor  license, 
or  whatever  they  seek,  because  we  in  Dorchester 
are  just  going  to  rise  up  in  arms  to  prevent  the 
sale  of  that  land  for  any  private  gain.

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  from  the 
City  Council  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  submit  to  the  City  Council  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Park  Commission  for 
playground  equipment. 

An  order  of  this  kind  requires  a  considerable 
amount  of  thought. 

Since  the  start  of  the  war,  material  requiring 
metals  have  required  high  priorities.  As  a  result, 
recreational  equipment  has  been  manufactured 
solel.v  for  the  use  of  the  armed  forces,  and  this 
department  has  been  unable  to  obtain  any  equip- 
ment, not  even  for  school  frames. 

I  regret  to  inform  vou  that  an  appropriation  for 
equipment  at  this  time  would  serve  no  useful 
purpose.  Therefore,  I  respectfully  suggest  that 
consideration  of  the  appropriation  for  such  exten- 
sive equipment  be  deferred  until  the  termination 
of  the  war,  or  at  least  until  such  time  as  there  is  an 
easing  of  priorities.

FOR   MEN   IN   ARMED   FORCES. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  free  trans- 
portation on  the  Elevated  lines  for  uniformed 
service  men. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
acknowledge  that  this  order  that  is  before  tin- 
Body  has  been  presented  by  members  of  the 
Body  before.  Of  course,  no  action  was  taken  by 
the  Boston  Elevated.  I  was  urged  to  do  this 
today  by  a  sight  I  witnessed  on  the  Harvard 
Bridge  on  my  way  in  town  today.  I  am  not 
prepared  to  speak  at  length  on  this,  but  I  did  see  a 
group  of  young  soldiers  standing  there  at  the 
car  stop  and  thumbing  a  ride  into  Boston.  I 
thought  it  was  disgraceful  that  uniformed  men 
should  have  to  use  that  means  of  acquiring  trans- 
portation, when  we  are  supposed  to  be  doing 
everything  to  make  their  life  as  easy  as  possible. 
It  has  been  said  recently  that  the  Elevated  has 
made  huge  profits  this  last  year,  and  I  suggest 
that  if  the  Mayor  uses  his  good  offices  with  the 
trustees  it  may  well  be  that  instead  of  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Acts  of  1918  they  can  provide,  if  not 
free  transportation  just  on  the  wearing  of  the 
uniform,  that  tokens  of  some  description  be  dis- 
tributed to  them  which  will  pass  as  fare.  I 
don't  think  this  order  ought  to  appear  again 
before  this  Council,  unless  everyone  of  us  wants 
to  go  out  on  the  street  and  witness  the  humilia- 
tion and  degradation  of  men  in  the  United  States 
uniform  thumbing  rides  when  they  should  not 
have  to.  I  think  the  public  transportation  lines 
ought  to  give  them  free  transportation,  and 
I  hope  the  order  will  be  passed. 

Coun.  CHASE— I  think  the  order  is  a  very 
good  one.  We  have  on  several  other  occasions 
passed  orders  of  this  nature.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  Legislature  entertained  last  year  one  of 
my  bills,  whereby  I  sought  to  secure  legislation 
which  would  permit  transportation  companies 
throughout  the  state  to  give  free  or  reduced 
rate  transportation  to  the  men  in  tin-  armed 
service,  men  and  women.  The  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives  saw  fit  to  pass  this  bill 
by  a  vote  approximately  two  to  one,  but  ii  was 
killed  in  the  Senate  for  some  unknown  reason. 
If  I  recall  correctly,  when  this  matter  was  first 
introduced  in  the  City  Council.  Mr.  Dana  origi- 
nally said,  in  answer  to  the  order,  that  his  com- 
pany would  be  unable  to  comply  with  the  request 
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or  suggestion,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  present  law 
died  hi-  company  from  giving  either  free  or 
••  transportation  to  the  membere  of 
the  armed  service-  Frankly,  I  feel.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  the  Boston  Elevated  and  other  large 
transportation  companies  who  are  making  mil- 
lions of  dollars  simply  because  we  arc  at  war 
should  do  something.  I  know  that  private  trans- 
portation companies  in  Chicago  have  been,  and 
are  today,  giving  free  transportation  to  the  men 
and  women  in  the  armed  services.  And  1 
mit  to  you  if  large  companies  in  Chicago  can  do  it. 
priv:.-  irely    the    Boston    Elevated 

Railway  Company,  which  in  reality  is  nothing 
but  B  sub-agent  of  the  state,  a  sub-diyision.  can 
do  it  also.  The  Boston  Elevated  is  part  of  the 
government,  so  to  apeak.  It  is  organized  under 
the  charter  given  to  it  by  the  state,  and  it  is 
diced  by  the  state.  The  state  guarantees 
i  h.-  stockholders'  dividends,  regardless  ol  what 
profit  or  loss  ma>  be  incurred.  They  are  guar- 
anteed, regardless  of  profit  or  loss,  a  good,  juicy 
dividend.  I  see  no  reason  wh\  the  transportation 
cannot  be  had  if  we  sec  fit  to  fight  for  this  legis- 
lation.  which  I  proposed  las!  year.  That  wa> 
merely  a  permissive  piece  of  legislation.  If  they 
didn't  see  fit  to  give  transportation  to  the  men 
in  the  armed  services,  there  was  no  way  we  could 
eompel  them  to  do  so.  but  the  Boston  Elevated, 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Downey,  I  believe,  chief 
counsel,  with  a  score  or  more  other  chief  counsel 
for  the  various  transportation  companies,  saw 
fit  to  get  up  before  the  Committee  on  Transporta- 
tion, and  most  forcibly  oppose  this  legislation, 
this  permissive  legislation.  I  hope,  Mr.  "resi- 
dent, that  something  can  be  done,  although 
I  doubt  very  much  if  the  Boston  Elevated  will 
now  do  it.  They  haven't  entertained  any  willing- 
ness to  do  it.  They  threw  an  alibi  to  us  on  the 
first  occasion  when  we  saw  fit  to  propose  this 
free  ride  suggestion.  They  said  the  state  would 
not  permit  it,  and  I  doubt  very  much  if  they  will 
give  us  any  other  answer  to  this  order,  although 
I  think  the  order  is  a  very  good  one;  and  I  hope. 
if  the  Boston  Elevated  sees  fit  to  refuse  us.  that 
later  next  year  we  can  again  propose  this  permis- 
sive legislation.  I  am  sure  the  public,  who  are 
being  called  upon  to  pay  these  stockholders' 
dividends  bv  the  Boston  Elevated,  approve  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  giving  free  service  to  the  men 
in  the  armed  services.  .  . 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  may  we  kindly 
have  the  order  read  again? 

(The  clerk  read  the  order  again.) 

Coun. 'KELLY— I  was  glad  to  hear  that  Coun- 
cilor Kinsella  introduced  this  order.  Some  time, 
about  three  years  ago,  Mr.  President, — I  think 
it  was  back  in  1941,  if  my  memory  serve* 
right, — I  was  the  first  member  of  the  City  Council 
who  introduced  a  similar  order,  and  I  trust  that 
the  trustees  of  the  Elevated  will  take  steps  so 
that  the  bovs  in  the  armed  services  who  are 
working  for  as  low  as  $50  a  month  will  be  able  to 
get  free  car  rides  on  the  Elevated.  I  have  been 
reading  in  the  newspapers  lately  that  the  Elevated 
is  finally  on  a  paying  basis,  according  to  their 
own  figures,  and  I  don't  think  it  would  do  them 
anv  harm  if  they  let  down  the  bars  to  the  boys 
in  the  service,  who  are  making  this  country  a 
safer  country  to  live  in,  and  consideration  be 
given  by  the  Boston  Elevated  to  these  boys  to 
enable  them  to  at  least  get  free  car  rides  on  the 
Elevated  system.  . 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

INTENTIONS  OF  NAVY  DEPARTMENT  RE 
HOUSE   OF   CORRECTION. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  ascertain  for  the  benefit  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  the  intentions  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment with  regard  to  the  House  of  Correction  at 
Deer  Island.  ,        _, 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  last  Thurs- 
day I  understand  that  a  Navy  captain  and  a  com- 
mander, in  company  with  State  Corrections  Com- 
missioner Lyman  and  his  deputy,  Frank  Dwyer, 
paid  a  formal  visit  to  Deer  Island.  I  say  to  the 
President  and  members  of  the  Body  that  I  don  t 
know  what  the  results  of  the  visit  were,  nor  do  I 
know  the  purposes  of  the  visit,  but  it  goes  without 
saving  that  when  a  captain  of  the  United  States 
Navy  and  a  commander  were  both  at  Deer  Island 
to  look  over  the  situation,  something  is  brewing. 


And  I  think  the  Council  ought  to  be  mindful  of 
the  civil  service  employees  of  the  Institutions  De- 
partment, which  i-  charged  with  the  conduct  of 
Deer  Island  as  a  county  institution.  In  the  last 
war,  I  am  informed,  the  Navy  Department  took 
over  for  the  incarceration  of  alien  enemies  at  Deer 
Island.  I  don't  know  the  purpose  this  year,  but  I 
did  receive-  over  the  week  end  numerous  calls  from 
people,-  I  don't  care  to  identify  them,  but,  frankly, 
people  who  are  employees  of  the  Penal  Institu- 
tions Department,  -and  I  think  it  is  encumbent 
on  the  members  of  the  Council  to  ascertain,  even 
if  the  Mayor  also  does,  what  the  purpose  of  the 
visit  was,  and  what  disposition  the  department 
intends  to  make  of  the  civilian  personnel,  not  only 
of  the  island,  but  also  of  the  CitJ  Hall  office.  I 
think  we  owe  them  all  the  protection  that  we  can 
tiirow  around  them.  I  don't  believe  that  it  is  fair 
recognition  of  the  existence  of  this  Body  to  do  any- 
thing at  all  without  first  consulting  the  Council. 
\\ .  saw  right  after  Pearl  Harbor  how  the  Army 
moved  in  arbitrarily,  ami  without  so  much  as  a 
Bj  your  leave.''  and  took  over  the  parks  and  play- 
grounds, which  was  perfectly  all  right,  in  the  in- 
i  of  national  security,  but  which  didn't  even 
throw  a  sop  to  the  vanity  of  twenty-two  of  us  who 
i  o  answer  to  the  people  of  our  districts.  Now. 
this  is,  of  course,  a  broad  problem,  in  the  sense  that 
people  concerned  with  the  conduit  of  Deer  Island 
come  from  all  over  the  country.  Let  us  for  once 
try  to  maintain  our  position  and  find  out  what  is 
brewing.  If  the  Navy  must  have  it  for  recalcitrant 
sailors  who  have  gotten  into  trouble  and  must  be 
confined,  let  us  try  to  find  out  about  the  civilian 
personnel.  I  don't  think  we  could  make  any  more 
moderate  request  than  to  ask  what  is  to  be  done 
with  it.  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rules  and  passage 
of  the  order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


AIRLINE   SERVICE   TO    BOSTON. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  Whereas  New  England  is  today  being 
unwittingly  discriminated  against  in  the  issuance 
of  transcontinental  airline  certificates;    and 

Whereas,  There  does  not  exist  in  the  entire 
United  States  a  situation  in  air  transportation 
comparable  to  that  of  New  England  generally, 
and  Boston  in  particular;  of  the  five  largest 
metropolitan  areas  in  America — New  York,  Phila- 
delphia, Chicago,  Los  Angrim  and  Boston — only 
Boston  is  so  isolated  as  to  be  served  by  only  one 
transcontinental  airline;   and 

Whereas.  Washington,  which  was  also  served 
bv  but  one  transcontinental  airline,  has  had  its 
situation  rectified  by  the  action  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  so  as  to  enjoy  today  the 
facilities  of  all    the  transcontinental  airlines;     and 

Whereas.  This  situation  is  working  to  the  detri- 
ment of  New  England's  commercial  and  industrial 
development;  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  City  Council  of  the  (  ity  of 
Boston  demand  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
grant  permits  to  competing  transcontinental  air- 
lines to  bring  all  communities  in  New  England  up 
to  an  equal  footing  with  all  other  comparable 
communities  in  the  United  States;  and  be  it 
further  .  . 

Resolved.  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  each  member  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board,  and  to  the  Congressional  delegation  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  such 
other  persons  and  bodies  as  may  have  the  interest 
and  authority  to  assure  Massachusetts  of  its 
rightful  place  in  the  air  world.  .

resolution.  .„,,,.  ,   »• 

Coun.  KINSELLA— I  filed  this  resolution  at 
the  request  of  a  gentleman  very  well  known  to 
every  member  of  this  Body,  and  possibly  to 
everyone  in  this  chamber.  At  the  tunc  I  spoke  to 
him,'  I  believe  last  Thursday  or  Friday,  he  said  to 
me,  "I  am  leaving  tonight  for  Los  Angeles,  where 
I  am  going  to  confer  with  Howard  Hughes,  and 
he  is  going  to  give  me,  among  others,  a  preview 
of  an  airplane  that  weighs  440,000  pounds,  with 
eight  motors  for  power,  and  so  forth,  which  they 
intend  to  use  on  various  lines  now  in  operation 
bv  this  company."  And  he  said,  "If  there  is  the 
slightest  interest  in  air  traffic  after  the  war.  that 
is  the  tvpe  of  traffic  we  will  see  if  our  facilities 
are  developed  to  such  an  extent  that  they  can 
handle  the  trade  they  expect.  We  do  read  in 
the   paper   of   plans   that  large  interests   have   in 
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developing  air  termini  all  over  the  country,  and 
we  are  led  to  believe  that  ocean  transportation 
will  be  almost  passe  when  this  war  is  over.  There 
were  several  major  points  about  which  the  gentle- 
man spoke  and  about  which  we  have  heard  some 
talk  in  here,  and  the  details  are  very  well  known 
to  everyone.  But  I  would  respectfully  request  of 
every  member  present,  although  it  may  be  a  little 
unusual,  the  passage  of  this  order.  The  request 
is  that  the  members  unanimously  adopt  this 
resolution  and  show  that  they  understand  what 
the  development  has  to  do  with  Boston,  and 
forward  such  a  document  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Authority  in  Washington.  It  can  be  readily 
understood,  with  approval  of  the  Council  and  the 
Mayor,  that  certainly  Boston,  in  the  membership 
of  its  Council,  the  city  fathers,  is  so  interested  as 
to  approve  of  the  granting  of  further  permits,  not 
to  one  or  two  airlines,  mind  you,  but  to  all  of  the 
large  competing  airlines.  I  ask  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  passage  of  the  order.

PROTECTION    OF   THE    VATICAN 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Military  Forces  of  the  United 
States,  Great  Britain  and  Germany  are  reported 
to  be  engaged  in  combat  in  the  territory  surround- 
ing Vatican  City  at  Rome,  Italy;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  there  is  grave  danger 
that  there  will  be  a  (list  ruction  of  real  and  personal 
property  that  is  irreplaceable  and  is  of  great  edu- 
cational, cultural  and  historical  value;  and 

Whereas,  The  life  of  his  Holiness  Pope  Pius  XII 
and  the  lives  of  his  official  family  situated  within 
Vatican  City  are  in  great  peril;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States,  Great  Britain  and 
Germany  have  a  large  population  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  and  within  these  countries  are  also 
inhabitants  who,  although  not  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  faith,  have  great  respect  and  revere  the 
sacredness  of  these  properties  located  within 
Vatican  City;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
adopt  an  immediate  plan  that  will  accomplish  the 
protection  of  these  valuable  properties  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  people,  within  the  Vatican  City, 
and  also  insure  the  safety  of  his  Holiness  Pope 
Pius  XII,  Christ's  Vicar  on  Earth;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council,  in  meeting 
assembled,  adopt  this  resolution  and  that  copies  be 
sent  immediate  ly  to  each  Senator  and  Congressman 
representing  the  State  cf  Massachusetts, 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  in  this  era  of 
civilization,  where  men  are  supposed  to  be  at  a 
state  more  civilized  than  the  world  has  ever  before 
known,  we  are,  nevertheless,  witnessing  with  heart- 
aches the  destruction  of  personal  property  and  the 
destruction  of  humanity, — and  especially  now  when 
this  conflict  is  in  the  surroundings  of  Vatican  City, 
where  most  of  these  valuable  properties  have  been 
stored  for  centuries.  I  believe  that  there  are  in 
the  Vatican  City  great  paintings  that  the  hand  of 
man  cannot  replace,  ever.  I  believe  there  are 
Scriptures  and  manuscripts,  which  the  hand  of 
man  has  written,  that  are  in  peril  <>f  destruction. 
I  am  still  in  hopes  that  the  people,  not  only  of  the 
Catholic  faith,  but  those  not  of  the  Catholic  faith, 
have  still  a  spo!  "f  respect  and  admiration,  enough 
to  see  that  all  these  s.-uied  belongings  not  only  of 
the  Catholic  faith  and  of  the  Catholic  Church,  but 
every  man  throughout  the  world,  may  be  safe- 
guarded and  protected.  I  still  believe  and  main- 
tain that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  with 
its  representation,  may  devise  ways  and  means 
whereby  they  may  lead  the  way  so  that  Germany, 
Great  Britain  aiid  the  United  States  can  bring 
about  a  truce  whereby  these  properties  may  he 
protected  and  safeguarded  for  all  time.  We  have 
read  in  the  past  several  days  when-  his  Holiness 

Pope  Pius  is  asking  various  governments  that  are 
in  this  conflict  that  Vatican  City  and  all  those 
things  that  are  sacred  may  be  safeguarded.  It  is 
not  up  to  me  or  to  you  to  decide  the  question 
whether  or  not  charges  that  have  been  made  are 
true,  but  I  believe  that  we,  the  people  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  in  this  historic  section  of  out  Country, 
in  Boston,  which  saw  the  birth  of  our  independence 
and  which  is  primarily  of  Catholic  faith,  should  be 
the  first  one  to  raise  our  voice  to  bring  about  all 
these  things  which  I  have  previouslj  stated,  The 
government  of  Vatican  city,  with  its  representa- 
tions in  every  country  of  the  world,  through  its 
cardinals  and  bishops  and  the  ones  that  have  been 


spreading  the  gospel,  spreading  the  word  of 
charity — not  only  by  means  of  our  lips,  but  the 
Qharity  that  comes  from  the  heart — that  govern- 
ment has  maintained  itself  in  strict  neutrality,  the 
government  that  loves  all  people,  not  only  those  of 
the  Catholic  faith,  but  all  mankind  throughout 
the  world  of  which  his  Holiness  Pope  Pius  has 
stated  time  and  time  again,  "Let  us  all  pray  that 
mankind  may  come  back  to  its  proper  sense,  and 
bring  about  an  honest  and  just  peace."  What 
victory  can  we  or  any  nation  have  if  the  peace  that 
will  come  therefrom  is  not  a  just  one'.'  And  now 
we  find  that  the  Pope's  very  life  and  the  lives  of 
his  official  family  are  in  great  peril.  I  therefore 
ask  that  this  resolution  be  adopted,  that  copies 
may  be  sent  to  each  Senator  and  Congressman 
representing  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  whereby 
something  may  be  done  in  order  to  preserve  ?  11 
those  beautiful  things  of  educational,  historical 
and  cultural  value  for  many  years  to  come.  I 
therefore  ask  suspension  of  the  rules  and  passage 
of  my  resolution. 

The  resolution   was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 


SERVING   OF   ALCOHOL  TO    MINORS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  and  the 
Licensing  Board  be  requested  to  arrange  for  more 
strict  enforcement  of  the  regulations  which  pro- 
vide that  no  alcoholic  beverages  be  served  to 
patrons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  don't  know  what  we  can 
do,  but  something  certainly  should  be  done  about 
the  growing  tendency  to  serve  drinks  to  people 
who  are  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Only 
last  week,  in  the  Dorchester  Court,  there  were 
two  boys  there,  seventeen  years  of  age,  who  were 
arrested  for  drunkenness.  They  bought  their 
liquor  in  a  tavern  or  barroom,  whatever  you  want 
to  call  it,  and  the  same  thing  goes  on  in  every 
section  of  the  city,  day  in  and  day  out.  Now, 
they  are  not  supposed  to  be  served  drinks  until 
they  are  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  the  burden 
is  upon  somebody;  and  I  think,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  whole  city,  we  should  have  more  strict 
enforcement  of  this  particular  rule,  even  if  it  is 
necessary  to  have  people  carry  birth  certificates, 
even  if  it  is  necessary  to  assign  an  officer  to  each 
place  that  serves  alcoholic  beverages.  I  think 
for  the  preservation  of  our  youth,  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  morale  of  the  city,  and  the  safeguarding 
of  the  morals  of  our  young  people,  we  ought  to  be 
sure  that  this  rule  is  enforced  and  that  nobody 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age  will  he  served 
liquor. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


APPLICATIONS   TO    HOUSING 
AUTHORITY. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
be  directed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
acknowledge  receipt  of  every  application  for  hous- 
ing, and  within  thirty  days  thereafter  notify  the 
applicant  of  the  status  of  said  application. 

Coun.  HANNON  — Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
conundrums  of  the  city  government  is  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority.  People  go  down  there  daily 
and  make  applications  for  apartments.  The 
applications  are  received.  Then  nothing  more  is 
heard.  They  call  up  every  politician  in  the  city 
and  try  to  find  out  whether  or  not  they  are  eligible 
to  get  in  there.  In  order  to  determine  that,  the 
politician  lias  to  call  up  the  Housing  Authority, 
and  then  we  are  told  tie'  matter  is  I. ring  investi- 
gated, it  is  being  checked.  Now,  I  think,  Mr. 
President,  if  they  do  take  these  applications 
from  people  and  give  them  the  impression  that 
they  are  being  considered  as  applicants  for  the 
Housing  Authority,  they  should  forward  those 
people  some  notification  of  what  has  become  of 
the  application.  Sometimes  t  he\  till  you  there 
is  no  chance  to  get  in,  that  there  are  one  or  two 
thousand  people  on  the  waiting  list.  Well,  if  that 
is  true,  why  take  these  applications?     They  must 

throw  them  in  a  coiner  and  let  them  gather  moss 
down  there.      Sometimes  they  are  there  three,  four 

and  five  months,  and  people  never  hear  a  word 
about  it.  The  other  day  a  lady  told  me  she  had 
filed  her  application  six  years  ago,  when  the 
projects    first    started,    and    she    hasn't    heard    a 
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\sunl   from   that   anil   has  put   in  one  or  two   D 

then.  I  t lii nk  tin-  burden  should  be  taken 
off  those  who  hold  public  office.  Those  people 
down  there  take  applications  from  hone>t-t< 
citizens  who  feel  they  are  entitled  to  apartmi 
in  the  projects.  I  think  they  should  notify  these 
people  of  what  is  being  done  with  the  applications, 
notify   them   if   they   are   not   eligible,   notify    them 

that    they    are   being   investigated,    notify    them 

that  there  is  no  vacancy,  or  notify  them  that  at 

future  time  they  will  he  considered.  At 
least  they  should  not  take  these  applications  and 
throw  them  in  a  pile,  and  I  believe  that  is  what 
becomes  of  them  now.

FLAGPOLE   IN   FENS   STADIUM. 

Coun.  BAYLEY  and  CHASE  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Ordered.  That  the  Park  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  imme- 
diately erect  a  flagpole  in  the  Fens  Stadium.

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested, by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  investigate 
the  legality  of  paying  the  survivors  of  deceased  city 
employees  for  overtime  work  for  which  the  de- 
ceased worker  was  never  paid  or  given  time  off. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  this  order 
was  inspired  by  the  fact  that  there  are  survivors  of 
recently  deceased  city  employees  who  at  the  time 
of  their  death  had  accumulated  overtime  work 
for  which  they  have  never  been  compensated  in 
money  or  time  off.  This  morning  I  consulted  with 
one  of  the  department  heads  who  said  that  a  lot 
of  this  obligation  had  accumulated.  I  believe, 
therefore,  that  the  survivors  of  deceased  city 
employees  who  had  never  been  paid  or  given  time 
off  for  overtime  work  should,  in  simple  justice, 
receive  what  was  due  the  employees  before  their 
deaths.  Where  the  employees  were  entitled  to 
compensation  or  time  off,  and  did  not  receive  it, 
their  survivors  should  be  entitled  to  something, 
particularly  as  I  understand  that  quite  an  amount 
has  accumulated  in  this  way.  I  certainly  trust 
that  the  order  will  be  passed  and,  if  legal,  that  the 
survivors  will  be  paid  for  the  overtime  work  the 
amount  due  the  deceased  employees.  Therefore, 
I  trust  that  the  order  will  be  passed  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rule.

l'WMENT     TO     DEPENDENTS     OF    CITY 
EMPLOYEES  IN  ARMED  SERVICES. 

(  nun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested  to  confer  with  the  City  Auditor,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  and  the  Budget  Commissioner 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  legality  and 
practicability  of  paying  to  the  dependents  of  city 
employees  who  go  into  the  armed  services  the  $200 
Emergency  Allotment  granted  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  one  year  ago. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  we  have  a 
situation  in  Boston  with  regard  to  municipal 
employees  that  should  be  seriously  considered  at 
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this  time.  Wt  have  young  married  men  with 
several  children,  and  in  some  cases  only  a  wife, 
who  have  been  totally  dependent  on  their  earnings 
as  city  employees,  and  when  they  have  gone 
the  service  the  wife  gets  only  a  pittance  and  the 
husband  at  the  present  time  is  removed  from  the 
municipal  pay  roll.  While  this  may  seem 
radical  departure,  it  Bi  that  if  the  $200 

were  paid  to  the  dependents  of  the  employees 
who  have  gone  into  or  who  may  go  into  the  armed 
services,  the  $10.67  per  month  would  do  a  great 
deal  in  the  way  of  helping  them  to  get  along  in 
absence  of  the  husband,  son,  brother  or  father 
in  the  armed  services. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPRESENTATIVE  OF  GENERAL  PUBLIC 
ON  INSURANCE  BOARDS  OF  DIRECTORS. 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  and  KINSELLA  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel,  through 
bis  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  instructed  to  prepare, 
for  presentation  to  the  next  General  Court,  a  bill 
whose  purpose  is  to  require,  by  law,  the  admission 
to  membership  on  the  Boards  of  Directors  of 
insurance  companies  of  at  least  one  member,  on 
each  Board  of  Directors,  whose  place  on  the 
Board  would  be  that  of  a  representative  of  the 
general  public. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  with  the 
Chair's  permission,  I  would  like  to  recount  the 
circumstances  under  which  this  order  was 
motivated.  Several  weeks  ago  the  President  of 
this  Body  and  myself  attended  a  dinner  to  the 
new  Corporation  Counsel,  which  was  followed  by 
a  discussion  of  several  hours.  Among  others, 
ex-Mayor  Fitzgerald  was  present,  and  it  was 
brought  out  that  the  insurance  companies  produce 
a  profit  of  $12,000,000  a  month,  or  $144,000,000 
a  year,  and  that  there  is  no  outlet  for  the  use  of 
that  money,  and  ex-Mayor  Fitzgerald  offered  it 
as  his  opinion  that  the  general  public  was  not 
properly  recognized  or  represented  on  the  boards 
of  directors  of  the  insurance  companies.  While 
I  am  a  believer  in  free  enterprise,  I  do  feel  that 
under  the  circumstances  the  public  should  be 
represented  in  such  a  situation  as  this,  although 
at  the  present  time  it  is  not  represented.  I  trust 
that  the  order  will  be  passed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


DE-RATTING  OF  BUILDINGS  BEFORE 
DEMOLITION. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
instructed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  draft,  for 
presentation  to  the  next  General  Court,  appro- 
priate legislation  that  will  require  the  de-ratting 
of  all  buildings,  both  publicly  or  privately  owned, 
before  demolition  work  on  those  buildings  is 
instituted. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
give  credit  to  Councilor  Scannell  for  having 
introduced  a  similar  order  four  years  ago,  when  we 
had  a  debate  upon  this  matter.  I  don't  want  to 
detract  from  the  efforts  made  by  any  man  in  this 
or  other  matters.  But  in  1941  I  tried  to  initiate 
action  as  a  member  of  the  General  Court,  looking 
to  the  same  end.  I  would  have  carried  the  matter 
farther  along  in  the  Legislature,  but  I  did  not  go 
back  to  the  Legislature  in  1943,  and  the  matter  had 
escaped  my  mind  until  recently,  when  I  have 
received  complaints  about  damage  that  rats  have 
done  to  children  and  others  in  Boston.  Of  course, 
everybody  knows  about  the  damage  done  by  rats 
not  only  during  the  night,  but  during  the  day  in 
any  section  of  our  city  where  there  is  the  menace 
from  these  old  rat-infested  buildings.  I  heard  a 
story  this  last  week  where  a  rat  bit  a  child's 
thumb,  and  where  the  child  had  to  be  taken  to  the 
hospital  and  the  rat's  jaw  broken  in  order  to  release 
it.  There  is  nothing  humorous  in  this  matter, 
because  we  know  the  damage  that  rats  do  every 
year.  There  are  other  dangers,  as  everybody 
knows,  from  rats.  And  the  number  of  rats  is 
increasing  in  this  city  and  in  the  country  at  large. 
Some  of  our  troops  coming  back  from  the  South 
Pacific  are  bringing  with  them  rats.  They  come 
back  in  the  ships,  and  they  have  means  of  getting 
ashore.  We  know  how  prolific  the  rats  are,  that 
one  pair  can  be  responsible  for  as  many  as  four 


million  others  in  one  year.  Therefore,  ill  the 
interest  ol  the  public  health,  I  believe  every 
membei  of  t  he  Body  should  bring  whatever  pressure 

he  ran  to  bear  cm  the  solution  of  the  problem. 
I  am  not  speaking  particularly  of  the  property 
damage,  because  what  I  am  particularly  concerned 
with   I  at   t"  our  lives  and  our  health.     I 

beliei  bould  all  work  for  legislation,  for 

nple,  which  will  require  every  public  oi  private 
OWnei  I      out    of   buildings.      We   all 

know  that  when  a  building  is  demolished  the  rats 
go  to  the  next  house  and  cany  with  them  death 
and  disease  and  mselves  in  large  nutn- 

ire  a  ureal  menace  to  I  In- 
whole  community,   and   we  should  do  everything 
Id  of  them.     I  trust,  therefore,  that 
the  order  will  be  passed   under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 

Coun.  CHASE  Mr.  President,  this  ordei  is  a 
very  good  one,  and  I  sympathize  with  it.  On 
one  in  the  past  I  have  introduced 
similar  orders.  If  I  remember  correctly,  two 
years  back  I  spoke  in  favor  of  a  W.  P  A.  project 
looking  to  the  destruction  of  rats  in  my  neighbor- 
hood and  other  neighborhoods.  There  is  no 
question  that  rodent  life  in  this  city  is  one  of  the 

serious   menaces    with    which    we    are    I: 
because  rats  are  to  lie  found  in  every  com." 

Let  and  particularly  in  old  buildings.  I  don't 
know  why  our  municipal  authorities  have  noi 
fit  to  tackle  this  problem  from  a  logical  standpoint. 
As  I  understand  it,  the  Health  Department  has 
just  one  rat  exterminator,  who  spends  practically 
all  his  time  down  around  the  wharves,  endeavoring 
to  de-rat  the  waterfront.  There  is  in  my  section 
a  railroad  terminal,  the  Boston  and  Albany  freight 
yard,  from  which  the  rats  overrun  every  section 
of  the  Back  Bay.  They  have  infested  practically 
every  house,  and  I  don't  know  of  any  efforts  that 
the  City  of  Boston  has  made  to  dislodge  them. 
I  submit  to  you  that  the  Health  Department  is 
very  careful  to  take  preventive  action  against  the 
various  diseases,  particularly  looking  after  res- 
taurants and  that  sort  of  thing,  but,  sir,  one  of  the 
many  really  active  sources  of  disease  is  rodents. 
It  is  a  known  fact  that  rats  carry  disease.  Only  a 
short  time  ago  one  of  the  councilors  from  Dorchester 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  rat  had  attacked 
a  small-  child,  injuring  his  face,  arms  and  body. 
I  myself  know  of  a  case  a  few  months  ago  where 
a  young  housewife  was  scared  and  fell  down  a 
stairway  leading  to  the  street  because  of  a  large  rat 
running  around  in  the  hallway.  She  got  in  touch 
with  the  Health  Department,  and  a  representative 
of  the  Health  Department  the  next  day  saw  the 
property  owner  of  the  house  and  insisted  that  the 
property  owner  take  adequate  steps  to  rid  the 
house  of  rodents.  That  is  only  one  house  among 
many  thousands  in  the  City  of  Boston.  \\  e 
assume  that  the  property  owner  went  to  the  pains 
of  complying  with  the  wishes  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  clearing  that  particular  house  of  rats. 
But  that  is  simply  one  case  out  of  many.  How 
about  the  other  houses  in  Boston?  I  know  that 
there  are  many  houses  in  my  section,  and  in  Ward 
5  and  Ward  3,  as  well  as  in  many  other  sections  of 
the  city,  where  this  menace  exists.  What  pains 
has  the  Health  Department  taken  to  rid  those 
other  houses  of  rats?  I  have  no  intention  of 
condemning  the  Health  Department  because  they 
have  not  adopted  adequate  means  dealing  with 
this  matter.  I  merely  say  that  the  city  fathers 
and  city  officials  have  not  tackled  the  problem  in 
the  right  way.  You  must  go  to  the  sources  of  the 
trouble,  and  the  only  thing  to  do  is  to  destroy 
rodent  life.  And  how  can  you  destroy  it  by  simply 
dealing  with  a  house  here  or  there,  when  you  have 
practically  every  house  in  an  area  affected?  There 
is  only  one  way  of  tackling  the  problem,  and  that 
is  by  creating  a  rodent  exterminating  committee 
or  board  which  will  adopt  scientific  means  of 
relieving  the  city  of  rodents.  It  cannot  be  done 
in  any  other  way.     The  proof  that  this  menace  is 

lant  is  the  number  of  rodent  exterminators 
that  you  see  in  the  telephone  book.  Thousands 
of  dollars  arc  spent  annually  in  New  York  to  deal 
with  this  problem,  appointing  men  whose  business 
it  is  to  de-rat  houses  and  areas.  That  has  been 
done  in  New  York  for  some  years,  and  we  have  as 
serious  a  problem  here  as  you  will  find  anywhere. 
\s  I  say,  it  is  farthest  from  my  thought  to  seriously 
criticize  the  Health  Department,  but  I  do  think 
this  is  a  matter  that  should  be  tackled  in  earnest. 
I  hope  the  Mayor  will  recognize  the  evil  and  will 
furnish  experts  who  know  how  to  de-rat  houses 
and  areas.  Such  action  will  bring  in  substantial 
returns    from    the    standpoint    of    economy    and 
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health,  and  it  is  a  matter  which  should  be  taken 
up  at  once  in  Boston  and  in  the  metropolitan  area. 
Therefore,  I  trust,  sir,  that  our  city  fathers  will 
endeavor  to  take  every  possible  measure  to  rid  the 
city  of  this  terrible  menace. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  am  heartily 
in  sympathy  with  the  purposes  of  the  order,  and 
with  the  purposes  that  it  is  desired  to  attain,  but 
I  am  wondering  about  the  desirability  of  a  resort 
to  the  Legislature,  when  we  have  only  a  special 
session  this  year  which  cannot  take  up  things  not 
particularly  assigned  to  it  and  when  we  would 
have  to  look  forward  for  legislative  results  to 
next  year's  regular  session.  I  recall  the  demolition 
of  houses  in  my  district  some  years  ago.  The 
debris  from  those  houses  was  carried  to  a  con- 
siderable distance,  and  the  result  was  a  spreading 
of  this  rodent  menace.  For  many  months  the 
danger  to  the  lives  of  adults  and  children  was 
such  that  one  dare  not  go  on  the  street  at  night, 
or  hardly  during  the  day.  I  think  the  order 
should  be  amended  by  asking  that  in  the  mean- 
time the  Health  Department  take  necessary 
precautions,  as  I  understand  that  there  is  to  be 
$12.5,000  supplied  in  this  year's  budget  to  deal 
with  the  demolition  of  buildings,  and  that  this 
year  there  are  167  buildings  in  such  condition  that 
they  should  be  demolished.  No  doubt  the  razing 
of  these  buildings  will  again  increase  the  nil 
menace,  and  I  believe  that  the  Health  Department, 
before  action  can  be  taken  by  the  Legislature, 
should  be  asked  to  do  some  de-ratting,  so  that  the 
menace  from  the  razing  of  these  buildings  may 
be  to  some  extent  at  least  done  away  with.  I 
am  in  hearty  accord  with  the  order,  but  I  suggest 
that  the  Health  Department  in  the  meantime  be 
requested  to  take  care  of  the  situation  in  any 
houses  that  may  be  razed. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr  President,  I  desire  to 
speak  just  briefly.  With  regard  to  Councilor 
Carey's  suggested  amendment,  I  am  reminded 
of  Councilor  Chase's  statement  that  the  Health 
Department  has  but  one  rat  man.  Obviously, 
he  cannot  do  it  all  by  himself.  I  suppose  that 
if  at  the  proposed  special  session  of  the  Legislature 
they  will  not  consider  anything  that  is  not  specifi- 
cally outlined  in  the  call  for  the  session,  there  is 
nothing  we  can  do  until  the  next  regular  session. 
But  I  do  feel  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Health 
should  consider  a  proposed  bill  on  its  merits,  and 
I  trust  that  in  the  meantime  something  may  be 
done  to  deal  with  the  rodent  menace.  It  may  be 
that  nothing  of  an  extraneous  nature  can  be 
considered  at  the  special  session  of  the  Legislature 
this  year,  but  I  do  trust  that  something  can  be 
done  in  some  way  having  in  mind  the  removal  of 
this  menace.  I  am  sincerely  in  favor  of  anything 
by  which  the  proposed  action  may  be  carried  out. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


CONDEMNATION   OF   PROGRAM,    "RADIO 
NEWSREEL." 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  unanimously  condemns  the 
contents  of  the  program,  "Radio  Newsreel,"  as 
presented  by  the  Mutual  Broadcasting  Company, 
Inc.,  through  its  local  station,  on  Monday  night, 
February  21,  1944;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  deplores 
the  gratuitous  insult  and .  castigation  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  citzenry  of  Boston  who  are  loyal 
and  patriotic  Americans;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  ex- 
presses its  abhorrence  of  such  insult  and  castigation 
freely  given  for  no  other  reason  than  to  further 
the  sale  of  a  book,  which  is  replete  with  lies  and 
calumnies  throughout,  especially  in  those  parts 
that  refer  to  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  be  informed 
of  the  lax  control  by  the  Mutual  System  in  the 
broadcasting  of  such  programs  that  are  designed, 
not  only  as  advertising  efforts,  but  as  a  means 
of  holding  up  to  public  scorn,  ridicule  and  contempt 
any  segment  of  the  population  of  any  city,  whose 
views  on  any  public  issue  do  not  coincide  with  the 
views  of  the  program  sponsor. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  might 
say  for  the  edification  of  the  members  of  the 
Body  who  probably  did  not  hear  the  program 
referred  to,  'Radio  Newsreel,"  on  Monday  night, 
February  21,  that  I  myself  did  not  hear  it  over 
the  air  but  heard  of  it  a  number  of  times  Wednes- 


day when  I  came  into  City  Hall,  Tuesday,  being  a 
holiday.  I  contacted  the  locpl  station  in  Boston, 
and  found  that  the  broadcast  originated  in  London, 
and  was  taken  in  New  York  by  WOR  and  dis- 
tributed to  all  of  the  Mutual  Broadcasting  net- 
work stations.  Of  course,  the  Boston  station 
has  to  take  what  it  gets,  and  I  am  not  going  to 
name  it,  because  I  don't  want  to  do  the  station 
any  harm.  What  I  have  in  mind  is  simply  the 
contents  of  the  program,  which  was  just  intended 
to  advertise  a  book  of  the  "Under  Cover"  stripe. 
The  title  of  this  new  book,  for  which  this  is  a 
build-up,  is  "Assignment,  U.  S.  A."  These  radio 
talks  are  on  the  order  of  "The  March  of  Time," 
when  the  commentator  takes  people  on  a  tour  of 
different  cities.  The  commentator  reviewed  the 
various  Ameiican  cites,  among  which  was  Boston, 
and  when  he  reached  Boston  in  th's  radio  tour 
I  Ins  is  what  he  had  to  say  about  our  city: 

"City  Councilor  Michael  L.  Kinsella  rose  in  his 
scat,  on  the  floor  of  the  City  Council  and  said" — 
and  I  might  say,  as  I  have  already  stated,  that  I 
did  not  myself  hear  this  broadcast  over  the  air, 
but  I  heard  of  it  150  or  200  times  from  friends  and 
acquaintances  who  listened  to  it.  Referring  to 
myself,  the  commentator  said: 

"Michael  L.  Kinsella  said,  in  the  Boston  City 
Council:  'I  believe  in  a  certain  form  of  isola- 
tionism. America  should  ring  itself  with  steel  and 
say  to  the  rest  of  the  woild,  "We  are  no  longer 
interested  in  your  petty  quarrels.  We  will  not 
fight  for  you,  nor  will  we  feed  you."  ' 

The  commentator  then  said  that  this  was 
indicative  of  the  bigoted  attitude  of  the  Irish  of 
Boston.  "They  are  anti-Jew,  anti-Roosevelt, 
anti-New  Deal,  anti-Russian."  I  don't  know  to 
what  else  they  are  anti,  unless  they  are  anti- 
Kinsella!     Continuing  further,  he  said: 

"There  are  two  kinds  of  Irish,  the  lace  curtain 
Irish  and  the  ignorant  Irish,  who  have  nothing, 
and  who  have  been  taught  that  poverty  is  a  virtue 
and  that  it  is  a  crime  to  acquire  anything." 

I  rose  from  my  seat  on  this  floor  several  weeks 
ago  and  made  a  feeble,  if  honest,  attempt  to  answer 
Walter  Winchell,  who  called  us  a  city  of  bums, — 
a  city,  Mr.  President,  that  prides  itself  upon  having 
in  the  armed  services  between  60,000  and  75,000 
boys,  coming  from  families  that  he  maligned  and 
characterized  as  bums.  I  have  yet  to  find  that 
high  social  standards  must  be  met  by  those  who 
are  in  the  service  of  the  armed  forces  of  this 
country.  I  might  say  that  the  book  in  question, 
"Assignment,  U.  S.  A.,"  was  written  by  a  man  by 
the  name  of  Menafee,  who  apparently  is  following 
in  the  footsteps  of  the  gentleman  who  wrote  "Under 
Cover,"  and  who  found  the  same  evidences  of  all 
this  anti-ism  that  his  predecessor  found.  I  wonder 
what  his  attitude  would  be  if,  instead  of  finding  an 
overwhelming  Irish  population  in  Boston,  he 
found  that  they  were  Swedish,  Polish  or  French'.' 
I  am  tired  of  a  good  deal  of  the  talk  we  hear  about 
the  preservation  of  free  speech  and  of  our  demo- 
cratic principles,  when  we  are  subjected  to  this 
sort  of  attack,  particularly  when  one  of  the  founda- 
tion stones  of  our  government  is  the  right  to 
i  riticize,  within  just  and  reasonable  limits,  things 
we  see  going  on  around  us  that  we  don't  like,  and 
when  those  of  the  public  who  indulge  in  their  right 
to  properly  express  themselves  are  represented  as 
anti-Semite,  or  anti-something  else  that  is  supposed 
to  be  disgraceful.  Can  you  imagine  a  situation 
like  this,  that  attempts  to  bridle  free  speech  on  the 
one  hand  and  allows  on  the  other  such  an  adver- 
tising campaign,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  sell  a 
book  which  disgracefully  attacks  the  people  of  this 
city,  who  have  given  50,000  to  75,000  of  their  own 
flesh  and  blood  to  the  armed  services  in  the  present 
crisis,  and  yet  I  am  "anti"  if  I  don't  agree  with 
that  sort  of  thing.  I  accept  the  appellation  and 
prefer  that  I  should  be  called  such  names  rather 
than  to  hold  the  views  of  any  such  detractor  who 
travels  over  the  country,  using  funds  derived  from 
questionable  sources  and  attempts  to  engender 
bigotry  and  hatred  where  it  has  not  existed  before. 
And  I  say,  in  justice  to  the  poor  people  of  Boston, 
whether  they  are  Irish,  Swedish,  German  or 
Italian,  that  they  have  proved  their  Americanism 
at  all  times  in  the  history  of  this  country  and  that 
it  is  outrageous  that  they  should  be  publicly 
maligned  over  the  Mutual  Network  in  any  such 
manner.  I  now  tell  you  gentlemen  that,  in  so  far 
as  that  broadcast  applies  to  me,  I  have  already 
taken  the  proper  legal  steps.  My  interests  in  this 
matter  are  in  the  hands  of  a  capable  attorney,  and 
I  will  not  quit  for  a  compromise  or  for  anything 
else.  If  they  want  to  fight,  they  will  get  a  fight. 
They  have  been  asking  for  it  a  long  time,  and  now 
I  am  ready  to  tear  the  veil  off.     I  will  not  temporize 
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further.     That   is   not   characteristic   of   the    type 

of  people  from  whom  I  come.     And  that  is  final. 

Coun.  KEEN  \\     Mr.  President,  as  a  member 

>pf  this  Body  who  was  born  in  Ireland,  ooming  to 

this  country  with  my  parents  at  1  he  age  of  two 
years  and  three  months,  1  wish  to  Bay  thai  I  am 
certainly  in  accord  with  my  colleague,  Councilor 
Kinsella,  and  I  think  I  can  say  for  all  the  folks  who 
have  come  from  Ireland,  including  myself,  that 
we  are  100  per  cent  with  people  of  every  race  and 
color  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  HWI.KY  Mr.  President,  1  would  like 
to  speak  a  little  on  Councilor  Kinsella's  resolution, 
but  I  wish  also  to  make  a  point  prior  to  that. 
Can  you  inform  me,  Mr.  President,  why  some  of 
these  people  have  come  here  today,  and  what 
magazine  they  represent'.' 

President  KERRIGAN  I  gave  them  permission 
to  come  in,  as  I  believed  I  had  a  right  to  do. 

Coun.  II  LNLEY — I  realize  that,  Mr.  President. 

President  KERRIGAN— I  believe  they  are  here 
from  "Life"  magazine. 

Coun.  H.VNLEY — Mr.  President,  about  one 
year  ago  I  entered  into  debate  on  the  side  of  my 
distinguished  friend  and  colleague  from  Charles- 
town  (Coun.  Kinsella),  and  I  recall  the  hypocrisy 
that  was  woven  around  the  euphonious  title  of 
"World  Federation  of  States."  In  that  debate 
the  councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella) 
brought  out  most  emphatically  and  without 
equivocation  what  America  stands  for,  that 
the  American  sentiment  is  national  and  not 
international;  and  I  remember  the  quotation 
by  my  colleague  from  one  of  our  notorious  com- 
mentators that  was  intended  to  jeopardize'my 
colleagues  and  myself  not  only  in  Boston  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  air 
waves.  I  refer  to  one  who  appears  on  the  air 
from  New  York  every  Sunday,  Walter  Winchell, 
a  former  vaudevillian  and  hoofer,  who  is  now 
associated  with  the  most  degenerate  journalism 
of  all  time,  looking  over  the  transom  and  through 
the  keyhole,  trying  to  besmirch  all  and  sundry. 
He  tries  to  stigmatize  every  man  in  public  or 
private  life  whose  opinions  are  opposite  to  his, 
besmirching  reputations  and  trying  to  bring 
men  into  disrepute;  and  he  referred  to  the  members 
of  this  Body  as  "bums."  To  my  mind,  one  of 
the  greatest  victories  of  this  war  was  not  won 
at  Guadalcanal  or  any  distant  part  of  the  world, 
but  the  greatest  victory  the  American  people 
have  obtained  was  last  week  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  when  Senator  Barkley  of 
Kentucky  rose  in  the  midst  of  the  Senators  and 
lacerated  a  highly-placed  man,  who,  while  sup- 
posed to  be  a  servant  of  the  people,  has  been 
trying  to  obtain  for  himself,  by  usurpation  of  the 
powers  of  the  legislative  branches  of  our  country, 
a  dominating  position  in  the  political  life  of 
our  country.  I  refer  specifically  to  Franklin 
Delano  Roosevelt.  The  greatest  victory  the 
American  people  have  achieved  in  this  war  was 
last  week  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
in  over-riding  the  veto  by  the  President  of  the 
tax  bill.  The  name  of  the  gentleman  who  helped 
to  win  that  victory  is  not  important.  The  impor- 
tant thing  is  that  it  was  a  great  victory  for  the 
people.  Senator  Barkley  probably  was  not 
motivated  by  political  reasons.  He  knew  full 
well  that  he  would  never  be  elected  again  Senator 
from  Kentucky  as  long  as  he  opposed  the  New 
Deal.  But  the  fact  was  that  he  took  his  courage 
in  his  hands  and  did  oppose  the  President  in 
that  matter  of  the  tax  bill.  I  believe  Franklin 
Delano  Roosevelt  is  making  the  same  mistake 
that  Woodrow  Wilson  made  toward  the  end 
of  his  term  of  office,  when  he  refused  to  collaborate 
with  the  legislative  branch  of  our  government. 
I  wish  to  say  to  you,  Councilor  Kinsella,  speaking 
as  the  member  from  Charlestown,  that  I  consider 
it  a  great  privilege  to  be  honored  by  being  in  the 
same  Body  to  which  we  have  both  been  elected. 
I  have  considered  it  a  privilege  to  be  a  friend  of 
yours  and  associated  with  you  since  I  have  known 
you  in  private  and  public  life.  You  sometimes 
reach  oratorical  heights  and  assail  principles  as 
well  as  certain  men.  You  always  stand  for 
freedom  of  speech  and  freedom  of  opinion,  and 
you  realize,  as  I  believe  we  all  should  realize, 
that  America  does  not  mean  internationalism. 
America  means  nationalism.  America  means 
the  Jew,  the  Protestant,  the  Catholic.  America 
means  every  race  in  the  world,  under  the  Stars 
and  Stripes.  America  means  the  same  freedom 
for  the  colored  man  as  for  the  white  man;  just 
treatment  for  the  Negro,  the  only  race  in  the 
world  that  did  not  come  here  of  their  own  volition. 


1  admire  yom  courage,  councilor,  and  I  only  hope 

that    some   day   the  power   of  your  voice   will    be 
multiplied    and    extended    in    the    hallowed    hall 
of     the     Congress     of     America,     and     will     be 
'anied      to      the      American      people     everywhere 
within  the  bounds  of  our  great  land,  and  beyond. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  in  much 
that  has  been  said  by  Councilor  Kinsella  I  have 
every  reason  to  believe  he  is  quoting  the  facts 
correctly;  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  past 
week  I  was  joined  with  him  and  many  of  my 
colleagues  of  Irish  descent  in  a  petition  to  tin- 
various  Representatives  and  Senators  in  Wash- 
ington, urging  the  passage  of  two  resolutions 
pending  in  Congress  trying  to  relieve  the  people  of 
my  race  and  religion  of  the  plight  they  find  them- 
selves in.  It  seems  to  me  that  is  the  best  answer 
to  those  who  accuse  the  people  of  Boston  of  being 
anti-Semitic.  I  want  at  this  time  to  thank  my 
colleagues  foi  their  position  on  that  matter.  As 
far  as  Councilor  Kinsella  is  concerned,  when  I 
spoke  to  him  over  the  telephone  his  answer  was 
'Anything  I  can  do  that  will  be  of  help  or  will 
relieve  any  of  the  downtrodden  of  any  creed  or 
color,  I  will  do  at  all  times." 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  would  be 
derelict  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not  say  a  word  of 
appreciation  of  the  good  word  spoken  of  me  by 
Councilor  Muchnick.  I  wish  to  thank  the  coun- 
cilor because,  unknown  to  the  public  and  in  a  way 
that  he  need  not  have  expressed  himself,  he  has 
shown  his  broadmindedness  and  bis  belie!  in 
freedom  and  liberty  for  people  of  every  race, 
religion  and  color.  I  also  feel  proud  and  happy 
over  the  fact  that  nineteen  members  here  signed  a 
telegram,  or  authorized  their  signature  to  be 
attached,  recently  to  a  telegram  to  Washington 
that  showed  clearly  their  broadmindedness  and 
freedom  from  all  racial  or  religious  bias.  To  me 
that  seems  a  pretty  good  indication  of  what 
democracy  can  be,  if  tried.  Councilor  Muchnick 
is  a  Jew,  and  I  am  an  Irish  Catholic.  He  is  proud 
of  what  he  is,  and  I  am  proud  of  what  I  am.  His 
views  do  not  clash  with  mine,  because  if  he  cannot 
have  what  he  should  have  I  cannot  have  what  I 
should  have.     Thank  you. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
move  that  the  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
sent  for." 

The  motion  was  carried  and  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


STAGE    SHOWS    ON    SUNDAY    EVENINGS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  Governor  to  exercise  his  war 
emergency  powers  to  permit  the  presentation  of 
legitimate  stage  shows — other  than  burlesque — on 
Sunday  evenings  in  Boston, ,  in  order  to  provide 
proper  recreation  and  entertainment  for  our  men 
in  the  armed  forces. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  today  Boston 
seems  to  be  the  butt  of  sarcasm  of  many  other 
parts  of  the  country,  in  this  matter  of  Sunday 
evening  entertainments,  particularly  where  there 
is  no  form  of  Sunday  evening  entertainment 
other  than  what  some  of  the  hotels,  the  movies 
and  the  radio  can  produce.  Many  times  I  think 
the  fault  lies  with  us.  We  go  about  Sunday 
evenings  and  find  that  the  legitimate  theaters 
are  not  permitted  to  open  because  of  some  archaic 
or  Puritanical  law.  At  the  same  time,  the  beer 
gardens  and  night  clubs  are  allowed  to  carry  on. 
The  many  young  men  in  the  armed  forces  who 
are  here  for  a  week-end  to  enjoy  themselves 
naturally  seek  to  go  out  for  Sunday  evening  and 
have  a  good  time,  have  some  entertainment, 
but  they  are  forced  to  go  to  the  movie  houses 
or  to  the  corner  tavern.  They  cannot  have 
legitimate  shows  on  the  stage,  but  have  to  seek 
their  enjoyment  in  drinking  places  of  entertain- 
ment. The  girls  who  go  out  with  the  young 
fellows  at  first  don't  enjoy  the  drinking,  but 
ometimes  if  they  are  forced  to  combine  a  show 
with  a  drinking  place  they  get  used  to  it,  in  order 
to  be  considered  good  sports.  It  seems  to  me  it  is 
about  time  that  we  got  away  from  these  old, 
archaic  laws.  Let  us  wake  up.  Let  us  provide 
proper  entertainment  for  those  who  are  here  for  a 
week-end.  They  would  like  proper  entertain- 
ment, and  why  shouldn't  they  have  it?  The 
only  thing  that  stops  it  is  the  antiquated  law  that 
prohibits  dancing,  for  example,  on  Sunday,  and 
because  of  this  law  they  cannot  have  legitimate 
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stage  shows.  Therefore,  they  have  to  resort  to 
entertainment  that  is  not  so  good  for  them.  I 
think  we  are  not  doing  anything  to  provide  such 
entertainment  for  the  boys  in  the  armed  services, 
and  I  think  we  should  give  them  proper  enter- 
tainment, that  they  might  have  a  chance,  for 
example,  to  go  to  a  legitimate  theater.

INFORMATION    ASKED     FROM     HOUSING 
AUTHORITY. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
be  directed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
furnish  each  member  of  the  City  Council  with  a 
copy  of  the  facts  concerning  the  demolition  of  the 
properties  in  the  South  End  and  South  Boston, 
i.  e.,  why  these  properties  were  demolished? 
Why  no  construction  has  been  started,  and  what 
effort,  if  any,  has  been  made  toward  obtaining 
priorities  for  the  contemplated  construction  of 
these  buildings?  What  are  the  future  plans  for 
these  locations? 

Coun.  HANNON — -Mr.  President,  I  was  not  in 
public  office  when  the  so-called  housing  projects 
were  accepted  by  the  city  and  when  the  preliminary 
action  was  taken  by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 
I  am  not  going  to  criticize  the  Housing  Authority. 
U  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am  simply  seeking  some 
information  from  them.  After  the  preliminary 
steps  were  taken,'  I  sometimes  wonder  what 
happened, — whether  action  stopped  because  of  the 
financial  plight  of  the  city,  the  shortage  of  money, 
or  what  the  real  reason  was.  But  certainly  it 
looked  as  if  something  was  going  to  be  done,  and 
active  steps  were  taken  to  prepare  for  the  erection 
of  the  housing  units,  and  then  who  was  responsible 
or  what  was  responsible  for  the  ceasing  of  opera- 
tions, after  the  demolition  of  the  properties  in 
the  South  End  and  South  Boston?  As  we  all 
know,  a  great  deal  of  land  was  taken  in  those 
districts,  property  being  destroyed  that  was 
bringing  in  good  revenues  to  the  city.  Many  of 
us  are  familiar,  for  instance,  with  what  happened 
in  South  Boston  and  what  the  result  has  been 
since.  I  recently  attended  Mass  over  there,  and 
the  church  was  only  half  filled.  The  reason  was 
the  destruction  of  the  tenement  houses  the  occu- 
pants of  which  had  filled  the  church,  but  there  is 
nothing  there  now  but  waste  land,  waste  property. 
Such  a  situation  is  a  blight  on  the  city,  and  an 
invitation  to  crime,  and  I  believe  it  should  be 
remedied.  What  the  remedy  is  I  don't  know. 
I  would  not  say  at  this  time  that  I  would  favor  the 
construction  of  more  housing  units.  I  don't 
know  that  we  need  them.  They  have  seryed  a 
useful  purpose,  but  I  don't  know  that  we  need  to 
have  them  carried  on  farther.  But  I  do  wonder 
what  is  going  to  become  of  these  properties,  where 
we  simply  have  waste  land,  without  the  buildings 
or  the  stores  that  were  once  there.  The  buildings 
seem  to  have  been  torn  down  without  any  proper 
contract  having  been  made  for  their  replacement. 
I  wonder  how  much  effort  has  been  expended  to 
procure  priorities  in  order  that  the  contemplated 
buildings  may  be  proceeded  with?  I  wonder  if 
anybody  is  now  working  on  the  matter  of  these 
projects,  or  if  it  is  simply  a  case  of  buildings  having 
been  torn  down  and  the  land  being  left  vacant, 
going  to  the  devil.  Certainly  what  we  see  in 
South  Boston  and  the  South  End  does  not  seem 
like  a  profitable  business.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
some  of  those  properties  on  Broadway  were  doing 
a  profitable  business.  There  were  houses  that 
seemed  to  be  in  pretty  good  shape,  prosperous 
stores  that  were  paying  into  the  city  treasury 
good  money  in  taxes,  the  same  as  was  being  done 
by  the  houses.  And  yet  those  buildings  have 
been  torn  down,  and  there  is  nothing  yet  in  sight 
to  take  their  place.  All  this  preliminary  work 
was  done  two  or  three  years  ago.  The  buildings 
were  removed,  and  no  effort  has  been  made  to 
replace  them.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  we  are  up 
against  it  financially,  that  we  have  no  money.' 
I  wonder  what  they  are  going  to  do  with  these 
places?  If  they  are  not  going  to  use  them  for 
another  year  or  two,  we  might  as  well  have  the 
grounds  leveled  off  for  young  people  to  play  on. 
We  are  members  of  the  city  government  and  we 
ought  to  know  what  is  going  on.  The  Boston 
Housing  Authority  is  a  part  of  the  functioning 
body  of  the  city.  People  are  continually  asking 
me,  "What  are  you  going  to  do  with  this  land? 
If  they  are  going  to  do  something  with  it,  why 


don't  they  get  under  way?"  Well,  I  am  as 
ignorant  in  the  matter  as  the  rest  of  the  Council. 
I  think  the  order  I  have  offered  is  a  fair  one. 
Somebody  in  power  in  the  City  of  Boston  or 
in  Washington  ought  to  rise  and  explain.  We 
have  seen  the  demolition  of  the  buildings,  and  we 
now  see  nothing  more  done.  Somebody  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  non-replacement  of  the  buildings. 
What  are  they  going  to  do?  I  would  like  to  know, 
and  I  think  every  member  of  the  Council  is  entitled 
to  know,  and  I  think  the  Housing  Authority 
should  be  willing  to  let  us  know  what  the  future 
plans  are  following  the  demolition  of  the  buildings 
— why  nothing  has  been  done  so  far,  what  the 
plans  are,  and  what  prospect  of  having  something 
done  in  the  future  is. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  think  if  we  get 
that  information  it  will  be  a  revelation.  There 
is  the  same  situation  on  the  Heath  street  project, 
where  there  has  also  been  demolition.  When 
they  demolish,  why  don't  they  carry  on  con- 
struction at  the  same  time?  But  we  have  had 
tax  property  wiped  out  and  nothing  has  been  put 
in  its  place.  I  am  sorry  that  the  former  chairman 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  not  on  the  job. 

The  order  was  read  for  the  information  of 
Coun.   Carey. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  while  I  would 
welcome  the  information  requested  in  the  order, 
I  doubt  very  much  if  it  will  at  any  time  be  given 
the  mem  Deis  of  the  Council.  We  had  before 
the  Council  Committee  on  Appropriations  repre- 
sentatives of  the  City  Planning  Board  and,  so 
far  as  post-war  projects  are  concerned,  they  have 
just  two  plans  for  the  City  of  Boston.  I  might 
add  that,  so  far  as  the  proposed  units  in  the 
South  End  and  South  Boston  are  concerned, 
we  never  have  been  consulted,  the  demolition 
has  been  carried  on  and  the  land  has  been  vacant 
for  some  time.  I  am  one  of  those  inclined  to 
believe  that  we  haven't  enough  housing  units  in 
Boston  at  the  present  time,  but  I  think  we  have 
reason  to  criticize  the  character  of  the  units. 
When  these  units  were  proposed  we  were  given  to 
understand  that  they  were  intended  to  make  living 
conditions  better  for  those  who  could  only  afford 
low  rents.  But  what  do  we  find  today?  At  least 
two  of  the  units  have  been  reserved  entirely  for 
families  who  by  no  stretch  of  the  imagination  can 
be  included  in  the  low-rent  group.  Instead 
of  the  projects  being  carried  out  as  we  originally 
thought  would  be  the  case,  they  have  brought  into 
the  city  hundreds  of  families  from  the  South, 
as  far  away  as  Texas,  who  are  now  living  in  the 
area  and,  as  we  get  into  unfortunate  times,  I  am 
afraid  we  are  going  to  find  that  we  will  have  to 
take  care  of  those  families.  I  don't  believe  that 
we  need  any  more  so-called  low-rent  housing 
projects  in  Boston.  I  think  action  should  be 
taken  which  would  lead  to  real  estate  improve- 
ment in  this  city.  I  am  wondering  if  the  order 
might  not  be  amended  by  attempting  to  obtain 
a  release,  if  necessary,  from  the  Housing  Authority, 
in  order  that  post-war  plans  of  the  city  might 
include  plans  to  develop  the  areas  that  have  been 
left  isolated  in  these  sections,  constructing  some- 
thing that  might  well  contribute  to  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  understand 
that  the  assessors  are  starting  out  this  week  and 
going  through  the  city  with  a  fine-toothed  comb, 
to  see  if  they  can  find  some  way  of  jacking  up 
valuations  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Let  the  city,  if 
possible, — and  I  think  it  is  possible, — reclaim 
those  areas,  constructing  houses  that  would  bring 
a  fair  rent.  I  think  that  is  one  of  the  ways  in 
which  the  City  Planning  Board  and  others  inter- 
ested in  post-war  plans  for  the  City  of  Boston 
might  proceed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


JEWISH  COMMONWEALTH  IN  PALESTINE. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Twenty-six  years  ago,  in  the  midst  of 
a  world  at  war,  the  government  of  the  British 
Commonwealth  of  Nations  issued  the  Balfour 
Declaration  as  a  solemn  covenant  by  which  it 
pledged  its  help  in  the  re-establishment  of  a 
Jewish  national  home  in  Palestine;  and 

Whereas,  This  Balfour  Declaration  was  sub- 
sequently indorsed  by  fifty-two  nations,  including, 
by  unanimous  resolution,  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  quarter  century  that  followed 
thousands  of  Europe's  Jews  found  refuge  and  a 
home  in  Palestine  during  which  time  they  achieved 
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■  miracle  m   pi esenl-day  colonization  by  draining 
nips    anil    planting    forests,    by    irrigating    the 

deserts   ami   building   cities   that    transformed   a 

neglected  land  into  a  country  of  great  fertility;  and 

Whereas,  Because  the  Palestine  White  Paper  of 
May,  1989,  by  restricting  Jewish  immigration  and 
land  settlement  and  prohibiting  all  Jewish  immi- 
gration from  April  1,  l'J44,  threatens  ti„.  existence 
of  the  Jewish  national  home  at  a  time  when  millions 
oi  Europe's  Jews  have  perished  at  tin-  hands  of  the 
Nazi  oppressor;  and 

Whereas,    I  In--  is  a   time  when  il    is  crystal  cical- 
as never  before,  thai  the  solution  of  the  problem 
of   the   homeless   European   Jewry    is   in    the    re 
establishment  of   Palestine  as  a   Jewish  Common- 
wealth; and 

Whereas,  The  British  While  Paper  of  1939  was 
condemned  at  the  time  by  the  Permanent  Man 
dates  Commission  of  the  League  of  Nations,  and 
was  denounced  then  as  a  breach  of  trust  by  men 
who  are  today  leading  Great  Britain  in  her  hour  of 
darkest  trial;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  de- 
clares its  deepest  sympathy  with  the  aspirations  of 
the  suffering  Jewish  people  and  urges  the  adoption 
by  the  Senate  and  Congress  of  the  United  States 
of  the  Taft-Wagner  and  Wright-Compton  Resolu- 
tions, respectively;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Prime 
Minister  of  Great  Britain  and  the  leaders  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  Nations  to  take  appro- 
priate action  to  insure  the  withdrawal  in  its 
entirety  of  the  Palestine  White  Paper  of  May, 
1939,  and  the  establishment  of  a  Jewish  Common- 
wealth in  Palestine;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  certified  copies  of  this  resolution 
be  forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
the  Secretary  of  State,  the  two  Senators  from 
iMassachusetts  and  the  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress from  Boston. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — Mr.  President,  there  are 
at  present  pending  in  the  House  and  Senate  in 
Washington  two  similar  resolutions,     each  urging 
the  United  States  to  use  its  good  offices  along  this 
line,  so  that  eventually  a  Jewish  Commonwealth 
may  be  set  up  in  Palestine.     It  is  with  that  in 
mind    that    this    resolution    is    introduced    today. 
Some  people  have  the  mistaken  notion  that  it  is 
not  the  problem,  or  is  not  the  province  of  this 
government,  to  have  anything  to  do  with  what 
happens  in  Palestine.     That,  however,  is  a  very 
mistaken  idea;   it  is  decidedly  our  affair  as  well  as 
that  of  Great  Britain  and  the  other  allied  coun- 
tries throughout  the  world.     Prior  to  the  issuance 
of  the  Balfour  Declaration,  the  Prime  Minister  of 
England,  Lloyd  George,  consulted  with  Woodrow 
Wilson,  the  President  of  this  country,  and  received 
his    approval    and    the    approval    of    our    nation 
to  the  establishment  of  the  Jewish  national  home 
in  Palestine.     Subsequently,  the  fifty-two  nations 
comprising   the    League   of   Nations   ratified   and 
confirmed    the    Balfour    Declaration    issued    by 
Great  Britain,  and  in  1922  our  House  and  Senate 
went  on  record  as  being  a  party  to  the  declara- 
tion.    And  thereafter,  in  1924,  by  special  treaty 
between   the   United   States   and   Great   Britain, 
it    was    definitely    decided    and    agreed    between 
Great  Britain  and  the   United   States   that  that 
action  should  be  taken  and  that  nothing  to  the 
contrary  should   be   done    without   obtaining   the 
prior   consent   of   the    United   States.     But   after 
that,  in  1939,  the  so-called  British  White  Paper 
was  issued,   in   May,   restricting  Jewish  immigra- 
tion   and    land    settlement    and    prohibiting    all 
Jewish  immigration  from  April  1,  1944,  threatening 
the  existence  of  the  Jewish  National  Home  at  a 
time  when  millions  of  Europe's  Jews  have  perished 
and    are    threatened   at    the    hands    of    the    Nazi 
oppressors.     It   is    certainly    clear    that    now,    as 
never  before,  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  the 
homeless  European  Jews  is  in  the  reestablishment 
of  Palestine  as  a  Jewish  Commonwealtn,  and  that 
Palestine  should  be  kept  open  to  the  Jews  as  was 
originally   agreed   upon.     They    should   certainly 
be   given   the   "Go   ahead"   sign.     These   people 
have  no  fate  in  store  for  them  other  than  a  horrible 
death    by    starvation    or    otherwise    unless    they 
can  be  taken  into  their  own  country.     The  present 
inhabitants  of  Palestine  have  by  their  own  efforts 
and  by  their  armed  services  during  the  El  Alamein 
campaign,   by  their   activities   at  the   front  and 
otherwise,    by   producing    food   and    weapons    of 
war,  shown   their  right  to  help  and  protection. 
Certainly   they  should  be   protected   from   death 
and  other  calamities.     I  certainly  trust  that  this 
resolution   will  be   passed   by  unanimous  action, 


and  that  it  will  be  forwarded  to  the  President, 
tin'  Secretary  of  State,  the  two  Senators  from 
Massachusetts,  and  the  Representatives  in  Congress 
from  Boston. 

Coun.   HANLEY— Mr.   President,  at   this   time 
I   would  like   to  congratulate  the  councilor  from 
Ward   14   (Coun.   MuchnickJ   on  the  presentation 
of  this  resolution.      About  one  year  ago  I  lashed 
out  bitterly  at  the  British  Government  for  violat- 
ing the  Balfour  agreement,  which  had  been  signed 
and   sealed   in    1917,    allowing    Palestine    to   be   a 
home    for    I  lie-   Jewish    people.        II, c    British    White 
Paper    of    1939    violated    that    agreement,    and    1 
lashed   out  at  that  violation   bitterly  because  the 
Arabs  at  that  time  were  supplied  with  arms,   to 
persecute  and  try  to  destroy  the  Jewish  population 
of  Palestine.     Palestine  has  approximately  10,000 
square  miles  of  territory,  about  the  size  of  Bel- 
gium.    To  me  and  to  every  Christian  the  name 
of  Palestine  is  writ  large  in  history,  because  from 
Palestine  came  the  founder  of  my  holy   religion. 
Ilic   Jewish    people   have   been    persecuted    down 
through  the  corridors  of  time.     No  race  in  the  whole 
world  has  ever  so  suffered  from  the  persecutions 
that  have  been  meted  out  to  the  Jew.     He  has 
been  tortured  and  lashed  throughout  the  entire 
continents  of  Europe  and  of  Asia.     The  Irish  race 
have  been  persecuted  and  prosecuted  for  approxi- 
mately 700  years,  but  the  Jewish  race  have  been 
persecuted     throughout     the    entire    length    and 
breadth  of  the  corridors  of  time.     They  have  been 
led  into  captivity  by  the  Assyrians,  the  Egyptians 
and   the   Romans.     They  have  been   denied   the 
right  to  worship  their  God  according  to  the  dictates 
of   their    conscience.     They   have    held    the   line 
through     the     ages     against    rampant     paganism 
and  today  Palestine  is  the  seat  of  our  holy  place. 
Balfour   was   one   of   the  most   honored,   eminent 
and  great  statesmen  England  has  ever  produced, 
and  he  saw  fit  in  1917  to  take  action  which  would 
allow  Palestine  to  be  opened  to  the  Jews.     But 
between  England  and  Great  Britain  there  is  as 
much  difference  as  between  day  and  night.     Eng- 
land is  the  nationality,  a  country  to  be  respected 
at  all  times;    Great  Britain  is  an  economic  ulcer, 
which    has    seized    power    throughout    the    entire 
world,    following    the    Machiavellian    theory    of 
"Divide,   conquer  and  rule."     In  our  own  coun- 
try, in  the  so-called  Civil  War,  they  divided  the 
North  and  South.     In  Europe  they  have  always 
utilized  the  buffer  state  idea  in  order  to  keep  their 
flag   aloft.     In   Palestine   they   have   carried   out 
that    same    theory,    divide    and    rule,    by   setting 
against  each  other  the  Jews  and  the  Arabs.     It 
seems  to  me  that  now  is  the  time  for  the  passage 
of  the  resolution  looking  to  the  establishment  of  a 
Jewish  home  in  Palestine  to  be  adopted.     There 
are  two  practically  similar  resolutions  of  that  kind 
which  should  be  passed,  pending  in  Congress,  and 
the  Boston  City  Council  should  record  itself  in 
favor  of  them.     No  longer  should  people  be  per- 
secuted   or    prosecuted   because    of    their   race   or 
religion.     No  person  or  group  of  persons  should 
suffer  in  any  such  way  because  they  are  caught 
in  the  cataclysm  of  a  world  war.     Of  course  any 
man  should  be  prosecuted,   no  matter  what  his 
religion  or  race,  if  he  has  committed  a  felony  or 
a  crime  against  human  society,  but  an  entire  race 
should  not  be  persecuted  because  of  the  misdeeds 
of  others.     Out  of  this  war  will  come  chaos,  unless 
Jews,  Christians  and  all  others  collaborate  in  the 
peace.     In  the  last  war,  World  War  I,  Woodrow 
Wilson  would  not  allow  the  Pope  to  sit  in,  even 
though    he    represented    350,000,000    people.     He 
said,  practically,  "  What  does  he  want  to  butt  in 
for?"     Surely  there  will  never  be  a  just  peace  as 
long  as  a  man  is  unjustly  treated  because  of  his 
race  or  religion.     And  at  the  termination  of  tliis 
war  the  rights  of  every  man  should  be  recognized, 
and   there   should   be   no   persecution   of   certain 
ones  because  of  the  misdeeds  of  others.     I  only 
hope  and  pray  that  with  the  termination  of  this 
war,   the  perpetrators  of  the   war,   both  domestic 
and  foreign,  will  be  punished  for  decimating  and 
pulling  down  the  population  of  the  world  in  the 
greatest    cataclysm    of    war    that    the    world    has 
ever  seen.     I  congratulate  you,  councilor,  on  the 
presentation  of  this  resolution,  and  I  trust  that 
it  will  pass  unanimously,  both  here  and  in  Con- 
gress,   and    that    the    provisions    of    the    British 
Balfour  bill  will  be  allowed  to  continue,  for  the 
safety  and  protection  of  the  Jewish  populations 
of  Europe. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  as  long  as  we 
are  going  into  international  questions,  I  would  like 
to  get  some  information.  Can  some  one  enlighten 
me  as  to  who  owns  Palestine? 
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Coon.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  I  believe  it 
is  under  the  domain  of  the  British  empire — 
Christians,  Jews  and  Arabs.  In  certain  sections 
of  the  old  city  are  memorials  to  Jew  and  Christian, 
but  it  is  under  the  mandate  ot  the  British  Govern- 
ment. The  Balfour  agreement  of  1917  allowed 
Palestine  to  be  opened  to  the  oppressed  Jewish 
populations  of  Europe  but,  as  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick)  brought  out,  at 
Munich,  under  the  Munich  appeasement  policy, 
they  changed  the  arrangement  so  that  at  the 
termination  of  1945  no  Jew  will  be  allowed  to 
migrate  to  Palestine. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Is  that  date  1945  or  1943? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— April  1,  1944. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  usually  these 
resolutions  are  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Rules, 
but  evidently  this  is  so  important,  it  seems,  that 
it  must  be  acted  upon  today.  I  want  to  amend 
the  resolution.  I  don't  want  to  draw  up  a  separate 
order,  but  I  wish  to  amend  this  resolution.  I 
would  move  to  amend,  as  long  as  Palestine  is  under 
British  mandate,  the  same  as  Ireland,  that  we 
request  in  the  resolution  that  Ireland  also  receive 
her  freedom.  I  would  like  to  so  amend  this 
resolution,  not  putting  in  a  separate  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — Can't  the  gentleman 
offer  a  separate  order? 

Coun.  COFFEY— No,  Mr.  President,  I  don't 
wish  to  do  that.  Both  of  these  areas  come  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  England,  and  Ireland  has 
suffered  for  750  years,  as  the  Jews  have  also  suffered 
persecution.  I  would  ask,  therefore,  that  we  re- 
quest the  good  offices  of  our  Government  on  behalf 
of  Ireland,  in  this  matter,  the  same  as  on  behalf 
of  the  Jews. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


SURVEY  OF  PRIVATE  WAYS  IN   WARD  20. 

Coun.  SHANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  make  a  survey  of  all 
private  ways  in  Ward  20  for  the  purpose  of  accept- 
ing, laying  out  and  constructing  as  public  ways, 
when  and  if  construction  of  streets  will  be  allowred 
by  the  Federal  Government. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


SALARIES  OF  PAYMASTERS  IN  TREASURY 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  all  paymasters  in  his  department  to 
$4,000  per  year. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  there  is  in  the 
employ  of  the  city  and  county  a  group  of  some 
seven  paymasters  in  number,  I  believe,  whose 
financial  responsibility  is  exceeded  only  by  that 
of  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer.  The  last  time 
when  paymasters  working  out  of  the  treasury 
office  received  an  increase  of  pay,  I  am  informed, 
was  eighteen  years  ago,  under  Mayor  Nichols. 
At  the  present  time  they  receive  but  $3,000  a 
year,  and  they  handle,  as  I  am  given  to  under- 
stand, on  a  conservative  estimate,  $30,000,000 
to  $35,000,000  in  cash  a  year.  They  are  bonded 
as  far  as  the  city  itself  is  concerned  from  any 
other  losses,  but  so  far  as  any  sums  paid  out  by 
those  paymasters  are  concerned,  if  there  is  a 
mistake  or  something  of  the  sort,  it  must  be 
made  good  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  men.  It  is 
my  personal  belief  that  men  handling  $30,000,000 
to'  $35,000,000  in  cash  per  year  are  entitled  to  a 
salary  of  more  than  $3,000  a  year,  and  I  am 
surprised  that  proper  recognition  of  that  fact 
has  not  been  made  before  now.  I  hope  that  this 
order  will  not  find  its  way  into  the  waste  basket. 
These  men  are  certainly  entitled  to  over  $3,000 
a  year,  and  I  hope  that  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Treasurer  will  agree  with  my  order,  that  their 
pay  be  increased  to  $4,000  a  year.  I  sincerely 
trust  that  that  increase  will  be  granted. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  if  this  order 
passes,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  whether 
he  has  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  has  intro- 
duced the  budget  at  the  present  time, — or  is  he 
going  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  send  in  a  supplementary 
budget  that  will  include  the  provisions  of  this  order? 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
in  the  Council  longer  than  the  councilor,  but  in 
your  experience,  Mr.  Councilor,  you  must  know 


that  in  a  matter  of  this  kind  budgets  do  not  make 
any  difference.  It  makes  no  difference,  in  my 
opinion,  whether  the  budget  is  before  the  Council 
at  the  present  time  or  not.  You  have  sat  in  on 
budget  hearings,  and  you  were  asked  the  quest  ion 
before:  "Where  did  you  get  the  money?"  You 
have  asked  that  question  of  department  heads. 
Sometimes  a  clear  answer  could  be  given,  and 
sometimes  it  could  not.  It  makes  no  difference, 
councilor,  whether  these  amounts  are  included 
in  the  budget  or  not,  it  will  not  necessitate  the 
recalling  of  the  budget  by  the  Mayor. 

The  order  was  passed   under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

INDORSEMENT   OF   CLEAN-UP 
CAMPAIGN. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  go  on 
record  as  indorsing  the  Clean-up  Campaign  and 
unanimously  recommend  that  such  a  campaign  be 
inaugurated  at  City  Hall  itself  and  that  this 
building  be  cleaned  up  both  internally  and  exter- 
nally, thereby  restoring  it  to  its  pristine  beauty, 
and  thus  make  a  proper  impression  upon  the 
general  public. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  at  first  it  may 
seem  to  be  a  laugh,  and  I  don  t  doubt  they  have 
occasion  to  laugh,  but  I  read  in  the  paper — 
this  morning  I  think  it  was — that  we  were  going 
to  have  a  clean-up  campaign  in  Boston.  I  don't 
know  any  better  place  to  start  than  City  Hall. 
There  is  no  need  of  my  standing  up  here  enumerat- 
ing the  many  things,  because  no  matter  how 
much  I  say  about  it  everyone  could  add  just  as 
much  more.  I  think  the  building  should  be 
sandblasted  in  the  first  place.  If  it  were  possible 
to  accomplish  my  real  wish,  I  think  the  building 
should  be  entirely  blasted  and  a  new  one  put  up. 
But  since  we  can't  do  that,  or  we  can't  erect  an\ 
housing  projects,  we  should  at  least  paint  the 
walls,  wash  the  windows,  so  we  can  at  least  look 
across  the  street.  I  think  we  have  got  valuable 
oil  paintings  in  City  Hall.  They  don't  look  the 
part  now.  You  can  hardly  recognize  what  they 
are.  I  am  not  going  to  take  any  more  time. 
I  really  believe  if  there  is  to  be  a  clean-up  campaign 
we  should  start  in  right  here  in  City  Hall  and 
clean  this  building  up  so  it  will  be  presentable  to 
people  when  they  come  in  and  look  at  it  and  pay 
the  high  taxes  they  are  called  upon  to  pay.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  hereby  favors  the  abolition  of 
junior  and  senior  clerk  ratings  in  the  Boston  Public 
Welfare  Department  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission, so  that  all  employees  in  these  groups  will 
be  classified  as  clerks.

2.  That  seniority  rights  of  ah  employees  be 
preserved, 

3.  That  present  incumbents  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive   the   maximum  salary  already  pi<- 

for    in    an    employment    policj     existing    plior    to 
leclassification. 

i  That  any  changes  in  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum salaries  would  affect  persons  appointed 
after  the  date  of  reclassification. 

It  should,  however,  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  City  Council  that  the  protection  of  the 
lights  of  civil  service  employees  does  not  stop 
with  the  observation  of  the  foregoing  points. 
It  should  go  at  least  one  step  further,  namely, 
to  assure  the  employees  of  the  department  thai 
they  would  not  be  compelled  to  work  out  of  theil 
civil  service  classification.  In  this  connection, 
I  might  add  that  there  have  been  found  perhaps 
more  violations  of  civil  service  in  this  respect 
during  the  Boston  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
reclassification  than  have  been  found  in  any  other 
group  which  has  l>.ci,  reclassified.  It  would, 
therefore,  appear  to  me  that  the  City  Council 
might  quite  properly  pass  another  resolution, 
commanding  all  city  department  heads  to  observe 
the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  law  and  rules

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  this  is  the 
greatest  game  of  passing  the  buck  I  have  ever 
witnessed  in  my  seven  years  as  City  Councilor  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  What  the  girls  are  really 
interested  in,  knowing  who  appeared  before  the 
Committee  on  Public  Welfaie  and  the  other 
members  of  the  City  Council,  is  who  is  responsible 
for  setting  up  the  ratings  of  junior  clerk  and  senior 
clerk.  For  the  membets  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil to  go  on  recoid  as  to  the  abolishing  of  the  titles 
of  junior  and  senior  clerk  doesn't,  in  my  opinion, 
in  any  way  give  the  information  to  the  girls  who 
appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Public  Welfare 
and  the  other  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
who  saw  fit  to  attend  the  public  hearing.  It 
doesn't  in  any  way,  Mr.  President,  give  them  the 
facts  of  the  ease.  In  other  words,  I  mean  what 
went  on  behind  the  closed  doors  down  on  Hawkins 
street.  I  think  that  is  what  the  girls  are  interested 
in.  Now,  we  have  read  in  the  newspaper — I 
don't  happen  to  buy  the  Globe  in  the  morning,  I 
usually  read  the  Boston  Post — but  we  read  in  the 
newspaper  last  Tuesday  morning — I  haven't  got 
the  paper  here,  but  I  have  the  copy.  The  title  is 
Lupien  Hits  City  Welfaie  for  Lapses  in  Civil 
Service.''  And  then  it  goes  on  in  the  article,  Mr. 
President,  quite  a  lengthy  article,  as  to  what 
protection  of  the  rights  of  civil  service  employees 
is,  and  goes  on  further  and  says:  "It  should  go  at 
least  one  step  further,  namely,  to  assure  the 
employees  of  the  department  that  they  would  not 
be  compelled  to  work  out  of  their  civil  service 
classification."  And  it  goes  on,  and  it  throws  the 
classification  of  the  junior  and  senior  clerks  right 
back  into  the  laps  of  the  officials  of  the  Welfare 
Department.  Now,  I  don't  think  I  am  so  stupid 
as  to  stand  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  and  be 
"kidded"  that  nobody  had  anything  to  do  with 
classifying  these  girls  as  junior  and  senior  clerks. 
We  have  been  told  on  the  one  hand — and  I  am 
reading  from  a  questionnaire — of  course  a  lot  of 
people  didn't  think  I  would  be  able  to  dig  up  these 
two,  but  I  was  able  to  dig  them  up — from  August 
13,  1941.  And  this  was  a  classification  survey  of 
city  and  town  welfare  departments.  Article  1 
says  on  it:  "The  Division  of  Civil  Service  is  under- 
taking a  survey  to  establish  a  position  classification 
plan  for  certain  positions  in  local  welfare  depart- 
ments in  the  cities  and  towns  under  civil  service, 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  better  basis  of 
personnel  recruitment  and  salary  administration. 


Tin-  survey  pertains  only  to  positions  involving 
investigation  and  tin   administration  and    super- 
ior    thereof  Now,    this    is    the    article    that 
interests  me.       This  was  Si  nt  down  August,  13,  1941 . 
"The  Burvey  will  not   tncludt    positions  involving 
I  riuiai  il.\     clerical,    stenographic,    bookkeeping    or 
iiiting   classes      The    Department   of    Public 
Welfare  is  cooperating  with  this  division  by  offering 
tl.e  services  of  its  District  Staff  foi  the  explanation 
of  the  questionnaire  form."     Mr.  President,  thai 
questionnaire  was  not  given  to  those  employees  in 
question.     And  down  at  tin  bottom  of  the  instruc- 
tion   il    Bays:    "Instructions    to    the    Supervisors." 
"Allow    the    employee    to    make    an    independent 
statement" — and    follow    this,    Mi      President, — 
"Allow    the    employee    to    make    an    independent 
statement,  and  do  not  alter  it,  but  indicate  correc- 
tions and  additions  in    the  spine  provided  on  the 
front    of    the   form    or   on    a    supplemental   sheet." 
And   then,    "Submit  the  completed  questionnaire 
for    your    unit    through    youi     immediate    superior 
within   three   weeks  from   the   lime  they   were  dis- 
tributed   to    employees.      If    possible,    allow    office 
time  for  completion  of  the  questionnaires."     That 
was    back,    Mr.    President,    on    August     13,    1941. 
Now,   we  will  continue.     Here  is  No.  2.     Here  is 
one      here.      Something*      must      have      happened 
between   August    13,    1941,  and   February  6,    19J2, 
because    here    is    the   second    memorandum    they 
received,   and    everybody    received    one   of    those, 
1     understand, — every   one   of  the    employees,    in- 
cluding   the    girls    who    were    named    junior    clerks 
and  also  the  girls  who  were  going  to  be  made  senior 
clerks.     And  down  at  the   bottom  of  this  memo- 
randum   it   says    the    same    as    it    says    in    No.    1: 
"Instructions     to     the     Supervisors."      "Do     not. 
alter  any  of  the  questionnaires        Therefore,  that 
brings  it  as  far  as   the   employees  making  out  the 
questionnaires   are    concerned,    and   as    far   as    tie- 
supervisors    not    altering    it.      In    the    paper    last 
Tuesday    morning    Mi.     Lupien    says    lie    is    not 
responsible    for    the    ratings.     Mr.    Murphy    and 
Mr.    O'Hare    testified    before    the    Committee    on 
Public     Welfare — that     is,     the     public     hearing 
that  was  open  to  the  puuiic — that  they  were  not 
responsible   for   the  ratings.     So   I   am   wondering 
still   more    who    was    responsible.     I   am    wonder- 
ing if  we  have  got  some  individual  down  at  the 
Welfare   Building — Mi.    President,    nobody   seems 
to  know   what  his  or  her   title  is — who  suddenly 
put     the     titles     on     these     employees.        Now, 
I    say,    and    the    girls    up    in    the    balcony    know 
I     am     telling     the     truth     and     that     I     don't 
lie,    and    every    member    of    the    Council    knows 
I   am   telling   the   truth,   that   the   morale   of   the 
Welfare   Department   down   in    Hawkins  street   is 
at    its    lowest    ebb.     What    these    girls    want    is 
ratings  on  experience.      The  stand   1    took   at   the 
public   hearing   of   the   Welfare   Department,   and 
i  he   stand    I   am    taking    today   is    that   the   girls 
with   the  longest   number   of  years   of   experience 
should  be  given  the  senior  ratings,  and  the  girls 
who  have  been  there  only  a  few  years  should  be 
given   the  junior   ratings.      What   I   can't  for  the 
life   of   me   understand   is    who   is   responsible  for 
the  fixing  of  these  titles.     Somebody  is  responsible, 
but  they  haven't  got  the  courage  to  come  forward. 
It    is   like   anything  else,   when   something   comes 
out  in  the  open   then  they  have  to  "duck."     It 
would  be  nice  for  every  member  of  the  Council 
—of  course,   we  will  never   find  out  probably  all 
the  information  we  want — to  know  what  happened 
at    some    of    these    closed    meetings    between    the 
Overseers   of   Public    Welfare   and    the   employees 
of    the    Welfare    Department,    and    between    the 
members    of    the    Board    of    Overseers    of    Public- 
Welfare  and  certain  other  gentlemen  in  the  City 
of  Boston.     I  know  what  went  on  at  one  of  the 
hearings   between   the   members   of   the   Board   of 
Overseers   of    Public    Welfare   and    the    girls,    the 
employees  in  the  department,  who  felt  that  they 
were   being   unjustly   treated   and    who   felt    that 
they  deserved  a  better  rating, — and  I  agree  with 
them,     Mr.    President, — when    they    were    called 
up  before  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Overseers 
of  Public  Welfare.     Some  very  interesting  things 
took  place  down   in   the   Welfare  building,  and   I 
understand,  and  I  want  to  remind  the  girls,  that 
they   are   all   protected   by   civil   service,    and    if 
anything    ever    happens    down    at    the    Welfare 
building,    I    wish   they   would   come   to   me.     On 
Friday,   February   18,   the  supervisors — I  imagine 
those    are    the    people    referred    to    down    at  the 
bottom    of    these    two    classifications — the    super- 
visors held  a  private  meeting.     You  see  even  tin- 
supervisors    haven't    confidence    in    one    another. 
They  hold   a   private   meeting,   but   it   gets  out. 
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The    supervisors    held    a    private    meeting    in    the 
Board  room  to  discuss  the  best  means  to  protect 
their  new   title  to  prevent  the  classification  from 
being   held   up.      The  same   day   a    certain   gentle- 
man who  is  head  of  the  Settlement  Division  down 
there — I  am  not  going  to  mention  his  name,  but 
I    have  the  facts;    if  what  I  say  is  not   the  tiutli 
I    will  give   him   a   chance   to   deny   it    and    then   I 
will    mention    his    name    before    the    Council  — 
returned  from  the  so-called  private  meeting  of  the 
supervisors  and  opened   a  discussion  in   his  office 
with  the  gills  who  were  so  unfortunate  as  to  work 
under   him   as   a   boss,   and  said   things   to  those 
girls   and   really   threatened   those  girls'   positions 
if  they  tried  to  do  anything  in  any  way  to  speak 
up  in  behalf  of  themselves.     Now,  that  is  a  fact. 
A  couple  of  supervisors  are  up  in  the  balcony  ami 
they   know    I    am    telling    the    truth.      They    know 
who  the  gentleman  is.     I  want  to  tell  those  girls 
that    they    want    to    speak    their    minds    down    at 
the    Welfare    building,    as    was    said    here    on    the 
floor  of  the  Boston  City  Council  today,  and   we 
all   agreed.     Free  speech  should   reign,   and   if   it 
reigns  in  the  Boston  City  Council  it  should  reign 
down  in  the   Welfare   building  and   not  except    a 
little    clique    of    ten    that    exists    down    there.      So 
those  girls  told  this  Mr.  Quinn,   the  head  of  the 
Settlement   Division,    in   no   uncertain   terms   that 
they  would  speak  their  minds.      Now.  last   Monday 
four    girls    appeared    before    the    Welfare    Board 
regarding  their  reclassifications,  and  what  do  you 
suppose  happened?     Mr.   President,   later  on  this 
year  you  will  want   to  meet  a  lot  of  people  and 
you  will   want   to  be  able   to   talk   to   them,   and 
you  won't  want  to  be  denied  free  speech,  because 
if  you  are,   it  is  going  to  be  a  handicap  to  you. 
You  will   want   to  meet  a  lot  of  people  and  will 
want   to  bring  home  a  lot  of  things  to  them   in 
your    behalf,    and    you    don't    want    anybody    to 
deny  you  that  opportunity  of  free  speech.      And 
what  do  you  suppose  happened  before  this  board? 
They  were  taken  over  the  coals  because  they  had 
the  courage  and  the  gumption  to  take  their  appeal 
before  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 
And    before    the    meeting    I    understand — and    I 
have    confidence    in    the    truth    of    this,    because    I 
have   a   signed   statement;     don't    think   anybody 
would  sign  a  statement  if  it   wasn't   the  truth — 
tiny   were  advised  by  a  certain  gentleman  down 
in  the  Welfare  building  on  what  to  say  and  what 
not  to  say  on   the  floor.     Do  you  call  that  free 
speech,  Mr.  President?     Then,  the  next  procedure. 
On  February  23 — let  me  get  the  dates  right — the 
22d  was  last  Tuesday,  and  the  23d  would  be  Wed- 
nesday— out  of  a  clear  sky,  I  understand,  some  new 
questionnaires  were  given  out  down  at  the  Welfare 
building.     Nobody  seems  to  know  where  they  came 
from.     I  suppose  the  questionnaires  came  from  the 
same  person,  this  mysterious  individual,  that  holds 
forth  down  at  the  Welfare  building — I  suppose  he 
had  something  to  do  with  the  putting  on  of  these 
titles   of  junior   and  senior   clerk — I   suppose   the 
questionnaires    came    from    the    same    place.     So 
they    were    asked    to    fill    out    the    questionnaires 
last  Wednesday,   stating  their  duties  which   they 
were   performing  in  the   Welfare   Department  on 
February  3,  1044.  to  the  present  time.     I  wonder, 
Mr.  President.     February  3 — it  seems  to  me  that 
date  has  a  meaning  to  me — I  wonder  if  that  wasn't 
the  same  date  that   the  employees   were  notified 
that  they  were  to  receive  the  ratings  of  junior  and 
senior   clerk   by   this   mysterious   individual    that 
nobody  seenis  to  know  who  he  or  she  is.     Isn't  it 
very   peculiar   that   in    some    matters    that    have 
come   up   before   the   Boston    City     Council    free 
speech  has  not  reigned,  and  that  in  other  matters 
that  have  come  up  before  the  Boston  City  Council 
where  the  girls  are  looking  for  something  which 
they  are  justly  entitled  to,  certain  people  try  to  do 
everything  in  their  power  to  stop  the  girls  from 
telling  the  truth.     I   wonder   what  is   back  of  all 
this.     I  wonder  if  the  true  story  will  really  ever 
come  out.     What  these  girls  are   interested   in   is 
trying    to    find   out    who   is    responsible    for    fixing 
these  titles  before  their  names.     It  is  the  greatest 
game   of   "passing   the   buck"    I   have   ever  seen. 
Personally    I    put    myself    in    the    girls'    position, 
I  have  known  what  it  is  all  my  life  to  work  hard, 
and   I   realize   what   they   are   up   against.     They 
are   only   asking   for  something   that   they    have 
earned.     They    have    only    asked    for    something 
that  a   girl   down    there   twelve   years   should    be 
rated  a  senior  clerk  in  preference   to  a  girl  who 
has  only  been  there  three  years.     And  to  top  the 
thing   all    off,    February    21,    this    last    Monday, 


during  an  audience  with  one  of  the  councilors 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  the  gills  were  asked 
by  the  councilor,  "How  is  it  you  have  so  much 
time  off  from  work  to  come  down  here?  A  lot 
of  people  are  wondering  how  you  get  so  much 
time  off."  I  wonder  who  is  wondering  how  they 
got  so  much  time  off?  I  wonder  if  it  is  the  same 
mysterious  individual  who  won't  coinc  forth  and 
make  his  identity  known.  I  wonder  if  that  is  the 
individual,  or  whether  it  is  a  certain  group  or 
clique  that  have  had  things  their  own  way  for  a 
certain  length  of  time.  There  is  one  thing  I 
have  always  done  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council, 
and  one  thing  I  will  always  do,  and  that  is  I  will 
always  take  the  floor  and  speak  my  mind,  and 
there  isn't  any  group  or  groups  that  control  me. 
I  represent  the  people  of  my  ward  who  sent  me 
here,  and  I  am  responsible  to  them,  and  any 
vote  of  mine  in  the  Boston  City  Council  is  a  matter 
of  public  record,  and  I  have  not  had  one  criticized 
in  all  my  six  years  as  a  member  of  the  City  Council. 
So,  therefore,  I  must  have  come  pretty  near 
doing  what  was  right.  Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  ask  to  have  these  papers  incorporated 
in  the  record,  the  Daily  Globe  of  last  Tuesday,  and 
there  is  another  interesting  article  appearing 
in  the  Traveler,  I  think,  of  February  18.  The 
headlines  of  it  are  "Titles  Don't  Mean  a  Thing 
in  Welfare  Department  Shuffle."  It  is  a  very 
interesting  article.  I  am  not  going  to  read  it. 
I  can't  make  too  much  out  of  it  myself,  but  I  am 
not  surprised.  Even  though  we  are  elected  officials 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  I,  at  least,  have  not  been 
able  to  find  out  from  what  has  gone  on  at  the 
public  hearings  who  has  been  responsible  for  these 
titles.  So  I  am  not  surprised  at  the  article  that 
appears  in  the  Traveler,  because  evidently  the 
gentleman  who  wrote  it,  Bob  Sibley,  doesn't 
know  any  more  about  it  than  I  do,  and  I  am  a 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  So  I  reiterate 
again,  I  want  the  article  in  the  Traveler  put  in  the 
record;  I  w?nt  the  Olobe  article  put  in  the  record, 
and  I  am  going  to  ask  the  stenographer  when  he 
has  copied  them  to  return  them  to  me  personally. 
I  may  be  able  to  use  them  some  time.  This  is 
Exhibit  1,  August  15,  1941.  I  want  that  to  go  in 
the  recoid.  I  also  want  this  Exhibit  2  to  go  in  the 
record,  the  article  of  February  5,  1942.  This 
personal  letter  I  will  keep  myself,  because  there 
are  some  signatures  attached  to  it.  Certain 
people  would  love  to  know  what  the  signatures 
are,  but  I  will  assure  the  owners  of  them  who 
gave  me  the  signatures,  I  am  a  man  of  my  word. 
When  I  give  you  a  promise,  I  will  keep  it.  No- 
body will  find  out  what  the  signatures  are.  But 
I  ask  you,  in  your  duties  down  at  the  Welfare 
Department,  to  let  me  know  if  anybody  tries  to 
bring  pressure  on  you,  because  I  have  only  said  ' 
about  one-tenth  of  what  I  can  say  on  the  floor 
of  the  City  Council.  I  have  been  tame  today. 
I  have  only  started,  and  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston  would  like  to  be  enlightened  as  to  what 
is  going  on  down  at  the  Welfare  Department. 
I  don't  punch  below  the  belt,  but  if  they  take  an 
unjust  advantage  of  you  through  their  positions 
I  will  be  forced  to  bring  out  some  of  the  doings 
down  at  the  Welfare  Department.  A  lot  of  people 
in  Boston  know  I  will  be  speaking  the  truth, 
and  we  will  get  them  in  the  record,  and  print 
them,  so  the  taxpayers  will  find  out  what  is  going 
on  at  the  Welfare  building.  Right  today  it  is 
safe  to  assume  the  morale  at  the  department  of 
Welfare  is  at  its  lowest  ebb,  and  the  light  way 
to  get  this  thing  corrected  is  to  give  the  right  titles 
to  the  girls  who  deserve  them, — that  is,  to  give 
the  girls  down  there  with  the  longest  number 
of  years'  experience  the  title  of  senior  clerk, 
and  the  ones  with  the  shortest  number  of  years 
of  experience  the  title  of  junior  clerks.  Now,  I 
understand  there  are  other  persons  down  there 
who  are  affected  by  this.  I  haven't  anything 
personal  against  them.  If  they  are  able  to  get  :< 
raise  for  themselves,  good  luck  to  them,  but  I  am 
interested,  Mr.  President,  in  the  difference  be- 
tween the  senior  and  junior  clerks.  That  is  what 
I  am  vitally  interested  in.  And,  as  I  said  before, 
if  any  of  those  girls  are  bothered  down  at  the 
Welfare  Department,  I  am  in  the  Council  this  and 
next  year,  anyway,  and  I  shall  be  forced  to  get 
up  on  the  floor  of  the  City  Council  end  recite  to 
the  members  some  of  the  things  that  are  really 
taking  place  down  at  the  Welfare  Department. 
So  I  would  advise  those  in  charge  to  go  very  care- 
fully down  at  the  Welfare  Department,  Gentle- 
men, I  have  the  facts  and  I  can  use  them. 

(The    memoranda    submitted    by    Coun.    Kelly 
were  as  follows:

changes  affect  only  persons  appointed  after  the 
reclassification  date. 

"'It  should,  however,  be  brought  to  (he  atten- 
tion of  the  City  Council  that  the  protection  of  the 
rights  of  civil  service  employees  does  not  stop 
with  the  observation  of  the  foregoing  points,'  the 
letter  said.  '  It  should  go  at  least  one  step  further. 
namely,  to  assure  the  employees  of  the  depart- 
ment, that  they  would  not  be  compelled  to  work 
out  of  their  civil  service  classification.  In  tins 
connection,  I  might  add  that  there  have  been 
found  perhaps  more  violations  of  civil  service  in 
this  respect  during  the  Boston  Department  of 
Public  Welfare  reclassification  than  have  been 
found  in  any  other  group  which  has  been  re- 
classified. It  would,  therefore,  appear  to  me 
that  the  City  Council  might  quite  properly  pass 
another  resolution,  commanding  all  city  depart- 
ment heads  to  observe  the  provisions  of  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules.'"

"Jobs  reclassified. 

"  Well,  employees  of  the  Boston  Department  -of

"Disturbed  and  somewhat  baffled  by  the  fact 
that  their  jobs  have  been  reclassified  and  renamed, 
they  are  busy  trying  to  figure  things  out. 

"The  reclassification  was  done  by  the  state 
civil  service  division,  and  if  you  happen  to  be 
at  the  right  place  at  the  right  time  you  might 
hear  welfare  personnel  getting  the  facts  by  use  of 
the  civil  service  division's  little  handbook  on  rules, 
regulations  and  specifications.     Such  as  this: 

"Q.  Is  the  principal  social  work  supervisor 
the  head  social  work  supervisor?  A.  Oh.  no. 
He  is  neither  the  head  social  work  supervisor  nor 
the  chief  social  work  supervisor. 

"Q.  Well,  if  one  is  'principal,'  another  'chief,' 
and  a  third  'head,'  who  is  the  boss?  A.  I'll  bite. 
Wait  till  I  look  in  the  book.  It  says  the  principal 
social  work  supervisor  supervises  social  workers. 
It's  a  coincidence. 
"They  supervise. 

"Q.  What  else  does  the  principal  social  work 
supervisor  do?  A.  He  supervises  a  'group  of 
social  workers  engaged  in  determining  eligibility 
and  extent  of  need  of  cases  for  public  assistance 
and  welfare  services,  etc' 

"Q.  What  does  the  head  social  work  super- 
visor do?  A.  Oh,  he  supervises  the  people  who 
are  supervising  the  social  work  supervisors  'engaged 
in  determining  eligibility  and  extent  of  need  of 
cases  for  public  assistance  and  welfare  services,  etc' 
"Q.  And  the  chief  social  work  supervisor? 
A.  Well,  he  works  to  plan  and  organize  and  to 
supervise,  'through  head  social  work  supervisors, 
principal  social  work  supervisors  and  social  work 
supervisors,  the  work  of  the  social  service  division 
of  the  Boston  public  welfare  department.'

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  City  Council 
order  dated  January  24,  1944,  regarding  extra 
compensation  for  those  members  of  the  depart- 
ment who  become  divers.  At  the  present  time  in 
the  Fire  Department  there  are  three  men  capable 
of  rendering  special  service  in  case  of  emergencies 
requiring  under-water  work. 

In  most  cases  professional  divers  are  hired  for 
this  type  of  work  so  that  in  recent  years  we  have 
not  had  many  incidents  requiring  the  services  of 
our  department  divers. 

However,  it  is  necessary  for  these  men  to  prac- 
tice periodically  and  there  is  no  question  but  that 
extra  compensation  would  induce  more  men 
of  the  department,  particularly  those  connected 
with  our  fireboats,  to  become  interested  in  this 
type  of  work  and  become  qualified  for  such 
service. 

Some  time  ago  I  talked  with  one  of  tin 

bers  of  the  department  who  is  qualified  for  diving 
work  and  at  that  time  I  said  that,  at  a  latter  date 
I  would  present  this  matter  for  your  attention. 
Meanwhile,  there  are  other  special  branches  of 
our  service  more  active  in  their  particular  spe- 
cialty who,  I  believe,  are  equally  entitled  to  extra 
compensation,  and  until  such  groups  are  the  recipi- 
ents of  extra  allowances  for  their  work  I  would  not 
initiate  a  recommendation  for  extra  compensation 
to  the  divers.  However,  this  in  no  way  indicates 
that  such  compensation  is  not  warranted  but  like  all 
other  matters  of  this  kind  depends  upon  the  finan- 
cial capacity  of  the  city  to  meet  the  many  de- 
mands which  are  made  for  extra  pay  to  employees 
qualified  to  do  special  work.

town  of  Norwood  generously  dispatched  to  the 
of  the  fire  an  ambulance  containing  full 
equipment.  During  the  course  of  the 
work  certain  equipment,  consisting  of  a  Bom- 
gardnet  Cot  equipped  with  side  anus  and  foot 
rest,  a  sponge  rubber  mattress  and  a  sponge 
rubber  cover,  became  lost  or  misplaced,  and  the 
ambulance  was  returned  to  the  town  with  such 
equipment  missing.  When  the  loss  was  reported 
to  the  Boston  Fire  Department  a  diligent  search 
was  conducted  to  no  avail.  The  amount  of  the 
loss  claimed  to  have  been  suffered  by  the  town 
of  Norwood  is  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
ninety-five  (195)  dollai  s. 

It  is  a  matter  of  general  knowledge  that  many 
Lives  of  persons  injured  in  the  fire  were  saved  only 

because  they  received  prompt  medical  care  and 
treatment  in  the  hospitals.  It  would  not  have 
been  possible  to  convey  large  numbers  of  the 
injured  to  the  medical  centers  in  our  community 
in  such  a  short  space  of  time  without  the  aid  and 
assistance  (riven  by  our  neighboring  cities  and 
towns  in  making  available  ambulances.  In  the 
emergency  which  confronted  our  public  safety 
agencies  the  response  of  the  surrounding  com- 
munities will  forever  remain  an  inspiring  example 
of  sympathy  and  cooperation.  The  assistance 
rendered  by  the  town  of  Norwood  in  the  emergency 
was  of  incalculable  value  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  I  believe  that  the  public  interest  will  be 
served  in  reimbursing  the  town  for  the  loss  it 
sustained.

SOLDIERS'    VOTE. 

C IIANNON   and    HANLEY   offered    the

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  indorse  the 
effort  being  made  by  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  provide  proper  voting  facilities  for  men 
in  the  armed  service  and  recommend  that  the 
right  to  vote  be  extended  to  all  members' of  the 
armed  forces,  without  regard  to  age. 

Coun.  IIANNON — Mr.  President,  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  talk  in  the  papers  nowadays  about 
permitting  the  members  of  the  armed  forces  to 
perform  their  natural  function  of  voting,  thereby 
expressing  their  preferences  on  election  day. 
The  argument  is  now  being  generally  used  that 
the  age  limit  for  voting  by  members  of  the  armed 
forces  should  be  reduced  from  twenty-one  to 
eighteen  years,  with  the  feeling  that  those  old 
enough  t6  fight  are  old  enougli  to  vote.  With 
that  I  agree,  and  in  this  order  I  am  trying  to  give 
voice  to  that  argument.  It  is  true,  of  course, 
that  theie  are  many  boys  in  tin-  armed  forces  wdio 
are  but  seventeen  years  of  age,  or  perhaps  only 
sixteen.  But  I  agree  with  the  general  argument 
that  those  who  are  old  enough  to  fight  for  their 
country,  offering  their  lives,  are  old  enough  to 
vote. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to 
see  this  order  introduced  today.  Ten  months 
ago,  or  even  perhaps  longer  ago,  I  introduced  a 
similar  order  that  boys  of  eighteen  should  be 
allowed  to  vote.  I  had  a  copy  of  that  order  sent 
to  every  member  of  Congress,  and  I  certainly  trust 
that  steps  may  be  taken  so  that  these  boys  who 
are  old  enough  to  fight  for  their  country  when 
they  have-  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  ate  old 
enough  to  vote.

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  1  move  a  re- 
consideration, although,  of  course,  1  voted  for  the 
order.  I  believe  anyone  old  enough  to  fight 
for  his  country  is  old  enough  to  vote.  I  am 
wondering  if  there  is  not  some  confusion  here. 
Of  course,  we  know  some  big,  husky  boys  who  are 
in  the  service  and  who  are  only  fourteen  years  old, 
some  distance  from  eighteen,  and  there  are  many 
who  are 'sixteen  and  seventeen;  and  I  wonder  if 
other  boys,  who  may  not  happen  to  be  in  the 
ce  at  the  present  time,  may  not  holler  for  the 
before  they  have  reached  the  ordinary  age 
limit  of  twenty-one,  asking  that  they  have  the 
same  right  as  the  boys  of  the  same  age  in  the 
ce?  The  reason  why  I  asked  to  have  the  order 
read  again  was  because  I  thought  it  was  rather 
indefinite  in  regard  to  the  boys  of  eighteen  who 
might  be  referred  to,  whether  it  was  those  in  the 
service  or  boys  of  eighteen  generally.  But  it  is 
a  fact  that  boys  of  eighteen  generally  are  liable 
for  service,  and  I  certainly  have  no  objection  to 
such  boys  voting.  If  they  are  old  enough  to 
shoulder  a  gun  and  play  the  part  of  men  in  the 
service  of  our  country,  I  certainly  don't  see  why 
they  should  not  have  the  right  to  vote. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  cast  my  vote 
for  the  order  when  the  roll  was  called,  because 
I  think  such  a  proceeding  shows  proper  considera- 
tion for  the  boys  who  are  in  uniform.  Neverthe- 
less, I  think  there  might  be  some  fault  found  with 
the  order  in  some  respects.  Councilor  Coffey 
brought  out  the  point  that  some  of  the  boys  in  the 
service  are  even  younger.  There  may  be  some  of 
those  boys  who  are  well  developed  and  who  are 
really  young  men,  able  to  go  into  the  service, 
where  they  are  not  even  eighteen  years  of  age. 
There  might  also  be  some  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  the  desirability  of  all  boys  of  eighteen  being 
given  the  vote,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  they 
are  in  the  service.  There  are  some  questions 
that  can  be  raised  in  regard  to  this  order,  and 
therefore  I  would  move  its  reference  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules,  so  that  there  may  be  a  chance 
to  look  into  it  before  final  action  is  taken. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  there  are  many 
times  when  this  City  Council  has  been  held  up  to 
ridicule  on  different  orders,  because  we  have  acted 
on  matters  that  were  entirely  outside  of  our 
scope,  entirely  outside  of  the  regular  transaction 
of  municipal  business.  I  think  if  you  will  look 
back  into  our  records  and  endeavor  to  find  out 
the  source  of  most  of  the  criticism  of  the  City 
Council,  you  will  find  that  in  the  majority  of 
cases  it  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  we  are  act- 
ing on  matters  which  are  not  within  our  province. 
We  were  elected,  sir,  by  the  citizens  of  Boston  to 
transact  the  city's  business,  and  it  is  not  within 
our  province  to  advocate  such  a  matter  as  is  now 
before  us.  I  submit,  sir,  without  entering  into 
debate  on  the  merits  of  the  order,  that  it  is  about 
time  that  we  attended  to  our  own  legitimate  busi- 
ness and  allowed  Congress  to  run  its  business. 
The  members  of  Congress  who  represent  us  are 
elected  by  the  people  of  Boston  to  attend  to  cer- 
tain Congressional  business  as  representing  their 
Congressional  districts.  We  are  elected  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  conducting  the  city's  business, 
and  it  does  not  behoove  this  Body  to  tell  the 
members  of  Congress  what  to  do,  in  the  form  of  a 
resolution  or  otherwise.  I  have  no  objection  to 
any  individual  member  of  the  Body  writing  to 
representatives  in  Congress,  stating  his  individual 
opinion.  That  is  the  privilege  of  every  man,  to 
write  to  his  Congressional  representative,  express- 
ing his  opinion  on  certain  matters  that  may  be 
pending  before  Congress.  But  for  the  Boston 
City  Council  to  advocate  this  or  that  matter, 
which  comes  within  the  province  of  either  Con- 
gress or  the  Legislature,  is  something  I  beUeve 
we  should  not  do.  That  is  the  reason  why  we 
have  had  so  many  editorials  in  the  newspapers 
criticizing    the    City    Council,     because    we    are

councilor  from  the  Hack  Bay,  but,  perusing  the  past 
records  of  the  City  Council,  I  believe  thai  the 
councilor  has  brought  in  more  resolutions  than  the 
combination  that  18  here  today  on  controversial 
subjects  and  on  every  subject  that  he  thought 
would  obtain  a  small  item  in  the  Boston  news- 
papers. Now,  councilor,  I  don't  know  what  your 
background  is  as  a  private  citizen  or  as  a  public 
official,  but  I  don't  intend  to  sit  idly  by  and  allow 
you  to  stultify  me  by  some  of  those  remarks  that 
you  made  a  few  minutes  ago.  A  United  States 
citizen,  councilor,  is  any  man  who  has  taken 
allegiance  to  the  Stars  and  Stripes.  In  our 
country    the   most    powerful    man    in    the   United 

s  of  America  is  the  individual,  and  you, 
councilor,  have  been  the  beneficiary  of  our  type  of 
government.  You  have  been  elected  to  public 
office.  You  have  been  elected  to  protect  the  type 
of  government  that  has  allowed  you  to  become  a 
public  official  and  it  is  not  only  your  right,  but 
it  is  your  duty  at  all  times  to  protect  your  con- 
stituents both  from  within  and  from  without.  A 
resolution,  as  we  all  know,  is  elementary.  It 
is  merely  an  expression  of  opinion.  It  neither 
compels,  coerces  nor  intimidates  any  man  in 
public  life.  The  opinions  expressed  in  this  Body 
on  various  occasions  have  been  on  controversial 
subjects,  and  sometimes  we  have  not  seen  eye  to 
eye  with  certain  individuals  in  the  laity,  in  the 
press  and  in  the  clergy.  We  have  been  held  up, 
councilor,  to  ridicule  by  men  who  refuse  to  sign 
their  names,  once  they  write  an  editorial.  Who 
they  are  we  don't  know,  but  we  know  this,  that 
the  coercive  power  behind  the  press, — the  coercive 
power  behind  the  press,  councilor, — is  the  paid 
advertisers.  For  your  information,  an  editorial 
is  merely  a  comment,  a  comment  on  news  that 
tomorrow  is  ancient  history.  Now,  the  pi 
I  believe,  has  recorded  some  of  your  remarks.  I 
hope  you  will  receive  the  publicity  that  you 
have  in  the  past.  Councilor,  my  name  was 
affixed  to  that  order  by  Councilor  Hannon,  and 
over  fourteen  months  ago  I  lashed  out  at  our 
Congress  for  conscripting  the  flower  of  our  country 
to  be  offered  on  the  sacrificial  altars.  The  right 
to  vote  in  this  country  is  a  most  powerful  force, 
the  most  powerful  force  that  any  free  people 
can  have.  It  is  the  most  powerful  force  for 
creating  and  destroying  a  man  in  public  life. 
You,  councilor,  were  created  by  the  power  of  the 
ballot,  and  you  are  going  to  be  destroyed  some 
day  by  the  power  of  the  ballot.  And  yet,  councilor, 
consider  young  men  who  are  dying  and  suffering 
today  in  Tarawa,  Guadalcanal  and  Salerno  and 
every  part  of  the  world, — you  claim  the  inference 
is  drawn  they  are  too  immature  to  be  able  to  go 
into  a  private  ballot  box  and  strike  a  name  or  a 
cross,  rather,  against  your  name  or  mine.  Coun- 
cilor, you  would  not  use  the  word  "moron,"  but 
you  inferred  as  much,  that  these  men  arc  immature. 
I  say,  and  I  say  it  again,  I  believe  the  majority 
of  the  Council  will  agree,  that  any  man.  regardless 
of  age,  who  is  capable  and  able  to  protect  our 
form  of  government  in  a  time  of  war  should  be 
given  the  proper  right  and  the  privilege  of  voting 
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for  a  man  In  public  office.  Now,  I  don't  like  to 
enter  into  debate,  councilor,  but  I  know  this, 
thai  this  w:ir  is  political,  a  political  means  of 
affecting  the  science  of  government.  This  war 
was  brought  about  by  politics.  Mussolini  w 
politician;  Hen-  Hitler  is  a  politician;  Churchill 
is  a  politician;  and  Roosevelt  is  a  politician. 
And  where  politics  is  uncensored  by  unscrupulous 
men  it  is  your  right  and  duty  as  an  American 
citizen  tu  protect  the  type  of  government  you  have 
been  born  into.  This  is  an  opinion,  and  the 
Boston  I  ii\  ( ioune.il,  repn  senting  the  pulsation  of 
common  people,  has  a  right  to  go  on  record  at 
any  time  for  or  against  it,  and  to  direct  tin  ' 
Clerk  to  write  to  Congress  or  to  the  Slap'  Legis- 
lature when  any  right  or  liberty  is  being  jeopar- 
dized. And,  councilor,  you  have  been  very 
fortunate,  very  fortunate,  in  public  life.  Todaj 
you  speak  as  a  City  Councilor.  In  an  emergency, 
if  the  State  Legislature  convenes,  you  speak  as  a 
State  legislator;  two  things  in  one.  And  jet, 
under  the  Stars  and  Stripes  you  can  aspire  for  the 
presidency  while  you  still  retain  the  two  offices 
you  had  before.  Still,  according  to  your  remarks, 
you  will  tn  to  deny  individuals  that  make  your 
governmenf  strong  any  power. 

Conn.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  there  isn't 
much  doubt  that  extending  the  franchise  to 
young  men  of  that  age,  eighteen,  means  in  the 
opinion  of  many,  going  back  into  adolescence, 
falling  short,  of  young  manhood.  That,  point  is 
debatable,    but,   my   purpose  in   rising   to   my   feet 

at    tins  mi nl   is  to  discuss  the  objections  of  the 

councilor  from  Ward  4.  I  have  always  said  of 
him,  and  I  think  I  will  always  continue  to  say, 
that  his  objections  to  or  his  support  of  any  measure 
can  always  he  said  to  be  truly  honest.  I  don't 
think  he  ever  manufactures  an  interest  in  any- 
thing. I  think  he  is  honest,  genuine  and  sincere, 
but,  none  the  less,  in  some  instances,  like  many 
of  us,  dead  wrong.  I  think  Councilor  Chase  has 
probably  forgotten  for  the  moment  that  our 
Congressmen  in  Washington  are  remote  from  us. 
They  are  300  or  400  miles  away.  They  are  there 
for  weeks  at  a  time,  during  which  any  corre- 
spondence they  may  receive  from  their  respective 
districts  is  in  the  nature  of  personal  communica- 
tion that  probably  doesn't  give  a  very  workable 
idea  of  the  opinion  of  the  people  in  their  districts. 
If  they  should  be  canvassed  in  matters  of  this 
kind,  they  would  probably  then  come  to  the 
understanding  that  the  opinion  of  their  district 
one  way  or  the  other  is  a  matter  of  vital  public 
concern.  As  to  his  objections  it  isn't  any  of  our 
business,  I  think  that  is  limiting  our  interests  too 
much.  After  all,  every  Congressman  who  comes 
from  Boston  has  to  go  to  the  selfsame  type  of 
people  that  we  ourselves  in  the  individual  wards 
!ii  i  to  go  to.  There  isn't  any  radical  difference 
between  the  people  in  any  two  wards  in  one  part 
of  the  city  or  another,  and  unless  we  here  make 
what  we  believe  to  be  the  honest  opinion  of  the 
people  Known  to  the  Congressmen  we  cannot 
expect  to  obtain  action.  We  have  not  forfeited 
the  right  of  objection  simply  because  we  have 
been  let  out  of  the  categorj  of  private  citizenship 
and  put.  into  a  public  character.  We  don't  lose 
any  of  our  identity  as  private  citizens.  Our 
rests  still  run  along.  It  occurs  to  me  as  I  am 
talking  that  Congress  has  taken  a  lot  unto  itself 
thai  might  otherwise,  if  they  Noted  that  power 
back  to  us.  enable  us  to  have  the  power  in  the 
Council  that,  is  ours  and  we  haven't  got.     They

on  the  war,  as  so  many  other  things  have  been 
blamed  onto  the  war?  This  is  wartime,  and  those 
men  should  not  be  bothered,  we  may  be  told. 
Well,  if  it  were  not  wartime  we  wouldn't  have 
children  fighting.  And  while  I  don't  like  to  see 
the  power  of  the  ballot  extended  to  boys  and 
girls,  too,  in  their  adolescence,  it  appears  to  me 
that  the  eighteen-year-older  today  is  as  capable 
of  making  his  way  as  anyone  in  here,  judging  from 
some  of  them  with  whom  I  come  in  contact. 
There  are  many  of  them  that  can  buy  and  sell  us, 
and  we  are  double  their  age.  And  further  than 
that  I  believe  that  any  boy  that  has  the  good 
sense  to  interpret  an  order  fiom  his  commanding 
officer,  who  can  subject  himself  to  rigid  discipline, 
can  be  trusted  to  vote  for  the  average  politician 
we  get  in  Boston.  But,  aside  from  all  that,  let 
us  go  a  little  more  carefully  than  we  have  gone 
in  the  past  in  ruling  out  matters  of  interest  to 
Boston — City  Council  resolutions,  that  come 
before  us  in  all  propriety.  And  we  have  our 
opinions  on  other  matters.  Call  it  a  forum  if 
you  wish;  call  it  a  sounding  board;  call  it  a  good 
means  of  publicity,  but  there  are  many  things 
discussed  in  this  Body  that  have  been  worthwhile 
and  have  turned  out  to  the  interest  of  the  city. 
I.et  them  condemn  us,  let  them  criticize  us  to 
their  heart's  content.  'That  is  the  freedom,  that 
is  the  right,  they  have.  We  exercise  our  right  to 
talk  on  controversial  matters  in  here  that  concern 
not  the  charter,  a  legal  instrument,  but  that 
concern  people. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be 
corrected  in  my  remarks.  I  said  some  ten  months 
ago  I  indorsed  a  resolution.  I  find  it  was  seven- 
teen months  ago,  on  November  16,  1942.  Coun- 
cilor Kelly  offered  the  following  resolve: 

"Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  be, 
and  hereby  is,  recorded  in  favor  of  legislation 
which  will  permit  boys  and  girls  eighteen  years  of 
age  and  over  to  vote;    and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution 
be  sent  to  each  member  of  Congress  from 
Massachusetts." 

I  wonder  if  we  did  receive  any  answer  from  that, 
Mr.   President? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  state 
that  the  City  Clerk  sent  that  resolution  along  to 
Congress,  and  the  receipt  was  acknowledged  by 
each  Congressman. 

Coun.  KELLY — You  didn't  get  any  action  from 
the  Congressmen? 

President  KERRIGAN — We  have  no  record  of 
any  action. 

Coun.  KELLY — And  my  remarks  on  that  day 
were: 

"I  feel  that  this  proposed  legislation  is  in  line 
with  the  feeling  of  the  people  not  only  in  Massa- 
chusetts but  of  the  entire  country.  In  Massachu- 
setts and  in  many  of  the  states,  eighteen  is  con- 
sidered the  age  of  maturity  for  girls,  and  I  cer- 
tainly feel,  inasmuch  as  boys  ami  girls  both  are 
now  being  called  upon  to  perform  the  full  duty  of 
citizenship  at  eighteen,  they  should  be  allowed  to 
vote.  In  our  labor  laws  and  otherwise,  boys  and 
girls  of  eighteen  are  considered  to  be  full  grown, 
as  tar  as  taking  part  in  the  problems  of  life  is 
concerned.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  with  our  educa- 
tional facilities  and  otherwise,  the  youths  of 
eighteen  are  now  in  possession  of  abetter  education 
and  have  really  had  more  life  experience  than 
their  grandfathers  and  grandmothers  had  at  the 
age  of  thirty-five." 

This  resolution  was  passed  under  suspension 
of  the  rule.  Talking  on  reconsideration,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, it.  is  very  amazing  to  me,  I  suppose,  that 
some  member  of  the  Council  will  get  up  and  tell 
us  that  the  present  war  has  nothing  to  do  with 
any  member  of  the  Council,  even  though  that 
member  of  the  Council  has  some  member  of  his 
family  in  the  armed  services.  I  think  this  is  a 
very  important  resolution.  All  the  resolution 
asks  is  to  indorse  the  effort  being  made  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  provide  proper 
voting  facilities  for  men  in  the  armed  services, 
and  recommending  that  the  right  to  vote  be  ex- 
tended to  all  members  of  the  armed  services. 
There  might  be  an  amendment  put  on  there  as 
regards  age.  I  don't  know  how  the  other  members 
of  the  Council  feel,  but  I  certainly  am  glad  that  a 
roll  call  was  asked  for.  And  I  think  anything 
pertaining  to  the  boys  who  have  gone  into  the 
service  to  make  this  country  safer  for  you  and  me 
to  live  in  is  of  great,  importance.  There  are  a  lot 
of  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  who 
probably  won't  go  into  the  armed  services  of  the 
country,  but  at  least  we  should  give  consideration

As  1  said,  I  don't  mind 
if  reconsideration  prevails.  I  am  nol  one  to 
stop  an  honest  consideration  of  any  problem 
presented  here,  but  I  don'1  like  straddlers.  When 
people  gel  up  and  even  enter  into  law,  thej  quote 
the  law  for  you, — and  the  gentleman  who  quoted

However,  a  boy  under  twenty-one  cannot  make 
a  contract,  he  says?.  No,  but  when  thej  draft  the 
boys  of  eighteen  a  contraci  is  made  for  them. 
Uncle  Sam  says,  "I  am  going  to  give  you  $50  a 
month;  that  is  mj  side  of  the  contract,  and  your 
side  is  this:  you  will  go  where  I  tell  you;  you  will  do 
as  I  say;  and  you  will  even  laj  down  your  life  if 
necessary  for  that  $50  a   month."     Isn't  thai    a 

contracts?  If  it  isn't,  let  the  boy  under  twenty-one 
break  the  contract.  No,  the  question  here  is  this, 
do  we  want  to  go  on  record  as  saying  openly  that 
those  boys  or  those  men  who  are  big  enough, 
strong  enough,  smart  enough,  able  enough, 
intelligent  enough  to  fight  for  us.  aren't  big  enough, 
strong  enough,  able  enough  and  intelligent  enough 
to  vote  for  the  right  man  for  public  office? 

Coun.  BAYLEY —  I  voted  in  the  negative  on 
this  order.  In  fact,  I  alone  voted  in  the  negative, 
although  I  am  not  at  least  opposed  to  the  general 
idea,  but  it  is  my  habit,  since  I  have  been  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Body  to  vote  on  every  measure  that 
comes  before  me  and  to  be  present  at  every  com- 
mittee meeting  at  which  I  am  expected  to  be. 
Therefore,  I  voted  on  this.  I  am  not  opposed  to 
it  in  general.  I  think  it  should  he  referred  to  an 
appropriate  committee  to  discuss  this  further. 
Furthermore,  I  am  in  favor  of  reconsideration. 
And  I  am  also  wondering  if  this  is  really  the  Coun- 
cil's business.  Lately,  at  least  for  the  past  five 
or  ten  years,  there  has  been  a  growing  tendency 
of  governments,  even  the  National  Government, 
to  take  over  affairs  that  don't  belong  in  their 
sphere.  The  American  freedom  of  constitutional 
government  we  know  has  been  repeatedly  falling 
away  from  us  because  we  have  been  afflicted  with 
a  horde  of  locusts,  and  it  is  about  time  the  American 
people  stood  up  ami  threw  off  that  horde  of  locusts 
that  double  us.  Therefore,  I  say  we  should  not 
he  loo  hasty  in  asking  Congress  to  do  something 
which  lies  peculiarly  in  their  province.  I  say 
to  you  we  should  attend  to  municipal  business 
here  and  tell  Washington  to  try  to  attend  to  its 
business  there  and  not  take  over  state  and  munic- 
ipal affairs  as  they  have  been  trying  to  do.  That 
is  the  reason  I  voted  in  the  negative.       1  hope  that 

reconsideration  will  prevail  and   that    the  matter 
will  be  referred  to  the  proper  committee. 

Coun.  CAREY — There  are  arguments  on  both 
sides  of  this  question,  and  the  arguments,  of 
course,  in  favor  of  the  question  fat  outweigh  I  hose 
against  it.  I  hope  reconsideration  will  prevail. 
There  is  many  a  competent  thought  that  finds  it ~ 
birth  here  on  the  floor  of  the  Council,  hut  because 
of  hasty  action  here  tin-  ultimate  good  that,  might 
be  arrived  at  is  destroyed.  I  have  not  been  able 
to  ascertain  in  this  order  or  in  any  newspaper  I 
have  lead  what  is  going  to  be  done  with  the  vote 
of  these  eighteen  or  possibly  sixteen  and  seventeen- 
year  oldere  after  they  come  out  of  uniform.  Some 
will  not  approach  their  maturity  foi  three  or  four 
years  after  they  come  out  of  the  service.  It  is  a 
splendid  issue.  I  will  agree  on  thai.  It  is  an 
issue  I  like  lo  be  with.  Vs  a  matter  of  fait,  two 
years  ago,  as  a  candidate  foi   Congress,  I  openly 


expiessed  myself  on  more  than  one  occasion  as 
against  the  drafting  of  boys  of  eighteen  years  of 
age  who  had  no  right  to  vote,  and  to  "send  to 
Congress  ami  other  high  offices  in  tin-  Government 
men  who  are  going  to  point  a  fingei  at  them  anil 
say,  "You  are  going  to  light  whether  you  like  n  oi 
nol."  I. el  us  nol  be  too  hasty.  Let  it  lay  over  a 
week  oi  two.  I  certainly  hope,  therefore,  thai 
the  Council  will  exercise  good  judgment.  I 
think  it  is  capable,  and  I  hope  reconsideration  will 
prevail  and  that,  the  order  perhaps  will  be  brought 
back  here  in  a  form  more  acceptable  to  the  entire 
Body. 

Coun.  M<  C'OKMACK — I  was  out  of  the  room 
when  the  vote  was  taken,  but  I  would  like  unani- 
mous consent  to  vote  in  favor.

Coun.  CHASE  Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  gentleman  from  Dorchester.

Fund  did.  when  the  Council  was  endeavoring  to 
secure  information  from  the  secretary  of  the 
George  Roberl  White  Fund,  insisting  thai  the 
trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White  Fund  explain 
to  I  hem  how  they  arrived  at  this  World  War 
Memorial.  I  was  unfortunate  enough  not  fo  be 
the  President  of  the  City  Council  who  acted  as 
one  of  the  trustees  in  making  that  decision,  but 
if  I  had  been  and  attended  the  executive  session 
at  the  lime  the  gentleman  from  East  Boston  and 
other  councilors  were  endeavoring  to  secure 
information  from  the  secretary  of  the  Ccorge 
Robert  White  Fund,  and  if  I  hail  voted  in  favor  or 
against,  or  whatever  attitude  I  had  taken  on  this 
War  Memorial,  I  say  to  you  I  would  at  least 
ha\  e  had  the  courage,  too,  to  say  to  you  gentlemen, 
"I  am  a  former  President  of  the  City  Council 
and  I  was  one  of  the  trustees  that  voted  on  I  In- 
War  Memorial."  I  wouldn't  have  ducked  that 
issue  where  millions  of  dollars  were  involved  and 
when  the  councilors  wanted  informal  ion  from  the 
trustees,  I  wouldn't  have  remained  silent  when 
those  questions  were  hurled  across  the  table  to 
the  secretary,  when  I  was  one  of  those  responsible 
for  this  War  Memorial.  Nor  would  I  have 
ducked  out  of  the  executive  room  so  that  questions 
would  not  have  been  asked  of  me.  I  have  never 
ducked  an  issue  since  I  was  a  member  of  this 
Body,  sir,  aird  I  am  not  afraid  to  fight  when  I 
know  I  am  right.  And  I  say  to  you  that  we  are 
recording  ourselves  forever  irr  the  eyes  of  the  public 
in  advocating  a  measure  where  the  lawmakers  of 
the  United  Slates  and  (he  state  are  asked  to  give 
infants,  young  men  arrd  young  women  of  sixteen 
and  seventeen  years  of  age,  the  right  to  vote. 
Mr.  President,  you  know  as  well  as  I  do  that  the 
average  person  of  sixteen  or  seventeen  years  of 
age  cannot  compete  in  any  reasoning  contest  with 
arr  adult.  They  haven't  had  enough  worldly 
experience,  ami  that  is  why  we  have  the  laws  on 
the  books  today.  That  is  why  we  have  laws  in 
this  stale  and  throughout  the  United  Slater  that 
men  and  women  below  the  age  of  twenty-one 
have  not  the  right  to  vote.  That  is  win  thej 
haven't  the  right  to  contraci  and  enter  into  a 
bona    fide,    law-upholding    contract,    because    men 

skilled  iii  the  art  of  reasoning  throughout  the 
centuries  have  arrived  at  that  decision,  that 
young  people  must  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one 
before  they  can  hope  lo  engage  in  legal  business. 
in  competitive  business,  with  adults.  And  I 
submit  lo  you  thai  the  franchise  of  voting  which  is 

extended  to  people  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  is 

an  all-important  matter.  The  citizens  of  the 
United  Stales  are  called  upon  to  elect  their  law- 
makers. And  those  laws  that  we  expect  the 
lawmakers  to  enact  should  be  reasonable  laws, 
should  be  laws  well  founded  in  common  sense. 
And  you  know,  sir.  as  well  as  I  do,  that  if  you  had  a 
SOD  oi  a  daughter,  or  if  you  had  nephews  or  ne  l 
you  kiiou  from  you]  dailj  intercourse  with  those 
young  people  that  thej  have  nol  the  intelligence, 
mature  intelligence,   the  experienced   intelligence,

oh,  I  Bay  to  you,  sir,  do  not  hold  up  the  Boston 
City  Council  to  the  ridicule  of  the  Commonwealth,

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a  final  passage  on  it.  That  is  the  only  logical 
thing  to  do,  and  I  trust,  sir.  thai  the  members  of

Coun.  FISH  Mr.  President,  before  this  debate 
got  under  was  there  may  have  been  in  mj  mind 
some  controversial  measure  that  entered  u 
but  I  think  that  has  all  dissipated  itself  by  the 
remarks  of  one  councilor,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  4.

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  suppose  I  shouldn't 
it.  I  don't  want  to  prolong  this,  but  several 
utterances  of  Councilor  Chase  have  been 
revealing.  A  few  minutes  back  be  said  our  laws 
were  based  on  old  English  common  law,  which 
was  pretty  dependable  and  pretty  reliable,  Well, 
the  old  English  common  law,  as  I  understand  it, 
wa>  conceived  hundreds  of  years  ago  when  people 
matured,  you  might  say,  physically  at  an 
earlier  than  the  age  today  at  which  they  mature, 
because  of  the  process  of  evolution.  I  don't 
intend  to  go  into  that,  but  everyone  knows  ir  is 
true,  that  in  these  days  expectancy  of  life  is  more 
than  it  was  at  that  time,  and  at  twenty-one  a 
man  was  supposed  to  have  lived  a  good  deal  of  his 
life  He  was  the  head  of  a  family  and  inherited 
a  father's  rights.  Hut  that  situation  doesn't 
obtain  today,  and  if  we  are  going  back  to  old 
English  law  of  hundreds  of  years  ago,  then  where 
is  our  progress  and  what  has  become  of  advanced 
thought?  Why  should  we  repose  such  great 
confidence  in  old,  archaic  and  obsolete  law? 
These  boys  are  doing  an  awful  lot  towards  the 
protection  of  those  rights.  If  there  is  any  doubt 
in  any  one's  mind  about  how  efficient  or  how 
intelligent  those  boys  are,  you  need  only  go  down 
to  the  newsreel  theaters  and  take  a  closeup  of 
those  boys  fighting  their  way  through  jungles. 
Is  it  to  come  back  and  find  out  the  country  you 
went  through  such  miseries  for — as  Councilor 
Harmon  said,  without  being  consulted,  or  with- 
out your  parents'  consent — or,  as  Councilor 
Chase  phrases  it.  still  an  infant — is  it  to  come 
back  to  a  situation  in  which  you  are  not  wanted 
as  a  voting  part?  I  don't  thmk  that  is  in  keeping 
with  the  democratic  principles  that  have  been 
held  up  as  so  worthy  of  perpetuation.  Xow,  I 
don't  want  to  make  any  political  capital  out  of 
this  by  drawing  inferences.  I  would  much  rather 
make  a  plain  statement,  and  that  will  be  under- 
stood for  what  it  is.  and  I  won't  be  accused  of 
hinting  at  anything  and  having  ray  remarks  of 
another  date  discredited.  But  it  is  a  rather 
significant  thing  that  those  of  us  who  are  spon- 
sor ing  this  thing  come  from  districts  that  have 
supplied  so  many  eighteen-year-old  boys.  And 
I  don't  in  any  sense  attack  tiie  loyalty  01  patriot- 
ism of  Councilor  Chase  or  the  people  he  repre- 
I  want  to  make  the  statement  again, 
carefully,  that  the  sponsors  of  this  order  come 
from  districts  that  have  been  denuded  of  young 
men  of  every  age.  You  never  pick  a  paper  up 
and  read  about  an  aristocratic  young  man  of 
fourteen  or  fifteen  who  falsifies  his  age.  It  is 
always  some  kid  with  more  courage  than  com- 
mon sense  that  is  kicked  out  of  the  service  because 
they  find  out  he  is  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  of 
age.  And  let  it  be  known  to  the  councilors  here 
and  now  for  future  reference,  any  boy  of  eighteen 
that  goes  into  the  service,  with  or  without  his 
parents'  consent,  any  boy  that  goes  into  the 
service,  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  forfeits  his 
right  to  a  pension.  I  wonder  if  that  is  taken  as 
seriously  as  it  is  meant  to  be.  You  forfeit  your 
right.  You  have  no  claim  on  the  Government 
when  the  war  is  over  if  you  are  under  eighteen 
years  of  age.  And  bear  that  in  mind  when  you 
-ome  youth  with  his  life  ruined,  crippled, 
blind  or  insane,  or  stitched  up  from  head  to  foot. 
And  what  a  small  return  to  make  to  that  boy,  to 
give  him  the  right  to  walk  into  a  polling  place 
arid  exercise  enough   common  sense  to   vote  for

■  a?  In  years  gone  by  the  adult 
population  of  Boston  has  inflicted  some  terrible 
ies  on  Boston,  because  thej  succeeded 
in  hoodwinking  arid  kidding  them  into  believing 
that  they  were  grand  guys  and  their  first  interest 
in  life  was  the  furtherance  of  the  public  good. 
And  you  must  know  it.  if  nobody  els,,  does.  And  I

Coun.   BANLEY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  care

Councilor  Thomas 
Hannon  was  the  President  of  this  Honorable  Body 
the  year  preceding  you.  Mr.  President.  When  he 
leaves  that  pedestal  up  there  he  is  not  known  as 
Mr.  President  outside  of  our  confines.  He  is  a  <  its 
Councilor.  And  when  you  go  into  executive  session 
you  have  your  own  chairman  in  there,  who  regu- 
lates busim-s  according  to  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure, and  no  councilor  is  there  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  testimony.  He  is  there  for  one  purpose, 
of  interrogating  any  person  who  may  come.  I  have 
known  Councilor  Tom  Hannon  in  my  public  career, 
and  prior  to  that  I  knew  not  of  him.  From  my 
acquaintance  with  him  I  consider  him  one  of  the 
finest  individuals  that  I  have  ever  been  acquainted 
with  in  private  or  in  public  life,  in  private  industry 
or  as  a  public  official.  I  have  been  acquainted  with 
the  clergy  and  the  laity  and  members  of  the  pi 
and  I  place  Councilor  Tom  Hannon  on  the  highest 
pedestal  on  which  any  word  of  mine  could  ever 
place  him.  And  I  find  words  inadequate  to  express 
the  acme  of  perfection  as  symbolized  in  the  dis- 
tinguished councilor  from  Ward  13.  Now,  coun- 
cilor, I  believe  we  fought  a  revolutionary  war'  at  one 
time,  and  it  was  for  one  purpose,  of  breaking  from 
all  political  entanglements  with  any  foreign  nation. 
At  that  time  we  were  under  the  domain  of  the 
British  government.  And  through  our  forefathers 
we  severed  that  relationship  for  all  time  politically. 
Now,  you  bring  in  your  English  law,  councilor.  I 
am  not  familiar  witli  it.  But  the  greatest  law  of  all 
is  the  moral  law.  No  man-made  laws,  councilor, 
are  for  the  one  purpose  of  supplementing  the  moral 
law  as  it  is  proclaimed  in  the  Ten  Commandments, 
namely,  the  fatherhood  of  God,  the  brotherhood  of 
man.  Now,  all  man-made  laws,  councilor,  whether 
on  the  Federal,  State  or  City  books  are  for  one 
purpose,  merely  to  supplement,  not  to  take  pre- 
cedence, nor  to  take  over  by  inhibition.  Now,  tin- 
first  ten  amendments  to  the  Constitution  an-  com- 
monly   known    as    the    hill   of    Rights.      Those    ten 
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amendments  can  never  I hanged,  but  every  suc- 
ceeding amendment  can  be  changed  by  processes 
that  you  should  know  of.  And  one  amendment 
thai  they  have  seen  lii  ti>  place  upon  (he  statute 
Looks  was  thai  women  were  allowed  to  vote.  At 
the  time  of  the  English  law  thej  were  merely 
utilized  as  pawns;  they  were  merely  utilized  as 
instruments  for  the  lustful  desires  of  mankind.  But 
down  through  i lie  years  the  people  grew  up  in 
intelligence  as  well  as  stature,  and  they  saw  fit  to 
give  the  right  to  vote  to  women  who  go  down  into 
the  abyss  in  order  to  propagate  the  children  of  this 
world  and  the  children  of  the  nest.  I  suppose  you 
would  be  against  that,  councilor,  if  you  were  a  little 
older.  Thai  step  was  taken  some  years  ago.  Law, 
councilor,  can  lie  changed.  That  is  why  it  is 
elastic.  That  is  why  we  can  expand  or  contract 
it,  according  to  the  exigencies  that  our  Government 
passes  through.  Every  amendment  has  been 
brought  about  by  public  clamor,  and  this  is  one 
amendment,  without  going  into  the  realm  of 
prophecy,  that  you  and  I  will  see  in  a  very  few 
years.

PAYMENT   OF   POLICE   ASSIGNED   TO 
SPECIAL  DETAIL  WORK. 

Coun.  DWYER,  FISH  and  HANNON  offered 
the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 

I, ufcr   with   the   Police  Commissioner  for  the 

purpose  of  devising  ways  and  means  of  adequately 
compensating  patrolmen  and  superior  officers  of 
die  Police  Department  who  are  assigned  to  special 
detail  work 

Coun.  DWYER — I  submit  this  order,  Mr. 
President,  along  with  my  two  colleagues,  Councilor 
Fish  and  Hannon,  hoping  that  if  it  passes  it  will 
result  in  a  more  liberal  and  adequate  pay  for 
patrolmen  ami  superior  officers  in  the  Police 
Department.  At  the  present  time,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  patrolmen  and  superior  officers  in  the 
Police  Department  who  go  on  special  details  are 
paid  a  ver\  menial  wage.  That  wage  is,  for 
patrolmen,  $1.25  an  hour  for  the  first  two  hours, 
and  any  number  of  hours  after  that  75  cents; 
except  on  two  special  details,  one  that  our  own 
city  creates,  namely,  the  School  Department; 
and  when  there  are  football  games  or  baseball 
games  in  the  various  ball  parks  throughout  the 
season  and  there  is  more  than  one  game,  and 
patrolmen  and  superior  officers  are  made  to  stay 
there  for  a  great  many  hours,  and  the  pay  for 
patrolmen  is  $3,  and  has  been  for  a  great  many 
years.  There  is  the  exception  of  one  game,  that 
game  being  the  Thanksgiving  Day  game,  where 
the  patrolmen  receive  $4.  Also  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Boston  is  allowed  by  special  act  or  special 
nde  to  hire  patrolmen  at  their  banks  and  the 
various  branches  of  their  banks  during  the  day, 
no  matter  how  many  hours  they  work  or  whether 
they  work  in  two  or  three  banks  in  a  particular 
district,  and  all  those  patrolmen  receive  for  that 
detail  is  $3.  Now,  along  with  my  colleagues. 
I  feel  that  it  is  high  time  that  the  patrolmen  in 
uniform  or  the  superior  officers  in  uniform  being 
hired  b\  private  industry,  private  corporations, 
should  be  paiil  an  adequate  wage.  I  hope,  sir, 
if  m\  colleagues  do  not  care  to  speak  on  this 
matter,  that  the  rides  will  be  suspended  and  the 
order  will  pass.

TENANCY    IN    HOUSING    PROJECTS 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
t  hority  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  possibility 
of  suspending  the  acceptance  of  further  Housing 
applications  for  any  period  of  time  that  would 
enable  the  Authority  to  place  many  applicants 
who  are  now  listed  in  their  files,  as  eligible  for 
tenancy. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Some  time  last  fall  I  had 
occasion  to  meet  with  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  out  here  on  School 
street.  The  meeting  was  purely  accidental. 
During  the  course  of  our  remarks  I  mentioned  to 
the  gentleman  that  it  seemed  to  me  it  might  be  a 
good  plan  to  suspend  further  acceptance  of  any 
application  until  those  in  the  pool  had  been 
liquidated,  and  he  said,  giving  it  as  snap  judg- 
ment, that  it  might  be  an  excellent  idea.  Now, 
I  don't  know  what  the  rest  of  the  councilors 
have  to  contend  with,  but  I  do  know  that  I  am  up 
against  a  very  acute  problem  in  my  district,  not 
only  as  concerns  people  in  my  district,  but  people 
who  have  moved  out  of  Charlestown  long  since 
and  have  known  me  in  years  gone  by,  and  call  me 
up  and  urge  upon  me  the  sponsorship  of  their 
interests.  Mr.  President,  it  goes  without  saying 
that  the  average  applicant  for  housing  in  these 
project  areas  takes  it  for  granted  that  when  the 
application  is  accepted  immediate  tenancy,  or 
almost  immediate  tenancy,  results  therefrom; 
and  we  know  that  that  is  not  so.  There  are 
people  whose  names  have  been  on  file  in  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority's  records  for  several  years. 
They  not  only  haven't  got  in,  but  have  very  little 
chance  of  ever  getting  in.  To  go  back  to  the 
conversation  with  the  Authority  member,  Air. 
President,  I  said  to  him,  "  W:hy  is  it  that  you  con- 
tinue to  accept  these  applications,  knowing  right 
well  that  there  is  no  chance  of  tenancy?"  And  he 
started  to  smile,  but  didn't  answer  me  directly. 
So  I  said  to  him,  "Do  you  want  to  build  up  an 
enormous  reserve  that  you  can  show  the  Washing- 
ton authorities  after  the  war  as  a  wedge  by  which  to 
get  more  public  housing  in  Boston?"  And  lie 
said,  "Well,  something  like  that."  In  other 
words,  it  seems  to  me  as  though  these  people  are 
being  permitted  to  file  applications  on  which 
no  public  action  will  be  taken,  because,  according 
to  figures  that  are  not  two  hours  old,  there  are 
about  5,700  units.  That  means  apartments 
in  all  of  the  projects  in  operation  in  Boston.  And 
up  to  date,  those  units  are  '.)'.) \  per  cent  occupied, 
'<'■>'■  percent,  approximately  5,700  units  are  occu- 
pied. You  can't  come  any  closer  without  going 
into,  right  into,  100  per  cent.

The  councilor  from  Ward  17  has  brought  out  a 
good  point.  We  might  Well  suspend  taking  on 
applications  from  out-of-town  people.  But  if 
we  were  to  deny  the  submitting  of  the  application 
of  this  family  who.  thank  God,  went. into  the 
Mission  Hill  housing  unit  on  March  1.  we  would 
be  performing  a  work  that  could  do  nothing  but 
call  for  severest  condemnation  of  this  Body. 
We  don't  know  from  day  to  day  what  cases 
might  come  before  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  that  should  be  approved  and 
accepted  by  the  Housing  Authority.  There  are 
some  people  who  are  living  in  hovels  today  who 
would  like  to  apply  for  an  apartment  in  the  housing 
unit,  and  they  have  heard  so  much  of  the  red 
tape  that  must  be  gone  through  that  they  would 
rather  submit  to  the  conditions  they  are  living 
under.  We  are,  however,  bound  to  come  across 
cases  from  time  to  time,  as  has  been  my  own 
experience,  and  the  case  I  have  mentioned  here  is 
but  one  of  several  where  an  application  should  be 
taken,  and  not  only  taken,  but  immediate  action 
taken  on  it.  True  it  is  that  tin-re  are  hundreds 
of  applications  before  the  Housing  Authority  of 
people  who  should  have  been  admitted  months  or 
years  ago.  Likewise,  there  are  no  doubt  some 
people  living  in  the  units  who  have  no  right  there.

Conn.  CAREY — That  matter  likewise  has  been 
brought  before  the  Council  on  previous  occasions, 
and  I  think  the  time  has  now  come  when  the 
lis  of  the  First  Service  Command,  the  officials 
ot  the  Army  and  others  concerned,  should  rccog- 
the  necessity  of  doing  something  immediately, 
This  order  specifically  asks  that  regulations  be 
relaxed  relative  to  small-sized  electrically  Lighted 
street  lamps.  There  is  hardly  a  night  in  our  dis- 
trict— and  it  has  happened  in  other  sections  of 
ity  -when  on  poorly  lighted  streets,  and 
that  poor  light  comes  onl.\  because  of  dimout 
regulations  now  in  force  —  when  women  are  not 
being  accosted  and  chased  home.  All  of  those 
cases  are  not  reported  to  the  Police  Department 
because  of  the  reluctance  on  the  part  of  these 
women  to  have  a  cruising  ear  stop  at  their  door. 
The  question  arises  as  to  what  necessitates  a 
cruising  car  outside  the  door.  But  within  the 
last  week  in  my  district  I  have  had  three  cases 
of  women  attacked  on  very  poorly  lighted  streets, 
on  streets  where  we  have  the  small-sized  electric 
lamps,  where  there  was  no  necessity  to  dim  them 
out.  You  can  go  through  the  city  and  find  lights 
on  marquees  and  display  signs  going  full  tilt- 
There  is  plenty  of  sky  glow  reflected  from  those 
Lights.  There  have  recently  been  two  or  three 
women  found  dead,  one  in  the  Franklin  Park 
section  and  another  down  town  here.  I  think  it 
might  be  that  some  of  these  women  are  perhaps 
d\  ing  from  fright,  the  streets  are  so  poorly  lighted 
They  must  be  out  for  some  reason  or  other,  and 
because  of  the  darkness  of  the  streets  they  are 
affected.  We  know  that  as  we  go  about  the  city 
and  observe  these  small-sized  electric  street  lamps 
that  they  don't  throw  off  a  great  deal  of  light. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  hope  one  of  the  first  things 
the  cit.\  does  as  soon  as  this  war  is  over  is  to  double 
and  triple  the  street  lamps  on  practically  every 
street  of  this  city.     As  I  said  in  my  opening,  this

that  Councilor  Carey  and  myself  ask  for  in  this 
order.  The  doctor  at  Long  Island  slated  that 
every  night  when  he  goes  to  bed  down  there  he  lays 
his  head  on  the  pillow  worried  to  death  over  condi- 
tions down  there.  I  say  it  is  high  time,  if  the 
Mayor  and  Budget  Commissionei  are  going  to 
slash  lie-  budget,  to  slash  it  in  the  proper  places, 
but  don'l  slash  it  at  Long  Island,  where  it  in- 
the  saving  of  lues  of  patients  down  there,  and 
don't  slash  it  in  the  bridge  department,  particularly

Coun.  CAREY— The  word  "catastrophe"  was 
used  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  21  in  a  very 
advised  way.  It  was  indeed  an  eye  opener  to  sit 
here  lasl  week  and  to  think  of  (hose  who  should 
be,  by  appointment  in  a  high  position,  able,  to 
know  when  thej  submit  (heir  budget  that  what 
thej  wmi  i  reasonable.  And  I.  too,  was  dumb- 
founded to  hear  t  he  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
demand  that  more  money  be  provided  in  his 
bridge  budget  in  order  that  the  lives  of  those  using 

the  bridge  on  Cambridge  street  in  Allston  might 

be  safeguarded.  I  cannot  understand  why  it  is 
when  confidence  enough  is  shown  in  an  official  to 
appoint  him  head  of  a  department,  presuming 
that  he  knows  his  business,  and  he  has  for  his 
guidance  engineers  who  have  spent  then  lives 
making  a    study    of   the   particular   matter,    why    a 

Budget  Commissioner,  or  anyone  else  who  isn't 
SO  well  experienced  and  qualified,  should  lake  it 
upon  himself  to  reduce  an  item.  As  a  matter  of 
fact.  Commissioner  Ilyland  said  last  week  when 
he  appeared   here  on    the    Bridge   Division    budget 

that   he  needs  at  least  $100, dm re  to  carrj    on 

much-needed  work  on  the  various  budges  of  the 
city,  but  that  the  bridge  on  Cambridge  street  in 
Allston  would  not  permit  of  any  delay.  It  is  hard 
to  understand  why  it  is  that  anyone  should  take 
upon  themselves  responsibility  of  eliminating  a 
sum  of  $75,000  to  $100,000  which  from  the  stand- 
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point  of  the  tax  rate  is  infinitesimal.  We  know 
what  bearing  a  matter  of  $75,000  or  $100,000  will 
have  on  the  budget.  Ii  isn't  worth  nuibbling 
about,  but  the  lives  and  the  safety  of  the  thousands 
Of  people  who  use  that  bridge  day  and  night 
certainly  is  worth  talking  about,  and  I  hope  that  in 
that  particular  instance  the  Mayor  will  lose  no 
time;  for,  if  time  is  lost  now  in  providing  sufficient 
money,  the  time  will  never  be  made  up  if  an 
accident  happens  on  that  bridge.  Now,  to  get  to 
the  request  that  was  made  for  $55,000  use, I  for 
lire  protection  necessities  a  I  Long  Island.  We 
have  here  another  instance  where  it  is  very  difficult 
to  understand  why  the  Budget  Commissioner  of 
the  City  of  Boston— and  these  remarks  are  not 
personal,  because  I  like  the  gentleman,  but,  after 

all.   there  are  certain  ones  in  certain  jobs  in  every 

municipality,  whether  it  is  Boston  or  some  other 
cm  or  town,  that  have  to  do  the  buffing  off.  I 
don't  know  whether  the  Budget  Commissioner 
was  doing  anj  buffing  here  or  not,  but  be  had  better 
do  a  little  pulling  for  the  s:  ke  of  the  suffering  of 
bhose  poor  unfortunates  that  are  being  hospitalized 

and  cared  for  at  Loir",  Island.  Kecoinlnendat  ions 
that  have  been  made  by  the  Fire  Department  that 
have  brought  about  the  request  contained  in  the 
order  submitted  here  are  not  requests  made  by 
members  of  the  City  Council.  They  are  requests 
that  have  been  made  by  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  by  a  group  of  men  who,  of 
course,  are  supposed  to  know  their  job,  a  job  that 
they  are  spending  everj  hour  of  the  day  at.  And 
yet.  although  the  Fire  Department  makes  certain 
recommendations  thai  will  safeguard  the  lives  of 
t  he  patients  at  Long  Island,  mind  you,  upon  asking 
C missionei    Campbell    as    to    the   age   of    the 

patients,    he   said    the   average   age   of    patients   at 

Long  Island  is  seventy-five  years,  and  that  many 
of  them  are  bed-ridden  patients.  The  only  means 
of  contact  we  have  with  Long  Island  today  is  a 
boat,  tin1  "O'Meara,"  which  is  such  a  sizable 
affair  that  the  wind  in  the  harboi  would  not  permit 
the  boat  to  dock  here  a  few  days  ago.     So  you  can 

well  imagine  what,  might  happen  if  a  fire  started 
down  there.  I  hope  the  fircboats  of  the  city  are 
better-  able  to  navigate.  The  councilor  from 
Ward    21     didn't     go    into    specific    detail,    as    did 

Commissioner  Campbell,  when  he  save  us  his 
remarks  relative  to  his  request  for  the  much-needed 
money   to  make   repairs  at    Long  Island.      I  might 

continue  the  remarks  of  the  councilor,  because  I 
think  these  remarks  should  be  in  the  record. 
"  We  had  a  Cocoanut  Grove  catastrophe  is  Boston, 
and  we  don't,  want  a  Long  Island  catastrophe  in 
Boston."  And,  continuing  his  remarks,  he  said. 
"The  knob  and  cleat  cable  has  been  condemned  by 
the  Fire  Department.  Some  of  it  is  too  small  for 
the  load  which  if  is  obliged  to  carry.  Even  under 
normal  operating  conditions  the  passage  of  heavj 
current  through  it  generates  enough  heat  to  be 
perceptible  upon  touching  the  outside  of  the 
installation,  and  the  Wire  Division  uf  tin'  Fire 
Department  notified  us  that  this  old-style  cable 
must  be  replaced  bj  a  conduit  protected  cable  of  a 
size  to  carry  the  load  without  overheating."  I 
have  observed  on  more  than  one  occasion  that 
many  a  fin"  has  been  started  because  of  overheating 
of  cable  in  buildings,  and  yet,  even  in  view  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Fire  Department,  the 
commissioner  has  been  denied  the  money  necessary 
to  purchase  the  material  ami  the  equipment  to 
safeguard  the  lives  of  the  patients  at  the  island. 
Now,  the  mat  ter  of  priori! ies  was  brought  into  the 
discussion  Friday,  but .  as  a  matter  of  fact,  priorities 
have  not  been  sought  because  there  was  no  sense 
seeking  priorities  for'  this  material  without  having 
the  money  first  of  all  to  purchase  it.     I  personally 

dr.    not    believe    that     the    Mayor    is    aware    of    the 

reduction  in  tins  particular  budget,  for  I  am  suit 

if  he  knew  about  it  he  would  not  lra\  e  stood  for  any 
reduction  in  it.  But  tin1  opportunity  has  been 
given  to  him  now,  through  the  filing  of  this  order, 
asking  that  he  furnish  tin-  money  necessary  to 
make  these  improvements,  and  I  certainly  hope 
before  the  budget  hearings  have  been  completed 
we  will  have  been  supplied  with  a  supplementary 
request  bj  tin-  Mayor  which  will  take  care  of  it.

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of  the  New  Haven  Railroad.  I  think  the  New 
Haven  Railroad  should  immediately  go  out  there 
and  erect  a  fence  or  something  in  order  to  keep 
the  children  off  the  railroad,  so  that  they  won't  be 
killed  or  mangled  for  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

The  order  was  passed   under  suspension   of   the 

rule. 


INTEREST    ON    UNPAID    TAXES. 

Conn.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  legislative  committee  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  petition  for  legislation  re- 
ducing the  amount  of  interest  on  overdue  real 
estate  and  personal  property  taxes  from  four  (4) 
per  cent  to  two  (2)  per  cent. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  think  in  these 
days  of  low  interest  and  discount  that  it  is  time 
that  the  present  high  rate  of  interest  charged  on 
taxes  should  he  reduced  from  4  to  2  per  cent. 
Any  deposits  in  the  savings  banks  have,  in  the 
past  years,  been  reduced  from  5  or  5J  per  cent  to 
the  present  2  per  cent.  We  borrow  money  the 
first  of  the  year  in  anticipation  of  (axes  to  operate 
this  city  for  44  one-hundredths  of  one  per  cent, — 
less  than  one  half  of  one  per  cent, — and  I  think  we 
charge  4  per  cent  to  people  who  may  run  a  month 
or  two  over  on  meeting  theii  real  estate  obliga- 
tions. And  another  reason,  I  may  add,  i.s  this, 
.  Mr.  President,  the  tax  bills  are  not  sent  out  until 
the  latter  part  of  August  or  September,  and  the 
property  owners  don't  seem  to  have  sufficient 
time  to  meet  their  tremendous  obligations  before 
the  date  when  interest  starts  to  accrue,  which, 
possibly  is  a  month  later.  In  that  respect  I  would 
Strongly  urge  that  the  survey  department  or 
somebody  be  appointed  whereby  we  possibly 
could  set  the  tax  rate  a  little  earlier  in  the  year 
and  get  the  tax  bills  out  earlier.  If  that  is  not 
possible,  then  extend  the  time  before  interest 
accrues  from  October  1st  possibly  to  the  end  of 
December.

FENCE    ALONG    RAILROAD    TRACKS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  immediately  appoint  a  safety  survey  com- 
mittee to  investigate  hazardous  areas  along  the 
tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  with  a  view  to  having  fence.-,  erected  at  all 
dangerous  locations  along  the  tracks  within  the 
City  of  Boston,  particularly  on  the  Olney  street 
>ide  of  the  Geneva  Avenue  Bridge. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  Friday  about 
noon  I  received  a  telephone  call  that  there  had 
been  an  awful  tragedy  up  on  the  railroad  bridge, 
rrp  at  Geneva  avenue,  on  the  Olney  street  side. 
On  going  up  there  I  witnessed  one  of  the  worst 
sights  I  have  ever  witnessed  irr  my  life,  namely, 
One  child  about  three  arrd  a  half  years  of  age  had 
been  accidentally  killed  by  arr  on-coming  express 
train  that  was  running  from  Providence,  and  the 
other  child  was  a  little  bit  more  fortunate.  In 
living  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  the  train  she 
fell  down  through  the  trestles  and  dropped  some 
20  or  25  feet  to  the  sidewalk.  That  child  was 
rushed  into  the  City  Hospital  She  had  a  broken 
inn  and  a  fractured  skull.  There  was  a  question 
for  many  hours  whether  that  child  would  pull 
through  or  not.  Mr.  President,  something  drastic, 
some  drastic  action  ought  to  be  taken.  It  is  all 
right  to  say  that  mothers  of  children  should  know 
at.  all  times  where  they  are,  but  these  railroad 
crossings,  especially  that  cross  main  streets  like 
Geneva  avenue,  Columbia  toad,  Bird  street  and 
Quincv  street,  should  be  protected  so  that  little 
Children  would  not  be  able  I"  go  across  the 
bracks.  Friday  I  spent  three  hours  in  those  two 
homes,  Friday  night,  and  I  saw  the  sorrow  that 
that  accident  and  that  tragedy  brought  into  those 
I  wo  homes.  I  saw  one  mother  who  could  see 
her  child  at  about  11.30  in  the  morning  go  out  of 
the  house  alive,  and  the  next  time  she  saw  that 
child,  that  poor  child  she  was  lying  out  cold  and 
dead  before  her.  I  can  picture,  too,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, how  the  fathers  of  those  two  children  will 
feel.  They  are  both  in  the  service  of  oui  countrj 
I  can  picture  how  the  fathei  of  that  child  who  was 
accidentally  killed— that  tallica  who  is  out  some 
place  in  the  vicinity  of  California     1  can  picture 


his  feelings  I  can  picture  that  father  picking 
up  that  child  when  he  was  going  away  in  tin- 
service  and  kissing  the  child  good-by.  never 
dreaming,  Mr.  President,  he  would  receive  an 
urgent,  call  from  the  lied  Cross  lo  come  home, — 
imt  to  pick  ii i >  that  child  alive,  but  to  see  that 
little  three  and  a  half  year  old  child  dead  before 
him.  Action  should  be  taken.  That  i.-.  why  I 
am  asking  this  Survey  Committee  to  be  appointed. 
It  is  not  alone  on  Geneva  avenue.  These  con- 
ditions exist  all  over  Dorchester  and  the  City  of 
Boston  and  nothing  is  done,  Mr.  President, 
until  it  is  too  late;  nothing  is  done  until  some 
human  life  has  been  snuffed  out.  Now  is  the  time. 
Mi,  President.  Ii  doesn't  matter  how  much  it 
costs,  whether  it  costs  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  money  or  whether  i  costs 
the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  money.  I 
am  interested  in  having  these  conditions  reme- 
died throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  Ii  doesn't 
matter,  as  I  said  before,  what  the  cost  is  if  the 
cost  would  save  the  life  of  one  child.  An  editorial 
appeared  in  this  morning's  Post  as  a  result  of  a 
piece  I  had  in  Sunday's  Post.  I  am  going  to  read 
the  editorial  that  appeared  in  this  morning's 
Post.  It  is  an  editorial  headed  "Safety  Surveys." 
"There  is  a  movement  in  Dorchester  to  fence 
in  the  railroad  line  where  a  small  child  was  killed 
last  week.  Unfortunately  there  are  many  pitfalls 
like  this  in  our  communities,  but  they  go  unnoticed 
until  tragedy  strikes. 

"TheCitj  of  Boston  and,  in  fact,  any  community 
might  well  consider  conducting  a  safety  survey 
to  discover  hazardous  areas  and  then  take  steps 
to  make  them  safe.  Police  and  fire  officials  Could 
direct  such  surveys.  Whatever'  small  expense 
might  be  entailed  would  be  made  up  many  times 
over  by  the  savings  of  lives  and   tears." 

I  am  going  to  ask  that  that  editorial  be  incorpo- 
rated in  the  record,  Mr.  President.  I  am  going  to 
ask  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  take  immediate  action 
so  that  every  section  of  Boston  will  be  protected, 
not  alone  the  two  sections  of  Dorchester  where  the 
fatal  accidents  happened,  but  that  every  section 
of  Boston  will  be  taken  care  of  so  that  never  again 
in  all  time  will  we  see  this  tragedy  come  into  the 
homes,  not  alone  of  Dorchester,  but  in  any  home 
in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  all  right,  as  I  said 
before,  to  say  that  the  children's  place  is  at  home. 
I  am  the  father  of  six  children,  and  when  a  three  or 
four-year-old  tot  goes  out  in  the  back  yard  the 
first  thing  they  think  about  is  to  run  out  into  the 
street,  and  until  they  grow  a  little  older  they  don't 
realize  the  dangers  to  life.  I  don't  know  how  many 
children  have  been  playing  up  there.  On  one  side 
of  this  particular  railroad,  on  the  Columbia  road 
side,  there  is  a  high  fence  erected,  and  it  is  next  to 
a  sehoolhouse.  On  the  other  side  is  a  vacant  lot 
where  any  day  of  the  week  you  can  see  small 
children  playing,  and  there  is  a  direct  footway  to 
the  railroad,  to  the  tracks,  with  no  fence  there. 
This  thing  ought  lo  be  remedied,  and  remedied 
right  away,  and  I  trust  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
will  kindly  appoint  a  safety  survey  committee  to 
remedy  these  conditions  in  Dorchester,  and  also 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  CAREY  — Is  the  New  Haven  road  speci- 
fied particularlj   in  the  order? 

Chairman  RUSSO — The  clerk  will  read  the  order.

Coun.  CAREY — I  am  wondering,  inasmuch  as 
the  Boston  and  Albany  also  runs  through  the  ('in 
of  Boston  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Elevated 
has  a  rapid  transit  line,  if  you  would  include  those 
roads  in  the  order?

Coun.   CHASE  -Mr.    President,   last   week  one 
of   my   elderly    consti  ght    mj    help   in 

securing  a  set  of  false  teeth  for  himself.  It  was  an 
old  man,  crippled  with  arthritis,  and  he  Mad  a  had 
heart.      For  the  hist  five  months  he  apparently  has 

been  tossed  around,  so  to  Bpeak,  by  his  particular 

visitor,  who  wasn't  any  too  anxious  to  give  him 

help    that    he    w;is   entitled    to   under    tin-   law.      Il 
seems  that   he  bad  his  own  teeth  removed    In 
of  his  arthritis  and  his  health  condition,  and  during 
that   five  months   he  h;i-  lieen   without   teeth   it    has 

lieen  necessary  for  him  to  eat  soft  foods.  He 
hasn't  had  any  real  nourishing  food,  and  the 
Welfare  visirot  apparently  was  not  concerned  with 
his  well-being,  because  to  date  he  hasn't  received 
any  teeth.  I  don't  quite  understand  the  unwill- 
ingness of  some  of  our  old  age  assistance  visitors 

to  help  some  of  these  aged  recipients.  The  state- 
law  specifically  entitles  these  old  age  recipients  to 
the  fullest  of  aid,  antl  that  aid  includes  false  teeth, 
and  anything  else  essential  to  their 
well-being.  Why  the  visitors  should  duck  that 
responsibility  in  helping  these  people.  I  don't 
understand.  I  know  Mr.  O  Hare,  who  contacted 
me  last  week  after  he  heard  of  the  case,  said  he 
would  arrange  to  have  prompt  service  given  to  this 
particular  individual.  Now,  if  prompt  service  can 
he  given  this  individual,  why  couldn't  prompt 
service  be  given  to  everyone  under  old  age  assist- 
ance? Why  is  it  necessary  that  these  people 
must  appeal  to  us  councilors  for  help?  The  state 
law  says  they  are  entitled  to  something,  and  the 
visitor  should  make  every  effort  to  give  them  that 
assistance  within  a  reasonable  time.  And  I  don't 
think  five  months,  as  is  the  circumstance  in  this 
case,  is  :i  reasonable  time.  This  man  could  have 
been  dead  because  he  wasn't  getting  the  proper 
nourishment  because  of  his  teeth.  Now,  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  see  to  it 
that  the  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  adopt  a 
m  where  prompt  and  efficient  service  will  be 
given  these  elderly  people.  These  long  waits  are 
unnecessary,  to  my  way  of  thinking.  It  is  cither 
meanness  on  the  part  of  the  visitor  or  it  is  from 
some  ulterior  motive  on  the  part  of  the  department. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— The  gentleman  who 
introduced  the  order,  as  a  member  of  tin  Legisla- 
ture, would  have  the  bill  up  there,  and  if  thej  would 
•  it  some  of  the  red  tape  some  of  these  old  age  re- 
cipients could  get  the  things  they  really  want  and 
need.  There  is  all  that  red  tape  to  be  gone  through 
before  the  visitor  can  get  them  their  teeth  or 
68,  or  whatever  it  may  be.  A  lot  of  red  tape 
lias  to  be  gone  through  before  they  can  finally 
grant  that  glasses  or  false  teeth  should  be  given. 
I  think  up  in  the  Legislature  they  should  cut  out 
some  of  the  red  tape. 

Coun.  CHASE — In  answer  to  the  gentleman  from 
Roxbury,  may  I  state  that  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  has,  to  the  utmost  of  its  ability,  been 
doing  everything  within  its  power  to  give  proper 
assistance  to  these  old  people.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  we  have  championed  their  interests,  as  well 
as  have  the  councilors  in  this  city.  Max  I  remind

are  not  in  business  for  a  profit.  I  think  we  should 
supply    that    water    to    the    consumers    at    cost 

Maybe  it  is  just  a  little  trick  that  the  powers  have 
of  circumventing  the  true  tax  rate.  We  appl.v  this 
revenue  that  we  receive  to  the  general  furrd.  arrd 
theiebv  reduce  the  tax  rate.  Hut  I  have  -ein  so 
many   untru  in   the  budget   a-   presented 

this  year,  I  think  they  should  be  wiped  out  and 
given  a  little  truer  picture  of  the  budget,  and  let 
the  tax  rate  soar  where  il  may.       At  a  later  time  I 

propose  to  ask  the  assessors  to  place  tin-  proper 
value  on  property  so  that  the  people  iii  Boston,  as 

well  as  Others,  will  know  that  the  tax  rate  should 
be   about    $65    rather    than   $41.      So    I    am    asking 

that  we  be  honest  with  the  people.     If  the  rei  i 

department  can  collect  100  per  cent  of  its  costs, 
then  the  city  should  be  thankful  to  accept  onlv  the 
100  per  cent  and  no  more.

On  the  passage  of  I  he  or  del 
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Coun.  CAREY  Mr.  President,  I  as  a  membei 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  have  spent 
mosl  of  three  weeks  looking  over  department 
budgets,  many  "f  which  budgets  could  call  for 
questioning  or  criticism  in  the  way  of  saving, 
al  least,  some  money,  M\  exes  were  opened 
here  last  Friday,  and  last  Thursday,  also  as  a 
matter   of   fact,    when    on    Thursday    the    Public 

Works  Commissi :i   informed  us  of  the  necessity 

for  having  more  money  to  make  badly  needed 
repairs  on  the  bridge  or  Cambridge  street  in 
Allston.  And  on  Friday  we  had  the  Commissioner 
of  Institutions,  Mr.  Campbell,  here,  when  he 
acquainted  us  with  the  faet  he  had  been  denied 
thousands  of  dollars,  certainly  badly  needed,  and 
needed  on  recommendation  of  the  Fire  Department, 
to  make  the  most  necessary  repairs  in  ordei  that 
the  lives  and  safety  of  the  infirm  and  aged  patients 
might  be  protected  at  Long  Island.  To  take  the 
budget  of  the  Commissioner  of  Institutions,  his 
special  appropriations  for  Long  Island  repairs 
ask  for  $170,000,  and  that  was  reduced  to  820,000, 
— keeping  in  mind,  of  course,  there  was  an  un- 
expended balance  of  $35,798.54  from  the  previous 
year,  leaving  a  total  of  some  $55,000  for  him  to 
spend.  Vet,  as  he  himself  said  before  the  com- 
mittee and  members  of  the  Council  present,  he 
still  had  been  denied  thousands  of  dollars  required 

for  the  safety  and  protection  of  those  patients. 
Vet  we  have  here  now  a  request  there  is  nothing 
personal  about  this — we  have  a  request  for  the 
transfer  of  $5,0110  to  lie  spent  on  an  advertising 
campaign  in  order  thai  the  streets  and  the  appear- 
ance of  the  city  might  be  made  to  look  a  little 
better.  I  for  one  am  not  going  to  vote  for  anv 
$5,000.  I  don't  see  the  necessity  of  spending 
$5,000  in  advertising  thai  "Clean-up"  campaign. 
A  couple  of  radio  addresses  and  letters  to  the 
public  and  private  school  officials  in  the  city  will 
do  as  much  as  anything   else      We   might   spend 

$25,000  or  $50,000.  and  it  would  not   be  tc inch, 

here  in  the  building  in  which  we  are  today.  The 
Superintendent  of  Buildings,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
informs  us  he  needs  to  make  repairs  but  he  hasn't 
been  allowed  to  do  some  of  the  painting  and 
cleaning  that  has  to  be  done  here.  I  think  $5,000 
for  advertising  is  altogether  too  excessive  an 
amount  to  request.  You  can't  tell  me  that  that 
advertising  over  the  air,  two  or  three  radio  ad- 
dresses, and  communications  to  the  schools  of 
the  city,  both  public  and  parochial  schools, — 
you  can't  tell  me  that  in  that  way  as  much  work 
won't  be  accomplished.  If  we  are  going  to  be 
excessive  in  our  expenditure  of  money,  let  us 
provide  some  of  the  vital  necessities  that  the 
Fire  Department  has  demanded,  especially  in  the 
wooden  buildings  in  Long  Island.  I  therefore 
move  that  the  amount  of  the  request  lie  reduced 
from  $5,000  to  $1,000,  sincerely  believing  that  as 
much  advertising  will  lie  accomplished  with  the 
$1,000,  and,  that  through  the  communications 
to  the  schools  and  the  radio  speeches  the  matter 
is  going  to  be  brought  sufficiently  to  the  attention 
of  the  public.  Let  the  people  know  through  the 
radio  arid  through  the  press.  I  am  sure  the 
press  will  be  onh  ton  glad  to  cooperate  because 
we  have  had  criticism  from  the  newspapers  on 
the  condition  of  the  si  reels  And  by  advertising 
over  the  radio  and  communicating  requests  to 
the  schools  of  the  city,  I  think  $1,000  would  be 
sufficient.  Therefore,  I  move  the  order  be  amended 
to  $1,000.

I    therefore    move    reconsideration. 
Coun     FISH     M.v    purpose    in    voting    against 

anv    amount   on   this  is  that    I  don't    know  how    the 

monej  is  to  be  spent,  whether  it  is  to  be  adver- 
tised or  just  passed  out.  One  particular  thing 
I  don't  think  is  going  to  add  to  it.  and  that  is  the 
circulars  given  to  children.  I  think  we  have 
enough     papers    around     the    streets    now,    and     I 

think  we  will  agree  that  children  are  no  different 
now  than  they  were  when  we  were  their  age,  and 
they  might  throw  them  around  the  streets.  If 
that  item  might  be  eliminated,  I  might  reconsider. 
Coun,  CHASE — I  sincerely  hope  the  Council 
will  not  vote  against  this  motion  to  reconsider. 
It  was  only  a  few  weeks  back,  in  Charlestown, 
we  were  told  of  a  condition  where  rodents  attacked 
children.  If  I  remember  correctly,  I  read  some- 
thing in  the  newspapers  about  it.  The  councilor 
from  Dorchester  told  of  a  child  being  bitten  by  a 
rat.  I  know  from  experience  in  my  district 
that  the  rodents  are  causing  considerable  damage 
and  arc-  a  terrible  health  menace  to  the  people. 
and  I  think  this  is  one  particular  way  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  can  go  in  educating  the  public 
as  to  ihe  prevention  of  disease  and  just  what  can 
be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  educating  the  public 
as  to  greater  cleanliness,  and  so  forth.  Boston 
is  the  capital  city  of  New  England.  It  has  a  popu- 
lation of  approximately  800,000.  Obviously, 
if  the  Health  Department  and  the  Public  Works 
Commissionet  are  going  to  conduct  a  cleanliness 
campaign,  they  naturally  would  have  to  spend 
more  than   $5,000  if   we  are  going  to  engage  radio 

broadcasting  services,  motion  pictures  ami  cir- 
culars to  be  distributed.  I  can  easily  see  how 
they  can  spend  $5,000,  and  double  that  sum, 
if  they  are  going  to  do  the  job  right.  Putting 
two  and  two  together,  when  you  are  going  to 
conduct  a  campaign  in  your  district,  how  much 
monej  do  you  spend?  Advertising  is  costly, 
especially  radio  and  motion  picture  programs. 
I  don't  think  the  Health  Department  or  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  are  going  to  waste 
the  taxpayers'  money  in  this  instance.  If  I 
thought  so  I  would  be  against  the  order.  I  know- 
that  conditions  in  my  district,  particularly  in  the 
alleys,  demand  some  sort  of  educational  program, 
and  I  am  willing  to  go  a  long  way  with  the  Mayoi 
in  cleaning  up  our  city.  As  to  conditions  that 
actually  do  exist,  it  is  about  time  we  actually  did 
something.  I  don't  think  $5,000  is  actually 
excessive.  I  hope  this  Council  will  reconsider  and 
vote  favorably  for  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I  heatily  agreer 
with  my  colleague,  the  councilor  from  Ward  4.  and 
the  reason  I  am  for  it  is  that  if  $5,000  of  advertising 
could  bring  about  a  change  of  conditions,  in  so  far 
as  our  sanitary  situation  is  concerned  here  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  well,  five  times  more  than  that 
would  be  worth  while  spending.  I  only  hope  it 
will  accomplish  the  purpose  because,  as  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  4  said,  the  City  of  Boston  is  the 
capital  city  of  New  England,  and  I  think  it  is  high 
time  that  we  here  in  the  City  of  Boston  should  m 
to  do  everything  in  our  power  to  remedy  condi- 
tions ami  see  that  the  visitors  from  other  sections 
of  the  state  and  country  that  visit  our  fair  city  will 
not  go  away  and  leave  Boston  with  a  bad  taste  in 
their  mouths,  stating  that  the  City  of  Boston  is 
not  a  clean  city.  I  know  that  I  have  heard  that 
lime  and  lime  again,  and  I  believe  that  each  and 
every  one  of  us  has  heard  those  rumors.  They 
are  sometimes  rumors,  but  we  know  deep  down  in 
our  hearts  that  this  is  the  truth.  Let  us  face  the 
fact;  it  is  the  truth.  Co  into  the  North  End,  and 
you  will  find  in  thai  historical  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston  the  conditions  of  our  streets  an'  very  de- 
plorable,—  where  people  go  to  visit  the  shrine  of 
Paul  Revere  and  various  other  places,  such  as  the 
Old  North  Church.  Do  that,  and  linn  you  can 
visualize  and  realize  Ihe  conditions  thai  do  exist. 
I    suv.    if    $5,000    COUld    be    spent     to    re ly    that 

situation  il  would  be  worthwhile,  at  least,  investing 
$5,000,  and  I  only  hope  that  a  campaign  will  be 
carried  on,  and  not  only  until  Easter.  I  have  been  oil 
this  Hoof  time  and  lime  again.

('i.iiii.  CAREY  I  hope  reconsideration  will 
prevail,  and  I  hope  thai  the  members  who  have 
spoken  do  not  have  :in.\  feeling  that  they  ha>  e 
more  pride  in  the  citj  than  I  have.  1  will  admit 
the  appearance  of  the  oity  is  a  disgrace,  and  has 
been  a  disgrace,  but  tins  (5,000  is  not  going  to 
provide  money  for  nitty  alleys  and  houses.  Ii  is 
not  going  to  provide  for  Bhovels  and  rakes  and  the 
hiring  of  trucks.  There  have  been,  and  I  believe 
there  are  at  the  present  time,  billboard  sinus  dis- 
played around  the  city  reading  "Keep  Boston 
(lean.  All  we  can  gather  in  this  communication 
is  that  the  money  is  to  be  used  in  an  advertising 
manner,  and  I  don't  think  that  there  is  any  neces- 
sity for  spending  $5,000  on  advertising.  I  want  to 
see  the  city  cleaner,  and  I  have  been  op  the  floor 
of  ttii  —  Council  on  numerous  occasions  in  that 
regard.  Hut  when  we  had  a  chance  to  provide  for 
thai,  before  the  war-time  demands  on  man  power 
about,  we  didn't  find  money  to  put  more 
laborers  to  work  in  the  streets.  We  couldn't  find 
money  to  buy  more  street  cleaning  machines.  We 
couldn't  find  money  for  the  equipment  and  man 
power,  if  we  had  them,  to  l>e  utilised  today.  I 
think  it  is  a  shame  to  spend  S5,000on  anadvcr- 
tising  campaign.  If  we  are  going  to  do  something, 
let  us  do  it  in  the  right  way,  a  way  that  might  be 
of  some  permanency.  Let  us  yell  louder  for  more 
men,  more  brooms,  more  street  sweepers,  and 
things  like  that.  If  we  had  the  men  and  the  equip- 
ment, we  wouldn't  from  time  to  time  spend  money 
in  advertising  campaigns.  We  would  have  the  labor 
and  the  material  with  which  to  work  to  keep  these 
streets  clean.  I  want  to  see  Boston  kept  clean 
but  I  want  to  see  the  money  spent  in  some  worth- 
while way.

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  need 
not  remark  on  the  horror  that  overcame 
everybody  as  the  result  of  the  exposure  of 
these  murders.  For  awhile,  nobody  in  Bos- 
ton, particularly  no  middle-aged  woman,  felt 
safe  on  any  of  the  streets  of  Boston.  When 
one  contemplates  the  bestiality  and  the  bru- 
tality of  the  natures  of  the  men  who  com- 
mitted these  crimes,  it  stuns  the  imagination 
to  believe  that  a  human  being  made  in  the 
image  and  likeness  of  his  God  could  stoop 
to  such  depths  of  depravity  as  to  inflict 
upon  those  defenseless  women  the  tortures 
that  were  discovered  along  with  their  dead 
bodies.  It  is  rather  a  gruesome  and  morbid 
subject  to  talk  about,  but  I  ask  the  indulgence 
of  your  Body,  Mr.  President,  just  a  few 
moments  while  I  point  out  the  possibility 
that  these  crimes  could  have  been  committed 
in  any  section  of  Boston  or  Massachusetts, 
or  any  section  of  the  world,  for  that  matter, 
because  of  the  peculiar  mental  process  of  the 
people  who  commit  this  type  of  crime.  I 
was  present  at  the  police  station  on  Saturday 
night,  during  the  grilling  of  these  two  beasts, 
and  I  want  to  say  to  your  Body,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, in  all  sincerity,  that  on  the  face  of 
one,  all  I  could  detect  was  what  appeared 
to  be  a  smile  of  satisfaction  at  having  done 
a  good  day's  work, — the  type  of  smile  that 
only  some  one  who  has  done  something 
meritorius  is  entitled  to  wear.  The  other 
creature  appeared  to  be  stunned  and  be- 
wildered and  amazed  at  the  proceedings,  as 
though  he  didn't  understand  what  they  were 
all  about.  But  let  us  contemplate  that  it 
cost  three  women  their  lives,  and  let  us  not 
have  any  pity  for  them,  because  of  the  slow 
or  retarded  mentality  of  the  men.  The  ends 
of  justice  in  these  cases  will  never  be  served 
unless  these  men  pay  the  supreme  penalty. 
Now,  as  to  the  work  of  the  police  in  Charles- 
town,  I  can  tell  the  members  of  your  Body, 
Mr.  President,  that  they  went  sleepless  for 
four  nights.  They  were  seen  on  the  streets 
at  three,  four  and  five  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
running  down  clues  and  tips  that  we  all 
know  have  led  to  the  solution  of  these  murders. 
Ordinarily  this  type  of  resolution  does  not 
come  before  your  Body,  Mr.  President,  but 
when  we  realize  the  close  contact  that  we 
as  public  servants  have  with  the  Police  De- 
partment of  the  city,  I  think  there  is  a 
great  feeling  of  satisfaction  that  possesses  us 
at  the  knowledge  that  those  men  are  capable 
of  matching  the  worst  that  the  depraved  and 
criminal  mind  can  offer.  I  don't  believe 
that  we  should  stint  one  word  in  our  praise 
of  these  men  who  have  made  the  streets  of 
Boston  a  little  bit  safer;  and,  as  a  last 
thought,  I  ask  the  members  of  this  Body  to 
believe  that  any  one  of  these  victims  might 
well  have  been  his  elderly  mother,  given 
the  proper  conditions,  because  we  know  that 
they  haven't  the  courage  of  a  worm  to  at- 
tack anyone  who  has  the  slightest  hope  of 
fighting  back.  I  hope  that  the  resolution 
is   passed. 
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Coun.  COFFEY— While  I  don't  oppose  the 
resolution,  and  the  police  ought  to  be  con- 
gratulated, I  cannot  help  taking  my  feet  on 
a  resolution  such  as  this.  To  begin  with, 
the  members  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment are  paid  a  salary  to  do  such  jobs'  as 
this.  Regarding  the  remark  my  brother 
councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella) 
made,  that  the  police  went  two  or  three 
nights  without  sleep,  I  say  that  the  police 
were  for  two  years  sound  asleep.  One  mur- 
der was  committed  in  1942,  and  the  police 
would  never  have  detected  that  murder,  never 
known  anything  about  it,  but  for  the  fact 
that  they  happened  to  question  a  young  girl 
who  was  attacked  by  somebody  in  Charles- 
town  a  couple  of  years  ago.  As  a  result 
of  that  questioning  of  that  girl  and  that 
girl's  squealing  as  to  the  man  who  attacked 
her,  the  police  in  a  routine  check-up  hap- 
pened to  discover  that  this  1942  murder  was 
to  be  laid  at  the  doors  of  these  men  who 
are  now  charged  with  these  two  new  crimes, 
that  have  been  committed  in  the  past  few 
weeks  in  the  Charlestown  district.  I  don't 
see  why  we  here  should  give  credit  to  any 
members  of  the  Police  Department  for  doing 
a  duty  which  they  are  paid  to  do.  In  fact,  I 
think  we  should  condemn  them  for  not  hav- 
ing done  their  duty  in  1942  when  the  murder 
was  first  committed.  As  I  said  a  moment 
ago,  they  wouldn't  have  even  attached  these 
murders  to  the  previous  murders  committed 
in  Charlestown  in  1942  but  for  the  fact  that 
a  young  girl  happened  to  squeal  as  to  who 
made  an  attack  on  her  a  couple  of  years 
ago.  The  police  don't  deserve  one  bit  of 
credit  for  bringing  these  murderers  to  trial. 
I  question  the  councilor  from  Ward  2  when 
he  says  he  was  present  at  the  questioning 
of  these  men,  and  I  ask  what  right  the 
Police  Department  has  to  have  an  outsider, 
whether  in  public  office  or  not,  in  their 
presence  when  they  are  questioning  two  men 
as  to  whether  or  not  they  have  committed 
a  series  of  murders.  I  am  going  along  with 
the  resolution  for  only  one  reason,  that  the 
murderers  are  apprehended.  They  are  sup- 
posed to  have  committed  these  murders,  and 
supposed  to  have  made  confessions  that  they 
have  committed  these  murders,  but,  gentle- 
men, let  us  give  the  Police  Department  no 
credit  for  something  that  came  to  them  by 
accident,  because  a  young  girl  who  was  at- 
tacked two  years  ago  squealed  on  the  man 
that  attacked  her,  and  when  this  man  is 
brought  in  for  questioning,  after  grilling  him 
for  three  or  four  hours,  he  finally  breaks 
down  and  admits  he  committed  a  murder  a 
couple  of  years  ago  in  Charlestown,  and  we 
find  another  man  is  implicated.  If  the 
Police  Department  want  credit,  I  will  give 
them  credit  when  they  go  up  and  clean  up 
sections  like  Scollay  square.  Only  yesterday 
I  picked  up  a  national  magazine  and  read 
an  article  written  by  a  man  who  says  he 
has  had  over  fifteen  fights  with  soldiers  and 
sailors  about  the  Boston  area.  They  are  sta- 
tioned up  here  and  go  back  to  their  home 
towns  on  a  furlough  and  claim  that  Boston 
is  a  city  of  bums,  and  that  street  walkers 
are  walking  the  streets  of  Boston.  Only 
yesterday  I  picked  that  up  and  read  that 
article  in  "Pic"  magazine, — I  think  it  was 
"Pic."  He  told  about  having  some  fifteen 
or  twenty  fights,  and  that  others  from  the 
Boston  section  were  saying,  "Why  don't  the 
authorities  in  Boston  do  something  about  the 
Scollay  square  section  and  the  Boston  Com- 
mon section  of  Boston?"  The  same  is  true 
of  Chelsea  street  in  Charlestown.  That  could 
be  cleaned  ud,  and  if  the  Charlestown  police 
want  any  credit  let  them  close  up  those 
parking  lots  owned  by  racketeers.  Let  them 
clean  up  the  district  of  Charlestown  once 
and  for  all,  and  I  will  take  to  my  feet  and 
go  on  record  for  their  doing  a  good  job  in 
Boston.  I  think  most  of  the  people  in 
Charlestown  will  agree  with  me  that  Chelsea 
street  in  Charlestown  is  just  as  bad  as 
Scollay  square.  And  I  will  never  take  to 
my  feet  and  give  credit  to  the  Police  Force 
with   a   dozen   unsolved   murders   to   its   credit, 


or  a  Police  Force  that  is  big  enough  and1 
strong  enough  and  powerful  enough  politi- 
cally to  make  the  Attorney-General  of  this 
Commonwealth  back  water  and  take  a  back 
seat.  All  these  things  have  happened  under 
our  present  Governor,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  Police  Department.  I  lay  every  crime 
at  his  door,  because  no  Police  Commissioner 
has  a  chance  to  go  out  and  do  an  honest 
job, — not  one.  They  have  a  man  now  who 
would  love  to  do  a  good  job,  Captain  Sheehan. 
And  I  know  one  instance  in  Boston  where' 
they  told  him  to  get  out  a  pinball  machine, 
and  the  operator  said,  "Leave  it  in.  I  will 
have  Captain  Sheehan  talked  to."  And  the 
pinball  machine  is  still  in  there,  and  every- 
body knows  that  Captain  Sheehan  wants  to 
do  a  good  job.  I  will  never  give  credit  to  any 
Huston  Police  Department  until  I  find  out 
that  the  Boston  Police  Department  is  honestly 
and  efficiently  manned,  when  every  cop  on 
the  street  can  go  out  and  make  an  arrest 
if  he  sees  fit,  and  get  a  prosecution — not  to 
bring  them  in  and  have  politicians  work  for 
them  and  wait  for  a  certain  judge  to  sit 
on  the  bench,  and  then  have  the  case  dis- 
posed of.  It  is  rotten  all  over  the  city. 
In  Charlestown  when  a  defense  worker  parks 
his  car  on  the  street  he  gets  a  tag  and  goes 
into  court  and  is  fined  $10,  for  only  one 
reason,  and  that  reason,  of  course,  is  to 
force  him  to  park  his  car  in  some  lot  owned 
by  the  city,  but  hired  by  a  politican  or 
somebody  in  the  racket  in  Charlestown.  It 
has  been  a  disgrace.  I  will  go  in  favor  of 
the  resolution  for  only  one  reason,  that  there 
have  been  a  couple  of  murders,  solved,  but 
I  don't  think  the  Boston  Police  Department 
deserves  any  credit  for  it,  because,  as  I  said, 
it  wasn't  any  extraordinary  act  on  the  part 
of  the  Boston  Police  Department  that  brought 
about  the  solution  of  these  so-called  murders. 
It  is  only  the  fact  that  a  girl  happened  to 
squeal,  and  in  the  grilling  of  these  men  the 
men  broke  down  and  admitted  that  they  had 
committed  these  recent  murders,  and  along 
with  that  they  admitted  they  had  committed 
a  murder  in  1942.  And  I  would  like  to  ask 
why  we  are  going  on  record  giving  the 
police  of  the  Charlestown  division  any  credit, 
because  it  wasn't  any  master  detective  work 
on  the  part  of  the  Police  Department  in 
Charlestown,  but  just  because  a  girl  happened 
to  squeal  on  who  had  attacked  her,  and  as 
a  result  of  questioning  of  that  man  they 
found  he  had  committed  a  couple  of  murders. 
Coun.  KINSELLA— Well,  I  never  thought 
saying  a  good  word  about  anybody  would 
bring  about  a  tirade  of  that  sort  down  on 
their  heads  or  on  mine.  Mr.  President,  there 
are  a  couple  of  items  on  which  the  gentle- 
man from  East  Boston  is  wholly  uninformed. 
For  one  thing,  the  murder  in  1942  went  un- 
solved until  the  present  time  in  part  be- 
cause, as  the  councilor  said,  some  girl  squealed, 
but  that  played  a  small  part  in  the  solution. 
The  fact  of  the  matter  is  this.  Nobody  here 
would  dare — not  even  Councilor  Coffey  would 
dare — if  he  saw  the  pictures  of  that  Mc- 
Ginley  woman,  to  attempt  to  describe  them 
to  anybody  else.  There  are  some  things  if 
once  seen  you  would  want  to  forget,  and  the 
conflicting  reports  on  her  death  between  the 
Fire  Department  officials  and  the  Medical 
Examiner  were  sufficient  to  affect  seriously 
the  time  element,  as  a  result  of  which  the 
police  were  thrown  off  the  track,  and  that, 
is  part  of  the  official  inquest  that  was  held. 
The  fire  must  have  been  burning  for  twenty- 
five  minutes,  during  which  the  woman  was 
alive.  The  Fire  Department  said  the  fire 
couldn't  have  gone  more  than  ten  minutes 
because  of  lack  of  oxygen  circulating  around 
the  body.  Whether  or  not  that  is  true,  we 
are  in  no  position  to  say,  because  we  are 
not  doctors,  and  neither  are  the  police,  and 
all  they  have  to  rely  upon  is  the  expert 
testimony  of  the  Medical  Examiner  and  the 
Fire  Department  officials  who  found  them- 
selves in  conflict.  There  was  a  gap  of 
fifteen  minutes  which,  if  properly  accounted 
for,  might  have  led  to  the  solution  at 
that     time.       As     to     my     presence     in     the

police  station,  I  said  distinctly  that  I 
was  in  the  police  station  and  the  door  of  the 
captain's  office  was  open  during  part  of  the 
proceedings,  and  I  could  see  the  boy  being 
questioned.  There  wasn't  a  mark  on  him 
and  no  abuse  was  practiced.  Under  the 
conditions  it  might  well  have  been,  but  it 
was  not.  As  to  conditions  in  Charlestown, 
it  is  nice  for  a  councilor  to  think  his  district 
is  lily-white  and  beyond  reproach,  but  if  it 
will  do  the  councilor  any  good  to  defend  a 
councilor  for  doing  something  to  help  his 
district,  I  will  say  he  may  commend  me  for 
having  driven  the  pinballs  out  in  three  weeks' 
time.  I  expect  him  also  to  say  I  refused  a 
sum  of  money  to  let  an  arcade  on  Chelsea 
street,  because  I  won't  have  Charlestown 
turned  into  a  bordello  whether  I  hold  an 
office  or  not.  While  I  have  a  tongue  in  my 
head  I  will  not  be  quiet  while  there  are 
so-called  amusement  centeis  that  are  noth- 
ing more  nor  less  than  distribution  points  for 
tricky  politicians,  for  procurers  and  for 
panderers.  That  is  how  much  I  think  of  the 
town,  and  if  there  is  anything  wrong  with 
the  town — and  there  isn't,  ordinarily — we  can 
thank  our  transient  population  that  comes 
in  there  and  uses  the  town  in  which  to  earn 
its  living  and  then  goes  home  nightly,  with 
the  streets  rotten  and  filthy  from  the  news- 
papers and  lunch  boxes  they  throw  on  the 
streets.  There  is  nothing  wrong  with  the 
Charlestown  people,  who  are  the  town  itself, 
and,  as  to  the  police,  it  is  a  pity  that  once 
in  a  while  you  can't  say  anything  nice  about 
them,  because  the  next  thing  you  are  going 
to  see  your  best  efforts  questioned  when  the 
matter  could  have  gone  along  without  any 
debate  and  in  the  full  and  decent  apprecia- 
tion of  the  fact  that  only  by  the  will  of  the 
gods  were  those  murders  committed  where 
they  were  and  not  in  East  Boston,  which 
isn't  to  say  that  East  Boston  is  not  one  bit 
less  estimable  than  any  other  part  of  the 
city.  But  to  condemn  a  town  because  a  few 
human  beasts  are  on  the  loose,  and  no  one 
knows  who  they  are,  is  wrong.  I  challenge 
Councilor  Coffey  to  tell  me  when  the  next 
murder  is  to  be  committed.  He  doesn't  know 
any  more  than  we  do,  and  let  him  be  honest 
and  fair  in  his  criticism.  Let  him  say  that 
the  police,  as  the  record  will  show,  were 
thrown  off  the  track  when  they  investigated 
the  McGinley  killing  in  1942.  And  let  us 
have  no  more  reference  to  the  unfortunate 
dead,  who  died  probably  more  horrible  deaths 
than  anybody  else  except  those  who  died 
exactly  as  they  did.  It  is  a  shame  you  can't 
say  these  nice  things  and  let  it  go  at  that. 
As  to  the  police  being  paid,  it  is  true.  They 
draw  their  money  every  week  whether  they 
succeed  or  fail  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
work.  Isn't  it  true  that  we  do?  We  go  in 
and  get  our  money  on  the  1st  and  the  16th 
whether  we  are  sick  in  bed.  in  the  hospital 
or  at  home:  whether  we  are  away  on  vaca- 
tion or  just  coming  in  here  for  appearance 
sake.  It  is  nothing  to  our  credit  to  dis-' 
charge  our  duties  promptly  and  efficiently 
and  honestly  and  profitably  for  somebody 
else.  Our  lives  aren't  at  stake  twenty-four 
hours  a  day.  We  don't  place  our  lives  in 
the  line  when  we  go  out  in  the  morning. 
Right  now  at  some  place  in  this  city  some 
cop  may  probably  be  being  killed — I  hope 
not— and  for  pity's  sake,  let  us  applaud 
them:  let  us  not  give  them  half  applause. 
If  we  can't  say  anything  whole-heartedly  and 
in    the   proper   spirit  let   us   say    nothing. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Well,  I  get  a  kick  out  of 
the  remarks  from  the  councilor  from  Charles- 
town. He  doesn't  want  any  criticism — he. 
above  anybody,  doesn't  want  any  criticism — 
on  an  order  he  introduces.  Let  anybody  else 
introduce  an  order  and  see  how  quick  he 
jumps  in  if  there  is  a  piece  of  publicity 
in  it  for  him.  And  he.  above  anybody  in 
here,  defending  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment! There  is  where  I  get  a  kick.  :i  man 
who  has  condemned  and  crucified  them  UP 
until  the  time  he  has  decided  he  might  need 
them  if  he  aspires  for  higher  office.  And  only 
a    couple    of    years    ago,    up    in    the    executive 


chamber,     when     I     introduced     an     order     for 
an    increase    in    salary    for    the    Boston    police 
and    firemen,    he    was    one    of    the    eight    that 
voted    against    it.      He    was    one    who    wanted 
the     entire     City     of     Boston     employees     in- 
cluded   in    it.      That   day    was    the   first   time    I 
ever   made   the   plea,    and   I    challenge   anybody 
here    to    say    I    asked    them    to    ever    vote    for 
anything    I    introducd.      I    never    have.      It    is 
up    to    you    people    to    use    your    own    common 
sense  and   judgment  but  there   isn't  one  mem- 
ber    here,     or     in     any     other     body     I     serve, 
who    can    say    I    ever    asked    him    to    give    me 
a    vote    on    any    order    I    introduced.      I    just 
throw    it    in,    and    if    you    see    fit    to    pass    it, 
it     is    all    right.       As    soon    as    the    vote    was 
over,    if    you    fought    against    the    passage,    as 
soon    as    we    left    this    chamber    there    wasn't 
a     cross     word     from     me    and    I     never    con- 
tinued   the    argument.      The    gentleman    wants 
to    give    the    police    of    the    Charlestown    dis- 
trict  credit   for   something.   I   think    they   don't 
deserve     credit     for     that     something     because 
if  it  wasn't  for  the  fact  that  the  girl  squealed 
a    murder    would   still   be   unsolved.      The   mur- 
der   was     committed    in     1942.       I    don't    care 
what   the   Police   or   the   Fire   Department   was 
supposed  to  report  on   it.     All   I  know  is  what 
I     read     in     the    newspapers,    and    when    they 
refer    to    the    McGinley    murder — that    is    the 
name — they    always    refer    to     it    as    the    un- 
solved   murder,    not    the    unsolved    accident    or 
death    by   fire   but   the   unsolved   murder.      And 
I    say    again,    the    police   of    Charlestown    must 
be   damned   lax    in   their   duty    to   take   a   mur- 
derer  in   and   start   questioning   him   and   leave 
the    door    open    so    that    anybody    that    might 
enter     the     police     station     would     hear     their 
line   of    questioning.      What   in   hell   kind    of   a 
Boston    Police   Department   have   you   that   will 
do   that,    leave   the   door   open,    so    every   Tom, 
Dick     and     Harry     could    come     in     there    and 
listen    to   the   questioning?      Now,    I   wonder   if 
there    was    any    collusion    on    the    part    of    the 
councilor   and  the  police  of   Charlestown   when 
they    left    that    door    open — were    they    looking 
forward    to    getting    some    publicity    or    some 
credit     for     something?       I     say     they     should 
hang     their      heads      in      shame,      allowing      a 
murder    committed    two    years    ago    to    go    un- 
solved   until    a    couple    of    more    murders    are 
committed     and     then     go    down     and     question 
a   girl   who  had   been   attacked  and   she  squeals 
on     the     man     who     attacked     her,     and     they 
bring    the   man    in    for    questioning    and    leave 
the     door     open     and     Councilor     Kinsella     can 
hear   the    Police    Department   asking    this    man 
if  he  committed  a  murder  and  the  man  breaks 
down    and    says,    "Yes,"    he    did.       As    to    the 
pinball  machine,   he  doesn't  deserve  any   credit 
for     that.        Captain      Sheehan      decided     with 
Commissioner     Sullivan     about     a     month     ago 
he    was    going    to    get    rid   of   the    pinball    ma- 
chines   in     Boston,    and    you     can     check    that 
with    Captain    Sheehan    or    Commissioner    Sulli- 
van,   because    three    weeks    ago    I    sent    them 
a    copy   of   the   minutes   of   the   meeting   where 
I   got   a   report   from   the   Law   Department   in 
1942    stating    that    pinball    machines    were,     in 
the    opinion    of    the    Law    Department,    illegal. 
So    if    anybody    wants    credit    for    the    pinball 
machines,    all    they    have    to    do    is    check    with 
them,    because   I   sent   them   all    a    copy    of   the 
minutes    of    the    meeting    so    they    would    have 
something    to    stand    up    with    when    they    went 
into     court    to     drive    these     pinball     machines 
out    of    Boston.       Now,     the    gentleman     from 
Charlestown    was    a    member    here    when    I    in- 
troduced   an    order    attacking    the    former    Po- 
lice  Commissioner,    and    you    all    remember   my 
stating  that  in  Roughan's  Hall  in  Charlestown, 
right    in    the    central    section    of    the    Charles- 
town   district,    a    stone's    throw    from    the    po- 
lice   station,    there    was    a    ninety-million-dollar 
lottery    ring    being    operated,    and    about    nine 
civ     ten     months     later     the     fact      was     brought 
out     because     the     Attorney-General     went     in 
and    made    raids    upon    the    place    and    made    a 
statement    to    the    press    there    was    a     ninety- 
million-dollar     racket     being     operated     within 
a     stone's     throw     of     the     Charlestown     police 
station.      I    wonder   why    these    detectives    over 
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there  didn't  know  that  that  ring  was  be- 
ing operated  in  Roughan's  Hall  for  a 
number  of  years;  I  wonder  if  they  don't 
know  that  all  along  Chelsea  street  in  Charles- 
town  every  joint  over  there  is  infested  with 
tramps  picking  up  sailors.  They  take  bets 
on  the  horses;  everybody  knows  that.  They 
didn't  close  down  until  the  Attorney-General 
started  to  bring  pressure;  then  they  closed 
down.  I  never  got  up  here  and  said  that 
East  Boston  was  a  place  that  the  rest  of  the 
city  could  look  up  to.  I  have  condemned 
my  captain,  in  fact,  I  have  condemned  every 
captain  that  has  ever  been  over  there.  I 
have  named  places  there,  horse  rooms  being 
operated  in  East  Boston,  pool  rooms  operating 
numbers.  I  have  named  them — at  least  I 
have  named  them  and  tried  to  drive  them 
out  of  the  district.  The  gentleman  from 
Charlestown  on  the  ninety-million-dollar  lot- 
tery never  opened  his  mouth,  never  said  a 
word.  He  didn't  take  the  floor  at  the  time; 
he  just  sat  here,  dumb.  He  didn't  defend 
the  town  at  that  time,  and  I  don't  know  why 
he  is  trying  to  defend  it  now.  I  put  Chelsea 
street,  Charlestown,  and  everybody  will  agree 
with  me,  in  the  same  category  as  Scollay 
square,  Boston,  and  before  I  will  go  on  record 
as  giving  the  police  credit  for  anything,  I 
want  to  see  them  do  something  for  the  City 
of  Boston.  I  don't  want  kids  in  the  service 
writing  letters  home  saying  that  they  have 
to  fist  fight  with  fellows  from  the  South  up 
here  doing  duty  in  the  Boston  area  and 
going  back  there  on  furlough  and  saying 
that  Boston  is  a  city  of  bums,  tramps  and 
streetwalkers,  and  that  Scollay  square  and 
Boston  Common  are  two  of  the  worst  sec- 
tions in  the  country.  That  can  be  had  for 
the  buying  of  a  national  magazine  for  ten 
cents,  because  I  read  it  only  yesterday.  I 
say  that  I  put  Chelsea  street,  Charlestown, 
in  the  same  category,  and  I  repeat  the 
charges  of  the  parking  lots  in  Charlestown, 
owned  by  racketeers  and  having  them  work 
in  with  the  judge  over  there  so  that  every 
man  on  defense  work,  some  getting  $35,  $48 
and  some  $60,  if  they  leave  their  car  in  the 
street  and  don't  put  it  in  the  parking  lot, 
where  some  politician  can  stick  them  for  $2 
a  week,  they  are  brought  into  court  and  get 
a  $20  fine  on  the  first  offense.  There  5s  a 
kid  running  the  elevator  out  there  who,  the 
first  week  he  worked  in  the  Navy  Yard, 
took  his  mother's  car,  and  got  two  tags  that 
week  and  was  fined  $45  for  parking  his  car 
twice  in  the  Charlestown  district.  They  have 
to  get  the  cars  off  the  street  into  the  park-' 
ing  lot  where  the  politicians  and  racketeers 
can  collect.  Who  gets  the  cut?  There  are 
no  parking  lots  in  my  district;  I  have  stopped 
them,  you  bet.  And  I  don't  say  now  I  take 
any  credit  for  stopping  them.  As  to  the 
gentleman's  statement,  very  seldom  does  he 
ever  get  on  the  floor  and  name  names  like 
I  do.  He  never  brings  out  facts  but  I  just 
want  to  bring  this  in  for  the  record.  It  is 
a  letter  written  to  me  from  Congressman 
Curley,  regarding  my  taking  the  floor  and 
attacking  the  Charlestown  councilor  when 
he  said  that  Curley  sent  for  him  and  said 
to  him,  "Leo,  if  you  will  be  with  me  in  the 
mayoralty  fight  we  will  make  a  lot  of  money 
together."  Now,  everybody  knows  in  that 
contest  that  Galvin  was  with  Tobin  and  it 
cost  him  his  election,  but  he  was.  He  was 
with  Tobin  and  Tobin  was  with  Galvin,  but 
there  was  nothing  for  Kinsella  to  pretend 
he  was  with  Curley,  or  Curley  to  pretend 
he  was  with  Kinsella  because  Galvin  and 
Tobin  were  one.  And  this  letter  referred 
to  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown,  Coun- 
cilor Kinsella:  "I  never  had  any  such  con- 
versation with  him  as  he  states,  and  some 
day  I  may  have  the  opportunity  to  pay  him 
back  in  full."  This  letter  came  from  James 
Michael  Curley,  and  I  am  not  here  defending 
Curley  because,  the  way  I  am,  if  I  like  a1 
fellow  I  am  with  him,  but  if  I  think  to- 
morrow he  is  wrong  I  am  against  him.  That 
has  been  my  tactics  since  I  have  been  in 
politics  and  it  always  will  be.  Let  us  not 
try    pulling    the    wool    over    everybody's    eyes 


giving  credit  to  a  Police  Department  that 
deserves  no  credit  because  of  anything  mas- 
terful on  their  part.  They  got  most  of  their 
information  in  this  case  from  a  girl  that 
they  happened  to  remember  was  attacked  and 
was  lying  in  the  hospital  for  a  couple  of 
years,  and  they  took  a  guess  they  would  go 
up  and  take  a  chance  and  question  her,  and 
as  a  result  she  told  who  had  attacked  her, 
and  they  brought  that  man  in  for  questioning 
and  asked  if  he  committed  any  recent  mur- 
ders, or  a  murder  in  1942,  and  the  police 
obligingly  left  the  door  open  so  Councilor 
Kinsella  could  hear  them  questioning  an  al- 
leged   murderer. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  of  course,  I 
don't  wish  to  take  any  issue  with  any  one 
of  my  colleagues,  although  I  am  always  open- 
minded,  but  speaking  on  the  resolution  I 
would  say  that  in  Charlestown  today  there 
is  a  captain  who  has  been  faced  with  very 
serious  crimes  in  the  short  space  of  time 
he  has  been  a  captain  in  Charlestown.  I 
believe  we  ought  to  give  credit  where  credit 
is  due  and  I  am  always  of  the  opinion  to. 
give  credit  where  credit  is  due  and  to  criti- 
cize them  when  they  ought  to  be  criticized. 
I  say  that  the  captain  and  his  attaches  in 
Charlestown  have  done  a  good  job  in  bringing 
about  the  solution  of  these  particular  crimes. 
Speaking  in  so  far  as  my  ward  is  con- 
cerned, such  as  the  Scollay  square  section,  I 
don't  maintain  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  1 
(Coun.  Coffey)  has  said  of  his  ward,  that 
my  ward  is  any  better  than  the  next  one. 
Neither  is  it  inferior  to  any  other  one.  We 
find  in  all  districts  good  and  bad.  I  only 
wonder  what  brings  about  in  Scollay  square 
the  conditions  that  exists  today.  As  my  col- 
league from  Ward  1  has  stated,  he  has  re- 
ceived letters,  or  families  that  he  knows  have 
received  letters,  condemning  the  Scollay 
square  section  of  the  city,  and  referring  to 
fist  fights  there  with  men  in  the  armed  forces 
of  our  country.  I  really  don't  know  at  this 
time  what  we  can  do  in  order  to  remedy  that 
situation.  In  so  far  as  the  pinball  machines 
are  concerned,  I  have  taken  the  floor  time 
and  time  again  and  I  have  stated,  and  I  do 
maintain  up  to  now,  that  ever  since  the 
time  that  those  arcades  were  put  into  the 
Scollay  square  section  of  our  city,  conditions 
have  been  not  too  healthy.  It  is  a  haven 
for  the  men  of  our  armed  forces,  plus  young 
ladies  and  young  girls,  not  from  the  district 
of  the  North  End  or  the  South  End  or  the1 
West  End,  but  from  out  of  town,  coming 
into  the  Scollay  square  section  of  our  city. 
I  know  that  our  City  Censor  gave  an  ordei* 
that  they  should  be  closed  at  1  a.  m.,  and 
open  at  8  a.  m.  I  have  passed  by  Scollay 
square  at  various  times,  and  I  find  that  they 
are  open  later  than  the  hour  of  1  a.  m.  I 
have  brought  that  to  the  attention  of  our 
City  Censor  and  he  has  stated  to  me  he  would 
take  it  up  with  them — and  this  is  only  about 
two  weeks  ago,  the  last  time  I  spoke  with 
him.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  and  the  councilor 
from  Ward  1  can  correct  me  if  I  am  wrong, 
that  there  was  a  ruling  in  the  Middlesex 
County  court,  that  the  pinball  machines  are 
legal.  If  that  is  so,  then  I  don't  know  what 
action  we  can  take  about  it.  If  that  is  not 
so,  which  I  do  contend,  and  they  are  illegally 
run,  then  I  say  the  Police  Department,  or 
the  officials  that  have  anything  to  do  with 
them,  should  make  an  attempt  right  now, 
immediately,  to  close  them  up.  Take  away 
the  things  that  are  rotten,  the  things  that 
gave  opportunity  to  the  young  girls  and  boys 
of  our  city  to  gather  around  where  th'el 
morale  is  not  too  healthy  and  we  have 
eliminated  conditions  that  have  brought  about 
what  we  hear  so  much  of  today,  the  problem 
of  our  child  delinquency.  In  so  far  as  the 
resolution  is  concerned,  I  am  heartily  in 
favor    of    it. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Before  the  resolution  is 
referred  I  still  want  to  talk  on  it.  Mr. 
President,  in  answer  to  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  3,  who  wants  to  give  credit  where 
credit  is  due.  I  hope  that  old  Italian  ques- 
tion is  not  going  to  be  brought  in  here  now, 
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because  the.  captain  of  Charlestown  happens  to 
be  an  Italian.  I  might  tell  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  3  that,  if  this  new  captain  is 
such  a  brilliant  detective  when  he  was  lieu- 
tenant down  in  Station  1  of  the  North  End 
of  Boston — and  to  my  memory  there  must 
have  been  several  others — one  "Goofy"  Camp- 
bell was  killed  down  there,  and  they  never 
found  him.  Another  fellow  called  "Slim 
Chick"  had  twenty  machine  gun  bullets  put 
in  his  body,  right  at  the  little  park  where 
the  new  Charles  River  station  is,  and  police 
could  go  down  there  for  days  afterwards  and 
see  the  bullet  holes  in  the  billboard.  I  don't 
remember  the  captain  from  Charlestown  who 
was  then  the  lieutenant  solving  those  two 
murders.  And  there  has  been  another  murder 
committed  in  the  North  End  section  of  Bos- 
ton while  he  was  lieutenant,  and  that  fellow 
was  a  fellow  by  the  name  of  Fantasia.  His 
murder  was  never  solved,  although  two  men 
were  brought  up  and  tried,  and,  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  country, 
both  men  were  charged  with  first  degree 
murder,  although  they  admitted  that  only  one 
bullet  was  fired.  And  after  they  found  one 
man  guilty,  then  the  other  man  was  squealed 
upon  by  a  streetwalker  or  a  prostitute,  and 
after  squealing  on  this  other  fellow,  after 
this  one  had  been  charged  with  the  murder, 
the  other  fellow  was  tried  again  and  the 
case  was  dismissed.  His  name  was  Cero,  and 
he  was  deported  from  the  country,  and  after 
he  got  out  of  the  country  the  girl  got  up 
again  and  the  other  man  was  found  not  guilty. 
So  that  is  unsolved.  There  are  three — there 
must  be  others — but  there  are  three  that  the 
captain  of  Charlestown,  then  a  lieutenant  at 
the  North  End  station,  never  solved.  So  I 
think  no  credit  should  be  given  where  credit 
is  not  due.  When  a  murder  can  go  on  un- 
solved for  two  years,  I  say  something  is  wrong 
with  the  Police  Department,  because,  as  I 
stated  before,  every  time  I  read  a  Boston 
newspaper  it  always  referred  to  the  unsolved 
murder  in  Charlestown  in  1942,  and  I  still 
maintain  they  never  would  have  found  out 
who  the  murderer  was  if  it  wasn't  a  girl, 
who  after  two  years,  came  forward  and  told 
who  had  made  an  attack  on  her. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — This  resolution  has 
certainly  gone  far  afield.  We  wind  up,  after 
trying  to  commend  the  police  for  doing  the 
very  thing  we  expect  of  them,  which  is  some- 
thing we  have  a  right  to  expect — we  wind, 
up  in  personalities.  So,  apparently,  the  resolu- 
tion is  not  at  fault,  apparently,  the  sponsor 
is.  Now  that  Councilor  Coffey  has  talked 
long  and  well,  it  appears  his  sole  objection! 
now,  although  he  says  he  will  go  along  with 
it,  his  sole  objection  now  is  the  commending 
of  a  police  captain  whose  boy  very  nearly 
removed  him  from  the  political  scene  in 
East  Boston  on  many  occasions,  Peter  DiSessa. 
Mr.  President,  as  far  as  the  ninety-million- 
dollar  ring  in  Charlestown  is  concerned,  I 
wonder  if  Councilor  Coffey  finds  it  possible 
to  be  in  two  places  at  one  time.  For  instance, 
he  takes  good  care  of  Ward  1,  to  hear  him 
tell  it.  Apparently  he  is  home  all  the  time. 
Well,  either  he  is  at  home  all  the  time  and 
at  that  process,  at  the  self-same  time,  he  is 
elsewhere,  or  else  he  has  a  staff  of  rounders 
that  he  has  described  as  stool  pigeons  when 
they  give  the  police  any  aid  on  a  murder 
case.  I  don't  find  it  possible  to  be  at  home 
and  listen  to  people  every  night  in  the  week 
and  also  to  be  around  Thompson  square  and 
Hancock  square  and  Sullivan  square,  wonder- 
ing who  is  operating  illegal  games.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  is  of  no  concern  to  me 
at  all  that  the  thing  is  revealed.  If  it  was 
there,  if  in  years  prior  to  my  going  in  St 
was  there,  then  I  inherit  the  blame  and  the 
police  get  the  credit.  I  wonder  if  the  coun- 
cilor would  not  delve  in  a  little  deeper  anil 
find  out  who  brought  them  in.  In  the  first 
place,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  didn't  come 
into  politics  until  New  Year's  Day,  1941, 
by  way  of  the  Legislature,  yet  "Doc"  Sagansky 
was  tried  only  a  year  ago  and  sent  to  State 
Prison    for   operating   a    racket   that   had   been 


years  old.  What  was  said  on  the  floor  of  the 
chamber  prior  to  my  election  to  this  Body  about 
anything  that  resembled  a  ninety-million-dol- 
lar lottery  ring  and  who  protected  "Doc."  Sa- 
gansky all  those  years?  "Doc."  Sagansky 
was  unknown  to  me,  along  with  all  those  big 
shot  racketeers,  for  the  reason  I  had  no  time 
to  cultivate  the  gentleman  and  for  a  second 
reason,  that  it  would  be  against  my  instinct 
to  know  a  person  like  him  if  I  could  have 
known  him.  But,  by  his  own  light,  he  might 
be  a  decent  guy;  most  of  them  are  from 
what  I  hear.  As  to  the  parking  lot  in 
Charlestown,  I  took  a  street  car  ride  in  that 
territory  at  about  quarter  of  five,  down 
around  Bunker  Hill  street,  and  the  streets 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Navy  Yard  were 
jammed  with  automobiles,  bumper  to  bumper. 
Now,  it  doesn't  take  any  stretch  of  the 
imagination  to  say  you  could  probably  stand 
in  the  middle  of  several  of  those  streets — I 
say  probably — and  touch  the  walls  on  either 
side  with  your  outstretched  fingertips.  I 
often  wonder  what  would  happen  down  that 
way  if  we  had  a  fire  in  the  old  tenements 
that  have  not  been  removed,  the  like  of  which 
supplied  the  murder  scene  for  Mrs.  Sheridan. 
The  Navy  Yard  officials  have  wanted  those 
streets  kept  free  and  clear  for  the  ingress  of 
fire  apparatus  in  case  of  fire.  At  the  self- 
same time  that  they  make  that  request  of 
the  police,  they  want  the  Street  Commissioners 
to  allow  unlimited  parking  for  men  who 
come  in  to  work  in  their  automobiles.  That 
situation  is  entirely  similar  to  being  in  two 
places  at  one  time,  which  is  a  physical  im- 
possibility, much  as  it  is  impossible  to  have 
streets  cleared  and  blocked  up  at  a  precise 
moment.  The  police  owe  me  nothing.  The 
police  owe  me  less  than  nothing.  The  reason 
I  was  one  of  the  eight  who  felt  that  the  police 
alone  should  not  be  favored  two  years  ago, 
for  the  good  and  sufficient  reason  that,  if  my 
memory  is  not  faulty,  Councilor  Sullivan 
asked  that  the  hospital  employees  be  included 
in  the  order  that  Councilor  Coffey  filed.  What 
is  wrong  with  that?  We  have  people  out 
there  working  under  trying  conditions  for 
little  or  nothing,  who,  if  they  don't  take 
their  meals  there,  don't  get  the  money — or 
they  didn't  then.  There  is  nothing  inconsist- 
ent in  that.  Councilor  Coffey  said,  in  wind- 
ing up  his  remarks,  that  if  he  likes  a  guy 
he  is  with  him;  if  he  doesn't  like  him  he 
will  speak  clearly  of  him.  I  am  entitled  to 
that  self-same  position.  I  can  condemn  the 
police  and  reduce  them  to  kindling,  like 
anyone  else  can  in  here,  when  the  police 
are  at  fault,  but  when  they  have  done  some- 
thing meritorious,  in  spite  of  it  being  their 
sworn  duty  to  do  it,  I  don't  know  why  any- 
one should  object  to  giving  them  a  little  pat 
on  the  back.  I  am  drawing  completely  on 
memory  when  I  remember  the  fire  that  cost 
the  lives  of  six  men  in  a  cave-in  somewhere, 
around  November,  1942,  two  weeks  to  the 
day,  I  believe,  before  the  Grove  disaster.  Six 
firemen  were  killed.  I  am  drawing  wholly 
on  memory  and  I  think  I  am  right,  when  I 
say  that  Councilor  Coffey  commended  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  excellent  work  at 
the  time  he  spoke  of  the  irreparable  loss  to 
the  families  of  those  six  men.  How  long 
since  the  firemen  are  working  for  nothing? 
How  long  since  they  have  been  charged  with 
less  responsibility  than  the  police?  And  no 
one  got  up  to  question  the  merit  of  thef 
order  or  resolution,  that  saw  fit  to  speak 
in  high  terms  of  the  men  who  lost  their  six 
comrades.  Most  of  the  Body  that  is  here 
today  was  here  in  December  of  1942,  when 
Councilor  Coffey  offered  that  resolve.  And 
what  is  worse  still,  if  he  didn't  offer  such 
a  resolve,  he  should  have.  It  is  all  very  well 
to  say  we  are  getting  paid — we  are  getting 
paid — there  is  a  little  more  to  public  service 
than  that.  We  are  always  talking  about  the 
inadequacy  of  the  pay  for  public  servants, 
including  ourselves,  and  it  ill  becomes  any 
one  of  us  to  say  that  men  who  solve  brutal 
murders  of  this  type  should  not  be  commended 
publicly  by  the  responsible  body  of  this  city  of 
which  the  objector  is  one.     Then  a  final  word 
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about  the  good  Congressman  from  the  11th 
district.  I  made  statements  here  about  Curley, 
and  my  tongue  wasn't  in  my  cheek.  I  made 
them  in  all  sincerity.  I  ask  all  of  you  but  Coun- 
cilor Coffey  to  believe  this;  I  don't  suppose 
he  will.  I  made  them  in  all  sincerity  from 
the  bottom  of  my  heart,  because  I  think,  to 
use  the  slang  expression,  that  he  was  getting 
what  we  call  a  "bum  shake"  and  I  meant 
every  word  I  said  on  Councilor  Hurley's  resolu- 
tion. I  take  no  word  of  it  back.  Neither 
do  I  take  back  one  syllable  of  any  wordi 
passed  between  us  at  the  Park  Square  Build- 
ing, when  I  kept  a  two  o'clock  appointment 
with  him  on  Columbus  Day  afternoon  in 
1941.  If  I  were  to  die  the  next  minute  C 
could  say  that  and  have  no  lie  on  my  tongue. 
You  don't  expect  there  would  be  a  record  of 
that,  do  you?  You  will  find  in  a  previous 
remark  several  weeks  ago,  that  I  identified 
the  time  and  place,  just  as  I  did  a  minute 
ago — the  Park  Square  Building,  headquarters 
of  James  Michael  Curley,  for  Mayor,  at  a 
two  o'clock  appointment  on  Columbus  Day 
afternoon,  1941.  And  I  didn't  refresh  my 
memory  when  the  councilor  took  me  to  task 
about  making  misstatements  about  the  good 
and  genial  James  Michael  Curley,  as  to  Cur- 
ley's  hopes  and  desires  to  get  back  at  me, 
as  he  phrases  it,  on  another  occasion.  That 
is  all  very  well.  That  is  part  and  parcel  of 
his  political  technique  which  cost  him  four 
major  offices.  It  cost  him  the  contest  against 
young  Lodge;  it  cost  him  the  contest  against 
Maurice  Tobin;  it  cost  him  the  contest  against 
Saltonstall  in  1938  and  it  cost  him,  again,  the 
mayoralty  in  1941, — the  tactics  of  1890  that 
won't  go  today.  And  if  I  were  to  know,  be- 
yond all  peradventure  of  a  doubt,  that  today 
was  my  last  day  on  earth,  I  say  for  the  third 
time,  that  those  words  passed  between  James 
M.  Curley  and  me,  in  the  Park  Square  Build- 
ing, Boston,  on  Columbus  Day,  October  12, 
1941,  when  I  kept  a  two  o'clock  appointment 
with  him.  And  as  long  as  Councilor  Coffey 
went  into  the  contest  itself  very  briefly,  I 
will  try  and  go  into  it  very  briefly  my  own 
self.  He  said  that  Tobin  was  Galvin;  every- 
one knew  it.  Galvin  was  Tobin;  everyone 
knew  it.  I  told  Curley  I  didn't  want  to  wind 
up  going  in  on  his  coat  tails,  and  it  appears 
that  that  is  exactly  what  happened,  because 
in  the  precincts  where  I  got  my  lowest  vote 
Mayor  Tobin  got  his  lowest  vote.  To  give  you 
the  specific  figures  in  Precinct  8:  Curley  389 
votes  to  410  for  Galvin.  I  got  157  votes  and 
Tobin  got  189.  That  is  Precinct  8.  And  that 
shows  you  whether  or  not  they  voted  Curley 
and  Kinsella  in  the  Curley  stronghold.  We 
then  had  seventeen  precincts  in  Charlestown 
and  the  total  vote  is  very  revealing  so  far 
as  we  have  got  it:  5,900,  right  to  the  town, 
James  M.  Curley  received.  I  received  about 
1,100  less.  William  J.  Galvin  received  4,600; 
and  Maurice  Tobin  received  3,268.  You  can  see 
now  how  much  of  a  vote  I  got  that  was  strictly 
Curley,  but  I  do  wish  in  spite  of  the  fact, 
I  suppose  he  sent  that  letter  over  his  own 
signature — and  this  is  no  sop  to  Curley  or 
any  of  his  supporters,  old  or  new,  I  wish 
him  the  best,  and  I  mean  it,  gentlemen.  I 
would  like  to  see  him  absolved.  I  think  it 
is  a  pity  for  a  man  to  go  out  at  the  age 
of  seventy,  after  having  done  so  many  nice 
things  that  he  has  undoubtedly  done  for  the 
city  and  for  the  people.  I  didn't  inject  his 
name  here,  nor  did  I  inject  politics.  That 
was  thrown  at  me  gratis,  but  I  would  be 
less  than  a  man  if  I  didn't  make  some  effort 
to  straighten  out  the  record.  The  parking 
lot  situation  in  Charlestown,  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  is  a  police  matter.  When  the 
Navy  Yard  officials  once  make  their  minds 
up  you  can't  park  cars.  You  can't  park 
cars  and  have  vacant  spaces  at  the  same 
time.  If  the  Charlestown  people  want  to 
keep  the  streets  clean  they  have  to  have  the 
gutters  free  and  clear  of  cars.  You  can'b 
very  well  brush  a  section  of  the  gutter  that  is 
parked  with  half  a  dozen  or  a  dozen  cars. 
That  is  a  physical  impossibility.  And,  in- 
cidentally,   I    hope    this    order    doesn't    go    to 


Executive.  It  has  not  developed  contention. 
No  one  else  has  spoken  on  the  order,  and 
even  though  the  objector  is  going  to  vote 
fen     it.    1    ask    suspension    of    the    rules. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  just  a  matter 
of  straightening  out  the  record.  I  would  like 
to  Call  the  attention  of  my  good  friend  and 
colleague  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey)  and 
ask  what  he  means  when  he  tells  about  the 
police  officer,  "Just  because  he  happened  to 
be  an  Italian."  I  am  only  wondering  how 
long  it  is  going  to  take  us  to  stop  and  realize 
that  we  are  Americans,  regardless  of  our 
race,  color  or  creed,  and  I  am  only  wondering 
why  it  is,  whenever  I  get  up  to  speak,  be- 
cause I  happen  to  be  of  Italian  extraction — 
of  which  I  am  darn  proud  now  and  at  all 
times — that  I  have  to  be  looked  upon  as 
taking  sides  because  a  person  concerned  hap- 
pened to  be  an  Italian.  I  have  only  stated 
what  I  have  because  the  man  had  only  been 
a  captain  for  about  a  month  or  so,  and  the 
man  that  has  been  promoted  to  the  position 
has  concerned  himself  with  two  murders,  one 
after  the  other,  in  addition  to  the  other 
duties  that  are  found  in  that  position,  and 
the  solution  has  been  brought  about  by  ap- 
prehending the  individuals  who  have  com- 
mitted the  crimes.  I  say  that  we  ought  to 
commend  that  person,  not  on  account  of 
his  race,  color  or  creed  but  on  account  of 
his  being  an  American,  that  he  has  fulfilled 
his  duty.  I  stated  that  I  would  be  the  first 
one  to  criticize  any  individual  in  any  de- 
partment if  they  needed  to  be  criticized.  But 
I  want  to  praise  them  when  they  need  to 
be  praised.  We  are  all  Americans  and  I  say 
that  the  man  who  has  no  pride  in  whatever 
country  he  sprung  from,  has  no  right  to  be 
protected  by  our  Stars  and  Stripes  if  he  has 
taken  the  Oath  of  Allegience  to  our  country. 
But  we  have  nothing  to  say  and  nothing  to 
do,  in  so  far  as  our  race,  color  or  creed  is! 
concerned.  I  say  that  I  was  born  in  Italy, 
came  to  this  country  when  I  was  eight  and 
a  half  years  old,  have  been  in  the  country 
for  thirty  years,  and  I  bow  my  head  to  no 
one,  whether  he  be  the  President  of  the 
United  States  or  whether  he  be  the  poorest 
and  the  lowest  individual.  I  am  proud  of  the 
fact  that  I  took  the  pledge  of  allegiance  and 
I  cherish  that  in  my  heart,  and  when  I  got 
up  to  speak  I  am  proud  first,  to  be  an  Ameri- 
can, but  I  shall  be  proud  of  my  ancestry 
until  my  dying  day.  So  let  us  be  not  con- 
fused. I  do  not  wish  to  eulogize  any  in- 
dividual because  he  happened  to  be  of  any 
extraction  that  I  might  be  in  favor  of,  but 
I  will  admire  the  person,  respect  him  and 
give  him  credit  in  such  a  case  as  the  case 
that  has  presented  itself,  in  the  solving  of 
these  two  murders,  that  the  ones  that  have 
committed  the  crime  have  been  apprehended, 
regardless  of  what  the  clues  were.  I  wish 
to  state  here,  I  wonder  how  many  crimes 
would  have  been  solved  if  it  hadn't  been  for 
the  individual  that  committed  the  crime  hav- 
ing broken  down,  or  where  someone  else  who 
had  knowledge  of  the  crime  came  forth  and 
gave  whatever  information  they  had.  I  won- 
der how  many  criminals  would  have  been 
apprehended   if   it  hadn't  been   for  those  facts? 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  first,  an- 
swering the  gentleman  from  Ward  3,  I  still 
reiterate  the  only  reason  for  his  coming  into 
the  argument  is  that  the  captain  over  in 
Charlestown  happens  to  be  of  Italian  ex- 
traction. When  I  mentioned  that  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Russo)  brings  out 
the  fact  that  we  are  all  Americans,  he  knows 
I  know  that,  just  as  well  as  he  knows  it,  be- 
cause I  represent  twice  as  many  Italians  in 
my  ward  as  he  has  in  his  ward  and  in  my  last 
contest  against  a  single  Italian — not  this  last 
fight  against  DiSessa — his  last  fight  in  the 
Senate  contest,  look  up  the  vote  in  the  Italian 
precincts  and  you  will  find  I  carried  two 
to  one  over  the  gentleman  from  Ward  3.  So 
I  know  what  I  am  talking  about.  Catch  us 
all  flatfooted  and  say,  at  a  moment's  notice, 
"What  nationality  are  you?"  and  it  will 
come  out,  "I  am  Irish,  Italian — "  and  a 
moment  later  you   will  think   and   say   "No,   I 
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am  American."  That  is  only  natural.  Sure 
we  are  all  Americans.  I  think  I  have  done  as 
much  as,  if  not  more  than,  the  gentleman, 
from  Ward  3.  for  the  Italian  people  of  Boston, 
and  it  is  only  natural  I  should,  because  I 
have  twice  the  Italian  population  in  my 
ward  as  the  gentleman  from  Ward  3.  Now, 
bringing  in  DiSessa's  name,  I  never  mentioned 
it  until  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown  men- 
tioned it  and  said  that  his  son  almost  un- 
seated me.  He  almost  unseated  me  400  votes, 
which  is  a  hell  of  a  lot  of  votes.  I  was 
almost  unseated  before  that  with  thirteen 
votes,  and  I  am  even  getting  a  little  stronger, 
so  I  think  I  am  doing  all  right.  But  I 
brought  out  the  fact  in  my  ward  where  every 
horse  room  and  number  racket  was  operating, 
and  I  did  not  use  any  stool  pigeons.  And 
I  can  be  in  two  places  at  one  time  because 
I  do  have  a  lot  of  time,  because  I  don't  hold 
two  jobs  like  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown 
does,  up  until  he  lost  his  $60  job  in  the  Navy 
Yard,  employed  by  a  private  contractor,  the 
contractor  thinking  he  might  get  more  con- 
tracts with  his  being  kept  on  the  pay  roll 
which  he  was  for  quite  a  length  of  time. 
It  wasn't  under  Galvin  I  introduced  the  order 
telling  about  the  hundred-million-dollar  ring 
in  Charlestown.  It  was  while  he  sat  next  to 
me,  and  he  never  opened  his  mouth  one  way 
or  the  other.  And,  as  I  said  before,  thle, 
facts  were  brought  out  when  the  investiga- 
tion was  made  by  the  Attorney-General,  and 
they  did  find  a  ninety-million-dollar  ring  op- 
erating within  a  stone's  throw  of  the  police 
station  in  the  Charlestown  district,  where  the 
gentleman  on  my  right  comes  from.  But  he 
did  say  in  his  speeches,  when  he  was  running 
against  Galvin,  when  he  was  elected,  that 
O'Neil  was  the  czar  of  the  racket  men  in 
Charlestown.  But  he  wasn't  in  office  a  month 
when  he  was  friendly  with  O'Neil,  the  so- 
called  czar,  according  to  his  own  statement 
on  the  public  platform  in  Charlestown.  Time 
and  time  again  he  made  that  statement,  that 
he  would  drive  the  racket  men  out  of  Charles- 
town if  he  was  elected,  but  I  notice  they  are 
still  there  and  still  operating  and  will  con- 
tinue while  he  is  councilor  from  the  district 
because  he  will  do  nothing  about  driving 
them  out.  At  least  I  have  come  here  and 
named  names  and  places  and  named  them  in 
Charlestown  and  West  Roxbury  and  Roxbury 
and  other  sections,  and  especially  did  I  name 
them  in  my  own  ward,  and  I  have  closed 
them  up,  not  because  the  police  wanted  to, 
but  because  of  the  fact  I  brought  public 
attention  to  the  fact  that  these  places  were 
operating.  Now,  the  parking  space  situation 
over  there  in  Charlestown  everybody  knows  is 
a  joke.  Everybody  knows  if  you  park  your 
car  on  the  street  you  are  going  to  be 
hauled  into  court  and  fined  $20,  so 
there  is  only  one  thing  for  you  to  do, — 
park  your  car  in  a  parking  lot  and  pay 
a  couple  of  dollars  a  week  of  the  money  you 
go  in  there  and  sweat  and  earn.  And  when 
the  Traffic  Commission  saw  fit  to  set  aside 
certain  back  streets  in  Charlestown,  where 
there  aren't  any  property  owners,  to  allow 
defense  workers  to  park,  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  went  before  the 
Traffic  Board  and  demanded  they  take  those 
parking  signs  down.  He  said  they  were  mak- 
ing $90  a  week  and  could  afford  to  spend  15 
cents  a  day  to  keep  their  cars  in  parking 
lots.  That  statement  came  from  one  of  the 
men  who  represents  the  machinists'  union  in 
executive  chamber  of  the  Boston  City  Council, 
and  the  street  signs  were  taken  down  and  the 
poor  suckers  over  there  have  to  go  back  in 
the  parking  lot  and  pay  $2  a  week,  or  go  into 
court  and  pay  $20  fine,  which  they  can  ill 
afford  to  pay.  Now,  since  Captain  DiSessa 
has  been  brought  to  the  front,  and  politics 
have  been  brought  in — DiSessa  is  no  fool  when 
it  comes  to  politics.  He  has  played  Governor 
Saltonstall  and  gotten  a  payoff  because  Salton- 
stall,  through  his  stooge  Lupien,  allowed  Cap- 
tain DiSessa  to  go  from  No.  13  on  the  list  to 
No.  G  and  Sullivan  wasn't  appointed  long 
enough  to  know  where  the  Police  Headquarters 


was  before  DiSessa  was  the  one  appointed  cap- 
tain and  given  the  Charlestown  district.  It  stinks 
with  politics,  the  Police  Department.  Only  a 
few  Weeks  ago  I  said  that  90  per  cent  of 
the  cops  were  with  Saltonstall.  Why  doesn't 
he  give  us  home  rule?  He  can  do  it  in  the 
incoming  Legislature  if  he  has  the  guts. 
Let  us  run  our  own  racketeers  out.  Let  us 
be  our  own  bosses.  And  if  Bushnell  decides 
to  step  in  and  take  any  of  these  racketeers; 
let  Saltonstall  quit  and  not  force  Bushnell 
to  quit.  He  is  supposed  to  have  taken  mov- 
ing pictures  of  the  police  taking  graft. 
Where  are  those  pictures?  He  was  supposed 
to  have  all  kinds  of  testimony,  including 
people  that  worked  in  the  Court  House,  testi- 
mony of  Sagansky,  and  offer  such  a  small 
sentence,  and  get  people  to  testify.  Salton- 
stall is  responsible  for  every  rotten  condition 
that  is  going  on  in  Boston  because  he  is  in 
control  of  the  Boston  Police  Department.  Let 
him  give  Boston  home  rule.  The  only  reason 
he  kept  Timilty  there  was  because  he  was 
forced  to  keep  Timilty  there.  Don't  let  any- 
body "kid"  you  that  the  blueblood  from 
Beacon  Hill  is  the  type  of  man  who  wouldn't 
stoop  to  do  anything  wrong.  Racketeer  after 
racketeer  in  this  city  have  spent  thousands 
of  dollars  backing  Saltonstall  because  they 
knew  he  wouldn't  force  Timilty 's  hand,  and 
now  he  makes  another  appointment.  A  man 
who  before  the  Executive  Committee  made  a 
statement  that  "Salty"  was  a  great  guy.  He 
never  knew  Timilty  was  going  to  be  re- 
moved; he  had  no  idea.  You  can  imagine, 
after  getting  this  appointment  for  seven 
years,  he  is  going  to  do  his  utmost  to  keep 
the  Police  Department  98  per  cent  Demo- 
cratic! He  is  going  to  keep  them  in  the 
Republican  ranks.  I  blame  Saltonstall  for 
every  rotten  condition  in  Boston.  I  blame 
him  for  the  unsolved  murders  and  I  will  have 
lost  my  faith  in  the  Attorney-General  if  he 
quits  cold  to  get  back  in  the  good  graces  of 
the  Republican  Party  so  he  can  be  elected 
again.  I  think  it  is  high  time  the  Demo- 
crats got  together.  We  can  wipe  them  out. 
I  had  an  example  on  St.  Patrick's  Day  at 
the  parade  when  it  could  truthfully  be  called 
Orange  Day  parade  from  what  I  saw,  wear- 
ing big  ribbons  and  marching  along  to  the 
applause  of  the  few  Irish  that  are  left — 
and  I  say  "few"  because  after  what  I  have 
seen  take  place  there,  the  Irish  people  are 
thinning  out  fast  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
if  something  isn't  done  in  a  few  years  they 
will  all  be  Yankees.  Every  Democrat  in  the 
state  is  afraid  to  run  this  year  against  the 
Republican  Party  because  of  the  bootleggers 
that  are  serving  up  on  Beacon  Hill  that 
invite  these  people  to  the  kind  of  affairs  they 
have  no  right  to  be  at.  I  don't  condemn 
them,  but  I  don't  think  it  is  the  likes  of  my 
kind  that  should  invite  them  there,  telling 
people  what  great  guys  they  are,  eulogizing 
them  to  the  skies,  and  one  little  rat  up  there 
says  so-and-so  is  a  good  fellow  and  that 
so-and-so  goes  up  there  into  a  high  political 
office.  God  help  him  when  he  goes  up  there, 
because  he  will  be  thrown  out  of  the  State 
House  if  he  is  seeking  a  job.  I  know  from 
the  old  days,  in  1929  and  1930,  when  Leo 
Birmingham  and  Frank  Jones  and  the  rest 
of  us  were  there.  You  couldn't  get  in  a  bill, 
whether  Democratic  or  Republican.  In  the 
last  Legislature  you  couldn't  get  thirty  men 
to  stand  up  for  roll  call  to  force  the  matter 
of  Suffolk  Downs  and  the  old  age  pension, 
and  because  of  the  failure  of  those  thirty 
men  to  stand  up  and  get  a  roll  call,  every 
dollar  of  that  would  have  gone  to  old  age 
pension  instead  of  into  the  pockets  of  those 
running  Suffolk  Downs.  It  is  the  money 
the  people  failed  to  claim  on  winning  tickets 
that  year.  I  am  sick  and  disgusted  with  all 
this  hobnobbing  around  with  them.  I  will 
give  credit  where  credit  is  due,  but  I  can't 
see  any  credit  coming  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment in  solving  a  murder  two  years  old  when 
they  have  other  murders  to  spur  them  on 
and  by  some  act  of  God  they  go  down  and  a 
girl  squeals  she  is  attacked.  Let  us  be  honest 
and  let  us  talk  facts  and  not  talk  double  talk.

Coun.   CARET?  —Mr.   President,   one   week  ago 

today  I  voted  against  this  order.  That  I  intend 
to  do  again  today.  And  I  was  sorry  to  know  that 
as  a  result  of  my  opposition  to  the  order  last 
Monday  the  Mayor  of  the  city  saw  tit  to  publicly 
criticize  ine  for  voting  against  his  request.  In 
other  words,  the  Mayor  of  Boston  said  to  in. 
to  those  who  voted  along  with  me  last  Monday, 
against  this  appropriation,  that  I  have  no  right 
to  my  personal   opinion.      If   the    May 01    wants   to 

dl-putc    that    light.    1    suppose    ihat    Is    his    privilege, 

but  it  is  the  right  of  every  man  and  every  woman 
whether  they  hold  public  office  or  not,  to  have 
and  to  express  then  own  opinion.  And  I  have 
been  more  than  pleased  during  the  past  week 
at  the  communications  that  I  have  received,  not 
only  from  Ward  10.  tie  ward  that  I  represent  in 
the  City  Council,  but  from  Ward  3  ami  Ward  5, 
from  South  Boston  and  Charlestown,  from  East 
Boston  and  Dorchester,  from  All.-ton.  Jamaica 
Plain,  and  every  section  of  this  city,  commending 
me  for  having  had  the  courage  to  exercise  that 
light  that  Cod  gave  me.  and  that  light  that  "as 
invested  in  me  when  I  was  elected  by  the  people 
in  my  distrct  to  come  here  and  represent  them, 
not  for  one  term,  not  for  two  terms,  as  was  cus- 
tomary in  Ward  10  but  for  the  third  and  the 
fourth  term.  So,  in  so  far  as  that  particular 
phase  of  the  question  is  concerned,  I  am  going  to 
rely  on  the  good  people  of  Ward  10  who  have 
faith  in  me  and  in  my  judgment  on  matters  that 
come  here  before  us  as  members  of  the  City 
Council,  to  question  as  to  whether  or  not  I  am 
acting  in  their  inteiests,  their  best  interests,  and 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston,  when  I 
see  fit  to  hold  up  an  appropriation  such  as  was 
asked  for  here  last  Monday.  We  don't  need 
$5,000  to  tell  the  people,  not  only  of  Boston. 
but  all  over  the  country,  and  in  points  beyond 
the  shores  of  this  country,  that  Boston  is  filthy. 
We  know  it  and  we  have  known  it  and  there  is  no 
member  of  this  Body  who  has  asked  on  more 
occasions  than  I  have  that  men  and  money  and 
equipment  be  furnished  to  clean  up  the  filthy 
streets  and  the  filthy  conditions  that  have  been 
existing  here  in  Boston  for  a  long  time.  We 
don't  need  reels  in  the  theaters  telling  the  people 
of  Boston  how  to  be  clean.  I  say  it  is  a  pitiful 
age,  when  the  Mayor  of  this  city  has  to  use  the 
moving  picture  theater  to  tell  the  people  that 
Bostonians  are  dirty.  Bostonians  are  clean. 
They  can  take  care  of  themselves.  They  always 
have.  But  when  it  comes  to  dirty  conditions, 
filthy  conditions,  in  our  streets  and  alleyways. 
people  of  the  city  have  to  have  cooperation  in 
order  to  remove  those  conditions.  I  have  con- 
stantly asked  that  something  be  done  about  it. 
not  only  in  orders  in  this  Council  but  if  I  had  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  here  now  he  could 
well  tell  the  members  of  this  Council  and  the 
people  of  Boston  that  on  innumerable  occasions 
Councilor  Carey  has  asked  that  equipment  be 
bought,  that  men  be  supplied,  not  only  to  clean 
the  streets  of  Ward  10  but  the  entire  city.  Why 
the  Mayor  saw  fit  to  publicly  criticize  me,  I 
don't  know.  There  is  nothing  I  have  ever  done, 
excepting  to  act  here  with  the  God-given  judg- 
ment that  came  to  me  when  I  came  upon  this 
earth.  I  might  be  independent;  thank  God  that 
I  am.  I  intend  to  stay  that  way.  And  there  is 
no  individual,  be  he  Mayor  of  the  city  or  anyone 
else  who  is  going  to  steer  me  into  voting  against 
that    God-given   judgment.      When    f    think    I    am 


right  I  intend  to  stand  my  ground.  All  you 
have  to  do,  not  only  as  a  resident  of  this  city 
but  as  a  visitor  of  the  city,  is  to  go  around  this 
town  and  see  the  tilth  and  dirt  for  yourself.  I 
like  clean  streets,  definitely.  They  are  an  asset 
to  any  community.  I  have  my  right  here,  the 
right  that  I  intend  to  keep,  to  express  myself 
and  to  call  things  as  I  sec  them.  It  is  a  splendid 
thing  to  go  along  with  the  Mayor  of  the  city. 
I  would  like  to  cooperate  with  him,  and,  upon 
his  own  admission,  not  in  one  instance  have  I 
been  unfair  with  him.  In  the  little  over  six 
years  I  have  sei  ved  here — he  and  1  came  into 
the  city  administration  at  the  same  time — I  have 
always   tried    to  roopeiate   with   him,   and  I  dislike 

this  criticism  that  is  most  unfair.  I  am  ovei 
seven  years  of  age,  and  I  am  able  lo  exercise 
the  judgment,  the  sensible  judgment,  that  I  feel 
I  possess.  If  the  Mayor  of  Boston  feels  that  an 
advertising  campaign  is  necessary,  that  is  going 
to  cost  the  taxpayers  15,000,  and  I  don't — then 
we  should  be  allowed  to  differ  without  public 
criticism.  But  I  can  well  imagine  in  these  days. 
•  specially,  of  paper  shortages  the  necessity  of 
conserving  all  kinds  of  waste  paper,  be  it  newsprint, 
pasteboard  oi  whatevei  you  might  call  it,  and 
jet  we  find  that  a  great  deal  of  this  $5,000  is  to 
be  spent  lo  print  130,000  pledge  raids.  I  have 
had  some  experience  in  political  life,  not  only  on 
my  own  account  but  on  behalf  of  other  candidates 
in  whose  interest  I  worked,  and  I  have  found 
it  to  be  my  experience  that  pledges  do  not  mean 
a  thing.  It  is  an  easy  thing  to  make  a  pledge. 
It  is  a  far  different  thing  to  keep  it.  We  don't 
need  to  advertise  this  condition.  We  need  clean 
ts.  \\  i  need  clean  alleyways.  I  have  confi- 
dence in  the  people  of  this  city,  that  if  they  are 
given  men  and  given  equipment,  if  they  are 
cooperated  with  in  having  regular  collections, 
tegular  sweep-ups,  a  little  more  broom  and  a  little 
ring,  that  the  streets  will  not  attract  the 
criticism  that  they  have  in  recent  months, — as  a 
matter  of  fact,  in  recent  years.  I  want  to  see 
Boston  clean.  I  represent  the  city  and  the  City 
Council.  I  am  proud  of  the  city.  I  want  to 
do  everything  I  can  to  help  this  city,  but  if  we 
an-  going  to  spend  $5,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money, 
let  us  spend  it  in  a  way  that  is  going  to  bring 
about  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended,  to 
actually  clean  and  clear  away  the  filth  and  make 
Boston  a  city  we  will  well  be  proud  of. 

Coun.  FISH — One  week  ago  today  I  stood  here 
as  an  individual.  1  exercised  the  right  which  the 
people  invested  in  me  when  they  elected  me  to  the 
City  Council,  the  right  of  using  my  own  judgment. 
That  judgment  was  probably  criticized.  Today, 
after  talking  with  hundreds  of  people  during  the 
past  week.  1  speak  principally  for  them  and  possi- 
bly repeat  some  of  what  I  personally  said  last 
week.  I  wonder  if  the  same  criticism  will  be  forth- 
coming tomorrow  morning  to  the  people.  Last 
Tuesday  morning,  through  the  medium  of  the 
press,  the  people  of  my  district  and  of  Boston  as  a 
whole  were  told  that  I  was  not  acting  in  their  best 
interests.  This  wa-J  told  to  them  by  the  Mayor — 
and  all  because  I  questioned  the  advisability  of 
spending  $5,000  of  the  already  overburdened  tax- 
payers' money  to  allow  him  to  be  portrayed  in  a 
motion  picture  throughout  Boston  as  a  recent 
exponent  of  cleanliness,  $5,000  may  not  be  much 
to  him,  but  it  is  a  lot  of  money  to  the  home  owners 
who  pay  the  bill.  There  are  some  in  this  Council 
who  have  so  firmly  attached  themselves  to  this,  if  I 
may  say  so,  "$5,000  Hollywood  star"  that  they  will 
undoubtedly  rise  to  their  feet  and  possibly  tell  you 
that  it  is  only  appealing  to  the  people  to — might  1 
say — keep  clean.  May  I  say  to  them,  in  return, 
"  Why  does  he  now,  after  six  years,  feel  that  he  has 
to  spend  $5,000  to  appeal  to  the  very  people  who, 
during  that  same  period  of  time,  have  in  vain 
pleaded  with  him  for  the  same  purpose?"  Let 
me  say  to  him,  neither  his  censure  nor  the  various 
editorials  which  have  appeared  in  the  press  during 
the  past  week  have  given  me  any  reason  to  change 
my  opinion.  On  the  contrary,  my  convictions 
have  been  made  much  firmer  during  the  past  week 
by  the  hundreds  of  people  with  whom  I  have 
spoken.  I  am  now  more  convinced  than  ever 
that  I  am  on  the  right  side,  of  the  people.  It  isn't 
me  that  they  have  censured,  but  rather  the  Mayor. 
Some  question  his  true  motive  in  this  advertising 
expenditure.  A  great  many  have  accused  him  of 
going  Hollywood  at  their  expense.  Others  say 
What  heights  has  he  reached  that  we  should  pay 
admission  to  hear  him  talk  on  cleanliness?"  Still 
others  say  he  has  traveled  so  fast  and  often  that 
he  hasn't  had  an  opportunity  to  see  the  filth  of  the 
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city  which  he  leaves  behind.  There  may  be  a 
great  deal  of  truth  in  what  they  say,  but  I  say,  Mr. 
President,  for  six  years  he  has  blinded  himself  to 
the  conditions  of  the  city  which  has  been  so  fair 
in  its  treatment  of  him.  For  six  years  he  has 
repeatedly  ignored  the  pleadings  of  this  Council 
and  of  the  people  to  clean  up  Boston.  Now,  only 
after  a  public  protest  by  the  press — a  meeting  of 
indignation  by  a  large  group  of  women  who 
recently  stormed  City  Hall — and  I  may  add,  the 
recent  order  which  I  introduced  here  strongly 
indorsing  the  "Cleanup  campaign" — does  he  decide 
not  to  do  anything,  not  to  provide  ways  and  means 
of  doing  it,  but  to  take  to  the  moving  pictures  and 
the  billboards  to  advertise  it.  You  probably  ex- 
cuse yourself,  Mr.  Mayor,  under  the  heading  of 
"Economy."  But  where  is  this  mysterious 
economy  of  which  you  speak?  Is  it  hidden  in  a 
$41  tax  rate,  high  municipal  budgets,  high  valua- 
tions? Or  is  his  idea  of  economy  to  prevent  under- 
paid city  employees  from  getting  a  permanent 
raise  to  meet  the  rising  living  costs.  Are  they  the 
only  ones  to  plead  economy,  while  at  the  same 
time — and  I  want  to  read  this  one  right — while  at 
the  same  time  one  department  head  getting  $7,000 
is  allowed  $5,500  for  a  position  in  another  depart- 
ment. Are  you  being  fair  with  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton, Mr.  Mayor?  Either  you,  or  Mr.  Frank  W. 
Buxton,  former  chairman  and  present  member 
of  the  Library  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  and  the  editorial  writer  of  the  Boston 
Herald — either  one  of  you  is  wrong,  when  Mr. 
Buxton  editorially  states,  in  substance,  that  more 
money  is  spent  for  far  less  useful  projects.  By 
right  of  the  City  Charter,  Mr.  Mayor,  you  have 
the  sole  appropriating  power,  and  if  Mr.  Buxton  is 
right  you  are  alone  to  blame.  What  right  has  any 
department  head  to  spend  or  obligate  the  city  for 
money  that  has  not  already  been  provided  and 
allocated  for  the  specific  purpose?  Would  you  not 
censure  them  or  take  them  to  task  for  doing  this? 
You  should.  Only  last  week  you  sent  a  request 
for  $5,000  to  this  Council.  It  wasn't  granted,  and 
if  I  am  to  believe  the  papers,  you,  yourself,  are 
guilty  of  ordering  this  $5,000  spent  before  it  had 
been  properly  allocated  and  provided  for  that 
specific  purpose.  What  special  privileges  do  you 
enjoy  with  the  taxpayers'  money  even  if  you  are 
the  Mayor  of  Boston?  And  what  would  you  do 
to  meet  these  bills  if  you  should  suddenly  lose  your 
present  hold  on  the  City  Council?  No,  Mr. 
Mayor,  the  people  don't  want  you  to  remotely  tell 
them  of  the  dirt  and  filth  of  our  city.  They  al- 
ready know  it.  But  what  they  don't  know,  and 
would  like  to  have  you  tell  them,  was  why,  with 
improvements  curtailed,  with  no  permanent  in- 
creases for  the  city  employees,  why,  with  a  $41 
tax  rate,  with  the  highest  budget  in  the  history  of 
our  city,  with  high  valuations,  why  they  could  not 
expect  to  have  at  least  the  gutters  cleaned  for 
them?  Other  Mayors  did  it,  even  when  the  tax 
rate  was  $20.  I  think  the  people  would  like  your 
answer,  Mr.  Mayor. 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  asking  for  an  excessive 
amount  of  money,  nor  do  I  think  he  is  asking  for 
a  very  unusual  thing.  After  all,  Mr.  President, 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  the  Chief  Executive  of  the 
city.  It  behooves  him  to  take  every  reasonable 
means  to  properly  conduct  municipal  business. 
The  Public  Works  Department  and  the  Health 
Department  and  other  agencies  of  our  govern- 
ment are  endeavoring  to  carry  on  their  particular 
functions  as  best  they  can  under  adverse  con- 
ditions. As  I  understand,  both  of  those  depart- 
ments are  undermanned  to  a  certain  extent, 
not  due  to  the  unwillingness  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  have  them  properly  equipped  but 
because  of  the  shortage  of  manpower.  I  know 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  and  the  Health 
Commissioner,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  have 
always  responded  to  my  cry  for  assistance  in 
cleaning  up  any  sections  of  my  area,  and  they 
have  done  so  gladly  and  willingly.  But,  Mr. 
President,  as  I  see  it,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is 
asking  for  this  money  to  educate  that  portion  of 
the  public,  whoever  it  may  be,  to  cooperate 
with  his  municipal  agencies  in  cleaning  the  city 
up.  That  is  not  an  unusual  request,  Mr.  President. 
The  city  of  New  York  spends  many  more 
thousands  per  year  in  endeavoring  to  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  public  the  need  for  full  coopera- 
tion in  maintaining  the  city  in  a  clean  manner. 
I  sincerely  hope,  Mr.  President,  the  City  Council 
will  see  fit  today  to  pass  this  appropriation. 
It  is  a  reasonable  request,  and  I  feel  certain  it 
will  be  put  to  good  use  and  that  dividends  will  be 
returned    to    the   citizens   of   Boston,    to    the   tax- 


payers, by  the  expenditure  of  this  money.  I 
am  sure  that  the  money  will  be  properly  expended, 
be  spent  to  educate  the  public  to  the  need  of 
their  full  cooperation  with  the  municipal  authorities 
to  clean  the  streets,  the  alleys  and  everything 
else  that  requires  cleaning.  This  money  will 
he  spent  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  public 
as  to  the  results  of  uncleanliness,  as  to  the  many 
diseases  that  are  caused  by  uncleanliness.  And 
I  may  say  at  this  time,  Mr.  President,  that  I 
hope  particularly  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
in  his  advertising  campaign  of  education,  will 
ask  for  the  full  cooperation  of  the  citizens  to 
do  something  in  order  to  abate  the  rodent  menace 
which  does  exist  in  this  city.  I  fully  appreciate, 
Mr.  President,  that  certain  offices  of  our  agencies 
are  undermanned,  and  that  some  time  in  the 
future  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  when  the  opportunity 
presents  itself,  will  see  that  they  are  properly 
manned.  But  in  the  meantime  let  us  cooperate 
with  his  Honor,  let  us  go  half  way  with  him, 
and  give  him  an  opportunity  to  prove  what  he 
contends  and  that  is  that  this  expenditure  will 
be  spent  so  as  to  give  dividends  to  the  taxpayers 
in  helping  to  cooperate  in  maintaining  a  clean 
city.     I  trust,  sir,  the  order  will  be  passed. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
strongly  in  favor  of  this  drive  to  clean  up  the 
City  of  Boston,  not  only  to  make  it  a  bright  and 
shining  city  by  Easter  but  to  keep  it  so  through- 
out this  year  and  every  other  year.  I,  too,  have 
been  in  contact  with  the  people  of  my  .ward, 
which,  as  most  of  you  know,  is  one  of  the  largest 
taxpaying  wards  of  this  city,  and  they  are  very 
much  in  favor  of  this  drive  and  this  appropria- 
tion to  help  in  this  cause.  They  contacted  me 
and  have  instructed  me  and  asked  me  to  vote 
in  favor  of  it  and  I  am  going  to  do  so.  But  before 
we  pass  on  that,  I  wish  to  commend  those  who 
have  brought  public  attention  to  this  drive. 
I  first  wish  to  commend  the  newspapers  for  their 
cooperation  and  especially  the  Herulil-Tmveler, 
which  has  undertaken  a  campaign.  I  do  com- 
mend the  editorial  writer,  Mr.  Buxton,  and  Miss 
Catherine  Coyne,  and  I  especially  wish  to  com- 
mend the  women's  organizations  and  more  par- 
ticularly the  Public  Affairs  Committee  of  the 
Women's  City  Club,  that  have  done  so  much 
to  push  this  drive  and  bring  it  to  the  attention 
of  the  people;  and,  third,  I  wish  to  commend 
the  Mayor  for  his  part  in  this  drive.  We  have 
excellent  people  working  in  the  Street  Cleaning 
Department  who  need  the  cooperation  of  the 
citizens.  This  is  one  way  we  will  further  get 
the  cooperation  of  the  citizens.  $5,000  isn't 
a  great  amount  of  money  to  spend  in  view  of 
the  benefits  to  be  received.  So,  Mr.  President, 
I  hope  the  City  Council  will  show  that  it  is  in 
favor  of  a  clean  and  shining  city  by  Easter  and 
will  pass  this  order. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  rise  to  speak  on  this  matter 
not  in  defense,  in  so  far  as  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  concerned,  but  rather  on  the  situa- 
tion that  does  exist,  and  conditions  that  exist 
in  our  city  today.  I  am  in  favor  of  this  campaign, 
as  I  stated  last  week.  Not  only  should  it  be 
for  two  weeks,  but  it  should  be  for  the  whole 
year  round.  The  Sanitary  Division  of  our  city 
naturally  needs  the  cooperation  of  the  people, 
and  the  people  need  the  cooperation  of  our  Sani- 
tary Division.  One  against  the  other,  we  can't 
accomplish  what  we  set  out  to  do.  We  need 
cooperation  of  both  and  still  both  are  one,  because 
who  is  the  city  and  who  are  the  people  but  a 
united  whole?  I  wish  to  remind  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  stress  upon,  in  cleaning  up  our 
city,  the  individuals  who  have  businesses  in 
our  city  and  don't  live  in  our  city.  There  are 
individuals  who  have  business  in  our  district 
and  don't  live  in  the  district.  If  they  cooperate 
we  can  and  we  will  get  a  better  and  cleaner  city. 
That  is  a  very  important  argument,  Mr.  President, 
because  I  maintain  that  if  the  people  whom  I 
represent  are  not  cooperating  I  will  be  the  first 
one  to  tell  them  that  they  ought  to  cooperate, 
because  I  know  that  there  are  good  and  bad  in 
every  district.  As  I  stated  before,  I  am  sure 
that  if  the  people  who  don't  live  in  the  district 
but  have  businesses  in  the  district  would  just 
cooperate  a  little  bit  there  is  no  question  in  my 
mind  but  what  we  could  have  a  better  and  cleaner 
eity  to  live  in  and  then  if  the  Sanitary  Depart- 
ment does  not  cooperate  I  will  be  back  on  my 
feel  asking  that  department  why  they  are  not 
cooperating.

like  to  be  too  critical  of  anybody  no  matter  where 
they  come  from.  Hut  I  would  blame  much  of  this 
on  the  transient  population  that  comes  into  Boston 
and  litters  and  dirties  up  the  streets  of  Boston  and 
then  goes  back  to  the  suburbs  without  any  re- 
sponsibility of  keeping  the  place  clean  and  there  is 
no  legal  means  at  out  disposal  for  attaching  them 
as  a  community  for  the  dirt  and  filth  they  bring  in. 
I  ask  any  councilor  to  follow  groups  of  transients 
that  come  up  on  foot  from  the  North  Station  and 
watch  them  discard  their  newspapers.  They 
Ihiow  them  in  the  gutter,  in  doorways,  lay  them 
on  windowsills.  I  have  seen  it,  repeatedly.  I 
haven't  been  slow  in  condemning  the  children 
when  we  were  discussing  juvenile  delinquency  for 
tipping  over  ash  barrels  and  conditions  such  as 
that,  but  not  all  the  blame  is  the  children's;  much 
is  that  of  the  adult  population.  You  know  as  well 
as  I  do  that,  the  harmless  and  disused  cigarette  or 
cigar  butt  thrown  into  the  street — I  grant  we  can't 
have  cuspidors  on  every  corner — but  with  hundreds 
of  those  thrown  away  every  day  it  adds  to  the 
problem.  Who  throws  them  away?  Do  just 
Boston  people  throw  them  away?  Not  them,  and 
them  only.  Many,  many  of  the  million  and  a  half 
that  come  in  here  to  work,  shop  or  play  every  day 
in  the  week,  and  that  is  why  it  is  necessary  to  im- 
press upon  them  tile  necessity  for  cooperating  with 
the  people  of  Boston  who,  as  Councilor  Carey  so 
aptli  said,  are  clean,  and  want  to  be  cleaner. 
Councilor  Feeney  made  a  pertinent  observation, 
and  I  would  like  to  dwell  on  it  for  a  moment.  He 
said  we  are  not  expected  personally  to  go  out  and 
clean  up.  No,  we  are  not.  But  neither  are  we 
expected  to  hamstring  the  efforts  of  those  who 
want  to  clean  up.  And  I  use  the  word  "ham- 
string" advisedly  because  it  is  the  best  word  that 
Comes  to  my  mind  at  the  moment.  "Obstruct" 
might  be  a  better  word.  Now,  Mr.  President,  no 
one  is  going  to  get  rich  on  the  expenditure  of  $5,000 
to  advertise  something  that  otherwise  could  not  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  offenders.  I  will 
ask  every  councilor  in  this  Body  to  call  a  house 
committee  meeting  in  his  ward  and  I  will  tell  you 
the  type  of  people  that  will  show  up.  ami  I  will  tell 
you  about  the  size  of  the  room  that  you  will  need 
to  house  them  for  the  short  time  they  are  asked  to 
be  there.  You  won't  need  a  room  as  big  as  this 
chamber.  The  only  ones  that  ever  show  up  are 
the  ones  that  are  clean  in  mind  anil  action,  habits 
and  behavior.  The  dirty  ones  never  show  up  to 
have  their  guilt  and  their  faults  pointed  out  to 
them.  I  know,  because  I  have  attended  those 
meetings.  I  think  these  gentlemen  that  object 
an  altogether  in  all  sincerity  too  great  in  stature  as 
men  to  resort  to  the  use  of  any  shallow-  reason 
I  am  going  to  be  a  little  concerned  and  amazed 
that  the  reasons  I  have  advanced  are  not  sufficient 
for  the  man  who  is  not  personally  biased  and  I 
charge  no  man  in  here  with  personal  bias.  Coun- 
cilor Carey,  at  the  outset  made  the  remark,  said 
something  about  having  come  into  the  administra- 
tion on  the  same  day  that  the  Mayor  came  in  as 
mayor.  That  will  be  January,  1038.  And  that 
he  had  consistently  and  persistently  advocated  a 
broader  Sanitary   Division  with  more  men.      Am  I 


right,  councilor?  It  may  well  be  that  in  the  early 
days  of  ilium   Tobin's  administration     ami   Mi 

Tobin  doesn't  own  me  any  more  than  he  owns 
Councilor    Carey,    let     thai     be    understood,    please 

I  could  condemn  him  right  to  the  lowest  if  he 
wrong,  and  I  will;   and  when  he  is  right   I  think  he 
ought   to  be  defended,     In   the  early  days  of  his 
administration,  1938  ami  1939  and  1010,  up  to  the 
end  of  June,    1941,    Mayor  Tobin   had  access   to 

thousands  of  W.  P.  A.  and  Welfare  help,  amply 
distributed    around    the    various    wards   of    Boston, 

to  do  nothing  but  maintain  and  perpetuate  the 
street  cleanliness  in  those  various  wards.  So  great 
was  1  he  number  of  men  that  the  ordinary  city 
laborer  who  was  on  Civil  Service  was  given  cha 

of  gangs  of  men,  numbering  in  each  gang  from 
twenty  to  filly,  and  every  man  here  knows  that. 
And  then  in  1941,  on  June  27,  when  the  appro- 
priation for  country-wide  W.  P.  A  was  cut  from 
the  customary  billion  and  a  quarter  to  something 
like  $875,000,000,  Massachusetts  alone  suffered  a 
Cut  ol  23,000  workers,  the  bulk  of  them  in  Boston, 

the  bulk  of  them  in  Boston.     Shortly  thereafter  we 

went  into  the  war,  some  five  months  later.  In  the 
meantime,  defense  industries  had  been  mushroom- 
ing into  growth,  and  many,  many,  many  of  those 
men,  often  of  very  poor  physical  condition,  wen  I 
into  defense  work  ami  are  still  there.  How  can  any 
reasonable  person,  taxpayer  or  property  owner,  or 
any  type  you  wish  to  put  him,  expect  the  city  to 
maintain  services  today  that  requires  a  greater 
number  of  hands  that  are  not  available?  It  is  not 
reasonable.  You  can't  have  light  and  darkness  in 
the  same  place  at  one  moment.  Yon  cant  have  a 
scarcity  of  labor  and  an  over-abundance  of  labor  at 
one  time.  If  you  can,  I  would  like  to  know  by 
what  alchemy  you  do  it.  On  the  9th  of  April,  this 
year,  something  has  been  said  by  the  councilot 
from  the  Hack  Bay  about  cleaning  up  the  city,  and 
keeping  it  clean  beyond  Easter.  That  is  one  of  the 
finest  conditions  we  could  wish  upon  the  city,  but 
unless  we  drive  it  home  forcibly  to  the  guilty  parties 
who  caused  this  mess,  by  the  way  of  advertising, 
we  will  never  get  the  cooperation  of  the  people  who 
come  into  the  city  and  make  their  living  here,  in 
many  instances.  And  it  is  too  bad  we  can't  sus- 
pend the  vote  for  another  week  and  let  each  one  of 
us  watch  the  didoes  of  the  ones  on  the  way  to  the 
office  in  the  morning,  discarding  their  newspapers- 
and  one  newspaper,  when  it  blows  about,  can  give 
any  one  man  all  he  can  do  in  gathering  it  up,  and  it 
gives  the  street  sweeper  just  as  much  trouble.  I 
would  just  like  to  appeal  to  these  gentlemen  who 
objected  and  ask  them  out  of  a  sense  of  justice  and 
civic  pride  in  the  city,  to  go  along  with  the  order. 

Coun,  CAREY — Mr.  President.  I  deeply  appre- 
ciate the  remarks  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  2. 
but  I  want  to  tell  him  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
thai  neither  lie  nor  the  Mayor  need  appeal  to  my 
sense  of  civic  pride  in  voting  to  withhold  the 
waste  of  $5,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  in  such  a 
foolish  and  useless  manner,  I  have  always  had 
civic  pride,  and  before  I  came  to  the  City  Council, 
I    was    amazed    at    the    remarks   of    the    councilors 

from  Wards  3  and  4.      On  more  than  one  occas 

if  I  recall  correctly,  the  councilor  from  Ward  4 
has  taken  the  floor  and  told  not  only  the  Council 
but  the  people  of  Boston  of  the  filthy  conditions 
in  the  alleyways  of  Ins  district.  Now  he  is  going 
10  set  aside  the  people  who  sent  him  here  to  City 
Hall  and  tell  them  that  they  are  ignorant  and  it 
will  take  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  tell 
us  how  to  be  clean  and  how  to  keep  your  alleyways 
from  being  filthy.  The  councilor  from  Ward  3 
until  very,  very  recently,  would  almost  put  his 
hand,  or  ids  fist,  through  his  desk  in  the  bitterness 
which  he  used  in  describing  the  dictatorial  atti- 
tude of  1  he  Mayor  of  Boston,  I  wonder  what 
has  happened  in  recent  months  that  has  turned 
ovet  so  completely  the  attitude  and  the  judgment 
of  the  councilor  from  Ward  3.  He  took  the  floor 
here  a  few  weeks  ago  ami  told  about  the  filthy 
condition  existing  when  the  people  were  coming 
to  visit  him,  I  believe,  at  his  home  at  Christmas- 
time, and  how  ashamed  he  was  to  have  those 
people  come  into  his  neighborhood  and  find  filth 
that    had    nOl     been    collected,    dirty    streets,    full    of 

litter  and  garbage.  In  one  breath  he  blames 
the  sanitary  officials  and  the  employees  of  the 
Sanitary    Division,    but   in    the    next    breath    he 

blames  the  people  who  visit  and   the  people  of  his 

district.  I  wonder  who  is  to  blame''  Hut  ii  cer- 
tainly is  amazing  to  see  the  dictator  of  11  l.w 
months  ago  be  glorified  so  much  on  this  floor 
today        Boston     has    always    been     known     for    its 

culture  ami  its  cleanliness.  I'  has  been  known, 
world-wide,  a-  tin  Hub  of  the  Universe  Hut  at 
1  he  present    time   we  have  a  Mayoi     and   I   find 
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out  today  members  of  his  Council — who,  through 
the  expenditure  of  $5,000,  want  to  tell  the  now 
ignorant  people  of  Boston,  in  their  minds,  how 
to  be  clean, — I  suppose  bodily  and  from  a  sense 
of  civic  pride.  Well.  I  think  the  people  of  Boston 
are  is  good  today  as  they  were  before  the  present 
Mayor     took     office    and     before     those     members 

of  the  Council  who  now  try  to  lay  the  blame  at 

your  feet  took  office.  And  I  think  we  owe  a 
debt  of  gratitude  to  the  so-called  transient*  who 

ionic  into  Boston  day  in  and  day  out  and  who  do 
their  share  to  maintain  this  city.  They  eat  here 
and  they  shop  here.  They  come  to  the  moving 
picture  houses  here.  They  certainly  do  their 
share  in  keeping  or,  in  other  words,  having  tried 
to  keep  down  the  present  exorbitant  tax  rate. 
1  think  we  should  welcome  them  instead  of  blam- 
ing them  in  the  manner  they  have  been  blamed 
today, — not  to  point  the  finger  at  them  and  say, 

If  it  hadn't  been  for  you  Boston  wouldn't  be 
dirty."  The  people  of  Boston  and  the  people 
who  come  to  Boston  to  spend  their  money  here 
and  to  maintain  our  city  clean,  they  are  cultured 
and  they  are  not  ignorant.  All  they  need  is 
cooperation.  I  don't  say  the  Mayor  needs  it . 
but  those  people  need  cooperation,  especially 
those  who  live  here,  so  that  when  they  put  that 
ash  barrel  or  garbage  container  out  they  may  be 
certain  that  it  will  be  taken  away.  No,  it  isn't 
the  people  who  live  here  or  the  people  who  come 
here  to  spend  their  money  who  are  ignorant. 
They  are  still  cultured,  still  as  good  as  they  ever 
were.  We  owe  them  thanks.  Let  us  do  some- 
thing for  them.  Let  as  clean  up  the  city,  Mr. 
President.  In  this  instance  here,  not  a  five-cent 
piece  is  to  be  spent  in  physically  doing  that  job. 
Of  course  the  filth  and  the  dirt  has  been  well 
advertised.  The  press  has  done  a  splendid  job 
and  I  think  also,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  might  be 
well  if  we  introduced  another  resolution  here 
today,  thanking  the  press  and  the  women's  organi- 
zations for  having  brought  the  filth  and  the  dirt 
to  the  front.  They  are  the  ones  who  deserve  some 
thanks  today.  Many  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  have  had  orders  here  asking  that  the 
dirt  and  the  filth  be  cleaned  up,  but  our  requests, 
to  a  large  extent,  have  been  ignored.  But  it 
took  the  press,  and  it  took  the  women,  some  of 
whom  visited  this  building,  to  make  the  demands 
and  to  bring  out  the  picture  in  the  light  that  was 
necessary,  who  now  ask  that  something  be  done 
about  it.  But  let  us  take  that  $5,000  and  do 
something  with  it.  We  don't  need  to  further 
advertise  the  condition  that  is  existing  and  that 
has  existed  for  a  long  time  past. 

Coun.  DWYER — Answering  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  2 — and  I  am  sorry  that  he  is  not  in 
the  chamber,  or  I  don't  see  him,  to  hear  my 
remarks — I  want  to  say  that  I  am  big  enough 
in  stature  at  all  times  to  be  fair  on  any  matter 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  sends  up  here,  and 
that  is  why  I  voted  to  give  him  $1,000,  Mr. 
President.  I  bent  over  backwards  when  I  cast 
that  vote,  because  I  think,  Mr,  President,  along 
with  what  Councilor  Carey  has  just  said  now, 
not  one  cent  is  needed  for  advertising  this  program. 
Although  Councilor  Carey  has  covered  all  the 
ground  very  well  in  the  matter,  I  am  not  going 
to  delay  this  Council  meeting  of  this  vote  by 
going  into  it,  but.  Mr.  President,  when  the  councilor 
said  that  a  matter  of  some  $200  would  be  spent 
in  each  ward  to  educate  the  people  of  the  ward, 
well,  Mr.  President,  the  only  word  of  criticism 
I  heard  of  it,  in  the  entire  thing,  as  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  was  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  And 
I  want  to  inform  the  councilor  from  Ward  2 
now  that  not  one  person  in  my  ward  had  con- 
demned my  action  of  last  week,  but,  rather, 
Mr.  President,  scores  of  people  have  met  me  on 
the  street  and  commended  me  for  my  action, 
and  shook  my  hand  and  said  what  Councilor 
Carey  has  just  said, — "It  is  time  for  a  little 
action.  Stop  kidding  the  people.  Give  us 
action.  We  don't  want  to  hear  any  more  stories. 
We  don't  want  to  have  any  pledge  cards  or  any 
speeches."  Let  us  do  a  little  work  and  spend 
this  money  where  it  should  be  spent.  And,  Mr. 
President,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  this  morning 
when  I  arrived  one  of  the  messengers  gave  me 
a  card  to  call  up  a  lady  in  the  Back  Bay,  part 
of  my  district,  who  is  president  of  an  organiza- 
tion, and  informed  me  that  they  had  mailed  me  a 
letter  with  over  100  names  signed  to  it,  commend- 
ing my  action,  and  hoping  that  I  would  not  vote 
for  one  cent  for  advertising  purposes.  Mr. 
President,  I  want  the  councilor  from  Ward  2 
to  know  that  all  times  I  am  big  enough  in  stature 
to  vote,   and   vote  fairly  and   squarely.     I   never 


duck  a  vote.  And  I  always  vote  as  my  con- 
science dictates.  And  when  I  didn't  vote  last 
week  for  the  $5,000  I  had  already  voted  to  give 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  $1,000,  and  I  thought  I 
was  going  a  long  way  with  him  in  doing  that, 
and  the  reason  I  didn't  vote  on  the  $5,000  was 
that  I  felt  that  a  negative  vote  might  be  con- 
strued by  the  people  in  my  district  as  being 
opposed  to  the  "Clean-up,"  whereas  I  am  abso- 
lutely in  favor  of  the  "Clean-up."  But,  once 
again,  my  able  colleague,  Councilor  Carey,  has 
said  all  that  could  be  said  regarding  the '  fact 
of  people  knowing  whether  or  not  we  need  a 
clean-up.  And,  Mr.  President,  I  certainly  hope 
this  matter  will  be  defeated. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  last  Monday 
I  was  one  of  the  fifteen  who  sat  through  here, 
and  I  was  one  of  the  eleven  who  voted  for  the 
$5,000.  I  voted  for  it  because  I  felt  that  it  was 
a  very  small  investment  when  we  considered  the 
valuation  of  the  city  and  the  size  of  the  expendi- 
ture over  the  course  of  a  year,  and  if  it  could 
produce  any  results,  even  if  they  were  negligible, 
the  expenditure  of  that  money  would,  I  thought, 
be  well  paid  for.  In  fact,  I  have  found  as  yet 
no  reason  for  changing  my  position,  but  I  do 
believe  that  every  councilor  has  a  right  to  his 
own  opinion,  and  I  think  the  four  that  had  courage 
enough — the  three — to  vote  against  it  and  the 
one  who  refused  to  vote,  should  be  commended 
rather  than  censored  because,  after  all,  we  have 
our  part  in  this  city  government.  We  have  our 
function  to  perform,  and  I  know,  Mr.  President, 
during  my  tenure  of  office  in  the  President's 
chair,  I  had  many  problems  that  presented  them- 
selves at  the  last  minute, — at  the  last  minute 
when  we  get  up  here  on  Monday  afternoon, 
suddenly  financial  matters  were  thrown  before 
us  and,  as  President,  I  knew  nothing  about  them. 
And  I  have  no  reason  for  believing,  Mr.  President, 
that  you  know  any  more  during  your  term  of 
office  than  I  knew.  I  commend  the  men  who 
have  the  honesty  of  their  own  convictions  not 
to  vote  for  every  financial  matter  that  is  pre- 
sented here.  I  tried  in  all  sincerity  to  talk  to 
his  Honor  last  year,  and  when  these  monetary 
matters  were  coming  in  to  see  if  some  members 
of  the  Council  couldn't  be  called  down,  couldn't 
have  these  matters  talked  over  with  them  because, 
after  all,  we  are  part  of  the  government  and 
we  ought  to  know  what  is  going  on.  And  yet, 
I  don't  think  the  system  has  changed  any,  from 
what  happened  last  week,  and  I  think  still,  at 
the  last  minute,  we  are  going  to  get  these  orders 
for  transfers.  I  wish,  really,  that  his  Honor 
would  take  the  Council  into  his  confidence.  I 
wish  he  would  let  us  know  what  he  wants  these 
moneys  for  and  when  he  wants  them.  We  want 
to  work  with  him,  and  I  say  it  is  small  stuff  if 
four  men  are  singled  out  of  twenty-two  men 
present  here  simply  because  they  differed  with 
him.  I  agreed  with  him.  I  intend  to  agree 
with  him  today  but,  at  the  same  time,  I  shink 
more  of  the  men  who  have  got  the  honesty  of 
their  convictions,  more  of  the  men  who,  following 
their  own  judgment,  will  follow  along  and  reason 
as  they  think  best.  We  are  going  to  differ  some- 
times, but  when  we  differ  let  us  not  claim  that 
it  is  pro-Mayor  or  anti-Mayor.  I  am  not  differ- 
ing for  those  reasons.  I  vote  as  I  see  fit,  and 
like  to  feel  that  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Council  does  likewise,  and  if  a  man  here,  in  his 
own  judgment,  decides  to  differ  with  me,  I  don't 
censure  him.  He  has  got  just  as  good  reasoning 
faculties  as  I  have.  He  has  just  as  much  right 
to  his  opinion  as  I  have  to  mine.  And  I  say 
again  that  I  will  vote  for  the  appropriation,  but 
I  am  disturbed  and  bothered  by  the  fact  that 
honorable  and  honest  members  of  the  Council 
cannot  have  an  opinion  without  being  censured. 

Coun.  HANLEY — One  week  ago  in  the  executive 
session,  of  which  I  have  the  great  honor  of  being 
the  chairman,  it  passed  unanimously  that  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  could 
debate  in  open  session.  Some  of  these  members 
who,  according  to  the  classifications,  are  sometimes 
categorically  classified  as  pro-Tobin,  some  of  these 
men  presented  themselves  without  casting  a  vote. 
On  reconsideration,  asked  for  by  Councilor  Taylor, 
it  passed  unanimously,  fifteen  in  the  affirmative 
and  nothing  in  the  negative.  Fifteen  of  those  men, 
who  had  the  courage  to  ask  for  reconsideration  and 
show  by  their  vote  that  they  were  open-minded 
and  through  their  intelligence  that  an  omnipotent 
Creator  endowed  them  with,  came  here  today  to 
vote  either  for  or  against  it.  But  it  seems,  by  the 
grapevine  system  that  is  used  so  effectively  in  the 
City  Hall,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  was  acquainted 
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that  four  honorable  gentlemen  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  who  had  seen  fit  to  utilize  their  prerog- 
ative as  public  officials, — three  to  vote  against  and 
one  not  to  vote, — his  Honor  the  Mayor,  utilizing 
emotionalism  instead  of  the  intelligence  that  God 
gave  him  and  the  maturity  that  his  position  de- 
manded, lacerated  and  castigated  verbally  four 
public  officials  who  had  as  much  honor  and  as  much 
respect  within  the  confines  of  Boston  as  his  Honor 
the  Mayor.  I  am  a  member  of  the  Boston  City 
Council.  To  me  it  is  an  honor  and  a  privilege.  I 
consider  it  the  greatest  honor  bestowed  upon  me 
as  a  private  citizen  to  be  catapulted  to  the  pedestal 
of  a  public  official.  And  the  twenty-one  members 
with  whom  I  am  associated, — I  consider  them  the 
finest  that  I  have  ever  been  associated  with.  I 
differ  with  men,  and  I  don't  care  what  their  names 
are  or  what  their  racial  terminology  or  their  reli- 
gious convictions  are.  But  I  will  differ  with  men 
at  all  times,  regardless  of  what  position  they  hold 
in  private  or  in  public  life,  when  it  seems  to  me 
necessary.  I  differed  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
in  my  first  term  in  office,  with  the  result  that  he 
went  to  North  Africa  to  bring  home  a  boy  to  defeat 
me.  Some  people  would  throw  out  their  chest, 
some  people  would  consistently  get  up  on  the  public- 
forum  and  denounce  any  man  who  would  go  to 
the  extent  of  purging  another  man  in  public  life. 
But  I  have  said  on  numerous  occasions  that  life 
is  too  short,  and  I  have  always  utilized  that  as  the 
axiom  of  my  life.  But  I  don't  intend  to  sit  idly  by 
and  allow  four  outstanding  gentlemen  who  have  had 
the  same  honor  conferred  upon  them  as  I  have  to 
be  castigated  by  the  press,  by  his  Honor  the  Maj  oi 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  or  by  the  President. 
Each  and  every  one  of  us  are  creatures  of  the  public 
in  public  life.  We  are  the  servants,  and  not  the 
masters.  Docility  is  the  first  requisite  in  the  legis- 
lative body  for  dictatorship,  whether  that  dic- 
tatorship is  foreign  or  domestic,  whether  it  is  a  City, 
State  or  Federal  Government — docility  is  the  first 
requisite.  We  call  it  in  American  slang  "a  rubber 
stamp."  Four  weeks  ago,  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States — the  docility  of  which  Congress 
allowed  us  to  be  put  into  this  war — a  voice  was 
raised  for  the  first  time  for  the  American  people. 
His  name  was  Senator  Barkley.  And  for  the  first 
time  in  the  City  Council  of  Boston  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  four  distinguished 
gentlemen  refused  to  coincide  with  his  way  of 
thinking,  and  immediately  they  became  the  target 
of  his  vicious  tongue,  through  the  columns  of  the 
press.  Now,  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  I  said,  in 
private  is  one  of  the  most  honored  and  respected 
members  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  Boston. 
Within  the  limits  of  Boston,  which  constitutes 
twenty-two  wards,  he  is  one  of  the  most  hated  and 
one  of  the  most  despised  men  that  Boston  has  ever 
had,  because  he  is  not  able  or  capable  of  distin- 
guishing between  puppet  and  constructive  criti- 
cism. Some  people  have  eulogized  him,  or  said  that 
he  is  one  of  the  most  handsome  men  the  City  of 
Boston  has  ever  given  as  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  and 
I  will  agree  with  them,  but  handsome  features  are 
given,  and  you  must  accept  what  you  get.  One 
way  of  portraying  your  features  is  in  the  columns 
of  the  press,  but  one  of  the  most  powerful  is  in  the 
cinema,  for  any  type  of  face  you  might  desire;  and 
as  soon  as  you  are  placed  upon  a  pedestal  and  people 
look  at  you  and  listen  to  your  eloquence,  imme- 
diately, they  utilize  emotionalism  as  a  deciding 
factor  for  the  timber  of  your  voice.  It  is  ele- 
mentary, but  evidently  the  callous  guards  on  the 
second  floor  are  trying  to  utilize  it.  I  voted  for  the 
$5,000.  I  also  voted  for  the  $1,000  as  offered  by 
Councilor  Dwyer,  and  I  did  it  for  one  purpose, 
because  I  wanted  to  see  the  City  of  Boston  rid 
itself  of  the  filth  and  the  refuse  that  permeates 
every  ward  of  our  fair  city.  And  I  might  also  say 
that  the  dung  that  overshadows  and  falls  from  the 
City  Hall  Annex  would  make  the  dung  of  the  zoo 
in  Franklin  Park  blush  in  shame.  It  clings  on  the 
building.  I  wouldn't  like  to  use  the  gutter  English 
in  describing  it,  but  that  would  be  more  appro- 
priate at  the  present  time.  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
like  all  men,  human  and  frail,  makes  mistakes,  and 
the  mistake  that  all  men  who  have  been  given  too 
much  power  make,  is  to  index  the  intelligence  of  a 
legislative  body  in  the  category  of  a  moron.  I  hope 
Councilors  Feeney  and  Dwyer  and  Carey  and  Fish, 
that  I  shall  never  be  placed  in  the  category  of  a 
moron,  and  I  hope  that  I  shall  never  be  classified 
as  a  docile  man.  I  hope,  in  your  estimation, 
whether  I  am  here  for  one  day  or  thousands  of 
days,  that  I  shall  take  the  floor  at  any  time  and 
try,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  protect  the  honor 
and  integrity  of  any  body  that  I  belong  to.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  has  made  a  tremendous  mistake 


in  castigating  any  one  member  or  group  of  mem- 
bers in  the  Boston  City  Council.  About  two  weeks 
ago  every  City  Councilor  here  present,  and  those 
who  have  asserted  themselves,  together  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  was  invited  to  attend  a  labor 
meeting  on  the  installation  of  officers  at  Faneuil 
Hall,  and  I  had  the  great  honor  and  the  privilege 
of  being  the  only  member  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  was  present.  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
refused  to  come,  but  he  did  send  a  representative. 
Faneuil  Hall  never  saw  the  likes  of  that  throng, 
not  even  when  Daniel  Webster  took  the  floor. 
There  were  approximately  1,300  persons  present 
Right  in  Faneuil  Hall  was  the  making  of  I  In- 
greatest  repercussion  in  the  entire  city  since  we 
have  been  given  the  charter,  when  labor  was  de- 
manding a  living  wage  for  their  efforts  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  high  cost  of  living.  Those  men 
and  women  attended  for  the  purpose  of  listening 
to  you  and  to  me  and  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and 
through  the  interpretation  that  the  chairman 
placed  upon  the  Charter  of  Boston,  you  and  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  were  castigated  vociferously.  I 
could  have  lashed  out  at  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  I 
received  an  ovation,  not  because  of  myself,  but 
hecause  I  was  the  only  one  who  attended.  But  I 
refuse  at  any  time  to  drive  a  dagger  into  the  back 
of  any  man,  even  though  he  may  be  miles  distant. 
In  order  to  be  consistent,  I  voted  for  the  $5,000, 
and  I  never  thought  that  any  other  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  would  take  the  floor  today. 
I  thought  it  was  only  right  that  the  four  members 
who  were  the  targets  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  should 
uphold  their  integrity  and  their  honor.  In  order 
to  be  consistent  I  will  vote,  and  I  will  say  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  through  the  grapevine  system — 
because  I  know  it  will  go  down — if  I  am  here  I  will 
amplify  the  inarticulate  voice  of  the  laborers  and 
the  high  assessment  on  the  homes  of  Boston,  and 
the  exorbitant  tax  rate  levied  on  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  the  castigating  charges  hurled  at  our  great 
city, — and  not  one  word  has  come  by  way  of  the 
pi  ess,  or  the  cinema,  or  the  radio,  to  hold  up  our 
great  city  against  the  scorn  of  the  forty-eight  states 
of  our  Union.  And  you,  Mr.  President,  in  your 
speech  on  the  night  before  March  17,  delivered  one 
of  the  finest  speeches  on  what  Boston  stands  for, 
what  it  has  been,  and  what  it  will  be. 

Coun.  RUSSO. — I  realize,  Mr.  President,  that 
we  have  taken  more  time  perhaps  than  we  should 
have,  but  at  the  outset  let  me  say  to  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  10,  whether  he  interpreted  it  right 
or  not  when  I  first  spoke,  that  I  didn't  get  up  to 
defend  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  And  I  don't  get  up 
to  defend  his  Honor  the  Mayor  at  this  time.  I 
believe  that  I  have  never  questioned  the  motive 
of  any  one  councilor  in  so  far  as  their  vote  is  con- 
cerned and  I  do  hope  they  will  not  question  mine. 
Those  that  have  known  me  for  the  past  five  years 
that  I  have  had  the  honor  of  being  a  member  of 
this  Council,  know  very  well  that  if  I  am  not 
convinced  within  myself,  all  the  speeches  in  the 
world,  all  the  forces  in  the  world,  will  not  'be  able 
to  change  my  opinion.  And  I  assure  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  10  that  nothing  has  happened  in 
the  last  few  weeks  between  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  myself.  I  am  with  him  when  I  believe  he  is 
right,  and  I  will  oppose  him  when  I  believe  that  I 
am  right. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  it  made  clear  here  today  that  if  the  vote  is 
what  you  may  call  plebiscite,  of  those  I  contacted 
in  my  own  ward  during  the  past  week, — if  the 
majority  told  me  I  might  be  wrong  in  my  judg- 
ment I  would  change  my  vote  today;  but  just  the 
opposite  is  true.  For  that  reason  I  feel  that  I  am 
casting  the  vote  for  those  people  today.  Now,  I 
respect  the  right  of  the  members  of  this  Council 
to  exercise  their  judgment.  I  am  not  going  to 
attempt  in  any  way  to  convert  it,  but  I  may  re- 
peat how  I  personally  feel.  Five  thousand  dollars 
is  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  taxpayers'  money, 
whether  it  is  broken  down  to  $200  in  a  ward  or  to 
ten  cents  in  a  precinct.  And  I  am  against  what  1 
consider  an  unnecessary  expenditure  which  will  do 
ju-^t  the  opposite  of  what  we  are  trying  to  do, — ■ 
bring  down  the  $41  tax  rate,  bring  down  the  high 
assessed  values,  and  reduce,  as  Councilor  Feeney 
says,  the  sky  budget. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  have  sat.  here 
now  for  a  couple  of  hours  and  heard  all  the  dis- 
cussions pro  and  con.  Last  week  I  happened  to 
be  out  of  the  chamber  when  this  particular  order 
came  up  for  vote.  However,  I  was  in  the  chamber 
when  reconsideration  was  asked,  and  I  was  one  of 
the  fifteen  members  of  the  Council  who  voted  for 
reconsideration.  During  the  past  week,  Mr. 
President,   I  feel  that  I  have  got  the  sentiment  of 
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the  people  <if  my  district,  and  I 
councilor  ig  sent  here  to  represent  the  people  of 
Ins  district,  and  everj  couneiloi  is  sent  hen 
speak  Ins  own  mind  I  don't  tliink  anj  membei 
of  the  Council  should  gel  up  and  ti\  to  influence 
anj  othei  membei  of  the  Council  on  how  he  should 
vote  The  people  of  everj  ward  of  the  City  of 
Boston  are  intelligent  enough  when  i Im\  go  into 
"ii-  everj  two  years  to  select  a  man  to  repre- 
sent them  in  the  Boston  Citj  Council,  and  I  think 
that  the  people  have  >  in  that  man,  that

trict wanted  me  to.  and  that  is  why  not  one  of 
my  votes  lias  ever  been  criticised  during  the  past 
seven  years  I  am  going  to  vote  in  tliis  mattei 
the  wax'  my  people  want  me  t,,  and  the  was  they 
have  instructed  me  to,     I  think  every  membei  of 

il  should  go  along  in  a  straight  line,  and 

if  then  i-  one  thing  that  will  turn  the  vote  of  any 
councilor,  it  is  to  have  some  members  get  up  on 
the  Hoot  and  try  to  influence  him  In  his  vote 
Personally,  I  would  never  be  influenced.     I  would 

rather  be  handled  in  a  different   manner.      I   think 
has  been   :i   lot   of  wasted   time  here.       I   don't 

think  there  lias  been  one  Not,,  changed  in  the  pasf 
two   hours       The   vote   on    this   mattei    two    hours 
ago   was   14  to  5,  and  it  still  remains  the  sane 
we  probably   have   wasted   two  hours  in   talking. 
The  only  reason  I  have  gotten  up  to  talk  now,  as 

a  matter  of  fact,  is  that  some  members  that  not 
lip  and  talked  could  sit  in  their  chairs  a  little 
longer.  I  sat  here  for  two  hours.  1  am  going  to 
make  them  sit  and  listen  to  me,  So  f  say,  -Mr. 
President,  that  if  every  member  of  the  Council 
was  1<-I1  alone  by  flie  other  members  of  the  Council 
t  think  things  would  go  along  a  lot  smoother  and, 
as  I  said.  I  don't  think  all  these  speeches  on  the 
Hooi  of  the  Council  today  will  influence  anybody. 
I  know  they  haven't  changed  my  mind,  because 
my  mind  was  made  up  when  I  entered  City  Hall 
today,  how  I  should  vote,  and  how  the  people  of 
my  district  felt.  And  that  is  the  way  I  have 
always  voted,  and  no  pressure  in  the  world  would 
ever  change  my  vote;  if  I  thought  the  people  of 

my  district  wanted  me  to  vote  for  a.  thing  I  would 
vote  for  it.  If  I  thought  they  wanted  me  to  vote 
against  it  I  would  vote  against  it.  if  I  was  the  only 
member  of  file  Council  to  vote  against  it.  I  have 
shown  that  In  the  past,  and  I  will  show  it  in  the 
future.  So  I  say,  Mr.  President,  when  these 
matters  come  out  on  the  floor  of  the  Council,  be- 
cause some  members  of  the  Council  are  for  a  thing 
they  should  not  get  up  on  the  floor  and  try  lo  in- 
fluenci  those  members  who  feel  they  are  opposed 
to  it  and  feel  that  the  residents  of  their  district 
are  opposed  to  it.  After  all,  it  takes  twenty-two 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  make  up 
the  Boston  City  Council,  ami  everybody  is  en- 
titled to  their  own  opinions,  and  everj  body  is  sent, 
here  by  their  respective  wards.  So  I  say,  my 
mind  is  made  up  when  I  entered  the  Council 
Chamber  todaj  as  to  how  I  should  vote,  and  it 
hasn't  been  changed  by  any  speech  on  the  floor  of 
tlie  Council,  and  it  never  will  be  changed, — it 
never  has  in  days  gone  by  and  it  never  will  be  in 
the  future. 

Coun.  KINSELLA-  Mi.  President.  I  always 
thought  every  member  of  an  elective  body  has  a 
right  to  advance  his  opinion  to  that  body  openly 
and  in  public  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out  tin- 
logic  and  common  sense  in  changing  your  view  if 
there  is  any  doubt  in  your  mind,  or  if  there  is  any 
danger  you  might  be  w-rong.  But  I  find  here 
today  that  the  Boston  City  Council  is  advised  to 
throw  away  any  honest  persuasion  that  could  be 
used  for  or  against  a  measure.  Now,  my  memory 
is  not  so  faulty  that  I  don't  recall  sitting  here, 
minding  my  own  business,  a  short  while  ago  when 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  15  came  over  and  asked 
me  to  vote  for  his  lottery  bill.  He  didn't  let  me 
enjoy  the  privilege  that,  lie  demands  today  that  we 
all  have. — hear  an  order  and  then  decide.  On 
another  occasion  I  recall,  some  time  in  January  or 
February  of  1942.  the  same  gentleman  from  Ward 
IS  came  over  and,  as  is  his  right — he  can  do  it 
again  tomorrow — he  asked  me  to  vote  for  him  for 
the  office  of  President,  and  the  record  will  show 
that  on  one  ballot  I  did.  Persuasion'.'  Persuasion? 
Why,  of  course  it  is  persuasion.  Why  is  it,  if  that 
is  the  situation,  we  have  a  rule  on  reconsideration? 


Nn'i  that  a  form  of  persuasion,  when  Councilor 
Carey  oi  Coffey  or  Dwyei  oi  Feenej  oi  any  othei 
mail  m  i in-  Council,  asks  to  have  an  ordei  read  by 
the  clerk?

Isn't  there  n  tncit  understanding  in  filing 
an  order  you  are  asking  fbi  support?     Whenever 

an;  one  takes  his  scat,  isn't  he  attempting  to  change 
this  oi  that  fellow  over?  I  don't  think  that  is  the 
proper    kind    of    advice    for   a    man    with    the    long 

public  record  that  John   Kellj   has  behind  him  to 

offer  iii   tins  chamber.     Now,   parliamentary  law 

allows  for  debati  on  these  mailers.  Hut  what, 
Mi  President,  is  legislation''  Isn't  it  the  best  of 
the  pro  and  con  in  any  matter?  Isn't  legislation 
a  compromise  betwci  n  those  who  arc  for  and  those 
who  are  against'.'      Hasn't    there  always  been  some 

opposition  to  something,  and  when  the  obstacles 

can  be  ironed  out,  in  many  instances,  you  'bring 
out  a  more  meritorious  and  better  piece  of  legisla- 
tion   In    the   common    good','      Why   can't    I    gel    up 

on   this  chamber  floor  and   talk   to  the  agitatoi 

about  this  S5, 1)1)11  and  make  an  earnest  plea  that 
thej  change  their  vote?  I  cast  no  reflections  on 
then  honesty  of  purpose  iii  Opposing  it.  I  can't 
Say    that    their  ego   is  so  delicate    that    they    cannot 

lie  questioned  as  to  the  right  or  wrong  of  their 
position.  I  don't  say  they  are  lacking  in  civic 
pride  oi  civic  fortitude.  All  I  ask  is  that  they 
draw  on  that  which  they  have.  I  don't  ask  them 
to  assert  anything  they  don't  have,  because  I  will 
say  here  that  any  one  of  the  four  objectors  has  as 

much  civic  pride  and  civic  miiidcdnes.s  as  the  Mayor 

of  Boston,  who,  let  me  repeat  myself,  had  absolutely 

no  right  to  take  them  to  task  for  the  free  exercise 
of  their  own  vote,  any  more  than  any  one  of  the 
four   has  a   tight    to  attack   me  for  supporting   I  lie 

Mayor.  But  I  hope  that  the  couneiloi  from  Ward 
15  will  agree  with  me  that  that  is  exactly  what 
we  an-  doing,  attempting  to  persuade  each  other 
on   each   and  every   matter   that    comes  in   here; 

and  that  we  not  only  do  it  but  we  have  the  light 
to  do  it.  Iii  other  words,  let  me  tell  you  I  have 
sal  ill  this  chain  bei  foi  well  over  200  01   1  (III  in  inn  1 1  5 , 

and  there  wen    times,  gentlemen,  when  my  mind 

was  made  up  corning  into  this  chamber,  and  some- 
body's persuasion  caused  me  to  change  mj  mi  ended 
vote,  and  that  is  the  condition  that  obtains  with 
me  today.  Show  me  thai  I  am  wrong  and  I  will 
vote  your  way  and  immediately  proclaim  myself 
as  right  when  I  am  convinced.  But  let  US  not 
again  say  in  the  open  forum  here  that  no  one  had 
a  right  to  persuade  a  colleague  to  change  his  mind 
when  he  thiols  that  the  colleague  may  conceivably 
be  in  error.  I  don't  attack  Couneiloi  Kelly's 
integrity,  but  I  am  truly  astonished  that  Mr  Kelly, 
with  his  long  experience  behind  him,  would  saj    he 

never  persuaded  oi  attempted  to  persuade  anyone 

to  see  things  his  way.  I  am  glad  to  have  the  right 
way  pointed  out  to  me  many  times  Thai  doesn't 
preclude  the  possibility  of  John  Kelly  or  any  body 
else  iii  this  chamber  talking  lo  me,  but,  foi  hoa\  en's 
sake,  don't  forget  that  you  did. 

(dun  DWYER  —  I  now  move  that  we  refer  this 
order  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Mi    President, 

The  reason  I  make  that  motion  is  that  I  feel,  taking 
a  leaf  our  of  Councilor  Feeney's  book,  that  the 
Council  before  voting  on  a  matter  of  this  kind,  of 
this  amount,  should  know  where  if  is  going,  who 
is  going  to  spend  it  and  how  they  are  going  to 
spend  it.  And  I  tliink  we  should  at  least  get  a 
breakdown  on  this  expenditure  of  §5,01)0  before 
we  attempt  to  appropriate  it  or  transfer  it  so  it 
can  be  spent  therefor.  I  hope  this  matter  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Just  one  word:  I  think  this 
motion  is  strictly  foi   the  purposes  of  delay 

Conn.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  think,  Mi.  President,  that  the 
gentleman  should  live  up  to  the  rules  of  I  his 
Council  and  not  question  any  member's  motive 
when  he  offers  a  motion  here. 

<  du-ii  KELLY — Talking  on  the  motion,  Mi 
President.  I  have  always  been  a  great  believei 
in  free  speech  on  the  floor  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  and  in  my  remarks  a  few  minutes  ago — ■ 
the  stenographer  will  bear  me  out — I  said  no 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  would  get  up, 
on  the  floor  of  the  Council  and  dictate  to  me  or 
attempt  to  change  my  vote  if  I  knew  what  the 
feelings  of  the  people  in  my  district  were  when  I 
came  into  the  Council  Chamber  this  afternoon. 
I  have  had  a  lot  of  conversations  with  various 
members  of  the  Council  in  my  seven  years  in 
the  Boston  City  Council,  not  alone  with  Coun- 
cilor   Kiusella,    but    probably    with    forty,    fifty    or 
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sixty    members   of   the    Boston    City    Council,    I 
have  even   had   Councilor   Kinsella   ask    me   if   I 
'  wouldn'i  give  him  a  vote  for  certain  things,  and  I 
promised  him  I  would  if  the  opportunity  presented 
itself.      I   have  bad  Councilor  Kinsella,  on   two  or 
three   othei    occasions   ask    if    I    would    vote   for   a 
certain  measure  that  he  introduced  in  the  Boston 
City  Council,  and  I  assured  him  I  would  go  along 
with     him.       lint      that     was     in     confidence.       I 
don't   think    those   things  should   be  discussed   on 
the    floor    of    the    Boston    City    Council.      I    don't 
think  any  conversation  that  takes  place  between 
any  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  before 
hi    uiii'i    ;i   meeting,   has  any   place  in   the   Boston 
City   Council.      We   can   get   up  on   the   floor  and 
say  a  lot  of  things,  but  any  discussion  I  have  ever 
had   with   a   member  of  the  Boston   City  Council 
has  always  been  in  confidence,  and  if  a  member  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  asked  me  to  go  along, 
and  I  gave  him  my  word  I  would  go  along  before 
a    meeting,    then    there   isn't  anybody,    Mr     Presi- 
dent,   that    would   change    my   mind.     I    am   sur- 
prised at   the  gentleman   from   Ward  2  getting  up 
on  the  floor  of  the  Council  and  saying  i  cannot   be 
advised,   because   I   am   probably  the  easiest    mem- 
ber of  the   Boston   Cits    Council  that   ever  served 
to  talk  to,  and  one  that  when  he  makes  a  promise 
will  keep  it       My  word  has  always  been  my  bond. 
Any  member  of  the  present  Council  will  tell  you 
when  John   Kelly  gives  his  word — and  any  former 
member    of    the    City    Council    during    the    seven 
years   I   have  served   her« — they  will  always  tell 
you  if  you  get  John  Kelly's  word  on  anything  you 
can  depend  on  it.      I  said  this,  and  I  reiterate  it, 
and  I  have  seven  years'  experience  in  the  Council, — 
I  say   no   member  of  the   Council   will  get    up   on 
the  floor  and  change  my  vote  when   I  know  whal 
the    people    of    my    district    want.      I    don't    care 
what    any    other    member    tries    to    persuade    me 
to   do   or   to   dictate   to   me.    I   will  go  along   with 
the  people  of  my  district.      I  have  always  been  an 
advocate    of    free    speech.      I    like    discussions    pro 
and    con.     but    I  say   that   this    discussion,   which 
probably   ''as  run   into  three  hours  today,   hasn't. 
in     my     opinion,     changed     one     vote.      I     looked 
around   the   Council   Chamber  and   I   know   what 
the   councilors'    feelings  arc    in   the  matter,   and    I 
said  a  while  ago  that  the  vote  was  14  to  5  and  it 
still   remains    14    to    5.      So,    councilor,    never    gel 
up  011  the  floor  and  say  that  John  Kelly  won't  be 
advised,    because    John    Kelly    will   always    be   ad- 
vised,   and    that    is    why    he    has    been    successful 
out  in   Ward    15,   and   that   is   why   he  has  carried 
it  four  consecutive  times  and  run  twice  unopposed, 
because    lie    will    listen    to    people    and    listen    to 
reason.      So,  councilor,  you   will  never  change  my 
mind  by  what  you  have  to  offer  when   I  am  salrs- 
fied  I  know    what   the  people  of  my  district   want 
I    have    taken    that    stand    on    previous    occasions 
when    I    was    the    only    Democratic    member    that 
saw   fit   to  Mite  against   Federal  Housing.      I  called 
a     public    heating    and     I    got    the    sentiment.      I 
know  what  the  people  of  my  district  want  today, 
and   I  say  that   no  member  of  the  Council  will  get 
nil    on    the    floor    and    dictate    to    me.      And,    also, 
anything  you  have  told  me,  anything  in  confidence, 
will  never  go  any  further,  and  I  have  never  got 
up  on  the  floor  and  told  what  you  asked  me  to  do. 
What    you    have    asked    me    will    remain    a    secret 
between   you   and    me.      So,    I  hope   it    will   be   the 
last   time,   councilor,  you  ever-  get   up  011   the  floor 
and   say    that    John    Kelly    doesn't    want    to    hear 
free  speech  on  the  floor,  because  I  am  an  advocate. 
the  greatest  advocate  of  free  speech  of  any   mem- 
ber   of    the    C'ty    Council.     But    I    say    that    no 
member  of  the  Council  will  ever  get   up — it  is  all 
right     to    have    a     discussion     pro    and    ion — but 
no  one  will  ever  get  up  on  the  floor  of  the  <  louncil 
and  dictate  to  me  or  try  to  change  my  mind  when 
I    know    and    have   investigated    what    the    feelings 
of  my  district    arc.      Xo  councilor   will   get    up  on 
the   floor   and   dictate    to   me   or   try   to   persuade 
me   that    I  should   vote  against    the  feelings  of  the 
people  of  my  district  who  have  been  so  good  to  me 
and  honored  me  by  sending  me  here  for  eight  years. 
Conn.   KINSELLA     It   seems  to  me   we   have 
changed  over  from  persuasion  to  dictatorship  now. 
There  was  nothing  at  all  sail  1  about  dictatorship  by 
anybody.      I    am    practicing    a    right    that     I    nave 
here  to  try  to  persuade  anybody,  as  thej  have  me 
Councilor    Kellj    has   made   a    meat    to-do   about 
things    I    have    asked       I    grant    you    I    have    hail 
conversations   with   him  on   Council  matters,   the 

same  as  I  have  had  Willi  scores  of  others,  and  there 
isn't  anything  about  our  conversation  that  wasn't 
public  business  1  think  that  the  records  back  in 
I'M.',  very  early,  will  slew  that  Councilor  Linehan, 


of  South  Boston,  a  former  member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  myself,  who  was  then  a  member  of  the 
Legislature,  Councilor  Chase  of  Back  Bay,  who 
was  (hen  and  still  is  a  member  of  the  Legislature, 
Up  here  and  argued  for  some  respectful  order 
and  decorum,  arid  self-respect  for  the  >ei  rei  that 
is  supposed  lo  prevail  in  that  room.  I  found  as  a 
former  member  of  the  Legislature,  and  you  krrow 
as  a  former  Representative,  and  Councilor  Haniem 
knows  as  a  former  Representative,  and  Councilors 
l'Veney  and  Chase  know  as  former  and  present 
Representatives,  that  the  one  rule  up  there  thai 
,\oii  can't,  break  is  the  rule  of  secrecy  on  matters 
pertaining  to  the  matters  of  Executive  Session 
And  we  have  pleaded  down  here  to  have  that  rule 
adopted  and  respected,  and  who  is  breaking  the 
rule?  Who  was  it  that  went  into  that  chamber 
1  here  repeatedly  and  still  does  it,  and  will  sil  there 
and  say  nothing  when  matters  are  under  consulta- 
tion, but  will  wait  to  come  out  here  and  reveal 
secrets  that  are  supposed  to  be  in  secret  and  invio- 
late, but  I  am  taken  to  task  for  breaking  a  word. 
What  was  it  secret,  when  anyone  asks  you  lo  go 
along  with  something,  if  that  persorr  later  on  makes 
any  statement  he  won't  be  dictated  to,  and  then 
his  word  not  mean  that  he  won't  he  persuaded,  but 
will  be  guided  by  the  people  in  his  district,  and  that 
is  where  he  found  his  first  allegiance''  I  grant  you, 
but  what  is  so  secret  about  it?  That  is  public 
business.  Anything  I  have  ever  asked  anybody  in 
here  pertaining  to  these  round  table  discussions  can 
be  brought  out  here  freely  at  any  time.  There 
never  was  a  pledge  of  secrecy  that  didn't  imply  low 
morals.  What  other  defense  will  you  offer  against 
a  man  who  says  he  won't  be  persuaded,  but  will  be 
guided  by  the  people  in  his  district,  and  says  bhat 
because  he  said  these  things,  and  because  you 
speak  of  them  in  public  you  violated  a  confidence? 
We  have  elections  of  Presidents  here  everj  yeai 
We  know  many  of  these  matters  are  settled  1 
Thompson's  Spa,  but  they  come  in  here,  ami  Mr. 
Kelly,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  supported  my 
view  that,  too  much  was  done  in  Purcell's  or  Thomp- 
son's Spa.  Numerous  others  who  are  now  former 
councilors  have  supported  my  view,  and  if  thej  can 
discuss  city  business  in  Thompson's  Spa  or  Pur- 
cell's, yvlrat  will  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  call 
I  hat  if  they  can  discuss  city  business  in  Thomp- 
son's Spa  and  Purcell's,  when  I  can't  discuss  i1 
here'.'  It  is  of  great  importance  to  the  city.  \nd 
that  is  public  business.  It  is  of  great  importance 
with  some  possible  p/nding  legislation  as  to  yyhal 
action  this  Council  takes.  What  was  the  state 
secret  in  the  two  instances  I  spoke  about'.'  Dicta- 
torship, lo  he  sure.  That  is  one  form  of  dictator- 
ship. Mi  Kelly,  and  that  is  the  dictatorship  thai 
comes  from  the  opinion  in  your  ward.  You  do 
well  to  practice  it,  but  that  is  not  to  malign  any 
individual  who  is  in  opposition  to  me.  If  Mi 
Kelly  is  the  easy  gentleman  to  talk  to  thai  he  says 
he  is.  then  110  offense  is  given.  You  will  find  I 
am  an  amenable  gentleman,  too.  I  listen  lo 
reason,  and  sometimes  get  myself  embroiled.  If 
n  is  public  business,  let  us  refer  to  it  at,  all  limes  as 

City   business, 

Coun.  KELLY — I  just  want  to  correct  a  few 
things  for  the  record.  I  have  been  in  the  Bo  ton 
City  Council  for  seven  years  ami  I  have  been  in 
Purcell's  once  since  I  have  been  in  the  Boston  ( 'd  V 
<  louncil,  and  enjoyed  meeting  with  a  few  councilors. 
One  day  there  was  necessity  I  have  lunch  with 
them  and  I  asked  where  they  were  going  and  they 
said    to    Purcell's.      We   yvent   oyer.      Now,    I    don't 

recall  that  particular  day  there  was  am   particular 

discussion  going  on  at  Purcell's  or  any  city  busi- 
ness or  any  private  business,  but  I  can  assure  you, 
councilor,  if  there  was  any  discussion  going  on  in 
I'm  cell's  I  hat  no  one  would  knoyv  anything  of  the 
discussion  that  went  on  that  I  heard  of.  It  has 
been  my  pleasure  also  to  go  in  Thompson's  Spa  on 
a  number  of  occasions.  I  like  (heir  ice  cream 
sodas  pretty  well,  hut  I  think  only  a  few  times 
since  I  have  been  in  public  office  have  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  going  into  Thompson's  Spa.  I  don't 
remember  any  discussion  going  on  while  I  was  in 
Thompson's  Spa  Last  Friday  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  being,  for  the  first  time,  in  Billy  Hurley's  Log 
Cabin,  You  see,  councilor,  the  difference  between 
myself  and  a  lot  of  men  in  public  life  is  thai  I  have 
always  been  whal  you  call  a  Ward  Councilor.  I 
always  spend  my  lirrn  around  the  people  who  were 
good  ei gh   lo  send  me  to  public  office,  and   these 

intown  discussions  I  am  not  interested  in.  counciloi . 

And  you  will  never  find  Councilor  Kelly  in  Thomp- 
son's Spa  or  in  Purcell's  during  any  con  versa!  ion . 
whether  about  private  or  public  business  And 
if  you  did  find  ( 'ouncilor  Kelly  there,  councilor,  you 
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woulil  never  find  him  ti«-l  1 1 uti  tip  "ii  the  Moor  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  and  telling  of  run   conversa- 
tion that  did  take  place  then,  because  any  converse 
tion  thai  I  have  had  with  an]  councilor,  including 
yourself,  lias  always  remained  inside  tins  gentle- 

man;    or    an\     conversation    I    have    had    with    am 

member  of  tin-  Council  lias  always  remained  alone 
between  myself  and  thai  member  of  the  Council. 
Now,  to  clear  up  something  else,  Mr.  <  louncilor.  I 
am  always  noted  in  Executive  Session,  thai  if  I 
don't  understand  whal  is  going  on  I  ask,  and  I  have 
always  been  of  the  opinion  there  shouldn't  be  any 
Executive  Session  of  i he  Boston  Citj  Council. 
Everything  should  be  discussed  pro  and  eon  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council  so  thai  everybody  in  the 
balcony  could  hear  what  is  Koine  on.  So  if  any- 
thing is  revealed  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  that 
happens  to  go  on  in  Executive  Session,  I  have 
always  thought  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston 
are  supposed  to  know-  what  is  going  on. 

Conn.  KINSELLA — Mr.  Chairman. 

Conn.  KELLY     I  vicld. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  Councilor  Kelly,  haven't 
you  heard  me  support,  that  view  about  open 
sessions? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  might  answer  the  councilor 
DJ  saying  he  made  some  statements  on  the  floor 
of  fhe  Council,  and  as  Cotineilor  Kelly's  name  was 
the  only  name  mentioned,  of  course  some  might 
have  thought  it  was  Councilor  Kelly  that  sat 
silent  in  Executive,  but  I  never  sit  silent  when  I 
want  information.  I  always  ask  a  lot  of  questions 
and  you  can  take  your  book  and  go  back  since  the 
beginning  of  time  in  the  Council  and  you  will  see 
I  have  as  much  space  as  any  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  so  I  have  never  remained  silent 
while  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Boston  Citj 
Council,  and  I  won't  this  year  or  next  year.  But. 
now,  to  get  back  to  the  main  point.  I  have  to 
compliment  myself  again  when  I  say  that  I  will 
always  listen  to  the  people  of  my  district.  The 
people  of  my  district  come  first,  before  anybody 
in  the  City  Hall  or  anybody  else.  If  the  people 
of  my  district  want  me  to  vote  a  certain  way,  and 
they  are  not  dictating  to  me  as  you  said  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council,  they  are  telling  me  how  thev 
feel  —  and  they  have  been  very  good  to  me  out 
there,  and  Lam  willing  to  abide  by  the  way  they 
feel  —  and  I  am  always  carried  along  those  lines. 
and  you  and  I  have  been  the  best  of  friends  in 
here,  and  always  will  be.  But  never  get  up  on  the 
floor  of  the  City  Council  and  say  that  Councilor 
Kelly  asked  you  to  do  this  or  that,  because  Coun- 
cilor Kelly  can  come  back  at  you,  but  Councilor 
Kelly  doesn't  operate  that  way.  No  matter  whal 
you  say  to  Councilor  Kelly  it  will  remain  with 
him.  I  have  never  operated  that  way.  You  can 
inquire  about  me  around  Dorchester 

Coun.  CHASE — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  CHASE — The  gentleman  should  address 
the  Chair. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  apologize. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— That  is  a  legislative  rule 
that  doesn't  prevail  here. 

Coun.  KELLY — Then  I  am  in  order. 

President  KERRIGAN— That  prevails  in  all 
legislative  bodies. 

Coun.  KELLY— Then  I  still  apologize.  I 
thought  that  Councilor  Chase  was  going  to  bring 
out  another  point  of  order.  I  was  leading  up  to 
my  point.  Sometimes  it  takes  quite  a  while. 
But,  as  I  say,  in  my  campaigns  in  Ward  15.  and 
you  can  check  up  around  there 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
is  not  addressing  the  Chair. 

Coun.  KELLY' — I  apologize.  The  gentleman 
from  Ward  4  is  very  technical. 

President  KERRIGAN — You  don't  have  to 
look  at  the  Chair. 

Coun.  KELLY' — Then  I  am  in  order.  I  will 
withdraw  my  apology.  I  don't  want  to  take  up 
too  much  time,  because  I  want  to  be  home  at 
seven  o'clock,  but  I  would  like  to  clear  up  the 
thing  for  the  matter  of  the  record.  I  say  this  in 
all  sincerity,  that  during  any  one  of  my  campaigns 
in  Dorchester  I  have  never  mentioned  an  op- 
ponent's name.  I  have  always  campaigned  along 
the  name  of  John  Kelly.  Campaigning  for  high 
office  I  have  never  mentioned  an  opponent's  name. 

Coun.  CHASE — The  gentleman  is  not  addressing 
the  Chair. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  gentleman  is  in  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  think  the  gentleman  is  trying 
to  interrupt  me  so  I  will  forget  what  I  am  saying, 
so  I  am  going  to  close  by  saying,  by  reiterating 


mice  again  that  the  people  of  my  district  always 
come  first,  because  anything  I  have  got  in  public 

life  I  owe  to  them.  I  am  serving  with  a  lot  of 
good    fellows,    and    1    have    made    a    lol    of   good    ;ic 

quaintanceship in  the  Boston  Cits  Council  and  the 
State  Legislature,  but  my  first  thought  is  the 
people  who  sent  me  here,  and  as  long  as  I  am 
satisfied   by    being  in  contact    with   I  he  people,   by 

being  what    I  call  a  Ward  Councilor  and  not   a 

councilor  thai  would  be  in  the  discussions  at 
Thompson's  Spa  and  Purcell's,  I  think  I  know 
what  the  people  in  my  district  want.  Ami  when  I 
gel  that  sentiment,  although  I  may  be  easy  to 
talk  to,  I  won't  be  persuaded.  And  I  here  was 
nothing  personal  in  getting  up  here.  I  sat  here 
for  two  hours.  I  thought  I  could  cast  my  vote 
without  getting  up.  I  waited  two  hours.  I 
thought  the  lime  had  come  to  cast  a  vote.  I  saw 
different  members  of  the  Council  getting  up  two 
or  three  different,  times  and  I  thought  if  was  time 
for  me  to  get  up,  and  I  am  the  last  man  in  the 
world  to  ever  criticize  a  councilor.  I  never  have 
in  the  seven  years  in  public  office,  and  I  never 
will.  And  any  conversation  I  have  ever  had  with 
any  councilor  —  and  I  have  had  hundreds,  both 
with  present  and  past  councilors  that  remains 
between  me  and  the  councilor.  If  a  councilor 
asks  me  to  go  along  with  something  and  I  give 
him  my  word,  I  will  keep  my  word.  If  I  don't 
want  to  go  along  I  will  tell  him  that  I  am  not  inl cr- 
ested in  going  along,  but  no  one  else  will  know  that 
conversation  but  the  councilor  and  myself.  You 
and  I  have  had  conversations.  I  am  sure  your  con- 
versations with  me  have  always  been  above  board. 
There  was  nothing  wrong  with  our  conversa- 
tions, and  my  conversation  with  every  member 
of  the  Council  has  always  been  above  board. 
And  there  is  one  thing  I  won't  stand  for  while 
I  am  a  member  of  the  Council  and  that  is,  when 
I  know  people  of  my  district  —  whatever  you  call 
it,  use  your  own  term  —  I  am  not  changing  mv 
first  remarks  on  the  floor  of  the  Council;  if  you 
call  it  persuasion  I  will  agree  with  you;  if  you  call 
it  dictatorship  I  will  agree;  or  if  you  call  it  some- 
thing else  I  will  agree  —  but  whatever  it  is,  I  don't 
want  any  part  of  it.  I  will  vote  the  way  I  he 
people  of  my  district,  who  are  so  good  to  me  and 
sent  me  here,  want  me  to  vote.

FEENEY — I  rise  to  a  further  point  of 
parliamentary  inquiry.     What   is   the   vote  neces- 
sary to  appeal  from  the  Chair? 

President  KERRIGAN— A  majority  of  those 
present. 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  rise  to  a  further  point  of 
inquiry.  What  vote  is  necessary  to  amend  the 
rules  of  this  Council? 

President  KERRIGAN— Two  thirds  vote. 
Coun.  DWYER — I  move  that  we  now  adjourn. 
President  KERRIGAN— The  motion  is  out  of 
order.     There  is  an  appeal   from   the  decision  of 
the  Chair  made  and  seconded. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I 
wish  Councilor  Sullivan  would  withdraw  his 
motion.  The  Mayor  has  a  right  to  send  up  a  new 
order  next  week. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  withdraw. 
President    KERRIGAN— All    those    in    favor?

SALES   OF   LIQUOR. 

Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered.  That  the  Licensing  Board  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  information  to  the  City 
Council  as  to  what  measures  are  taken  for 
the  enforcement  of  laws  pertaining  to  the 
prohibiting  of  sales  of  liquor  to  intoxicated 
persons,     especially  women;     and     be     it     further 

Ordered,  That  the  Licensing  Board,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  order 
an  immediate  investigation  of  places  where 
liquor  is  sold  to  women  with  a  view  to  seeing 
that  the  laws  are  fully  enforced;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Licensing  Board 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to    advise    the    City    Council    as    to    whether    or 


not  they  will  need  additional  inspectors  to 
strictly  supervise  places  where  liquor  is  sold 
to  women. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  consider  this  a  very  important 
order,  in  view  of  the  various  murders  that  have 
occurred  in  our  city  during  the  past  few  months. 
I  submit  to  you,  Mr.  President,  that  the  murder 
that  happened  over  in  the  South  End  of  Boston 
was  of  a  woman  by  the  name  of  Hanson.  If  I 
remember  the  evidence  correctly,  a  woman  by 
the  name  of  Hanson  was  intoxicated,  or  had 
been  drinking  in  one  of  these  "honkytonk" 
restaurants  that  serve  liquor  to  women,  and  she 
apparently  had  been  escorted  home  by  a  man  who 
subsequently  murdered  her.  The  woman  who 
was  recently  murdered  over  in  Charlestown 
also  had  been  frequenting  a  place  where  liquor 
was  sold  to  women,  and  she,  too,  Mr.  President, 
was  accompanied  home  by  a  man  who  subse- 
quently murdered  her.  I  also  have  in  mind. 
Sir.  President,  a  case  which  happened  in  my 
district  some  few  months  ago,  about  a  year  and 
a  half  ago,  where  a  woman  of  about  fifty  years 
of  age  was  intoxicated  and  was  served  liquor 
by  a  restaurant  keeper  until  she  was  drunk. 
She  walked  home  and  was  followed  by  someone 
who  subsequently  raped  her  and  murdered  her. 
and  her  dead  body  was  found  in  a  hallway  a  few 
steps  away  from  the  place  that  sold  her  liquor 
while  she  was  intoxicated.  Now,  Mr.  President. 
I  think  that  in  view  of  these  murders,  these, 
murders  of  women 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  May 
we  have  quiet  here  so  that  the  gentleman  may  be 
heard. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Council  will  be  in 
order. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  think  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  these  three  murders  were  all  of 
intoxicated  women,   women  who  apparently  were 
sold  this  liquor  by  agents  of  property  licensed  by 
the  City  of  Boston  to  do  business,  that  our  regular 
law  enforcement  agencies  have  either  been  lax  in 
enforcing  the  laws  pertaining  to  the  sale  of  liquor 
to  people  who  are  intoxicated  or  else  we  haven't 
got  enough  inspectors  in  the  Licensing   Board   to 
properly   supervise   these   places    where    they   sell 
liquor.     But  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  President,  it  is  about 
time,  in  view  of  the  evidence  given  to  us  through 
the  medium  of  the  newspapers  that  three  women 
in  this  city  in  the  past  few  months  were  murdered 
in  cold  blood,  and  in  two  of  the  cases  raped,  women 
intoxicated  who  received  this  liquor  from  proprie- 
tors  of   stores   licensed   by   our   Licensing   Board, 
something   should   be   done.     I   don't   know,    Mr. 
President,   whether  our  law  enforcement   agencies 
are  lax  in  enforcing  the  state  law,  which  provides 
that  no  agency  dispensing  liquor  shall  give  it  to 
any  person  who  is  intoxicated.     But  it  would  seem 
to  me,  Mr.  President,  that  the  evidence  given  to 
us  tends  to  show  there  is  a  laxity  in  our  law  en- 
forcement of  this  particular  branch  of  the  law,  and 
I  say  to  you,  Mr.   President,  unless  something  is 
done  about  it  the  condition  will  grow  worse  and 
worse.     This  is  a  very  unfortunate  thing.     Three 
murders  of  intoxicated  women,  women  raped,  and 
who  is  to  blame?     I  place  the  blame  directly  on  the 
law  enforcement  agencies.     I  blame  the  people  who 
are  dispensing   this  liquor,   people  allowing   these 
women  to  become  in  such  an  intoxicated  state  that 
men    will    ravish    and    destroy    them.     Oh,    Mr. 
President,  this  is  a  very  important  matter.     This 
is  something  which  apparently  has  been  overlooked 
by  our  law  enforcement  agencies,  and  I  would  like 
to  get  the  desired  information  from  the  Licensing 
Board,  whether  or  not  they  are  able  to  properly 
supervise  these  places  that  are  dispensing  liquor  to 
women.     Have  we  an  adequate  number  of  insi  ice- 
tors  who  will  visit  these  places  frequently  to  de- 
termine whether  or  not  they  are  fully  complying 
with  the  law?      I  know  in  many  sections  of  the  city 
this  law  is  frequently  violated.     I  have  seen  it  witli 
my  own  eyes.     I  have  seen  women,  personally,  in- 
toxicated and  staggering  out  of  these  places,  an- 
noying the  public  on  the  street,  and  making  a  gen- 
eral nuisance  of  themselves.     But,  sir,  when  con- 
ditions go  beyond  ordinary  nuisances  and  general 
nuisances,  when  things  can  get  so  bad  that  we  are 
tracing   three   wicked   murders,   horrible   murders, 
directly  to  the  dispensers  of  liquor,  then  I  say  to 
you  it  is  about  time  our  law  enforcement  agencies 
are  told  to  make  sure  that  this  law  is  enforced.    And 
I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the  regular  authorities 
will  endeavor  to  press  down  on  this  thing  and  com- 
pletely compel  the  dispensers  of  liquor  to  follow  and

GRANTING  OF  BUS   IK  IENSES 

Com.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  Thai  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  be  requested,  bj  his  Honoi 
the  Mayor,  not  to  grant  anj  licensee  foi  the 
operation  of  buses  in  the  City  of  Boston  until 
they  first  notify  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
of  the  Boston  City  Council, 

Coun  COFFEY—1  think  this  is  a  vitallj 
important  matter  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
here,  because  if  it  isn't  we  might  as  well  abolish 
the  Bod]  and  do  away  with  committees.  To  my 
amazement,  last  Saturday  morning  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  started  a  bus  line  from  Maverick 
squat''  station,  a'ong  Bremen  street,  to  the  Air- 
port,    and     back     the    same     route       The     Boston 

Elevated  Railway  filed  a  petition  here  last  Monday 
for  tliis  bus  line.  I  intended  to  call  a  meeting 
tliis  week  of  the  Committee  on  Licenses  and  talk 
the  matter  ovei  between  the  trustees  of  the 
Boston  Elevated  and  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Licensee,  but  without  waiting,  without 
any  warning,  they  go  before  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  and  gel  a  sixty-day  permit  to 
run  buses  over  that  route,  without  consulting 
members  of  this  Body  in  any  way  whatsoevei 
We  have  the  sole  powei  of  granting  that  permit, 
and  I  think  we  should  get  up  on  our  hind  legs 
and  let  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  knon 
that     the    members    of    the     Boston     City    Council, 

through  their  Committee  on  Licenses,  will  hold 
a  meeting  and  will  eithei  grant  01  turn  down 
permits  as  they  see  tit.  And  we  don't  think 
they  should  step  in  and  give  a  sixty-day  permit 
to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  or  any  othei 
bus  line  without  action  being  first  taken  by  the 
Boston  City  Council.  Some  of  you  gentlemen 
here  will  recall  a  meeting  we  had  in  1!M2.  and 
the  meeting  we  had  last  year,  when  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  sent  down  on 
one  occasion  Mi  Downey,  and  on  another  occasion 
Mr.  Hall,  and  they  wanted  to  run  a  bus  line 
along  Maverick  street  to  the  Airport  and  back. 
When  I  asked  them  if  they  had  any  intentions 
of    taking   off    the   Jeffries    Point    car   line,    they

NEUTRALITY    OP    EIRE. 

Coun.    FEENEY    offered    the    following: 

Whereas,  The  friendship  of  America  and 
Eire    is    traditional;    and 

Whereas,  America  is  engaged  in  a  great 
war,  and  Eire  is,  by  choice  of  its  people, 
neutral;    and 

Whereas,  America  is  fighting  for,  among 
other  worthy  objectives,  the  principle  of  self- 
determination  of  small   nations;   and 

Whereas,  Eire,  by  virtue  of  the  principle 
of  self-determination  of  small  nations,  is 
neutral;    and 

Whereas,  A  misunderstanding  with  respect 
to  their  particular  objectives  has  developed 
between    America    and    Eire;    be    it 

Resolved,  That  the  differences  between 
America  and  Eire  be  amicably  adjusted  on 
a  basis  consistent  with  the  particular  ob- 
jectives of  both  countries,  to  the  end  that 
the  traditional  friendship  of  America  and  Eire 
shall  always   be   maintained;   and   be   it   further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  to  the  Massachusetts  members 
of    Congress. 


Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
going  to  read  this  article  that  appeared  in 
yesterday's  Post  in  regard  to  Eire.  I  think 
however,  it  is  one  of  the  best  things  I  have 
read  in  any  Boston  newspaper  on  this  matter, 
and  I  am  going  to  ask  that  it  be  incorporated 
in   our   minutes   along   with   the  order. 

Coun.    Coffey's    motion    was    carried. 

The   resolution    was    adopted. 

(The  quotation  from  the  Sunday  Post  of 
March   19,   1943,   is   as  follows: 

Order     to     Ireland     Strikes     Shattering     Blow 

Against   All   Ideals   of   America. 
Raises    Point    as    to    What   Nation    Can    Do    to 

Remain     Neutral     in     This     War     Despite 

"Four    Freedoms." 

By   John    Griffin. 

The  United  States  is  in  a  war  of  survival 
and  it  is  natural  to  expect  that  anyone  who 
steps  in  our  way  or  refuses  to  get  out  of 
our  way  is  going  to  get  rurrt.  Any  nation, 
large  or  small,  that  interferes  with  our  chances 
of  victory,  or  with  our  plans  for  victory,  can 
be  assured  that  it  is  courting  trouble  in  large 
quantities    and    at   frequent   intervals. 

Thus  Eire  can  look  forward  to  nothing  but 
woe  as  far  as  her  relations  with  the  United 
States  are  concerned.  It  has  been  decided 
— by  our  military  leaders  according  to  a  re- 
cent despatch — that  by  permitting  the  dip- 
lomatic representatives  of  our  enemies  to  stay 
in  Eire,  that  country  is  jeopardizing  our 
invasion    project    and    imperilling    our    troops. 

So  we  are  going  to  punish  Eire  for  her 
refusal  to  help  us.  We  have  pointed  out,  with 
threat  and  warning,  that  she  cannot  expect 
anything  from  now  on  but  trouble  unless  she 
does  our  bidding.  And  we  even  tell  her  that 
she  can  also  anticipate  very  little  at  the  peace 
table. 

Isolated    Eire. 

We're  going  to  see  to  it,  along  with  our 
ally,  Britain,  that  Eire  gets  no  more  than  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  keep  her  producing 
food  for  Britain.  We  are  going  to  see  to  it 
that  she  gets  no  ships  from  us — as  if  we  were 
in    the    habit    of    providing    ships    for    her. 

All  right,  if  we've  got  to  do  it  to  win  victory 
and  safeguard  American  lives,  by  all  means 
do   it — without  hesitation   and   without  limit. 

But  is  it  too  much  to  ask  now  that  all  the 
sanctimonious  twaddle  about  "four  freedoms" 
cooked  up  at  a  meeting  between  Mr.  Churchill 
and  President  Roosevelt,  and  all  the  big  talk 
about  the  rights  of  small  nations  be  im- 
mediately junked  and  placed  in  a  position 
where  they  cannot  be  dragged  forth  to  falsify 
a    situation. 

When  we  tell  a  nation  that  is  honestly 
neutral — a  fact  admitted  by  the  Allies — that 
unless  she  makes  a  warlike  move  against  our 
enemies  she  will  be  subjected  to  punishment 
from  us,  we  are  shattering  all  the  ideals  of 
America. 

When  we  tell  a  defenseless  neutral  that 
unless  she  makes  a  move  against  our  enemies, 
which  might  subjet  her  to  destruction  from 
the  air,  we  will  use  economic  weapons  in 
punishment,  we  are  throwing  the  rights  of 
small    nations    into    the    ash    can. 

Can't   Be    Surprised. 

When  we  tell  a  small,  honestly  neutral 
nation  that  she  has  no  right  to  remain 
neutral  and  must  enter  the  war  on  our  side 
upon  pain  of  immediate  punishment  and  fu- 
ture discrimination,  we  can  hardly  be  sur- 
prised   if    the    neutral    world    looks    astonished. 

Of  course,  the  neutral  world  should  not 
be  surprised  at  this  event,  for  we  have  in- 
dicated before  that  the  determination  of  the 
American  people  is  to  win  the  war  at  all 
costs;  that  it  is  a  question  of  survival.  But 
unfortunately  at  the  same  time  we  have  been 
preaching  to  the  world  about  freedom  from 
fear  and  freedom  from  aggression  and  other 
noble   principles. 

Have  the  people  of  Eire  now  been  assured 
of  a  freedom  from  fear  and  aggression?  Is 
it     impossible     for     them     to     remain     neutral 
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because  their  neighbor!  want  them  to  fight'.' 
Perhaps  it  is  impossible  from  the  practical 
and  realistic  viewpoint.  But  let's  not  talk 
about    ideals  and   freedoms    in   that   connection. 

As  for  freedom,  certainly  Eire  should  be 
free  to  stay  out  of  the  war  if  that  is  the 
desire  of  her  people.  Rut,  says  one  com- 
mentator and  editorialist,  Eire  is  only 
"technically  right,  but  is  morally  and  strate- 
gically    wrong." 

This  is  a  view  that  might  be  presented 
to  a  man  standing  on  his  head.  If  Eire  is 
right  at  all,  she  is  morally  right.  And  as 
far  as  being  "strategically  wrong"  that  must 
mean  that  she  is  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
geographically   situated    "in   the  middle." 

No    Lend-Lease. 

Let's  get  a  few  things  straight.  In  the 
first  place,  Eire  has  not  been  given  anything 
by  this  country.  The  ships  she  got  were 
bought  from  us  and  paid  for,  and  were 
bought  only  after  long  months  of  negotiations 
in  which  we  tried  to  bargain  for  the  use 
of  certain  Irish  ports,  which  we  held  were 
essential    to    our    safety. 

This  argument  was  later  dropped  when  it 
developed  that  the  ports  were  not  necessary 
for  our  safety.  At  a  time  when  we  were 
giving  food  and  other  materials  to  many 
nations,  neutral  as  well  as  belligerent,  on  a 
lend-lease  basis — that  is,  we  were  giving  it 
away — Eire  was  unsuccessfully  trying  to  buy 
from    us. 

The  Eire  minister  in  Washington  said  pub- 
licly that  the  State  Department  assured  him 
there  "has  not  been  a  single  instance  of 
known  leakage  of  military  information 
through    Ireland    in    the    past    two    years." 

And  the  United  States'  note  to  Eire  in 
which  that  government  was  asked  to  break 
off  diplomatic  relations  with  Axis  countries 
said:  "We  do  not  question  the  good  faith 
of  the  Irish  government  in  its  efforts  to 
suppress    espionage." 

What,  then,  does  a  neutral  nation  have  to 
do  to  remain  out  of  war?  Here  is  one  that 
has  been  honestly  neutral,  that  has  done 
everything  possible  to  prevent  espionage 
within     its     borders,     that    has     expressed     the 


will  of  its  people  in  its  official  policy,  yet 
it  is  being  told  by  two  powerful  nations  that. 
it  must  immediately  take  steps  which  would 
lead  it  into  war  or  else  suffer  punishment 
for    remaining    at   peace. 

A    Practical    View. 

We  have  been  faced  with  situations  in 
which  idealism  clashed  with  realism.  There 
was  the  question  of  whether  we  would  be 
realistic  enough  to  deal  with  French  leaders 
in  North  Africa  who  could  save  the  lives  of 
many  American  soldiers.  From  the  moral 
standpoint,  and  certainly  from  the  standpoint 
of  idealism,  we  should  not  have  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  them.  But  from  the  prac- 
tical standpoint  we  would  have  been  utterly 
foolish    to    refuse    dealing    with    them. 

Certainly  the  parents  of  thousands  of 
American  boys  were  happy  that  a  deal  was 
made  that  saved  untold  thousands  of  Amer- 
ican   lives. 

If  the  measures  to  be  taken  against  Eire 
also  result  in  saving  American  lives,  as  the 
military  men  say  they  will,  there  won't  be 
any    outcry    of    protest    from    Americans. 

But  it  is  strictly  a  practical  matter  and 
sets  aside  all  the  brave  talk  about  ideals 
and  freedoms.  As  if  they  weren't  shattered 
much  earlier  by  the  experience  of  Estonia, 
Latvia,    Lithuania    and    other    small    nations. 

Do  what  we  have  to  do,  but  let's  be  honest 
about    it. )

REDUCTION  OF  WATER   RATES.

Dear  Mr.   Carey, — This  is  in   reference   to   the 
following  order  that  was  passed  in  the  City  Council 
on  March  13: 

"Ordered,  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
City  of  Boston  is  at  present  realizing  a  profit  of 
approximately  20  per  cent  on  water  supplied  to 
taxpayers,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take 
immediate  steps  to  reduce  |  the  present  excessive 
water  rates  proportionately." 

The  surplus  resulting  from  the  operation  of  the 
Water  Service  for  last  year  totaled  $1,110,823.21, 
and  the  entire  surplus  under  the  present  city 
administration   totals  $4,886,784.72,   as  compared 


with  a  total  deficit  of  $734,113.06  that  accumu- 
lated in  the  years  1931  to  1937,  inclusive.  I  am 
making  these  comparisons  only  to  show  thai 
under  the  present  city  administration  the  drive 
to  make  delinquent  customers  pay  their  bills  and 
to  operate  the  Water  Service  of  this  city  on  a 
sound  business  basis,  has  resulted  in  a  substantial 
saving  to  the  real  estate  owners  in  this  city,  and 
has  been  of  benefit  to  those  water  customers  who 
pay  their  bills  on  time,  because,  at  the  start  of 
the  present  city  administration  serious  considera- 
tion was  given  to  increasing  the  water  rates  because 
of  the  deficit  under  which  the  Water  Division  of 
this  department  was  operating. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  chapter  324 
of  the  Acts  of  1914,  the  surplus  income  received 
each  year  from  the  operation  of  the  Water  Service 
is  to  be  used  to  meet  interest  and  sinking  fund 
requirements,  or  serial  loan  payments  on  any 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  a  direct  sav- 
ing to  the  real  estate  owners  of  this  city  is  accom- 
plished by  using  Water  Department  surpluses  for 
the  latter-referenced  purpose. 

It  is  in  the  interests  of  the  small  home  owner 
in  this  city  to  keep  the  present  schedule  of  water 
rates  in  effect  rather  than  to  lower  the  rates, 
because,  in  my  opinion,  the  increase  in  the  real 
estate  taxes  to  the  small  home  owner  of  this  city 
will  more  than  offset  the  saving  that  would  result 
to  him  if  the  water  rates  were  reduced.  I  might 
illustrate  this  point  by  the  following  example: 
The  average  home  owner  in  this  city,  whose  prop- 
erty is  assessed  for  $5,000,  is  required  to  pay 
approximately  $15  per  year  for  water  delivered  to 
his  premises.  If  the  existing  water  rates  were 
reduced  20  per  cent,  the  same  home  owner  would 
then  be  required  to  pay  $12  per  year,  but  the 
total  water  revenue  would  be  reduced  approxi- 
mately $1,000,000  by  this  20  per  cent  cut,  with 
the  result  that  the  real  estate  taxes  would  have 
to  be  increased  approximately  70  cents  per  $1,000. 
Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  the  real  estate 
tax  bill  of  this  small  home  owner  would  be  increased 
$3.50,  which  would  more  than  offset  the  saving 
resulting  to  him  by  a  decrease  of  20  per  cent  in 
the  water  rates. 

This  increase  in  real  estate  taxes  is  due,  in  part, 
to  the  fact  that  the  largest  water  consumers  are 
not  the  home  owners  of  this  city,  but  industrial 
interests,  and  the  Federal  Government.  The 
Federal  Government  is  the  biggest  water  cus- 
tomer that  we  have,  and  it  is  not  required  to 
pay  any  real  estate  taxes.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, therefore,  a  reduction  in  water  rates 
would  effect  a  direct  saving  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, but  this  saving  would  have  to  be  made  up 
entirely  by  real  estate  taxes. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances,  therefore,  I  feel 
that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  property 
owners  of  this  city — and  particularly  the  small 
home  owners — to  keep  the  present  schedule  of 
water  rates  in  effect.

ERECTION  OF  VETERANS'  HOSPITAL  AND 
WAR   MEMORIAL   FROM    WHITE   FUND.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — There  have  been  transmitted 
for  my  consideration  and  report  the  following  two 
orders  of  the  City  Council  dated  February  7.  1944: 
"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
a  ruling  on  the  power  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  Committee  to  use  the  funds  of  the  George 
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Robert  White  Fund  to  erect  a  veterans'  hospital 
in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

"Ordered.  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
a  ruling  on  the  power  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  Committee  to  use  the  funds  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  to  erect  a  war  memorial  in 
Boston." 

Because  of  the  number  and  variety  of  the 
speoial  restrictive  provisions  in  the  will  of  the  late 
George  Robert  White,  governing  the  expenditure 
of  the  income  of  the  trust  fund  therein  created, 
it  is  difficult  to  make  a  "ruling"  as  to  the  eligibility 
of  any  particular  project,  in  the  absence  of  rather 
full  and  detailed  specifications  of  the  proposed 
project.  Speaking  generally,  however,  and  with- 
out intending  hereby  to  make  a  "ruling"  in  any- 
technical  sense,  it  is  my  opinion  (1)  that  said 
trustees  do  have  the  power  to  use  said  income  to 
erect  a  "war  memorial"  in  Boston;  and  (2)  that 
it  is  doubtful  whether  the  trustees  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  have  the  power  to  use  the 
income  thereof  to  erect  a  "veterans'  hospital"  in 
Boston. 

The  expenditure  of  the  income  of  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund  is  governed  by  the  terms  of 
Article  Fourteenth  of  the  Will  of  George  Robert 
White.  So  far  as  here  material  said  Article 
Fourteenth  provides  as  follows: 

"I  do  now  give  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  my 
property  of  every  nature  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  same  to  be  held  as  a  permanent  charitable 
trust  fund  to  be  known  as  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund,  and  the  net  income  only  to  be 
used  for  creating  works  of  public  utility  and 
beauty,  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  my  intention 
that  no  part  of  said  income,  however,  shall  be 
used  for  a  religious,  political,  educational  or  any 
purpose  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  events  to  provide. 

"Any  work  or  works  established  from  the 
Fund  may  be  improved,  extended,  enlarged  or 
added  to  from  time  to  time,  but  the  current 
expense  of  their  care  and  maintenance  shall 
be  borne  by  the  City.  I  also  direct  that  no  part 
of  said  income  shall  be  mingled  with  other  funds 
or  applied  in  joint  undertakings;  but  that  each 
work  established  under  this  gift  shall  be  separate 
and  distinct,  and  shall  always  bear  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  a  suitable  inscription  identifying 
it  as  erected  or  established  from  said  George 
Robert  White  Fund." 

While  I  think  that  Boston  has  now  few,  if 
any,  superiors  in  beauty  and  in  the  many 
privileges  it  affords  to  its  citizens,  yet  I  believe 
it  has  greater  possibilities  for  the  future,  and 
there  are  several  public  blessings  among  those 
afforded  by  other  cities, — such  as  a  zoological 
garden  and  handsome  buildings  therefor,  an 
aquarium,  a  forum  of  substantial  proportions 
for  public  gatherings,  etc. — which  we  do  not 
possess.  It  is  with  such  things  as  these  in  mind 
that  I  have  established  the  foregoing  trust  fund. 
"I  can  conceive  that  pressure  might  be  brought 
to  bear  to  use  the  income  of  this  Fund  for  small 
and  comparatively  unimportant  needs,  which 
might  be  equally  deserving  and  technically 
within  the  general  scope  of  the  Trust  as  here- 
tofore expressed.  A  use  of  it  for  such  purposes 
to  any  substantial  extent  would  be  contrary  to  my 
intention,  which  is  that  its  income,  accumulated 
if  need  be  for  a  time  long  enough  to  make  it 
sufficient,  should  be  used  only  for  important  civic 
improvements."  (Emphasis  supplied.) 

The  conditions  which  any  project  must  fulfill  in 
order   to   comply   with   the   requirements   of   said 
Article  Fourteenth  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 
The  project  must  be, — 

(a)   for  a  public  charitable  purpose; 
(6)   a  work  of  public  utility; 

(c)  a  work  of  beau  ty ; 

(d)  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  inhab- 

itants of  Boston; 

(e)  a  work  which  is  separate  and  distinct; 
(/)    a   work   which   constitutes   an   important 

civic  improvement  rather  than  one 
which  is  small  and  comparatively 
unimportant; 
(g)  a  work  of  such  character  that  the  current 
expense  of  maintenance  thereof  may  be 
borne  by  the  City. 


The  project,  at  the  same  turn-,  must  be  such  that 
it  will  not  be  in  violation  of  the  prohibitions  of 
Article  FourteenOi,   that  is: 

The  project  must  not  be, — 
Co)  religious    in    purpo 

(6)    political   in   purpose; 
tcj    educational  in  purpose; 

(d)  a    joint    undertaking,    but    must    be    a 

separate    and    distinct    work; 

(e)  one  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  in  the 

ordinary  course  of  events  to  provide. 

I.  The  income  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund  may  be  expended,  in  my  opinion,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  "war  memorial"  of  suitable 
design,  size  and  utility, 

A  "war  memorial"  would  be  for  a  public  chari- 
table purpose. 

"Gifts  for  the  furtherance  and  inculcation  of 
patriotism  are  charitable.  Molly  Vamum 
Chapter  D.  A.  ft.  v.  Lowell,  204  Mass.  487;  Old 
South    Association    v.    Boston,    212    Mass.    209." 

Thorp  v.  Lund,  227  Mass.  474,  471). 

A  "war  memorial"  could  be  a  work  of  public 
utility  if  it  served  some  useful  public  purpose,  such 
as  that  of  a  forum  for  public  gatherings,  or  the 
like;  could  be  a  work  of  beauty;  would  not  be  re- 
ligious, political  or  educational  in  purpose;  need 
not  be  a  joint  undertaking;  could  constitute  an 
important  civic  improvement  if  of  sufficient  size 
and  suitable  design;  and  would  clearly  be  for  the 
use  and  enjoyment  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  It  is  not  such  a  work  as  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  city  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events 
to  provide.  The  city  has  permissive  authority  to 
erect  a  "war  memorial,"  but  is  under  no  manda- 
tory requirement  to  do  so.  Finally,  the  current 
expense  of  the  maintenance  of  a  "war  memorial" 
may  legally  be  borne  bv  the  city.  See  G.  L. 
(Ter.  Ed.),  c.  40,  s.  5,  cl.  (12). 

There  would  be  no  difficulty  in  having  such  a 
work  bear  a  suitable  inscription  identifying  it  as 
erected  or  established  from  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund. 

II.  The  single  difficulty,  in  my  opinion,  affect- 
ing a  "veterans'  hospital"  as  an  object  of  expendi- 
ture of  the  income  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund,  arises  from  the  requirement  that  such  proj- 
ect must  be  "for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Boston."  I  think  that 
such  a  project  is  feasible  with  respect  to  the  other 
requirements  of  the  will.  While  there  might  be 
some  practical  difficulties  in  attempting  to  coor- 
dinate the  functions  of  such  a  hospital  with  the 
functions  of  a  Federal  veterans'  medical  or  re- 
habilitation program  and  at  the  same  time  avoid 
engaging  in  a  joint  undertaking,  conceivably  such 
difficulties  could  be  overcome.  The  current  ex- 
pense of  the  care  and  maintenance  of  a  hospital 
may  legally  be  borne  bv  the  city.  G.  L.  (Ter. 
Ed.),  c.  40,  s.  4,  s.  5,  clauses  (19),  (20).  More- 
over, it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  city,  in  any  manda- 
tory sense,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events  to 
provide  a  hospital.  See  St.  1858,  c.  113;  St.  1901, 
c.  518. 

However,  the  requirement  that  the  project 
must  be  "for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  City  of  Boston"  probably  would 
be  interpreted  as  intending  a  use  and  enjoyment 
by  all  of  the  inhabitants,  that  is,  open  to  the 
public  generally,  without  restriction  as  to  class, 
economic  status  or  military  status.  In  this  re- 
spect, I  incline  toward  the  views  expressed  in  an 
opinion  of  October  7,  1922,  of  former  Corporation 
Counsel  E.  Mark  Sullivan,  who  ruled  that  while 
income  from  the  White  Fund  could  be  used  for 
the  erection  of  health  units  "provided  they  are 
open  to  the  public  generally,"  that  income  could 
not  be  used  for  such  health  units  if  they  were  to 
be  "restricted  solely  to  the  use  of  the  poor." 

I  should  be  inclined  to  a  different  view  if  the 
question  dealt  with  a  hospital  open  to  all  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Boston  without  restriction,  even  if 
veterans  were  to  receive  incidentally  a  benefit 
therefrom.  But  it  is  at  least  doubtful  that  a 
"veterans'  hospital"  as  such,  restricted  solely  to 
veterans,  would  not  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
the  White  Fund  trust.

installation  of  an  escalator  without  extensive 
structural  changes. 

Escalators  are  expensive  to  install  in  any  loca- 
tion and  they  are  also  expensive  to  maintain. 
They  have  only  been  provided  where  conditions, 
together  with  volume  of  traffic,  justify  their 
expense.

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  your  communication, 
relative  to  City  Council  order  of  February  four- 
teenth, calling  for  the  establishment  of  a  plot  100 
feet  by  100  feet  in,  or  adjacent  to  the  City  of 
Boston  cemetery  on  Bennington  street,  East 
Boston,  f»r  the  purpose  of  burying  deceased 
veterans  of  the  East  Boston  district  who  die 
without  near  of  kin  to  provide  for  their  burial, 
said  order  is  returned  herewith. 

This  department  has  set  aside  large  plots  at  the 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery  for  the  interment  of  Bos- 
ton residents  who  are  honorably  discharged 
veterans. 

On  November  7,  1900,  the  Cemetery  Trustees 
voted  to  set  aside  a  large  plot  of  land  at  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery  for  the  interment  of  deceased 
Spanish  War  veterans.  Twice  since  that  time 
the  size  of  this  plot  has  been  increased — it  was  last 
increased  on  March  17,  1940 — so  there  is  plenty 
of  room  for  burial  of  veterans  of  that  war. 

On  May  25,  1920,  the  Mayor  approved  a  City 
Council  order  dated  May  10,  1920,  and  the  money 
was  later  provided,  for  the  laying  out  and  the 
establishment  of  a  burial  plot,  at  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery,  for  residents  of  Boston  who  were 
veterans  of  the  World  War.  The  site  selected, 
and  laid  out,  provided  for  about  3,500  graves, 
and  up  to  this  time  483  graves  have  been  used  for 
the  burial  of  veterans  of  World  War  I.  A  portion 
of  this  large  plot  has  been  set  aside  for  the  burial 
of  veterans  of  the  present  war,  and  fourteen 
veterans  of  the  second  World  War  have  already 
been  buried  in  this  area  set  aside  for  them. 

These  veteran  burial  plots  at  Mount  Hope 
Cemetery  are  large,  have  room  for  expansion, 
and  are  a  credit  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Honorably 
discharged  veterans  of  Boston  have  plots,  which 
are  most  attractive,  already  set  aside  for  their 
burial.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — Supplementing  my  letter  to 
you  of  January  24,  1944,  which  stated  that  a 
survey  of  unsafe,  dangerous  and  dilapidated 
buildings  in  the  city  would  be  made,  I  submit 
herewith  a  progress  report  which  incorporates  in  it, 
ward  by  ward,  the  number  of  buildings  and  struc- 
tures found  to  warrant  action  by  this  department. 
Said  buildings  arc  in  two  classifications,  namely, 
A  and  B,  A  being  those  found  to  be  unsafe  and 
dangerous  and  requiring  immediate  attention; 
B  being  those  found  to  be  dilapidated  and  unfit 
for  occupancy,  which  through  deterioration  or 
vandalism  may  become  unsafe  and  dangerous. 

As  of  this  date,  our  recapitulation  of  the  work 
of  the  various  inspectors  in  their  respective  wards 
shows  a  number  of  buildings  requiring  action, 
either  in  A  or  B,  totalling  624,  261  A's  and  363  B's. 
Of  this  number  the  building  inspectors  recommend 
that  387  be  razed;  552  of  the  buildings  totalled 
are  now  vacant. 

The  City  Council  order  requests  information  as 
to  the  number  of  city-owned  and  privately-owned 
buildings.  The  work  of  obtaining  correct  owner- 
ship of  privately-owned  buildings  is  tedious  and 
slow;  however,  the  final  report  will  contain  the 
information  desired  by  the  City  Council. 

It  is  understood  that  the  progress  report  lists 
the  buildings  recorded  to  date  only;  same  is  not 
and  should  not  be  considered  to  be  complete,  as 
the  survey  is  still  in  progress. 

That  the  gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  may  be

Dear  Sir, — In  reply  to  order  of  the  City  Council 
received    with    your    letter    dated    February    24 
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(received  March  13),  I  would  say  that  our  trustees 
have  considered  previous  requests  that  men  in 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  be  per- 
mitted to  ride  free  on  the  Elevated  for  the  duration 
of  the  war. 

They  recognize  the  spirit  which  prompts  the 
requests,  but  under  existing  laws  and  conditions 
with  reference  to  deficits  and  their  assessments 
on  the  taxpayers  of  the  communities  served  they 
do  not  feel  that  they  have  authority  to  grant 
the  requests. 

As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine  from 
a  survey  made  by  the  American  Transit  Associa- 
tion, there  is  but  one  system  where  service  men 
in  uniform  are  carried  free.  Apparently  nearly 
all  of  the  street  railway  companies,  including 
the  publicly  owned  street  railway  system  in 
Toronto,  Canada,  do  not  give  such  free  service. 
This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  war 
conditions  have  placed  additional  expenses  on 
the  street  railways  and  because  in  many  cities, 
such  as  Massachusetts,  the  law  does  not  permit 
the  giving  of  such  free  service  except  to  specified 
classes,  such  as  policemen  and  firemen  while  on 
duty  and  in  uniform. 

The  Government  can,  of  course,  as  it  does  with 
mail  carriers,  provide  service  men  with  tickets 
with  which  they  can  ride.

Gentlemen, — I  again  submit  and  recommend  the 
immediate  passage  of  the  accompanying  order 
authorizing  the  expenditure  of  $5,000  in  connec- 
tion with  the  "Clean-up"  campaign. 

The  work  of  cleaning  the  city  presents  at  least 
two  problems: 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  municipality  is  limited 
to  the  public  streets  and  public  alleys,  and  the 
city  has  no  control  over  back  yards,  private  ways 
and  alleys  and  other  private  property. 

In  the  matter  of  cleaning  the  public  streets 
it  is  obvious  that  the  large  expenditures  of  money 
by  the  city  for  this  purpose  have  no  permanent 
effect  if  the  cleaning  work  is  almost  immediately 
rendered  valueless  by  the  carelessness  and  negli- 
gence of  those  who  litter  up  the  streets  with 
various  kinds  of  waste  material. 

The  cleaning  of  the  back  yards,  private  ways 
and  alleys  and  other  private  property  is  in  the 
control  of  the  property  owners. 

For  these  reasons  I  have  requested  this  appro- 
priation of  $5,000,  which  is  to  be  expended  in  an 
attempt  to  obtain  the  active  cooperation  of  our 
people,  both  adults  and  children,  in  making 
Boston  a  cleaner  city  and  starting  a  campaign  of 
education  against  carelessness  and  negligence  which 
will  have  a  permanent  value.

sum  to  be  charged  to  the  Contingent  Fund  when 
established.

PENSIONS  FOB  CITY    EMPL0YEE8  AFTER 
i  w  i:\ii    VEARS. 

Coun.  I  OFFEX  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  Thai  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Major,  to  prepare 
legislation  for  presentation  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature  whereby  oity  employees  may  be 
permitted  to  accept  a  pension  by  the  oity  on  half- 
pay  after  twenty  years  of  Bervice  in  order  to 
create  vacancies  for  returning  veterans. 

Coun.  COFFEY  Mr.  President,  a  month  ago  I 
order,  ami  1  now  hope  that 
bis  Excellency  the  Governor  will  in  bis  wisdom 
see  fit  at  this  Bpecial  session  of  the  Legislature  to 
introduce  a  bill  somewhat  along  the  line  of  the 
order  I  have  introduced  today,  to  allow  city 
employees  who  want  to  take  a  pension  after 
twenty  years  of  service  to  do  so.  I  have  had 
several  requests  from  city  employees  who  would 
like  to  have  a  pension  after  their  twenty  years  of 
service,  because  they  think  it  would  be  a  good 
thing  to  make  way  for  the  boys  who  will  be  return- 
ing after  the  war;  and  I  feel  that  this  will  furnish 
an  opportunity  to  the  Governor  to  show  his  patri- 
otic feeling  for  the  boys  who  have  returned  and 
who  may  return  in  the  future. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BONUS    TO    MASSACHUSETTS    VETERANS 
OF   WORLD    WAR    II. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  pre- 
pare and  introduce  legislation  at  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature,  to  be  called  on  April  4,  whereby 
a  bonus  will  be  given  to  all  Massachusetts  veterans 
of  World  War  II. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  shall  be  very 
brief  on  this  order.  I  think  this  will  be  a  good 
way  of  showing  appreciation  of  the  services  of  our 
boys  on  the  far-flung  battlefields  of  the  world. 
I  trust,  therefore,  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
will  see  fit  this  year  and  next  year  to  do  something 
for  the  boys  who  are  fighting  our  battles  for  us, 
through  legislation  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
Legislature  this  next  week.  I  certainly  feel  that 
some  sort  of  bonus  should  be  provided  for  the 
boys,  not  only  for  their  morale  but  also  to  show 
that  we  in  Massachusetts  are  not  going  to  forget 
them.  We  gave  a  $100  bonus  after  the  last  war, 
and  I  hope  that  his  Excellency  will  see  fit  to 
recommend  that  we  now  give  a  bonus  of  $200  or 
$300  to  the  boys  at  next  week's  session  of  the 
Legislature.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  order  will 
be  passed. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


BUILDING   OF   NEW   AIRPORT. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
introduce  legislation  at  the  legislative  session  to  be 
called  on  April  4  of  this  year  relative  to  the  build- 
ing of  an  airport  on  vacant  land  between  Boston 
and  Worcester  or  Boston  and  Providence,  thereby 
eliminating  a  great  waste  of  money  on  the  expan- 
sion of  the  East  Boston  airport. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  my  view  is  the 
view  of  some  70,000  people  who  live  in  the  East 
Boston  district.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  nothing 
but  a  steal  on  the  part  of  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  and  the  Legislature.  There  is  no  more 
need  of  extension  of  that  East  Boston  airport  than 
there  is  for  building  of  a  second  State  House  up  on 
Beacon  Hill.  The  people  of  East  Boston  don't 
want  it.  I  think  we  are  entitled  to  some  voice  in 
the  matter.  It  is  just  a  question  of  the  American 
Airlines  having  some  control  over  the  Governor 
or  some  members  of  the  Legislature  or  the  Legisla- 
ture in  its  entirety.  Every  pilot  that  I  have 
talked  to,  and  I  have  made  it  my  business  to  talk 
to  several,  has  said  that  the  East  Boston  airport  is 
in  the  worst  situated  place  any  airport  could 
possibly  be  in.  They  said  that  the  airport  should 
be  built  inland,  not  out  toward  the  water,  where 
there  is  bound  to  be  fog.  We  have  opposed  it  for 
years  there,  opposed  it  from  the  day  it  first  started. 
We  don't  want  it,  and  we  think  we  are  entitled  to 
some  consideration  in  the  matter.  Last  week  a 
bomber  was  landing — it  was  just  a  four-motored 
plane — and  it  landed  in  the  trees  on  Wood  Island 


Park.     From  the  effect  of  that  we  can  imagine 

what  is  going  to  happen  in  the  near  future  when 
we  have  these  passenger  planes  with  as  many  as 
eight  motors,  and  God  knows  how  many  tons  they 
will  carry,  \\  e  want  safety  in  our  town,  and  they 
are  spending  this  money  foolishly.  They  are 
going  to  take  Governor's  Island  and  dispose  of 
that.  They  are  going  to  take  the  Wood  Island 
Park  section,  with  a  hill  some  200  feet  high,  and 
dispose  of  thai  on  both  sides.  I  think  that  they 
would  save  millions  of  dollars  if  they  went  inland 
and  took  some  vacant  land  between  Boston  and 
Worcester  or  between  Boston  and  Providence,  and 
everybody  knows  how  much  vacant  land  there  is 
there.  The  filling  in  of  occasional  swamp  land, 
making  their  runways  would  amount  to  very  little, 
and  they  would  save  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
millions  of  dollars.  They  have  $4,100,000  to  spend 
on  runways  in  East  Boston,  and  I  will  give  you  an 
example  of  what  that  means.  They  had  bids 
opened  to  see  who  would  build  those  four  runways, 
and  only  one  man  made  a  bid,  a  man  from  New 
York,  and  he  asked  25  per  cent  more  than  they  are 
allowed  to  spend  on  not.  only  the  building  of  those 
runways,  but  also  for  the  making  of  channels  and 
the  tearing  down  of  Governor's  Island,  and  also 
the  tearing  down  of  Wood  Island  Park.  Now,  I 
saw  the  plans — not  the  real  plans  that  they  are 
hiding — but  I  saw  the  plans  they  have  for  the 
examination  by  some  of  those  that  might  be 
opposed.  General  Hale  showed  me  those  plans, 
and  he  agrees,  the  same  as  everybody  I  have  talked 
to,  that  it  is  a  good  thing  for  the  city  and  the  state, 
but  God  help  East  Boston.  They  are  going  to 
take  Wood  Island  Park,  the  most  natural  play- 
ground in  this  country.  It  has  eight  ball  fields, 
four  tennis  courts,  a  handball  court,  a  quarter-mile 
track,  and  a  gymnasium  second  to  none  in  the 
country,  besides  two  bathing  beaches;  and  they 
are  all  going  to  be  taken  from  the  people  of  East 
Boston  and  they  cannot  be  replaced  because  we 
haven't  proper  facilities  to  replace  them.  In 
addition,  they  are  going  to  take  Amerino  Park. 
General  Hale  also  admits  that  in  the  near  future 
they  will  have  to  take  houses  along  Prescott  street, 
and  also  on  Neptune  road,  one  of  the  nicest  sections 
of  the  town.  In  some  instances  they  will  have  to 
remove  chimneys,  and  in  some  sections  they  will 
have  to  remove  houses.  That  means  that  before 
they  get  through  with  that  section  they  are  going 
to  spend  $50,000,000  in  the  extension  of  that 
airport,  and  after  they  do  the  people  of  East 
Boston  are  going  to  face  the  danger  of  freight 
planes  coming  in.  Even  when  the  mail  plane 
leaves  and  takes  off  to  go  from  the  Navy  Yard, 
it  passes  over  my  house  and  every  pot  or  pan  on 
the  kitchen  stove  or  in  the  sink  will  shake  from  the 
vibration.  And  that  is  only  a  three-motored 
plane,  and  they  are  talking  about  these  big  airliners 
that  are  going  to  carry  some  eight  engines  in  the 
near  future.  So  you  can  imagine  what  that  will  be. 
We  have  held  some  four  meetings  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Lands.  We  couldn't  get  anybody 
from  the  state  department  or  the  Public  Works 
Department  or  a  representative  of  the  Governor's 
office,  nor  anybody  from  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee,  to  come  down.  They  have  just 
railroaded  this  thing  through.  MacDonald,  of 
-Mac-Donald  &  Company,  that  owns  the  East 
Boston  Development  Company  and  every  piece  of 
vacant  land  in  East  Boston,  and  hasn't  paid  a 
cent  of  taxes  on  that,  is  going  to  step  in  and  cut  up 
another  cake  for  himself,  like  he  did  two  years  ago 
when  the  Government  took  over  a  parcel  of  his 
land  and  gave  him  $396,000  for  it.  It  is  the  same 
thing  now, — land  upon  which  he  owes  taxes  and 
has  never  spent  a  penny  on.  I  say  that  the 
Governor  is  responsible  for  this  steal,  and  it  is 
nothing  but  a  steal.  It  is  no  place  for  an  airport, 
to  begin  with.  It  is  a  place  where  we  could  have 
docks,  and  one  boat  could  bring  in  more  freight 
than  any  number  of  passenger  planes  in  the  near 
future.  I  should  think  the  Governor  would  be 
man  enough  to  hold  open  hearings  in  the  Governor's 
Council,  and  tell  the  people  what  his  plans  are 
regarding  the  $4,700,000  which  has  been  appro- 
priated and  which  no  contractor  would  take  to  do 
the  job  that  is  supposed  to  be  done  for  the  extension 
of  that  airport.  It  is  being  done  piecemeal.  They 
are  going  to  build  one  runway,  and  then  another, 
up  until  the  $4,700,000  is  disposed  of,  and  then 
there  is  nothing  they  can  do  but  step  in  and  ask 
for  additional  sums,  which  they  will  do  from  year 
to  year,  and  then  try  to  make  that  one  of  the 
greatest  airports  in  the  country.  And  they  are 
only  doing  it  for  two  air  lines,  and  you  can  mark 
my  words  that  it  will  never  be  open  for  competition 
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from  other  air  lines.  This  is  a  matter  that  should 
be  investigated  by  the  Attorney-General,  but  I 
don't  suppose  he  will  do  it,  because  he  is  back  in 
the  Governor's  lap  again. 

Coun.  CAREY— Will  the  clerk  read  the  order 
again? 

(The  order  was  read  by  the  clerk  ) 
Coun.   CAREY— Mr.    President,    we   have   had 
orders  in  here  before  introduced  by  the  councilor 
from  East  Boston  concerning  the  East  Boston  air- 
port, and  I,  for  one,  think  that  the  time  has  come 
when  we  ought  to  have  a  showdown  by  his  Excel- 
lency  the  Governor.     A  lot  of  people  of  Boston 
who,  after  all,  are  going  to  patronize  these  air  lines, 
should    know   what   is   going   on.     The   councilor 
states  that  there  are  two  air  lines  at  the  present 
time  that  have  a  monopoly  of  our  transportation 
business.     As  I  see  it,  there  is  only  one  line,  the 
American    Airlines,  conducting  passenger    service 
out  of  Boston.     We  have  heard  a  great  deal  re- 
cently about  post-war  expansion.     Land  is  bein°- 
taken  away  in  East  Boston.     There  are,  from  what 
the  councilor  says,  certain  deals  that  are  going  on 
that  only  a  very  small  group,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is 
in  on.     I  don't  know  what  we  have  a  City  Council 
in  the  City  of  Boston  for,  when  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  with  his  few  close  associates  and   allies,  can 
consent   to    plans    and    developments    within    the 
city,  and  keep  from  the  residents  of  the  city  infor- 
mation as  to  just  what  is  going  on.     Of  course,  we 
all  want  to  know  and  I,  as  a  member  of  the  City 
Council — I   will  use  the  word   "demand"   but  ft 
is  a  word  that  has  very  little  meaning — demand 
that  the  Governor  let  us  know  what  is  going  on. 
Of  course,  we  want  more  than  one  competitive  line 
furnishing    service    out    of    the    City    of    Boston. 
Boston  is  in  a  sad  state  today.     It  is  the  Rip  Van 
Winkle   of   the   United    States,    and   is    becoming 
sounder  in  its  sleep  as  time  passes.     The  Committee 
on  Appropriations  has  spent  considerable  time  in 
discussing  whether  we  would  do  anything  in  re- 
ducing the  budget  of  the  Boston  Port  Authority. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  committee  have  voted  to 
make    some     reductions    in     their   appropriation, 
and   why?     The   Boston   Port  Authority   was  es- 
tablished in  1914.     Up  to  a  very  few  years  ago, 
if  I  recall  correctly,  we  had  four  steamship  lines 
serving  Boston  from  the  South  and  Southwest— 
at   least    four,    the    Morgan,    the    Savannah,    the 
Moore-McCormack  and   the  Ocean.     In  addition 
to   that,   we   have   had   three   railroads,   the   New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford,  the  Boston  and 
Maine,  and  the  Boston  and  Albany.     We  have  had 
service  to  keep  Boston  going  and  make  it  a  better 
Boston  but,  with  all  that,  Boston  has  gone  back  in 
a  way  they  might  well  be  ashamed  of.     Now,   I 
wonder  if  we  are  going  to  have  this  same  situation 
prevailing  from  the  air  transportation  standpoint 
that  we  have  had  from  the  standpoint  of  service 
furnished  by  the  steamship  companies  and  by  the 
railroad    companies.     There    is    only    one    man — 
and  I  don't  say  this  because  he  is  here  in  the  cham- 
ber at  the  present  time — but  there  is  only  one  man 
who  is  well  versed  as  far  as  the  city  is  concerned — 
and  that  is  the  Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald — who  has 
done  any  real  yelling  for  the  Port  of  Boston  and  for 
the    city.     We    have    been    brutally    and    sadly 
awakened  very  recently  because  information  has 
come  to  us  telling  what  they  are  doing  to  develop 
other  large  cities  in  the  country.     The  large  cities 
have  always   had   the  drop,   so   to  speak   on   the 
smaller  communities,  but  Boston  hasn't  seemed  to 
keep  pace  with  what  is  going  on.     We  have  got  to 
have  an   airport  development.     I   don't   know  if 
East  Boston  can  handle  it  all.     I  think  the  time 
has  come  when  we  might  well  consider  the  establish- 
ment of  an  airport  other  than  at  East  Boston.     But 
what  we  have  got  to  do  as  members  of  the  City 
Council  is  to  insist  that  competition  be  provided. 
We  want  to  make  it  possible  for  people  in  Boston 
who  might  commute  to  the  various  parts  of  this 
country  to  take  a  plane  in  Boston  and  go  to  Texas, 
or  go  to  California,  or  go  to  Chicago  or  St.  Louis, 
or  to  any  large  cities  of  the  country,  direct,  with- 
out having  to  take  the  Toonerville  trolley  service 
to    New   York   and   make   a   change   there.     The 
councilor  from  East  Boston  is  definitely  right  when 
he  makes  complaint  regarding  the  large  develop- 
ment of  the  East  Boston  airport.     I  say,  too,  the 
time  has  come  when  the  Governor,  if  he  wants  to 
see  Massachusetts  go  ahead  should  act — because  if 
Boston    doesn't,    Massachusetts    certainly   won't. 
But  the  time  has  come  when  Governor  Saltonstall 
should  make  known  to  the  people  of  Boston  what 
the     developments     are.     Let     us     have     proper 
development  of  our  facilities,  but  let  the  people  of 
Boston  who,  after  all,  are  going  to  support  these 


air  lines — if  there  are  land  deals,  let  us  all  know  it. 
We  have  some  rights  in  the  matter  as  members  of 
1 1"-  City  Council,  and  I  hope  this  order  will  not 
find  its  way  to  the  waste  basket.  I  say,  too 
the  Governor  should  take  into  his  con 
Mayor  of  the  city  and  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  and  let  us  all  know  w  hat  is  going  on,  let  us 
all  make  suggestions,  let  us  all  get  behind  this 
thing. 

Coun.  COFFEY— May  I  just  add  that  in  my 
conversation  with  General  Hale,  who  is  drawing 
these  plans  up,  I  said  to  him,  "In  taking  over 
Wood  Island  Park  and  Amerino  Park  you  would 
have  to  have  permission  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Boston  City  Council."  I  said,  "That  would 
have  to  come  under  the  heading  of  permissive 
legislation."  He  said,  "Oh,  no;  we  are  going  to 
take  it,  no  doubt  about  that."  There  is  a  man 
who  is  appointed  and  naturally  takes  his  orders 
from  the  man  who  appoints  him,  and  he  has  said 
to  me  they  don't  have  to  have  permission  of  the 
Mayor  or  the  City  Council.  There  is  something 
that  they  are  hiding.  As  I  said,  it  is  a  steal,  and 
the  Governor  is  on  in  it  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end,  and  we  have  proved  in  hearings  that  we 
have  held  before  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
that  certain  groups  were  invited.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Legislature  these  groups 
got  into  private  hearings,  and  it  was  all  pertaining 
to  the  extension  of  the  East  Boston  airport,  all 
behind  closed  doors.  I  am  asking  whether  Wood 
Island  and  Amerino  parks  are  going  to  be  taken 
away  from  the  people  of  East  Boston  without 
the  people  having  a  vote  on  the  matter.  They 
are  going  to  step  in  by  taking  them  by  eminent 
domain,  whether  this  year  or  next.  That  is 
going  to  be  done.  But,  as  far  as  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor  are  concerned,  we  are  not  going 
to  have  even  a  voice  in  the  matter. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  am  whole- 
heartedly in  accord  with  the  order  introduced  by 
the  gentleman  from  East  Boston,  but  I  am  in 
accord  with  it  for  entirely  different  purposes. 
I  believe  we  must  develop  in  order  to  keep  pace 
with  the  trend  of  the  times.  I  believe  the  airport 
must  be  developed.  I  agree  with  him  that  East 
Boston  is  not  the  proper  location  for  the  airport. 
You  will  recall,  Mr.  President,  two  or  three  times 
I  have  been  on  my  feet  here  and  suggested  other 
locations.  However,  I  think,  as  usual,  the  City 
of  Boston  is  backward  and  the  City  of  Boston 
is  late.  We  are  complaining  now  about  the  state 
developing  our  airport.  That  airport  once 
belonged  to  us,  once  belonged  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  some  one  along  the  line,  somebody  in  the 
city,  was  asleep  and  let  the  state  take  the  airport 
back  again.  Now,  we  are  hollering  because  the 
state  is  going  to  develop  it.  I  believe  in  home  rule. 
I  believe  the  city  should  have  its  own  airport. 
I  don't  believe  that  the  state,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  should  control  an  airport 
located  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Every  other  big 
city  in  the  country  has  its  own  airport.  We  are 
hollering  here  every  so  often  about  the  domination 
of  the  state  over  the  city.  We  complain  that  the 
Governor  and  not  the  Mayor  appoints  the  Police 
Commissioner.  We  complain  that  the  Governor 
and  not  the  Mayor  appoints  the  licensing  authori- 
ties of  the  city.  And  yet  we  have  turned  over 
to  the  state  our  airport.  We  are  going  to  be 
behind  the  times  again  because  in  ten  or  fifteen 
years  we  are  going  to  be  a  city  without  an  airport. 
The  state  is  going  to  control  whatever  airport 
we  have.  I  agree  with  the  gentlemen  from  East 
Boston.  The  airport  is  not  in  the  proper  location. 
Authorities  will  tell  you  that  there  are  more 
cancellations  of  planes  going  in  and  out  of  Boston 
than  there  are  in  any  other  city  of  the  country, 
just  because  of  the  location  of  the  East  Boston 
airport.  My  complaint  is  with  the  city  authori- 
ties. When  we  had  an  airport,  why  didn't  we 
hang  onto  it?  Are  we  going  to  find  ourselves 
ten  or  fifteen  years  from  now  behind  the  times 
again,  the  only  big  city  in  the  country  without 
our  own  airport? 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the

SALE   OF    LIQUOR   TO   INTOXICATED 
PERSONS. 

Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
investigate  the  methods  of  administration  and  en- 
forcement of  the  state  laws  by  the  law  enforcement 
agencies  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  relative  to  the  sale  of  liquor  to 
intoxicated  persons,  especially  women  in  the  City 
of  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report 
back  to  the  City  Council  a  complete  report  of  its 
findings  and  recommendations. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  it  was  only  last 
week  that  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  were  shocked  by  the  wicked  mur- 
ders of  women  who  apparently  were  intoxicated  at 
the  time  when  they  were  killed.  It  was  some  of 
these  murders  that  brought  at  least  to  my  atten- 
tion the  fact  that  our  law  enforcement  agencies 
apparently  are  not  enforcing  the  law  in  such  a  way 
as  our  state  laws  call  for.  I  know  of  many  places 
in  Boston,  Mr.  President,  that  are  violating  the 
law.  I  know  there  are  many  streets  in  Boston 
where  on  certain  nights  there  will  be  a  parade  of 
intoxicated  persons  after  the  closing  hours  of  these 
"honky-tonk"  joints,  so-called  restaurants,  which 
will  probably  have  half  a  loaf  of  bread  and  a 
quarter  of  a  pound  of  pressed  ham  available  to 
cover  the  law  so  that  they  may  dispense  liquor, 
and  where  it  is  sold  without  any  discretion  what- 
ever, so  long  as  they  are  able  to  grab  the  coin. 
These  restaurants  create  public  nuisances  and  add 
in  no  small  way  to  the  possibility  of  women  being 
raped  and  even  murdered  while  intoxicated.  I,  for 
one,  would  like  to  know  the  reason  why  our  law 
enforcement  agencies  of  the  state,  including  the 
A.  B.  C.  Commission,  for  instance,  have  not  done 
something  about  it.  I  know  of  a  certain  place  in 
my  district,  sir,  that  could  have  been  put  out  of 
business  long  ago  if  such  agencies  had  properly 
exercised  their  powers  and  the  influence  exercised 
on  behalf  of  such  places  must  be  strong  indeed, 
because  in  spite  of  their  violations  of  the  law  they 
are  still  in  business  and  making  such  nuisances 
as  I  have  referred  to  possible  in  this  city,  with  the 
result  that  women  who  are  intoxicated  are  raped 
and  murdered  by  degenerates.  It  took  the  Cocoa- 
nut  Grove  disaster  to  strengthen  the  building  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth.  The  investigation  that 
followed  showed  the  contributing  causes  to  that, 
disaster;  and  I  say  now,  sir,  that  the  recent  mur- 
ders in  this  city  are  traceable  back  to  such  joints 
as  I  have  referred  to,  which  could  not  be  carried  on 
with  proper  enforcement  of  the  law  by  the  enforce- 
ment agencies  of  the  city  and  the  state  in  the 
matter  of  the  sale  of  liquor  to  intoxicated  persons, 
especially  women.  Mr.  President,  our  city  should 
be  conducted  in  the  manner  that  the  laws  call  for, 
and  dictate,  and  I  say  to  you  that  when  people  are 
permitted  to  run  these  joints  as  they  do,  for  some 
unknown  reason,  with  this  resulting  public  nuisance 


and  imposition  on  the  taxpayers  and  property- 
owners  and  the  public  in  general,  the  law  should 

be  enforced.  I  think  it  is  about  time  that  this 
matter  was  directly  called  to  the  attention  of  those 
directly  responsible  for  the  conditions  that  exist, 
and  I  trust  that  something  will  be  done  as  a  result 
of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  conducting  such 
tin  investigation  as  is  proposed  in  my  order 

The  order   was   passed   under  suspension   of  the 
rule. 


DEMOLITION  OF  UNSAFE  BUILDINGS  BY 
REAL   ESTATE   COMMISSIONERS. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Com- 
missioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  immediately  arrange  for  the  demolition 
of  all  unsafe  and  obsolete  structures  which  are  under 
their  control. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  noticed  in 
going  around  Dorchester  this  morning  that  we  are 
in  the  middle  of  a  "clean-up"  campaign  there,  the 
same  as  it  is  all  over  the  City  of  Boston.  If,  Mr. 
President,  it  is  going  to  be  a  clean-up,  let  us  make 
it  a  real  clean-up;  let  us  not  stop  at  street  cleaning, 
alley  sweeping,  and  public  building  paintings;  let 
us  go  whole  hog  or  nothing.  The  situation  that 
we  are  concerned  with  is  not  the  dirt  that  covers 
Boston  streets  or  the  filth  that  is  in  our  alleyways. 
It  is  all  around  us,  and  has  been  for  years,  and  we 
and  all  our  predecessors  have  practically  ignored  it 
while  we  have  been  in  office.  We  could  easily  go 
about  and  start  painting  City  Hall  and  possibly 
put  a  eoat  of  gilt  on  it,  but  we  can't  hide  anything 
that  would  be  underneath  this  chemical  veneer. 
We  can  sweep  the  streets  of  Boston  until  they  are 
clean.  We  can  decorate  the  street  lamps  of  the  city 
with  silk  shades.  We  can  curtain  our  public  build- 
ings with  the  brightest  of  chintz.  But  we  still 
haven't  solved  our  most  pressing  problem.  Let 
us  start  with  these  dwellings  that  nobody  wants 
any  more.  The  City  of  Boston  is  saddled  today 
with  property  that  they  don't  want.  They  can't 
sell  it,  they  can't  even  give  it  away.  All  of  us  take 
the  easiest  course  and  look  the  other  way  when  we 
pass  these  properties.  These  miserable  houses, 
they  are  in  every  section  of  this  city,  unoccupied. 
Let  us  clean  them  out.  Let  us  take  our  money 
wherever  we  can  find  it  and  rip  down  these  places 
that  have  once  housed  human  beings.  Of  the 
money  that  was  appropriated  this  year  for  snow- 
removal  there  must  be  a  heavy  balance.  Let  us 
take  that  as  a  start  and  begin  by  ripping  away  the 
dirt  of  the  miserable,  ramshackle  houses  that  we  or 
nobody  else  wants.  As  long  as  we  are  in  this  clean- 
up campaign,  let  us  be  determined  to  really  clean 
up.  Don't  let  it  be  a  lick  and  a  promise  job;  let 
us  put  our  hearts  and  souls  into  the  effort.  There 
is  no  reason  why  we  can't  do  a  thorough  job,  and 
the  place  to  start  is  not  on  the  surface.  The  place 
to  start  is  underneath,  in  the  run-down  sections  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  What  this  project  would  mean 
would  mean  more  play  yards,  more  parks,  more 
recreation  areas.  And  at  what  cost?  Practically 
nothing.  We  have  the  area.  This  neglected 
property  belongs  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the 
City  of  Boston  alone.  We  have  taken  it  over  for 
our  city,  as  is  our  right.  There  would  be  no  ex- 
pensive land-takings  involved.  It  can  be  accom- 
plished right  now.  And  I  ask  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  want  to  commend  Councilor 
Kelly  for  his  order.  One  thing  he  can  be' proud  of 
is  that  an  appropriation  has  been  asked  of  $125,000, 
which  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  has  seen 
fit  to  O.  K.  in  going  over  the  budget.  That 
$125,000  has  been  appropriated  as  a  result  of  a 
request  made  by  members  of  the  Council,  and  that 
will  be  used  for  the  demolition  of  some  545  build- 
ings. The  Building  Commissioner  admits  that 
545  buildings  should  be  taken  down,  and  the  Lord 
knows  how  many  more.  But  the  councilor  is  to  be 
congratulated,  and  let  us  hope  this  clean-up  cam- 
paign will  not  only  clean  up  unsafe  dwellings,  but 
also  foundations  and  cellars  that  are  left  once  the 
structure  is  taken  down.  The  large  holes  that  are 
left  after  a  building  itself  has  been  removed  con- 
stitute as  much  of  a  danger  to  children  and  others 
as  the  building  itself  if  allowed  to  stand.  When  a 
building  is  demolished  it  leaves  an  eyesore  that 
should  be  dispensed  with,  and  I  hope  when  these 
buildings  are  taken  down  the  Building  Commis- 
sioner will  also  make  some  plans  to  fill  in   these 
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cellars  in  order  that  the  eyesore  left  as  the  result 
of  that  will  no  longer  be  apparent. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


EMERGENCY  ALLOTMENT  COMPEN- 
SATION FOR  CERTAIN  MEMBERS 
IN    PRINTING    DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
restore  to  the  sixty-four  union  members  employed 
in  his  department  the  emergency  compensation 
allotment  of  $200  per  year  which  was  taken  from 
them  on  February  15,  1944,  and  that  the  payments 
be  resumed  from  that  date. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  know- 
why  on  February  15  of  this  year  some  sixty-four 
union  members  employed  in  the  Printing  Depart- 
ment, affiliated  with  an  organization  of  the  Allied 
Printing  Trades,  had  the  allotment  of  $200  per 
year  taken  from  them.  After  all,  the  employees 
in  the  Printing  Department  are  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  Those  affected  earn  about  $45 
to  $48  a  week.  Immediately  upon  their  joining 
the  union  they  lost  the  $200  emergency  compensa- 
tion. We  have  in  this  city  department  heads 
who  are  earning  far  more  than  $45  to  $48  a  week, 
who  are  earning  anywhere  from  $6,000  to  $12,000 
a  year,  and  yet  they  have  not  forfeited  the  $200 
emergency  allotment.  I  have  as  yet  heard  no 
reason  why  this  $200  emergency  compensation 
allotment  should  not  be  granted  to  these  members 
of  the  Printing  Department,  and  I  certainly  hope 
it  will  be  restored  to  them  from  the  time  when  it 
was  taken  away.  I  think  that  should  be  done, 
and  I  move  reference  of  the  order  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     APPRO- 
PRIATIONS   ON    1944    BUDGET. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK,  for  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Appropriations  Committee  submits  a  report 
that  the  budget  for  the  year  1944,  as  submitted 
by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  ought  to  pass  with  the 
following  amounts  deducted  from  the  several 
departmental  budgets  therein  submitted: 

1.  Snow  Removal:  The  committee  recommends 
that  the  sum  of  $250,000  be  cut  from  the  appro- 
priation for  snow  removal. 

2.  City  Documents:  The  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  cut  from  the 
"B-l"  item  of  the  appropriation. 

3.  Port  Authority:  The  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  "A"  item  be  reduced  by  the  sum 
of  $5,000  and  that  the  sum  of  $12,400  remain 
appropriated  for  this  item.  The  committee 
further  recommends  that  the  "B-3"  item  be 
reduced  from  $1,500  to  $500,  that  the  "B-4"  item 
be  reduced  from  $3,500  to  $3,000,  and  that  the 
"D"  item  be  reduced  from  $1,000  to  $750.  The 
committee  wishes  to  state  that  if  in  the  future 
the  Port  Authority  will  submit  plans  to  the  City- 
Council  for  the  improvement  of  the  Port  of  Boston 
it  will  be  pleased  to  recommend  the  appropriation 
of  sufficient  funds  to  cover  the  employment  of  a 
capable  Public  Relations  Counsel  and  Office 
Manager  and  to  provide  further  funds  needed  and 
requested  to  bring  about  the  enlargement  of  the 
Port. 

4.  City  Council:  The  committee  recommends 
that  the  "B-42"  item  be  reduced  from  $10,900  to 
$8,000  and  that  the  "D-l"  item  be  reduced  from 
$3,600  to  $3,000. 

5.  City  Record:  The  committee  recommends 
that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  cut  from  the  "B-l" 
item  of  the  appropriation. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  de- 
partments, such  as  the  Law  Department,  now- 
housed  in  buildings  outside  of  City  Hall,  attempt 
to  secure  quarters  in  buildings  owned  by  the  city, 
and  thus  save  the  rentals  spent  by  the  city. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  appropriation  orders. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  the  various  items  in  the  budget  brought  up 
and  treated  individually,  as  I  propose  to  make  some 
amendments  to  some  of  the  items  that  the  com- 
mittee has  recommended. 


President  KERRIGAN— The  clerk  will  call  up 
the  No.  1  item  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

(The  No.  1  item  is  as  follows:  "Snow  Removal. 
The  committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of 
$250,000  be  cut  from  the  appropriation  for  snow 
removal.") 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
amend  the  committee's  report  so  that  the  sum  to 
be  cut  from  the  appropriation  for  snow  removal, 
instead  of  being  $250,000,  will  be  $320,000.  The 
reason  I  move  that  amendment,  sir,  is  this.  The 
department  estimate  for  1944  was  $1,000,000,  and 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  allowed  $500,000  for  snow 
removal.  At  the  present  time,  while  the  complete 
figures  are  not  available,  according  to  what  has 
been  told  us  by  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  the  combined  cost  of  the  figures 
submitted  for  the  snow  removal  in  the  last  storm 
amounts  to  $162,000  or  $163,000.  That  is  accord- 
ing to  the  best  information  I  have  been  able  to 
receive.  And  so  I  say,  Mr.  President,  if  the  city 
is  going  to  spend  only  $160,000-odd  so  far  this  year 
on  snow  removal,  that  will  leave  quite  an  amount 
for  possible  emergencies  later  in  the  year.  I  be- 
lieve, therefore,  that  it  behooves  this  Council  to 
cut  this  item  at  least  $320,000,  showing  to  the 
citizens  and  taxpayers  of  Boston  that  we  are  trying 
to  do  something  to  keep  the  tax  rate  down.  In 
this  proposed  budget  that  the  Mayor  has  sub- 
mitted to  us,  if  there  are  not  cuts  made  I  feel  sure 
from  every  information  I  can  receive  that  Boston 
will  have  a  higher  tax  rate  than  it  had  last  year. 
And  that  is  with  a  lessened  number  in  the  city- 
employ,  and  with  absolutely  nothing  to  show  in 
the  way  of  improvements  on  public  works  being 
carried  through.  And  so  I  have  been  attempting 
to  dig  down  and  see  what  reductions  could  be  made. 
I  would  move,  therefore,  at  this  time,  sir,  that  the 
Council  make  the  reduction  I  have  here  suggested 
in  the  snow  removal  item,  and  in  the  interest  of  the 
taxpayers  and  citizens  generally.  I  trust  that  this 
cut  will  be  made  in  the  snow  removal  item,  reducing 
it  by  $320,000. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  as  a  member  of 
the  budget  committee  I  am  very  much  surprised 
at  the  chairman  of  that  committee  presenting  this 
budget  to  the  Body  at  the  present  time.  I  don't 
know  of  any  action  taken  by  the  committee,  or  any 
vote  taken  by  them,  upon  this  item,  apart  from  the 
original  amount  agreed  upon  by  which  $300,000 
would  be  cut  from  snow  removal,  although  I  see 
that  by  the  report  the  amount  is  cut  down  only 
$250,000.  I  have  here  a  statement  submitted  by 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  which  says  that 
$300,000  is  to  be  deducted  from  the  original 
$500,000.  I  don't  know  what  the  position  of  other 
members  of  the  committee  may  be  in  that  respect. 
We  are  told  that  the  committee  has  been  polled. 
Well,  at  any  time  when  a  vote  is  to  be  taken,  I 
would  like  to  be  notified,  but  we  have  here  a  change 
of  which  I  have  not  been  notified,  of  $50,000, 
through  a  polling  of  the  committee,  which  has  just 
now  been  brought  to  my  attention.  I  would  move, 
therefore,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  be  sent 
back  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  that 
an  attempt  be  made  to  bring  in  properly  before 
this  Body  any  amendments  that  may  be  proposed, 
not  having  the  thing  brought  to  our  attention  in 
this  way. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  last  week 
those  comprising  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions voted  that  a  cut  of  $300,000  be  made  from 
the  snow  removal  item  of  the  budget.  Subse- 
quently to  that,  after  I  had  had  a  talk  with  a 
representative  of  the  Public  Works  Department, 
I  was  informed  that  approximately  $180,000  has 
been  already  contracted  for  this  year  and  that  it 
would  not  be  safe  to  cut  the  item  to  that  extent, 
in  view  of  what  is  quite  likely  to  happen  later  in 
the  year,  in  November  and  December.  Therefore, 
by  a  poll  of  the  committee,  instead  of  reducing  the 
amount  of  the  item  by  $300,000,  it  was  decided 
to  recommend  its  reduction  by  $250,000,  leaving 
an  additional  amount  in  the  item,  with  a  feeling 
that  we  were  thereby  better  protecting  the  city. 
For  that  reason  the  item  went  into  the  report  as 
presented. 

Coun.  CAREY — As  a  member  of  the  committee 
1  was  not  polled.  I  don't  like  to  disagree  with 
the  chairman,  but  the  committee  diil  vote  to 
remove  the  snow  removal  item  by  $300,000. 
There  has  been,  up  to  preceding  the  storm  of  last 
week,  $116,000  spent  out  of  the  $500,000  appro- 
priation. The  Public  Works  Commissioner  esti- 
mated that  the  storm  last  week  would  cost  ap- 
proximately $40,000.  With  the  rain  ami  the  sun 
clearing    the   snow.    I    don't    think    that    that    will 
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be  spent.     Allowing  that  $40,000  would  be  neces- 
sary to  be  spent  on  it,  that  would  make  a  total 
expenditure    this    year    of    S156.000.     And    the 
oommittee    felt    that    leaving    $44,000    balance 
would   be  sufficient.     We  all   know,   of  cout 
we  should  get  snow  in  November  or  December,  tin' 
Public  Works  Commissioner  is  empowered  under 
Ins  emergency  rights  to  Bpend  whatever  is  m 
sary,  but  it   is  my  recollection  that  we  <li<i 
to  reduce  the  budget  by  $300,000.     I  don't  like 
to    disagree    with    the    chairman,    but    I    was    not 
consulted  when  the  committee    was    being  p 
relative  to  changing  that  reduction  from  $300,000 
to  only  $250 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  am  another  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations.  Other  members 
and  I  agreed  thoroughly  with  what  my  fellow 
councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Russo)  has  said. 
He  suggested  to  the  chairman  when  he  conducted 
an  unofficial  poll  here  after  two  o'clock  that  .we 
could  have  another  meeting  to  go  into  the  matter 
more  thoroughly.  We  debated  the  subject  more 
at  length  and  decided  on  the  $300,000  cut.  Most 
were  present  this  morning,  with  the  under- 
ling if  there  was  to  be  any  change  we  would 
be  on  hand  at  10.30  o'clock.  I  don't  like  this 
change  made  after  two  o'clock,  when  we  wen- 
available  this  morning.  This  cut  has  apparently 
now  been  changed  by  an  informal  poll,  and  I  wish 
to  second  Councilor  Russo's  motion  that  we  have 
another  meeting  before  action  is  taken  on  this. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Mr.  President,  I  also  am  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 
Last  Friday  I  voted  to  have  the  committee  pass 
the  budget  as  recommended  at  that  meeting,  and 
I  thought  it  was  to  be  brought  into  the  Council 
on  Monday  afternoon  in  that  shape.  I  was  very 
much  surprised  when  informed  later  that  there 
was  a  meeting  again  .Saturday  morning.  I  said, 
"There  must  be  some  mistake.  We  adjourned 
Friday,  after  acting  on  the  budget,  and  I  sup- 
d  that  the  next  time  it  was  to  be  discussed 
was  at  this  meeting  of  the  Council."  "Well,"  I 
told,  "it  was  reconsidered  after  you  left." 
In  such  action  I  thought  the  chairman  was  very 
wrong.  Certain  members  had  left  after  they  had 
supposed  definite  action  was  taken,  and  I  feel 
that  different  action  should  not  have  been  taken, 
or  there  should  not  be  reconsideration  of  the 
action  taken  without  notifying  other  members 
who  did  not  happen  to  be  present.  W:hile  I 
admire  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  I  know 
that  if  I  were  chairman,  there  never  would  have 
been  any  motion  to  reconsider  without  contacting 
other  members  of  the  committee.  I  did  feel, 
however,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  that  the  sum 
of  $250,000  was  sufficient  to  take  out  of  the  budget 
for  this  purpose  for  1944. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Mr.  President,  I  too  am  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  I 
sat  in  at  the  various  meetings,  but  I  did  not 
understand  that  this  action  had  been  taken  on  the 
snow  removal  item.  I  had  a  talk  with  the  chair- 
man this  afternoon,  however,  and  he  told  me  that 
after  a  talk  with  Mr.  Morrissey  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  it  has  seemed  that  more 
should  be  left  in.     I  voted  for  the  $250,000  cut. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  so 
deeply  interested  in  cutting  the  appropriation  for 
the  removal  of  snow.  If  the  members  feel  that 
we  can  get  along  in  November  and  December  of 
this  year,  handling  our  snow  problem  with  the 
smaller  amount,  well  and  good.  But  I  am  opposed 
to  Councilor  Russo's  suggestion  that  the  budget 
go  back  to  the  Appropriations  Committee.  I  am 
informed  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  I  also 
understand  that  the  City  Auditor  feels,  that  if  the 
budget  is  not  acted  upon  today  there  will  be  con- 
siderable hardship  in  certain  quarters.  Because 
of  the  new  law  which  is  in  effect,  men  in  many 
departments  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  not  receive 
their  pay,  for  the  reason  that  under  the  new  law 
until  the  budget  is  passed  the  City  Auditor  can 
only,  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  pay 
out  the  average  expenditure  of  the  last  three 
months  of  last  year.  Unfortunately,  this  year 
during  January  we  had  five  pay  days,  and  during 
March  there  have  been  five  pay  days  with  the 
result  that,  following  out  the  procedure  and  tak- 
ing the  last  three  months  of  last  year  and  com- 
paring it  with  the  first  three  months  of  this  year, 
with  compliance  with  the  law  many  of  the 
employees  in  different  departments  of  the  city 
will  not  receive  their  pay.  I  don't  care  whether 
the  -now  removal  is  cut  $50,000  more  or  not;  the 
City  of  Boston  undoubtedly  will  receive  enough 
money  to  clean  the  streets  of  snow.     But  I  do  hope 


that  this  will  not  be  referred  now  back  to  the 
Appropriations  Committee.  I  don't  think  there 
is  such  a  situation  that  the  City  Council  today 
cannot  take  care  of  it,  and  I  do  feel  that  if  action 
is  not  taken  on  the  budget  today  it  is  going  to 
jeopardize  the  wages  and  salaries  of  many 
employees  of  tie'  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Air.  President,  I  realize  fully 
that  tin  cutting  of  this  particular  item  really 
means  nothing,  because  the  commissioner  has  the 
right  and  power  vested  in  him  to  spend  money 
for  the  removal  of  snow  at  any  time  when  a  snow 
storm  make  it  necessary.  Therefore,  so  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  I  am  willing  to  cut  the  thing  even 
further,  because  it  really  makes  no  difference. 
W.  are  toying  to  reduce  the  budget  if  we  possibly 
can,  but  I  am  opposed  to  the  method  that  has 
been  used,  and  that  has  been  referred  to,  on  the 
part  of  the  chairman  of  any  committee  of  which 
I  am  a  member.  I  want  it  fully  realized  also 
that  I  was  absent  from  some  of  the  budget  hear- 
ings, not  because  I  did  not  want  to  attend  them 
but  because  I  happened  to  be  ill  for  three  con- 
secutive weeks  in  bed.  But  I  attended  as  many 
hearings  as  I  possibly  could.  I  am  willing  to  go 
along  with  anything  once  it  has  been  explained 
satisfactorily  to  me,  but  I  cannot  and  will  not 
stand  for  any  underhand  action.  I  understand 
that  other  cuttings  have  been  agreed  upon  that 
were  not  contained  in  the  original  recommenda- 
tions as  passed  upon  by  the  committee  through 
recommendations  made  by  the  chairman  of 
the  committee.  I  want  to  be  informed  whether 
any  new  evidence  has  been  presented.  As  a 
member  of  the  committee  I  feel  that  I  should 
be  informed  in  regard  to  anything  that  has  been 
done  or  suggested,  so  that  I  may  be  able  to  cast 
my  vote  intelligently  one  way  or  the  other.  In 
view  of  what  we  have  been  told  here,  I  am  opposed 
to  accepting  the  committee's  report  as  presented 
by  the  chairman,  and  I  trust  that  the  report  will 
be  sent  back  to  the  committee.  I  feel  that  the 
matter  can  be  considered  while  we  are  in  Executive, 
and  that  -we  will  be  able  to  sit  down  and  discuss 
the  matter  intelligently  and  bring  in  a  report 
today. 

Coun  DWrYER — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  but 
I  did  attend  the  hearings  before  the  committee 
faithfully,  although  naturally  I  was  not  present 
at  the  Executive  meeting  or  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee. When  I  offered  this  amendment  cutting 
$320,000  out  of  the  snow  removal  item,  I  was 
not  aware  of  what  the  committee  had  done.  I 
see  that  they  voted  to  cut  $250,000  from  the 
appropriation  for  snow  removal.  Therefore,  I 
am  going  to  withdraw  my  motion  to  cut  $320,000 
from  the  item,  and  am  going  to  offer  an  amend- 
ment that  the  original  proposed  cut  of  $300,000 
stand.  I  do  so,  sir,  because  of  the  fact,  well 
brought  out  by  certain  members,  that  if  any 
emergency  should  arise,  under  the  law  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  would  be  able  to  afford 
relief  by  furnishing  money  to  handle  any  snow 
storm  that  may  arise.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  availed  himself  of 
that  authority  last  year,  transferring  money  from 
various  purposes  to  this  item.  That  is  something 
that  the  commissioner  has  had  the  authority  to  do 
and  has  done  in  several  years,  as  expenditures 
for  December  and  January  will  show.  I  hope, 
therefore,  that  my  amendment  to  cut  out  $300,000 
from  this  item  will  prevail. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  will  simply 
say  that  the  Public  W:orks  Commissioner  appeared 
before  the  budget  hearing  and  said  that  he  would 
under  his  emergency  powers  spend  anything 
that  was  necessary  in  this  line  in  November  and 
December. 

Coun.  Russo's  motion  to  refer  the  report  back 
to  the  committee  was  lost. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Dwyer  s  amend- 
ment to  reduce  the  item  for  snow  removal  by 
$300,000.  President  KERRIGAN  put  the  ques- 
tion and,  being  in  doubt,  ordered  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  Dwyer's  proposed  amendment  was  lost, 
yeas  10,  nays  10: 

Yeas— Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Dwyer, 
Feeney,  Hanley,  Hannon,  Kelly,  Kinsella,  Russo — 

Nays— Coun.  Coffey,  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kerrigan, 
McCormack,  Muchnick,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan, 
M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor— 10.  . 

President  KERRIGAN— There  being  ten 
voting  in  the  affirmative  and  ten  in  the  negative, 
the  motion  is  lost. 
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The  question  came  on  accepting  the  committee's 
recommendation,  that  the  amount  for  the  item 
for  snow  removal  be  $250,000,  as  submitted  by 
Chairman  Muchnick. 

The  $250,000  for  the  snow  removal  item  pre- 
vailed, yeas  14,  nays  2: 

Yeas — Coun.  Chase,  Coffey,  Hannon,  Hurley, 
Keenan,  Kelly,  Kerrigan,  Kinsella,  McCormack, 
Muchnick,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sul- 
livan,  Taylor — 14. 

Nays — Coun.   Carey,   Russo — 2. 

President  KERRIGAN — And  the  item  is  reduced 
to  $250,000. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations if  he  will  state  who  the  members  of  the 
committee  were  who  voted  for  the  presentation 
of  the  budget  as  he  has  presented  it.  I  would 
like  to  be  informed  as  to  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee who  voted  for  it  and  the  ones  who  did  not. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Those  in  favor  were 
Councilors  Hurley,  Coffey,  Keenan  and  myself. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  understand  that  there  were 
four  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  three  in  the 
negative? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  understood  that  the 
councilor  only  wished  to  know  those  who  were  in 
the  affirmative. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Have  you  the  ones  who  were  in 
the  negative? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — If  I  remember  correctly, 
those  in  the  negative  were  Councilors  Bayley, 
Carey  and  Russo. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  I  wish  it  under- 
stood that  I  am  on  the  negative  on  any  proposed 
change. 

Coun.  RUSSO — And,  as  I  have  said,  I  am  only 
opposed  to  the  underhanded  methods  used. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Do  I  understand,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  where  there  is  a  tie  vote  the  chairman 
can  cast  a  vote? 

President  KERRIGAN— There  is  no  rule  to  the 
contrary. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  understand,  but  that  rule 
prevails  in  other  cases,  with  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  Senate  and  other  parliamentary  bodies,  and  I 
suppose  it  refers  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
also. 

President  KERRIGAN— There  is  no  rule  to  that 
effect. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  am  only  sur- 
prised, so  far  as  my  colleagues  are  concerned,  to 
have  these  methods  prevail  in  the  City  Council. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  second  recommen- 
dation is:  "City  Documents.  The  committee  rec- 
ommendation is:  "City  Documents.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be 
struck  from  the  B-l   item  of  the  appropriation." 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  move  to 
amend  the  report  of  the  committee,  that  the  sum 
of  $5,000  be  cut  from  this  particular  item.  On  this 
particular  item,  B-l,  printing  and  binding,  the 
request  was  for  $20,000,  and  they  were  allowed 
$20,000.  Last  year  the  department  asked  for 
$20,000,  and  they  spent  last  year  $14,186.91. 
Therefore,  after  closing  the  examination  of  Mr. 
King  when  he  appeared  before  the  committee,  I 
arrived  at  this  figure,  because  Mr.  King  did  not 
show  your  committee,  sir,  any  reason  why  this 
expenditure  should  be  any  greater  this  year  than 
it  was  last  year.  They  spent  last  year  $14,186.91, 
or  less  than  $15,000,  and  I  believe  that  amount  will 
suffice  for  this  year. 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  will  say  that 
I  made  a  rather  thorough  study  of  this  particular 
item,  and  I  believe  that  they  can  stand  a  sub- 
stantial reduction.  I  sincerely  hope,  as  a  member 
of  the  committee,  that  the  Council  will  see  fit  to 
make  some  reductions,  because  the  taxpayers  and 
citizens  are  looking  to  us  to  take  action  which  will 
reduce  the  burden  upon  them,  and  also  save  money 
which  is  not  necessary  for  some  purposes  and  use 
it  for  other  purposes  that  are  necessary. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes  on 
reducing  the  item  $5,000,  and  the  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

The  Council  refused  to  make  the  reduction, 
yeas  2,  nays  16: 

Yeas — Coun.  Dwyer,  Feeney — 2. 

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Chase,  Coffey,  Hannon, 
Hurley,  Keenan,  Kelly,  Kerrigan,  Kinsella,  McCor- 
mack, Muchnick,  Russo,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan, 
M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor— 16. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  item 
as  reported  by  the  committee. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  roll  be  called. 


The  Council  voted  in  favor  of  cutting  out  $2,500 
from  the  B-l  item  of  the  City  Documents  appro- 
priation, as  recommended  by  the  committee,  yeas 
18,  nays  0: 

Yeas — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Coffej  . 
Hanley,  Hannon,  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kelly.  Kerrigan, 
Kinsella.  McCormack,  Muchnick,  Russo,  Shan- 
non, D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor— 18. 

Nays— 0. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  next  item  is  No.  3, 
Port  Authority,  upon  which  "The  Committee  rec- 
ommends that  the  A  item  be  reduced  by  the  sum  of 
$5,000  and  that  the  sum  of  $12,400  remain  appro- 
priated for  this  item.  The  committee  further  rec- 
ommends that  the  B— 3  item  be  reduced  from  $1,500 
to  $500,  that  the  B-4  item  be  reduced  from  $3,500 
to  $3,000,  and  that  the  D  item  be  reduced  from 
$1,000  to  $750.  The  committee  wishes  to  state  that 
if  in  the  future  the  Port  Authority  will  submit  plane 
to  the  City  Council  for  the  improvement  of  the  Port 
of  Boston  it  will  be  pleased  to  recommend  the 
appropriation  of  sufficient  funds  to  cover  the  em- 
ployment of  a  capable  Public  Relations  Counsel 
and  Office  Manager  and  to  provide  further  funds 
needed  and  requested  to  bring  about  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Port."  Do  you  want  them  all  together, 
or  separate? 

Coun.  DWYER — I  would  just  as  soon  offer  my 
amendment,  and  you  can  decide,  Mr.  President. 
On  the  A-l  item,  permanent  employees,  I  move 
that  the  sum  of  $7,600  be  stricken  from  that  item. 
Do  you  want  me  to  take  that  up  first? 

President  KERRIGAN — Yes,  councilor. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  the  reason  I 
offer  that  amount  is  this,  sir.  At  the  present 
time  the  personnel  of  the  Port  Authority  is  one 
General  Manager  who  receives  a  salary  of  $6,000 
a  year.  This  gentleman  is  not  a  citizen  of  Boston. 
He  lives  in  Newton.  He  is  not  a  civil  service 
employee,  and  he  is  at  the  present  time  assisted 
by  one  secretary  who  receives  $2,100.  This 
secretary  is  not  a  citizen  of  Boston  and  is  not  a 
civil  service  employee.  And  also  he  has  one 
stenographer-clerk  at  $1,700  at  the  present  time 
under  him.  The  allowance  allowed  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  on  salaries  was  $9,800  for  these  present 
employees,  plus  two  more  outstanding  positions, 
one  an  assistant  office  manager  at  $4,500  a  year, 
and  one  a  public  relations  counsel  at  $4,700  a 
year.  Now,  when  Mr.  Lane,  the  gentleman  in 
charge  of  this  department,  appeared  before  us  he 
said  that  the  amount  that  was  allowed  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor — and  I  checked  with  the  Budget 
Commissioner  and  found  that  that  was  so — was 
the  salaries  for  these  two  positions  for  the  balance 
of  the  year.  And  for  the  balance  of  the  year  for 
the  assistant  office  manager  at  $4,500  a  year  and 
for  the  public  relations  counsel  at  $4,700  a  year, 
it  would  amount  to  $7,600.  Mr.  Lane  said  they 
had  already  picked  out  the  public  relations  counsel, 
and  he  was  a  gentleman  from  Pittsfield,  Massa- 
chusetts. He  also  said  that  they  had  picked  out 
the  assistant  manager.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I 
maintain  that  with  five  in  help  in  the  office,  one 
a  manager,  one  a  secretary,  and  one  a  stenographer- 
clerk,  to  put  in  an  additional  assistant  manager  to 
carry  on  the  duties  that  this  young  lady  secretary 
carried  on  last  year,  and  also  to  put  in  a  public 
relations  counsel,  is  absolutely  not  necessary. 
These  two  additional  positions  are  absolutely  not 
necessary.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  since  they 
have  not  been  appointed,  I  hope  their  salaries 
will  be  stricken  out  and  that  they  cannot  make 
any  appointments  for  same,  and  that  the  saving 
of  $7,600  will  be  granted  to  the  taxpayers  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  CAREY — Unfortunately,  at  the  hearing 
of  the  Boston  Port  Authority  we  didn't  have 
before  us  a  man  who,  I  think,  has  done  and  lias 
constantly  been  endeavoring  to  do,  a  splendid  job 
for  Boston  in  its  port  development.  As  I  said  a 
little  earlier,  Boston  has  been  a  Rip  Van  Winkle 
town  for  some  years  past,  and  the  time  has  come 
when  something  has  to  be  done  to  awaken  it. 
I  wasn't  very  well  pleased  with  the  way  that 
Mr.  Lane,  the  general  manager  of  the  Port 
Authority,  presented  his  case  when  he  appeared 
before  the  Council.  His  answers  in  many — in 
most — cases  were  delayed  and  he  was  anything 
but  impressive.  The  members  of  the  committee 
did  have  the  pleasure  of  talking  with  former 
Mayor  John  F.  Fitzgerald  today,  and  he  is  strongly 
against  making  any  cut  in  this  item.  He  has  been 
the  Port  Authority,  as  I  see  it,  but  he  feels  that 
he  must  groom  somebody  else  to  take  his  place. 
The  Port  Authority  was  established  in  1914,  and, 
as  I  also  said  earlier  today,  we  have  had  in  recent 
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four  steamship  lines  running  in  and  out  of 
Boston  tu  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports  the  Morgan, 
the  Ocean,  the  Savannah  and  tin-  Moorc-Mac- 
Cormack.  I  think  the  Moor-MacCormack  is  the 
only  line  in  Boston  today.  And  thai  reminds  you 
of  what  happened  with  the  Port  Authority. 
Perhaps  it  is  only  fair  to  say  that  if  John  F.  Fitz- 
gerald had  nol  been  on  the  job  the  port  would 
nave  been  locked  up  long  before  now,  hut  we  have 
not  to  do  Bomething  about  this  city.  God  knows 
we  have  lost  enough  business.  The  only  thing 
that  is  keeping  the  port  going  today  is  because — 
nol  disclosing  any  military  secrets  it  stands 
No.  I  in  embarkations.  It  lias  been  developed 
because  there  Is  a  war  on.  If  the  war  hadn't 
on  there  would  be  no  business  out  of  this 
port,  because,  and  I  don't  think  I  will  be  con- 
bed  in  this  statement,  practically  all  of  the 
iess  being  handled  out  of  the  port  today  is 
because  of  the  war  situation.  I  am  reluctant 
after  listening  to  former  Mayor  Fitzgerald  to  vote 
for  any  cut  in  that  budget.  I  don't  see,  however, 
why  there  is  necessity  for  having  a  General 
Manager  who  is  being  paid  $0,000  a  year  to 
oversee  the  work  of  the  secretary  and  the  stenog- 
rapher. As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  committee  didn't 
vote  to  take  awa>  the  money  from  the  A-l  item, 
but    I    did    suggest    that    having    done    that    they 

reduce  other  items  in  the  budget  because,  with  a 

smaller  personnel  there  would  be  less  necessit* 
for  large  sums  in  traveling  and  advertising.  But 
the  Boston  Port  Authority  has  to  show  me,  or  as 
a  member  of  the  Council,  next  year  I  will  vote  to 
have  it  sent  to  oblivion  altogether.  I  don't  think 
that  the  former  Mayor  is  being  entirely  coopera- 
tive— although  he  might  dispute  me  on  that. 
Perhaps  it  is  because  they  haven't  enough  power 
down  there  like  the  City  Council.  The  councilor 
from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer)  is  justified  when  he 
makes  his  criticism  of  what  is  going  on  down  there, 
because,  believe  it  or  not,  take  the  former  Mayor 
John  F.  Fitzgerald  out  of  the  picture,  and  there 
certainly  wouldn't  be  any  Port  Authority. 

The  roll  was  called  and  Coun.  Dwyer's  amend- 
ment to  strike  $7,600  from  the  A-l  item  was  de- 
feated, yeas  3.  nays  16:

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Coffey, 
Feeney.  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kelly,  Kerrigan,  Kinsella.

M.   H.  Sullivan.  Taylor— 16. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  to  reduce 
the  A-l  item  by  $5,000. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Of  course,  as  I  stated  before,  I 
was  not  present  at  the  time  the  Port  Authority 
was  before  the  budget  committee  to  explain  the 
necessity  of  maintaining  their  budget  at  that 
standard.  I  am  one  of  the  committee  who  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  other  members  of  the 
committee,  voted  to  reduce  the  budget;  but,  as 
Councilor  Carey  well  stated  here  a  moment  ago, 
the  Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald  appeared  before  us 
and  explained  the  situation  of  the  Port  Authority 
and  I  believe  that  the  man  who  has  done  a  tre- 
mendous amount  of  work  in  the  last  half  century 
for  the  Port  of  Boston  and  for  Boston  itself  knows 
what  he  is  talking  about.  He  is  very  much  opposed 
to  any  cut  on  the  Port  Authority.  He  wants 
the  board  to  plan  ahead  on  a  post-war  program. 
I  don't  think  that  the  City  Council  at  this  time, 
when  everybody  in  the  country  is  thinking  of 
post-war  problems  and  programs,  ought  to  make  a 
cut  now  and  not  give  them  the  opportunity  to  go 
ahead  in  order  to  develop  the  Port  of  Boston. 
I  say  that  we  have  the  most  natural  port  in  the 
entire  nation.  Yes,  that  was  the  port  that  when 
I  came  to  this  country  thirty-odd  years  ago  that 
I  came  into,  the  first  time  that  I  stepped  out  of  a 
boat  and  came  into  the  United  States.  I  believe, 
as  I  stated  a  moment  ago,  that  now,  when  every- 
one is  thinking  of  post-war  problems,  we  should 
give  them  the  opportunity  to  go  ahead  and  develop 
the  port  in  the  way  it  should  be  developed  after 
this  terrible  war  is  over.  Therefore,  I  urge  this 
Council  to  vote  for  no  reduction  for  the  Port 
Authority  for  this  year  at  least,  and  give  them  the 
opportunity  next  year  to  come  in  and  show  a 
program  which  will  be  what  the  people  of  the  city 
have  been  looking  for  for  a  long  time. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  hope  the  committee  at  this 
time  will  see  fit  to  reject  any  cuts  in  this  appro- 
priation. I  was  talking  to  former  Mayor  Fitz- 
gerald a  few  moments  ago,  and  he  is  so  sincere 
and  so  honest  in  his  efforts  to  do  something  for 
Boston  regarding  its  port  that  I  think  we  ought  to 
give  him  a  chance  to  go  ahead.      He  has  wonderful 


plans  for  a  post-war  program.  As  a  member  of 
the  committee,  I  want  to  say,  after  talking  with 
the  former  Mayor,  that  I  am  opposed  to  any  cut, 
and  I  hope  the  entire  Body  will  see  fit  not  to  make 
any  cut  at  this  time.  Last  year  I  was  a  member  of 
the  Appropriations  Committee.  I  attended  every 
meeting;  I  didn't  miss  one  meeting,  —  not  one 
meeting,  not  one  minute  —  and  there  was  no 
recommendation  for  any  cut  in  that  entire  budget, 
as  I  recall.  I  hope  the  members  will  go  along  and 
not  make  any  cuts  at  this  time,  and  give  the 
former  Mayor  a  free  hand  to  go  ahead  and  see 
what  he  can  do  as  to  post-war  plans,  and  that 
when  our  boys  come  home  there  will  be  some  work 
at  least  around  the  Boston  Port  Authority  for  them 
to  go  to. 

The  question  came  on  the  amendment  to  cut 
the  A-l  item  $5,000,  and  the  amendment  was 
voted,  yeas  14,  nays  6: 

Yeas — Coun.  Bayley,  Chase.  Dwyer,  Hurley, 
Keenan,  Kellv,  Kerrigan,  Kinsella,  McCormack, 
Muchnick,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H. 
Sullivan,    Taylor — 14. 

Nays — Coun.  Carey,  Coffey,  Feeney,  Hanley, 
Hannon,   Russo — 6. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  next  item,  the 
committee  further  recommends  that  the  B-3 
item  be  reduced  from  $1,500  to  $500. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  would  like  to  know  what 
item  B-3  is,  and  why  the  reduction  is  recommended. 
Coun.  RUSSO — I  may  give  the  gentleman  the 
information.  It  is  for  advertising  and  posting. 
Of  course,  having  now  reduced  the  budget  $5,000 
on  the  A-l  item,  I  suppose  all  these  other  cuts  are 
due  to  the  cutting  of  the  A-l  item. 

The  question  came  on  the  amendment  to  cut 
the  B-3  item  from  $1,500  to  $500,  and  the  amend- 
ment was  declared  rejected. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for 
a  roll  call. 

President  KERRIGAN— On  the  question  of 
accepting   the  report? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  withdraw  my  doubt. 
Coun.  HANNON — I  accept  this  motion  and  ask 
for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  HANLEY — What  are  we  voting  on  at 
the  present  time? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  is  about  to 
state  that  the  question  is  on  the  reducing  of  the 
B-3  item  in  the  Port  Authority  budget  from  $1,500 
to  $500. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Is  that  under  the  title  of 
advertising? 

President  KERRIGAN— Advertising  and 
posting. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  B-3  item  was 
reduced  from  $1,500  to  $500,  yeas  12,  nays  7: 

Yeas— Coun.  Bayley,  Chase,  Dwyer,  Hurley, 
Keenan,  Kerrigan,  Kinsella,  Muchnick,  Shannon, 
D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor— 12. 

Nays— -Coun.  Carey,  Coffey,  Feeney,  Hanley. 
Hannon,  Kelly,  Russo — 7. 

President  KERRIGAN— We  will  next  take 
up  the  recommendation  that  the  Port  Authority 
budget  item  B-4  be  reduced  from  $3,500  to  $3,000, 
and  also  that  the  D  item  in  the  Port  Authority 
be  reduced  from  $1,000  to  $750. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— The  B-4  item,  Mr. 
President,  is  the  transportation  of  persons.  It 
was  felt  that  with  a  smaller  personnel  there  would 
be  less  transportation,  and  the  sum  suggested  is  a 
little  in  excess  of  what  was  spent  last  year  for  the 
same  purpose.  The  D-l  is  for  office  supplies, 
and  the  cut  from  $1,000  to  $750  is  substantially 
more  than  was  either  appropriated  or  spent  last 
year. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee.  The  clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  cuts  in  B-4  and  D-l 
were  approved,  yeas  11,  nays  7: 

Yeas — Coun.  Bayley,  Dwyer,  Hurley,  Keenan, 
Kerrigan,  Kinsella,  Muchnick,  Shannon,  D.  F. 
Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor — 11. 

Nays — Coun.  Carey,  Coffey,  Feeney,  Hanley, 
Hannon,  Kelly,  Russo — 7. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  on  the  Port 
Authority,  I  move  to  amend  that  G,  incidentals, 
where  the  sum  of  $8,000  is  allowed.  That  in- 
cidental is  for  the  salary  of  a  lawyer — I  call  it 
salary.  I  had  some  discussion  with  Mr.  Lane 
about  it  when  he  was  here.  He  called  it  by  an- 
other term,  but  I  believe  that  this  $8,000  —  $6,000 
of  it  goes  for  a  lawyer  who  gets  $500  a  month, 
and  $2,000  of  it  goes  for  travelling  expenses  on 
his  part  —  should  be  cut.  This  man,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  has  been  working  there  for  at  least  two 
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years  and  at  the  present  time  Mr.  Lane,  when  he 
was  here,  said  he  had  very  little  work  to  do.  I 
find  out  since  that  he  is  doing  some  work  for  the 
Law  Department.  Well,  if  they  are  going  to  be 
fussy  whether  it  is  salary  or  compensation,  or  what- 
ever it  is,  the  least  they  could  do  is  have  it  up 
where  we  could  see  it  and  know  what  it  is  all  about 
G,  incidentals,  $8,000.  Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
$5,000  of  that  $8,000  be  stricken  from  the  budget. 
The  Law  Department  is  using  this  gentleman  for 
special  services.  They  have  an  additional  fund 
they  can  take  money  out  of  to  pay  him. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — May  I  inquire  from  the  chair- 
man of  the  Appropriations  Committee  how  much 
was  spent  during  the  year  1943  for  the  same 
purpose? 

President  KERRIGAN — Have  you  figures 
available? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Councilor  Russo  has  the 
information. 

Coun.  RUSSO — In  1943  there  was  expended 
$7,836.02. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— That  is  $164  more  this  year. 

President    KERRIGAN — The    question    is    on 

Councilor  Dwyer's  motion  to  reduce  the  item  from 

$8,000  by  $5,000,  item  G-3,  in  the  Port  Authority 

budget.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  infor- 
mation. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  would  like  to  know  whether 
we  are  voting  on  the  acceptance  of  the  committee's 
report. 

President  KERRIGAN — We  are  voting  on 
Councilor  Dwyer's  motion  to  reduce  the  item 
from  $8,000  to  $3,000.  The  committee  made 
no  report  on  this  item. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  infor- 
mation. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Through  you  could  I  ask 
Councilor  Dwyer  if  the  person  in  question  is  on 
the  pay  roll  of  the  Law  Department  at  the  present 
time? 

Coun.  DWYER — I  couldn't  answer  that 
question. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  Coun. 
Dwyer's  amendment  to  cut  $5,000  from  the  item 
G-3  and  it  was  not  adopted,  yeas  6,  nays  10: 

Yeas — Coun.  Dwyer,  Hanley,  Hannon,  Keenan, 
Kelly,  Shannon — 6. 

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Chase,  Coffey,  Hurley, 
Kerrigan,  Muchnick,  Russo,  D.  F.  Sullivan, 
M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor— 10. 

President  KERRIGAN— On  the  B-42  item  of 
the  City  Council  budget.  The  committee  recom- 
mends that  B-42  item  be  reduced  from  $10,900  to 
$8,000,  and  that  the  D-l  item  be  reduced  from 
$3,600  to  $3,000. 

The  question  came  on  adopting  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee. 

Coun.  HANNON — What  are  these  items? 
Some  of  us  fellows  aren't  members  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— B-42  is  miscellaneous 
services. 

The  recommendation  to  cut  B-42  from  $10,000 
to  $8,000  and  D-l  from  $3,600  to  $3,000  was 
adopted. 

President  KERRIGAN — Further  recommenda- 
tion. "City  Record.  The  committee  recommends 
that  the  sum  of  $2,500  be  cut  from  the  B-l  item 
of  the  appropriation." 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — B-l  item  is  printing  and 
binding.  Last  year  the  sum  of  $14,186  was  spent. 
The  year  before  $16,640.  The  appropriation  this 
year  would  be  cut  from  $20,000  to  $17,500. 

The  question  came  on  adopting  the  recom- 
mendation to  cut  B-l  from  $20,000  to  $17,500  and 
it  was  so  voted. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  would  like  to  offer  some  fur- 
ther amendments  if  I  could.  Mr.  President,  on 
the  budget  of  the  Commission  for  the  Care  and 
Control  of  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House,  there 
is  an  item  carried  in  there  of  $4,500  for  a  custodian. 
That  has  been  carried  on  the  budget  every  year  in 
its  entirety  since  this  position  was  created,  but 
never  accepted  by  the  Council  up  to  this  year,  and 
this  year  they  are  carrying  $2,000  of  it.  Last 
year  the  commission  carried  the  entire  sum.  The 
commission  came  down  here  last  year  for  an 
amount  of  money  on  a  contract  that  they  had  asked 
bids  for  some  years  ago,  and  after  asking  bids  on 
this  particular  contract  to  the  sum  of  some  $13, 000- 
odd,   and   the   contract   being  signed   by   the    Art 


Metal  Company,  the  contract  was  never  ful- 
filled. Last  year  they  came  down  for  an  addi- 
tional $2, 300-odd  and  stated  to  the  committee  and 
the  Council  if  thej  receii  ed  this  $2,300  the  original 
contractors  would  go  through  with  the  contract  at 
this  time,  and  then  they  discovered  they  made  a 
mistake  and  they  needed  $300  more,  so  they  got 
the  $2, 600-odd  out  of  this  position  of  custodian, 
and  this  year  the  Budget  Commissioner  only  car- 
ried $2,000,  because  he  knew  it  would  take  an  act 
of  the  City  Council  to  create  this  position  as  far  as 
Boston  is  concerned,  in  accepting  it.  If  we  don't 
take  this  $2,000  off  this  particular  item  they  will 
spend  it  for  some  reason  that  they  will  dig  up  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  their  budget  is  heavy 
enough.  They  are  asking  for  a  total,  Mr.  President, 
of  $345,878.40  to  put  that  burden  of  the  taxpayers 
of  the  county  on  the  citizens  of  Boston,  as  they 
pay  the  expenses.  So,  Mr.  President,  I  hope  this 
$2,000  will  be  stricken  from  this  budget. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  Coun. 
Dwyer's  amendment  to  strike  $2,000  from  the  bud- 
get of  the  Commission  for  Care  and  Control  of 
Court  House,  and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  7, 
nays  10: 

Yeas — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Dwyer, 
Feeney,  Hanley,  Kelly — 7. 

Nays — Coun.  Coffey,  Hannon,  Hurley,  Kinsella, 
McCormack,  Muchnick,  Russo,  Shannon,  D.  F. 
Sullivan,  Taylor — 10. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  under  the  bud- 
get of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  I  move  that  we  strike 
the  sum  of  $5,000  from  the  D-2  item,  the  food  and 
ice  item.  I  move  that,  Mr.  President,  because  last 
year  the  sum  of  $20,715.50  was  expended.  This 
year  they  have  allowed  the  sum  of  $25,000.  When 
the  Sheriff  was  here  he  admitted  there  are  many 
fewer  prisoners  at  the  present  time  down  there  and 
therefore  I  maintain,  Mr.  President,  if  they  have 
got  a  great  many  fewer  inmates  and  if  all  they 
spent  was  $20,715.50,  that  a  reduction  of  $5,000 
will  leave  plenty  this  year,  with  a  great  many  less 
to  take  care  of.  I  also  had  in  mind,  Mr.  President, 
when  the  Sheriff  was  here  and  he  was  discussing 
items  on  this  particular  budget  that  had  been  cut, 
and  he  was  asked  right  out  whether  or  not  with 
the  cut  he  received  he  would  have  sufficient  to 
carry  on  his  duties  efficiently,  he  said  he  had  saved, 
as  he  did  last  year,  from  one  item  to  another,  and 
he  would  transfer  within  the  department.  So,  Mr. 
President,  I  move  that  $5,000  be  stricken  from  the 
D-2  item. 

The  question  came  on  adoption  of  Coun.  Dwyer's 
amendment,  and  the  amendment  was  lost,  yeas  4, 
nays  11: 

Yeas — Coun.  Carey,  Dwyer,  Feeney,  Hanley — 4. 
Nays — Coun.   Bayley,   Chase,   Coffey,    Hannon, 
Hurley,  Kinsella,  McCormack,  Muchnick,  Russo 
D.  F.  Sullivan,  Taylor— 11. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  I  further  move 
to  amend  the  Jail  Improvements  special  appro- 
priation, the  sum  of  $24,000  being  allowed  this 
year,  $20,000  of  it  for  a  wall  in  the  jail,  and  $4,000 
for  a  roadway  in  the  jail  yard,  evidently,  a  total 
of  $24,000.  These  figures,  Mr.  President,  are  not 
the  figures  of  any  contractor.  They  are  figures 
that  the  Sheriff  himself  arrived  at,  and  I  think 
$5,000  could  be  saved  to  the  taxpayers  and  the 
home  owners  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  striking 
$5,000  off  this  particular  special  item.  In  a  great 
many  instances  your  committee  had  various 
department  heads  come  before  them  requesting 
certain  amounts  for  repairs  that  were  drastically 
cut,  and  here  is  a  man  that  comes  in  here  and 
admits  he  is  not,  an  engineer,  a  contractor  nor  an 
architect,  and  he  submits  these  figures  of  $20,000 
for  wall  repairs  and  $4,000  for  roadway.  So  I  say 
at  least  we  should  try  to  save  the  taxpayers  $5,000 
on  this  particular  item,  and  I  hope  this  proposed 
amendment  of  mine  will  prevail. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Dwyer's  amend- 
ment to  cut  $5,000  and  the  amendment  was  lost, 
yeas  7,  nays  1 1 : 

Yeas — Coun.  Carey,  Dwyer,  Feeney,  Hurley, 
Keenan,  Shannon,  Taylor — 7. 

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Chase,  Coffey,  Hanley, 
Hannon,  Kinsella,  McCormack,  Muchnick,  Russo, 
D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan— 11. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  would  like  to  ask,  through 
you,  Mr.  President,  of  the  chairman  of  (he  Com- 
mittee on  Appropriations  how  much  is  spent 
annuallv  on  bonds  by  the  Citv  of  Boston. 

President  KERRIGAN— What  kind  of  bonds? 

Coun.    CHASE — I    was    perusing    the    budget 

hearing  records,  and  I  find  considerable  discussion 

of  bonds.     As  I  was  chairman  of  the  Committee 

on    Appropriations    in     19311,     I    ma\     have    urn- 
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looked  something  then,  but  I  don't  Bee  why  so 
much  questioning  should  be  done  on  the  item  of 
bonds.  My  curiosity  is  aroused  as  to  wha 
actually  Bpent  by  the  city  on  bonds,  and  who  gets 
it,  and  whether  or  not  it  is  competitive  bidding, 
or  whether  this  is  given  to  just  any  Tom,  Dirk  or 
Harry.  I  thought  perhaps  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  could  enlighten  ■"'■. 
Coun.  MUCHNICK  I  don't  know  the  exact 
sum  of  money  spent  by  the  City  of  Boston  in 
bonding  some  of  its  employees,  As  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  however,  I  felt 
that  there  should  be  a  full  and  open  public  hear- 
ing, and  that  any  councilor,  whether  a  member 
of    the    committee    or    not,    should    ask    as    many 

questions  as  he  wished,  whether  on  the  item  of 

bonds.  B-12,  or  any  other  item.  One  member  of 
the  Council  was  particularly  interested  in  the  hond 
item.  If  the  Chair  has  no  objection,  I  would 
just  as  soon  that  question  was  answered  by  that 
councilor  rather  than  myself,  because  I  don't 
know   the  answer   to  it. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  ask  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
through  you.  sir,  if  he  couldn't  give  US  an  approxi- 
mate figure  of  the  annual  cost  V,  the  city  for  bonds. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  On  that  specific  item  I 
can't  do  it  approximately.  If  I  may,  through 
you,  Mr.  President,  answer  the  question  by  asking 
another.  Possibly  Councilor  Dwyer  would  be  able 
to  answer. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  don't  refuse  to  answer  any 
question  that  is  propounded  to  me.  and  I  have 
always  answered  questions  to  the  best  of  my 
ability-,  but  I.  myself,  don't  know  the  amount  of 
the  bond  premiums  that  are  paid  m  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  I  have  never  checked  up  in  entirety 
to  find  out  how  many  persons  are  bonded  or  what 
premiums  are  paid.  I  don't  know  why  this 
sudden  change  in  the  subject  in  asking  me  a 
question  of  that  kind.  I  am  sure  if  the  councilor 
is  interested  in  finding  out  he  has  the  same  means 
and  methods  as  any  other  councilor.  As  far  as 
I  am  concerned,  I,  for  one,  don't  know  anything 
personally  about  it.  I  don't  know  about  any 
one  else,  but  a  great  many  times,  Mr.  President, 
when  somebody  is  too  curious  and  somebody 
does  suggest  about  another  member  answering, 
I  wonder  what  their  reasons  are. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— If  this  is  a  request  for 
my  reason,  I  was  merely  following  along  the 
question  of  Councilor  Chase.  The  questions  at 
the  hearings  of  the  committee  were  put  mostly 
by  Councilor  Dwyer,  and  I  assumed  he  would 
have  the  information  if  anybody  would.  I  just 
didn't  know  the  answer  and  was  trying  to  help 
Councilor  Chase  in  seeking  some  information. 

Coun.  DWYER— Well,  Mr.  Chairman,  if  I 
was  chairman  of  a  committee,  whether  it  was  any 
member  of  that  committee  or  any  other  councilor 
who  was  present,  and  he  did  ask  any  questions 
about  any  matter  in  the  budget,  I  would  come 
pretty  near  knowinsr  what  the  answer  was  myself 
and  be  able  to  answer  it,  without  suddenly  throw- 
ing it  off  on  some  one's  else  back.  I  still  maintain, 
Mr.  President,  there  is  a  nigger  in  the  woodpile 
somewhere. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Will  the  gentleman 
yield  for  a  question? 

Coun.  DWYER— Yes. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — As  I  recall  the  hearings, 
the  different  department  heads  stated  that  the  sums 
planned  this  year  were  approximately  the  same  as 
last  year. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  yielded  for  a  question.  I 
don't  get  any  question  there.  I  hope  the  gentleman 
won't  make  anv  speech  there. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Will  the  councilor  tell 
Councilor  Chase  and  myself  what  the  amount 
was  that  was  spent  last  year? 

Coun.  DWYER — I  would  be  most  happy  to  tell 
the  gentleman  from  the  Back  Bay  if  I  had  the 
information.  As  far  as  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee is  concerned.  I  still  maintain  he  should  not 
have  to  ask  me  or  any  member  of  the  Council  what 
transpired. 

Coun.  HANLEY— I  believe,  Mr.  President,  that 
Councilor  Chase  is  out  of  order  at  the  present  time. 
If  he  cares  to,  he  can  look  up  the  stenographer's 
report  as  written  by  two  capable  persons  before  me. 
I  don't  think  any  member  of  the  City  Council 
should  be  put  on  the  spot  by  innuendo.  And  the 
question  propounded  before  you  and  given  to 
Councilor  Muchnick  and  then  diverted  on  a  lateral 
pass  to  Councilor  Dwyer  is  taken  unduly;  and  I 
move  the  question  is  out  of  order,  and  that  we  pro- 
ceed with  regular  business. 


Coun.  CHASE — I  don't  think  my  question  is  out 
of  order.  I  am  a  duly  elected  official  of  the  tax- 
payers of  Boston,  and  I  am  interested  in  the  budget. 
The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
who  preside. 1  over  this  committee  during  the  hear- 
ings should  have  that  information.  I  know  there 
was  considerable  discussion  on  items  of  bonds  in 
different  departments,  and  my  curiosity  is  now 
aroused.  I  would  like  to  know  why  there  was  all 
the  questioning  of  the  items  on  bonds.  I  would 
like  to  know  the  annual  expenditure  and  who  gets 
the  business. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  rules  that 
the  question  is  answered  as  far  as  possible.  We 
will  proceed  with  consideration  of  the  budget. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  in 
the  Fire  Department  budget,  under  C-4,  motor 
vehicles,  the  sum  of  $100,000  which  has  been 
allowed  have  $25,000  stricken  from  that  item,  and 
I  do  it  for  the  following  reasons:  Last  year,  under 
C-4,  the  departmental  allowance  was  $140,350; 
the  department  spent  the  sum  of  $32,331.31.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  at  the  end  of  last  year  the  Fire  De- 
partment came  before  the  Council  and  they  agreed 
to  having  a  large  sum  of  money  taken  away  out  of 
this  item  and  transferred  altogether  to  another  de- 
partment in  the  city.  And  the  Fire  Commissioner 
was  before  us.  He  was  interrogated  about  a  con- 
tract that  public  bids  were  opened  on  last  Novem- 
ber, for  three  small  tractors.  I  think  the  whole 
amount  of  the  contract  was  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $20,000,  and  today  that  contract 
has  not  been  awarded.  It  is  going  on  to  four 
months  and  no  award  has  been  made.  Maybe  it 
will  be  four  months  more  before  the  award  is  made. 
The  Fire  Commissioner  has  made  a  recommenda- 
tion, so  he  stated  to  the  committee,  but  there  has 
been  no  action  taken  on  it,  and  there  have  been  no 
awards  made.  Now,  Mr.  President,  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner also  went  into  the  situation  that  even 
after  a  contract  was  awarded  lie  doesn't  know  how 
long  it  will  take  for  the  apparatus  to  be  secured. 
The  bids  were  opened  last  October.  I  presume  the 
contractor,  as  I  remember  it,  had  something  like 
ninety  days,  three  months,  to  furnish  the  apparatus. 
It  happens  to  be  tractors  in  this  particular  case. 
He  stated  that  on  the  last  apparatus  where  there 
was  a  bid,  one  concern  was  well  over  thirty  days 
behind  in  their  contract.  So  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  this  money  will  probably  never  be  spent,  and 
if  we  do  cut  $25,000  from  this  item  we  will  be 
showing  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  we  are  trying  to 
help  them  to  keep  this  tax  rate  down.  I  hope  that 
this  cut  will  prevail. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  hope  the  councilor  doesn't 
fool  with  fire.  Evidently  that  money  is  put  in 
there  for  the  purpose  of  securing  equipment. 
We  know  it  has  been  difficult  in  the  past  to  secure 
equipment,  but  I  understand  they  are  letting 
down  the  bars  on  it  and  much  equipment  can  be 
secured  which  could  not  be  secured  before.  It  is  a 
very  dangerous  thing  to  take  away  from  the  citizens 
of  Boston  any  fire  apparatus. 

Coun.  HANNON — .Strange  as  it  may  seem,  I 
agree  with  the  stptements  of  the  two  previous 
speakers.  The  gentleman  over  on  my  left  (Coun. 
Taylor)  says  it  is  dangerous  to  take  away  from  the 
citizens  of  Boston  fire  apparatus  that  they  need. 
The  gentleman  on  my  right  (Coun.  Dwyer)  says 
that  money  was  appropriated  last  year  to  buy  fire 
apparatus,  and  the  apparatus  was  never  purchased. 
Now,  I  know  that  to  be  a  fact.  We  were  painted 
a  sordid  picture  of  the  condition  of  the  apparatus  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  picture  didn't  have  to 
be  painted.  Any  of  us  who  have  watched  the  ap- 
paratus of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  going 
along  the  streets  wondered  many  times  how  it 
kept  together,  how  it  still  operates.  And  yet 
last  November  bids  were  opened  for  three  tractors 
to  be  purchased.  They  were  necessary,  we  were 
told,  and  bids  were  opened  legitimately,  and 
the  low  bidder,  unfortunately,  didn't  get  the  bid. 
Why?  Nobody  knows.  I  don't  know,  anyway. 
I  have  inquired  of  three  or  four  sources.  In 
fact,  I  was  told  that  before  any  award  would  be 
made  I  was  going  to  be  shown  a  report  of  en- 
gineers, because,  of  course,  those  in  authority 
always  tell  you  that  the  bids  will  go  to  the  lowest 
bidder  unless  there  is  some  reason,  some  big 
reason,  why  the  lowest  bidder  should  not  get  the 
contract.  The  lowest  bidder  in  this  case  was  a 
local  man,  a  man  who  pays  taxes  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  a  man  with  a  reputation,  a  man  that  has  a 
firm  behind  him  with  an  investment  of  over 
S70.000.000,  and  yet,  Mr.  President,  we  find  our- 
selves coming  into  April  and  that  depleted  ap- 
paratus has  never  been  replaced.     That  contract 
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has  never  been  awarded,  and  why?  I  don't  know. 
I  was  told,  "Next  week  an  engineer  is  going  to 
have  a  report  in  here,  and  I  am  going  to  give 
it  to  the  firm  recommended  by  that  engineer." 
Next  week  came  and  the  engineer's  report  had  not 
shown  up,  and  again  I  was  told,  "Next  week  the 
engineer  will  have  that  report  in,  and  between  the 
apparatus  recommended  by  the  lowest  bidder 
and  that  to  be  furnished  by  the  second  bidder 
we  are  going  to  have  a  contract."  And  that 
week  passed  by  and  the  people  of  Boston  are  still 
suffering  and  still  waiting  for  this  dilapidated 
apparatus  to  be  replaced  by  something  modern 
and  up-to-date.  Oh,  it  isn't  a  story  of  not  being 
able  to  get  the  apparatus.  The  apparatus  is 
available.  The  bids  have  been  opened.  Their 
bonds  have  been  furnished,  and  the  apparatus 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  city  just  as  soon  as  the 
orders  are  given  to  purchase  the  apparatus.  The 
story  I  don't  know.  Apparently  the  low  bidder 
is  not  in  right.  Doubtlsss  there  is  something 
wrong.  But  if  there  is  something  wrong  we  should 
know  it  in  black  and  white,  and  whoever  or  what- 
ever engineer  or  firm  was  going  to  furnish  that 
information  it  hasn't  as  yet  been  produced.  So  I 
don't  know  that  we  gain  any  benefit  by  cutting 
this  item.  As  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor)  said,  we  do  need  apparatus. 
But  as  the  gentleman  from  Ward  21  (Coun. 
Dwyer)  has  stated,  if  we  do  need  it,  why  don't 
we  buy  it?  If  we  are  not  going  to  buy  it,  why  kid 
the  people?  Why  put  these  matters  out  to  public 
bid?  Once  they  are  open  I  feel  it  is  an  obligation 
on  the  city  to  follow  through  and  give  the  contract 
to  the  lowest  bidder  unless  there  is  a  really  justifi- 
able reason  why  the  lowest  bidder  shouldn't  get 
it.  You  are  right,  councilor.  We  owe  the  people 
of  the  City  of  Boston  some  protection,  but  we 
owe  it  to  them  in  many  ways,  and  one  way  is  to 
have  proper  apparatus,  and  the  only  way  to  have 
proper  apparatus  is  to  replace  old,  dilapidated, 
worn  out  apparatus.  Bids  were  opened  last 
November,  and  beyond,  and  I  ask  everybody  in 
authority  why  haven't  these  contracts  been 
awarded? 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Dwyer's  motion 
to  reduce  item  C-4,  Fire  Department  budget,  by 
$25,000  and  it  was  lost,  yeas  1,  nays  19: 

Yeas — Coun.  Dwyer — 1. 

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Coffey, 
Feeney,  Hanley,  Hannon,  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kelly, 
Kerrigan,  Kinsella,  McCormack,  Muchnick,  Russo, 
Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor — 
19. 

Coun.  DWYER— Public  Buildings  Department, 
item  B-39.  The  sum  of  $50,000  has  been  allowed 
for  general  repairs  to  the  commissioner  of  Public 
Buildings.  Mr.  President,  when  the  commissioner 
of  Public  Buildings  was  before  the  committee, 
sir,  I  asked  him  specifically  how  he  was  going 
to  spend  this  $50,000  if  the  Council  allowed  it. 
I  not  alone  asked  him  that,  Mr.  President,  but 
after  I  asked  him  several  members  of  the  com- 
mittee asked  him,  and  the  gentleman  could  only 
tell  us  how  he  proposed  to  spend  $2,500  of  that 
amount.  He  did  promise  us  faithfully,  Mr. 
President, — he  promised  me  and  he  promised 
the  committee, — to  give  a  breakdown  of  how  he 
proposed  to  spend  this  $50,000,  to  give  this  com- 
mittee some  idea  on  how  he  was  going  to  spend 
$50,000.  Well,  I  have  never  seen  his  break- 
down up  to  today,  and  I  don't  know  whether 
he  has  given  one  or  not.  I  have  tried  to  con- 
tact him,  and  I  did  today,  and  I  talked  with 
the  gentleman  about  this  matter,  and  I  said 
to  him,  "On  the  $50,000,  under  B-39,  for  general 
repairs,  you  promised  to  give  a  breakdown  on 
that."  "Well,"  he  said,  "that  is  for  emergencies." 
"Well,"  I  said,  "if  it  is  for  emergencies,  you 
must  have  a  complete  list  on  just  how  you  pro- 
pose to  spend  it."  And  he  said,  "No,  I  haven't'" 
He  said,  "In  case  some  emergency  arises."  I 
said,  "Your  figures  might  be  off,  then,  if  you 
have  no  figures  as  to  how  you  propose  to  expend 
it.  Is  that  right?"  And  he  said,  "It  could  go 
more."  I  said,  "Could  it  go  less?"  He  said, 
"Yes,  it  could  go  less."  I  said,  "Could  it  go 
considerably  less?"  And  he  said,  "Yes,  it  could; 
but  it  could  go  more."  I  think  if  this  gentleman 
is  allowed  $30,000  for  emergencies,  that  is  plenty 
of  money,  and  I  hope,  sir,  that  this  particular 
item  will  be  cut  $20,000,  especially  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  superintendent  promised  to  give  the 
committee  a  breakdown  and  tell  us  how  he  in- 
tended to  spend  it,  and  he  can't  do  it. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Dwyer's  amend- 
ment to  cut  item  B-39,  Public  Buildings  Depart- 


ment   budget,    from    $50,000    to    $30,000,    and    it 
was  lost,  yeas  7,  nays  10: 

Yeas — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Dwyer, 
Feeney,  Hanley,  Kelly — 7. 

Nays — Coun.  Coffey,  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kerrigan, 
McCormack,  Muchnick,  Russo,  D.  F.  Sullivan, 
M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor— 10. 

Coun.  DWYER— Under  County  Buildings, 
B-39,  the  sum  of  $12,000  was  allowed  for  general 
repairs  on  county  buildings.  Last  year  the 
gentleman  spent  $6,376.33.  I  move,  Mr. 
President,  that  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  stricken 
from  the  B-39  item  under  County  Buildings, 
leaving  $7,000  in  the  department,  more  money 
than  they  spent  last  year.  The  gentleman  also 
promised  to  give  a  breakdown  on  how  he  proposed 
to  expend  this  money,  and  as  of  this  date  I  have 
not  received  that. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Dwyer's  amend- 
ment to  cut  $5,000  from  the  B-39  item,  County 
Buildings,  and  it  was  lost,  yeas  6,  nays  12: 

Yeas — Coun.  Baylev,  Chase,  Dwyer,  Feeney, 
Hanley,  Kelly— 6. 

Nays — Chase,  Coffey,  Hannon,  Hurley,  Keenan, 
Kerrigan,  McCormack,  Muchnick,  Russo,  D.  F. 
Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Tavlor — 12. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  the  sum  of 
$275,000  is  asked  for  in  the  Contingent  Fund. 
I  move  that  $50,000  be  stricken  from  this  fund. 
I  do  that,  Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
when  the  Law  Department  was  before  us  it  was 
brought  out  that  practically  one  third  of  the 
Contingent  Fund  is  spent  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. I  have  a  breakdown  here  of  some  of  the 
expenditures  last  year  of  the  Law  Department 
in  the  Contingent  Fund,  the  sum  of  $32,169.52, 
for  the  registration  of  titles  in  the  Land  Court. 
I  presume  if  they  have  the  same  number  they 
will  have  to  spend  the  same  amount  in  that. 
Services  of  experts  before  the  Board  of  Tax  Ap- 
peals, the  sum  of  $28,726.30  is  there,  Mr.  President. 
Also  services  of  writs  and  other  legal  expendi- 
tures, $14,101.37.  I  presume  they  will  have 
to  have  the  same  amount  there  if  the  same  amount 
of  business  is  done.  Various  other  expenditures 
total  a  sum  of  $94,993.01.  Last  year,  Mr. 
President,  the  personnel  of  the  Law  Department 
was  not  at  its  peak,  but  this  year  the  Law  De- 
partment has  an  increased  budget.  It  has  several 
more  working  at  the  present  time  than  they 
had  last  year,  and  they  haven't  the  same  number 
of  cases  before  them  that  they  had  last  year, 
Mr.  President,  from  information  that  I  received 
and  in  the  reading  of  the  papers,  I  believe  that 
the  Law  Department  will  not  be  called  upon  to 
do  the  amount  of  work  this  year  that  they  did 
last  year,  and  so,  with  their  increased  personnel, 
I  think  they  could  use  some  of  those  Assistant 
Corporation  Counsels  instead  of  going  outside 
and  hiring  outsiders.  Also  under  this  item  is 
the  money  that  was  paid  out  for  legal  services, 
the  reimbursement  of  public  officials'  legal  ex- 
penses for  legal  services,  on  the  Building  Code, 
an  item  of  over.  $10,000.  And  all  the  way  down, 
it  is  a  lengthy  document;  there  are  a  great  many 
things  that  appeared  in  it  last  year  that  won't 
appear  in  it  this  year.  And  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  this  budget  should  start  to  be  cut  right 
on  this  Contingent  Fund.  Right  here  we  can 
show  the  taxpayers  and  the  people  of  Boston  that 
we  are  on  the  level  by  taking  the  money  right 
out  of  that  and  reducing  that,  and  thereby  show- 
ing good  faith  with  the  citizens  of  Boston.  I 
hope,  Mr.   President,  this  will  prevail. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  sincerely  hope  that  the 
Council  will  not  discredit  the  suggestion  made  by 
the  councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer) 
relative  to  the  proposed  cut  in  the  Contingent 
Fund.  The  Contingent  Fund  was  $325,000  last 
year.  They  spent  $308,000,  but  of  that  expense 
there  was  $27,995.83,  or  practically  $28,000, 
spent  in  the  Municipal  Employment  Bureau. 
That  department  is  independent  this  year  and 
has  its  own  budget.  In  the  Bureau  of  Americani- 
zation $17,743.74  was  spent.  That  department 
is  independent  this  year.  In  many  of  these  items 
there  is  no  necessity  for  the  amount  allowed  this 
year.  I  sympathize  with  (he  councilor  from 
Ward  21.  He  is  making  a  noble  effort  here,  that 
is  evident,  to  reduce  the  city's  expenses  and  save 
the  taxpayers  some  money.  Some  of  the  mem- 
bers are  wondering  why  the  committee  didn't 
vote  back  some  of  these.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  committee  did  vote  $25,000  in  the  Contingent 
Fund  out,  but  the  poll  that  was  referred  to  previ- 
ously by  the  chairman  has  made  this  in  order 
today.     This  meeting  after  the  meeting  had  been

oalled  apparently  ruled  out  the  oul  made  by  the 
committee  on  Saturday  morning  to  reduce  thai 
budget  135,000.  We  nave  got  to  begin  to  Bave 
some  money  (or  the  taxpayers.  We  nave  Bhown 
it  is  possible  to  do  that.  The  allowances  in  • 
department  this  year  are  more  generous  than  last 
year.  Last  J  ear  there  eras  approximately  (500,000 
unexpended  December  31,  and  the  previous  year 
approximately  ll.ooo.ooo  was  unexpended  I >• 
ber  31.  That  toes  to  show  bow  generous  the  City 
Council    lias    been.    This    year    tin-    taxpaj 

for    the    first    time   in    history   for   many    of    them, 

were  forced   to  meet    Federal   income  ami  state 

taxes.  The  people  <>f  tin-  oity,  as  will  as  the  entire 
country,  are  sick  and  tired  of  taxes,  taxes  that  are 
being  levied  for  the  most  part  on  people  that  can 
ill  afford  to  pay  them.  The  cost  of  government, 
of  course,  is  way  out  of  bounds.  The  time  has 
come  when  the  people  are  going  to  demand  that 
there  be  cuts  made  here  and  there.  We  are  going 
to  have  a  tax  rate  this  year  of  $41  or  over.  Welfare 
expenses  are  down  from  $0,000,000  to  87,000,000. 
The  Elevated  deficit  has  been  reduced.  The  city 
is  receiving  upwards  of  $1,000,000  this  year,  as  a 
matter  of  fact.  The  tax  figures  indicate  a  tax 
of  over  $41,  and  I  can  imagine  what  the  people 
are  going  to  say  when  they  receive  their  tax  bills. 
They  ought  to  storm  the  City  Hall  and  demand 
that  something  be  done  to  help  them.  We  have 
got  to  give  attention  to  the  expenses  of  running 
this  city.  Now,  it  is  too  bad  that  some  of  tie 
recommendations  made  by  the  councilor  from 
Ward  21  were  not  incorporated  in  the  report 
here  today.  The  committee  didn't  have  enough 
time  to  sit  down  and  dwell  on  this  budget,  as  the 
committee  should  have  had.  We  had  a  little 
time  on  Thursday  and  a  little  time  on  Friday  and 
a  little  time  on  Saturday.  I  don't  know  that 
actually,  Mr.  President,  eight  hours  was  spent 
on  going  over  the  budget,  a  balloon  budget,  the 
highest  in  the  history  of  the  city,  at  any  rate 
approximately  $45,000,000,  and  we  are  down  here, 
elected  from  the  various  sections  of  the  city,  to 
honestly  go  before  the  people  of  this  city,  taking 
the  part  of  the  taxpayers  wherever  it  is  necessary 
to  do  so  and  doing  something  for  them.  We  have 
many  a  noble  widow  who,  as  a  good  soldier,  comes 
into  City  Hall  and  plunks  her  taxes  down  at 
City  Hall  every  year.  Why?  Because  she  has 
that  independence,  that  love  for  the  city,  and  the 
desire  to  do  her  part.  And  if  we  refuse  to  go  into 
this  budget  in  the  manner  we  should,  in  the  manner 

of  trying  to  save  the  taxpayers  some  money 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point. 
Coun.   TAYLOR — I   don't  like   to  interrupt  a 
good  speech,  but  I  think  that  that  should  be  saved 
until  the  end  when  we  pass  on  the  budget  as  a 
whole.     This  is  only  the  Contingent  Fund. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  the  Contingent 
Fund  is  the  Santa  Claus  fund  of  the  city,  and  we 
are  now  taking  it  up,  and  I  think  it  is  time  now 
to  endeavor  to  stress  upon  the  members  of  the 
Council  here  that  the  people  of  Boston  are  looking 
for  some  relief  and  they  are  not  going  to  get  it  this 
year,  if  what  I  hear  is  true.  There  are  too  many 
ideas  that  are  built,  up  in  the  course  of  the  year 
the  expense  of  which,  if  they  are  put  into  operation, 
is  taken  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund.  We  don't 
need  $275,000  in  the  Contingent  Fund  this  year. 
As  I  said  a  moment  ago,  last  year  there  was 
$500,000  in  unexpended  balances  in  the  various 
departments,  so  if  the  Contingent  Fund  runs  dry 
this  year,  and  I  hope  it  won't,  there  will  be  oppor- 
tunities from  other  city  departments  to  have  some 
transfers  made  into  it.  We  ought  to  be  ashamed 
of  ourselves  in  the  budget  represented  this  year  — 
$45,000,000  —  if  we  can't  get  at  least  $500,000  off 
of  it.  But  the  way  we  are  going  here  today  we 
might  as  well  not  present  it.  However.  I  will  stay 
until  five  o'clock  tomorrow  morning  if  I  can  do 
something  for  the  taxpayers  in  my  district.  I 
hope,  therefore,  that  the  motion  of  the  councilor, 
if  it  isn't  carried  out  on  the  figure  that  he  said, 
will  be  amended  at  least  to  $25,000  or  $35,000  to  be 
cut  from  the  Contingent  Fund  budget. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  took  it  for  granted  when  this 
decision  was  made  by  the  committee  that  the 
members  had  enough  knowledge  presented  to  them 
at  that  time  to  reach  the  decision  of  deducting 
$25,000  from  this  fund.  I  went  along  with  the 
committee  on  voting  to  deduct  $25,000.  As  I 
stated  before,  I  wasn't  able  to  be  present  at  the 
time  of  the  hearings,  due  to  illness.  If  there  is  any- 
other  information  that  has  been  presented  to  the 
chairman  of  this  committee,  I  am  only  wondering 
why  it  has  not  been  explained  to  the  members  of 


this  Committee.     I  would  like  to  know  if  my  vote, 
otingeithei  f"i  "i  against,  is  going  to  be  right, 
and  1  would  like  i"  make  it  right,  if  possible.    But 
1  wish  that  the  chairman  would  give  the  memh 

of    the    committee    any    new    information    that    he 
might  have  in  his  possession,  and  if  he  hasn't,  then 

I  will  go  along  to  reduce  ii"    125,000  from  the 
i  Contingent  Fund. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK  For  the  sake  of  the  record, 
I  think  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the 
item  eliminating  825,000  from  the  Contingent 
Fund  was  gone  into  and  recommended  by  thi 
Committee.  Afterwards  a  poll  was  taken  of  the 
majority  of  tie-  members  of  the  Appropriations 
Committee  which  indicated  their  desire  that  the 
appropriation  stand  as  submitted  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  would  like  to  withdraw  my 
motion  for  a  cut  of  $50,000,  and  now  make  g 
mot  ion  that   we  make  it  $25,000. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Dwyer's  motion 
to  cut  $25,000  from  the  Contingent  Fund,  and  it 
was  lost,  yeas  8,  nays  11:

Nays — Coun.  Coffey,  Hannon,  Hurley,  Keenan, 
Kerrigan,  McCormack,  Muchnick,  Shannon,  D.  F.

I  'oun.  TAYLOR — I  make  a  motion  we  take  a 
recess  for  the  purpose  of  going  into  Executive. 

'oun.  HANNON — I  would  like  to  stay  hire 
and  complete  the  budget.  Let  us  get  it  all  through 
We  might  be  back  tomorrow.  As  long  as  w< 
here  now  let  us  get  it  through.  I  think  some  of  us 
have  sat  here  and  were  ready  to  start  the  meeting 
on  time.  Some  came  in  late  and  we  lost  an  hour  or 
two  that  way.  As  long  as  we  are  here,  let  us  sit 
here  and  get  it  over  with. 

Coun.  FISH — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point. 

Coun.  FISH — Isn't  Councilor  Dwyer  recognized 
until  he  has  finished  his  recommendations? 

President  KERRIGAN— No.  Each  item  is  a 
separate  item. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  think  it  would  be  rather  a 
relief  for  the  members  to  get  away  from  these 
arduous  duties  and  that  they  would  welcome  a 
change. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  am  here  to  try  to  give  some 
relief  "to  the  people  who  are  paying  our  salaries. 
We  don't  spend  too  much  time  here  on  Mondays. 
Let  us  give  relief  to  them.  I  say  it  is  too  bad  if  we 
can't  stay  here  and  do  something  for  these  over1 
burdened  taxpayers,  and  let  there  not  be  any 
attempt  to  rush  this  thing  through.  I  have  in 
mind  that  if  this  is  not  acted  upon  it  doesn't  go 
into  effect.  Let  us  be  fair  with  the  people  who  are 
paying  our  salaries  and  give  them  a  break  one  day 
m  the  year. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  think  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  1(1  (Coun.  Carey)  misunderstands  me. 

Coun.  DWYER— In  the  past,  Mr.  President,  I 
have  always  stayed  through  when  any  member  of 
the  Council  had  a  matter  he  was  discussing.  True, 
I  might  not  have  a  lot  of  support  on  the  particular 
things  I  am  trying  to  do  for  the  taxpayers,  but  I 
think,  Mr.  President,  if  the  members  don't  agree 
with  me  they  should  at  least  be  fair  and  allow  me 
to  go  through  with  what  I  have  in  mind.  After 
all,  I  have  always  been  courteous  and  listened  to 
them,  and  I  am  one  who  attends  meetings,  and  all 
meetings.  I  have  put  a  lot  of  time  into  this  budget 
and  given  it  a  lot  of  thought,  and  I  am  sincere 
when  I  say  these  items  should  be  cut.  And  I  am 
trying  to  do  something  for  the  taxpayers,  and  I 
hope,  whether  the  councilors  agree  with  me  or  not, 
they  at  least  will  be  courteous  and  give  me  an 
audience.  After  all,  I  am  just  getting  warmed  up, 
and  maybe  I  will  be  able  to  convince  some  coun- 
cilors to  my  way  of  thinking  if  we  go  along. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— I  am  opposed  to  taking  a 
recess  at  this  time,  and  feel  that  we  should  finish 
the  budget  now  before  going  into  Executive  Ses- 
sion. Certain  members  of  the  Appropriations 
Committee  have  worked  very  hard  on  this  budget. 
Piobably  the  most  faithful  were  the  two  members 
who  objected  to  having  the  report  changed  at  the 
last  minute, — the  councilor  from  Ward  10  (Coun. 
Carey)  and  myself.  The  councilor  from  Ward  21 
(Coun.  Dwyer)  also  attended  very  faithfully.  I 
think  it  is  too  bad  we  have  such  motions  coming  up 
here, — those  of  us  who  worked  so  hard,  and  the 
chairman  did  work  hard,  and  the  councilor  from 
Ward  3  (Coun.  Russo)  was  very  faithfid  when  he 
recovered  from  his  illness.  I  think  in  fairness  to 
those  who  worked  so  hard  we  should  not  railroad 
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this  budge!   through.     I  think  we  should  have  full 
discussion,  no  matter  how  long  it   I 

Coun.  FEENEY— I  think  it,  is  only  fair  thai 
we  continue  on  this  budget  until  we  complete  the 
various  items  in  it,  and  I  think  it  is  onh 
to  the  councilor  who  lias  been  endeavoring  to 
put  into  effect,  certain  cuts  in  the  .Major's  budget 
that  we,  out  of  common  eourtesj  to  a  membet 
who  is  working  as  hard  as  he  is,  sit,  hen  until  ».■ 
complete  the  business  before  us.  1  hop- 
members  of  the  Council  will  go  along  and  remain 
in  session  until  they  finish  this  budget. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  see  no  harm 
in  our  acting  favorably  on  the  motion  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor).  As  far 
as  I  am  concerned,  I  intend  to  sit  here  until  mid- 
night, if  necessary,  but  I  also  have  in  mind  that 
after  we  act  on  the  budget,  maybe  some  of  the 
boys  who  are  in  the  habit  of  taking  a  walk  would 
take  a  walk  around  the  block.  We  have  the 
Mayor's  $5,000  order  for  the  "Clean-up"  cam- 
paign. It  was  defeated  last  week  because  of  (he 
absence  of  two  men,  and  I  see  no  reason  win  we 
should  not  go  into  Executive  Session  and  clean 
up  that  item  and  then  come  back  and  sit  until 
midnight  if  necessary. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  the  councilor 
from  Ward  4,  Perlie  Dyar  Chase,  has  again  used 
inference  in   castigating  me  because   I   happened 
to  be  one  of  the  members  that  left  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  last  Monday.     I  owe  no  apologies  to 
the  councilor  from  Ward  4  at  any  time  for  my 
absence,     my    work    or    my    deeds.     I    owe    no 
apologies,   councilor,   at  any  time.     Now,   if  you 
care  to  enter  into  debate,  councilor,   I  will  make 
you  smaller  physically  than  our  Creator  intended. 
The  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  President,  is  com- 
posed of  twenty-two  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  and  I  have  the  distinct  honor  and  privilege 
of   being  its   chairman.     I   stated    last   Monday, 
and  again  it  is  repetitious,   that  I  voted  for  the 
$5,000  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  submitted,  and 
I  also  voted  for  the  $1,000  that  the  distinguished 
councilor  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey)  submitted 
as  an  amendment.     And  I  stated  also  last  Mon- 
day that  I  didn't  believe  that  any  other  councilor 
should  engage  in  debate  when  the  four  distinguished 
councilors,   Councilors   Dwyer,   Feeney,   Fish  and 
Carey,   were  lacerated   by   the  impetuous   tongue 
of  his  Honor  the  Mayor.     When  I  see  four  of  my 
colleagues    being    lacerated    by    his    Honor    the 
Mayor  and  again  amplified  by  you,  Mr.  Councilor, 
I    take    the   floor.     Now,    never,    never   try,    Mr. 
Councilor, — and  I  am  speaking  through  you,  Mr. 
President, — never  try  inference  with  me,  because, 
as  I  said  one  time  before,  I  am  a  nervous  man. 
And  for  all  your  legislative  career  I  care  not  one 
iota.     Your  record  as  a  public  official  is  open  at 
any  time  for  debate,   and  even  in  your  district, 
councilor,    I   could   bring  out   some   very   colorful 
incidents    in    your    career.     For    one    thing,    Mr. 
President, — and    I    hope    the    councilor's    auricle 
sensitiveness  is  very  acute, — I  never  took  a  back 
step    from   you   or   any   one    else   in   public   life. 
I  could  debate  with  you  on  the  rodents  and  the 
destructiveness  of  the  black  and  the  red  rats,  if  I 
may  use  the  vernacular.     I  hope  it  doesn't  offend 
you.     Your  knowdedge  of  parliamentary  procedure 
is  practically  nil.     Your  knowledge  of  government 
has  been  gleaned  from  books  that  are  learned  in 
the     eighth     grade.     Your     language,     councilor, 
I  could  place  in  the  vernacular,  and  your  physical 
stature,   councilor,   I  could  place  in  the  category 
of  the  Hitlers  and  the  Napoleons  who  were  about 
your  same  size,  sir.     But  never  try,  councilor,   to 
hurt   me   by   any    remarks   in    the    City    Council, 
because  I  would  make  you  so  small  in  about  five 
minutes    that    even    Councilor    RussO    in    his    pro- 
fessional career   would  have  a   hard   time   to  dis- 
pose   of    you.      Now,    these    remarks    of    mine    are 
more  fitted  for  the  crowd,   the  angry  crowd,   the 
hoi  polloi.     They  are  not  fitted  for  the  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  I  apologize  to  tie 
twenty-one    members — or    at    least     the    twenty 
members.     I  will  never  apologize  to  the  councilor 
from     Ward     4     (Coun.     Chase).     A     castigating 
tongue,   councilor,    can   get  you    used    up   so  small 
that  you  would  have  a  hard   time   to  go   through 
the  keyhole  that   Walter  Winchell  peeks  through 
in    order    to    make    a    Sunday    night    broadcast, 
I   owe  no  apologies   to  you   at  any   time   for  my 
vote.      I    owe    no    apologies    to    my    constituents. 
I  don't  come  in  here  with  morsels  in  my  cheek. 
I  don't  jump  in  from  the  door  to  find  out  from 
another  member  what  we  are  voting  on.     I  don't 
try  to  get  under  cover  between  the  hours  of  two 
and    the    time    of    adjournment     on     Monday.      I 


wonder,  councilor,  can  you  Bay  the  same?     Now. 

ncilor,   the  $5,000  that  his   Honor  the  Mayor 

requested    was    defeated    decisively    but    it 

didn't    stop    his    Honor    the    Mayor    usurping    the 
powers  of  this  legislative  body  by  having  vai 
things  printed.      It    didn't  stop   him    from    starting 
his  "Clean-up"  cam]i  lie  utilized 

dictator's    role.      He    was    going    to    call    a      i 

session  when,  if  he  ever  read  tie-  rules  of  the  Cit\ 

Council  or  the:  charter  he  had  no  more  right  nor 
power  to  eall  a  special  session  than  you  have, 
councilor.  That  lies  within  the  province  of  you, 
Mr.  President,  and  the  City  Clerk,  for  certain 
specific  purposes.  I  voted  for  the  $5,000  for  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  and  it  is  (lie  likes  of 
councilor,  that  makes  the  issue,  and  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  has  lost  more  friends  by  those  who 
took  the  floor  in  his  defence  than  by  those  who 
Eor  constructive  criticism.  And  you,  councilor, 
should  be  the  last  one  to  oppose  a  "Clean-up" 
campaign,  morally  or  physically. 

Coun.    COFFEY— Mr.    President,    I    think    it 
might  be  a  good  thing  at  this  lime  to  ask  that    the 
appropriation  of  $5,000  be  taken  from  the  Execu- 
tive Committee   and   be   brought    back   here  now. 
I  hope  unanimously,  so  we  can  act  upon  it  now 
and  we  won't  have  to  leave  the  chamber  to 
on     the    budget.     We    can    continue    here     with 
our  business,  because  I  don't  think  there  is  any- 
thing else  in   Executive   that   would   call   us   out. 
I  move  that  the  $5,000  be  brought  from  Executive. 
Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  it  is  regrettable 
that  the  gentleman  from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Hanley) 
has  seen  fit  to  make  a  personal  issue  of  something 
that  I  honestly  stated,  as  I  have  a  right  to  state. 
Mr.   President,   I  have  been   rendering  service   to 
the   public   of   Boston   in    this   Council   now   going 
on  for  the  seventh  year.      I  don't  think,  sir.   an 
man  can  ever  point  a  finger  to  me  and 
I    have    not    been    an    honest,    and    conscientious 
public    official.      I    don't    think    any    can    point    a 
finger  at  me,  Mr.  President,  and  say  that  1   bave 
not   been  on  the  square  with  them.     I  have  par- 
ticipated in  many  a  battle  in  this  Council,  and  I 
am  not,  afraid  of  a  fight  with  any  person.      When 
I    think   I   am   right   I   will   fight.     Now,    I   said, 
Mr.  President,  that  I  thought  it  was  only  proper 
for   us   to   enter   into   Executive   Session   to   pass 
on    his    Honor   the    Mayor's    request   for   $5,000, 
and    I   stated    that   I   thought   we   should   do    this 
before  some  members  of  our  Council  might  take 
a  walk,  the  way  it  happened  last  week.     And   I 
submit  to  you   that  I  made  a  true  statement  of 
the  fact  that  occurred  last  week.      I  didn't  intend 
to   engage   in   any   personal   discussions   with    the 
gentleman  from  Roxbury,   for  whom   I  have   tie 
utmost  respect.     I  think  he  is  one  of  the  ablest 
men  that  has  ever  entered  this  Council  Chamber. 
I   think  he  is  a   conscientious  and   hard   working 
man,   and   I   think   he  endeavors   to  do  the  right 
thing,  and  if   I  didn't  think  so  I  wouldn't  be  on 
the   floor   saying   what    I    have    to   say    about    the 
gentleman.      But    I    wull    go    farther    and    in    my 
honest  statements  I  say  this,  that  the  gentleman 
has  been  misled  on  many  occasions,  and   I  don't 
saj    that  in   the  spirit   of  antagonism;      I  say   it 
in   the  spirit   of  brotherly   love   to   him.      1    think 
the  gentleman  is  a  gentleman,  and  even   though 
lie  has  hurled  sarcasm  at  me  I  hold  no  brief  against, 
the    gentleman,    because   he   is    a   gentleman.     I 
bave    had     more     practical    experience    than    he 
has   had,   and    I   think    I   understand    the   frailties 
of  human   nature  better  than  he  does,  because  of 
my     seniority.      I     think     I     understand     human 
nature.      I  understand  when  a  man  is  on  the  level. 
1    understand    when    a   man   is    holding    a   gun    to 
another,   saying.    "Give   me  this,    or   else."      Mr. 
President,    I    have   never  engaged   in   that   terrible 
art     to   gain    or    force    my    point.      I    have    been    a 
true  public  official.      I  say   this   to  the  gentleman 
Roxbury,    for    whom    I    have    the    utmost 
respect.      I   think   he  is  a   fine  man,   and    I   think 
as   the  years  go   by   he   will   acquire  a    high    pli 
in   public  office.      But,  Mr.   President,  I  warn  him 
that    at    times    the    finest    of    men    are    misled.      I 
bave  on  occasion  gone  so  far  as  to  say  his  Honor 

the    Mayor    has    been    misled,    but   his    Honor    the 

Mayoi  lias  not  seen  tii  to  take  issue  with  me 
because  I  bave  differeni  es  with  him.  I  am 
surprised    that    the    gentleman    from    Roxbury 

would  take  the  floor  and  talk  in  the  mannei  thai 
he  did  because  1,  sir.  have  only  the  utmost  of 
brotherly  love  toward  him,  the  utmost  of  respect, 
and  I  wish  him  the  best  of  luck  in  all  of  his  public 
i 'rises,  but  I  repeat,  there  is  many  a  good 
man  who  has  been  misled.  There  is  man 
good    man    who    has    been    led    into    being    a    tool 
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of  those  who  would  do  the  things  that  the  public 
would  nut  appreciate.  1  iliink,  Mr,  President, 
that  most  of  the  oounoilon  here  know  what  I  have 
in  mind  when  I  talk  in  the  manner  that  I  il<>. 
Mr.  President,  I  have  never  gone  down,  nor 
would  I  ever  go  down  to  the  Mayoi 
"Mr.  Mayor,  yon  oan  have  the  whole  City  of 
Boston,  I  don't  care;  but  you  wont  get  it  unless 
I  get  my  cut."  Now.  Mr.  President,  that  Bort  of 
business  is  repulsive  to  me.  I  don't  like  it.  And 
again  I  repeat  that  the  gentleman  who  has  Been 
lit  to  talk  on  this  Moor  in  the  manner  that  he 
did  that  I  like  him  and  1  wish  him  the  best  of 
luck,  because  he  is  a  good  man.  because  he  is  a 
gentleman.  But  I  sincerely  hope,  Mr.  President, 
that  he  will  not  be  misled. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  ask,  Mr.  President,  a 
personal  privilege  in  answering  the  eulogization 
aimed  at  me  by  the  distinguished  councilor  from 
Ward  l  (Coun.  Chase).  Am  I  in  order,  Mr, 
President? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  gentleman  is 
asking  for  personal  privilege? 

I  oun.  II  VNLE1      Jfi  s. 

President   KERRIGAN — You  are  in  order. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Speaking  through  you,  Mr. 
President,  the  word  "maturity"  means  develop- 
ment. Now  if  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  is  more 
mature  than  I  am,  according  to  the  age  bracket 
that  encompasses  each  of  us,  I  agree  with  that. 
If  he  is  more  mature  in  his  .science  of  govern- 
ment than  I,  that  is  a  point  to  debate.  If  he 
means  that  he  is  more  mature  in  the  legislative 
bodies  of  our  country  I  will  agree,  because  of  his 
seniority,  the  number  of  years  he  has  been  in 
office.  Whether  you  mean  it  or  not,  councilor, 
you  utilized  the  word  "two"  and  I  was  one  of 
those  who  left  the  chamber  on  last  Monday.  The 
business  that  I  had  to  conduct  within  a  specific 
time  is  not  open  to  the  public.  I  am  in  the  armed 
forces.  I  am  in  the  United  States  Navy,  and 
although  you  see  me  in  civilian  attire  I  have  certain 
duties  to  perform,  and  I  don't  believe  it  is  open  for 
publicity  by  any  member  of  the  Council.  If 
you  say  I  am  a  gentleman,  the  word  "gentleman" 
means  one  that  doesn't  cause  his  fellowman  any 
harm.  I  have  never  caused  any  man  any  harm, 
physically  or  otherwise,  but  I  have  a  very  sar- 
castic and  stinging  tongue  and  when  I  am  hurt 
I  utilize  what  nature  gave  me  and  what  God 
allows  me  to  use,  and  I  will  lash  out  with  biting 
and  stinging  invective  against  any  man,  I  care 
not  what  his  name  is,  his  political  affiliation,  his 
racial  or  religious  profession.  By  inference  you 
brought  out,  councilor,  that  I  might  be  the  puppet 
of  some  one  else.  I  don't  know  whether  you 
gathered  that  idea  from  some  of  the  men  whom  I 
am  very  cordial  with  and  whom  I  honor  and 
respect.  I  was  brought  up  in  a  glass  house.  It, 
has  never  been  my  province  to  hurl  or  throw  stones 
at  another  man's  character,  and  if  because  of  my 
association  with  certain  men  in  this  Council 
Chamber,  or  in  private  life,  I  am  to  be  placed 
in  the  category  of  a  puppet,  then,  councilor,  you 
can  have  the  better  of  the  argument  because  I  will 
not  debate  the  issue  with  you.  But  no  man  in 
this  Council,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  or  any  man 
in  public  life  can  ever  use  me  for  a  puppet  or  a  tool 
for  a  price,  or  for  friendship  with  contractors  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  remuneration.  I  believe, 
in  reading  back  in  one  of  your  speeches,  councilor, 
that  you  worked  for  a  living,  you  worked  for  the 
education  you  received,  and  the  people  of  your 
district  saw  that  in  you  and  they  gave  you  the 
highest  honor  that  a  man  in  public  or  private  life 
can  attain,  to  be  catapulated  into  the  category  of 
a  public  official.  I  too  worked  for  a  living  and 
for  an  education.  Without  being  egotistical,  I 
can  go  to  any  part  of  the  world,  councilor,  and 
ply  my  trade.  Being  in  public  life  is  something 
that  I  pass  through.  Whether  I  am  a  puppet  or 
not  is  open  to  one  set  of  persons,  the  people,  but 
as  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  my 
speeches  and  your  speeches  will  remain  until  the 
end  of  the  world.  And  any  time  I  have  taken 
the  floor  in  defence  of  any  one  man  or  group  that 
I  belong  to,  it  is  for  the  purpose  of  protecting.  I 
appreciate  deeply  the  commend? tion  that  you 
have  extended  to  me.  It  is  part  of  the  public 
record  and  I  can  assure  you,  councilor,  that  I 
shall  never  utilize  it  in  order  to  further  my  political 
activities.  If  my  life  is  open  to  me,  as  it  was  prior 
to  December  28,  I  could  say,  councilor,  that  I 
would  aspire  for  a  higher  office,  and  I  would  lay 
open  with  a  sarcastic  and  stinging  tongue  to  our 
American  people  the  terrible  war  that  we  are 
engaged  in  because  of  servile  and  puppet  politicians. 


But  I  .'1111   handicapped,   councilor,   because   I   have 

taken  my  oath  or  allegiance,  and  the  reason  I 
leave  this  chamber  is  that  it  suits  my  Government 
I  voted  once  foi  15,000.  I  also  voted  for  $1,000. 
I  never  duck  a  vote.  I  never  duck  a  contro- 
versial speech,  but  I  have  seen  no  argument  pre- 
sented by  the  opponents  or  the  proponents  of  the 
$5,000  that  can  cnangi  up  to  the  present, 

I  thank  you,  councilor,  through  the  Chair, 
for  youi  commendation,  and  i  hope  that  we  shall 
never  i  i  bal  B  I  icuffs.

The  (pioi  inn  came  on  the  motion  to  recall  from 
the  Executive  Committee  the  Major's  order  for 
$5,000  for  "Clean-up"  campaign. 

(oun.  DWYER  Speaking  on  the  motion,  I 
hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the  motion  does  not 
prevail.  As  I  said  before,  I  am  right  in  the  midst, 
of  this  budget  and,  without  being  selfish  about 
the  matter,  I  would  like  an  opportunity  of  going 
along  and  finishing  up  what  I  have  to  say.  I 
don't  know,  Mr.  President,  how  long  the  dis- 
cussion will  take  on  the  other  matter,  but  I  think 
it  is  a  little  unusual,  on  a  matter  like  the  budget, 
to  interrupt  it.  for  a  small  item  of  a  transfer  of 
$5,000.  Why  not  let  us  continue  with  the  budget, 
and  when  we  get  through  with  the  budget  then 
decide  whether  or  not  we  will  transfer  sums.  Mr. 
President,  while  I  am  on  the  floor  here,  I  want  to 
rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  thought  that  under 
the  rules  of  the  Council  on  transfers — Rule  32 
of  the  Council — "Every  application  for  an  appro- 
priation to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  shall  be 
referred  to  the  executive  committee,  unless  other- 
wise ordered,  and  no  such  appropriation  shall  be 
made  until  the  said  committee  has  reported 
thereon."  Now,  Mr.  President,  you  have  ordered 
this  matter  before  the  Executive  Committee  and, 
therefore,  sir,  I  think  we  would  be  violating 
Rule  32  of  the  Rules  of  the  Council  if  we  did 
attempt  to  take  this  matter  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
it  can  be  recalled  by  a  two  thirds  vote.  The 
question  is  on  the  motion. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  to  take  the 
appropriation  of  $5,000  for  "Clean-up"  campaign 
from  the  Executive  Committee  was  defeated  (a 
two  thirds  vote  being  required),  yeas  13,  nays  7:

Nays — Coun.  Carey,  Dwyer,  Feeney,  Fish, 
Hanley,  Hannon,  Kelly — 7. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  now  move,  sir,  that  the 
amount  of  $25,000  be  stricken  from  the  Reserve 
Fund. 

Coun.  CAREY — Is  there  any  discussion  on  the 
motion?  I  want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  Mr.  President,  the  fact 
that  $125,000  is  allowed  in  the  Reserve  Fund  this 
year.  That  is  just  another  one  of  the  Santa  Claus 
funds,  and  apparently  Christmas  comes  every  day 
of  the  year.  I  don't  like  to  make  some  of  the 
statements  I  do  make,  but  when  one  comes  down 
here  and  has  an  opportunity  to  make  certain  ob- 
servations, observations  very  seriously  affecting 
the  people  who  are  paying  the  bills — in  other 
words,  the  taxpayers — he  seems  forced  to  make 
them.  Last  year  $30,000  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  year  of  $125,000  was  eventually  trans- 
ferred to  the  Assessing  Department;  $6,000  was 
eventually  transferred  to  the  Building  Depart- 
ment; $10,300  was  transferred  to  Conventions 
and  Entertainments.  There  was  $15,000  for 
Public  Celebrations.  $28,000  to  the  Park  De- 
partment. $29,251  to  the  Public  Buildings  De- 
partment. In  other  words,  Mr.  President,  prac- 
tically all  of  the  $125,000  last  year  was  trans- 
ferred to  departments  that  are  amply  supplied 
with  funds  to  be  used  for  the  present  year.  But 
there  is  one  thing  I  want  to  say,  and  I  certainly 
don't  like  to  say  it.  I  have  mentioned  that  $10,300 
was  spent  for  entertainment,  and  $15,000  for 
celebrations.  Entertainment  and  celebrations  at 
the  expense  of  the  taxpayers.  The  poor  tax- 
payer of  the  City  of  Boston  who  has  to  do  his 
own  entertaining  and  his  own  celebrating  at  his 
own  expense.    And  yet,  in  a  year  such  as  this  when 
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the  budget,  should  be  considerably  reduced,  we  are 
faced  with  the  possibility  of  expending  identical 
sums  for  the  identical  purposes  this  year.  The 
remark  has  been  made  on  the  floor  of  the  City 
Council  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  do  away 
with  the  City  Council,  and  I  am  beginning  to 
believe  that.  I  don't  know  what  the  twenty-two 
men  are  elected  for  when  they  haven't  the  courage, 
and  if  they  have  the  courage,  w:hen  they  can't 
display  that  courage  without  fear  of  consequences. 
I  want  to  be  on  good  terms  with  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  and  want  to  be  on  good  terms  with  the  people 
that  give  me  the  opportunity  to  be  on  good  terms 
with  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  those  are  the  people 
in  the  Ward  10  section  of  the  city.  Those  people 
out  there  and  in  the  other  twenty-one  wards  of  the 
city  are  paying  their  own  bills  and  supplying  their 
own  celebrations.  Some  might  say,  "You  are  try- 
ing to  be  rather  picayune."  I  don't  say  there 
shouldn't  be  money  spent  for  certain  forms  of 
entertainment  of  distinguished  guests  of  the  city. 
It  always  has  been  done,  but  I  do  say  that  al- 
together too  much  of  it  is  being  spent  for  that 
purpose.  In  the  entertainment  and  celebration 
item  $25,000  could  easily  be  reduced  from  the 
amount  that  has  been  allowed,  but,  in  addition  to 
that,  there  are  several  other  considerable  items  that 
will  not  have  to  come  out  of  that  fund  this  year. 
There  is  no  necessity  for  any  §125,000  in  the  Re- 
serve Fund.  It  seems  to  be  an  annual  affair  to 
accept  the  requests  in  the  Contingent  and  Reserve 
Funds,  but  we  could  be  a  little  bit  different.  I 
don't  know  why  this  Council  can't  show  it  has  a 
little  respect  for  the  people  paying  the  bills.  It  is 
an  unholy  shame  that  some  consideiation  is  not 
being  given  to  those  who  are  paying  these  bills. 
$100,000  will  be  more  than  ample  for  the  require- 
ments of  the  Reserve  Fund  this  year,  keeping  in 
mind  that  last  year  at  the  end  of  the  year  approx- 
imately $500,000  was  unexpended  in  the  various 
departments.  I  certainly  hope,  therefore,  that  the 
members  of  this  Council  will  consider  the  taxpayers. 
We  are  not  acting  without  having  had  some  advice 
on  this  matter.  I  mean  by  that  the  members  of  the 
committee.  We  don't  desire  to  make  any  cuts 
where  an  item  cannot  stand  up  under  the  cuts  made, 
but  the  cut  of  $25,000  certainly  can  easily  be  made 
from  the  Reserve  Fund  allowance,  and  I  hope  and 
trust  that  the  members  of  the  Council  will  make  it. 


Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  RUSSO — I  stand  on  my  feet  and  reiterate 
the  words  I  spoke  in  regard  to  the  Contingent 
Fund  a  moment  ago.  This  is  another  item  where 
I  have  been  under  the  impression  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  that  we  had 
agreed  upon,  taking  out  of  that  fund  the  sum  of 
$25,000.  And  lo  and  behold,  at  the  last  minute 
it  doesn't  appear  in  the  committee's  report  sub- 
mitted by  the  chairman  of  that  committee.  It  is  a 
serious  affair.  If  we  can  allow  any  chairman  of 
any  committee  to  disregard  his  committee  and 
present  a  report  as  he  sees  fit  after  the  vote  has 
been  taken  by  the  members  of  the  committee,  and 
bring  it  before  the  City  Council  and  let  the  coun- 
cilors go  along  in  accepting  the  report  of  thai 
chairman,  it  is  a  serious  affair.  I  am  for  any- 
thing when  I  am  convinced  that  the  thing  is  right. 
I  was  convinced  that  $25,000  should  be  deducted 
from  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  I  therefore  voted  to 
reduce  the  budget.  I  don't  see  any  reason  why 
this  report  was  net  presented,  and  I  have  had  no 
new  evidence  so  far  as  its  remaining  in  the  budget, 
as  the  chairman  of  that  committee  has  reported. 
I  haven't  any  new  evidence  ami,  therefore,  I  do 
hope  the  $25,000  will  be  deducted  from  the  Re- 
serve Fund. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  don'1 
wish  to  prolong  this  any  more  than  is  necessary, 
but  the  councilor  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Russo)  says 
he  doesn't  see  any  reason  why  it  was  eliminated 
from  the  report  of  the  Appropriations  Commit  tee. 
Again,  for  the  sake  of  the  record,  let  me  state  I  he 
chairman  of  the  committee  polled  the  committee 
and,  if  I  remember  correctly,  on  this  specific  item 
the  vote  was  5  to  2  in  favor  of  letting  it  stand  as 
submitted  by  the  Mayor,  and  that  was  the  reason 
why  it  was  submitted  in  the  form  that  it  was. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Through  you,  Mr.  President, 
may  I  ask  the  chairman  of  that,  committee  to  give 
the  report  as  to  the  members  of  that  committee

Chairman  SULLIVAN— The  Chair  wishes  to 
know  if  the  councilor  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Much- 
nick;  desires  to  answer  the  question. 


Coun.  MUCHNI(;K-I  would  just  as  soon 
answer  the  question.  If  my  recollection  is  correct, 
Councillors    Bayley,    Coffey,    Keenan    and    myself 

were  in  favor  of  leaving  the  Reserve  Fund 

Coun.  BAYLEY — From  what  source  did  the 
chairman  of  the  Appropriations  Committee  get  that 
impression  when  I  told  him  I  would  not  take  any 
action  whatever?  I  refuse  to  be  misquoted.  I 
say  I  will  not  be  misquoted  on  my  vote. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  don't  wish  to  misquote 
the  councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  (Coun.  Bayley), 
and  I  don't  believe  I  am  misquoting.  It  was 
pointed  out  to  him  that  some  of  the  funds  from 
the  Reserve  Fund  are  used  in  maintenance  and 
upkeep  of  playgrounds  and  other  recreational 
facilities,  and  he  said,  "I  am  not  against  helping 
on  playgrounds,  of  course."  And  that  is  what  he 
said  he  would  go  along  on,  if  my  recollection  is 
correct. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  am  very  much  in  favor  of 
playgrounds  and  recreation,  as  I  guess  every 
member  knows,  and  I  would  never  vote  against 
any  appropriation  for  playgrounds  and  recreation, 
for  it  has  been  my  information  and  from  close 
observation  that  playground  equipment  could  be 
provided  even  with  the  $25,00J  cut  which  has 
been  offered  here  and  of  which  the  committee  was 
in  favor,  or  intended  to  strongly  vote  in  favor  of 
the  $25,000  cut.  And  I  am  not  convinced  the 
$25,000  is  to  be  used  solely  for  playgrounds.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  I  believe  it  could  be  taken  if  we 
cut  out  expenditures  that  I  consider  unnecessary. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— If  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  feels  I  have  misquoted 
him,  I  apologize  sincerely.  It  was  not  my  in- 
tention to  misquote  him  or  anybody  else  in  this 
Body,  but  I  still  feel  my  recollection  is  correct. 

Coun.  FISH — Could  I  have  read  to  the  meeting 
what  the  rule  is  that  permits  a  polling  of  a  com- 
mittee at  two  o'clock  on  a  Monday  afternoon? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  don't  know  what  rule 
prohibits  it,  Mr.  President. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  am  informed 
it  is  customary  usage  and  that  there  is  no  pro- 
hibition of  it. 

Coun.  FISH — There  is  no  prohibition  that  a 
committee  can  be  polled  regardless  of  what  action 
was  taken  at  a  meeting  of  that  committee  two  days 
previous? 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — It  has  been  done 
by  committees  in  the  past. 

Coun.  FISH — Is  there  any  rule  permitting  it? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Is  there  any  rule  pro- 
hibiting it? 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  am  informed, 
councilor,  there  is  no  rule  prohibiting  it. 

Coun.  FISH — Is  there  a  rule  that  permits  it? 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Merely  the  rule 
of  custom. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — State  your  point 
of  information. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Is  it  a  rule  that  the  chairman 
of  a  committee  in  polling  a  committee,  goes  to  the 
members,  one  by  one,  and  saying  that  others  have 
voted  for  it? 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — State  your 
point. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  don't  think  this  discussion 
is  in  place  on  the  floor.  What  difference  does  it 
make?  The  report  of  the  committee  is  here  now 
ami  we  are  acting  on  it. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — State  your  point 
of  order. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  think  I  am  in  order.  The 
gentleman  has  staled  this  is  a  report  of  the  com- 
mittee, which  I  doubt,  and  that  is  the  reason  why 
I  am  on  my  feet.  I  doubt  the  report  of  the 
committee. 

Chairman  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  that  the  councilor  is  in  order. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  would  like  to  have  an  ex- 
planation if  it  is  the  method  of  a  chairman  of  a 
committee  in  polling  a  committee,  to  go  to  them 
one  by  one,  separately,  and  say  that  other  persons 
on  the  committee  have  voted  for  it? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— That  isn't  the  way  it 
was  done.  To  the  first  councilor  who  was  ap- 
proached it  was  not  stated  that  anybody  was  in 
favor.  To  the  second  it  was  stated  that  the 
first  was  in  favor,  if  he  was,  and  so  on  down  the 
line.

Coun.  FISH  —May  I  have  read  the  rule  of  calling 
a  meeting  together? 

Chairman  M.   II.   SULLIVAN— I  am  informed. 
not  from  my  own  knowledge,  but   I  am  informed 
there  is  no  such  rule  that  can  be  read. 
Coun.  FISH  — There  are  no  rules? 
Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — State  your  point 
of  information. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— The  committee  holds 
a  meeting,  say  on  a  Thursday  and  continues  it 
until  Monday,  and  again  the  committee  takes  a 
poll  that,  Monday,  whether,  even  though  the 
members  of  the  committee  were  not  notified 
through  the  mail,  it  was  just  a  continuation  of 
the  same  committee  meeting  held  over  there. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SlTLLIVAN— The  committee 
can  ratify  any  action. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN — You  misunderstand 
me.  My  main  point  here  is  relative  to  the  poll 
taken  today  of  members  of  the  Appropriation 
Committee,  that  continued  their  hearings.  I 
believe,  until  today. 

Coun.  CAREY — We  did  continue  the  meeting 
in  the  hope  that  there  would  be  a  meeting,  but 
there  was  no  meeting  this  morning. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— That  is  the  point 
that  is  brought  out,  the  fact  the  committee  meet- 
ing was  to  be  held  this  morning  and  was  called. 
Now,  can  that  be  done? 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— If  there  is  no 
objection  by  a  member  of  the  aforesaid  committee, 
by  a  majority. 

Coun.  CAREY — If  the  excuse  of  the  com- 
mittee so  called  today  is  that  it  is  a  custom,  I 
would  say  that  it  is  a  very  poor  custom,  and  I 
was  severely  berated  the  early  part  of  last  year 
because  of  my  willingless  to  poll  the  committee  on 
one  occasion.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations 
met  on  Saturday  morning  and  voted  for  recom- 
mendations that  were  to  have  been  reported  back 
for  it  by  the  chairman.  Those  recommendations 
were  not  reported  back  as  voted  upon  Saturday 
morning.  Now,  when  we  met  this  afternoon 
not  only  did  the  chairman  poll  the  committee, 
but  other  members  helped  him  poll  it.  It  is 
about  time  we  got  down  to  a  commonsense  way 
of  doing  business  in  a  group  of  twenty-two  men 
past  the  age  of  seven  many  years  ago.  Let  us 
do  it  by  rule  and  not  by  custom,  because  it  has 
been  a  very  poor  custom. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  would  like  a  ruling  on 
Rule  30,  committee  meetings.  "No  meeting  of 
any  committee  shall,  without  the  consent  of  all 
the  members  thereof,  be  called  upon  less  notice 
than  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  clerk 
shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them 
by  special  messenger,  provided,  however,  that 
meetings  of  the  executive  committee  may  be  held 
in  the  recess  period  of  any  meeting  of  the  council 
without  such  consent  or  notice.  No  committee, 
unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the  city  council, 
shall  incur  any  expense.     No  committee  meetings

President,  of  course,  as 
the  chairman  states,  he  polled  tie'  committee 
today,  whether  he  has  that  right  or  not,  I  don't 
know,  —but  I  say  it  has  been  an  unfair  situation 
that  has  arisen,  because,  if  I  had  been  aware  of 
the  fact,  I  could  have  made  a  minority  report  of 
that  committee  anil  presented  it  the  way  it  should 
be  presented.  I  reiterate,  I  don't  like  the  under- 
handed methods  that  have  been  used  in  railroading 
this  I, ii 

Coun.  BAVLEY — I  would  have  been  very 
glad  to  join  Councilor  Russo  in  a  minority  report 
in  that  case,  but  when  you  have  a  poll  at  2.30 
o'clock  it  is  hard  to  make  a  report  of  what  was  a 
minority.  In  fact,  it  was  Councilor  Russo  and 
Councilor  Carey  and  others  that  were  here  ready 
for  that  meeting,  but  the  chairman  didn't  show 
up  and  we  didn't  proceed  any  further.  I  wish 
we  had  had  a  chance  to  make  a  minority  report 
mi  this  situation,  especially  of  the  three  members 
who  attended  so  faithfully  and  didn't  just  vote 
after  two  o'clock  without  Inning  attended  many 
of  the  meetings. 

1  nan.  CAREY-  I  want  to  add  that  I  certainly 
would  have  been  part  of  the  minority  report 
if  we  had  known  beforehand  that  it  was  to  be 
brought.  There  were  four  members,  Councilors 
Bayley,  Muchnick,  Russo  and  myself  present, 
and  we  voted  unanimously  to  make  these  cuts, 
and  we  have  had  a  polling  of  the  committee  today. 
Even  the  recommendations  we  voted  on  Saturday 
morning  haven't  been  lived  up  to. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  don't  really  think  it  makes 
much  difference  when  the  report  was  made,  but 
I  do  feel  that  the  chairman  of  any  committee  is 
bound  to  give  each  member  twenty-four  hours' 
notice  of  a  committee  meeting,  and  when  a  com- 
mittee meets  and  a  poll  is  made  and  a  vote  is 
taken,  that  matter  is  closed  in  so  far  as  that 
meeting  is  concerned.  In  order  to  have  another 
meeting,  in  order  to  take  a  fresh  poll  of  the  com- 
mittee, I  believe  any  member  of  the  committee 
under  our  rules  is  entitled  to  twenty-four  hours' 
notice.  The  only  difference  presented  here  is 
that  the  committee  would  be  recommending  a 
$25,000  cut,  rather  than  one  individual,  but  I 
think  in  all  fairness  to  every  member,  the  chair- 
man of  any  committee  should  follow  the  rules, 
and  the  rule  specifically  states  that  twenty-four 
hours'  notice  must  be  given  before  any  committee 
meeting  is  called.  And  it  further  states  that  no 
committee  meeting,  even  after  this  twenty-four 
hour  notice,  no  committee  can  be  called  after 
one  o'clock  on  Monday,  or  one  hour  before  the 
opening  of  the  session.  Now,  if  a  meeting  has 
been  held,  and  there  has  been  no  statement  it 
was  not  held,  and  the  members  voted  on  it,  that 
committee  has  performed  its  function;  that 
meeting  is  over,  and  before  any  other  meeting 
can  be  called  each  member  of  that  committee  is 
entitled  to  twenty-four  hours'  notice  under  the 
rules  that  each  and  every  member  of  this  Council 
is  supposed  to  follow. 

Coun.  FISH — I  think  that  Councilor  Harmon 
has  brought  it  out  very  clearly,  and  before  I  vote 
on  this  budget  today  I  am  going  to  ask  that  the 
real  report  of  the  committee  be  sent  into  this 
Council.

Coun.  DWYER— I  now  move  that  under  the 
<  lty  Planning  Board,  B-28,  expert,  the  sum  of 
$2,800  be  cut  $2,000.  That  particular  item,  Mr 
President,  is  an  item  that  is  expended  for  a  Tech- 
nology professor,  when  the  board  wants  some  in- 
formation. When  they  feel  like  having  some  con- 
versation they  call  him  up,  and  he  comes  over  and 
at  the  rate  of  $25  per  conversation  he  gives  them 
that  conversation.  Now,  Mr.  President,  he  has 
been  giving  that  conversation  for  the  past  two 
years,  but  none  of  his  conversations,  as  far  as  I 
could  find  out,  related  to  anv  definite  program  thai 
they  were  going  to  adopt,  This  man  is  not.  a 
resident  of  Boston.  He  is  not  a  poor  man.  He 
isn't  a  man  that  works  any  set  day  or  any  set 
number  of  days,  but  he  does  get  $25  a  day  for 
coming  over  and  conversing  and  talking  things 
over  with  the  City  Planning  Board.  Well  Mr 
President,  I  think  it  is  high  time  that  we  cut  this 
item  of  $2,800  out.  If  he  has  done  any  conversing 
in  the  last  two  months,  I  am  allowing  $800  in 
there  for  that,  and  I  think  you  can  well  cut  that 
$2,000  and  save  the  taxpayers  thai  amount  of 
money  in  this  top-hen  v.\    budget. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Dwyer's  motion 
to  cut  the  B-28  item,  City  Planning  Board,  $2,000, 
and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  0,  nays  11:

Coun.  DWYER— Under  Soldiers'  Relief,  spe- 
cial item,  No.  8,  the  sum  of  $480,000  has  been 
allowed  this  year.  The  sum  of  $590,000  was 
allowed  in  this  item  last  year,  and  the  department 
spent  only  $402,856.33,  or  approximately  $188,000 
less  than  allowed  last  year.  The  Commissioner  of 
Soldiers'  Relief  and  his  chief  clerk  appeared  before 
the  Council  and  agreed  to  transfer  $100,000  of  this 

appropriation 

Coun.  HANNON — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— State  your  point 
of  order. 

Coun.  HANNON— I  rise  to  state  that  many  of 
the  boys  are  having  sandwiches,  and  I  suggest  the 
absence  of  a  quorum. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  clerk  will 
call  the  roll.    There  is  a  quorum  present 

Coun.  HANNON— I  would  like  a  roll  call  to 
make  sure. 

The  roll  was  called  and  a  quorum  was  in  at- 
tendance, Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Coffey, 
Dwyer,  Feeney,  Fish,  Hanley,"  Hannon,  Hurley, 
Keenan,  Kerrigan,  McCormack,  Muehnick,  Russo, 
Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor. 
Coun.  COFFEY — I  move  we  go  into  Executive 
Session. 

Coun.  DWYER— I  am  not  through. 
Coun.  CAREY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 


President  KERRIGAN  in  the  chair. 


President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  CAREY — Councilor  Dwyer  has  the  floor. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  this  item,  as  I 
stated,  No.  8,  is  for  military  aid,  for  soldiers'  relief. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  I  for  one  would  be  the  very 
last  to  cut  any  item  for  soldiers'  relief.  This  de- 
partment last  year  had  the  sum  of  $500,000  anil 
only  expended  $402,856.33,  and  they  were  allowed 
this  year  the  sum  of  $480,000.  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
after  talking  with  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers' 
Relief  and  checking  on  the  expenditures  in  thai 
particular  department  for  the  past  two  months, 
I  believe  that  I  am  correct  when  I  say  that  an 
amount  of  something  like  $17,000 — they  are  run- 
ning behind  in  these  last  two  months  what  they 
expended  last  year — I  say  this  $480,000  will  not  be 
needed  this  year,  anil  if  it  is  left  in  there  they 
probably  will  come  down  and  agree  to  transfer  il  to 
some  other  department,  later  on  in  I  hi'  year.  If 
it  was  to  cut  one  cent  of  soldiers'  relief  I  for  one 
would  oppose  it,  but  I  know  they  won't  spend  the 
$480,000,  because,  as  I  have  Btated  before,  they 
are  running  $17,000  behind  the  first  two  months  of 
the  year,  and  they  will  probably  go  a  great  deal 
further  behind  in  their  expenditures  relative  lo 
what  they  spent  lasi  year  as  the  months  go  on.    I 


hope,  Mr.  President,  that  this  item  will  be  adopted, 
that  the  councilors  will  interest  themselves  in  this 
and  really  look  into  it,  and  I  hope  mv  motion  of 
cutting  this  amount  $40,000  will  prevail,  and  that 

we  will  attempt  to  save  the  taxpayers  $40,000. 

Coun.  CAREY — One  might  be  very  hesitant  in 
taking  the  floor  relative  to  a  reduction  of  this  kind, 
but   I  have,  too,  talked  with  the  Commissioner  of 
Soldiers'   Relief.     I  have  always  had  the  interest 
of  the  veterans  at    heart,  and  a  few  months  ago, 
when  (here  was  an  opening  available  in  the  Council, 
1    was   one   of   the   few    who   went  along  with   the 
veterans  of  the  last  war  in  voting  to  give  a  promo- 
tion to  a  man  within  the  City  Council  department. 
I  have  no  feelings  against  the  man   who  got  the 
position,  because  we  are  good  friends  and  there  is 
a  mutual  affection  existing  between  us.     But  when 
that   matter   was   before   the   Council,    having   in 
mind  I  wanted  to  do  everything  I  could  at  every 
time  for  the  veterans  we  hear  so  much  about,   I 
took  the  floor  and  argued  at  length  and  did  my 
best  to  promote  within  this  department  a  veteran. 
And  I  mention  that  because  I  don't  want  anyone 
to  consider  any  vote  of  mine  here  this  afternoon 
on  this  particular  item  as  one  that  might  not  be 
interested  as  not  having  an  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  veterans  at  heart.     I  certainly  have,  and  during 
the   last   few   months   have   been   successful   with 
men  in  Congress  at  Washington  in  aiding  the  de- 
pendents of  veterans  here  in  the  city   who  have  to 
come  to  me,   as  a  member  of  the'  City  Council, 
and  ask  my  help  in  order  that  pension  payments 
might  be  made.     So  that  I,  in  every  way,  shape 
and   form,   have  the  interests  of  the   veterans   at 
heart    today,   as  always.     But  I   talked   with   the 
Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief  shortly  before  we 
came  into  the  session,  and  he  told  me  his  expendi- 
tures for  January  of  this  year  were  $7,500  under 
what    they    were    for   January    a    year    ago.      He 
further  told  me  his  expenditures  for  February  of 
this  year  were  $5,000  under  what  they  were  for 
February    a    year    ago.     In    other    words,     Mr. 
President,    having    in    mind    that    $402,000    was 
spent  for  that  item  last  year,  and  keeping  in  mind 
also  that  an  allowance  has  been  made  of  $480,000 
this  year,  it  was  $78,000  over  what  was  spent  last 
year,  and  keeping  in  mind  also  that  the  expendi- 
tures for  the  first  two  months  of  this  year  were 
$12,500  under  what  they  were  for  last  year,  that 
indicates  to  me  —  and,  also  keeping  in  mind  that 
January  and  February  are  the  two  worst  months 
of  the  winter  season  from  the  standpoint  of  de- 
mands made  for  relief  for  any  purpose  whatsoever 
—  a  saving  of  $12,500  for  two  months  represents 
a  monthly  saving  of  $6,250.     That,  times  twelve, 
twelve  months  of  the  year,  indicates  to  me  there 
will  be  a  saving  this  year  of  approximately  $75,000 
under    what    was   spent   last    year.     Now,    if   we 
deduct  $75,000  from  the  $402,000  spent  last  year, 
we   can   anticipate   that   the   Soldiers'   Relief   De- 
partment in  that  item  will  not  need  over  $350,000 
for  this  year.     Therefore,  an  allowance  of  $480,000 
indicates  to  me  there  are  probably  $130,000  more 
in    that   item   than   is   going   to   be  necessary.      I 
therefore  think   that  the  recommendation   of  the 
councilor  from   Ward  21    (Coun.   Dwyer)   is  very 
conservative.     As  I  say,  to  be  repetitious,  I  don't 
want  it  to  be  construed  that  any  act  I  take  here  to- 
day is  against  the  veterans.      I  will  always  be   with 
them,  but  we  are  here  today  to  try  to  make  what- 
ever  saving   we   can   in    this   budget,    and   where 
indication  is  that,  there  will  be  less  spent  this  year 
I  think  the  councilor  is  very  reasonable  in  asking 
this  cut  of  $75,000. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  —  How  anybody  can  get  up  on 
the  floor  of  this  Body  and  request  a  cut  in  the 
appropriation  of  those  soldiers  and  sailors  and 
marines  who  return  (hat  may  be  in  need  is  beyond 
my  comprehension,  I  have  in  mind  that  the 
Mayor  must  have  been  a  little  bit  more  farsighted 
than  those  seeking  the  reduction.  He  probably 
had  in  mind  that  as  time  goes  by  there  are  going 
to  be  more  veterans  returning,  and  as  time  goes  on 
there  are  going  to  be  more  men  enlisting  in  the 
United  States  tinned  forces.  So  that  those  men 
who  return,  or  the  dependents  of  those  men  that. 
go,  might  have  to  come  and  seek  aid.  It  can  be 
an  error  to  cut  it  down.  It  can  never  be  a  mistake 
to  make  it  too  much,  because  if  it  is  too  much,  and 
I  hope  that  it  is  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors,  that 
money  will  go  back  into  the  treasury.  I  can't 
for  the  life  of  me  see  how  any  man  who  claims  that 
he  is  interested  in  the  people  can  get  up  on  this 
floor  with  any  excuse  at  all  and  object  taxes  or  no 
taxes.      It  is  just  beyond  my  comprehension. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  expected  something  just,  like 
thai.      Oh.  it   is  a  ureal   thing  lo  wave  the  Flag  in 
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tins  chamber  here,  and  I  have  in  mind  the  veteran 
of  the  last  war.  Bat  I  wonder  that,  when  only 
pent  last  year  out  of  an  appro- 
priation of  (590,000  if  we  might  have  found 
Fault  with  the  allowance.  Now,  I  don't  want  to 
say  that  the  Mayor  is  not  generous,  but  I  do  want 
tin-  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  that  the 
Budget  Commissioner  when  he  was  here  gave  me 
ever}  reason  to  believe  that  the  Mayor  saw  very 
little  of  this  budget.  If  I  am  going  to  belli 
Budget  Commissioner,  I  don't  think  that  the 
Mayor  went  over  ten  per  cent  of  this  total  budget 
I  am  just  as  liberal  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  12, 
I  come  from  a  district  quite  similar,  if  not  identical, 
to  the  district  he  represents.  I  come  from  a 
district  where  there  arc  large  families,  fro 
district  where  there  are  children  that  have 
born  to  the  men  in  uniform;  hut,  upon  the  words 
of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Commissioner  himself, 
there  is  no  delay  practically  today  in  the  matter 
of   the  forwarding  of  allotments   to   the   families 

of  those  men  to  whom  allotments  an-  made.      That 

was  one  reason  whj  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Depart- 
ment last  scar  was  able  to  turn  back  approxi- 
mately 1175,000  of  what  had  been  allowed  to 
them.  I  have  given  facts  and  figures.  I  will  take 
the  councilor  from  Ward  12  on  any  platform  he- 
wants  to  go  on  in  this  city,  Symphony  Hall  <■< 
place  in  Boston  —  Boston  Garden,  if  he  wants. 
I  don't  claim  to  be  the  best  debater  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  but  I  have  always  been  able  to  defend  my 
ground.  I  should  say  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
12  and  I  come  from  about  the  same  circumstances 
of  family.  Perhaps  he  is  a  little  better  off  than  I 
am,  personalis  and  financially,  but  I  am  not  one 
of  those  who  wants  to  be  niggardly  with 
boys  out  there  that  are  fighting  to  save  vU 
left  of  the  so-called  democracy  we  are  supposed 
to  exist  and  live  under.  I  want  to  give  them 
everything  that  is  coming  to  them.  When  I 
was  on  the  floor  before,  I  acquainted  the  members 
of  the  Council  with  a  case  in  point,  where  I  as  a 
City  Councilor  through  contact  in  Washington 
had  to  acquaint  the  Navy  Department  with  the 
-  abuse  relative  to  the  delay  in  paying  benefits 
to  a  widow  of  a  man  who  was  in  the  Navy  and  is 
now  buried  here  in  Boston,  his  remains  having 
been  brought  back  from  the  Pacific.  I  don't 
need  to  be  told  by  any  bods-  that  I  am  not  appre- 
ciative and  a  good  fellow  when  it  comes  to  taking 
care  of  these  veterans.  But  I  have  given  proof 
here  on  the  advice  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Com- 
missioner himself  that  every  indication  is  that 
there  will  be  around  $75,000  at  least  saved  this 
year  against  what  was  spent  last  year.  The  total 
expenditures  last  year  were  $402,000,  and  the 
allowance  this  .year  is  $480,000.  The  indicated 
saving  this  year  will  be  approximately  $175,000. 
Allowing  that  the  City  Council  would  approve  a 
reduction  of  $40,000  in  that  item,  it  would  still 
leave  $42,000  to  be  spent,  and  every  indication  is 
that  there  won't  be  over  $325,000  spent,  in  that 
item  this  year.  I  say.  give  to  the  veterans  every- 
thing we  possibly  can  give  them,  and  a  little  more, 
a  great  deal  more  if  it  is  necessary.  I  don't  think 
I  have  to  be  at  all  reminded  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  out  there  trying  to  save  us  and  save  this 
country.  I  am  for  everything  we  can  give  them, 
but  I  would  remind  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  if  there  isn't  enough  in  the  approximately- 
$440,000  that  the  Council  would  allow,  that 
money  can  be  found.  The  situation  there  is 
vastly  different  than  in  any  other  relief  depart- 
ment of  the  city.  The  requirements  for  this  year 
have  been  pretty  well  established  in  the  Welfare 
Department.  I  can  stand  my  ground  any  time. 
and  I  won't  be  a  bit  reluctant  to  leave  this  hall 
tonight  and  talk  with  any  veterans'  organization 
in  this  city  and  explain  my  position,  and  I  am 
sure  any  liberal-minded  veteran  who  keeps  in 
mind  the  generosity  of  the  City  of  Boston  will 
agree  with  me  I  am  well  within  reasonable  judg- 
ment when  I  suggest  we  reduce  by  a  mere  $40,000 
a  figure  that  indicates  that  less  than  three  times 
that  will  be  necessary  to  take  care  of  their  possible 
requirements  this  year. 

Coun.  DWYER — Just  for  the  record  and  not  to 
delay,  I  want  it  distinctly  and  thoroughly  under- 
stood I  for  one  am  absolutely  opposed  to  taking 
anything  away  from  the  veterans.  The  reason  I 
offered  this  cut  —  I  am  not  going  through  it  in 
detail  because  Councilor  Carey  has  ably  taken 
care  of  the  situation  —  is  principally  because  the 
commissioner  himself  admits  that  the  case  load  is 
getting  lighter  and  they  are  not  spending  the  same 
amount  of  money  this  year  they  spent  last  year 
over  the  corresponding  time,  and  also  they  have 
a  great  deal  more  money  allowed  them  this  year 


than  last    scar.     And  on  top  of  that  when  a  de- 
tnent  < - : i r i  come  in,  like-  tnej  did,  and  volunteer 
[ive  $1(10,000  away  from  the  veterans  or  mom 

that  was  for  them,  if  such  a  thing  could  happen 
that  a  lot  of  veterans  need  money,  I  think  the 
Council  would  be  only  too  happy  to  see  they  get  it. 
I  know  that  I  for  one  would  be  willing  to  vote  for 
anj  transfer  that  would  help  them.  With  this 
top-heavy  budget.  I  think  if  we  could  cut  this 
J40,0i ii >.  where  they  don't  need  it  and  aren't 
going  to  use  it.  it  would  be  doing  some  good  for 
the  taxpayers  of  the  city.      I  hope  the-  motion  will

Coun.  C II  ASK. — I  would  like  to  get  more 
information  on  tins  matter  before  I  cast  my  vote. 
As  I  see  it.  the  United  States  Government  is 
inducting  men  with  large  families  into  the  services, 
and  there-  will  be  a  tremendous  call  within  the 
next  four  or  five  months.  I  can  see  a  possibility 
where-  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Department  will  be 
called  upon  to  give  more  assistance  this  year 
than  they  have  in  the  past.  I  may  be  in  error, 
and  if  I  am  I  would  like  to  be  corrected  by  those 
who  have  had  an  opportunity  to  interrogate  t  lie- 
commissioner.  It  seems  to  me,  in  view  of  the 
drastic  draft  among  married  people,  the  city 
department  is  going  to  be  called  on  for  assistance, 
more  so  than  in  other  years.  If  I  am  wrong,  I 
would  be  glad  to  be  enlightened. 

Coun.  DWYER — For  the  information  of  the 
councilor  who  has  previously  spoken,  I  might 
state — and  I  have  figures  here  if  he  cares  to  take 
them  down — lhat  last  vear  this  department  spent 
a  total  of  $402,856.33.  This  year  they  have  been 
allowed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  $480,000,  practi- 
cally $78,000  more  than  they  spe-nt  last  year. 
Now,  Councilor  Carey  has  corrected  me  on  the 
figures.  I  stated  what  I  thought  was  spent  the 
first  two  months  of  the  year,  and  I  am  going  to 
accept  his  correction.  According  to  Councilor 
Carey  the  Commissioner  of  Soldiers'  Relief  states 
that  in  the  months  of  January  and  February 
they  are  running  $12,500  behind  what  they  spent 
last  year  in  the  months  of  January'  and  February. 
So  if  they  have  $78,000  more  to  spend  this  year 
year  than  they  had  last  year  and  in  the  first  two 
months  of  the  year  they  are  running  $12,500 
behind,  and  if  that  is  any  criterion,  they  are 
going  to  have  an  awful  lot  more  money  than 
they  need,  and  they  are  going  to  spend  a  great 
deal  less  money  than  they  spent  last  year.  Now, 
when  the  chairman  of  that  department  was 
before  us  he  admitted  publicly  that  the  case  load 
is  getting  lighter  and  lighter  all  the  time,  and 
that  is  the  only  reason  I  suggest  this  cut, — because 
of  the  information  I  received  from  the  gentleman 
who  is  chairman  of  the  department,  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  figures  before  me  of  what  was  expended 
last  year,  what  has  been  allowed  for  this  year  and 
what  was  spent  the  first  two  months  of  this  year. 
I  hope  that  information  will  help  clear  up  what 
is  in  the  gentleman's  mind. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  want  to  add  also  that  these 
figures  submitted  by  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Com- 
missioner were  submitted  last  November  and, 
if  I  recall,  he  said  that  if  the  budget  were  being 
submitted  now  he  would  have  submitted  a  lower 
figure.  All  we  have  to  go  on  is  fact.  The  first 
two  months  there  was  spent  $12,500  less  than  was 
spent  the  first  two  months  of  last  year.  That, 
plus  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  has — or  there  has 
been  allowed  in  the  budget — $78,000  more,  mak- 
ing a  total  difference  of  $148,000.  We  should 
keep  that  in  mind  here.  Therefore,  that  is  my 
reason  for  feeling — on  the  strength  of  what  we 
have  been  told  by  the  commissioner,  who  is  in 
contact  with  what  is  going  on,  that  the  case  load 
is  constantly  becoming  lower,  which  he  did  say — 
that  this  cut  can  be  made.  It  would  still  leave 
$100,000  that  I  feel  certain  would  be  very  ample 
for  any  emergency  or  any  occasion  that  might 
arise. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  believe  under  the  circum- 
stances that  where  the  draft  boards  are  inducting 
married  men  with  families  of  four  or  five  or  six 
children,  there  is  a  possibility  that  a  greater  load 
will  be  required  this  year  than  previous  years.  And 
personally  I  don't  think  I  care  to  vote  against  the 
particular  item.  I  don't  think  it  is  wise  under  the 
circumstances.  There  are  something  like  twelve 
million  men  in  the  service,  and  God  only  knows 
what  the  conditions  will  be  four  or  five  months 
from  now.     I  vote  to  sustain  the  motion  as  is. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  cut  $40,000 
from  the  Soldiers'  Relief  budget,  and  the  motion 
was  lost,  yeas  2,  nays  16:

Coun.  COFFEY — I  move  we  go  into  Executive 
Session. 

Coun.    HURLEY — I    wish    that    the    councilor 
would  withdraw  his  motion  just  one  minute. 
Coun.  COFFEY — I  withdraw  the  motion. 
President  KERRIGAN— We  will  now  take  up 
the  City  Council  appropriation. 

Coun.  HURLEY— I  was  talking  to  the  City 
Messenger  and  he  said  the  Budget  Commissioner 
and  the  Mayor  had  already  slashed  this.  I  make 
a  motion  that  the  Body  reconsider  and  let  the 
budget  stand  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor. 
Reconsideration  prevailed. 

Coun.  DWYER — On  what  item  is  that,  please? 
Coun.  HURLEY— On  B-42,  $10,900  to  $8,000, 
and  B-l,  $3,600  to  $3,000. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  now 
comes  on  accepting  this  budget  as  originally  sub- 
mitted. 

Coun.  HANNON — Isn't  the  question  on  the 
committee's  report,  and  if  it  is  rejected?  We  are 
acting  on  the  committee's  report.  I  think  the 
question  before  the  Body  is  still  the  committee's 
report.     We  either  accept  or  reject  that. 

President  KERRIGAN — We  have  reconsidered 
and  rejected  it. 

Coun.  HANNON — We  have  reconsidered  our 
acceptance.  Now  if  we  reject  the  committee's  rec- 
ommendation we  automatically  accept  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Mayor. 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  right. 
Coun.  HANNON — Let  us  have  two  votes,  then, 
Mr.  President. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  committee's  re- 
port was  to  reduce  the  budget.  That  was  voted  in 
the  affirmative.  We  have  reconsidered  that  vote. 
Now,  what  is  the  first  thing  you  wish  voted  on? 
Coun.  HANNON — The  question  is  still  the  same. 
President  KERRIGAN — The  question  now 
comes  on  the  passage  of  the  City  Council  budget 
as  submitted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  FEENEY — The  question  is  on  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  committee's  report,  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  on  that  specific  item  dealing 
with  the  City  Council.  When  we  refuse  to  accept 
the  committee's  report,  we  have  rejected  the  cuts. 
President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes  on 
the  cuts  recommended  by  the  Appropriations  Com- 
mittee relative  to  the  City  Council  budget  be  ac- 
cepted.   The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Irise  toa  pointof  information. 
President    KERRIGAN— State    the    point    of 
information. 

Coun.  HANLEY — If  we  vote  in  the  affirmative, 
are  we  accepting  the  report  of  the  committee? 

President  KERRIGAN — You  are  voting  now 
whether  you  will  cut  the  appropriation  or  not. 

Coun.  HANLEY — A  vote  negatively  would  be 
against  the  committee  itself? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  right. 
The   question   came   on    the   acceptance   of  the 
recommendations  in  the  committee's  report,  and 
the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  4,  nays  13:

Coun.  CAREY — Will  you  now  tell  me  what  the 

Council  has  done? 

President  KERRIGAN— Left  the  item  just  as 
it  is. 

Coun.  COFFEY—  I  move  we  now  go  into 
Executive  Session. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Are  we  not  allowed  to 
present  further  cuts  in  the  budget?  I  haven't 
had  a  chance  to  speak. 

President  KERRIGAN— You  have  a  right  to 
vote  against  the  motion.  The  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  go  into 
Executive  Session,  and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  8, 
nays  11. 

Yeas — Coun.  Coffey,  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kerrigan, 
Muchnick,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  Taylor — 8.

Coun.  BAYLEY— I  move  that  the  Board  of 
Appeal  budget,  the  A-l  item,  be  cut  $11,700  to 
$8,700.     This  cut  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have 

been  asked  to  grant  five  members  of  the  board 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  wish  the  councilor  would 
speak  a  little  slower. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  don't  want  you  to  miss  a 
word,  Councilor  Taylor.  If  you  don't  want  to 
hear  me,  you  can  leave.  I  move  that  the  Board 
of  Appeal  budget,  A-l,  be  cut  $11,700  to  $8,700. 
Originally  there  was  a  provision,  which  I  read 
from  the  Municipal  Register,  that  each  member  is 
paid  $10  per  diem  for  actual  services,  but  not 
more  than  $1,000  in  any  one  year,  under  the  act. 
I  understand  under  the  new  building  code  the 
Board  of  Appeal  also  has  zoning  hearings,  but  I 
don't  see  any  reason  why  the  limit  of  $1,000 
should  not  stay.  They  are  paid  the  price  of  $10 
per  diem  whether  they  appear  for  one  day  or 
one  hour.  The  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment 
meets  without  any  compensation  whatsoever,  and 
I  don't  see  any  reason  why  the  Board  of  Appeal, 
that  has  cases  similar  in  nature,  should  get  an 
increase  that  they  are  asking.  I  move  the  item 
be  cut  $3,000  to  $8,700,  which  will  permit  each  of 
the  members  to  receive  a  limit  of  $1,000  per 
year. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  would  like  to  know  whether 
or  not  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley) 
understands  that  by  reason  of  the  fact  we  have 
a  new  building  code  we  are  having  more  appeals 
than  we  had  formerly  and  as  a  result  there  are 
more  meetings.  I  wonder  if  he  has  that  in  mind, 
— in  view  of  the  great  building  program  taking 
place,  particularly  in  the  Back  Bay  section,  under 
the  new  law, —  as  to  whether  or  not  he  under- 
stands   

Coun.  BAYLEY— The  councilor  from  Ward  5 
understands  it  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  the 
councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor). 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  cut  $3,000 
from  the  A-l  item,  Board  of  Appeal  budget,  and 
the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  4,  nays  13:

Coun.  COFFEY — I  now  move  that  the  item  of 
$5,000  for  the  "Clean-up"  campaign  be  taken 
from  Executive  and  brought  back  to  the  floor. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion,  and  the 
motion  was  lost,  yeas  13,  nays  7:

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  now 
comes  on  the  adoption  of  the  budget  as  amended. 
Coun.  DWYER — Speaking  on  the  motion,  I 
sincerely  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  this  budget 
will  not  be  adopted.  Mr.  President,  I  have 
submitted  to  the  council,  sir,  amendments  to  this 
budget  totaling  some  $520,000  in  cuts  for  the 
benefit  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  thought  that,  after  carefully  attending  all  of 
the  hearings,  public  hearings,  that  were  held  on 
the  budget  by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
and  after  listening  to  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee interrogate  the  various  department  heads 
who  appeared  in  favor  of  the  budget,  and  also 
after  myself  interrogating  that  these  cuts  could 
well  be  made.  Mr.  President,  there  was  item 
after  item  where  the  department  heads  couldn't 
tell  how  they  intended  to  spend  the  money  if  it 
was  allowed.  And  another  thing  that  compels 
me  to  ask  your  Council  not  to  accept  this  budget 
is  the  fact  that  last  year  a  large  sum,  a  huge  sum 
of  money,  was  turned  back  to  the  City  Treasurer 
after  a  great  many  unexpected  items  coming 
up  that  money  had  to  be  provided  for.  In  the 
year  previous  there  was  over  twice  the  amount 
turned  back  that  was  turned  back  last  year. 
Now,  talking  with  the  various  city  officers  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who,  I  believe,  know  whence  they 
speak  as  regards  this  proposed  budget,  they  gave 
every  indication  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  are 
going  to  be  hit  with  a  higher  tax  rate  this  year, 
particularly  so  if  this  is  accepted.  And  I  sa] 
if  we  are  going  to  give  any  relief  to  the  home 
owner   and   to   the   taxpayer   now   is   the   time   to 
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do   it.     And    while   your    Council   has   been   very 

fuiicni  and  borne  with  me  this  afternoon,  and 
hesitate  to  delay  tin-  hearing  any  longer,  I  say 
thai  this  is  a  grave  and  Benoue  situation  thai 
confronts  ua,  and  if  we  arc  going  to  do  anything 
to  help  the  taxpayers  and  the  home  owners  now 
is  the  time  to  do  it.     Unfortunately    we  have  a 

budget    submitted   here  by   a   committee,    where    I 
Question   the   legality   of  the  committee's  report. 

I  think  it  is  B  BerioUB  thing  when  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  votes  for  a  certain  report, 
and  that  report  is  changed,  according  to  my  in- 
terpretation of  the  rules  of  this  Council  and  the 
Charter  of  Boston  much  against  even  rule  and 
regulation  that  there  is.  In  fact,  sir,  I  think 
that  every  rule  anil  regulation  has  been  broken 
when  the  committee  was  polled  without  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  committee,  and  with- 
out the  committee  being  notified.  And  I  say. 
sir,  that  at  least  we  should  have  had  tin-  original 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriation- 
submitted  to  this  Council.  I  hope  that  before 
any  vote  is  taken  on  this  particular  budget  as 
tided  today  by  the  Council  that  various 
bera  of  the  Council  will  take  part  in  the  dis- 
cussion. And  I  hope  that  they  will  see  the  gravity 
of  the  situation  and  see  that  if  they  are  going  to 
do  anything  for  the  taxpayers  and  the  home  owners 
that  now  is  the  time  to  do  it  and  that,  instead 
of  taking  action  on  the  budget  at  this  time,  they 
will  return  it  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
for  further  cuts.      I  so  move,  sir. 

Coun.  FISH — As  far  as  I  see  it,  I  don't  see  that 
there  is  any  necessity  to  refer  it  back  to  the  com- 
mittee. Personally,  I  don't  think  it  has  come  out 
of  the  committee  yet.  We  haven't  the  committee 
report.  It  is  a  one-man  report.  As  far  as  I  can 
judge,  it  is  still  in  committee. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes 
on  referring  back  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations. All  those  in  favor?  All  those  opposed? 
It  is  not  a  vote. 

The  question  now  comes  on  adoption  of  the 
budget  as  amended. 

Coun.  FISH — I  am  not  going  into  a  lengthy 
discussion  on  this  budget,  but  I  think  I  should 
stand  up  here  now  and  explain  my  quietness  and 
indifference  to  it  this  afternoon  on  the  various 
amendments.  I  didn't  vote  on  any  of  them  so 
nobody  knows  how  I  stood  on  them,  but  I  will 
say  that  some'  of  the  cuts  I  would  have  voted 
against,  but  the  majority  of  the  cuts  I  would 
have  voted  for.  So  in  spite  of  my  quietness,  I 
wish  it  understood  that  there  is  no  apathetic 
feeling  on  my  part  toward  a  budget  that  is  going 
to  regulate  the  tax  rate  thi6  year.  And  since  I 
propose  to  vote  against  the  entire  budget,  rather 
than  go  into  the  detail  of  what  has  been  brought 
out  so-  forcibly  this  afternoon,  I  will  give  just  a 
couple  of  reasons.  It  offers  no  relief  to  the  home 
owner  from  the  present  $41  tax  rate.  No  pro- 
visions are  made  for  permanent  increases  or  over- 
time pay  to  city  and  county  employees,  and  I 
can't  be  a  party  to  a  budget  that  would  deny  them 
a  permanent  raise  to  meet  the  mounting  costs  of 
living.  Much  has  been  said  about  the  soldiers 
here  today.  The  soldiers  are  entirely  dependent 
on  post-war  programs,  and  the  City  Planning 
chairman  has  openly  stated  before  the  Appro- 
priations Committee  that  he  has  not  one  project 
planned  for  post-war.  He  further  stated  to  me 
that  he  needs  $100,000  at  least  and  he  is  denied 
that  money.  It  is  all  right  to  talk  about  the 
soldiers,  but  talk  is  not  going  to  feed  them.  Per- 
sonally I  don't  think  the  budget  is  high  enough. 
It  can  be  cut  in  places,  but  it  is  not  adequate, 
it  doesn't  provide  for  public  safety.  The  Public 
Works  Commissioner,  George  Hyland,  states  he 
needs  $100,000  for  the  purpose  of  public  safety. 
$100,000  more  than  he  has  been  allowed.  I  don't 
think  I  have  to  go  into  the  conditions  at  Long 
Island,  but  they  were  cut  tremendously.  Com- 
missioner Long  is  allowed  about  $2,500  for  recrea- 
tional purposes,  and  he  stated,  sitting  right  there, 
that  he  needed  at  least  $15,000.  That  was  not 
allowed.  He  stated  that  his  reason  was  to  combat 
juvenile  delinquency.  I  could  go  into  others. 
I  could  tell  you  one  department  head  whose  policy 
is  to  give  $100  raises  to  single  employees  in  the 
service  twentj  years,  and  $200  increase  to  married 
employees.  I  heartily  agree  with  him,  but  why 
should  one  man  have  the  privilege  to  make  a 
policy  of  that  kind?  Why  shouldn't  that  be 
adopted  throughout  the  city,  and  why  shouldn't 
provision  be  made  for  it?  I  asked  in  the  budget 
hearings  that  the  Budget  Commissioner  submit  to 
me   the   names   of  all   who   got   increases   ranging 


anywhere  from  $100  to  $1,000.  I  thought  I 
might  dig  something  out  that  would  be  quite  a 
revelation.  As  yet  that  has  not  been  submitted. 
I    could    go    on    with    many    other    reasons,    but    I 

think  I  have  submitted  enough.  I  did  want  to 
explain   in   some  measure  at    least    why    I   will   not 

vote  for  this  budget    today. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  budget 
as    amended,    and    the    budget    as    amended    was 

passed,  yeas  15,  nays  5: 

Yeas  Coun.  Baylev,  Chase.  ColTey,  Hannon. 
Hurley,  Keenan,  Kelly,  Kerrigan,  McCormack, 
Muchnick,  Russo,  Shannon,  D.  F.  Sullivan,  M.  H.

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  Kinsella  was  given 
unanimous  consent  to  be  recorded  as  voting  in 
favor  of  the  budget 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  move  that  we  now  go  into 
Executive  Session.

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE    REPORTS. 

Coun.  HANLEY,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  petition  of  Man  L.  Haley 
(referred  June  7,  1943)  to  be  paid  an  annuity  on 
account  of  death  of  her  husband,  Edward  J. 
Haley,  late  member  of  the  Fire  Department 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
3Gb  of  the  Acts  of  1943  an  annuity  of  sixteen 
hundred  dollars  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Mary  L. 
Haley,  widow  of  Edward  J.  Haley,  a  member  of 
the  Fire  Department  who  died  on  June  10,  1942, 
on  account  of  injuries  received  in  the  performance 
of  his  duty;  said  annuity  being  made  up  of 
allowances  as  follows: 

For  the  widow,  Mary  L.  Haley,  so  long  as  she 
remains  unmarried — $1,000  per  annum; 

For  each  of  the  following-named  children  during 
such  time  as  he  or  she  is  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  from  earning — $200  per  annum: 
Marie  A.  Halev,  born  May  1,  1926;  William 
Haley,  born  October  20,  1927;  Paul  Haley,  bom 
March  24,   1929; 

the  payments  to  date  from  June  10,  1942,  and  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Pensions  and  Annuities, 

Report  accepted;   said  order  passed. 

2.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  today)  appropriating  $5,000  for  "Clean- 
up" campaign — that  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  don't  think 
it  is  going  to  do  a  great  deal  of  good  at  this  late 
hour  to  try  to  defeat  this  $5,000  appropriation  of 
the  Mayor's  because  we  haven't  got  the  votes. 
If  we  had  the  votes  you  can  rest  assured  we  would 
stay  here  until  we  beat  it.  I  think  it  is  the  most 
asinine  order,  or  request  for  appropriation,  that  I 
have  ever  seen  since  I  have  been  a  member  of 
any  legislative  body.  To  this  day  I  have  yet  to 
hear  a  good  defence  of  it  by  any  supporter  of  the 
Mayor.  I  don't  know  how  long  the  taxpayers 
are  going  to  stand  for  the  boondoggling  of  this 
administration,  and  if  this  is  not  boondoggling  I 
don't  know  what  is.  I  sat  as  a  member  of  a  special 
committee  appointed  by  you,  Mr.  President, 
early  in  the  year.  It  was  in  the  month  of  January. 
and  we  heard  people  from  the  Dorchester  and 
Mattapan  districts  of  this  city  coming  into  this 
Council  Chamber,  before  that  committee  ami 
revealing  the  filth  and  dirt  and  refuse  and  rubbish 
caused  by  the  poor  and  inefficient  job  that  was 
being  done  by  the  contractor  who  has  that  par- 
ticular district.  Now  I  don't  think  any  moving 
picture  educational  program  is  going  to  clean  up 
that  situation.  The  people  are  not  responsible 
for  what  these  contractors  do  to  dirty  up  our 
streets,  and  I  can  say  they  have  contributed 
greatly  to  the  filth  of  the  streets  of  this  city. 
In  my  own  district  this  morning  it  was  particularly 
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noticeable  along  River  street,  one  of  the  main 
thoroughfares  of  my  ward,  where  the  ashes  and 
the  papers  have  been  lying  in  the  gutters  for 
weeks  and  months, — and  perhaps  years.  Ever 
since  I  can  recall,  this  administration  has  been 
indicted  by  public  opinion  for  the  filthy  streets 
of  our  city.  This  is  no  time  to  be  wasting  the 
people's  money.  This  is  a  time  for  entrench- 
ment, and  we  are  not  doing  it.  Councilor  Dwyer 
made  a  valiant  effort  to  stem  the  tide  today,  and 
he  certainly  was  ably  assisted  by  Councilor  Carey 
and  others.  They  did  a  creditable  job,  and  their 
districts  should  be  proud  of  them.  One  councilor 
today  made  reference  to  men  who  hold  guns  at 
other  people's  heads.  I  don't  know  whom  he 
referred  to.  I  don't  think  it  was  I,  because  if  it 
had  been  you  would  have  heard  from  me.  Hut  I 
would  like  to  make  this  observation,  from  what 
I  can  see.  There  are  no  guns  at  the  heads  of 
those  who  voted  against  the  budget,  and  I  am 
not  referring  to  any  man.  I  said  a  week  ago  that 
we  were  going  to  act  independently,  and  I  have. 
There  is  no  halter  around  my  neck,  and  there 
never  will  be.  I  tell  you,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  people  of  Boston  applauded  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  having  defeated  this  order  a  week 
ago.  It  is  high  time  that  the  small  taxpayers  of 
this  city  were  given  some  consideration  by  this 
administration.  This  $5,000,  Mr.  President,  may 
be  regarded  by  some  as  a  small  amount  of  money, 
but  don't  forgot  that  it  took  only  one  straw  to 
break  the  camel's  back,  and  an  appropriation  like 
this  will  one  of  these  days  break  the  patience  of 
the  people.  When  these  expenditures  are  allowed, 
through  the  vote  of  this  Council,  the  people  pay 
them,  and  they  have  been  paying  and  paying. 
This  may  by  some  be  considered  a  small  amount, 
but  it  is  added  to  what  is  being  paid  by  our  people 
right  along  in  numberless  ways.  Just  think  of 
what  an  appropriation  of  this  amount  would  do. 
It  would  rehabilitate  a  whole  street  in  my  district. 
You  may  say  that  the  taxpayers  can  appeal  to 
the  Tax  Appeals  Board.  But  the  small  taxpayer 
does  not  know  the  ropes,  and  he  cannot  hire  fancy 
lawyers  to  carry  his  fight  before  the  Tax  Appeals 
Board.  The  big  operators  in  the  city,  however, 
are  doing  pretty  well  for  themselves  in  that  respect 
in  this  administration,  Mr.  President,  if  the 
information  I  get  is  correct,  one  of  the  big  business 
concerns  of  this  town  saved  $30,000  last  year. 
But  there  are  many  people  in  my  community, 
people  owning  little  homes,  who  file  for  tax 
abatements,  and  they  haven't  got  three  cents. 
And  so  I  am  opposed  to  this  kind  of  thing,  and 
my  opposition  does  not  hurt  me  with  the  people 
of  my  district,  or  if  they  don't  like  my  opposition, 
it  has  not  been  evident  thus  far.  Mr.  President, 
this  is  not  good  legislation  and,  mark  my  words 
well,  such  legislation  is  doing  us  no  good.  And 
bills  like  this  represent  foolish  appropriations  that 
will  reflect  against  the  administration  when  the 
people  of  the  city  awaken  to  what  is  causing  the 
high  tax  rate  of  this  city.  I  want  to  publicly 
thank  Councilor  Hanley  for  his  words  on  the 
original  appropriation  two  weeks  ago.  I  thought 
it  was  a  grand  thing  for  him  to  do.  I  never 
thought  to  see  the  day  when  an  administrator  of 
this  city  would  impugn  in  the  newspapers  members 
of  this  Council  for  having  done  what,  was  the 
right  thing  to  do,  and  get  away  with  it.  I  said 
last  week  that  the  Mayor  held  us  up  to  public 
ridicule,  and  he  did.  I  think  he  has  done  more 
to  disgrace  this  Council  in  what  he  has  said  than 
anything  else  that  has  been  said  in  the  city,  and 
I  resent  it  when  he  reflects  on  my  integrity  and 
says  that  I  am  not  serving  the  people  of  my  dis- 
trict to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I  for  one  will  not 
take  it  lying  down;  and  I  commend  the  councilor 
from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanley)  for  having  that  in 
his  make-up  which  causes  him  to  get  up  and 
resent  it  when  members  of  this  Body  are  unjustly 
attached.  That  is  a  grand  trait  for  any  member 
to  have,  and  I  wish  we  all  had  it.  If  we  stood 
together  on  this  Council  floor,  we  would  be  a 
powerful  Body.  As  Councilor  Coffey  told  us  at 
the  first  of  the  year,  "You  have  power  if  you 
want  to  exercise  it.  You  can  stand  fast  and 
make  any  Mayor  respect  you."  Councilor  Coffey 
knows  that  that  is  so,  and  he  is  right.  I  hope  his 
Honor  is  defeated.  I  think  if  this  Council  will 
rise  and  send  notice  to  the  Mayor's  office  and  let 
the  whole  city  know  that  the  members  of  the 
Hoston  City  Council  are  going  to  stand  by  one 
another,  we  are  going  to  be  respected  by  public 
officials  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  hope,  therefore, 
that  this  order  and  similar  orders  of  this  nature 
will  be  defeated,  and  that  we  will  get  together  in 


bringing  about  such  a  defeat  for  three  successive 
weeks,  and  longer  if  necessary.  I  am  serving 
notice  now  and  I  think  speaking  for  those  who 
stand  with  me — Councilors  Dwyer,  Hanley,  Carey 
and  other  members — that  we  are  going  to  carefully 
scrutinize  every  appropriation  order  that  may  be 
sent  in  from  now  on,  and  that  the  Mayor  had 
better  itemize  and  render  us  a  proper  account  on 
every  appropriation  order  that  comes  in  here. 
I,  for  one,  will  vote  for  no  more  blind  checks, 
and  this  is  a  blind  check.  There  is  not  a  member 
of  the  Council  who  can  tell  me  or  who  knows 
anything  about  this  proposed  $5,000  appropriation. 
I  hope  the  day  will  never  come  when  the  Mayor 
will  condemn  the  City  Council  or  any  group  of 
councilors  who  are  acting  in  accordance  with 
their  own  free  will,  of  their  own  volition,  exercis- 
ing their  independent  thinking,  when  they  are 
honestly  acting  for  what  they  think  are  the  best 
interests  of  the  taxpayers  and  of  the  city  as  a 
whole. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  desire 
to  be  too  lengthy  in  my  remarks,  because  I  have 
already  said  my  piece  and  have  done  all  I  could 
do  to  protect  the  taxpayers  of  the  city.  Most  of 
what  I  could  say  here  tonight  would  be  repetition. 
But  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  from  what  I  have 
heard,  beginning  two  weeks  ago  tomorrow  morning, 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  was  off  on  this  one,  for 
two  reasons.  First,  he  is  deliberately  wasting 
the  taxpayers'  money,  in  that  not  a  five-cent  piece 
of  this  appropriation  is  to  be  spent  for  actual 
cleaning  the  dirt  from  the  streets  or  in  bettering 
filthy  conditions,  not  only  brought  about  by  the 
taxpayers  themselves  but  by  those  who  visit  us 
and  do  their  shopping  here.  In  the  second  place, 
if  an  intelligent  public  has  ever  been  insulted 
it  was  insulted  when  the  Mayor  of  the  city  de- 
cided that  $5,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  was  to 
be  taken  and  not  used  for  actually  cleaning  up  the 
conditions  that  have  been  criticized,  but  to  have 
an  advertising  and  possibly  a  movie  campaign 
in  the  matter.  I  have  not  been  to  the  movies  for 
some  time,  and  I  don't  want  to  be  too  personal 
when  I  say  this,  but  I  do  want  to  be  truthful,  and 
I  am  truthful  when  I  say  that  more  than  one 
person  has  talked  to  me  over  the  week-end  and 
told  me  it  was  a  long  time  since  they  enjoyed  the 
movies  or  had  had  the  laugh  they  have  had  at 
money  of  the  city  being  used  simply  to  forward  the 
interests  of  the  movie  theaters  of  the  city,  during 
the  past  week-end.  After  all,  I  want  to  be  friends 
with  his.  Honor  the  Mayor.  He  comes  from  the 
district  that  I  represent  in  the  City  Council. 
There  is  something  about  him  that  you  have  to 
like.  He  is  a  young  fellow  with  the  possibility 
of  going  places.  But  I  am  sorry  to  note  that  he 
does  not  respect  differences  of  opinion  that  others 
have.  I  did  not  come  into  the  City  Council  with 
a  chip  on  my  shoulder,  and  I  am  not  and  never 
have  been  antagonistic  to  the  Mayor.  He  is  a 
young  man,  and  I  do  not  want  to  do  anything 
that  might  help  to  knock  him  off  politically.  But 
I  respect  the  people  of  my  district  as  I  expect 
them  to  respect  me,  and  I  call  things  as  I  see  them. 
This  is  not  the  first  time  I  have  opposed  the 
Mayor,  and  sometimes  perhaps  he  may  get  a 
little  irritated  and  think  I  am  against  him.  But 
if  I  don't  agree  with  him  I  say  so,  and  I  don't 
care  whether  he  holds  it  against  me  or  not.  It  is 
the  people  of  my  district  and  the  people  through- 
out the  city  that  I  am  wondering  about,  and  I  am 
interested  in  knowing  what  they  think  on  any 
particular  matter  that  comes  before  us.  But 
their  opinion  in  this  matter  seems  clear  enough. 
As  I  said  in  the  last  meeting,  I  have  had  letters 
indorsing  the  position  I  have  taken  ever  since  I 
spoke  in  this  Body.  I  have  had  telephone  calls 
and  have  met  people  from  every  section  of  the  city. 
I  certainly  feel  that  the  Mayor  muffed  one  and 
made  a  bad  mistake  when  he  publicly  reprimanded 
the  four  councilors  for  the  position  they  took  two 
weeks  ago  today  because  they  had  refused  to 
vote  for  the  $5,000  that  he  wanted  for  educational 
purposes.  I  say  that  because  it  was  the  evident 
consensus  of  opinion,  not  mine  alone,  but  of  all 
who  got  in  touch  with  me  in  the  past  two  weeks. 
The  conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  regard  to 
lack  of  cleanliness  are  well  known,  and  we  do  not 
have  to  advertise  them.  If  this  money  were  to  lie 
spent  to  physically  do  the  job,  I  would  be.  willing 
to  vote  to  increase  the  amount  five  times,  ten 
times,  twenty  times  or  even  more,  if  necessary. 
Bur  if  you  call  it  cooperation  with  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board  who  a  few  days  ago,  through  its 
chairman,  saw  fit  to  telegraph  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth   and    ask    for   extra   efforts   to    be 
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ii  i  be  waste  paper  Bal 
paigo  now  going  on,  then  I  cannot  reallj  and 
thoroughly  follow  thai  reasoning.  We  need  a 
Boston;  we  need  it  sadly.  We  need  a 
cleaner  Boston.  I  don't  have  to  be  told  by  his 
Honor  what  the  conditions  are,  bees  ise,  like 
everybody   else,   [can  mi    ery  day  in  the 

myself.     I  would  not  holler  to  speak  upon 
this  matter  today,  bu.1    I   don't    want   to  have  ii 

felt  that  after  all  1  have  folded  up  on  it.       1  am 

a-  Btrongl]  and  vehemently  against  tin-  propo  ed 
expenditure  of  $5,000  of  the  city's  money  now  as 
I  was  two  weeks  ago  today;  perhaps  even  more  so, 
use  the  attitude  of  the  people  as  it  has  been 
Bhown   on    the   <■  a   strongly   increased 

bearing  on  my  attitude,  as  I  believe  it  must  have 
mi  the  attitude  of  all  the  members  of  this  Body. 
I  will  nut  hesitate  to  let  the  public  of  Boston  know 
whether  the  Mayor  can  take  it  or  not.  I  am  going 
to  continue  to  do  conscientiously  what  I  feel 
that  the  people  of  my  district  and  the  people  of  the 
city  want  me  lo  do.  I  think  I  can  say  honest ly 
that  the  majority  feeling  of  the  entire  community 
is  against  this  order,  because  not  one  soul  has 
reprimanded  me  for  the  attitude  I  have  taken. 
I  dare  say,  if  we  had  the  time  and  opportunity  to 
take  the  matter  to  the  floor  of  Boston  Garden, 
the  presence  of  the  large  part  of  the  people  of  this 
city  who  are  intensely  interested  would  show  the 
Mayor  that  he  is  not  right  all  the  time,  that  the  tax- 
payers have  some  rights  ami  that  through  their 
City  Councilors  is  the  opportunity  for  them  to 
assert  their  rights.  I  hope  the  Mayor  will  accept 
the  objection  that  has  been  raised  by  members  of 
the  City  Council  in  the  way  and  in  the  true  spirit 
he  should  accept  it,  because,  if  the  attitude  and  the 
sentiment  that  is  prevalent  in  the  city  today  con- 
tinues to  be  as  it  clearly  seems,  he  might  just  as 
well  fold  up. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  for  the  third  time 
in  as  many  weeks  I  propose  to  vote  against  the 
use  of  this  $5,000  for  any  advertising  or  educa- 
tional purposes.  I  know  that  what  I  say  won't 
change  the  vote.  I  don't  think  the  persuasive 
powers  or  the  tongue  of  Daniel  Webster,  Julius 
Caesar  or  Mark  Antony  combined  could  change 
a  vote  in  here  today.  I  rise  to  my  feet  for  one 
purpose.  My  vote  is  not  motivated  on  any 
personal  feeling.  I  resent  what  the  Mayor  said, 
but  it  doesn't  guide  my  vote.  I  am  voting  only 
on  the  merit  of  this  $5,000  request  as  I  see  it. 
I  have  yet,  no  matter  what  my  personal  feelings 
may  be. — I  have  yet  to  cast  any  belligerent  vote. 
After  six  years  of  indifference  and  complete  lack 
of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  this  city,  the  Mayor 
now  inaugurates  a  campaign  of  cleanliness  to 
educate  the  people.  Everybody  knows  that  it 
is  not  the  people  who  have  been  to  blame  for  a 
dirty  city,  and  I  may  say  now  to  attempt  to 
blame  them  at  this  late  date,  by  forcing  them  to 
clean  up.  as  he  said,  by  the  use  of  pledge  cards — 
and  if  I  am  informed  correctly,  under  threat  of 
prosecution  if  they  don't — then  I  think  he  has 
insulted  the  pride  and  the  decency  of  every  re- 
spectable citizen  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I 
speak  as  a  taxpayer,  myself,  if  you  don't  care  to 
accept  it  as  a  statement,  of  one  of  the  Council. 
I  am  one  who  has  to,  in  his  small  way,  contribute 
to  this  $5,000.  I  am  only  the  average  citizen, 
and  I  don't  need  any  councilor  pr  Major  Tobin 
to  tell  me  to  keep  my  house  clean,  especially 
when  I  have  to  pay  more  for  it.  on  the  taxes. 
As  I  say,  my  vote  is  not  a  belligerent,  vote.  It 
i-  based  on  the  merits  of  this  thing  and,  thank 
God,  my  opinion  has  been  greatly  reinforced 
by  the  hundreds  who  have  voluntarily  indorsed 
in',  action  on  this  matter.  No,  it  isn't  my  inten- 
tion to  in  any  way  injure  the  Mayor.  I  think, 
unfortunately  for  himself,  he  has  done  a  pretty 
good  job  on  himself. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  I  too  am  one 
who  has  to  arise  tonight  and  say  that  I  will  not 
vote  for  this  transfer.  I  will  not,  vote  for  this 
transfer,  Mr.  President,  for  two  reasons.  First 
of  all,  Mr.  President,  as  has  been  ably  explained 
time  and  time  again  by  my  fellow  colleagues 
here,  not  one  cent  of  it  goes  for  actual  work  of 
clean-up  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  expenditure  is 
a  useless  and  a  wasteful  one.  Secondly,  Mr. 
President,  as  long  as  I  am  in  the  Council  I  think — 
whether  it  is  his  Honor  the  Mayor  or  whoever 
it  might  be  that  comes  before  us  for  a  transfer, 
a  department  head  or  wdioever  it  might  be — I 
think  they  should  at  least  give  us  the  courtesy 
of  a  breakdown,  how  they  intend  to  expend  the 
money  they  are  asking  for.  To  date,  as  far  as  I 
am  concerned,   I  don't  know   how  this  money  is 


going  to  be  expended,  and  I  feel  that  I  am  entitled, 
before  voting  for  this  transfer,  to  know  how 
much  is  needed  and  where  it  is  going.  Therefore, 
without  keeping  the  members  of  this  Body  any 
i,I  am  going  to  move,  for  the  reason  that 
I  want  information  and  I  think  I  am  entitled  to 
il,  and  tin-  Council  as  a  whole  is  entitled  to  it, 
thai  this  matter  lie  on  the  table  for  one  week, 
and  that  we  secure  the  necessary  information 
before  we  vote  on  it. 

The  motion  lo  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  7, 
nays  18:

Coun.  HURLEY — I  move  the  previous  question. 

Coun.  KELLY  I  rise  to  a  point  of  personal 
privilege. 

President   KERRIGAN— State  your  point. 

Coun.  KELLY  I  am  jroing  to  ask  Councilor 
Hurley  to  withdraw  his  motion  for  a  couple  of 
minutes. 

President  KERRIGAN — That  is  not  a  point,  of 
personal  privilege,  councilor. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  ask  unanimous  consent  to 
make  a  statement. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Isn't  there  something  before 
the  Body? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  motion  before 
the  Body  is  the  previous  question.  All  those  in 
favor?  All  those  opposed?  The  Chair  is  in 
doubt  and  will  ask  for  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  rise  to  a  point  of  infor- 
mation. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  KEENAN — What  are  we  voting  on? 

President  KERRIGAN— We  are  voting  on  the 
previous  motion,  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  for  the 
previous  question,  and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  10, 
nays  10: 

Yeas" — Coun.  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kerrigan,  Kin- 
sella, McCormack,  Muchnick,  Shannon,  D.  F. 
Sullivan,  M.  H.  Sullivan,  Taylor — 10. 

Nays — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Coffey, 
Dwyer,  Feenev,  Fish,  Hanley,  Kelly,  Kinsella — 10. 

Coun.  KELLY — Talking  on  the  order, — I  won't 
be  long,  I  know  the  hour  is  getting  late, — since  I 
have  been  a  member  of  the  Council  in  the  past 
seven  years  I  have  always  seen  fit  to  vote  the  way 
the  people  of  my  ward  wanted  me  to.  I  say  today, 
as  I  have  said  on  a  few  other  occasions  on  the  floor 
of  the  Council,  I  think  I  know  what  the  sentiments 
of  the  people  of  my  ward  are  because  I  have  held 
open  house  every  night  for  the  past  seven  years 
with  the  exception  of  about  three  months  when  I 
was  confined  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  so  in 
that  way  I  am  meeting  the  people  of  my  district 
every  day  of  the  year.  When  any  matter  comes  up, 
where  I  am  not  sure  of  the  sentiments  of  the  people 
of  my  district,  I  call  two  or  three  public  hearings, 
as  I  did  on  the  question  of  Federal  housing,  to  get 
the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  my  district.  I  said 
last  week  that  I  saw,  after  nosing  around  my  dis- 
trict, and  people  calling  me  on  the  telephone  and 
coming  into  my  home, — that  I  knew  that  the 
sentiment  of  the  people  of  my  ward,  anyway,  was 
against  this  particular  $5,000  order.  I  came  in 
here  last  week  and  voted  against  it.  I  said  last 
week,  as  I  am  Baying  today,  that,  no  pressure  or 
persuasion  would  make  me  vote  against  the  wishes 
of  the  people  of  my  district.  I  don't  care  what  the 
personal  gain  might  be  for  myself,  as  long  as  I  am 
satisfied  within  my  own  conscience  that,  I  vote  the 
way  t  hey  want  me  to.  They  are  the  only  people  1 
have  to  answer  to.  I  don't  hold  any  brief  against 
any  councilor  that  might  come  into  the  Council  and 
might  have  some  reason  for  voting  for  the  order. 
That,  is  his  own  personal  business,  and  good  luck 
to  him,  even  though  the  people  of  his  district  mi^ht 
think  differently  than  he  did.  That  is  his  business. 
He  is  accountable  for  his  vote,  as  I  am  for  mine. 
But  since  last  Monday  I  have  had  many  letters, 
especially  from  the  wards  in  Dorchester,  all  com- 
plimenting me  on  my  vote  against  this  order.  I 
have  had  many  telephone  calls,  not  alone  from 
my  own  ward,  but  every  ward  in  Dorchester, 
telling  me  I  did  the  right  thing,  so  I  am  satisfied 
today    that,    I    know    what    the   sentiments   of   the 
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people  of  my  district,  are.  I  am  satisfied,  after 
seven  years  in  the  Boston  City  Council,  thai  no 
one  of  my  votes  have  been  criticized  on  the  floor 
of  the  Council  or  in  any  part  of  Dorchester,  or  l>.\ 
any  one  of  my  opponents  who  saw  fit  to  contest 
the  office  of  City  Councilor  with  me.  So  I  am 
satisfied  I  voted  right,  and  I  reiterate  today  that 
the  reason  I  asked  Councilor  Hurley  to  withdraw 
his  motion  was  that  I  wanted  to  get  up  on  the  floor 
and  have  my  few  words  put  in  the  record.  This 
is  a  vote,  in  my  opinion,  that  will  be  well  talked 
about  and  well  discussed  in  the  next  year  or  two 
to  come.  I  predicted  that  the  vote  on  Federal 
housing  would  be  well  discussed  in  the  years  to 
come  in  the  City  Council.  I  predicted  some  five 
years  ago  when  Federal  housing  was  inaugurated 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  that  those  apartments  would 
not  be  for  the  City  of  Boston,  the  families  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  but  families  outside  the  City  of 
Boston  would  be  allowed  to  come  into  those  apart- 
ments, apartments  that  belonged  to  the  poor  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  And  I  was  told  at  that  time  thai 
I  was  crazy.  A  great  picture  was  painted  to  me 
as  to  how  it  would  be  political  suicide  if  I  attempted 
to  vote  against  it.  I  guess  it  was  the  best  vote  I 
ever  cast,  from  the  reception  I  have  always  re- 
ceived from  the  poor  districts  of  my  district.  I 
guess  it  is  a  vote  that  they  will  always  appreciate. 
If  the  people  don't  want  anything  in  my  ward,  I 
am  not  going  to  jam  it  down  their  throats,  and  I 
don't  care  what  the  personal  gain  might  be  for  me. 
I  come  into  this  Council,  and  I  am  in  the  same 
business  as  when  I  came  into  this  Council  and  I 
will  be  when  I  go  out.  I  don't  hold  any  enmity 
against  anybody.  I  have  never  criticized  any 
councilor  for  a  vote  he  might  cast,  and  I  never 
will.  Everybody  has  to  answer  for  himself,  but  I 
can  appreciate  the  feelings  of  those  people  in  all 
the  wards  of  Dorchester  who  have  contacted  me 
the  past  week  and  who  would  rise  up  and  protest 
if  there  was  a  public  hearing  called  on  this  matter. 
The  Boston  Garden,  in  my  opinion,  would  not  be 
big  enough  for  the  audience  you  would  have.  And 
I  say  that  without  fear  of  any  contradiction,  be- 
cause, as  the  senior  members  of  this  Council  know, 
when  I  was  in  my  second  year  in  the  Council  and 
I  told  them  I  would  call  a  public  hearing  on  Fed- 
eral housing  at  less  than  twenty-four  hours'  notice, 
in  the  middle  of  the  summer,  some  laughed  at  me 
and  told  me  I  was  crazy  and  wouldn't  get  ten 
people  to  come  into  the  hall  and  listen.  And 
that  public  hearing  is  a  matter  of  record.  In 
Grover  Cleveland  School  in  the  middle  of  the 
summer,  900  were  jammed  into  the  school  when 
we  only  had  seating  capacity  for  700, — on  a 
hot  night  in  the  middle  of  summer.  So  you  see 
the  people  are  thinking  all  the  time,  and  they 
know  what  is  going  on.  And  that  is  why  I  am 
tickled  to  death  that  this  matter  was  a  roll  call 
vote.  I  would  like  to  have  every  matter  that  comes 
up  before  the  Boston  City  Council  decided  by  a  yes 
and  no  vote.  I  like  to  have  a  roll  call  on  every- 
thing. Then  you  always  can  refer  back  to  it. 
And  as  I  said  before,  whenever  I  know  the  senti- 
ment of  what  the  people  is  in  my  district,  I  am 
going  to  vote  along  with  them.  And,  in  my  way 
of  thinking,  this  is  a  vote  against  the  people.  If 
I  was  voting  for  this  $5,000  I  would  be  voting 
against"  the  people  who  made  it  possible  for  me 
to  come  into  the  City  Council.  Those  are  the 
people  to  whom  I  am  indebted  because  without 
their  help  I  would  not  be  a  member  of  the  City 
Council,  and  without  their  help,  Mr.  President, 
you  would  not  be  a  member  of  the  City  Council, 
nor  would  any  other  member  of  this  City  Council 
be  a  member  of  the  Council.  And  I  don't  think 
there  is  a  member  of  the  City  Council  sitting  in 
his  chair  here  tonight  that  would  stand  before  a 
crowded  audience  in  any  school  in  the  district 
and  tell  the  audience,  at  least  during  election 
time,  tell  those  people  who  are  responsible  for  his 
coming  into  the  City  Council,  that  he  had  come 
into  the  City  Council  and  voted  for  something 
they  didn't  want — at  least  not  during  election 
time.  But  I  am  a  fellow  that  won't,  do  it  after 
election.  I  am  the  people's  councilor  fifty-two 
weeks  of  the  year — not  alone  election  week — 
and  that  is  why  I  have  been  successful  out  my 
way.  As  long  as  I  know  what  the  sentiments  of 
the  district  are  and  the  sentiments  of  the  people 
of  Ward  15  are,  I  will  vote  that  way.  And  the 
entire  Dorchester  district  is  definitely  against  this 
$5,000  order,  and  that  is  whv  I  am  voting  against  it. 
Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  I  will  be  very 
brief.  Two  weeks  ago  I  voted  for  the  original 
$5,000  asked  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  the 
amendment  offered  by  the  distinguished  councilor 


from    Ward    10,    Councilor    Carey.      I    voted    also 
for  that  $1,000.     When  it  was  defeated,  Councilor 

Taylor  from  Ward  12  asked  reconsider;]!  ion,  and 
the  fifteen  members  that  were  present  at  that 
meeting  all  voted  in  accord  with  the  distinguished 
councilor  from  Ward  12.  In  the  height  of 
emotionalism  his  Honor  the  Mayor  directed  a 
verbal  thrust  at  four  members  of  the  Council. 
My  name  could  have  been  included  with  the  four, 
or  any  other  of  the  twenty-two  members.  I  con- 
sidered it  an  affront  to  the  legislative  body  of  the 
city.  I  considered  it  an  insult  to  the  intelligence 
of  the  people,  and  I  considered  it  not  only  my 
right,  but  my  duty,  to  defend  the  four  met 
of  the  Boston  City  Council.  Since  that  time  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  has  submitted  another  order, 
and  it  was  defeated  last  week  by  one  vote.  On 
the  following  day,  according  to  press  release,  he 
suddenly  called  a  special  session,  a  special  cl- 
ing of  the  Boston  City  Council,  because  he  said 
there  were  members  absent  whom  he  knew  would 
vote  for  the  $5,000.  Regardless  of  debate,  he 
knew  by  the  sixth  sense  he  himself  had  given 
himself  that  these  members  who  would  come  to 
a  special  session  wovdd  vote  according  to  the  wax- 
he  cracked  the  whip.  But  evidently  somebody 
gained  his  ear  and  told  him  that  he  had  no  right, 
and  he  had  no  power,  to  call  a  special  meeting. 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  as  the  Chief  Executive  has 
certain  rights  and  certain  duties,  according  to  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Boston.  But  he  has  taken 
it  upon  himself  to  usurp  the  powers  of  this  legis- 
lative body,  and  I  for  one  will  not  sit  idly  by 
and  allow  a  man  to  enter  into  contracts  without, 
the  approval  of  the  legislative  body  known  as  the 
City  Council.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  insulted 
his  office;  he  has  insulted  his  constituents;  and 
he  has  insulted  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  by 
usurping  powers  that  were  never  given  to  him  by 
directive  or  by  a  city  charter.  In  Congress, 
President  Roosevelt  utilizes  strong  language,  and 
he  indicted  the  5.31  members  that  went  to  make 
up  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
And  Senator  Albin  Barkley,  a  devotee  of  President 
Roosevelt  for  the  past  twelve  years,  took  to  his 
feet  and  gave  one  of  the  greatest  speeches  that 
was  ever  given,  or  ever  heard,  in  the  Congressional 
halls.  Not  because  of  the  man  that  was  involved, 
not  because  of  his  title,  but  because  he  was  try- 
ing to  usurp  the  powers  and  the  functions  of  a 
legislative  body.  And  since  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
has  not  apologized,  by  the  same  token  that  he 
criticized  the  four  members,  I  will  vote  against  the 
$5,000.  My  vote  will  be  recorded,  and  I  will  be 
able  to  defend  it  at  any  time. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order> 
and  the  order  was  passed,  yeas  14,  nays  6:

BOMBING   OF  ROME.. 

i    DWYER  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,   Rome,   the  Eternal  City,  symbol  of 

Christianity,  is  now  in  imminent  danger  of  destruc- 
tion: and 

Whereas,  Rome,  City  of  Churches,  has,  through 
the   centuries,    become   the  storehouse   of   the   art 

treasures  of  the  civilized  world;  and 

Whereas,  Rome,  with  neutral  Vatican  City, 
lias  a  large  civilian  population,  many  of  whom  are 
non-combatant  women  and  children;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  Maurice  J.  Tobin, 
respectfully  petitions  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  give  earnest  consideration  to  the  plea  of 
his  Holiness  Pope  Pius  XII  and  the  reverend 
members  of  the  Catholic  hierarchy  in  the  United 
States,  that  Rome  be  not  bombed;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  respect- 
fully requests  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  use  the  good  offices  of  neutral  diplomatic  sources

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  in  recent  weeks 
all  loyal  Americans  have  been  heartened  by  the 
glad  tidings  which  tell  us  that  throughout  the 
world  our  boys  in  the  service  are  carrying  on  in 
true  American  fashion,  giving  their  all  that 
America  might  be  victorious  and  you  and  I  might 
continue  to  enjoy  those  freedoms  which  are 
guaranteed  by  our  Constitution  and  by  our  Ameri- 
can method  of  life.  We  rejoice  in  this  news. 
We  exult  in  these  victories.  We  are  proud  of  our 
boys  and  proud  of  their  accomplishments.  How- 
ever, there  is  one  phase  which  casts  a  shadow 
over  us  all,  Mr.  President,  and  that  phase  is  the 
need  or  necessity  of  the  bombing  of  Rome.  I. 
therefore,  Mr.  President,  do  rise,  as  a  Christian 
gentleman,  to  request  that  on  that  road  to  vic- 
tory the  Eternal  City  of  Rome  be  spared  unless 
its  destruction  is  essential  to  insure  that  victory. 
Rome  is  not  an  ordinary  city.  Rome  is  not 
merely  an  Italian  city.  Rome  belongs  to  the 
world.  Rome  belongs  to  every  Christian,  yea, 
even  to  every  believer  in  a  Divine  Being.  Mr. 
President,  you  know  how,  as  youngsters,  we  were 
taught  the  value  of  the  art  treasures  and  the 
churches  of  the  city  of  Rome.  We  were  taught 
then  that  these  did  not  belong  to  Rome  alone,  but 
to  you  and  to  me — to  all  the  people  of  all  the 
world.  You  will  recall  that  we  were  taught  in  our 
youth  that  Rome  was  the  center  of  culture — the 
symbol  of  our  progress  in  civilization — that  cul- 
ture and  that  civilization  which  we  adopted  and 
developed.  And  now,  gentlemen,  all  this  is 
threatened  with  destruction.  The  treasures,  the 
churches,  the  culture  and  the  very  civilization 
which  we  have  come  to  respect  and  to  love,  will 
be  destroyed  in  one  fell  swoop  unless  we  can 
forestall  the  bombing  of  Rome.  This  cannot  be 
accomplished  if  such  a  bombing  is  essential  to 
victory.  But  the  press  last  week  in  its  news  on  the 
war  carried  the  story  that  the  military  leaders 
were  considering  the  possibility  of  declaring  Rome 
an  open  city.  If  that  be  so,  let  us  cooperate. 
If  that  be  so,  then  I  believe  I  speak  for  the  rank 
and  file  of  Christendom  when  I  ask  that  this  be 
granted  and  Rome  be  declared  safe  from  all 
bombing.  The  destruction  of  any  city  is  a  sorrow- 
ful and  appalling  sight.  If  we  can  win  and  also 
save  Rome  let  us  do  so,  Mr.  President,  for  Rome  is 
Rome,  the  Eternal  City,  the  pride  and  the  joy 
and  the  property  of  all  men  throughout  the  world.

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  devise  some  plan  whereby  the  excessive 
number  of  student  nurses  in  the  South  Depart- 
ment may  be  transferred  to  other  sections  of  the 
hospital  in  order  that  the  present  nursing  staff 
may  be  more  equitably  distributed. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  understand 
that  a  condition  exists  at  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital which,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  immedi- 
ately remedied.  I  understand  from  pretty  good 
authority  that  there  are  at  least  100  student 
nurses  in  the  South  Department  with  practically 
little  more  than  100  patients  there.  That  figures 
out  practically  one  student  nurse  to  one  patient. 
I  understand  further  that  in  many  wards  of  the 
City  Hospital  there  are  as  few  as  one  student 
nurse  on  duty  from  3.30  p.  m.  to  11  p.  m.,  a  gradu- 
ate nurse  and  only  one  student  nurse  from  11  p.  m. 
to  7  a.  m.  to  take  care  of  thirty  to  forty  patients. 
I  am  going  to  ask  that  this  order  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Hospitals  and  that  the  head  nurses 
be  sent  for  and  Doctor  Manary,  to  see  whether 
that  situation  cannot  be  straightened  out  so  that 
the  hospital  will  have  adequate  nursing  service. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Hospitals. 


RENTALS   OF   BOSTON   HOUSING 
AUTHORITY. 

Coun  CAREY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
delay  putting  into  effect  the  increases  in  rent 
that  have  been  recently  announced  until  such  time 
as  each  tenant  has  been  given  a  fail-  opportunity 
to  thoroughly  make  known  his  or  her  circumstances 
and  inability  to  pay  the  increased  rent. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  very  recently 
a  new  schedule  of  rents  has  been  put  into  effect 
for  many  of  the  tenants  in  the  housing  units 
throughout  the  city,  and  in  some  cases  the  in- 
creases, to  my  way  of  thinking,  are  grossly  ex- 
orbitant. As  a  matter  of  fact,  on  all  the  cases 
that  have  been  brought  to  my  attention — and 
there  have  been  several  over  the  week-end — the 
tenants  will  be  unable  to  pay  the  increases  and 
therefore  will  be  forced  to  move  from  the  housing 
unit  and  go  elsewhere  which,  having  in  mind  the 
present  housing  shortage  in  Boston,  will  mean 
a  serious  threat  to  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
families  who  are  tenants  of  these  housing  units, 
who  will  be  unable  to  meet  the  increased  demand. 
I  have  in  mind  two  or  three  illustrations  that  can 
be  used  to  show  the  unfairness  of  some  of  the 
increases.  In  one  case,  for  example,  the  family 
of  a  service  man,  the  husband  is  not  home  at 
the  present  time,  and  the  mother  is  taking  care 
of  the  family.  The  rent  is  just  about  double. 
In  that  particular  case  the  earnings  are  not  great, 
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the    husband    having    an    inoome    of    something 
like  $80  a  month.     The  wife's  mother  is 
there  and  makes  Borne  contribution,  but  the  jump 
..I   almost,  inn  per  cent   in  that  rent   is  certainly 
most  unfair.     I  have  in  mind  another  case  where 

there  are  six  child in  the  familj   and  the  rent 

is  inoreased   praoticallj    to    mil   per  cent,   to 
a   month.     1"  another  case  where  there  are  six 
children  in  the  family,  the  father's  eai 
slightly  over  12,000  a  year,  but   there  has  been  a 
great  deal  ol  aiokness  in  the  family.    The  mother 
is  at   the  hospital,  and  one  of  the  youngsters  lias 
been  taken  to  the  hospital  tliis  week  to  havi 
lung    removed.     Another    one    lias    been    in    the 
hospital  praotioally  all  his  life,  being  about  eight 
years  of  aye.  and   the  physical  condition  of  the 
family  is  such  thai  twelve  quarts  of  milk  have  to 

be  purchased  every  week,  .lust  keep  in  mini! 
thai  milk,  if  you  ;n  to  the  store  for  it.  costs  15 
cents  a  quart,  at  the  present  time.  1  do  not 
believe  the  Housing  Authority  has  gone  into  lie 
circumstances     that      prevail      with      tenants     who 

have  hail  (heir  rent,  practically  doubled  iii  I  lie 
last  feu  days.  I  am  not  here  to  speak  for  those 
tenants    of    housing    units    who    can    well    afford 

to    pay     high     rents    anil     who    could     Imd     h 

Outside  the  housing  units.  Hut  I  am  hire  to 
try    to  do  something   for   the    families   of   whom    1 

have   given    an    example,   ami    I    might    mention 

other  eases.  It.  seems  to  me,  therefore,  thai 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  should  at  least  lake  action 
[poking  into  a  delay  in  putting  into  effect  the 
increases  in  rents  that,  have  been  recently  an- 
nounced until  such  time  as  the  tenants  have  been 
given  a  fair  opportunity  to  thoroughly  make 
known  their  circumstances  and  inability  to  pay 
the  increased  rent.  The  matter  should  he  taken 
up  with  the  managers  of  the  various  units  and 
the  cards  laid  on  the  table.  I  am  sure  that. 
serious  attention  should  be  given  to  the  matter 
before  increases  are  put  into  effect  which  will 
practically  mean  doubling  the  rent,  which  seems 
to  be  the  case  in  most  of  the  families  I  am  in- 
terested in  here  today.

Coun.  HANLEY  offered  the  following: 
Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  record 
itself  in  full  accord  with  the  proposed  plans  to 
commemorate  "Bataan  Day"  in  Boston  on  Easter 
Sunday,  April  9,  thus  giving  external  testimony 
of  a  grateful  people  to  those  courageous  men  who 
were  killed,  or  captured  by  the  Japanese,  in  their 
heroic  stand  against  overwhelming  odds  of  men 
and  materials.  Their  brave  and  heroic  deeds  are 
recorded,  not  alone  in  the  annals  of  American 
history,  but  in  the  history  of  the  world  as  the 
factor  that  saved  Western  civilization. . 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  this  week  is 
memorable  in  the  history  of  the  Jew  and  the 
Christian.  It  is  the  week  that  we  commemorate 
the  Passover  from  Egypt  into  the  Land  of  Plenty, 
when  the  Jews,  under  the  leadership  of  their 
greatest  leader,  Moses,  left  the  sands  of  Egypt  and 
went  into  the  Promised  Land.  It  is  memorable 
to  the  Christian  because  two  thousand  years 
ago  the  gentle  Master  was  a  Jew  and  proved  his 
divinity  on  Easter  Sunday  and  broke  asunder  for 
all  time  the  tentacles  of  death  that  overshadowed 
man.     It  is  memorable  on  this  particular  Easter 
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Sunday  to  American  people  because,  according  lo 
newspaper  accounts,  we  are  going  to  celebrate 
Bataan  Day,  the  isle  of  Hataan,  thai  saw  the 
death  marcli  of  those  men  who  protected  our 
type  of  government  from  oriental  civilization  and 
allowed  General  Douglas  MacArthur,  the  greatest 
general  our  country  lias  produced  since  Wash- 
ington, to  he  shuttled  through  the  skies  and  In 
land  on  the  tip  of  Australia,  and  the-  protect 
not  only  us  hut  the  entile  occidental  civilization. 
Last  year  President  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt, 
in  collaboration  with  Secretary  Stimson,  refused 
to  commemorate  the  heroic  stand  of  the  nun  on

Muchnick  submitted  i" 
the  clerk,  and  the  clerk  read,  the  following  let  lei:

Dear  Mr.  Jfawkey,  Recording  to  the  informa- 
tion which  I  have  at  my  disposal,  if  would  appear 
that  Major  League  Baseball  discriminates  against 
the  employment,  of  colored  people  as  ball  players. 
It  seems  to  me,  and  I  am  sure  you  will  agree, 
that  this  practice  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the 
'Four  Freedoms'  and  to  the  general  concept  of 
Americanism.  Surely  a  continuation  of  this 
practice  is  not  what  American  boys  are  lighting 
for  and  dying  for  all  over  the  world. 

It  further  seems  to  me  that  baseball,  which 
prides  itself  and  not  without  justification,  on  being 
the  national  sport  of  our  country,  should  have 
taken  the  lead  not  only  in  discontinuing  this  kind 
of  discrimination,   but    in    leading   the  tight   against, 

it.     Baseball  would  thus  have  shown  itself  to  be 
true  champion  of  the  American  ideal  of  sportsman- 
ship. 

In  protest  against  the  failure  oi  baseball  so  to 
act,  I  shall  vote  against  the  granting  bj   the  City 

of  Boston  of  the  usual  license  to  permit  your 
Club  or  the  'Braves'  to  play  Sunday  baseball. 
I  shall  do  this  not  because  I  am  opposed  to  base- 
ball,  but  on   the  contrary    because  of   my   great 


love  for  this  sport  and  all  others  and  because 
I  feel  that  the  sport  of  baseball  should  be  the 
Standard     bearer    of    the    true    American    ideal   of 

sportsmanship. 

I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  communicating  with 
you  and  I  am  sending  a  similar  letter  to  Mr.  Quinn 
of  the  'Braves'  so  that  my  position  in  the  matter 
lien,    be  clearly  understood. 

I  believe  thai  if  you  and  Mr.  Quinn  would 
immediately  initiate  a  movement  for  the  dis- 
i'iiiiI  innarice  of  the  un-American  practice  referred 
to  above,  you  would  gain  an  enviable  niche  not 
only  in  the  history  of  baseball  arid  Sportsmanship, 
but  in  the  ranks  of  great  Americans  who  have 
persistently  anil  successfully  advocated  the 
furtherance  of  those  ideals  which  have  made  our 

country   great.

As  I  understand  democracy,  if  means  freedom  to 
all,  and  not  for  any  special  group.  I  have  risen 
on  this  floor  on  many  occasions  (o  say  something 
that  might  in  some  way  assist  in  striking  at 
something  that  might  mean  racial  discrimination 
or  religious  discrimination  of  any  kind,  whether 
it  concern  Jew,  Gentile  or  colored.  I  certainly 
am  happy  to  get  on  this  floor  and  voice  my  senti- 
ments against  any  racial  discrimination  against 
Jew  or  Gentile,  Catholic  or  Protestant.  I  am 
not  a  Gentile  and  I  am  not  colored,  but  you  can 
rest  assured  that,  if  there  were  any  opportunity 
or  occasion  for  it,  I  would  be  one  of  the  first  to 
get  on  the  floor  and  oppose  discrimination  of  any 
kind  toward  such  groups.  But.  we  cannot  be 
blind  to  everything  when  we  say  there  is  no  dis- 
crimination against  colored  baseball  players  in 
the  big  leagues.  There  has  never  been  one 
colored  ball  player  in  those  leagues  within  my 
memory,  on  any  team  at  all.  We  have  read 
statements  of  owners  of  baseball  teams  who  have 
admitted  that  there  is  such  discrimination, 
although  they  might  personally  be  willing  to 
accept  colored  baseball  players  on  their  teams. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  will  the  gentle- 
man yield  for  a  question  ? 

Coun.    TAYLOR       Yes. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  give  his  authority  for  that,  where  he 
speaks    about     the    position    of    these    owners    of 

baseball    teams? 

Coun.  TAYLOR-  Well,  Mr.  President,  I  have 
read  such  a  Statement   ill   the  papers,   but  I   would 

have  to  look  up  the  record  in  order  to  be  specific 

and  state  definitely.  1  am  depending  on  quota- 
tions from  the  newspapers.  I  did  not  hear  it 
from  the  gentlemen  personally.     But,  going  back 

to  the  subject,  are  we  not  here  to  try  to  do 
everything  we  can  for  all  the  people  who  live 
in  the  City  of  Boston  and  who  want  to  see  baseball 
on  Sunday':'  We  must  have  in  mind,  however, 
that  there  is  a  great  principle  involved  here  and 
that  we  who  represent  the  people  must  voice 
our  opinions  and  sentiments  so  that,  the  battle  for 
freedom  anil  against  discrimination  may  be 
carried  on,  hoping  (hat  some  time  in  the  future 
the  bars  will  be  let  down  so  that  anyone  in  the 
community   can    work   and   live   the  kind  of  life  he 

sees  fit.  We  certainly  feel  hurl  in  ouf  respective 
groups  when  anybody  says  or  does  any  thing  against 
Jews.   Catholics,   oi    Protestants,   and    we  should 

appreciate    tin1    position    of    the    Negroes.       We    feel 

badly  when  we  come  up  against    discrimination, 

use    we    feel    thai     w  1 1    are     being     deprived    ill    a 
matter    of    this    kind     of    an     Opportunity     to    earn 

our  living  in   a   particular  business,   whatever  it 
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may  be.  The  same  thing  applies  to  baseball 
as  to  any  other  business.  The  colored  people 
have  developed  good  baseball  players,  as  they 
have  developed  t--<><«l  playera  in  other  forms  of 

and  certainly,  from  what  we  have  seen 
anil  known,  and  what  we  have  read  in  the  news- 
papers, members  of  tin'  colored  race  would  be 
stars  if  they  had  an  opportunity  to  play  in  organ- 
Lied  baseball.  But  they  are  never  given  the 
opportunity,  because  of  their  color.  We  find 
that  the  managements  go  to  Tennessee  and  other 
States  and  pick  up  young  white  men  and  put  them 
on  their  pay  roll  with  an  Opportunity  to  • 
$5,000,    $10,000    and    $20. 0(1(1    a    year;    and    yet, 

because  of  the  feeling  of  those  white  people  who 
do  not  wish  to  associate  with  people  of  a  different 
eolor,  we  are  told  that  we  must  cater  to  their 
whims  if  we  are  going  to  he  good,  loyal  Americans. 
I  would  like  to  know  why  good,  colored  ball 
players  should  not  be  allowed  an  opportunity  to 

baseball  in  the  big  leagues.  Why  don't  the 
managers  open  their  hearts  and  let  them  in? 
Km .  no,  they  are  influenced  by  this  feeling  that  we 
lind  in  certain  quarters  against  the  colored  people, 
and  they  simply  recognize  and  follow  a  practice 
that  they  think  is  going  to  fill  their  treasuries. 
They  don't  fool  you  or  me.  however,  when  they 
take  the  attitude  they  do  and  do  not  state  the  real 

ii  for  their  action.  Therefore.  I  am  going 
to  vote  against  this  report,  because  I  believe 
organized  baseball  should  act  fairly  with  good 
Americans  who  desire  to  play  the  game  and  who 
may  wish,  like  others,  to  derive  support  from  it. 
I  am  going  to  vote  against  the  reports,  because  I 
think  these  leagues  are  not  complying  with  t lu- 
true  traditions  of  Americanism.  I  know  that,  they 
will  pass,  but  still,  if  we  show  organized  baseball 
that  it  should  change  its  methods  in  this  respect, 
by  refusing  to  grant  .such  licenses,  we  would  be 
standing  up  and  doing  something  that  should  be 
done.  While  these  colored  boys  are  lighting  our 
battles  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  showing  that 
they  are  good,  loyal  Americans,  let  us  for  our 
part  do  something  to  show  that  we  appreciate  their 
efforts  on  our  behalf  and  that  we  object  to  the 
discrimination  against  them. 

Coun.  COFFEY — -Mr.  President,  of  course,  all 
this  talk  about  discrimination  in  this  matter  is 
out  of  order.  We  are  not  in  favor  of  discrimination 
against  any  race,  and  that  is  not  what  we  are 
voting  on,  but  on  an  order  which  is  brought  in 
year  after  year  and  which  has  nothing  whatever 
to  do  with  much  of  the  talk  we  have  heard  here 
today.  One  of  the  speakers  uses  the  argument 
against  it  that  they  don't  let  children  in  to  these 
games  at  a  reduced  price.  Well,  that  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  question  of  whether  we  allow 
Sunday  games  or  not.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
if  that  has  anything  to  do  with  the  question,  I 
certainly  wish  that  we  could  convince  the  baseball 
magnates  that  they  should  allow  children  in  to 
the  baseball  games  for  2.5  cents  not  on  Sunday- 
alone,  but  on  the  other  days  of  the  week.  The 
gentleman  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  has 
brought  up  here  the  question  of  racial  discrimi- 
nation, so  far  as  baseball  is  concerned.  So  far 
as  the  gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick) 
is  concerned,  we  know  that  he  is  to  be  the  candidate 
this  fall  for  the  Senate,  and  that  he  is  now  appealing 
to  the  Negro  vote.  There  is  no  doubt  of  it,  this 
is  politics,  to  get  the  Negro  vote.  But  the  argu- 
ment that  has  been  raised  here  has  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  question  before  us, 
which  is  simply  whether  we  shall  have  ball  games 
on  Sunday.  Are  you  going  to  take  that  pleasure 
away  from  the  people  of  Boston?  As  I  have 
said  before,  we  are  acting  on  only  one  thing  here, 
and  that  is  whether  we  are  going  to  grant  Sunday- 
baseball  or  not.  The  discrimination  question 
should  never  have  been  brought  into  it.  The 
question  is  simply,  are  we  going  to  grant  permission 
to  the  general  public  of  greater  Boston  and  of 
New  England  to  enjoy  Sunday  baseball,  or  stop 
them  from  enjoying  Sunday  baseball? 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  the  previous 
speaker  seemed  to  intimate  that  baseball  is  un- 
American.  I  do  not  agree.  It  is  decidedly- 
American,  and  freedom  to  enjoy  baseball  and  to 
enjoy  other  occupations  in  which  the  American 
people  are  interested  is  one  of  the  things  for  which 
our  boys  are  fighting  all  over  the  world.  There 
is  need  in  wartime  of  sports  like  this  that  will 
help  to  occasionally  take  our  minds  off  other 
things.  One  of  the  things  for  which  our  boys  are 
fighting  is  to  keep  a  free  America,  and  to  come 
home  as  soon  as  possible.  Some  of  the  speakers 
believe  that  we  are  trying  to  hamstring  baseball 


if  we  refuse  this  license.  Baseball  affords  a  cer- 
tain relaxation,  relieves  the  tension  of  people's 
minds  at  a  linn-  like  this,  and  it  is  a  game  that  is 
enjoyed  even  while  the  war  is  going  on  by  our 
Service    men,    those   on    the    battlefields   and    those 

who  at  present  are  among  us.  Therefore,  I  say 
everything  possible  should  be  done  to  encourage 

the  playing  and  the  enjoying  of  baseball  by  the 
civile  nun  on  every  day,  including  Sundays. 
I  ague  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun. 
.)  that  I  would  like  to  see  boys  admitted 
to  the  games  :it  a  small  price  or  free,  on  Sunday 
anil  on  other  days.  I  believe  that  baseball  helps 
lo  make  America  great,  and  it  helps  our  service 
men  to  endure  the  trials  that,  they  have  to  go 
through.  We  should  not  hamstring  it,  but 
should  do  every  thing  we  can  to  encourage  it,  for 
the  people  of  our  community  and  for  the  service 
men.  in  this  war.  It  will  help  cany-  the  boys 
through  to  victory,  and  I  ask  the  gentlemen  here 
i    that   these  petitions  be  granted. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
just  reply  to  a  certain  inference  that  might  be 
drawn  from  Councilor  Coffey's  remarks.  I  don't 
think  it  means  a  political  play  on  anybody's  part. 
In  cause  Councilor  Muchnick  does  not  come 
a  district,  where  (he  colored  vote  is  promi- 
nent, and  it  certainly  will  figure  very  little  in 
any  campaign  he  may-  have  in  mind.  I  might  say 
that  in  Ward  12  there  are  300  to  400  colored 
Democrats,  who  might  play  tin  important  part 
in  an  election. 

('nun.  COFFEY— Will  the  gentleman  tell  me 
lew   many  Republican  votes  there  are? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Well,  I  don't  think  it  would 
make  any  difference. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK     Mr.  President,  in  answer 

to  Councilor  Bay  ley,  I  agree  lu-aitilv  that  the 
boys  are  fighting  across  seas  to  keep  America 
free.  One  of  the  things  they  are  not  fighting  for, 
however,  is  a  continuance  of  discrimination  of  this 
kind  or  of  other  kinds  in  this  country,  and  it  is 
for  that  reason  I  am  taking  the  position  I  am 
against  granting  these  licenses. 

Coun.  CHASE— Mr.  President,  frankly  I  feel, 
Boston  being  the  original  place  of  Garrison, 
Shaw  and  other  men  who  led  the  fight  for  the 
emancipation  of  Negroes,  colored  men  and  myself 
having  gone  to  the  public  schools  and  participated 
in  sports  and  activities  with  the  colored  boys 
and  having  inculcated  in  me  the  spirit  of  sports- 
manship and  understanding  its  meaning,  we 
should  continue  to  carry  on  in  that  spirit  and, 
therefore,  I  am  inclined  to  be  in  full  accord  with 
the  gentlemen  from  Roxbury  and  Dorchester. 
True  sportsmanship  allows  no  room  for  discrimina- 
tion, and  certainly  there  is  discrimination  in  the 
professional  field  of  baseball.  Discrimination 
does  not  exist  in  general  in  our  athletic  games, 
or  in  our  schools  and  colleges  in  this  state.  The 
college  man,  white  and  colored,  enjoys  an  oppor- 
tunity for  full  and  fair  competition  between  the 
various  races,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  we  should 
have  discrimination  in  professional  baseball. 
I  think  it  is  un-American  to  have  discrimination 
not  only  in  baseball  but  in  any  other  field  in  which 
our  boys  may  seek  to  participate  and  compete. 
There  are  millions  of  colored  people  in  the  United 
States,  and  they  are  being  inducted  into  the 
armed  services  the  same  as  other  Americans. 
The  colored  man  is  being  called  upon  to  sacrifice 
as  are  others  in  the  United  Staates,  and  he  is 
fighting  for  the  freedom  that  we  are  supposed  to 
give  to  the  peoples  of  this  country  through  our 
democratic  form  of  government.  Inasmuch  as 
such  free  and  open  competition  is  the  result  of 
our  democratic  system,  I  feel  that,  we,  as  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  of  Boston,  should  wel- 
come the  opportunity  to  take  the  floor  and  pro- 
test against  the  granting  of  these  licenses.  The 
professional  baseball  manager,  of  course,  has 
the  constitutional  right  to  do  business  with  any 
man  he  sees  fit,  and  there  is  no  way  by  which  we 
can  force  him  to  take  the  colored  men.  But, 
Mr.  President,  we  also  have  as  much  right  in 
the  exercise  of  our  voting  privilege  on  this  floor. 
We  are  perfectly  within  our  rights  in  deciding, 
so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  representing  the  public 
of  Boston,  whether  these  professional  baseball 
managers  should  receive  such  a  license  as  they 
seek  from  the  City  Council.  I  think  it  is  only- 
proper  that  we  should  at  this  time  protest  against 
the  denying  of  the  colored  man  of  the  right  to 
participate  in  a  sport  which  the  American  people 
love  so  much.  The  colored  man  was  good  enough 
to  be  called  upon  to  represent  the  United  States 
in  the  Olympic  games,  and  it  was  a  colored  man, 
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Owens,  who  won  first  place  against  world  compe- 
tition iti  those  games.  I  submit  to  you,  air, 
therefore,  that  if  the  colored  man  was  good  enough 
to  represent  the  citizens  of  these  United  states 
against  the  world  in  sueli  competitions,  he  i 
good  enough  to  be  represented  in  the  American 
sport  of  baseball.  I  believe  the  gentleman  from 
Dorchester  (Coun.  Muchnick)  is  to  be  commended 
for  initiating  this  move  to  prevent  the  people  of 
any  particular  race  from  being  discriminated 
against  in  this  country,  a  discrimination  that  is 
un-American  and  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  our 
institutions.  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  we  in 
our  official  capacity  will  see  fit,  in  behalf  of  the 
colored  man,  to  take  action  which  will  help  towards 
his  obtaining  his  proper  place  in  the  world,  that 
we  will  do  something  to  help  him  in  that  line. 
Let  us  try  to  do  something  for  the  colored  men 
whom  we  represent  as  representatives  of  theeitiaens 
of  this  city. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  gentleman  is  not  talking  to 
the  order.  We  are  not  discussing  discrimination. 
We  aie  considering  whether  we  are  or  are  not 
going  to  grant  a  petition  for  Sunday  baseball. 

Coun.  CHASE  Mr.  President,  my  remarks  are 
leading  up  to  the  reasons  why  I  shall  vote  against 
the  granting  of  these  licenses.  I  believe  I  have 
the  right  to  explain  why  I  shall  vote  against 
granting  the  licenses  and  that  I  have  a  right  to 
reason  with  my  colleagues  in  urging  them  to  vote 
against  the  licenses.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the 
City  Council  will  see  fit,  as  a  protest  against  the 
un-American  policies  practiced  by  the  baseball 
magnates  of  America,  in  preventing  the  colored 
man  from  obtaining  employment  in  professional 
baseball,  to  vote  against  granting  these  licenses. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  just  to  clarify 
my  vote,  and  I  think  to  clarify  the  position  of  the 
majority  members  here,  as  has  been  said,  the 
question  before  us  is  the  approval  or  non-approval 
of  Sunday  licenses  for  these  ball  teams.  It  is  not 
a  question  of  practicing  discrimination,  and  noth- 
ing has  been  presented  here  which  shows  that  dis- 
crimination exists.  Of  course,  it  is  fine  to  raise 
the  flag  and  holler  about  discrimination,  but  these 
fellows  who  are  hollering  are  no  better  Americans 
than  the  rest  of  us.  Nobody  here  is  in  favor  of 
discrimination,  but  the  question  here  is  whether 
we  will  or  will  not  grant  a  license  for  playing 
baseball  on  Sundays.  It  is  not  a  question  of 
colored  people  playing  ball,  but  of  granting  these 
licenses,  and  I  don't  know  why  the  gentlemen 
from  Wards  12,  14  and  4  should  indulge  in  this 
talk  about  discrimination.  If  they  are  really 
against  discrimination,  the  way  they  should  show 
their  feeling  in  that  matter  is  to  bring  in  an  order 
here  against  such  a  type  of  discrimination.  But 
the  question  before  the  Body  is  simply  whether 
we  shall  or  shall  not  grant  licenses  for  Sunday 
baseball.  If  they  wish  to  introduce  an  order 
against  the  discrimination  that  they  claim,  such 
an  order  as  I  suggest  will  be  all  right.  But  I  do 
not  believe  in  drawing  red  herrings  across  the 
trail  by  bringing  in  these  arguments  against  dis- 
crimination, and  trying  to  get  people  to  believe 
that  those  who  vote  for  licenses  for  Sunday  base- 
ball are  voting  for  discrimination.  That  is  not 
the  question  that  is  presented  to  us;  it  is  nothing 
like  that.  The  question  before  us  is  whether 
or  not  we  want  to  permit  the  playing  of  base- 
ball on  Sunday,  and  not  the  question  of  dis- 
crimination, and  I  believe  that  those  speakers 
who  have  expressed  themselves  as  against  dis- 
crimination here  today  should  file  a  separate  order. 
I  don't  think  discrimination  has  any  place  in  the 
question  now  before  us.  If  an  order  is  presented 
here  by  these  members  against  all  kinds  of  racial 
discrimination,  I  certainly  will  vote  for  it.  I  am 
against  that  sort  of  thing,  also.  But  I  wonder  if 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase),  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  or  the 
gentleman  from  Waul  14  (Coun.  Muchnick)  had 
occasion  to  employ  a  stenographer  or  somebody 
in  his  business,  and  two  people  came  down  looking 
for  the  job,  one  white  and  the  other  colored,  which 
one  of  the  two  they  would  hire? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon)  has  just 
stated  that  if  an  order  were  introduced  in  the 
Council  stating  that  the  Council  was  against 
discrimination,  he  would  vote  for  the  order  and 
against  discrimination.  I  have  no  doubt  of  that. 
But  when  we  have  a  chance  such  as  is  offered  here 
to  implement  a  report  of  this  kind  in  such  away 
that,  it  will  operate  against  discrimination,  through 
voting    against    the    issuance    of    such    a    Sunday 


license,  why  should  we  not  avail  ourselves  of  that 
opportunity,  which  is  thus  presented  in  a  practical 
way?  The  issue  here  is  not  simply  against  the 
granting  or  the  issuance  of  the  proposed  licenses, 
bill  it  is  a  question  of  whether,  in  voting  to  gram 
(lie  licenses,  we  shall  also  take  the  opportunity  to 
stand  by  certain  principles, 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  the  clerk  read  the  question,  so  that  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick)  may 
knew  what  it  is. 


Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  in  the  chair. 


Chairman  SULLIVAN — The  question  is  on 
granting  licenses  for  Sunday  baseball. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  it  seems 
I"  me,  that  being  the  question,  the  reasons  for 
one's  vote  for  or  against  the  granting  of  such 
licenses  is  very  much  in  issue;  and  I  would  like 
to  repeat  that  my  reason  for  voting  against  the 
granting  of  the  licenses,  as  is  pointed  out  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  is  that  it  is 
my  feeling  that  there  is  discrimination  against 
colored  persons  as  ball  players. 

Coun.  CAREY — Once  again,  Mr.  President, 
we  have  a  matter  come  before  the  City  Council, 
and  once  again  we  have  certain  individuals  in  the 
Council  that  want  to  get  off  the  track,  looking 
for  a  fight,  so  to  speak,  and  creating  bad  feelings, 
and  when  they  leave  the  chamber  everything  is 
"hunkydory ",  and  they  shake  hands.  Now,  I 
have  some  colored  people  in  my  district.  I  am 
going  to  vote  for  the  granting  of  this  license  and, 
in  voting  for  the  granting  of  this  license,  I  don't 
want  it  interpreted — and  I  don't  believe  the  good 
colored  people  in  my  ward  are  going  to  interpret  it — 
that  in  doing  thai  I  am  voting  against  them.  The 
question  here  today  is  clearly  not  racial  discrind- 
nation.  It  has  been  my  privilege  on  numerous 
occasions  to  help  colored  people.  In  the  last 
five  or  six  weeks,  I  can  produce  on  the  floor  of  the 
Council  a  colored  man  who  will  tell  on  the  floor 
of  the  Body  that  I  went  through  fighting  in  a 
glorious  way  in  order  that  his  rights  might  be 
preserved.  But  we  have  to  have  irritating  and 
agitating  influences  prevailing  here  at  all  times. 
We  can't  do  everything.  We  see  a  movement 
that  would  close  two  baseball  parks  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Boston  has  already  lost  altogether  too 
much  industry  and  too  many  means  of  providing 
revenue  for  the  city.  You  would  think,  to  hear 
councilors  talk,  that  the  Boston  Red  Sox  and  the 
Boston  Braves  are  using  the  grounds  out  there 
and  that  there  is  no  income  derived  to  the  city 
from  that  use.  They  are  a  large  part  of  the 
existence  of  this  city,  and  their  baseball  plants 
out  there  furnish  a  great  deal  of  revenue  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  Of  course,  Sunday  is  a  great 
day  for  them.  Let  anyone  go  to  the  ball  parks 
on  most  any  week  day  and  they  will  find  practically 
empty  grandstands  out  there.  They  need  a 
Sunday  or  a  holiday  in  order  to  replenish  their 
treasury  out  there.  I  think  it  is  a  shame  that 
any  man  in  this  Council  should  raise  an  issue 
in  connection  with  the  granting  of  these  licenses 
that  it  is  most  unfair  to  raise.  I  am  for  the 
colored  people.  They  were  created  by  the  same 
Creator  I  was  created  by,  and  who  am  I  that 
I  should  make  any  attempt  to  discriminate  against 
them?  It  is  no  more  their  fault  that  they  are 
colored  than  it  is  mine  that  I  am  white.  We  can 
go  to  baseball  parks  on  Sunday  and  see  a  large 
number  of  colored  people  out  there.  This  issue 
has  been  most  unfairly  raised  here  today.  As 
was  well  suggested,  a  suggestion  I  was  going  to 
make  myself,  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  13, 
why  not  introduce  an  order  here  asking  that  the 
owners  of  the  big  league  baseball  teams  here  in 
Boston  consider  the  admission  of  colored  ball 
players?  I  am  sure  every  one  of  us  would  vote 
for  it.  I  have  watched  colored  teams  play  in  this 
city  and  have  enjoyed  watching  them.  But 
when  an  issue  such  as  one  of  racial  discrimination 
is  raised  in  connection  with  this  question  here, 
I  think  it  is  most  unfair.  I  am  going  to  vote  for 
I  In-  granting  of  this  license,  and  the  only  reason  I 
have  taken  the  floor  is  that  I  want  it  known  as  a 
matter  of  record  I  am  doing  that  SO  that  my  vote 
won't  be  interpreted  as  one  against  the  colored 
man. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
represent  the  ward  that  has  the  largest  colored 
population  of  any  ward  in  Boston,  and  if  we  had 
before  us  a  question  of  discrimination  against 
the  colored  people  in  baseball  or  anything  else, 
I  would  lie  the  first  to  take  the  floor  and  object. 
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Many  of  them  are  my  friends,  and  I  know  thai 
it  I  should  speak  on  anything  that  eoncerneil  their 
teal  interests  at  any  time  they  would  pay  atten- 
tion to  me.  So  my  Feeling  lor  the  colored  people 
is  the  feeling  of  a  councilor  who  lias  the  largest 
number  of  colored  people  of  any  member  in  the 
Council  in  his  district,  ami  who  considers  himself 
their  friend.  If  I  really  felt  that  there  was  any 
discrimination  against  them  involved  in  this 
matter  before  us  1  would  hi-  against  it.  We 
have  heard  here  from  the  councilors  from  Wat 

12  and  14.  who  seem  to  feel  that  there  i-  discrimina- 
tion involved  in  this  question  on  which  we  are  to 

pass  today.  I  don't  believe  the  colored  people  are 
being  discriminated  against,  and,  in  any  event, 
that  is  not  tin-  question  before  the  Body.  If 
there  is  any  question  of  discrimination  on  the 
part  of  certain  members,  let  them  put  in  an  order 
to  that  effect.  I  think  if  the  colored  people  of 
my  district  felt  that  there  was  discrimination 
against  them,  they  would  come  to  me  about  it. 
and  they  have  not  done  BO.  Of  course,  tiie  two 
gentlemen  on  my  right  who  an-  m,  opposed  to 
granting     the     licenses     (Conn,     Muchnick     and 

Taylor  i  have  a  perfect  right  to  state  their  feelings 
in  this  Body.  They  seem  to  feel  that  the  colored 
people  are  being  discriminated  against  in  base- 
ball; nothing  has  been  brought  to  mind  that 
indicates  that  in  any  way  whatever,  and  if  there  is 
anything  of  that  kind,  it  should  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  action  apart  from  what  is  proposed  here 
today,  which  is  simply  a  question  of  granting  a 
license  for  Sunday  baseball  games.  1  believe, 
of  course,  that  every  member  has  a  right  to  stand 
up  when  any  matter  is  being  discussed  here  and 
to  state  his  views,  and  he  has  a  perfect  light  in 
this  matter  to  state  whether  he  is  foi  or  against 
granting  the  license;  but  I  do  not  believe  that  the 
matter  of  discrimination  should  be  brought  in 
at  this  time.  It  is  simply  a  question  of  granting 
or  not  granting  the  licenses  for  Sunday  baseball. 
Only  awhile  ago  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12  got 
up  here  and  spoke  on  an  order  which,  in  his  view, 
was  aimed  at  discrimination  in  the  School  Com- 
mittee. He  did  not  exactly  know  what  is  was, 
but  he  wanted  this  Body  to  go  on  record  against 
it.  I  voted  against  it,  representing  the  district 
with  the  largest  colored  population,  but  we  don't 
know  what  the  whole  story  is.  I  say  to  the  colored 
people  that  they  are  doing  a  good  job.  They 
are  fighting  their  own  battles  and  don't  need 
anybody  else  to  do  it.  The  Irish  here  many 
years  ago  had  their  troubles.  Notices  were 
plastered  about,  "  No  Irish  need  apply."  But  the 
Irish  did  not  bother  greatly  about  that.  They 
did  not  practice  birth  control,  and  they  didn't 
start  birth  control,  either.  However,  I  feel  that 
some  of  the  members  here  have  been  getting 
away  from  the  real  question  before  us.  which  i.- 
on  granting  licenses  for  Sunday  baseball,  and 
nothing  else.  I  move,  therefore,  that  all  the 
remarks  that  have  been  made  upon  this  matter, 
including  the  letter  that  was  introduced,  be 
stricken   from   the   record. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  question 
before  the  house  is  on  striking  the  remarks  from 
the  record. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— I  had  rather  hoped  I 
wouldn't  get  into  this  today,  and  I  don't  want  to 
be  contentious,  but  there  has  been  talk  of  discrimi- 
nation. Several  councilors  have  said,  very 
correctly,  that  discrimination  is  not  the  subject 
under  discussion.  I  do  not  disagree  with  them 
when  I  say  the  rumor  of  discrimination  is  definitely 
under  discussion.  Councilor  Muchnick  went 
jusl  a  little  far  in  his  letter  when  he  said,  "at  his 
disposal  information."  The  word  "disposal"  is 
his  own.  I  believe  there  is  one  way  all  the  orders 
and  resolutions  come  in  here,  and  that  is  to  go 
along  with  any  man  who  embraces  in  a  signed 
written  statement  certain  charges.  Presumably 
the  original  of  the  letter  is  signed.  The  burden  of 
proof  is  on  Councilor  Muchnick  if  the  local  baseball 
functionaries  want  to  put  him  to  test  in  proving 
the  discrimination  which  he  says  exists.  I  think 
I  have  a  right,  probably  more  so  than  any  member 
of  the  Body,  in  asking  that  we  go  along  and  give 
him  exactly  what  he  wants, — put  the  burden  of 
proof  squarely  on  him,  as  it  was  en  me  when  I 
made  certain  quotations  last  September  about  the 
Navy  Yard.  I  was  prepared  to  prove  my  state- 
ments, but  I  wanted  an  expression  of  support 
from  my  colleagues.  I  never  got  the  expression 
of  support  from  my  colleagues,  so  the  burden  of 
proof  was  removed  from  me.  I  think  if  he  is  so 
determined  as  to  offer  a  letter,  which  he  signs, 
and   in   which  he  states  arbitrarily,   willingly  and 


wittingly  that  information  of  discrimination  is  at 
his  disposal,  why  not  give  him  what  he  wants — 
give  him  tin-  opportunity  to  prove  it?  It  does  not 
commit  us  to  prove  that  discrimination  is  being 
practiced  in  Boston,  and.  truly,  I  don't  think  it  is, 
but  I  can  hark  back  to  .something  said  within  the 
hour  in  the  executive  chamber.  You  throw  a 
capable  ball  player  into  the  face  of  either  one  and 
show  them  the  ability  that  you  say  he  has  got,  and 
they  won't  hesitate  to  put  him  on  the  rolls,  I 
don't  think.  Of  course,  I  have  not  heard  in  a 
long  time,  and  I  don't  want  to  flatter  the  Body  or 
an  individual  member,  but  I  have  not  heard  more 
sensible  expressions  of  opinions  in  a  long  time. 
It  seems  as  though  even  the  antis  have  something 
to  recommend  their  side,  and  those  in  condem- 
nation of  the  side  that  the  antis  take  have  been 
very  intelligent  and  very  lucid  in  offering  their 
position,  but  I  would  like  to  have  it  within  my 
exclusive  power  to  require  a  man  who  makes 
statements  on  the  floor  or  in  writing  over  his  own 
signature,  which  is  considered  to  be  far  more 
deliberative  than  anything  said  orally, — I  would 
like  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  grant  him  the 
opportunity  to  prove  the  charges  he  makes.  We 
are  not  called  upon  to  supply  evidence.  Councilor 
Muchnick  will  have  to  do  that.  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  Sunday  baseball,  although  I  cannot  tell 
you  whether  Babe  Ruth  is  any  longer  playing  ball 
or  not.  I  know  nothing  about  it,  but  I  won't  be 
a  party  to  depriving  the  overwhelming  majority 
of  Boston  people,  and  people  from  all  over  New 
England  of  enjoying  on  their  day  off,  their  day  of 
leisure,  the  game  that  most  appeals  to  them 
But  we  ought  to  find  some  way  to  make  councilors 
who  are  going  to  make  statements,  especially  in 
writing,  to  make  them  prove  the  truth  or  falsity 
of  their  charges,  and  the  only  way  we  can  do  that 
is  to  support  their  plea.  We  don't  become  a 
party  to  the  charges,  Mr.  President.  We  simply 
say,  "You  have  brought  these  charges,  councilor, 
and  we  recognize  your  integrity.  Now  you  have 
to  substantiate  them  when  these  people  ask  for  a 
proof  that  you  claim  you  have."  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  passage  of  the  order 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  will  try  to 
sum  up  my  reasons  why  these  remarks  should 
not  be  stricken  from  the  record.  In  the  first 
place.  I  resent  the  statement  of  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey),  who  takes  the  floor 
and  says  there  are  certain  individuals  or  small 
groups  who  like  to  get  up  on  the  floor  and  bring 
up  issues  of  this  kind  to  start  a  fight.  Well,  we 
are  an  elected  body  of  officials,  and.  thank  God, 
we  are  not  all  of  the  same  opinion.  I  don't  know 
what  might  happen  if  we  were  all  in  love  with 
the  same  woman!  But  we  do  not  all  have  the 
same  opinions  and  we  all  have  to  learn  to  respect 
the  opinions  of  others  with  whom  we  have  to  live. 
When  I  get  up  on  this  floor  for  the  purpose  of 
coming  to  the  defense  of  some  minority  race,  you 
can  believe  that  I  am  sincere.  I  know  what  it  is 
to  be  a  membet  of  a  minority  race;  I  know  how 
it  feels  to  have  my  relations  and  friends  dis- 
criminated against.  Over  three  million  Jews 
have  already  been  exterminated  in  Europe,  and 
many  more  will  be.  We  are  living  here  under 
the  great  American  Constitution,  and  I  hope 
that  that  Constitution  which  says  that  all  men 
were  created  equal,  will  forever  be  kept  alive  in 
this  great  country  of  ours.  It  protects  my  wife, 
my  children  and  my  friends.  We  can  all  depend 
upon  it.  and  while  I  have  a  drop  of  red  blood  in 
my  veins  I  will  get  up  and  defend  it,  whatever 
the  consequences,  and  whether  or  not  some  people 
may  like  my  attitude.  If  they  don't  like  it, 
they  can  retire  me  to  private  life.  And  so  I  am 
willing  to  take  the  chances,  even  if  it  may  seem 
like  fighting  an  uphill  fight.  I  am  not  willing  to 
lie  down.  We  all  know  about  the  bitter  experiences 
of  the  Jews  across  the  water.  Even  Jews  have 
been  compelled  to  cry  "  Heil  Hitler!"  across  the 
sea.  But  I  am  not  going  to  sit  quietly  and  silence 
even  my  little  voice  in  this  matter  of  racial  dis- 
crimination. Would  that  my  voice  might  be 
magnified,  if  it  were  possible,  in  this  great  country 
of  outs.  The  Irish  have  been  mentioned,  when 
we  talk  of  discrimination.  Have  they  had  to 
fight  discrimination  in  this  country?  You  bet 
your  boots  they  have,  and  they  fought  it  well. 
and  I  give  them  credit  for  it.  I  hope  that  they 
have  now  won  their  battle,  but  it  was  not  done 
by  sitting  idly  by,  and  I  don't  intend  to  sit  idly 
by  when  I  see  discrimination  against  the  colored 
people.  The  colored  people  of  this  country  can- 
not fight  their  own  battles.  They  are  a  minority 
lace,  and  they  need  help  from  others.  They 
have   got    to   have   support    from    those   who   are 
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not  being  discriminated  against,  those  who  are 
liberal  minded,  but  who  are  not  blind  to  condi- 
tions 'as  they  exist.  You  say  that  discrimination 
is  not  implied  in  this  matter  before  us?  Those 
are  only  words.  Don't  tell  me  that  the  colored 
people  have  not  been  discriminated  against. 
Some  of  us  recall  the  Scottsboro  case.  From 
that  day  down  they  have  been  discriminated 
against.  You  say  there  is  no  discrimination 
involved  here?  Well,  you  might  be  able  to  fool 
a  school  child,  but  you  can't  fool  mature  people 
in  this  matter.  It  is  all  well  and  good  to  talk  the 
way  you  have,  but  I  believe  in  concrete  action. 
There  was  a  great  Irishman  by  the  name  of  John 
Boyle  O'Reilly,  and  his  words  were  words  of 
wisdom  at  all  times.  When  there  was  a  massacre 
of  colored  men  at  Carrolton,  Mississippi,  and  there 
was  an  indignation  meeting  of  the  colored  citizens 
of  Boston  assembled  in  the  Phillips  Street  Baptist 
Church,  O'Reilly  vented  his  righteous  indignation 
at  the  perpetrators  of  the  atrocity  and  uttered 
these  timely  words  of  sympathy  and  encourage- 
ment to  his  colored  hearers.  It  was,  of  course, 
many  years  ago,  but  the  words  spoken  are  just  as 
fitting  today  as  they  were  then. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  what  has 
that  meeting  at  the  Phillips  Street  Baptist  Church 
got  to  do  with  the  question  of  Sunday  baseball? 
Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  think  it 
does  have  something  to  do  with  the  matter  before 
us. 

'  Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  I  think  we  are  getting  ofT  the 
track.  The  question  before  us  is  on  the  acceptance 
of  the  report  granting  Sunday  baseball  licenses 
to  the  big  leagues. 

Chairman    M.    H.    SULLIVAN— The    question 

before  us  is  on  striking  all  remarks  from  the  record. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want 

to  strike  the  remarks  from  the  record,  and  I  am 

trying   to   assign  my  reasons   why. 

Coun.  COFFEY— And  I  don't  think  the  re- 
marks should  be  stricken  from  the  record,  Mr. 
President,  but  I  do  believe  that  we  are  getting  off 
the   question   before   us. 

Coun.    TAYLOR— Mr.    President,    John    Boyle 

O'Reilly   said 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
is  not  talking  on  the  subject  matter. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Well,  Mr.  President,  the 
other  speakers  have  been  given  an  apportunity  to 
speak.  Does  the  councilor  wish  to  deny  me  that 
opportunity? 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  I  have  never 
tried  to  shut  off  any  speaker  when  he  was  speak- 
ing on  a  matter  before  the  Body.  But  it  is  not  a 
question  here  now  whether  we  are  in  favor  of  t In- 
Negro  race  or  not.  We  are  getting  off  the  subject, 
and  I  say,  let  us  get  back  to  it. 

Coun.  HURLEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  12,  when  he  is  quoting  John 
Boyle  O'Reilly,  cannot  be  wrong! 
Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President. 
Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  hope  the 
councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey)  will  allow 
me  to  proceed. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  will  the  gentle- 
man yield  while  I  make  a  brief  statement  of  less 
than   a  minute? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Yes. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  it  is  not  that 
I  have  tried  to  stop  anybody  from  speaking  here. 
Everybody  will  agree  that  I  have  fought  like  hell 
so  that  anybody  could  speak,  at  any  time.  Even 
though  it  means  busting  my  head  off  I  will  fight. 
But  this  thing  has  been  twisted  and  pushed 
around  to  the  likings  of  those  who  wanted  to 
do  it.  Now  we  are  going  to  read  in  the  papers 
and  in  the  minutes — and  it  doesn't  mean  a  damned 
thing — that  we  are  voting  for  the  Negro  race  or 
against  the  Negro  race.  That,  Mr.  President, 
is  not  the  question  at  all.  The  question  is  simply 
on  the  acceptance  of  the  report  granting  Sunday 
licenses  to  these   ball   clubs. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  will  make  a 
statement  here  and  now.  I  don't  believe  that 
the  members  who  vote  for  these  baseball  licenses 
believe  in  discrimination  against  the  Negro. 
But  I  just  want  to  advance  my  reasons  while 
I  will  not  vote  for  these  particular  licenses,  and 
I  say  that  with  all  sincerity. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  gentleman 
is  entitled  under  normal  circumstances  to  express 
an  opinion,  but  he  will  kindly  confine  himself  to 
the  subject  matter,  which  is  not  the  merits  of  the 
question,  but  the  question  of  striking  the  remarks 
from   the   record. 


Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  John  Bovle 
O'Reilly  said 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  John  Boyle 
O'Reilly?  We  are  away  out  to  hell  in  left  field 
now.  I  don't  want  to  shut  the  gentleman  off.  I 
think  he  should  have  a  right  to  express  himself 
on  matters  properly  before  the  Body,  the  same  as 
everybody  else.  But  that  is  not  the  matter 
before  the  Body. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  President,  certain  state- 
ments have  been  made  and  certain  inferences 
have  been  drawn  about  my  conduct  on  this  floor, 
and  I  think  I  ought  to  have  an  opportunity  to 
defend  myself  and  to  quote  a  distinguished  gentle- 
man with  whom  I  agree. 

Coun.  COFFEY — The  gentleman  can  have 
John  Boyle  O'Reilly's  speech  incorporated  in  the 
record,  if  he  wants  to. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  read  it. 

Chairman  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  gentleman 
mav  proceed. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— (Reading): 

"I  know  nothing  and  care  nothing  about  your 
politics  or  party  preferences;  but  I  know  that  if  I 
were  a  colored  man  I  should  use  political  parties, 
as  I  would  a  club  or  a  hatchet,  to  smash  the 
prejudice  that  dared  to  exclude  my  children  from 
a  public  school,  or  myself  from  a  public  hall, 
theater,  or  hotel.  The  interest  you  have  to  pro- 
tect and  defend  is  not  that  of  a  party,  but  of  your 
own  manhood.  Use  party  as  they  use  you  —  for 
your  own  best  interests. 

"But  the  thing  that  most  deeply  alHicts  the 
colored  American  is  not  going  to  be  cured  by 
politics.  You  have  received  from  polities  already 
about  all  it  can  give  you.  You  may  change  the 
law  by  politics;  but  it  is  not  the  law  that  is  going 
to  insult  and  outrage  and  excommunicate  every 
colored  American  for  generations  to  come.  You 
can't  cure  the  conceit  of  the  white  people  that  they 
are  better  than  you  by  politics,  nor  their  ignorance, 
nor  their  prejudice,  nor  their  bigotry,  nor  any  of 
the  insolences  which  they  cherish  against  their 
colored  fellow-citizens. 

"Politics  is  the  snare  and  delusion  of  white 
men  as  well  as  black.  Politics  tickles  the  skin  of 
the  social  order;  but  the  disease  lies  deep  in  the 
internal  organs." 

Coun.  BAYLEY—  Mr.  President,  is  the  gentle- 
man going  to  read  the  whole  book? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  there  is  one 
page  left.      (Reading): 

"Social  equity  is  based  on  justice;  politics 
change  on  the  opinion  of  the  time.  The  black 
man's  skin  will  be  a  mark  of  social  inferiority  so 
long  as  white  men  are  conceited,  ignorant,  unjust, 
and  prejudiced.  You  cannot  legislate  these 
qualities  out  of  the  white — you  must  steal  them 
out  by  teaching,   illustration,   and  example. 

"No  man  ever  came  into  the  world  with  so 
grand  an  opportunity  as  the  American  negro. 
He  is  like  new  metal  dug  out  of  the  mine.  He 
stands  on  the  threshold  of  history,  with  every- 
thing to  learn  and  less  to  unlearn  than  any  civilized 
man  in  the  world.  In  his  heart  still  ring  the  free 
sounds  of  the  desert.  In  his  mind  he  carries  the 
traditions  of  Africa.  The  songs  with  which  he 
charms  American  ears  are  refrains  from  the 
tropical  deserts,  from  the  inland  seas  and  rivers 
of    the    dark    continent. 

"At  worst,  the  colored  American  has  only  a 
century  of  degrading  civilized  tradition,  habit, 
and  inferiority  to  forget  and  unlearn.  His  nature 
has  only  been  injured  on  the  outside  by  these 
late  circumstances.  Inside  he  is  a  new  man, 
fresh  from  nature, — a  color-lover,  an  enthusiast, 
a  believer  by  the  heart,  a  philosopher,  a  cheerful, 
natural,  good-natured  man.  He  has  all  the 
qualities  that  fit  him  to  be  a  good  Christian 
citizen  of  any  country;  he  does  not  worry  his 
soul  today  with  the  fear  of  next  week  or  next 
year.  He  has  feelings  and  convictions,  and  he 
loves  to  show  them.  He  sees  no  reason  why  he 
should  hide  them. 

"The  negro  is  the  only  graceful,  musical,  color- 
loving  American.  He  is  the  only  American  who 
has  written  new  songs  and  composed  new  music. 
He  is  the  most  spiritual  of  Americans,  for  he 
worships  with  his  soul  and  not  with  his  narrow 
mind.  For  him,  religion  is  to  be  believed,  accepted. 
like  the  very  voice  of  God,  and  not  invented. 
contrived,  reasoned  about,  shaded,  altered,  and 
made  fashionably  lucrative  and  marketable, 
as  it  is  made  by  too  many  white  Americans. 
As  Mr.  Downing,  who  preceded  me,  has  referred 
to  the  Catholic  religion,   1  may  1»'  pardoned  for 
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saying  thai  thare  is  one  religion  that  knows 
neither  race,  nor  das-.,  doi  color;  thai  offers  God 
unstintedly  the  riches  and  glories  of  this  world  in 
architecture,  in  painting,  in  marble,  and  in  music 
and  in  grand  ceremony,  There  is  no  other  way 
to  worship  God  with  the  whole  Boul;  though, 
there  are  many  other  ways  of  worshiping  rum 
with  the  intellect  at  bo  many  dollars  an  hour, 
in  an  economical  church,  a  band-organ  in  the 
gallery,  and  a  careful  committee  to  keep  down  the 
expenses.  The  negro  is  a  new  man,  a  free  man, 
a  spiritual  man.  a  hearty  man:  and  he-  can  be  a 
great  man  if  he  will  avoid  modeling  himself  on  the 
whites.  No  race  or  nation  is  meat  or  illusti 
exoepl  by  one  test -the  breeding  of  meat  men. 
Not  greal  merchants  or  traders,  not  rich  men. 
bankers,  insurance  mongers,  or  directors  of  gas 
companies."

"The  negto  will  never  take  his  stand  beside 
or  above  the  white  man  till  he  has  given  the  world 
proof  of  the  truth  and  beauty  and  heroism  and 
power  that  are  in  his  soul.  And  only  by  tin- 
organs  of  the  soul  arc  these  delivered;  by  the 
Self-respect  and  self-reflection,  by  philosophy, 
religion,  poetry,  art,  sacrifice,  and  love.  One 
poet  will  be  worth  a  hundred  bankers  and  brokers, 
worth  ten  presidents  of  the  United  States  to  the 
negro  race.  One  great  musician  will  speak  to 
the  world  for  the  black  man  as  no  thousand  editors 
or  politicians  can." 

Mr.  President,  I  feel  proud  to  quote  these  words 
of  John  Boyle  O'Reilly  at  this  time  as  expressing 
the  feeling  I  have  in  regard  to  the  actions  of  the 
leaders    of   organized   baseball. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  am  speaking  on  the  motion 
of  striking  remarks  from  the  record.  I  believe 
each  and  every  one  within  this  hallowed  chamber 
is  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  we  possess 
the  intelligence  that  an  omnipotent  Creator 
endowed  us  with.  When  we  rise  we  have  full 
reflection  of  the  will.  No  one — at  least  I  have 
never  noticed  it — was  ever  refused  the  oppor- 
tunity when  he  wants  to  speak.  I  believe  that 
every  word  that  a  man  utters  in  public  life  should 
be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  That 
is  your  public  record  and,  therefore,  you  are  held 
up  to  ridicule  or  castigation  at  any  time  by  any 
man  or  any  person  who  may  oppose  you  for  your 
position.  As  Councilor  Coffey  well  said,  and 
other  councilors,  we  have  gone  far  afield  from 
the  particular  petitions  of  the  American  League 
and  the  National  League.  Racial  and  religious 
discrimination  has  been  brought  up,  and  by 
inference  a  certain  minority  race  has  been  casti- 
gated, and  I  don't  believe  that  we  are  helping 
ourselves  or  our  Honorable  Body  by  indulging  in 
such  verbal  assaults.  I  have  said  on  so  many- 
occasions  that,  it  is  nauseating  both  to  myself 
and  to  your  ears,  but  no  one,  regardless,  has  any 
power  over  his  race.  That  is  determined  by 
nature  and  the  Author  of  nature.  Your  religion 
is  that  which  you  are  born  into  and  which  you 
embrace  through  your  free  will  or  by  conversion. 
Now,  the  black  man  is  black  because  of  atmospheric 
and  climatic  reasons.  The  Irish  race  question  has 
been  raised  here  today.  As  I  said  a  year  and  a 
half  ago,  there  are  more  Irishmen  of  the  black 
race  in  the  West  Indies  than  the  total  population 
in  north  Ireland.  That  is  not  open  to  refuta- 
tion; that  is  based  on  fact.  It  is  because  the 
Irish  were  despoiled  of  their  heritage  and  trans- 
planted in  the  West  Indies  in  order  to  die  a  natural 
death  and  to  exterminate  the  Irish  race,  but  it 
was  done  by  fools  whose  bodies  now  lie  six  feet 
under  the  English  sod.  There  are  more  Irishmen 
in  South  and  Central  America  than  there  are  in 
the  small  island  which  today  is  a  shining  symbol 
of  neutrality  against  the  onrush  of  Communism 
and  Nazism.  Councilor  Feeney  three  weeks  ago 
brought  in  a  resolution  asking  that  the  neutrality 
of  Ireland  be  upheld,  and  it  was  passed  unani- 
mously. The  Jewish  race — I  have  fought  for 
them  on  the  Council  floor.  I  fought  for  them  a 
year  and  a  half  ago  when  I  was  labeled  the  cause 
of  disunity.  I  speak  on  principle,  Mr.  President. 
Principle  never  changes  over  the  course  of  years. 
Today  Palestine  is  closed  to  the  Jewish  people 
because  of  Great  Britain's  policy  of  divide  and 
rule.     Councilor  Taylor  and  Councilor  Muchnick 


are  well  equipped,  verbally  and  intellectually,  to 
amplify  the  voice  of  those  whom  they  espouse. 
They  need  no  feeble  utterance  of  mine  to  ever 
amplify  their  voices.  No  man  or  no  person  should 
be  persecuted  or  prosecuted  because  of  his  race 
and  his  religion.  We  are  guaranteed  under  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  that,  all  men  are  created  equal. 
That  was  a  Christian  principle  excogitated  in  the 
mind  of  an  Irish  bishop  and  stolen  by  the  pen  of 
Thomas  Jefferson.  This  week,  as  I  have  said 
previously,  is  1 1 1 » 1  \  Week.  It  is  also  notable  for 
the  .lews  as  the  Passover.  But  on  the  first.  Good 
Fridaj  ,  without  entering  into  the  realm  of  religion, 
there  was  a  countless  multitude,  and  a  young 
man  of  thirty-three  years  of  age  struggling  up  the 
heights  of  New  Calvary  in  order  to  be  crucified 
because  of  his  principles, — his  principles  of 
brotherly  love.  And  of  that  multitude  then- 
was  no  one,  including  his  own  apostles,  that 
helped  him  carry  His  cross  except  a  black  man. 
Simon  of  Cyrena.  Even  though  that  man  healed 
the  blind  and  fed  the  hungry  and  helped  the  poor, 
the  downtrodden,  the  oppressed,  there  was  only 
one  man  who  aided  and  assisted  him,-  -Simon  of 
Cyrena,  a  black  man.  I  shall  always  take  my 
feet,  in  public  assembly,  in  public  hall  or  on  public 
platform,  to  protect  minorities,  and  try  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  to  show  the  first  axiom  of 
Christianity,  brotherly  love.  But  I  don't  believe, 
Mr.  President,  that  discrimination  should  enter 
into  the  granting  of  this  petition.  We  either 
accept,  it  or  reject  it,  upon  our  vote,  and  now, 
Mr.  President,  without  asking  for  the  shutting  off 
of  debate,  I  will  move  the  previous  question. 

Coun,  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President 

Coun.  HANLEY — If  I  am  to  impugn  the  de- 
bating quality  of  any  of  my  colleagues,  I  withdraw 
that  motion. 

(Motion  withdrawn.) 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  the 
reason  I  ask  that  these  remarks  be  stricken  from 
the  record,  answering  my  colleague  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor)  who  read  from  the  book  relative  to 
John  Boyle  O'Reilly  lully  two  pages,  I  told  you, 
gentlemen,  about  the  colored  people  in  a  few 
sentences.  Coming  back  to  the  remarks  and  the 
matter  of  having  them  stricken  from  the  record, 
the  topic  we  discussed  here  this  afternoon  has 
nothing  at  all  to  do  with  the  licenses  before  us. 
Back  some  months  ago  there  was  another  dis- 
cussion similar  to  what  we  are  discussing  here 
with  regard  to  discrimination,  and  it  was  passages 
of  those  remarks  that,  were  taken  from  the  city 
record.  And  back  here  a  month  ago  over  the 
radio  certain  of  those  passages  taken  from  our 
record,  supposed  to  be  quoted  by  one  particular 
councilor,  were  broadcast  all  over  this  country. 
Those  were  not  his  entire  remarks.  They  just 
took  out  the  ones  they  wanted  to  take  out  and 
broadcast  them  all  over  the  country.  That  same 
program  was  to  be  renewed  tomorrow  night  at 
11.30  o'clock,  but  since  last  week  it  has  been  can- 
celed, and  they  are  not  having  any  program  such  as 
"World  at  War"  or  "Assignments,  U.  S.  A." 
on  the  radio  program  tomorrow  night  at  11.30 
o'clock.  That  was  a  program  that  condemned 
the  Irish  here  in  Boston,  and  it  is  such  words  as 
we  put  into  the  record  here  today  that  they  take 
out  and  use  any  way  they  want  to,  because  they 
don't  go  into  it  fully,  the  way  they  should.  And, 
Mr.  President,  as  I  cited  in  my  remarks  when  I 
first  took  the  floor,  I  represent  the  largest  colored 
population  in  this  city.  I  have  more  colored 
people  in  my  ward  than  all  other  wards  combined. 
I  cited  also  a  case  at  the  first  of  the  year  where  the 
councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  asked 
that  this  Body  go  on  record  favoring  some  resolu- 
tion relative  to  discrimination  that  was  before 
the  School  Committee.  That  order  was  defeated 
here,  and  only  three  voted  for  the  resolution. 
But  they  went  out  into  my  district,  and  the  two 
colored  newspapers  editorially  condemned  me. 
Is  there  any  way  at  all  you  can  rectify  that  with 
the  colored  people?  That  is  all  I  am  asking,  to 
have  these  records  here  stricken  from  the  record, 
because  certain  people  will  get  these  records  and 
say  that  Dan  Sullivan  is  against  the  colored  people, 
when  it  is  the  other  way  round.  Those  two  that 
are  fostering  or  bringing  this  "red  herring"  in 
here  are  the  ones  that  are  doing  more  harm  to  the 
colored  people  than  Dan  Sullivan  will  ever  do, 
and  I  am  asking  you  sincerely  and  from  my  heart 
to  strike  out.  the  remarks  from  the  record. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Consistently  for  over  two 
years  I  have  opposed  striking  from  the  record, 
and  it  was  in  my  mind  when  I  was  talking  last  to 
refresh  the  memories  of  two  councilors  who  were 
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with  me  prior  to  last  January,  that  I  have  never 
once  supported  a  motion  to  strike  from  the  record. 
I  am  in  a  peculiar  position  now,  because  in  order 
to  prove  the  merit  of  my  stand,  I  must  say  certain 
things,  and  I  intend  to  be  moderate  in  my  re- 
marks. I  advise  Councilor  Dan  Sullivan  very 
strongly  to  be  guided  by  the  experience  I  have  had. 
I  ask  Councilor  Dan  Sullivan  to  withdraw  his 
motion  for  one  reason,  unselfishly  to  myself,  or 
eventually  he  will  have  to  undergo  the  treatment. 
I  had  to  undergo  prior.  I  was  accused  three 
times  of  having  removed  surreptitiously  from  the 
record  certain  statements.  I  give  my  word  here 
I  didn't  know  what  the  charge  was  based  upon 
at  the  time.  Then  after  this  present  Council 
came  into  being,  the  charge  was  made  twice  more, 
and  it  became  such  a  sore  spot  with  me  I  checked 
and  investigated  and  found  out  that  the  remarks 
I  am  supposed  to  have  removed  surreptitiously 
from  the  record  were  made  August  31,  1042.  And 
lo  and  behold,  on  that  day  I  was  in  conflict  with 
Councilor  Coffey  in  defense  of  an  order  that  the 
gentleman  had  put  in.  As  a  result  of  a  lot  of 
acrimonious  statements  —  anil  the  record  here  is 
inviolable  —  on  motion  of  Councilor  Scannell 
it  was  voted  "all  debate  concerning  the  foregoing 
be  stricken  from  the  record."  And  I  was  accused 
of  surreptitiously  removing  remarks  from  the 
record.  After  two  years  I  come  across  the  truth 
of  the  good  sense  in  my  stand,  never  to  oppose 
anything  that  has  been  said  that  should  go  into 
the  record,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  mainly  to 
afford  the  man  who  makes  the  statement  a  chance 
to  point  to  the  black  and  white  of  his  own  utter- 
ances, or  to  the  deletion  caused  on  some  one  else's 
motion,  not  his  own,  and  not  by  any  tricky, 
underhanded  practices. —  mind  you,  underhanded 
practices, —  if  the  gentleman  were  right,  with  the 
connivance  of  the  stenographers  and  the  City 
Clerk, —  if  the  gentleman  were  right.  He  did  not 
malign  me  alone.  I  strongly  advise  you,  Coun- 
cilor Sullivan,  to  leave  every  word  in  that  record 
today,  or  in  three  or  four  months,  you  will  find 
yourself  put  to  the  necessity,  after  the  gallery  — 
and  it  is  never  the  same  gallery  the  second  time  — ■ 
walks  out  from  here  with  the  misapprehension 
that  you  are  a  sneak,  that  you  are  a  rogue  and  a 
practitioner  of  sharp  practices.  Don't  say  it  if 
you  are  going  to  divert  from  it,  and  when  you  once 
take  a  stand  maintain  it  against  all  opposition 
unless  your  conscience  and  the  superior  knowledge 
that  comes  to  you  later  urges  upon  you  the  good 
judgment  and  the  sportsmanship  of  changing 
your  mind.  I  don't  think  a  word  said  here  today 
has  been  so  bitterly  personal  or  acrimonious  that 
it  ought  to  be  stricken  from  the  record  by  both 
of  the  very  men  who  have  enjoyed  themselves 
in  making  the  statements.  You  have  said  them; 
now  abide  by  them.     I  hope  the  motion  is  lost. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  hope  that 
Councilor  Kinsella  when  the  vote  is  taken  will 
reconsider  the  remarks  he  made.  For  four  and  a 
half  years  I  have  gone  along  the  same  way  he  has 
and  opposed  and  voted  against  striking  from  the 
record  at  any  and  all  times,  but  Councilor  Dan 
Sullivan  is  most  sincere  when  he  asks  us  here  to 
strike  from  the  record  today.  So  I  am  going  to 
vote  the  way  Councilor  Dan  Sullivan  wants  me 
to  vote,  evidently,  by  the  statement  he  made, 
and  I  don't  think  it  is  because  of  anything  he  said, 
because  anything  he  has  said  so  far  will  do  him 
credit  among  the  Negro  and  white  races;  but  only 
because  of  the  fact,  as  he  has  said,  that  on  a  previ- 
ous occasion  two  papers  in  his  district  had  con- 
demned him,  and  evidently  they  must  have 
condemned  him  on  sincere  statements  made  in 
the  record,  statements  they  could  pick  out,  state- 
ments I  have  had  used  against  me,  and  statements 
I  don't  give  a  damn  about,  because  I  think  I  can 
go  into  more  homes  in  my  ward  than  any  other 
person  in  my  ward,  so  I  don't  fear  the  stand  I 
have  taken  here.  But  because  of  the  section 
that  Dan  Sullivan  comes  from,  because  of  certain 
statements  made  here,  because  certain  people 
have  access  to  those  statements  and  can  pick  as 
they  so  please  certain  things  out  and  just  use 
those  certain  things,  I  think  in  the  case  of  Dan 
Sullivan,  who  has  in  his  ward  the  biggest  Negro 
population  in  the  entire  city,  I  think  for  courtesy 
the  membeis  here,  for  once,  should  go  on  record 
and  have  those  statements  stricken  from  the 
record,  for  his  sake, — not  that  he  has  said  anything 
but  what  will  do  him  credit.  In  closing,  I  would 
like  to  ask  one  question  about  the  minority  races. 
I  would  like  to  ask  this,  and  I  ask  it  in  all  sincerity, 
"Who  in  hell  in  this  country  is  a  majority  race? '  ' 
I  mean  that.  According  to  the  last  census  there 
are    supposed    to    be    something    like    twenty-two 


million  Negroes  in  the  United  States.  That  is 
four  times  the  French  population,  the  Italian 
population,  or  the  Jewish  population,  and  I  don't 
consider  them  a  minority.  They  have  better 
than  one  sixth  of  the  population  of  this  eountrj  , 
almost  down  to  one  fifth  of  the  population — so  I 
don't  consider  them  a  minority.  As  I  have  said 
before,  this  thing  has  gone  too  far  afield.  It  was 
brought  in  here  as  to  whether  we  were  going  to 
grant  petitions  for  Sunday  baseball  or  not,  and, 
as  Councilor  Hannon  has  well  brought  cut,  if  an 
order  is  to  be  introduced  opposing  discrimination 
against  all  races  in  this  country,  naturally  we  will 
all  oppose  discrimination.  Don't  have  it  mis- 
construed we  are  going  on  record  as  not  favoring 
baseball  because  baseball  is  going  to  stop  the 
Negroes  from  participating  in  that  sport.  I  am 
going  to  ask  you,  and  I  have  never  asked  you  before 
not  to  go  along  with  people, — but  I  am  going  to 
ask  you  to  strike  everything  said  here  today  from 
the  record  for  Councilor  Dan  Sullivan's  sake. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  my  reason 
for  rising  at  the  present  time  is  that  I  had  the 
distinct  honor  and  pleasure  of  representing  Coun- 
cilor Daniel  F.  Sullivan  at  the  opening  of  the 
U.  S.  O.  on  Ruggles  street  in  Roxbury  about  three 
months  ago.  I  say  it  was  a  distinct  honor  and 
pleasure  for  me  to  represent  my  colleague,  Coun- 
cilor Daniel  F.  Sullivan.  It  was  the  first  U.  S.  O. 
that  was  ever  opened  up  for  the  Negro  race  within 
the  boundaries  of  our  country,  and  the  speech  that 
I  delivered  was  given  to  me  by  Councilor  Daniel  F. 
Sullivan.  I  delivered  it  upon  the  platform  before 
approximately  800  persons  of  the  Negro  race,  and 
the  remarks  that  I  made  were  commended  by 
the  distinguished  members  of  that  honorable  race 
within  the  confines  of  his  ward.  And  if  the 
councilor  at  any  time  is  the  target  for  vituperative 
tongues  that  for  political  purposes  try  to  single 
him  out,  I  shall,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  defend 
him  on  that  same  platform  in  the  center  of  the 
Negro  populadion  of  Boston.  His  remarks  were 
centered  around  the  Great  Emancipator.  Abraham 
Lincoln,  who  broke  asunder  for  all  time  the 
tentacles  of  human  bondage  which  drag  a  man 
down  because  of  the  color  of  his  skin.  And  to 
you.  Councilor  Daniel  F.  Sullivan,  I  am  saying  to 
you  that  my  words  were  applauded  by  every  mem- 
ber present  at  that  gathering,  and  those  words  were 
your  words.  I  was  merely  your  recording  voice, 
and  I  say  from  my  association  with  you  that  no 
one  can  ever  point  a  finger  of  scorn  or  castigation 
at  your  love  for  your  fellow  man.  regardless  of 
what  his  race  is,  or  his  religiuos  convictions. 

Coun.  CAREY — I,  too,  am  going  to  vote  against 
striking  any  remarks  from  the  record  here  today, 
and  I  want  to  say  to  Councilor  Daniel  Sullivan 
that  the  words  he  uttered  the  last  time  he  was 
on  the  floor  here,  a  few  minutes  ago,  he  can  depend 
upon  it  may  well  stand  in  his  stead  as  the  days  go 
by.  His  defense  of  his  position  is  one  that  deserves 
commendation,  and  I  am  sure  if  the  necessity 
ever  arises  where  reference  must  be  made  to  the 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  today,  he  may  well 
be  proud  of  what  he  said  on  the  floor  a  few  minutes 
ago.  In  answer  to  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor),  I  am  very  sorry  he  is  so  thin 
skinned.  I  did  use  the  words,  I  believe,  that 
there  is  a  minority  group  here  in  this  Council. 
In  this  particular  instance  I  would  like  to  change 
those  particular  words  by  saying  that  there 
are  at  times  certain  members  of  this  Council 
who  seem  to  insist  on  starting  discussions  here 
within  this  chamber  that  have  no  result  but  tin- 
creating  of  very  bad  feeling  instead  of  a  friend- 
ship that  some  day,  if  cemented  properly,  might 
prove  very  valuable  to  each  and  every  member 
of  this  Body.  I  made  bo  reference  when  I  was 
on  the  floor  before  to  the  Irish  race.  That  re- 
mark had  been  made  by  another  councilor,  but  I 
want  to  say  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  that  I 
come  from  the  Irish  race,  and  not  only  today  but 
for  centuries  past,  the  Irish  race  has  definitely 
been  persecuted;  but  they  had  to  take  it  on  the 
chin,  and  do  their  best  to  defend  themselves.  You 
are  always  going  to  have  discrimination,  as  I  have 
said  on  this  floor  on  one  or  two  previous  occasions, 
whether  it  will  be  discrimination  against  the  Jew, 
the  Catholic  or  the  colored  man.  Human  nature 
never  will  change.  But  I  would  like  to  see  the  day 
come  when  the  members  of  this  Council,  as  might 
well  have  been  done  in  this  instance  here,  if  they 
want  to  attempt  to  make  a  name  for  themselves 
with  the  colored  people  of  Boston,  might  resort 
to  the  press  or  other  means.  Councilor  Much- 
nick,  for  instance,  could  have  written  to  the  owners 
of  the  Boston  Red  Sox  and  the  Boston  Braves  and 
asked  them  as   true  Americans  it    they   wouldn't 
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bonsent  to  relaxing  tin-  present  restriction,  oi  w 
ever  you  might  call  it,  and  permit  the  colored 
people,  the  good  ball  players  :t ml  there  are  do 
doubt  many.  I  have  seen  them  mysell  to 
with  the  Red  So\  and  the  Braves  this  year.  But, 
ho,  you  have  the  same  old  Btory.  Instead  of 
certain  members  oi  this  Council  treating  a  m 
like  thai  individually,  and  by  themselves,  what 
do  they  do?  The  only  place  they  can  get  pub- 
licity and  got  it  into  the  record,  1  guess,  is  here 
on  the  llciui  ui"  the  Council,  bo  they  throw  disi 
ination  to  the  winds.  I  know  there  are  certain 
members  here  today  who  deeply  resent  bringing 
this  matter  on  the  floor  ol  the  Council.  I 
was  bo  cecessity  foi  it.  Why  didn't  Counciloi 
Muchnick,  as  1  say.  write  to  the  Braves  oi  the 
Red  Sos,  write  to  Commissioner  l.andis.  or  who- 
evei  he  wanted  io  ask  to  have  those  restrictions 
relaxed.  But  no,  tin-  sounding  board  had  t"  be 
used,  ami  I  wonder  sometimes  who  cares  how 
tin'  Huston  city  Council  is  going  in  vote  on  this 
inattfi  tmlay.  Tin-  colored  people  in  my  district 
know  me,  thank  God;  ana  the  Jewish  people 
in  mv  district  also  know  me,  thank  God.  They 
know  me  because  they  have  had  dealings  with 
me,  and  they  know  that  when  there  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  Counciloi  Carey  to  help  cither  the 
colored  man  or  the  Jew  he  is  right  there  to  <lo  it. 
and  he  goes  through  foi  them.  But  while  certain 
members  of  this  Council  continue  to  In-  members 
of  this  Council,  we  are  going  to  have  nothing  but 
repetition  of  what  we  have  had  here  tmlay.  I 
will  vote  against  striking  from  the  record,  hut  I 
want  to  repeat  that  my  vote  today  for  the  grant- 
ing ol  this  license  can  never  be  interpreted  as  one 

against  I  he  colored  men. 

Coun.     RUSSO — I    suppose    there    arc    many 

limes  in  our  lives  when  we  arc  called  upon  Io 
make  decisions  and  make  them  according  to  the 
dictates  of  our  conscience  and  mind,  and  not  try 
io  he  persuaded  by  any  emotion  that  is  not  just. 
1  am  opposed  to  Btrkiing  anything  from  (lie  record 
because  I  believe,  as  I  have  stated  many,  many 
times  on  this  floor,  that  before  I  take  my  feet  to 
say  anything,  I  ought  to  know  what  I  am  speaking 
about.  I  have  in  mind,  Mr.  President,  the  many 
colored  people  that  live  in  my  district.  And, 
having  in  mind  that,  as  I  stated  before  and  have 
repeated  on  this  floor  time  and  time  again,  we  all 
ought  to  be  contented  with  our  race,  color  or 
creed,  and  in  particular  with  our  color,  bee 
that  was  not  our  wish.  That  was  the  wish  of 
God.  and  He  Himself  had  the  power  of  creating 
us  whatever  we  are.  No  one  should  be  ashamed 
of  his  color  and  no  one  should  be  ashamed  of  his 
race.  I  know,  Mr.  President,  in  so  far  as  the 
arguments  advanced  here  in  behalf  of  the  colored 
people  are  concerned,  that  I  firmly  believe  it  was 
not  the  proper  time  and  the  proper  occasion  to 
bring  it  up.  If  we  want  to  speak  in  so  far  as 
minorities  are  concerned,  I  believe  that  1  perhaps 
am  one  of  a  minority  group,  but  one  who  has 
always  fought  for  anything  that  I  have  had,  and 
for  anything  that  my  children  will  have.  I  will 
always  fight  for  some  one  else  who  may  be 
tomorrow  deprived  of  those  things.  I  was  read- 
ing some  time  ago  the  history  of  Giuseppe  Gari- 
baldi, one  of  the  greatest  friends  that  Abraham 
Lincoln  ever  had.  They  were  two  men  who 
wanted  to  free  the  slaves,  and  it  was  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  Giuseppe  Garibaldi  that  Abraham 
Lincoln  thought  of  freeing  the  slaves.  I  know, 
Mr.  President,  that  if  there  was  any  discrimina- 
tion, or  is  any  discrimination  that  can  be  proven 
— and  I  hate  the  word  "discrimination" — I  say 
there  is  favoritism,  and  favoritism  has  been  used 
since  the  dawn  of  day.  The  question  here  before 
us  is  only  whether  we  are  going  to  allow  Sunday 
baseball.  So  I  say  to  Councilor  Daniel  Sullivan 
that  he  ought  to  be  proud  he  has  stated  on  this 
floor  what  he  has  said,  but  I  believe  that,  those 
words  will  be  to  his  benefit  instead  of  being  detri- 
mental to  him.  Therefore,  I  am  opposed  to 
striking  out  anything  from  the  record. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  say  for  the 
benefit  of  Councilor  Daniel  Sullivan  and  those 
within  hearing  of  my  voice  that  Dan  is  not  known 
as  an  orator,  and  that  isn't  meant  as  a  left-handed 
compliment.  But  I  want  to  tell  Dan  Sullivan 
today,  and  for  no  use  in  the  future,  either,  that 
I  never  heard  a  more  magnificent  statement  of 
principle  than  he  advanced.  His  construction 
was  faultless,  and  his  idea  was  eminently  sensible, 
and  I  really  mean  it  as  a  friend  when  I  say  if  he 
denies  publication  of  this  city  record  he  is  going

Coun.  I).  F.  SULLIVAN— 1  bow  to  the  better 
judgment  of  my  colleagues,  who  have  shown  me 
the  light  ol  day,  and  I  am  going  to  withihaw  my 
motion.  In  doing  so,  1  wish  to  add,  Mi.  President, 
that  the  colored  people  in  my  ward  know  that  at 
no  time  have   I  ever  brought    orders  here  relative 

to  discrimination  against  colored  people.  When 
there  has  been  anj  discrimination  brought  to 
ray  attention  I  have  always  gone  to  the  source 
aevei  bo  bring  that  question  of  discrimina- 
tion into  Ihis  Body.  1  have  done,  as  far  as  I 
know  a  good  job  for  the  colored  people.  The 
votes  of  ihe  past  two  elections  in  my  district  show 
it.     Assuming    thej    an     cub     human,    they    are 

going   to    vote   for   one   of    their   own    when    one  of 

them  is  on  tie  ballot.  Theie  is  no  colored  person 
that  can  say  I  have  refused  to  see  them  here  in  the 
Council  or  at  my  home.     Mj  friends  in  the  colored 

district  arc  many.  The  reason  I  was  asking  that 
these  remarks  be  stricken  from  the  record  was 
because  when  I  read  the  editorials  in  those  two 
newspapers  condemning  me  1  knew  they  wen 
condemning    me    unjustly,    leaving    those    people 

who  had  faith  in  me  to  think  I  had  no  faith  in  the 
colored  people,  and  was  definitely  against,  the 
colored  people,  which  was  not  true.  I  feci  that 
He  colored  people  have  a  tough  road  ahead  of 
them.  The  have  had  it  for  /ears,  but  thej  are 
making  a  Steady  climb,  and  it  is  only  going  to  be  a 

question  of  time  when  the  colored  people  or  the 
colored  boys  are  going  to  lie  seen  on  our  big  league 
baseball  teams.  The  colored  people  didn't  ask 
the  two  councilors  from  Wards  12  and  !)  to  take 
up  their  cudgels.  They  didn't  ask  me,  either,  and 
most  of  the  leaders  come  from  my  district.  The 
colored  people  are  making  a  valiant  fight  in  their 
own  behalf.  They  are  not  asking  any  one  of  any 
ol  her  race  or  creed  to  help  them  out.  When  they 
find  that  there  is  a  little  assistance  somebody  can 
give  them,  they  don't  want  any  publicity,  they 
want  to  go  along  and  do  it  the  right  way.  They 
don't  want  to  be  tied  in  with  any  other  group,  and 
they  are  forced  to  do  it  when  they  are  appointed 
to  these  various  committees.  There  is  no  dis- 
crimination against  the  color -.1  people,  as  some 
people  would  lead  you  to  believe.  They  have  th.ir 
troubles,  the  same  as  any  other  race  have.  They 
have  their  own  leaders  that  are  out  fighting  every 
day  for  them,  but  they  are  not  looking  for  publicity 
to  bring  it  to  the  forefront,  because  they  know  that 
the  worst  thing  they  can  do  in  claiming  discrimina- 
tion is  bringing  it  out  into  the  newspapers,  bring- 
ing it  out  into  the  forefront,  because  there  is  one 
word  that  every  man  despises  and  hates,  and  that 
is  the  word  "discrimination."  And  when  anyone 
conies  to  us  and  uses  that  word,  saving  that  they 
have  been  discriminated  against  because  of  a 
ice  or  religion,  wc  immediately  despise  them  for 
Baying  that  word.  And  the  same  thing  goes  on 
in  our  city  departments.  One  particular  group  of 
people  have  said  when  they  didn't  get  their  way 
that  they  are  discriminated  against,  and  it  is 
fortunate  that  they  have  two  men  in  public  office 
here  in  the  city  that  fit  in  on  the  second  floor  that 
put  those  department  heads,  as  they  call  it,  in  their 
place.  I  have  had  department  heads  come  to 
me  —  not  come  to  me,  but  in  the  course  of  a  dis- 
cussion tell  me,  that  certain  people  had  come  to 
them  and  looked  for  things,  and  they  said,  "I 
can't  do  it."  The  .same  as  you  or  I  or  any  em- 
ployee in  that  department  may  go  and  ask  for 
something,  and  they  tell  them  honestly  it  can't  be 
done,  ami  immediately  they  raise  the  question  of 
discrimination,  and  it  is  being  worked  to  death. 
Mr.  President,  that  is  the  reason  why  I  don't 
like  to  see  this  brought  in  here,  relative  to  this 
order,  relative  to  the  colored  people.  The  colored 
people  didn't  ask  me  or  anybody,  and  they  have 
never  asked  me  or  anybody  to  take  the  floor  of  this 
Council  and  have  this  Bod]  go  on  record  that  they 
are  being  discriminated  against  in  any  branch  of 
our  government  or  private  industry.  And  I  will 
say  this  for  the  colored  people  and  their  leaders, 
that  they  are  doing  a  fine  job,  and  if  they  are  left 
alone  they  will  continue  to  do  that  fine  job  and 
and  take  their  places  in  public  life  and  private 
industry,  and  right  along  the  line.  They  don't 
need  the  assistance  of  me  or  any  other  race,  and 
thej   are  doing  a  fine  job.      I  withdraw   my  motion 
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to  have  the  remarks  stricken  from  the  record, 
and  I  want  to  thank  my  colleagues  for  showing 
me  the  light  of  day  in  asking  me  to  withdraw  my 
motion  and  in  stating  their  reasons  for  not  having 
these  remarks  withdrawn.

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Printing  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
restore  to  the  sixty-four  Union  members  employed 
in  his  department  the  Emergency  Compensation 
Allotment  of  $200  per  year  which  was  taken  from 
them  on  February  15,  1044,  and  that,  the  payments 
be  resumed  from  that  date;  and  that  the  Police 
and  Fire  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  tin-  Mayor,  to  restore  the  Emergency 
Compensation  allotments  to  the  uniformed  forces 
.if   their  departments. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  on  the  original 
order,  without,  going  into  any  lengthy  talk,  I  only 
want  to  say  it  is  very  difficult  for  me  to  under- 
stand why.  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  employees 
in  the  Printing  Plant  were  given  pay  increases  that 
brought  them  up  to  the  pay  scales  of  union  help, 
they  were  simultaneously  denied  the  $200  emer- 
gency compensation  allotment  that  was  allowed 
to  every  other  city  employee.  And  also,  while  the 
police  and  firemen  were  giyen  $200  permanent 
increase,  they  were  simultaneously  denied  the  $200 
emergency  compensation  allotment  that  had  been 
previously  allowed  to  them.  On  the  word  of  Mr. 
Twomey,  Superintendent  of  the  Printing  Plant, 
the  highest  pay  earned  by  any  employee  of  his 
plant  is  $48.60  a  week.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  that  had  employees  of  the  Printing  Plant 
been  receiving  at  the  time  the  emergency  compen- 
sation allotment  became  effective  the  same  pay 
they  had  been  receiving  before  bringing  their  pay 
up  to  the  union  scale,  they  would  have  been  given 
the.  emergency  allotment  the  same  as  the  other 
city  employees.  Those  employees  earn  a  maximum 
of  $48.60  a  week,  and  the  policemen  and  firemen 
receive  a  maximum  of  $2,300  a  year,  those  re- 
ceiving the  maximum;  and,  of  course,  those  who 
haven't  received  their  maximum,  whose  scale  of 
wages  goes  down  to  $1,800,  have  been  denied  the 
$200  emergency  compensation  allotment.  It  is 
difficult  to  understand  why  such  action  was  taken. 
The  policemen  and  firemen  are  underpaid,  as  we 
all  know.  According  to  the  admission  of  the 
Printing  Plant  officials,  their  employees  were  not 
receiving  the  pay   that  was  being  given  to  union 

employees.     Now,  the  policemen  and  the  fu en 

and  the  employees  of  the  Printing  Plant,  are  em 
ployees  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  they  are  being

In  view  of  this,  the  area 
should  be  fenced  in  with  at  least  a  6-foot  high 
fence,  built  on  the  back  of  the  sidewalk  line. 
The   responsibility,   however,   for  erecting  this 

fence,  rests  with  the  owners  of  the  private  property, 
and  it  is  my  understanding  that  an  opinion  has 
been  requested  from  the  Law  Department  as  to 
i  In  steps  that,  should  be  taken  to  force  the  owner 
of  the  property  to  erect,  a  fence  in  the  interests  of 
the  safety  of  the  children  of  tie 

In  the  event,  that  it  is  found  impossible  to  force 
the  owner  to  erect  a  fence,  this  department  will 
gladly  take  steps  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a 
fence  on  the  curb  line,  or  parallel  with  the  curb 
line,  at  the  middle  point  of  the  sidewalk.  The 
erection  of  the  fence  by  department  forces  in 
either  of  the  latter  two  referenced  locations  would 
be  necessary  because  we  cannot  erect  such  a  fence 
on  private  property,  and  the  erection  of  it  on  the 
public  sidewalk  area  would  be  just  as  effective  as 
erecting  it  on  private  property  adjacent  to  the 
public   sidewalk.

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  some  time  in 
the  first  part  of  February — February  7,  to  be 
exact, — I  introduced  an  order  which  was  passed 
under  suspension  of  the  rules  by  this  Honorable 
Body,  requesting  the  School  Committee,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  see  to  it  that  sufficient 
food  is  provided  for  the  Junior  High  and  the  High 
Schools  in  Dorchester  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
children  attending  the  same.  By  the  answer  I 
got,  either  the  councilor  from  Ward  15  doesn't 
know  what  is  going  on  in  Dorchester  or  somebody 
in  the  School  Committee  is  very  lax  in  his  duties. 
In  defense  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  15,  I  might 
say  to  the  School  Committee  that  I  happen  to 
know  what  is  going  on  in  Ward  15  and  other  wards 
in  Dorchester,  because  I  am  there  seven  days  a 
week.  I  got  this  answer,  Mr.  President,  "The 
School  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that 
in  its  opinion  the  school  cafeterias  serve  good, 
wholesome,  well-prepared  and  attractive  food  at 
low  cost."  And  then  the  Director  of  School 
Lunches  reports  that  there  hasn't  been  any  short- 
age of  food  at  any  time.  Well,  Mr.  President, 
if  these  people  from  the  School  Committee  would 
only  go  out  into  these  Intermediate  Schools  and 
High  Schools  in  Dorchester  and  go  in  on  the  second 
lunch  period  and  see  what  the  girls  and  boys  I 
to  eat  in  the  second  lunch  period,  and  if  they  did 
that  for  about  six  days,  then  they  would  be  in 
some  hospital  through  starvation,  because  the  boys 
and  girls  in  Dorchester  who  go  to  school  and  are 
unfortunate  enough  to  be  given  their  lunch  periods 
in  the  second  part  have  very  little  to  eat.  Now, 
as  far  as  the  second  letter  received  from  the  School 
Committee  is  concerned,  the  committee  would 
point  out  that  the  pupils  have  the  privilege  of 
bringing  their  own  lunches  to  school.  What  a 
sensible  answer  to  give  anybody.  The  taxpayers 
of  the  City  of  Boston  contribute  some  $10,000  a

Ii  listing  Company  On  February  22,  1944, 
11.30  p.  m..  under  the  title  'Words  at  War.  Assign- 
ment U.  S.  A.',  and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel 
inform  the  members  of  the  City  Council  just  what 
action,  if  any,  the  city  can  take  in  behalf  of  1 1 
persons  who  have  been  maligned." 

I  understand  that  Mr.  William  O'Donnell,  the 
City  Messenger,  by  letter,  has  requested  the 
National  Broadcasting  Company  for  a  copy  of  the 
program  involved,  and  that  he  has  been  advised 
that  the  company  is  unable  to  comply  with  his 
request. 

From  an  examination  of  the  applicable  law  and 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Federal  Com- 
munication Commission,  it  appears  that  radio 
stations  are  not  required  to  preserve  copies,  either 
by  way  of  transcription  or  written  script,  of  local 
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or  net  work  broadcasts;  nor  arc  radio  stations 
required  to  supply  either  a  recording  or  copy  of  I  he 
script  of  a  program  to  a  person  requesting  the  same. 
On  February  1,  1944,  the  commission  announced 
a  proposed  addition  to  its  Rules  and  Regulations 
which  would  require  I  lie  preservation  of  :i  record- 
ing of  every  radio  program  broadcast  over  a 
regional  or  national  network  by  the  station  in 
which  the  program  originates,  unless  the  program 
itself  is  a  recorded  transcription.  \  hearing 
held  on  March  15,  1944,  oji  the  proposed  rule,  bu1 

no  decision  has  been  announced  up  to  the  present

I  sincerely  trust,  therefore,  that  more 
attention  will  be  paid  to  this  order  than  to  the 
order  I  introduced  a  week  ago,  to  which  we  have 
had  no  answer.  I  certainly  trust  that  this  order 
will  be  recognized  and  that  the  officials  of  the 
Bousing  Authority  will  recognize  the  injustice  of 
forcing  these  tenants  to  sign  these  new  leases  by 
April  15,  when  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  pay 
the  advance  in  rent  that  is  required  of  them.  I 
therefore  demand,  in  fairness  to  the  large  majority 
of  tenants  in  these  units,  that  the  officials  of  the 
Moslem  Housing  Authority  will  not  maintain  its 
"hands  up"  attitude  until  each  individual  case 
has  been  gone  over  thoroughly,  asking  them  to 
keep  in  mind  such  cases  as  I  mentioned  last  week 
and  as  I  have  referred  to  here  today.  I  told  the 
members  of  the  Council  last  Morula},-  of  a  family 
of  seven  children  which  has  to  purchase  twelve 
quarts  of  milk  a  day,  at  $1.80  a  day,  and  $12. (10  a 
week;  and  yet,  because  the  father  of  that  family 
has  had  a  small  increase  in  pay,  the  officials  of  the 
Housing  Authority  have  demanded  an  increase  in 
rent  which  may  well  result  in  putting  this  family, 
with  its  small  children,  on  the  street.  I  wonder 
if  they  do  not  realize  the  unfairness  and  injustice; 
of  their  attitude  toward  these  unfortunates, 
practically  saying  to  them,  "Either  pay  on  the 
line  or  get,  out!"  I  ask  the  passage  of  the  order 
under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Will  the  clerk  read  the 
order  again,  please? 

(The  order  is  read.) 

Coun.  KINSELLA— This  is  the  order  Councilor 
Carey  filed  last  week,  to  be  sure,  but  I  think  thai 
in  view  of  certain  facts  that  have  developed  in  the 
meantime  it  might  have  been  worded  a  little 
differently,  because  it  comes  definitely  to  my 
attention  now  that  there  was  a  tremendous  spread 
between  the  lowest  and  highest  figures  within  the 
various  brackets.  For  example,  three  rooms  in 
the  project  in  Charlestown — and  I  presume  the 
situation  is  the  same  in  the  other  places — cost 
$31  a  month.  Now,  that  rent  is  applicable  to 
the  income  bracket  of  $1,300  minimum  and  $1,750 
maximum  per  year.  In  other  words,  the  couple 
that  receive  for  a  total  income  in  one  year  $1,300 
pay  $31  a  month.  They  pay  exactly,  penny  for 
penny,  what  is  expected  from  and  collected  from 
the  couple  getting  $450  a  year  more, — $9  a  week, 
if  not  more.  Now,  I  offered  the  suggestion 
unofficially  to  one  of  the  housing  agents  the  other 
day  that  a  more  equitable  way  of  arriving  at 
rents  would  be  to  establish  the  rent  at  one  quarter 
of  the  gross  income.  I  don't  think  there  is  any- 
thing radical  or  unfair  about  that,  because  one 
quarter  of  $1,300  income  would  be  $325  a  year. 
Broken  down  into  twelve  monthly  payments,  it 
would  approximate  about  $27  a  month.  One 
quarter  of  $1,750  a  year  would  be  about  $425. 
Broken  down  into  t.wleve  monthly  payments  it 
would  be  approximately  $36  a  month.  I  think  the 
Council  can  understand  the  good  sense  and  good 
logic  of  that,  because  a  man  getting  $450  more 
than  his  neighbor  finds  himself  with  $30  a  month 
more  although  his  family  responsibility  may  not 
be  any  more  in  view  of  the  fact  that  both  occupy 
the  same  number  of  rooms.  But  I  believe  if 
Councilor  Carey  would  accept  it,  that  might  be  a 
good  amendment  to  offer  to  his  present  order,  or  I 
shall  make  it  the  subject  of  another  order.  It  has 
also  come  to  my  attention,  beginning  May  1st, 
thai  the  Housing  Authority  intends  to  charge  for 
the  first  ten  months,  after  May  1st,  a  charge  of  $1 
per  month  until  a  fund  of  $10  has  been  established 
for  each  family.  This  $10  is  never  thereaftet 
added  to.  In  other  words,  when  it  reaches  the 
$10  mark  it  stops  there  and  is  credited  to  I  he 
family,  and  is  returnable  to  the  family  when  the 
family  leaves  the  project  for  any  reason,  good  or 
bad.  The  purpose  of  the  $10  is  to  compensate  m 
some  measure  for  damage  done  to  the  property. 
Upon  notice  by  the  applicant  that  he  or  she 
intends  to  vacate  the  property  the  people  m 
authority  in  the  project  will  go  and  investigate  ihe 
apartment  to  see  if  any  appliances  are  missing  or 
broken,  in  which  case  the  $10  will  be  forfeited  m 
order  to  make  replacements.  If  they  find  there 
has  been  no  destruction  of  any  magnitude,  if  there 
are  no  broken  appliances,  such  as  faucets  or  handles 
of  gas  stoves,  or  handles  of  refrigerators,  and  SO 
forth,  then  the  $10  will  be  in  toto  restored  to  the 
tenant.  That  is  a  valid  charge.  I  don't  think 
anybody  objects  to  thai  because  those  items  are 
expensive    and    very    likely    would    cost    in    si 


instances  more  than  $10.  But  please  understand 
the  thing  correctly.  After  the  $10  is  established 
to  their  credit,  it  isn't,  added  to  thereafter.  It 
becomes  a  reserve  then  for  any  damages  caused 
by  the  tenant.  If  the  Chair  rules  that  lhis  is  a  fit 
amendment,  I  offer  it  for  consideration  of  the 
members, — that  one  quarter  of  the  total  income 
be  established  as  the  rent. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  have  no  objection  to  the 
amendment.     As  I  said  in  ihe  beginning.  I  didn't 

mean  to  be  as  lengthy  as  I  was  when  1  was  last  on 
t  he  floor,  but  I  think  if  we  could  gel  the  officials  of 

the   Authority    up   here   that   Councilor    Kinsella 

might  well  lav'  the  whole  information  before-  them 
regarding  the  suggestion  he  has  just  given  us. 
Amongst  themselves  down  there  at  Post  Office 
square  apparently  they  don't  listen  to  anything. 

Chairman  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— The  Chair  will 
rule  it  will  be  more  proper  to  have  a  separate  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  want  to  congratulate 
Councilor  Carey  for  his  persistence  in  trying  to 
get  the  officials  of  the  Housing  Authority  before  us. 
I  think  that  is  the  only  way  we  will  get  anywhere 
with  this  order.  I  just  want  to  cite  one  case — 
there  probably  will  be  others — that  I  can  cite  to 
the  members  of  the  Housing  Authority  once  we 
get  them  down  and  get  them  into  executive  session. 
Last  Tuesday,  when  I  took  my  boy  up  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  of  the  City  Hospital,  a 
little  fellow  that,  was  being  treated  with  him  was 
on  the  same  bench  with  us.  I  got.  talking  to  his 
mother,  and  she  told  me  that  she  had  two  children. 
Both  of  the  children  had  just  come  from  the 
hospital.  Her  husband  is  a  sailor,  and  her  total 
income  is  $80  a  month,  and  she  has  received  notice 
that  her  total  rent  was  to  be  increased  $11  a 
month.  I  don't  know  how  in  the  name  of  God 
that  woman  is  going  to  pay  that  increase  of  $11. 
So  I  think  it  is  only  fit  and  proper  that  the  Housing 
Authorities  come  down  here  and  let  us  take  these 
cases  individually,  and  at  that  time  I  will  be  glad 
to  name  the  woman  in  executive  session,  and  tell 
the  circumstances  and  conditions.  There  will  be 
others  of  the  members  who  will  have  the  same 
opportunity  to  present  cases  they  have  in  housing 
projects  in  their  districts.  I  hope  for  the  Bake  of 
these  people  and  especially  the  sake  of  the  case  I 
have  just  mentioned,  and  the  eases  that  Councilor 
Carey  has  mentioned,  the  Housing  Authority 
will  see  fit  to  come  down  next  Monday. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  would  like  to  withdraw  my 
motion  for  suspension  of  the  rule,  and  ask  that, 
the  order  lie  referred  to  executive. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.

Of 
this  $5,000  or  less  profit  the  city  will  derive  $1,7(10 
in  taxes  which  never  should  have  been  assessed 
and  were  wrongfully  assessed.  The  city  will 
derive  $500  from  the  amended  price  recommended 
by  us  and  bj  Mr.  Driscoll,  who  made  the  in- 
vestigation. The  city  likewise  exacts  a  promise 
from  them  to  withdraw  from  the  Hoard  of  Appeal 
the  application  for  abatement  on  past  taxes. 
Accordingly,  the  city  will  receive  $2,200  of  the 
approximate  $5,000  profits,  and  the  city  will 
likewise  receive  the  advantages  to  be  received  by 
withdrawal  of  the  application  foi  abatement 
before  the  State  Board  of  Appeal.  Fifteen 
will  be  needed,  a  lid  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I 
don't  believe  there  are  fifteen  in  the  room  at  the 
present  time — well,  I  have  done  my  best  on  it, 
and  that  is  that.

When  the 
report  came  to  us  here  and  it  was  reported  at  $1, 
there  was  no  statement  relative  to  any  appeals 
before  the  Board  of  Tax  Appeal,  and  the  two 
members  of  the  committee  worked  hard.  I  felt 
that  the  development  might  justify  the  sale  of  the 
laud,  and  I  favored  the  sale  at  $1  at  the  start. 
The  two  members  that  I  have  named  fought  to 
have  it  raised  to  $500,  and  it  was  finally  agreed  to 
do  so.

Motorcycles,  in  my  opinion,  are  a  hazard,  not 
only  to  the  operator,  but  also  to  the  operators  of 
other  vehicles  when  they  are  used  on  the  public 
highways,  and  they  would  present  a  distinct  hazard 
if  operated  through  the  tunnel  as  a  patrol.  In 
view  of  this,  I  do  not  feel  that  it  is  advisable  to 
comply  with  the  above-referenced  provisions. 

Steps  are  being  taken,  however,  to  provide  for 
the  assignment  of  a  vehicle  to  the  tunnel  which 
not  only  will  act  in  the  capacity  of  a  patrol  car, 
but  which  can  also  be  used  as  a  vehicle  to  shift 
guards  assigned  to  the  cat-walk,  and  also  as  an 
ambulance  capable  of  transporting  three  stretcher 
cases.  One  of  the  ambulance  bodies  given  to  the 
local  Safety  Committee  by  the  O.  C.  D.  in  Wash- 
ington is  to  be  installed  on  one  of  the  department's 
chassis,  and  is  to  be  used  for  the  above-referenced 
purposes.  The  ambulance  body,  normally,  is 
capable  of  handling  four  stretcher  cases,  but  we 
have  removed  one  of  the  stretchers  and  we  have 
substituted  a  bench  for  it,  in  order  that  it  can 
utilized  in  shifting  the  tunnel  guards.  The 
ambulance  will  still  be  able,  however,  as  stated 
above,  to  handle  three  stretcher  cases,  and  it 
can  be  used  not  only  in  connection  with  accidents 
that  might  occur  in  the  tunnel,  but  also  as  an 
auxiliary  to  the  ambulances  stationed  at  the 
East  Boston  and  North  End  police  stations. 

As  soon  as  the  above-referenced  combination 
ambulance-patrol  car  is  ready  for  use,  I  shall 
notify  the  police  captains  in  the  North  End  and 
East  Boston  stations  to  that  effect,  and  inform 
them  that  it  will  be  available  for  their  use  as  an 
auxiliary  to  the  combination  patrol  car-ambulance 
assigned  to  each  of  the  two  police  stations.

There  is  no  appropriation  in  the  current  budget 
providing  for  the  cleaning  of  catch-basins  under 
the  contract  system.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  ordinary  seaman  and 
seaman,  first  class,  compare  favorably,  as  do  the 
petty  officer,  second  class,  and  the  able  seaman. 

There  are  some  other  major  differences  on  the 
question  of  compensation  which  are  not  direct 
pay  but  still  are  definite  factors.  A  merchant 
seaman  who  is  totally  and  permanently  disabled 
will  be  paid  benefits  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  month 
until  the  disability  has  ceased  or  until  a  total  of 
$5,000  is  paid,  whichever  first  occurs.  Where  the 
disability  has  been  established  so  that  it  will 
continue  to  remain  permanent,  an  additional 
benefit  of  $100  per  month  is  paid  to  the  insured 
until  a  total  of  $2,500  more  is  paid.  Payment 
then  stops  with  no  further  extension  of  benefits. 
The  cash  value  of  such  insurance  which  provides 
for  only  seventy-five  monthly  payments  of  $100 


to  one  who  is  totally  or  permanently  disabled 
is  $6,290.  A  member  of  the  Armed  Guard  who 
is  a  petty  officer,  third  class  (medium  grade  for 
Armed  Guard),  who  is  physically  incapacitated 
and  medically  surveyed  will  receive  a  payment  of 
$58.50  per  month  for  so  long  as  he  lives.  At  the 
age  of  twenty-five  the  cash  value  of  such  an 
annuity  is  approximately  $11,500.  It  will  be  noted 
above  that  the  merchant  seaman  must  be  totally 
and  permanently  disabled,  while  the  Navy  man 
needs  only  to  be  physically  incapacitated  and  can 
supplement  his  pension  by  working  at  a  civilian 
job  which  cannot  be  done  by  a  merchant  seaman 
who  is  totally  and  permanently  disabled. 

To  the  dependents  of  merchant  seamen  killed 
goes  a  flat  sum  of  $5,000.  To  the  dependents  of  a 
Navy  man  killed  goes  the  base  pay  for  six  months. 
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This,  for  the  petty  officer,  third  class,  would  be 
$468.  However,  his  dependents  would  be  eligible 
for  pensions  for  the  rest  of  their  lives  on  varying 
scale  but  roughly  as  follows: 

Wife,  $50;  first  child,  $20;  second  and  additional 
children,  $10  each. 

The  wife  would  draw  this  pension  for  life  or 
until  she  remarries.  The  children  would  draw 
the  pension  until  their  eighteenth  birthday. 

If  a  man  leaves  a  wife,  age  twenty-five  (life  ex- 
pectancy 44.73  years)  she  would  receive,  if  she 
remained  unmarried,  $50  per  month  for  forty-five 
years,  or  the  sum  of  $27,000.  Taking  remarriages 
into  consideration,  the  average  widow  would 
receive  a  total  of  $15,350.  If  he  leaves,  in  addition, 
two  children,  five  and  three  years  of,  age,  they 
would  receive  totals  of  $3,120  and  $1,800.  The 
amount  of  money  to  purchase  an  annuity  based 
on  the  above  averages  would  be  $15,300  which 
could  be  called  insurance. 

In  addition,  the  Navy  seaman  has  the  privilege 
of  purchasing  additional  National  Service  Life  In- 
surance up  to  an  amount  of  $10,000  for  a  premium 
of  less  than  $1  per  month  per  $1,000.  This  low 
priced  insurance  he  may  continue  to  carry  even 
after  leaving  the  service.  A  merchant  seaman  is 
permitted  to  purchase  additional  insurance  up  to 
an  amount  of  $15,000  for  which  a  premium  of  $2 
per  month  per  $1,000  is  charged.  However,  this 
insurance  is  on  a  month  to  month  basis  and 
cannot  be  continued  while  the  seaman  is  ashore. 
The  insurance  applies  only  while  on  the  vessel. 
If  a  merchant  seaman  is  hit  by  a  truck  while  ashore, 
he  receives  no  compensation  for  being  incapacitated 
even  though  injuries  received  make  him  totally 
incapacitated.  A  Navy  man's  insurance  is  appli- 
cable in  such  a  case. 

In  addition  to  all  the  above  very  material  differ- 
ences, there  are  many  other  benefits  accruing  to 
Navy  personnel  which  have  a  definite  monetary 
value,  Some  of  these  are  free  medical  attention 
for  the  dependents  of  Navy  seamen  and  the  privi- 
lege of  hospitalization  of  dependents  at  the  very 
nominal  rate  of  $3.75  per  day  for  any  cause. 
This  includes  all  medical  attention,  medicine  and 
other  expenses.  Confinement  cases  for  wives  of 
petty  officers,  third  class,  and  below  are  free  of 
charge.  A  Navy  man  below  chief  petty  officer 
receives  an  initial  issue  of  approximately  $133 
worth  of  clothing.  Every  quarter  after  the 
first  year  he  receives  an  allowance  of  $8.75  for 
clothing.  The  merchant  seaman  pays  for  his 
own.  The  Navy  man  who  elects  to  make  a 
career  of  the  Navy  is  also  eligible  for  a  pension 
upon  his  retirement  after  a  specified  number  of 
years  of  service.  There  is  no  provision  by  which 
merchant  seamen  can  serve  any  number  of  years 
or  be  eligible  for  any  pension.  Free  postage,  the 
reduced  furlough  rates  for  travel,  reductions  on 
theater  tickets  and  on  meals  while  traveling, 
and  other  privileges  are  benefits  which  in  time  do 
total  an  appreciable  amount. 

We  realize  that  this  is  a  rather  lengthy  letter, 
but  we  also  feel  sure  that  in  all  fairness  you  will 
appreciate  being  advised  of  the  facts.  The  com- 
monly accepted  opinion  that  merchant  seamen  are 
too  well  paid  is  thus  seen  to  be  a  myth,  and  it 
would  be  appreciated  if  the  American  Legion 
could  help  to  dispel  this  myth  by  advising  all  its 
posts  of  the  true  facts  in  the  case.  The  men  who 
are  merchant  seamen  are  men  from  the  same 
towns  and  homes  as  the  men  in  the  Army  and 
Navy.  Their  services  to  their  nation  are  im- 
portant, and  we  feel  sure  you  will  agree  now  that 
the  facts  are  known  that  they  are  not  overpaid. 
Many  are  sons  of  members  of  the  American 
Legion  and  many  are  veterans  of  the  last  war. 
I,  myself,  am  a  member  of  the  American  Legion 
and  know  that  the  Legion  is  interested  in  fair 
play  and  justice. 

Your  cooperation  in  dispoiling  the  misconcep- 
tion in  regard  to  merchant  seamen's  pay  will  be 
greatly  appreciated.

Wtereas,  This  inability  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
their  husbands  and  fathers  and  sons  arc  in  the 
armed  services  of  the  United  States  and  their 
government  allotments  are  insufficient  to  pay 
normal  rents;    therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
regular  meeting  assembled  respectfully  urges  the 
United  States  Congress  to  conduct  an  immediate 
investigation  of  Federal  Housing  Projects  in 
Boston  with  a  view  to  ousting  high  salaried  war 
workers  and  replacing  them  with  needy  families 
of  the  men  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  Massachusetts  members  of  the  United 
States  Congress.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  have  received  for  my  con- 
sideration and  report  your  letter  of  April  12,  1944, 
containing  copy  of  the  order  of  the  City  Council  as 
follows:

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  follow- 
ing order  of  the  City  Council  of  February  28, 
1944,  for  my  consideration  and  report: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  City  Auditor,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  and  the  Budget  Commissioner, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  legality  and 
practicability  of  paying  to  the  dependents  of  city 
employees  who  go  into  the  armed  services,  the 
$200  emergency  allotment  granted  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  one  year  ago." 


In  reply,  I  confine  myself  to  that  part  of  the 
Order  which  refers  to  the  question  whether  the 
of  Boston  legally  may  pay  to  the  dependents 
of  those  city  employees  who  have  gone  into  the 
armed  services  the  $200  emergency  allotment  pay- 
in  1943,  The  emergency  allotment,  so  called, 
was  a  temporary  increase  in  compensation  of  $200 
each  to  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
County  of  Suffolk  provided  for  in  a  supplementary 
appropriation  order  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to 
the  City  Council  on  March  1,  1943,  and  which  was 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  the  same  day. 

I  have  considered  the  question  in  the  light  of 
the  applicable  provisions  of  law  and  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  payment  suggested  in  the  order 
of  the  City  Council  legally  may  not  be  made. 

The  authority  of  a  city  to  appropriate  and  ex- 
pend money  raised  by  taxation  is  derived  from  the 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth.  Such  money  can 
be  expended  only  for  public  purposes  sanctioned 
by  law.  General  Laws,  chapter  40,  deals  with  the 
powers  and  duties  of  cities  and  towns  and  contains 
the  purposes  for  which  cities  and  towns  may 
appropriate  and  expend  money.  Section  5  of 
chapter  40,  the  provisions  of  which  apply  to 
Boston,  in  part  provides: 

"A   town   may     .     .     .     appropriate   money 

for  the  following  purposes: 

"For  the  compensation  of  all  town  officers 
whose  election  or  appointment  is  authorized  or 
required    by   law,    and  for   all    other   necessary 
charges  arising  in  such  town."     (Italics  supplied.) 
The  question  whether  money  raised  by  taxa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  compensa- 
tion paid  to  the  employees  of  the  city  and  of  the 
county  may  legally  be  paid  to  the  dependents  of 
such  employees  who  go  into  the  armed  services  of 
the   Nation,   depends,   in   my   opinion,   upon   the 
power  of  the  city  to  appropriate  money  "for  all 
other  necessary  charges  arising  in  such     .     .     . 
(city)." 

The  words  "all  other  necessary  charges"  have 
been  construed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Massachusetts  on  several  occasions.     In  Waters  v. 
Bonvouloir,  172  Mass.  286,  at  page  288,  the  court 
stated  the  words  to  have  tiie  following  meaning: 
"Necessary  charges  are  confined  to  matters 
in  which  a  town  or  city  has  a  duty  to  perform,  an 
interest  to  protect,  or  a  right  to  defend."     (Italics 
supplied.) 
Again,   in  Leonard   v.   Middleborough,   198  Mass. 
221,  at  page  223: 

"But  the  statute  giving  towns  power  to  ap- 
propriate money  provides  that,  in  addition  to 
the  cases  therein  specified,  towns  may  raise  and 
appropriate    money    'for    all    other    necessary 
charges    arising    in    such    town.'     .     .     .     This 
has  been  construed  to  authorize  a  town  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  in  respect  to  matters 
where  it  has  a  corporate  duty,  right  or  interest  to 
perform,  defend  or  protect."     (Italics  supplied.) 
The  duty,  right  or  interest  must  be  that  of  the 
city  as  a  municipal  corporation, —  a  subdivision  of 
the    Commonwealth    vested    with    governmental 
powers  —  not  that  of  an  aggregation  of  individual 
inhabitants.     The  distinction   suggested   between 
the  duties,  rights  and  interests  of  a  municipal  cor- 
poration on  the  one  hand  and  those  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  municipality,  on  the  other,  might 
on  first  impression  seem  to  be  a  "distinction  with- 
out a  difference."     The  line  of  demarcation  is  not 
readily  apparent.     But  with  respect  to  the  power 
of  the  city  to  expend  money  for  a  purely  public 
purpose  the  distinction  is  fundamental.     It  may 
best  be  shown,  perhaps,   by  illustration,   and  for 
that    purpose    appropriate    and    timely    recourse 
may   be   had   to    the   language   of   the   Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  Flood  v.  Leahy,  183  Mass.  232, 
at  page  234: 

"It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  duty,  right  or 
interest  must  be  corporate,  as  distinguished  from 
the  individual  duty,  right  or  interest  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  town.  No  matter  how  important 
or  general  these  individual  rights  or  duties  arc, 
they  do  not  thereby  become  corporate  rights  within 
the  meaning  of  the  rule.  There  can  be  no  doubt, 
for  instance,  that  in  the  case  of  threatened  in- 
cursion of  an  enemy  in  time  of  war,  it  would 
be  of  the  highest  importance  to  the  individual 
interests  of  the  inhabitants  that  proper  steps 
should  be  taken  for  defense;  and  yet  it  was  held 
in  Stetson  v.  Kempton,  13  Mass.  272,  that,  there 
being  no  corporate  duty  resting  upon  the  town  to 
■provide  for  the  defense,  it  could  not  lawfully 
raise  money  by  taxation  for  that  purpose." 
(Italics  supplied.) 
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It  is  clear  from  the  authorities  referred  to  that 
unless  the  payment  suggested  falls  within  the 
limits  of  the  rule,  it  is  illegal.  It  must  he  borne 
in  mind  that  if  the  provisions  for  payment  to  the 
dependents  of  an  employee  during  the  time  he  was 
doing  no  work  in  the  service  of  the  citj  or  eountj 
amounted  to  no  more  than  a  pure  gift  lo  an  indi- 
vidual from  money  raised  by  taxation,  it  would  be 
beyond  the  power  not  only  of  the  city  hut  also  of 
the  Legislature.  Opinion,  of  tin-  .1  ustices,  175 
Mass.  599:  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  240  Mass.  616. 
The  payment  suggested  by  the  order  of  the  ( 'in 
Council  is  a  gratuity.  There  is  nothing  contained 
in  the  order  by  way  of  a  recital  of  facts  or  a  state- 
ment of  reasons  from  which  it  might  be  deter- 
mined whether  the  payment  proposed,  even 
though  a  gratuity,  was  for  a  public  purpose,  that 
is,  for  or  with  respect  to  a  matter  in  which  the 
city  has  a  duty  to  perform,  an  interest  to  protect 
or  a  right  to  defend.  There  exist  no  fads  of 
common  knowledge  which,  in  my  opinion,  would 
support  a  finding  that  the  suggested  payment  was 
one  for  a  public  purpose. 

While  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  attempts 
made  to  render  aid  and  assistance  to  the  de- 
pendents of  those  called  into  military  service  can 
spring  only  from  praiseworthy  motives,  and  for 
that  reason  such  efforts,  in  addition  to  being  ac- 
corded commendation  and  general  approbation, 
should  also  be  given  weight  in  considering  whether 
the  payment  may  legally  be  made,  yet  if  no  public 
purpose  is  served  thereby  the  expenditure  is  un- 
authorized. The  language  in  Whittaker  v.  Salem, 
216  Mass.  483,  at  pages  484-485,  indicates  that 
I  lie  court  would  be  likely  to  take  such  a  view  of 
the  suggested  payment: 

"  However  meritorious  the  project  may  ap- 
pear to  be  either  in  its  practicable  or  ethical  or 
sentimentnl  aspects,  if  it  is  in  essence  a  gift  to 
an  individual  rather  than  a  furthering  of  the 
public  interest,  money  raised  by  taxation  can- 
not be  appropriated  for  it."  (Italics  supplied.)

Gentlemen, —  I  transmit  herewith  communica- 
tion from  the  City  Planning  Board,  relative  to 
your  order  of  February  14,  1944,  regarding  the 
planning  and  consideration  of  post-war  projects 
the  extension  to  Tenean  Beach  northward  along 
the  waterfront  to  the  Tenean  Creek  outlet  at 
Freeport  street,  the  major  portion  of  property 
involved  being  the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston.

Dear  Mayor  Tobin, —  In  reply  to  the  City 
Council  order  of  February  14,  1944: 

"Ordered,  That  the  City  Planning  Board  be 
directed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  include 
in  their  planning  and  consideration  of  post-war 
projects  the  extension  to  Tenean  Beach  northward 
along  the  waterfront  to  the  Tenean  (.'reek  outlet 
at  Freeport  street,  the  major  portion  of  property 
involved  being  the  property  of  the  City  of  Boston," 
the  Board  recommends  that  property  previously 
owned  by  Edward  S.  and  George  P.  Hamlin  and 
now  in  possession  of  the  city  through  tax  fore- 
closure be  held  for  the  expansion  of  Tenean  Beach 
and  that  plans  be  prepared  for  this  beach  as  a 
post-war  project,  financed  by  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission. 

Tenean  Beach  is  a  local  beach  comprising  an 
area  of  twenty  acres  with  about  400  feet  of  shore 
line  opposite  open  water  and  about  400  feet 
bordering  Pine  Neck  Creek.  The  area  bordering 
the  creek  is  not  too  desirable  for  bathing  and, 
during  the  war,  bathers  are  restricted  from  using 


that  part  of  the  beach  because  of  the  war  weak 
being  carried  on  at  Law  ley's  shipyard  on  I  In-  other 
side  of  the  creek. 

This  beach  is  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
south  of  Malibu  Beach,  a  Metropolitan  Reserva- 
tion/and 1  ,'  miles  from  Hie  ( 'ity  of  Boston  Strand 
way  Beach  in  South  Boston.  The-  lieach  is  also 
about  one-half  mile  from  the  city  bounda  i  \  on  the 
south  and  only  a  little  over  a  mile  north  of  Quincy 
Shore  Beach  in  Quincy. 

Under  date  of  November  10,  193:5,  the  City 
Planning  Board  submitted  a  report  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  concerning  the  advisability  of  extending 
the  beach  in  a  northerly  direction.  At  that  lime 
the  land  under  consideration  amounted  to  about 
eighteen  acres,  and  belonged  to  Edward  and 
George  P.  Hamlin,  and  the  land  and  buildings 
were  assessed  for  $90,000.  About  one-half  of 
the  land  is  upland  and  one-half  flats. 

The  year  previous,  1932,  the  Clark  propertj 
to  the  south,  amounting  to  nearly  four  acres,  had 
been  added  to  the  playground  property,  and  the 
Park  Department  at  the  time  deemed  it  adequate 
for  beach  and  playground  facilities,  with  ample 
space  for  parking. 

However,  il  was  felt,  that  the  beach  would  be 
seriously  hurt  if  the  Hamlin  property  to  the  north 
were  developed  for  waterfront  or  industrial  pur- 
,  and  though  acquisition  for  purposes  of 
protection  would  be  desirable  the  straightened 
economic  condition  of  the  city  at  that  time  would 
not  justify  the  purchase  of  the  additional  property. 

In  the  past  ten  years  there  has  been  practically 
no  change  in  the  conditions  as  presented  in  the 
aforementioned  report  except  for  the  all-important 
fact  that  the  Hamlin  property,  comprising  eighteen 
acres,  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  city  through 
tax  foreclosure.  Considering  these  facts,  that  we 
have  a  large  amount  of  unused  industrial  propertj-; 
that  the  beach,  though  not  always  filled  to  excess, 
is  nevertheless  overcrowded  on  a  few  of  the  hottest 
days  in  the  year,  and  that  ownership  of  the  adjoin- 
ing vacant  property  by  the  city  is  desired  in  order 
to  protect  the  present  beach;  it  is  logical  that  the 
property  remain  under  permanent  ownership  of 
the  city  and  be  developed  for  beach  purposes. 

The  addition  of  this  property  will  double  the 
present  beach  facility  and  raises  the  point  as  to 
whether  it  might  not  be  developed  as  a  part  of  the 
Metropolitan  Beach  System,  for  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  There  is  another  tract  of  unused  shore 
property,  mostly  water,  just  to  the  north  of  the 
propertj-  in  question.  This  property,  amounting 
to  another  twenty  acres  in  area  and  now  assessed 
for  $30,000,  is  a  connecting  link  between  city 
property  and  Metropolitan  Park  property. 

2.  The  acquisition  of  this  last  mentioned 
property  would  provide  a  total  beach  length  of 
over  one-half  mile  near  the  city  boundary,  which 
would  undoubtedly  be  patronized  by  residents  of 
the  southern  metropolitan  area. 

3.  It  would  relieve,  to  some  extent,  the  con- 
gestion of  metropolitan  and  local  beaches  to  the 
south  in  Quincy. 

4.  Old  Colony  Parkway,  which  flanks  the 
beach,  is  a  part  of  the  Metropolitan  System, 

5.  In  a  joint  report  of  the  State  and  City 
Planning  Boards  to  a  Legislative  Recess  Com- 
mission, entitled,  "A  Survey  of  Governmei 
Units,"  dated  June  10,  1940,  it  was  shown  that 
Boston  contributes  a  much  larger  share  of  the 
expense  of  Metropolitan  beaches,  such  as  Nan- 
tasket  and  Revere  Beaches,  than  its  percentage 
of  users  justifies. 

6.  The  proposed  extension  has  excellent  beach 
characteristics,  being  centrally  located  in  regard 
to  the  Metropolitan  area,  and  should  be  conserved 
for  the  people's  use. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  proper  pro- 
cedure he  taken  toward  enlargement  and  develop- 
ment of  Tenean  Beach  as  a  pari  of  the  Metro- 
politan System. 

Through  inability  to  secure  a  meeting  of  the 
board  to  which  this  matter  could  be  referred,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Board's  Recreation  Committee  have  directed  me 
to  submit  the  above  report  in  order  to  bring  it  to 
your  Honor's  attention  without  further  delay.

Dear  Sir, — Under  date  of  April  10,  I  wrote  to 
you,  in  substance,  requesting  that  an  order  be 
introduced  in  the  Council  authorizing  the  issuance 
of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  under  the  so- 
called  Public  Ways,  Construction  of.  Loan,  for  the 
construction  of  public  ways  or  permanent  pave- 
ment. 

In  the  above-referenced  communication  I  also 
informed  you  that  it  would  cost  considerably  more 
than  that  amount  to  put  the  public  streets  of  this 
city  in  a  good  condition,  but  that  we  probably 
could  not  expend  more  than  $1,000,000,  in  view  of 
the  current  manpower  shortage.  There  is  a 
possibility,  however,  that  we  might  be  able  to 
expend — judiciously — in  excess  of  that  amount 
during  the  current  year  and,  in  view  of  this,  I 
recommend  that  the  above-referenced  amount  be 
increased  to  $1,500,000. 
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The  bonds  will  be  issued  only  as  we  need  the 
money  and  in  view  of  this,  therefore,  only  that 
amount  of  bonds  will  be  issued  this  year  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  the  street  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion work  that  we  will  be  able  to  effect  during  the 
current  year.  In  view  of  this,  therefore,  there  is 
no  disadvantage  in  authorizing  the  issuance  of 
bonds  in  the  amount  of  $1,500,000,  but  the  issuance 
of  bonds  in  this  latter-referenced  amount  has  the 
advantage  of  providing  for  the  maximum  amount 
of  street  construction  and  reconstruction  work 
that  can  advantageously  be  effected  during  the 
year.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — In  November  of  1942  an 
order,  which  was  approved  by  your  Honor  on 
November  10  of  the  same  year,  was  passed  by  the 
City  Council  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  in 
the  amount  of  $500,000,  to  be  expended  for  the 
construction  and  reconstruction  of  public  ways, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  chapter  224  of 
the  Acts  of  1936. 

The  above-referenced  amount  has  been  almost 
entirely  expended,  however,  and  it  will  be  neces- 
sary, therefore,  to  make  provisions  for  an  appro- 
priation of  at  least  $1,000,000  to  provide  for  the 
street  construction  and  reconstruction  work  that 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  department  to  do  in  the 
current  year. 

For  the  past  two  years,  due  to  restrictions 
placed  on  road  materials  by  the  War  Production 
Board,  the  street  reconstruction  work  has  been 
curtailed  to  a  substantial  extent,  with  the  result 
that  a  great  number  of  our  streets  are  in  a  poor 
condition  and  should  be  resurfaced  as  soon  as 
possible. 

During  normal  years,  the  department  should 
expend  at  least  $1,000,000  to  maintain  the  streets 
in  a  proper  condition,  and  during  the  current  year 
an  amount  greatly  in  excess  of  that  would  have  to 
be  expended  to  put  the  street  surfaces  in  good  con- 
dition. In  view  of  the  manpower  shortage, 
however,  and  the  difficulties  that  contractors  have 
in  obtaining  labor,  I  do  not  feel  that  we  will  be 
able  to  expend  in  excess  of  $1,000,000,  and  for  this 
reason  I  am  asking  only  for  that  amount,  although 
unquestionably  we  could — judiciously — as  stated 
above,  expend  in  excess  of  that  amount  to  resurface 
all  of  the  streets  where  such  work  is  essential. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  an 
order  be  introduced  in  the  City  Council  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  a  so-called  Public  Ways,  Construc- 
tion of,  Loan  in  (lie  amount  of  $1,000,000,  as  pro- 
vided under  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  chapter 
224  of  the  Acts  of  1930,  to  be  expended  for  the 
construction  of  public  ways  or  permanent  pave- 
ment. 

Incidentally,  the  so-called  down-payment  of 
$148,748.62  lias  been  appropriated  in  the  current 
budget  of  the  Paving  Service  of  this  department 
in  anticipation  of  the  authorization  by  the  City 
Council  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  above- 
referenced  amount.

Gentlemen,— Several  bills  have  been  submitted 
by  the  Attorney  General  for  expenses  incurred  in 


County  matters,  and  also  bills  by  the  District 
Attorney  during  the  month  of  December,  1943,  in 
connection  with  cases  under  consideration  in  the 
District  Attorney's  office.  Further  bills  along  this 
line  are  expected.  Since  these  bills  were  incurred 
in  accordance  with  an  enacted  statute  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  is  apparent  that  they  are  obligations 
which  must  be  discharged. 

At,  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  budget 
and  the  closing  of  the  1943  accounts  no  knowledge 
was  had  of  the  pendency  of  these  bills,  and,  there- 
fore, no  provision  was  made  in  the  1943  or  the 
1944  budgets. 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  City  Auditor  and 
the  Budget  Commissioner  that  a  separate  County 
Contingent  Fund  should  be  included  in  the  County 
budget  to  meet  the  unanticipated  expenses  of  the 
Attorney  General  and  the  District  Attorney,  as  it 
appears  that  County  expenses  should  be  met  from 
County  appropriations.  As  these  expenses  are 
similar  to  the  city  expenses  provided  by  the 
appropriation  of  the  Contingent  Fund  for  the 
city,  I  hereby  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying order  appropriating  the  sum  of 
$5,000  for  the  establishment  of  a  County  Con- 
tingent Fund.

Dear  Mayor  Tobin, —  In  order  to  prevent  un- 
desirable development  of  vacant  areas  or  regret- 
table redevelopment  of  property  in  the  city,  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  believes  that  a 
reappraisal  of  the  Zoning  Map  should  be  made 
at  this  time  in  order  that  it  may  be  brought  up  to 
date  for  effective  implementation  of  the  direction 
of  the  future  growth  and  progress  of  the  city. 

In  1940  a  Joint  Re-Zoning  Committee  of  the 
Board  and  the  City  Planning  Board  prepared 
amendments  to  the  text  of  the  Zoning  Law  to 
effect  a  more  adequate  protection  to  property. 
These  amendments  were  enacted  into  law  by  t he- 
Legislature  and  now  await  adoption  of  the  Build- 
ing Code  when  they  will  become  effective.  The 
Zoning  Map,  however,  remains  substantially  as 
it  was  adopted  by  the  Legislature  in  1924. 


During  1940  and  1041  at  this  Board's  request 
the  City  Planning  Board  sponsored  a  W.  P.  A. 
Project  which  tabulated  all  necessary  information 
in  support  of  a  re-study  of  the  Zoning  Map.  This 
tabulation  shows,  for  example,  that  while  only 
1  ,433  nil  an  /.oned  for  single  residences  there 
are  3,159  acres  in  actual  single  family  use;  in  the 
general  residence  districts  14,838  acres  are  so 
zoned  but  only  4,040  an-  devoted  to  such  use; 
then-  is  twice  as  much  business  area  or  three  and 
one  half  times  as  much  business  frontage  zoned  as 
t  Inn-  is  used  for  business;  industrial  and  un- 
restricted districts  have  about  the  same  ratio  as 
found  In  business  districts.  This  means,  for  in- 
stance, that  residences  built  in  business  zones 
do  not  have  required  protection  from  depression 
of  values  caused  by  adjacent  business  uses,  while 
the   zoning   tends   to  inflate   I  he  assessed   values  of 

the  same  property. 

Under  date  of  March  11,  1941,  a  request  was 
made  to  your  Honor  for  a  transfer  of  $8,500  to  be 
used  in  the  prosecution  of  this  study.  This 
request  your  Honor  was  unable  to  grant  at  that 
time. 

The  situation  caused  by  the  construction  of 
defense  housing  projects  creates  a  present  need 
for  additional  protection  in  order  that  such  develop- 
ments will  not  conflict  with  existing  or  proposed 
municipal  improvements.  The  amendments  to 
the  Zoning  Law,  if  in  effect,  together  with  an 
adequate  up-to-date  Zoning  Map  would  give  much 
of  the  necessary  protection  against  projects  of 
this  type  being  placed  in  undesirable  locations. 

The  maintenance  of  an  up-to-date  Zoning  Map 
is  also  an  important  part  of  the.  Master  Plan  studies 
being  made  by  the  City  Planning  Board  which 
involve  the  extremely  desirable  Rehabilitation 
Study  and  the  Post  Defense  Public  Works  Pro- 
gram. We  are  informed  that  the  City  Planning 
Board  is  handling  the  greatest  possible  amount  of 
work  in  connection  with  the  above  studies  and  the 
many  Public  Safety  activities  in  which  it  is  en- 
gaged. This,  together  with  the  long  experience 
of  this  Board  in  handling  zoning  matters,  leads  us 
to  the  belief  that  a  re-zoning  study  should  be 
under  the  direction  of  this  Board. 
•    At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  May  1st  it  was: 

"Voted,  That  the  Board  communicate  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  informing  him  of  the  present, 
condition  of  the  Zoning  Map  and  the  necessity  for 
its  reappraisal  in  the  light  of  eighteen  years' 
experience  by  the  Board,  and  to  request  the  sum 
of  $7,000  for  the  prosecution  of  such  a  re-study." 

In'addition  to  the  above  the  appropriation  of  the 
Board  is  exhausted  except  for  a  small  balance  of 
$30,03  now  on  hand.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  on  May  1st  it  was  unanimously:

Dear  Mayor  Tobin, — The  Boston  Zoning  Law, 
chapter  488*  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  together  with  the 
accompanying  Zoning  Map,  has  been  in  effect  for 
seventeen  years  and  is  in  urgent  need  of  a  compre- 
hensive reappraisal  in  order  that  it  may  conform 
to  present  and  future  conditions  more  accurately 
than  it  now  does. 

This  need  is  evidenced,  for  example,  in  the  report 
of  the  City  Planning  Board  to  your  Honor  dated 
May  23,  1039,  relating  to  the  need  of  further  pro- 
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tection  for  the  Back  Bay  district;  the  request  of 
the  Assessing  Department  in  June  of  1939  for  a 
study  of  zoning  in  its  relation  to  assessed  values; 
the  recognition,  ever  since  1924,  of  the  fact  that 
the  Zoning  Map,  as  adopted,  was  in  some  respects 
a  compromise  between  conflicting  points  of  view 
and  the  fact  that  these  points  of  view  have  under- 
gone development  and  change;  and,  finally,  in 
connection  with  the  Rehabilitation  Study  being 
prosecuted  by  the  City  Planning  Board  at  trie 
present  time  by  direction  of  your  Honor  necessitat- 
ing all  possible  controls,  including  zoning,  to 
prevent  further  loss  of  real  values  and  attempt  to 
recapture  some  of  the  unnecessary  losses. 

With  these  points  in  mind  the  Board  of  Zoning 
Adjustment  instituted  a  re-study  of  the  problem 
in  1939  and  was  joined  by  the  City  Planning  Hoard 
in  1940.  Recognizing  that  the  problem  resolved 
itself  into  two  major  phases  (1)  that  of  amend- 
ments to  the  law  itself,  and  (2)  that  of  advisable 
changes  in  the  Zoning  Map,  the  two  Hoards  acting 
jointly  proceeded  to  reappraise  tin*  law  and  the 
City  Planning  Board  initiated  a  \V.  P.  A.  Project 
to  assemble  statistics  in  support  of  necessary 
changes  in  the  Map. 

Through  a  tremendous  amount  of  time  given  by 
the  unpaid  members  of  the  two  Boards  a  bill 
(H-1174)  is  now  before  the  Legislature  to  bring  the 
law  up-to-date  and  to  correlate  it  with  the  pending 
Building  Code.  This  still  leaves  to  be  considered 
among  other  things  the  zoning  of  the  Hack  Bay  in 
general;  the  areas  bordering  on  recent  recreational 
or  thoroughfare  construction;  ribbon  zoning  for 
local  business  along  thoroughfare  frontages;  and 
the  adaptability  of  existing  open  areas  for  multiple 
family  or  other  dwellings. 

In  regard  to  the  Map  changes,  the  Work  Projects 
Administration  has  allocated  a  total  of  over 
$50,000  of  Federal  funds  for  the  assembly  of  factual 
material  relating  to  actual  land  use  vs.  zoning  in 
1923  and  in  1935.  This  is  supplemented  by  an 
analysis  of  buildings  and  demolition  of  structures 
by  types  and  by  years  from  1924  to  1938.  This 
project  must  necessarily  confine  itself  to  the  ac- 
cumulation of  statistics  and  cannot  do  analysis  or 
make  recommendations. 

To  finish  this  work,  which  the  Board  deems  most 
important,  will  necessitate  the  presentation, 
analysis  and  development  of  recommendations, 
together  with  the  execution  of  these  recommenda- 
tions by  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment.  This 
is  a  matter  needing  intensive,  continuous  applica- 
tion which  is  not  possible  by  the  members  of  the 
Board. 

To  make  this  study  effective  and  thereby  gain 
for  the  city  essential  improvement  in  conditions  it 
will  be  necessary  to  (1)  prepare  maps  and  charts 
graphically  presenting  the  statistical  material  of 
the  W.  P.  A.  project,  including  maps  showing  new 
construction  and  demolition;  (2)  prepare  certain 
supplementary  land  use  maps;  (3)  analyze  this 
material  in  the  light  of  changing  population  and 
probable  growth  of  business  and  industry  to  the 
end  that  population  can  be  evenly  distributed,  and 
that  sufficient,  but  not  too  much,  area  may  be 
available  for  present  and  future  business  and 
industry  in  proper  location,  that  rehabilitated 
areas  throughout  the  city  may  have  adequate 
protection,  and  that  traffic  arteries  can  have  all 
possible  protection  from  uses  causing  unreasonable 
congestion;  and  (4)  execute  the  necessary  changes 
in  the  Zoning  Map  to  accomplish  the  desired 
results. 

This  material  will  also  be  of  great  value  for  the 
continued  work  of  the  Joint  Zoning  Committees. 

The  above  work  in  addition  to  the  routine  of  the 
Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  in  handling  the  usual 
public  hearings  for  petitions  for  changes  in  the 
Zoning  Map  will  necessitate  approximately  the 
following  personnel  and  finances:

Dear  Sir, — The  inclosed  communication  from 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Wire  Division  is  self- 
explanatory. 

I  have  consulted  with  the  Director  of  Civil 
Service  and  he  informs  me  that  the  proposed 
change  will  not  have  any  effect  on  the  Civil  Service 
status  of  employees  of  the  present  Wire  Division, 
provided  there  is  no  change  in  their  duties.  Inas- 
much as  no  change  in  duties  is  contemplated  it  is 
apparent  that  there  will  be  no  Civil  Service  com- 
plications in  changing  the  title  of  this  division  of 
out  department. 

Inasmuch  as  the  proposed  change  will  make  the

I  respectfully  request  your  permission  to  have 
the  name  of  the  Wire  Division  changed  to  that  of 
Electrical  Inspection  Division,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  feeling  that 
this  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  service  to  both  the 
personnel  of  the  division  and  to  those  who  seek 
information  regarding  electrical  inspection. 

The  Wire  Department  was  originally  created 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  supervising  the  burying  of 
wires  in  streets  and  changing  service  wires  ami 
locations  of  wires  on  outside  construction  by  the 
various  utilities  companies. 

But  through  the  years  a  doubt  as  to  the  true 
identity  of  the  division  has  caused  considerable 
comment  and  criticism  by  the  many  branches  of 
the  industry  and  the  general  public. 

Many  queries  by  telephone  for  the  Fire  Alarm 
Division  and  the  Water  Division  have  been  re- 
ceived, the  pronunciation  of  the  words  fire,  wire 
and  water  being  very  often  mistaken  for  one  an- 
other, causing  delay  in  efficiency  of  service. 

I  feel  that  this  suggested  change  will  be  to  the 
advantage   of   all   interested    |  id    that    no 

material  amount  of  expense  will  be  involved  in  the 
printing  change. 

I  might  also  add  that  this  title  as  suggested  is 
used  in  some  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  country.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  fifteen  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1925  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
ten  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  10.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  exer- 
ihe  powers  and  perform  the  duties  imposed 
by  law  upon  the  wire  commissioner,  and  shall 
establish  in  the  fire  department  a  division  to  be 
known  as  the  electrical  inspection  division.  The 
electrical  inspection  division  shall  be  in  charge  of 
a  deputy  appointed  by  the  fire  commissioner,  who, 
under  the  direction  of  the  fire  commissioner,  shall 
carry  out  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  law 
relating  to  wires  and  inspection  of  wires,  and  the 
installation  and  use  of  electric  conductors  and 
appliances  in  buildings  in  the  city  of  Boston.  The 
salary  of  the  deputy  shall  be  fixed  by  the  fire 
commissioner,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor.

FINANCE  COMMISSION  REPORT  ON  CITY 
CLEAN-UP. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  April  20,  1944. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, —  During  the  past  three  months  the 
city  has  witnessed  probably  the  greatest  physical 
clean-up  in  its  history  of  the  streets,  private  ways, 
alleys,  back  yards,  and  vacant  lots.  Beginning 
with  the  removal  of  litter  which  had  been  care- 
lessly or  maliciously  discarded,  scattered,  or 
loosely  stored  here,  there,  and  everywhere  in 
many  section  of  the  city,  the  finishing  touches  of 
the  campaign  to  eradicate  the  reputation  which 
had  been  given  to  Boston  as  "a  dirty  citj 
amounted  almost  to  a  scrubbing  of  sidewalks  and 
a  polishing  of  pavements.  Courl  actions  are  still 
pending  against  some  property  owners  who  have 
remained  obdurate  to  city  demands  "to  clean  up," 
but  despite  some  few  unclean  yards,  (he  owners  of 
which  have  as  yet,  declined  to  give  cooperation,  for 
the  most  part  the  cleaning  process  has  been 
complete. 

Vet  all  this  has  been  accomplished  without,  the 
aid  of  any  new  law,  any  new  ordinance,  or  any 
"get  busy-or"  orders  to  policemen  to  enforce  the 
old  laws  or  ordinances.  Neither  has  it  been 
necessary  for  the  city  to  enlarge  its  force  beyond 
its  normal  limitations,  to  add  new  equipment, 
nor  to  impose  any  unwarranted  burden  upon  the 
old  employees  or  equipment. 


To  accomplish  this  sudden  transition,  the 
health  inspectors  merely  made  the  ordinary  in- 
spections which  are  required  to  be  a  routine  of  the 
Health  Department  work;  then,  took  the  steps 
always  provided  by  law-  or  ordinance  to  enforce 
compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations.  The: 
Public  Works  Department  inspectors  and  execu- 
tives were  finally  goaded  by  expressed  public- 
opinion  to  make  the  observations  which  are  a 
part  of  their  routine  duty  and  as  a  result,  began, 
where  necessary,  to  compel  contractors  engaged 
in  collection  of  refuse  to  live  up  lo  the  obligations 
of  their  contracts;  also,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment supervisors  made  the  rounds  of  service  yards 
and  followed  work  groups  in  action,  as  the  system 
of  operating  the  street  cleaning  service  originally 
intended,  and  compelled  city  employees,  regu- 
larly paid  to  keep  the  city  clean,  to  do  the  work 
for  which  they  were  hired  and  paid.  The  only 
extra  city  expense  to  this  date  in  all  these  re- 
vived activities  has  been  the  printing  of  posters 
and  cards  which  have  been  nailed  up  here  and 
(here  in  conspicuous  locations  wilhin  the  city.  A 
little  extra  work  has  been  contributed  to  the  drive 
by  private  agencies  without  charge,  such  as  the 
use  of  billboards  "to  urge  and  warn,"  and  to  show 
special  films  containing  the  same  kind  of  admoni- 
tions in  the  motion  picture  theaters.  In  other 
words,  the  city  agents  did  what  is  expected  of 
them  and  the  city  was  made  clean  in  short  order. 

(  'a  uses. 

Experience  has  now  shown  that  there  have  been 
several  causes  of,  or  contributory  factors  to  the 
unclean  condition  of  the  city.  A  comprehensive 
analysis  of  the  situation  follows: 

1.  City  Failure.  The  city  departments  in- 
volved in  keeping  the  public  ways  clean  are  the 
Health,  the  Fire,  the  Public  Works  and  the  Police. 
Each  has  its  part  to  play  in  the  maintenance  of 
sanitation  and  each  is  equipped  with  sufficient 
authority  to  make  its  contribution  whether  it  be  in 
enforcing  rules  or  administering  collection.  Lack 
of  enforcement  and  lack  of  cooperation  were  the 
chief  weaknesses  in  this  relationship. 

(a)  The  Health  Department  has  an  ade- 
quate force  of  inspectors  and  constables  whose 
duty  it  is  to  discover  unclean  conditions  within 
private  property.  If  they  are  fully  and  con- 
scientiously engaged  in  the  work  required  of 
them,  filth  cannot  remain  long  in  private  yards 
or  alleys.  Yet  that  many  yards  and  alleys  were 
filthy  is  now  well  established. 

(b)  Fire  Prevention  inspectors  cannot  over- 
look rubbish  piles.  Any  rubbish  pile  is  a 
potential  fire  hazard.  Dilapidated  buildings, 
which  are  often  the  refuge  of  uncontrolled  youth 
and  vagrants,  also  constitute  a  fire  menace  as 
well  as  a  disease  menace.  The  Fire  Prevention 
officials  can  start  proceedings  which,  with  the 
cooperation  of  other  agencies,  would  result  in 
the  demolition  of  such  buildings.  The  existence 
of  many  litter-laden  dilapidated  buildings  was 
well  established. 

(c)  The  Public  Works  Department  has 
direct  responsibility  for  the  conditions  of  the 
public  ways.  The  frequency  of  the  finding  of 
littered  streets  is  indication  that  the  street 
cleaning  work  has  not  been  constant  or  complete. 

It  is  significant  that  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment recognized  that  a  potential  cause  of 
uncleanliness  is  inefficiency  or  carelessness  in 
refuse  collection  work  and  as  a  result  inserted 
in  the  city  contracts  the  following  explicit 
direction: 

The   contractor   shall    provide   brooms   and 

shovels   on    each    truck,    and   shall    remove   all 

refuse  dropped  from   the   trucks  or  from   the 

containers. 

It  has  hern  cvidenl   that   t  hi' inspectors  paid  no 

attention  to  this  requirement.  Moreover,  the 
commission  investigator  seldom  found  an  in- 
spector supervising  collection. 

of  more  significance,  however,  is  the  fact  that 
where  the  city  collects  rubbish,  (he  city  trucks 
were  not  equipped  with  shovels  and  brooms. 
Rubbish  which  fell  into  the  streets  in  the  process 
of  emptying  the  containers  into  city  trucks  was 
allowed  to  remain  where  it  fell. 

Enforcement  of  the  time  schedule  of  collection 
was  ignored.  Often  rubbish  dutifully  placed  out 
for  collection  was  not  picked  up  until  several 
days  after  the  prescribed  dale.  Meanwhile  the 
elements  and  malicious  individuals  had  scat- 
tered much  of  it  all  over  the  neighborhood.

This  ordinance  (chapter  39,  section  41)  reads  as 

follows: 

Section  41.     No  person  shall  throw  or  sweep 

into,  or  place  or  drop  and  suffer  to  n 
in.    any    street,    any    piece    of    hoop,    board, 
wood,    wire,    paper,   or  any    nail,   Bwee] 
sawdust,  Boot,  ashes,  cinders,  shavings,  hair, 
manure,  oyster-shell,  clam-shell,  lobster-shell, 
iihi-.^.  card,  handbill,  or  rubbish  or  lilth  of  any 
kinrl,  or  any  noxious  or  refuse  liquid  or  solid 
matter;  or  distribute  to  persons  on  a  street, 
handbills,   cards,  circulars,  or  papers  of  any 
kind  except  newspapers, 
Until  the  recent  wave  of  public  opinion  forced 
attention   to  the  fact  of  wholesale  violation  of 
this   ordinance,   there  were  no   prosecutions   or 
threats  of  prosecution  of  storekeepers  or  others 
who  found  the  public  ways  the  most  convenient 
place  to  deposit  their  rubbish. 

2.  Contractors'  lapses,  Some  of  the  con- 
tractors have  been  irregular  in  collection  schedules. 
This  permits  excessive  accumulation  of  refuse  at 
curb  with  consequent  scattering.  One  of  tin-  con- 
tractors contended  that  shortage  of  manpower-  was 
the  cause,  yet  the  citj  was  able  to  provide  suffi- 
cient manpower  in  his  district  to  bring  collection 
up  to  date. 

Some  of  the  contractors  habitually  fail  to  meet 
contract  requirements  relative  to  "clean"  collec- 
tions. (.  ...  making  a  complete  removal  from  the 
curb  and  picking  up  refuse  which  may  fall  in  the 
process.      In  short  order  such  fallen  debris  bet  onus 

scattered. 

3.  The  Public's  Part. 

(a)  Storekeepers. 

Frequently  storekeepers  offend  b- 
lessly  piling  litter  in  front  of  establishments 
or  by  sweeping  debris  originating  in  the  stores 
into  gutters.  Some,  in  order  to  avoid  pay- 
ment of  the  small  fee  charged  for  commer- 
cial collection,  place  their  rubbish  on  vacant 
lots  or  in  front  of  vacant  stores.  The 
experienced  contractors  always  decline  to 
pick  up  such  rubbish  and  again,  the  ele- 
ments and  malicious  persons  scatter  it 
about  the  neighborhood. 

(b)  Residents. 

(1)  Residents  in  many  cases  failed  to  pro- 
vide adequate  containers  for  refuse  and 
were  careless  or  downright  lawless  in  other 
ways.  In  many  places  it  was  apparent  that 
rubbish  had  been  thrown  from  windows  into 
the  street;  that  rubbish  was  dumped  into  the 
gutter  of  streets.  In  the  North  End  and  the 
West  End,  hucksters'  decayed  fruits  and  vege- 
tables were  often  deposited  in  the  streets,  and 
frequently  were  used  as  missiles  by  children  at 
play. 

(2)  Residents  employing  servants  failed  to 
oversee  the  practice  of  the  latter  in  getting  rid 
of  rubbish.  This  resulted  in  some  of  the 
most  extraordinary  examples  of  unsightliness. 

Conclusion. 
In  the  very  nature  of  things,  maintenance  of 
Community  cleanliness  is  a  constant  struggle  by  all 
agencies  involved  and  by  the  public.  Unless  a 
certain  tempo  of  activity  is  maintained,  ground 
is  quickly  lost  and  becomes  increasingly  hard  to 
regain. 

The  administrative  pattern  of  the  city  govern- 
ment through  the  Health,  Fire,  Public  Works  and 
Police  departments  has  been  set  up  and  clothed 
with  adequate  authority  to  attain  a  desirable 
standard  of  cleanliness.  The  recent  successful 
clean-up  drive  represented  the  proper  functioning 
of  those  several  agencies.  It  represented  also  the 
cooperation  of  the  public,  an  essential  element  in 
the  picture.  If  the  condition  of  the  streets  is  not 
to  slip  back  into  its  former  state,  the  tempo  of 
activity  of  these  departments  must  be  kept 
constant.

HANLEY — Mr.  President,  there  are  a 
few  names  there  in  regard  to  which  I  should  like 
to  have  more  knowledge  than  I  have  at  the  present 
time. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  gentleman  can 
move  postponement. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  not  fully 
aware  of  the  customary  procedure  in  these  matters. 
I  believe  that  last  year  this  document  was  laid  over 
after  its  presentation,  so  that  the  members  of  the 
Body  might  be  more  fully  aware  of  who  they  were 
\oting  upon,  and  I  think  that  the  members  should 
have  that  opportunity.  Apparently  the  names  are 
put  in  alphabetical  order  and  not  in  the  order  of  the 
different  wards  from  which  they  come.  I  believe 
the  matter  should  be  laid  over  for  a  week,  until  we 
may  know  whom  we  are  voting  for. 

Coun.  TAYLOR- Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  reply 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  Is  debate  allowed  on  a  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  it  is  not  a 
question  of  laying  on  the  table.  I  was  simply 
going  to  suggest  that  it  might  be  sent  in  to  Executive 
where  we  might  have  time  to  pick  out  names  that 
members  wished  to  pick  out,  not  holding  up  every- 
body.

Dear  Sir, —  I  have  j  our  memorandum  of  April  (}, 
with  inclosure,  order  from  the  City  Council  direct- 
ing the  Park  Commissioner  to  construct  a  tem- 
porary bath  house  at  Savin  Hill  out  of  the  block 
garages  located  on  Denny  street,  etc.,  and  I 
respectfully  forward  the  following  information. 

I  looked  over  the  cement  block  community 
garages  on  Denny  street,  Dorchester,  with  the 
idea  in  mind  of  attempting  to  convert  them  into  a 
bath  house  for  the  public  who  use  Savin  Hill 
Beach.  At  present  these  thirty  garages  are  in 
very  poor  condition.  They  are  built  of  cement 
blocks  with  a  flat  frame  roof  with  a  tar  and  gravel 
surface.  The  tar  and  gravel  roof  is  in  such  poor 
condition  that  the  rain  water  has  leaked  through 
and  rotted  the  roof  boards  and  rafters  and  caused 
the  plaster  from  the  ceiling  to  fall  off  in  many 
places.  There  are  so  many  repairs  to  be  made  to 
the  cement  blocks  and  doors,  and  the  roof  is  in 
such  bad  condition,  that  to  convert  these  garages 
to  a  bath  house,  structurally  safe,  would  probably 
cost  about  $5,000. 

There  are  no  facilities  or  any  opportunity  of 
installing  toilets  or  wash  basins  in  these  structures 
without  spending  a  lot  more  money.  Someone 
might  suggest  that  some  of  the  garages  in  fair 
condition  be  utilized  for  bath  house  purposes  and 
the  balance  left  alone.  I  do  not  agree  with  this 
plan  as  there  are  so  many  repairs  to  be  made  to 
the  roof  and  cement  blocks  that  it  needs  immediate 
attention.  Even  after  all  the  repairs  and  replace- 
ments were  made  the  building  is  not  laid  out 
properly  for  locker  purposes.  If  the  conversion 
was  made,  I  think  a  cafeteria  system  should  be 
installed  with  counters  and  checking  boxes  and  a 
few  dressing  closets  installed  —  the  bath  house 
to  be  sectioned  off  for  boys  and  girls. 

In  many  cases  the  doors  would  have  to  be  taken 
out  and  the  openings  closed  up  so  that  there  would 
not  be  too  many  doors.  There  are  practically  no 
windows  or  any  other  way  of  light  getting  into 
these  buildings. 

I  understand  this  property  is  now  under  the 
control  of  the  Real  Estate  Department  of  the  city. 
If  the  property  was  turned  over  to  us  the  Building 
Department  would  no  doubt  order  these  repairs 
and  replacements  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  public 
safety.  I,  personally,  would  rather  see  $5,000 
spent  on  a  building  out  on  the  park  land  near  the 
beach.

Coun.  BAY  LEY  A  few  days  ago  we  In  Boston 
and  in  Massachusetts  celebrated  Patriots'  Day  as 
a  legal  holiday,  The  19th  ol  Ipril,  1775,  is  one  of 
tin'  most  glorious  dates  in  American  history.  It 
was  on  that  day  that  tin-  first  military  engagement 
occurred  between  American  colonists  and  British 
troops  and  the  fighting  that  t 

and  Concord  formed  tin-  prologue  to  tin-  mighty 
drama  of  the  Revolution  and  determined  the 
character  of  its  Bret  campaign.  The  10th  of 
April  has  had  particular  attention  in  Massachusetts 
foi  many  years  and  Patriots'  Das  was  designated 
as  such  by  act  of  tin-  General  Court,  chaptei  22 
of  tin-  Aits  of  1938,  calling  fur  an  annual  proc- 
lamation by  I  he  Governor  and  specifying  thai 
the  annual  observance  is  "to  commemorate  the 
opening  events  of  tin- War  of  the  Revolution  and 
the  struggle  through  which  the  Nation  passed  in 
the  earlj  days."  Patriots'  Day  is  annual! 
apart  in  Massachusetts,  and  also  IB  Maine,  in  part 
ommemorate  the  events  themselves  thai  took 
place  on  that  day  in  1775.  The  opening  scene  of 
that  eventful  drama  has  been  immortalized  by 
Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow  in  his  meat  poem 
"Paul  Revere's  Hide."  It  was  here  in  Boston,  in 
the  North  Church  tower,  that  the  lanterns  were 
hunt;  which  were  to  Hiiiiic  into  American  liberty. 
And  from  Charlestown,  after  dodging  a  British 
patrol.  Paul  Revere,  and  his  compatriot.  William 
Dawe~.  Jr.,  sped  to  warn  the  countryside — to 
warn  tin-  men  who  faced  the  British  at  Lexhuj 
and  with  the  aid  of  Dr.  Samuel  Prescott,  the  men 
who  at  the  historic  and  heroic  stand  at  Concord 
Bridge  "fired  the  shot  heard  'round  the  world." 
Well   did   Longfellow   write: 

"That  was  all!  And  yet  through  the  gloom  and 

the    light 
The  fate  of  a  nation  was  riding  that  night; 
And  the  spark  struck  out  by  that  steed  in  his 

flight. 
Kindled  the  land  into  flame  with  its  heat  " 

But,  as  is  stated  in  the  preamble  of  House  Joint 
Resolution  117,  the  significance  of  April  19th  in 
the  history  of  our  country  is  not  to  be  measured 
solely  by  the  extent  of  the  military  forces  that 
engaged  in  local  battles  in  1775.  but  "by  the 
direction  and  strength  of  the  intangible  forces  then 
in  motion  which  in  due  course  established  the 
United  States  of  America."  One  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  years  ago  the  people  of  Boston  and  of 
Massachusetts  decided  that  they  would  fight,  and. 
if  necessary,  die,  in  order  that  they  might  have 
liberty  and  freedom  of  action.  Here  was  the  torch 
of  liberty  lighted  and  the  patriots  of  1775  thereby 
bed  America  on  the  road  to  independence  and 
victory,  which  came  from  their  resolute  determ- 
ination, their  actions,  their  sacrifices.  Boston  i- 
often  referred  to  as  the  "Birthplace  of  American 
Liberty."  The  lessons  of  Patriots'  Day,  1775, 
should  be  commemorated,  not  only  in  this  state, 
but  in  every  state  of  the  nation  We  should 
encourage  a  vivid  remembrance  of  all  that  the 
19th  of  April  means  to  a  freedom-loving  people. 
Passage  of  this  resolution  by  Congress  at  this 
time  would  be  timely  arid  of  great  morale  value  to 
show  that  we  in  America  want  to  hold  what  our 
forefathers  have  won  for  us  and  that  America  shall 
continue  to  be  a  beacon  of  liberty  for  the  rest  of  the 
world  to  see  and  to  try  to  emulate.  Congress- 
woman  Rogers  deserves  gnat,  credit  forintroil  I 
into  Congress  this  resolution  to  commemorate 
Patriots'  Day  nationally.  I,  as  a  direct  descendant 
of  one  of  the  patriots  of  1775.  John  Adams,  and  of 
a  general  in  the  American  Army  whose  name  I 
bear,  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  this  resolu- 
tion here  today.  I  hope  that  you,  my  colka 
will  likewise  take  pleasure  in  passing  this  resolution 
unanimously  today.  We  in  Boston  are  proud  of 
April  19,  1775.  so  let  us  stand  100  per  cent  behind 
an  action  to  have  this  day  annually  commemorated 
all  over  our  great  Country  in  recognition  of  the 
glorious  events  of  that  day  and  of  the  principles  of 
liberty,  of  freedom  and  of  independence  that 
were  born  thereby.

Coun  KEENAN— Mr.  President,  the  purpose  of 
my  introducing  that  order  this  afternoon  was  that 
during  the  past  two  weeks  it  has  been  called  to  my 
attention  throughout  Greater  Boston,  in  these 
homes  where  aged  people  are  put  for  room  and 
board,  which  is  paid  for  by  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment, in  a  great  many  places  these  poor  unfor- 
tunates are  not  properly  clothed  or  fed.  Over  the 
week-end  I  had  two  elderly  women,  one  aged 
seventy-five,  one  aged  seventy-seven,  brought  to 
my  attention,  that  were  housed  in  a  room  for  a 
year  and  a  half.  Their  food  is  brought  to  them  on 
a  tray.  The  person  running  the  home  has  a  license 
for  only  three,  but  has  seven  in  the  home,  and  all 
they  are  getting  is  one  piece  of  bread,  and  if  they 
ask  far  two  they  are  told  if  they  don't  like  it  to  get 
out  I  have  also  come  in  contact  with  other  rest 
homes  throughout  the  city,  trying  to  locate  them 
in  a  home  that  would  be  better  for  them.  I  hope 
that  his  Honoi  the  Mayor  will  see  that  there  are 
better  conditions  in  every  home  throughout  the  city 
that  has  a  license  to  house  these  poor  unfortunates.

REPOSSESSION    OF   STOLEN    CARS. 

Coun.  IIANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  suggest  to 
the  Police  Commissioner  that  when  an  automobile 
reported  stolen  is  later  recovered  by  the  police  the 
owner  of  said  car  be  given  a  sufficient  opportunity 
to  "possess  the  car  before  it  is  towed  to  a  public 
garage. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  presumably 
acting  under  orders,  whenever  a  stolen  ear  is 
recovered  by  the  police  it  is  towed  to  a  public 
garage,  and  the  person  from  whom  the  car  was 
originally  stolen,  in  order  to  recover  it,  must  paj 

a  towing  charge  in  addition  to  storage  charges,  and 

these  charges  nave  no  O.  P.  A.  ceiling  on  them.  In 
the  course  of  the  last  couple  of  months  I  have  hail 
two  strange  experiences.     First,  I  was  riding  with 

a  man  who  had  reported  his  car  stolen,  and,  in 
riding    along    one    of    the    main    thoroughfare 

Boston  he  saw  his  car  standing  there,  parked. 
The  fellow  said,  "There  is  my  car."  So  we  stopped 
and  got  out  and  went  up  and  told  a  police  officer 
who  was  handy  that  the  man's  car  which  had  been 
reported  stolen  was  standing  there  against  the 
curb.  The  officer  said,  "O.  K.,  I  will  have  it 
towed  to  a  garage."  1  said,  "I  don't  think  you 
have  to  tow  it  to  a  garage.  The  guy  that  owns  it, 
is  right  here."  He  said,  "I  can't  release  it.  1  am 
supposed  to  tow  it  to  a  garage."  So,  in  order  to 
get  the  car,  we  had  to  ride  to  the  police  station 
and  go  through  a  lot  of  red  tape  before  the  proper 
owner  could  repossess  it.  The  other  evening  one 
of  my  constituents  came  over  and  said  that  his 
car  was  stolen,  that  he  went  out  and  reported  it  to 
the  police,  and  two  nights  later,  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  doorbell  rang,  and 
there  was  a  cruising  car  with  two  police  officers. 
One  of  the  officers  said,  "We  have  come  to  notify 
you  we  have  recovered  your  car,  and  it  is  over  on 
Si\th  street,"  and  gave  the  location.  The  man 
got  dressed  and  called  a  taxicab  and  went  over, 
nd  when  he  got  to  Sixth  street  his  car  was  gone. 
So  he  went  to  the  police  station  and  asked  what 
the  story  was.  They  said,  "We  had  your  car 
towed  to  a  garage."  So  that  man  had  to  go  to  a 
garage,  had  to  pay  the  towing  charge  and  had  to 
paj  the  cab  fare,  and  his  main  complaint  was  that, 
when  he  did  get  his  car  it  certainly  was  in  tough 
shape  and,  being  an  automobile  mechanic,  he 
believes  that  some  of  the  damage  done  to  the  car 
was  not  done  by  those  who  stole  the  car.  Now, 
when  anybody  runs  into  difficulty  or  trouble  and 
it  is  necessary  to  call  the  police,  generally  the 
police  officer  stays  there  for  a  certain  length  <>[ 
time,  and  there  is  no  question  with  these  stolen 
cars  that  when  they  are  recovered,  if  they  are 
locked  they  can  notify  the  owner  and  give  dim  a 
couple  of  hours  to  get  there  and  pick  up  his  car. 
Even  if  a  police  officer  had  to  be  left  there  to  guard 
it,  it  wouldn't  do  too  much  harm,  and  a  property 
owner  would  be  protected.  As  it  is  now,  you 
pay  for  towing  charges,  and  you  always  find  when 
you  locate  your  car  it  is  in  very  bad  shape  and 
needs  the  services  of  a  mechanic  who,  happily,  is 
right   there   in   the   garage   to   which   it  has   been 

towed.

Coun.  COFFEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Licenses, 
submitted  the  following:

Coun.  COFFEY— Just  briefly  on  this  matter. 
I  got  up  one  Saturday  morning  and  went  down  to 
the  court  house  to  intercede  for  a  friend  of  mine, 
and  while  I  was  down  there  I  was  told  that  buses 
were  running  from  Maverick  square  to  East 
Boston  airport  and  back.  I  went  down  to  in- 
vestigate and  found  this  to  be  true.  So  I  immedi- 
ately came  into  the  Hall  and  from  the  Hall  called 
Mr.  Dana  of  the  Boston  Elevated.  I  asked  Mr. 
Dana  why  he  didn't  file  a  petition  with  the  Boston 
City  Council  for  this  permit  to  run  buses  from 
Maverick  station  to  the  airport  and  back,  and  he 
said,  "We  don't  need  your  Body  down  there; 
we  can  just  go  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities,  and  they  grant  us  a  60-day  permit." 
And  he  said,  "In  my  opinion,  under  the  War 
Emergency  powers,  the  Governor  will  grant  us  a 
permit  for  the  duration."  I  talked  to  one  of  the 
clerks  here  after  the  order  came  to  us  the  following 
Monday.  The  buses  had  been  running  three  days 
before  the  order  came  to  the  Boston  City  Council. 
I  talked  to  one  of  the  clerks  here,  and  he  said,  "If 
the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  has  granted 
a  permit  for  the  duration,  there  is  nothing  that  the 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  can  do, 
because  under  the  War  Emergency  powers  the 
Governor  has  the  right  to  grant  a  permit  for 
the  duration."  Three  weeks  later  I  went  up  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  and  talked  with  the 
chairman,  and  I  explained  to  him  how  the  Boston 
Elevated  for  the  past  three  years  has  been  trying 
to  take  off  the  Jeffries  Point  earline  in  East  Boston 
and  substitute  buses.  I  told  him  at  the  time  that 
in  East  Boston  we  were  very  well  satisfied  that 
they  take  off  the  street  cars  provided  they  run 
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buses  over  the  same  route,  and  back  to  Maverick 
street;  provided  also  they  take  in  the  Maverick 
street  section  and  give  them  transportation,  and 
give  us  an  escalator  to  take  care  of  the  elderlj 
people.  And  I  explained  that  there  are  at  least, 
four  flights  of  steps,  with  twenty-eight  steps  in 
each  flight,  and  it  is  a  pretty  long  hike  for  an  aged 
person.  The  Boston  Elevated  has  appeared  before 
us  twice,  and  I  gave  them  the  same  story  both 
times,  as  to  where  the  cat  line  now  is,  and  also  as 
to  servicing  the  people  at  the  airport  and  the 
people  who  live  in  the  Maverick  street  section. 
And,  lo  and  behold,  the  Governor,  who  is  very 
much  interested  in  taking  the  airport  and  expand- 
ing it,  has  stepped  into  the  picture  and  demanded 
of  Mr.  Dana  of  the  Boston  Elevated,  according 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities,  that  he  run  that  bus  line  from  Maverick 
square  to  the  airport  and  back  to  satisfy  the  pel 
sonnel  who  work  at  the  airport  —  not  to  satisfy 
the  people  who  live  in  the  Maverick  street  section, 
not  to  give  them  service,  but  to  satisfy  the  big  shots 
that  own  the  airlines  at  the  airport.  We  have 
taken  no  action,  I  said,  because,  as  chairman  of 
that  committee  —  and  it  is  in  my  ward  —  I  was 
under  the  impression  this  bllS  line  was  going  to  !»■ 
granted  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
over  the  heads  of  the  Committee  on  Licenses  of 
the  Boston  <  'ily  Council  for  the  duration.  Now,  a 
week  ago  in  the  buses  a  sign  appealed  that  "This 
bus  line  will  be  discontinued  after  May  Hi  unless 
a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Boston  City  Council." 
Of  course,  when  that  was  called  to  my  attention,  I 
immediately  went  to  work  and  got  down  around 
the  neighborhood,  and  the  majority  —  a  great 
majority,  I  might  say  —  around  there  do  want 
tin-  bus  line  because  it  does  service  some  people 
living  down  in  this  section.  I  just  want  to  bring 
out  here  that  the  Governor  didn't  put  that  bus 
line  in  there  to  service  the  people  of  East  Boston. 
He  put  it  in  to  give  service  to  the  airlines,  and  I 
might  make  known  the  fact  that  the  Governor 
thinks  so  much  of  the  people  in  this  neighborhood, 
in  the  Maverick  street  section,  that  he  has  taken 
Amerena  Park,  the  only  park  in  the  Maverick 
street  section,  for  the  expansion  of  the  airport. 
That  is  something  I  will  always  call  stealing. 
They  will  take  Amerena  Park  along  with  Wood 
Island  Park,  and  give  it  to  the  airport  people,  the 
Governor's  friends.  Of  course  I  want  the  order 
to  go  through,  granting  the  permit,  because,  if  it 
only  services  one  elderly  person  who  lives  in  that 
district  ami  saxes  her  walking  three  or  four  blocks 
tci  Maverick  station,  it  is  well  worth  granting. 

Coun.  CAREY — One  question.  Prior  to  this 
bus,  was  there  any  service  provided  between 
Maverick  square  and  the  airport? 

Coun.  COFFEY — No,  there  was  no  service  be- 
tween Maverick  square  and  the  airport,  except  the 
old  Maverick  street  carline  that  has  been  on  there 
for  fifty  years,  and  that  takes  an  entirely  different 
route  than  this  bus  line  is  going  to  service.

FULL  PAY  FOR  CITY  HOSPITAL   NURSES 
OUT    SICK. 

Coun.  SCANNELL  and  D.  F.  SULLIVAN 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  giving  any 
nurse  who  has  been  employed  at  the  hospital  for 
one  year  full  pay  while  out  sick,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  many  of  them  contract  their 
illness  while  in  the  performance  of  their  duty. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  I  believe 
that  this  order,  having  for  its  object  just  treatment 
of  the  nurses  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  is  a  very 
meritorious  one.  It  is  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  have  worked  for  one  year  at  the  hospital  am! 
who  become  sick,  having  in  many  cases  contracted 
a  disease  while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
at  the  hospital.  I  have  talked  with  many  of 
the  nurses  in  regard  to  the  situation,  and  I  am 
informed  that  80  per  cent  of  the  nurses  who 
become  sick  do  so  because  of  contracting  their 
illness  while  on  duty  at  the  hospital.  It  seems 
to  me,  therefore,  that  these  nurses  should  be 
treated  in  the  same  way  as  other  employees  of 
the  city.  In  the  Boston  Police  Department,  for 
example,  when  they  become  sick  or  injured,  a 
man  gets  full  pay  while  he  is  out  on  sick  leave. 
That  also  applies  to  an  employee  in  the  Fire 
Department.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that 
these  employees  of  the  City  Hospital,  who  do 
such  a  good  job  in  the  performance  of  their  duties, 
should  at  least  get  paid  while  they  are  out  sick. 
As  I  say,  in  most  cases  they  have  contracted 
diseases  or  have  got  injured  while  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  at  the  hospital.  In  many 
cases,  for  example,  aside  from  their  chance  of 
contracting  disease,  they  are  dealing  with  men 
who  are  brought  to  the  hospital  delirious,  and 
who,  while  out  of  their  minds,  assault  or  injure 
the  nurses.  It  seems  to  me  fair,  therefore,  that 
nurses  at  the  hospital  who  have  been  employed 
for  one  year  and  who  are  out  on  sick  leave  for 
one  reason  or  another,  as  I  have  suggested,  should 
be  given  some  consideration  in  the  way  of  pay- 
ment of  their  salaries  and,  in  many  eases,  a  vaca- 
tion in  which  they  may  recuperate.  I  believe 
that  the  nurses  at  the  hospital  work  harder  than 
t  hose  in  the  School  Department,  who  get  a  vacation 
in  the  summertime,  and  it  seems  to  me  there 
can  be  no  argument  that  they  should  not  get 
full  pay  while  they  are  out  sick.  I  have  talked 
to  some  doctors  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and 
they  say  it  is  a  darn  shame  that  the  nurses  do  not 
get'  paid  while  they  are  out  sick  under  certain 
circumstances.  They  all  believe  that  some  action 
should  be  taken  and  that  something  should  be 
done  to  take  care  of  the  girls  when  they  are  out 
sick.  Therefore,  I  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the 
rule  and  the  passage  of  the  order.

FIXING   ONE    STANDARD    TAXICAB 
RATE. 

Cou'n.  HANNON  and  RUSSO  offered  thi 
following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  suggest  to  the  Police  Commissioner  the  advis- 
ability of  establishing  one  standard  rate  <>f  taxicab 
fare  rather  than  the  present  maximum  and  mini- 
mum rates  now  in  force  in  Boston 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  chapter  392 
of  the  Acts  of  1930  of  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture gives  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  full 
power  over  the  taxicabs  operating  in  Boston;  and, 
pursuant  to  the  enactment  of  that  chapter,  in 
1931.  the  rates  were  established  for  the  various 
taxicabs.  Those  rates  are  still  in  existence  and. 
for  some  unknown  reason,  the  rates  are  not  con- 
sistent. There  are  two  rates.  There  is  a  maxi- 
mum rate  and  a  minimum  rate.  The  maximum 
rate  is  45  cents  for  the  first  mile,  and  30  cents 
each  mile  thereafter.  The  minimum  rate  is  25 
cents  for  the  first  two-fifths  of  a  mile,  or  a  fraction 
thereof,  and  five  cents  for  each  additional  one- 
fifth  of  a  mile  or  fraction  thereof.  The  result  is 
that  a  person  going  from  the  South  Station  to  the 
North  Station,  as  many  of  our  service  men  now 
do,  might  get  into  one  cab  one  week  and  pay  one 
rate,  and  get  into  another  cab  the  next  week  and 
have  to  pay  a  higher  rate  for  the  same  distance 
covered.  This  has  led  to  all  sorts  of  controversies, 
and  all  kinds  of  trouble.  In  order  to  offset  this, 
the  commissioner  has  recently  ordered  all  taxi- 
cabs  to  paint  on  their  sides  "Minimum  rate" 
and  "Maximum  rate."  And  I  believe  in  the 
daytime  this  is  all  right.  You  are  going  to  get 
into  a  cab  where  you  can  read  the  painted  letters 
and  determine  whether  you  pay  the  minimum  or 
the  maximum  rate.  But  at  night,  when  you 
want  a  cab,  you  certainly  cannot  read  what  is  on 
the  side  of  the  cab.  Most  every  city  has  standard- 
ized rates.  I  don't  know  why  Boston  doesn't 
have  standard  rates  for  cab  fares.  The  ones 
who  suffer,  primarily,  are  the  service  men  who 
come  into  this  city,  and  they  cannot  understand 
why  one  week  when  they  ride  a  certain  distance 
the  fare  amounts  to  so  much,  and  the  next  week, 
traveling  the  same  distance,  in  apparently  the 
same  kind  of  cab,  they  pay  a  greater  fare.  This 
seems  to  me  a  matter  that  might  be  easily  remedied 
I  therefore  hope  this  order  will  go  through  and  that 
some  action  will  be  taken  thereon. 

Chairman  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Will  the  councilor 
object  to  having  the  order  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee? 

Coun.  HANNON— No. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
what  I  could  add  to  the  remarks  of  my  colleague, 
as  just  stated.  I  had  a  similar  order  already 
drawn  up,  until  my  colleague  brought  it  to  my 
attention  that  he  had  one  that  was  the  same,  so 
we  joined  the  orders.  However,  I  would  like  to 
bring  out  this  point,  that  I  have  been  approached 
by  some  taxicab  drivers.  They  have  had  trouble 
in  the  past,  and  they  are  having  trouble  at  the 
present  time,  where  some  of  these  persons  that 
use  the  cabs  give  them  an  argument  after  they 
have  fulfilled  a  mission.  In  other  words,  there 
have  been  the  different  prices  on  different  cabs, 
and  I  know  they  are  in  favor  of  having  a  uniform 
rate.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  had  also  another 
individual,  a  customer,  who  has  complained  to  me 
about  paying  different  prices  for  the  same  destina- 
tion. Therefore,  I  really  believe  that  it  ought 
to  be  a  uniform  price  and  make  the    people  sure 


that,  regardless  of  the  kind  of  cab  they  go  in, 
they  are  not  going  to  be  overcharged.  And,  for 
that  matte  r,  I  believe  we  may  he  able  to  eliminate 
all  this  confusion  that  does  exist  today,  and 
iallj  where  we  heal  SO  much  about  the  taxi- 
cab  drivers  being  held  up.  That  happened  in  a 
[Cularly  sad  ease  in  my  district  where  this 
young  man,  a  good,  clean  husband  and  father, 
was  doing  his  daily  work  and  lie  was  shot  to  death. 
I  feel,  Mr.  President,  that,  by  having  a  uniform 
rate  a  lot  of  these  arguments  may  be  eliminated

PERMANENT  INCREASE  FOR  BOSTONIAN 
SCHOOL   EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  re- 
consider the  proposal  submitted  to  them  by  the 
Council  of  Presidents,  which  represents  5,400 
school  employees,  to  grant  to  the  school  employees 
a  permanent  increase  of  $200  in  lieu  of  the  tempo- 
rary increase  now  being  granted  to  said  group; 
and  also  that  the  Boston  School  Committee  be 
requested  to  recognize  that  by  granting  such 
increase  to  the  school  employees  they  will  be  fol- 
lowing the  example  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  who 
has  granted  a  like  increase  to  the  police  and 
firemen. 

The  question  came  on  the  suspension  of  the 
rules. 

Coun.  MUCHNTCK— I  move  that  that  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  KELLY  -I  ask  for  a  roll  call 

Chairman  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Councilor  Much- 
nick  moves  the  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Will  the  clerk  kindly  read  the 
order  again?     (The  order  was  read.) 

Coun.  COFFEY— While  I  am  in  favor  generally 
of  the  order,  I  don't  know  whether  the  councilor 
would  be  in  favor  or  opposed  if  I  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  the  order.  I  am  really  under  the  impres- 
sion he  will  be  in  favor  of  it.  I  would  like  to  have 
the  order  amended  to  apply  to  "the  school  teachers 
who  live  in  Boston,"  because  if  I  am  not  sadly 
mistaken,  four-fifths  of  the  personnel  who  teach 
school  in  the  City  of  Boston  live  outside  the  city 
limits,  and  I  think  we  ought  to  start  in  now, 
and  we  might  make  some  headway  on  this  order. 
And  in  the  near  future  on  all  other  orders  that 
come  in  for  increases  in  salary  we  ought  to  make 
sure  the  people  who  are  going  to  benefit  at  least 
think  enough  of  the  city  that  they  get  their  living 
from  to  pay  a  tax  within  the  city  limits  of  Boston. 
Many  of  these  people  live  in  Newton  and  suburbs 
and  feel  they  can  come  into  the  city  and  make 
their  living  and  pay  a  small  tax  rate,  and  they 
don't  feel  they  should  contribute  to  this  com- 
munity. So  I  am  going  to  ask  that  an  amendment 
be  put  into  the  order  so  that  the  increase  will 
be  allowed  to  those  only  who  live  within  the  city 
limits. 

Chairman  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— The  clerk  will 
call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  question  came  on  the 
motion  to  refer  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
motion  was  defeated,  yeas  1,  nays  17:

Chairman  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— The  question 
now  comes  on  Councilor  Coffey's  amendment. 

The  amendment — to  insert  before  the  words  "a 
permanent  increase"  the  words  "residing  in 
Boston," — was  adopted,  and  the  order  as  amended 
was  passe,! 


THE   SCHOOL   LUNCH    CONTRACT. 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consider  the 
advisability  of  conferring  with  the  Boston  School 
(  lommittee  relative  to  cancelling  their  contract  with 
the  Women's  Educational  Industrial  Union,  who 
serve  lunches  in  the  various  schools  in  the  city,  on 
the  ground  that  they  are  incompetent,  they  do  not 
serve  the  best  of  food,  and  they  do  not  have 
enough  food  to  take  care  of  the  children  in  the 
second   lunch   period,   and   thereby  save   the   tax- 
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payers  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  a  year 
which  the  city  has  to  pay  them  for  their  services 
in  the  form  of  a  subsidy. 

Conn.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  have  filed 
quite  a  few  orders  before  on  this  same  subject.  I 
understand  from  figures  secured  that  it  is  costing 
the  taxpayers  to  the  tune  of  $20,000  a  year  for  the 
lunches  served  by  the  Women's  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union.  Now,  of  course,  I  realize  thai 
this  Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union 
is  a  charitable  organization,  although  I  also  realize 
that  where  they  have  their  headquarters  on  Boyl- 
ston  street  their  property  is  also  tax  free.  That  is, 
other  business  establishments  that  are  selling  the 
same  goods  have  to  compete  against  the  tax-free 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union.  I 
have  received  several  complaints.  I  have  received 
complaints  that  the  food  has  not  been  the  best,  and 
especially  there  never  has  been  enough  of  food  for 
the  second  period,  regardless  of  the  report  that  I 
received  from  the  School  Committee  some  weeks 
ago.  I  have  also  investigated  personally,  and  I 
found  out  that  the  goods,  although  this  Educa- 
tional Union  is  a  charitable  organization, — that  the 
goods  have  been  sold  for  profit,  and  besides  they 
have  been  reimbursed  by  the  city  to  the  tune  of 
$20,000  a  year.  So  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rule  and 
passage  of  the  order,  and  ask  that  a  copy  of  both 
the  orders  be  sent  to  the  School  Committee. 

Conn.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  ask  the 
councilor  a  question.  Did  I  understand  you  said 
their  property  was  tax  free? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  understand  so. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Likewise,  a  further  ques- 
tion. Are  there  any  functions  that  they  hold  in  the 
evenings  that  are  not  strictly  educational  in  nature 
at  those  quarters  that  are  tax  free? 

Coun.  KELLY — -I  couldn't  answer  that.  The 
only  thing  I  was  interested  in  was  the  lunches  being 
served  to  the  school  children.  I  investigated  that 
thoroughly.  I  understand  their  headquarters  on 
Boylston  street,  their  property,  is  tax  free. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  was  going  to  suggest  only 
that  the  tax  exemption  be  refused  that  organization 
if  they  are  an  organization  for  divided  purposes. 
If  they  are  strictly  educational,  we  know,  under  the 
law,  they  are  entitled  to  exemption.  But  if,  as 
Councilor  Kelly  says,  they  service  the  school  chil- 
dren of  Boston  for  profit,  then  I  will  ask  the  coun- 
cilor another  question.  Does  the  councilor  know 
to  what  purpose  they  put  that  money  they  take 
in  as  profit?  I  understood  the  councilor  to  say  they 
make  a  profit  in  the  lunch  room. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  couldn't  tell  you  that,  coun- 
cilor, but  I  know  that  they  receive  money  to  the 
tune  of  $20,000  per  year  besides  what  they  receive 
for  their  food  in  the  lunch  room.  I  feel  as  though, 
from  the  complaints  I  have  been  receiving  in  the 
Dorchester  neighborhood,  something  ought  to  be 
done  and  a  change  made  and,  where  this  is  a  charity 
organization,  I  think  it  is  about  time  we  gave  some- 
body else  a  chance  to  compete  against  them  and 
see  that  the  girls  and  boys  of  today,  who  are  the 
men  and  women  of  tomorrow,  will  have  at  least  a 
chance  of  being  fed  right. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — If  the  councilor  from  Dor- 
chester will  accept  an  amendment,  I  would  like  to 
ask  that  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation,  Mr.  Long,  be  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to 
the  status  of  that  organization, — whether  it  is  a 
charitable  or  an  educational  organization,  or  both. 
But  if  it  is  a  profit-making  organization,  I  think 
that  tax  exemption  ought  to  be  denied  them. 

Chairman  SULLIVAN— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
would  be  the  subject  for  another  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY — A  few  months  ago  when  Coun- 
cilor Kelly  introduced  this  order,  at  the  time  his 
order  read  that  an  investigation  be  made  of  the 
Dorchester  schools,  and  I  was  one  of  the  many  that 
got  up  here,  and  I  asked  that  the  East  Boston 
schools  be  included,  and  I  think  that  the  order  at 
that  time  was  amended  so  as  to  read  to  include  all 
schools  in  Boston.  I  want  to  congratulate  the 
councilor  and  tell  him  he  is  absolutely  right.  Since 
the  last  time  I  took  the  floor  on  this  same  order,  I 
have  had  several  complaints  from  school  children, 
and  especially  mothers  and  fathers,  who  claim  that 
those  who  have  a  chance  to  eat  at  the  first  lunch 
period  get  sufficient  food,  but  those  who  have  to 
eat  at  the  second  period  are  usually  left  without 
sandwiches  and  usually  without  milk.  So  I  hope 
the  order  is  passed,  and  that  something  will  be  done 
by  the  school  authorities,  and  that  whoever  gets 
the  contract  next  year  for  the  schools  will  see,  above 
all,  that  the  children  receive  enough  food,  even  if 
they  have  to  raise  the  prices.     The  only  kick  I  get 


is  the  children  who,  at  the  second  school  period, 
sometimes  have  to  go  without  lunch  because  there 
in  not  sufficient  food  provided  for  them. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  when 
ni, Iris  of  this  nature  have  been  introduced  within 
the  last  six  or  seven  years — and  they  have  been 
introduced  here  on  numerous  occasions, — I  have 
had  reason  t"  come  to  the  defense  of  an  organiza- 
tion that  conducts  the  cafeterias  in  the  schools. 
During  the  last  few  weeks  and  since  Councilor 
Kelly  introduced  the  last  order,  I  likewise  have 
received  complaints  from  pupils  and  from  their 
parents  and  from  the  teachers  in  the  schools.  I 
have  heard  complaints  as  to  the  quality  of  the  food 
and  as  to  the  quantity  of  the  food.  I  believe  it  is 
the  first  time  I  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  com- 
plain against  the  method  in  which  the  cafeterias  are 
conducted.  I  believe  the  schools  can  give  adequate 
food,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  other  restaurants  seem 
t"  lie  giving  food  and  this,  after  all,  is  a  business 
enterprise.  I  know  that  in  schools  throughout  this 
city,  where  the  pupils  from  Brighton  attend,  ac- 
cording to  the  pupils  and  the  teachers  and  the 
parents,  there  has  been  inadequate  food,  both  in 
quantity  and  quality. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

He  was 
married,  —  the  father  of  six  children  and  the 
grandfather  of  seven.  He  has  been  a  leader  for 
many  years  in  the  community  and  active  in  civic 
affairs  of  that  district.

SAFETY  MEASURES  FOR  METROPOLITAN 
HILL   "DUST   BOWL" 

Coun.  FEENEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  take  the  necessary  legal  action  to  force  the 
owner  of  the  land  in  the  Roslindale— Hyde  Park 
Metropolitan  Hill  section  of  Ward  18,  known  as 
the  Metropolitan  Hill  "Dust  Bowl,"  so  called,  to 
do  the  following  in  the  interest  of  public  health 
and  safety:  To  eliminate  the  danger  of  drowning 
to  small  children  in  the  several  water-filled  excava- 
tions located  there;  to  drain  or  pump  off  the 
stagnant  water  which  covers  most  of  the  area  and 
which  constitutes  a  breeding  place  for  mosquitoes 
and  a  serious  health  menace  to  the  people  of  the 
community  and  to  fill  and  level  these  flood  points; 
to  erect  a  suitable  restraining  safety  crash  fence 
for  automoblie  traffic  and  a  suitable  safety  fence 
to  protect  children  and  adults  from  danger  to 
life  and  limb  around  the  excavation  which  borders 
Beech  street  extension,  near  AsheviUe  road,  in 
Hyde  Park;  to  erect  a  suitable  restraining  safety- 
fence  around  the  edge  of  the  high  cliff  bordering 
Beech  sheet  extension  in  order  lo  protect  children 
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and  adults  from  death  or  serious  injury;  to  erect  a 
suitable  restraining  safety  fence  in  the  rear  of  the 
small  homes  on  Hallron  street  in  Hyde  Park  where 
excavations  by  contractors  have  gouged  out 
dangerous  cliffs  which  now  constitute  a  menace  to 
the  safety  of  small  children  and  adults  alike  who 
live  in  the  immediate  vicinity;  and  to  post  suitable 
danger  warning  signs  throughout  the  area  in  the 
interest  of  public  safety. 

Coun.  FEENEY-— Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
ought  to  say  a  few  words  before  the  Council  debases 
this  order,  because  it  is  rather  an  extended  order 
in  that  it  covers  a  great  deal  of  territory.  It  seem 
that,  Mr.  President,  this  Metropolitan  Hill  dust 
bowl  was  created  by  contractors  who  dug  out 
many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  cubic  yards  of 
good  fill  from  this  section,  known  as  the  Metro- 
politan Hill  section  of  Roslindale.  This  has  been 
regarded  as  the  finest,  residential  section  of  my 
district  and  as  a  result  of  the  excavation  project 
over  a  million  dollars  worth  of  taxable  property 
has  been  lost  to  the  City  of  Boston  forever.  I 
protested  with  others  in  that  community  before 
I  came  into  this  Body,  but  to  no  avail,  and  the 
work  wasn't  stopped  until  after  I  had  been  elected 
a  City  Councilor.  There  are  cliffs  out  there  that 
are  frightening,— a  menace  to  children  and  to 
adults  alike.  It  is  a  crime  the  way  that  district 
has  been  utterly  destroyed  by  avaricious  con- 
tractors who  have  been  permitted  to  destroy  this 
district  through  the  grace  and  permission  of  this 
administration.     If   this   administration   had   per- 


formed its  duty  to  the  people  of  the  district  we 
would  have  the  same  beautiful  district  that  we 
had  prior  to  this  excavation  project,  and  perhaps 
a  million  dollars  worth  of  future  taxable  property. 
Up  until  the  time  that  this  project  had  been  put 
through  there  were  homes  being  built  up  in  that 
area,  and  new  streets  have  been  laid  out,  and 
people  had  been  buying  lots  of  land  for  several 
years  prior.  And  now  that  district,  Mr.  President, 
has  had  irreparable  harm  done  to  it,  and  it 
never  again  be  regarded  as  a  desirable  location 
for  a  residential  district.  So  I  sincerely  hope, 
Air.  President,  that  this  order  is  adopted  and  that 
the  Mayor  will  take  action  through  the  Law 
Department,  if  necessary,  to  force  the  owner  of  this 
land,  who  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  con- 
tractors and  who  sold  the  people  those  homes 
and  then  destroyed  the  district, — I  sincerely  hope, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  Mayor  will  force  this 
property  owner  to  alleviate,  in  part  at  least,  the 
hazards  that  he  has  left  in  that  district  for  the 
people  who  live  there.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this 
order  will  be  passed  and  that  it  will  be  lived  up  to, 
to  the  letter,  and  carried  out  by  his  Honor  the 
Mayor.

I  saw  a  condition  of  pollution 
last  Saturday  which  defied  description.  We  have 
over  in  Charlestown  a  huge  terminal  at  which  the 
Liberty  ships  dock  and  at  which  lumber  and  other 
cargoes  are  handled.  It  appears  that  one  of  the 
ships  sprung  a  leak  in  its  oil  tank,  and  lost  50,000 
to  100,000  gallons  of  oil,  and  when  the  tide  came 
in  it  swept  up  onto  the  beach  two  or  three  inches 
of  scum  of  heavy  fuel  oil,  polluting  the  water  with 
this  oil  and  debris.  I  certainly  think  some  action 
should  be  taken,  and  I  believe  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  may  be  able  to  find  out  who  is  responsible 
and  what  measures  can  be  taken  to  abate  and 
correct  this  condition  of  pollution.

PROTECTION  FOR  ALL  EMPLOYEES 
UNDER  PENSION  AND  SOCIAL 
SECURITY   LAWS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  consult  with 
the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
provide    proper    legislation    to    insure    that    every 
employee   of   the   City   of   Boston,   whether   on    ;i 
yearly  or  daily  salary,  be  assured  of  some  protection 
under  the  pension  laws,  or  the  social  security  laws. 
Coun.    HANNON— Mr.    President,    during    the 
past  decade  many  laws  have  been  passed  rela 
to  the  insuring  of  the  protection  of  the  pension 
law  and   the  social   security  laws  for   employees 
of  the  City  of  Boston.     Our  pension  system  par- 
ticularly has  been  regarded  all  over  the  country 
as  a  fair  criterion  of  what  a  pension  system  should 
be.      However,  it.  has  been  called  to  my  attention 
that  some  employees  of  the  city  have  been  unable 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  the  n 
ment   system   because   of   the  fact   that  they   are 
employed  on  a  per  diem  rather  than  on  a  yeark 
basis.     I   have   in   mind  a  woman   who   has   been 
employed    for   several    vears    as   escort   and    door 
attendant  in  the  Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf 
and   Dumb   in    Hoxbury.  who   has   faithfully    pel 
formed   the  duties   of   her  employment,   and 
because  she  has  not  been  on  a  yearly  emplo\  D 
basis   is   not   eligible  for  retirement  or  for  social 
security.     The    matter    has    been     called    to     the 
attention     of     the     School     Committee.     It    was 


suggested  thai  she  be  transferred  from  a  per 
diem  to  :i  yearly  employment  basis,  but  I  believe 

il attei  should  be  treated  in  a  broad  way  and 

iIkiI  all  such  employees,  in  the  schools  or  else- 
where, whether  on  a  per  diem  or  a  yearly  basis, 
should  be  treated  in  the  same  way,  and  should 
not  be  allowed,  after  they  have  given  their  lives 
in  loyal  service,  to  face  old  age  without  any  social 
iii\  or  pension  being  afforded  to  them.  There- 
fore, I  have  written  to  Superintendent  Arthur  L. 
Gould  of  the  School  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  especially  referring  in  my  letter  to  the 
case  I  have  mentioned  of  the  escort  and  door 
attendant  at  the  Horace  Mann  School,  and  re- 
ceived under  date  of  May  9  the  following  reply: 

"This  matter  was  placed  before  the  Boston 
Retirement  Board  a  few  years  ago  together  with 
the  cases  of  other  per  diem  employees  in  the 
School  Department.  After  considering  the  entire 
question  of  such  employees  in  the  School  De- 
partment and  in  other  city  departments,  the 
Retirement  Board  stated,  in  a  communication 
from  William  D.  Kenney,  Executive  Officer,  under 
date  of  January  24,  1940,  that  it  declined  to 
approve  their  joining  the  Boston  Retirement 
System  even  though  the  School  Committee  should 
vote  to  make  them  permanent." 

Mr.  President,  I  believe  we  are  all  interested  in 
insuring  a  happy  future,  a  happy  old  age,  to  all 
employees  in  the  service  of  the  city.  If,  therefore, 
as  appears  to  be  the  case,  we  have  employees  of 
the  city  who  are  not  now  eligible  to  join  our  re- 
tirement system,  the  statute  should  be  amended 
so  that  they  might  come  under  the  social  security 
act  and  the  pension  system.  They  are  entitled 
to  protection  just  as  well  as  anybody  else.  The 
mere  fact  they  get  paid  by  the  day  instead  of  by 
the  year  should  not  deprive  them  of  the  same 
consideration  extended  to  those  on  a  yearly  salary. 
So  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  this  order  will  be 
heeded,  and  that  some  action  will  be  taken  for  the 
loyal  employees  of  the  city  who  have  given  their 
lives  in  service  and  face  old  age  wieriout  any  social 
security  or  any  type  of  pension  being  afforded  to 
them.

Coun.  BAYLEY  offered  the  following:

PARKMAN   FUND   REPORT. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  move  that  the  two  orders 
now  in  the  Committee  on  Parkman  Fund  be  with- 
drawn from  the  committee  and  referred  to  the 
Body.  They  have  been  in  the  committee  for  a 
long  period  of  time — over  thirty  days.  I  under- 
stand that  that  money  is  needed  for  the  Park 
Department,  for  its  use,  particularly  for  payment 
of  wages  of  employees.  Also  I  am  informed  that 
there  is  some  quirk  in  the  law  as  to  that  particular 
fund,  where  the  city  might  not  be  entitled  to  it 
after  a  certain  period  of  time.  So  I  move  that 
those  orders  be  brought  back  before  the  Body. 

Coun.  DWYER—  On  the  motion,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Parkman 
Fund,  I  wish  to  state  that  the  Committee  on 
Parkman  Fund  held  one  hearing,  at  which  we  had 
the  City  Auditor  and  also  Mr.  O'Keefe  of  the 
Park  Department.  A  full  attendance  was  there, 
and  both  Mr.  O'Keefe  and  the  City  Auditor 
advised  us  thai  this  money  would  not  be  needed 
until  some  time  in  June.  Also,  Mr.  President, 
the  Committee  OP  Parkman  Fund  voted  unani- 
mously to  lay  this  matter  on  the  table  until  two 
of  their  members,  who  are  both  attorneys,  would 
have  time  to  look  up  the  law  in  regard  to  whether 
or  not  the  intent  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Parkman  was 
being  lived  up  to.

Coun.  RUSSO,  KERRIGAN  and  CHASE 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  draw  up  legislation  to  be  presented 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  whereby  the 
sanitary  code  be  amended  to  require  hospitals  and 
drug  stores  to  label  all  containers  and  bottles 
containing  boric  acid  with  the  words  "Caution  — 
Poison." 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  some  time  ago 
the  people  of  America  were  astonished  and,  with 
sadness,  were  informed  of  the  loss  of  four  infants 
in  a  hospital  where  boric  acid  had  been  mistaken 
and  given  to  these  babies.  I  realize,  Mr.  President, 
the  great  help  that  boric  acid  has  contributed  to 
the  safety  of  humanity  in  its  various  purposes. 
I  also  realize,  Mr.  President,  that  when  things 
such  as  that  take  place  something  ought  to  be  done. 
Surely,  when  a  dog  who  has  never  harmed  anybody 
before  has  been  left  alone,  and  then  at  some  time 
bites  some  one,  something  is  then  done  about  it. 
Similarly,  when  a  human  being  has  never  had 
anything  to  do  against  the  laws  in  connection  with 
his  fellow  man  all  his  life,  he  is  given  the  privilege 
of  being  among  his  fellow  men  until  such  time  as 
some  illegal  act  is  committed.  Certainly,  Mr. 
President,  boric  acid  has  been  the  means  of  com- 
mitting an  act,  and  through  that  act  the  lives  of 
four  infants  were  taken  away.  I  believe,  there- 
fore, something  ought  to  be  done  whereby  a  label 
should  give  notice  to  each  and  every  one  that  if  it 
is  used  internally  it  is  poison.  Therefore,  I  move 
suspension  of  the  rules  and  passage  of  this  order.

COMMISSION     TO    STUDY     PENSION 
LAWS   OF   BOSTON. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint  a  commission  to  study  the  pension 
laws  of  the  City  of  Boston,  with  a  view  to  in- 
creasing the  minimum  payment  now  provided  and 
to  establish  a  minimum  number  of  years  of  service 
at  which  an  employee  may  retire  and  be  assured 
of  at  least  one  half  pay. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  for  many 
years  now  the  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston 
have  been  members  of  the  contributory  retirement 
system.  Money  is  taken  out  of  their  pay  each 
week  to  afford  them  the  so-called  luxury  of  living 
later  on  with  an  assured  income.  However,  it 
gripes  some  of  us  when  we  find  out  what  this 
income  consists  of.  For  instance,  you  meet 
laborers  who  have  given  the  best  years  of  their 
lives  to  the  city  for  their  pensions  when  they 
reach  the  age  of  seventy,  and  then  they  find  out 
that  they  are  going  on  the  munificent  sum  of  $40 
a  month  for  the  rest  of  their  lives,  after  they  have 
contributed  for  a  number  of  years  to  assure  them- 
selves of  some  income,  $40  a  month!  They 
get  that  much  on  old  age  without  contributing  a 
penny,  and  this  amount  has  stayed  at  the  same 
level  through  the  depressions  and  through  the 
years  of  rising  prices  and  inflation.  There  has 
been  no  increase  made,  and  no  attempt  to  increase 
it.  The  same  thing  holds  true  in  the  number  oi 
years  of  service.  A  man  going  to  be  pensioned 
here  goes  up  to  the  pension  office  and  inquires 
how  much  money  he  will  get  if  he  does  retire. 
Nobody  up  there  can  tell  him.  You  have  got 
your  option;  you  must  make  a  decision,  and  then 
they  will  figure  it  out  for  you  after  you  have  made 
your  choice.  I  think  there  should  be  some 
minimum  number  of  years,  twenty  to  twenty-five 
years'  service,  at  which  any  city  employee  who  is 
retired  could  be  assured  of  retirement  and  assured 


of  at  least  half-pay.     These  are    changes,  I  think 

t]     i    ailed  for  because  of  the  increased  cost  of 

living  We  have  given  a  raise  to  this  employee 
and  that  employee,  but  we  have  forgotten  the 
poor  old  man  who  works  for  the  city  for  years, 
the  poor  laborer,  I  mean,  who  is  going  to  be  asked 
to  spend  the  later  years  of  his  life  living  on  $40  a 
month.  A  man  retired  from  the  city  at  the  age 
of  seventy  years  would  really  be  better  off  if  be 
went  up  there  and  took  out  the  fund  that  he  hud 
in  the  retirement  system  and  spent  that  on  a  good 
time,  and  then  went  on  old  age  assistance.  He 
would  be  assured  of  just  as  much  from  the  city. 
Every  city  employee  is  contributing  to  the  retire- 
ment system,  and  I  know  that  we  are  often 
cautioned  and  told  not  to  interfere  with  it.  It  is 
a  good  system.  It  does  have  its  good  points,  and 
it  is  valuable,  but  it  should  be  brought  up  to  date. 
Forty  dollars  a  month  might  have  been  sufficient 
to  live  on  some  years  ago,  but  certainly  nowadays 
it  is  not  sufficient.  If  the  city  and  state  can  give 
to  an  elderly  person  an  old  age  assistance  of  $40 
a  month  as  a  gratuity,  then  certainly  the  old 
laborer  and  the  old  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
who  has  contributed  for  years  to  assure  his  well 
being  in  old  age,  is  entitled  not  merely  to  just  as 
much  as  the  old  age  recipient,  but  to  a  great  deal 
more,  because  he  has  contributed  out  of  his 
earnings  over  a  period  of  years.  This  is  a  matter 
which  might  well  be  investigated  because  it  is  a 
matter  which  I  think  calls  for  a  remedy. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Will  the  clerk  please  read  the 
order    again? 

(The  order  was  again  read  by  the  clerk.) 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  glad 
that  my  colleague  has  presented  that,  and  I  also 
wish  that  the  Mayor  would  look  into  the  retire- 
ment fund  of  the  employees  that  are  receiving 
pensions  and  look  into  old  age  assistance,  whereby 
an  employee  who  has  been  employed  by  the  City 
of  Boston  many  years  finally  is  retired  and  receives 
$53  a  month,  and  where  the  wife  of  this  particular 
individual  has  made  application  for  old  age 
assistance  and  they  have  taken  that  $53  and  put 
it  into  an  allowance  for  that  woman.  By  that  I 
mean  that  they  have  taken  the  $53  and  if  the 
budget  only  amounts  to  $65  for  both,  only  $12 
more  is  contributed  to  that  woman.  I  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  in  the  case  of  those  individuals 
that  are  retired  and  are  receiving  a  pension,  that 
pension  is  for  themselves,  and  I  don't  think  it  is 
fair  that  the  old  age  assistance  board  should  take 
that  into  consideration  and  deprive  that  man  of 
livelihood  in  his  old  age.  It  is  bad  enough  to  live 
on  $53  a  month  without  deducting  more  out  of  it . 
I  hope  the  Mayor  will  do  something  about  it.  I 
don't  think  it  is  fair  to  these  people.  They 
shouldn't  take  that  money  away  from  the  pension 
of  these  men  and  put  it  in  with  the  old  age  assist- 
ance that  the  wife  should  receive.  Therefore,  I 
hope  the  Mayor  will  look  into  it. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


NEW  WAGE  SCHEDULE  FOR  HOSPITAL 
AND    INSTITUTIONAL   EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  FISH  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Budget  Commissioner  be 
requested  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  submit  a 
complete  new  wage  schedule  calling  for  substantial 
increases  to  hospital  and  institutional  employees. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
have  it  brought  forcibly  to  the  attention  of  the 
people  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  we  still  have 
employees  at  the  hospital  that  are  trying  to  live 
on  $10,  $12  and  $14  a  week.  I  listened  with 
interest  to  the  urgent  plea  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
over  the  radio  the  other  night,  and  to  the  sad 
plight  the  institutions  were  faced  with.  He  gave 
a  very,  very  eloquent  plea,  an  urgent  plea,  and  I 
hope  he  gets  a  great  response  from  what  he  calls 
the  "angels  of  mercy."  No  matter  how  big  that 
response  may  be  in  the  main,  they  will  not  be 
experienced  help,  and  if  the  hospitals  and  institu- 
tions have  been  depleted  of  help  in  the  past  they 
certainly  will  be  more  so  in  the  future.  I  think 
if  we  recognized  it  with  a  little  more  money  it 
would  prevent  the  condition  as  it  exists  lc.<lav 
from  getting  any  worse.  I  hope  this  order  will 
pass.

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ACQUIRING   OF   CLARENDON    HILLS 
OVERPASS. 

Conn.  FEENEY  offered  the  foil,,,. 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  enter 
into  negotiations  with  the  New  York.  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  relative  to  the  city  ac-

in  order  that  it  might  be  put  into  proper  condition 
with  suitable  lighting  facilities  to  provide  people 
living  in  the  Metropolitan  Hill  district  of  Ros- 
lindale.  Ward  18,  with  a  public  way  over  the 
New  Vork.  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
t  ruck** 

m.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  filed  ths 
order  after  several  consultations  with  the  legis- 
lative agent  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad,  relative  to  installing  of  suit- 
able and  proper  lighting  on  the  overpass  at  Clar- 
endon Hills,  which  affords  the  people  living  in 
the  Roslindale  section  of  Metropolitan  Hill  their 
only  means  of  passing  over  the  railroad  tracks  at 
that  point,  and  the  railroad  informed  me,  through 
its  legislative  agent,  that  they  were  most  reluctant 
to  do  any  work  in  the  way  of  installing  lights  or 
improvements  because,  for  some  time  now,  they 
have  discontinued  the  stopping  of  trains  at  that 
point,  and  their  riders  no  longer  use  the  overpass. 
And  so  he  pointed  out  to  me  that  perhaps  the  city 
might  be  interested  in  taking  that  over  in  order  to 
provide  the  people  of  that  district  with  a  public 
way.  As  it  is  now,  it  is  a  private  way,  and  the 
people,  rather  than  use  the  overpass,  which  does 
need  some  minor  repairs,  are  prone  to  walk  across 
the  tracks,  and  it  is  the  main  line  to  New  York. 
It  is  used  commonly  by  children  and  adults  alike, 
and  unless  some  steps  are  taken  to  eliminate  this 
carelessness  and  this  danger,  sooner  or  later  there 
is  going  to  be  a  fatality  in  that  district.  If  I  recall 
correctly,  only  a  few  years  ago  there  was  a  death 
resulting  from  a  serious  accident.  A  person  was 
struck  by  a  train  in  that  immediate  vicinity. 
And  so  I  wish  to  offer  this  order,  in  the  hope  that 
the  City  of  Boston  will  confer  with  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  officials  so 
that  some  arrangement  may  be  made  so  the  city 
will  take  over  that  structure  without  cost  and 
maintain  it  as  a  public  way  for  the  people  of  that 
district. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REMOVAL   OF    STREET    LIGHT    SHIELDS, 
HYDE    PARK. 

Coun.  FEENEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  remove  the  shields  from  street  lights  on  River 
street  and  Hyde  Park  avenue,  which  are  main 
thoroughfares,  and  in  the  Hyde  Park  business 
section  proper. 

Coun.  FEENEYT — I  offer  this  order  because  for 
some  time  now  the  Army  has  lifted  restrictions 
in  this  city  with  respect  to  the  sky  glow.  Hyde 
Park  avenue  is  one  of  the  main  thoroughfares  of 
our  community,  and  the  lighting  prior  to  the  war 
was  inadequate  in  itself,  and  now  it  is  intolerable. 
There  has  been  a  general  lifting  of  restrictions 
throughout  the  city.     As  a  matter  of  fact,  down 


unbridge  street  there  aren't  any  shields  at  all 
on  the  highway  at  that  point,  and  that  faces  the 
open  mm  and  if  it  is  safe  and  proper  to  eliminate 
the  shields  in  that  district,  certainly  it  is  safe  to 
eliminate  them  out  in  Hyde  Park,  which  is  many 
miles  removed  from  the  sea.  Neon  signs  are 
facing  the  waterfront  in  certain  parts  of  the  city, 
and  the  Army  apparently  has  raised  no  objection. 
And  so.  Mr.  President,  I  see  no  reason  why  the 
authorities  couldn't  at  this  time  remove  the 
shields  in  that  particular  part  of  my  district  and 
provide  suitable  lighting  for  the  safety  of  the 
public.

Dear  Mr.  Carey, — I  have  your  letter  of  Ma;    17, 
1944,    requesting   iu\    consideration   and    report    of 
the  order  of  the  Citj  Council  passed  May  15,  1944, 
as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
determine  the  liability  for  the  pollution  of  waters 


used  for  public  bathing  purposes  al  public  beachee 

and  further,  to  determine  what  measures  can  he 
taken  to  bring  about  an  abatement  and  correction 
of  this  condition  of  pollution,  by  the  responsible 
and  blameworthy  parties." 

The  subject  of  pollution  of  waters  embraces  in 
general  a  wide  field  not  merely  in  the  law  but  also 
in  public  health  administration.  The  pollution  of 
waters  which  wash  upon  public  beaches  may  be 
caused  by  the  use  of  lands  and  waters  in  which  the 
city  may  not  have  exclusive  control  and  jurisdic- 
tion, but  ill  which  others,  including  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  may  have  paramount 
interests  and  rights,  anil  in  some  instances  ex- 
elusive  control  and  jurisdiction.  In  view  of  the 
wide  scope  of  the  order  of  the  City  Council  and 
the  absence  of  any  information  as  to  the  identity 
of  the  public  beaches  involved  or  the  causes  of 
pollution  of  the  waters  it  would  be  impractical,  if 
not.  impossible  to  attempt  to  make  the  determina- 
tion called  for  in  the  order. 

In  order  that  a  determination  of  the  liability 
for  the  pollution  of  waters  may  be  made,  and  an 
appropriate  remedy  prescribed,  it  is  necessary 
that  information  be  furnished  as  to  the  identity 
of  the  public  beaches  involved  and  the  nature, 
cause  and  source  of  the  pollution.  It  would  seem 
licit  such  information  might  be  obtained  from  the 
department  of  the  city  Inning  control  of  the 
beaches  and  also  from  the  Health  Department. 
This  department  stands  ready  to  cooperate  with 
the  City  Council  and  with  departments  of  the  city 
which  bring  to  its  attention  specific  information 
relating  to  the  problem.

WARD    1    PLEBISCITE    RE   EAST    BOSTON 
AIRPORT. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  arrange  for  a  plebiscite  in  Ward  1  on  the  matter 
of  expanding  tin1  East  Boston  airport. 

Coun  COFFEY— After  reading  the  Boston 
Daily  Globe  this  morning,  I  was  under  the  im- 
pression that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  was  going  to 
send  in  to  us  today  an  order  transferring  certain 
lands  in  the  East  Boston  section  over  to  the  state 
for  development  and  enlargement  of  the  East 
Boston  airport.  Hut,  after  having  this  out  with 
tic  Mayor  last  Friday,  I  guess  he  quit  cold  and 
didn't  have  the  courage  or  intestinal  fortitude  to 
send  the  order  in.  In  other  words,  he  quit  cold 
for  fear  of  what  I  might  have  to  say  today,  which 
probably  would  be  a  repetition  of  what  I  told  him 
in  his  own  car.  to  his  teeth,  last  Friday.  I  have 
been  fighting  the-  expansion  of  the  airport  and  am 
going  to  continue  to  fight  it,  regardless  of  how 
anybody  throughout  the  entire  Cits'  of  Boston 
may  feel.  I  am  making  a  fight  for  the  people  of 
East  Boston.  I  know  the  feeling,  I  know  the 
sentiment.  They  don't,  want  the  airport, — they 
didn't  want  it  at,  the  beginning,  and  they  don't 
want  it  now.  They  don't  want  these  thieves — I 
might  call  them — who  are  working  in  close  harmony 
with  both  the  Mayor  and  the  Governor,  to  come 
into  our  town  and  expand  this  airport  and  take 
away  two  of  the  most,  natural  parks  that  we  have 
there, — Wood  Island  Park,  which  is  the  best 
park  in  the  United  States,  and  Amercna  Park, 
which  is  second  to  none  within  the  entire  city 
limits.  Both  those  parks  will  be  taken — not  on 
this  order  that  will  come  in  from  the  Mayor,  that 
I  thought  might  come  in  today,  but  at  a  later  date. 
I  am  going  to  be  long,  and  I  am  going  to  be  windy, 
and  I  hope  my  voice  will  last  because  I  haven't 
made  a  speech  for  a  long  time.  But  I  have  had  a 
purpose  in  keeping  quiet.  I  have  had  certain 
individuals  that  I  have  been  obligated  to  for  the 
past  few  years  for  making  me  successful.  I  have 
fulfilled  most  of  those  obligations,  practically  all. 
Now  I  am  where  I  was  when  I  first  came  up  here, 
free  and  clear,  with  a  clear  mind  and  a  clear 
conscience,  to  get  up  and  call  a  spade  a  spade,  as  I 
have  in  the  past  and  will,  no  doubt,  in  the  future, 
Now,  I  have  a  copy  of  the  Boston  Daily  Globe  in 
front  of  me,  this  morning's  Globe,  telling  about  the 
expansion  of  the  East  Boston  airport.  Well,  I 
have  a  lot  of  evidence.  I  have  been  accumulating 
a  lot  of  evidence  over  the  last  few  years  about  this 
expansion.  I  knew  that  some  day  I  would  have 
to  fight  this,  and  I  knew  that  a  couple  of  pats 
on  the  back  and  an  automobile  ride  and  a  meal 
once  in  awhile  weren't  going  to  stop  me  from 
fighting  this  steal,  as  I  might  call  it,  of  the  East 
Boston  airport.  First,  I  will  begin  by  savin;: 
that  when  we  in  the  City  Council  turned  the  land 
over  to  the  state  I  was  under  the  impression, 
the  same  as  most  of  the  legislators  that  I  talked 
to,  that  the  land  was  going  to  be  turned  over 
because  the  city  was  running  the  airport  at  a 
deficit,  and  members  of  the  Legislature  said  to 
me,  "Well,  we  feel  it  is  a  state  proposition." 
Henry  L.  Shattuck  was  duped,  the  same  as  I  was, 
and  I  will  prove  that  before  I  am  through  today. 
He  was  under  the  impression  the  state  should 
take  over  supervision  of  the  airport  because  if 
there  is  any  money  spent  the  state  benefits  as 
much  as  the  city  out  of  the  airlines  operating 
there,  and  we  thought  the  state  was  better  able 
to  take  care  of  the  bills  instead  of  having  the  city 
expend  all  kinds  of  money,  whereas  the  state  was 
going  to  benefit  anyhow.  When  this  airport 
first  started,  or  the  expansion,  the  East  Boston 
Free  Press,  which  is  operated  by  James  Maguire, 
a  former  member  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
had  written  article  after  article  explaining  to  the 
people  throughout,  the  entire  state  that  the  airport, 
to  begin  with,  wasn't  in  a  suitable  site,  that 
nearly  every  pilot  that  ever  comes  in  and  lands 
there  will  agree  that  the  airport  is  in  a  bad  location 
because  of  fog  and  other  difficulties  they  have 
when  they  take  oft'  or  land  at  that  point.  And 
they  feel,  as  we  have  always  felt,  that  the  airport 
should  be  inland,  That  is  why  last,  year  I  in- 
troduced an  order  in  this  Council  asking  the 
Governor  to  build  that  airport  between  Boston 
and  Worcester,  or  between  Boston  and  Providence, 
where  there  is   plenty  of  vacant  land.     Now,   to 
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give  you  a  general  idea  of  what  they  ;irc  doing. 
They  are  dredging  the  harbor.  They  are  going 
to  put  in  10,000  feet  of  concrete  runway  and 
build  four  5, 000-foot  concrete  runways  out  into 
the  harbor.  You  gentlemen  yourselves  can 
figure  how  much  money  the  state  could  save  if 
thej-  built  those  runways  inland  instead  of  out. 
into  the  water.  On  top  of  that,  they  are  going 
to  tear  down  Governor's  Island, — tear  down  a 
hill,  and  ^ake  Wood  Island  Park  away  from  us, 
with  its  eight  natural  ball  grounds,  its  gymnasium, 
and  its  quarter-mile  track.  That  all  will  be 
taken  away  in  the  near  future,  according  to  the 
plans  I  saw  in  the  State  House  at  General  Hale's 
office.  In  the  near  future  they  are  going  to  take 
all  the  houses  on  Prescott  street  and  along  Neptune 
road.  I  don't  think  I  will  go  into  all  this  today 
because  I  imagine  this  will  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee, and  at  that  time  I  can  bring  out  tilings 
I  would  only  have  to  duplicate  if  I  brought  them 
out  today.  Hut  I  might  say  this,  that  in  the 
.Major's  office  last  Friday,  while  I  was  down 
there,  there  was  a  former  Representative  who  was 
supposed  to  have  this  thing  in  the  bag.  This  is 
all  supposed  to  be  cut  and  dried.  He  is  the  money 
man.  In  fact,  he  was  everything  but  named 
yesterday  in  yesterday's  Boston  Herald,  and  he 
is  working  for  a  former  Congressman  who,  too, 
is  supposed  to  have  this  thing  all  cut  and  dried 
as  far  as  we  here  are  concerned,  and  this  is  supposed 
to  slip  through  because  it  is  going  to  be  for  the 
best  airport  in  the  United  States, — going  to  be 
for  the  future  of  the  city  and  state  at  large.  They 
don't  care,  of  course,  what  happens  to  little  old 
East  Boston.  I  represent  East  Boston,  and  I  do 
care.  And  this  former  Congressman  was  supposed 
to  be  a  candidate  for  the  United  States  Senate 
against  Governor  Saltonstall,  but  who  is  not  now 
a  candidate,  he  is  going  to  open  up  a  new  airline 
in  East  Boston,  with  the  blessing  of  the  Governor 
and  with  the  blessing  of  others  who  will  operate 
airlines  in  that  town.  Then,  if  the  information 
I  have  is  correct,  the  executive  of  that  company  is 
going  to  be  no  less  than  that  much-touted,  all-Amer- 
ican bluff  from  the  Boston  Herald,  Bill  Cunningham. 
He  is  supposed  to  step  into  an  executive  position 
in  this  new  airline  that  is  coming  into  East  Boston. 
Mind  you,  none  of  these  airlines  could  get  in, 
according  to  Henry  Shattuck — and  he  ought 
to  know  what  he  is  talking  about,  as  we  saw 
by  the  statement  he  made  on  the  floor  of  the 
Legislature  on  June  12,  1943,  when  Shattuck 
proposed  this  enlarging  of  the  airport,  and  his 
argument  was  the  same  as  I  or  anybody  could 
give  now, — that  the  Governor  never  thought 
of  this  airport  as  being  an  improvement  to  the 
war  effort,  as  the  government  today  hasn't  spent 
one  red  copper  on  the  expansion  of  this  airport. 
They  have  started  off  with  $4,750,001),  just  to 
build  runways,  and  out  cf  that  $4,750,000  they 
opened  bids  to  have  those  four  runways  built, 
and  thej-  only  received  one  bid  from  an  outside 
concern,  outside  of  Massachusetts,  and  that 
concern  bid  $0,300,000  to  build  those  runways, 
one  quarter  more  than  the  appropriation  called 
for.  Now  they  are  doing  it  piecemeal.  Thev 
intend  to  build  as  much  of  the  runway  as  they 
can  with  the  $4,750,000,  and  then  in  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature  keep  getting,  getting, 
getting,  until  thev  spend  approximately 
$50,000,000.  When  I  talked  to  the  Mayor 
last  year  and  asked  him  about  the  plans  for  the 
expansion  of  this  airport  he  said,"  I  never  saw 
them. "  And  then  I  went  upstairs  to  Mr.  Malley's 
office,  in  the  Planning  Board,  and  said,  "Have 
you  got  plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  airport?" 
And  he  said,  "No,  the  Mayor  has  them  out  to 
his  house."  He  said  that  the  present  City  Mes- 
senger, who  was  then  his  chauffeur,  according 
to  Mr.  Malley,  said  that  he  came  up  to  take  the 
plans  to  the  Mayor's  house.  And  si  ill.  the  very 
next  day,  when  I  asked  the  Mayor  he  denied  he 
saw  the  plans,  and  last,  Friday  he  denied  thai 
this  former  Representative  had  seen  him  in  regard 
to  the  airport.  And  everybody  knows  this 
former  Representative  is  running  around  [or 
this  former  Congressman  wo  is  going  to  be  in- 
terested very  much  in  this  new  airline  that  is 
coming  into  East  Boston.  Reading  from  the 
Globe  of  June  12,  1943, — I  won't  bore  you  with 
all  of  it:  "Shattuck  Hits  'Monopoly.'  Repre- 
sentative Henry  L.  Shattuck,  Rep.,  of  Boston. 
led  the  opposition  with  an  attack  on  Chandler 
Hovey.  chairman  of  tin-  Massachusetts  Aero- 
nautics Commission  and  a  director  of  the  American 
Airlines   which,  Shattuck  Baid,    'now  has  a  monop- 


oly of  the  business  to  the  West  and  South'  from 
Bast  Boston.  Officials  of  the  United,  Trans- 
continental &  Western" 

That  is  the  one  my  friend  the  former  Congress- 
man is  interested  in 

"Eastern  and  Northeast  airlines  desire  to 
establish  air  routes  to  Boston,"  Shattuck  stated, 
"regardless  of  the  proposed  expansion.  'There 
is  no  mention  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  airport 
in  the  C.  A.  A.  examiners'  report  on  an  application 
of  the  United  Airlines,'  Shattuck  added,  the 
application  having  been  turned  down  because 
it  was  stated  that  Boston  has  sufficient  service. 

"  'As  an  opponent  of  the  United's  long  effort 
to  give  Boston  a  direct,  connection  to  the  West, 
we  find  American  Airlines,'  he  continued,  'which 
now  has  a  monopoly  of  the  business  to  the  West 
and  South.  And  among  the  directors  of  American 
Airlines  is  the  chairman  of  our  Massachusetts 
Aeronautics  Commission.'  " 

You  gentlemen  might  remember  that  the  chair- 
man of  this  commission  resigned  right  after  the 
bill  was  passed  in  the  Legislature. 

'It  is  not  possible  that  if  he  would  use  his 
influence'  —  talking  about  this  chairman  of  the 
commission  —  'to  call  off  the  American  Air- 
lines'  opposition  we  might  allow  all  these  great 
companies  to  come  into  Boston  without  con- 
siderable expenditure  until  after  the  war?'  " 

'  'It  is  evident,  that  there  is  not  competition 
for  the  Boston  business  with  the  airport  as  it 
now  is.' 

"  Chandler  Hovey  is  listed  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  American  Airlines  as  senior  partner  of  Kidder, 
Peabody  &  Co." 

Now,  as  I  said,  I  won't  be  too  long  today. 
There  are  other  angles  that  enter  into  this.  It  is 
not  only  the  expansion  of  the  airport  itself,  but  the 
Boston  and  Maine  want  to  open  up  the  old  Narrow 
Gauge  Railroad  track  that  has  been  defunct  for 
the  past  few  years,  and  as  a  result  of  their  opening 
this  up,  they  are  going  to  run  spur  tracks,  going 
to  have  freight  sheds,  build  storage  houses,  and  do 
everything  necessary  to  handle  this  freight  coming 
in  by  these  big  transports.  Now,  the  Boston  and 
Maine,  for  example, — take  this  land  that  is  going 
to  be  bought  by  the  state  and  is  going  to  be  paid 
for  in  full.  I  have  here  some  forty  bills  that  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  owe  taxes  on  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  And,  just  a  rough  idea, — on  page 
970,  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad, 
owe  a.  total  tax  of  $9,110.  Of  that  thev  received 
an  abatement  April  22,  1943,  of  $4,044,  better  than 
half.  The  next  one,  too, — $1,795,  on  the  south 
side  of  Marginal  street.  They  owe  $4,752,  and  re- 
ceived an  abatement  of  $396  on  that  appraisal. 
Another,  on  page  1403,  they  owe  $2,970  and  re- 
ceived a  full  abatement  on  that, — $2,970.  In 
other  words,  bringing  it  all  up,  they  have  owed 
something  like  $45,000  in  back  taxes,  with  accumu- 
lated interest  not  added  here.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  saw  fit  to  grant  them  abatements  of 
$18,000  on  land  they  are  now  going  to  sell  and  get 
full  credit  for,  as  if  the  land  was  paid  up  in  full, 
and  as  if  their  taxes  were  paid  in  full.  Now,  I 
don't  have  to  go  back  too  far  to  tell  you  about 
McDonald  and  Company.  If  my  information  is 
correct,  he  is  the  First  National  Bank.  And. 
again,  if  my  information  is  correct,  he  is  the  man 
that  tells  the  Mayor  whether  to  run  for  office  or 
not.  I  can  go  back  to  a  letter  I  sent  to  the  Law 
Department  in  May,  1942,  and  the  answer  I  got 
to  that  was  a  copy  of  the  agreement  which  was 
entered  into  by  the  Mayor, — by  the  Finance 
Commission,  those  fellows  that  work  for  nothing. 
Whether  they  get  cuts  in  contracts  for  doing  it  I 
don't  know,  but  I  know  that  only  a  fool  will  work 
for  nothing.  If  there  wasn't  a  $2,000  salary  with 
this  job,  I  wouldn't  take  it  for  love  or  money,  but  a 
salary  goes  with  it  and  keeps  me  up  here.  That. 
is  why  I  have  taken  this  job  and  will  hold  it  for  a 
little  while  longer,  I  think.  But,  in  answer  to  the 
letter  I  sent  to  the  Law  Department,  they  admit 
that  the  Mayor,  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Law 
Department  and  McDonald  and  Company,  who 
is  in  reality  the  East  Boston  Development  Com- 
pany, got  together.  They  admit  that  McDonald 
and  Company  owe  $440, 000  to  the  City  of  Boston 
in  back  taxes  and  hadn't  paid  one  cent,  of  that  for 
the  past  twelve  years, — not  one  penny.  Now, 
they  entered  into  an  agreement  because  the  Navy 
Department  stepped  in  in  April,  1942,  and  look  a 
lot  of  the  vacant  land  in  East  Boston  anil  built 
some  oil  tanks.  As  a  result  of  that  I  immediate!] 
stinted  from  the  assessors  and  on  to  the  Law  De- 
partment, making  a  lot  of  noise,  and  after  making 
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all  these  contacts  the  Finance  Commission  stepped 

into  the  pici  urc,  and  thej  held  a  hearing,  and  as 
a  result  of  that  hearing  they  said  that  1396,000 
should  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  on  this  land, 
that  the  taxes  arc  owed  bj  the  Boston  Port 
Development  Company.  So  thej  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Boston  Port  Development 
Company,  and  that  agreement  stipulates  that  on 
April  1.  L942,  1125,000  Bhall  be  paid  on  Lack  taxes 
from  the  Boston  Port  Development  Company  to 
the  City  of  Boston.  That  payment  was  made. 
The  in  n   payment   agreed  to  was  $40,000,  to  be 

paid  October    I,    1912.      Well,   about    that,   lime    we 

held   a    meeting   here,   the  Committee  on   Public 

Lands,    and    that    payment    was    not    made    up    to 

October  1.  and  later  on  I  found  out  that  payment 
was  made  November  it.  Now.  in  nil.',  snothei 
agreement  had  been  made  for  another  (40,000  to 
be  paid  Apiil  1.  That  $40,000  was  not  paid 
April  1,  but  was  paid  in  August  of  last.  year.  But 
It  was  Only  paid  because  at  that  lime  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means,  the  Governor,  the 
Corporation  Counsel  and  Mr.  Hopkins  held  pri- 
vate hearings  behind  closed  doors  in  the  Ways 
and  Means  Committee.  And  McDonald,  an  out- 
sider, who  had  no  right  in  there,  went  in  there 
that  day  with  Mr.  Hopkins,  who  was  supposed 
to  collect  those  taxes  for  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
have  told  this  to  Mr.  Hopkins,  to  his  face,  on  the 
floor  of  the  Council,  at  that  hearing — and  he 
couldn't  deny  it  because  he  was  in  there.  There 
is  a  stipulation  in  this  agreement  that  if  these  pay- 
ments are  not  made  within  thirty  days  of  the  time 
they  are  due,  the  Land  Company,  over  their  signa- 
ture, over  the  signature  of  the  Mayor,  the  Finance 
Commissioners  and  the  signature  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  agree  that,  all  the  holdings  of  the 
Boston  Port  Development  Company  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  City  of  Boston.  And  they  further 
agree  they  will  not.  contest  the  cases  in  court, 
and  they  will  turn  them  over  if  they  don't  live 
up  to  their  agreement.  Now,  they  paid  $40,000  in 
August  for  the  bill  they  owed  April  1,  1943. 
The  city  could  have  stepped  in  then  and  there  and 
foreclosed.  They  could  have  taken  all  that 
property  with  the  agreement  of  the  Boston  Port 
Development  Company,  because  I  have  it  in 
writing  before  me  here,  right  from  the  Law  De- 
partment. The  next  agreement  was  that  $122,000 
should  be  paid  November  1.  $122,000  —  of  that 
all  that  was  paid  was  $40,000.  So  that  the 
Boston  Port  Development  Company  still  owes 
the  city  $179,000.  They  have  agreed  to  pay  this 
or  else  turn  over  the  laud  to  the  city.  Still  the 
city,  the  Finance  Commission,  the  Mayor,  or 
anybody  else  has  not  seen  fit  to  foreclose  and  take 
this  land  away  from  them.  And  then,  if  the  city- 
wants  to  turn  it  over  to  the  state  for  the  expansion 
of  the  airport,  the  city  at  least  will  make  a  profit 
instead  of  letting  McDonald  make  a  profit.  They 
have  never  lived  up  to  their  agreement.  I  have 
that  from  the  Law  Department  in  black  and  white. 
That  can't  be  disputed.  Now,  we  come  up  to  the 
fact  that  $675,000  is  going  to  be  expended  for  the 
enlargement  of  this  airport.  Out  of  that  McDonald 
and  Company  has  already  agreed,  as  the  Boston 
Port  Development  Company,  to  take  $180,000 
for  the  land  that  they  own.  In  other  words,  they 
are  going  to  take  $180,000,  and  they  still  owe  the 
city  $179,000,  which  they  have  no  intention  of 
paying,  —  which  the  Mayor  has  no  intention  of 
making  them  pay,  which  the  Finance  Commis- 
sioners have  no  intention  of  making  them  pay  — 
because  they  are  the  controlling  body.  The 
Governor,  come  hell  or  high  water,  is  going  to 
have  this  expanded,  and  he  has  the  blessing  of  the 
big  shots  in  Washington  because  he  is  going  to 
spend  money  out  of  the  state  treasury.  And  the 
Federal  Government  isn't  going  to  allocate  one 
dollar.  This  goes  right  down  to  the  Mayor's 
office,  and  there  is  only  one  time  I  ever  got  on 
the  floor  and  gave  one  word  of  praise  to  him, — ■ 
when  he  made  the  statement,  which  now  proves 
false,  that  he  wouldn't,  stand  for  taking  Wood 
Island  Park,  and  he  knows  now  it  was  condemned 
to  be  taken.  Not  only  that,  but  all  the  houses  on 
Prescott  street  and  Neptune  road  are  going  to  he 
taken.  And  they  are  going  to  tear  down  the 
chimneys  on  some  of  the  houses  that  will  interfere 
with  landings  of  those  airplanes.  Now,  we 
have  four  different  set-ups  in  this  picture.  We  are 
supposed  to  be  protected  here,  in  the  first  place, 
by  the  Finance  Commission,  who  stated  in  a  letter 
they  sent  to  the  Law  Department,  which  I  have 
here,  that  they  did  a  great  piece  of  work  when 
they  made  this  agreement  with  tie  Boston  Port 
Development.    Company.      They     don't      tell     you 


in  that  agreement  they  gave  them  an  outright 
grant  of  $1(10,00(1  thai  they  will  nevei  have  to 
paj  the  city.  Thej  don't  tell  you  they  don't  have 
io  pay  any  accumulated  interest  for  the  past 
twelve  years  that  they  owed  that  money.  And 
they  don't  tell  you  that  in  the  future  on  any  piece 
of  land   that   is  sold  in   East   Boston,  owned  by  the 

Boston  Port  Development  Company,  they  are 
to  receive,  if  the  land  is  sold  for  between  (he  figures 

of  $2,500  and  $.50,000,  a  25  per  cent  abatement; 
and  if  the  figures  are  over  $.">(), 000  to  $250,000, 
they  arc  to  receive  a  oO  per  cent  abatement.  So 
that  in  the  end  the  Laud  Company  not  only  will 
settle  the  bill  with  the  city  for  $170,000,  but  they 
will  get  half  of  thai  back  in  cash,  and  won't  bavi 
to  spend  one  nickel  out  of  their  pockets,  even 
(hough  they  have  owed  the  city  these  taxes  for 
the  past  twelve  years.  I  ask  you.  gentlemen, 
are  we  ;;oiiig  to  stand  for  it?  You  don't  come 
from  Bast  Boston  and  don't  see  the  picture  like 
I  do.  If  I  came  from  your  districts  probably  1 
would  see  it  in  the  same  light  that  you  people  do. 
You  want  a  big  airport,  —  that  is  fine.  You  want 
the  city  and  the  state  to  benefit  by  it,  —  that  is 
line.  loo.  But  stop  and  think  of  this:  They 
haven't  even  touched  thai  place,  and  have  appro- 
priated $4,750,000.  They  are  coming  in  and 
expending  $675,000.  On  top  of  that,  they  will 
have  to  spend,  according  to  this  morning's  paper, 
$450,000  for  drainage.  They  have  done  nothing 
yet.  They  have  to  dredge  that,  whole  harbor. 
They  will  have  to  take  Pigeon's  Cove  after  they 
leave  Wood  Island  Park  and  go  all  around  Bays- 
water  street.  We  read  in  the  paper  every  day 
that,  when  our  boys  make  a  landing  on  foreign 
shores  within  twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours 
they  have  an  airport  built.  Here  we  are  going  on 
to  build  this  airport,  and  it  will  take, three  to  four 
years.  And  on  top  of  that  they  are  going  to 
build  a  new  tunnel.  I  saw  those  plans.  It  is  a 
two-way  tunnel.  And  on  top  of  that  tunnel, 
on  top  of  that,  they  are  going  to  build  an  over- 
structure  highway  from  Porter  street  to  McClellan 
Highway.  In  other  words,  before  they  get 
through  they  are  going  to  spend  some  $50.000, 000 
of  the  state's  money,  and  not  one  nickel  is  allocated 
by  the  Federal  Government.  And  if  the  Federal 
Government  thought  there  was  any  value  to  this 
airport,  they  certainly  would  have  taken  it  right 
after  Pearl  Harbor.  The  fact  that  they  have  done 
nothing  is  the  proof  of  the  pudding.  It  is  of  no 
wilue.  As  far  as  the  Federal  Government  is 
Concerned,  I  hope  this  matter  is  referred  to  com- 
mittee, so  that  at  a  later  date  I  can  bring  out 
whatever  evidence  I  have  got,  and  not  talk  in 
generalities  like  I  have  today. 

The   order   was   referred    to   the   Committee   on 
Parks  and   Playgrounds. 


REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     PARKS 
AND    PLAYGROUNDS. 

Coun.  BAYLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Parks 
and  Playgrounds,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  mayor  and  order  (referred 
May  15)  transferring  $25,000  from  Reserve  Fund 
to  appropriation  for  Park  Department,  for  recrea- 
tional program,  development,  activities,  etc. — that 
same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  at  the  hearing 
the  officials  of  the  Park  Department  informed  us 
that  this  money  will  be  used  for  equipment,  on  play- 
grounds, for  bats  and  balls  and  the  like  and  will  be 
distributed  to  playgrounds  all  through  the  city,  in 
all  districts.  I  think  there  is  no  more  worthy 
object  for  which  we  can  spend  money  than  for 
equipment,  to  take  care  of  the  children  of  Boston. 

The  report  was  accepted  anil  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  order  was 
passed,  yeas  10,  nays  0. 


RESURFACING   OF   PORTION   OF   WEST 
BROADWAY. 

Coun.  SCANNELL,  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  to  reset,  and  resur- 
face with  smooth  paving  that  section  of  the  road- 
way used  by  the  Boston  Elevated  on  West 
Broadway,  from  Dorchester  street,  to  Dorchestei 
avenue. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

HOSPITAL  EMPLOYEES'  WAGES. 
Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  instructed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
inform  the  City  Council  what  action,  if  any,  bas 
been  taken  by  them  to  grant  the  employees  of  the 
City  Hospital  and  the  Mattapan  Sanatorium  a  pay 
increase. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  the 
last  few  years  there  have  been  several  orders  intro- 
duced here  relative  to  the  employees  of  the  City 
Hospital,  trying  to  get  them  a  living  wage.  The 
trustees  have  been  kicking  this  thing  around  now 
for  the  past  two  years,  and  I  must  say.  Mi .  Chair- 
man, that  the  chairman  of  our  Hospital  Com- 
mittee hasn't  been  one  bit  of  help  to  us.  We  were 
up  there  recently  on  the  order  introduced  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  13,  Councilor  Hannon^  and 
Councilor  Fish  from  Ward  16,  who  had  the  welfare 
of  the  employees  of  the  hospital  at  heart,  but  it 
seems  as  though  our  chairman  at  every  turn  for 
the  last  two  years  has  been  hurting  the  employees 
of  the  hospital.  It.  seems  he  gets  the  committee 
up  there,  and  it  seems  that  a  few  trustees  just 
attend  that  meeting  and  give  the  councilors  a 
dinner,  and  it  seems  as  though  some  of  the  trustees 
only  attend  to  hear  some  dirty  stories  told  by  some 
others.  I  think  it  is  about  time  we  did  something 
and  stopped  kidding  the  employees  of  the  City 
Hospital.  We  are  going  to  have  the  same  situa- 
tion up  there  that  we  have  at  Long  Island,  in  giving 
starvation  wages.  It  seems  even-  time  we  go  up 
to  trie  hospital  to  get  a  report  the  trustees  are 
eating  something.  It  is  about  time  they  did  some- 
thing for  the  employees.  I  think  it  would  be 
justice  to  the  employees  to  remove  some  of  the 
trustees  up  there.  They  have  one  man.  Doctor 
English,  who  is  fighting  for  the  employees,  but  he 
is  only  one  member  of  the  board.  I  say  they 
should  remove  some  of  the  trustees  from  that 
board.  They  can  take  care  of  some  of  them  up 
there  and  give  them  nice  raises,  because  certain 
influences  from  this  Body  go  up  there,  but  those 
workers  in  the  tunnels,  the  orderlies,  and  the 
transfer  porters, — those  are  the  ones  getting  $16 
and  $17  a  week.  We  are  going  to  have  the  same 
condition  there  as  is  existing  now  at  Long  Island 
Hospital.  You  can  be  crippled  and  be  maimed, 
and  you  can  go  out  and  earn  $40  a  week.  That  is 
why  we  have  the  condition  at  Long  Island.  And 
unless  we  get  on  to  ourselves  and  demand  that  the 
trustees  of  the  hospital  give  those  employees  an 
increase,  and  stop  kidding  us.  and  stop  kidding  the 
Mayor,  and  give  those  employees  what  they  are 
entitled  to,  we  will  have  the  same  conditions  there. 
Every  other  hospital  has  granted  pay  raises,  and 
the  employees  at  that  institution,  several  of  them, 
have  given  up  opportunities  because  they  wire 
told  they  were  going  to  get  a  raise.  We  were  told 
they  were  going  to  get  a  raise.  Well,  it  is  a  long 
time  coming,  and  I  think  it  is  about  time  some- 
thing was  done.  I  ask  for  suspension  of  the  rule 
and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  want  to  talk  briefly  on  this. 
The  last  order  introduced  here  was  introduced  at 
the  same  time  as  the  order  introduced  by  Councilor 
Dan  Sullivan  and  myself,  as  a  result  of  a  study  of 
working  conditions  up  at  the  City  Hospital.  As  a 
result  of  that  everybody  up  at  the  hospital  w;as 
under  the  impression  they  were  going  to  get  a  raise 
even  if  it  was  only  $2  a  week.  As  the  councilor 
has  well  brought  out,  there  are  fellows  up  there 
working  for  fifteen  years,  getting  $16.50  a  week 
and  two  meals,  and,  of  course,  they  probably  don't 
even  eat  the  meals  there.  And  those  are  about  t  lie 
general  conditions  that  exist  up  there  now.  Now. 
to  top  this,  after  the  report  had  been  made  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioner,  he,  in  turn,  had  set 
up  new  ratings  in  the  City  Hospital.  The  people 
up  there  feel  worse  than  the  people  at  the  Welfare 
Department.  A  kitchen  man  up  there  for  ten  to 
twelve  years  is  now  rated  as  a  food  man.  Nobody 
knows  what  the  rating  is.  He  isn't  given  any 
rating  but  that  of  food  man.  Of  course,  the  way 
they  are  all  rated  now,  there  is  no  encouragement 
for  them,  no  matter  how  long  they  have  been 
there, — no  junior  or  senior,  or  anything  thai  might 
bring  them  into  a  category  that  would  bring  more 
money  for  them.  We  know  a  mistake  has  been 
made.     It  was  over  a  year  ago  when  this  order 

was    first    introduced,    and    tin -rubers    of    this 

hospital  weri'  promised  a  raise,  and  they  never 
received  it,  and  never  will,  and  I  hey  know  it,  and 
thej  are  going  to  take  it  out  of  somebody  as  a 
result  of  knowing  it. 


Coun.  CAREY — This  matter  has,  as  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  9  well  said,  been  before  this  Body 
on  many  occasions.  Through  the  kind  coopera- 
tion of  the  newspapers,  as  usual,  the  public  of  the 
city  have  been  acquainted  with  the  fact  recently 
that  you  can't  get  help  at  Long  Island  Hospital, 
and  you. can't  get  help  at  the  City  Hospital.  And 
what  do  you  expect?  Year  in  and  year  out  we 
have  budgets  presented  to  us, — budgets  of  every 
department  of  this  city,  one  of  the  most  important 
of  which  is  the  department  that  deals  with  the  ill 
and  the  suffering, — and  yet  no  money  can  be  found 
to  make  more  attractive  the  work  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  or  the  work  at  Long  Island  Hospital, 
which,  God  knows,  is  the  temporary  happy  landing 
ground  for  hundreds  of  poor  unfortunates  that 
have  no  place  else  to  go.  They  were  created  by 
God  Almighty,  as  you  and  I  were,  and  they  are 
entitled  to  human  treatment,  and  that  is  as  far  as 
it  goes.  It  is  well  enough  to  say  that  they  should 
l»  taken  care  of,  letting  it  go  at  that,  but  there  is 
a  way  to  do  it  by  providing  capable  and  adequate 
help.  That  capable  and  adequate  help  can  be  pro- 
vided only  through  proper  remuneration  for  the 
services  that  are  expected  to  be  performed  by  that, 
help.  It  is  about  time  that  something  was  done  to 
help  those  ill,  those  suffering,  those  aged  unfor- 
tunates. I  don't  like  to  see  this  order  take  the 
usual  course,  and  I  disagree  with  the  councilor  be- 
cause his  order  is  too  meritorious  to  simply  ask  for 
suspension  cf  the  rule  here.  I  therefore  ask  that 
the  order  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Welfare,  and  I  emphasize  the  word  "welfare."  Or 
I  ask  you,  Mr.  President,  to  appoint  a  special 
committee  in  order  that  this  request  here  that  has 
been  gathering  moss  for  years  will  bear  fruit  and 
bring  into  the  City  Hospital  and  Long  Island 
Hospital  sufficient  help  to  see  that  proper  work  is 
done  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  ill  and  unfor- 
tunate. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  I  was  just 
consulting  a  list  of  committee  appointments,  as 
made  up  by  you,  Mr.  President,  some  time  after 
achieving  the  presidency.  Two  years  ago,  because 
of  the  fact  that  some  of  the  boys  went  into  the 
service,  the  second  name  on  the  list  was  designated 
as  vice  chairman,  capable  of  calling  meetings,  when- 
ever matters  were  referred  to  the  committee.  But 
because  of  a  full  personnel  here  now,  twenty-two 
of  us,  no  man  is  designated  in  any  of  those  com- 
mittee assignments  as  vice  chairman,  but  must 
await  the  pleasure  of  the  designated  chairman.  Mr. 
President,  you  have  a  reputation  in  Boston  polities, 
and  I  am  speaking  to  you  as  a  person.  You  have  a 
reputation  in  Boston  politics  that  has  been  well 
earned  over  the  years.  I  have  heard  very  nice 
things  about  you  myself  before  ever  I  saw  you. 
but  I  am  not  going  to  flatter  you,  Mr.  President, 
because  I  don't  think  that  if  any  blame  accrues  to 
you,  or  can  properly  be  placed  upon  you,  that  I 
ought  to  withhold  that  blame, — and  I  say  this  in  a 
spirit  of  helpfulness,  having  in  mind  that  the  orders 
of  other  councilors  are  persistently  and  consistent  l\ 
maliciously  stifled  and  avoided.  Councilor  Sullivan 
and  others  in  the  past  have  put  in  orders  touching 
upon  hospital  matters,  Mr.  President,  and  because 
of  the  domineering,  dictatorial  attitude  of  the  little 
chairman,  no  action  ever  has  been  taken.  He  can 
snub  and  slight  the  will  of  twenty-two  men  in  this 
Body — twenty-one  men — as  hospital  chairman. 
I  dislike  intensely  to  say  anything  in  his  absence. 
I  would  probably  give  ten  years  of  my  life  if  he 
were  here  today.  But,  Mr.  President,  it  most  cer- 
tainly does  become  encumbent  upon  you,  as  head 
of  this  Body,  duly  and  freely  elected,  to  interpret 
the  will  of  the  Body,  that,  in  the  absence  of  dis- 
interestedness of  any  committee  chairman,  you 
ought  to,  rule  or  no  rule  to  the  contrary  anil  not- 
withstanding, appoint  a  special  committee  or  dis- 
solve the  non-functioning  committee.  I  find  my 
name  down  here  on  committees  on  which  I  will  not 
serve.  I  say  that  flatly  and  without  any  equivo- 
cation,— I  will  not  serve  unless  a  meeting  is  called 
within  a  week  of  the  passage  of  the  order.  I  was  on 
the  elevator  and  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee, who  was  then  as  in  the  last  term,  the  chair- 
man of  today,  asked  me  if  I  was  going  to  attend  the 
meeting  on  hospitals.  I  was  on  it  myself  last  term, 
anil  I  said  I  was.  It  was  called  for  two  o'clock, 
and,  without  consulting  any  of  the  other  members 
of  the  committee,  it  was  suddenly  called  off  and 
never  held.  There  isn't  any  matter  pertaining  to 
hospitals,  above  all  other  city  departments,  whether 
that  concerns  the  material  welfare  of  the  employees 
or  the  physical  well-being  of  the  patients,  that  is  so 
minor  in  importance  that  any  self-Styled  dictator, 
in  the  form  of  a  chairman,'  can  hold  it  at  his  will 
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and  fancy.    I  second  the  motion  of  Councilor  Carey 

that  the  Chair  appoint  a  special  committee  com- 
posed of  the  balance  of  the  names  in  the  Hospital 

Committee  as  printed,  minus  the  name  of  the  in- 
active, non-functioning  chairman.  And  if  it  is 
permissible — or  if  it  he  no1   permissible — have  that 

newly  assigned  committee,  with  its  newly  assigned 
chairman,  designated  for  the  balance  of  this  term 
as  the  Hospital  Committee. 

Conn.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President.  I 
have  never  held  any  personal  feeling  against  any 
member  of  this  Body.  I  have  had  my  personal 
quibbles  with  them,  and  when  they  were  over  they 
were  over.  I  don't  think  I  ever  have  uttered  a 
word  that  was  malicious  toward  any  member.  The 
councilor  from  Ward  8  doesn't  happen  to  he  here 
this  afternoon,  and  I  am  going  to  say  a  good  word 
in  his  favor.  I  have  the  highest  respect  for  him. 
I  have  seen  Councilor  Hurley  working  down  there 
in  off-hours  of  the  evening,  and  in  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning,  for  the  sick  in  the  hospital.  I  have 
-een  him  meeting  people  there  who  were  blind  and 
going  to  the  eye  clinic.  I  have  seen  him  there 
meeting  the  sick  and  going  i/i  to  help  them  there. 
I  think  it  is  unfortunate  in  this  Body  that  too  many 
of  us  too  frequently  speak  against  another  member. 
If  I  were  to  hear  a  word  outside  against  another 
member,  I  would  try  to  say  a  good  word.  I  say  this 
without  any  malice.  I  don't  feel  that  we  are  doing 
anything  fair  in  speaking  against  a  member  when 
he  is  not  here,  and  who  honestly  tries  to  do  his  best 
for  the  sick  in  the  hospital  and,  incidentally,  for  the 
employees  of  the  hospital.  I  think  that  that  should 
be  on  the  record  with  the  other  comments  this 
afternoon. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Speaking  on  the  order,  Mr. 
President,  the  principle  woven  into  the  order  intro- 
duced by  Councilor  Daniel  F.  Sullivan  demands 
scrutinizing  by  each  and  every  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Council.  I  hold  no  brief  for  any  man 
on  any  committee,  or  any  chairman  of  any  com- 
mittee, but  the  principle  that  Councilor  Daniel  F. 
Sullivan  brought  up  today  has  been  brought  up  for 
the  past  five  or  six  years,  and  yet  nothing  has  been 
done  to  alleviate  the  conditions  in  the  various  de- 
partments of  our  city,  particularly  in  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  and  the  institution  at  Long  Island. 
There  is  a  cancerous  growth  increasing  today 
throughout  the  entire  city,  and  it  is  because  of  the 
man-labor  conditions  applicable  to  various  men 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  our  city.  The 
starvation  wages  given  to  these  men  and  women 
are  not  compatible  with  justice  or  with  charity, 
and  they  should  not  be  utilized  in  war  or  in  peace. 
They  are  entitled  to  a  living  wage  at  all  times, 
commensurate  with  the  cost  of  living,  and  until 
such  time  as  the  men  of  the  City  of  Boston  do 
something  to  eradicate  these  causes  the  effects  will 
challenge  and  jeopardize  the  800,000  people  that 
live  in  Boston.  I  commend  the  councilor  from 
Ward  9,  and  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  you  will 
appoint  a  special  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  the  charges. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— On  this  matter  I 
have  the  greatest  respect  and  admiration  for  my 
colleague,  the  councilor  from  Ward  22  (Coun. 
M.  H.  Sullivan),  but  I  am  not  one  that  hits  or 
talks  about  anyone  behind  their  back.  If  we  are 
going  to  get  any  place  and  try  to  get  the  em- 
ployees of  the  City  Hospital  a  pay  raise,  I  would 
never  have  the  opportunity  of  presenting  that 
order  if  I  depended  upon  the  chairman  of  the 
Hospital  Committee  to  be  present  here.  I  think 
if  you  go  through  the  books  you  will  find  him  absent 
more  than  any  other  member,  or  all  members 
put  together.  I  have  been  up  to  that  hospital, 
and  I  go  to  that  hospital  just  as  much  as  he  does, 
and  so  do  other  members.  And  talking  about 
the  employees  of  the  hospital,  we  have  been  kidded 
now  for  two  years  about  a  pay  raise  for  them,  and 
I  am  not  going  to  be  kidded  any  longer.  I  will 
give  you  an  illustration  of  just  what  I  mean, 
relative  to  how  far  you  would  get  when  you  have 
the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee  go  up 
there  on  the  order  introduced  on  March  6  by 
Councilors  Fish  and  Hannon.  We  sat  at  a  round 
table  and  discussed  it.  When  a  call  came  in  we 
had  about  five  minutes  to  discuss  the  order, 
relative  to  wages  being  paid  there  in  the  hospital, 
and  one  of  the  trustees  was  very  much  interested 
in  who  Councilor  Dan  Sullivan  was,  because  in 
Executive  I  said  that  Stuart  Rand,  the  represen- 
tative from  Ward  5,  trustee  of  the  City  Hospital, 
should  resign,  and  the  Mayor  should  remove  him 
because  he  is  also  an  attorney  for  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  and  a  trustee  at  the  hospital, 
and   has  access  to  all   the  records   there.     And    I 


think  I  was  justified  in  asking  for  his  removal. 
And  he  wanted  to  know  who  Councilor  Dan 
Sullivan  was,  and  there  was  only  one  other  trustee 
there.  We  found  out  then-  was  a  turnover  of 
1,400  employees  at  the  hospital  just  for  the  year 
1943.  As  far  as  wages  were  concerned,  we  didn't 
get  that  far,  because  the  call  came  that  dinner 
was  ready.  Well,  we  got  down  to  eat,  and  then 
they  took  us  to  the  best  run  department  in  the 
hospital,  and  that  is  in  the  kitchen.  Stuart  Rand 
will  take  one  councilor  one  way,  (he  chairman, 
Mr.  Dreyfus,  will  take  another  councilor  another 
way;  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  will  take 
somebody  else  still  another  way,  anil  you  get  no 
place  fast.  That  is  the  purpose  of  the  chairman. 
He  doesn't  want  the  committee  to  stay  together. 
I  took  several  councilors  through  the  hospital  and 
showed  them  conditions  there,  and  they  could  see 
why  at  that  time  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital 
Committee  wanted  to  spread  them  out.  It  has 
been  done  before,  when  you  get  into  a  ward  and, 
knowing  that  they  haven't  got  enough  sheets 
in  the  various  wards,  you  ask  the  nurse  how  many 
sheets  she  has  and  how  many  blankets,  why,  you 
get  the  "brush-off."  They  push  you  right  away, 
and  the  nurse  gets  a  dirty  look  to  go  back  to  her 
job.  And  that  is  why  I  say,  gentlemen,  let  us 
have  a  showdown  with  them  up  there.  The 
result  has  been  that  the  various  councilors  get 
lost  and  when  you  get  back  everyone  is  gone,  and 
the  councilor  is  left,  through  no  fault  of  the  coun- 
cilor, because  he  doesn't  know  where  the  others 
are.  I  say  that  the  hospital  should  be  investi- 
gated, and  I  say  that  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital 
Committee  has  hamstrung  us  long  enough  and 
kidded  the  employees  of  the  hospital  long  enough, 
and  I  think,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  withdraw  my 
motion  asking  for  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  it  appears  to 
me  that  when  this  hospital  investigation  was 
undertaken  there  would  be  one  vital,  important 
matter  gone  into  and  gone  into  thoroughly.  I 
have  heard  from  people  who  have  been  up  there, 
either  as  patients  or  as  visitors,  that  half  of  the 
doctors  can't  talk  English.  I  don't  hold  that  as 
any  great  detriment  if  the  man  has  any  medical 
or  surgical  skill,  but  they  are  refugee  doctors  and, 
in  spite  of  the  good  work  that  they  may  do,  I  am 
intensely  American  enough  to  want  to  know  why 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  has  depleted  its  staff 
of  American-born  doctors  and  sent  them  over  to 
Europe  and  opened  its  doors  to  doctors  from 
Europe  who  should  have  stayed  there  and  at- 
tached themselves  to  the  medical  and  surgical 
units,  instead  of  coming  over  here  and  taking  the 
places  vacated  by  patriotic  Americans.  Now,  I 
don't  intend  to  become  contentious  with  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  22  because,  if  I  had  a  right  to 
criticize  any  man,  the  councilor  from  Ward  22 
and  every  other  member  of  this  Body  has  a  right 
to  defend  this  gentleman,  but  I  think  it  is  talking 
up  to  the  point  to  say  that  any  time  that  any 
chairman  or  any  other  councilor  puts  in  at  the 
City  Hospital  looking  after  the  interest  of  the 
people  who  made  his  job  possible,  is  time  for  which 
lie  has  been  well  paid.  Councilor  Coffey  said  less 
than  an  hour  ago  if  there  was  no  salary  attached 
to  this  job  he  wouldn't  be  here.  At  least  he  is  to 
be  commended  for  his  frankness  and  candor.  I 
might  ask  the  councilor  from  Ward  22  why  it  was 
that  on  two  nights,  about  ten  days  or  two  weeks 
ago,  there  was  nothing  sufficiently  attractive 
about  the  City  Hospital  to  take  the  good  chairman 
up  there  on  those  nights,  but  he  could  find  time 
to  go  into  certain  wards  of  this  district  in  this  city 
slandering  and  maligning  people  in  the  ward  who, 
without  his  permission,  Mr.  Chairman,  had  de- 
cided to  be  candidates  for  other  offices.  I  would 
like  to  know  where  the  love  and  affection  for  the 
patients  was  that  night.  We  are  not  starry-eyed 
dreamers  here,  I  hope.  We  are  hard-boiled  and 
material,  and  we  stay  in  because  we  are  willing  to 
devote  the  time  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the 
unfortunates  who  don't  get  any  aid  or  recognition 
except  immediately  prior  to  election  day.  But, 
back  of  the  old  bugaboo  of  non-functioning  com- 
mittees, and  concerning  that  bugaboo,  without 
any  effort  on  my  part  to  persuade  those  who  need 
no  persuasion,  that  committee,  or  any  other,  no 
matter  by  whom  it  is  staffed  or  by  whom  it  is 
headed,  that  doesn't  function  to  carry  out  the 
will  of  the  other  members  of  this  Body  should  be 
dissolved. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  only  want  to 
touch  on  one  thing,  and  that  is  in  regard  to  the 
hospital  staff.  I  spent  about  eight  hours  a  day  at 
the  hospital  for  nine  lung  months  while  my  little 
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fellow  was  in  there.  I  saw  one  doctor  that  came 
in  that  was  an  a  11- American  football  player,  as  an 
interne.  In  one  month  that  man  had  worked  so 
haid  and  so  long  that  he  lost  thirty  pounds.  That 
doctor's  name  is  Doctor  Healey,  in  Surgical  2.  I 
saw  another  little  fellow  come  in  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, a  graduate  doctor,  and  I  didn't  think  he 
would  make  the  grade  because  of  his  health.  He 
went  down  to  nothing.  I  only  bring  that  out 
because  they  are  so  Snort  of  doctors  up  there. 
There  is  another  doctor  that  is  just  put  on  the  staff 
that  said  to  me,  "Jim,  if  I  can  stay  out  of  the  draft 
for  six  more  months  I  honestly  and  willingly  worrld 
give  one  of  my  arnrs  because  in  that  six  months  I 
will  get  more  training  than  I  could  in  the  three 
years  I  have  been  here."  And  that  fellow  hail 
worked  himself  into  a  skeleton  because  of  the  hours 
he  has  had  to  put  in.  I  know  of  what  I  speak.  I 
saw  my  little  fellow  operated  on  several  times. 
An  operation  was  scheduled  for  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  was  not  done  until  four  o  clock  in  the 
afternoon.  One  morning  they  brought  him  in  at 
ten  o'clock  and  brought  him  back  at  two  o'clock, 
and  then  brought  him  back  at  eight  o  clock  at  night 
and  operated  then.  You  know  how  emergency 
cases  come  in.  Case  after  case  comes  in,  and  doc- 
tors who  never  get  any  living  wage — only,  by  the 
way,  getting  something  like  $6  or  $7  a  week — have 
to  be  there  on  the  job.  Now,  I  want  to  bring  out 
the  fact  of  the  foreign  doctors.  There  was  a  doctor 
from  Brazil  named  Doctor  Gemaria,  and  that  doctor 
was  advised  by  four  visiting  men,  the  best  doctors 
in  this  state,  not  to  perform  a  graft  on  my  boy, — 
the  biggest  graft  ever  done  on  anybody  in  that 
hospital,  including  the  Cocoanut  Grove  patients, 
and  he  asked  my  permission,  because  he  said  my 
boy  had  good  recuperative  powers.  And  I  gave 
him  my  permission,  and  as  a  result  they  gave  that 
boy  a  new  heel.  I  saw  that  boy  have  a  heel  on  his 
right  foot.  Today  he  is  running  all  over  the  streets, 
and  he  has  only  been  out  of  the  hospital  seven 
weeks,  after  nine  long  rrtonths  in  there.  So  I  can't 
help  getting  up  and  saying  a  word  for  those  doctors 
from  other  countries,  and  some  other  doctors  in 
there  will  not  admire  me  for  saying  it.  But,  thank 
God,  we  have  them.  There  was  a  lady  from  Puerto 
Rico,  and  when  I  asked  her  why  she  was  not  in  the 
service  she  said  there  was  only  one  answer,  "  My 
country  is  not  at  war."  Everybody  looks  down  on 
them.  They  are  not  citizens  of  this  country.  They 
are  citizens  of  their  own  country  and  intend  to 
go  back  to  their  own  country  after  getting  the 
training  here.  This  Doctor  Gemaria  is  going  back 
and,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  I  say  he  will  be 
orre  of  the  best  doctors  they  will  have,  because 
against  the  advice  of  four  of  the  best  surgery  doc- 
tors in  this  state  he  went  ahead  with  the  operation 
and  came  out  100  per  cent  perfect,  when  any  doctor- 
will  tell  you  they  only  expect  a  skin  graft  to  be  25 
per  cent  perfect.  Thank  God  for  Doctor  Gemaria 
and  others  like  him.  My  boy  has  a  good  foot  and 
will  probably  outgrow  any  defect,  because  he  is 
only  six  years  old. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  want  to  commend  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  22  (Coun.  M.  H.  Sullivan).  I 
don't  know  anything  finer  than  to  stand  up  and 
befriend  a  friend,  especially  in  his  absence.  But  I 
want  to  make  the  record  clear.  I  didn't  notice 
whether  or  not  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee was  in  the  chair  when  I  was  last  there,  and 
I  think  I  can  say  I  haven't  any  doubt  but  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  9  would  have  introduced  his 
order  today  whether  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital 
Committee  was  here  or  not.  I  personally  don't 
believe  that  any  member  of  this  Council  makes  a 
practice  of  talking  about  any  councilor  when  he  is 
not  here  to  defend  himself,  but  this  particular 
matter  has  been  brought  more  to  the  public's 
attention  during  the  last  two  or  three  weeks  than 
ever  before, — thanks  today  to  the  cooperation  of 
the  Boston  press.  Today  a  delegation  of  women  is 
going  to  make  a  trip  to  Long  Island  in  an  endeavor 
to  see  whether  from  freewill  offerings  services 
might  be  made  by  some  women  of  this  community 
to  fill  the  gaps  remaining  at  the  Long  Island  Hos- 
pital at  the  present  time.  The  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital is  the  finest  hospital  in  the  country,  and  there 
is  splendid  work  being  done  up  there.  But  you  go 
into  the  City  Hospital  today  and  the  place  is 
jammed  with  a  long  waiting  list.  You  go  to  t  In- 
Long  Island  Hospital  and  the  same  situation  pre- 
vails there;  and  the  same  situation  likewise  pre- 
vails at  the  Sanatorium  at  Mattapan.  But  the 
fact  is,  and  we  must  acknowledge  it,  that  decent 
wages  arrd  salaries  have  never  been  paid  to  em- 
ployees of  the  City  Hospital  or  tin-  Long  Island 
Hospital.      I  have  people  coming  to  me  vshu  were 


notified  by  the  Civil  Service  that  positions  were 
open  at  Long  Island,  and  they  refuse  to  take  those 
positions  because  they  could  earn  much  higher  pay 
outside  in  other  work.  The  trouble  is  that  the  pay 
hasn't  been  attractive  enough.  You  will  even 
notice  advertisements  from  our  state  institutions 
begging  and  calling  for  help,  and  you  have  the  satin 
situation  prevailing  there — starvation  wages  that 
are  beittg  paid  for  work  to  be  performed  irt  the  care 
anil  welfare  of  the  sick  and  the  unfortunate.  Pay 
better  wages  arrd  you  will  get  more  help.  The 
quality  of  the  help,  so  far  as  I  know,  is  all  right.  My 
remarks  are  rrot  to  be  construed  otherwise,  but  t  la- 
fact  remains  that  the  only  reason  we  cart't  get  help 
at  the  City  Hospital  arrd  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
is  because  they  have  never  in  those  institutions 
paid  the  wages  commensurate  with  the  hours  that 
they  have  to  perform  in  doirrg  their  daily  toil  up 
there.  Yott  have  indicated,  Mr.  Chairman,  you 
will  send  this  order  to  Executive  Committee.  I 
think  it  might  be  well  if  the  entire  Council  were 
constituted  an  investigating  committee  arrd  was 
made  to  see  if  something  couldn't  be  dotte  to  make 
up  a  wage  thai  is  more  attractive,  in  order  that  a 
larger  supply  of  help  might  be  attracted  to  the  City 
Hospital  anil  the  Long  Island  Hospital  and  the 
Mattapart  Sanatorium. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  wasn't  here  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  debate,  bttt  I  have  learned  that  refer- 
ence has  been  made  to  the  chairman  of  the  Hos- 
pital Committee,  Councilor  Hurley — reference  to 
his  activities  or  inactivities,  pertaining  to  the 
welfare  of  the  employees  at  the  City  Hospital. 
I  have  been  in  the  Council  for  seven  years  now, 
anil  I  have  seen  many  chairmen  of  committees. 
I  want  to  say  right  here  and  now  I  have  never 
seen  any  chairman  of  a  committee  more  devoted 
to  his  duty  for  the  interest  not  only  of  the  patients 
and  doctors  at  the  City  Hospital,  and  the  nurses, 
but  all  the  employees  of  the  City  Hospital.  Coun- 
cilor Hurley  is  the  friend  of  the  hospital  employees, 
and  they  all  know  it.  Upon  every  occasion  when 
they  are  in  trouble,  he  is  the  man  they  go  to. 
Unfortunately  he  is  unable  to  perform  miracles 
for  them.  As  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee he  has  no  more  power  than  any  other- 
member  of  this  Body.  If  any  other  member  of 
this  Body  is  desirous  of  doing  something  for  the 
hospital  employees  he  has  the  same  opportunity 
as  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee  has. 
It  is  unfortunate  the  wages  of  the  hospital  em- 
ployees are  at  such  a  low  standard.  It  is  some- 
thing that  has  been  going  on  from  time  immem- 
orial. When  I  came  into  this  office,  at  the  same 
time  that  Mayor  Tobin  arrived  at  the  Mayor's 
office,  it  was  the  same  situation.  And  I  say  right 
here  arrd  now,  Mr.  President,  if  there  is  any  man 
who  has  devoted  his  powers  and  efforts  more  than 
any  other  man  in  the  Council  for  the  entire  period 
of  seven  years  that  I  have  been  here,  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  hospital  employees,  it  has  been  Coun- 
cilor Hurley.  Any  member-  of  this  Body  knows 
that  Councilor  Hurley  has  no  more  right  arrd 
can  do  no  more  than  any  one  of  us  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  the  standard  of  wages  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  City  Hospital.  I  don't  think  that 
there  is  any  employee  of  the  City  Hospital  that 
can  agree  with  any  remarks  that  have  been  made 
to  try  to  place  the  blame  upon  Councilor  Hurley. 
I  have  seen  him  in  action  there.  I  have  seen  him 
coerce  even  the  officials  for  the  protection  of 
some  unfortunate  employee  who  is  being  dis- 
criminated against  for  some  reason  or  other — 
and  when  I  say  discriminate,  I  don't  mean  because 
of  any  race,  creed  or  color.  I  mean  because  some 
higher  official  may  feel  they  must  place  tin-  stamp 
of  approval  upon  some  particular  employee, 
He  is  entitled  to  credit  and  rrot  discredit  from  any- 
one of  us,  and  I  am  surprised  that  any  member 
of  this  Body,  particularly  when  he  is  not  hen  to 
defend  himself,  can  get  up  ort  the  floor  and  dis- 
parage that  man,  having  in  mind  what  he  has 
done  for  the  employees  of  the  City    Hospital. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
was  wondering  when  the  councilor  from  Ward  12 
was  going  to  take  the  floor.  Now  we  will  have 
it  out.  lb-  uses  the  word  "coerce."  That  is  a 
very  fine  word,  because  he  and  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  8  know  it  very  well.  Now  he  tells 
you  what  the  gentleman  from  Ward  S  docs  up  at 
ili.  hospital  Let  me  tell  you.  Mr.  Councilor 
from  Ward  12,  In-  doesn't  do  any  more  than  any 
any    one   of    the   other    twenty-one    members   of 

the  Council  do   up  at  the  hospital.      They   are  up 

there  just   as  much  as  he  is,  and  the  councilors 

line    don't     have    to    sneak    in    and    out     the    bail. 
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and  they  haven't  a  key  into  the  superin- 
tendent's office,  ither,  Mr.  President.  Ii  is  too 
bad  he  wasn't  here  during  the  whole  argument. 
I  held  mj  counsel  before  because  the  gentleman 
wasn't  here,  and  I  hope  nexl  Mondaj  he  will 
be  here  bo  he  can  answer,  and  then  we  will  reaUj 
thresh  it  out.  He  fooled  the  workers  out  at  the 
hospital  for  two  years.  Von  don't  know,  because 
you  never  attended  any  "f  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee meetings,  Mr.  President.  I  attended  all 
that  were  called.  And  you  use  the  word  "coerce.' 
It  was  only  here  last  year,  when  I  was  in  the  chaii 
and    the    chairman    of    the    Hospital    Committee 

introduced    an    order    relative    I le    Gertrude 

Folan,  and  he  took  the  floor  here  and  oondemned 
her  down  to  tin-  lowest.  That  order,  because 
I    was   in   the  chair,    1    referred   to   the    Hospital 

(' tnittee.     There     was     a     committee     called 

before  the  Council  that  Monday.  I  wonder  who 
coerced  the  chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee 
at  that  time.  There  was  an  object  there,  Mr. 
President,  as  long  as  you  want  to  know  it.  There 
was  something  between  the  superintendent  of 
the  hospital  and  one  Gertrude  Folan.  Was  it 
because  that  order  was  introduced?  Was  it 
because  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  couldn't 
control  Miss  Folan?  The  introduction  of  that 
ordei  was  '.en  effective,  Mr.  President,  and_  I 
think  the  councilors  know  what  was  behind  it. 
It  was  no  good  for  the  employees,  as  he  tried  to 
bring  out,  but  it  just  gave  them  something  they 
were  looking  for  for  a  Ions  time,  to  take  a  shot  at 
Miss  Folan.  Talking  about  a  councilor  behind 
his  back,  it  isn't  very  Ions  ago,  on  April  3.  in 
this  Body,  relative  to  the  colored  question,  on  the 
baseball  license,— it   was  only  a  few  weeks  aftei 

the  pomitcs  were  printed  that  the  councilor  from 
Ward  12  went,  into  my  district  and  brought 
a  bundle  of  them  and  left  them  there  to  be  read, 
and  said  he  told  them  who  voted  for  it,  and  he 
also  mentioned  you,  Mr.  President,  as  being  a 
grand  fellow  and  voting  for  that.  And  I  Bay 
To  you,  Mr.  President,  don't  think  you  are  going 
into  my  district  and  use  it,  because  that  isn't 
true,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.  He  thought  he 
could  hurt  me  in  my  distiict.  and  they  laughed 
at  him  because  the  colored  people  know  who  their 
friend  is.  And,  as  it  turns  out,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick)  isn't  going  to  be  a 
candidate  now  for  the  Senate.  But  that  is  all 
they  weie  using  that  colored  question  fcr,  to  gam 
a  few  votes,  and  we  will  see  how  many  colored 
votes  he  really  does  get  in  his  ward.  No  one  is 
going  to  come  into  may  ward  and  raise  any  ques- 
tmen, or  the  colored  question,  of  discrimination. 
I  have  been  fighting  for  the  hospital  since  I  have 
come  into  this  Body,  and  I  am  getting  fed  up  on 
getting  a  lot  of  empty  promises  for  them,  lou 
have  another  older  of  mine  there  asking  that  the 
Mayor  grant  the  city  laborers  in  all  departments 
a  pav  raise.  They  are  entitled  to  it.  Other- 
organized  groups,  such  as  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  have  got  a  pay  raise.  And  here 
is  the  city  laborer,  earning  that  money  by  the 
sweat  of  his  brow.  Yes,  they  get  $3.80  extra, — 
$33.84  a  week — but  after  their  pension  and  deduc- 
tions are  taken  out,  it  is  less  than  $30  a  week. 
They  just  sent  up  to  the  Civil  Service  Department 
four'  months  ago  to  put  104  laborers  to  work  in 
the  city.  Four  months  it  took  to  get  that  list 
down  here.  There  is  a  list,  standing  up  there 
for  over  3,000  veterans.  They  had  to  canvass 
that  list  before  thej  could  get  100  veterans,  and 
then  they  had  to  gc  into  the  civilian  list  and  take 
forty  from  the  civilian  list  to  make  up  the  list  of 
one  hundred  to  go  to  work  in  the  city.  How  can 
you  expect  men  to  take  these  jobs  at  starvation 
"wages  as  they  are  today?  Anyone  can  go  out  and 
earn  $30  or  $40  a  week,  and  they  don't  have  to 
kill  themselves  in  throwing  ash  barrels  for  a 
measley  $30  a  week.  I  hope  when  the  hospital 
chairman  comes  back,  that  every  word  of  this 
will  be  printed,  and  then  let  him  answer  it. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  coming  back  to 
the  order,  although  I  may  agree  with  some  of  the 
remarks  made,  and  may  disagree  with  some,  still 
I  feel  the  order  in  itself  is  a  very  meritorious  one. 
I  often  have  wondered  how  the  employees  of  the 
hospitals  can  work  at  those  institutions.  The  pay 
that  they  get  is  really  insufficient,  not  only  for 
their  own  livelihood,  but  for  their  families.  There 
are  cases  back  where  they  took  employment  in  the 
hospital,  they  were  single  persons.  They  were 
young  and  willing  to  do  a  day's  work  well,  willing 
to  learn.  As  the  days  have  gone  bj  they  have 
grown    up    and    are    married    and    have    two,    three 


and  four  children,  and  today  we  have  some  of 
them  thai  have  been  working,  as  has  been  ex- 
plained, for  ten,  twelve  and  fourteen  years,  and 
only    receiving   $16.50.     I   wonder.     Maybe   it  is 

God'f     "ill    to    keep    those    people    there,    because    I 

know   that  you  or  I,  or  anybody  else,  especially  in 

these  times,  would  not  stay  and  work  in  an  institu- 
tion for  that  meager  pay.  Something  certainly 
has  to  be  done.  1  realize  t hat  t he  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  these  times  are  underpaid, — 
but  if   there   is  anyone   that    is  underpaid   if  is  the 

employees  of  the  hospital.  When  some  time  ago 
there  was  an  opening  in  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
for  a  laboratory  technician,  what  do  you  think 
thej   oil.  led,  Mr.  President?     1600  to  SI, 000  per 

year.  Would  you  have  accepted  that  position, 
after  going  through  school,  after  spending  mone\ 
for  education?  No  wonder  they  can't  get.  any 
help.  Certainly  something  has  to  be  done,  and  it 
has  to  be  done  now.  I  know  of  many  cases  of  boys 
that   have  left  the  hospital,  and  good  luck  to  them. 

on  leave  of  absence.  You  and  I  can't  bring  up  a 
family,  and  bring  them  up  decently,  especially  in 
these'  times,  on  that  money.  They  are  doing 
something  for  the  country,  yes,  helping  the  war  ■ 

effort.  Surely,  at  the  same  lime  they  are  helping 
themselves  and  helping  their  children.  I  know 
one  particular  case  that  has  eight  children.  He 
was  only  getting  $22.50  a  week.  How,  under  God, 
do  you  expect  them  to  stay  there  and  work  for 
that?  And  when  he  told  me  what  he  was  Supposed 
to  do  I  told  him  to  go  outside  to  work.  "You 
can't  live  on  $22.50  a  week  with  eight  children. 
God  bless  you.  Go  out  and  work.'  And  thatis 
the  condition  that  exists  today.  These  are  extraor- 
dinarj  tunes.  Even  in  good  times,  how  could 
we  keep  employees  intact?  Is  it  a  wonder  that 
many  of  our  patients  that  have  been  hospitalized 
in  our  hospitals  are  discontented,  not  because  the 
hospital  is  not  a  proper  institution  or  a  fine  one, 
but  because  of  the  lack  of  service?  And  I  don't 
blame  the  employees  sometimes  if  they  don't  want 
to  give  the  proper  service,  Mr.  President.  They 
are  not  receiving  the  proper  compensation  for  it. 
And  that  is  the  question  today,  and  I  think  it  is 
up  to  us,  as  the  so-called  city  fathers,  to  take  this 
issue  up,  find  out  who  it  is  for,  and  once  we  do 
that,  let  it  be  known  just  whose  fault  it  is.  It  is 
just  a  runaround.  One  person  sends  you  to  the 
other,  and  the  other  to  the  other,  and  you  don't 
know  where  you  are  at.  Let  us  have  a  showdown 
anil  find  out.  I  would  say,  Mr.  President.  I  don't 
know  how  these  employees  work  at  our  hospital. 
It  is  even  a  disgrace  to  have  an  individual  married, 
with  two  or  three  children,  receiving  $10.50.  You 
say,  "Why  don't  you  get  out?"  "Well,  I  have 
been  in  there  for  ten  or  twelve  years.  I  have  at 
least  a  little  job.  I  am  afraid  when  this  thing  is 
over  I  may  not  be  able  to  get  a  job."  And  those 
are  the  conditions  that  exist.  Well,  let  us  make  it 
interesting  for  them  to  go  and  work  in  the  hospital. 
Let  us  give  them  a  livelihood.  They  are  entitled 
to  it,  and  I  believe  once  we  have  accomplished  that 
we  will  have  one  of  the  greatest  hospitals  in  the 
United  States,  in  the  entire  country  and  the  entire 
world.  I  say  that  if  we  give  them  a  living  wage, 
enough  for  them  to  live  as  they  are  supposed  to 
live,  then  we  will  have  the  greatest  institution  that 
we  ever  have  known. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — There  is  no  question  about 
the  merit  of  the  order.  Nobody  can  lie  against 
alleviating  the  problems  of  the  hospital  employees. 
They  must  have  plenty,  but  the  only  thing  that 
disturbs  me  is  wdien  a  man  is  out  of  the  Hall  some 
one  else  will  attack  him  without  his  being  given  an 
opportunity  to  defend  himself.  It  isn't  the  spirit 
of  fair  play,  in  my  opinion,  because  I  know  the  man 
in  question.  If  he  were  here,  he  certainly  would 
defend  himself  better  than  I  could.  I  take  no 
back  seat  from  anyone.  I  haven't.  If  I  think  I 
am  right,  I  will  voice  my  opinion  to  that  effect  re- 
gardless of  whether  everybody  else  is  against,  me. 
I  have  the  courage  of  my  convictions  I  will  vote 
that  way  and  let  it  go  down  in  the  record,  and 
I  In  n  I  won't  be  ashamed  of  my  vote  afterward  or 
attempt  to  apologize  for  it.  I  say  that  Councilor 
Hurley  has  done  a  noble  job.  Reference  has  been 
made  that  he  has  a  key  to  the  front  door.  That  is 
absurd,  and  we  all  know  it.  There  is  nobody  here 
that  can't  go  to  the  superintendent's  office  if  he 
es  fit  to  do  so,  and  I  know  there  are  many  mem- 
bers of  this  Body,  including  myself,  who  on  occa- 
sion have  called  up  Councilor  Hurley  anil  asked 
him  to  do  something  for  somebody  over  there  in 
the  hospital.  I  don't  think  we  can  condemn  him 
for  that.  He  tries  to  place  the  blame  on  Councilor 
Hurley  for  the  wages  they  an-  receiving.     I     aj 
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councilor,  why  don't  you  do  something  for  the 
hospital  employees?  Are  you  attempting  to  make 
them  believe  he  wouldn't  do  it  and  you  would  do 
it?  You  know  as  well  as  I  that  you  haven't  the 
authority  to  do  it  any  more  than  he  lias.  That 
comes  from  some  other  part  of  this  building.  We 
are  all  in  sympathy  with  it,  and  we  all  want  to  do 
something  for  them,  but  don't  attack  a  man  when 
he  is  not  here  to  defend  himself. 

Conn.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
nicest  things  about  civic  life  in  Boston  is  the 
Damon  and  Pythias  relation  that  exists  between 
the  councilor  from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Hurley)  and  the 
councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor).  I  am 
not  being  sarcastic.  I  want  to  pay  tribute  to  a 
fellow's  right  to  defend  his  friend.  But  merely 
because  a  man  happens  to  be  his  friend  doesn't 
make  him  a  law  unto  himself,  and  the  gist  of  this 
whole  debate  is  the  failure  of  the  hospitals  to 
function  along  the  line  of  the  order  that  was 
passed  by  the  Body  some  while  back.  It  is  true 
that  we  have  ranged  a  little  far  out  and  have  gone 
into  personalities,  but  at  least  we  have  done  it 
publicly  and  there  is  no  person  in  this  chamber, 
member  or  spectator,  who  is  responsible  for  the 
absence  today  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  8 
(Coun.  Hurley).  His  absence  is  purely  a  volun- 
tary personal  matter,  and  whether  he  is  in  Wash- 
ington, as  I  understand,  on  purely  peisonal 
business,  or  whether  he  has  gone  down  there  for 
some  obscure  person  in  his  district,  is  beside  the 
point.  He  is  not  heie,  and  certainly  twenty-one 
men  do  not  have  to  meet  the  schedule  or  require- 
ments of  any  one  other.  We  are  supposed  to  be 
here,  come  hell  or  high  water,  every  Monday  of 
the  year,  and  any  man  that  is  out  for  any  reason 
other  than  illness  certainly  cannot  expect  to  have 
the  Body  wait  until  he  is  ready  and  composed 
enough  to  come  here  and  sit  down.  Now,  as 
for  talking  in  the  absence  of  a  councilor,  I  don't 
know  why  it  is  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor)  is  so  terribly  disturbed  about  it. 
It  is  in  the  record  and  it  has  been  said  in  front 
of  the  members  of  the  general  public,  said  in 
front  of  members  of  the  press,  and  the  absent 
brother  has  access  to  that  record  next  Monday  cr 
sooner.  It  appears  to  me,  two  or  three  times 
within  recent  months,  I  have  taken  to  my  feet 
here  and  a'sked  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  because  the  subject  on  which  I  intended 
to  speak  was  a  subject  that  could  not  be  reduced 
to  an  order  or  a  resolution,  and  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor),  who  probably  under- 
stood I  was  going  to  speak  about  certain  lies  that 
he  had  uttered  in  the  past  about  me,  objected, 
and  I  was  religiously  sportsman  enough  in  my 
attitude,  as  many  councilors  around  me  know,  to 
wait  until  he  was  in  the  chamber  to  ask  that 
permission.  I  didn't  wait  until  he  left  to  answer 
one  of  the  numerous  convenient  telephone  calls. 
I  am  not  going  to  be  charged  with  talking  behind 
the  back  of  any  man  in  front  of  whose  face  I 
won't  talk.  If  the  man  is  derelict  in  his  duty 
he  should  be  removed  from  the  position  he  holds. 
If  the  man  is  going  to  be  allowed  the  latitude 
of  imposing  his  will  on  twenty-one  others,  then, 
in  brief,  we  should  give  him  the  type  of  treatment 
he  deserves.  But  I  don't  think  it  is  the  will  of 
this  Body  that  any  one  man,  occupying  the 
position  of  committee  chairman,  can  ignore, 
slight  and  snub  the  other  component  parts  of  the 
Council. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  don't  want  to  appear 
contentious  or  to  prolong  this  argument,  but  it 
seems  that  those  that  have  a  hate  for  the  councilor 
from  Ward  8  (Coun.  Hurley)  are  trying  to  take 
it  out  on  him  today.  I  wonder  if  there  is  any 
personal  reason  they  have.  The  gentleman  from 
Charlestown  said  that  I  objected  to  his  having 
unanimous  consent.  Of  course  I  objected  to 
unanimous  consent  to  a  man  going  to  speak  on 
things  when  we  don't  know  what  he  is  going  to 
speak  about.  How  many  remember,  not  so  long 
ago,  when  he  termed  us  a  gang  of  "nitwits"  to 
obtain  publicity  for  himself?  How  many  forget 
hec  made  the  statement  by  unanimous  consent 
on  this  floor  that  the  only  decent  people  that  have 
the  right  to  vote  come  from  the  Back  Bay?  Are 
we  going  to  allow  a  man  like  that  to  tread  on  us 
or  refuse  his  making  statements?  Let  him  put 
it  in  the  form  of  an  order,  like  the  others  do,  and 
I  do,  and  not  attempt  to  indict  his  own  colleagues 
in  the  Council.  Of  course  I  refuse  unanimous 
consent,  I  don't  intend  to  get  personal,  and  I 
don't  do  it  on  the  floor,  so  I  try  to  stick  to  an  order 
as  it  is  given  here  before  the  Body,  and  not  attempt 


to  inject  personalities  into  the  order.  Leave  hate 
outside.      This  is  no  place  for  it,  councilor. 

Coun,  KINSELLA— Well,  the  gentleman  was 
brief  enough,  and  I  will  try  to  match  his  brevity, 
Of  course,  it  is  long  known  that  he  has  an  agile 
and  nimble  mind  and  tongue,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  stay  up  with  him  he  talks  so  confusingly  I 
want  to  refresh  the  gentleman's  memory  on  the 
time  I  spoke  of  "nitwits"  and  wranglers,  and  I 
included  myself  because  I  have  been  touched  with 
the  stigma  that  you  and  a  few  others  have  put 
on  the  Body. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — You  may  be  right  about 
yourself,  but  leave  us  out. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— On  August  31,  1942,  the 
record  will  bear  me  out,  the  report  from  which 
you  would  not  let  me  read  because  you  wouldn't 
give  me  unanimous  consent,  having  been  notified 
by  you  that  the  Mayor  allowed  time  off  on  the 
Jewish  holidays  to  those  of  Jewish  faith,  an. I  a 
certain  councilor  took  to  his  feet  and  asked  that 
it  be  amended  to  include  Christians  on  Christian 
holidays — and  I  took  issue  that  he  shouldn't  have 
cast  any  reflections  on  you,  your  order  or  your 
people,  and  as  a  result  there  was  a  long-winded 
debate  that  came  about  the  truth  of  our  remarks. 
I  said  that  the  general  public  of  Boston  knew  us 
for  "nitwits"  and  wranglers,  and  unless  we  stopped 
wrangling  in  this  Body  we  would  find  a  nine- 
member  body,  and  our  conviction  will  come  from 
the  Back  Bay  where  they  have  such  good  sense  and 
good  breeding  as  not  to  fight  among  themselves. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
erect  "pick-up  station  booths"  at  the  various 
points  leading  out  of  the  city  for  servicemen  and 
any  expenses  incurred  be  taken  from  the  Salvage 
Fund. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  the 
reason  for  this  order  is  because  throughout  tin' 
state  on  all  the  main  highways,  there  are  so-called 
pick-up  booths  for  service  men  traveling  from 
their  base  to  their  homes.  In  Boston  we  have 
none,  but  we  have  them  in  all  sections  of  the  state 
here  as  well  as  in  the  adjoining  states.  Some  of 
our  boys  from  Boston  cannot  afford  to  pay  train 
or  bus  fares  and  thumb  their  way  on  the  highwaj  3, 
We  also  have  boys  stationed  in  Boston  here  that 
live  out  of  town  and  in  some  of  our  neighboring 
states.  I  think  this  order  here  should  be  passed 
because  it  is  against  the  rules  and  regulation-  . . t 
the  Army  and  Navy  for  service  men  to  thumb 
rides,  but  they  do  approve  of  these  pick-up  booths, 
which  are  so  marked  on  the  various  roads  leading 
out  of  the  city.  The  booths  are  approximately 
8  feet  long  and  4  feet  wide,  with  a  settee  inside 
and  they  are  approximately  8  feet  high,  with  a 
slanted  roof.  They  are  well  constructed  and  so 
marked  for  service  men  that  it  is  a  pick-up  station, 
and  people  going  traveling  in  that  direction  get 
accustomed  to  these  booths  and  can  drive  there 
and  give  a  service  man  a  lift.  Also  I  have  it  on 
the  end  of  the  order  that  any  of  the  expenses 
incurred  be  charged  to  the  Salvage  Fund.  The 
Salvage  Fund,  as  you  know,  is  money  obtained 
through  tin  can  collection  and  newspaper  col- 
lection, I  understand  there  is,  roughly,  about 
$10,00(1  in  this  fund,  and  I  believe  for  $2,000  or 
$.'{,000  we  could  set  up  a  number  of  these  pick-up 
booths  throughout  the  City  of  Boston.

SYSTEM. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  draft  and  present  legisla- 
tion to  increase  the  monthly  allotment  paid  to 
laborers  under  the  non-contributory  retirement 
system. 

Coun.  HANNON — Last  week,  Mr.  President ,  I 
filed  an  order  and  suggested  the  appointment,  of  a 
commission  to  study  the  retirement  system  of 
the  city,  because  it  was  called  to  nay  attention 
that  men  who  had  worked  for  the  city  for  years, 
and  who  had  contributed  4  per  cent  of  their 
wages,  which  goes  into  the  Retirement  Fund,  at 
the  end  of  their  years  of  service,  when  they  attain 
the  age  of  seventy,  have  found  themselves  alloted 
$40  a  month  as  a  pension.  I  know  that  some 
rases  have  been  called  to  your  attention.  There 
is  the  case  of  the  laborer  who  worked  for  the 
city  for  twenty-six  years,  and  now  he  gets  a  pen- 
sion of  $30  a  month.  Upon  investigation  1  find 
that  this  amount  has  been  established  by  the 
Legislature.  In  order  to  be  amended  it  must  be 
by  legislative  act.  I  think  that,  certainly,  any 
man  who  gets  a  pension  from  the  city  ought  to 
get  more  than  $30  a  month.  That  $30  deprives 
him  of  getting  any  old  age  assistance,  and  he 
could  probably  get,  $40  a  month  under  the  old  age 
assistance  act.  So  I  think  nothing  definite  can 
be  done  before  January,  but  we  should  get  the 
Law  Department  to  work  now,  or  get  them  to 
draft  proper  legislation  so  that  any  man  in  the 
employ-  of  the  city,  any  man  or  woman,  any 
employee  at  all,  will  be  sure,  not  of  a  pension  of 
$30  a  month,  or  even  $40  a  month,  but  be  sure  of  a 
pension  commensurate  with  tire  years  of  service 
they    have  given  to  this  city.

PLAY    AREAS     IN    SOUTH    BOSTON    AND 
SOUTH   END. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  constructing  play- 
areas  for  the  children  in  the  vacant  land  created 
by  the  demolition  of  properties  in  the  so-called 
proposed  South  End  and  South  Boston  Housing 
projects. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
pressing  problems  before  us  undoubtedly  is  still 
juvenile  delinquency.  We  are  looking  for  places 
where  we  can  get  children  off  the  streets,  looking 
for  ways  and  means  to  keep  the  children  occupied 
and  keep  their  minds  engaged  so  they  won't  be  led 
into  wrong.  And  befoie  us,  before  the  whole  city, 
I  think,  is  a  very  easy  and  accessible  method  of  at 
least  occupying  some  of  the  children  in  some  of  the 
districts.  Over  in  South  Boston  we  have  ruined 
almost,  half  the  town  by  tearing  down  buildings 
over  there,  buildings  that  used  to  contribute  good 
money    in  taxes  to  tie-  City  of   Boston;     buildings 
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that  housed  good  stores  that  paid  license  fees  and 
proper  rentals  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Through 
some  manner  of  means  these  houses  were  torn  down. 
We  are  told  that  a  housing  project  was  going  to  be 
erected  there.  Instead  of  that  we  find  vast  areas 
of  waste  space.  There  arc  streets  that  have  proper 
hard  surfaces  on  them,  streets  that  might  be  used 
for  roller  skating,  streets  that  might  be  used  for 
games  of  the  children,  and  yet  nothing  is  done.  The 
same  thing  holds  true  in  the  South  End.  Down 
there  a  whole  area  has  been  depleted,  and  a  whole 
area  has  been  ruined,  and  instead  of  houses,  con- 
tributing taxes  and  helping  to  lower  the  burden 
upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  we  find, 
for  the  last  three  or  four  years,  nothing  but  empty 
spaces,  nothing  but  big  holes,  nothing  but  vacated 
cellars  that  contribute  not  to  the  beauty  of  the  city, 
not  to  taxes  of  the  city,  but  rather  contribute  to  the 
crimes  of  the  city.  These  places  might  well  be  filled 
in.  These  streets — those  that  are  in  good  condi- 
tion— might  be  closed  off  and  he  children  coulo  be 
invited  in  there  to  play  and  use  these  properties. 
We  can  never  get  back  the  money  that  has  been 
taken  away  from  us  by  the  silly  destruction  of  these 
properties.  God  only  knows  if  ever  any  housing 
projects  will  be  elected  on  these  sites,  but  while 
we  have  got  these  properties  and  while  we  have 
got  the  problem  of  trying  to  find  play  areas  and 
play  spaces  for  the  children,  why  not  combine  the 
two  of  them?  It  will  be  much  cheaper  than  buying 
other  places  and  building  and  erecting  new  play- 
grounds, new  fields  of  recreation.  These  fields  are 
here;  these  properties  are  there.  They  are  doing 
nothing  but  creating  an  eyesore  or  a  blight  on  the 
whole  city.  They  are  mere  invitations  to  crime. 
We  could  very  well  get  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment or  the  Park  Department  to  combine  and 
fill  in  some  of  these  places,  and  rope  off  some  of 
these  areas,  and  put  swings,  tilts,  and  play-yards 
in  there,  and  give  our  children  some  place  to  play, 
and  make  use  of  these  fields  that  I  say  are  an  eye- 
sore, not  merely  as  to  the  physical  appearance  of 
the  city,  but  an  eyesore  and  a  reflection  on  the  city 
that  ordered  the  destruction  of  these  buildings  in 
the  first  place.

Dear  Sir, — Your  memorandum  inclosing  City 
Council  order  of  March  20,  relative  to  drafting  of 
an  ordinance  compelling  landlords  owning  one  or 
more  apartments  to  furnish  ash  barrels  for  tenants 
of  apartments  has  been  received. 

We  have,  under  the  Acts  of  1907,  chapter  550, 
section  75,  power  to  compel  owners  to  supply 
suitable  receptacles  for  tenement  houses.  A 
tenement  house  is  defined  as  "any  house,  building 
or  structure  or  portion  thereof,  occupied  or  adapted 
for  occupation  as  a  dwelling  by  more  than  three 
families  living  independently  of  one  another  or  by 
more  than  two  families  above  the  first  story  so 
living  and  cooking." 

In  addition,  we  have  the  Health  Department 
regulations  dated  February  6,  1941,  where  the 
owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  every  house,  building, 
flat,  apartment  or  tenement  and  of  every  shop, 
office,  store,  restaurant  or  other  business  or 
industrial  establishment  exclusive  of  tenement 
houses,  can  be  made  to  supply  "suitable  recep- 
tacles." 

It  would  appear  from  the  above  that  we  have  at 
present  sufficient  law  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of 
supplying  suitable  receptacles  but  it  is  evident 
that  Councilor  Daniel  F.  Sullivan's  order  is  to 
place  the  burden  entirely  on  the  landlords. 

In  my  opinion,  this  would  meet  with  considerable 
opposition  from  landlords  all  over  the  city  because 
tenants  would  not  maintain  receptacles  for  which 
they  are  not  responsible.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   FINANCE. 

Coun.  CHASE,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(submitted  by  the  Mayor  April  24)  for  loan  of 
$1,500,000  for  construction  of  public  ways — rec- 
ommending reference  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Finance  held  several  hearings  pertaining  to  the 
reconstruction  loan.  We  have  been  unable  to 
arrive  at  any  definite  conclusions,  simply  because 
of  the  failure  of  all  members  to  be  there;  and, 
furthermore,  because  we  feci  that  inasmuch  as  it 
pertains  to  twenty-two  wards,  the  condition 
pertaining  to  streets,  and  so  forth,  the  entire 
membership  should  have  something  to  say  about 
it.  It  is  a  big  loan  order,  and  it  involves  a  serious 
public  question.  I  think  that  each  councilor  in 
his  own  territory  is  better  acquainted  with  the 
street  conditions  than  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
Because  of  that  fact  we  hesitate  to  make  any 
recommendation.  We  feel  that  the  various 
councilors  should  have  something  to  say  per- 
taining to  their  streets.  I  know  in  my  section 
there  are  a  number  of  streets  that  are  very  badly 
in  need  of  repair,  and  I  assume  it  is  likewise  in 
other  sections.  Therefore,  sir,  your  Committee 
on  Finance  recommends  that  this  order  be  referred 
to  the  executive  session  for  further  hearing  and 
decision. 

Coun.  HANLEY— I  would  like  to  further 
amend  that  and  ask  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  be  invited  to  attend  and  tell  how 
this  money  is  to  be  expended,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  are  twenty-two  councilors  present,  and 
there  is  a  possibility  a  precedent  was  set  a  few 
years  ago  to  draw  a  line  of  demarkation.  I 
believe  in  fairness  to  each  and  every  one  of  the 
councilors  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
should  be  invited  to  attend. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

DEATH     OF     MONSIGNOR     FRANCIS     X. 
DOLAN. 

Coun.  KEENAN  offered  the  following: 

Resolved.  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in  meet- 
ing assembled  records  its  deepest  and  most  pro- 
found sympathy  on  the  death  of  the  late  Mon- 
signor  Francis  X.  Dolan. 

For  fifty-one  long  years  this  outstanding  citizen 
and  devoted  clergyman  labored  with  unquenchable 
zeal  and  steadfast  love  for  his  God,  his  fellowman, 
and  his  country.  His  amicableness.  his  meekness, 
his  benevolence,  coupled  with  his  priestly  love  and 
devotion  to  duty,  are  all  engraved  in  the  hearts  of 
those  who  knew  him.  He  extended  to  all  men 
spiritual  guidance  and  corporal  assistance;  and  he 
constantly  lent  himself  unsparingly  for  the  ad- 
vancement and  betterment  of  all  mankind  because 
of  his  deep-rooted  belief  in  the  right  of  all  human 
beings  to  worship  God  in  their  own  way.  The 
erection  of  churches,  schools  and  convents  gives 
eloquent  tribute  and  lasting  testimony  to  his  out- 
standing leadership  and  construction  ability. 

On  May  27,  1893,  he  was  ordained  to  the  priest- 
hood and  it  is  a  fitting  and  remarkable  coincidence 
that  his  remains  were  interred  fifty-one  years  later 
on  May  27,  1944.  The  sorrow  of  his  flock,  whom 
he  served  in  Dorchester  for  thirty  years,  his  Holy 
Church,  his  city  and  his  country,  is  revealed  in  our 
tribute  to  one  who  was  in  the  literal  sense  of  the 
phrase  "a  true  man  of  God." 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  unanimous  rising 
vote. 


NEW     ALLSTON      BRIDGE,      CAMBRIDGE 
STREET. 

Coun.  DWYER  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  section  7 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  by 
section  5  of  chapter  224  ot  the  Acts  of  1936  the  sum 
of  $50,000  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
missioner ol  Public  Works  for  New  Allston  Bridge, 
Cambridge  street,  Allston,  and  that  the  City 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to  time, 
upon  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  realize  that 
under  the  ordinary  procedure  of  the  Council  this 
loan  order  would  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance;  but,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  you,  sir,  and 
your  Council  to  give  this  loan  order  its  first  read- 
ing. Under  our  laws,  as  you  know,  Mr.  President, 
and  members  of  the  Council  knows  and  are  familiar 
with,  this  loan  order  will  have  to  have  two  separate 
readings  and  fifteen  votes  on  each.  I  ask  for  this 
appropriation  at  this  time,  well  within  my  rights, 
and  to  protect  the  citizens  in  my  district  and  the 
people  who  have  to  travel  over  this  bridge,  going 
to  and  from  and  through  my  district.  At  the  time 
of  the  budget  hearings  it  was  discovered  by  your 
Committee  on  Appropriations  that  the  bare  sum 
of  $25,000  was  allowed  by  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner for  bridge  repairs.  Of  that  sum,  the  sum  of 
$23, 000-odd  has  already  been  expended  for  a  con- 
tract with  one  Ellis  &  Company.  So,  for  all  the 
bridges  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  present  time, 
there  is  a  mere  sum  of  $1,100  available  to  put 
those  bridges  in  repair  and  in  a  safe  condition  so 
that  we  won't  have  any  major  catastrophe  in 
this  city.  Now,  the  first  bridge  under  the  program 
of  the  engineer  on  bridges  and  Commissioner 
Hyland  for  repairs  was  the  Allston  Bridge,  and 
since  that  time  this  bridge  is  in  a  far  more  dan- 
gerous condition  than  it  was  at  the  time  when  the 
budget  hearings  were  held.  And  so,  Mr.  President, 
so  as  not  to  take  any  chances  of  endangering  I  he- 
lives  of  the  people  who  travel  over  that  bridge.  I 
ask  you  to  have  your  Council  give  this  its  first 
leading,  and  then  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  and  let  them  hold  a  hearing  and  have  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  here  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  bridges.  If  they  don't  say  this  bridge 
is  in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  say  this  money  is 
not  needed,  I,  for  one,  will  vote  against  it. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— In  view  of  the  faci  thai  »,- 
have  one  loan  order  in  front  of  the  Executive  now, 
and  we  have  requested  the  Public   Works  Com- 


missioner to  come  up  to  the  hearing,  I  think  it 
would  be  a  good  idea  to  listen  to  what  he  has  to  say 
at  Executive  today.  So  I  move  it  be  sent  to 
Executive. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  ordinarily  I 
would  not  oppose  that  motion.  But,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, this  is  a  matter  of  grave  importance.  Time 
is  of  the  essence,  and  this  order  cannot  go  through 
until  it  has  two  readings,  two  weeks  apart.  It 
takes  fifteen  votes,  and  I  think  my  request  is 
reasonable  when  I  ask  that  the  first  reading  be 
given  today,  and  then  let  the  Finance  or  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  next  week  have  those  gentlemen 
before  them.  But  I  ask  you,  Mr.  President,  and 
my  fellow  colleagues,  don't  delay  today.  For  the 
Lord's  sake,  we  are  liable  to  be  faced  with  a  horrible 
catastrophe  if  anything  should  happen  on  that 
bridge.  So  I  ask  that  this  order  receive  its  first 
reading  today,  and  there  is  two  weeks'  time  to 
have  anybody  they  want  before  the  Executive 
Committee  and  also  before  the  Finance  Committee. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  don't  think  it  will  delay  it 
one  bit,  because  after  we  come  out  of  Executive 
we  are  still  here,  so  it  isn't  a  question  of  delay. 
We  may  be  able  to  get  some  information  there. 
We  have  been  waiting  now  for  weeks  on  another 
loan  order  for  the  very  same  reason,  but  I  don't 
think  we  should  act  hastily  on  one  because  it 
originates  from  the  Council  and  the  other  from 
the  Mayor's  office.  I  think  they  both  should  be 
given  attention. 

Coun.  DWYER — I,  for  one,  want  the  Council 
to  receive  full  information  on  this  loan  order. 
The  loan  order  just  referred  to  by  the  previous 
speaker,  that  is  before  this  Body,  is  a  loan  order 
that  affects  the  entire  city.  This  order  affects 
one  bridge  in  my  district.  Mr.  President,  I 
believe  I  know  more  about  my  district  than  any 
other  member  of  this  Council  or  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  I  know  what  is  needed  in  my  district 
and  what  is  not  needed  in  my  district,  and  I  am 
not  trying  to  stop  any  hearing  on  this.  I  welcome 
a  hearing.  I  think  I  have  been  very  fair  when  I 
say  that  if  the  superintendent  of  bridges,  or 
whatever  his  title  may  be — I  don't  know  at  the 
present  time — the  gentleman  in  charge  of  bridges — 
if  he  doesn't  say  this  is  absolutely  necessary,  that 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  do  this  work,  I  am 
willing  to  vote  against  it.  I  know  in  our  district 
we  are  faced  with  a  very  serious  and  grave  situa- 
tion, and  I  ask  this  Council,  where  this  matter 
only  affects  my  district,  to  pass  this  now  and  have 
a  hearing  long  before  the  two  weeks  are  up. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  it  may  well 
be  that  this  can  be  taken  care  of  out  of  the  money 
the  commissioner  has  in  his  budget.  It  may  not 
be  necessary  to  have  a  loan.  I  don't  want  to 
deprive  the  councilor  from  having  anything  done 
any  more  than  anybody  else  does,  but  it  may  be  an 
improper  wav  of  going  about  it. 

Coun.  DWYER— For  the  life  of  me  I  don't 
understand  the  argument  the  gentleman  has  just 
presented.  There  is  plenty  of  time  to  get  all  the 
information  before  this  order  is  passed  that  any 
member  of  the  Council  or  all  members  of  the 
Council  want  to  secure,  and  I  am  merely  asking 
for  a  matter  affecting  my  district  to  receive  its 
first  reading  at  this  time,  and  if  any  member  of  this 
Council  is  not  satisfied  that  this  is  absolutely 
necessary  I  ask  them  to  vote  against  it  when  the 
necessary  information  is  given  them.  But  I  know 
what  is  needed  in  my  district,  and  I  am  asking 
this  Council  at  this  time  to  give  this  matter  its 
first  reading  and  then  hold  all  the  hearings  before 
any  committees  or  any  members  that  they  want, 
and  I  will  be  only  too  glad  to  cooperate.  I  hope 
they  will  give  my  district  the  courtesy  of  this  first 
reading  today. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  half 
of  this  bridge  happens  to  be  in  my  ward.  It  abuts 
the  two,  and  I  am  in  sympathy  with  the  objectives 
of  the  councilor  from  Ward  21,  in  so  far  as  actual 
improvement  of  the  bridge  is  concerned.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  City  Charter  states  we  can't  do  it. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  rules  this 
is  a  loan  order. 

Coun.  H  ANLEY — Will  you  please  read  the  order, 
Councilor  Dwyer? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  clerk  will  read  the 
order.

BET1  RNING    ON    FURLOUGH. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,' Thai  his  Honor  the  Ma vor  be  requested 
to  give  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  providing 
official   recognition   t<>  those   residents  ol    B 
in  tin--  armed  forces  who  are  returned   home  foi 
furlough  aftei  months  of  foreign  service. 

II  AN  Ni  i\  M-  President .  we 
the  papers  nowadays  that  the  rotation  system  of 
furloughs  is  in  effect,  and  every  so  often  the 
newspapers  'any  a  happy  story  that  one  hundred 
or  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  our  members  are 
returning  home.  Only  recently  we  had  b  number 
of  them  come  hack  after  serving  for  twenty-eight 
months  in  the  South  Pacific  Now.  I  thin), 
kids  are  heroes.  They  mean  something  to  us, 
and  I  think  that  the  city  owe-,  them  some  form 
of  public  acclamation.  You  go  to  the  movies 
and  you  will  see  pictures  of  some  kid>  in 
small  town,  and  the  way  the  town  is  turning  out 
to  receive  them.  You  read  in  the  papers  about 
the  reception  tendered  to  them,  this  or  that  in- 
dividual, who  might  have  some  organization 
behind  him.  hut  I  think  the  city  itself  owes  to 
these  kids  the  duty  of  showing  them  publicly 
that  we  appreciate  what  these  kids  have  done  for 
IIS.      And  we  do  appreciate  the  sai  v  are 

making  that  you  and  I  may  sit  here  and  live  and 
enjoy  i he  benefits  we  have  grown  up  to  enjoy. 
I  don't  know  what  form  this  public  acclamation 
might  take.  I  am  not  going  to  offer  any  sug- 
gestions, but  I  think  that  there  might  be  set 
apart  one  day  a  week,  or  one  dav  a  month,  when 
these  boys  who  are  going  to  be  home  only  about 
twenty  to  thirty  days  could  be  welcomed  officially 
by  the  city.  I  have  attended  dinners  where 
the  guest  was  either  from  Russia.  China  or  some 
other  place,  and  now  we  have  our  own  kids  com- 
ing back  here,  after  offering  their  lives  for  us 
for  twenty-eight  months,  and  yet  it  seems  tin-', 
almost  sneak  in  under  cover  of  darkness,  ami 
after  two  or  three  weeks  thev  leave  us  once  again. 
I  don't  think  it  is  fair.  Boston  should  be  just 
as  proud,  and  f  know  that  Boston  is  just  as  proud, 
of  its  boys  of  the  armed  forces  as  any  other  city 
or  town  of  the  country.  And  yet,  up  to  the 
present,  we  have  done  nothing  much  to  show 
these  kids  that  they  are  welcome.  A  few  months 
ago  it  was  customary  to  set  apart  one  night  a 
week  on  which  there  would  be  a  show  put  on 
for  the  boys  on  furlough.  Even  that  has  been 
abandoned.  You  talk  to  some  of  these  fellows 
who  have  been  twenty-eight  months  out  on  tin- 
front,  fighting  for  you  and  me,  and  who  are  at 
home  here,  and,  outside  of  notices  in  the  paper 
that  one  hundred  and  twenty  or  one  hundred 
and  thirty  of  our  boys  have  returned,  there  is 
no  other  official  recognition.  In  order  to  get  to  the 
ball  games,  they  have  to  come  in  town  and  make 
application  to  the  U.  S.  O.  The  theaters  don't 
do  anything.  It  seems  to  me  that  Boston  should 
officially  welcome  these  boys  who  have  offeted 
to  lay  down  their  lives  for  the  protection  of  the 
citizens  of  Boston  who  have  remained  here  at 
home.  I  am  certain  that  the  merchants  of  Boston, 
I  am  certain  that  the  business  men  of  Boston, 
I  am  certain  that  the  theater  owners  of  Boston 
would  cooperate  and  would  set  apart  one  day 
a  week,  or  one  day  a  month,  in  order  to  show 
these  kids  we  are  proud  of  them  and  that  we  do 
appreciate  the  great  sacrifice  they  are  making 
for  us.  and  that  we  want  them  to  know  when 
they  went  away  and  we  gave  them  the  coffee 
and  doughnuts  and  we  bade  them  a  fond  adieu, 
we  want  to  show  them  that  they  an-  just  as  welcome 
here  as  they  were  there.  I  think  that  the  City 
of  Boston  should  take  official  recognition  of  the 
sacrifice  these  boys  are  making.  We  should 
welcome  them  back  with  open  arms,  showing 
them  in  one  way  or  another  that  Boston  is  proud 
of  them  and  proud  of  what  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
of  Boston  are  doing  at  the  front. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — That  is  a  highly  meri- 
torious order,  and  has  been  in  some  respects 
anticipated  a  little  by  the  gentlemen  and  ladies 
who    compose    the    committee    for    the    17th    of 


June  in  CharlestOwn.  Mr.  John  Kay,  who  is 
general  chairman,  conceived  the  splendid  idea 
of  having  all  the  boys  in  C'hai  lestown  home  on 
leave  at  that  lime  attend  all  public  functions 
as  the  guests  of  the  city  or  the  guests  of  the  cele- 
brations commit  tri.  II,-  has  asked  them,  whenevei 
they  feel  free  to  do  so,  in  either  march  or  be  in  a 
parade.     They    will    be    officially    welcomed    at 

tie  \inniiy  by  tin-  city  and  bv  the  Mayor.  We 
don't  restrict  it  to  boys  who  go  back  on  leave  in  any 
Other  part  of  the  city.  If  the  city  is  remiss  in 
showing  affection  and  gratitude  to  these  boys, 
then  the  city  in  its  component  parts  running 
celebrations  this  time  of  the  year  should  bend 
backwards   to  show   we  are  not  ungrateful 

for    il'  acj       '       proved    under    the    last    war. 

I  think  that  all  credit  should  go  to  John  Ray, 
sitting  in  the  gallery,  because  on  top  of  his  duties — 
anil  they  an-  multiple  in  number — he  could  think 
of  those  boys  we  have  probably  automatically 
forgotten.  I  hope  that  no  other  part  of  the  city 
will  have  to  make  it  a  purely  neighborhood  affair, 
but,  in  keeping  with  Councilor  Hannon's  sug- 
gestion, that  the  city  will  undertake  to  welcome 
boys  back  with  all  the  fervor  shown  when 
thev  went  away.      I  hope  the  order  will  pass.

DEDUCTION    FOR    MEALS    OF    HOSPITAL 
EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  HANNON  offeted  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  to  abolish 
lie-  practice  of  deducting  from  the  salary  of 
hospital  employees  money  for  meals  which,  many 
times,  an-  not  consumed  bv  the  employee. 

Coun.  HA  NNON — One  of  the  many  constructive 
measures  presented  here  during  the  course  of  the 
year  is  the  fact  that  some  adjustment  should  be 
made  in  the  salaries  of  the  hospital  workers.  We 
bandy  this  back  and  forth  among  committees,  and 
as  yet  we  have  not  accomplished  very  much. 
There  is  one  easy  method,  however,  by  which  some 
slight  adjustments  might  be  made,  and  that  is  by- 
permitting  the  hospital  employees  to  retain,  or 
by  giving  them,  the  money  which  is  now  deducted 
from  their  salaries  for  meals  that  they  are  per- 
mitted to  eat  at  the  hospital.  I  don't  think  that 
half  of  the  employees  of  the  hospital  avail  them- 
selves  of  this  privilege  of  having  meals  there,  and 
yet  each  week  a  certain  amount  of  money  is 
deducted  from  the  salaries  because  of  the  fact  that 
these  employees  have  the  right  to  eat  these  meals 
there.  If  they  don't  eat  the  meals  there,  why 
should  they  pay  for  them?  Why  should  it  be 
taken  out  of  their  pay?  Why  not  give  them  the 
money  and,  if  need  be,  run  a  cafeteria  up  there, 
and  if  anybody  wants  anything  to  eat,  let  them 
pay  for  it?  Perhaps  it  could  lie  Belt-sustaining. 
It  might  produce  money,  and  might  become  profit- 
aide.  At  any  rate,  I  think  it  is  a  far  more  equitable 
way  to  give  these  people  their  full  salary  and  il 
they  want  to  buy  meals  at  the  hospital,  let  them 
pay  foi  them  and.  if  not,  they  should  have  the 
tight  not  to  have  this  money  deducted  from  their 
pay. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  for  the  past  five 
years  that  I  have  had  the  honor  of  serving  with 
this  Body  I  have  introduced  similar  orders, 
because  I  firmly  believe  that  they  ought  to  be 
allowed  to  receive  their  money  in  cash  instead  of 
by  meals.  You  may  recall  some  time  ago  there 
was  some  argument,  and  it  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Council  that  there  was  some 
question  in  so  far  as  that  fact  was  concerned. 
But,  as  I  stated  in  the  Council  then,  and  I  shall 
repeat  now,  I  don't  believe  it  is  a  question  of  the 
quality  of  the  food,  but  it  is  a  question  of  whether 
or  not  the  individual  is  to  eat  that  particular  food 
on  that  particular  day.  They  have  menus,  and 
they  have  to  eat  Whatever  is  there.  Naturally,  we 
can  go  in  a  cafeteria  and  order  whatever  we  want. 
They  can't.  And  that  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  I 
believe  they  ought  to  give  these  employees  the 
money  instead  of  the  meals,  to  keep  them  satisfied. 
Many  of  them,  as  Councilor  Hannon  has  well 
brought  out,  when  they  took  positions  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  were  single  men.  Today 
they  are  married.  They  have  children  to  support. 
and  it  is  common  sense  that   they  wish   to  cat  at. 

hi That  $4,  more  or  less,  whatever  it  may  be, 

certainly  would  go  a  long  way  towards  supporting 
that  family.  There  are  many  who  don't  take 
advantage  of  eating  at  the  hospital,  first,  because 
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they  can't  have  what  they  wish  to  eat  on  that 
particular  day;  and,  secondly,  because  they  \\  ish  to 
enjoy  their  meals  at  home.  Every  one  of  us  who 
is  a  father  knows  we  like  to  eat  our  meals  at  home 
with  our  family.  It  would  be  a  great  help  to 
them,  especially  in  these  trying  days,  when  they 
are  really  underpaid.  And,  as  I  made  the  state- 
ment last  week,  I  can't  see,  for  the  life  of  me, 
how  we  can  have  employees  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  or  the  Long  Island  Hospital  with  that 
meager  pay  that  they  are  receiving.  They  are 
really  doing  a  tremendous  work  for  the  compensa- 
tion that  they  receive  in  return,  and  I  am  heartily 
in  accord  that  something  be  done  whereby  these 
employees  shall  receive  money  instead  of  the 
meals.

INVESTIGATION   OF    CONDITIONS    IN 
CERTAIN  LIQUOR  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  have  been  serious  complaints 
by  citizens  of  conditions  existing  in  the  near 
vicinity  of  some  of  the  liquor  establishments  in  the 
Back  Bay  and  other  places  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  those  places  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
churches   and   especially   on   Sunday   nights;   and 

Whereas,  The  A.  B.  C.  Commission  has  com- 
plete and  adequate  power  to  correct  these  condi- 
tions and  nothing  apparently  has  been  done; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  Governor  Salton- 
stall  is  hereby  requested  by  the  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  in  regular  meeting  assembled, 
to  take  immediate  executive  action  by  creating  a 
special  commission  to  investigate  all  complaints 
and  lack  of  action  by  the  A.  B.  C.  Commission; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  his  Excellency  Governor  Saltonstall. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  as  you  know,  I 
have  on  many  other  occasions  complained  about 
the  sinister  conditions  that  surround  the  activities 
of  the  A.  B.  C.  Commission  and  other  agencies 
that  are  supposed  to  protect  the  welfare  of  the 
public.  Last  Saturday  night  a  little  old  woman, 
returning  from  her  shopping  trip,  laden  with 
bundles,  was  knocked  down  by  a  drunk  on  Hunt- 
ington avenue,  in  my  district.  As  I  understand. 
it  was  purely  accidental  but,  nevertheless,  this 
little  old  lady,  minding  her  own  business,  was  pre- 
vented by  this  drunk  from  using  the  public  passage- 
way safely.  This  is  only  one  affair  that  has  hap- 
pened in  my  district,  all  because  of  the  fact  that 
these  "booze"  joints  are  given  a  free  hand  by  the 
authorities  in  conducting  their  business  in  any  way 
that  they  see  fit.  Not  many  months  ago  a  certain 
woman  left  a  cafe  in  my  district  in  a  drunken  con- 
dition and  was  followed  by  a  sex  fiend  who  raped 
and  murdered  her  in  the  hallway  of  her  home. 
Today  that  murder  has  remained  unsolved. 
People  in  my  district  have  not  forgotten  that  inci- 
dent. Nor  do  they  forget  the  conditions  that  exist 
in  my  district.  On  Huntington  avenue  and  other 
places  in  my  district  the  drunks  not  only  openly 
urinate  on  the  sidewalks  in  the  presence  of  women, 
but  many  women  in  the  district  are  afraid  to  pass 
by  these  liquor  joints  because  they  fear  being  in- 
sulted or  assaulted.  These  conditions  exist  every 
day  and  night  in  my  district,  especially  on  Hunt- 
ington avenue.  Some  of  these  joints  are  located 
in  the  near  vicinity  of  churches.  Some  are  located 
directly  opposite  churches,  and  churchgoers  in 
many  instances  are  forced  to  use  side  streets  on 
Sunday  night  in  order  to  avoid  the  disgusting  sight 
ot  drunks  and  their  insulting  remarks.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  I  submit  to  you  that  it  is  about  time 
that  something  be  done  about  this  matter.  I  feel 
that  the  time  has  come  for  action  by  his  Excellency 
Governor  Saltonstall.  The  A.  B.  C.  Commission 
was  created  for  t.ly?  purpose  of  protecting  the 
public's  welfare.  They  are  well  staffed  with  in- 
vestigators and  have  plenty  of  power  to  put  an  end 
to  this  public  nuisance  Many  of  these  liquoi 
joints  should  not  be  permitted  to  remain  in  exist- 
ence. There  are  many  in  existence  thai  openly 
violate  the  law  without,  any  check,  or  without  any 
fear  of  being  checked.  Why  should  churchgoers 
be  molested  by  drunks  who  frequent  i  hese  booze  " 
joints?  Why  should  the  Governor  permit  these 
"honky-tonk"  cafes  and  cheap  hotels  in  the  in 
diate  vicinity  of  churches  to  continue  doing 
ness  on  Sunday?  Conditions  aic  bad.  liny  need 
investigation  and  correction,   and    I    am   railing  on 


Governor  Saltonstall  to  do  something  about  it.  In 
today's  Post  the  following  articles  appear.  This 
one  appeared  on  the  front  page,  and  I  quote  from 
the  Boston  Post.  The  headlines  are  "Priest  Raps 
A.  B.  C.  License.  Declares  Revere  Permit  Rail- 
roaded Through." 

"Sharp  criticism  of  the  Revere  Licensing  Board 
was  made  yesterday  by  the  Rev.  Michael  J.  Houli- 
han, pastor  of  St.  Theresa's  Church,  in  Revere,  in 
what  he  called  a  'report  to  the  parish'  on  the  trans- 
fer of  a  liquor  license. 

"He  said  that  nearly  two  months  ago  the  North 
Shore  Cafe,  on  North  Shore  road,  at  Beachland 
avenue,  petitioned  for  a  transfer  of  the  license  to  a 
new  location  across  the  street.  He  protested  at 
the  hearing  April  1 1 ,  he  said,  but  was  never  officially 
notified  that,  the  board  had  granted  the  petition. 

'"I  never  was  officially  notified.'  he  said,  'but 
the  petition  was  railroaded  with  this  grant  through 
the  Alcoholic  Beverage  ( 'ontrol  Board  at  the  State 
House.'  He  said  he  was  told  at  the  A.  B.  C.  that 
'things  were  handled  legally,'  but  he  added  that  he 
was  handled  unfairly." 

Here  is  another  one  that  appeared  in  today's 
Post,  and  I  quote.  The  headlines  are  "Asks 
Flock  to  Sign  Petition.  Brighton  Pastor  Opposes 
Liquor  License." 

"The  Rev.  Michael  Norton,  administrator  of 
St.  Culumbkille's  Church  in  Brighton,  yesterday 
appealed  to  his  parishioners  to  sign  a  protest 
against  the  granting  of  a  liquor  license  to  an 
establishment  on  Cushman  avenue,  not  far  from 
the  church. 

"At  the  10.30  a.  m.  Mass  Father  Norton  de- 
nounced places  '  with  baby  carriages  parked  out- 
side while  women  drink  inside'  and  'so-called 
restaurants  serving  rubber  pork  chops,  which 
are  onened  as  an  excuse  to  sell  liquor  on  Sundays,' 

"  'We  have  had  a  hearing  before  the  Boston 
Licensing  Board,'  he  said,  and  they  rejected  the 
petition.  Now  an  appeal  has  been  taken  to  the 
State  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Board. 

"  'This  is  purely  a  residential  district  and  no 
such  establishment,  for  the  sale  of  liquor  is  needed 
there.  Actually  there  is  no  lack  of  places  in 
Brighton  where  liquor  can  be  purchased.'  He 
then  asked  all  his  parishioners  to  sign  the  petition 
protesting  that  the  establishment,  in  the  district 
was  not  needed,  and  that  it  would  be  deleterious 
to  the  district." 

Now,  Mr.  President,  you  and  I  know  that  there 
is  something  radically  wrong  somewhere.  I  am 
convinceil  that  there  is  something  very  seriously 
wrong  with  our  government  authorities  when 
they  permit  such  conditions  to  exist.  Is  the 
A.  B.  C.  asleep?  Don't  thev  know  the  true 
conditions  that  exist,  or  don't  they  care? 

Coun.  HAN'LEY— Mr.  President,  I  agree 
wholeheartedly  with  the  councilor  from  the  Back 
Bay  (Coun.  Chase).  I  am  very  happv  that  he  is 
calling  upon  Governor  Leverett  Saltonstall  to 
eradicate  some  of  these  abuses.  Until  such  time 
as  the  City  of  Boston,  through  its  duly  elected 
officials,  composed  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
twenty-two  City  Councilors,  has  the  power  to 
confirm  and  approve  people  on  the  Licensing 
Board  and  the  Police  Commissioner,  these  abuses 
will  not  be  eradicated  or  mitigated.  Home  rule 
has  been  taken  from  the  City  of  Boston.  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  can  neither  appoint  nor  confirm 
the  Licensing  Board  or  the  Police  Commissioner. 
When  you  have  a  division  of  authority  you  always 
have  graft  and  corruption,  and  that  is  why  the 
various  political  checks  can  always  be  obtained 
when  these  men  aspire  and  procure  greater  political 
office.  I  commend  you,  Councilor  Chase,  and  I 
hop,-  iliat  his  Excellency  the  Governor  will  try  at 
[east  to  mitigate  I  hese  abuses, 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  situation 
complained  of  in  Brighton  happens  to  prevail  in 
my  own  ward.  I  never  try  to  harm  anybody 
i  agaged  in  a  legitimate  enterprise,  but  I  feel  that 
the  sentiments  expressed  by  the  administrator  of 
St.  Columbkille's  Church  in  Brighton  are  duly  in 
accord  with  the  sentiments  of  the  people  of  Ward 
22.  who  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  twenty-seven 
liquor  licenses  are  already  in  the  Brighton  district. 
They  have  taken  every  worthwhile  spot  in  the 
business  section,  and  now  they  want  to  come  into 
lential  sections,  such  as  Cushman  avenue 
in  Brighton.  They  are  really  going  into  a  resi- 
dential district  where  there  are  women  and  children 
and  respectable  family  people.  I  am  in  accord 
with    the    sentiments    expressed,    and    I    hope    the

Bui 
you  may  1"'  certain  that  they  are  "i"".  bei 
the  hypocritical  public  want-  them  "pen.     From 

time    to    time    we    heal     talk    ill    here    and    eUewhere 

about  abuses  In  the  liquoi  Industry,  anil  in  night 
club   management,  and  the  complaints  originate 

from   people   who   are    perfectly   Willing   that   every 

establishment    of  these   types  be   located   pn   the 

Othet     sale    of     the     Hacks.       That     is    perfect  l\      all 

right  for  a  lot  of  people  who  are  just  as  respect- 
able as  those  in  the  better  parts  of  town  to  ha 
lot  of  drinking  establishments,  package  stores, 
and,  as  my  good  friend  (Coun.  (  base)  has  said, 
"honky-tonks."  And  then  they  try  to  put  the 
blame   for   rotten   conditions  on   the   operator  of 

the   place,    who   isn't    responsiole   foi    tleir    conduct. 

when  they  leave  Ins  place.  If  ever  we  live  to  see 
the  daj  when  the  public  will  become  much  more 
civic-minded  Instead  of  hypocritical,  we  will  set 
the  conditions  that  the  public  is  always  hollering 
for.  You  recall  the  prohibition  era.  The  law- 
said.  "Thou  shalt  not,"  and  then,  after  enough 
of  them  were  murdered  and  others  were  poisoned 
and  others  rendered  blind  and  insane  from  the 
concoctions  that  they  willingly  and  knowing!} 
drank,  the  law  was  changed  by  deleting  one  word, 
"not."  Whereupon  it  became  perfectly  legal, 
perfectly  respectable,  to  drink  again  in  places 
that  we're  improved  only  to  the  extent  of  cleaning 
up  the  windows  and  taking  the  lock  off  the  door. 
If  there  is  one  thing  I  cannot  stomach,  it  is  that 
cluai.  hypocrisy.  It  is  all  right  in  my  town  to 
come  into  the  neighborhood  where  we  don't  have. 
as  they  Bay,  all  modern  improvements,  and  give 
us  package  stores  and  liquor  stores  by  the  score, 
patronized  by  people  who  don't  want  them  in 
their  neighborhood.  If  that  is  true— and  you 
know  it  is — I  have  more  to  tell  you.  \  ou  cer- 
tainly don't  think  that  all  these  package  stores 
and  liquor  stores  are  being  supported  by  wage- 
earners  exclusively,  I  hope.  A  good  deal  of  their 
patronage  comes  from  the  sanctimonious,  psalm- 
singing,  churchgoing  elements  that  want  you  to 
live  as  thev  tell  you  to  do,  but  don't  make  any 
effort  to  live  thai  way  themselves.  I  don't  care 
whether  it  gets  into  the  prints  or  not.  And, 
mind  you,  I  have  absolutely  no  scorn  for  anyone 
engaged  in  the  business,  or  for  those  who  patronize 
it,  but  let  us  call  it  exactly  as  it  exists.  If  they 
had  their  way  about  it,  every  neighborhood  that  is 
considered  to  be  the  other  side  of  the  tracks 
would  have  all  of  these  locations  foisted  on  them 
to  supply  the  wherewithal  of  Mammon  for  those 
who  come  from  the  heights  down  into  the  low- 
lands and  go  back  into  the  heights  and  from  the 
heights  preach  a  sermon.  Councilor  Chase  is 
entitled  to  walk  around  his  district,  and  so  are  the 
people  of  his  dictrict,  without  being  frightened 
or  menaced  or  compromised  in  any  way  by  word 
or  by  action  of  any  resident  in  the  district  or 
anyone  who  comes  in  for  a  good  time.  But 
simple  fairness  dictates  that  the  A.  B.  C.  Com- 
. mission  cannot  be  every  place  at  one  time,  and 
thev  really  should  say  that  they  cannot  be  every 
place  at  one  time  and  to  tell  them  of  those  condi- 
tions. We  cannot  be  every  place  at  one  time, 
and  at  times  we  are  the  subject  of  bitter  criti- 
cism because  we  are  not,  and  everyone  in  here 
has  had  that  expeiience.  Well,  let  us  not  criti- 
cise men  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  A.  B.  C.  Commission,  when 
thev  can't  go  to  those  places  until  they  know"  that 
infractions  of  the  law  exist.  And,  as  to  the 
conduct  of  those  people  when  they  leave  those 
places,  I  don't  see  how,  by  the  most  fantastic 
stretch  of  the  imagination,  the  responsibility 
for  my  actions  outside  one  of  those  places  can  be 
coupled  on  the  man  who  served  me  inside.  I 
offer  every  hope  and  encouragement  to  Coun- 
cilor Chase  that  those  conditions  will  be  imme- 
diately abated,  and  permanently,  but,  while 
we  are  condemning,  let  us  condemn  those  truly 
and  properly  responsible. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  will 
you  please  have  the  clerk  read  the  order  again? 

(The  order  was  read  by  the  clerk.) 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I  had 
something  in  mind  today  relative  to  introducing 
an  order  for  my  section  of  the  South  End,  but  the 
councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  has  covered 


the  entire  area  when  he  included  the  city.  A 
week  ago  they  ha. I  a  meeting  amongst  the  civic- 
minded  citizens  of  the  South  laid  section;  also 
the  police  captain  and  the  chairman  of  the  Licensing 
Hoard.  Mary  Driscoll.  Here  in  the  city  it  was 
brought  out  that  the  same  conditions  existed  that, 
the  councilor  from  Ward  4  staled  existed  in  the 
Hack  Pay.  It  was  interesting  to  hear  the  councilor 
from  Ward  22  (Coun.  M.  If.  Sullivan)  say  that 
there  were  sufficient  licenses  in  the  Brighton  area. 
He  has  fifteen  out  there.  In  the  area  bounded 
from  the  north  end  of  Broadwaj  to  Columbus 
avenue  there  are  two  hundred.  The  whole  meeting 
last  week  was  interpreted  and  reported  wrongly 
to  the  newspapers,  relative  to  classing  it  as  a 
red  light,  district.  It  is  the  people  from  other 
Ions  of  t  he  me  and  from  out  of  town  who  come 
into  the  South  haul  here  because  there  are  some 
two  hundred  liquor  establishments  in  the  South 
laid  area.  You  don't  find  that  number  in  Dor- 
chester. West  Roxbiiry  or  Hoslindale,  or  the 
entire  Hrighton  area,  where  there  are  only  fifteen. 
The  councilor  from  Ward  4  should  be  commended 
for  putting  in  this  resolution  asking  the  Governor — 
and  putting  the  blame  right  on  the  Governor — 
to  remedy  these  conditions.  The  reports  in  the 
newspapers  last  week  staled  that  citizens  of  the 
South  End  were  no  good,  which  is  absolutely  a 
lie.  Residents  of  the  South  End  are  fine,  decent. 
citizens  and  taxpayers.  It  isn't  the  citizens  of 
the  South  End  that  would  cause  that  area  to  be 
called  a  red  light  district.  It  is  the  people,  as  I 
said  before,  corning  in  from  other  sections,  from 
out  of  town.  They  make  these  conditions  the 
way  they  are.  If  they  eliminate  some  of  the 
establishments  in  the  South  End,  the  city  would 
be  better  off. 

The   resolution    was   adopted    under   suspension 
of  the  rule.

Ordered,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners be  directed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
investigate  the  possibilities  of  constructing  a 
swimming  pool  in  Ryan  Playground,  Sullivan 
square,  for  adults. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


FENCE  AT  NORTH  FERRY,  WARD  1. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
proceed  immediately  to  erect  a  fence  at  the  North 
Ferry  on  Sumner  street,  Ward  1,  for  the  protection 
of  the  children  of  the  district. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  introduced 
a  similar  order  back  in  March.  Since  then  we  had 
a  letter  sent  from  the  Mayor's  office  to  the  owner 
of  this  property.  It  is  an  old  coal  loft.  As  the 
result  of  that  we  found  out  the  taxes  were  paid 
up  to  1943,  and  there  was  very  little  the  city  could 
do  about  erecting  a  fence,  but  I  have  an  answer 
here  from  the  Public  Works  Commissioner,  George 
G.  Hyland,  which  states  that  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  this  property  is  owned — it  is  a  dangerous 
hazard — that  the  fence  could  be  erected  in  the 
middle  of  the  sidewalk,  which  is  city  property,  and 
would  save  children  from  being  drowned.  When 
I  introduced  the  order  in  March  two  children  had 
fallen  through  into  the  icy  waters  at  North  Ferry, 
and  both  were  saved.  Yesterday  a  child  was  seen 
to  fall  over  and  disappear.  The  mother  and  father 
of  the  child  ran  frantically  to  the  wharf  and  had  all 
the  neighbors  from  the  housing  project  down  there, 
and  there  were  practically  500  people  searching, 
and  they  eventually  brought  divers  and  they  were 
diving  two  or  three  hours,  trying  to  locate  the  boy's 
body.  In  the  meantime  the  boy  had  come  from 
the  other  side  and  gone  home  and  changed  his 
clothes  and  gone  to  the  moflng  pictures.  Now, 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  admits  it  is  possible 
for  them  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  build  a  fence 
on  this  sidewalk  which  is  never  used.  It  is  a 
section  of  the  town  that  nobody  uses.  Across  the 
street  from  it  there  are  guards  from  the  Bay  State 
Fishing  Company,  which  is  doing  Government 
work,  and  on  the  other  side  is  a  Coast  Guard 
station,  so  a  fence  could  be  built  there.  So  I  ask 
suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the  order, 
ami  that  the  Mayor  please  put  up  a  fence  before 
somebody  is  drowned.  I  might  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  before  we  had  the  hulks  removed  in 
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East  Boston  two  children  had  to  be  drowned,  be- 
fore they  were  eventually  removed. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  wish  to  commend  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey)  for  this  order. 
As  a  coincidence,  only  this  morning  I  had  some  of 
my  friends  from  East  Boston,  come  to  me  asking 
that  something  be  done  in  this  respect,  and  I  am 
very  glad  that  the  councilor  from  East  Boston  has 
introduced  this  order  and  that  they  are  really 
going  out  to  get  petitions  to  see  that  the  fence  is 
erected  there.  I  understand  it  is  very  dangerous 
for  the  children  and  adults,  and  I  do  hope  that  they 
will  do  something  about  it. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  introduced  an  order  last 
Monday  and  asked  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  due  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour.  At 
the  present  time,  Councilors  Coffey  and  Russo,  the 
Building  Commissioner  and  one  of  the  Assistant 
Corporation  Counsel  are  outside  for  the  purpose 
of  drawing  up  an  ordinance  compelling  all  private 
and  public  ownership  to  construct  suitable  fences 
when  the  safety  of  the  public  is  jeopardized.  I 
was  in  full  accord  with  Councilor  Coffey's  order  a 
few  weeks  ago.  A  memorandum  was  sent  by  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner,  and  it  was  on  that, 
together  with  complaints  that  I  received  from  my 
own  district,  that  I  am  asking  that  an  ordinance  be 
drawn  up  compelling  those  people,  under  fine  or 
conviction,  to  erect  a  suitable  fence  at  that  place. 
That  has  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  I  am  sure  that  some  light  can  be 
thrown  on  the  subject. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  move  that  we  take 
No.  2  from  the  calendar. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  motion  is  out  of 
order.  The  question  is  on  Councilor  Coffey's 
order. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


USE    OF    ASSEMBLY    HALL    FENWAY 
MEMORIAL. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  George  Robert 
White  Fund  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  advise  the  City  Council  as  to  the  type 
of  building  they  expect  to  erect  in  the  Fenway  and 
whether  or  not  the  assembly  hall  in  said  building 
is  to  be  used  for  public  gatherings  for  veteran 
organizations. 

Coun.  COFFEY — This  order  has  been  before  us 
for  some  time.  I  know  that  everybody  present 
here,  every  member  of  the  Body,  knows  that  I 
introduced  an  order  way  back  in  March,  March  27, 
for  the  erection  of  the  veterans'  hospital,  a  war 
memorial  from  the  White  Fund.  I  have  also 
introduced  orders  asking  the  Attorney-General 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  give  rulings  as  to 
whether  or  not  it  was  legal  to  build  a  hospital 
with  the  White  Fund  money;  also  whether  it  was 
legal  to  build  a  war  memorial  from  the  George 
Robert  White  Fund.  I  don't  know  whether  you 
gentlemen  received  this  letter  that  I  received 
through  the  mail  from  the  101st  Infantry  Veterans 
Association,  A.  E.  F.     It  says: 

"Councilor  James  S.  Coffey,  451  Meridian  Street, 
East  Boston,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir, — The  enclosed  resolution  was  adopted 
unanimously  by  the  members  of  the  101st  Infantry 
Veterans  Association,  A.  E.  F.,  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing held  at  the  John  T.  Fallon  Post,  No.  1050, 
V.  F.  W.,  29  Florence  street,  Roslindale,  on 
May  21,  1944. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  forwarded  to  Mayor  Tobin  and  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Sincerely, 
Albert  F.  Sears,  President." 

This  goes  on  to  name  the  honorary  president, 
first  vice  president,  second  vice  president,  treas- 
urer, and  so  forth.  I  don't  know  whether  you 
gentlemen  received  this  letter  or  not.  Personally, 
I  don't  like  the  reading  matter  of  this  letter,  and  I 
intend  to  do  something  about  it.     It  says: 

"Whereas,  The  Boston  daily  press  recently  pub- 
lished articles  concerning  the  proposed  plan  to 
erect  a  Memorial  Monument  Shaft  to  the  dead  of 
all  wars  in  the  Fenway,  at  Boston;  and 

"Whereas,  This  matter  has  apparently  been  dis- 
cussed and  planned  in  secret  sessions  without 
apparent  opportunity  for  discussion  or  the  render- 
ing of  opinions  by  those  who  served  with  and 
alongside  of  many  of  our  highly  honored  deceased 
comrades;  and 


"Whereas,  There  seems  to  be  a  general  trend  by 
paid  politicians  to  entirely  disregard  those  citi- 
zens, who  by  their  patriotic  service  in  times  of  war 
have  developed  a  higher  sense  of  obligations  and 
duty,  and  who,  by  said  service  have  gained  real 
authentic  knowledge  on  many  subjects,  namely, 
war  veterans  with  actual  combat  service  with  the 
enemies  of  our  Great  Nation"; 

This  goes  on  for  a  couple  of  more  lengthy  para- 
graphs. The  part  I  don't  like  about  this  is  the  fad 
that  they  assume  we  have  held  these  meetings 
behind  closed  doors.  We  are  "paid  politi- 
cians." What  the  hell!  I  wouldn't  be  up  here 
unless  I  was  paid.  Look  at  the  last  five  Com- 
manders of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
and  look  at  the  last  five  Commanders  of  the 
American  Legion.  Every  one  has  taken  a 
state     or     a     Federal     job.  They  have     bet- 

tered themselves.  For  the  ten  years  that 
I  have  been  in  office  I  have  yet  to  take  a  job, 
and  don't  think  I  haven't  been  offered  all  kinds 
of  jobs  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Body. 
I  think,  in  all  fairness,  that  these  people  were 
misled.  Evidently  they  were  when  they  made 
statements  that  this  matter  has  been  planned  and 
discussed  in  secret  sessions.  Of  course,  they 
don't  know  that  we  have  no  control  whatsoever 
over  the  George  Robert  White  Fund.  They 
don't  know  that  I  have  introduced  all  these 
orders  for  the  veterans.  They  don't  know  that  I 
have  mailed  6,900  letters  to  people  in  my  district, 
only  because  of  one  fact, —  the  newspapers  failed 
to  mention  any  order  that  I  have  introduced. 
Whether  it  is  Coffey  or  not,  it  does  not  matter  at 
all.  It  doesn't  interest  me  at  all  what  the  news- 
papers say,  because  Uncle  Sam  will  carry  a  letter 
to  everyone  in  town  for  lj  cents,  and,  thank  God, 
I  have  It  cents.  So  if  the  newspapers  want  to 
take  it  out  of  Coffey — I  ask  for  qviiet  by  the  press — 
I  know  it  is  a  funny  thing,  all  the  press  think  they 
have  to  do  is  step  in,  knock  you  off  and  shut  you 
up.  They  will  never  shut  me  up.  They  can 
take  sly  pokes  and  digs,  but  when  I  want  to 
retire  from  politics  I  retire  on  my  own,  not  because 
of  what  the  newspapers  say  and  what  they  print. 
Only  recently  at  a  radio  studio  I  have  had  four 
reporters  come  to  me  and  get  a  copy  of  my  speech, 
but  nothing  appeared  in  the  newspapers,  only 
those  $42  ads  that  I  paid  for  on  the  front  of  the 
Boston  Post,  even  when  the  fellow  was  found 
not  guilty  and  the  jury  was  only  out  eight  minutes. 
The  following  morning,  knowing  that  the  news- 
papers wouldn't  carry  it,  I  put  an  article  in  that 
cost  $42,  to  let  the  public  know  that  we  won  the 
case.  They  took  a  sly  dig  at  me  out  in  the  Hyde 
Park  section  just  two  weeks  ago.  I  said  thanks  to 
the  reporter  that  my  name  was  mentioned  once 
in  awhile.  That  is  like  dropping  out  of  four  con- 
tests. I  had  to  get  in  four  before  being  mentioned. 
What  I  am  getting  at  is  this.  Those  orders 
should  have  been  mentioned  in  the  Boston  news- 
papers, because,  after  all,  when  an  order  is  intro- 
duced for  the  veterans — and  God  knows  we  have 
got  enough  of  them,  and  enough  have  suffered 
hell  so  far — but  you  will  pick  up  the  morning 
paper  and  you  will  see  a  piece  that  a  crazy  veteran 
is  killed  by  the  police  of  Boston.  You  will  see 
that.  You  wouldn't  see  that  that  veteran  just 
came  home  and  mentally  sick  and  mentally 
deranged.  "Crazy  veterans" — that  is  what  is 
carried  in  the  headline,  not  the  fact  that  the 
veteran  has  come  back  after  he  has  gone  through 
hell,  and  didn't  get  the  treatment  he  deserved. 
And  many  a  boy  is  hiding  up  behind  that  Legis- 
lature that  should  be  in  service,  but  is  immune 
from  the  draft  because  he  is  a  member,  but  still 
can't  see  fit  to  pass  a  bonus  bill  or  give  them 
hospitalization,  but  still,  when  they  come  back 
and  shoot  and  kill,  they  are  "crazy  veterans." 
Here  are  orders  that  I  have  introduced  for  the 
veterans,  and  I  said  this  in  a  statement  that  I 
wrote  to  the  people  in  East  Boston,  because  I 
am  smart  enough  to  give  myself  any  publicity, 
after  being  up  here,  or  I  would  never  get  it.  If  it 
was  a  city  or  state  contest,  they  whould  have 
had  me,  but  it  is  only  a  little  local  contest.  As 
long  as  they  want  to  fight,  they  can  have  it.  I 
will  never  go  down  and  be  retired,  or  go  to  them 
and  have  them  say  to  me,  like  to  some  of 
you  fellows,  "You  will  get  a  write-up.  You 
arc  for  re-election.  How  much  is  in  it?" 
I  have  heard  that.  It  isn't  the  first  time 
I  have  mentioned  it  on  the  floor  of  the  Council. 
that  they  tried  to  stick  me  up  a  long  time  ago 
in  a  contest,  and  when  I  brought  that  out  that 
was  the  end  of  any  publicity  in  the  Boston  news- 
papers.    But,  as  I  say,  to  hell  with  them.     I  have 
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introduced  an  order  that  his  Excellency  the 
Governoi  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature 
to  provide  ways  and  means  to  provide  a  bi 
lor  the  veterans  and  a  rehabilitation  program  for 
Massachusetts  veterans.  1  have  introduced  an 
order  that   the  George   Robert    White   Fund   be 

ic'c|iicMcil,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
appropriate  sufficient  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
hospital  in  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have  previously 
presented  orders  for  an  appropriation  to  erect 
a  memorial  for  t  ho  veterans  of  all  wars  in  the 
central  section  of  East  Boston,  such  as:  "Ordered, 
That  the  Corporation  Counsel  he  requested  to 
prepare    legislation    for    presentation    at    the    next 

>'"i"n  of  the  Legislature  whereby  the  city  em- 
ployees be  permitted  to  accept  a  pension  by  the 
city    on    half-pay    after    twenty    years    of    service 
in  order  to  create  vacancies  for  returning  veterans," 
and    "Resolved,    That   the    Boston   City    Council 
hereby  favors  the  enactment    of   legislation   pro- 
viding for  payment  of  a  $200  bonus  to  veterans  ot 
World   War  II  upon  discharge  from   the  service." 
Those  are  a  few  of  the  orders  that   Coffey  intro- 
duced.    Not    one    word   appeared    in    the  Boston 
papers.      Now,    the    Boston    papers    have    carried 
those  orders  and  kept  my  name  out  of  it,  saying 
just    that    the    Boston    City   Council    passed    such 
anil  such  an  order,  to  let  the  veterans  know  that 
the   Boston   City   Council   is   trying   to   do   some- 
thing in  a  small  way  for  their   benefit.     But   not 
one    word,     because    somebody    might    ask    the 
question,    "Who   introduced    the    order?"     Then, 
out  of  a  clear  sky,  we  receive  this,  and  my  brother- 
in-law    happens    to   be    Deputy   Sergeant    at    the 
American    Legion.       I     am    a    charter     member, 
and   also   a   charter   member   of   the   Veterans   of 
Foreign    Wars   in   East    Boston.     I    have   always 
been    fighting    for    legislation.     I    did    it    in    the 
State  House.     Then,  to  take  up  the  letter,  being 
condemned  and  criticized  for  something  we  have 
no    control    over.     These    people    are    under    the 
impression  that  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council, 
as  their  letter  states,  passed  this  order  for  a  war 
memorial    of    a   million   dollars,    and    that    secret 
sessions    were    held     behind     closed     doors.     We 
are  all  getting  paid — it  implicates  as  much.     We 
are  all  paid  politicians.     We  are  not  elected  officials 
to    receive   a   salary.     We    hold   secret    meetings. 
If  they  want  to  place  the  blame  where  it  belongs, 
let    them    place   it   on   the   George   Robert   White 
Fund  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston.     They 
have    complete    control    over    what    the    George 
Robert    White   Fund   is   going   to    do   with   their 
funds.     I  can  holler  to  high  heaven  to  get  one  of 
the    George    Robert    White    Fund    Trustees    to 
attend    any    of    the    meetings   pertaining    to    this 
memorial,   and  also  to  the  hosnital  for  veterans, 
but  still  we  are  condemned  and  crucified  because 
of  the  fact  that  these  people  are  misled  and  are 
under  the  impression  we  have  had  secret  meetings, 
and  that  we  have  passed  this  order  without  giving 
them    an    opportunity    to    be    heard.     So,    in    all 
fairness  to  us,  I  am  going  to  ask  that  this  order  be 
referred  to  some  committee,  and  that  every  man's 
name  that  appears  on  this  letter,  over  the  signature 
of  Albert  F.  Sears,  who  is  president,  and  who  I 
grew    up   with, — I   am    going   to   ask   that   every 
one  of  those  men  be  invited  to  attend  that  hearing, 
so  we  can  tell  them   what  the  members  feel  and 
tell  them  what  we  tried  to  do  for  the  veterans  of 
this  and  the  last  war,  and  let  them  know  sincerely 
and  honestly  that  we  had  nothing  to  do,  in  my 
opinion,    with    this    deal   for   this    war    memorial. 
It  isn't  going  to  be  of  any  benefit,  as  they  state 
in    the    other    paragraphs    that    I    didn't    read — 
unless  there  are  going  to  be  halls  large  enough  for 
regular  gatherings  or  meetings,  that  veterans  can 
attend    for    regular    conventions.     Let    the    men 
attend  the  meeting,  let  them  give  us  their  side  of 
the  story,   and   certainly   we   will   give   them   out- 
side. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  order  will  be 
referred  to  Executive. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  don't  think  the  order  should 
go  to  the  Executive  Committee — any  committee, 
but  I  don't  think  the  Executive  Committee, 
They  are  not  holding  any  hearings.  We  want 
the  veterans  down  here.  We  want  them  to  face  us. 
I  want  them  to  prove  some  of  these  charges  that 
they  have  made. 

President  KERRIGAN— We  could  refer  it  to 
the  Committee  on  Rules. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Public  Welfare,  I  think  would 
be  a  good  committee.  Is  there  a  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs?  Any  committee  but  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.

VETERANS'     HOSPITAL     IN     BOSTON.

EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE    REPORT. 

Coun.  HANLEY,  for  the  Executive  Committee, 
submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred from  Committee  on  Finance  today)  for  loan 
of  $1,500,000  for  construction  of  public  ways  — 
recommending  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  COFFEY — How  many  votes  are  needed 
for  the  passage  of  the  order? 

President  KERRIGAN — Fifteen  votes,  coun- 
cilor. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  move  that  the  amount  be  cut 
from  $1,500,000  to  $1,000,000. 

The  motion  was  declared  not  carried. 
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Coun.  BAYLEY — I  doubt  the  von-  and  ask  for 
a  roll  call. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was  not 
carried,  yeas  ■">.  nays  10; 

Yea — Coun.  Bayley,  Chase,  Coffey,  Dwyer 
Fish— 5. 

Coun.  Carey.  Feeney,    Hanley,   Keenan, 

Kerrigan,  McC< ack,  Muchnick,  Russo,  Scannell, 

M.  H.  Sullivan— 10. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  move  reconsideration  of  the 
vote,  and  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words.  As  1 
look  about  the  chamber  I  see  just  fifteen  votes,  if  I 
am  counting  correctly.  Fifteen  votes  would  he 
necessary  to  pass  this  loan  order,  either  in  whole 
or  the  amended  amount,  and  f  know,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, from  my  observation,  and  from  what  I  have 
heard,  that  quite  a  number  of  the  councilors  will 
not  vote  for  SI.. 500,000.  On  the  other  band,  Mr. 
President,  I  believe  all  the  members  will  vote  for 
iM.OOO;  I  am  not  sure.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  realise  the  necessity  of  repay- 
ing some  streets  that  are  badly  in  need  of  recon- 
struction, I  feet  that  for  t tie  welfare  of  the  city  we 
should  give  them  some  money,  and  I  hope,  Mr. 
President,  the  Council  will  not  bite  off  their  nose 
to  spite  their  face  by  taking  action  which  will  not 
give  the  commissioner  any  money.  I.  as  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  heard  the  com- 
missioner say  that  he  is  willing  to  accept  and  glad 
to  get  $1,000,000,  having  in  mind  later  on  if  it  is 
necessary  he  will  come  before  the  Council  for 
further  moneys.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  don't 
think  we  should  stop  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  from  performing  the  necessary  street  re- 
pairs, and  I  trust  that  the  Council  will  reconsider 
their  vote,  reduce  the  amount  to  SI, 000,000",  having 
in  mind  that  $1. 000,000  will  be  voted,  so  we  can 
do  the  thing  which  is  right  by  the  tit  .v. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on  re- 
consideration of  Councilor  Bayley 's  motion  to 
amend  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  regardless  of 
whether  the  amendment  carries  or  not,  we  are 
dealing  with  SI, 500,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money. 
From  that  glowing  example  that  took  place  in  the 
executive  chamber,  I  hope  that  nothing  like  that 
happens  out  here.  It  is  about  the  most  miserable 
and  despicable  thing  that  I  have  ever  seen  while  I 
have  been  a  member  of  this  Body,  and  I  think  the 
one  who  did  it  was  a  louse.  If  a  measure  can't 
come  up  here  and  be  lost  or  won  fair  and  square,  it 
shouldn't  be  sent  out.  Those  closest  to  the  Mayor 
are  not  present  here  at  this  time — why.  I  don't 
know.  I  saw  fit  to  stay,  the  same  as  the  other 
members  present.  I  don't  want  to  see  anything 
railroaded  through  or  go  bv  default,  where  there  is 
SI, 000,000  or  81,500,000  involved.  That  is  a  hell 
of  a  lot  of  money,  and  if  ten  per  cent  of  that  is 
kicked  back,  whether  to  the  contractor  or  to  a 
campaign  fund,  that  is  still  a  hell  of  a  lot  of  money, 
and  too  much  money  for  us  to  play  ball  with  up 
here.  We  have  our  opinion;  we  have  the  right 
to  our  opinion.  We  can  vote  Yes  or  No.  Nobody- 
has  ever  told  me  how  to  vote  here,  and  I  have  as 
yet  never  asked  anyone  to  vote  my  way.  I  have 
never  embarrassed  anyone.  I  have  always  had 
my  own  opinions,  and  I  will  continue  to  have  them 
as  long  as  I  am  up  here,  but  I  don't  think  this  thing 
should  be  railroaded  through.  If  they  have  fifteen 
votes  to  pass  it,  all  well  and  good.  But  don't  vote 
to  lay  it  on  the  table  so  it  can  be  won  by  default. 
Let  us  be  responsible,  the  councilors  here,  not  a  few, 
but  all  of  us.  We  either  pass  the  thing  or  we 
defeat  it,  but  let  us  do  it  in  an  honorable  way,  and 
not  by  any  tricks,  such  as  three  or  four  walking 
out  of  the  chamber  or  doubting  a  quorum  and 
asking  that  the  thing  be  tabled.  Let  us  win  the 
vote  honestly  and  squarely  if  we  are  going  to.  It 
is  not  our  fault  that  those  closest  to  the  Mayor 
are  not  present  here  now.  Don't  let  anybody 
carry  the  bag  for  them.  Let  them  carry  it  them- 
selves. They  walked  out.  They  stayed  long 
enough  to  see  fit  to  disappear  in  the  last  few 
minutes.  Then  they  can't  be  too  much  interested 
in  this  order.  I  hope  reconsideration  does  not 
prevail,  and  I  hope  the  order  is  voted  on  as  it  is, 
and  no  tricks  are  substituted.  If  they  are,  we  will 
go  into  it  a  little  deeper  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on 
reconsideration  of  Councilor  Bayley  s  motion 
to  amend.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  to  reconsider 
was  lost,  yeas  6,  nays  9:

Yeas — Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Feeney, 
Hanley,  Kerrigan,  McCormack,  .Muchnick,  Russo, 
Scannell,  M.  H.  Sullivan — 11.

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  move  recon- 
sideration. 

President  KERRIGAN— All  those  in  favor? 

Coun.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— In  contrast  to  the 
motion  in  Executive,  I  now  move  that  this  be 
laid  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

President  KERRIGAN-The  vote  for  recon- 
sideration has  passed. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  doubt  the  vote. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  vote  on  recon- 
sideration is  doubted.  The  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

Coun.  CHASE —  I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 
What  is  this  motion? 

President  KERRIGAN-Reconsideration. 

Coun.  CHASE — Who  made  the  motion? 

President  KERRIGAN — Councilor  Maurice 
Sullivan. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  desire  to  talk  on  that  motion. 
Mr.  President,  as  I  stpted  a  few  minutes  back, 
apparently  this  Council  is  not  walling  to 
accept  this  loan  order  for  $1,500,000.  Again 
I  reiterate 

Coun.  COFFEY — Excuse  me  for  interrupting. 
I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  What  are  we  talking 
on? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  motion  to  re- 
consider. 

Coun.  CHASE — Again  I  reiterate  that,  in  my 
opinion,  there  are  sufficient  votes  necessary, 
fifteen  votes,  for  81,000,000.  A  number  of 
councilors  who  remained  silent  have  indicated 
their  willingness  to  vote  $1,000,000,  although 
thev  remained  silent  on  $1,500,000. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order. 

President    KERRIGAN — State    vour    point. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN-I  wish  you  would 
check  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase) 
impugning   the  motive  of  any  other  councilor. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  am  not  impugning,  I  am 
merely  making  a  statement  of  fact.  A  number 
of  councilors  did  indicate  to  me  a  willingness 
to  vote  81,000,000  but  not  SI, 500, 000.  The 
only  reason  I  took  the  floor  is  I  think  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  should  not  be  thwarted 
in  carrying  out  his  duty  as  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner. There  are  streets  badly  in  need  of 
repair,  and  we  ought  to  give  them  some  money, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  we  apparently  have  the 
necessary  votes  to  give  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  S1,C00,000,  I  frankly  believe  we 
should,  in  justice  to  all,  reconsider  this  vote  and 
then  proceed  to  vote  81,000,000. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  it  seems 
to  me  that  when  a  loan  order  comes  into  this 
Body  there  is  always  a  very  lengthy  argument  as 
to  whether  we  should  pass  the  loan  order  or 
whether  we  should  reduce  it.  I  have  heard  men 
here  today  say  that  we  should  reduce  this  loan 
order  $500,000,  but  you  don't  hear  them  say  why 
we  should  reduce  it.  I  can  sit  here  all  the  evening, 
but  for  the  life  of  me  I  can't  understand — and 
there  may  be  something  else  in  the  wind,  as  you 
might  say — why  there  are  men  in  this  Body  who 
will  not  vote  for  the  repair  of  streets  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  will 
vote  to  repair  all  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  if  I  am  asked  why  I  am  voting  for  this  loan 
order,  then  I  want  to  say  I  want  to  see  the  streets 
in  this  city  in  a  fit  condition  and,  for  the  life  of 
me,  I  cant  see  why  men  should  come  in  here  and 
say,  "Let  us  cut  it  $500,000,"  and  not  give  this 
Body  an  exact  argument  for  this  reduction.

Coffey)  said, 
let  us  throw  it  out  the  window  or  let  us  vote  for 
it.

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  now 
comes  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  move  that  this  order  be 
laid  on  the  table. 

President  KERRIGAN— Councilor  Coffey 
moves  this  order  be  laid  on  the  table.  All  those  in 
favor?     It  is  a  vote. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— I  doubt  the  vote  and 
ask  for  a  roll  call. 

President  KERRIGAN — Councilor  Muchnick 
doubts  the  vote.  The  clerk  will  call  the  roll  on 
the  motion  to  lay  the  matter  on  the  table.

JUNE    17.

Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be  directed 
to  rope  off  the  streets  along  the  line  of  march  for  the 
parade  of  June  17  in  Chariest  own  and  that  the 
expense  of  same  be  charged  to  the  City  Council 
appropriation  for  Ropes,  Flags  and  Stakes.

LOAN    ORDER    FOR    CONSTRUCTION    OF 
STREETS. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  SCANNELL  the  Council 
voted  to  take  No.  1,  under  unfinished  business, 
from  the  calendar,  viz.: 


1.  Question  of  solving  doubt  on  motion  of 
Coun.  M.  II.  Sullivan,  declared  carried  on  May  29, 
1944.  to  reconsider  vote  rejecting  loan  order  of 
(1,500,000  for  Construction  of  Streets. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— I  move  that  No.  1  be 
taken  from  the  calendar. 

President  KERRIGAN — Councilor  Scannell 
calls  up  No.  1  on  the  calendar.  The  question  is 
on  the  motion  to  reconsider.  The  clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  move  that  this 
be  amended  to  read  83,000,000. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  motion  at  the 
present  time  is  out  of  order.  The  question  is  on 
solving  the  doubt  on  reconsideration.  The  clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
I  tried  to  get  your  attention  before  the  roll  was 
called.  I  hope  we  won't  spend  a  lot  of  time  this 
afternoon,  Mr.  President,  trying  to  find  out  what 
we  are  driving  at.  I  don't,  myself,  know  at  this 
time  just  what  a  yes  or  a  no  vote  will  mean  here. 
President  KERRIGAN — A  yes  vote,  councilor, 
means  reconsideration  prevails,  and  the  order  will 
be  considered. 

On  roll  call  vote  the  motion  to  reconsider  pre- 
vailed, yeas  17,  nays  0:

Nays— 0. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order 
for  $1,500,000. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — If  it  is  in  order,  I  move  that 

the  amount  be  cut  from  $1,500,000  to  $1,000,000. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  motion  is  in  order. 

Coun.  KELLY — Talking  on  the  motion 

Coun.  CAREY — I  asked  to  be  recognized  first. 
Coun.    KELLY— I   yield. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  also  want  to  talk  on  reducing 
the  amount  from  $1,500,000  to  $1,000,000.  It 
might  seem  strange  that  I  stand  here  this  after- 
noon and  take  the  side  of  those  who  want  to  see 
the  original  request  of  the  Mayor  granted.  I  voted 
last  Monday  to  approve  this  loan  at  the  Mayor's 
request  for  $1,500,000,  in  order  that  we  might 
have  better  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston.  All  one 
has  to  do  is  to  drive  about  the  city,  not  only  in  the 
residential  section,  but  in  those  ways  that  lead 
into  and  ovit  of  the  city, the  main  streets  or  avenues 
through  which  the  business  of  the  city  must  pass 
during  the  twelve  months  of  the  year.  There  are 
many  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston  that  are  a 
disgrace,  and  have  been  a  disgrace  for  some  time. 
Up  to  two  or  three  years  ago,  because  of  the  assist- 
ance that  was  given  by  the  Federal  Government 
through  the  W.  P.  A.  program,  some  improve- 
ments were  made  in  the  streets  of  the  city.  I 
don't  think  enough  was  accomplished  at  that 
time.  I  don't  think  that  the  city  obtained  its 
frill  share  and  had  done  what  should  have  been 
done  with  the  cooperation  that  was  being  given 
by  the  Federal  Government.  Good  streets  are  an 
asset  to  any  community.  I  don't  know  whether 
$1,500,000  can  be  spent  this  year  or  not.  It 
doesn't  necessarily  have  to  be  spent  this  year. 
To  do  the  work  that  is  contemplated  by  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  necessitates  certain 
planning.  Some  of  those  plans  have  been  made. 
L  am  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the  program  that 
has  been  set  up  by  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner, but  I  don't  think  it  is  fair  for  us  to  tie  his 
hands.  We  are  coming  into  the  middle  of  June. 
Street  work  has  got  to  be  done,  particularly, 
in  the  summer  months  and  the  early  fall.  To 
grant  this  loan  today  necessarily  does  not  mean  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  can  go  to  work 
tomorrow  morning  and  start  purchasing  and 
accumulating  material  and  other  necessities  that. 
are  required  for  the  construction  of  these  streets. 
I  don't  want  to  have  my  action  here  interpreted 
as  trying  to  curry  the  favor  of  anybody  in  being 
able  to  go  along  in  this  $1,500,000  request.  We 
owe  it  to  the  people  of  the  city  to  give  them  the 
best  we  can  in  the  way  of  good  streets.  That  is 
one  thing  we  can  give  to  the  taxpayers  in  the  city 
and  feel  that  they  are  getting  their  moneys'  worth. 
1  have  no  drag  with  contractors  or  anybody  else, 
so,  as  far  as  that  is  concerned,  it  doesn't  make  a  bit 
of  difference  to  me  whether  this  loan  is  disapproved 
completely,  whether  it  be  reduced  in  amount, 
but  I  have  in  mind  the  interests  of  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  who  are  entitled  to  some  return  on  the 
taxes  that  they  are  paying  yearly  in  order  to 
make  our  city  and  keep  our  city  more  presentable. 
I  don't  suppose  $1,500,000  is  a  great  deal  of  money 
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for  this  purpoM.  In  some  of  the  wards,  according 
in  the  Public  WHiks  Commissioner,  be  lias  certain 
plans  contemplated  thai  will  require  the  expendi- 
ture of  certain  !.  lliat  will  cost 
m  the  neighborhood  of  $50,000.  Some  of  the 
estimates  go  as  high  as  175,000,  and,  after  all, — 
I  am  not  too  familiar  wit  li  1 1  '  i  believe— 
1  am  not  an  engineer,  I  mean     l>ut  I  don't  believe 

that  a  great  deal  of  work  can  he  done  in  any  one 
diatrii  000.     If  you  multiply  $75,000  by 

22,  representing  22  ward-  oi  tie-  city,  it  can 
easily  he  seen  that  $1,500,000  won't  go  very  far. 
Now.  all  of  this  I  not    have  to  he  spent 

this  year.  We  have  been  behind  in  many  9 
and  one  of  the  most  visible  ways  is  in  making  our 
is  more  presentable,  not  only  to  the  tax- 
payers, hut  to  well  advertise  the  City  of  Boston 
to  those  who  visit  us  during  the  twelve  months  of 
the  year.  I  hope  thai  tie-  reduction  of  this  loan 
from  $1,500,000  will  not  prevail.  I  certainly  do 
hope,  however,  that  some  action  will  he  taken 
here  today  in  order  that  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner might  be  encouraged,  that  the  program 
might  he  started  as  soon  as'  possible  before  the 
year    is    much    further   spent. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  speaking  on  the 
order,  the  amendment  to  cut  the  loan  order  from 
$1,500,000  to  $1,000,000.  I  suppose  everybody 
is  more  or  less  selfish.  The  streets  in  suburban 
Boston  and  Dorchester  in  particular  are  in  terrible 
condition.  I  wish  this  was  a  loan  order  for 
$4,000,000  or  $5,000,000,  and  we  could  well  spend 
it  throughout  suburban  Boston.  Tin-  i 
thing  we  have  got  to  offer  the  taxpayer,  and  some- 
thing that  every  councilor  is  asked  in  his  particular 
ward:  "When  is  this  street  going  to  be  resur- 
faced, or  when  is  that  street  going  to  be  resur- 
faced?" I  have  streets  in  my  ward.  Mi.  President, 
that  have  been  on  the  list  for  the  last  four  oi  live 
years  to  be  resurfaced.  There  is  no  question  or 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  if  this  amendment  prevails, 
to  cut  this  from  $1,500,000  to  $1,000,000,  a  lot  of 
streets  in  suburban  Boston  won't  be  done.  The 
streets  in  downtown  Boston  are  in  pretty  fair 
shape.  It  is  time  we  took  care  of  the  people  in 
suburban  Boston,  especially  in  the  five  Dorchester 
wards,  where  the  streets,  in  my  opinion,  are  in  very 
bad  shape.  I  trust  this  amendment  won't  prevail 
but  that  later  on  we  can  raise  this  order  further, 
from  $1,500,000,  at  least  up  to  $3,000,000,  so 
that  we  can  have  the  street  work  done  that  is 
badly  needed. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President,  I  wish  to 
concur  with  the  two  gentlemen  that  spoke  before 
me.  I  certainly  would  like  to  see  the  entire 
$1,500,000  passed,  but,  for  some  reason  or  other, 
there  are  members  of  the  Body  that  don't  want 
to  pass  it.  There  are  other  members  of  the  Body 
who  honestly  want  to  cut  it  down.  I  feel,  as 
Councilor  Carey  and  Councilor  Kelly  do,  that 
there  should  be  some  repairs  to  the  streets  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  want  to  see  it  get  started. 
I  am  afraid  that  the  $1,500,000  will  not  pass  here 
today,  and  I  think  —  I  may  be  wrong  in  my 
parliamentary  knowledge  —  but  I  think  if  we 
defeat  this  motion  to  reduce  it  and  then  the 
$1,500,000  is  brought  before  the  floor  and  is 
defeated,  under  parliamentary  procedure  I  don't 
think  we  can  reconsider  it  again,  which  would 
mean  that  another  loan  order  would  have  to  come 
up,  and  there  would  be  a  further  delay  in  time, 
and  the  chances  are  there  would  be  no  construc- 
tion until  we  arrived  at  the  month  of  October. 
Consequently,  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  reduction, 
because  I  feel  if  I  vote  for  the  reduction  there 
are  members  here  in  this  Body  who  honestly  feel 
they  want  to  reduce  it  and  at  least  these  gentle- 
men will  vote  for  the  $1,000,000,  and  wo  will  have 
a  sufficient  number  of  votes  for  the  $1,000,000. 
If  at  some  later  time  it  is  felt  that  more  money 
is  needed  to  carry  out  and  complete  the  program, 
then  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  from  sending  up  another  loan  order  asking 
for  more  money.  So  I  say  to  you  who  are  in- 
terested in  having  your  streets  fixed  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  so  that  a  start  may  be  made  —  I  ask 
you  to  cooperate  with  the  motion  to  reduce,  so 
that  we  will  be  sure  of  having  something.  Other- 
wise, if  that  motion  is  defeated,  and  then  the 
$1,500,000  comes  up,  there  is  no  reconsideration 
and  the  order  is  killed,  and  we  will  have  nothing. 
If  we  can't  have  $1,500,000,  let  us  have  the 
$1,000,000. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
the  order  be  amended  to  read  $3,000,000.  The 
larger  sum  takes  precedence  over  the  smaller 
sum,  and  I  move  it  on  this  ground,  that  the  addi- 


tional $1,500,000  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
residential  streets  of  each  and  every  one  of  our 
district-.  Tin'  streets  contemplated  by  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  are  main  streets  thai  are 
used  largely  for  the  Boston  Elevated,  for  inter 
and  intra  state  trucks  and  buses,  and  the  resi- 
dential parts  of  our  districts  that  pay  for  the 
upkeep  of  our  city  are  neglected.  The  Public 
works  Commissioner  gave  an  itemized  account 
of  how  this  money  was  to  be  expended,  provided 
it  is  passed  by  the  City  Council,  and  I  believe 
that  you  and  I,  gentlemen,  concur  in  this  one 
thought,  that  no  residential  streets  are  to  be 
contemplated  at  the  present  time;  that  they  are 
all  main  streets,  and  no  one,  from  the  looks  of 
your  countenances,  in  executive  session,  concurred 
with  the  Public  Works  Commissioner.  I  have 
listened  to  orders,  and  I  have  introduced  orders 
myself  on  various  streets  that  I  know  need  repair- 
pairing,  that  need  construction,  and  not  one  of 
them  is  contemplated  in  the  $1,500,000.  I  there- 
fore move,  Mr.  President,  according  to  the  rules 
of  the  City  Council,  that  $3,000,000  be  voted 
at  this  particular  time,  and  that  the  increase  of 
$1,500,000  be  used  exclusively  for  residential 
sections,  wherein  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  carry 
our  great  city. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  DWYER — Are  we  allowed,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, to  specify  how  that  money  is  spent,  —  on 
what  streets? 

President  KERRIGAN— We  have  no  right  to 
specify. 

Coun.  DWYER— So  if  $3,000,000  was  passed, 
it  could  still  be  main  streets? 

President  KERRIOAN— That  is  right. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  just  want  to  touch  slightly 
on  something  that  the  councilor  from  Ward  12 
(Coun.  Taylor)  has  stated.  I  hope  that  the 
councilors  will  not  be  misled  when  he  says  that  if 
we  kill  the  amendment  then  the  original  order 
for  $1,500,000  will  be  killed.  I  think  he  is  wrong 
in  that  statement.  I  think  we  should  kill  the 
amendment  and  then  I  am  almost  certain  that 
sixteen  will  vote  for  the  original  order  of  $1,500,000. 
I  think  if  he  looks  around  the  chamber  more 
closely  he  will  agree  about  that  number  who 
will  vote  for  the  passage  of  the  $1,500,000.  There 
is  no  sense  in  cutting  it,  because  in  cutting  it 
certain  streets  are  going  to  be  left  out,  and  a  lot 
of  councilors  here  are  going  to  be  disillusioned 
anyhow.  A  lot  of  streets  in  your  district  are 
not  going  to  be  repaired.  You  only  think  they 
are.  That  looks  good  on  paper  until  they  get 
your  vote,  then  they  will  go  ahead  and  do  the 
streets  that  they  had  in  mind  doing  anyhow. 
The  fact  I  didn't  like  last  Monday  appeared 
when  I  came  in  the  chamber.  I  found  out  certain 
contractors  were  soliciting  votes  for  the  passage 
of  this  order.  That  didn't  look  good.  In  fact, 
it  looked  very  bad  to  have  any  contractors  come 
in  and  solicit  votes  where  money  is  to  be  spent. 
And  don't  think  it  is  a  joke,  because  they  did 
ask  to  give  them  a  vote,  and  I  know  two  councilors 
who  didn't  vote  last  week  because  of  that  fact, — 
they  didn't  want  to  be  implicated.  I  am  not  one 
of  them.  I  am  one  that  stayed  to  the  end.  The 
vote  was  11  to  1.  That  is  a  victory  for  me  be- 
cause it  is  usually  19  to  1.  But  I  don't  like 
contractors  coming  to  ask  councilors  to  give 
them  a  vote  on  $1,500,000,  because  it  looks  as 
though  they  were  going  to  be  in  on  some  of  those 
contracts.  I  think  the  amendment  ought  to  be 
killed,  and  I  think  there  are  enough  votes  for 
passage  of  the  original  $1,500,000. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  certainly  the 
question  of  $1,500,000  may  seem  a  .small  sum, 
and  it  may  seem  a  large  sum.  It  still  is  $1,500,000 
of  the  taxpayers'  money.  As  I  stated  in  the 
Council  here  time  and  time  again,  I  will  not 
go  along  on  reducing  anything  that  pertains  to 
the  education,  to  the  health  and  to  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  our  city,  and  especially  the  streets 
of  our  city  that  we  each  and  every  one  of  us  has 
to  see  every  day  of  the  week. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— What  amendment 
is  before  the  Body  now? 

President  KERRIGAN— $3,000,000. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  am  going  along  as  far  as  the 
$3,000,000  is  concerned.  The  only  thing  I  wish 
to  remind  this  Body  of  is  that  it  is  not  very  nice 
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to  get  up  on  the  floor  and  state  time  wad  time 
again  that  Boston  Proper  receives  the  most 
benefit  out  of  everything  that  is  done  here  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  And  Bpeakine  of  the  particular 
streets,  I  am  only  wondering  whether  or  not  they 
are  under  the  impression  that  Boston  Proper  is 
only  Washington  street  or  'Fremont  street.  I 
am  only  wondering  if  they  go  down  to  the  dis- 
trict which  I  represent,  which  is  Boston  Proper, 
in  the  residential  district,  and  find  out  the  con- 
ditions that  exist  there,  As  I  told  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  today,  I  am  willing  to  go  along  on 
this  order  provided  that  if  there  are  streets  in 
my  district,  in  the  residential  district  that  need 
repairing  or  reconstruction  more  than  any  other 
streets  that  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
has  recommended,  that  he  will,  in  turn,  give 
that  consideration  and  approval.  I  realize  that 
we  have  not  done  any  street  reconstruction  for 
a  few  years,  and  I  also  realize,  Mr.  President, 
that  the  longer  we  wait  the  more  money  we  will 
have  to  spend.  That  is  something  we  cannot 
get  away  from.  However,  we  shouldn't  entirely 
forget  the  residential  section  of  our  city,  the 
people  that  live  in  our  city,  the  people  that  have 
to  be  in  our  city  twenty-four  hours  a  day.  They 
are  the  ones  that  ought  to  be  contented  first, 
anil  unless  we  do  so,  to  a  certain  extent  at  least, 
how  under  God  are  we  going  to  arrive  at  satisfying 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston?  I  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  if  there  are  streets  in  our  resi- 
dential district  that  need  repairing,  give  them 
consideration.  They  are  entitled  to  it.  Those 
people  are  paying  the  bill. 

Cotin.  HANNON — Four  or  five  members  of  the 
Body  have  already  preceded  me.  I  feel  that  I 
agree  with  each  and  every  one  of  them,  excepting 
the  gentleman  from  the  Hack  Bay  (Coun.  Bayley), 
who  is  anxious  to  reduce  this  amount  from 
SI, 500,000  to  $1,000,000.  I  feel  that  any  amount 
of  money  spent  on  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston 
is  money  well  spent,  and  where  it  is  going  to  be 
spent  is  up  to  the  individual  councilor.  Of 
course  we  are  not  all  going  to  be  satisfied,  but 
I  suppose  it  is  up  to  each  and  every  one  of  us  to 
go  over  and  fight  and  see  that  he  gets  a  fair  shake 
of  the  dice.  However,  I  think  in  offering  these 
various  amendments  we  are  apt  to  put  a  fly  in 
the  ointment.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  amend- 
ment of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  11  (Coun. 
Hanley).  If  $3,000,000  can  be  appropriated 
and  used  for  street  construction,  I  am  in  favor 
of  it,  and  I  will  take  my  chances  in  getting  my 
share  of  work  for  my  district.  However,  I  am 
not  as  optimistic  as  the  gentleman  from  East 
Boston  (Coun.  Coffey)  who  seems  to  feel  if  the 
$1,000,000  is  defeated,  the  $1,500,000  might 
still  get  by.  I  think  it,  too,  might  be  defeated. 
The  gentleman  from  Ward  11  has  well  pointed 
out  that  the  larger  amount  takes  precedence  over 
the  smaller  amount,  and  in  order  that  we  might 
get  a  vote  on  the  $1,500,000  order  before  we  get  a 
vote  on  the  $1,000,000,  I  now  offer  an  amend- 
ment, Mr.  President,  that  we  reduce  the  $1,500,000 
to  $1,499,999.99. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  it  is  rather 
odd  we  should  be  discussing  amendments  when  we 
haven't  settled  the  main  question.  I  never 
.  believed  that  the  city  business  ought  to  be  con- 
ducted on  a  compromise  basis.  I  said  here  two 
years  ago,  and  several  times  in  that  two  years, 
and  say  again  today,  I  have  respect  for  depart- 
ment heads  who  are  charged  with  various  phases 
of  public  work.  It  appears  to  me  that  if  they 
say  they  want  and  need  $1,500,000,  we  should 
satisfy  ourselves  first  as  to  the  need  for  that,  and 
satisfy  ourselves  of  the  guaranty  they  offer  that 
every  cent  will  go  into  construction,  and  unless 
we  are  satisfied  on  those  grounds,  I  don't  think 
we  ought  to  vote  any  amount  of  money.  As  to 
$3,000,000,  that  amendment  most  certainly  will 
enable  us  to  do  100  miles  instead  of  50  miles  of 
streets.  We  were  informed  last  Monday  by 
Mr.  Hyland  that  there  were  710  miles  of  streets 
in  Boston.  A  mile  at  current  prices  costs  about 
$30,000.  Therefore,  50  miles  would  cost  about 
$1,500,000.  It  would  be  14!  of  710  miles.  And 
since  we  can't  spend  too  much  every  year,  it 
would  be  some  time  before  we  have  the  710  miles 
done.  Now,  I  think  that  the  only  sensible  course 
for  this  Body  to  follow  is  to  think  in  terms  of  the 
$1,500,000,  which  is  the  amount,  printed  on  the 
calendar,  and  was  the  amount,  under  considera- 
tion last  Monday.  We  becloud  the  issue  when 
we  discuss  amendments  to  the  $1,500,000,  which 
was  asked  for.  I  don't  like  to  compromise  this 
matter.     I  far  prefer  to  vote  $1,500,000,  than  to 


take  two-thirds.  What  is  the  matter  with  the 
other  people  in  I  he  other  Hi  miles  of  streets  where 
there  would  l>e  something  done?  That  wouldn't 
be  the  argument  to  use  for  advancing  the  amount, 
by  100  per  cent.  All  that  work  can't  be  done 
that  year.  We  are  only  carrying  over  some  next 
year,  and  next  year  wo  can  vote  another  $1,500,000. 
I  think,  and  you  will  agree  I  am  quite  sure,  what 
we  ought  to  do,  first  and  foremost,  is  settle  the 
business  of  $1,500,000  before  offering  any  com- 
promise. Thai  appeals  to  be  the  only  thing  to  do. 
I  am  not  sure  I  will  vote  for  any  amount  other 
than  $1,500,000.  We  are  going  through  the  old 
motions  of  the  old  Houghton  and  Dutton  building 
all  over  again.  You  will  remember  we  started 
with  $480,000  and  came  down  to  $300,000,  and 
finally  voted  $200,000;  and  six  weeks  later  we 
voted  $95,000  more.  So,  in  effect,  we  gave  them 
$300,000,  the  compromise  figure,  but  gave  it.  to 
them  in  six  or  seven  weeks  of  bickering  and 
quarreling.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  gentlemen, 
:is  :i  question  of  primary  importance  at  this 
moment,  to  vote  either  $1,500,000  or  nothing, 
because  they  know  what  they  want,  anil  if  they 
don't  they  aren't  functioning  properly  as  depart- 
ment heads.  And  I  move  that  all  amendments 
be  stricken  out  until  the  $1,500,000  is  settled. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  motion  is  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  am  certainly  not  opposed 
to  any  $3,000,000  amendment.  I  would  be  glad 
to  see  that  amount  of  money  spent  for  streets,  but 
I  am  afraid  of  one  thing.  I  know  the  sponsor  of 
this  motion  is  very  serious  and  very  sincere  in 
his  motion,  and  there  is  no  question  in  my  mind 
that  if  it,  passed  and  came  up  for  a  second  reading 
he  would  vote  for  that  $3,000,000,  but  I  am 
afraid  of  one  thing,  Mr.  President,  that  if  this 
$3,000,000  is  passed,  when  it  comes  up  for  the 
second  reading  there  are  certain  members  here 
who  would  probably  vote  for  $1,500,000,  who 
would  never  vote  for  the  $3,000,000.  And  if  the 
time  comes  for  the  second  reading  some  of  those 
who  want  to  throw  out  the  thing  altogether  will 
turn  around  and  vote  the  other  way  against  the 
$3,000,000,  and,  as  the  result,  we  won't  have  the 
15  votes  when  it  comes  up  for  the  second  reading. 
Now,  it  may  be  a  good  parliamentary  plan,  and 
it  may  not;  I  don't  know.  But  I  am  rather 
fearful  of  it,  and  I  trust  the  members  of  this  Body 
will  consider  that  before  thev  cast  their  vote. 

Coun.  DWYER— I  hope  the  $1,499,999.99  "ill 
not  prevail.  I  also  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the 
$3,000,000  amendment  will  not  prevail.  I  think, 
Mr.  President,  we  listened  last  week,  a  great 
many  of  us  did,  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  who  told  us  that  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  admitted  at  the  hearing  held 
before  his  committee  that  he  didn't  need  $1,500,000 
this  year,  that  he  had  no  positive  assurance  lie 
would  spend  $1,500,000.  I  think,  Mr.  President, 
if  the  amendment  offered  by  the  councilor  from 
the  Back  Bay  (Coun.  BayleyJ  was  accepted  todaj 
that  we  would  be  doing  something  that  would  be 
entirely  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  And,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  for  one  have  no  assurance  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  today  what  work 
would  be  done  in  my  district.  At  the  hearing  in 
executive  committee  last  week  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  submitted  a  program  of  what 
streets  he  intended  to  do.  I  went  up  to  him  and 
looked  over  the  chief  streets  in  Ward  21,  and  he 
gave  me  the  streets  he  contemplated  doing,  and 
I  asked  him,  "Commissioner,  what,  if  any,  streets 
do  you  guarantee  to  do  if  you  get  this  money 
this  year?"  He  said,  "I  can't  guarantee  you 
anything.  I  do  submit  this  program,  but  as  far 
as  promising  to  do  any  of  the  streets,  I  am  not 
promising  to  do  any  of  them."  So  I  say  if  thej 
receive  $1,000,000  this  year,  I  think  they  will 
have  ample  and  sufficient,  and  I  hope,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, (he  previous  two — the  latter  two — amend- 
ments will  not  prevail,  and  that  the  amendment 
for  $1,000,000  will. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  so  sure 
whether  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  knows 
what  lie  is  doing  or  not.  In  one  breath  they  say 
they  don't  know  whether  he  can  spend  that  money 

or  not,  and  at.  the  same  time   he  0 e 

and  presents  a  $2,200,000  program.  Councilor 
Coffej  says  he  beard  il  was  $4,000,000,  bu1  1  heard 
he  presented  12,200,000.  W  h.\  did  he  present  it 
if  he  didn't  intend   to  spend   it?     Ami   certainly 

there  are  plenty  of  places  to  spend  it.  Hut  even  il 
he  does  spend  the  $2,200,000,  if  he  got  it,  90  pet- 
rent  of   that  is  going  on  main  streets  and   10  per 
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(mi  on  residential.  There  are  going  to  be  a  lot  of 
ppointments  around  here  when  that  is  done. 
That  is  the  reason,  even  though  1  was  out  of  turn 
at  the  time  <  Councilor  Hanley  made  the  amendment 
that  1  intended  at  the  proper  time  to  amend  it  to 
$3,000,000.  Priorities  are  lifted  now,  residential 
Btreete  can  t>e  constructed,  and  they  haven't  been 
able  i"  construct  them  because  of  governmental 
regulations  over  the  past  three  years.  Why 
nouldn't  we  increase  it  and  do  the  residential 
Streets?  liven  if  you  net  $2,200,000  you  won't  get 
them,  according  to  his  program.  That  is  why  I 
am  strongly  in  favor  of  $3,000,000,  and  I  hope  that 

amendment  prevails. 

Coun,  CAREY— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  having  the  amount  increased  to 
$3,000,000,  but  I  am  a  little  afraid,  too,  that  on  a 
second  reading  we  might  wind  up  with  nothing. 
The  councilor  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanley)  is 
certainly  very  sincere  when  he  moves  that  the 
amount    be    increased    to    $3,000,000,    but    1    still 

wonder  if  we  would  get  any  guarantee  that  we 

would  have  for  every  dollar  spent  on  a  main  street 
a  dollar  spent  on  what  we  might  call  the  side  or  off 
streets.  There  are  some  of  the  main  thoroughfares 
— there  is  hardly  a  road  in  the  city,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  but  what  a  main  thoroughfare  passes  through 
it.  In  my  district  we  have  Huntington  avenue 
and  Jamaicaway.  In  Charlestown  there  is  Ruther- 
ford avenue.  In  Dorchester  there  is  Gallivan 
Boulevard  anil  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  other  thor- 
oughfares. I  think  the  Council  would  further  have 
to  tie  down  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  by 
being  more  specific  and  saying  that  when  he  refers 
to  the  residential  streets  he  means  the  side  streets 
or  the  streets  that  are  off  the  main  thoroughfares. 
I  hope  that  the  Council  as  a  Body  will  take  this 
matter — I  don't  question  their  sincerity — there  is 
of  course  bartering  as  to  how  much  each  is  to  have 
done  in  his  district — but  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner has  told  me  he  is  going  to  do  some  of  the 
side  streets,  not  many,  but  one  or  two,  in  my 
district,  in  addition  to  doing  some  work  on  Hunt- 
ington avenue.  I  would  like  to  see  the  $3,000,000 
approved  here.  But  we  can't  afford  to  play  a 
game  here  that  will  keep  us  here  for  several  hours 
and  finally  wind  up  getting  no  place.  I  don't  like 
to  see  the  amount  reduced  to  $1,000,000.  I  would 
like  to  see  money  saved,  but  if  we  borrow 
$1,500,000  it  doesn't  mean  it  has  to  be  spent  this 
year.  But  I  don't  see  any  sense  in  economizing  to 
the  extent  of  reducing  this  loan  of  $1,500,000  to 
$1,000,000,  and  later  on  finding  ourselves  favorable 
to  some  recreational  program  or  some  other  item 
that  might  well  cost  the  taxpayers  a  quarter  of  a 
million  or  a  million  in  a  few  years,  through  the 
setting  up  of  some  board  over  which  we  would 
have  very  little  control  once  they  got  the  authority. 
I  am  not  familiar  specifically  with  the  condition 
of  every  street  in  the  sections  represented  by  those 
who  are  in  favor  of  reducing  this  amount  to 
$1,000,000,  but,  to  repeat,  the  money  doesn't  have 
to  be  spent  this  year.  I  have  been  against  loan 
orders  before, — sewer  loan  orders, — and  have 
voted  to  reduce  the  amount  of  those  loan  orders 
because  one  third  of  the  amount  requested  in 
those  orders  was  to  be  spent  for  salaries  to  be  paid 
during  the  present  year,  salaries  that  the  taxpayers 
were  going  to  borrow  on  for  30  years  to  come. 
In  this  case  here  there  has  been  approximately 
$146,000  established  in  the  tax  rate  for  the  year 
1944,  which  is  the  city's  burden  that  must  be 
inserted  in  the  tax  rate  in  order  to  permit  the  loan 
of  this  $1,500,000.  Every  cent  of  if,  therefore,  is 
to  be  spent  on  street  construct  ion.  This  is  not  one 
of  those  loans  where  we  need  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
suspecting  and  wondering  if  there  is  some  nigger  in 
the  woodpile.  As  I  said  when  on  the  floor  before, 
I  don't  know  whether  any  contractors  are  going  to 
get  this  work.  I  presume  they  will.  Thank  God 
I  don't  have  to  depend  upon  them.  It  might  be 
better  if  the  city  spent  every  cent  of  this  money  to 
the  employment  itself  of  the  manual  labor  and 
the  purchasing  of  the  equipment  that  would  be 
necessary  to  do  this  work.  But,  after  all  gentle- 
men, the  year  is  getting  late.  I  think  we  can 
depend  on  the  Public  Works  Commissioner.  I 
have  always  found  him  a  very  sincere  department 
head,  and  I  rather  admire  him  because  he  refuses 
to  guarantee  anything  in  particular,  any  particular 
street  area,  to  any  particular  councilor.  He  might 
well  say,  "Yes,  I  may  do  this  street  in  your  dis- 
trict, or  do  that  street."  I  have  a  feeling  that  he 
is  going  to  do  some  work  on  the  side  streets  in 
addition  to  doing  some  on  the  main  thoroughfares. 
If  there  are  sufficient  votes  here  to  approve  the 
borrowing  of  $3,000,000   I  shall  gladly   go  along 


with  it,  but  I  certainly  hope  that  before  too  much 
milling  around  is  done  here  this  afternoon  the 
members  of  the  Council  will  treat  this  matter  with 
the  seriousness  it  should  be  treated  with  and  agree 
at  least  to  borrow  $1,500,000  as  requested  in  the 
last  order. 

Coun  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  hope  the 
$3,000,000  does  not  prevail.  And,  going  right  to 
the  point,  why  I  hope  it  doesn't  prevail  is  this:  we 
have  enough  holidays  in  the  state  now  without 
making  a  contractors'  holiday. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President 

1  !( iu u.  RUSSO — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point. 

Coun.  RUSSO — My  point  of  order  is,  can  the 
Council  add  any  sum  on  the  order  that  has  been 
sent  up  here  from  the  Mayor? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Council  can 
amend  the  order  by  increasing  it  at  the  lirst  reading. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  go  along  with  the  amendment  that  the 
councilor  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanley)  has  spon- 
sored, increasing  the  sum  to  $3,000,000.  Last 
week  when  the  commissioner,  who  attended  the 
executive  session,  read  off  the  various  streets,  I 
noticed  the  majority  of  the  councilors  were  dis- 
satisfied with  the  streets  that  he  listed.  Several 
months  ago  before  this  loan  order  came  into  the 
Council,  I  was  asked  to  submit  the  names  of 
Btreete  in  my  district  which  I  wanted  repaired.  I 
submitted  the  names  of  two  short  streets  which 
were  residential  streets,  and  last  Monday  they 
were  not  on  that  list  that  the  commissioner  had. 
That  list  for  the  entire  city  was  made  up  mostly 
of  main  streets.  That  is  all  well  and  good,  to  do 
the  main  streets,  but  what  about  the  residential 
streets  that  need  repairing,  streets  where  the 
youngsters  play?  Also,  gentlemen,  we  can't  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  we  are  going  to  have  a  post- 
war program  and,  just  thinking  alone  of  my  ward, 
of  the  two  streets  he  had  listed — Columbus  avenue 
and  Washington  street — Columbus  avenue  I  have 
an  idea,  which  I  presented  to  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  some  time  ago  as  to  the  sidewalks 
on  Columbus  avenue,  erecting  an  island  all  the  way 
from  Roxbury  Crossing  to  Park  square.  As  it  is 
now,  it  is  a  race  track,  and  it  would  give  the  people 
that  have  to  cross  Columbus  avenue  a  little  pro- 
tection. That  is  in  line  for  a  post-war  project. 
That  is  something  we  cannot  very  well  overlook, 
either.  These  projects  are  something  we  are  going 
to  have  after  this  war  is  over.  We  have  to  create 
jobs  for  the  boys  coming  back,  and  if  we  are  going 
to  spend  $70,000  to  repair  Columbus  avenue,  from 
Massachusetts  avenue  to  Roxbury  Crossing,  and 
then  in  a  couple  of  years  rip  it  up  again,  well,  that 
is  $70,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money  that  is  wasted. 
The  same  way  with  Washington  street.  He  had 
Washington  street  listed  in  my  ward,  and  the 
whole  expense  he  had  charged  to  Ward  9  was 
$104,000.  Washington  street,  from  Dudley  street 
to  Elmore  street,  another  appropriation  of  approxi- 
mately $34,000.  Three-quarters  of  that  is  in 
Wards  11  and  12,  and  the  other  one-quarter  is  in 
Ward  9,  but  it  was  charged  to  Ward  9.  Also,  con- 
nected with  that  on  the  post-war  project  we  hope, 
as  the  plans  are  completed,  to  remove  the  Elevated 
structure  on  Washington  street.  And  what  are  you 
going  to  do?  Spend  $100,000  more  of  the  tax- 
payers' money  this  year  resurfacing  Washington 
street  there  and  then  have  to  rip  it  up  again  when 
we  put  a  tunnel  out  there?  The  same  condition 
can  exist  in  your  own  district.  That  is  the  situa- 
tion in  my  ward,  and  I  feel  that  a  lot  of  this  money 
is  being  spent  on  main  streets,  where  we  can  let  it 
go  for  the  post-war  planning,  and  the  extra 
$1,500,000  could  be  spent  in  the  residential  district, 
and  I  believe  that  is  where  the  money  should  go, — • 
into  the  residential  district  of  the  city.  Who  are 
we  catering  to?  The  taxpayers  of  Boston  or  the 
taxpayers  from  out  of  town?  I  say,  let  us  give  the 
taxpayers  a  break.  No  taxpayer  will  complain 
of  this  $3,000,000  loan  order  being  passed,  because 
they  know  then  they  are  going  to  get  some  action 
for  their  money.  As  long  as  the  taxpayers  know 
they  are  going  to  get  action  for  their  money,  you 
will  never  hear  any  complaint,  and  I  hope  the 
$3,000,000  passes. 

Coun.  CHASE — If  I  remember  correctly,  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  stated  that  he 
wasn't  quite  sure  that  he  would  find  it  possible  to 
spend  $1,500,000,  due  to  the  fact  that  he  may 
have  difficulty  in  securing  bids  and  finding  sufficient 
man  power  to  do  the  work.  He  did,  however, 
stress  the  fact  that  many  of  the  main  streets  in  the 
City  of  Boston  are  in  dire  need  of  immediate 
repair,  and  he  did  ask  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
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Mr.  President,  to  grant  him  at  least  $1,000, QUO, 
and  he  stated  that  if  he  needed  more  money  in  the 
future  he  could  come  in  and  ask  for  the  extra 
$500,000,  or  whatever  was  necessary,  in  addition. 
Now,  I  see  no  reason  why  we  should  prolong  this 
argument,  in  view  of  those  facts.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  is  an  expert.  In  my 
opinion,  he  is  a  conscientious  public  official,  and  he 
has  done  a  good  job  to  date.  He  knows  the 
business  of  reconstruction  of  streets,  and  I  think 
we  should  rely  on  his  word.  He  is  not  anxious 
for  $1,500,000.  I  want  you  to  take  my  word,  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  he 
has  specifically  told  me  he  would  be  glad  to  get 
$1,000,000.  He  wasn't  quite  sure  if  he  could 
perform  $1,000,000  worth  of  work.  He  stated 
if  he  did  the  work  and  needed  more  money  he 
would  be  in  asking  for  more  money.  Now,  in 
view  of  that  fact,  why  should  we  prolong  this 
argument?  In  my  opinion,  it  is  doing  justice  to 
all  concerned,  especially  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
on  those  main  streets.  The  commissioner  is 
particularly  anxious  to  repair  those.  Hundreds 
of  thousands  of  automobiles  are  travelling  over 
the  main  streets.  The  city  is  being  faced  with 
possible  lawsuits  for  damage  done  to  private 
citizens'  property  because  of  the  condition  of 
those  streets,  and  they  should  be  repaired.  I 
think  we  should  take  the  commissioner  at  his  word 
and  give  him  the  $1,000,000.  If  he  needs  more 
money  let  him  come  in  later  on  and  we  will  grant 
it  to  him.  I  don't  think  we  should  prolong  this 
discussion.  Let  us  do  right  by  the  city  and  give 
the  commissioner  $1,000,000,  and  tell  him,  "If 
you  need  more  money,  come  in  and  we  will  give 
you  a  hearing  and,  if  you  feel  you  need  it,  we  will 
grant  it  to  you." 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  am  heartily  in  favor  of 
the  suggestion  that  we  streamline  this  debate,  but, 
if  we  give  $1,000,000  on  an  amendment  it  means 
he  can  do  about  33  miles  of  streets.  Who  in  here 
is  willing  to  have  his  district  cut  down  from  what 
is  now  arranged  in  the  matter  of  the  17  miles, 
between  the  33  and  the  50,  that  $1,000,000  or 
$1,500,000  will  do?  There  was  some  dissatis- 
faction, as  Councilor  Dan  Sullivan  pointed  out, 
with  the  streets  already  listed.  But  let  us  take 
just  a  specific  case.  Suppose  they  contemplated 
work  in  Ward  4  and  the  net  result  of  all  this 
debate  is  they  get  $1,000,000  and  tell  the  councilor 
from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  they  are  eliminating  a 
street  or  two  streets  that  total  one  half-mile  in 
length  from  his  ward.  Is  he  willing  to  attribute 
that  to  the  fact  that  he  cut  the  appropriation  to 
$1,000,000?  That,  would  mean  17  miles  of  streets 
— or  whatever  it  amounts  to.  In  other  words, 
are  we  prepared  to  relinquish  a  little  in  each  ward 
to  reduce  this  figure  from  $1,500,000  to  $1,000,000? 
And  I  am  back  where  I  started  ten  minutes  ago, 
at  the  outset  of  the  remarks.  We  haven't  yet 
decided  on  giving  $1,500,000  or  witholding  it. 
Let  us  settle  that  hist,  and  then  amendments  will 
be  in  order.  I  think  we  ought  to  give  them 
$1,500,000.  It  is  their  estimate,  and  unless  we 
want  to  compete  with  them  as  engineers  and 
surveyors  we  will  accept  their  estimate.  Then  is 
always  a  sufficient  vote  in  the  Council  to  give  them 
another  $500,000.  I  think  we  ought  to  vote 
$1,500,000  or  nothing.  There  is  no  use  putting 
us  on  the  spot.  The  contractors  want  their 
money,  and  how.  They  will  not  do  anything  for 
charity.  I  lose  half  a  mile  in  Charlestown; 
Councilor  Hannon  loses  half  a  mile  in  Ward  13; 
Councilor  Coffey  loses  the  same;  the  same  for 
Councilor  Sullivan.  And  yet  we  think  they  can 
maintain  the  original  schedule.  They  cannot 
unless  they  get  the  original  amount.  Let  ua  give 
them    $1,500,000. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  am  not  interested  in  any 
main  streets  being  done  at  all.  The  reason  I  am 
voting  is  because  I  am  interested  in  the  sale  streets 
in  Ward  15.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  Mr. 
President,  if  it  is  out  to  $1,000,000,  the  only  thing 
we  will  have  done  is  the  main  streets.  And  if  1 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
or  the  chairman  of  thai  committee,  as  1  was 
for  the  last  two  years,  I  would  have  made  mm 
position  known  to  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner. On  no  condition  would  I  be  interested 
in  cutting  from  $1,500,000  to  $1,000,000.      1   can

If  this  is  cut  to  $1,000,000.  suburban  Boston 
won't  get   anything.       As  far   as    I    ;nn   concerned,    I 

wouldn't  \oii  lui  :i  loan  order  for  $1,000,000 
because  I  know  Vv"ard  15  wouldn't  get  a  cent  of  it. 
I  ;  interested  in  having  this  order  put  up  to 
$3,000,000  or  $4,000,000.  so  thai  suburban  Boston 
will  gei  its  share.  I  think  it,  is  time  we  catered 
to  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  Let  us  do  something 
for  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  and  if  we  do  some- 
thing for  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  we  will  raise 
I  In-  loan  from  $1,000,000  to  $3,000,000,  because 
the  taxpayers  of  Boston  live  principally  on  the 
side  streets  of  Boston.  There  are  very  few  tax- 
payers on  the  main  streets. 

Coun.  IIANLKY — In  fact,  a  wrong  impres- 
sion might  be  concocted  from  some  of  the  re- 
marks of  my  distinguished  colleague.  I  have 
no  ulterior  motive,  either,  for  the  contractor  or 
contractors.  1  am  interested  in  one  thing,  in 
rehabilitating  Boston  from  the  slum  district 
which  it  has  degenerated  into  to  the  plane  on 
which  it  was  created,  I  have  used  an  arbitrary 
figure  of  $3,000,000,  and  I  believe  if  all  the  Fa 
were  known  ami  presented  to  the  entire  City 
Council  the  $1,500,000  is  merely  an  arbitrary 
(mure  concocted  by  him.  He  may  have  an  ulte- 
rior motive  of  obtaining  a  political  chest.  Last 
Monday  I  intentionally  asked  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  to  appear  before  the  Executive 
Committee  for  the  purpose  of  itemizing  the  entire 
expenditure,  and  each  councilor  was  present  and 
heard  the  remarks  of  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner, slating  the  streets  to  be  reconstructed, 
ami  I  believe  Ihat  no  one  councilor  was  in  full 
accordance  with  the  remarks  of  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner.  And  I  might  say  right  now  that 
of  all  the  men  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has 
appointed  as  commissioners,  I  take  my  hat,  off  to 
Commissioner  Hv  land, — not  because  of  his 
physical  stature  or  because  he  might  have  a  little 
temper  that  arises  sometimes,  but  I  believe  he  is 
qualified  in  hold  the  position.  That  is  all  I  ask 
of  any  commissioner.  The  $3,000,000  that  I  ask, 
Mr.  President,  to  be  amended  was  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  up  those  side  streets,  as  Councilor  Carey 
well  termed  them,  of  the  residential  sections 
that  carry  the  tax  load  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
On  Washington  street,  as  Councilor  D.  F.  Sullivan 
brought  out,  from  Dudley  street  to  Elmore  street, 
I  believe  three  quarters  is  in  Councilor  Taylor's 
and    my    wards,    and    I    believe    in    that    area    the 

majority  of  those  homes  an'  ow I  by  the  City  of 

Boston,  with  no  tax  payments  coming  or  accruing 
to  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  side 

Streets  for  which  I  asked,  and  which  were  passed 
unanimously  by  this  Honorable  Body  are  not  even 

being    contemplated    by     the    Commissioner    of 

Public  Works.  I  want  one  impression  removed 
from  the  minds  of  my  colleagues,  that  I  don't 
care  one  iota  Eor  anj  contractor  or  the  filthy  money 
that  he  might  throw  into  a  political  campaign. 
1  believe  that  the  city  of  Boston  as  a  corporation 
should  have  one  unit  for  the  reconstruction  of 
Streets  and  the  acceptance  of  streets,  and  done 
by  city  employees  and  done  by  tin'  youth  of  today, 
who  will  be  ret  inning  from  the  war  /.one  for  jobs 
at  living  wages.  And  until  such  time  as  the  City 
of  Boston  has  a  department  made  up  to  that 
effect  there  will  always  be  bribes,  and  there  will 
always  be  coercion  by  the  man  who  shakes  the 
greenbacks  and  makes  the  other  men  toe  their 
mark. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I   rise  to  a   point    of  order. 

President    KERRIGAN— State   yoirr   point   of 

order. 

Coun.     COFFEY— Mr.     President,     is     there  no 
m    the    winding   of    this   order   that   if  can    be 

worded,  oi  amended,  as  as  lo  read  that.  $1,000,000 
of    I  his    $1,500,000    be   spent    for   side   streets    and 

$500,ooo  for  main  streets?     Is  there  anj   way  the 

order  itself  can  be  amended  so  Ihat  two-thirds  of 
this  money,  no  matter  how  much  is  passed,  will  be 
spent  on  side  streets? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  is  doubtful 

on  (hat. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Can't  we  get  a  ruling  on  it 
before  we  pass  it?  It.  seems  that  everybody 
wants  the  side  streets  done. 

President  KERRIGAN  The  Citj  clerk  in- 
forms the  ('lian   thai   n   would  be  an  interference 

with  the  executive  branch  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY     Mi.   President,  the  way  the 

order  reads  now.  regardless  of  the  City  Clerk,  I 
still  sav     it    can    be   amended,    and    1    would    like   a 

ruling  from  the   Law   Department.     If  it  can  be 
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amended,  no  matter  what  proportion  is  passed 
today,  we  can  have  it  read  bo  that  two-thirds  of 
tin-  money,  regardless  of  how  inucli  is  passed,  will 
be  spent  on  side  streets  in  Boston,  ami  the  other 
one-third  on  the  main  streets.  I  would  like-  this 
referred  to  Executive  until  we  get  a  ruling  from 
the  Law  Department 

President  KERRIGAN— Councilor  Coffey 
moves  the  matter  be  referred  to  Executive,  It  i^ 
not  a  vote. 

(dun.  COFFEY — I  ask  reconsideration. 

President  KERRIGAN— Do  jrou  ask  for  a  roll 
call? 

Conn.  COFFEY  No,  I  want  to  talk  on  it. 
Mr.  President,  I  was  the  only  one  that  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  and  probably  three  voted  in  the 
negative,  and  all  we  have  talked  about  here  for 
the  last  hour  and  a  half  is  side  streets.  Here  is 
an  opportunity  to  get  side  streets  done  if  we  want 
them.  I  know  that  Councilor  Kinsella  asked 
Commissioner  Hyland  what  lie  was  doing  in 
Charlestown,  and  he  said,  "Rutherford  avenue," 
And  if  I  am  not  mistaken  there  aren't  more  than 
three  the   whole  street,   if  that  many, 

and  I  know  in  my  district  they  are  spending 
$78,000  on  the  main  thoroughfare  for  the  horse 
and  the  dog  traeks,  so  I  can't  understand  why 
members  get  up  and  discuss  this  for  one  and 
a  half  hours,  and  when  we  have  an  opportunity 
to  amend  it  so  as  to  read  that  two-thirds  will  be 
be  spent  on  side  streets,  or  residential  streets, 
and  the  other  one-third  on  main  thoroughfares, — 
I  cunt  get  enough  votes  to  refer  this  to  Executive 
and  have  some  one  come  down  from  the  Law 
Department,  and  I  am  almost  positive  they  will 
rule  we  can  amend  it  so  that  two-thirds  of  this 
money  will  be  spent  on  side  streets  and  the  other 
one-third  on  the  main  thoroughfares. 

i  tin.  TAYLOR — There  is  no  question  but 
what  there  is  a  lot  of  merit  in  what  the  councilor 
states,  but  I  think  the  great  majority  of  us  have 
confidence  in  the  City  Clerk,  that  his  rulings  at 
all  times  are  usually  correct,  and  I  don't  think  we 
ought  to  waste  any  more  time.  If  we  are  going 
to  lick  it,  let  us  lick  it,  and  if  we  are  going  to  pass 
it,  let  us  pass  it.  I  think  we  ought  to  have  con- 
fidence in  the  City  Clerk.  He  has  been  here  long 
before  the  members  of  the  Law  Department,  and 
we  should  abide  by  his  opinion. 

The  question  came  on  reconsideration,  and 
reconsideration  was  refused. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  doubt  the  vote. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  reconsider 
was  lost,  yeas  -1,  nays  11:

COFFEY — The  only  reason  I  ask  recon- 
sideration is  that  I  think  that  if  this  order  is  going 
to  be  killed,  I  really  and  honestly  believe  that 
$1,500,000  will  pass.  I  hope  that  reconsideration 
prevails. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  is  on 
reconsideration.  All  those  in  favor'.'  The  Chair 
i-  in  doubt  as  to  the  vote.  The  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  reconsideration  was 
lost,  yeas  7,  nays  14:

Coun.  TAYLOR— Do  I  understand  that  the 
amendments  come  first? 

President  KERRIGAN — The  amendment  was 
carried,  $3,000,000,  which  defeats  the  other 
amendments. 


Coun  TAYLOR — I  thought  that  that  was  on 
reconsideration,  Mr.  President? 

President  KERRIGAN — Reconsideration  did 
not  prevail,  did  not  pass. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— It  was  14.  I  understand  it 
requires   15. 

President  KERRIGAN— That  was  on  the 
amendment. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — May  I  ask  what  is  coming  up 
now? 

President  KERRIGAN— We  are  giving  this  loan 
order  of  $3,000,000  its  first  reading. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Do  I  understand  all  you  re- 
quire is  a  majority  vote  to  amend  it? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  right. 

Coun.  HANNON — Can  we  now  amend  the  loan 
order,  as  amended? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  enter- 
tain it. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  offer  an  amendment  to 
make  the  sum  $1,499,999.99. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point. 

Coun.  HANLEY — In  the  event  that  this  motion 
offered  by  Councilor  Hannon  is  defeated,  does  it 
defeat  the  entire  loan  order? 

President  KERRIGAN — No,  we  then  vote  on 
the  $3,000,000. 

Coun,  Rl  ISSO — I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

President   KERRIGAN — State  your  point. 

Coun.  RUSSO— In  case  the  $3,000,000  loan  order 
is  defeated,  does  it  go  back  to  the  original  order? 

President  KERRIGAN — The  original  order  is 
automatically  rejected  by  the  substitution  of  the 
$3,000,000  loan  on  lei. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  raise  a  point 
of  order  on  Councilor  Hannon's  amendment.  The 
point  of  order  is  this:  that  since  the  suggested 
amendment  does  not  materially  or  substantially 
affect  the  original  amount  asked  for,  could  it  not  be 
ruled  that  the  amendment  is  facetious? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  is  on  the 
amendment  offered  by  Councilor  Hannon. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  there  are  fourteen 
members  of  this  Body  who  signified  that  they 
w  anted  $3,000,000  for  residential  street  purposes, — 
that  is,  a  portion  of  it  should  be  used  for  residential 
street  purposes.  The  vote  was  14  against  8.  I 
don't  know  why  they  should  change  their  minds 
now  to  vote  for  this  new  amendment.  We  might 
as  well  have  throw  n  the  whole  discussion  out  today. 
I  think  they  were  sincere  when  they  voted  for  the 
$3,000,000,  and  I  hope  that  they  will  vote  to  defeat 
this  amendment  to  bring  it  back  to  the  original 
estimate,  as  was  submitted  on  this  loan  order. 

Coun.  HANNON— Since  the  $3,000,000  has  been 
substituted  for  the  $1,500,000,  is  it  now  in  order  to 
move  that  the  amendment  be  amended  by  the 
insertion  of  the  original  sum  of  $1,500,000? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  it  is. 

Coun.  HANNON— Then  I  will  offer  an  amend- 
ment that  the  loan  order  as  amended  be  amended 
to  $1,500,000. 

President  KERRIGAN— You  withdraw  the 
other   motion? 

Coun.  HANNON — I  withdraw  the  other  motion. 
The  reason  I  do  this  is  because  this  loan  order  takes 
15  votes  in  order  to  get  by.  There  was  reconsidera- 
tion on  the  loan  order  last  week.  We  either  have 
to  debate  it  today  or  we  reject  it.  I  would  like  to 
see  the  $3,000,000  adopted,  but  it  had  ordy  14 
votes,  and  if  it  doesn't  get  15  votes  then  everything 
is  defeated;  it  is  all  lost.  I  am  in  favor  of 
$3,000,000,  and  will  vote  for  it  if  we  can  get  15 
votes,  but  there  is  no  sense  in  kidding  ourselves, 
no  sense  in  wasting  all  this  time.  We  have  talked 
it  over,  and  we  have  14  votes  for  $3,000,000.  We 
need  15.  I  doubt  if  we  are  going  to  get  15.  That 
is  why  I  am  offering  an  amendment  to  bring  it 
down  to  the  original  order  of  $1,500,000. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  asked  a  point  of  information, 
and  the  answer  was  given  to  me  in  Executive,  but 
I  still  maintain  in  parliamentary  procedure  that  if 
an  amendment  is  being  voted  upon  and  the  amend- 
ment is  defeated,  that  it  goes  back  to  the  original 
order.  I  don't  know  whether  or  not  I  am  right. 
I  believe  I  am.  Will  you  answer  roe,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent? 

President  KERRIGAN— Will  you  state  that 
again? 

Coun.  RUSSO — My  point  of  information  is  this: 
when  an  amendment  is  made  to  the  original  order 
and  a  vote  has  been  taken,  and  the  amendment  is 
lost,  I  believe  that  it  is  the  original  order  that  should 
then  come  up  for  consideration. 
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President  KERRIGAN — You  are  exactly  right, 
but  in  this  case  the  amendment  passed. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Did  I  understand  right  when 
Councilor  Hannon  made  another  amendment? 

President  KERRIGAN — He  made  a  motion  to 
amend  the  $3,000,000. 

Coun.  RUSSO— To  amend  this  to  $1,500,000? 

Coun.  HANNON — In  order  to  clarify  the  situa- 
tion, I  withdraw  my  amendment. 

President  KERRIGAN — Councilor  Hannon 
withdraws  his  amendment. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  offer  an  amendment  that 
the  order  now  read  $1,500,000. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— I  move  that  the  order  be 
amended  to  read  $1,000,000. 

President  KERRIGAN — That  motion  is  out 
of  order,  councilor.  Councilor  Coffey's  motion 
comes  first.  The  question  comes  now  on  amending 
the  order  from  $3,000,000  to  $1,500,000. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Wasn't  the  ruling  made  a 
few  minutes  ago  that  the  acceptance  of  the 
$3,000,000  amount  in  amended  form  automatically 
killed  consideration  of  any  amount  represented  in 
the  original  order? 

President  KERRIGAN— No.  It  merely  killed 
the  original  order. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  HANNON — We  are  voting  now  on 
$1,500,000.  If  this  is  defeated,  then  we  have 
still  before  us  a  loan  order  of  $3,000,000,  have  we 
not? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  right. 

Coun.  HANNON — A  further  point  of  informa- 
tion. In  order  to  adopt  this  amendment  we  need 
only  a  majority  vote? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  right. 

Coun.  HANNON — In  order  to  adopt  the  loan 
order  we  need  15  votes? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  right. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  amend 
to  $1,500,000  was  lost,  yeas  7,  nays  14:

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  FISH — How  many  times  can  a  motion 
that  has  already  been  amended  be  further 
amended? 

President  KERRIGAN— As  long  as  the  Council 
wants  to  amend  it,  the  Chair  will  recognize  it. 
Councilor  Bayley's  motion  to  cut  the  order  from 
$3,000,000  to  $1,000,000  is  now  before  us.  The 
clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  was  lost;

President  KERRIGAN— You  have  heard  the 
motion.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll  on  its  passage.

HANLEY— Mr.  President,  on  the 
original  motion,  I  believe  a  larger  sum  takes 
precedence  over  a  smaller  one,  and  no  action  has 
been  taken  on  that  as  yet. 


President  KERRIGAN — The  larger  sum  has 
passed,  and  these  motions  are  in  order  because  we 
are  trying  to  get  a  first  reading  on  the  order  as 
amended. 

Coun.  HANLEY — In  other  words,  this  can  go 
on  all  afternoon  and  way  into  tomorrow. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  previous  question. 
The  question  comes  on  Councilor  Chase's  amend- 
ment to  $1,100,000. 

Coun.  COFFEY — On  Councilor  Chase's  amend- 
ment, wouldn't  it  be  wise  for  us  to  refer  to  Execu- 
tive and  have  Commissioner  Hyland  over  and 
ask  him,  if  he  receives  this  $3,000,000,  can  he 
guarantee  that  half  the  money  will  be  used  on 
side  streets  that  we  want  so  badly?  I  move  that 
we  refer  it  to  Executive. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on 
reference  to  Executive. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  believe  I  can 
answer  the  gentleman's  question.  If  I  under- 
stood Commissioner  Hyland  correctly  he  impressed 
me  with  the  thovight  that  he  was  not  quite  sure 
that  he  could  spend  $1,500,000.  He  said,  "At 
least  give  me  $1,000,000,  and  if  I  need  more  I  will 
come  in  and  ask  for  more,  but  at  least  give  me 
$1,000,000  and  let  me  get  to  work."  That  was 
his  plea.  Now,  in  view  of  that  plea,  I  don't 
think  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
could  make  any  such  guarantee.  I  don't  think 
he  could  spend  $3,000,000  under  the  conditions  of 
manpower  shortage,  and  so  forth. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on 
Councilor  Coffey's  motion  to  refer  to  Executive. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  would  like  to  remind  the 
councilor  that  there  is  no  compulsion  that  Com- 
missioner Hyland  spend  $3,000,000  this  year. 
This  $3,000,000  can  be  borrowed  through  the 
putting  into  the  budget  for  this  year  the  sum  of 
$146,000.  The  $3,000,000  can  be  spent  this  year  or 
next  year  or  the  year  after.  By  voting  $3,000,000 
today  it  will  save  the  necessity  of  adding  $140,000 
to  the  budget  for  the  next  year,  in  order  to  borrow 
next  year  for  street  repair. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes  on 
reference  of  this  order  to  Executive.  The  clerk 
will  call  the  roll. 

The  motion  to  refer  to  Executive  was  lost, 
yeas  1,  nays  19:

President,  as  your  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  I  desire  to  reiterate  what  I  have  already 
told  you  gentlemen,  namely,  that  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  who  is  an  experl  and  a 
very  conscientious  public  official,  came  before

Commissioner  of  Public  Wi  requested 

(1,500,000.     I  submit  to  you,  sir,  th:ii  the  primary 

"ii  whj  1 1 1 1 -~  Qounci]  wns  created  was  i 
as  a  check  on  excessive  expenditures  of  monej  and, 
while  I  have  confidence  in  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
and  the  utmost  confidence  in  tin-  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  I  don't  think  that  the  position  this 
Body  has  taken  today  is  very  becoming  to  us.  I, 
like  all  othei  members  of  the  Council,  would  like 
to  have  certain  side  streets  repaired  in  my  district. 
I  had  the  opportunity  of  entertaining  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  as  your  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  and  I  know  what  tin- 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  Btated  to  inc.  He 
had  entertained  grave  doubt  because  of  the  man- 
power shortage  and   because  of   the  shortage  of 

asphalt,  and  so  forth,  priorities,  whether  or  not  he 
would  be  able  to  do  $1,500,000  worth  of  work. 
And  he  agreed  with  me  that  he  wasn't  particularly 
anxious  to  get  $1,500,000;  that  he  would  appreciate 
it  if  the  Council  would  give  him  $1,000,000  so  he 
eould  perform  the  necessary  repairs  on  the  main 
streets  of  Boston.  He  said  that  many  of  these 
main  streets  were  in  such  dire  condition  that 
possibly  the  city  would  in  the  near  future  be 
faced  with  lawsuits  because  of  damage  done  to 
private    property. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Will  the  gentleman  yield  for  a 
question? 

Coun.  CHASE — I  don't  care  to  yield.  Now,  I 
am  taking  this  stand  in  reliance  on  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works'  conscientious  and  very  able 
service  which  he  is  rendering  to  us  and  to  the  city  as 
our  Public  Works  Commissioner.  It  is  on  his 
recommendation  that  I  am  led  to  take  this  stand. 
I  don't  claim  to  be  any  expert  as  far  as  street 
repairs  are  concerned.  I  am  going  in  accordance 
with  the  judgment  of  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner. He  orginally  had  come  before  us 
asking  for  $1,500,000,  and  he  stated  quite  specif- 
ically that  he  doubted  very  much  if  he  could  use 
$1,500,000.  Now,  we  have  taken  the  stand  of 
granting  $3,000,000  when  he  doubts  very  much  if 
he  can  use  $1,500,000.  I  don't  think  this  position 
is  very  becoming,  sir,  to  the  City  Council.  And  I 
think  that  we  should  guide  ourselves  primarily 
by  what  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  told  us. 
I  hope,  sir,  that  the  members  of  your  Body  will 
reconsider  this  vote  and  vote  for  a  similar  sum, 
nearer  the  amount  that  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner has  asked  for. 

Coun.  RUSSO— Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  that 
brought  this  report  into  the  Body,  if  I  am  not 
mistaken — the  report  was  that  the  order  ought 
to  pass  for  $1,500,000.  I  am  only  wondering 
now  if  they  didn't  have  the  opportunity  to  amend 
that  and  bring  in  their  report  here,  or  is  it  perhaps 
that  he  may  be  bringing  in  a  minority  report? 
I  would  like  to  find  out  what  was  the  action  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Coun.  CHASE — I  would  like  to  assure  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Russo)  that  the 
Committee  on  Finance  was  unable  to  come  back 
with  a  report  eithei  favorable  or  in  the  negative — 
simply  because  we  did  not  have  a  quorum,  but 
we  referred  the  matter  to  the  Executive  session, 
having  in  mind  that  it  involved  a  great  public 
question,  and  that  all  the  councilors  should  have 
-'/nutliing  to  say  on  the  matter. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  have  to  go  along  whole- 
heartedly with  the  chairman  of  the  committee- 
I  know  he  has  held  three  hearings  on  the  matter- 
Talking  today  with  several  councilors  and  the 
Mayor,  I  know  that  the  Mayor  said,  "If  you 
can't  go  along  and  give  me  a  loan  of  $1,500,000, 
I  would  be  satisfied  with  $1,000,000."  I  can't 
for  the  life  of  me,  see  why  we  ate  passing  a  loan 
order  for  $3,000,000  without  any  guaranty  the 
work  is  going  to  be  done.  It  is  ridiculous  to  me 
that  when  there  were  enough  votes  for  $1,500,000 
to  go  by — I  can't  for  the  life  of  me  see  why  it  has 
been  increased  to  $3,000,000.  We  have  no  as- 
surance that  side  streets  in  the  residential  sections 
are  going  to  be  done.  We  know  the  main  streets 
will  be  done,  and  all  that  will  be  done  with  this, 
$3,000,000  can  be  expended  this  year,  will  be  to 
increase  the  mileage  on  the  main  streets  only. 
I  don't  think  we  gain  anything  by  having  this 
order    go    by    as    $3,000,000,    because    if    we    get 


$1,500.11(11)  passed  we  know  what  to  expect.     Now 
we  get  only  additional  mileage  on  the  main  streets. 
Coun.    CAREY— May    I    ask    that    the   original 
communication  from  the  Mayor  be  read.' 

(The  clerk  read  the  message  from  the  Mayor.) 
Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President,  the  reason  I 
I  ilmt  tin-  communication  be  read  was  because 
I  want  to  emphasise  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  thru-  is  nothing  in  the  communication  that 
says  that  this  money  was  to  be  borrowed  to  be 
spent  tins  year.  The  money  is  asked  for  the 
purpose  of  repairing  and  reconstructing  streets. 
Of  course  tin-  Public  Works  Commissioner  might 
have  said,  and  I  take  the  word  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  on  it,  that  he  doubted 
he  would  spend  $1,500,0(10  this  year.  That 
wasn't  the  original  intent  at  any  time.  I  have 
the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  city  at  heart 
just  as  well  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun. 
Chase).  If  he  questions  whether  or  not  there 
might  be  any  dishonesty  in  expending  the 
$3,000,000,  he  has  to  similarly  question  the 
honesty  of  spending  SI, 000, 000.  Who  wants  to 
raise  the  question  of  honesty  in  the  spending  of 
the  money?  I  don't  think  it  is  a  fair  question 
to  raise.  The  important  matter  to  consider 
here  is  the  construction  and  the  repair  of  the 
streets  of  the  city,  many  of  which  are  badly  in 
need  of  that  repair  and  that  construction.  There 
Ls  no  promise  that  this  money  is  going  to  be 
spent  completely  this  year.  We  have  heard  a 
great  deal  said  about  post-war  planning.  What 
better  move  could  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
make  than  make  available  at  this  time  a  loan  of 
$3,000,000  that  would  enable  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner,  in  the  event  that  this  war  might 
end  soon,  to  go  ahead  with  plans  to  cany  out  a 
worthwhile  street  program?  He  doesn't  have 
to  spend  this  money  this  year.  It  was  at  no 
time  asked  for  with  that  in  mind.  The  money 
ran  be  spent  as  needed,  and  in  the  time  that 
will  be  required,  and  there  is  nothing  wrong  in  the 
Council  agreeing  to  borrow  $3,000,000,  even 
though  the  Mayor  and  Public  Works  Commissioner 
only  asked  for  $1,500,000.  And  I  hope  that 
reconsideration  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  CHASE — The  gentleman  from  Ward  10 
(Coun.  Carey)  has  brought  in  a  question  which 
infers  that  I  question  the  honesty  of  the  people 
responsible  for  the  reconstruction  of  streets.  I 
don't  qmst  ion  the  honesty  of  Commissioner 
Hylarid.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  think  he  is  a 
conscientious  public  official.  I  think  he  is  one  of 
the  best  men  we  have  in  city  service,  and  I  have 
always  said  so.  But,  Mr.  President,  I  arrr  putting 
myself  in  tin-  position  that  I  actually  hold — that 
is,  I  hold  a  position  of  trust.  The  citizens  of 
Boston  elected  me  here  to  see,  among  other  things, 
that  there  wouldn't  be  any  wrong  expenditures  ol 
the  taxpayers'  money.  And,  while  I  don't  enter- 
tain any  thoughts  of  dishonesty  on  the  part  of  any 
person  involved  in  this  matter,  I  do  think,  and  I 
am  justified  irr  taking  the  stand  I  do,  as  a  reasonably 
prudent  man, — I  think  inasmuch  as  the  Council's 
dutj  is  to  watch  the  purse  strings  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  same  way  as  the  cashier  of  a  bank 
stands  behind  the  cage,  doing  business  with  me  or 
the  Governor  or  anyone  else.  We  would  have  him 
act  in  a  manner  as  I  suggested  we  act,  namely, 
that  we  be  a  little  more  prudent  in  passing  out  the 
city's  money.  The  Mayor  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  have  only  requested  $1,500,000, 
and  we  throw  in  $3,000,000,  double  the  amount 
that  they  ask.  How  would  any  business  institu- 
tion carry  on  its  business?  1  am  darned  sure  if 
you  were  to  go  to  some  business  firm  and  ask  for 
$1,500,000,  they  are  not  going  to  throw  out 
$3,000,000  to  you,  and  it  is  our  job  to  act  as  a 
check.  That  is  what  we  are  here  for, — reduce  the 
budget,  pass  on  loan  orders.  We  are  not  here  to 
make  it  possible  to  squander.  And.  while  I  have 
the  utmost  confidence  in  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  I  still  think  that  I  personally  would 
be  putting  myself  in  the  ridiculous  position  of 
giving  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  $3,000,- 

000  when  he  only  requested  $1,500,000.  It 
doesn't  make  sense,  Mr.  President.  I  sincerely 
hope,  sir,  that  your  Body  will  reconsider  this 
matter. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  dislike  at  any  time  to  make 
a  motion  to  shut  off  debate.  For  two  weeks  we 
have  been  discussing  this  matter  pro  and  con,  and 

1  think  that  everybody's  mind  is  made  up.  So, 
therefore,  I  make  a  motion  to  move  the  previous 
question. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  motion  is  on  the 
previous  question.     All  those  in  favor? 
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The  previous  question  was  moved,  and  it  was 
not  a  vote. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for 
a  roll  call. 

Before  the  roll  call  was  finished  Coun.  Taylor 
withdrew  his  doubt. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  I  believe  each 
and  every  member  is  well  acquainted  with  his 
duty  as  a  City  Councilor  without  recounting  once 
again  by  one  councilor  or  any  group  of  councilors. 
We  have  the  specific  power  and  duty  to  increase  or 
reduce  or  reject  any  item  in  the  budget  or  in  any 
loan  order.  The  Finance  Committee,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  you  appointed  was  remiss  in  their  duty 
to  the  City  Councilors  by  not  bringing  back  a 
report  on  this  particular  loan  order.  It  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  was  invited.  At  no 
time  did  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  make 
use  of  the  quotation  that  he  could  use  $1,000,000 
or  $1,500,000.  He  asked  for  $1,500,000,  and  he 
presented  an  itemized  account  of  how  this  money 
was  to  be  expended.  At  no  time — and  I  believe 
my  hearing  is  good — did  I  hear  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  state  that  he  could  go  along  with 
$1,000,000.  i  What  his  Honor  the  Mayor  said 
today  I  don't  know,  except  what  Councilor  Coffey 
has  said.  But  if  $1,000,000  was  sufficient,  then 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  should  have  the  honor  and 
the  courage  to  ask  for  $1,000,000.  At  no  time  did 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  state  that  any 
side  street  was  to  be  taken  care  of,  and  that  is  what. 
I  am  interested  in,  and  I  believe  the  other  21 
councilors  also.  Main  stems  or  main  thorough- 
fares, the  state  should  utilize  the  money  that  they 
are  taking  away  from  the  motorists  to  construct 
and  keep  in  repair.  The  side  streets — I  will  say 
it  again — are  the  taxpayers  of  Boston,  and  they, 
and  they  alone,  are  responsible  for  keeping  Boston 
in  good  condition.  I  am  well  acquainted  with 
reducing  loan  orders.  I  increased  the  order  to 
$3,000,000.  Councilor  Fish  would  have  done  it 
sooner  if  he  was  recognized,  and  I  ask  that  his 
name  be  appended  to  it.  The  gentlemen  from  the 
Back  Bay  (Coun.  Bayley  and  Chase)  have  asked 
that  $1,500,000  be  reduced  to  $1,000,000,  and  it 
was  defeated  by  parliamentary  procedure.  The 
$3,000,000  was  passed  by  parliamentary  procedure, 
and  the  rules  of  the  Council  that  require  15  votes. 
Why  prolong  debate?  This  can  go  on  ad  infinitum. 
Why  prolong  the  debate?  The  $3,000,000  has  been 
carried,  and  will  carry  throughout  the  afternoon. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  rise 
in  support  of  the  position  of  my  colleague  from 
Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase).  I,  too,  have  occupied  a 
position  of  trust  and  have  been  sent  here  for  a  first 
term  by  the  people  of  my  district,  and  I  feel  that 
I  am  representing  them  the  best  I  can  in  the  posi- 
tion I  have  taken.  I  come  from  one  of  the  large 
taxpaying  wards  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  their 
interests  must  be  looked  after.  You  gentlemen 
have  a  chance  to  pass  on  the  budget,  There  is  a 
provision  in  the  city  charter  that  you  cannot 
increase  that  budget. 

Coun.  HANLEY— I  believe  the  City  Clerk 
should  inform  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun. 
Bayley)  we  have  the  right  to  increase,  reject  or 
reduce  the  budget. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
when  the  budget  appropriation  was  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  that  couldn't  be  increased 
by  the  City  Council.      Maybe  I  am  in  error. 

President  KERRIGAN — Appropriations  can- 
not be  increased;    loan  orders  can. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  was  trying  to  say  appro- 
priations  made   in   the   annual   budget   cannot   be 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  stand  corrected. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Not  satisfied  with  the 
$1,500,000  request  by  one  of  the  most  competent 
officials  in  the  City  of  Boston,  we  double  it.  It 
is  too  bad,  perhaps,  we  don't  have  a  chance  t" 
double  appropriations  in  the  budget.  I  think 
this  is  an  example  of  going  too  far,  when  we 
disregard  the  taxpayers.  I  would  be  remiss 
in  my  duty  to  my  ward  if  I  didn't  take  this  posi- 
tion, and  I  hope  and  still  feel  that  $1,000,000  is 
sufficient.  T     ,         ,  , 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  I  thought 
I  was  going  to  stand  by  and  go  along  with  this 
$1,500,000  loan  order  for  the  repair  of  the  streets 
of  Boston.  I  stood  here,  stood  here  for  two  weeks, 
and  I  heard  the  gentleman  from  Ward  5  (Coun. 
Bayley)  say  "Le1  us  reduce  this  to  $1, 0011,000. 
But  I  can't,  for  the  life  of  me— I  have  asked  lulu 


time  and  time  again,  "Why  do  you  want  to 
reduce  it?"  And  he  says  that  he  just  wanted  to 
have  it  reduced.  As  mv  colleague  saiil  here  today  , 
'Yes,  if  we  need  $3,000,000  or  $4,000,000  to  fix 
the  side  streets  of  my  district,  and  the  side  streets 
of  Roxbury  and  Dorchester,  then  let  us  vote  for 
it."  It  is  all  right  to  listen  to  cut  a  loan  order 
from  $1,500,000  to  $1,000,000,  but  they  won't 
listen  to  the  members  of  this  Body  who  are  repre- 
senting the  poorer  sections  of  this  city,  to  advance 
this  loan  order  so  that  in  the  poorer  sections  of 
Boston  the  streets  can  be  fixed.  I  say  Let  us  vote 
this  reconsideration  down,  and  I  hope  that  this 
loan   order  for  $3,000,000   will   pass. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  hope  reconsideration  does 
not  prevail.  I  said  some  time  ago  that  I  would 
like  to  see  the  matter  of  $1,500,000  acted  upon 
favorably  or  unfavorably,  because  it  was  the 
amount  contained  in  the  original  order.  Yet  I 
didn't  hesitate  to  vote  for  $3,000,000  when  it 
appeared  to  be  the  will  of  the  Body.  Altogether 
too  often  in  this  Body  we  are  prone  to  think  of 
our  districts  instead  of  the  city.  I  don't  know 
why  the  gentlemen  from  the  Back  Bay  tries  to 
make  us  out  profligate  with  city  money.  I  can't 
see  any  prodigal  expenditure  of  public  money 
when  it  is  going  into  twenty  other  wards  of  the 
city,  leaving  out  Wards  4  and  5,  for  apparently 
they  need  no  improvements.  And  if  they  don't, 
I  should  say  they  should  have  the  good  grace  to  go 
along  with  us  who  do  need  them.  We  have  20 
wards  exclusive  of  Wards  4  and  5  that  Councilor 
Scannell  has  accurately  said  house  the  poorer 
people  of  the  city.  I  have  had  occasion  to  come 
in  town  quite  often  and  use  the  Back  Bay  streets 
as  thoroughfares  over  which  I  pass,  and  I  don't 
see  the  destruction  and  ruin  that  I  see  in  other 
parts  of  the  city.  When  I  go  out  to  Roxbury 
I  see  rutted  and  broken  highways,  and  it  is  a  shame 
and  disgrace  to  the  city,  and  I  contrast  them  very 
unfavorably  with  the  streets  in  the  Back  Bay. 
All  the  life  of  this  city  doesn't  spring  from  the 
Back  Bay.  I  haven't  given  them  a  pretty  high 
opinion  in  the  past,  but  the  more  I  hear  about  the 
Back  Bay  lately,  the  more  I  have  thought  I  was 
wrong  in  giving  them  such  an  opinion.  I  am 
sick  and  tired  of  that  "across  the  tracks"  attitude 
that  they  have  in  the  Back  Bay.  We  are  just  as 
good  as  they  are,  and,  while  neither  gentleman 
has  impugned  us  socially,  nevertheless,  there  is 
that  undercurrent  in  the  Back  Bay  that,  if  the 
Back  Bay  doesn't  want  it,  the  money  shouldn't 
come  for  Boston.  I  would  like  to  ask  a  few 
pertinent  questions  about  the  Back  Bay,  but  I 
will  not  ask  them  here.  I  think  they  owe  a  duty 
to  the  city  in  recognizing  the  will  of  the  majority 
here.  They  offer  objections  repeatedly.  Their 
objections  were  heard;  their  objections  were 
entertained,  and  their  objections  were  acted  upon. 
And  now,  if  the  majority  rule  still  prevails  in  this 
Body,  and  it  most  certainly  has  by  a  vote  of 
18  to  4,  I  don't  know  why  we  should  have  imposed 
upon  us  the  obligation  of  sitting  here  another 
hour  attempting  to  knock  out  reconsideration, 
which  question  never  should  have  been  raised. 
I  have  had  some  unkind  things  to  say  about  cer- 
tain areas  that  were  contemplated  fixing,  but  I 
must  say,  by  and  large,  the  areas  selected  in 
Charlestown  are  perfectly  all  right  with  me 
if  they  need  the  repair.  I  am  not  going  to  be 
specious  in  my  quarrel  with  anyone  and  ask  them 
to  repair  streets  that  do  not  need  it.  As  for  the 
$3,000,000  and  all  these  laudator}  remarks  about 
honesty  of  George  Hyland,  no  one  has  ever  ques- 
tioned George  Hylands  honesty  in  money  matters 
or  anything  else,  perhaps.  We  don't  have  to 
have  George  Hyland  here.  I  would  vote  for 
$0,000,000.  But  I  think  we  arc  getting  away 
from  the  fact,  even  though  the  $1,500, 0O0  can- 
not be  spent  this  year — probably  can't  lie  spent — 
next  year  it  can  start  in  April  instead  of  having 
an  order  coming  in  here  dated  April  17  and  acted 
upon  almost  two  months  later,  on  the  5th  of 
June.  Me  will  have  the  money  then,  won't  he? 
I,  too,  sir,  have  a  public  duty  to  perform.  No- 
body else  has  any  honesty  in  his  heart,  appar- 
ently, but  the  gentlemen  from  the  Back  Bay. 
You  let  something  go  wrong  up  there  and  they 
don't  come  to  the  Council.  They  have  a  line 
right  into  the  corner  office  where  they  are  listened 
to.  But  in  our  districts  they  have  to  come  to  us. 
Is  it  any  wonder  they  criticize  when  we  want 
something?  There  is  a  little  too  much  of  it. 
That  is  the  old  injection  "f  class  again.  They  are 
up  on  the  heights  apparently,  and  we  are  down  in 
the  netherlands!  Well,  I  would  rathei  sia.\  in  the 
netherlands  with   the  bonest    people   I   find   there 
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than  to  go  up  on  the  heights  where  a  puff  of  wind 
will  l>li>w  you  away.     I   hope  reconsideration  is

Coun.  RUSSO— My  two  friends  and  colleagues 
from  the  Back  Bay,  for  whom  I  have  the  high 
naturally    1    respect     tl 
opinion,    and    in    turn    I    wish    thai    they    would 
reaped    mine.     I    have    been    through    the    Back 
Bay  and  1  have  seen  those  strei  I  and 

th.  I  uender  if  they  have  gone  clown 
through  my  district  and  found  those  cobblestone 
streets?      I     haven't    wot     tho.se    Bti  othed 

off  down  there,  and  I  don't  know  why  not.  I 
believe  more  money  should  lie  (liven  in  Order  I" 
make  our  streets  in  Boston  more  presentable  and 
more  inhabitable.  There  is  no  question  in  my 
mind,  Mr.  President,  in  so  far  as  the  honesty  and 
-ity  of  the  commissioner  is  concerned,  but  I 
wish  to  bring  this  thought  out,  Mr.  President, — 
tiny  themselves  have  questioned  in  a  way  his 
integrity  and  honesty  by  reducing  from  $1,500,000 
to  $1,000,000.  It  is  the  same  thing  as  increasing 
it  to  $3,000,000.  I  believe  that  is  their  opinion 
I  believe  that  they  ought  to  respect  the  Other 
man's  opinion  also. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  I  think  that  every 
one  o)  the  eighteen  councilors  that  voted  for  the 
$3,000,000  is  acting  very,  very  intelligently,  and 
acting  for  all  the  people  of  Boston,  including  the 
people  who  are  represented  by  the  four  thai  voted 
against  it.  I  say  that  for  this  reason:  if  we 
approved  the  $1,000,000  today  we  would  have  had 
to  pay  $146,000,  which  was  already  appropri 
for  this  anticipated  loan.  That  would  figure 
we  were  paying  15  per  cent  for  that  loan.  On 
$1,500,000  it  figures  approximately  9  per  cent. 
That  is  why  I  say,  when  they  have  increased  it 
to  $3,000,000  and  allow  us  to  borrow  for  5  per 
cent,  they  have  acted  intelligently  and  in  the 
interest  of  every  citizen  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  much  as  I  dis- 
like to  disagree  with  my  distinguished  colleague 
who  has  just  spoken,  I  find  I  have  to  at  this  time. 
I  was  one  of  the  four  who  voted  against  this 
$3,000,000.  I  am  very  happy  to  say  that  I  am 
one  of  the  four  who  voted  against  it.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, for  the  life  of  me  I  can't  understand  how 
my  brothers  can  vote  for  $3,000,000  when  it  has 
been  ably  described  and  the  story  of  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  has  been  told,  of  how  much 
money  he  was  willing  to  take,  and  also  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  today, — how  much  money  he  would 
be  willing  to  have.  Now,  my  brother  has  just 
stated  a  situation  regarding  $146,000  that  has  to 
go  on  the  tax  rate  if  any  borrowing  is  done.  Mr. 
President,  that  has  already  been  put  in  the  budget 
and,  while  that  costs  ten  cents  on  every  $1,000, 
this  $3,000,000  has  got  to  be  repaid,  too,  and  while 
that  $146, 000-odd  came  up  here  earmarked  for 
street  loans,  it  was  discovered  during  the  budget 
hearings  that  not  one  cent  would  be  spent  for 
streets.  It  was  going  to  be  gobbled  up  for  paying 
the  salaries  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and 
the  Street  Commission.  Even  that  $146,000  won't 
pay  the  salaries  of  both  departments,  where  the 
Bugdet  Commissioner  cut  them,  and  that  is  where 
they  are  going  to  get  that  salary,  to  keep  those 
men  on  the  pay  roll.  They  have  to  dip  into 
what  we  give  them  in  the  loan  order  to  keep  these 
departments  going.  I  think  we  are  entirely 
within  our  rights  if  we  want  to  vote  for  recon- 
sideration. As  far  as  parliamentary  procedure 
goes,  it  is  the  right  of  any  member  to  stand  up 
and  ask  for  reconsideration  if  he  gives  a  good 
reason  why  it  should  prevail.  And  I  don't  think 
that  any  of  the  previous  speakers  have  stated  that 
ln>  Honor  the  Mayor  would  even  sign  this 
$3,000,000  loan.  I  would  be  very  much  in  doubt 
as  to  whether  he  would  or  not.  After  all,  I  agree 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  a  grave  respon- 
sibility before  him,  and  I  think  he  would  hesitate 
a  good  deal  before  he  would  accept  this  $3,000,000. 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  issued  various  state- 
ments as  to  how  he  has  cut  down  various  loans 
in  the  city  before,  and  I  say  again,  that  I  think 
he  will  hesitate  before  he  signs  it.  In  conclusion, 
I  voted  for  $1,000,000  for  a  street  loan.  I  don't 
think  now  that  I  would  vote  for  any  amount 
until  I  am  convinced  by  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner or  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  at  hast 
some  work  on  some  streets  in  my  district  will  be 
done.  I  stand  before  this  Council  and  reiterate 
what  I  said  before,  and  I  defy  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  or  any  one  else  to  say  anything 
different,  and  I  say  now — I  asked  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  how  much  of  the  program 
he  has  for  my  ward  he  would  complete  this  year. 


and  he  i  old  me  ho  couldn't  promise  me  one  thing 
While  gome  differ  with  me,  as  long  as  I  am  in  this 
Council,  1  reserve  my  tights  as  regards  easting 
my  vote,  and  I  will  always  cast  my  vote  the  way 
I  think  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  people 
of  my  particular  district  first,  and  then  for  the 
of  the  city.  Mr.  President,  I  hope  recon- 
sideration does  prevail. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  couldn't 
help  sitting  back  here  and  getting  a  kick  out  of 
some  of  the  remarks  of  some  of  these  sancti- 
monious councilors.  Christ,  you  can't  help  a 
you  sit  here  and  think  back  over  a  period  of  years 
on  some  of  the-  things  they  have  clone,  and  some 
of  the  things   they   have  said         you   find   them  on 

ide  one  week  add  on  the  other  side  the  next 

week.  I  don't  think  they  know  themselves  what 
side  they  want  to  be-  on  from  week  to  week.  May- 
be n  is  according  bo  what,  response-  they  get  from 
week  to  week,  but  nobody  is  going  to  come  in  here 
and  tell  me  what  I  am  going  to  do  or  how  to  do  it. 
liter  they  get  up  here  and  speak  for  three  or  four 
hours  themselves,  they  either  want  to  move  the 
previous  que  tion  to  shut  oil  all  debate,  or  lay  the 
matter  on  the  table  to  shut  off  debate,  or  they 
want  to  tell  us  why  don't  we  go  along  by  what,  the 
majority  says.      As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I     have 

never  cared  what  the  hell  the  majority  said.  It 
used   to  be  a  victory  for  me  when  it   was  19  to  1, 

instead  of  21  to  1.  For  three  long  years  I  got 
that  vote,  until  some  councilors  got  wise  to  them- 
selves, and  then  they  found  out  that  they  made  up 
part  of  the  city  government.  They  are  supposed 
In  be  on  the  Council  and  are  part  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, although  it  has  never  functioned  that,  way. 
Lately  they  have  got  wise  to  themselves  and  stood 
up  and  in  a  very  loud  tone  have  told  us  what 
they  felt  about  certain  people  in  the  City  Hall  and 
outside  the  City  Hall.  But.  to  listen  to  some 
today  get  up  and  say,  "Why  don't  you  abide  by 
the  majority?"  —  that  is  won  today  by  a  fluke-. 
There-  were  enough  votes  to  kill  these  both,  the 
$1,500,000  and  the  $3,000,000.  The  $3,000,000 
went  by  a  fluke,  and  nothing  else,  and  the  same 
councilors  who  are  screeching  and  saying  they 
won't  vote  for  anything  except  what  the 
Mayor  asked  for,  $1,500,000,  vote  about  face  for 
$3,000,000.  Some  councilors  got  up  and  said, 
Why  don't  you  abide  by  the  rule  of  the  majority?' ' 
and  they  have  made  statements  they  wouldn't 
vote  for  anything  but  $1,500,000.  So  they  have 
had  a  change  of  face  during  the  two  and  a  half 
hours  we  have  discussed  this  matter.  And,  as  I 
said,  it  is  only  by  a  fluke,  only  by  bitterness  on 
some  of  the  councilors'  part,  that  $3,000,000  got 
by.  And  when  I  asked  that  a  ruling  be  made  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  whether  we  could 
word  this  order  sent  in  by  the  Mayor  so  as  to 
assure  us  that  side  streets  would  be  done,  the  Body 
refused  to  send  the  order  out  into  Executive  and 
-•inl  for  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  give  us  a 
ruling.  Then,  again,  I  wanted  the  matter  sent 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  to  get  Mr.  Hyland 
over,  and  the  only  reason  I  take  my  hat  off  to  him — 
and  everybody  will  agree  he  is  the  only  departs 
ment  head  within  the  entire  city  that  shows  up 
every  time  we  send  for  him  —  that  is  the  only 
reason  I  take  my  hat  off  to  George  Hyland, —  if 
he  has  an  argument  he  will  come  and  argue  it  out. 
He  won't  take  orders  from  the  Governor  like  the 
Finance  Commission  does.  He  doesn't  work  for 
nothing,  like  the  Finance  Commission.  I  would  like 
to  know  what  the  hell  they  get  on  the  side.  There 
wouldn't  be  any  members  of  this  Body  candidates 
unless  a  salary  was  attached.  Everybody  wants 
to  sit  down  in  their  ward,  still  you  refused  twice 
to  send  it  out  to  Executive,  this  order  asking  for  a 
ruling  from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  asking  if 
this  order  could  be  worded  so  as  to  include  side 
streets.  And  then  you  refused  to  send  to  Execu- 
cutive  and  send  for  George  Hyland  to  ask  if  the 
side  streets  can  be  done  if  $1,500,000  voted  for. 
I  will  do  the  same  as  others  have  done.  I  don't 
know  a  contractor  in  Boston,  and  I  don't  want 
to  know  them.  As  soon  as  I  see  the  word  "con- 
tractor," whether  visible  or  not,  appears  alongside 
the  word  "graft,"  because  I  never  knew  a  con- 
tractor who  got  a  contract  that  didn't  "kick  in" 
to  some  one.  As  I  said,  I  don't  want  to  know 
them,  and  I  don't  know  them,  A  couple  of  the 
members  of  this  Body  last  week  were  approached 
by  contractors  and  asked  to  give  a  vote  on  the 
$1,500,000  appropriation,  which  looked  as  though 
they  knew  in  advance  who  was  going  to  get  these 
contracts.  I  don't  care  what  the  councilors  here 
do  or  say,  I  have  never  carried  an  argument  out- 
side the  floor  of  this  Council,  but  I  get  a  kick  out 
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of  people  talking  for  an  hour  and  then  wanting  to 
slmt  off  debate  by  saying  that  we  ought  to  go  by 
the  decision  of  the  majority.  Sometimes  the 
decision  of  the  njajority  is  absolutely  wrong.  As  I 
said,  within  the  past  year  or  two,  some  councilors 
have  been  going  along  with  the  majority.  Some 
of  those  who  have  gone  along  with  t ho  majority 
have  turned  over  and  found  themselves  in  the 
minority  within  the  week,  and  that  is  bound  to 
happen.  We  can't  all  agree  with  the  Mayor.  We 
are  not  going  to.  There  are  certain  things  I  am 
going  to  fight  the  Mayor  on,  and  I  am  honest 
enough  to  tell  him.  I  told  him  today  when  I 
asked  the  members  downstairs  regarding  this 
order  —  and  of  course  Councilor  Hanley  wasn't 
there  —  but  there  were  eight  or  nine  of  us  there, 
and  you  remember  what  he  said,  "If  I  can't  get 
the  $1,500,000,  I  hope  you  will  go  along  with  the 
$1,000,000  loan,"  and  he  asked  about  eight  or 
nine,  and  I  was  one  that  said,  "No";  I  didn't 
say  "Yes."  And  afterwards  I  had  a  talk  with  him, 
and  like  everybody  else  there  are  certain  streets 
I  want  done,  but  my  streets  can't  be  fixed  until 
after  the  horse  and  dog  track  season,  and  the 
dog  track  season  isn't  over  until  late  in  October. 
So  it  looks  as  though  no  repair  work  could  be  done 
this  year.  Still,  when  I  heard  Councilors  Shannon 
and  Feeney  and  Hanley  say  that  there  are  streets 
in  their  section,  I  considered  and  voted  for  the 
$1,500,000.  But  why  double  it?  And,  without 
attacking  anybody  —  because  I  don't  give  ■< 
damn  and  don't  care  what,  to  hell  anybody  says 
that  comes  in  here  —  I  have  always  said  that, 
and  I  will  again  —  but  I  say,  don't  make  this  a 
contractors'  holiday. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  can't  help  getting  up  on  my 
feet  and  saying,  what  is  the  sense  of  kidding  our- 
selves? It  is  the  same  thing  over  and  over  again. 
The  Mayor  said  if  he  couldn't  get  $1,500,000,  then 
vote  for  $1,000,000.  May  I  call  your  attention  to 
what  happened  in  the  Houghton  and  Dutton 
building?  An  order  was  sent  here  for  $300,000. 
We  reduced  that  to  $200,000,  and  by  the  time  we 
got  through  we  voted  for  about  $400,000.  Why 
kid  ourselves?  Why  not  face  the  facts?  The 
facts  are  that  the  streets  do  need  repairing.  The 
facts  are  that  the  streets  need  reconstruction. 
Why  kid  ourselves?  In  the  program  that  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  presented  to  us  he 
said  that  this  is  the  program  of  $2,200,000.  On 
paper  it  seems  fine,  but  I  have  about  five  or  six 
streets  in  my  district  that  are  going  to  receive 
reconstruction,  but  that  is  on  the  $2,200,000  pro- 
gram. They  want  $1,500,000;  they  will  be  satis- 
fied with  $1,000,000.  They  will  only  be  coming  up 
here  again.  Why  not  face  the  fact?  The  fact  is, 
give  them  enough  so  that  they  can't  say  when  we 
go  to  them  when  one  of  our  streets  needs  repaying 
or  needs  to  be  fixed — then  they  can't  say  they 
haven't  got  the  money.  It  is  the  same  story  over 
and  over  again.  Why  wouldn't  they  accept  the 
$1,000,000  if  they  couldn't  get  the  $1,500,000? 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on 
reconsideration.

Coun.  HANNON — Some  months  ago  this  Body 
passed  an  order  requesting  that  the  Mayor  con- 
fer with  the  Police  Commissioner  to  shorten 
iln'  period  of  time  during  which  the  patrolmen 
of  the  Police  Department  could  attain  their 
maximum  salary  of  $2,300.  As  it  is  now,  the 
patrolman  has  to  wait  five  years.  He  starts  at 
$1,800  and  attains  $2,300  five  years  later.  An 
order  was  sent  out  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to 
the  Police  Commissioner  correcting  this,  and  the 
period  was  cut  down  from  five  to  three  years; 
but  the  order  was  so  worded  that  a  person  the 
second  year  would  get  a  $200  increase  rather 
ii  in  $100,  and  the  third  year  he  would  receive 
a  $200  increase.  But  through  some  manipula- 
tion of  words  this  increase  must  become  effective 
on  the  anniversary  date  of  an  appointee,  January, 
1944.  Because  of  the  multiplicity  of  words  in 
that  phrase,  a  certain  situation  has  arisen  whereby 
some  members  of  the  Force  who  have  been  on 
only  two  years  received  more  pay  than  those 
on  for  three  years,  and  those  on  for  three  years 
i  n  many  instances  received  more  money  than 
those  that  were  on  for  four  years.  This  has  been 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  police  officials,  and 
we  have  been  assured  it  is  going  to  be  corrected, 
but  when  and  how  it  is  going  to  be  corrected 
nobody  knows.  Confusion  reigns.  Even  the 
auditor's  office  hasn't  been  able  to  straighten 
out  this  tangled  mess.  I  think  when  this  Body 
voted  to  cut  down  the  period  from  five  to  three 
years  which  it  would  take  a  patrolman  to  reach 
his  maximum  salary,  we  intended  that  the  fellow 
on  the  Force  for  three  years  would  receive  his 
maximum  salary.  Now,  by  some  quirk  of  the 
English  language,  or  some  misinterpretation  of 
our  intentions,  they  have  manipulated  our  order 
so  that  some  fellows  on  for  ten  or  eleven  months 
longer  than  another  fellow  receive  $100  less 
salary.  I  have  received  fifteen  or  tv,mt\  rails 
from  patrolmen  who  went  on  in  September  who 
received  less  money  than  the  fellows  that  went 
on  in  April  or  May  she  next  year,  because  of 
the  fact  they  have  inserted  a  clause  in  the  order 
granting  this  raise.  They  have  inserted  the 
clause:  "It  shall  become  effective  on  the  an- 
niversary date  of  the  officer's  appintment,  .sub- 
sequent to  Janury,  1944."  I  think  that  this  is  a 
matter  that  could  easily  and  should  speedily  be 
straightened  out. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  think  that  Councilor 
Hannon  has  covered  the  subject  very  thoroughly, 
and  I  will  not  prolong  the  debate  with  reference 
to  this  matter.  But  my  attention  has  been 
directed  to  this  by  some  patrolmen  affected  by 
this  same  proposition.  It  seems  an  injustice  is 
being  done  to  about  twenty  or  twenty-five  patrol- 
men who  were  appointed  on  December,  1940, 
and  those  policemen  who  were  appointed  sub- 
sequent  to   December,    1940,   are   receiving   more 

mi v    than    those    appointed    much    earlier    than 

ill,  a  1 1  is  a  grave  injustice,  and  I  think  the 
Maydr  should  confer  with  the  Police  Commissioner 
go  that  this  'an  be  remedied  at  once.

I  would  be  only  too  glad  to  do  anything  I  could 
for  Councilor  Feeney,  but  in  the  present  instance 
the  Golf  Course  was  in  existence  before  these 
houses  were  built  and,  naturally,  we  are  not  to 
blame  as  our  areas  were  graded  as  they  are  today. 
I  would  have  to  change  500  linear  feet  of  Fairway 
in  order  to  cut  down  on  the  area  of  ground  that 
slopes  towards  the  Brae  Burn  road  end  of  the  Golf 
Course.  The  amount  of  material  that  would 
have  to  be  excavated  on  this  Fairway  would  bring 
it  up  to  the  new  grades,  respreading  the  loam  exca- 
vated, seeding  and  attempting  to  grow  turf  over 
the  disturbed  area  would  run  into  quite  an  amount 
of  money. 

There  is  no  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  city 
to  help  the  condition  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
city  land  was  bought  and  developed  prior  to  the 
development  of  the  private  land. 

I  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  home  owners  have 
got  to  contend  with  this,  but  investigation  shows 
that  waterproofing  this  stone  wall  as  requested  in 
the  order  would  not  help  to  any  extent.

So.  on 
March  13  of  this  year,  ( 'onncilor  ( larej  and  mi  self 
submit  ted  an  ordei  reque  ting  his  Honor  tire  Mayor 
ilirnit  a  supplementary  budget  providing  an 
additional  appropriation  for  these  bridge  repairs 
and  Councilor  Carey  and  myself  went  into  leng 
discussions  and  explanations  as  to  why  these 
bridges  were  in  need  of  repair,  and  why  this  money 
was  needed  t"  repair  same.  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
took  no  action  on  thai  order  of  March  13,  and  up 
to  date  there  has  been  no  action  by  the  Commis- 
e  hit  of  Public  Works  or  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on 
this  particular  matter.  And  so,  as  a  result  of  no 
action  being  taken,  and  having  in  mind  that  this 
bridge  was  declared  unsafe  by  the  <  lommissioner  of 
Public  Works,  on  May  29  I  introduced  a  loan  order 
for  $5(1.00(1.  That  loan  order  at  thai  time  re- 
ceived its  first  reading  from  this  Body  with  seven- 
teen yeas  and  none  against  it.     Now,  I  know  that, 

you,  Mr.  President,  attd  the  entire  Council  are 
familiar  with  the  situation  as  regards  loan  orders. 
I  know  that  everybodj  here  knows  that  ill  order  for 
this  loan  order  to  go  into  effect,  not  alone  has  hi 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  sign  it.  but  also  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  has  to  submit  a  special  appropriation 
of  $M8, 7oo-odd,  representing  some  ten  cents  on 

$1,000  on  the  tax  rate.  Mr.  President,  if  this 
loan  order  is  passed  today  we  will,  in  addition  to 
the  loan  order,  have,  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor  sub- 
mits his  special  appropriation  of  $148,700.  approxi- 
mately $2011,000  for  bridge  repairs  in  this  city. 
Now,  it,  Iras  been  called  to  my  attention  that  at 
the  present  time  this  bridge  in  iny  district  is  not 
only  in  a  deplorable  condition,  but  it  is  in  a  very 
unsafe  condition,  and  it-  is  imperative  that  some 
action  be  taken  on  it.  I  went  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  to  his  office,  today  and 
after  waiting  patiently,  interviewed  him,  and 
I  asked  the  Commissioner,  was  he  going  to 
make  any  repairs  on  the  Allston  Bridge  this  year. 
And  Iris  answer  to  me  was  "No,"  and  I  asked 
In m  why,  anil  he  said  that  the  reason  why  he 
wasn't  going  to  make  any  repairs  this  year  was 
that  there  was  no  money  available  because  it  was 
brought  out  the  other  day  by  tin;  auditor's  office 
that  at  the  present,  time  or  on  May  31  there  was 
only  $316.06  available  in  the  bridge  repair  account 
to  do  all  the  bridges  in  the  City  of  Boston.  So, 
1  further  asked  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Wbrl 
— I  asked  him  was  the  Allston  Bridge  badly  in 
need  of  repairs,  and  he  said  "res,"  and  he  said 
that  he  already  was  on  record  to  that  effect. 
Now,  1  ask  this  Council  to  take  this  matter  frorrr 
the  Committee  on  Finance,— not  that,  f  am  one 
who  asks  to  take  matters  away  from  committees, 
and  especially  I  would  be  loath  to  take  any  matter 
from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  but  at  the  time 
I  introduced  this  order  before  this  Council  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  rendered 

a  report  on  a  matter  that,  was  pending  before  him 
in  his  committee  as  regards  another  loan  order. 
During  his  remarks,  in  part,  he  said  that  he  felt 
that  where  the  loan  older  at  that  time  before  him 
affected  all  the  districts  in  the  city,  he  thought 
it  should  go  before  the  entire  Body,  as  the  dif- 
ferent individual  councilors  knew  what  was  best. 
for  their  districts.  Now,  Mr.  President,  if  mem- 
bers of  this  Body  are  not.  interested  in  the  bridges 
in  their  districts,  and  I  think  they  are,  I  want  to 


inform  you,  sir,  that  I,  lor  one.  am  very  much 
interested    in    this    bridge    that    affects    m.\    di

And  so,  without  going 
against  lie-  Committee  on  Finance,  who  tried 
1"  have  a  hearing  on  this  matter  and  were  un- 
successful they  were  unsuccessful,  Mr.  President, 
because,    in    the   first    instance,    there    was   not    a

chairman    didn't    like    to   go    along    with    a    hearing 

on  this  matter  because  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Work-  wrote  a  letter,  and  1  have  the  letter

Clerk  of  Committees,  and  I  am  going  to  read 
that  letter.  He  says:  "I  have  your  communica- 
tion of  June  7  requesting  that  I  attend  a  meeting

2  p.  Itr.  I  am  SOITy  I  .'im  unable  to  attend  this 
meeting,  due  to  a  previous  engagement  which  I 
cannot     cancel     at     this     time.

George  Hyland,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works." 
Now,  Mr.  President,  your  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  at  my  suggestion  was  also  kind 
enough  to  invite  Mr.  Thanisch,  acting  engineer,  and 
Mr.  Thanisch  has  also  written  a  letter  addn 
to  the  ( 'lerk  of  Committees,  which  reads:  "Re- 
ferring to  your  letter  of  June  7,  1944,  requesting 
my  presence  in  the  Council  Chamber  on  June  9 
at  2  p.  in.,  I  am  informed  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  while  he  received  the  same  request, 
he  will  be  unable  to  attend  the  meeting.  In  my 
pot  ition  of  Acting  Division  Engineer  it  would  not 
be  proper  for  me  to  attend  the  meeting  without 
the  commissioner,  since  I  am  not  in  a  position  to 
speak  with  authority,"  While  I  am  not  going  to 
continent  on  either  of  these  letters,  I  am  going  to 
say  that  while  three  members  of  the  committee 
were  in  that  chamber,  I  went  to  the  telephone 
and  I  called  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
and  he  had  left  for  lunch  a  short  time  before. 
I  called  Mr.  Thanisch,  and  he  had  left  for  lunch 
a  short  time  before.  And  then  f  called  the  Acting 
Commissioner,  Mr.  Sullivan,  Dan  Sullivan,  and 
Dan  Sullivan  told  me  that  while  he  was  Acting 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  title  only 
allowed    him    to    sign     pay    rolls,    and    he    had     no 

authority  whatsoever  to  order  any  division  engineer 
to  attend  any  meeting.  Attd,  of  course,  while  I 
neglected  to  say  so,  the  reason  I  called  Mr.  Sul- 
livan was  to  see  if  he  could  get  anybody  in  authority 
to  appear  before  your  Committee  on  Finance,  and 
tell  us  whether  or  not  this  bridge  was  in  an 
unsafe    condition.      Aral    so,    in    view    of    the    fact 

that  we  could  not  get.  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  and  we  couldn't  get  the  Acting  Division 
Engineer,  or  anybody  else  in  authority,  from  the 
Public  Works  Department  and,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
states  he  is  already  on  record  that  this  bridge  is 
unsafe,  and  that  he  cannot  do  the  work  unless 
he  gets  the  money  I  hope  that  this  Council  will 
take  this  matter  from  the  Committee  on  Finance 
artd  discuss  it,  if  they  will,  do  what  they  will  with 
it,  but  act  on  it  today. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  as  thi1  chairman 
of  your  Committee  on  Finance,  I  called  a  hearing 
last  week 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  believe  this  is  a  motion.  Mr. 
President,  to  take  from  one  committee  and  send  to 
another  committee. 

Coun.  HANNON —  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  HANNON — I  think  the  motion  is  just  to 
take  it  from  the  committee. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  -Even  on  that,  taking  it  out 
of  the  committee,  Mr.  President.  I  would  like  to 
refer  you  to  Rule  14.  As  chairman  of  the  Rules 
<  lommittee,  I  attempted  to  have  the  rules  changed 
so  that  within  a  period  of  thirtj  days  a  two  thirds 
vote  could  take  it.  out  of  tin'  committee,  but  the 

sponsor  of  this  motion  was  against  it,  as  well  as 
many  other  members,  and  it  was  defeated.  The 
rule  specifically  Bays  that  any  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  may  be  recalled  by  a  majority  vote  of 
all  members  of  the  Council  if  such  a  matter  is  not 
reported  upon  within  one  month  of  date  of  refer- 
ence. I  submit  that  one  month  has  not  expired 
yet,  and  I  now  state  that  the  motion  is  out  of  order. 
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President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  rule  it 
can  be  withdrawn  by  a  two  thirds  vote  within  bhi 
thirty-day  period. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  attempted  to  put  that  in  the 
rules,  to  clarify  a  situation  that  occurred  .several 
times  last  year,  when  the  President  declared  there 
was  no  such  rule.  I  attempted  to  put  that  in  the 
rules  without  success. 

Coun.  CHASE — As  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  I  called  a  hearing  for  last  Friday  on 
this  loan  order.  Because  of  lack  of  a  quorum,  we 
were  unable  to  call  the  meeting  to  order,  and 
Friday  I  didn't  entertain  any  informal  session 
simply  because  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works' 
officials  interested  in  this  matter  were  not  present 
to  give  us  needed  advice  on  it.  And  in  view  of 
that,  the  Committee  on  Finance  was  unable  to 
bring  back  a  report.  The  gentleman  from  Brighton 
(Coun.  Dwyer)  contends  that  the  bridge  is  in  need 
of  repair.  Of  course,  I  am  not  a  bridge  expert, 
and  I  assume  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  with  whom  the  responsibility  of  repairing 
the  bridge  is  lodged,  should  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  express  his  views  on  the  matter,  since  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  money  will  be  dene  under  his 
direction  and  supervision.  Naturally,  in  view  of 
being  unable  to  get  the  needed  information  from 
the  gentleman  last  Friday,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
there  was  no  quorum,  the  Committee  on  Finance 
did  not  bring  back  a  report.  I  hope  that  the  com- 
mittee will  be  able  some  time  this  week  to  entertain 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  at  a  subsequent 
hearing  and  find  out  as  to  whether  or  not  this 
bridge  is  actually  in  need  of  repair. 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  very  briefly.  I 
don't  think  the  councilor  from  Brighton  (Coun. 
Dwyer)  in  any  way  suggested  any  reflection  on  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  He  stated 
that  the  chairman  of  that  committee  did  every- 
thing he  could  to  hold  his  hearing,  and  I  hardly 
think  it  is  fair  for  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  to  try  to  give  the  impression  that  it  is 
only  the  councilor  from  Brighton  who  states  this 
bridge  is  unfit.  We  got  that  information  the  first' 
of  the  year  from  the  Public  Works  Commissioner. 
Anybody  who  was  in  attendance  at  the  Appro- 
priations Committee  meetings  would  have  heard 
it,  personally,  or  anybody  who  cares  to  refer  to  the 
transcript  could  read  the  testimony  of  the  com- 
missioner. And  I  believe  if  the  bridge  is  as  unsafe 
as  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  himself  says,  — 
I  believe  there  should  be  some  action  today.  I 
feel  more  so  that  in  order  to  get  this  $50,000  we 
would  have  to  pay  in  $148,000  for  the  privilege  of 
borrowing.  I  think  there  are  so  many  other  unsafe 
bridges  that  that  $200,000  could  be  used  for  that  we 
shouldn't  hesitate  on  public  safety.  As  I  repeat, 
it  was  no  reflection,  as  I  understand,  from  I  he 
councilor  from  Brighton  on  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  It  is  only  his  urgent  request 
to  have  the  money  appropriated  as  soon  as  possible 
and  get  these  bridges  fixed. 

Coun.  CAREY— I  want  to  bear  out,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, upon  the  record  the  remarks  made  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer)  and  I, 
too,  feel  that  something  should  be  done  about 
this  particular  matter.  I  am  not  in  favor  of 
taking  a  matter  out  of  a  committee.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  this  particular  subject  has  not  been  one 
of  recent  origin.  We  first  heard  of  it  when  the 
budget  hearings  were  being  held  some  months 
ago.  This  is  a  matter  of  life  and  death,  believe  it 
or  not.  I  well  recall  the  hearing  on  the  bridge 
repairs  budget  at  the  time  Commissioner  Hyland 
and  his  assistant  engineer,  Mr.  Thanisch,  win- 
here  and  there  was  no  question  at  that  time  as  to 
the  seriousness  of  the  situation.  I  don't  intend 
to  put  Mr.  Thanisch  on  the  spot,  but  I  admire  the 
man  for  his  frankness.  After  all,  he  is  the  one,  as 
I  understand,  who  made  the  investigation,  not 
only  as  to  the  necessity  of  repairing  this  bridge, 
but  several  other  bridges  and  in  an  offhand  Way, 
at  the  time  that  he  was  here  —  Mr.  Thanisch,  I 
mean  —  he  made  a  remark  to  the  effect,  that  he 
would  not  want  to  have  any  responsibility  placed 
upon  his  shoulders  if  any  catastrophe  occurred 
there  because  of  the  falling  in  of  this  Allston 
street  bridge.  As  Councilor  Dwyer  says,  there 
was  an  amount  of  $512,500  asked  for  in  the  bridge 
repairs  budget,  and  that  was  reduced  to  $25,000 
by,  we  understand,  the  Budget  Commissions  be- 
fore that  budget  reached  the  City  Council.  The 
question,    of   course,   was   asked   of   Commissioner 


ilvland  as  to  what  the  money  was  needed  for,  and 
he  said,  "This  is  for  the  repair  of  our  bridge 
structures.  That  is  an  item  out  of  which  all  the 
major  repairs  are  paid  for,  on  the  structures."  I 
asked  the  commissioner,  to  quote  me.  win.  ii 
that  recommended  these  repairs,  the  engineers? 
And  Commissioner  Hyland 's  answer,  to  quote 
him.    was        Tin'    engineers    do    have    inspection    of 

ill.-  bridges.  Last  year  it  was  almost  impossible 
to  get  steel  available  in  make  repairs.     Whether 

or  not    we  can   get  it    this  year  I   am   not  sure.      It. 

was  pretty  difficult  to  get  steel  last,  year."     There 

was  a  further  question  about  it,  and  there  was  one 
answer  of  Commissioner  Hyland  that  I  want  to 
bring  out, —  two  answers,  rather.  I  asked  him, 
I.,  quote  mi',  "Do  you  feel  $25,000  is  going  to  lie 
enough  this  year?"  Commissioner  H\  kind's 
answer  was,  to  quote  him,  "Well,  1  hardly  feel 
that  way,  that  $25,000  will  be  enough."  I  asked 
him,  to  quote  me,  "How  much  in  your  opinion  do 
you  figure  you  should  have  there'.'"  Commis- 
sioner Hyland's  answer,  to  quote  him,  was  "In 
in\  own  opinion,  at  a  minimum,  I  would  say 
$100,000.  I  think  we  need  thai  to  make  certain 
the  bridges  are  in  a  safe  condition."  Later  on  I 
asked  the  question  of  Commissioner  Hyland,  to 
quote  me,  "What  bridges  have  you  in  mind?" 
His  answer  was,  to  quote  him,  "First  is  the  Allston 
Bridge."  Councilor  Dwyer  answered,  to  quote 
him,  "Where  is  thai.'"  Air.  Hyland  answered,  to 
quote  him,  "On  Cambridge  street."  I  asked  the 
commissioner,  to  quote  me.  "What,  do  you  figure 
it  would  cost?"  The  commissioner  answered,  to 
quote  him,  "$40,000.  That,  was  to  put  new 
hangers.  We  found  some  in  very  bad  condition." 
Now,  we  had  a  very  capable  stenographer  taking 
down  the  minutes  that  day,  and  we  are  not  find- 
ing any  fault  with  the  minutes,  but  there  was 
certain  conversation  that  was  off  the  record,  so  to 
apeak,  and  there  was  no  question.  Mr.  President, 
but  what  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  ami 
Mr.  Thanisch,  his  engineer,  particularly  the  latter, 
having  made  the  inspections,  were  very  much  dis- 
turbed over  the  condition  of  that  bridge.  Sum. 
three  years  there  were  approximately  $500,000 
borrowed  to  make  these  bridge  repairs.  This 
matter  lias  been  hanging  fire  since  the  budget 
hearings  were  held.  As  Councilor  Dwyer  has 
said,  an  order  was  introduced  asking  that  the 
supplementary  budget  be  sent  in  for  the  necessary 
money  to  make  these  repairs,  and  subsequent  to 
that,  something  that  had  not  been  done  previously, 
the  Council  here  passed  a  loan  order  asking  that, 
the  necessary'  money  be  made  available.  But, 
apparently,  nothing  is  being  done  about  it.  Per- 
haps nothing  will  I..'  done  until  it  is  too  late.  Cer- 
tainly, as  far  as  the  City  Council  is  concerned,  the 
dangerous  condition  of  this  bridge  has  been  made 
known.  And  I,  for  one,  cannot  understand,  why 
the  seriousness  of  this  situation  is  not  being  prop- 
erly considered.  Although  as  I  said  in  opening,  I 
dislike  to  take  a  matter  from  a  committee,  and  it. 
is  my  recollection  that.  I  have  always  previously 
refused  to  vote  to  take  a  matter  from  a  committee, 
I  personalis  feel,  having  listened  to  the  remarks 
made  by  the  commissioner  and  Mr.  Thanisch,  to- 
gether with  the  questions  asked  l.\  the  members 
of  the  Council  at  the  time  the  bridge  repairs 
budget   was    being    heard,    thai     (his    particulai 

matter  is  of  sufficient  importance  to  take  it  from 
tin-  committee  and  see  if  by  doing  so  some  imme- 
diate  action  can  lie  taken. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
your  Committee  on  Finance,  I  have  no  objection 
to  having  this  matter  recalled  from  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  on  condition  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  session  for  hearing,  in  order  to  ascertain 
definitely  from  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
whether  or  not  it  is,  in  his  expert  opinion,  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  make  these  repairs.  If  I  could 
have  that  understanding,  sir,  I  have  no  objection 
to  having  the  matter  recalled  from  committee.  I 
cannot  express  Hie  opinion  of  Hie  other  members  of 
ili.'  committee  but,  as  chairman.  I  have  no  objec 
Hon,  provided  it  is  referred  to  Executive  session  in 

order  lo  hear  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
on  that  subject. 

Coun.  (  'OFFKY       I  don't  know  for  the  life  oi  mi 

why  we  should  make  an\  stipulation  that  lie  is 
willing  to  have  anj  thing  come  from  the  committee 
provided  we  take  it  up  in  Executive  session.

He 
is  head  of  the  sanitary  and  highwaj  divisions.  He 
has  a  hundn-d  and  one  different  duties  to  perforin 
ides  repairing  of  bridges,  and  I  don't  think  that 
the  commissioner  has  deliberately  affronted  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  and  I  would  give  him  an 
opportunity. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  don't  want  to 
dela\  the  business  of  the  Council  and  in  order  to 
be  fair  and  go  along  with  what  I  asked  for  and  said 
when  the  original  order  was  introduced,  I  would 
welcome  a  heanng  on  this.  I  am  willing  to  have 
this  referred  to  the  Executive,  and  if  the  Com- 
■  loner  of  Public.  Works  will  come  over,  O.  EC; 
if  not,  I  am  going  to  ask  later  on  in  the  meeting 
that  this  matter  be  acted  on.  So  I  am  willing  to 
have  it  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
have  the  information  secured. 

Coun.  HANLEY  —  Mr.  President,  I  believe  the 
question  before  the  Council  is  taking  it  from  the 
committee.  Now,  a  precedent  was  set  two  weeks 
ago,  and  the  Finance  Committee,  through  lack  of 
a  quorum,  brought  back  $1,500,000  to  the  entire 
City  Council,  and  it  was  referred  by  you.  Mr. 
President,  to  Executive.  I  believe  at  the  present 
time  the  question  before  this  City  Council  is  taking 
it  from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  dis- 
position, once  it  is  taken,  is  then  up  for  debate. 
I,  therefore,  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the  points 
of  order  taken  up  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  -4 
(Coun.  Chase)  are  out  of  order.  This  is  not  refer- 
ence to  the  Executive, —  this  is  taking  from  the 
Finance  Committee  who,  through  lack  of  a  quoi  um, 
wen-  unable  to  pass  or  reject  a  recommendation  by 
the  distinguished  councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun. 
DwyerJ  on  a  loan  order  which  was  passed  unani- 
mously by  seventeen  councilors  present  that  day. 


I  therefore  move,  Mr.  President,  the  points  of 
order  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  are  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  COFFEY—  [  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point  of 
informal  ion. 

Coun,  COFFEY— What  is  the  question'.' 

President  KERRIGAN-  The  question  before 
louse  is  to  recall  the  order  from  the  Commit  I  ee 
on  Finance.

very  unwise  of  the  counciloi  from  Ward  21   (Coun.

-  if.  Mi.  President^  that  since  you  have  been 
up  here  I  doubt  very  much,  with  the  exception  of 

approval  once,  when  the  Mayor  has  sent  word  up 
to    ".-tick    along,    boys,    there    is   something   coming 

up  aftei  Executive,  and  I  need  Him  vote,"— this 
happened  once,  twice,  this  yeai  and  I  would  be 
willing  to  wager  Bill  Dwyer  the  hat  that  he  lost 
la-t  week  that  there  won't  In-  fifteen  votes  here 
when  we  hold  our  meeting  after  Executive.  Some- 
thing may  happen  .,i,  that  bridge.  Somebody 
might  la-  killed.  Nobody  expected  the  Cocoanut 
Grove  disaster,  but  it  happened,  and  all  we  are 
doing  is  sending  a  request  down  to  the  Mayor  to 
approve  this  loan  order.  If  he  wants  to  he  can; 
if  he  doesn't,  he  doesn't  have  to.  And  certainly 
he  is  going  to  consult  Mr.  Hyland  and  his  en- 
gineer-. We  have  held  a  meeting.  We  have 
asked  Mi.  Hyland  to  appear.  We  couldn't  get 
him.  We  asked  one  of  hi.-  assistants  to  appear, 
and  in  hi-  absence,  he  refused.  Surely  there  is 
•  engineer  over  there  with  enough  abilit]  to 
come  over  and  tell  us  whether  this  bridge  is  in  dire 
need  of  repairs  oi  not.  I  believe  it  is.  because  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  asked  for  some 
$40,000  in  the  budget  for  repairing  this  same 
bridge,  and  I  don't  want  to  lie  a  parly  to  anything 
that  might  happen  out  there.  And,  as  I  said  a 
moment  ago,  let  us  pass  it  along  and  send  it  to 
the  Mayor,  fat  him  consult  Mr.  Hyland — he 
will  come  to  his  meeting— and  his  consulting 
engineers,  and  then,  if  it  is  in  dire  need  of  repair, 
Mayor  can  sign  the  loan  order  and  they  can 
go  ahead,  if  they  don't  think  it  is  in  a  safe  condition, 
and  we  have  lost  nothing  hen-  today  but  a  little 
wind. 

Coun.  CAREY  I  personally  don't  know 
whether  the  action  of  the  Council  two  weeks  ago — 
I  wasn't  here  when  the  vote  was  taken — whether 
the  action  of  the  Council  in  originating  the  loan 
order  was  a  proper  thing  to  do.  There  have  been 
two  weeks  elapsed  in  the  meantime,  however,  and 
we  might  have  been  bombed.  Whether  or  not 
the  Couta-il  action  was  right,  the  tax  rate  has  not 
vet  been  declared. 

Coun.  DWYER— Will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Coun.  CAREY— I  yield. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President.  I  would  like 
to  inform  my  distinguished  colleague  that  at  the 
time  the  loan  order  was  introduced  the  question 
was  raised  whether  or  not  it  was  introduced 
legally  or  whether  it  was  legal  or  not,  and  the 
Chair  ruled  it  was  legal  and  proper. 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  correct. 

Coun.  CAREY— Thank  you.  What  I  wanted 
lo  -ay  was  that  the  tax  rate  hasn't  yet  been  de- 
clared. The  Mayor  of  the  city  still  has  to  submit 
a  supplementary  budget  to  the  City  Council  for  a 
sufficient  sum  of  money  to  make  his  repairs,  in 
which  case  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  appropriate 
$140,000  in  order  to  borrow  this  $50,000.  I 
therefore  feel  that  the  Council  should  take  some 
action  on  this  matter  today,  and  take  it  from  the 
committee,  vote  again  on  it,  send  it  to  the  Mayor, 
then,  if  the  Mayor  doesn't  want  to  sign  the  Coun- 
cil'.- request,  asking  for  the  loan  of  this  money, 
let  the  Mayor  submit  a  supplementary  budget  to 
the  City  Council  asking  for  .sufficient  money  to 
make  these  repairs,  and  that  can  be  done.  It 
isn't  too  late,  because  the  tax  rate  hasn't  yet 
been  declared.  If  the  rate  were  declared,  it 
would  be  too  late  to  submit  a  supplementary 
budget.  This  bridge  is  decaying  more  every  day. 
la-t  us  take  this  from  the  Finance  Committee, 
send  it  to  the  Mayor,  get  the  money,  and  get 
these  repairs  before  somebody's  life  is  lost  out 
there. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
go  along  with  the  vote  to  have  this  matter  taken 
from  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to  show  that  at 
least  I  am  willing  to  go  half  way;  but  I  am  doing 
so,  sir,  on  the  grounds  the  councilor  from  Ward  21 
(Coun.  Dwyer)  has  no  objection  to  having  the 
matter    referred    to    Executive    session.     I    hope, 
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sir,  that  after  we  pass  on  this  matter  we  will  then 
vote  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee 

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  is  on 
recalling  the  matter  from  the  Committee  on 
Finance.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll

Coun.  HANLEY — I  now  move  the  loan  order 
pass. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes  on 
the  passage  of  the  loan  order. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  I  sincerely 
hope  that  your  Council  will  not  vote  passage  of  this 
loan  order  without  at  least,  hearing  from  the  Com- 
missioner on  Public  Works.  I  have  in  mind  at 
page  723  of  the  budget  hearings  for  1!I44,  where 
the  gentleman  from  Brighton,  Councilor  Dwyer, 
in  cross-examining  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  pertaining  to  the  safety  of  this  particular 
bridge,  received  the  following  answer:  From  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  Mr.  Hyland,  in 
answer  to  Councilor  Dwyer.  I  quote:  "  I  don't  think 
there  is  any  immediate  cause  for  alarm,  but  we 
don't  like  structures  to  reach  a  point  where  a 
catastrophe  might  happen.  The  hangers  have 
shown  signs  of  corrosion.  I  don't  think  there  is 
any  need  of  alarming  the  people  out  there."  Now. 
I  think,  in  fairness  to  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner, that  you  should  at  least  refer  this  matter  to 
Executive  session  and  let  us  hear  the  story  from 
the  gentleman  who  is  responsible  primarily  for 
repairs  of  bridges.  I  hope  that  the  Council  will 
not  adopt  this  order  without  at  least  consulting 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  in  Executive 
session . 

Coun.  CAREY— Mr.  President.  I  recall  distinctly 
some  four  years  ago  when  the  councilor  from 
Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  was  very  vitally  inter- 
ested in  the  repairs  that  were  contemplated  on 
bridges  in  his  district,  and  I  recall  distinctly  that 
he  left  no  stone  unturned  to  evidence  his  interest 
and  make  sure  those  repairs  were  made.  Now, 
what  is  fair  to  him  is  likewise  fair  to  the  councilor 
from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer).  As  I  see  this  pic- 
ture now,  there  have  been  no  arrangements  made 
to  provide  any  money  to  make  these  repairs, 
repairs  to  hangers,  which,  in  the  words  of  Com- 
missioner Hyland  himself,  were  admitted  to  be  in 
very  bad  condition  at  the  time  the  bridge  budget 
was  heard.  Because  others  have  gone  to  sleep  on 
this  matter,  are  we  as  members  of  the  City  Council, 
going  to  do  the  same  thing?  The  councilor  from 
Ward  21  has  related  the  financial  condition  of  the 
bridge  repairs  division.  The  only  thing  left  there 
now  is  sufficient  money  to  buy  a  few  postage 
stamps.  In  the  meantime  those  hangers  are 
decaying  more  and  more  every  day.  blow  does 
Commissioner  Hyland  know  for  a  fact,  especially 
in  view  of  what  Engineer  Thanisch  hail  to  say, 
that  there  is  no  cause  for  alarm?  I  like  Com- 
missioner Hyland,  and  he  was  frank  enough  to 
say  those  hangers  were  in  very  bad  condition.  If 
they  were  in  bad  condition  several  months  ago, 
when  this  budget  was  being  heard,  and  nothing 
has  been  done  in  the  meantime,  I  am  sure  they 
must  be  in   very  bad  condition  today. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President.  I  was  willing 
to  be  fair  and  have  a  hearing  on  this  matter,  and  I 
so  stated  publicly.  But,  after  listening  to  the 
remarks  of  Councilors  Hanley,  Coffey  and  Carey, 
I  realized  that  I  was  making  a  serious  mistake. 
Mr.  President,  it  has  been  stated  by  several  mem- 
bers of  your  Council  here  today  that  this  bridge 
is  in  a  bad  condition, — or  the  hangers  are  in  a 
very  bad  condition,  and  I  call  your  attention,  sir, 
to  page  721  of  the  transcript  report,  of  the  hear- 
ings of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations.  In 
response  to  Chairman  Carey's  question,  Mr. 
Hyland  said  that  $40,000  was  to  put  new  hangers. 
"We  found  some  in  very  bad  condition."  That, 
amount  was  $40,000.  Now,  this  particular  bridge 
not  alone  affects  the  people  in  my  district,  but  it 
affects  the  entire  citizenry  in  the  neighboring  dis- 
tricts and  the  neighboring  cities  and  town 
all  those  that  come  through  this  particular  street 
and  over  this  bridge.  And  I  think  one  of  the 
previous  speakers — in  fact  two  of  them— have 
very  well  brought  out  the  fact,  that  if  this  ordei 
receives  its  second  reading  loday  it  will  then  be 
up  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  I  am  sine  thai  il 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  receives  this  order  from  your 

Council  he  will  look  into  it,  personally,  that  he  will 


go  out  of  his  way  to  have  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  and  also  the  division  engineer 
of  the  bridge  department,  before  him.  And  if 
those  gentlemen  don't  tell  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
that  this  i.s  necessary,  I  hope  his  Horror  the  Mayor 
will  not,  sign  this  loan  order.  Hut  I  know,  if 
his  Honor  the  May  oi  talked  with  Mr.  Thanisch, 
who  knows  something  about  bridges. — if  he  talks 
"ilh  him  and  gets  his  report,  I  know  that  his 
Honor  (he  Mayor  will  sign  this  loan  order  anil 
will  not  alone  take  care  of  the  repairs  on  my  bridge 
— or  the  bridge  in  my  district. — but,  will  repair 
several  of  the  bridges  that  are  badly  in  need  of 
repair  throughout  the  entire  city.  And  so,  Mr. 
President,  I  hope  that  this  Council  will  vote  for 
(his  loan  older,  having  in  mind  that  this  Council 
knows  very  well  that  this  loan  order  cannot 
go  into  effect,  until  his  Honor  the  Mayor  signs  the 
sarin'.  I  am  willing  to  abide  by  his  decision  if  he 
will  only  talk  with  Mr.  Thanisch  and  Commissioner 
Hyland  as  to  whether  or  not  this  bridge  is  badly 
in  need  of  repairs. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  — Mr.  President,  if  a  bridge 
needs  repairing,  I  am  the  last  man  to  oppose  it. 
I  don't  know  whether  or  not  this  bridge  needs  re- 
pairing, and  certainly  if  we  pass  a  loan  order  and 
I  he  Mayor  is  instructed,  or  advised,  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  that  it,  doesn't  need 
repairing,  he  is  not,  certainly,  going  to  sign  the  loan 
order,  and  we  are  wasting  our  time.  If  it  does 
need  repairing,  this  is  certainly  no  way  to  go  about 
it.  We  not  only  have  to  make  a  loan  of  $50,000, 
but  there  has  to  be  an  appropriation  of  some 
$148,000  at  the  same  time  to  do  it.  In  other  words, 
we  have  to  get  $200,000  to  repair  a  bridge  which 
requires  $40,000  in  expenditure.  I  am  sure  that 
any  body  yvho  understands  anything  about  finance 
al  all  will  have  to  do  it  that  way'-  The  only  way 
to  do  is  to  have  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
or  the  Mayor  send  up  an  appropriation  of  $40,000 
or  $50,000,  or  whatever  is  necessary  in  order  to  do 
the  thing  right.  This  way  seems  ridiculous,  arrd 
it  is  certainly  not  logical  in  carrying  it  out  to  its 
conclusion. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — The  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  was  perfectly  willing  to  have  this  matter 
taken  from  his  committee  and  asked  to  have  it 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  I  rise  to 
stale  my  position.  I  believe  we  should  get  all  the 
information  we  can  get  on  this  matter.  At  the 
beginning  the  councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun. 
Dwyer)  was  perfectly  willing  to  have  this  matter 
referred  to  Executive.  In  his  speech  two  weeks 
ago  he  said  that  he  didn't  want  anyone  to  vote  for 
this  bridge  unless  everyone  thought  it  was  abso- 
lutely necessary.  I  don't  know  whether  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  or  not.  but  I  am  willing  to  be 
sway  ed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and 
his  subordinate,  whose  job  and  public  duty  it  is  to 
make  sure  the  bridges  are  safe.  I  don't  see  any 
harm  in  referring  this  to  Executive  Committee,  so 
we  can  have  these  gentlemen  here  to  speak  on  it. 
So  I  move  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  Executive. 
Coun.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
have  never  voted  against  any  improvement  in  any 
ward,  and  it  is  not  my  tlesire  to.  It  so  happens 
that  half  of  this  bridge  is  in  my  ward.  I  am  just 
as  much  interested  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  21. 
I  ride  over  the  bridge  about,  every  day.  I  have 
-eeii  nothing  to  indicate  it  is  in  a  hazardous  eon- 
diliorr.  I  think  that  the  top  can  be  taken  care  of 
by  the  paving  department,  due  to  the  fact  it  is  a 
public  highway.  If  the  structure  needs  any  re- 
pairing, I  would  like  to  know  about  it.  Accord- 
ingly I  will  favor  the  motion  to  refer  to  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  CAREY— I  don't  like  to  do  things  that 
are  ridiculous,  and  I  agree  that  it  is  ridiculous  for 
the  members  of  the  Council  today  to  have  to  pass 
a  loan  order  in  order  to  force  a  hand.  Now,  the 
councilor  that  has  just  taken  his  seat  tells  us  that 
he  rides  over  that,  bridge  every  day,  and  the  paving 
department  can  make  resurfacing  repairs  to  that 
bridge.  I  haven't,  heard  anyone  here  today  who 
has  said  anything  regarding  the  bad  condition  of 
the  surface  of  the  bridge.  We  have  tried  to  im- 
press upon  the  members  of  the  Council  the  serious 
condition  of  the  bridge  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
hangers  that  hold  up  that,  bridge.  As  was  said  by 
I  In'  councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  I  had 
earlier  slated  that  I  don't  like  to  see  $148,000,  the 
equivalent  to  a  ten-cent  addition  on  the  tax  rale. 

made   necessarj    in   order   to  borrow  $50,000.     I 

think  it  is  a  silly  thing  to  do.  This  matter!  has  got 
to  be  forced  in  some  way.  I  sincerely  and  firmly 
believe   thai    the    Mayor  is   not   going  to  sign   this 
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loan  order.     I  do  think,  however,  and  sincerely  so, 

tliai  something  lias  got  to  be  dour  1  ■  \  the  Council 
in  order  to  Bee  thai  the  matter  is  forcibly  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor,  and  I  know,  myself, 
thai  it  is  a  firm  conviction  on  the  part-  of  Engineer 
ThaniBoh  that  if  something  is  not  done  to  thai 
bridge  some  serious  consequence  might  very  likely 

result.  It  is  too  bad  that  we  have  got  to  do 
ridiculous  things  in  order  to  force  an  issue,  but  if 
We  have  to  be  ridiculous  today  and  vote  for  this 
loan   older  in   order  to   have   the    Mayor  submit    a 

supplementary  budget  foi  sufficient  money  to  make 
these  repairs,  then  I,  for  one,  am  going  to  be 
i  idiculous. 

President  KERRIGAN  -The  question  is  on  re- 
ferring the  matter  to  Executive,  The  clerk  will 
call  the  roll.

Coun.  BAYI.EY —  I  move  reconsideration. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  clerk  will  .all  the 
roll  on  reconsideration, 

Coun.  CHASE— In  view  of  the  fact  that  some 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  wen-  not  present  at 
the  time  this  debate  on  this  matter  took  place,  I 
think  it  is  only  fair  for  some  one  to  enlighten  them. 
As  I  understand  it,  this  is  a  very  simple  proposition. 
We  are  endeavoring  to  secure  information  from  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  as  to  whether  or  not, 
in  his  opinion  and  the  opinion  of  his  expert  assistant, 
this  bridge  has  any  urgent  need  of  repair.  If  this 
bridge  is  in  urgent  need  of  repair  and  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  will  acknowledge  that  fact, 
unquestionably  I  believe  the  Council  as  a  whole 
will  adopt  the  loan  order.  But,  in  fairness  to  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner,  in  fairness  to  his 
assistants,  and  in  fairness  to  the  Mayor,  I  don't 
think  we  should  take  executive  powers  in  our  own 
hands  and  rely  on  no  one  when  we  have  experts 
to  guide  us.  And  I  hope  that  this  Body  will  be 
fair  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  at 
least  give  him  the  opportunity  to  guide  us  in  voting 
on  this  matter.  It  is  his  responsibility  and  I  trust 
that  this  Body  will  vote  reconsideration. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Not  to  prolong  this,  but  I 
think  the  gentleman  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase) 
got  unduly  excited  over  nothing.  Surely  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  was  invited  to  attend 
and  didn't  attend,  and  none  of  his  assistants 
attended.  They  were  called  repeatedly  at  the 
meeting.  I  attended  it.  The  Clerk  of  Com- 
mittees called,  and  the  gentleman  from  Ward  21 
(Coun.  Dwyer)  called  and  tried  to  get.  somebody 
over  here.  We  don't  need  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner.  The  Mayor  can  decide  whether 
the  bridge  needs  repairing  or  not,  and  it  is  much 
more  certain  that  the  Mayor  will  get  the  informa- 
tion from  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  than 
from  us.  Let  us  send  it  along.  The  Mayor  will 
consult  Commissioner  Hyland,  the  engineers,  and 
if  the  bridge  is  in  dire  need  of  repair  he  goes  ahead 
with  the  repairs;  if  not,  he  just  throws  the  order 
(n  the  wastebasket,  the  same  as  he  does  with  99 
out  of  100,  and  we  have  lost  nothing. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  haven't  made  up  my  mind 
definitely  what  I  am  going  to  do  on  this  matter. 
Commissioner  Hyland  is  always  at  our  beck  and 
call.  Just  because  he  was  unable  to  appear  one 
time  when  he  had  a  previous  engagement  is  no 
reason  to  condemn  the  man  for  his  unwillingness 
to  come  before  the  Body.  I  am  sure  he  will  be 
here  this  afternoon.  I  don't  see  how  we  can 
negotiate  a  loan  order  in  the  Council  when  we 
have  no  advice  on  this  from  those  who  know 
something  about  it.  I  am  not  going  to  place 
myself  in  that  position.  If  the  bridge  needs 
repair  and  it  is  necessary,  I  will  vote  for  it,  but 
I  won't  vote  for  it  without  getting  that  informa- 
tion, and  I  don't  see  any  reason  why  those  who 
are  always  calling  for  things  to  be  sent  to  com- 
mittee for  information  now  deny  us  that 
opportunity. 

Coun.  FISH — I  don't  see  what  further  Com- 
missioner Hyland  could  tell  us  if  he  did  come  here. 
He  tells  us  the  first  of  the  year  that  the  bridge  is 
in  a  dangerous  condition,  and  it  is  the  transcript 
of  those  Budget  Committee  meetings.  What  more 
can  he  do?  That  was  six  months  ago.  Was  he 
lying  to  us  then,  or  are  we  going  to  believe  he  is 
a  truthful   man?     And  if  he  did  speak   the   truth, 


wouldn't  the  bridge  be  that  much  more  weakened 
after  another  six  months'  period?  Councilor 
Dwyer  has  given  us  an  opportunity  for  which  we 
should  be  thankful,  in  calling  attention  to  the 
dangerous  condition  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Bear 
irr  mind  this,  that  every  hanger  that  was  in  that 
bridge  was  placed  there  for  the  safe  construction 
of  that  bridge,  and  if  one  hanger  is  weakened. 
even  one,  it  places  the  weight  and  the  burden  on 
the  other  hangers,  not  one  of  which  are  there 
unnecessarily.  This  Council  can  do  as  they 
please,  but  I  will  never  be  a  party  to  stalling  this 
order  when  it  comes  to  safety. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on  re- 
consideration.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

The  roll  was  called  and  reconsideration  was  re- 
fused, yeas  9,  nays  1 1  :

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes  on 
giving  the  order  a  second  reading.  The  clerk  will 
rail  I  he  roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  order  was  refused 
a  second  reading  (fifteen  votes  being  necessary  for 
passage),  yeas  14,  nays  3:

Coun.  HANLEY — I  move  reconsideration.  I 
am  not  well  acquainted  with  the  bridge  in  debate 
by  the  councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer), 
but  I  know  that  it  is  an  unwritten  law  among  all 
legislative  bodies  to  extend  the  courtesy  to  the 
member  of  that  district  who  brings  into  the  Boston 
City  Council  any  matter  that  might  protect  or 
might  jeopardize  the  life  and  limb  of  his  con- 
stituents. Now,  Councilor  Bill  Dwyer  has  brought 
it  out  more  forcibly  than  1  can,  both  in  the  Appro- 
priations Committee  meetings  and  on  the  floor  liere 
today.  A  few  weeks  ago  seventeen  distinguished 
councilors  concurred  harmoniously  with  Councilor 
Bill  Dwyer,  and  today  the  question  has  arisen  that 
we  are  taking  over  the  executive  powers  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor.  And  yet  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  who  should  be  well 
acquainted  with  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
has  insulted  our  intelligence  by  injecting  such  a 
tirade  against  the  twenty-two  councilors.  We  all 
know  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  the  power  to 
veto  anything  that  is  initiated  by  the  Boston  City 
Council.  A  loan  order  has  been  brought  up  and 
passed  by  seventeen  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council.  And  through  you,  Mr.  President,  using 
your  discretionary  powers,  you  sent  it  into  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  again  they  were  remiss 
in  their  duties  by  not  bringing  back  a  report.  I 
move  for  the  passage  of  the  loan  order,  asking  a 
second  reading,  and  I  believe  that  my  point  of 
order  takes  precedence,  because  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  at  one  time  sent  into  a  committee.  Now,  1 
never  like  to  have  it  on  my  shoulders  that  I  am 
jeopardizing  the  life  and  limb  of  any  man  or  any 
woman  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Boston. 
City,  State  and  Federal  governments  were  never 
intended  for  a  profit.  They  were  intended  to 
render  service,  and  in  rendering  service  the  tax 
payers  are  compelled  by  law  to  amortize  any  debt 
that  the  city  incurs.  It  is  most  disgraceful  that 
the  City  Council,  twenty-two  members  of  the 
twenty-two  segments  of  Boston,  have  refused  you, 
Councilor  Dwyer,  the  courtesy  that  has  been  and 
should  be  extended  to  the  councilors,  and  I  hope 
reconsideration  prevails,  and  that  this  be  given  its 
second  reading. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  this  is  an  order 
for  $50,000.  I  understand  from  testimony  that 
Commissioner  Hyland  gave  before  the  budget 
committee  hearings  that  this  bridge,  in  his  opinion, 
would  take  $50,000  to  make  it  a  safe  bridge.  I 
think  we  have  all  the  information  we  can  secure 
on  this  bridge.  That  is  why  I  voted  against  the 
order  going  to  Executive  session.  Now  the  ques- 
tion is  on  reconsideration,  and,  although  I  realize 
that  practically  $40,000  of  this  money  will  be 
spent  in  the  Allston  section,  it  is,  in  my  opinion, 
well  needed  to  be  spent  there,  and  I  don't  want 
to  be,  in  part,  with  my  vote,  depriving  the  Allston 
section  of  getting  a  bridge  repaired  that  needs 
repairing.  That  is  why  I  am  going  along  with  this 
order.  I  think  every  member  of  the  Council 
should    put    himself    in    the    councilor's    position 
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from  the  district.  I  know  that  if  it  affected  my 
district  I  would  want  the  councilors  to  go  along 
with  me.  As  far  as  information  goes,  we  have  all 
the  information  we  want  about  the  matter.  As 
Councilor  Fish  well  stated,  Commissioner  Hyland 
stated  six  months  ago  it  was  in  need  of  repair.  Six 
months  afterward  it  would  be  in  worse  need  of 
repair.  If  the  Mayor  doesn't  see  fit  to  pass  a  loan 
order,  he  can  veto  it,  but  at  least,  we  have  done  oui 
duty. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  reconsideration  was 
voted,  yeas  14,  nays  2:

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  is  on 
giving  the  order  a  second  reading. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  hope  the  members  here  who 
voted  against  this  order  realize  the  seriousness  of  it. 
Some  have  gone  to  extremes  this  afternoon  to  stav 
on  the  Mayor's  side  of  the  question.  It  seems  they 
are  more  afraid  of  embarrassing  the  Mayor  than 
they  are  of  the  safety  of  the  public.  May  I  inform 
them  that  anybody  might  be  killed?  It  might  be  a 
member  of  their  own  family,  going  over  that  bridge. 
We  don't  know,  we  are  not  certain.  We  have  had 
that  happen  just  a  short  time  ago  when  we  had  the 
Cocoanut  Grove  disaster.  That  hit  hard  right  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  Nobody  ever  dreamed  of  it, 
but  it  did  happen.  Now,  the  councilor  from  Ward 
22  (Coun.  M.  H.  Sullivan)  I  think,  has  been  very 
loyal  to  the  Mayor.  In  fact,  he  has  been  too 
damned  loyal,  in  my  opinion,  for  the  members  of 
this  Body.  It  is  only  a  short  time  ago  that  he  was 
soliciting  votes  for  some  kind  of  public  improve- 
ment out  there  in  his  ward,  some  kind  of  building, 
and  everybody  went  along  with  him  so  that  he 
could  get  that  improvement  and  get  a  loan  order 
vote  for  the  loan  order  through  here.  This  is 
something  where  he  is  not  only  jeopardizing  the 
councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer)  but,  by 
his  own  admission,  he  is  jeopardizing  the  public  in 
his  own  ward  and,  as  I  stated,  throughout  the 
entire  city.  Never  mind  how  my  feelings  are 
toward  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  That  doesn't  enter 
into  it.  The  fact  is,  we  are  not  embarrassing  him; 
we  are  just  sending  an  order  to  him,  and  he  can  do 
as  he  darned  well  pleases  about  it  He  can  bring 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  in  and  if  he  says 
that  repairs  are  needed,  let  him  sign  the  loan  order, 
and  he  can  put  them  in.  If  they  are  not  needed, 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  can  tell  him  and 
nothing  is  lost  by  passing  this  order  today.  But, 
for  God's  sake,  let  us  put  it  through  so  that  if  any- 
thing happens  out  there  we  won't  feel  that  any 
member  of  the  City  Council  is  responsible  for  it. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  will  be  very 
brief.  I  have  told  my  story  here  on  several  oc- 
casions, and  it  is  the  same  story  all  over  again.  I 
only  hope,  irrespective  of  the  feeling  or  whether 
different  members  of  the  Council  favor  or  care  for 
me  or  not,  that  they  will  be  impartial  in  their  vote 
in  this  matter  and  think  of  the  people  in  my  dis- 
trict, the  people  throughout  the  entire  city,  and  the 
people  who  use  this  bridge.  It  has  been  .stated 
before  here  by  several  of  the  members,  and  I  my- 
self touched  on  it  that  without  any  idea  whatsoever 
of  embarrassing  the  Mayor  on  my  part,  I  am  willing 
to  stand  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor's  decision  after 
he  has  talked  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  George  Hyland,  and  the  acting  engineer, 
Mr.  Thanisch.  If  they  tell  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
that  this  bridge  is  not  in  dire  need  of  repair,  then 
I  ask  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  veto  it.  But  I  know 
that  they  will  not  do  so.  I  told  the  members  of  the 
Body  earlier  in  the  day  what  Mr.  Hyland  stated 
to  me  in  his  own  office  today,  that  he,  back  at  the 
budget  hearing,  stated  that  this  bridge  was  unsafe 
and  that  he  would  like  to  repair  it,  but  he  hadn't 
the  money  to  do  it.  So,  without  delaying  you  the 
( louncil  at  any  great  length,  I  ask,  sir,  that  you  and 
your  Body  give  this  loan  order  a  favorable  vote  and 
allow  his' Honor  the  Mayor  to  decide  whether  or 
not   he  will  sign  the  loan  order.     Thank  you,  sir. 

Coun.  CHASE— In  view  of  the  controversy  over 
this  and  the  unwillingness  to  bring  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  to  pass  on  it.  it  may  be  a. 

wise  idea  to  call  in  the  Boston  Finar I  lommission 

to  investigate.     They  have  expert  engineers.      Let 

them    investigate.      I    think    that    is   a    prettj     ! I 

idea.  The  city  appropriates  $50,000  forth'  purpo  <• 
of  maintaining  the  Boston  Finance  <  lommissione. 

Coun.  FISH— Mr.  President,  will  the  COUDClIOl 
yield? 


Coun.  CHASE — I  do  not  care  to  yield.  Mr. 
President,  they  have  a  stall  of  engineers  over  there. 
as  I  understand  it.  They  have  engineers  qualified 
and  have  sufficient  ones  to  check  into  it.  I  think 
it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  them  to  check  this 
bridge  and  see  if  it  does  need  repairs. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  I  didn't 
wish  to  get  into  this  debate  about  fixing  a  bridge 
in  Brighton,  but  there  was  a  little  incident  that 
happened  in  my  district  just  a  year  and  a  half 
ago  and,  engineers  or  no  engineers,  a  bridge  fell 
down.  By  an  act  of  God,  there  was  nobody  on 
the  bridge,  but  that  bridge  did  fall  down,  and 
there  were  engineers  looking  at  it  day  in  and  day 
out.  Let  us  not  have  any  more  controversy 
about  this.  If  the  councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun. 
Dwyer)  feels  as  though  a  bridge  in  his  district 
needs  to  be  repaired,  then  let  us  give  him  the 
money  and  stop  all  this  controversy.  After  all,  it 
is  only  $50,000,  as  the  councilor  well  said. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  couldn't  help  but  take  my 
feet  once  the  councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase) 
brought  the  Finance  Commission  into  this.  I 
don't  know  why  he  did  it.  There  might  have 
I ii  some  reason  behind  it,  but  I  have  been  ask- 
ing up  here  five  years  one  question,  who  in  hell 
are  the  Finance  Commissioners?  Does  anvbodv 
know  them?  They  are  a  gi*oup  stuck  in  there  In 
the  (iovernor  to  protect  the  Mayor  at  all  times 
and  issue  a  statement  about  once  every  eight 
months,  and  then  take  a  back  seat  and  go  into  a 
shell  and  disappear  and  play  behind  the  lines. 
And,  as  I  have  said  before,  anybody  who  works 
for  nothing  is  a  suspicious  character.  We  have 
found  that  out  in  Washington  within  the  past 
eight  or  ten  years.  Those  dollar  a  year  men  wen- 
getting  more  contracts  from  Washington  than  the 
Congressmen  or  the  Senators,  or  probably  the 
Congressmen  and  the  Senators  all  combined.  We 
have  asked  the  commissioners  to  come  over  here 
on  Ihe  $1,000,000  steal  where  the  memorial  in  the 
Fens  is  involved.  That  is  nothing  but  a  steal. 
They  didn't  show  up.  None  of  the  members  of 
the  White  Fund  Trustees,  including  the  Mayor, 
showed  up.  We  disapproved  of  it,  but  we  couldn't 
get  the  Finance  Commissioners  over  here.  They 
made  a  statement  a  few  years  ago  to  the  press 
that  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
were  interfering  with  the  duties  of  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner,  and  when  I  introduced  an 
order  asking  them  to  come  over  here  and  face  us 
and  prove  their  charges,  they  didn't  have  the 
courage  to  come  over.  Of  course  they  won't 
come  over  here.  Wasn't  one  appointed  a  judge 
recentlv?  And  what  happened  in  the  slaughter 
house  investigation  that  took  place  in  this  room 
four  years  ago  last  month?  What  happened? 
They  sent  in  a  report.  Five  lawyers  got  $1,250. 
For  what?  To  get  a  $25  permit  for  a  man  who 
wealed  a  slaughter  house.  They  proved  that  the 
thing  was  loaded  with  graft,  and  those  close  to 
the  Mayor  were  named  by  affidavit  signed  by  men 
who  tried  to  get  that  slaughter  house  permit. 
And  what  did  the  Finance  Commissioners  do  about 
it?  Nothing.  They  tried  to  condemn  me.  and 
they  couldn't.  They  gave  me  a  clean  bill  of 
health,  and  where  the  blame  belonged,  they  didn't 
have  the  guts  to  place  it.  And  since  then  one  of 
i  hose  Finance  Commissioners  has  a  job  down- 
stairs and  another  has  been  appointed  a  judge  by 
the  Governor.      "Salty"  and  Tobin  are  too  close. 

Coun.  CAREY— I  don't  care  to  prolong  the 
argument  here.  I  think  we  have  had  the  merits  of 
this  matter  delved  into  pro  and  con.  Of  course 
i  here  have  been,  have  always  been,  loyalty  on 
the  part  of  one  councilor  to  help  a  colleague  when 
he  was  vitallv  interested  in  some  matter  pertaining 
to  his  district  and  wanted  to  have  the  members 
of   the    Body   go  along   with    that  councilor.      The 

inellor  from    Ward  21    (Coun.  Dwyer)    is  better 

minted     with     conditions     and     necessities     m 

Ward  21  than  any  other  member  of  the  Body. 
And  that  likewise  refers  to  each  and  everj  indivi- 
dual councilor  here.  I  get  so  sick  and  disgusted 
of  hearing  the  mention  of  the  words  "Finance 
Commission."  I  wonder  sometimes  why  the 
councilor  from  Ward  4  (Coun.  Chase)  doesnt 
give  up  his  job,  save  the  taxpayers  $2,<>oi>.  and 
let   the   Finance   Commission   do   his   work.     We 

have    now   in    process   of   expenditure   some   (75,000 

of  ihe  taxpayers'  money  for  a  survej  '>f  our  school 

System.  And  alter  the  money  is  appropriated  by 
this  generous  City  Council,  what  do  we  find  out: 
That  Ihe  thought  for  the  Burvej  of  the  school 
system  was  the  bain  of  a  member  of  the  Finance 
i  , ,iu mission.      How  do  you  like  that,  Mr.  President 
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and  memben  <>f  the  City  CouncilT  Isn't  it  fine 
that  oertain  men  can  be  given  permission,  bo  to 

speak,  supposedly  to  be  watchdogs  of  the  tax- 
payers' money,  but  who  can  always  and  forever 
seem  to  have  expended  moneys  of  those  same 
taxpayers  that  they  are  sworn  to  see  is  well  spent? 

We  know  the  story  of  the  survey  of  the  Bchool 
System.       We    have    the    finest     men      that     can    be 

found  any  place  in  control  of  our  Bchool  s; 
here  in  Boston.    The  school  -ivicm-  throughout 

the  entire  country  have  been  fashioned  after  the 
ideas  thai  have  been  put  into  practice  here  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  yet,  in  order  to  take  care 
of  some  pet>  in  way  stations  we  have  members 
of  the  Finance  Commission  sponsor  and  get  away 
with  here  in  the  t'it\  Council,  the  expenditure  of 
$75,000  of  the  taxpayers'  money,  only  to  see  that 
their  own  friends  are  taken  care  of.  bet  us  forget, 
here  on  this  floor,  the  Finance  Commission. 
I  am  for  good  government,  decent  government, 
respectable  government,  and  I  have  tried  to  give 
that  to  the  people  of  mj  district,  and  I  believe  I 
have,  on  the  strengtli  of  what  they  have  shown 
in  my  successive  elections  here  during  seven 
years.  But  if  we  don't  feel  ourselves  that  we 
have  the  qualifications  to  stand  here  and  sit  here 
and  act  on  matters  of  vital  importance  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston,  and  that  we  have  to  call  in  the 
Fin  Com",  so  to  speak,  then  we  all  ought  to 
quit.  We  don't  need  the  Finance  Commission 
brought  into  this  thing.  I  will  take  the  testimony, 
to  repeat  once  more,  of  Mr.  Thanisch,  who  had 
courage  enough  to  say  that  he  hardly  dares  to 
go  to  sleep  at  night  for  fear  of  the  danger  that 
exists  in  connection  with  that  bridge  that  we  have 
discussed  so  lengthily  here  this  afternoon.  I 
don't  want  to  embarrass  the  Mayor  of  the  city. 
I  do  wonder,  however,  why  he  hasn't  taken  some 
action  or  given  some  notice  to  what  has  definitely 
been  described  as  a  serious  condition.  It  is 
ridiculous,  of  course,  that  the  members  of  this 
Body  should  have  to  pass  a  $50,000  loan  order, 
requiring  an  appropriation  of  $148,000  of  the 
taxpayers'  money,  adding  ten  cents  on  the  tax 
rate,  in  order  to  try  to  have  this  work  done.  And 
I  am  sincere  and  firm  in  my  belief  that  this  matter 
is  not  being  given  the  attention  that  it  deserves. 
There  is  only  one  way  I  can  see  to  bring  it  forcibly 
to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor,  and  that  is  to  go 
through  this  ridiculous  procedure  of  voting  for 
this  $50,000  loan  order  in  order  that  we  might  be 
convinced  within  ourselves  we  have  done  every- 
thing we  can  to  see  the  residents,  not  only  of  that 
immediate  section,  but  anyone  who  goes  over  that 
bridge,  are  protected  from  danger  to  life  and  limb. 
Coun.  COFFEY — I  just  want  to  mention  one 
thing.  I  would  just  like  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  councilors  from  the  Back  Bay  that  their 
colleagues  have  answered  and  then  ducked. 

Coun.  KELLY — One  thing  that  I  don't  like  to 
hear  mentioned  is  the  Finance  Commission  being 
called  in  on  this.  I  think  the  testimony  of  Com- 
missioner Hyland  that  he  gave  before  the  appro- 
priations committee  last  winter  is  good  enough 
for  every  councilor.  I  think  Commissioner 
Hyland  knows  the  condition  of  the  bridge,  and 
I  am  willing  to  go  along  with  this  testimony  given 
six  months  ago  at  the  budget  hearings.  I  recall 
an  order  some  three  or  four  years  ago  that  I 
introduced  along  with  Councilor  Coffey  asking 
the  Finance  Commission  to  give  every  name  in 
reference  to  the  work  in  the  way  of  snow  removal. 
They  were  getting  trucks  for  certain  pets  of  theirs 
and  that  impeded  the  snow  removal.  I  recall 
that  members  of  the  Finance  Commission  refused 
to  come  over  here  to  the  Boston  City  Council. 
I  hope  no  motion  will  ever  be  made  to  have  the 
Finance  Commission  investigate  anything.  I 
think  Commissioner  Hyland  is  enough,  himself. 
I  have  found  him  all  right,  found  him  to  be  a 
man  of  his  word,  found  when  he  tells  you  some- 
thing he  means  it,  and  you  can  depend  on  his 
word.  That  is  the  way  I  have  found  him.  And 
from  hearing  the  testimony  before  the  appropria- 
tions committee — although  I  was  not  there  when 
he  gave  it — I  am  satisfied  this  bridge  is  in  need 
of  serious  repair.  If  it  was  in  need  of  repair  last 
January,  it  is  now  in  worse  need  of  repair.  I  am 
going  along,  and  that  is  why  I  will  vote  for  the 
loan  order.  I  will  put  myself  in  the  position  of 
the  councilor  in  that  district.  As  I  said  once 
before,  I  don't  want  to  be  any  part  of  voting 
against  this,  for  fear  that  if  this  money  is  not  put 
in  something  may  happen. 

Coun.  FISH — Very  briefly,  we  are  going  to  take 
another  vote  on  a  matter  which  I  believe  concerns 


life  an. I  death.  On  the  previous  votes  that  have 
been  taken  every  member  did  not  take  advantage 
of  the  right  -and  I  may  say  duty-  which  is  theirs. 
1  am  going  to  request  that  every  membet  i» 
recorded  as  eithei  Yea  or  No  on  this  next  roll 
call. 

I  OUn.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— 1  believe  there  is  a 
rule  that  any  membei  may  be  excused  from 
voting. 

Coun.  PISH  I  am  merely  making  the  request 
as  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  point  of  ordei  is 
well  taken.      The  clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  COFFEY — 1  think  there  is  a  rule  in  our 
book   that   every  membei    Bitting   in   his  seat    i 
be  recorded    Yes    oi    No.     It    can   be   invoked   if 
brought  up  by  any  member  of  the  Body. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  rule  if  a 
counciloi  doe-  not  want  to  respond  the  Chair  can- 
not compel  him  to  vote. 

Coun.  HAXLEY— Mr.  President,  I  ask  the 
Chair  read  Rule  24. 

President  KERRIGAN— <For  what  purpose? 
<  loun.  HANLEY — To  enlighten  any  councilor  as 
to    their    powers    and    what    tiny    may    do    in    the 
( 'ouncil  Chambei 

President  KERRIO AX  — The  clerk  will  proceed 
With  the  toll  call,  and  the  councilors  can  vote  any 
particular  vote  as  they  see  fit  to  vote.

President  KERRIGAN  -The  councilor  can  read 
it. 

Coun.  HAXLEY— Rule  24  states:  "Every 
member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is 
put,  unless  he  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall  give  his 
vote,  unless  the  council  foi  Bpeeial  reason  -hall 
excuse  him.  Application  to  be  so  excused  on  any 
'ion  must  be  made  before  the  council  is  di- 
vided, or  before  the  calling  of  the  yeas  and  nay-9; 
and  such  application  shall  be  accompanied 
brief  statement  of  the  reasons,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate." 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  many  councilors  in  this  Body  haven't  re- 
sponded on  votes  during  the  year;  the  Chair  will 
rule  we  cannot  compel  them  to  vote, 

Coun.  HAXLEY — Mr.  President,  the  iules  of 
the  Boston  City  Council  have  been  adopted  unani- 
mously by  each  and  every  membei  that  toes  to 
make  up  the  entire  City  Council,  and  no  precedent 
was  set  while  I  have  been  a  member.  Xo  one  has 
ever  asked  to  be  excused  from  Rule  24.  I  therefore 
move  that  Rule  24  be  enforced  at  the  present  time, 
through  the  discretionary  powers  bestowed  upon 
you,  Mr.  President,  by  virtue  of  your  elective  office.

CONGRATULATIONS   ON    PASSAGE   OF 
•'GI"    BILL   OF    RIGHTS. 

Coun.  HANLEY  and  COFFEY  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  record 
its  deepest  and  most  profound  congratulations  to 
all  the  organizations  and  individuals,  particularly 
the  Hearst  newspapers,  who  aided  and  abetted  the 
passage  of  the  "GI"  Bill  of  Rights,  a, bill  designed 
to  ameliorate  the  many  problems  confronting  the 
demobilization  of  our  armed  forces  and  their  return 
and    rehabilitation    to    civilian    life.       This    highly 
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meritorious  bill  includes  unemployment  compen- 
sation, educational  benefits  and  a  fund  for  the 
purchasing  and  the  erection  of  dwellings  with  an 
amortization  fund  established  and  payable  to  the 
United  States  Government. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Once  again  the  '  GI"  bill 
has  come  from  the  stinky  and  smelly  rooms  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules  in  Congress.  Once  again 
the  powers  of  that  Committee  on  Rules  was  cir- 
cumvented by  the  dispatch  of  an  eminent  Senator 
from  the  South,  to  break  a  tie.  The  GI  Bill  of 
Rights,  sponsored  by  all  the  veterans  ill  the 
American  Legion,  and  espoused  by  the  press,  and 
particularly  the  Hearst  newspapers,  under  the 
able  sponsorship  of  our  genial  and  amiable  friend, 
Frank  Riley,  has,  at  the  present  time,  passed  the 
United  States  Senate  and  it  will,  before  the  end 
of  the  week  be  signed  and  sealed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States.  The  GI  Bill  of  Rights  is 
one  of  the  most  advantageous  bills  that  has  ever 
been  given  to  our  fighting  men,  the  men  who 
suffered  death  and  suffered  disease  and  change 
cf  ilimatss  in  ordrr  that  car  liberty  m-.;,  godown 
through  the  corridors  of  time  to  generations  yet 
unborn.  It  is  the  first  time  that  any  govern- 
ment has  seen  tit  to  give  to  our  fighting  men  those 
things  which  probably  belong  to  them.  It  gives 
them  an  opportunity  of  receiving  unemploy- 
ment compensation  for  fifty-two  weeks  after  they 
are  demobilized  from  the  armed  forces.  It  sets 
up  an  amortization  fund  of  $5,000  for  the  purchase 
and  erection  of  homes.  It  also  gives  those  young 
youths  who  left  their  studies  because  of  our 
draft  law, — it  gives  them  once  again  the  oppor- 
tunity to  further  their  education  in  high  schools 
or  in  colleges.  It  is  one  of  the  most  advantageous 
bills  that  has  ever  been  placed  upon  the  statute 
books,  and  it  is  only  through  hard  work  on  the 
part  of  the  press,  reporters  and  men  in  Congress 
that  they  circumvented  the  Stirling  rule  of  the 
Rules  Committee.  And  once  again  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  at  this  particular  time  to  commend 
and  congratulate  one  of  the  finest  men  in  the 
newspaper  world,  Frank  Riley,  who  has  been 
associated  with  city  politics  for  the  past  fifteen 
years,  and  during  that  time  he  has  built  up  a 
friendship  with  all  men,  regardless  of  their  race 
or  creed  or  their  political  affiliations.  He  was 
given  this  assignment,  and  he  has  reported  every 
word  and  every  deed  that  would  enlighten  the 
constituency  not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but  in 
every  other  state  in  our  entire  Union.  I  ask

PROPOSED     ABOLITION     OF     OFFICE     OF 
CIVILIAN   DEFENSE. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to    immediately    abolish  the  office    of  Civilian    De- 
fense and  to  instruct  the  City  Auditor  to  disapprove 
any  further  payments  from  this  appropriation. 

Coun.  COFFEY  —  I  so  move  this  order  today 
because  of  the  fact  that  we  had  a  very  sad  affair 
take  place  yesterday  in  this  so-called  drill  that 
we  had.  In  my  estimation  it  was  a  disgrace. 
Nearly  every  newspaper  has  issued  a  statement 
along  the  same  lines  on  which  1  am  now  talking. 
In  my  own  particular  district  thej  even  held  up  a 
couple  from  being  married,    -kept   them  sitting  in 


an  automobile  for  one  and  a  half  hours.  On  the 
main  street,  Meridian  street,  on  which  1  live, 
officials  or  wardens  were  paid  no  attention  to 
whatsoever.  The  fellows  going  by,  when  they 
whistled  to  stop,  they  laughed  and  continued  to  go. 
There  were  8104,800  in  the  funds  last  year.  1 
think  all  that  money  should  be  turned  back  to  the 
city.  There  is  no  further  need  of  it,  up  to  six 
months  ago.  The  Nazis  couldn'1  some  across  to 
England,  and  tiny  are  now  being  invaded,  and  are 
absolutely  on  the  defense  for  the  last  eight  or  ten 
months.  Certainly  there  is  no  need  for  con- 
tinuing this  fund.  I  think  that  the  thing  should 
be  abolished,  and  Mr.  Walsh's  $7, 500  job  should 
be  taken  out,  and  others  receiving  a  salary  taken 
out,  and  the  money  turned  back.  They  need 
have  no  fear  of  John  Walsh — he  will  get  on  another 
pay  toll.  I  think  the  thing  has  outlived  its  use- 
fulness, and  there  is  no  need  for  it.  The  paper 
stated  yesterday  it  was  only  confusion,  and  prob- 
ably eight  or  ten  wardens  nave  already  quit  and 
are  no  mote  interested  in  the  thing,  and  God 
knows  we  are  not  going  to  be  invaded  at  this 
particular  time.

PRINTING  OF  MORE  COPIES  OF  COUNCIL 

MINUTES. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be  requested 
to  increase  from  400  to  1.000  the  number  of  copies 
of  City  Council  Minutes  which  are  printed  weekly 
for  the  members  of  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  COFFEY — At  the  end  of  my  talk  I  hope 
this  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Printing,  It  seems  on  Mondays  now  that  all  the 
Printing  Department  sends  up  to  us  is  something 
like  40  or  50  copies  of  the  Minutes  to  be  distributed 
among  us.  At  a  later  day  they  send'up  probably 
400  and  some  weeks  000.  But  I  still  think  it  isn't 
enough  in  this  respect.  In  the  event  that  a  coun- 
cilor introduces  an  order  which  is  of  interest  to  his 
district,  it  is  only  natural  he  would  like  to  take  400 
or  500  of  those  Minutes  and  mail  them  to  a  number 
of  families,  or  to  the  families  who  have  the  largest 
number  of  people.  In  turn,  he  may  do  like  I  do, 
make  a  little  note  on  it.  "Would  you  please  be 
kind  enough  to  tell  your  neighbors  about  this  case? 
There  are  not  enough  Minutes  to  go  around."  For 
example,  there  are  probably  five,  six,  seven,  eight 
weeks  in  the  year  when  a  councilor  will  introduce 
something  vital  to  him,  to  his  district,  and  if  he 
litis  tu  go  out  and  get  a  circular  made  to  send  out 
that  information,  it  is  going  to  cost  quite  a  lot  of 
money,  in  si\  or  eight  weeks,  whatever  it  may  be, 
to  introduce  an  order  in  his  district.  For  example, 
I  wanted  the  Minutes  on  the  Jeffries  Point  section, 
and  I  had  300  extracts  sent  up  to  me.  and  they  were 
about  that  size  {indicating),  and  they  also  sent  me 
a  bill  from  the  Printing  Department  of  $2.65. 
Well,  of  course,  I  could  get  300  postcards  printed, 
and  what  it  would  cost  me  would  be  $1.50  at  the 
printer  in  my  district.  But  somebody  may  say, 
"  Well,  the  excess  only  cost  you  $2.65  for  300."  But, 
don't  forget  it  costs,  if  you  want  to  mail  them  In  a 
closed  envelope,  three  cents  apiece  to  mail  them. 
So  I  think,  besides  having  to  buy  stamps  and  so 
forth,  the  least  the  city  can  do  is  to  send  up  1000 
Minutes  or  maybe  the  Committee  on  Printing  may 
decide  that  more  should  be  sent  up,  so  in  the 
event  that  anything  vitally  important  in  our  dis- 
trict is  introduced  we  can  walk  up  here  and  pick 
up  500  Minutes  of  the  meeting,  and  still  have 
enough  for  the  councilors.

C i.  SCANNELI,     Mr.  President,  my  motive 

in  presenting  this  resolution  is  to  have  the  millions 
and  millions  of  dollars  that  tire  going  through  the 

mutuel  machines  of  this  country  taxed  to  help  tins 
>t.  In  New  York  on  a  good  day  thej  have 
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13,500.000  going  through  the  mutuel  machines  in 
thai  city.  In  Boston,  on  a  good  day,  we  have 
prettj   close,  between  i  h<-  horses  and  the  dogs,  to 

*2, 000,000  a  day,  and  there  should  be  a  tax.  That 
should  be  something  for  Congress  to  pass  where 
we  should  have  a  30  per  cent  tax  for  this  war  effort. 
I  am  referring   to  the  race  tracks  here  in    Boston 

where,  in  my  opinion,  they  can  do  what  they  please, 
and  one  man  in  one  year  can  sell  the  race  track  over 
to  another  man  and.  as  a  result,  the  Government  is 
being  deprived  of  thousands  and  thousands  of 
dollars.     Thin    have  35,000   people   attending  at 

Boston,  and  1  wonder  how  many  of  them 
about  the  boy  over  there  on  the  battlefields  of 
France,  Italy  or  the  South  Pacific.  They  are 
selfish.  The  race  tracks  of  this  country  are  selfish 
and  the  money  power  that  is  in  W  ashington  must  be 
outstanding  because  when  a  report  from  a  s. 
committee  put  the  30  per  cent  on  the  night  clubs  of 
this  Country  ami  came  out  with  a  report  there 
should  be  no  tax  on  the  race  tracks  of  this  country, 
there  i-  something  fishy  in  Denmark,  and  I  think 
there  should  be  something  done  about  it.  Es- 
pecially at  Suffolk  Downs  something  should  be 
done  about  it.  and  the  Revere  Racing  Association 
have  done  nothing  in  the  interest  of  this  war  effort. 
They  have  taken  men  from  defense  plants,  and 
there  was  practically  a  riot  over  there  a  few  days 
ago  when  one  of  those  judges  over  there  gave  a 
decision  which  was  wrong.  That  is  not  helping 
the  war  effort.  If  the  race  tracks  of  this  country 
want  to  help  the  war  effort,  I  think  the  United 
state-  Senate  and  the  House  of  Congress  should 
put  this  tax  on.  It  is  money  that  will  help  build 
bombers  and  help  build  tanks,  and  get  this  war 
over,  and  the  selfish  interests — especially  here  at 
Suffolk  Downs — I  know,  will  have  people  probably 
come  and  contact  you  and  say,  "Lay  off."  But 
they  have  tried  to  stop  me  for  the  last  four  years 
and  haven't  stopped  me  yet.  So  I  hope  that  the 
members  of  this  board  will  go  along  with  the  resolu- 
tion and  see  if  we  can  get  a  tax  from  the  race  tracks 
of  this  country  to  help  the  war  effort.

PRESERVATION   OF   ROME. 

Coun.  RUSSO  and  DWYER  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
meeting  assembled,  hereby  records  its  great  pleas- 
ure because  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
have  captured  the  Eternal  City  of  Rome  without 
needless  destruction  and  have  preserved  for  future 
civilization  the  imperishable  objects  and  monu- 
ments of  art  and  antiquity  in  Rome  and  the  Vatican 
City;  ami  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Staff  of  the  Armed 
Forces  of  the  United  States,  In  its  humane  action 
in  time  of  war.  indicates  to  the  entire  world  that 
the  United  States  of  America  is  not  bent  on  destruc- 
tion but  bent  upon  preserving  justice  for  all 
mankind. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  some  ten  days 
ago  the  hearts  of  the  American  people  —  and  I 
believe  the  hearts  of  the  entire  civilized  world  — 
were  gladdened  by  the  notification  that  the  armed 
forces  of  our  country  had  captured  the  Eternal 
City  of  Rome.  And  also  they  were  gladdened 
to  know  that  Rome  and  the  Vatican  City  were 
spared  from  any  further  destruction.  I  say,  Mr. 
President,  that  here  in  the  City  Hall  of  Boston, 
right  in  this  chamber,  we,  the  councilors  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  adopted  a  resolution  presented  by  me 
on  February  21,  when  we  called  the  attention  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  and  of  Congress 
to  exercise  their  good  offices  and  the  generals  at 
their  command  to  bring  about  the  safety  of  Rome 
and  the  safety  of  Vatican  City.  We  should  also 
commend,  Mr.  President,  the  newspapers  of  our 
city,  and  in  particular  the  Hearst  newspapers 
that  four  days  after  the  passage  of  this  resolution 
saw  fit  editorially  to  give  notice  to  the  people  of 
the  United  States  of  America  of  the  feeling  of  the 
American  people.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  in  our 
hearts  to  know  that  Vatican  City  and  Rome,  with 
all  its  ancient  treasures,  shall  and  will  be  preserved 
for  the  benefit  of  no  one  particular  race  but  for 
the  benefit  of  the  entire  people  of  the  world. 
Therefore,  I  also  wish  to  commend  the  general 
staff  of  our  army  that  saw  fit  to  do  that.  Rome 
was  received  and  was  eliminated  from  any  further 
destruction.  In  conclusion,  may  I  state  that 
empires  shall  rise  and  fall,  but  the  Eternal  City 
of  Rome  and  the  Vatican  City   will  endure  until 


the  end  of  time.      I  hope  thai    this  resolution  will 
pa>-  undei   suspension  of  the  rule.

Ordered,    Thai  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request   the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  to  close  the  Allston 
Bridge  to  all  vehicular  and  foot  traffic,  until 
time   as   the  conditions    of   the   bridge   will    afford 
and  warrant  safe  travel  to  the  above-stated  traffic. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  -I  don't  know  of  any 
conditions  that  would  warrant  the  closing  of  that 
bridge.  I  ride  over  it  every  day,  and  I  think  they 
are  making  a  mountain  out  of  a  mole  hill.  I  don't 
think  that  the  order  will  be  passed,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  I  don't  think  there  is  any  justification 
for  it,  but  I  still  want  to  place  myself  in  opposition 
to  it.

In  view  of 
the  fact  that  patt  of  this  bridge  is  -till  in  Ward  22, 
or  was  prior  to  this  meeting,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  I  am  keeping  a-  closi  "  Brighton 

as  on  Allston,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  the  first 
time  I  ran  for  election  I  made  ten  promises  and 
kept  every  one  of  them,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  nobody  criticizing  me  for  anything 
in  my  ward,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  if  there  is 
any  nefd  for  improvement  in  my  ward,  people  can 
find  me  and  know  I  have  a  telephone  number 
which  is  listed,  so  they  can  find  me,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  I  am  at  all  times  in  my  ward,  not 
alone  at  election  time,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  nobody  has  asked  me  to  get  anybody  else 
from  any  neighboring  ward  to  take  care  of  my 
ward,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  nobody  else 
from  any  neighboring  ward  seems  competent  to 
do  so.  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  nobody  else 
from  any  neighboring  ward  can  point  to  a  record 
of  achievement  like  mine  in  Brighton  and  Allston. 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  nobody  can  point  to 
any  record  of  achievement  -I  think  this  request 
before  this  Council  today  is  absolutely  out  of 
order.  I  know  that  repairs  have  been  done  on 
that  bridge  to  a  small  extent  in  my  time  as  the 
result  of  my  efforts.  And  1  know  this,  and  I 
have  a  deep  appreciation  for  practically  the  entire 
membership  of  this  Body.

1  am  not  an  engineer,  but  I  know  if  a  man  who 
was  an  engineer  came  here  and  said  that,  the  bridge 
was  not  ().  K.,  1  would  take  his  word,  but  I  am 
as  competent  on  construction  as  any  sponsor  of 
the  order,  from  Alls  ton  or  Brighton;  and  I  don't 
care  to  take  his  word  on  it.  1  ask  that  the  original 
order  go  into  Executive.  If  the  Chair  feels  that  I 
am  becoming  personal,  he  will  rule  me  out,  but 
I  am  trying  to  talk  on  the  merits.  I  will  go 
along.  I  have  never  in  my  time  gone  into  any 
neighboring  ward  and  vilified  any  man  or  news- 
paper office,  and  I  have  frequently  gone  and 
spoken  in  friendship  for  men  with  whom  I  per- 
sonally differ.  I  have  tried  in  the  past  to  go 
along  with  the  men  in  this  Council,  and  I  have 
gone  along  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  21 
(Coun.  Dwyer)  and  I  differ  with  him  on  many  and 
most  occasions  politically. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  HANLEY — I  don't  believe  the  councilor 
in  his  dissertation  is  talking  on  the  reconsideration. 
I  believe  reconsideration  is  relative  to  the  order. 
No  man's  name  was  mentioned.  It  was  merely 
sponsored  by  the  councilor  in  whose  district  it 
was  to  be  erected.  I  ask  you  to  so  tell  the  dis- 
tinguished  councilor. 

President  KERRIGAN  —  Confine  yourself  to 
reconsideration. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  want  to  speak  so 
far  as  the  background  of  the  people  in  my  ward  is 
concerned,  and  so  far  as  the  people  in  Brighton  are 
concerned,  for  I  know  most  in  the  two  wards. 
An  effort  was  made  li>  persuade  me  lo  vote  for  this. 
I  never  said  I  was  going  to  vote  against  it,  but  it 
was  ascribed  to  rue  that  I  was.  And  people  were 
told  that  Maui  ice  Sullivan  would  vote  against  it. 
People  told  me  they  didn't  give  a  damn  whether  I 
did  or  not,  ami  I  live  right  next  door  to  it.  and  peo- 
ple that  live  there  told  thai  in  me,  despite  I  he  fact 
that  an  effort  was  made  within  the  past  few  weeks 
to  get  them  to  get  Sullivan  to  vote  for  the  order. 
I  have  never  voted  against  an  order  for  improve- 
ment, and  I  certainly  would  not  vote  against  one 
in  my  own  ward.  I  have  never  voted  against 
necessities,  and  I  am  not  going  to  vote  against,  one 
in  my  own  ward  which  is  necessity.  But  I  ask 
today  that  this  he  lefrned  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. I  think— and  I  have,  I  think,  indorsed 
as  many  orders  for  improvements  here  as  anybody, 
some  I  offered  and  some  I  did  not — I  think  that  I 
know  human  weaknesses.  I  think  it  was  a  good 
law  that,  precluded  the  possibility  of  our  inaugurat- 
ing appropriations,  and  I  may  be  against  I  ho 
opinion  of  the  Council  as  to  inaugurating  loan 
orders.  Thai  is  merely  my  own  personal  opinion, 
but  I  think  it  is  good  for  the  city  that  we  should 
not.  because  I  know,  if  we  are  going  to  inaugurate 
loan  orders,  I  will  inaugurate  them  for  every 
street  in    Ward   22,    which   will   get    more   than   its 

share.      I  am   going  to  ve  to  do  everything  on 

which  loan  orders  are  allowed.  They  are  only 
allowed  on  three  phases  by  the  Public  Works 
Department,  but  I  say  I  am  fundamentally 
against  it.  and  yet  I  would  not  care  to  vote  against 
a  loan  order  when  my  own  ward  is  affected.  But 
I  am  not  voting  against  improvements  in  my  own 
section  or  my  own  ward,  or  my  own  back  Mud, 
and  I  am  not  voting  against  them  in  any  councilor  s 
section,  ward  or  back  yard.  Hut  I  may  say,  this 
to  my  mind  -and  I  see  h  daily  is  not  a  necessity, 
and  I  say  that  it  is  not  an  improvement,  and  I 
say  that  we  do  not  know  whethei  it  will  lake 
$25,000,  $35,000,  $45,000,  $50,000,  oi  $75,000, 
The  Public  Works  Commissioner,  1  understand, 
said  it  would  lake  more  than  $25,000  if  thes  were 
to  inaugurate  the  work,  or  initiate  the  work.  So 
1  don't  think  it  is  necessary.  1  don  t  think  ii  is  an 
improvement.  And  I  don't  think  the  street  should 
be  roped  off.  and  there  is  no  need  of  it,  and  1 
don't  want  it  roped  off.  because  I  rule  over  it 
daily,   and    I    am    not    sacrificing   my  own   life  any 

, than  the  life  of  anybody  in  my  neighborhood, 

and  I  am  not  sacrificing  the  happiness  of  any 
family  in  the  neighborhood,  and  1  am  not .  mici  dic- 
ing the  life  of  anybody  in  the  neighborhood.     So 


fai  as  I  can  see.  there  is  no  need  of  this,  anyway, 
and  no  need  oi  roping  it  off.  I  think  possibly 
thai  lie-  majority  of  people  out  there  are  with  me. 
and  I  know,  because  I  found  I  made  a  fool  of 
in,  elf  when  I  found  a  man  was  canvassing  my 
ward  and  I  canvassed  my  ward,  too.  So  I  say  I 
Bee  no  reason  foi  this,  and  1  have  never  made  a 
personal  remark  against  any  member  of  the  Body. 
I  have  had  a  high  estimation  of  the  councilor  from 
the  neighboring  ward  until  he  tried  to  pull  some 
links  on  me  that  I  wouldn't  pull  on  him,  and  just 
Jit  him  try  to  pull  one  more. 

Coun.  DWYER— I  certainly  hope  that  recon- 
sideration will  not  prevail.  I  am  not  a  membei 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  I  happened 
I,,  be  in  here  the  daj  that  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner stated  that  this  bridge  was  unsafe. 
I  talked  with  Mr.  Thanisch,  acting  engineer. 
Mr.  President,  I  have  talked  with  others  since 
then  on  this  bridge.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in 
company  with  one  of  the  members  who  I  think  is 
in  the  chamber  at  the  present  time,  a  member 
of  this  Body,  and  a  representative  from  a  neighor- 
iug  ward,  I  was  at  the  ball  game  last  Saturday. 
The  three  of  us  ran  into  two  gentlemen  who 
discussed  this  bridge  and  told  us  of  the  unsafe 
condition  of  it.  Now,  before  the  Body  at  the 
present  time  is  the  matter  of  reconsideration. 
That  is  what  I  am  going  to  talk  on.  I  don't 
know  anything  about,  any  solicitation  in  am 
man's  district  by  anybody  for  any  votes  on  this 
matter,  and  I,  for  one,  have  not  solicited  any 
neighboring  gentleman  to  vote  on  this  matter. 
So,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  am  convinced 
that  this  bridge  is  unsafe  and  in  a  dangerous 
condition.  I  stated  so  here  on  this  floor,  ami  I 
have  stated  so  publicly  in  my  district,  and  I 
will  continue  to  state  so  until  they  do  put  it 
in  a  safe  and  sound  condition.  I  told  you,  Mr. 
President,  and  the  members  of  this  Council  as 
to  my  conversation  with  Mr.  Hyland  today, 
and  Kir.  Hyland  agreed  at  that  conversation 
that  he  was  on  record  as  saying  the  bridge  is 
unsafe.  He  also  is  on  record  he  didn't  have  the 
money,  that,  the  money  is  not  before  us  right 
now.  It  is  a  case  of  closing  the  bridge  until 
the  bridge  is  in  a  safe  condition.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  wanted 
me  to  see  his  Honor  the  Mayor  today  as  to  this 
bridge  or  to  see  him  in  the  near  future.  And 
I  have  already  done  that.  I  have  taken  what 
remedy  I  could  as  far  as  seeing  the  Mayor  is 
concerned,  back  on  March  13,  when  Councilor 
Carey  and  myself  introduced  a  supplemental  \ 
order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  send  that  ad- 
ditional money  up,  supplementary  appropriation, 
and  give  available  funds  to  fix  this  bridge.  But 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  took  no  regard  of  that. 
I  am  convinced  from  every  angle  that  I  have 
of  getting  knowledge  from  the  city  departments' 
outside  engineers  that  this  bridge  is  in  an  unsafe 
condition.  And  I  ask  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
confer  with  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  and 
with  the  acting  division  engineer,  and  close  this 
bridge  if  it  is  unsafe  until  such  time  as  it  is  put 
in  a  safe  condition.  I  hope  that  reconsideration 
will  not  prevail.

and  no  conductor  on  thai  titsi  oar,  a  conductoi  on 
the  second  car,  and  a  conductoi  on  the  third  car. 
1  honestly  believe  that  then-  are  altogethei  too 
many  hazards  by  the  elimination  of  the  condui  boi 
on  the  first  ear.  There  is  altogethei  too  much 
responsibility  given  to  the  man  who  is  driving  thai 
ear.  operating  thai  car,  rather,  to  have  to  make 
change,  to  see  that  the  passengers  are  on,  and 
having  to  be  careful  thai  he  mighl  nol  olose  the 
doors  either  too  late  or  too  quickly.  I  don'l  be- 
lieve that  the  elimination  of  a  conductor  on  the 
first  oar  is  going  t<>  save  the  Elevated  enough 
money  to  warrant  them  putting  such  a  plan  hum 
effect.

PLEBISCITE     ON     EXPANSION     OF    EAST 
BOSTON   AIRPORT. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  immediately  arrange  for  a  plebiscite 
on  the  matter  of  expanding  the  East  Boston 
airport  in  order  that  the  people  of  East  Boston 
district  may  have  a  chance  to  vote  for  the  protec- 
tion   of    their    homes,    parks,    playgrounds    and 

Coun!  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  this  order 
was  introduced  by  me  some  four  weeks  ago  and 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Parks  and 
Playgrounds.  Last  Monday  the  committee  re- 
ported favorably  on  it,  and  it  came  back  to  the 
floor  here  and  was  passed  unanimously  by  the 
members  of  this  Body.  Last  Friday,  on  the  front 
pages  of  the  Boston  Post,  I  had  a  paid  advertise- 
ment asking  the  Mayor  to  hold  a  plebiscite  to 
give  the  people  of  East  Boston  an  opportunity  to 
vote  for  the  protection  of  their  homes  and  their 
parks  and  playgrounds  and  beaches.  I  know  a 
few  years  ago  a  few  of  the  racket  boys  throughout 
the  city  were  contemplating  opening  a  dog  track 
out  in  the  Hyde  Park  district.  At  that  time  the 
Mayor  saw  fit  to  hold  a  plebiscite  to  see  if  the 
people  of  that  district  wanted  the  dog  track. 
The  people  at  the  polls  repudiated  the  fact  that 
a  dog  track  was  coming  out  there  and,  as  a  result 
of  that,  the  Mayor  didn't  grant  the  license  for 
the  dog  track.  Now,  all  I  am  doing  is  asking 
the  Mayor  to  hold  another  plebiscite  in  East 
Boston  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Mayor  told 
me,  in  the  presence  of  a  member  of  this  Body  and 
the  Clerk  of  Committees,  that  in  his  opinion  the 
people  of  East  Boston  are  in  favor  of  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  airport.  Now,  if  he  feels  so  confident 
that  they  are,  there  is  no  reason  whatsoever  why 
lie  shouldn't  hold  a  plebiscite  and  give  the  people 
a  chance  to  vote  for  their  homes,  their  parks,  their 
playgrounds  and  their  beaches.  I  know  of  what  I 
speak.  After  I  ran  the  ad  in  Friday's  morning 
Post,  I  sent  out  ten  thousand  circulars  Friday 
night,  so  that  the  people  of  my  district  received 
those  circulars  on  Saturday.  Saturday  morning 
I  went  up  to  camp,  to  fix  the  camp  so  that  my 
mother  and  father  can  go  up  the  latter  part  of 
the  week.  I  was  away  all  day  Saturday,  until 
late  in  the  evening.  Yesterday  my  home  was 
flooded  with  letters  and  also  telephone  calls 
asking  what  part  of  the  district  is  going  to  be

.hi  l„,ii.  \s  I  said  here  in  my  speech  some  seven 
ight  weeks  ago,  I  had  asked  the  .Mayor  at  that 
il  In-  had  seen  the  plans  of  the  airport,  and 
he  denied  it.  I  made  the  man  out  a  liar,  because 
he  had  seen  tin-  plans,  and  his  own  city  Messenger 
had  taken  the  plans  out  to  his  home.  That 
i  ment  of  mine  was  verified  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Planning  Board.  They  had  been  taken 
to  the  Mayor's  home.  Last  Wednesday  we  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  Governor's  office  notifying 
all  members  of  the  City  Council  and  other  pressure 
groups,  including  the  press  and  other  office  holders 
from  the  Executive  Council  and  others  who  are 
interested,  such  as  the  aviation  clique  and  Joe 
(  asey,  who  is  counsel  for  one  or  two  new  air 
lines,  and  others,  to  take  an  automobile  ride  at 
the  expense  of  the  state,  in  state-owned  and  city- 
owned  automobiles,  and  we-  were  to  meet  in 
front  of  the  State  House  at  two  o'clock  last  Wednes- 
day. And  it  says  in  the  latter  I  received,  and  no 
doubt  in  the  letter  that  you  received:  "Dear 
Mr.  Coffey,  The  time  has  come  to  show  on  the 
ground  the  plans  for  the  development  of  the 
Logan  Airport  in  East  Boston."  That  is  the 
headline.  "The  time  has  come  to  show  on  the 
ground  the  plans  for  the  development  of  the  air- 
port in  East  Boston."  For  two  long  years  I 
have  been  asking  to  see  those  plans,  I  have  been 
begging  to  see  those  plans.  Wre  held  four  n 
ings  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  in  this 
chamber  and  invited  representatives  from  the 
Governor's  office,  Herman  McDonald,  Public 
Works  Commissioner,  and  anybody  else  that 
might  be  interested  in  the  enlargement  of  the 
airport,  to  appear  before  our  committee.  Other 
than  at  the  first  meeting,  nobody  showed  up  for 
the  final  three  meetings.  Then,  when  we  got  in 
front  of  the  State  House  last  Wednesday  at  two 
o'clock,  we  were  told  to  sit  in  cars  14,  15,  16  and 
17,  which  had  been  set  aside  for  the  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council.  And  before  we 
even  saw  the  plans,  or  before  we  could  settle  in 
that  car  —  and  there  were  four  councilors  in 
that  car,  three  besides  myself  —  there  were  four 
besides  myself,  and  a  chauffeur  whom  I  don't 
know,  that  works  for  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, but,  whom  one  of  the  City  Councilors  does 
know,  and  called  by  name,  before  we  even  started 
on  that  trip,  before  the  car  even  moved  an  inch. 
Police  Commissioner  Sullivan,  the  fellow  that 
carries  the  torch  for  the  Governor,  came  over  to 
our  car  and  looked  in  the  window  and  said,  "Coffey, 
you  are  in  opposition  to  the  airport  because  you 
are  not  in."  Now,  that  statement  can  be  verified 
by  four  members  of  this  Council  besides  myself 
and  the  chauffeur  whom  we  didn't  know  —  at 
least,  one  of  the  councilors  did  know  and  the  rest 
didn't  know.  That  is  a  fine  statement  coming 
from  the  Police  Commissioner  of  Boston.  Before 
we  even  started  on  that  trip,  that  man  said. 
"Coffey,  you  are  opposed  to  the  enlargement  of 
the  airport  because  you  arc  not  in."  For  two 
years,  two  long  years,  I  fought  the  expansion  of 
the  airport  and  I  told  the  Mayor  to  his  teeth 
some  ten  months  ago,  although  I  became  friendly 
with  him.  I  wanted  to  become  informed  from 
time  to  time  as  to  what  was  going  to  take  place 
1 1  ding  the  airport  in  East  Boston.  That  came 
hist  with  me.  Friendship  or  a  pat  on  the  back 
or  a  meal  or  a  ride  mean  nothing  to  me  in  relation 
to  the  enlargement  of  that  airport,  when  we  were 
going  to  lose  everything  we  have  had  over  there 
in  the  seventy-five  years  that  Wood  Island  Park 
has  been  in  existence.  And  I  told  the  Mayor  I 
definitely  would  break  with  him  unless  I  was 
informed  what  from  time  to  time  was  taking  place 
regarding  the  airport.  Now,  the  first  plans  I 
saw,  with  the  exception  of  some  eight  or  nine 
months  ago  in  the  Public  Works  Departn 
when  General  Hale  shower!  me  a  sketch  outlining 
what  they  intended  to  do  in  East  Boston,  — 
the  first  plans  were  given  to  me  last  Wednesday, 
and  the  date  of  that  plan  said,  "These  plans  were 
made  up  October,  194.3."  And  still  those  plans 
were  kept  away  from  me  and  other  members  or 
other  office  holders  in  the  district,  who  I  say 
might  be,  but  perhaps  are  not,  interested  in  the 
airport  steal.     Now,    to    begin    with,     when    we 
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started  in  the  oar  the  chauffeur  banded  each  and 
every  one  of  us  .some  typewritten  sheets  of  paper, 
and  also  the  plans  for  the  development  and  en- 
largement of  the  airport,  and  it,  goes  on  to  say 
that  — 

"The  ears  will  be  assembled  at  1.30  p.  m. 
along  the  north  side"of  Beacon  street  in  front  of  the 
State  Mouse  facing  east  with  a  police  ear  al  the 
head  of  the  column.  <  let  into  the  cars  as  promptly 
as  possible.     Each  ear  is  numbered. 

"Remember  the  number  of  your  ear. 

"Note!  If  your  car  breaks  down,  pull  out  of  the 
line.  There  are  spare  ears  at  the  end  of  the 
column.     One  of  them  will  pick  you  up. 

"The  column  will  start  promptly  at  2.10.  The 
route  will  be  Beacon,  lefi  on  Tremont,  Scollay 
square,  Hanover,  Cross,  Sumner  Tunnel,  Porte] 
street  to  airport. 

"After  passing  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  tracks, 
on  the  left  is  a  view  of  the  land  which  the  depart- 
ment is  acquiring  for  I  he  airport  expansion  from  the 
present  airport,  to  the  B.  it  A.  tracks.  After  pass- 
ing the  General  Electric  building  on  the  left  there 
is  another  view  of  this  area.  On  the  right  is  a 
city  playground  which  the  department  will  ask  the 
city  government  to  swap  for  an  equal  area  of  land 
in  its  rear." 

That,  to  begin  with,  is  lie  No.  1.  No  vacant 
land  is  in  back  of  Amerena  Park  in  East  Boston. 
They  can't  give  us  another  playground  to  take  the 
place  of  Amerena  Park,  so  the  pressure  group,  to 
begin  with,  are  seeking  to  confuse  people  and  do 
anything  else  they  might,  do  to  lake  this  land. 
It.  is  a  steal,  as  I  have  told  them  to  their  teeth, 
and  everybody  knows  it. 

"After  crossing  the  former  location  of  the  Bos- 
ton, Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad  there  is  a  strip 
of  land  on  both  sides  of  Porter  street  belonging 
to  the  City  of  Boston  which  the  department  is  to 
obtain  by  purchase." 

Now,  who  is  it  they  are  going  to  obtain  it  by 
purchase  from?  Who  assured  them  they  were 
going  to  get  this  land?  I  don't,  think  any  member 
of  the  Council  here  has  assured  them  in  any  way 
they  are  going  to  take  over  this  land.  Who  has 
assured  them?  They  feel  confident  enough  to  put 
it  in  writing  that  the  department  is  going  to 
obtain  this  land,  owned  by  the  city,  by  purchase. 
Then  the  Mayor  must  have  assured  them.  After 
Saltonstall  leaves  the  Slate  House  on  January  1, 
Mayor  Tobin,  thinking  he  is  going  to  go  in  there — 
God  forbid — must  be  going  to  go  along  with  the 
expansion  for  these  thieves — I  can't  call  them  any- 
thing else,  because  anybody  that  knows  anything 
about  construction  will  tell  you  that  what  we  saw- 
over  there  is  nothing  but  a  steal.  They  could 
have  gone  and  taken  any  land  between  Boston  and 
Providence  or  between  Boston  and  Worcester,  or 
any  place  in  the  state,  where  they  could  have 
gotten  thousands  of  acres  of  land  to  build  a  real 
airport,  without  dredging  the  harbor  anil  without 
taking  down  islands  and  homes  and  parks  and 
beaches,  and  they  could  have  built  the  finest  air- 
port in  the  country  in  six  months'  to  a  year's  time, 
and  they  admit  out  at  the  airport  it  is. going  to 
lake  fully  three  years;  and  in  one  case  General 
Hale— who,  I  think,  if  he  takes  this  thing  any  more 
seriously  than  he  has  been,  will  end  up  in  a  feeble- 
minded school  thej  could  have  taken  that  land 
and  made  an  airport  instead  of  waiting,  as  Gen- 
eral Hale  says,  three  years  to  complete  tins  thing, 
and  in  his  estimation  it  will  be  some  ten  years 
before  it  is  finally  complete. 

"The  column  will  pass  the  Administration 
Building  without  stopping,  but  its  position  in  the 
inner  corner  of  the  hangar  area  should  be  noted  SO 
that  it  can  be  recognized  later  from  Governors 
Island.  ,  , 

"The  column  will  proceed  along  the  edge  of  the 
airport,  over  the  dike  to  <  iovernors  Island  and  over 
some  difficult  roads  to  the  top,  where  the  party 
will  leave  the  cars  and  assemble  as  promptly  as 
possible." 

Now,  when  we  got  there,  General  Hale  made  a 
statement  that  it  was  going  to  take  -Mine  fourteen 
or  fifteen  million  yards  of  fill  to  fill  in  the  area, 
that  the  dredges  and  go  forth  were  digging  out 
BO  that  they  could  make  the  land  level,  and  the 
pipes  that  were  draining  the  water  and  so  forth 
off  the  marshes.  Do  you  recall  when  we  were  on 
Governors  Island,  and  many  of  you  were  there, 
that  General  Hale  said,  "At  this  stop  we  will  not 
have  time  for  a  question  and  answer  period,  but 
we  will  at  other  stops."  Then  I  walked  down  the 
hill  and  asked  General  Hale  to  let  me  have  the

Out  of  the  check  for  $396,000  that  McDonald  re- 
ceived a  couple  of  years  ago  he  agreed  to  make 
payments  to  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  agreement 
was  thai  ou1  of  the  $396,000,  on  May  15,  1942,  he 
would  pay  $125,000  down.  He  made  thai  pay- 
ment. (In  November  9,  1042,  he  made  anothet 
pa.  mint  of  $40,000  that  was  due  October  1,  so 
ili  it  in-  was  over  thirty  days  late  in  that  payment 

On  August.  4.  1943,  he  made  a  payment  ol  S50.I 

which  should  have  been  paid  on  April  1.  1943.  In 
November  of  1943  he  should  have  paid  $122,000, 
and  instead  he  made  a  payment  of  $50,000,  which 
brought  the  total  up  to  $265,000,  leaving  him 
owing  the  city  $179,000,  which  In-  has  not  paid

The  company  has  undertaken  to 
pay  to  the  city  a  furthei  1202  194  59"—-tha1  it- 
besides  the  1125,000  initial  payment.— "  the  B 
balance  of  taxes  due  through  May  15,  1942,  in 
installments  during  the  next  sixteen  months.  All 
the  company's  East  Boston  land,  other  than  the 
pari'  in  connection  with  the  cash  pay- 

ment, will  secure  the  due  payment  of  this  install- 
ment balance;  the  city  having  a  right  to  for© 

tax  titles  thereon,  pursuant  to  Land  Court 
decrees  already  entered,  upon  any  default  by  the 
company  in  any  undertaking  set  forth  in  its  above- 
mentioned  letter  of  May  15.  The  city  is  thus  in  a 
position  to  receive  in  full  the  principal  amount  of 
all  taxes,  Land  Court  costs,  special  assessmi 
and  committed  interest  due  from  the  Company 
for  the  years  1932-1941,  inclusive,  and  also  ad- 
vance payment  of  certain  1942  taxes.  This 
arrangement,  involving  four  hundred  and  twenty 
tax  titles,  terminates  nearly  ten  years  of  litigation 
between  the  City  and  the  Company,  carried  on  in 
the  Land  Court  and  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 
The  settlement  was  authorized  by  the  State  Tax 
Commissioner  and  commended  by  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission."  It  should  be  noted — I 
want  to  call  your  attention  to  pages  5  and  0.  As  I 
have  stated  previously  here,  the  Boston  Port 
Development  Company  have  failed  to  live  up  to 
their  agreement,  and  it  says  in  the  agreement, 
and  I  am  reading  what  it  says  in  the  agreement: 
"For  the  purpose  of  securing  its  undertaking 
forth  in  this  letter,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  City  of  Bost  in  de- 

scribed, the  Company  has  joined  in  stipulations 
filed  today  in  the  Land  Court  as  to  each  parcel 
shown  in  the  "Detail  Sheets'  not  redeemed  through 
the  application  of  said  payment  today  of  SI 25,000; 
a  copy  of  the  said  form  of  stipulation  being  at- 
tached hereto.  In  the  case  of  any  breach  by  the 
Company  of  any  of  its  undertakings  hereunder, 
continuing  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  the 
City  shall  have  the  right  to  move  for  immediate 
entry  of  forclosure  decrees  as  to  any  or  all  then 
unredeemed  parcels,  without  objection,  delaj',  or 
hindrance  on  the  part  of  the  Company,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  take  such  other  leg.  may 

be  permitted  by  law."  And  it  says  "See  attached 
copy  of  letter  of  Corporation  Counsel  referred  to 
in  clause  (/)  of  paragraph  2,"  which  I  read  pre- 
viously. "In  the  event  that  the  city  shall  obtain 
under  this  paragraph  a  decree  of  foreclosure  of  any 
parcel,  the  company  upon  request  of  the  city  will 
give  to  the  city  a  confirmatory  deed  of  the  real 
estate  intended  to  be  included  in  said  parcel.

Take  Wood  Island  Park,  with  eight 
ball  parks,  two  natural  bathing  beaches,  a,  quarter- 
mile  track,  four  tennis  courts  on  one  side  and  four 
on  the  other,  ami  one  of  the  finest  gymnasiums  in 
the  country.  They  tell  us  they  are  going  to  replace 
it,  and  you  remember  I  pointed  out  where  they 
contemplate  replacing  those  parks  and  beaches, 
and  you  know  that  the  biggest  strip  of  land  you 
saw  was  100  to  150  feet.  So  I  ask  you,  in  all  fair- 
ness, how  can  they  replace  it?  We  haven't  got  the 
mom.  The  only  land  available  was  taken  by  the 
Navy  some  two  years  ago.  You  remember  when 
we  got  to  Wood  Island  Park  I  was  not  allowed  hi 
speak.  I  didn't  know  it  then  but  I  found  out  later 
that  there  were  others  that  wanted  to  speak,— 
Sawtelle  from  the  Governor's  Council  wanted  to 
speak.  He  is  opposed;  Maguire,  formerly  of  the 
Finance  Commission, — he  wanted  to  speak.  Others 
that  belonged  to  civic  organizations  wanted  to 
speak,  but  nobody  was  given  the  opportunity, 
because  General  Hale  locked  himself  in  his  cat  and 
surrounded  himself  with  police  officers  so  you 
couldn't  get  near  it.  I  hollered.  I  first  asked  the 
Governor  in  all  decency,  and  he  said  No.  He  said, 
"You  can  talk  when  you  are  up  before  the  Legis- 
lature." You  remember  what  happened.  You 
remember  the  road  we  went  over,  the  old  Narrow 
Gauge  road.  The  Boston  and  Maine  owns  that. 
And  in  October,  1943,  the  plans  were  drawn  up 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  airport;  the  Boston  and 
Maine  received  $18,000  in  abatement  on  the  taxes 
they  owed  of  $36,000.  You  can  see  there  is  a  good 
dollar  in  this.  I  am  going  to  prove  my  statements 
are  tight,  and  I  challenge  the  Governor  or  the 
Mayor  or  anybody  else  interested  in  this  to  tell 
me  I  am  not  right,  because  I  have  the  facts  in 
black  and  white  from  the  Law  Department  itself, 
proving  that  this  is  nothing  but  a  steal.

Whereas,  Washington,  which  was  also  served 
by  but  one  transcontinental  airline,  lias  had  its 
situation  rectified  by  the  action  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  so  as  to  enjoy  today  the 
facilities  of  all  the  transcontinental  airlines;  and 
Whereas,  This  situation  is  working  to  the  detri- 
ment of  New  England's  commercial  and  industrial 
development;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  demand  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
grant  permits  to  competing  transcontinental  air- 
lines to  bring  all  communities  in  New  England  up 
lo  an  equal  footing  with  all  other  comparable 
communities  in  the  United  States;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  each  member  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board,  and  to  the  Congressional  delegation  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  such 
other  persons  and  bodies  as  may  have  the  interest 
and  authority  to  assure  Massachusetts  of  its 
rightful  place  in  the  air  world.

And  then  Councilor  Kinsella  said:  "I  filed  this 
resolution  at  the  request  of  a  gentleman  very  well 
known  to  every  member  of  this  body" — I  want  to 
know  who — "and  possibly  to  everyone  in  this 
chamber." — I  imagine  it  was  Joe  Casey. 

"At  the  time  I  spoke  to  him,  I  believe  last 
Thursday  or  Friday,  he  said  to  me.  'I  am  leaving

In  order  to  put  the  bridge  over  the  railroad  in 
proper  repair  there  will  be  required  new  steel  floor 
beams,  perhaps  fifteen  new  stair  risers,  many  stair 
tread  straps  and  considerable  repairs  to  structural 
members  of  the  trusses,  towers  and  steps.  All 
wooden  stringers,  the  whole  of  the  bridge  floor  and 
all  stair  treads  must  be  renewed.  New  hand  rails 
on  the  stairs  and  the  bridge  must  be  installed  to  a 
proper  height  above  the  existing  fences.  Upon 
completion  of  these  repairs  all  steel  work  must  be 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  painted  with  at  least  three 
coats  of  paint. 

Part  of  this  footway,  from  the  Hyde  Park  avenue 
approach  to  the  bridge  over  the  railroad,  consists 
of  a  bridge  over  the  Neponset  river.  This  latter 
bridge  will  require  a  complete  new  wooden  floor 
system  and  the  repairing,  cleaning  and  painting  of 
the  steel  girders. 

The  total  cost  of  repairs  as  outlined  above  will 
be  not  less  than  $12,000.     However,  no  monej   i 
available  in  the  budget  of  the  department  to  do 
this  work  this  year.

ADDITIONAL  COMPENSATION  FOR  ACT- 
ING   MAYOR. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  obtain  an 
opinion  from  the  Law  Department  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
may  not  be  provided  with  additional  compensation 
for  his  services  as  Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  some  time 
ago  I  filed  an  order  requesting  that  the  President 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  be  given  an  increased 
stipend,  and  I  filed  it  in  all  sincerity  and  without 
any  consultation  with  you,  as  you  well  know;  and 
I  still  believe,  Mr.  President,  that  the  President 
of  this  Body  is  entitled  to  more  money  than  the 
rest  of  us  receive.  They  tell  me  that  according  to 
law  the  salaries  of  the  City  Councilors  are  estab- 
lished, but  the  President  of  the  City  Council  is 
more  than  a  presiding  officer  of  this  Body.  He  is 
Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This  year  I 
think  the  Acting  Mayor  is  going  to  be  pretty  busy, 
and  I  know  during  my  tenure  as  Acting  Mayor  it 
cost  me  a  lot  more  money  than  it  cost  me  as  City 
Councilor.  Of  course  there  is  a  certain  flare  that 
goes  with  riding  around  in  a  Packard,  and,  of 
course,  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  gusto  that 
goes  with  having  a  chauffeur;  and  there  is  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  pride  in  having  this  and  that  per- 
son greet  you  as  Acting  Mayor,  but  when  it  comes 
to  dollars  and  cents,  Mr.  President,  it  costs  you 
"dough."  When  you  are  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil you  have  to  purchase  enough  tickets,  take 
enough  chances  and  make  enough  contributions 
to  keep  you  pretty  well  in  the  category  of  a  poor 
man,  but  here,  despite  your  many  contributions, 
you  can  always  buy  a  ticket  in  the  balcony;  you 
can  always  make  a  $2  contribution.  But,  boy, 
when  you  get  that  title  of  President  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  Acting  Mayor  of  Boston,  you 
can't  sit  in  the  balcony.  You  have  to  pay  for  a 
box  seat.  You  can't  take  one  ticket;  you  have  to 
take  four  or  five.  And,  in  all  sincerity,  I  think, 
Mr.  President,  you  are  entitled  to  more  "dough." 
I  know  that  I  am  speaking  for  about  twenty  other 
fellows.  I  am  the  onby  one,  perhaps,  who  can 
talk  with  experience,  but  next  year  there  will  be 
a  President  up  there,  too,  and  that  fellow  is  going 
to  have  to  spend  the  same  amount  of  "dough"  as 
you  or  I  have  to  spend.  You  take  any  elective 
body,  the  presiding  officer  generally  receives  a 
stipend  in  addition  to  that  of  the  regular  members 
of  the  body.  The  President  has  to  give  more 
time,  generally,  to  his  position  here.  He  is  the 
refuge  of  everybody  who  has  an  affliction.  Any- 
body  that  comes  in  here,  and  doesn't  happen  to 


find  the  councilor  for  his  own  district,  seeks  out 
the  President  of  the  Body.  He  is  Acting  Mayor 
of  the  City,  and  you  have  a  lot  of  false  pride,  and 
you  have  a  lot  of  hangers-on  when  you  are  Mayor, 
but  you  don't  get  anything  for  it,  Mr.  President. 
We  all  like  the  honor.  There  is  no  one  of  us  that 
wouldn't  grasp  it,  but,  to  save  time,  I  think,  we 
should  be  honest  with  each  other.  The  President 
of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  they  all 
get  extra  coin  because  there  are  extra  duties  in- 
volved in  presiding  over  a  body.  Down  here,  in 
addition  to  the  extra  duties  of  presiding  over  the 
Body,  you  likewise  have  the  extra  duty  of  carry- 
ing on  as  Mayor  of  this  City,  not  only  during  the 
vacation  period,  but  likewise  many  times  during 
the  course  of  the  year  when  the  Mayor  is  called 
out  of  town.  I  think  in  all  sincerity  —  and  I  say 
that  I  filed  this  order  without  any  consultation 
with  you  —  I  think  it  holds  true  with  you  or  any 
other  President,  that  the  President  should  receive 
a  particular  salary  for  serving  as  Acting  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  took  this  matter  up  with 
his  Honor,  and  he  agreed  with  me,  but  that  was 
months  ago.  Of  course  when  I  was  in  the  chair 
myself  I  couldn't  file  the  order.  It  wouldn't  be 
ethical.  I  couldn't  even  talk  about  it,  because 
that  wouldn't  be  ethical.  But  now  I  am  out  of 
the  chair,  and  I  believe,  in  all  fairness,  that  any- 
body who  serves  in  the  chair  as  President  of  this 
Body,  should  receive  a  larger  salary  than  the  rest 
of  us;  and  if  this  can't  be  given  to  him  as  a  member 
of  the  City  Council,  then  ways  and  means  should 
be  found. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  like  very 
much  the  order  and  the  speech  made  by  the  gentle- 
man, but  the  only  one  thing  I  would  like  to  talk 
on  is  this:  He  said,  "You  are  going  to  be  very 
busy  this  year."  I  would  just  like  to  add  for  the 
record  that  you  will  only  be  busy  up  until  July  11. 
Of  course  then  you  won't  be  so  busy,  not  after 
that,  because  the  Mayor  will  be  in  Boston,  unless 
he  takes  his  usual  eight  or  nine  vacations  to 
Florida  that  he  has  been  taking  yearly. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REQUEST  TO  MAKE  EMERGENCY  ALLOT- 
MENT  PERMANENT. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  make  permanent  the  two  hundred  dollar  emer- 
gency allotment  now  being  granted  to  city  and 
county  employees. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


TRAFFIC  SIGNAL  LIGHTS  ON  MASSACHU- 
SETTS  AVENUE. 

Coun.  CHASE  and  BAYLEY  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  imme- 
diately restore  to  service  all  traffic  signal  lights  on 
Massachusetts  avenue  in  Wards  4  and  5. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  on  Massachu- 
setts avenue,  one  of  the  most  heavily  traveled 
highways  of  Boston,  in  Wards  4  and  5,  at  the 
intersection  of  St.  Botolph  street  and  Massa- 
chusetts avenue,  there  are  no  traffic  lights  in 
operation,  although  we  have  traffic  lights  there. 
The  same  condition  exists  at  Clearway  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue,  St.  Germain  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue,  Belvidere  street  and 
Massachusetts  avenue,  and  Commonwealth 
avenue  and  Massachusetts  avenue;  also  at 
Marlborough  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue. 
Now,  Mr.  President,  I  submit  to  you  that  there 
are  very  few  through  streets  in  the  City  of  Boston 
that  have  as  much  traffic  flowing  through  as  on 
Massachusetts  avenue.  The  particular  area  I 
have  just  commented  on  is  over  an  area  where 
many  pedestrians  are  crossing  the  street  and 
need  assistance  and  protection  of  these  traffic 
lights.  I  think  it  is  false  economy  to  have  these 
lights  out,  at  the  risk  of  injury  and  loss  of  life  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston.  This  particular  area  is 
a  shopping  center  for  four  wards.  The  Loew's 
State,  one  of  the  largest  motion  picture  houses 
in  Boston,  is  located  near  the  corner  of  St.  Germain 
street  and  Massachusetts  avenue.  The  Fenway 
Theatre  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Boylston  street 
and  Massachusetts  avenue.  Symphony  Hall  and 
Horticultural  Hall  are  located  at  the  corner 
of  Huntington  avenue  and   Massachusetts  avenue. 
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CITY    COUNCIL. 


There  are  many  stores  in  that  center  serving 
people  from  four  or  6ve  different  wards  h  is 
a  very  much  used  thoroughfare,  and  I  can't 
understand  why  the  Traffic  Commit 
failed  to  see  that  these  gut  veiy  important  traffic 
lights  are  not  in  commission.  I  sincerely  I 
Mr.  President,  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will 
recognize   the   dangerous  condition   that    e\i-ts  ,,n 

Massachusetts  avenue  in  the  vicinity  that  I 
have  just  noted,  and  I  am  sure  that  Councilor 
liayley  and  I  would  deeply  appreciate  it  if  you 
would  do  everything  possible  to  see  that  traffic 
signal  service  is  immediately  restored. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROPOSED  OPERATION-  OF  TWO  AND 
THREE  CAR  TRAIN'S  ON  SURFACE 
LINES. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  confer  with  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion with  a  view  to  prohibiting  the  use  of  two  and 
three  car  trains  on  the  surface  lines  where  only  one 
operator  is  employed  in  the  first  car. 

Coun.  CAREY— I  trust,  Mr.  President,  that  as 
a  result  of  that  order,  and  another  order  that  is 
being  prepared,  that  the  members  of  this  Council 
will  become  enlightened  relative  to  certain  plans 
that  are  being  made,  being  contemplated,  at  the 
present  time,  by  the  officials  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  System  because  those  plans  affect  every 
councilor  in  this  Body.     And  each  councilor  has  a 
responsibility  to  his  constituents  to  do  everything 
he  can  to  show  he  is  opposed  to  these  plans.     At 
the  present  time  the  officials  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  Company  are  contemplating  the  use  of 
two  and   three   car   trains,    particularly    three-ear 
trains,  on  the  surface  lines  of  the  Elevated  System; 
and  these  plans  call  for  but  one  operator  in  the  first 
car,  and  a  conductor  in  the  second  car,  and  a  con- 
ductor in  the  third  car      Now.  Mr.  President,  mind 
you,  I  want  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  these  plans 
are    being    made    regarding    surface    trains,    not 
elevated  or  tunnel  trains,  of  the  Elevated  System 
We  know,  of  course,  that  for  many  years  there  has 
been  an  operator  in  the  first  car  of  the  elevated 
trains,    and    a    certain    number    of    guards — not 
enough,  as  a  matter  of  fact — -distributed  throughout 
the  train.    But  in  this  instance  here,  the  officials  of 
the  Elevated  want  to  endanger  the  lives  and  the 
safety  of  the  patrons  of  the  line,  want  to  restrict 
employment  by  eliminating  the  conductor  in  the 
first  car  of  those  two  and  three  car  trains.     Now, 
for  the  life  of  me,  Mr.  President,  I  can't  see  where 
any  wise  planning  will  permit  the  Elevated  officials 
to  conclude  that  the  safety  of  the  public  is  to  be 
protected  where  those  officials  ask  the  operator,  the 
man  who  operates  that  train,  who  is  in  the  front 
end  of  the  first  car,  and  who  is  expected  to  make 
change  for  passengers  getting  on  that  first  car,  to 
open  doors,  to  let  passengers  in  and  out,  to  keep 
his  eyes  on  the  roadway  ahead,  to  answer  questions 
that  the  patrons  very  often  ask,  as  to  where  this  or 
that    street    is — to    do    all    those    multitudinous 
duties,  and  then  feel  that  they  are  giving  to  the 
patrons   of   that   line    the    protection    that   those 
patrons   are   entitled    to.      The   newspapers  lately 
have  not  acquainted  the  people  with  the  many 
accidents  that  are  happening  at  the  present  time 
on  the  Elevated  System — a  record  that  at  the  pres- 
ent   time    compares    very    unfavorably    with    the 
splendid  record  the  Elevated  had  established   in 
years  past.     The  safety  of  the  public,  not  only  of 
the  people  riding  in  the  cars,  but  all  pedestrians, 
all   those   who  are   driving   automobiles   or   other 
motor   vehicles,   even   the  man  that  is  driving  a 
horse  and  wagon  along  the  highway,  must  be  pro- 
tected, but  the  responsibility  is  being  placed  upon 
the  shoulders  of  that  operator  in  that  first  car,  and 
that  responsibility  is  altogether  too  great,  and  God 
help  them  when  something  happens.     You  cannot 
reasonably  expect  that  operator  in  that  first  car 
to  do  those  multitudinous  duties  without  asking 
him  to  take  upon  his  shoulders  responsibility  that 
never  should  be  expected  of  him.     The  people  of 
this  city  and  those  who  patronize  the  entire  Ele- 
vated  System,   must   become   aroused  over  these 
plans.      Another  situation  that  must   be  kept  in 
mind,  and  one  that  is  rightfully  important,  is  that 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  employment  situation. 
I  feel  that  the  only  reason  in  the  minds  of  the 
Elevated  officials  in  trying  to  put  this  plan  across, 
so   to  speak,   is  to  eliminate   the  employment  of 
those   so-called   extra    men,    that   conductor    who 


lid  be  employed  in  that  first  car.     In  these  days 
or  in   no  other  day.  should  any   vitally   necessary 
employment     be    eliminated     by     the    Elevated 
officials   or   anyone   else       We   hear   a   great   deal 
nowadays    about    post-war    planning    to    provide 
employmenl  for  the  men  in  the  service  when  they 
return   home       And  here  in  this  instance,  we   find 
the   Elevated   officials  doing  their  bit   to  contract 
that  employment  by  eliminating  these  most  vitally 
necessary  jobs.     Commonsense  reasoning  will  tell 
us  that   there  should  be  a  conductor  in  that  first 
car.     Quite  often  we  see  these  one-man  cars,  these 
single  units,  nowadays,  going  along  the  tracks  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed,  and  the  reason  for  it  is  because 
the  operator  is  behind  his  schedule  and  he  is  trying 
to  make  up  lost  time.     What  do  these  Elevated 
officials  think?     It  is  very  hard  to  try  to  determine 
just  what  they  have  in  mind.     The  safety  of  the 
public   comes   first,   and  it  isn't  for   the   Elevated 
officials  to  discard   that  safety.     There  is  an  ab- 
solute necessity  that  everything  be  done  in  these 
days,    particularly,    to   provide   every   bit   of   em- 
ployment that  is  possible,   chiefly   when-   it   is  so 
necessaril;-.    vital  ~c  it  is  in  this  inctailJE  heri      In 
connection  with  that  order.   Mr.  President,   I  am 
filing  another  order  asking  that  the  Committee  on 
Public  Safety  of  the  Boston  City  Council  hold  a 
meeting,  to  which  the  officials  of  the  Elevated  and 
the  officers  of  the  Carmen's  Union,  and  anyone  else 
who  might  care  to  be  heard,  be  invited.     I  know 
the  feeling  of  the  men  who  are  operating  the  sur- 
face cars   of   the   Elevated    System.      They   don't 
want  this  responsibility        I'hsra  is  no  such  thing 
as  this  manpower  shortage  in  so  far  as  Elevated 
jobs    are    concerned.      Why,    I    understand,    Mr. 
President,  that  in  some  of  the  barns  throughout  the 
System — die    barns,    so    called, — spare    men   don't 
leave   that  barn   for  one   minute   throughout  the 
day  excepting  to  take  lunch.     The  Elevated  can 
get  all  the  help  it  needs,  so  that  that  can't  be  tiieir 
excuse  for  attempting  to  put  such  a  plan  as  this 
into  effect.     I  sincerely  hope,  therefore,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent,   the   Mayor   will   immediately   consult   with 
members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and 
that  they  will  refuse  to  permit  the  use  of  these  two 
and  three  car  trains,  where  but  one  operator  is  to 
be  employed  in  the  first  car.     I  likewise  hope  that 
the  Committee  on  Public  Safety  will  hold  a  meet- 
ing within  the  next  few  days  in  order  that  we  might 
find  out  for  ourselves  the  feeling  of  the  men  belong- 
ing to  the  Street  Carmen's  Union,  and   that  we 
might  hear  their  objections  to  this  contemplated 
plan. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered.  That  the  City  Council  Committee  on 
Public  Safety  be  requested  to  hold  a  meeting  to 
which  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated,  Presi- 
dent Dana,  and  representatives  of  the  Carmen's 
Union  are  invited  to  discuss  the  proposed  operation 
of  two  and  three  car  trains  on  surface  lines  where 
only  one  operator  is  employed  in  the  first  car. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  just  want  to  say  that 
there  will  be  a  meeting  at  11  o'clock  Friday  morn- 
ing, if  we  can  get  a  quorum. 

Both  orders  were  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

A  lew  weeks  ago,  a  former  distinguished  councilor 
of  Boston — his  young  girl  was  desecrated  and 
destroyed,  spiritually  and  corporally,  by  a  sex 
fiend.     Since    that    time    her   soul    has    winged    its 

way  up  through  tl ternal  tribunal,  and  is  now 

enjoying  the  happiness  and  bliss  that  is  in  store  for 
each  and  everyone.     But  yet  that  death  resounds 
ri"t  only  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Boston,  but 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  our  state.     Nothing 
has  been  done,  and  the  apathy  and  indifference  of 
Ins  Excellency.  Governor  Leverett  Saltonstall,  has 
been  brought  to  the  forefront  by  his  going  to  the 
Republican    Convention     without    recommending 
that  suitable  quarters  should  be  erected,  or  a  site 
allocated,  for  the  sex  fiend.      No  words  of  mine  can 
describe  a  sex  pervert.      It  is  not  due  to  environ- 
ment, it  is  not  due  to  any  hereditary  traits.     It  is 
due  primarily   to  the  individual   who  preys  upon 
the  culpability  of  the  adolescent  in  order  to  satisfy 
an  unsatiable  desire  for  sex.     And  yet,  we  of  human 
society   have  allowed    this   man   to  prowl  and   to 
place  his  gleaming  eyes  upon  the  spiritual  integrity 
of  a  small  girl.     Laws  are  made  by  human  beings 
and  they  are  always  based  upon  the  moral  law, 
and  laws  should  be  placed  upon  the  statute  books 
to  carry  out  the  mandate  of  the  people  and  the 
exigencies    of    human    life.     But    our    state    has 
allowed  this  depraved  individual  to  prowl  through- 
out the  length  and  breadth  of  our  state,  and  there 
• '  •  < '  no  detention  quarters  for  him  at  the  present 
time.     The  sorrow  of  the  Frances  McGrath  death 
permeates    our    state    at    the    present    time,    and 
particularly  the  Boston  City  Council,  which  at  one 
time  had  her  father  as  a  colleague  from  the  ward 
in  Dorchester,  and  at.  that  time  his  little  girl  was 
not    born.     His    Excellency,    the    Governor,    has 
plenary  powers  bestowed  upon  him  by  the  Legis- 
lature  because   of   war,    and   because   of   biennial 
sessions  there  will  not  be  a  gathering  or  convention 
of  the  Legislature  until  the  beginning  of  next  year. 
Something  must  be  done.     You  can  never  correct 
or  eliminate  without  trying  to  solve.     It  is  up  to 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  take  initial  steps 
to  recommend  that  the  sentence  be  increased,  and 
to  preclude  all  pardon  privileges  and  parole,  and 
tjiis  individual  should  be  isolated  from  all  human 
society,  and  from  any  man  or  woman  that  may 
have  trespassed  the  laws  of  society.     It  is  up  to  his 
Excellency    the    Governor    and    I    hope    that    his 
Honor  the  Mayor  recognizes  the  potency  of  this 
order  and  so  recommends. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Of  course  I  am  in  full 
accord  with  everything  said  by  Councilor  Hanley. 
I  think  the  problem  right  now  for  the  general 
public  is  to  lay  the  blame  where  it  properly  belongs. 
A  year  or  so  ago  I  could  not  have  accepted  as  an 
ordinary  human  being  the  attitude  I  have  today, 
because  in  that  year's  time  I  have  become  the 
parent  of  a  little  boy.  And  it  seems  as  though 
boys  are  no  more  immune  to  the  fiendish  attacks 
that  these  depraved  vermin  want  to  inflict  upon 
them  than  are  little  girls.  Everybody  in  here  has 
some  child  that  he  dearly  loves,  no  more  than  any 
of  his  other  children.  As  grown  people  we  know 
that  children  are  born  in  this  world  with  two 
strikes  on  them,  to  use  the  slang  expression,  and 
why  society,  because  of  antiquated  laws  or  because 
of  a  mealy-mouthed,  sob-sister  attitude  towards 
certain  types  of  law  breakers,  should  perpetuate 
iIm  in  and  keep  them  in  existence,  when  death 
should  be  the  penalty  of  their  depravities,  their 
depredations,  is  beyond  me.  About  a  month  ago 
I  received  a  call  at  home  one  night  that  three 
young  married  women,  mothers  of  children,  wanted 
me  to  go  to  the  local  court  because  one  of  these 
perverts  had  been  arrested  in  the  act  of  indecent 
exposure  before  little  children  in  the  Doherly 
Heights  Park,  in  Charlestown.  Of  course  I  am 
not  a  lawyer,  and  when  I  came  in  contact  with 
the  women  I  asked  them  what  they  expected  me 
to  do,  and  they  said,  "We  understand  he  has  a 
verj  prominent  lawyer.  We  want  to  sec  that  the 
children's  rights  are  protected."  I  went  down  to 
court,   and   after  the  case,    which    was   handled    DJ 

•  in    of  my  fellow-councilors    as  attorney  for  the 

defense,  the  judge  found  the  defendant  guilty 
and  gave  him  three  months  in  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, at  lien  Island  and  the  place  is  crowded 
to  the  doors  with  men  doing  as  long  as  six  months 
for  being  drunk,  and  others  doing  a  year  or  a  year 
and  a  half  for  stealing.  Hut,  this  scum  of  the 
earth  was  required  to  serve  only  ninety  days  for 

molesting  little  children  who  in   no   wa.\    were  able 

to  defend  themselves.  His  attorney  then  asked 
the  Court,  when  $500  bail  had  been  set  upon,  to 
release    him,    the    defendant,    into    the    lawyer's 
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body,  and  thai  be  would  produce  him  in  Supe- 
rior Courl  when  they  sent  for  him.  And  I  asked 
permission,  as  a  citizen  and  as  a  member  of  this 
Body,  to  address  the  Court.  And  I  pointed  out 
clearly  to  the  Court  that  the  defendant  was  a 
transient   character  in  Charlestown,  that  he  had 

no  family  other  than  a  wife,  thai   he  was  living  in 
subsidized    housing,   and    had    no   anchor   in  the 
town.      And   1  went   further,   Mr.   President,  and  I 
stated   that  a   man   found   guilty   of  this   type  of 
offense  against    law  and  good   morals  would   think 
more  of  $500  cash  bail  than  he  would  his  word  to 
his  lawyer,  and  I  insisted  that  the  bail  be  posted, 
and  the  bail   was   posted.      In   the   meantime,   the 
children   of   these   three   young   mothers   had    con- 
tracted measles,  because  the  three  young  mothers 
are  day  after  day  associates  of  each  other.     There- 
fore, their  children,  who  are  in  their  company  all  the 
time,    contracted    measles,    one    from    the    other, 
and  they  could  not  appear  in  court  when  the  case 
-ailed    in   Superior  Court.      As  a   result,   the 
case  was  postponed  a   week,   and   in   that  week's 
lime  the   Magrath  body  was  found,   Friday,  June 
16,  and  that  afternoon,  the  dullest  day  in  Superior 
Court    in    the    summer,    the    lawyers    have    this 
fiend  in  and    they  tried  to  get  the  Court  to  accept 
a  plea  of  guilty,  as  a  result  of  which  his  case  was 
to  be  placed  on  file,  or  he  was  to  be  given  proba- 
tion— please    make    the    correction — gi%'en    proba- 
tion.    The  prosecutor's  office  would  not  stand  for 
it,   and   set    the   case   down    for   Monday   last,   at 
11.30  in  the  morning.      And,  before  a  judge  who 
by  reputation  doesn't  like  to  send  anyone  to  jail, 
the  man  was  permitted  to  change  his  plea.     I  am 
sorry   I  used  the  term  "man,"  but.  we  will  let  it 
go, — the  defendant  changed  his  plea  and  was  given 
one  year's  probation, — one  week  ago  this  morning, 
when  they  were  burying  the  McGrath  girl, — one 
week  ago  today,  when  she  was  placed  for  all  time 
in  the  cold,   damp  grave, — a  little  girl   who   had 
every  right  under  the  law  of  God  to  live  and  en- 
joy happiness  and  good  health  and  family  affec- 
tion,  and    one   of   those   depraved   animals,    of   a 
number   unknown    to    anyone,    was    turned    loose 
almost  with  the  blessing  of  the  Court,  by  Judge 
Nelson  P.  Brown,  whose  standard  of  morals,   no 
matter  what  he  is  in  legal  jurisprudence,  must  be 
pretty  low  indeed  to  turn  that  worm  loose.     And, 
mind  you,  his  attorneys  had  every  right  in  creation 
to  defend  him  to  the  limits  of  their  ability.     Nor 
would  I  ask  a  lawyer   to  shun  a  case  of  that   de- 
scription.   It  is  grist  to  his  mill,  and  he  is  entitled 
to   any   income   therefrom.      I   don't   claim   there 
was  any  corruption  of  justice.     I  claim  any  cor- 
ruption lay  within  the  heart  and  consciousness  of 
Judge  Brown's  interpretation  of  his  duty  to  decent 
society.      Judge   Brown   ought   to   be   impeached. 
And  if  you  think  I  am  being  critical  about  it,   I 
certainly  mean  to  be.     One  of  our  Boston  papers 
carried   a   story   the   other   morning  of  a   case   in 
Federal     Court,     the     Southeastern     District     of 
Massachusetts,  where  a  woman  had  kidnapped  a 
child,  took  the  child  to  New  York,  and  admitted 
it,  and  was  placed  on  trial  and  found  not  guilty 
by  a  jury,  which  immediately  drew  down  the  wrath 
of  Federal  Judge  Morton,  who  said  that  if  there 
were  any  sex  atrocities  in  this  district  in  the  next 
fifteen  years,  "you  on  the  jury  will  be  responsible." 
The  common  term  to  use,  the  common  opinion  to 
offer  when  one  of  these  little  children  is  taken  and 
violated,  and  then  killed,  and  her  death  brought 
about  as  a  necessary  complement  to  the  first  act, 
— the  common  expression  is:    "If  that  was  my  kid 
I    wouldn't    wait    for    the   law."      Well,    whoever 
killed   the   McGrath   child   had   the   state   on   his 
side.      John    McGrath    asked    Governor    Salton- 
stall  for  the  State  Guard.     The  child  at  that  time 
was  presumed  to  be  alive,  because  he  made  the 
request  within  a  couple  of  days  of  her  disappear- 
ance.     Yet,   according  to   the   reports,    the   child 
didn't  die   until  forty-eight  hours  before   Friday, 
June  16,  having  been  missing  a  week  or  ten  days, 
and   John   McGrath  is   well   within   his  rights  in 
blaming  Governor  Saltonstall  for  contributing  to 
that  child's  death.     Johnnie  McGrath  had  every 
right  in  the  world,  just  as  we  have,  to  expect  that 
our    children    and    our    wives    can    go    along   the 
street  and  can  go  in  the  public  parks  and,  yes,  if 
necessary,  go  into  the  darkest  holes  that  can  be 
found,  and  still  come  out  safe.   If  they  don't,  the 
strictest   possible    measures   should    be   instituted 
against  those  responsible  for  anything  happening 
to  them,   and  that  is   not  always  the  immediate 
criminal.      In   all    too    many  instances   it   can    be 
traced,    the    blame    can    sit    squarely    upon    the 
shoulders   of   our   officials   who,   for  no   excusable 
reason,  will  not  cooperate.     I  want  to  echo  Coun- 


cilor Hanley  s  remark  in  saying  that  I  don't  want 
to  climb  upon  the  bier— now  the  grave— of  an 
unfortunate  unhappy  little  girl.  Before  I  opened 
m-Y  "\°,ut£  hP"e  todav  l  talked  this  over  with 
John  McGrath,  and  I  told  him  of  the  happening 
that  morning  up  in  the  Superior  Court,  one  week 
ago  today,  and  I  said  I  would  like  to  go  in  there 
today— I  said  "John,  I  would  like  to  go  in  there 
today  and  tell  them  what  I  think  of  Judge  Nelson 
P.  Brown,  and  all  the  Nelson  P.  Browns,  but  I 
don  t  want  to  be  accused  of  trying  to  make  the 
papers  on  the  coffin  of  your  little  girl."  And  he 
said,  I  am  the  kid's  father.  If  there  is  anything 
you  can  say  that  will  concentrate  public  opinion 
on  the  freedom  that  these  people  have,  you  have 
my  permission  to  say  it."  I  only  hope  that  the 
little  kid  is  happier  than  she  might  have  been  had 
she  lived. 

•   .C°iUun-  MUCHNICK— I  had  not  expected  to  get 
into  this,  Mr.  President.     It  so  happens  that  I  was 
counsel    for    the    defendant    of    whom    Councilor 
Kinsella    has    been    speaking    for    the    last  few 
miiiu  es.     I    was    associated    with    Mr.    Herbert 
Callahan   in   defense   of   the   man   who   was   com- 
plained  of  for  a  violation  of  the  statutes.     Nobody 
here    nobody  in  this  city,  has  any  more  sympathy 
for  Mr    and  Mrs.  McGrath  than  I  have'  in  their 
loss.     But    I    was   engaged    in    defending   a    man 
who  had  not  been  indicted  for  the  murder  of  the 
McGrath    child,    who    had    not    been    indicted  for 
abusing   little   children,   but  who   had   been   com- 
plained of  in  the  lower  court    for  an  offense  that 
can  happen  to  any  or  all  of  us  bv  accident  or  mis- 
take as  well  as  by  design.     That  case  was  tried 
in  the  lower  court,  and,  as  sentence  was  about  to 
be  pronounced,  the  judge  in  the  lower  court  was 
perfectly  willing  to  levy  a  fine  on  the  defendant 
instead  of  putting  him  in  jail,  when  the  councilor 
from      Charlestown     injected      himself     into  the 
picture  and  made  a  vehement  plea,  so  that  the 
fine  was  not  levied.     In  Superior  Court  the  case 
was  originally  on  the  list  for  Thursday,  a  normal 
da-Y   <<l  Superior  Court  business,   when,   unknown 
to  Mr.  Callahan  and  myself,   it  was  knocked  off 
the  list,  and  a  motion  was  made  on  the  following 
day,   on   Friday,   to   have  it  restored  to   the   list- 
Monday,  which  is  the  busiest  day  in  the  Superior 
Court,    Judge    Nelson    Brown,    after   hearing   the 
story,    and    getting    the    man's    background    and 
medical  history  concerning  the  man  in  the  past 
and    on    the    particular    dav    in    question,    very 
properly  'ruled,   within  his  rights  as  a  judge  and 
within  the  law,  as  he  did  rule.     It  seems  to  me 
that  this  particular  case  has  no  place  here  in  this 
Council.     No    castigation    on    Judge     Brown    is 
necessary  or  desirable,  and  the  judge  did  only  his 
duty,  as  has  been  done  in  hundreds  of  cases  in 
the  past.     And  I  feel,   where  I  was  concerned  in 
the  trial  of  the  case,   that  the  true  facts  should 
be  made  known  to  this  Council  and  to  the  people 
of    the    city.     Judge    Brown    felt    that   it    was    a 
normal  law  case  of  a  criminal  nature  that  should 
be  disposed  of  in  a  normal  fashion,  and  he  didn't 
wish  it  to  be  made  a  football,  as  some  did  desire 
to  have  it.  made,  and  it  seems  to  me,  and  I  repeat, 
he  should   in  no   way  be  criticized   for  doing  his 
duty  and  doing  it  well. 

Coun.     KINSELLA— I     wish    that    Councilor 
Muchnick   would   stick   to   the   facts.     I   am   not 
going  to  try  the  case  here,  but  Councilor  Much- 
nick   knows   that   the   first  decision   of   the   lower 
court  was  three  months  in  the  House  of  Correction 
with  $500  bail,  on  bail.     And  then — the  gentleman 
was  outside  when  I  recounted  this — I  will  refresh 
his  memory,  it  needs  refreshing.     He  asked  that 
the    defendant    be    released    in    his    custody.     I 
opposed    that,     and     then     Councilor     Muchnick 
asked  that  they  post  a  $200  fine,  which  the  judge 
very  properly  ridiculed  and  insisted  on  $500  bail. 
Now,   it  is  rather  significant  that  the  defendant 
said  nothing  in  his  own  defense,  nor  was  he  asked 
one  question,  either  in  the  lower  court  or  in  the 
higher    court — in    the    lower    court   by    Councilor 
Muchnick,  or  in  the  higher  court  by  either  Coun- 
cilor   Muchnick    or    Mr.     Callahan.     It    is    also 
significant  that  when  the  police  arrested  him  and 
asked   him   if   he   ever   did   this   before,    he   said, 
"Yes,    twenty    years    ago,    in    Seattle," — is    that 
right,   Councilor   Muchnick — "twenty   years  ago, 
in    Seattle.        Twenty   years   ago,    in    Seattle,    he 
was  found  guilty  in  the  lower  court  and  appealed 
to  the  higher  court,  and  they  found  him  guiltless. 
I  may  say  that  much  in  an  honest  record  of  the 
facts   in   Seattle   twenty   years   ago.     He   had   an 
early   start,   at   the   age   of   twenty-two,   and   the 
fiend  that  killed  the  McGrath  child  started  that 
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way,  and  as  long  as  Hermes  Hineklyn  is  on  the 
loose  you  might  expect  anything,  and  any  lawyer 
that  needs  a  fee  bad  enough  to  defend  that  vermin 
can  have  it.  I  don't  want  it,  and  I  don't  think 
anyone  else  with  decent  instincts  wants  it. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— As  long  as  the  question 
of  fees  has  come  up,  I  hope  the  other  members  of 
the  bar  won't  be  angry  about  this,  but  I  defended 
the  gentleman  without  fee. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

REQUESTED      APPEARANCE      OF      PARK 
COMMISSION   CHAIRMAN. 

Coun.  RUSSO,  McCORMACK  and  BAYLEY 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  appear  before  the  Committee  on  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds to  give  reasons  why  money  has  been  spent 
from  the  $25,000  appropriation  for  playground 
equipment  for  other  purposes. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Some  time  ago,  the  Committee 
on  Playgrounds  and  Parks  had  before  them  an 
order  of  $25,000  for  additional  equipment,  in  the 
playgrounds  of  our  city,  and  it  is  surprising  to 
know  that  the  committee  has  now  been  informed 
that  moneys  have  been  spent  for  other  than  those 
purposes.  At  the  time  we  held  the  meeting,  Com- 
missioner Long  was  invited  to  appear  before  the 
committee  to  explain  to  us  what  this  money  was 
going  to  be  used  for.  He  didn't  appear,  but  he 
sent  one  of  his  representatives,  and  his  repre- 
sentative stated  to  us  that  that  money  was  solely 


for  additional  equipment  on  our  parks  and  play- 
grounds. We  find  now  that  moneys  had  been  spent 
outside  of  that  purpose.  We  have  been  informed 
that  his  representative  had  no  authorization  to 
make  such  statements.  Mr.  President,  it  is  not 
the  intent  of  this  committee  to  oppose  the  recreation 
of  the  "(Jay  Nineties,"  which,  as  we  understand  it 
now,  this  money  was  used  for.  But  it  is  the  intent 
of  this  committee  to  live  up  to  the  purposes  stated 
at  the  time  that  we  approved  it.  I  say  that  they 
can  use  other  moneys  for  those  functionings,  and 
not  take  it  away  from  the  children  of  our  city. 
There  isn't  one  of  us  who  is  not  clamoring  every 
day  of  the  week  to  have  additional  equipment  in 
our  playgrounds.  I  understand  also,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  part  of  this  money  was  going  to  be  used 
for  the  North  End  Park.  I  haven't  seen  anything 
of  it  yet.  Many  playgrounds  in  my  district  — 
and  I  know  it  must  be  so  in  every  district  —  need 
additional  equipment.  Why,  for  the  life  of  me, 
they  should  take  this  money  and  use  it  for  other 
purposes,  I  can't  understand.  And  I  say,  Mr. 
President,  now,  and  always,  that  whenever  this 
Council  requests  that  the  head  of  a  department 
appear  before  its  committee,  that  head  of  depart- 
ment must  appear,  so  that  we  will  have  no  conflict 
or  no  misrepresentation.  They  are  getting  paid 
for  it,  and  they  are  getting  good  money,  too.  So 
I  say,  Mr.  President,  that  hereafter  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  should  make  it  his  business  to  instruct  all 
department  heads  —  I  know  that  we  have  had 
some  up  here  before  us  willingly  at  all  times  — 
but  I  say  to  all  of  them,  when  this  Council  goes  on 
record  as  requesting  a  head  of  department  to  appear 
before  them  it  is  their  business  to  appear,  and  I 
can  say  it  is  not  the  intent  of  the  committee  to 
oppose  any  functioning  whatsoever,  but  I  believe 
that  we  are  within  our  rights  that  any  money  that 
has  been  presented  to  us  to  be  spent  must  be  spent 
for  the  manner  for  which  it  was  presented. 

Coun.  COFFEY— There  is  only  one  thing  I 
want  to  touch  on.  Of  course  we  have  been  hol- 
lering for  playground  equipment  here  for  a  long, 
long  time.  Even  before  I  came  into  the  Council 
I  used  to  come  up  as  a  spectator  and  listen  to 
Councilor  Carey  holler  for  playground  equipment. 
A  couple  of  years  ago  the  former  Police  Commis- 
sioner had  billboards  advertising  himself  through- 
out the  city  regarding  law  and  order,  and  so  forth, 
and  instead  of  a  policeman's  picture  on  these  bill- 
boards appeared  the  picture  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner. As  a  result,  I,  and  others,  have  asked  the 
reason  as  to  why  his  picture  appeared  there  when 
any  ordinary  picture  of  any  policeman  would  have 
been  more  effective.  Now,  I  wonder  if  any  of  this 
money  is  being  spent  for  posters  advertising  the 
Mayor,  because  in  several  sections  of  the  city  I 
have  seen  posters  which  read,  "Come  along  with 
Mayor  Tobin  to  the  'Gay  Nineties'."  I  don't 
think  it  is  at  all  necessary  for  Mayor  Tobin's  name 
to  appear  on  these  advertisements.  Of  course  it 
is  only  up  to  July  11,  because  he  won't  be  a  candi- 
date after  that  day,  because  he  will  be  eliminated 
on  that  day,  if  I  know  anything  about  polities. 
But  I  would  like  to  know  if  the  auditor  is  holding 
up  the  paying  of  those  posters.  He  did  hold  up 
the  Police  Commissioner  and  wanted  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  pay  for  the  posters,  as  he  was 
advertising  himself.

PROPERTY    OF   SAMUEL   GROSS   DAVIS. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — Samuel  Gross  Davis,  late  of  Boston, 
bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston  in  his  will  a  one- 
fifth  interest  in  the  residuum  of  his  estate  after  the 
distribution  of  specific  bequests.  This  bequest  was 
accepted  by  the  City  of  Boston  by  an  order  passed 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  June  12,  1933,  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  June  13,  1933.  Under  the. 
terms  of  the  bequest  and  its  order  of  acceptance 
there  was  established  the  charitable  trust  known  as 
the  City  of  Boston-Samuel  G.  Davis  School  Fund. 

The  New  England  Trust  Company  and  Edwin  C. 
Clark  (now  deceased),  executors  of  the  Davis 
estate,  have  distributed  approximately  the  entire 
personal  estate  of  the  deceased  and  the  City  of 
Boston-Samuel  G.  Davis  School  Fund  had  to  its 
credit  at  the  beginning  of  this  calendar  year  the 
sum  of  $91,742.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
amount  received,  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  residuary 
legatee  has  a  one-fifth  interest  in  certain  real  estate 
formerly  held  by  the  testator  Samuel  G.  Davis. 
This  real  estate  is  situate  in  West  Falmouth,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  consists  of  two  parcels  of  vacant  and 
unimproved  land:  the  first  of  said  parcels  is  sit- 
uated on  the  westerly  side  of  Nonamessett  street, 
extending  into  West  Falmouth  Harbor,  and  con- 
tains approximately  8.3  acres  of  wooded  upland  and 
3  acres  of  marshland ;  the  second  of  said  parcels  is 
situated  on  the  easterly  side  of  Nonamessett  street 
and  contains  approximately  4  acres  of  wooded 
upland. 

This  property  has  been  on  the  market  for  sale 
during  the  past  eleven  years  without  substantial 
offer  being  made  therefor.  At  the  present  time  the 
New  England  Trust  Company,  the  remaining 
executor  of  the  Samuel  G.  Davis  estate,  has  been 
negotiating  for  a  sale  of  the  first  of  said  parcels,  the 
parcel  containing  approximately  11.3  acres  of 
upland  and  marsh.  The  New  England  Trust  Com- 
pany has  received  a  bona  fide  offer  for  this  parcel 
in  the  amount  of  $10,000. 

The  office  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston  has  inquired  into  all  aspects  relative  to 
this  property  and  has  had  an  appraisal  valuation 
made  thereon.  The  pertinent  facts  relative  to  the 
first  of  said  two  parcels  of  property  may  be  briefly 
summarized  as  follows:  appraisal  valuation, 
$13,950;  tax  assessment,  valuation,  $15,000;  tax 
rate,  1943,  $22.80.  The  pertinent  facts  relative  to 
the  second  of  said  two  parcels  of  property  may  be 
briefly  summarized  as  follows:  appraisal  valuation, 
$2,025;  tax  assessment  valuation,  $3,000;  tax 
rate,  1943,  $22.80.  The  carrying  charges  for  this 
property  as  it  is  composed  entirely  of  unproduci  ive 
land  consists  solely  in  real  estate  taxes  (1943, 
$410.40)  and  liability  insurance  (1943,  $10).  The 
carrying  charges  for  the  years  1933-1938  have  been 
paid  by  the  executor  and  charged  to  the  expenses 
of  administration  of  this  estate.  The  carrying 
charges  against  this  property  for  the  years  1939 
1943  have  been  paid  by  the  executor  and  have  been 
charged  against  the  remaining  personal  property 
assets  held  by  the  executor  for  distribution  to  i  In- 
residuary  legatees.

LAND  TAKEN  FOR  EXPANSION  OF   BAST 
BOSTON     AIRPORT. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
inform  the  City  "Council  as  to  what  land  owned 
by  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Port  I  >e- 
velopmen!  Company  was  taken  by  the  Common- 
wealth "f  Massachusetts  by  eminent  domain  for 
i!e    expansion  of  the  East  Boston  airport. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  a  couple  oi 
mill, ths  ago  this  Body  was  taken  for  a  ride — and  I 
mean  taken  for  a  ride — over  to  the  East  Boston 
airport,  and  at  the  tune  we  were  under  the  im- 
pression    I  think  most  of  the  councilors  were,  the 

same   as   myself — that   when    land-takings    were    to 
be  taken  over  there  for  the  expansion  of  the  airport 
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they  were  going  to  be  taken  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  Boston  ' !ity  ( louncil.  The  day 
aftei  nomination,  to  everybody's  amassment  in 
Ho-tun  I  don't  know  about  Boston  par- 
ticularly    but  in  East  Boston  we  were  amazed  to 

find  OUt  that  the  State  I  )epartmcnt  of  Public  Wen  k~ 

stepped  in  and  by  eminent  domain  took  these  par- 
ol land  owned  by  the  Boston  Port  Development 
Company,  on  which  taxes  have  been  owed  for  the 
past  twelve  years,  and  on  which  no  taxes  have  been 

paid.  They  stepped  In  and  took  this  land  bj 
eminent  domain  and,  according  to  the  newspapers, 

that  is  the  only  information  that  1ms  come  to  my 

attention,  stated  that  the  price  was  to  he  set 
later  I  am  also  informed  there  ale  two  pieces  of 
land  there  owned  by  the  City  that  were  also  taken 
In  en i u lent  domain.  Now.  I  don't  think  the  Mayol 
has  treated  the  people  of  East  Boston  fair  anil 
square  in  taking  these  two  strips  of  land  owned  DJ 
the  city,  and  I  don't  think  the  Law  Department  or 
the  Finance  Commission  have  played  fail  with  the 
people  of  East  Boston  l>>  allowing  McDonald  & 
Company  land  to  he  taken  without  at  least  entering 
a  protest,  or  without  at  least  sending  a  member  of 
the  l.:i«  Department  up  there  to  protect  the  city's 

interests,  to  make  sure  that  the  money  that  is  owed 
is  paid  —  not  after  the  land  is  taken  by  eminent 
domain  but  previous  to  the  time  the  land  is  taken 
by  eminent  domain.  I  think  every  one  of  you 
councilors  are  familiar  with  the  facts  I  brought  out. 
the  facts  that  I  have  brought  out  on  the  floor  here 
for  the  past  two  years,  about  all  the  moneys  that 
have  been  owed  by  this  Boston  Port  Development 
Company.  I  think  there  is  something  like  $179,000 
now  that  remains  to  be  paid.  If  my  information  is 
correct,  the  state  is  going  to  pay  the  Boston  Port 
Development  Company  something  like  $180,000, 
and,  according  to  the  agreement  made  between  the 
Finance  Commission,  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
McDonald  and  the  Mayor,  on  any  lands  sold  by  tin- 
Port  Development  Company  of  over  $50,000  a  50 
per  cent  abatement  would  be  granted  to  the  Boston 
Port  Development  Company.  Now,  if  that  is  the 
true  picture — and  I  gather  that  it  is — the  Boston 
Port  Development  Company  will  get  themselves 
back  something  like  $90,000,  have  their  taxes  paid, 
and  still  have  plenty  of  land  in  East  Boston  that  t  he 
city  should  have  foreclosed  on  for  nonpayment  of 
taxes  during  the  past  twelve  years.  Personally,  I 
think  that  is  a  rotten  deal.  They  waited  for  just 
one  thing — one  day  after  nomination — and  stepped 
in  and  took  the  land  by  eminent  domain.  I  want 
to  ask  everybody  here  why  we  were  taken  for  that 
ride  if  the  state  intended  at  that  time  to  take  the 
land  by  eminent  domain.  Why  go  to  the  trouble? 
They  are  supposed  to  be  "big  shots,"  close  to  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  want  this  airport — 
and  I  might  bring  out  while  I  am  at  it  that  there 
is  going  to  be  something  like  278  more  airports 
built  within  the  confines  of  Massachusetts,  but  not 
one  nickel  has  been  allocated  for  the  East  Boston 
airport  by  the  Federal  Government.  As  I  have 
said  on  the  floor  here  time  and  time  again,  if  that 
airport  was  of  any  importance  the  Government 
would  have  taken  it  over  right  after  Pearl  Harbor 
The  only  screech  that  the  aviation  clique  make  is 
that  it  is  200  miles  nearer  Europe.  And  I  repeat, 
if  it  was  of  any  importance  to  the  Government 
they  would  have  stepped  in  right  after  Pearl 
Harbor  and  taken  that  over.  Why  didn't  the  order 
come  up  from  the  Mayor  requesting  us,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  City  Council,  to  pass  on  tin- 
taking  of  this  land,  not  only  of  McDonald  &  Com- 
pany, in  view  of  the  fact  he  still  owes  taxes  on  that 
land,  but  also  on  two  strips  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston?  They  didn't  send  an  order  up  here — I 
mean  the  Mayor's  office — nor  did  they  bother  to 
send  anybody  up  to  the  Land  Court  to  contest  tin- 
taking  of  this  land.  I  said  it  was  a  steal  before, 
and  I  repeat  it  now.  It  is  one  of  the  biggest  steals 
that  ever  happened  within  the  confines  of  Massa- 
chusetts— to  go  out  and  spend  from  $20,000,000 
to  $35,000,000  on  an  airport  that  is  not  needed 
And  you  can  take  my  word  for  it  that  every  pilot 
that  has  ever  driven  a  plane  into  that  airport  has 
said  that  it  is  no  place  for  an  airport,  that  it  ought 
to  be  inland,  because  there  is  too  much  fog  there. 
And,  of  course,  we  are  going  to  have  the  situation 
arise  in  the  near  future  where  they  are  going  to 
take  our  homes,  our  parks,  our  playgrounds  and 
our  beaches.  As  I  said  before,  they  will  have  a 
hell  of  a  fight  although  they  are  all-powerful,  but 
they  wouldn't  be  powerful  if  there  were  twelve 
men  in  this  Body  who  would  stand  up  in  their 
shoes  and  say,  "You  are  not  going  to  take  any- 
thing more  in  that  section  of  East  Boston  without 
getting  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Bostotr 


City  Council."    That  is  what  we  are  sent  up  here 
for.    There  is  no  loophole  where  they  oan  go  over 

our  heads,  step  into  court  and  take  this  by  eminent 
domain,  because  I  have  it  in  writing  that  they 
ed  to  pay  certain  sums  of  money  on  certain 
days.  They  didn't  keep  their  agreements;  they 
didn't  pay  that  money  up  to  today.    That  money 

.should  have  been  paid  as  far  back  as  last  October, 
\nd    I    still  slate   that    if   we  stand   up  in   Our  shoes 

we  can  demand  the  city  foreclose— because  right 
In  m  m  writing  I  have  it,  and  I  have  read  it  on  He 
floor  of  the  Council  tune  and  time  again  —if  they 
didn't  make  these  payments  on  ill.'  day  they  were 
■  lue  thej  would  foifeit  their  land  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  I  ask  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  that  we  send  for  the  assessors  and 
the  Law  Department  and  have  them  come  down 
here  and  tell  us  what  land  they  look  that  is  owned 
by  the  Boston  Port  Development  Company,  and 
also  explain  to  us  what  land  they  took  that  the 
city  owned,  and  if  any  prices  have  been  agreed  on 
in  the  past  or  in  the  future.  I  think  they  owe  that 
to  us  as  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  It 
would  be  the  same  thing  if  they  were  going  to 
the  land  from  any  part  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
would  be  just  as  quick  to  get.  up  on  the  floor  and 
screech.  This  happens  to  be  in  my  section.  We 
don't  want  the  airport.  We  proved  that  beyond 
doubt.  We  don't  want  it,  because  every  precinct 
.surrounding  that  airport  went  through  in  this  last 
contest  for  a  man  they  never  saw,  a  man  that 
asked,  "Is  East  Boston  the  place  you  go  through 
to  get  to  .Suffolk  Downs?"  And  that  man  carried 
those  precincts  with  a  two  to  one  majority.  And 
every  one  of  those  precincts  went  two  to  one,  or 
better  than  two  to  one,  against  Maurice  Tobin  for 
one  reason,  they  don't  want  that  airport  then 
We  don't  want  to  lose  our  homes,  our  parks,  our 
playgrounds  and  our  beaches.  And  the  day  after 
nomination  the  state  steps  in  and  by  eminent 
domain  takes  that  land,  and  it  must  have  been 
with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  He  should  know  by  now  that  the  people 
of  East  Boston  don't  want  that  airport.  There  is 
a  district  where  he  carried  every  one  of  those  pre- 
cincts; two  to  one  against  James  Curley  when 
Cm  ley  carried  the  ward  two  to  one,  and  now 
every  one  have  reversed  themselves  and  voted  two 
to  one  against  Maurice  Tobin.  He  has  thirteen 
popular  prominent  people  on  the  City  of  Boston 
pay  roll  and  they  couldn't  carry  that  precinct  for 
him,  and  he  didn't  have  one  worker  opposed  to 
him  in  that  precinct.  He  has  called  those  people 
in  and  expressed  amazement  that  the  precinct 
voted  against  him,  but  everyone  told  him  tin- 
same  story,  "We  don't  want  the  airport."  I  hope 
this  is  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  has  been  summoned  down 
today  and  also  the  Board  of  Assessors  and,  if  need 
be,  the  gentlemen  downstairs  in  the  real  estate 
office,  so  we  will  know  once  and  for  all  what  action 
is  to  be  taken.

PURCHASE  OF  CAPS  FOR  STREET-CLEAN- 
ING   EMPLOYEES. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  inform  the  City  Council  against  what  item  in 
his  budget  the  purchase  of  caps  for  employees  of 
the  Street-Cleaning  Division  is  charged,  and 
whether  or  not  it  is  proposed  also  to  purchase 
uniforms  for  these  employees. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  have  had 
two  groups  of  people  come  up  to  see  me  in  the 
Council  during  the  past  week.  They  have  been 
ordered  to  wear  striped  caps,  I  guess,  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  Commissioner,  because  they 
are  employees  of  that  department,  the  street 
cleaning  men.  The  caps  arc  made  by  the  Tobias 
Hat  and  Cap  Company,  77  Bedford  street.  It  is 
a  very  heavy  cap,  a  striped  cap.     They  resent  very 
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much  the  fact  that  they  have  to  wear  these  caps, 
because  they  claim  they  are  considered  prisoners' 
caps.  They  look  like  prisoners'  caps,  and  it  is  a 
very  heavy  cap  to  be  wearing  during  the  summer 
time.  Some  of  them  went  on  to  say  that  if  they 
were  forced  to  wear  these  caps  and,  in  the  near 
future,  the  uniforms  made  for  them,  thej  would 
resign  from  their  positions.  They  would  rather 
wear  their  old  clothes  and  an  old  Panama  hat 
to  keep  the  sun  off  their  eyes.  I  don't  know 
where  this  order  came  from.  I  don't  recall  any 
appropriation  for  it  coming  up  before  this  Body, 
asking  that  money  be  expended  for  these  caps  and 
uniforms  for  city  employees.  If  anybody  lias 
that  information  I  would  like  to  get  it.  So  I 
also  ask  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  that  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner and  the  auditor  be  sent  for  to  inform 
us  how  the  Tobias  Hat  and  Cap  Company  happened 
to  get  this  contract,  and  whether  there  are  going 
to  be  uniforms  made,  and  under  what  item  this 
appropriation  is  coming,  and  what  the  expense 
is,  and  so  forth.  I  would  like  to  have  the  order 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

I  wasted  a  whole  day 
riding  around  East  Boston  with  him,  picking 
out  logical  spots  to  give  to  the  East  Boston  people, 
and  he  mentioned  that  he  might  get  a  boys' 
club  from  the  Hayden  Foundation,  and  now  1 
am  hoping  that  he  does.

FIRE     STATION     IN     ORIENT      HEIGHTS 
SECTION. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  appropriation 
order  of  sufficient  amount  to  provide  for  the 
erection  of  a  fire  station  in  the  Orient  Heights 
section  of  East  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  introduced 
some  orders  over  a  year  ago — just  a  year  and  a 
half  ago  we  had  such  a  fire  there  that  there  were 
two  people  burned  to  death.  Right,  after  that 
I  introduced  an  order  that  the  Mayor  take  some 
action  with  reference  to  building  a  fire  house 
up  in  the  Orient  Heights  section.  The  nearest 
fire  house  is  some  two  miles  away,  and  this  section 
probably  has  25,000  to  30,000  inhabitants,  and 
they  are  without  any  fire  protection  at  all.

Coun.  KINSELLA  —  I  understand  that  Massa- 
chusetts is  supposed  to  have  the  easiest  and  most 
workable  soldier  voting  law  in  the  entire  Union. 
It  seems  to  me,  Mr.  President,  that  relatives  who 
by  state  law  are  entitled  to  make  application  for 
absentee  ballots  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  service 
should  not  be  put  to  the  inconvenience  of  coming 
into  Boston  from  remote  parts  of  the  city  during 
business  hours,  which  have  already  been  estab- 
lished —  from  i)  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  every  day  but 
Saturday,  which  is  9  to  12  in  the  morning.  We  all 
know  that  with  the  registration  drives  for  new 
vtfters  they  have  opened  registration  places,  but 
they  have  regular  personnel  attached  to  the  regis- 
tration department  to  function  there  as  registrars, 
and  I  think  the  department  might  very  well  adopt 
the  suggestion  of  the  Mayor  and  order  that  those 
registration  places  be  opened  at  the  same  hours  in 
the  evening  as  they  would  be  in  normal  registra- 
tion drives,  to  expedite  and  encourage  application 
by  relatives  for  absentee  ballots  for  service  men 
and  women. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  didn't  want  to  get  into  this, 
but  from  what  I  see  of  the  Election  Department  I 
think  this  is  a  splendid  order  introduced  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella).  Any- 
thing that  would  help  take  the  work  from  those 
election  commissioners,  I  am  for  it.  In  the  first 
place,  there  are  four  down  there  that  could  do  a 
hell  of  a  lot  better  if  they  stayed  out  of  Purcell's. 
Thej  spend  nine-tenths  of  their  time  at  Purcell's, 
and  one-tenth  in  City  Hall.  When  you  see  any- 
body looking  for  them  when  they  are  in  the  Hall, 
thej-  are  in  a  condition  that  you  couldn't  talk  to 
them  and  you  couldn't  get.  an  intelligent  answer. 
I  have  told  this  to  them  to  their  faces  more  than 
once.  After  nomination  that  place  was  in  such 
confusion  down  there  that  if  a  person  went  in  to 
get  any  information  he  could  not  only  not  find 
out  how  many  votes  a  candidate  got,  but  they 
couldn't,  tell  him  who  won.  And  I  mean  what  I 
say.  They  didn't  know  who  won,  let  alone  being 
able  to  give  the  complete  figure.  I  am  not  the 
only  one  to  complain.  I  have  heard  dozens  of 
people,  and  councilors  here  and  members  of  the 
Legislature,  complain  as  to  the  "slaphappy"  way 
they  run  that  department  down  there.  For 
example,  in  the  State  House,  when  you  go  there 
to  withdraw  they  have  a  slip,  a  form  all  made  out. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  sign  your  name  and  say  you 
withdraw  from  whatever  contest  you  happen  to  be 
in.  But  downstairs  you  have  to  do  that  in  long- 
hand, and  after  you  do  do  it  they  tell  you  it  is 
done  wrong;  then  they  will  instruct  you  and  they, 
themselves,  don't  know  how  to  do  it.  And  I  know 
what  I  speak  of,  because  when  I  went  in  to  pro- 
test papers  they  had  no  form,  and  I  had  to  write 
it  out.  in  longhand,  and  after  I  wrote  it  out  it  was 
about  seven  or  eight  minutes  before  five,  and  they 
said,  "That  is  written  wrong."  And  by  the  time 
they  showed  me  it  was  after  five  o'clock,  but  they 
said,  "That  is  all  right;  you  made  your  protest 
before  five  o'clock,  so  everything  is  all  right." 
Then  I  wrote  it  out  the  way  they  wanted  me  to 
and  I  discovered  it  was  too  late.  The  stamp  that, 
they  put  on  it  was  two  minutes  past  five  o'clock, 
and  I  lost  a  case  through  the  Commonwealth 
because  of  the  ignorance  of  these  so-called  election 
commissioners.  There  is  another  case  where  you 
can  go  to  the  State  House  if  you  want  to  protest 
a  candidate's  paper.  You  usually  wait  until  the 
last  minute  if  you  have  any  political  sense,  for  the 
reason  that  you  don't  want  the  candidate  to  pro- 
test your  papers,  while  you  have  a  legitimate 
"beef"  for  opposing  the  candidate.  And  they 
have  a  form  that  you  sign  stating  you  oppose,  and 
you  fill  in  the  reasons  and  sign  your  name,  and 
you  can  do  it  in  thirty  seconds.  But  downstairs 
they  haven't  that  form.  And  downstairs,  after 
this  nomination,  and  every  other  nomination  as 
long  as  I  can  remember,  they  refused  to  give  the 
figures  out, —  not  the  figures  they  had,  because 
they  didn't  compile  the  figures,  but  the  figures 
that,  were  compiled  and  sent  over  from  the  pre- 
cinct wardens,  and  also  every  precinct  in  Boston. 
They  absolutely  refused  to  give  those  figures  out. 
The  men  over  there  are  living  in  fear.  The  little 
chairman  over  there  has  become  a  "Hitler."  He 
is   telling   them    what    to   do   and    what   not   to   do.

CHARLESTOWN,    TO    LYONS   STREET. 
Coun    KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,    That    the    Board    of    Street    Commis- 
sioners,   through    his    Honor    the    Major,    be    in- 
structed   to    proceed    forthwith    to    changing    the 
name  High  street,  Charlestown.  Ward  2,  to  Lyons 
Btreet,  and  that  all  legal  formalities  be  complied 
with   as   soon   as    possible,   so   that    this  change  of 
name  if  favorably  acted  upon  may  be  made  at  the 
earliest  possible  legal  date. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— At  this  late  date.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  would  like  to  pay  my  personal  tribute  to 
the  memory  cf  one  of  the  greatest  doctors  that 
Boston  has  ever  produced,  Fred  L.  Lyons,  of 
Charlestown,  dead  and  buried  a  couple  of  months 
ago.  Because  of  the  fact  that  we  were  in  recess 
for  the  last  three  weeks,  and  because  of  the  fact, 
further,  that  I  wanted  to  ascertain  the  wishes  of 
the  family  in  this  matter,  I  held  off  action  until 
today,  our  first  day  together.  My  action,  from 
the  reading  of  the  order,  contemplates  the  change 
of  the  name  from  High  street,  Charlestown,  to 
that  of  Lyons  street.  About  thirty  or  thirty-five 
years  ago  Doctor  Lyons  was  graduated  from 
medical  school,  and  thereafter,  until  the  day  he 
died,  he  practiced  medicine  within  the  limits  of 
Charlestown,  and  in  many  cases,  outside  of  the 
district  even,  without  any  fee  for  his  service-, 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  he  was  calle.l  to 
perform  functions.  On  the  day  that  Doctor 
Lyons  was  buried  it  might  be  of  interest  to  know- 
that  one  of  the  largest  churches  in  Boston  was 
packed,  not  only  to  overflowing,  but  out  on  to  the 
sidewalk,  by  people,  not  prominent  or  famous  in 
the  city  or  state  government,  as  many  were,  but 
by  poor  townspeople  who,  in  many  insta 
owed  their  lives  to  the  skill  of  Doctor  Lyons,  who 
practiced  on  them  in  their  illnesses.  To  use  a 
street  corner  expression,  which  probably  sums  up 
Doctor  Lyons'  qualities  better  than  anything 
Bowery  can  do,  I  might  say,  and  let  it  go  at  this, 
that  Doctor  Lyons  was  a  great  guy,  one  of  the 
finest  characters  it  has  ever  been  anyone's  privi- 
lege to  meet  in  or  out  of  politics,  or  in  or  out  of 
the  medical  profession.  High  street  is  not  named 
for  any  human  character,  but  for  its  physically 
being  one  of  the  high  points  in  town,  and  I  don't 
think  that  we  will  encounter  any  opposition  from 
any  body  in  the  town,  or  any  historical  society 
that  may  be  interested  in  naming  streets  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  monument.  I  would  never 
pass  up  an  opportunity  to  speak  of  him  as  I  did 
speak  of  him,  and  I  only  hope  I  meet  more  people 
in  cr  out  of  politics,  or  in  or  out  of  the  medical 
profession,  of  whom  I  can  say  the  same  thing 
that  I  said  about  Doctor  Lyons.  He  was  truly 
a  devotee  of  his  art,  and  he  practiced  the  Hippo- 
cratie  oath  until  the  day  of  his  death. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Com,  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  instruct 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  see  that  Cole- 
man Brothers,  Inc.,  live  up  to  the  terms  of  their 
contract  in  the  collection  of  garbage  during  the 
summer  months  in  the  Dorchestei  district. 

Coun.  KELLY— Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  you  to  refer  that  to  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety  that  you  appointed  the  first  of  the  year. 
That  committee  is  still  open,  because  I  have  vet 
to  make  a  report  of  the  meetings  that  I  held  six 
months  ago,  so  I  am  going  to  ask  you  to  refer 
that  to  the  same  committee. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Talking  on  the  Coleman 
Brothers  contract.  I  imagine  I  can  get  this  in. 
I  notice  they  have  just  received  a  contract  from 
the  city.  Now,  I  challenge  the  legality  of  that 
contract,  because  I  think  that  under  our  City 
Charter  that  contract  can  only  be  let  out  for  every 
ten  years,  and  I  know  that  the  Public  Works 
Department  and  the  Finance  Commissioners  and 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  have  been  giving  this  con- 
tract out  piecemeal  —  that  is.  I  mean  every  six 
months  or  so  they  have  been  renewing  the  con- 
tract for  a  certain  sum  of  money.  I  state  now 
that  I  think  it  is  illegal  to  do  that.  I  think  what 
should  be  done  is  that  they  either  give  the  con- 
tract for  ten  years  or  reopen  bids  on  the  contract. 
They  claim  that  Coleman  Brothers  are  the  only 
ones  in  a  position  to  take  this  contract.  I  know- 
that  Ellis  &  Company,  in  East  Boston,  if  they 
wanted  to  take  the  contract,  overnight  they  could 
fulfill  it  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  Coleman  Broth- 
ers. I  hear  that  Coleman  Brothers  are  dissatisfied 
in  getting  this  contract  on  a  six  months'  or  yearly 
basis,  so  I  think  when  the  Committee  on  Public 
Health  —  is  that  the  committee  you  want  that 
referred  to,  Councilor  Kellv? 

Coun.  KELLY — The  Committee  on  Public 
Safety. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  think  when  the  Committee 
on  Public  Safety  meets  that  the  Public  Works 
Department,  the  Finance  Commission  and  the 
Law  Department  should  be  sent  for,  and  we  ought 
to  find  out  once  and  for  all  if  they  are  breaking 
any  rules  under  our  City  Charter.  I  say  they 
have  to  grant  this  contract  for  ten  years  and  no 
less,  and  that  is  according  to  our  City  Charter. 
And  Coleman  Brothers,  mind  you,  don't  want  it 
this  way,  either.  They  want  a  ten-year  contract 
or  to  put  their  equipment  to  something  else, 
because  they  don't  know  when  the  city  will  build 
an  incinerator.  I  don't  think  any  of  us  will  live 
to  see  it,  although  you  will  hear  talk  around  elec- 
tion time.  There  would  be  more,  naturally,  in 
the  contract  than  there  would  be  in  the  incinerator. 
So  I  say  when  this  order  of  Councilor  Kelly's  is 
brought  up  before  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety 
I  would  like  to  receive  a  notice  so  that  I  can  ask 
at  that  time  why  this  contract  was  granted, — 
why  the  Finance  Commission  has  stood  for  it,  why 
the  Law  Department  stood  for  it,  and  why  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  stood  for  it,  because 

I  claim  it  is  illegal.  It  is  just  a  loophole  they  are 
getting  around,  just  the  same  as  they  are  giving  a 
contract  they  have  no  right  to  give  for  $1,000  or 
more,  and  they  have  the  excuse  that  the  Supply 
Department  sent  down  a  request  to  the  Mayor, 
saying  nothing  could  be  gained  if  bids  were  open. 
How  do  we  know  nothing  could  be  gained  unless 
bids  were  open,  and  then  we  could  find  out. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — As  chairman  of  the  Public 
Safety  Committee,   I  would  like  to  state  that  at 

II  o'clock  on  Friday  morning,  next,  we  will  hold  a 
meeting. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  ask  that  this  order  be  re- 
ferred to  the  special  committee  that  you  appointed 
last  January.  I  failed  to  make  a  final  report,  and 
I  did  that  intentionally.  I  didn't  make  any  re- 
port of  this  committee  as  I  knew  as  the  year  went 
ahead 
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President  KERRIGAN— What  is  the  name  of 
the  committee? 

Coun.  KELLY — You  appointed  a  special  com- 
mittee on  public  safety.  I  did  that  intentionally, 
because  I  knew  that  I  would  hear  more 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Doesn't  the  action  of  the 
Chair  in  appointing  a  Public  Safety  Committee 
make  that  a  special  committee? 

Coun.  COFFEY — May  I  ask  the  councilor  from 
Ward  15  (Coun.  Kelly)  if  this  is  a  continuance  of 
the  old  hearings  held  by  his  committee? 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  answering  the 
councilor  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey),  this  is  still 
a  continuance  of  the  hearings  that  I  was  holding 
last  January.  I  haven't  concluded  them,  as  I  am 
going  to  start  in  again  with  them  next  Thursday, 
next  week. 

President  KERRIGAN— Referred  to  the  com- 
mittee headed  by  Councilor  Kelly. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  would  like  to  announce 
my  resignation  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Safety. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  don't  want  the  councilor  from 
Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  to  feel  that  way.  I 
know  he  is  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Safety,  but  this  was  a  committee  appointed 
by  you,  a  special  committee,  before  the  regular 
committees  had  been  appointed;  and  I  knew  that 
once  I  made  my  report  back  that  I  wouldn't  be 
able  to  get  any  orders  before  the  committee  of 
which  I  would  have  the  pleasure  of  being  chair- 
man.

LIGHTING  OF  MERCHANT  MARINE 
PLAQUE  ON  COMMON. 

Coun.  HANLEY  and  HANNON  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  in- 
stallation of  lights  on  "Merchant  Marine  Plaque" 
on  Boston  Common. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  about  a 
month  ago  an  order  was  passed  unanimously  by 
this  Honorable  Body  relative  to  the  installation 
of  lights  on  the  Merchant  Marine  plaque  on 
Boston  Common.  Since  that  time  nothing  has 
been  done  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  Whether  it 
is  due  to  lethargy  or  indifference,  I  don't  know, 
but  one  of  the  most  desolate  spots  on  Boston 
Common  at  night  is  the  Merchant  Marine  plaque. 
The  men  who  are  responsible  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  D-Day,  the  men  who  are  responsible 
for  bringing  the  materials  of  war  to  our  armed 
forces  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our 
land  and  beyond  the  Port  of  Boston,  which  is 
No.  1,  pre-eminent  among  the  ports  of  the  land 
for  material  and  men — they  have  refused  to 
appropriate  approximately  $200  for  the  installa- 
tion of  lights!  I  hope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
takes  cognizance  of  this  order,  once  again  intro- 


duced  jointly   by  Councilor  Hannon   and   myself, 
and  I  hope  no  words  of  mine  again  will  be  uttered 
in  this  chamber  to  force  his  hand. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


$200  TEMPORARY  INCREASE. 

Coun.  HANLEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  remove  all  discriminatory  barriers  that  are  with- 
holding the  #200  temporary  increase  from  accruing 
to  all  city  employees  who  are  classified  in  the 
temporary  and  permanent  status. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  I  don't  know 
whether  some  of  my  distinguished  colleagues 
introduced  an  order  prior  to  my  entrance  into 
this  hall  today,  but  I  know  this,  that  one  of  the 
greatest  factors  utilized  by  man  in  setting  up 
different  factions  is  to  withhold  certain  things 
because  of  race,  creed,  color  or  political  affiliation. 
This  Honorable  Body  passed  unanimously  a 
$200  temporary  increase  to  all  city  employees 
not  to  the  permanent,  not  to  the  temporary,  but 
to  all — and  therefore  there  should  be  no  dis- 
crimination, whether  that  man  works  for  one  day, 
one  week  or  ten  years.  He  is  entitled  to  that, 
temporary  increase,  and  I  hope  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  utilizes  his  prerogative  and  the  powers 
imposed  upon  him  to  eradicate  for  all  time  dis- 
crimination against  men  and  women  who  are 
hired  temporarily  during  the  summer  time. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

TAX  ABATEMENT  INFORMATION. 

Coun.  HANLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  submit  to  this  Honorable 
Body  "Tax  Abatement  Information,"  as  requested 
on  many  occasions  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  once  again  I 
must  take  to  my  feet  and  amplify  a  request  that 
was  augmented  on  many  occasions  by  this  Honor- 
able Body.  This  past  week  the  Finance  Com- 
mission leveled  their  guns  at  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
because  of  the  tax  abatements  emanating  from  the 
local  Board  of  Tax  Assessors.  Prior  to  his  nom- 
ination as  the  Democratic  nominee  on  July  1  1 . 
silence  pervaded  that  department,  and  has  per- 
vaded that  department  for  the  past  six  and  a  half 
years,  relative  to  tax  abatements.  The  words  that 
I  uttered  one  year  ago,  and  on  the  radio  programs 
that  I  financed  myself,  were  amplified  and  uttered 
by  the  Finance  Commission,  but  they  lay  their 
blame  upon  the  tax  assessors  located  in  City  Hall 
Annex,  but  not  upon  the  Tax  Appellate  Board, 
the  biggest  racket  scheming  affair  that  has  ever 
been  perpetrated  or  that  has  ever  permeated 
Massachusetts,  particularly  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Now,  I  don't  know  whether  the  Republicans  will 
utilize  the  Finance  Commission  as  hatchet  men. 
Evidently,  from  their  opening  remarks,  they  plan 
to.  They  have  access  to  the  records  that  arc 
closed  to  you  and  me,  and  therefore  they  arc  level- 
ing their  guns  at  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
local  Board  of  Tax  Assessors.  I  have  no  love 
whatsoever  for  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  but.  I  don't 
intend  to  sit  idly  by  and  allow  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  divert  and  circumvent  this  chamber 
and  to  procure  and  obtain  information  that  you 
and  I  should  obtain.  I  stated,  and  I  state  it  again, 
emphatically,  that  the  Tax  Appellate  Board  is 
responsible  for  the  financial  plight  of  the  City  of 
Huston,  Eighty  per  cent  of  all  their  business 
emanates  from  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

FINANCE    commission     REPORT    ON 
TAX    R  VTE. 

The  follow  inn  was  received: 
.  City  of  Boston, 

Finance  Commission,  July  12,  1944. 
I,,  iIh    Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen,  The  Finance  Commission  consider: 
ii  timely  to  place  upon  the  record  a  presentation 
of  the  facts  and  figures  involved  in  the  computa- 
tions b)  the  Boston  Board  of  Assessors  in  determin- 
ing the  rate  of  property  taxation  in  1944. 

Because  many  taxpayers  had  been  led  to  believe 
that  the  existing  rate  of  expenditure  by  the  city, 
coupled  with  the  required  city  contributions 
toward  state  and  county  expenditure,  would 
necessitate  a  rate  of  taxation  in  1944  which  would 
be  at  leas!  as  high  as  the  $41  per  $1,000  rate  in 
1943,  the  declaration  of  a  $39.90  per  $1,000  rate 
for  1944  was  both  a  surprise  and  a  relief.  Never- 
theless some  question  has  arisen  as  to  the  propriety 
of  this  reduced  rate. 

In  any  undertaking  of  the  size  and  importance 
of  the  computation  of  the  tax  rate  in  a  large  city 
like  Boston,  there  arc  so  many  elements  to  be 
considered,  the  exact  determination  of  which  is  a 
matter  of  individual  judgment,  that  differences  of 
opinion  will  always  arise,  even  anion"  the  experts, 
i  to  the  final  decisions.  The  following  analysis 
aims  to  give  the  facts  and  figures  involved  in  the 
computation  this  year  as  simply  as  possible  in  the 
conviction  that  the  general  public  can  draw  proper 
conclusions  by  a  careful  review  of  them. 

There  are  thiee  outstanding  elements  of  a  tax 
rate  computation.      The 

1.  The  fixing  of  the  property  valuation. 

2.  The  aggregate  of  the  tax  wai  rants  and 
appropriations. 

3.  The    estimate    "1    the    revenues    receivable 

(other  than  taxes). 

These  three  elements  will  lie  ili-cussed  in  that 
order  in  the  ensuing  report. 

Nat  urallj ,  the  (list  consideration  is  the  proper!  \ 

valuation     fixed     by     the     assessors.       Most      people 

understand  that  the  property  valuation  and  the 
rate  of  assessment  of  property  lane  a  direct 
relation  to  each  other.  At  any  time,  by  the 
simple  expedient  of  increasing  the  valuations  of 
taxable  property,  the  tax  rate  can  be  reduced. 
That  method  provides  a  larger  base  on  which  to 
apply  the  c.,st  of  government.  The  converse  is 
equally  true.  Reduction  of  the  valuation  of 
taxable  property,  without  corresponding  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  government,  results  in  a  higher  rate. 
The  base  is  smaller. 

With  respect  therefore  to  fixing  valuations,  here 
is  what  the  assessors  have  done: 
The  aggregate  of  the  taxable  valuations  fixed  on 
real  estate  as  of  Januarj  1.  1944,  was  $10,021,200 
less  than  the  corresponding  total  on  the  corre- 
sponding date  in  1943.  In  comparison  the  re- 
duction on  January  1,  19-1.3,  from  the  previous 
year's  total  was  $15,016,900. 

The  aggregate  of  personal  property  valuations 
fixed  by  the  assessors  as  of  January  1,  1944,  was 
$6,361,300  higher  than  the  corresponding  total 
on  the  corresponding  date  in  1943.  In  comparison 
the  1943  total  of  personal  property  valuations  was 
$5,453,200  less  than  the  corresponding  total  for 
1942. 

Summarizing,  real  estate  valuations  were 
reduced  as  of  January  I,  1944,  a  smaller  amount 
than  in  1943;  personal  property  valuations  were 
increased.

Assessors'  valuations  of  properly  in  Boston  have 
been  questioned  for  a  long  time.  Notwithstanding 
that  the  aggregate  of  valuations  has  been  reduced 
from  $1,072,148,200  in  19.30  to  $1,442,008,400  in 
this  year,  it  is  held  by  many  who  are  well  informed 

in  this  field  that  Boston's  taxable  valuations  of 
leal  estale  are  slid   $2011.1100.(11111  too  high. 

Then-  is  much  evidence  lo  support  this  con- 
i  li  ion.     Taxpayers  in  an  ever-increasing  number 

are  refusing  to  accept  the  assessors'  valuations. 
The  docket    of   the   Tax   Appellate    Board,   a    State 

agencj  created  to  hear  taxpayers'  complaints  of 
unjustifiable  valuations,  is  clogged  with  Boslon 
eat  e        I  lecisions,  after  hearing  of  expert  testimony, 

with  regularity  are  against  the  assessors'  judg- 
ments. Iu  addition,  there  are  many  other  cases 
in  which  the  assessors  and  taxpayers  agree  before 
trial  In  substantial  reductions  in  valuation. 

The  amount  of  these  reductions  has  already 
reached  alarming  proportions.  Regularly  the 
the  city  now  must  supplement  by  taxation  in  the 
succeeding  years  the  generous  amount  the  law 
allows  to  be  assessed  in  an.v  year  to  cover  abate- 
ments of  that  year.  To  illustrate:  at  the  present 
time  the  law  allows  the  assessors  to  add  3  per  cent 
(until  194.3,  4  per  cent)  of  the  amount  of  the 
requirements  lor  city  expenditure,  after  revenues 
have  been  deducted,  to  cover  abatements  author- 
ized when  the  taxpayer  claims  of  unjustifiable 
valuation  have  been  validated.  Yet  within  the 
requirements  for  1944,  before  the.  1944  overlay  is 
added,  there  is  already  the  sum  of  SI  ,001 ,720.17 
marked  as  "overlay  deficits''  for  the  years  1938 
to  1941,  inclusive.  This  means  that  in  1943 
abatements  to  that  large  extent  were  granted  m 
excess  of  the  4  per  cent  for  "overlay"  added  in 
those  .years  by  law  to  the  requirements  of  those 
vears.  While  this  large  1044  figure  sets  a  new- 
high  mark  for  "overlay  deficits,"  the  amount  has 
been  substantial  in  every  recent  year.  The 
corresponding  figure  in  1943  was  $002,900. 

An  explanation  of  the  figure  of  the  "overlay 
deficit."  $1,901,720.17,  used  by  the  assessors  in  the 
computation  seems  to  be  necessary,  because  it  is 
considerably  less  than  the  actual  amount  of  the 
overlay  deficit"  in  June  when  the  rate  was 
declared.  The  $1,001,720.17  figure  is  the  total 
which  had  been  refunded  to  .January  .31,  1944, 
on  account  of  overassessments  in  10.38,  1039. 
1940,  1941  in  excess  of  tin-  sums  included  in  the 
tax  levies  of  those  years  to  cover  abatements. 
At  that  date  there  still  remained  unpaid  balances 
in  the  "overlay"  accounts  for  1942  and  1943. 
Between  January  31,  1944,  and  May  31,  1944,  the 
"overlay  deficits"  in  the  1938.  1939,  1940  and  1941 
accounts  had  increased  to  $2,508,822.34.  Futher- 
more,  the  balances  in  the  "overlay"  accounts  for 
1942  and  1943  had  been  completely  abated,  and 
there  was  a  deficit  in  the  accounts  of  those  years 
amounting  to  $275,084.81.  The  total  deficit, 
therefore,  in  the  "overlay"  accounts  on  May  31, 
1944,  or  about  the  time  the  tax  rate  computations 
were  being  made,  was  $2,783,907.14.  This  is 
$882,180.97  more  than  the  figure  used  as  "overlay 
deficit"  by  the  assessors. 

The  increase  in  the  1944  "overlay  deficit"  is  in 
itself  significant.  It  indicates  that  despite  the 
Steady  lowering  of  property  valuations  by  the 
assessors  in  recent  vears,  increasingly  larger 
amounts  an-  being  refunded  each  year  because  the 
valuations  are  still  too  high;  and  the  amount  of 
the  refund  in  itself  makes  it  more  difficult  each 
year  to  maintain  the  existing  level  of  expenditures 
and  the  prevailing  rate  of  taxation. 

The  insignificance  of  the  amount  of  the  reduction 
in  valuation  in  1944  was  as  surprising  as  was  the 
lower  rate  itself.  The  average  annual  reduction 
in  the  over-all  property  valuation  in  Boston  since 
I  he  depression  era  forced  lower  figures  has  been 
(lose  to  $.35,000,000.  The  1944  reduction  of 
approximately  $3,660,000 — 10  per  cent  of  the 
fifteen-year  average  —  is  in  bold  contrast.  The 
evident  present  temporary  improvement  in  real 
estate  sale  juices  can  hadly  account  for  that 
great  discrepancy. 

First  of  all,  therefore,  the  failure  in  1944  to 
maintain  the  previous  pace  in  bringing  valuations 
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down  to  an  acceptable  level  is  one  of  the  elements 
which  have  brought  about,  a  lower  rate  id  1944, 
Had  there  been  a  reduction  in  valuations  to 
correspond  with  the  average  amount  of  reductions 
in  the  last  decade-and-a-half,  which  many  believe 
is  sustainable,  it  would  have  resulted,  instead,  in 
an  increase  in  the  rate  of  the  assessment.

As  may  be  seen  in  the  above  comparison,  Regular 
Departmental  Requirements  are  $238,833  less  in 
1944  than  in  1943;  Fixed  Charges  arc  8546,  >5C 
higher;  and  State  and  Metropolitan  Assessments 
are  $1,358,236  higher  in  1944  than  in  1943. 

The  larger  state  tax  figure  in  1944  is  due  to  a 
change  in  state  bookkeeping  methods  with  respe  t 
to  apportionment  of  state  income.  In  1943  the 
state  applied  the  Highway  Fund  income  to  ordinal  - 
state  requirements,  thereby  reducing  the  Stat 
assessed  to  the  municipalities.  In  1944  this  income 
(gasoline  tax  payments)  is  being  distributed  di- 
rectly to  the  municipalities. 

The  salient  facts  in  the  Warrants  and  Appro- 
priations are  therefore: 

1.  Total  City  and  County  Maintenance  Re- 
quirements and  Fixed  Charges  are 
$307,717  greater  than  in  1943.  No  part 
of  the  tax  rate  reduction  is  attributable 
therefore  to  City  and  County  Require- 
ments. 


2.  Fixed  Charges,  despite  substantial  reduc- 
tion in  Debt  Charges  and  Elevated 
-incuts,  total  $453,450  more  than 
in  1943,  The  large  increase  in  the 
"Overlay-  Deficiency"  offsets  the  fit 
eiaj  gain  in  othei  items. 

:;  The  state  tax  is  $1,434,223  more  than  in 
1943,  but  this  is  due  simply  to  a  change 
in  bookkeeping.  In  tiie  following 
analysis  of  the  Revenue  Items  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  increase  in  state  tax  is 
offset,  by  a,  substantial  sum  marked 
"  Highway'  Fund."

Within  the  annual  determination  of  the  estimate 
of  "ways  and  means,  other  than  taxes"  (expect.  ,1 
additional  revenue)  lies  an  opportunity  foi  raisins 
or  lowering  the  tax  rate,  or  keeping  it  al  a  previous 
level.  Tax  warrants  and  appropriations  are  de- 
termined bv  legislative  bodies  and  are  fixed  when 
they  reach  the  assessors,  but  the  assessors  them- 
selves determine  the  amount  of  the  ways 
means,  other  than  taxes,  within  a  particular  limit. 
The  law  provides  some  check  to  too  great  abuse  of 


power  in  such  determination,  but  it  is  possible  for 
the  assessors  arbitrarily  to  fix  a  rate  anywhere 
within  a  few  dollars  of  a  careful,  scientific  and  con- 
scientious result.  Needless  to  say,  in  its  arbitrarj 
decision  the  assessors  never  fix  ,-i  rate  highei  than 
can  be  justified.  Their  decisions  always  are  in  the 
direction  oi  keeping  the  rate  down,  even  if  the 
valuations  b 

In  the  above  table  of  revenues  there  are 
items  which  ei'in,    to  the  Bed  by  one 
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agency  or  another,  some  of  these,  they  must 
accept  as  final  Of  thai  class  there  are  the  Income 
Tax,  the  Corporation  Tax,  the  Meal  Tax,  (lie 
Highway  Fund  Allotment,  and  the  amount  of  the 
Elevated  reimbursement  winch  are  certified  by  the 
State  Tax  Commissioner;  the  Welfare  and  Civilian 
Defense  Loans  which  are  certified  by  the  City 
Clerk;  the  Motot  Vehicle  Excise  Taxes  whirl 
certified  by  the  Auditor;  the  Traffic  Tunnel  Grant 
winch  i>  certified  by  the  Treasurer;  and  the  School 
Revenues  which  are  certified  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee 

The  remaining  items,  however,  are  of  sizable 
amount.  The  law  leaves  it  to  the  assessors  to 
determine  the  exact  amount  of  them  which  shall 
be  used  in  the  tax  rate  computation  These  are 
the  City  and  County  Departmental  Revenues  and 
the  so-called  Miscellaneous  Revenues. 

To  begin  the  rate  computations,  the  assessors 
obtain  a  certificate  from  the  auditor  of  his  estimate 
of  the  probable  yield  in  departmental  revenues. 
They  also  receive  a  certificate  of  the  amount 
actually  received  in  the  year  before.  They  are  not 
bound  to  accept  the  former,  and  the  latter  is  used 
simply  to  provide  the  figure  which  they  must  not 
exceed. 

In  fixing  the  1944  rate  at  $39  90  the  assessors 
used  the  total  figure  of  $9, 109, 828. 02  as  the  antici- 
pated revenue  from  "General  Government." 
which  in  the  above  table  is  the  "City  and  County 
Departmental  Revenue."  The  figure  used  is  less 
than  the  actual  yield  in  1943,  which  was  $9,602.- 
109.28.  On  the  face  of  it,  therefore,  the  figure 
used  by  the  assessors  was  within  the  Hmit  set  by 
law. 

However,  some  of  the  items  which  make  up  the 
total  are  questioned.  The  outstanding  one  is  the 
Public  Welfare  item.  The  receipts  under  this 
itrm  consist  of  the  reimbursement  by  the  state 
for  cases  aided  by  Boston  which  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  WTelfare  accepts  as  state  charges; 
plus  the  receipts  of  reimbursement  by  other 
municipalities  in  cases  where  they  acknowledged 
responsibility. 

The  auditor  after  investigation  and  consulta- 
tion with  the  Welfare  Department  estimated  the 
vield  in  1944  would  be  $4,300,000.  The  yield  in 
1943  was  $5,339,992.68.  But  the  number  of  cases 
aided  by  the  W'elfare  Department  has  been 
steadily  reducing  since  the  war  era.  The  receipts 
therefore  are  steadily  decreasing.  Hence,  the 
lesser  amount  anticipated  by  the  auditor  in  1944. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  auditor's  figure  had 
the  support  of  the  Welfare  Department  official 
estimate,  the  assessors  placed  the  estimate  at 
$5,062,001.  There  is  a  difference  in  this  item  of 
$762,000   in    the    figures   of   the   auditor   and   the

Summary. 
To    summarize    the    points    made    in   the   fore- 
going analysis  of  the  tax  rate  computations,  they 
are  as  follows: 

1 .  The    total    taxable    property    valuations 

used  by  the  assessors  in  determining 
the  tax  rate  are  only  slightly  less  in 
1944  than  in  1943.  It  is  far  from  the 
average  reduction  of  the  past  fifteen 
years  and  far  less  than  many  expected. 

2.  Regular  governmental  costs  were  not  re- 

duced, the  total  of  Warrants  and  Appro- 
priations being  greater  in  1944  than  in 
1943. 

3.  The  estimated  receipts  of  regular  depart- 

mental revenue  are  within  the  limit  fixed 
by  the  statute,  but  the  detailed  esti- 
mates by  departments  have  been  dis- 
puted in  certain  particulars. 

4.  The  estimate  of  the  yield  from  poll  taxes 

is  twice  as  much  as  is  ordinarily  received.

Other  discrepancies  between  the  auditor's 
estimate  and  the  assessors'  estimate  include  a 
$20,000  higher  estimate  by  the  assessors  in  the 
item  known  as  "  Hospital  Department  Revenue" 
and  $8,000  in  the  item  known  as  "Liquor  License 
Revenue." 

In  short,  the  auditor  figured  the  total  of  the 
anticipatablc  yield  in  the  City  and  County  Revenue 
account  to  be  $8,379,826.  The  assessors,  as 
stated,  used  the  figure  of  $9,169,828.42  which  is 
$790,002  more  than  the  auditor's. 

Poll  Tax  Receipts. 
Another  item  in  the  table  of  expected  receipts 
which  is  important  is  the  item  known  as  "Poll 
Tax  Receipts."  In  the  1944  computation,  a  yield 
of  $507,348  is  anticipated  in  the  assessors'  official 
estimate.  The  figure  used  in  the  1943  tax  rate 
computations  was  $502,452.  Poll  tax  receipts  are 
rarely  as  high  as  45  per  cent  of  the  assessable  total. 
The  yield  in  1943  was  as  follows:

I  am  just,  asking  him  not 
to  appoint — do  you  want  to  bo  appointed,  Councilor 
Hurley? 

Coun.  HURLEY— Can  I  answer  "No"? 

Coun.  COFFEY— The  only  thing  I  am  asking 
in  the  order  is  that  he  not  appoint  a  city  employee. 
I  think  two  newspapers  carried  the  names  of  two 
men  on  the  city  pay  roll,  and  I  think  it,  would  be 
wise  for  his  Honor  the  Mayor  not  to  appoint 
them. 

President  KERRIGAN— Will  we  refer  the  order 
to  the  Executive  Committee? 

Coun.  COFFEY — There  won't  be  any  quarrel — 
well,  as  the  average  fellow  would  say  in  my  place, 
I  haven't  anything  against  either  one  of  them — 
like  hell  I  haven't.  I  don't  want  to  see  either 
one  appointed.  It  is  only  natural,  I  think,  if  the 
Mayor  is  wise  politically — he  hasn't  been  up  to 
now — that  he  will  appoint  somebody  else  other 
than  the  two  men  who  were  defeated  and  who 
are  out  of  office,  and  who  are  on  the  city  pay  roll, 
and  naturally  couldn't  be  as  independent  as 
somebody  else  that  is  not  on  the  city  pay  roll. 
I  hope  the  Mayor  will  see  the  wisdom  of  this 
and  not  appoint  a  city  employee  to  this  position.

Coun.  <'AHEY  Mr.  President,  there  is  one 
point  I  had  in  mind  in  connection  with  that 
request  there.  I  have  visited  the  memorial  up 
there  at  the  Common  and  noted  the  last  time  I 
was  there  that  the  walks  approaching  the  memorial 
are  gravel  and  dirt,  and  I  am  wondering  what  the 
cost  would  be  to  have  granolithic  approaches 
to  that  memorial,  and,  if  possible,  to  have  those 
granolithic  walks  constructed  out  of  that  $1,500. 

Coun.  HANNON — As  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  the  memorial  plaque,  we  took 
up  the  matter  of  having  the  concrete  walks  there 
and  the  Park  Commissioner — I  don't  know  that 
he  convinced  us,  but  at  least  he  persuaded  us — 
the  Park  Commissioner  told  us  that  the  temporary 
gravel  or  crushed  stone  walks  are  best  because  of 
their  absorbent  nature.  The  granolithic  tends  to 
bring  kids  roller  skating.  The  crushed  stone 
absorbs  moisture,  and  he  convinced  us  that  t lie 
crushed  stone  was  best  for  the  time  being.  Now, 
the  purpose  of  this  $1,500  is  to  provide  for  the 
filling  of  the  vacant  spaces  there.  When  this 
plaque  was  agreed  upon  we  agreed  to  pay  50  cents 
for  each  plaque  and  50  cents  additional  for  each 
name  inscribed,  and  since  D-Day  the  names  have 
become  far  more  numerous,  as  everybody  might 
expect.  A  week  or  so  ago  the  City  Messenger 
went  with  Mr.  Foss  up  there  and  changed  the 
names  all  around,  filling  in  the  spaces  on  the 
empty  plaques,  or  whatever  you  call  it — all  names 
of  those  who  had  made  the  supreme  sacrifice.  At 
that  time  the  question  was  as  to  the  maritime 
plaque.  You  men  in  the  Council  were  good 
enough  a  month  or  so  ago  to  grant  us  $1,000  addi- 
tional for  more  names,  and  we  understood  at 
that  time  that  $600  of  that  was  to  be  paid,  approxi- 
mately, for  the  maritime  plaque.  We  are  advised 
that  the  maritime  plaque  has  not  as  yet  been 
paid  for.  Now,  Councilor  Hanley  has  filed  an 
order  today  that  lights  be  erected  over  this  mari- 
time plaque.  That  is  the  purpose  of  this  $1,500. 
That  is  the  reason  we  are  asking  for  it  today.  I, 
myself,  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Messenger, 
just  went  to  the  telephone  a  few  minutes  ago  to 
find  out  and  make  certain  that  we  needed  this 
money  and  I,  myself,  thought  that  granolithic 
walks  should  be  substituted  there.  I  am  one 
of  the  committee  of  seven,  and  the  Park  Com- 
missioner, being  one  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, persuaded  the  committee  at  that  time 
that  crushed  stone  was  best.  However,  I  will 
find  out  more  definitely  why  we  haven't  grano- 
lithic walks  there.  And  I  would  like  to  move  at 
this  time  that  this  matter  be  acted  on  at  the 
present  moment,  if  possible. 

The  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order.  The  roll  was 
called  and  the  order  was  passed,  yeas  15,  nays  0.

250,  252  and  254  Austin  street  and  cesspools  were 
installed  to  care  for  the  sewage  produced  by  these 
properties.  According  to  our  records  these 
cesspools  were  installed  without  the  approval  of 
the  Health  Department. 

The  overflow  pipes  from  these  cesspools  are 
laid  underground,  passing  under  Austin  street 
and  terminate  in  the  vacant  lot  referred  to  in  the 
City  Council  order.  This  right  of  use  of  the 
vacant  lot  was  evidently  granted  to  present 
owners  by  previous  owner  of  this  lot.  Under 
normal  conditions  the  absorption  of  this  waste  is 
satisfactory.

212  to  251  Austin  street,  due  to  nuisances  created 
by  overflowing  cesspools,  and  we  strongly  feel 
that  the  ..nly  permanent  remedy  is  the  installation 
of  a  public  sewer  in  Austin  street  to  which  these 
premises  should  he  connected.  This  would 
permit  bettei  absorption  of  the  normal  surface 
run-off  which  finds  its  way  into  the  vacant  lot  as 
well    as   overcome    the    nuisance    from    overflowing

That  his  Honor  the  Max  oi  In-  requested 
to  immediately  abolish  the  office  of  Civilian 
Defense  and  to  instruct  the  City  Auditor  to  dis- 
approve any  further  payments  from  this 
appropriation. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  I  introduced 
this  same  order  on  June  12,  1944,  and  received  no 
reply  whatsoever  from  the  gentleman  down  on  the 
second  floor.  I  cannot  see  any  reason  for  this 
civilian  defense  outfit  still  operating.  According 
to  the  news  commentators  and  those  high  up  in 
authority,  Germany  should  crack  within  the  near 
future,  still  we  go  on  paying  this  Mr.  Walsh,  the 
head  of  the  Civilian  Defense,  some  $7,500  a  year  in 
salary,  and  if  the  information  that  I  receive  is 
correct,  he  has  some  other  county  or  cit.\  or  stair 
employee  working  as  his  secretary  who  also  draws 
an  additional  11,500 salary  from  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  think  that  this  thing  should  be  abolished  now  and 
come  to  an  end.  There  is  no  need  for  it.  We  are 
not  going  to  be  invaded  anil  we  are  not  going  to  be 
bombed.  We  are  almost  all  certain  and  feel  cock- 
sure of  that,  so  I  don't  sec  why  the  city's  money 
should  be  wasted.  The  last  time  I  talked  on  this  I 
was  told  there  remained  something  like  $194,800 
of  the  fund  and  I  think  that  those  funds  should  be 
tinned  back  to  the  city  and  that  they  should  not  be 
wasted  as  they  are  now  being  wasted  on  salaries. 
I  suppose  they  will  be  looking  for  new  outfits  for 
those  fellows, — sunn'  way  of  getting  rid  of  the 
money  so  somebody  can  get  a  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty 
per  cent  cut  or  kick-back,  whichever  you  call  it. 
That  is  supposed  to  be  it,  isn't,  it?  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  in  order  that  Fox  be  brought  up  here 
and  find  out  who  is  on  the  pay  roll  and  how  much 
money  is  left  in  this  fund  and  see  if  we  cannot  get 
tin'  auditor  to  stop  all  future  payments  and  return 
this  mone\  to  the  city  where  it  belongs  and  then,  I 
suppose,  the  Mayoi  wall  see  fit  to  give  John  Walsh 
another  position,— whether  $7,500  or  not  does  not 
matter,  should  not  enter  into  it,  but  H  will  be 
taken  care  of  so  he  won't  have  too  much  to  worry 
about.

STREET  AND  NORTH  FERRY. 

Coun    COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

That   his    Honor    the    Mayor    instruct 

the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  

arrange  for  the  erection  of  a  fence  on  Sumner  street 

at  the  North  Ferry. 


Coun.  COFFEY— This  is  the  fourth  order,  Mr. 
President,  that  I  have  introduced  regarding  this 
fence  on  Sumner  street.  Commissioner  Hyland 
told  me  they  were  going  to  put  a  fence  up  there. 
It  is  a  dangerous  hazard  and  some  three  children 
in  the  past  have  fallen  overboard.  The  last  time  I 
spoke  on  this  order  I  told  how  they  were  dredging 
and  had  divers  looking  for  a  young  boy  whom  they 
thought  had  fallen  overboard.  Yesterday  the  same 
thing  occurred  again, — a  three-year-old  boy  was 
missing  during  the  storm  and  the  parents'  first 
thought  was  that  the  boy  had  wandered  into  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  because  you  can  walk  right  off  the 
sidewalk  on  Sumner  street  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 
The  Public  Works  Commissioner  has  promised  to 
put  this  fence  up.  The  Mayor  has  promised  to  put 
the  fence  up  and  nothing  has  been  done  as  yet. 
We  have  the  fourth  child.  Two  children  have 
fallen  in  and  were  rescued  by  their  parents,  and 
then  two  children  who  disappeared  and  the  parents 
were  anxious,  and  when  they  had  been  missing  for 
three  or  four  hours  they  got  in  touch  with  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  who  got  in  touch  with 
divers  and  had  divers  looking  for  the  bodies  of  the 
boys  who  were  supposedly  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 
I  say  that  something  should  be  done  and  I  cannot 
see  why  the  Mayor  or  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner are  so  niggardly  that  they  won't  go  to  the 
expense  of  putting  up  a  fence  that  would  cost  $100 
or  $125.

TERMINATION  OF  PRACTICE  OF  YOUNG 
CHILDREN  FROM  PLAYGROUNDS 
PARTICIPATING  IN  WASTE  PAPER 
COLLECTIONS. 

Coun.  BAYLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  give  immediate  consideration  to  the  termina- 
tion of  the  practice  of  enlisting  young  children 
from  playgrounds  and  other  sources  to  assist  in 
the  collection  of  paper  and  salvage  purposes,  and 
thus  eliminate  possibilities  of  serious  harm  or 
moral  risks  which  such  young  children  must  run 
in  the  pursuance  of  this  otherwise  worthy  objective. 
Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  all  patriotic 
Americans  are  behind  the  war  effort  of  our  great 
country  and  all  of  us  here  want  to  have  this  war 
end  as  quickly  as  possible,  so  that  our  boys  may 
come  back  and  we  may  build  America.  We  want 
to  get  behind  everything  that  will  promote  and 
shorten  the  war, —  all  the  great  drives,  such  as 
the  War  Loan  drives,  the  Scrap  Metal  drives,  the 
Paper  Salvage  drives.  But  in  a  drive  like  the 
recent  one  for  paper  salvage,  we  must  be  sure  not 
to  radically  interfere  with  the  health  or  safety  of 
our  people  and  of  our  children  on  whom  the  future 
of  America  depends.  I  was  surprised  to  read  in 
the  City  Record  on  July  29  and  in  various  Boston 
newspapers,  and  to  confirm  it  by  personal  investi- 
gation, that  many  small  children  ranging  in  age 
from  seven  to  twelve,  were  organized  throughout 
the  city  a  few  weeks  ago  by  playground  directors 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Associate  Director  of 
Physical  Education  of  the  Boston  School  Depart- 
ment, and  that  these  children  visited  practically 
all  of  the  160,000  families  in  the  Ci I. v  of  Boston. 
Nor  was  seven  the  youngest  age  of  these  Paper- 
troopers.  I  have  here  a  picture  from  the  Christian 
Sciend  Monitor  of  Tuesday,  July  18,  showing  two 
paper  Paratroopers  who  were  aged  five  and  six, 
respectively.  Mr.  President,  I  believe  that  a  boy 
or  girl  of  five,  six  or  seven  is  too  young  to  be  taken 
from  a  playground  arid  sent  to  strange  houses  and 
into  tenements.  The  dangers  are  well  explained 
in  various  communications  thai  1  have  received 
on  this  subject  from  those  who  know  of  the  keen 
interest  1  have  taken  in  the  playgrounds  and  the 
children  of  Boston.  The  first  communication  is 
from  the  Citizens'  Committee  on  Playgrounds 
and  Recreation.  This  committee,  composed  of 
man]  prominent  citizens,  was  formed  at  the 
express  request  of  the  School  Committee  and  has 
been  visiting  all  the  playgrounds  under  the  School 
Committee  and  advising  them  how  they  can  be 
improved.  This  year  the  School  Committee  com- 
mended them  for  the  fine  work  and  asked  that 
they  continue  for  at  least  another  year  and  keep 
up  the  same  service.  The  communication  reads 
as  follows: 

"By    a    unanimous    vote   on    July    25.    19  11.    the 
Boston  Citizens'   ( 'ununittee  on   I'laygrounds  and

Recreation   respectfully   desires    to   set    before  you 
the   following  motion: 

'The  Boston  Citizen*'  Committee  on  Play- 
grounds and  Recreation  desires  to  record  itself  in 
disapproval  of  any  activity  which  takes  small  and 
young  children  from  playgrounds  to  enter  tene- 
ment houses  where  they  must  go  through  various 
halls  to  reach  the  residents.  This  action  is  taken 
in  view  of  recent  happenings.  We  believe  that 
such  a<  ihit\  is  liable  to  endanger  the  safety  of 
children.  It  is  not  conducive  to  their  best  health. 
Our  great  interest  for  these  children  is  that  they 
may  be  made  happy,  their  health  improved,  and 
their  safety  assured  by  every  facility  that  the 
playgrounds  can  give  them.  For  these  reasons 
we  wish  them  to  remain  in  the  playgrounds  under 
the  supervision  of  the  trained  workers,  to  join  in 
activities  with  other  children  rather  than  run  the 
extreme  risk  of  exposure  and  unfortunate  disaster.' 
Very  truly  yours,

I  also  have  letters  from  two  settlement  houses 
in  my  district,  the  directors  of  which  are  in  con- 
stant touch  with  the  people  in  that  district  and 
from  whom  have  come  numerous  complaints  on 
this  subject.  I  have  a  letter  from  the  Lincoln 
House  Association  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Dear  Mr.  Bayley, — Pursuant  to  the  conversa- 
tion regarding  little  children  being  used  to  dis- 
tribute salvage  fliers  in  the  homes,  I  am  writing  to 
register  with  you  Mr.  Kingman's  and  my  dis- 
approval of  little  children  circulating  through  the 
tenements  of  our  district  with  fliers. 

Naturally  we  are  in  thorough  sympathy  with 
salvage  drives  but  know  there  is  a  real  probability 
of  danger  in  little  children  being  used  as  messengers 
in  the  tenement  district.  Most  of  the  people  liv- 
ing in  the  tenements  around  Lincoln  House  and 
Hale  House  are  honest,  hard  working  householders, 
but  weaving  in  and  out  of  the  tenements  are  some 
depraved  and  abnormal  men.  From  time  to  time 
parents  come  to  us  and  to  the  police  with  stories 
of  little  girls  being  attacked  by  such  men.  It  is 
with  this  probability  that  we  have  to  concern  our- 
selves, so  we  are  writing  to  ask  you,  as  our  council- 
man, to  bring  what  influence  you  can  toward  pre- 
venting a  repetition  of  children  being  asked  to 
take  any  part  in  the  salvage  drive  which  necessi- 
tates their  going  into  the  tenement  houses  and 
knocking  on  people's  doors.

I  also  have  a  communication  from  EUis  Memorial 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"Dear  Mr.  Bayley, — I  know  how  interested  you 
are  in  the  welfare  of  children.  Your  wcrk  with  the 
Scouts  and  your  interest  in  playgrounds  would  also 
give  you  an  insight  into  what  was  good  or  might 
be  dangerous  for  them,  so  I  know  you  will  under- 
stand when  I  tell  you  I  have  been  very  much 
troubled  at  learning  that  children  on  playgrounds 
in  Boston  have  been  sent  around  into  houses  to 
collect  salvage.  This  is  not  safe.  There  are  many 
excellent  homes  where  it  is  quite  safe  for  children 
to  go,  but  in  every-  neighborhood  there  are  some 
which  are  not  safe. 

Here  in  the  South  End  we  have  our  quota  of 
houses  where  it  would  be  unsafe  to  send  children; 
therefore,  I  was  greatly  disturbed  to  be  tcld  that 
children  from  the  Tobin  Playground  had  gone 
around  collecting  salvage. 

Is  there  any  way  there  could  be  a  city  ordinance 
against  using  children  in  this  way  ?  Even  for  a 
good  purpose  children  should  not  be  exploited 

I  hope  you  will  not  think  me  over-anxious,  and 
with  confidence  that  you  will  do  all  you  can  to 
protect  children,

Mr.  President,  these  dangers  outlined  in  these 
letters  are  evident  and  real  and  we  should  do  our 
share  here  to  see  that  the  children  are  not  subjected 
to  them.  I  believe  that  the  proper  place  for  young 
children  during  the  day  is  on  the  playground 
where  the  little  boy  or  girl  can  play  under  watchful 
supervision.  Parents  send  their  children  to  the 
playgrounds  because  they  feel  they  will  be  safe 
there  and  will  have  healthy  exercise.  They  do  not 
expect  the  teacher  to  send  the  child  to  a  neighbor- 
hood where  she  cannot  keep  a  watchful  eye  on 
them.  A  few  weeks  ago  we  appropriated  $25,000 
for  playground  equipment  for  Boston  playgrounds. 


The  Council's  Committee  on  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds, of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  be  chairman, 
has  been  working  hard  to  see  that  the  money  ap- 
propriated has  been  used  for  such  purpose  alone; 
I  might  say  that  I  have  received  a  communication 
from  the  Park  Department  outlining  how  so  much 
of  the  $25,000  appropriated  has  been  spent  and 
outlining  how  the  rest  of  it  will  be  spent  for  equip- 
ment, and  I  am  also  pleased  to  say  that  I  under- 
stand that  the  appropriation  for  the  "Gay  Nine- 
ties" program,  to  which  our  committee  objected, 
will  be  taken  out  of  some  other  fund,  so  the  $25,000 
may  be  used  for  the  equipment  for  which  we  ap- 
propriated the  money.  What  good  does  it  do  to 
put  equipment  on  the  playgrounds  if  it  is  not  to 
be  used  by  the  children, —  if  the  children  who  come 
to  use  it  are  to  be  shunted  off?  I  have  here  a 
typical  flier  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  in  a 
prominent  place.  I  understand  that  many 
mothers  have  refused  to  send  their  children  to  the 
playgrounds  until  they  can  be  sure  that  the  children 
will  remain  on  them.  Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  children  are  being  dis- 
regarded in  this  case  by  the  office  of  physical 
education  of  the  Boston  School  Department  I 
have  tried  to  contact  the  School  Committee  on  this 
matter,  but  that  committee  has  not  held  a  meeting 
for  some  time.  Mr.  President,  we  all  want  to  give 
100  per  cent  support  to  the  war  effort,  and  waste 
paper  is  necessary,  but  is  it  so  necessary  that  we 
must  risk  the  health,  the  safety,  even  the  lives  of 
little  children?  I  say  to  you  that  there  are  other 
ways  in  which  these  paper  salvage  drives  may  be 
advertised,  other  than  with  little  hands  or  feet,  and 
I  feel  we  are  not  being  real  and  true  Americans  if 
the  only  way  we  can  think  of  is  to  take  small 
children  off  the  playgrounds  where  they  belong  to 
do  this  wcrk.  I  say  to  you  again,  Mr.  President, 
that  a  child  of  five,  six  or  seven  is  too  young  to  be 
sent  into  crowded  tenements  where  all  sorts  of 
people  lurk.  All  of  us  were  shocked  a  few  weeks 
ago  over  the  murder  of  Frances  McGrath  and  per- 
haps the  murderer  is  lurking  in  one  of  these  places. 
Must  we  wait  for  another  McGrath  case  to  awaken 
us  to  the  dangers,  or  will  we  act  now  to  protect  the 
safety  and  health  of  the  children  on  which  the 
future  of  America  depends?  For  these  children 
and  for  their  parents  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rules 
and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  just  got  one 
of  these  fliers  which  were  distributed  by  these 
youngsters,  as  the  councilor  so  well  stated.  At  its 
heading  it  says:  "Your  waste  paper  is  badly 
needed  at  the  front."  I  cannot  see  for  the  life  of 
me  why  any  flier  should  be  distributed.  There  is 
something  in  the  newspapers,  nearly  every  edition 
of  every  paper  throughout  the  entire  state,  telling 
us  how  badly  waste  paper  is  needed.  The  only 
purpose  I  can  see  why  this  flier  was  given  out  is 
because  at  the  bottom  of  it  says:  "Yours  for 
victory,  Maurice  J.  Tobin,  Mayor."  Well,  if  he 
has  gone  so  far,  I  don't  see  why  he  shouldn't  add, 
"for  Governor,  Maurice  J.  Tobin.  Mayor."  I 
don't  see  why  the  city  should  have  to  pay  for  fliers 
that  are  going  to  be  distributed  by  the  Mayor  with 
his  name  on  them  and  on  the  bottom  what  we  should 
know  how  the  collections  are  made  from  ward  to 
ward.  We  get  that  every  day  in  the  newspapers, 
— every  edition  of  the  newspapers.  And  at  the 
bottom  it  tells  you  to  get  prepared  next  month  and 
when  the  collections  are  to  be  made  in  Wards  1  to 
5,  and  so  forth,  and  on  the  bottom  of  this  second 
part  of  the  circular  it  is  signed  by  the  Boston 
Salvage  Committee.  I  should  think  that  it  should 
have  been  one  circular  instead  of  two  parts  of  the 
one  circular,  with  Mayor  Tobin  appearing  on  one 
part  and  the  Boston  Salvage  Committee  appearing 
on  the  other  part.  It  was  the  same  thing  with  the 
"Gay  Nineties"  show  that  has  been  run  for  a 
number  of  years.  This  .year  because  the  Mayor 
happened  to  be  a  candidate  for  Governor  he  has 
un  the  bill  posters  that  the  city  had  to  pay  for: 
"Come  along  to  the  'Gay  Nineties'  with  Mavor 
Tobin."  There  was  no  need  of  his  name  being  on 
the  "Gay  Nineties"  circular.  I  can  give  you 
fifty  -seven  reasons,  but  one  I  think  is  sufficient. 
Who  in  hell  has  seen  the  Mayor  in  the  last  eight 
weeks  to  go  to  the  "Gay  Nineties"  with  him? 
Where  has  he  been?  No  councilor  has  had  an 
audience  with  him  in  the  last  eight  weeks.  If  thev 
did,  it  was  not  in  City  Hall.  Nobody  knows  where 
he  is  now.  He  will  make  a  fine  Governor  if  he 
spends  as  much  time  out  of  the  state.  I  think  he 
spends  two  thirds  of  his  time  in  Florida.  As  I  say 
I  don't  know  why  the  city  has  to  pay  for  a  circular 
advertising    Mayor    Tobin    for   Governor.     There

was  no  need  for  it;  just  advertising  himself  and 
nothing  else.  The  Boston  Salvage  Committee 
was  enough  to  have  sent  out  these  fliers  if  they 
thought  it  was  so  needed. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


INSTRUCTION    OF    PRECINCT    OFFICERS. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Election  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
instruct  all  precinct  officers  in  the  coming  election 
-  the  proper  procedure  relative  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  department,  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  haven't  been  instructed  in  the  last  few 
years  and  there  have  been  a  large  number  of  new 
officers  appointed. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  the 
reason  for  this  order  is  because  the  last  several 
years  there  has  been  a  large  turnover  in  the  pre- 
cinct officers  that  work  in  the  election  precincts 
throughout  the  city  on  election  day.  Last  year  in 
the  regular  city  election  the  Election  Commissioner 
himself  came  out  into  my  ward  and  took  just  two 
minutes  to  swear  in  the  new  precinct  officers  along 
with  the  old  ones.  The  majority  of  those  sworn 
in  that  day,  90  per  cent  of  them,  were  new  workers. 
never  having  worked  in  the  polls  before.  There 
were  all  types  of  mistakes  as  a  result  of  that, 
through  no  fault  of  the  precinct  workers,  made  on 
election  day.  The  same  conditions  existed  just  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago  in  the  primaries.  Additional 
new  workers  were  placed  in  those.  I  feel  that  the 
Election  Commissioner  can  at  least  go  out  once  a 
year,  a  week  or  two  before  the  election  and  instruct 
all  the  precinct  workers  just  what  has  to  be  done 
relative  to  opening  and  closing  the  polls  and  the 
way  the  ballots  should  be  counted.  He  should 
instruct  them  what  offices  are  to  be  counted  first 
and  the  returns  made  and  then  how  to  count  the 
balance  of  the  ticket.  As  happened  in  the  pri- 
maries here  the  head  of  the  ticket  was  supposed  to 
be  counted  and  returns  made  immediately.  That 
was  done  in  some  precincts  and  in  others  they  just 
started  at  the  head  of  the  ticket  and  went  through 
the  ticket  in  counting.  The  workers  were  not 
even  instructed  how  to  make  the  marks  on  their 
tally  sheets.  Some  precincts  they  worked  it  as  in 
the  law.  The  law  calls  for  four  workers  at  each 
table,  fifty  ballots  counted  at  one  time.  In  some 
precincts  you  only  have  two  at  a  table  and  two 
tables  counting  at  the  same  time.  I  believe  that 
if  the  workers  were  properly  instructed  they  would 
get  quicker  and  better  results  on  election  day  and 
I  hope  the  election  commissioners  will  take  some 
action  on  this  matter  in  this  coming  election  and 
all  future  elections. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


PURCHASE   OF   CATCH-BASIN    CLEANING 
EQUIPMENT. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  it  is  at  present  possible 
to  purchase  equipment  necessary  for  the  cleaning 
of  catch-basins;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  if  it  is  possible  to  purchase 
catch-basin  cleaning  equipment  at  the  present 
time  that  arrangements  be  made  to  purchase  an 
adequate  amount  of  it  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  just  a  word  or 
two  on  that  order.  I  have  noticed  several  sections 
of  the  city  recently,  after  some  of  the  heavy  rain 
storms  have  an  accumulation  of  water  that  has 
been  played  in  by  the  young  children  and  then  for 
several  days  later  on  there  was  a  very  distasteful 
odor  in  the  neighborhood.  I  have  also  noticed 
in  going  about  the  city  that  this  distasteful  odor 
was  coming  out  of  catch-basins  and  I  have  had 
some  complaints  not  only  in  my  ward  but  in  other 
sections  of  the  city  that  there  are  rats,  dead  rats,  in 
some  of  these  catch-basins  and  I  am  not  finding  any 
fault  with  the  division  engineer  of  the  Sewer  Divi- 
sion because  I  think  he  is  and  always  has  done  a 
splendid  job.  I  don't  think  he  has  sufficient  equip- 
ment to  work  with.  If  my  information  is  correct, 
there  is  not  a  catch-basin  cleaning  machine  assigned 
to  each  yard  in  the  city.  I  think  there  should  be  at 
least  one  catch-basin  cleaning  machine  in  each 
district.    We  should  have  more  than  one,  of  course, 


but  there  should  certainly  be  at  least  one  pro- 
vided. Now  this  matter  of  keeping  these  eatch- 
basins  clean  is,  as  we  all  know,  very  important.  In 
some  cases  where  requests  have  been  made  to  clear 
them,  attempts  have  been  made  to  blow  them  up, 
which  had  not  done  the  job  properly.  They  need 
more  equipment  to  dig  the  dirt  and  filth  out  of  the 
basins  and  I  hope  an  effort  will  be  made  to  find  out 
if  cleaning  equipment  can  be  purchased  and  if  so, 
that  it  will  be  done  immediately. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ROPING  OFF  DARTMOUTH  STREET. 

Coun.  CHASE  and  BAYLEY  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Messenger  be,  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  rope  off  Dartmouth 
street  in  front  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  fcr  a 
block  party  on  Thursday,  August  3,  1944,  the 
expense  to  be  charged  to  the  City  Council  appro- 
priation for  Ropes,  Stakes  and  Flags. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

Coun.  DWYER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Printing 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  print  200  cloth 
bound  copies  of  the  book  entitled  "Boston's 
Streets,"  with  the  precinct  changes,  if  any,  made 
by  the  Election  Commissioners  to  December  31, 
1943,  and  the  list  of  streets,  etc.,  added  to  and 
corrected  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
up  to  the  date  of  publication,  said  copies  to  be 
distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Printing  and  the  expense  to  be  charged  to  the 
Contingent  Fund. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


IMPROVEMENTS   AT   COTILLO   PLAY- 
GROUND. 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Park  Commissioner  to  place  the  Cotillo  Playground 
in  first-class  condition  and  to  supply  modern  play- 
ground facilities. 

Coun.  RUSSO — I  believe  this  is  about  the 
twentieth  order  that  I  have  put  in  since  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  Council.  I  don't  know 
the  reason  why  the  commissioner  shouldn't  take 
any  action  so  far  as  these  playgrounds  are  con- 
cerned. It  seems  the  excuse  always  is  that 
children  will  break  the  equipment.  I  am  only 
wondering  on  account  of  growing  old  if  he  forgets 
when  he  was  a  child.  It  is  the  common  thing 
and  it  is  expected  when  you  are  dealing  with 
children,  that  you  are  bound  to  have  something 
broken  and  that  is  the  reason  why  you  should 
replace  equipment  and  I  feel  he  should  replace 
this  equipment  every  time  it  is  needed  in  any 
playground  throughout  the  City  of  Boston. 
There  was  $25,000  appropriated  some  time  ago 
and  it  was  the  intention  at  that  time  of  the  Council, 
— that  is  the  only  reason  we  passed  upon  it, — 
that  these  playgrounds  were  going  to  be  improved. 
I  know  in  particular  when  I  asked  the  question 
so  far  as  North  End  Park  was  concerned,  about 
having  some  grass  planted  in  the  North  End  Park, 
he  said  that  he  made  a  try  about  twenty  yea  is 
ago  and  grass  would  not  grow.  Well,  I  ask  you, 
Mr.  President,  if  you  put  in  the  proper  seed  and 
pay  the  proper  attention  to  any  piece  of  earth, 
you  will  find  that  grass  will  grow,  especially  in  a 
playground  which  is  exposed  to  the  sun  that  has 
a  natural  effect  of  making  grass  grow.  I  read  here 
that  he  sent  a  communication  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Park  Committee  in  regard  to  the  $25,000 
which  has  been  appropriated  and  it  has  down 
they  bought  5.000  pounds  of  grass  seed  mixture 
at  a  price  of  34  cents  per  pound  at  $2,185.  I 
haven  t  Been  any  of  that  in  the  North  End  Park, 
which  he  promised  at  that  time  he  would  do 
something  about  it.  Not  only  that,  Mr.  President, 
I  feel  it  is  about  time  the  Council  gets  a  little  bit 
hard  headed,  if  you  want  to  call  it  so,  ami  makes 
sine  when   we  request  that  a  commissioner  of  any 
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department  :ijjj«-:ii  before  any  of  this  Bod]  that 
they  ought  to  appear  in  person.  I.  us  a  member 
of  the  Park  Committee,  have  asked  that  the 
Commissioner  appear  before  ua, — before  our 
committee.  As  I  understand  it,  he  also  promised 
to  the  chairman  of  that  oommittee  that  he  will 
personally  send  in  a  statement  signed  by  him, 
when    he    refused    to    appear    personally    ami    still 

he   has   the  same   gentleman,    Mi.   O'Keefe,   sign 

this  report,  the  same  individual  that  he  sent  up 
to  us  and  who  made  statements  that  the  chairman 
of  the  Park  Department  did  not  substantiate. 
Are  we  going  to  take  this  particular  report  not 
signed  by  the  commissioner  and  have  something 
else  come  up?  I  say  it  is  high  time.  Mr.  President, 
that  the  Council  ought  to  do  something  about  it 
and  I  believe  it  is  their  duty  regardless  of  who  the 
head  of  the  department  may  be  that  when  the 
Council  passes  an  order,  they  should  appear; 
that  they  should  be  present  in  order  to  give  to  the 
Council  a  full  explanation;  that  they  do  not  have 
to  go  around  here  and  there  in  order  to  try  and 
get  some  information  that  they  are  entitled  to 
And  I  hope  that  on  this  particular  playground 
that  he  does  something  about  it,  and  any  other 
playground  throughout  the  City  of  Boston.  I 
maintain  the  playgrounds  are  not  being  properly 
supervised.  Go  into  any  of  those  public  play- 
grounds and  there  is  no  supervision  whatsoever. 
We  try  so  hard  to  have  playgrounds,  small  as 
they  are,  and  then  you  are  not  only  not  given  the 
right  facilities  for  them,  but  no  supervision. 
How  do  you  expect  children  who  use  playgrounds 
and  use  their  facilities  not  to  break  them  without 
any  supervision?  Something  ought  to  be  done, 
and  done  darned  fast.     I  hope  my  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  BAYLEV — Mr.  President,  as  chairman  of 
the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Committee,  I  would 
like  to  back  up  what  the  distinguished  councilor 
from  Ward  3  has  said.  The  Park  Commissioner 
told  me  over  the  phone  that  he  would  not,  I  under- 
stand, ever  appear  before  our  committee,  but 
would  be  glad  to  send  a  representative  as  he  has 
in  the  past.  I  asked  him  if  he  would  send  a  state- 
ment signed  by  him  saying  how  any  of  the  $25,000 
appropriated  had  been  spent  and  with  an  outline 
of  how  the  remainder  would  be  spent,  and  he 
agreed  to  do  so.  Now  that  was  four  and  one  half 
weeks  ago,  and  I  have  been  communicating  with 
him  every  week  to  get  that  statement  which  was 
promised  within  a  few  days  I  don't  think  he  has 
kept  his  promise  that  he  would  send  down  a  state- 
ment signed  by  him,  and  I  don't  believe  that 
statement  outlines  how  the  remainder  of  the  un- 
expended 525,000  is  to  be  spent.  I  think  we  as  the 
City  Council  having  appropriated  that  money  have 
a  right  to  know  where  every  cent  has  been  spent 
and  how  the  remainder  will  be  spent,  and  I  under- 
stood as  chairman  that  this  money  was  to  be  spent 
largely  for  equipment  which  was  to  be  spread  all 
over  the  playgrounds  of  the  city.  That  is  what  I 
told  you  as  chairman  we  were  appropriating  the 
money  for.  I  am  not  too  well  pleased  with  this 
money  being  spent  for  grass  seed  and  other  pur- 
poses. I  have  a  subsequent  letter  which  shows 
$2,000  is  to  be  used  for  work  on  the  Eustis  Play- 
ground on  Eustis  street.  Well,  I  think  that  is 
probably  all  right,  but  I  would  like  to  see  the  money 
spread  around  to  actual  equipment,  bats,  balls, 
swings  and  the  like,  spread  to  all  of  our  play- 
grounds. I  believe  that  $92.50  of  this  money  has 
already  been  spent  to  the  Libbie  Printing  Com- 
/  pany  for  posters  of  the  "Gay  Nineties''  show 
which  the  councilor  from  Ward  1  has  said  say, 
"Go  along  with  Mayor  Tobin."  But  I  am  pleased 
to  see  that  it  appears  now  that  the  remaining  money 
which  has  been  estimated  to  be  about  $2,000,  and 
which  threatens  to  become  an  additional  SI. 500 
being  spread  around  the  city  has  not  been  charged 
to  our  $25,000  appropriation  and  will  be  taken 
from  some  ether  fund.  I  think  the  failure  to  take 
it  from  the  $25,000  was  due  to  the  prompt  action 
by  your  committee  which  went  to  the  newspapers 
and  refused  to  let  it  be  taken  from  the  S25.000.  I 
might  say  in  my  section  the  "Gay  Nineties"  pro- 
gram was  on  for  three  weeks  and  the  result  was 
that  it  had  hurt  the  grass  so  much  we  have  had  the 
playground  closed  off  for  a  minimum  of  two 
months.  The  Fens  Stadium  should  be  in  use  by  the 
children  but  by  the  show  it  has  been  held  back  in 
the  estimation  of  experts  over  two  months  and  we 
don't  know  if  we  will  be  able  to  open  it.  I  am 
opposed  to  it  when  it  ruins  the  grass  on  playgrounds 
where  we  have  worked  to  have  grass  for  quite  a 
while.

After  all,  if  you  go 
down  there  in  the  condition  it  is  in,  it  is  really  a 
disgraceful  thing  even  to  go  near  the  place  and 
now  that  it  is  summer  time  there  are  some  dis- 
graceful sights  and  I  do  hope  that  he  will  do  some- 
thing there  very  soon  on  it  and  see  that  that  place 
is  taken  care  of.

Coun.  DWYER  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That   His   Honor   tin-   Ma 
for  an  appropriation  by  transfer  of  available  funds 
to   pay   for   the   necessary   repair.-,   to    the:   Allston 
Bridge. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  filed  that 
order  as  a  result  of  a  communication  that  was 
received  in  the  Council  today.  This  communica- 
tion is  dated  July  25,  1944,  and  it  says:  "Gentle- 
men, I  transmit  herewith  communication  from  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  relative  to  your  ordei 
of  June  12,  1944,  regarding  the  closing  of  the 
Allston  Bridge  to  all  vehicular  and  foot  traffic 
until  such  time  as  the  conditions  of  the  bridge  will 
afford  and  warrant  safe  travel  to  the  above  stated 
traffic."  Attached  to  that  is  a  communication 
dated  June  22,  1944,  from  the  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner to  Arthur  C.  Carey,  Chief  Clerk,  Office  of 
the  Mayor: 

"Dear  Mr.  Carey, — This  is  in  reference  to  the 
following  order  that  was  passed  in  the  City  Council 
under  date  of  June  12: 

'Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  close  the 
Allston  Bridge  to  all  vehicular  and  foot  traffic 
until  such  time  as  the  conditions  of  the  bridge 
will  afford  and  warrant  safe  travel  to  the  above 
stated  traffic' 

I  accompanied  two  engineers  of  the  Bridge 
Division  of  this  department  to  the  above-referenced 
structure  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  examina- 
tion of  it  to  determine  the  necessity  of  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  the  above-referenced  order. 

As  a  result  of  this  examination,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  the  bridge  is  not  in  such  a  condition  as  to 
require  the  closing  of  it  to  vehicular  and  foot 
traffic,  although  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  repairs 
to  the  structure  should  be  effected  as  soon  as 
possible  after  an  appropriation  has  been  provided 
to  pay  for  the  cost  of  the  work.

Now,  Mr.  President,  this  Allston  Bridge  is  an 
old  story.  Everybody  in  this  Council,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, is  familiar  with  it.  You  all  know  that  the 
first  time  it  came  to  the  attention  of  any  member 
of  the  Council,  myself  included,  was  at  the  budget 
hearings  before  your  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions when  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
personally  stated  that  the  first  bridge  in  his 
opinion,  a  No.  1  project,  in  need  of  repairs,  in  the 
entire  City  of  Boston,  was  the  Allston  Bridge. 
This  Council  in  its  wisdom,  a  short  while  after 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  had  reported 
the  budget  and  there  being  no  funds  available  to 
make  repairs  on  bridges  because  the  Budget  Com- 
missioner and  the  Mayor  slashed  the  appropriation 
so  badly  that  (here  wasn't  and  isn't  at  the  present 
time  any  money  for  bridge  repairs,  this 
Council  in  its  wisdom  voted  for  a  loan  order  and 
gave  it  one  reading  and  then  again  at  a  later  date 
when  it  should  take  two  weeks  later,  a  second 
reading,  which  almost  passed  and  lacked  one  vote, 
it  received  fourteen  votes  and  some  members  who 
voted  originally  were  not  there  that  day.  There 
is  no  ^question  but  what  the  bridge  is  badly  in 
need  of  repairs.  The  Acting  Commissioner  of 
Bridges  will  tell  you  it  is  in  very  bad  condition. 
Commissioner  Hyland  says  that  when  he  has  the 
money  in  his  opinion  repairs  should  be  effected  as 
soon  as  possible.  In  my  opinion  he  doesn't  know 
too  much  about  bridges.  I  don't  know  as  he 
knows  too  much  about  anything  except  how  to 
award  contracts  without  bidding  or  holding  public 
bids.  Mr.  President,  in  the  local  papers  out  there 
some  time  after  this  Council  passed  this  order 
to  close  this  bridge,  Commissioner  Hyland  put  a 
statement  in  the  papers  saying  that  in  the  follow- 
ing meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  following  Mon- 
day, his  Honor  the  Mayor  would  send  a  transfer 
order  to  the  Council  requesting  an  appropriation 
of  $50,000  to  be  transferred  from  funds  available 
to  the  Bridge  Department  to  make  these  repairs. 
Now  that  is  over  five  or  six  weeks  ago,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, and  there  has  been  no  action  whaf 
and  if  the  bridge  was  in  bad  repair  last  Dec  I  I  - 
or  November  when  this  budget  was  made  up, 
surely  there  is  no  question-but  what  it  must  be 
m  :i  much  worse  condition  at  He'  present  time. 
So  I  hope,  Mr.  Preddent,  that  this  Council  will 
vote  for  this  order  and  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor

ABSENTEE  BALLOTS. 

Coun.  HANLEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
Election  Commissioners  to  provide  suitable 
accommodations  in  Ward  11  for  the  procurement  of 
"absentee  ballots"  by  the  relatives  of  the  members 
of  the  armed  forces,  preferably  Precincts  4  and  15. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  briefly,  last 
week  the  Boston  City  Council  passed  a  similar 
order  introduced  by  Councilor  Kinsella  and 
simultaneously  with  that  the  Mayor  opened  up 
offices  in  the  Office  of  Price  Control  which  happens 
to  be  over  in  the  Mission  Church  parish  for  Wards 
9,  10  and  11.  Now  I  don't  know  what  they  mean 
by  circumventing  various  offices  that  are  always 
allocated  for  voting  and  registering  in  Ward  11, 
but  I  know  this,  that  there  is  really  too  much  OPA 
in  our  form  of  government  today  and  we  don't 
want  them  where  the  ballot  is  concerned,  the 
ballot  that  destroys  or  creates  a  man  in  public 
life  and  the  only  weapon  that  we  as  a  free  people 
have  today  for  destroying  those  who  would  destroy 
our  form  of  government.  I  want  every  man, 
whether  he  is  in  continental  United  States  or 
outside  of  the  United  States,  to  vote.  I  want 
the  Merchant  Marine,  the  Army  and  Navy,  the 
Coast  Guard  and  the  Marines,  to  vote  in  the 
coming  election,  but  we  want  convenience  for  the 
absentee  ballots  on  the  part  of  those  who  cannot 
procure  them  and  I  only  hope  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  sets  up  in  Precinct  4  and  Precinct  15,  in 
Ward  11.  and  allows  the  relatives  of  the 
members  of  the  armed  forces  to  procure  absentee 
ballots.  This  is  specifically  for  my  constituents 
in  Ward  11. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  ask  that  the  order  be  read 
again. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  clerk  will  read 
the  order. 

The  order  was  read. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  understand  from  Councilor 
Hartley  that  in  both  those  precincts  registration 
is  usually  carried  on  where  ward  registration  is 
made  available  and  I  heartily  agree  with  the 
councilor's  request,  and  I  am  sorry  to  see  that 
nothing  has  been  done  up  to  this  time  regarding 
the  order  Councilor  Kinsella  introduced  last 
Monday.  Councilor  Hanley  is  quite  correct  in 
the  objection  that  he  raises  here  this  afternoon. 
There  has  been  no  provision  made  for  the  people 
in  Ward  11  to  effect  registration  of  the  service 
men.  Likewise,  there  has  been  no  provision  for 
people  in  Ward  9,  because  they,  too,  have  to  come 
over  to  Ward  10  to  do  their  registering.  That 
same  condition  is  existing  throughout  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  hours  that  registration  is  now 
available  are  between  9  in  the  morning  and  5  in 
the  afternoon  and  there  are  altogether  too  many 
people  who  cannot  visit  those  registration  places 
during  those  hours.  It  has  been  found  necessary 
for  years  to  have  night  registration  of  voters  at 
Convenient  points  in  each  ward.  In  my  district 
we  have  had  it  in  the  Mission  1 1  ill  sect  ion,  Ward  10, 
and  later  on  in  the  Jamaica  Plain  side  of  the 
district  during  the  evening  hours.  I  say  there 
are  people  in  i  he  city, — the  mothers  and  Fathers 
of  the  boys  ill   the  Service  in  this  City   are  not    being 

given  ample  and  sufficient  opportunity  to  register 

those  young  men  and  who  if  I  know  what  is  ^onig 
on  want  i<>  vote  because  1  have  had  BeversJ  letters 
from  men  in  the  service  asking  how  they  can 
make  sure  thai  their  name  is  on  the  list  and  they 
will  receive  a  ballot  and  each  and  every  one  of 
those   letters   lime  come  from   thousands  of  miles 
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away  from  home.  These  wri  ice  men  are  not 
being  given  the  right  opportunity  to  vote  this  Near. 
Thai  opportunity  can  only  be  given  through 
better  facilities,  spread  throughout  the  twenty-two 
wards  of  tins  citj  and  I  hope  that  there  having 
been  no  attention  paid  to  the  order  of  last  week, 
that  there  will  be  attention  paid  now  to  this 
order  this  week  and  at  the  same  time  the  request 
of  last  week  be  resurrected  and  within  the  next 
few  days  registration  will  be  made  available 
in  ever}  ward  of  the  city  by  including  the  evening 
hours  as  well  as  the  hours  '.I  to  .">  during  the  day- 
time. 

Court.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  this 
order  is  a  very  good  order,  even  if  it  does  apply 
to  Ward  11.  I  would  like  to  amend  the  order 
to  read  that  it  cover  the  entire  twenty-two  wards 
and  held  at  the  various  registration  places.  When 
I  he  Mayor  announced  at  the  dinner  at  the  Parker 
House  relative  to  these  outside  applications  for 
service  men,  absentee  ballots,  I  made  an  oral 
suggestion  to  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Election 
<  Commissioners  that  he  engage  the  same  men  in  the 
twenty-two  wards  that  handle  registration  and 
they  are  sworn  in  as  assistant  registrars  and  thej 
have  the  right  to  give  oath  to  anyone  making  an 
application  for  a  man  in  service.  They  should 
have  taken  in  my  ward  for  so  many  evenings 
in  one  section  and  so  many  evenings  in  the  other 
location  they  have.  That  condition  would  have 
existed  in  the  twenty-two  wards  but  now  the  same 
as  everything  else,  the  department  heads  don't 
want  to  take  the  recommendations  from  the 
councilors  who  know  the  districts  and  know  the 
city  a  damn  sight  better  than  a  lot  of  the  darned 
department  heads  who  are  in  the  city  here  now. 
The  Mayor  would  do  a  damned  sight  better  if 
he  got  a  tipcart  and  put  some  of  the  damned 
department  heads  he  has  in,  and  put  them  down 
in  the  scow  and  dumped  them  in  there.  Here 
they  come  out  last  week  and  appoint  and  designate 
eleven  locations  throughout  the  city.  They  are 
looking  for  the  absentee  votes  of  the  service  men 
and  they  expect  the  people  to  come  from  Forest 
HiLls  into  Roxbury  to  make  application.  If 
they  think  the  people  are  going  to  do  that,  when 
they  den 't  even  go  out  on  primary  day  to  vote, 
how  do  they  expect  them  to  come  and  make 
application  for  a  ballot  all  the  way  from  Forest 
Hills  into  Roxbury  Crossing.  Why  the  depart- 
ment heads  do  it  I  don't  know,  and  I  guess  I 
never  will,  but  I  would  like  to  amend  the  order 
to  read  that  the  locations  be  maintained  for 
applications  for  service  men's  ballots  throughout 
the  forty-four  locations  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President.  I  am  not  too 
familiar  with  the  order,  but  I  would  like  to  give  a 
little  information  to  some  of  the  previous  speakers 
that  I  myself  secured  last  week.  Last  week  I  went 
to  the  Election  Department  and  much  to  my 
amazement  I  saw  a  lot  of  young  ladies  working  in 
the  Election  Department,  so  I  asked  for  the  chair- 
man of  the  Election  Department,  Mr.  William 
Motley.  Mr.  Motley  came  out  and  I  said  to  him 
"I  see  you  have  a  lot  of  additional  employees  here, 
a  lot  of  additional  help."  Mr.  Motley  said,  yes, 
he  did.  I  asked  him  where  he  got  the  funds  and 
where  the  money  was  coming  from  to  pay  for  it 
and  Mr.  Motley  said  he  was  coming  up  to  the 
Council  this  week  and  get  the  money.  Well,  I  said, 
"That  may  be."  He  said  that  they  all  needed  a 
job.  I  said  to  him,  "Where  did  you  get  the  help? 
Are  they  from  the  civil  service  list?  Are  they 
people  who  have  worked  before  on  this  particular 
type  of  work?"  He  said,  "No."  He  said  that  the 
Mayor  appointed  them;  that  the  Mayor's  office 
gave  him  the  list.  Well.  I  said,  "Who  have  you 
got  working  out  in  my  ward?"  And  after  a  great 
deal  of  time  he  submitted  the  list  of  who  was 
working  in  my  ward  and  then  I  asked  him  for  the 
list  of  who  were  working  in  every  ward  in  the  city; 
what  their  addresses  were  and  what  public  en- 
rollment they  were  in.  I  haven't  received  that 
information  from  Mr.  Motley  as  yet,  but  I  intend 
to  try  and  get  it,  Mr.  President,  before  the  week 
is  out  and  I  will  probably  have  something  to  say 
about  this  next  week  and  I  think  that  people 
who  are  familiar  with  this  type  of  work  should  be 
doing  it  and  not  relatives  of  the  election  com- 
missioners. One  of  the  commissioners  had  his 
daughter  in  there,  one  of  the  candidates  for  Secre- 
tary of  State,  his  daughter  has  just  gone  in  there, 
so  on  down  the  line.  So,  Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  this  Council  should  have  a  little  information 
with  regard  to  who  and  why  and  where  money  is 
coming  from  with  regard  to  some  of  this  help  who 
are  going  into   their   particular   wards  and   know 


absolutely  nothing  about  registering  voters.  They 
have  had  no  experience  on  it.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
they  have  men  training  them  who  are  paid  em- 
ployees of  the  department,  not  for  one  day  but  for 
Beveral  days,  and  I  saw  a  piece  in  a  prominent  Bos- 
ton newspaper  yesterday  saying  that  this  help  was 
going  to  work  Wednesday  of  this  week.     I  find  that 

soi if  I  hem   have  already  been  working  over  a 

week.  I  know  of  no  appropriation  of  moneys  al- 
located in  the  budget  for  this  type  of  work  at  any 
time  and  I  for  one  in  my  district  would  like  to  know 
who  is  going  to  do  this  type  of  work  and  what  their 
qualifications  are  and  why  I  he  Mayor's  office  should 
submit  to  the  chairman  of  the  Election  Depart- 
ment a  list  of  who  shall  do  this  work.  I  hope  the 
councilor's  order  from  Ward  11  passes. 

President  KERRIGAN— Does  Councilor  Han- 
ley  agree  to  the  amendment  offered? 

Coun.  HANLEY — Yes,  I  agree  with  Councilor 
D.  F.  Sullivan  on  the  twenty-two  wards  in  Boston, 
so  each  and  every  one  of  the  armed  forces  can  have 
an  absentee  ballot. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  clerk  will  read  the 
order  as  amended. 

The  order  was  read  by  the  clerk  as  follows: 
"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the 
Election  Commissioners  to  provide  suitable  ac- 
commodations in  Ward  11  for  the  procurement  of 
absentee  ballots  by  the  relatives  of  the  members 
of  the  armed  forces,  preferably  Precincts  4  and  15, 
and  in  such  other  wards  of  the  city  where  conditions 
are  not  sufficient,  there  be  provided  full  coverage 
in  each  precinct." 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN — My  amendment  is 
calling  for  them  to  use  the  same  location  where 
the  people  are  acquainted  with  and  going  there  to 
register.  In  the  outside  registration  they  have  six 
nights  in  one  location  in  each  ward,  making  a  total 
of  twenty-two  locations  the  first  part  of"  the  out- 
side registration  and  then  in  the  second  half  they 
have  another  location  in  another  section  of  the 
ward,  making  it  a  grand  total  of  forty-four  places 
for  outside  registration.  In  other  words,  to  use 
the  same  places  for  these  absentee  ballots  as  they 
use  for  registration. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  clerk  will  read 
the  order  as  amended. 

The  clerk  read  the  order  as  follows: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Election  Commissioners  to  provide  suitable 
accommodations  in  Ward  11  for  the  procurement 
of  absentee  ballots  by  the  relatives  of  members  of 
the  armed  forces,  preferably  in  Precincts  4  and  15, 
and  in  such  other  wards  of  city  accommodations 
be  provided  in  the  forty-four  locations  used  for 
registration  purposes." 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  will  be  very 
brief,  as  the  hour  is  late  and  it  is  hot  and  the  boys 
want  to  get  home.  All  I  want  to  say  is  that  the 
remarks  that  were  matle  by  Councilor  Dwyer,  I 
have  no  doubt  they  are  true  because  he  was  talk- 
ing about  the  Election  Commissioners.  I  am 
more  than  amazed  to  think  that  the  Election  Com- 
missioners are  playing  politics. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  on  a 
point  of  information.  Is  it  within  the  province  of 
the  President  of  this  Body  to  appoint  a  committee 
such  as  called  the  Election  Committee  or  what 
have  you?  Since  I  have  been  in  here  in  my  four 
and  one  half  years,  order  after  order  has  been 
coming  in  here  relative  to  the  Election  Depart- 
ment. Not  very  long  ago  I  put  one  in  myself 
asking  for  the  removal  of  the  chairman.  I  think 
we  should  have  a  committee.  We  had  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  hospitals,  welfare,  but 
nothing  in  the  Election  Department.  We  should 
have  another  one  to  investigate  the  Public  Works 
Department.  Do  you  want  that  in  the  form  of 
an  order,  or  is  it  in  the  province  of  the  Chair  to 
appoint  these  committees? 

President  KERRIGAN — The  Chair  can  appoint 
special  committees,  councilor. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Well,  I  so  move  that 
you  appoint  a  special  committee  comprising  five 
members  of  this  Body,  one  committee  for  the 
Public  Works  Department  and  the  other  one  on 
the  Election  Department. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  now 
on  the  adoption  of  the  motion. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  a  point  of 
information.  Is  it  within  your  power  to  make 
these  committees  permanent  committees?  Can 
they  be  made  permanent  the  same  as  any  other 
committee  we  have? 

President  KERRIGAN — By  an  amendment  of 
the  rules;  yes. 
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Coun.  COFFEY — How  will  we  go  about  amend- 
ing the  rules  so  you  can  appoint  these  committees 
and  make  them  regular  committees? 

President  KERRIGAN— By  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members  present. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Will  we  take  the  vote  now? 

President  KERRIGAN— With  all  the  members 
present. 

Coun.  COFFEY— That  is  not  so  when  the 
Mayor  wants  something. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  question  is  on 
Councilor  Sullivan's  motion. 

The  motion  was  carried. 


INCREASED  PAY  FOR  ELECTION 
OFFICALS. 

Coun.  FEENEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  increasing  the  pay 
of  election  officials  assigned  to  precinct  poll  duties 
at  primary  and  regular  elections,  as  follows: 

Election  inspectors  from  the  present.  $11  per  day 
to  $13  per  day. 

Wardens  and  clerks  from  the  present  $1.3  per 
day  to  $15  per  day. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  there  is  a 
serious  shortage  of  qualified  poll  workers  in  Boston 
at  this  time.  In  my  honest  .judgment  steps  should 
be  taken  now  to  avert  a  possible  break-down  of  the 
election  machinery  in  Boston  on  November  7. 
These  one-day  jobs  in  my  opinion,  should  be  made 
more  attractive  with  higher  wages  as  an  added 
inducement  if  the  proper  kind  of  workers  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  are  to  be  found  to  man  the  polls 
this  year.  Many  of  the  precincts  throughout  the 
city  will  be  still  tabulating  votes  after  6  a.  m.  on 
the  7th  day  of  November,  the  next  day,  and  some 
others  will  be  working  up  to  noontime,  it  being  a 
Presidential  year  with  contests  for  all  national  and 
state  officers.  The  older  and  more  experienced 
precinct  workers  know  this  and  many  of  them  who 
hold  outside  jobs,  knowing  they  are  going  to  lose 
two  days'  pay,  won't  report  for  work  that  day. 
There  is  a  strong  likelihood  we  will  lose  many  of 
them.  Even  with  this  proposed  increase,  Mr. 
President,  keeping  in  mind  the  long  hours  that 
these  precinct  officials  work,  their  hourly  pay  will 
only  be  about  50  cents  an  hour  for  the  inspectors 
and  55  cents  for  the  clerks  and  the  wardens.  We 
are  all  aware  of  the  confusion  that  existed  in  the 
various  departments  in  the  last  primary  date.  The 
results   were  not  available   to   the   candidates  for

until  the  afternoon  of  the  third  day  and  thai  third 
day  Bras  the  last  day  foi  filing  recount  petitions 
Now  that  is  all  as  a  direct  result  Of  the  lack  of 
qualified  workers  in  the  numbers  that  the  city 
needs.  We  have  got  to  try  to  do  something  to 
alleviate  this  condition  It  is  not  fair  to  the  can- 
didates  and  it  is  not  fair  to  the  precinct  officers  and 
certainly  it  is  not  fair  to  the  public.  I  don't  think 
that  this  order  necessarily  is  a  cure-all  for  the 
trouble  of  tabulating  these  votes  in  proper  time, 
but  I  do  think  it  is  a  proper  and  intelligent  step  in 
the  right  direction  to  give  this  city  a  proper  and 
intelligent  election  day  set-up.

CONVENIENT      POLLING      PLACES      FOR 
VOTERS    IN    PRECINCT    6,    WARD    10. 

Coun.  CAREY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Election  Commissioners  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
provide  a  more  convenient  polling  place  for  the 
voters  in  Precinct  6  of  Ward  10. 

Coun.  CAREY — .lust  a  word  or  two  on  that 
order,  Mr,  President.  Some  three  or  four  years 
ago  the  Election  Commissioners  deprived  the  voters 
in  Precinct  6  of  Ward  10  of  a  convenient  polling 
place  through  the  removal  of  one  of  the  portable 
voting  booths.  In  that  particular  precinct  the 
residents  live  high  up  on  Mission  Hill  and  are  now 
forced  to  come  down  off  that  hill  down  to  the 
library  on  Tremont  street  to  vote.  I  say  they  are 
being  deprived  unfairly  of  that  franchise  which  is 
forced  through  not  having  a  more  convenient  poll- 
ing place  available.  Now  the  election  is  approach- 
ing again  and  I  have  had  complaints  from  people 
who  say  they  have  not  voted  for  three  or  four  years 
because  they  do  not  feel  they  should  be  obliged  to 
come  down  off  Mission  Hill  in  order  to  vote.  Up 
to  three  or  four  years  ago  convenient  facilities  were 
always  found.  It  is  a  precinct  immediately  near 
my  own  home  and  in  defense  of  those  people  I  ask 
in  that  order  that  they  be  given  a  more  convenient 
polling  place  and  I  hope  that  request  I  have  made 
on  more  than  one  occasion  be  granted  the  voters  in 
that  section  of  my  ward  in  the  coming  election  on 
November  7.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
STREET   PAVING. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  August  2.   [944. 
Hon.  Maurice  J.  Tobin, 

Mayor  of  Boston. 

Honorable  Sir, — The  Finance  Commission  de- 
sires to  bring  to  your  attention  some  important 
observations  in  relation  to  street  paving  work. 
These  observations  have  great  significance  at 
the  present  time.  The  Public  Works  Department. 
now  has  before  it  the  immense  and  unusual  task 
of  creating  and  executing  a  program  to  spend 
more  than  $3,000,000  for  street  paving. 

This  is  the  largest  amount  ever  made  available 
at  one  time  for  general  new  street  construction. 
It  comes  at  a  time  when  labor  is  scarce  and, 
such  as  is  obtainable  for  this  work,  is  more  expen- 
sive than  ever  before;  when  equipment,  due  to 
the  war,  is  not  only  limited  in  volume,  but  limited 
to  a  small  number  of  contractors;  and  when  not 
only  the  cost  of  the  necessary  materials  is  at  the 
peak,  but  the  steady  flow  of  them  is  questionable, 
even  with  the  removal  of  Federal  restrictions. 

The  city  has  already  asked  for  bids  for  a 
$1,000,000  portion  of  an  authorized  bond  issue 
of  $3,000,000  for  street  construction.  In  addition, 
there  was  this  year  an  appropriation  from  taxes 
of  $148,748  and  $50,000  more  specifically  for 
sidewalks.  Furthermore,  from  January  1  to 
July  there  were  total  balances  of  $163,912  in 
the  accounts  for  street  construction,  constituting 
the  portion  of  1943  appropriation  which  the  Public 
Works  Department  Had  been  unable  to  spend. 
Adding  these  sums  gives  a  total  in  authorized 
accounts  of  more  than  $3,350,000. 

Boston  uses  a  "precise"  specification  in  its 
paving  contracts.  That  means  that  an  exact- 
ness in  quality  and  quantity  is  required.  That 
is  what  the  contractors  bid  upon.  This  exactness 
naturally  adds  to  the  contract  cost.  To  give 
assurance  that  the  city  is  receiving  this  exactness 
in  quality  and  quantity,  inspection  must  be  con- 
stant on  every  job. 

The  "paving"  job  usually  means  tin'  pavement 
between  gutters,  the  gutters,  the  curbstones  and 
the  sidewalks. 

It  is  evident  that  it  is  the  intention  to  award 
contracts  this  summer  and  fall  to  cost  well  over 
$1,000,000.  Contracts  approximating  $750,000 
have  already  been  awarded  or  advertised.  If 
this  amount  of  work  can  be  done  before  snow 
flies  the  coming  winter,  it  will  be  distinctly  con- 
trary to  the  experience  of  many  year,  past  and 
it   will  place  a  severe  load  on  the  inspection  force. 

Conscientious  inspection  of  street  const  ruction 
and  enforcement  of  contract  requirements  arc 
always  a  necessity.  The  lack  of  reliable  inspect  ion 
in  recent  years  has  resulted  in  absolute  ws 
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substantial  expenditure.  Whether  or  not  the 
present  inspection  force  is  adequate  for  the  volume 

of  work   required   in  Buch   Bpending   is  a   -• 
'  ion.

paving  inspectors  available.  When  this  planned 
program  is  fully  under  way  ami  miles  of  con-

Repeatedly  in  recent  yean  the  Finance  Com- 

n   foreed   to  protest    the  accept 

of  paving  work  by  the  current  group  of  paving 
contractors.     The    commission's   inspectors    a 

observed  absolute  disregard  of  specifications  in 
the  contract  performance.  Much  of  the  paving 
work  done  was,  dt,   below   the  required 

quality.  The  commission  found  that  at  times 
inspectors  were  not  present  while  pavement 
was  being  laid:  at  other  times  that  some  who 
were  detailed  to  inspection  did  not  have  copies 
of  the  specifications  or  know  the  requiremi 
It  even  found  some  who  claimed  to  know  the 
requirements  but  made  no  effort  to  enforce  re- 
quirements. This  situation  is  the  more  remarkable 
because  the  volume  of  street  paving  by  contract 
in  recent  years  has  been  greatly  less  than  normal. 

To  put  the  present  ambitious  plan  in  proper 
perspective,  an  understanding  of  recent  paving 
history  is  necessary.  In  the  earlier  years  of  the 
depression  period  paving  by  contract  was  com- 
pletely eliminated.  The  necessity  for  finding 
jobs  for  the  unemployed  resulted  in  large  grant  - 
for  street  construction  work  by  the  Federal 
Government.  Under  the  terms  of  the  grants 
the  money  was  paid  directly  to  workers  hired  under 
W.  P.  A.  auspices.  This  meant  day  and  labor 
work  and  no  contracts.  During  most  of  this 
period  municipal  contractors  received  only  what 
they  could  obtain  for  the  rental  of  equipment. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  period,  because  of  dis- 
satisfaction with  W.  P.  A.  execution,  contractors 
were  given  the  work  of  laving  only  the  top  surface 
of  the  paving  job.  The  streets  had  been  con- 
structed to  that  point  by  W.  P.  A.  workers. 

As  the  city  emerged  from  the  unemployment  sit- 
uation in  the  1930's,  paving  by  contract  again 
became  the  vogue.  However,  because  of  the  man- 
power, equipment,  and  material  shortages  which 
followed  United  States  entry  into  the  war,  the 
volume  of  paving  work  was  kept  to  a  very  small 
amount  in  comparison  with  that  of  a  normal  year. 
In  the  year  1942  the  city  reached  the  lowest  figure- 
in  many  years  in  yardage  of  new  pavement  — 
63,525  yards.  In  comparison,  for  instance,  the 
1939  volume  was  665,583  yards. 


Notwithstanding    that     through     the     largess    of 

W.  P.  A.  vast  sums  of  Federal  money  were  spent 
on  street  work  in  the  1930's,  the  condition  of  many 
of  them  has  been  rapidly  deteriorating.  In  con- 
sidering, therefore,  the  amount  authorized  for 
paving  this  year,  it  is  of  interest  to  review  the  fol- 
lowing figures  of  the  cost  of  the  work  contracted

Originally,  the  plan  in  1941  was  to  spend  $1,000,- 
000.  The  presumption  was  that  it  would  take  two 
years  to  complete  the  program.  The  Public  Works 
Commissioner  on  April  in  requested  an  appropri- 
:  of  $1,000,000.  Later,  on  April  24,  he  m- 
ed  'he  amount  of  his  request  to  $1  .500.0(111. 
Subsequently  the  City  Council  rejected  the 
$1,500,000  loan. 

ouncil'e  rejection  of  the  .$1,500,000  author- 
ization was  followed  by  a  new  and  reduced  program 
to  cost  SI. 000, 000.  It  was  while  this  program  was 
before  the  Council  that,  on  the  initiative  of  a  few 
members,  the  amount  of  the  authorization  was 
tripled.  There  was,  and  is.  no  program  planned 
for  a  $3,000,000  expenditure.  Yet,  rather  than 
risk  defeat  of  anv  loan  bv  another  vote  in  the  City 
Council,  the  $3,000,000  order  was  allowed  to  be- 
come operative. 

In  the  bidding  for  the  1944  contracts  to  this  date 
it  appears  that  contractors  whose  work  the  Finance 
Commission  has  complained  of  in  the  past  two 
years  are  among  the  small  number  competing. 
Some  of  them  have  already  secured  awards.  Yet 
the  commission  has  found  in  a  July,  1944,  inspec- 
tion of  streets  constructed  by  them  in  recent  years, 
particularly  in  1941,  that  they  have  not  yet  ful- 
filled their  past  obligations  to  the  city. 

By  requirement  of  the  paving  contracts,  the 
contractor  must  give  bond  against  defects  for  five 
The  commission  has  found  that  routine 
notice  was  given  several  contractors  early  in  the 
spring  of  1944  of  scores  of  defects  to  be  corrected. 
To  this  date  these  notices  have  been  ignored,  yet 
no  penalizing  action  has  resulted.  There  still 
remains,  therefore,  much  of  the  work  paid  for  in 
1941,  1942  and  1943  to  be  cleared  up.  The  follow- 
ing is  the  report  of  a  Finance  Commission  inspector 
who  has  just  completed  an  examination  of  the 
street  work  of  recent  years:

Timing  of  Construction. 

The  number  of  streets  involved  in  the  present 
program  of  construction  is  not  ascertainable  at 
the  present  time.  It  will  depend  to  some  extent 
on  the  rapidity  with  which  plans  can  be  prepared 
and  bids  obtained,  and  to  some  extent  on  the 
prices  bid.  However,  it  is  the  intention,  ap- 
parently, to  let  a  contract,  at  least,  for  as  many 
as  the  available  funds  will  provide  for. 

The  commission  has  already  pointed  out  that 
there  is  a  limited  field  of  bidders,  a  scarcity  of 
labor,  and  a  limited  amount  of  equipment.  In 
such  a  situation  it  is  bound  to  happen  that  each 
of  a  very  few  contractors  will  obtain  awards  for 
a  large  number  of  streets.  One  has  already  been 
awarded  contracts  to  cost  well  over  $100,000. 
Some  of  these  jobs  are  of  very  great  length  and 
require  several  weeks  of  work  before  completion. 

At  the  time  of  writing  one  contractor  has  been 
unable  to  start  construction  on  several  streets 
which  were  awarded  to  him  in  June,  the  reason 
being  lack  of  equipment  and  lack  of  sufficient 
manpower.  In  the  pooling  of  the  equipment 
available  this  particular  contractor's  turn  to 
receive  some  simply  has  not  yet  arrived. 

It  is  quite  likely  therefore  that,  if  the  usual 
practice  is  followed,  the  work  on  some  streets  will 
be  started  late  in  the  fall.  In  such  circumstances 
there  is  always  a  race  between  the  contractor  and 
the  weather,  and  very  often  in  the  past,  the  weather 
has  won  the  race. 

Streets  built  under  such  conditions  rarely  give 
satisfactory  service.  In  the  rush  to  beat  the 
frost,  there  is  often  poor  workmanship;  and  poor 
workmanship  is  not  intended  to  be  tolerated 
under  the  form  of  contract  made.  Frost  coming 
before  pavement  is  firmly  set  results  in  a  poor 
pavement.  Much  of  the  trouble  with  the  streets 
laid  in  the  last  few  years  has  been  caused  by  the 
rush  of  the  work  late  in  the  fall. 

In  another  respect  good  results  are  difficult 
when  streets  are  built  under  such  pressure  as  is 
now  necessary  because  of  the  suddenness  of  the 
decision  to  attempt  such  a  large  program  of 
construction.  Openings  for  public  service  con- 
nections are  likely  to  come  after  rather  than 
before  the  pavement  is  laid.  The  repavement  of 
such  openings  usually  comes  long  after  the  cut  ha 
been  made  and  the  public  is  inconvenienced  to 
that  extent.  The  patch  is  always  noticeable  in 
wear  as  well  as  in  appearance. 


An  instance  of  this  type  of  result  is  now  visible 
on  Kilmarnock  street,  Ward  5.  The  work  of 
resurfacing  was  completed  about  July  21.  The 
City  Water  Department  has  already  made  an 
opening  in  the  street. 

In  the  past  the  answer  to  such  criticism  has  been 
that  "the  bond  protects  the  city."  The  report  of 
the  Finance  Commission  inspector's  recent 
examination  of  1941,  1942  and  1943  streets  fur- 
nishes ample  evidence  that  the  bond  furnishes 
little  protection  because  it  is  rarely  that  the 
bondsman  is  called  upon  to  make  good  defective 
pavement.  Too  often,  as  in  the  case  of  many  of 
the  streets  reported  upon,  though  first-class 
pavement  has  been  paid  for,  actually  much  of  it  is 
dangerous  to  travel. 

The  conclusion  from  the  foregoing  is  obvious. 
No  street  work  should  be  contracted  for  unless  it 
can  be  completed  before  the  approach  of  winter 
compels  a  race  between  the  contractor  and  the 
elements  of  the  weather. 

The  data  related  above  shows  conclusively  the 
truth  of  the  principles  repeatedly  laid  down  by  the 
Finance  Commission  in  its  criticism  of  the  method 
of  performance  and  in  its  prediction  of  the  probable 
result  of  failure  to  adhere  to  specifications.  Failure 
to  secure  conformity  to  specifications  in  perform- 
ance, it  was  pointed  out,  arose  from  the  inadequate 
and  ineffective  inspection. 

The  fears  expressed  in  1941  for  the  stability  of 
the  work  are  thus  shown  to  have  been  fully  justi- 
fied. Inspections  made  in  each  year  since  1941 
demonstrate  that  much  of  the  1941  work  could 
not  withstand  normal  wear  and  normal  winter 
weather.  This  deterioration  also  characterized 
the  sidewalk  paving  of  1942  and  1943,  and,  to  a 
lesser  extent,  the  roadway  pavement  of  those  years. 

Moreover,  contractors  who  performed  the  work 
in  1941  were  given  a  clean  bill  for  presumably 
having  remedied  all  defects  before  final  pavement. 
Nevertheless,  even  the  process  of  defect  correction 
was  defective  in  many  cases.  Either  replacement 
of  originally  defective  work  was  unsatisfactory, 
or  the  attempt  to  correct  was  superficial. 

Conclusion. 
The  data,  and  the  principles  and  the  inference 
to  be  drawn  from  it,  point  up  two  important 
matters  which  confront  the  city  now.  These 
mutters  are  (1)  the  approaching  expiration  of  the

Finally,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to 
recruit,  organize  ami  educate  a  sufficient  stall  of 
inspectors.  Trusting  in  the  honor  of  contractors 
io  comply  with  specifications  without  compulsion 
i:t  cits  inspectors  lias  been  tried  and  found  wanting. 

Procuring  a  sufficient  staff  is  not,  necessarily  a 
drain    upon    the    labor    market.      The    city    is    now 

paying  many  engineers  ami  inspectors  of  various 
kinds  who  are  not  adequately  employed  in  their 

present  assignments.  They  can  be  drawn  upon 
to  furnish  the  inspection  of  street  work.  Addi- 
tional birings  are  distinctly  not  necessary. 

The  commission  which  was  created  in  1942  to 
study  the  possibilities  of  the  adjustment  of  the 
manpower  of  the  city  departments  should  be  in  a 
position  lo  aid  the  Public  Works  Department  in 
locating  employees  who  are  qualified  to  assist  in 
the  street  inspection  work.  The  Legislature  and 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  have  adopted 
enabling  laws  and  rules  for  this  purpose.

they  insisted  it  was  so.  was  that    not   one  of  these 
people  who  were  in   the  Election   Department    all 
of   Saturday    afternoon    and    yesterdaj     were   em- 
ployees   of    the    department.      Now,     I,    for    one, 
want  to  know  what  they  are  doing  there.      I  want 
to  know  why  they  are  in   there.      Now,   we  recall 
here  just  a  few  short  years  ago,  in  the  Charlestown 
district   of   Boston,    that    we   found   illegal    voters 
on   the  voting  list,  and  the  number  ranged  any- 
where from    something  like   400  to  1,400  illegall; 
registered   voters  on   the   Charlestown   voting  list; 
and    when    they    were    checked    and    investigated 
they  found  out  these  so-called  "mattress"   voters 
were  registered  in  empty  lots  and  vacant,  buildings. 
That   statement   that    I   just   made   nobody   here 
can    dispute.      That    is    a    true    statement.      Now, 
I  have  information  in  my  possession  where  illegal 
registration    was    allowed    just    previous    to    this 
last     nomination.     I    have  photostatic    copies  of 
cards  that  were  made  out  by  assistant   registrars, 
and  it  said  on  top  of   those   cards:    "Person   can- 
not read.     Not    eligible  to  vote.     Put  on   voting 
list    per    order    William    J.     Motley,    Chairman." 
Now,  Mr.  Motley  has  no  right  to  order  an  assistant 
registrar    to    register    a    person    who    can't    read, 
but  still  he  did   that.     And,   as   I   said   here   two 
short    weeks    ago,    he    has    used    dictator    tactics 
in  that  Election  Department.      I  have  the  evidence 
and  if  the  Finance  Commission  want  it  they   are 
welcome   to   it.     I    can    prove   the   statement.     I 
have    the    photostatic    copy   of   the    card,    which 
reads:      "Person    cannot    read.     Not    eligible     to 
vote.     Put   on    voting   list   per   order    William    J. 
Motley,    Chairman."     And    I    still,    again,    insist 
that   William  J.   Motley   has  no  right  to  tell  any 
assistant  registrar  to  put  a  person   on   the  voting 
list  if  that  person  cannot  read  or  write.     In  this 
particular    case    the    assistant    registrar    had    the 
courage  to  sign  his  initials  and  to  do  it  in  writing, 
in   long-hand,   in   his   own   writing, — that   he   was 
forced  to  put  that  person  and  other  people  on  the 
voting   list   because,    even    though    they    couldn't 
read,    that   is    illegal   registration.     That   investi- 
gation  should   be  so   thorough    that.   Mr.   Motlei 
should  not  only  be  removed  from  his  job,  but  he 
should    face    court    proceedings.     Charges    should 
be  made  against  him  for  allowing  illegal  registra- 
tion.    Now,  if  they  are  taking  thirty-odd  volunteer 
workers,  so  called,  and  bringing  them  in  on  Satur- 
day afternoon  or  Sunday,  God  knows  what   thej 
can't  do  to  that  voting  list  down  there.

HEADQUARTERS.

Gentlemen, — Subsequent  to  the  formulation  of 
the  original  plan  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Boston  Veterans'  Reception  and  Information 
Center,  it  was  decided  to  transfer  the  Soldiers' 
Relief  Department  from  City  Hall  to  quarters 
adjacent  to  the  Center.  To  carry  out  this  decision 
it  was  necessary  to  perform  remodeling  work  at 
the  old  Houghton  and  Dutton  building,  over  a,nd 
beyond  that  originally  contemplated  in  connection 
with  the  Center  itself.  This  additional  expense, 
having  been  charged  against  the  appropriation 
authorized  by  your  Honorable  Body  last  February 
for  the  Center,  has  reduced  the  available  balance 
within  the  appropriation  below  the  amount 
which  it  is  estimated  will  be  required  for  the 
operation  and  administration  of  the  Center  for 
the  balance  of  the  year.  The  contract  for  the 
extra  remodeling  work  previously  mentioned  was 
$5,685.37.  The  attached  order  provides  for  a 
transfer  of  $5,000  from  the  Reserve  Fund,  which 
makes  it  apparent  that  but  for  the  transfer  of  the 
Soldiers'  Relief  Department  to  the  Center  the 
original  appropriation  would  have  been  sufficient 
for  the  conduct  of  Center  activities.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  421  of  the  Acts 
of  1943,  "deductions  on  payroll  schedules  maj  In- 
made  from  the  salary  of  any  .  .  .  municipal 
employee  ...  of  the  amount  payable  by 
such  an  employee  under  a  contract  issued  to  him 
as  a  subscriber   by   a   non-profit   hospital   service 

ration."      It   is   evident   from    this   language 

thai  the  deduction  authority  granted  by  the  Legis- 
lature is  permissive  rather  than  mandatory.  In 
\  icw  of  this  fact,  the  basic  question  to  be  decided 
is  whether  under  existing  procedure  and  condi- 
tions Blue  Cross  deductions  may  be  readily  and 
easily  incorporated  as  a  feature  of  departmental 
paj  rolls.  I  have  discussed  this  question  with  the 
City  Treasurer,  whose  office  would  naturally  bear 
the  brunt  of  any  additional  work  involved  in  such 
deductions.  I  am  in  agreement  with  the  treasurer's 
conclusion  that  under  the  present  decentralized 
manually-prepared  pay  roll  procedure  of  the  city, 
that  the  handling  of  Blue  Cross  deductions  would 
complicate  our  present  procedure  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  to  cause  interference  in  the  treasurer's  office 
with  the  present  schedule  of  departmental  pay  roll 
payments. 

According  to  an  estimate  of  a  Blue  Cross  official, 
70  per  cent  of  city  employees  might  be  expected  to 
join  this  organization.  This  would  mean  that  the 
treasurer's  office  would  be  called  upon  to  maintain 
records  of  deductions  for,  roughly,  14,000  em- 
ployees. From  experience  in  connection  with 
Federal  bond  deductions,  a  force  of  at  least  fifteen 
persons  would  be  required,  together  with  a  sub- 
stantial investment  in  cards,  forms  and  filing 
equipment.  It  is  my  understanding  that  this 
added  expense  would  have  to  be  borne  entirely  by 
the  city.  The  maintenance  on  a  manual  basis  of 
this  extensive  system  of  individual  records  would 
be  a  major  task  which  it  is  questionable  could  be 
readily  assumed  by  the  treasurer's  office  in  the 
light  of  existing  manpower  shortages. 

For  the  time  being,  therefore,  both  the  treasurer 
and  myself  feel  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  incorporate 
Blue  Cross  deductions  in  the  pay  roll  procedure  of 
the  city.

The  Civil  Service  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
apply  in  such  cases  and  any  modification  of  the 
present  laws  would  in  all  probability  be  state-wide 
and  in  conjunction  with  proper  legislation. 

However,  I  shall  be  glad  to  confer  on  this  subject 
with  the  Director  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

At  the  present  time  it  should  be  remembered 
that  these  men  are  given  an  opportunity  to  pass 
the  civil  service  examination  which  automatically 
qualifies  them  for  permanent  appointment  if  they 
pass.  If  men  fail  to  pass  the  civil  service  examina- 
tion, a  problem  then  arises  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
appointing  men  who  have  actually  failed  to  qualify 
for  the  fire  service  in  a  written  examination.

The  Francis  Parkman  Playground,  situated 
on  Wachusett  street,  Forest  Hills,  is  a  compara- 
tively flat  area,  approximately  310  feet  long  and 
175  feet  wide.  The  remainder  of  the  area  of  this 
small  playground  is  mainly  slopes  constructed 
about  fifteen-odd  years  ago  with  the  distinct 
purpose  of  making  a  small  children's  playground 
and  be  able  to  flood  the  area  in  the  wintertime. 

In  order  to  lower  the  entire  grade  of  the  play- 
ground approximately  three  feet  down  to  the  top 
of  the  wall  on  Wachusett  street  would  require 
the  excavation  of  three  feet  of  material  over  the 
entire  flat  area,  the  lowering  of  the  drainage 
system  and  the  stripping  of  the  top  soil  and  putting 
it  back  to  new  grades.

REPORT   OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
DISPOSAL   OF   REFUSE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston. 
Finance  Commission,  August  9,  1944. 
The  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — The  disposal  of  refuse,  garbage  and 
general  rubbish — in  an  efficient,  economical  and 
modern  manner — continues  to  be  the  most 
neglected  function  of  the  city  administration.  It 
costs  approximately  $2,000,000  per  year  to  carrj 
on  the  city's  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and 
store  and  other  commercial  offal.  This  great 
cost  is  nearly  twice  as  much  as  it  would  be  if 
modern,  efficient  methods  of  collection  and  dis- 
posal had  displaced  the  archaic  methods  adopted 
generations  ago  which  are  still  in  use. 

In  the  major  portion  of  the  inner  or  downtown 
city,  collection  is  by  city  labor  and  city  trucks. 
In  the  remainder  of  the  city,  collection  service  and 
disposal  is  provided  by  district  contracts,  of  winch 
there  are  thirteen,  divided  among  nine  contractors. 
In  addition,  there  is  a  constantly  varying  number 
of  contractors  acting  under  city  license  who  give 
collection  service  to  commercial  houses  by  private 
arrangement.  Sometimes  the  number  of  these 
licensed  collectors  reaches  well  over  150  persons 
or  firms. 

This  private  collection  of  refuse  not  only  multi- 
plies the  number  of  vehicles  rendering  collection 
service  in  the  city,  but  its  competition  has  cost 
the  city  corporation  the  loss  of  many  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars  each  year.  It  flourishes  be- 
cause private  collectors  can  and  do  give  to  owners 
of  commercial  establishments,  who  must  pay  for 
disposal  of  their  refuse  anyway,  a  more  reliable 
service  than  the  city  provides,  and  charge  their 
clients  a  smaller  fee  for  each  barrelful  collected 
than  the  city  would  exact  by  the  system  of  fees 
established. 

The  final  destination  cf  the  collections  of  these 
numerous  agencies  depends  upon  the  arrangement 
each  contractor  can  make  to  dispose  of  his  collec- 
tions either  at  the  best  profit  or  at  the  least  expense. 
Generally,  rubbish  and  ashes  are  used  as  land 
fill  and  each  individual  contractor  must  find  a 
dump  for  it.  Garbage,  except  that  collected  in 
the  downtown  area  and  in  Dorchester,  usually  is 
sold  to  farmers  for  hog  or  other  animal  food. 

Areas  where  dumping  is  permissible  are  not 
numerous  in  and  around  Boston.  There  is  little 
vacant  land  in  the  city  itself  where  dumps  can  be 
maintained  without  strenuous  objections  of 
nearby  residents.  Officials  and  residents  of  ad- 
joining municipalities  as  forcefully  resent  the 
cartage  of  offal  of  any  kind  from  Boston  through 
their  streets  or  to  depositing  places  within  their 
limits.  There  is-  one  Boston  contractor  who  has 
been  unable  to  obtain  a  dump  location  within  the 
city.  He  has  a  permit  to  dump  in  another  munic- 
ipality, but  its  validity  is  constantly  being  ques- 
tioned. He  scarcely  knows  from  one  month  to 
another  whether  he  has  a  place  to  dump  or  not. 
At  more  or  less  regular  intervals  he  has  to  pay 
the  nearest  residents  to  the  dump  he  is  now  using 
for  such  work  as  repainting  houses.  They  claim 
that  the  rubbish  he  deposits  when  mixed  with 
stagnant   water  in   the  pits  of   which  his  dump

Disposal  of  i  h,  refuse  collected  in  the  downtown 
Section  of  the  city  is  a  major  problem  in  itself.

town  to  Dorchester,  and  as  far  inland  as  Rozbury 

ami  Jamaica  Plain,  to  an  Atlantic  avcinc 
Dorchester  wharf,  and  then  transporting  it.  in 
BCOWS  through  the  main  ship  channel  to  Spectacle 
Island,  is  .-till  the  method  of  disposal  in  vogue 
here.  It  bids  fair  to  be  the  method  in  use  for  a 
long  time  to  come,  unless  action  can  be  started 
to  provide  another.  The  Finance  Commission 
has  repeatedly  revealed  the  ezpensiveness  of  the 
existing  process,  the  inefficiency  of  it,  and  particu- 
larly the  inability,  by  this  method,  to  accomplish 
what  mam  other  cities  big  and  little— have 
done  with  refuse  collections,  i,  <.,  turn  them  into 
profitable  production. 

In  a  report  made  in  HI)  I  the  commission  made 
out  such  a  strong  case  for  a  change  in  i  he  method 
of  disposal  that  it  prompted  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  to  call  on  a  leading  engineering 
firm  for  advice.  The  reply,  after  extensive  study, 
was  that  incineration  of  combustible  refuse  was 
the  only  feasible  method  of  disposal  in  Boston; 
ami  that,  as  the  Finance  Commission  hail  recom- 
mended, the  first  and  most  important  incinerator 
should  be  located  on  land  owned  by  the  city 
on  Albany  street,  South  End,  where  the  heat 
produced  in  the  burning  of  it  could  be  utilized  to 
provide  steam,  light  and  power  for  the  City 
Hospital  and  the  extensive  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment shops  and  garage  located  nearby.  A  second 
incinerator  was  proposed  to  be  located  at  Fort 
Hill  Wharf  on  Atlantic  avenue,  which  is  the  point 
to  which  the  collections  of  downtown  refuse  is 
now  carted  to  be  taken  by  scow  to  Spectacle 
Island.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  city 
paid  $3,500  for  this  advice,  and  that  it  was  given 
almost  three  years  ago.  nothing  much  lias  been 
implished  yet  to  bring  about  the  improved 
iiici  hod  recommended.  Naturally,  the  first  step 
is  to  make  an  appropriation  available  for  the  pro- 
curing of  a  detailed  plan. 

Boston  is  the  only  big  city  which  has  failed  to 
take  advantage  of  modern  practice  in  refuse 
disposal.  There  are  several  methods  in  general 
use,  with  land  dumping  the  most  popular.  In 
many  of  the  big  cities  where  land  dump  possibili- 
t  ies  are  rare,  incineration  has  been  in  successful 
use.  In  Boston,  because  of  the  great  scarcity  of 
suitable  dumping  area,  the  city  has  little  choice. 

Incineration  of  refuse  in  modern  plants  in  New 
York  and  Cincinnati  was  viewed  by  representa- 
tives of  the  city  and  the  Finance  Commission. 
In  both,  incinerators  were  found  in  efficient 
operation  in  which  the  only  fuel  used  was  the 
refuse  as  it  was  picked  up  in  paper  or  wood  con- 
tainers in  the  city  streets.  A  varied  assortment  of 
rubbish  in  vast  volume  was  daily  consumed  in 
fire  without  odor  or  other  nuisance;  and  the  great 
heat  produced,  when  harnessed  to  boilers  and 
dynamos  and  pipe  lines,  saved  those  cities  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars  in  heat,  light  and 
power   bills  cf   other  city   structures. 

Boston's  method  of  disposal  has  frequently  irri- 
tated the  people  in  the  adjacent  cities.  Formerly, 
when  the  garbage  part  of  it  was  treated  by  a 
reduction  process  on  Spectacle  Island,  people  in 
shore  front  homes  complained  of  the  odor  and 
of  the  other  effects  of  the  gases  emitted.  Now 
that  most  of  it  is  used  for  land  fill,  but  on  an 
island  which  every  ship  entering  or  leaving  Boston 
Harbor  must  pass,  the  method  of  its  disposition  is 
hardly  less  provocative.  Every  once  in  a  while 
there  is  the  rumor  that  the  Federal  Government 
intends  either  to  prevent  dumping  on  Spectacle 
Island,  or  is  going  to  lake  the  island  for  Govern- 
ment purposes.  There  are  many  who  would 
like  to  prevent  dumping  on  Mile  Road  in  Dor- 
chester, also.  Gieat  fires  belching  smoke  and 
ashes  into  residential  areas  are  frequent.  How- 
ever, it  is  the  expense  of  the  present  method, 
and  the  constant  danger  that,  either  willingly  or 
unwillingly,  the  one  contractor  who  is  equipped 
to  dispose  of  the  downtown  collections  may 
give  it  up,  which  continues  to  give  those  officials 
who  must  carry  on  under  it  the  greatest  concern. 

In  l'J42  the  city  broke  away  from  the  old  practice 
of  awarding  a  ten-year  contract  for  disposal  of 
the  refuse  collected  in  the  downtown  section. 
That  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  but  the 
present  practice  of  trying  to  obtain  a  satisfactory 
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contract  price  for  one  year  at  a  time  is  not  with- 
out its  worries.  The  method  of  disposal  has  not 
changed.  The  refuse  must  still  be  called  to  Fori 
Hill  Wharf  and  there  (alien  by  scow  to  Spectacle 
Island.  One  firm  is  entrenched  for  (his  con- 
tract by  long  and  large  investment.  Now,  par- 
ticularly, there  is  no  possibility  of  any  other 
entering  compel  it  ion,  because  any  other  firm  would 
have  difficulty  obtaining  either  dumping  site 
or  equipment , 

Therefore,  while  the  contractor  is  in  some 
doubt  as  to  where  he  stands,  because  of  the  un- 
certainty as  to   the   length   of   time   the    present 

method  can  continue,  as  long  as  the  practice 
continues  to  dump  at  Spectacle  Island  (he  city 
is  at  his  mercy.  His  price  must  be  the  price 
the  city  pays.  It  is  much  to  the  credit  of  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  thai  the  price  of 
the  contracts  made  in  1943  and  1944,  which  were 
in  each  case  for  one  year,  were  even  less  than  the 
average  year's  price  under   the  ten-year  contract. 

Dumping  rubbish  on  a  shore  front,  whether 
it  be  on  an  island  in  the  harbor  or  on  the  main- 
land, is  regarded  as  a   menace  to  good  health. 

Dumping  i  r  ■  pits  or  swamps  which  usually 
contain  stagnant  water  is  no  less  objectionable, 
unless  methods  of  coverage  which  ate  expensive 
are  included, 

The  engineers  hired  by  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  stated : 

"It  should  be  pointed  out  in  connection 
with  dumping  on  waterfront  property  that 
the  dumping  of  refuse  material  into  the  harbor 
without  a.  permit  is  contrary  to  Federal  law 
On  the  other  hand,  it  has  often  been  possible 
in  the  past  to  obtain  such  a  permit  undet 
certain  restrictions,  one  of  which  calls  for 
preventing  refuse  materials  from  floating 
away  from  the  dump.  Nevertheless,  in  view 
of  the  objectionable  character  of  the  liquid 
seeping  from  a  fill  containing  garbage,  as  shown 
above,  such  liquids  should  not  be  permitted 
to   flow   into    the    harbor    waters." 

Again,  regarding  the  cost  of  the  present  method, 
the  engineers  stated: 

"Under  the  existing  method  of  refuse  dis- 
posal for  the  'ten-year  contract'  area,  namely, 
dumping  at  Mile  Road  and  Spectacle  Island 
for  all  except  a  small  part  of  the  refuse — the 
total  cost  to  the  city  is  excessive.  This  cost 
is  made  up  of  two  items:  (1)  the  present  con- 
tract price,  which  includes  the  cost  of  operation 
and  maintenance  of  floating  equipment  and  the 
cost  of  rehandling  and  transporting  the  refuse 
at  Spectacle  Island,  and  (2)  the  cost  of 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  receiving 
stations.  In  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  cooking 
process  and  dumping,  the  contract  [nice  covers 
the  cost  of  disposal  of  a  small  amount  of  gai  bage 
by  the  fermentation  process.  As  the  amount 
of  garbage  disposed  of  in  that  manner  is  not 
known,  the  entire  contract  price  is  used.  On 
this  basis,  the  average  cost  for  one  year  of 
disposal  by  dumping  under  the  present  contract, 
applied  to  the  refuse  from  the  'ten-yeai  eon- 
tract'  area,  including  a  reasonable  allowance 
for  maintenance,  depreciation  and  operation  of 
the  receiving  stations,  is  as  follows:

minimum,  8320,000) $378,000

Average  annual  cost  of  disposal  by 

present  method $418,000 

It  is  estimated  that,  during  the  year  1940,  (he 
contractor  disposed  of  732,000  cubic  yards  of 
refuse.  Thus  the  average  cost  of  disposal 
by  dumping  under  the  present  contract  is 
about  $0.57  per  cubic  yard  or,  roughly,  $2.  hi 
pel  ton." 

In  arguing  for  the  abandonment  of  the  present 
method  and  for  disposal  by  incineration,  (he  engi- 
neers recommended  the  construction  of  two  plants, 
one  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf  to  dispose  of  the  rein 
Charlestown  ami  the  inner  city;  and  one  near  the 
City  Hospital  to  dispose  of  refuse  collected  in  the 
South  haul.  Roxbury  anil  Other  adjacent  sect  tuns 
of  the  city. 

Regarding  the  cost  of  these  plaids,  the  report 
slated: 


"The  cost  of  construction  of  (he  two  incinera- 
tor plants  recommended  to  be  built  is  estimated 
to  he  si, 711(1.000. 

The  gross  annual  cost  of  operation  of  the  (wo 

plants  is  estimated  to  be  8260,000,  decreased  by 
a  saving  of  895,000  in  the  cost  of  steam  and 
electricity,  for  use  at  the  City  Hospital  and 
adjacent  Citj  -hups  and  buildings,  lo  a  ne(  cost 
of  $105,000. 

Ilic  total  annual  cost,  including  operating 
expenses  and  fixed  charges,  based  on  twenly- 
lerial  bonds  at  2',  per  cent  interest,  is  esti- 
mated to  be  $272,000,  after  taking  credit  for  the 
saving  in  cost  of  steam  and  electricity  referred 
lo  above. 

The  annual  cost  of  disposal  under  the  existing 
contract,  including  operation  and  an  allowance 
for  maintenance  and  depreciation  of  wharves, 
is  now  $300,000  and  has  averaged  8416,000 
dining  the  life  of  the  ten-year  contract, 

Under  the  recommended  plan,  after  the  in- 
ciim niters  have  been  placed  in  operation,  it  is 
estimated  that  there  will  be  an  annual  saving  of 
si  12,000,  in  comparison  with  the  average  yearly 
cost  of  the  present,  system  of  disposal.  This 
makes  allowance  for  garbage  from  a  small 
section  of  the  present  'ten-year  contract'  area 
which  i(  is  not  planned  to  deliver  to  the  incin- 
erators." 

When,  (wo  years  ago,  the  Finance  Commission 
recommended  that  the  incineration  method  be 
stalled  by  the  erection  of  the  first  incinerator  on 
Albany  street,  the  excuse  for  temporary  deferment 
w:is  "the  war,"  and  consequent  "inability  to 
obtain  material."  Even  if  that  excuse  holds  today 
il  is  not  reasonable  to  defer  the  detailed  planning 
of  the  structure  until  after  the  war.  The  city 
should  be  all  ready  to  build  one  incinerator,  or  two 
incinerators,  the  instant  material  is  available. 
Hence,  the  necessity  of  having  detailed  plans  for 
construction  ready. 

The  excuse  (hat  materials  are  not  available  now 
is  open  to  question.  An  incinerator  is  usually 
made  of  brick  and  mortar.  If  these  materials  are 
available  for  streets  and  sidewalks,  for  which  the 
city  government  has  recently  authorized  a 
$3,000,000  loan,  and  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment is  planning  to  rush  the  spending  of  more 
than  $1,000,000  of  it  this  fall,  they  must  be  avail- 
able for  an  incinerator.  Certainly,  under  the 
conditions  portrayed  in  the  foregoing  pages,  an 
incinerator  is  as  important  as  new  streets. 

If  at  least  one  plant  were  built  now,  leaving  to 
the  ful ure,  if  necessary,  the  equipment  of  it  to  pro- 
vide light,  heat  and  power,  and  leaving  to  the 
future  also  additional  incinerators,  the  city  would 
be  relieved  of  the  worry  caused  by  the  fact  that, 
In  the  vasl  and  important  job  of  disposing  of  the 
rubbish  collected  in  a  large  area  of  the  city,  it  is 
dependent  on  one  contractor.  But  whether  the 
materials  to  build  are  available  or  not  now,  the 
detailed  plan  can  and  should  be  made  now  by  a 
capable  engineering  firm  which  has  had  experi- 
ence in  this  line.  The  city  should  be  ready  to  rid 
itself  of  the  dangers  of  the  present  method  at  the 
earliest  opportunity. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  efficient 
and  regular  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  a 
city  like  Boston  is  of  paramount  importance.  The 
present  cost,  almost  $2,000,000,  is  on  its  face  much 
greater  than  should  be  necessary.  Chopping  up 
the  area  within  the  city  into  fourteen  or  fifteen 
districts  with  a  different  collecting  agency  in  each, 
and  each  agent  being  allowed  to  find  his  own 
means  of  disposal,  and,  in  addition,  having  150 
cm  more  private  collectors  competing  for  clients, 
cannot  be  regarded  otherwise  than  unscientific, 
inefficient  and  unduly  expensive. 

This  problem  has  plagued  the  people  for  genera- 
tions. Xow  it  is  an  administrative  negligence 
th:il  a  plan  for  its  solution  is  gathering  dust  in  the 
files  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  The  execu- 
tive's of  this  department  are  most  anxious  to  be  rid 
of  the  difficulties  of  the  present  method.  The 
Finance  Commission  believes  thai  action  upon  the 
in:i n ei  is  long  overdue.

FUND. 

Coun.  DWYER,  for  the  Committee  on  Parkman 
Fund,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  July  24)  for  the  appropriation  of  $38,000 
from  the  income  of  the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Park 
Commissioners,  for  the  Maintenance  and  Improve- 
ment of  the  Common  and  Parks  in  Existence  on 
January  12,  1887,  that  same  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  DWYER — May  I  have  that  letter,  please, 
Mr.  President,  accompanying  this  order.     Accom- 
panying this  order  is  a  letter  from  the  Park  Depart- 
ment, and  in  the  last  paragraph  the  Park  Depart- 
ment   Bay   in    their   letter   to   the    Mayor,    "When 
making  up  the  budget  estimates  for  the  year  1944 
a  sum  equal    to   the   total  yearly  income   of   the 
George  Parkman    Fund    was   deducted   from    Item 
A-l,  Permanent  Employees,  with  the  understand- 
ing this  deduction  was  to  be  replaced  by  the  total 
yearly  income   of  said   Parkman   Fund   for   1944, 
to  be  transferred  as  it  occurred  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year  to  the  regular  maintenance  appro- 
priation of  the  Park  Department.     Respectfully, 
W.  P.  Long,  Chairman."     Now,  Mr.  President,  in 
addition  to  this  letter  that  accompanies  this  lettei 
of  July  24  from  the  Mayor,  at  the  hearings  before 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  when  they  were 
taking  up  the  matter  of  the  budget  for  the  year 
1944,  the  Park  Commissioner  stated  that  the  sum 
of  $225,000.   the    amount,    the    approximate    total 
amount  of  interest  that  occurs  every  year  on  the 
Parkman  Fund,  was  deducted  from  their  A-l,  Per- 
manent   Employees,     by    the    Budget    Commis- 
sioner,  with   the  understanding  that   that   money 
for  pay  rolls  would  be  made  up  from  this  Parkman 
Fund  money.

WATERING  STREETS  IN  WARD  3. 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,     That    the    Commissioner    of    Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Maj  or 
to  arrange  to  water  the  streets  of  Ward  A  whenever 
the  temperature  is  above  80  degrees. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr,  President,  I  have  been 
informed  by  the  Fire  Chief  that  they  are  unable 
to  water  the  streets  as  they  used  to  do  in  years 
gone  by.  I  can  recall  when  I  was  a  youngster  that 
the  Fire  Department,  on  every  hot  day,  woidd 
come  down  to  every  street  and  plaj  the  hose  there, 
and  it  was  a  recreation  for  the  children,  and,  not 
only  that,  but  they  used  to  clean  the  streets  and  it 
was  refreshing.  Now,  1  understand  thev  are 
unable  to  do  that,  due  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
short  of  manpower.  I  wonder  how  long  must  we, 
the  City  of  Boston,  wait  to  have  the  streets  of  our 
city  watered?  Must  we  wait  until  the  good  Lord 
gives  us  some  rain?  We  have  made — and  when 
I  say  "we"  I  mean  the  city — we  have  made  money 
through  our  Water  Department,  which  I  don't 
approve  of.  However,  I  feel  that  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  ought  to  send  out  sprinklers 
or  flushers  on  warm  days,  not  only  in  the  Ward  :>, 
district,  but  in  the  entire  City  of  Boston.  You  go 
to  any  city  outside  of  Boston  and  you  will  find 
that  the  streets  are  watered  every  day.  and  even 
twice  a  day,  and  here  in  the  City  of  Boston  the 
people,  at  least  I  know  where  I  come  from,  are  not 
rich,  they  are  working  people,  and  God  only 
knows  how  many  of  them  can  afford  to  go  out  oil 
hot  days.  They  have  to  stay  there.  I  feel  this 
will  be  a  health  program  that  the  Public  Works 
Commissioner  can  carry  out  on  the  warm  days, 
because  it  will  clean  our  streets  and  will  refresh  the 
people  that  are  forced  to  stay  in  the  city  on  warm 
da\  s.

Coun.  COFFEY — I  ask  for  reconsideration. 
After  all,  we  are  a  city  functioning  body  her< — or 
so  some  people  think.  Those  that  like  to  be  the 
"Yes  boys"  for  the  Mayor  don't  think  so.  The 
Mayor  has  had  eleven  weeks'  vacation.       The  first 


time  he  has  been  in  City  Hall  is  today.       Eleven 
long  weeks!      God  knows  where  he  has  been.    Some 
eaj  he  baa  been  to  Canada.      He  has  looked  for  all 
kinds  of  excuses  to  get  out  of  the  city.     I  think  we 
ought  to  introduce  an  order  while  he  is  out  of  the 
citj    that   you,  President   Kerrigan,  should  receive 
his  pay.        I  don't   think  we  should   take  this  ex- 
tended  absence.       A  lot  of  important  things  will 
happen  bit  ween  now  and  next  Labor  Day.      I  was 
told  today  some  five  fire  engines  were  bought  with- 
out  bids.       That   is  one  important   matter  to  look 
into.      Other  moneys  spent  on  the  Houghton  and 
DuttOn  building  we  know  nothing  about    until  the 
work  is  done.       Then  thej    come  to  us  for  an  ap- 
propriation to  foot  the  bill.      I  was  told  some  ( 1 1 i 1 1  % 
employees  had  been  put  to  work  by  the  Mayoi 
office  in   the   Election   Department.        There  i>    no 
money    appropriated    for    that    as    yet.         I    don't 
knou  where  they  are  getting  their  money.     I  know 
that  no  appropriation   has   been  sent  to   the   Citj 
Council  to  ask  us  to  foot  the  bill.     I  don't  think 
there  is  enough  money  in  the  Election  Department 
as  it  is,  so  the  money  must  be  coming  from  some- 
where.  We  were  not  informed  thirty  new  employees 
have  gone  to  work  there.       We  haven't  any  of  us 
been  asked  to  give  a  name  downstairs,  but  we  are 
told   all    thirty    have  been  placed   to  work  by   the 
Mayor.      I  don't  think  we  should  take  a  vacation. 
We  have  hail  a   month  off;  that  is  enough  for  us. 
It  seems  to  me  the  Mayor  wanted  this  leave  so  we 
couldn't  get  up  and  have  our  say.       He  probably 
wants  another  vacation.      If  he  does,  let  him  take 
it.     We  don't  have  to  take  one  with  him.       I  don't 
think  it  is  necessary,  and   that  is  why  I  insist  on 
putting  the  Council  on  roll  call  oh  these  occasions. 
Don't  forget  it  might   react  on   some   of  you.      I 
know  one  person  used  it  on  me  very  effectively, 
until  I  had  to  get  a  piece  in  the  local  newspaper 
explaining   that   my   boy   was  dying  at   the   City 
Hospital   and    that    is    the    reason    I    missed    three 
Monday   meetings.     And  it  was  effective,  and  it 
may  be  effective  not  only  against  me,  but  against 
other  members  in  the  Council.     I  don't  think  we 
should    take    any    vacation    at    this    time.     The 
weather  is  hot.     That   might  be   a  little   bother, 
but  a  week  from  today  we  might  be  wearing  top- 
coats.    We  should  get  wise  to  ourselves  and  get 
twelve  months  lined  up  here. 

Coun.     KINSELLA — I     disagree     with     much 
that   Councilor   Coffey    has  said,   because   I   have 
come  in  here  every  time  during  the  time  we  were 
m  recess  and  I  have  seen  them  out  in  the  Execu- 
tive room   writing  and  answering  letters,  making 
phone  calls,  and  so  forth,  so  that  after  all  we  don't 
get    much    vacation.      I  know  because  of  the  fact 
that  I  have  seen  Councilor  Coffey  there  so  much 
that  my  statement  applies  to  him  also.     Coming 
in   here   Monday  is  of  minor  importance,  in  one 
manner  of  speaking.     We  still   have   them   come 
into  our  homes  at  night  —  I  know  I  do  —  and   I 
can't  get  away,  and  I  don't  think  that  Councilor 
Coffey  ran.  and  others  here  can't  get  away.      And 
we  ale  saddled   with   the  burden  of  our  senators 
and  representatives,   who  long  since  in   proroga- 
tion  have  been  given  two  years'  salary  and  slide 
out   nicely,  saying,   "The  House  is  not  in  session; 
I  rant  do  anything  for  you."      Now,  our  health  is 
of  primary  importance,  regardless  of  any  interest 
Mayor    Tobin    may    have    in    our    sitting   or    not 
sitting.      Surely    no   one   has   ever   heard    me   com- 
plain  about  sitting,   because   the   proof  is   I   come 
here  every   Monday   and   very  seldom   miss,   and 
if  I  go  out   during  sessions  it  i.s  because  by   priot 
arrangement   I   agree   to   go   out.      We   are    in    the 
midst  of  one  of  the  worst  heat  spells  in  the  memory 
of  the  ohlcst  inhabitant,  and  it  hasn't  yet  broken. 
We  don't    get   any  extensive  vacation.     Monday 
night   they  are  at   your  home;    Tuesday,   Wednes- 
day,   Thursday,    Friday.    Saturday    they    are   at 
your  home.     They  are  in  my  town.      If  we  don't 
look    out   for   our    health    they    certainly    won't 
They  will  pile  it  on  to  you.      At   the  risk  of  brum 
repetitious,    I   say   that   our   representatives   and 
senators  are  never  seen  in  here.      They  are  in  here 
when   it   suits   their   convenience.     We  are   heir, 
and  should  be  here,   every  day  of  the   week,   and 
I  have  Been  some  prettj    faithful  attendance   l>\ 

fellowa     that      might      be     other     places.      I     don't 

think    we   are   avoiding   any   civic    responsibility 

in  looking  out  for  ourselves  for  a  change. 

Coun  lirill.EV  Mi  President,  I  think  it 
is  a  year  ami  a  half  since  I  stood  no  the  floor  to 
speak     for    or    against    any    older.      I    really    think 

that  we  air  entitled  to  a  recess  until  after  Labor 

Day.      1    agree    with   a    lot    that    .lames   Coffey    has 

said,  and  even  what  Councilot   Kinsella  has  said, 

that  we  are  on  call  r\  n  \  day  and  every  night

and  1  think  the  poorer  the  ward  the  more  service 
you  are  called  upon  to  render.     I  know  that  my 

duties  toi  the  people  wl lected  me  are  primarily 

fm  social  service  work  They  expect  me  to  meet 
them  every  night  and  everj  morning  :ii  my  home, 
and  be  here  every  noontime  I  know  of  a  lot 
<.f  work  I  could  be  doing  for  my  constituents  right 
now  in  the  city  here  without  being  confined  to 
the  City  Council.     Probably  thei  im- 

portant measures  coming  up,  but  I  tliink  thai  the 
city  as  a  whole  can  dispense  with  om  services  in 
the  Citj  Council  ami  that  by  the  city  as  a  whole 
dispensing  with  om  si  constituents,  the 

people  in  our    districts,  can  get   fat  i.icc 

if  we  recess  for  three  weeks. 

Coun.  DWYER—  Much  as  I  dislike  voting 
against  those  who  don't  wish  to  adjourn,  I  feel 
that  1  cannot  vote  for  reconsideration  on  this 
matter,  foi  the  simple  reason.  .Mi  President,  I 
think  I  am  entitled  to  a  vacation.  I  haven't  had 
one;  1  haven't   been  anywhere,  anil   I  had  hopes  of 

getting  away  for  a  couple  of  weeks.  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, as  one  who  has  never  missed  a  meeting 
since  I  have  l>een  elected  to  this  Council,  and  one 
who  attends  committee  meetings  faithfully,  and 
who  i-   here  practically  every  day  of  the  week, 

I  am  going  to  vote  so  that  those  who  wish  a  vaca- 
tion and  haven't  had  one  may  have  one  this 
1  airr  against  reconsideration. 

Coun.  HAY  LEY — May  1  remind  the  councilors 
that  we  have  already  adjourned  this  year  for  one 
month, — that  is,  four  weeks.  That  is  more  than 
the  normal  city  employee  or  the  employee  of  a 
private  concern  receives.  We  have  had  four 
weeks'  adjournment.  I  don't  think  we  are  faithful 
to  our  trust  if  we  take  another  three  weeks,  which 
will  become  seven  weeks  in  all.  Just  because 
Mayor  Tobin  desires  to  take  excessive  vacations, 
we  don't  have  to  follow  in  his  footsteps,  and  this 
year  is  campaign  year.  Our  boys  have  the  duty 
of  fighting  365  days  of  the  year,  and  we  can  sacri- 
fice that  vacation  and  sit  here  in  this  crucial  year, 
and  I  don't  think  we  should  take  any  vacation. 

Conn.  CAREY — I  would  just  like  to  clear  the 
record  a  little.  To  hear  some  of  the  councilors 
talk  of  adjourning  for  two  or  three  weeks  you 
would  think  we  were  adjourning  each  day  for 
that  two  or  three  weeks.  No  word  here  in  the 
record  would  indicate  that.  I  have  voted  against 
adjourning  and  will  continue  to.  We  are  mem- 
bers  of  the  City  Council  and  we  are  going  to 
serve  365  days  of  the  year,  and  I  have  always 
been  against  adjourning  and  I  think  that  this 
Council  can  at  least  stay  in  sessiorr  for  only  one 
day,  giving  three  or  four  hours  of  that  day.  We 
are  an  important  part  of  the  city  government. 
I  don't  know  whether  the  city  can  get  alorrg  with- 
out the  City  Council.  I  don't  believe  it  can.  I 
think  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  things  that  lias  been 
done,  to  have  a  City  Council.  I  rise  only  from 
the  fact  that  I  want  to  have  the  record  clear,  to 
indicate  that  to  adjourn  two  or  three  weeks  means 
we  are  going  away  for  a  vacation.  I  haven't  had 
a  vacation.  I  am  here  to  serve  the  people  who 
sent  me  here  and  to  serve  them  well.

Coun.  CAREY-  -Havey  Beach  in  West  Roxbury 
isn't  in  my  Council  district,  and  I  am  not  attempt- 
ing to  interfere  in  Councilor  Shannon's  district. 
lint  I  introduced  that  order  because  in  the  last 
two  weeks  a  young  lady  in  my  district  was  drowned 
at  Havey  Beach.  There  are  several  people 
that  go  daily  from  Ward  111  to  Havey  Beach  to 
enjoy  the  bathing  facilities  there.  And,  looking 
into  the  matter,  I  am  informed  there  is  a  decided 
drop  to  the  beach,  and  that  some  leveling  off  is 
decidedly  necessary  in  order  to  have  the  beach 
made  safe  for  the  children  and  others  who  go 
there  to  enjoy  the  facilities  of  the  beach.  Further- 
more, the  eelgrass  is  very  deceiving  and  the 
children  don't  realize  the  hazards  they  are  getting 
into  in  it.

CLOSING   OF   SCHOOLS. 

Coun.  HANLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Boston  School  Committee  to  report  back  to 
the  City  Council  what  schools,  if  any.  they  con- 
template closing  in  Ward  11  and  the  other  wards 
of  the  city,  and  what  accommodations  they  plan 
in  conveying  the  pupils  of  the  "closed  school  area" 
to  arr  "open  school  area." 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
most  startling  announcements  in  the  history  of 
school  education  in  Boston  was  sounded  a  fort, 
night  ago.  It  was  sounded  by  an  eminent  member 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  and  later  reiter- 
ated over  a  local  radio  station  by  another  member. 
It  was,  in  effect,  that  approximately  twenty-five 
schools  were  to  be  closed  in  Boston  because  of  the 
shortage  of  enrollment.  Now,  I  don't  know 
whether  they  contemplate  closing  schools  in  Ward 
1  1.  or  in  the  wards  adjacent  to  my  ward,  or  wards 
in  the  entire  city,  but  I  believe  when  a  school  is 
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closed  teachers  are  no  longer  required,  and  the 
pupile  who  formerly  went  to  that  school  must  go  to 
another  institution  thai  might  he. quite  a  distance 
away.  Now,  you  members  of  the  Boston  Citj 
Council  can  vote  to  amend  that  order  to  include 
the  entire  city  if  you  care  to.  But  I  know  this. 
that  some  day  you  will  he  the  target  of  future 
eampaignists  for  your  office  if  you  allow  the  schools 
to  be  closed  in  your  district.  Now,  the  Boston 
School  Committee  is  at  the  present  time  the  target 
of  the  newspapers,  from  various  individuals,  from 
teachers  down  and  up  to  the  superintendent. 
Some  people  are  arguing  that  they  should  receive 
a  salary  so  they  will  not  allow  that  office  to  be  used 
for  political  increment.  A  few  months  ago  the 
Boston  City  Council  on  a  memorandum  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  sponsored  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, asked  an  appropriation  of  $7.5,000  for  a 
survey  of  our  educational  system.  It  was  passed, 
not  unanimously,  by  the  Boston  City  Council,  by 
required  vote.  Now,  I  don't  know  whether  the 
School  Committee  has  access  to  what  the  survej 
has  accomplished  at  the  present  time,  but  I  do 
know  that  I  will  not  sit  idly  by  and  allow  the 
School  Committee  or  the  Finance  Commission  or 
his  Honor  the  Major  to  jeopardize  the  educa- 
tional facilities  of  our  constituents  in  Ward  1  1,  and 
I  will  allow  you,  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council,  to  amend  my  order  by  including  all  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  move  to  amend  the 
order  to  include  the  entire  City  of  Boston. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order  as 
amended  and  the  order  was  passed.

OVERTIME    PAY    FOR    ELECTION

Coun.  KEENAN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  pay  employees  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per 
hour   for   overtime   work. 

Coun.  KEENAN — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
informed  by  employees  of  the  Election  Depart- 
ment that  they  are  working  nights  from  six  to  half- 
past  ten,  and  all  they  are  getting  is  82.00  for  four 
or  five  hours  a  night.  I  think  it  is  only  fitting  that 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  should  reimburse  the  em- 
ployees working  overtime  and  give  them  time  and 
a  half  for  overtime.

PURCHASE   OF   FIRE   APPARATUS. 

c.Min.   DWYER   offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct   the 
Fire    Commissioner    to    make    no    purchases    of 
fire   apparatus   without    holding   competitive   bids 
for   same. 

Coun.  DWYER— I  filed  this  order,  Mr.  Pres- 
ident, as  a  result  of  strong  rumors,  from  talk  I 
have  heard  in  the  last,  few  days  throughout  the 
City  Hall.  I  understand,  Mr.  President,  that  the; 
Supply  Department  asked  for  bids  that  were  sup- 
posed to  close  last  week  on  five  different  pumpers. 
Mi.  President,  in  order  that  I  might  be  able  t < > 
give  this  Council  the  true  facts  on  this  story,  I 
tried  to  contact  Mr.  Lang.  It  is  true  I  didn't  get 
his  office  until  after  noontime  today,  but  I  was 
informed  that  Mr.  Lang,  the  Superintendent  of 
Supplies,  was  not  available  this  afternoon.  I  also 
1 1  led  to  contact  Mr.  Thornton.  Mr.  Thornton 
was  gone  for  the  afternoon.  I  contacted  Mr.  Ryan 
in  the  Supply  Department.  Mr.  Ryan  informed 
me  he  wasn't  handling  the  matter  and  had  been 
away  and  had  just  got  back,  but  he  would  look  it 
up  for  me.  Some  few  hours  later  I  was  called  out 
of  the  Executive  room  and  he  told  me  that  Mr.  En- 
right  was  handling  this  matter,  and  he  under- 
stands, in  Mr.  Enright's  absence,  it  was  true,  the 
story    on    the    advertised    bids.      I    wouldn't    be 


alarmed  at   thai,   Mi.   President,  but    the  rui 

go  farther,  and  they  Bay  that  three  of  these  engines, 

or  pumps,  are  going  to  be  bought  without  bids 
from  a  private  concern  that  most  of  tin'  apparatus 
in  the  city  is  being  bought  of,  at  a  very  exorbi 
price.  And  in  the  meantime,  Mr.  President,  I 
contacted,  or  tried  to  contact,  Mr.  Fox,  the  City 
Auditor.  I  was  unable  to  get  Mr.  Fox,  but  I  did 
get  Mr.  Falve.v,  and  Mr.  Falvey  has  no  record  of 
this  proposed  purchase  or  of  any  money  Bet  aside 
for  it  without  bids.  Now,  Mr.  President,  if  the 
Fire  Commissioner  or  the  Purchasing  Agent  plans 
to  buy  this  apparatus  and  it  is  needed,  well  and 
good,  but  I  do  think  that  it  should  be  thrown  open 
to  public  bidding  and  all  of  the  big  companies 
allowed  to  bid  on  it.  So,  therefore,  Mr.  President  . 
I  Bled  this  order,  in  the  event  that  his  Honor  I  he 
Mayor  didn't  know  what  was  going  on, — that,  he 
would  have  sufficient  time  to  notify  the  Fire 
Commissioner  not  to  purchase  this  apparatus 
without  holding  comparative  bids  for  same.

ABSENTEE    VOTING. 

Coun.  HA  X  LEY-  -Mr.  President,  will  you 
please  have  the  clerk  read  that  communication 
from  William  A.  Motley,  relative  to  the  forty-four 
registration  places? 

The  letter  of  August  7.  1944,  from  William  A. 
Motley  to  Chief  Clerk  Arthur  C.  Carey,  was 
.read  by  the  clerk. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  on  that 
communication,  I  never  entered  into  the  City 
Council  to  be  instructed  by  a  nincompoop  of  an 
Election  Commissioner  like  William  A.  Motley. 
The  order  was  amended  by  Councilor  Daniel  F. 
Sullivan  to  include  every  ward  in  the  city,  includ- 
ing the  forty-four  registration  places.  It  was 
passed  unanimously  by  the  Boston  City  Council 
That  simply  meant  that  the  entire  twenty-two 
members  concurred  in  the  order.  It  was  menl\ 
introduced  by  Councilor  Hanley.  but  it  was 
passed  unanimously  by  the  twenty-two  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council.  Xow,  I  know,  and 
you  know,  that  it  is  a  State  statute  that  those 
registration  places  must  be  open  prior  to  an 
elect  ion  or  a  primary.  We  are  not  asking  for  that . 
We  are  asking  they  be  opened  up  at  the  present 
time  so  that  the  relatives  of  the  men  in  the  armed 
services  can  procure  absentee  ballots  and  send 
them  to  their  loved  ones  in  the  far-flung  posts 
of  the  world.  At  the  present  time  Boston  has 
been  remiss  in  its  duty  to  the  armed  forces.  My 
people,  my  constituents,  must  go  over  to  the 
Mission  Hill  project  or  the  OPA  in  order  to  procure 
absentee  ballots.  I  ask  that  my  constituents 
be  providefl  with  absentee  ballots  in  Precinct 
4  and  Precinct  15.  According  to  an  assistant  of 
tin-  Secretary  of  State,  450,000  absentee  ballots 
were  printed  for  the  use  of  our  armed  forces 
and  they  state  that  if  10  per  cent  vote  it  will  be  a 
great  thing.  Ten  per  cent  of  the  men  and  women 
who  are  responsible  for  perpetuating  and  retain- 
ing our  form  of  government  are  given  tin  chance 
of  using  III'  absentee  ballot  by  forwarding  it 
l>\  their  relatives.  I  know  that  the  Federal 
ballot  doesn't  allow  distinguished  and  illustrious 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  such  as 
William  A.  Carey,  to  be  elected  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  except  by  Federal  ballot 
only.  It  allows  for  the  President  and  the  Vice 
President,  .Xow,  William  A.  Motley, — I  don't 
know  who  he  thinks  he  is  "kidding,"  but  he 
should  look  in  a  mirror  sometime  and  find  "Ml 
William  A.  Motley  is  a  barnacle  attached  lo  the 
Election  Commissioner's  office,  and  he  should 
hi'  removed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.

Coun.  COFFEY — I  am  going  to  move  thai  this 
order  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions. For  the  past  seven  or  eight  weeks  we  have 
been  talking  about  the  Mayor  appointing  some 
thirty  members  to  the  Election  Department  or 
some  thirty  additional  workers  to  the  Election 
Department,  that  had  no  right  to  be  there.  They 
knew  there  was  no  salary  for  them.  The  appro- 
priation should  have  been  sent  up  the  day  the 
appointments  were  made,  or  perhaps  previous  to 
that.  In  view  of  that  fact,  instead  of  sending  this 
to  the  Executive  Committee.  I  ask  that  it  be  sent 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  so  that  they 
can  hold  a  hearing  and  investigate  why  these 
persons  were  appointed  when  there  were  no  salaries 
for  them. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— As  chairman  of  the 
Appropriations  Committee  knowing  the  need  at 
present  for  immediate  action  on  this,  it  seems 
much  more  advisable  that  this  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  don't  think  the  gentleman's 
word  happens  to  carry  much  weight  here,  because 
he  happens  to  be  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations.  There  are  other  members  besides 
myself  that  would  like  to  have  this  order  go  to  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations.  I  think  it  is  about 
time  we  sat  down  on  them  once  and  for  all.  I  ask 
that  this  be  sent  to  the  Appropriations  Committee 
and  a  real  hearing  be  held  on  that. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Since  I  have  been 
a  member  of  the  Council  I  have  never  voted  for 
any  motion  to  reduce  salaries,  and  I  am  not  going 
to  vote  against  any  appropriation  today.  I  think 
it  is  a  patriotic  duty,  and  I  think  we  should  encour- 
age any  effort  to  get  the  soldier  vote  in.  The 
people  down  there  do  their  work  and  they  are 
entitled  to  their  pay.  I  am  against  the  motion, 
but  I  will  go  along  and  request  a  roll  call. 

Coun.  COFFEY— We  have  to  get  the  flag  into 
the  thing  always.  No  matter  what  conversation 
comes  up  the  old  flag  waving  has  to  take  place. 
They  always  get  that  word  "patriotic"  into  it. 
There  are  some  thirty  workers  that  have  no  right 
to  be  there.  The  Mayor  has  been  the  chief 
executive  of  this  city  for  the  past  seven  years.  He 
knew  when  he  made  those  thirty  appointments 
that  he  himself  made  them.  He  didn't  consult  any 
of  the  councilors  here  as  to  whether  they  had  any- 
body living  in  their  district.  He  didn't  ask  us  if 
there  were  any  of  the  boys  that  had  come  home 
from  across,  disabled  or  honorably  discharged,  that 
would  want  any  of  those  jobs.  He  made  jobs  for 
thirty  pets,  because  it  is  election  time.  We  have 
had  some  rotten  scandals  in  the  past  few  months 
in  the  Election  Department.

purpose.  I  don't  believe  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  will  not  favor,  or  will  reject  an  order 
where  additional  help  is  required.  I  don't  see  any 
harm  in  sending  this  order  to  the  Appropriations 
Committee  so  that  we  may  find  out  what  the 
type  of  work  is  that  they  are  doing,  when  we 
have  put  them  on  the  pay  roll.  I  believe  that 
we  are  all  entitled  to  such  information,  and  I 
believe  that  the  proper  procedure  is  to  give  it  to 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  let  it 
bring  in  its  report.  We  allow  things  to  go  by, 
and  I  am  not  casting  any  reflections  so  far  as 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  concerned,  or  upon  the 
Election  Commissioners,  or  anyone  else,  and  I 
believe  it  is  our  solemn  duty  to  represent  the 
people,  and  we  should  be  informed,  and  I  for  one, 
will  not  stand  for  it,  Mr.  President,  that  I,  as  a 
City  Councilor,  should  be  approached  on  the 
outside  and  asked  if  anyone  is  being  put  in  the 
Election  Department  or  in  any  other  department 
to  work,  and  I  cannot  give  them  an  honest  answer, 
because  I  was  not  informed  by  the  regular  pro- 
cedure. I  think  that  a  start  should  be  made  now, 
once  and  for  all  time,  to  see  that  the  Boston 
City  Council  is  informed  at  the  right  time.  I 
don't  think  in  so  far  as  patriotic  sentiments  are 
concerned,  that  there  is  any  individual  more 
patriotic  than  another.  So  let  us  leave  those 
arguments  aside,  and  for  God's  sake  once  and 
for  all  time,  let  us  do  the  thing  the  right  way,  the 
way  it  is  supposed  to  be  done.  I  hope  that  this 
Council  will  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations. 


SEPTEMBER     11,     1 944 . 
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Coun.  DWYER — I  hope  that  reconsideration 
will  prevail  for  various  reasons.  First  of  all, 
Mr.  President,  I  am  one  who  does  not  vote  against 
A-l  items  on  the  budget  and  one  who  is  in  favor 
at  all  times  of  city  employees  receiving  a  fair 
wage  and  a  fair  recompense  for  work  done  and 
services  rendered.  But,  Mr.  President,  we  have 
a  peculiar  case  here.  We  have  a  case  here  ivIinVhi 
the  election  chairman,  or  the  chairman  of  the 
Election  Department,  informed  me,  sir,  when  I 
inquired  about  this  help  that  they  were  all  given 
to  him  by  the  Mayor's  office,  that  the  Mayor 
gave  him  a  list  of  names  and  a  great  many  of  them 
are  on  the  city  pay  roll  in  other  positions,  because 
I  recognized  some  of  them.  And  I  don't  want 
to  delay  the  paying  of  these  salaries  if  they  have 
earned  the  money  but,  Mr.  President,  under  our 
rules  and  the  rules  of  the  charter  it.  is  going  to 
take  twelve  votes  to  pass  this  transfer.  I  for 
one  won't  vote  for  it  unless  there  is  a  thorough 
hearing  on  the  matter,  and  we  have  a  chance  to 
interrogate  the  chairman  of  the  Election  Depart- 
ment, and  if  the  chairman  of  the  Election  Depart- 
ment does  not  appear  before  the  committee  and 
account  to  my  full  satisfaction  how  and  why  this 
money  was  spent,  whether  for  salaries  or  for 
repairs  or  for  printing  or  stationery,  I,  for  one, 
will  refuse  to  vote  for  the  transfer.  Now,  if 
twelve  votes  are  not  given  on  this  matter  the 
transfer  won't  go  through.  So  I  say  I  think  it 
would  be  very  expedient  to  vote  for  reconsidera- 
tion, to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  allow  them  to  have  a  hearing, 
and  maybe,  sir,  the  chairman  of  the  Election 
Commission,  or  maybe  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
will  appear  or  send  somebody  there-to  explain  to 
us  why  it  was  necessary  to  put  this  help  on  and 
why  it  is  so  necessary  to  rush  it  through  after 
they  have  been  working  for  some  weeks.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is  high  time  that  this 
Council  sat  up  on  its  hind  legs  and  asserted  some 
of  the  rights  that  belong  to  the  Council.  It  is 
all  right  if  it  only  happened  once  in  a  while  to  come 
before  the  Council  and  say,  "This  is  an  emer- 
gency. People's  salaries  are  being  held  up. 
Grant  it  this  time,  boys."  But,  no,  that  is  always 
the  case  when  they  want  to  cram  something 
through  and  rush  it  through.  And  I  say,  it  is 
high  time  the  Council  stood  up  on  its  hind  legs  and 
asserted  itself  and  demanded  the  rights  that  they 
are  entitled  to,  and  I  hope  that  reconsideration 
will  prevail  and  that  the  matter  will  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  they 
will  have  a  hearing  and  all  the  Council  will  be 
invited  and  they  can  get  the  desired  information 
they  want  and  vote  intelligently  on  this  matter' 

Coun.  TAYLOR— It  is  rather  difficult  for  me 
to  understand  why  there  should  be  so  much 
debate  or  argument  on  procedure  when  the  pro- 
cedure has  been  the  same  ever  since  I  have  been  a 
member  of  the  City  Council,  for  seven  years, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  during  one  year. 
It  has  always  been  the  procedure  that  whenever 
the  Mayor  requested  an  appropriation  of  money 
that  order  or  request  goes  before  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  and  they  determine  what  the 
decision  shall  be.  But  this  is  only  a  transfer, 
and  it  has  always  been  the  custom  of  the  City 
Council  in  cases  of  transfer  with  the  possible 
exception  of  one  year  that  a  transfer  should  go 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  there,  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  if  we  have  a  full  body,  we 
thrash  it  out.  Now,  I  don't  understand  why  they 
want  to  delay  it.  We  can  have  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  this  afternoon  and  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  Election  Commission  can't 
attend  and  give  the  gentleman  all  the  information 
they  require  unless  for  some  reason  or  other 
they  want  to  delay.  It  seems  to  me,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  judging  by  the  argument  of  certain 
members  of  the  Council,  they  feel  they  have  no 
particular  part  in  the  appointments  of  the  indi- 
viduals who  secure  the  job.  That  seems  to  be 
the  bone  of  contention,  not  whether  or  not  the 
money  is  being  used  for  a  purpose.  Not  whether 
or  not  there  is  too  much  money  or  if  sufficient 
money.  That  doesn't  seem  to  be  the  bone  of 
contention.  I  am  sure  they  don't  argue  against 
the  fact  that  the  soldiers  from  Massachusetts 
have  a  right  to  vote.  I  am  sine  they  don't  argue 
against  the  fact  that  we  ought  to  do  something  to 
send  them  ballots  so  they  can  be  registered,  so 
they  mav  have  an  opportunity  to  vote.  Thej 
can't,  argue  against  that.  They  give  you  this 
circuitous  method  of  sending  it  to  another  com- 
mittee to  delay  it  from  time  to  time.  'What  tin- 
purpose  is  I  don't  know.     It  has  always  been  the 


custom  of  the  Council  to  send  these  transfer 
matters  to  the  Executive  Committee,  Why  change 
now? 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
motivated  bj  :nn  desire  to  help  the  Election 
Commissioner.  In  fact,  I  loathe  and  despise 
his  principles,  and  I  know,  as  long  as  lie  has  that 
position  in  the  Election  Department  there  will 
always  be  hypocrisy,  and  there  will  always  be 
dishonesty,  and  there  will  always  be  discrimina- 
tion. But  when  the  Rules  Committee  that  was 
appointed  by  you,  Mr.  President,  brought  in  the 
rules  of  1944  there  was  a  rule  called  Ride  32  that 
has  been  in  parliamentary  procedure  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  since  its  inception.  And  I  ask  now, 
Mr.  President,  without  further  debate,  to  invoke 
Ride  32;  and  I  can  guarantee  that  if  the  absentee 
Election  Commissioner  conies  before  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  he  will  be  the  target  of  the  most 
devastating  verbal  assault  ever  witnessed  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  without  his  presence 
I  will  guarantee,  as  chairman  of  that  committee, 
that  it  will  not  pass.  I  ask  now,  Mr.  President, 
that  Rule  32  be  read  by  the  clerk  of  the  committee 
and  be  invoked  by  you  as  the  parliamentary 
chairman. 

(Rule  32  was  read,  as  follows:  "Rule  32.  Every 
application  for  an  appropriation  to  be  provided 
for  by  transfer  shall  be  referred  to  the  executive 
committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  and  no  such 
appropriation  shall  be  made  until  the  said  com- 
mittee has  reported  thereon.") 

President  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  rule 
that  Councilor  Coffey's  motion  is  in  order,  and 
the  present  motion  now  under  consideration  is 
in  order. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  so  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  I  have  no  motives  whatsoever  in 
referring  this  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations. 
Neither  do  I  want  to  have  the  saying  of  who  the 
persons  who  receive  the  appointments  should 
be.  I  think  those  that  know  me  well  know  that 
that  isn't  the  motive.  But  I  do  repeat  again 
that  too  many  times  have  we  here  in  the  Council 
been  looked  upon  as  a  body  of  "musts"  and  the 
only  things  that  motivated  me,  Mr.  President,  is 
because  I  believe  that  each  and  every  one  of  us 
has  a  duty  to  perform,  and  that  any  appropriation 
should  be  given  to  the  Appropriations  Committee, 
as  well  as  any  transfer,  when  they  have  employed 
individuals  when  there  was  no  money  there.  I 
believe  the  Council  should  have  the  right  of 
being  informed  and  they  should  not  wait  four  or 
five  weeks  and  claim  now  that  the  individuals 
have  not  been  paid,  which  I  question.  Too 
many  times  we  have  been  in  Executive  and  we 
have  been  unable  to  receive  the  individual  in 
that  committee  who  could  give  to  the  Executive 
Committee  the  proper  information.  And  that 
was  the  only  motive  I  had  behind  what  I  have 
said  and  I  believe  that  was  the  motive  of  the 
other  members  also. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
reconsideration  does  not  prevail.  Without  any 
particular  motivation  I  would  like  to  speak  very 
briefly  on  the  fact  that  when  we  are  elected  for 
a  two-year  term  we  are  under  no  compulsion  to 
attend  these  meetings,  and  we  cannot,  be  im- 
peached unless  a  certain  line  of  procedure  is 
followed.  In  brief,  we  need  not  attend;  we 
need  not  be  sworn  in.  And  yet  we  can  draw 
our  pay  next  Saturday  when  the  next  payment 
comes  due  and  we  will  want  it,  and  we  will  have 
a  lot  to  say  about  it  if  we  don't  get  our  indi- 
vidual pay  as  councilors.  If  these  people  have 
worked  and  performed  services,  delegated  to 
them  and  have  earned  the  money .  let  us  do  some- 
thing about  getting  it  into  their  hands. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  missed  some  of  the  discussion 
because  I  was  a  little  late  in  arriving.  What 
are  we  reconsidering? 

President  KERRIGAN — Reconsideration  of 
Councilor  Coffey's  motion  to  refer  the  order  to 
the  Appropriation  Committee, 

Coun.  COFFEY— In  answer  to  the  councilor 
from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  I  just  wish  to  say 
it  isn't  our  lookout  if  the  Mayor  appoints  some 
thirty  workers  to  the  Election  Department  that 
he  should  be  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no 
money  there  waiting  for  them,  and  should  have 
i  he  day  pre\  ious  sent  in  to  1  he  Boston  ( 'ity  ( Council 

to  take  care  of  the  salaries  of  those  people.  If  he 
has  made  that  blunder  it  is  his  fault.  As  the 
Election  Commissioner  told  the  Council  he  had 
nothing    to    do    with    the    appointments,    that    the

TRANSFER    FROM    PARKMAN    FUND. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston. 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  1 1 ,  1944. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  resubmitting  the  attached 
appropriation  order  and  communication  from  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  requesting  the 
transfer  of  the  sum  of  $38,000  from  the  income 
of  the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund  for  the  Mainte- 
nance of  the  Common  and  Parks  in  Existence  on 
January  12,  1887. 

I  desire  to  impress  upon  the  members  of  your 
Honorable  Body  that  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  will  of  the  late  George  F.  Parkman 
the  income  from  the  trust  fund  established  was  to 
be  used  for  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
the  Common  and  parks  in  existence  on  the  specific 
date  mentioned.  Although  the  work  is  performed 
by  city  laborers,  the  salaries  of  city  laborers  insofar 
as  their  labors  are  directly  connected  with  the 
work  performed,  as  specified  by  the  will,  are 
charged  to  the  Parkman  Fund.  This  is  taken 
into  consideration  in  the  A-l  item  of  the  Park 
Department  budget  bj-  a  reduction  of  such  item 
to  the  extent  that  the  income  is  available  in  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  annual  estimated  income  is  in  excess  of 
S200.000,  and  it  is  necessary  to  appropriate  this 
income  as  it  accrues  to  be  legally  expended  for 
the  purpose  as  specified. 

The  failure  to  appropriate  these  sums  as  they 
accrue,  and  which  have  been  anticipated  in  the 
1944  budget,  may  result  in  the  laying  off  and  sus- 


pension of  a  large  number  of  Park  Department 
laborers  who  have  been  engaged  in  this  work, 
with  consequent  hardship  to  the  individuals,  and 
curtailment  of  the  program  for  the  parks  now 
served  by  tin-  income. 

I.  therefore,  respectfully  recommend,  and 
earnestly  urge,  the  immediate  passage  by  your 
Honorable  Body  of  the  accompanying  order,  and 
all  subsequent  transfer  appropriations  from  the 
Parkman  Fund,  when  submitted  to  your  Honorable 
Body.

The  strange 
part  of  all  that  was  that  about  the  fifth  or  sixth 
paragraph  that  the  clerk  read — whereas,  if  this 
transfer  is  not  made,  some  of  the  men  working 
in  maintenance  will  be  without  .salaries,  some  may- 
even  be  laid  off — I  think  that  is  the  first  time  that  I 
have  ever  heard — and  I  usually  pay  attention  to 
what  the  clerk  has  to  say — of  that  language 
being  used  in  any  message  received  from  the 
Mayor.  The  point  I  am  getting  at  is  this,  we 
know  the  Common  is  well  taken  care  of.  We 
know  there  is  not  another  park  within  the  confines 
of  the  City  of  Boston  that  is  taken  care  of,  and  I 
think  every  councilor  here  will  have  to  agree  with 
me  in  that  respect.

rule,  constitute  an  annoyance  to  abutting  property 
owners  and  to  passers-by.  because  of  the  misuse  of 
them  by  children  who  are  in  the  habit  of  playing 
around'them  continuously.  In  fact,  in  1943,  this 
department,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
was  required  to  move  the  drinking  fountain  thai 
formerly  was  located  at  Uphams  Corner,  because 
it  was  considered  a  health  nuisance. 

I  feel,  therefore,  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  take 
favorable  action  on  the  above-referenced  order  at 
this  time.  Even  if  the  department  weie  in  favor 
of  installing  additional  fountains,  we  would  be 
precluded  from  doing  so  at  (his  time,  due  to  the 
lateness  of  the  season  and  our  inability  to  obtain 
the  necessary  equipment.

In  reply  to  the  above  Council  order  we  do  not 
believe  that  it  is  possible  to  put  chase  catch-basin 
cleaning  equipment  at  the  present  time.  This 
opinion  is  based  on  informal  inquiries  made  for 
this  purpose  previous  to  submitting  the  1944 
budget,  and  as  a  result  of  the  infoimation  received 
no  appropriation  was  requested  for  the  purchase 
of  catch-basin  cleaning  equipment  in  the  1944 
budget. 

The  above  opinion  is  in  part  substantiated  by 
our  difficulties  to  obtain  relative  simple  repair 
parts  for  our  present  cleaning  machines,  but 
fortunately  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  sufficient 
parts  to  keep  four  of  our  five  machines  in  working 
older. 

Our  present  cleaning  machines  proper  are  not 
worn  out  although  -they  receive  hard  usage  and 
require  frequent  replacement  of  minor  parts 
which  work  is  done  by  the  operator  of  the  machine. 
The  weakness  of  our  equipment  is  in  the  motor 
vehicles  on  which  the  cleaning  machines  are 
mounted  and  the  dump  trucks  that  haul  the 
contents  of  the  basins  to  the  dump. 

It  is  our  intention  to  include  in  our  1945  budget 
estimate  the  sum  of  $50,000  to  purchase,  when 
available,  three  new  chasses  for  cleaning  machine 
purchased  in  1938,  two  new  cleaning  machines 
and  chasses  to  replace  cleaning  machines  purchased 
in  1933,  and  five  new  five-ton  dump  trucks  to  haul 
the  contents  of  the  basins  to  the  dump. 

A  catch-basin  cleaning  contract  has  been  ad- 
vertised to  open  today  and  if  favorable  prices  are 
received  about  1,000  catch-basins  will  be  cleaned 
by  contract  this  season.

I  just  want  to  point  out  the  fact,  gentle- 
men, that  men  and  women  are  being  injured,  and 
it  takes  one  and  one  half  hours  to  get  an  injured 
person  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital  from  East 
Boston,  whereas  if  we  had  the  relief  hospital  open, 
that  person  could  be  taken  down  to  the  relief 
hospital  within  five  minutes  from  any  portion 
of  East  Boston.  I  hope  for  humanity's  sake  that 
the  Mayor  will  see  fit  now  to  reopen  the  relief 
station.

COFFEY— Mr.  President,  this  order  I 
am  going  to  ask,  when  I  get  through  speaking,  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  All  I  want 
to  say  is  that  since  I  have  been  up  here  I  have 
been  hollering  against  the  airport  expansion.  To 
some  of  you  members  it  doesn't  mean  too  much, 
but  it  does  to  me.  having  to  live  in  the  district 
in  which  the  expansion  is  taking  place.  People 
in  the  district  cannot  understand  why  some 
$00,000,000  are  going  to  be  spent  to  dig  an  ocean 
to  make  an  airport,  especially  with  all  the  vacant 
land  between  Boston  and  Providence  and  be- 
tween Boston  and  Worcester,  where  they  can 
build  an  airport  for  two  or  three  million.  All  our 
swimming,  boating  and  fishing  is  gone.  The 
water  they  used  to  swim  in  is  nothing  but  thick 
clay,  mud,  muck  and  debris,  caused  from  the 
dredging  of  Boston  Harbor,  and  it  is  going  to  get 
worse  as  time  goes  on.  I  think,  as  I  have  said 
here  time  and  time  again,  although  the  Federal 
Government  has  contributed  handsomely  to  air- 
ports throughout  the  United  States,  not  one  penny 
has  been  contributed  by  them  for  the  expansion  of 
this  airport.  Now  the  Mayor,  if  he  wanted  to 
make  an  honest  fight  on  this,  probably  could 
have  made  the  Boston  Port  Development  Com- 
pany settle  for  a  much  smaller  sum  than  $581,000, 
when  they  themselves  went  before  the  Tax  Appeals 
Board  some  three  years  ago,  and  stated  their 
properties  were  worth  about  $100,000,  and  no 
more.  Still,  within  the  past  few  weeks,  they 
have  received  a  settlement  of  $581,000.  There 
ate  two  pieces  of  property  that  the  city  cannot 
operate  on  unless  they  get  this  land.  The  Mc- 
Donald land  was  of  no  value  to  them  unless  these 
two  strips  of  city  land  were  given  to  them,  either 
outright  by  the  Mayor  or  by  his  taking  it  by 
eminent  domain.  What  I  am  getting  at  is  the 
fact  that  the  Mayor  didn't  instruct  the  Law 
Department  to  fight  this  seizure,  a  seizure  of 
these  two  pieces  of  land.  I  ask  that  this  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee.

Coun.  COFFEY — I  introduced  that  to  take  in 
the  entire  city.  In  my  district  alone  there  are 
five  closed  schools,  two  closed  for  a  number  of 
years,  and  three  that  have  just  been  closed  this 
year.  The  best  part  of  it  is  that  in  our  district 
we  have  five  sections,  first,  second,  third,  fourth 
and  fifth  sections,  and  it  so  happens  there  is  a 
school  closed  in  each  section  of  the  district.  It 
would  be  a  wonderful  thing  to  combat  juvenile 
delinquency  if  the  Mayor  did  get  together  with 
the  Boston  School  Committee  and  converted 
these  five  closed  schools  into  boys'  and  girls' 
clubs,  with  physical  instructors  there  for  hand- 
ball, and  so  forth.  I  think  it  would  help  combat 
juvenile  delinquency  to  give  these  boys  and  girls 
a  decent  place  to  go  and  keep  them  out  of  these 
places  where  they  get  themselves  into  trouble. 
I  hope  that  the  Mayor  sees  the  wisdom  of  this 
and  gets  to  work  immediately  and  converts  these 
into  boys'  and  girls'  clubs  so  that  we  can  have 
some  place  for  our  children  to  go. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


AWARDING  OF  CONTRACTS  OVER  $1,000. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  tallowing: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  discontinue  the  present  practice  of 
awarding  contracts  amounting  to  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  without  advertising  and 
competitive  bidding  as  required  by  law. 

Coun.  COFFEY— The  councilor  from  Ward  21 
(Coun.  Dwyer)  introduced  an  order  here  August  14, 
1944,  asking  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Fire  Commissioner  to  make  no  purchases  of  fire 
apparatus  without  holding  competitive  bids  for 
same.  The  councilor  from  Ward  21  went  on  to 
say  that  he  filed  the  order  on  information  received 
that  some  fire  apparatus  was  going  to  be  bought 
without  any  bids.  We  know  that  under  our 
charter  any  time  a  contract  is  let  out  for  over 
$1,000  there  must  be  competitive  bidding  on  that 
contract.  There  was  competitive  bidding  let  out 
on  this  particular  order  of  mine  for  the  purchase 
of  some  fire  apparatus.  That  was  back  in  the 
latter  part  of  July,  if  I  am  not  mistaken.  And 
then  the  bids  were  taken  off  the  first  week  of 
August.  Then,  on  September  7,  at  three  o'clock, 
the  Mayor  sent  a  letter  to  the  City  Auditor 
authorizing  the  purchase  of  fire  apparatus  with- 
out holding  public  bids.  There  is  something 
radically  wrong  when  they  first  hold  bids  for  the 
purchase  of  certain  pieces  of  fire  apparatus  and 
then  do  "an  about  face"  and  call  in  the  bids,  and 
then  the  following  day,  or  two  days  later,  send 
down  a  letter  from  the  Mayor's  office  requesting 
the  auditor  to  allow  the  purchase  of  this  fire 
apparatus  to  go  through,  as  appears  in  the  City 
Record  of  September  9,  the  letter  that,  was  sent 
from  Francis  X.  Lang,  Superintendent  of  Supplies, 
to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  follows:  "Dear  Mr. 
Mayor,  We  are  in  receipt  of  requisition  number 
1438  from  the  Fire  Department  for  the  purchase 
of    five    1,000-gallon    triple  combination    pumping 


engines.  Specifications  covering  these  pumpers 
arc  identical  to  those  which  we  publicly  advertised 
for  under  date  of  April  20,  1943.  We  are  also  in 
receipt  of  recommendations  covering  this  requisi- 
tion "from  the  Fire  Commissioner  under  date  of 
August  1,  1944,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached.  Inas- 
much as  these  recommendations  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment are  based  upon  years  of  experience  with  and 
complete  technical  knowledge  of  types  of  equip- 
ment upon  which  bids  were  submitted,  I  am  sure 
that  such  recommendations  are  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city,  and  I  completely  concur 
with  them."  I  suppose  I  should  read  it  all,  but 
I  might  as  well  state  the  bottom  paragraph: 
"Your  permission  is  therefore  respectfully  re- 
quested to  award  a  contract  without  publicly 
advertising  to  the  American-La  France  Foamite 
<  Corporation  for  three  'Empire'  1,000-gallon  pump- 
ing engines  at  $13,850  each,  with  a  discount  of 
$277  each,  making  the  net  price  $13,573  each. 
These  prices  are  f.  o.  b.  factory  with  freight  allowed 
to  destination  and  include  the  services  of  an 
engineer  to  instruct  in  operation  and  run  tests 
as  required  by  the  City  of  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment. The  total  amount  of  this  contract  will  be 
$40,719."  Well,  I  suppose  I  could  blow  my  top 
off,  as  I  have  for  the  past  five  years,  and  not  gel 
anywhere.  So  all  I  will  say  is  that  it  is  about 
time  we  act  as  Boston  City  Councilors.  It  is 
about  time  that  we  got  wise  to  ourselves  and 
ran  the  city  as  we  are  supposed  to  run  it.  We 
are  supposed  to  be  city  fathers.  To  the  average 
person  in  the  city  that  is  a  joke,  and  rightly  so. 
Here  they  let  out  bids — and  this  has  been  going 
on  through  every  department  within  the  entire 
city.  As  soon  as  the  contractor  is  "in"  he  doesn't 
have  to  go  downstairs  and  make  a  bid.  All  he 
has  to  do  is  say,  "I  want  that  certain  contract," 
and  then  the  department  sends  a  requisition  into 
the  Mayor,  stating  that  he  gained  nothing  by 
having  competitive  bidding,  as  So  and  So  has 
had  experience  and  done  this  work  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  saying,  "I  submit  to  you,  Mr. 
Mayor,  that  you  allow  this  gentleman  to  have 
the  contract  without  any  bidding  whatsoever," 
and  the  Mayor,  in  turn,  I  suppose,  having  been 
talked  to  by  the  contractor  already,  the  con- 
tractor even  approaches  the  department  head  for 
the  contract,  sends  a  letter  down  to  the  auditor, 
and  the  auditor,  in  turn,  being  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  grants  permission  to  allow  that  contractor 
to  get  his  contract.  In  this  particular  case  it  is 
a  case  where  the  Fin.  Com.  should  step  in,  but 
from  what  I  have  seen  of  that  body  they  haven't 
the  courage  to  walk  along  Court  street,  let  alone 
step  into  the  City  Hall  and  do  any  investigating. 
People  have  made  bids,  and  the  lower  bidder 
hasn't  even  been  considered.  Then  they  with- 
draw the  bid  and  give  the  money  back  to  the 
bidders,  and  on  September  7,  as  a  result  of  the 
Mayor  receiving  a  letter  from  Francis  X.  Lang, 
he  sends  a  letter  down  to  the  auditor  to  go  ahead 
and  award  the  contract  to  the  American-La  France 
Company  for  three  pieces  of  apparatus  at  $40,719, 
when  we  know  from  hearings  we  have  held  here 
that  there  are  other  companies  within  the  confines 
of  the  city  that  are  just  as  capable  of  supplying 
the  City  of  Boston  with  this  same  equipment  and 
at.  a  lower  price,  but  they  don't  happen  to  be  in. 

Coun.  DWYER— I  would  like,  Mr.  President, 
to  have  that  order  referred  to  a  committee.

Coun.  KINSELLA— The  John  Harvard  Mall  in 
Charlestown  is  the  benefaction  of  an  unnamed  but 
not  unknown  citizen  of  Boston.  I  venture  to  say 
that  it  is  probably  the  most  beautiful  recreational 
and  rest  spot  of  its  type  in  the  entire  city.  It  was 
built  on  the  site  of  a  church  of  which  John  Harvard 
was  once  pastor.  In  May  of  1943  dedication  exer- 
were  held  there  at  which  notables  of  the  city 
and  state  attended.  As  a  speaker  who  was  in- 
vited to  speak  for  the  people  of  the  district,  I  asked 
at  the  time  that  the  gratitude  of  the  people  of 
Charlestown  be  such  as  to  match  the  benefaction 
of  the  donor.  And  I  know  what  I  am  saying  and 
about  to  say,  and  I  know  the  consequences  of  my 
remarks  today,  because  I  don't  intend  to  spate 
anyone  for  the  various  acts  of  vandalism  that 
have  been  perpetrated  in  that  park.  I  don't  care 
what  they  do  when  next  I  come  before  them  seek- 
ing office  of  any  description.  When  they  are 
wrong,  they  are  wrong,  and  I  am  the  one  to  tell 
them  so.  And.  now  that  that  has  become  for  all 
time  a  part  of  the  records,  I  will  not.  take  back  a 
word  of  it.  Not  very  long  ago.  Mr.  President, 
just  prior  to  the  19th  of  April,  a  date  on  which  we. 
with  other  sections  of  Boston  and  Greater  Boston, 
welcomed  the  rider  who  impersonates  Paul  Revere, 
a  monument  in  the  middle  of  that  park,  bearing 
inscriptions  on  four  sides,  inscriptions  of  historical 
portent,  was  smeared  over  with  green  paint  by  a 
fourteen-year-old  girl  who  was  caught  in  the  act. 
And  when  a  lady  who  lives  in  a  house  adjacent  to 
the  mall  shouted  out  the  window  to  the  girl  to 
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stop  committing  that  act  of  vandalism  the  girl 
told  her  to  mind  her  own  business  or  she  would 
smear  her  windows.  Thank  God  that  is  not  typ- 
ical of  all  fourteen-year-olders  in  my  town,  but 
the  mere  fact  that  there  is  one  is  one  too  many, 
and  it  is  a  fact  that  cannot  be  lightly  brushed 
aside.  Now,  I  am  getting  altogether  too  many 
complaints  lately  of  the  conduct  of  teen-age  boys 
and  girls  in  that  mall  at  night.  I  am  no  moralist, 
and  since  I  have  never  had  anyone  tell  me  how  to 
live,  I  don't  propose  to  tell  them  how  to  live  when 
it  is  the  obligation  of  their  parents.  If  the  parents 
won't  do  it,  then  someone  has  to  speak  out  about 
it.  I  had  a  young  man  at  my  house  Saturday 
night,  one  of  the  two  nights  of  the  week  I  ask  to 
be  left  alone  at  home,  Saturday  and  Sunday  I  in- 
sist upon  having  for  myself,  yet  when  they  call  I 
don't  turn  them  away.  And  the  young  man  was 
coldly  angry  over  something  that  took  place  be- 
neath his  windows  the  other  night  in  that  mall, 
because  of  lack  of  lights.  I  don't  know  what  the 
Park  Department  contemplated  for  the  future 
when  the  park  was  turned  over  by  the  unnamed 
donor  to  the  City  of  Boston,  but  I  don't  think 
that  any  talk  of  priorities  now  in  1944  ought  to  be 
used  as  any  reason  or  excuse  for  not  installing 
proper  illumination  in  that  mall  which,  I  repeat, 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  its  kind  in  any 
place  of  this  city,  and  it  is  not  the  result  of  the 
expenditure  of  city  money,  but  rather  of  the 
generosity  of  a  man  who  wants  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  John  Harvard.  I  don't  know  as  it  is 
very  important  to  the  other  members  of  this  Body 
unless  they  have  a  similar  condition  in  the  parks 
in  their  own  districts,  but,  mind  you,  the  gateways 
to  that  park  are  of  such  size  that  gates  would  not 
be  practical,  and  because  it  is  now  public  property 
there  is  no  earthly  reason  why  gates  ought  to  be 
installed  and  locked  at  night.  The  place  ought 
to  be  open  twenty -four  hours  a  day  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  public  that  wants  to  go  in  and  avail 
himself  or  herself  of  the  restfulness  that  can  be 
gotten  in  there  without  being  subject  to  conduct 
on  the  part  of  these  youngsters  that  is  impossible 
of  description.  I  cannot  make  it  too  strong.  I 
repeat  again  that  I  do  not  care  what  the  conse- 
quences are  attached  to  my  statement.  I  beg  of 
you  to  believe  that  I  don't  give  a  damn  what 
happens.  If  those  persons  are  wrong  they  are 
wrong.  And  this  person  identified,  not  by  name, 
the  ones  he  saw  commit  these  vile  acts  of  im- 
morality. He  knows  them,  and  I  don't.  I 
imagine  before  long  I  will  be  asked  to  go  to  court 
for  one  of  them.  But  my  accusation  sticks  if  the 
parents  won't  check  up  on  them  and  get  them  in 
their  homes  before  one  or  two  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. Someone  has  to  do  it,  and  I  will  speak  out 
against  it  no  matter  what  they  do.  They  can 
have  this  office  tomorrow  if  they  want  it,  but 
while  I  am  here  the  decent  people  have  rights  that 
are  going  to  be  maintained  and  respected.  And, 
as  a  more  personal  matter,  I  would  like  to  know 
who  in  this  chamber,  member  or  guest,  would 
tolerate  conduct  at  which  I  have  only  vaguely 
hinted  next  to  their  own  home.  It  isn't  the  fault 
of  the  police  there.  There  is  no  criticism,  and  I 
want  this  clearly  stated  in  the  record, — that  the 
neighbors  don't  criticize  the  police  for  not  doing 
their  duty.  The  police  were  very  attentive,  but 
they  are  not  always  present.  They  can't  be  there 
and  elsewhere  at  the  same  time.  There  are  other 
portions  of  the  district  that  must  be  policed,  and 
they  are  not  at  fault.  And  I  want  to  beg  the 
Park  Department  to  forget  all  specious  objections 
to  the  installation  of  lights.  Put  them  there,  or 
close  up  the  park.  That  might  be  said  to  be  the 
meat  of  the  whole  matter.  Either  install  lights, 
or  close  the  park. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PROTECTION   OF   MEMBERS   OF 
MERCHANT   MARINE. 

Coun.  HANNON  and  HANLEY  offered  the 
following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  go  on  record  in  favor  of 
Federal  legislation  for  the  protection  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Merchant  Marine  (of  both  World  War  I 
and  II)  and  creative  allotments  to  the  dependents 
of  the  deceased  seamen.  A  bill  that  will  embrace 
and  provide  for  medical  and  hospital  attention; 
institutional  care  for  the  mental;  domiciliary  care 
for  the  disabled  and  the  aged;  unemployment 
benefits  in  the  transition  period;    educational  ami 


employment  rehabilitation;  a  loan  system  for  the 
purchasing  of  dwellings,  farms  and  their  entrance 
into  small  business;  ami  the  use  of  our  national 
Sag  for  tin-  burial  of  the  deceased  seamen  with 
appropriate  honors;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  an  exact  copy  of  the  above 
resolution  !»■  forwarded  to  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Massachusetts  delegation  in  both  houses  of 
Congress,  requesting  then- assistance  and  coopera- 
tion in  promoting  the  passage  of  such  a  bill  both 
in  the  Committee  Room  and  on  the  floor  of 
Congress. 

Coun.  HANLEY — Mr.  President,  my  illustrious 
colleague,  Councilor  Hannon,  and  myself  have 
been  asked  by  a  delegation  of  the  Merchant 
Marine  to  introduce  a  resolution  here  today, 
The  illustrious  history  of  our  great  country  has 
been  woven  together  by  the  courage  and  sacrifice, 
the  bravery  and  the  heroism  of  the  Merchant 
Marine.  Since  our  country  became  a  nation  a 
glowing  tribute  to  the  Merchant  Marine  has 
never  been  uttered  or  ever  printed.  Today,  in 
the  global  war  that  our  countries  are  engaged  in, 
particularly  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
saga  of  the  seas  has  been  truly  written  today  by 
the  exploits  of  the  men  of  the  Merchant  Marine. 
and  is  crying  aloud  for  some  one  to  raise  their 
voice  and  make  articulate  and  amplify  it  in  the 
halls  of  Congress.  To  me,  as  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Navy  and  a  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  it  is  considered  a  great  honor  and 
privilege  to  introduce  a  resolution  here  today 
before  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council, 
who  know  the  true  stations  of  the  people  far  better 
than  any  legislative  body  in  the  entire  United 
States.  The  Boston  City  Council  has"  been  con- 
sistent and  prominent  in  raising  aloft  the  banner 
of  the  armed  forces  in  the  passage  of  the  G  I  Bill 
of  Rights  and  the  rehabilitation  of  the  various 
units  of  our  armed  forces,  at  present  upon  the 
statute  books.  The  Boston  City  Council,  that 
has  been  prominent  and  the  first  one  to  ask  for  a 
clearing  house  for  the  returning  armed  forces, 
had  this  placed  into  being  approximately  seven 
months  ago,  and  today  I  have  the  great  honor  of 
bringing  into  this  hallowed  chamber  members  of 
the  Merchant  Marine,  men  who  have  seen  action 
and  know  it  far  better  than  any  commentator  or 
any  nairator  ever  told.  I  am  merely  their  voice, 
ctying  aloud  as  it  may  be,  using  a  Biblical  quota- 
tion, in  the  land  of  wilderness.  The  Merchant 
Marine  have  manned  the  bridges  of  ships  thai 
have  brought  food  and  supplies,  munitions,  tanks 
and  oil  to  the  far  corners  of  the  world.  Thej 
have  fought  and  defined  and  overcome  the  natural 
elements.  But,  above  all,  they  have  overcome  the 
lurking  dangers  of  the  Nazi  and  Nipponese  U- 
boats.  Many  of  them  will  never  again  walk  the 
highways  or  byways  of  our  beautiful  land.  More 
than  5,700  have  found  death.  At  the  opening  of 
our  war  55,000  were  in  the  Merchant  Marine, 
and  at  the  present  time  there  are  160,000  officers 
and  men  to  whom  tribute  has  never  been  pan  I. 
There  is  a  bill  pending  in  Congress  at  the  present 
time.  It  is  in  the  committee  room  and  it  will  be 
embellished  and  amended,  and  the  contents  of 
the  resolution  of  Councilor  Hannon  and  myself, 
I  believe,  will  bring  benefits  to  them  that  they  are 
entitled  to  and  which  they  should  obtain.  For 
the  benefit  of  the  record,  that  will  remain  until 
the  consummation  of  the  world,  I  will  give  these 
statistics:  160,000  members  now  in  the  United 
Stales  Merchant  Marine;  55,000  prior  to  our 
entrance  into  the  war;  100,000,  the  majority 
between  the  ages  of  16  and  26;  more  than  5,700 
deaths;  more  than  500  prisoners  of  war;  an  addi- 
tional thousand  disabled  anil  maimed  for  life; 
and,  as  of  July  1,  1944,  115,589,  or  64  per  cent  of 
them  in  the  category  of  the  ages  of  18  to  26;  and, 
Since  April  1,  1944,  15,000  boys  between  the  ages 
of  Hi  and  is  have  been  recruited  and  brained  in 
the  Merchant  Marine.  Mi.  President,  I  could 
go  on  for  hours  and  eulogize  in  glowing  terms  the 
history  of  the  Merchant  Marine,  and  I  am  going 
to  ask  you,  Ml.  President,  to  refer  this  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  allow  these  gentlemen 
to  be  piescnt  and  participate  in  our  deliberations. 
I  will  not  speak  again  for  its  passage,  1ml,  I  ask  you 
members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  whom  I 
respect    and    honor,  —  anil    I    consider    H     mj     most 

cherished  dream   to  participate  in   tin-  affairs  of 
government    with    you  —  1    ask    you    i"    pa 
unanimously,  and  allow  our  boys  t"  make  articu- 
late and  amplify  the  heroic  deeds  and  I sm  of 

the    Merchant    Marine    in    the    Congress   of    the 

United  Stales.

AMENDMENT   OF   SERVICE    MEN'S 
READJUSTMENT   ACT. 

Coun.  RUSSO  offered  the  following: 

Resolution  re  service  men  readjustment  act  of 
11144.  chapter  2f>8,  Public  Law  346,  Title  II, 
Chaptei   IV,  Education  of  Veterans,  Part  VIII. 

Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  context  of  the 
above  act  known  as  the  (J.  I.  Hill  of  Rights  ap- 
proved by  Congress  .June  22,  Mill,  to  provide  for 
education  of  honorably  discharged  World  War  II 

veterans  who  h.  hi  days  or  more  "where 

education  or  training  was  impeded,  delayed,  inter- 
rupted or  interfered  with  by  reason  of  then  entrance 
into  the  mm  ice.  or  who  desires  a  refreshei  oi  re- 
training course  and  provided  further  that  any  BUCh 
person  who  was  not  over  25  years  of  age  at  the 
time  he  entered  the  service  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  had  his  education  or  training  impede,!,  de- 
layed, interrupted  or  interfered  with,"  appears  to 
give  this  educational  benefit  only  to  veterans  under 
25  years  of  age. 

Whereas,  A  veteran  who  was  over  25  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  his  entrance  into  the  service 
should  he  desire  a  retraining  or  refresher  course, 
although  he  was  not  in  school  at  the  time  of  his 
entrance  into  the  service  is  thereby  barred;   be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
meeting  assembled,  adopt  this  resolution  calling 
upon  Congress  to  amend  this  bill  to  provide  thai 
any  and  all  discharged  veterans  of  World  War  II 
be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  a  refresher  or  retrain- 
ing course  without  regard  or  limitation  to  age  at 
the  time  he  entered  the  service;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
warded to  each  Congressman  and  Senator  repre- 
senting the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  in  the  last  week 
or  so  I  was  fortunate  in  having  the  bills  of  the 
Senate  and  Congress,  and  I  was  interested  to  read 
the  so-called  G  I  Bill  of  Rights.  I  came  across 
the  section  that  the  Assistant  City  Clerk  has 
just  now  read.  It  impressed  me  so  much,  and 
I  was  trying  to  have  it  clear  in  my  mind  if  I  was 
right  or  not.  After  being  convinced.  I  was  moti- 
vated to  put  this  resolution  in  the  City  Council 
of  Boston,  knowing  that  we  have  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  individuals  who  were  over  the  age 
of  twenty-five  years  at  the  time  of  their  entering 
the  service  of  the  United  States.  I  don't  know 
whether  or  not,  Mr.  President,  it  was  the  intent 
of  Congress  to  give  these  benefits  only  to  those 
individuals  who  were  under  the  age  of  twenty-five 
years  at  the  time  that  they  entered  into  the  serv- 
ice, and  who  were  at  that  time  in  school  receiving 
their  education  or  training.  If  that  is  so,  Mr. 
President,  then  I  cannot  see  why  there  is  the 
sentence  which  reads  "or  who  desire  a  refresher 
.or  retraining  course,"  It  is  my  opinion  that  that 
sentence  takes  care  of  any  individual  who  was 
under  the  age  of  twenty-five  years  at  the  time 
of  induction,  and  whether  or  not  he  was  in  school 
does  not  matter,  but  that  individual  is  entitled 
to  receive  all  these  benefits.  But  the  individual 
over  twenty-five  years  of  age  was  barred  from 
receiving  these  benefits.  For  example,  if  two 
young  men  left  high  school  at  the  same  age  and 
one  entered  into  the  service  while  he  was  under 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  he  would  be  entitled  to 
receive  all  these  benefits.  The  other  individual 
who  was  inducted  into  the  service  after  he  had 
reached  the  age  of  twenty-five  years  could  not 
receive,  if  he  so  desired,  a  refresher  or  retraining 
course.  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  should  give  all  veterans, 
regardless  of  their  ages  at  the  time  of  induction, 
the  same  privileges  and  rights,  the  same  privi- 
leges and  rights  that  this  great  nation  of  ours 
can  give  to  any  man  who  is  willing  to  give  all, 
including  his  very  life,  for  the  protection  and 
safety  of  our  country.  We  all  realize  that  all 
men,  regardless  of  age,  are  fighting  today  in  half 
of  the  world  in  order  to  preserve  our  free  way  of 
life  and  to  be  guided  and  protected  under  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Therefore,  I 
truly  hope  and  trust  that  this  Body  will  adopt 
this  resolution,  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  each 


Congressman   and   Senator  now   representing  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  whereby  they 

can    lake    the    piopei    action,    the    props]    steps,    to 
see   that    tin-   Congress   of   the    United    States    will 
amend    this   law   to  give  all   men  equal    rights.      I 
be  resolution  will  pass. 
The  resolution  was  passed.

CURFEW   FOR   CERTAIN   BOSTON 
DISTRICTS 

Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  hereby 
determine  that  in  that  district  of  the  city  bounded 
bj  Mattapan  square.  Blue  Hill  avenue,  Walk  Hill 
street,  Hyde  Park  avenue,  to  Forest  Hills,  Arbor- 
way,  Pond  street,  to  the  Brookline  line,  there  is 
reasonable  likelihood  that  the  health  and  safety 
of  any  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  may  be 
endangered  by  his  or  her  presence  in  or  on  any 
street,  walk,  or  other  public  place  within  the 
boundaries  of  said  district  between  the  hours  of 
nine  o'clock  p.  m.  and  five  o'clock  a.  in.,  unless 
accompanied  by  his  or  her  parent,  grandparent, 
legal  guardian,  or  an  adult  member  of  such  child's 
household;  and  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance 
heretofore  passed,  the  presence  of  any  child  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  not  so  accompanied,  within 
the  hours  and  in  the  district  specified,  is  hereby 
prohibited,  on  and  after  September  20,  1944.  and 
until  otherwise  determined  by  the  Mayor  and  Cii.v 
Council. 

Coun.   SCANNELL— Mr.   President,   two  years 
ago   I   presented  an   order  in    this   Council    to  the 
members  of  this  Body,  and  I  believe  I  had  fore- 
sight enough  to  realize  some  of  the  conditions  that 
were  existing  in   this  city.      Before   I  go  into  this 
curfew  ordinance,  as  it  might  be  called,  I  want  to 
commend  the  councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kin- 
sella),    the   councilor   from   Charlestown,    who   can 
see  farther  than  his  nose  and  see  some  of  the  con- 
ditions  that    are   there   in    his   district   and   in   my 
district  and  in  this  whole  City  of  Boston.      As  he 
stated,  the  parents  have  failed  to  take  care  of  these 
teen-age    children.     He    has    courage    enough    to 
come  out  and  say  it  is  in  his  district,  and  I  have 
courage  enough  to  come  out  and  say  it  is  in  my 
district,    and   it   is   in    the   district    of   every   other 
member  of  this  Council.     Things  have  happened 
in    the    past    two    years.     The    curfew    ordinance 
went  through  a  well  known  graveyard,    vet    since 
then    people    have    been    the    victims   of   teen-age 
children   in   this  city,    within   the   past    two  years 
and  if  it  had  been  passed  at  that  time  I  dare  say 
these     conditions     would     not    exist    today.      The 
parents  of  the  bad  children  in  this  city  have   failed. 
It  is  up  to  the  civic  officeholders  and  the  law  en- 
forcement  agencies  of  this  city   to  get  down  and 
face  the  cold  facts  that  we  have  a  lot  of  bad  chil- 
dren  in   this  city,   and   we  have   to  take  care  of 
them.     As    the    councilor    from    Charlestown    has 
well  said,  vandalism  and  immorality  are  rampant 
in  this  city,  and  it  is  up  to  the  public  if  the  parents 
have  failed,  it  is  up  to  the  public  officials  of  this 
city  to  come  down  and  face  the  facts  and  to  do 
something  about  it.     About  a  year  ago  we  had  a 
public   hearing  in   this  Body,   and   we   listened   to 
civic-minded    people — yes.    and    people    who    are 
being  paid  b.v  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth — 
speaking  on   the  curfew  ordinance.     And  most  of 
the  probation   officers  from   the  district   courts  of 
this  city  came  in  and  said. "There  is  no  need  of  it; 
we  don't  need  any  curfew  or  anything  that  will 
take  the  children  off  the    streets  and  put  them  in 
their  homes  after  nine  o'clock  at  night."     And  a 
gentleman  who,  I  think,  is  one  of  the  finest  men 
in  this  city,  and  who  has  the  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  city  at  heart,  has  come  to  me  and  said, 
"I  am  disgusted."      Mind  you,  he  is  a  man   who 
has  charge  of  juveniles  in  a  certain  section  of  this 
city,  and  tlie  stories  that  that  man  told  me  were 
disgraceful,  and  I  wouldn't  lower  myself  to  make 
these  statements  in  a  public  gathering.     The  pro- 
bation  department   of  this  city — yes,  and  of  this 
state — should  be  combed  and  we  should   find  out 
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what  these  men  are  doing,  and  what  some  of  these 
social  agencies  are  doing  that  will  help  these  delin- 
quent children.  The  mothers  and  fathers  of  tins 
city  that  are  not  going  to  take  care  of  their  chil- 
dren should  be  brought  into  court  for  contributing 
to  the  delinquency  of  the  children,  and  they  should 
be  punished.  If  the  parents  have  failed  in  the 
city,  the  parents  of  bad  children  in  the  city,  then 
the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth  should  bring 
them  to  task.  This  curfew  ordinance  designates 
a  part  of  the  city  that  should  not  be  policed,  or 
where  there  should  not  be  a  curfew.  And  let  me 
specifically  state  that  I  did  not  take  one  section 
that  is  good  and  one  that  is  bad,  because  I  realize 
that,  to  make  this  ordinance  constitutional,  we 
have  to  take  a  certain  section  of  this  city.  The 
Police  Commissioner  of  this  city  said  a  few  weeks 
ago  that  this  curfew  was  a  lot  of  hooey,  and  the 
Police  Commissioner  came  back  and  he  put  it 
right  on  the  members  of  the  City  Council.  He 
said,  if  there  is  a  curfew  ordinance  —  and  I  ad- 
mire him  for  his  courage  —  he  said,  "Bring  it  to 
me  and  I  will  enforce  it."  There  is  no  need  of 
looking  out  the  window.  Things  are  happening 
in  this  city.  Let  us  stop  it,  and  I  believe  if  we 
have  this  curfew  ordinance  in  effect  for  at  least 
three  months,  to  try  it  out — October,  November, 
December — this  may  help  the  child  delinquency 
problem  in  this  city.  I  come  from  a  section  of 
this  city  where  the  greatest  number  of  boys  are 
sent  to  the  priesthood  and  girls  are  sent  to  be  nuns, 
but  I  say  that  we  have  problems  in  my  section  of 
the  city.  So  let  us  get  together,  and  don't  send 
this  into  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  let 
them  have  another  meeting.  Let  us  pass  this  cur- 
few ordinance.  Let  us  try  it  out  for  a  couple  of 
months.  Social  agencies,  departments  of  the 
court  and  every  other  agency  have  tried  something 
out.  Let  us,  the  members  of  the  City  Council, 
who  have  the  pulsations  of  the  people  of  this  city, 
at  heart,  and  who  know  the  conditions  in  this  city, 
— let  us  pass  this  curfew  ordinance  and  let  us  see 
if  this  will  help  the  juvenile  delinquency  problem. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  recall  two  years  ago,  in 
August,  when  Councilor  Scannell  first  devised 
the  idea  of  the  curfew  for  Boston.  I  had  two 
valid  objections  at  that  time,  but  there  is  nothing 
that  has  happened  in  the  meantime  to  persuade 
me  today.  One  is  that  we  would  be  besmirching 
all  kids  of  the  city  by  throwing  a  blanket  over 
all  by  means  of  the  curfew.  The  other  is,  in 
spite  of  the  curfew — not  only  determined  by 
legal-minded  persons — we  should  not  make  fish 
of  one  section  of  the  city  and  flesh  of  another. 
There  are  good  and  bad.  I  am  not  prepared  to 
say  that  children  are  merely  bad;  I  am  prepared 
to  say  that  some  of  the  children  are  the  most 
vicious  and  depraved  little  tykes  that  ever  came 
down  the  pike.  Some,  and  not  all  of  them.  To 
cite  a  case  in  point:  About  three  weeks  ago  I 
had  three  young  boys,  about,  eighteen  years  of 
age,  come  to  my  home  and  ask  for  a  recommen- 
dation for  work  at  the  Post  Office  Department, 
some  work  given  out  there.  I  asked  if  they 
were  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  they  said, 
"  Yes.  eighteen."  They  were  small  for  eighteen. 
I  didn't  bother  them  to  ask  them  what  their 
draft  classification  was,  because  something  told 
me  the  kids  were  bad.  So  I  said,  "Do  you  fel- 
lows want  the  three  names  on  one  letter,  or  do  you 
want  three  letters,  in  case  you  go  separately?" 
They  said,  "No,  we  are  going  in  together."  I 
said,  "It  has  never  been  my  experience  that  you 
go  in  in  a  group,  because  if  one  quits,  you  all  do, 
and  if  one  is  troublesome,  it  reflects  on  all."  I 
said,  "If  they  want  you  or  not.  if  they  think  you 
are  in  cahoots  to  be  troublesome,  they  will  not 
take  you  as  a  group."  They  insisted  that  they 
go  in  together,  and  wanted  the  names  on  one 
letter.  As  I  say  to  everybody  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, I  said,  "Some  one  of  you  call  me  up 
tonight  and  let  me  know  how  you  make  out.' 
I  never  heard  from  the  boys  until  five  days  later, 
when  two  of  the  three  were  arrested  at  one  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  having  brutally  beaten  a  man 
three  times  their  age  in  the  Harvard  Mall,  the 
place  about  which  I  just  spoke.  I  suppose  under 
other  conditions  it  could  have  been  another 
Prunty.  But  I  think  a  good  deal  of  the  blame  - 
and  I  am  speaking  broadly  and  generally — de- 
volves upon  those  of  us  who  are  adults,  as  con- 
trasted with  those  who  in  the  future  are  going 
to  succeed  us,  just  as  we  were  contumacius  and 
troublesome  in  our  youth.  I  don't  think  any- 
body here — I  make  no  exceptions  because  of  any 
high  or  low  estate  he  may  occupj — I  don't  think 
there  is  a  person  in  this  building  that  wouldn't 


have  been  sent  to  a  reform  school  when  he  was 
anywhere  from  ten  to  fifteen  years  of  age.  And. 
while    I    recall   a   curfew    in    Boston   something  like 

thirty  years  ago,  I  also  recall  some  of  my  own 
playmates  getting  caught  at  things  that  I  was 
lucky  enough  to  escape  being  caught  at.  If  we 
are  going  to  be  hard-headed  and  practical  about 
it,  let  us  also  be  a  little  sentimental.  I  don't 
oppose  Councilor  Scannell,  whose  sincerity  no 
man  can  question.  I  do  question  the  efficacy  of 
anything  of  this  description.  I  am  not  going 
to  bludgeon  a  good  boy  with  the  same  stick  I  use 
on  a  bad  boy,  nor  am  I  going  to  place  a  stigma 
on  the  reputation  of  a  decent  girl  when  1  would 
not  be  inclined  to  stigmatize  an  unfortunate 
young  girl.  It  is  a  problem  for  people  who  are 
God-fearing,  and  others,  to  be  threshed  out  within 
the  confines  of  their  own  homes  and  to  decide 
for  themselves  whether  the  children  are  going  to 
rule  them  or  whether  they  are  going  to  rule  the 
children.  If  I  am  properly  informed,  parents 
are  obliged  by  law  to  supply  five  fundamentals 
to  minor  children,  those  five  being  education,  food, 
clothing,  shelter  and  medical  attention.  They  are 
obliged  to  furnish  those  by  the  law  of  God 
and  the  law  of  man,  and  not  one  blessed  word  is 
said  about  moral  training,  the  lack  of  which  is  the 
cause  of  all  this  trouble  and  all  these  long-winded 
debates.  When  the  question  of  moral  upbringing 
is  raised,  lo  and  behold,  a  certain  type  of  unfit 
parent  wants  us  to  do  their  work  for  them,  or 
the  police,  or  the  social  agencies.  And  yet  they 
will  fight  tooth  and  nail  to  have  your  carcass  if 
you  chastise  a  little  boy  you  catch  in  the  act  of 
jumping  on  a  street  car.  "Lay  a  hand  on  my 
boy  and  I  will  have  your  life."  No,  I  will  never 
vote  for  any  curfew,  in  spite  of  my  fondness  for  the 
sponsor,  that  does  not  cover  the  entire  city  of 
Boston,  I  will  bore  you  to  this  extent  for  a 
moment  longer,  gentlemen.  The  law  says  it  is 
a  crime  to  steal.  The  law  says  it  is  a  crime  under 
certain  conditions  to  take  human  life.  That  is 
an  arbitrary  opinion  that  we  call  law.  Let  that 
same  arbitrary  opinion  say  that  it  is  not  a  crime 
to  steal,  nor  is  it  a  crime  ever  to  take  human 
life.  Why  can't  you  say  it  is  constitutional  to 
stigmatize  the  entire  city,  just  as  it  is  constitu- 
tional to  blanket  a  portion  of  the  city  If  you 
restrict  the  application  of  the  curfew  terms  to  a 
certain  prescribed  area  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
I  tell  you  in  September  of  1944,  as  I  said  in 
August  of  1942,  that  some  boy  or  girl  otherwise 
subject  to  the  terms  of  the  curfew  law  might  come 
into  a  district  where  the  terms  do  not  apply, 
commit  his  or  her  depredation,  and  then  be  out 
of  the  district,  over  into  the  neutral  zone,  let  us 
say,  when  the  curfew  rings.  There  is  a  side 
observation.  This  is  one  of  the  many  times 
when  I  cannot  see  much  sense  in  what  the  lawyers 
do.  I  am  not  up  in  the  laws  or  the  law  profession, 
but  I  cannot  see  whether  there  is  other  than  a 
conflict  between  the  two  positions.  You  can 
malign  a  certain  part  of  the  city,  but  .you  must 
not  assume  for  one  moment  that  certain  other 
parts  of  the  city  have  not  the  same  conditions. 
And  I  don't  think  even  the  councilor  from  the 
unaffected  area  would  dare  say  that  he  has  per- 
fection in  the  juvenile  problem  or  condition  in  his 
district.  I  wantito  applaud  the  councilor  for  his 
public  spiritedness.  He  knows  I  mean  it,  just 
as  I  know  1  mean  it,  but  if  he  were  my  own  brother 
I  couldn't  support  the  contention  that  the  condi- 
tion does  not  exist  all  over  Boston. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I,  too,  want 
first  to  congratulate  the  councilor  from  the  Sixth 
Suffolk  District  (Coun.  Scannell),  but  I,  too, 
like  the  gentleman  from  Charlestown  (Coun. 
Kinsella),  would  certainly  not  vote  for  any  curfew 
unless  it  included  the  whole  city.  Whether  or 
not  I  will  vote  for  it  I  am  not  at  the  present  time 
prepared  to  state.  I  think  we  are  all  satisfied 
that  we  are  faced  with  a  tremendous  problem 
concerning  juvenile  delinquency.  I  think  each 
and  every  one  of  us  would  be  happy  and  pleased 
if  we  could  put  the  slightest  touch  upon  any 
remedy  01  any  cure.  I  think  we  all  must  admit, 
then  is  no  remedy  or  there  is  no  known  cure. 
Those  of  US  who  go  into  the  courts  know  full  well 
th.it  while  the  problem  might  not  be  growing 
numerically,  might  not  mean  any  more  cases  of 
juvenile  delinquency,  the  fact  docs  face  us  that 
these  cases  now  before  the  courts  are  far  more 
serious  than  those  we  used  to  contend  with.  A 
couple  of  years  ago  1  voted  against  the  curfew. 
I  voted  against  it  because  ri  was  not  applicable 
to  the  whole  city.  Unless  this  amendment  is 
made,   I   will  definitely  vote  against    it   again.     If 
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it  is  made  applicable  to  the  whole  city   I  would 
be  inclined  to  vote  fur  it  if  I  can  be  shown  thai 
it  can  in  any  way  brine  abou 
conditions.     I    don't    think,    however,    thai    any 
curfew   i~  going  to  curt-  juvenile  delinquency.     1 
still  believe   that   the  trouble  primarily  exists  in 
the  home.     And  it  rests  primarily  on  the  mo 
and   the  father,  and.   if  any   choice  be   made,   if 
between  the  two  of  them,  upon  the  mother. 
And,  sad  to  relate,  if  you  go  into  court  nowadays, 
where  before  it   was  a   ran-  occuirenct 
lady  (before  the  bar,  it   was  a  ran-  occurrence 

ay  type  of  woman  there,  and  it  was  a  parti- 
cularly rare  occurrence  in  Bee  a  mother  there — 
it   is  unusual  nowadays  to  go  into  am    district 

and    ii'ii     find    eight    or    nine    women    being 
prosecuted  there,  and  of  tin-  eight  or  nine  women, 

ibly     three     or     four     of     them     are     mothers. 

Why,  only  the  oilier  day,  out  in  Roxburj  Court, 
there  was  a  lady  out  there,  as  fine  as  you  would 
want  to  see.  a  lady  of  middle  age,  and  an  officer 
told  me  she  was  the  mother  of  five  children  and 
maintained    a    respectable    home,    and    yet    thai 

lady  had  been  arrested  at   five  o'clock  in  the  mo 

ing  for  trimming  a  colored  Bailor  of  his  money 
drinking  and  carousing  with  him  through- 
out the  night.  Those  are  the  conditions  we  are 
facing.  ll  is  all  right  to  blame  the  kids,  it  is 
all  right  to  Bay,  if  you  bring  the  kids  in  the  house 
there  won't  be  any  crime.  Those  kids  will  sneak 
out,  but  tli  is  this:  When  are  the  mothers 

and  fathers  going  to  check  up  on  those  kids? 
You  arid  I  were  kid>,  the  same  as  they,  and  we 
all  got  into  trouble,  the  same  as  they  do  nowadays. 
but  if  we  were  out  late,  our  parents  knew  where 
we  were,  or  we  were  called  to  account  for  it.  The 
same  thing  is  not  true  nowadays.  You  can  go 
visiting  and  be  there  yourself  at  twelve  o'clock  at 
night,  and  the  lads  are  out.  Once  in  a  while 
they  might  be  to  the  movies,  but  more  often  than 
not  they  don't  even  know  where  they  are,  or  they 
try  to  tell  you  they  are  visiting  some  girl  friend  'a 
house.  Can  you  imagine  girls  of  fifteen  and 
sixteen  years  of  age  spending  the  night  at  some 
other  girls  house?  They  don't  even  know  if  the 
other  girl  exists;  they  don't  even  know  who  is  at 
the  house,  but  they  simply  tell  the  patent  - 
the  parents  tell  us,  that  they  are  going  to  spend 
the  night  at  Mary  Jones'  house,  and  it  is  all 
right,  and  they  are  out  all  night.  Why,  you  and 
1  might  be  out  all  night  when  we  were  thirty  or 
thirty-five  years  of  age  and  the  mother  or  father 
would  say,  All  right,  old  boy.  if  you  are  going 
to  stay  out  all  night,  go  ahead  and  get  a  suite  at  a 
hotel.  This  is  still  a  home,  and  if  you  are  going 
to  stay  here  you  are  going  to  be  here  even  night, 
or  we  will  know  the  reason  why.''  Can  you 
imagine  kids  of  sixteen  or  seventeen  out  carousing 
all  night  long?  They  carry  around  birth  cer- 
tificates and  go  in  and  drink,  and  because  the 
birth  certificate  says  they  are  twenty  years  old 
it  is  0.  K.,  they  can  drink.  Why,  half  the  time  I 
think  we  would  be  better  off  if  we  got  back  to  the 
old  bar  room  where  nobody  could  drink  but  the 
old  man.  If  a  mother  or  wife  or  daughter  wanted 
a  drink,  she  waited  until  dad  brought  home  a 
bottle  of  beer.  Now  it  is  the  girls  and  women 
who  support  these  places,  and  that  is  where  they 
start.  This  case  I  told  you  about  the  other  day 
had  its  beginning  in  a  restaurant  on  Columbus 
avenue,  by  Massachusetts  avenue.  They  go  in 
there  and  pick  up  a  fellow  and  take  him  some 
place,  give  him  a  couple  of  drinks,  and.  he  says, 
"Then  she  makes  the  third  one  and  after  that  I 
found  myself  in  the  street  or  with  my  dough  gone." 
And  that  lady  was  supposed  to  be  the  mother  of 
a  household  of  five  children.  A  curfew  might 
benefit  a  condition  such  as  that,  but  I  don't  think 
so.  1  don't  think  a  curfew  would  amount  to 
anything.  How  are  you  going  to  enforce  the 
curfew  if  you  can't  keep  the  mother  home  to 
check  up  on  the  kids?  No,  we  have  got  to  get 
back  to  normal.  In  the  old  days,  the  secret  of 
family  life  was  mutual  dependency.  The  mother 
depended  on  the  old  man  to  work.  She  depended 
upon  him  to  bring  home  his  dough,  and  he  in  turn 
depended  upon  her  to  take  care  of  the  house  and 
to  take  care  of  the  children.  But  we  have  gotten 
away  from  that  now.  We  have  gone  into  another 
world.  Nowadays  there  are  two  independent 
spirits  in  half  the  homes  in  the  city.  The  wife, 
the  mother,  works  and  the  father  works,  and 
half  the  time  the  kids  are  left  to  themselves. 
There  is  no  mutual  dependency.  Why,  half  the 
time  home  nowadays  doesn't  amount  to  any- 
thing more  than  a  boarding  house  or  a  rooming 
house,   and   half   the   time   the   roomers   and    the 


boarders  who  are  absent  are  not  the  parents  but 
the  children.  We  have  got  to  do  something. 
I  In  m  is  no  doubt,  about  that.  If  a  curfew  will 
remedy  or  even  help  to  remedy  this  condition,  I 
would  be  for  it,  but  I  think  the  primary  requisiti 

the  first    move,   is  to  get    back   to  normal.       Let    us 

have  a  reassertion  "f  authority.  Why,  look  what 
has  happened  in  the  schools.  Now  they  cannol 
rattan  a  child;  they  cannot  punish  a  child.      I 

have  to  call  the  head  master  and  have  a  witness 
there  and    make  a   public  spectacle  of  it,   and    the 

result  is  then-  is  a  lack  of  discipline.  Kids  don't 
care.  They  are  not  punished!  They  can't  be 
punished,  or  if  they  arc,  their  parents  are  in  town, 
they  are  running  to  somebody  in.  authority  and 
complaining.  The  same  thing  has  happened  to 
the  police.  You  remember  when  you  or  I  were 
doing  anything  out  of  the  way,  shooting  crap 
on  the  corner  or  playing  cards  in  a  doorway,  and  a 
cop  came  along,  we  would  run.  If  we  didn't 
run,  he  would  give  US  a  boot,  but  he  would  take 
out   the  leather  on   the  end   of  his  billy  and  hit  us 

on  the  backside  with  it,  and  the  next  time  we  saw 

the  cop  we  beat  it.  we  got  out  of  the  way.  We 
knew  that  we  were  doing  wrong  and  we  respected 
In-  authority.  But  nowadays  that  can't  happen. 
The  cop  doesn't  dare  give  you  a  slight  tap,  like 
that,  and  the  result  is,  I  think  honestly,  that  half 
the  time  the  cops  themselves  are  sore  because 
they  can't  do  that  to  you,  and  sometimes  I  think 
the  next  poor  soul  they  pick  up  they  take  it  out 
on  him  and  go  to  the  other  extreme.  But  we 
have  got  to  come  back  to  normal,  back  to  that 
point  where  we  respect  authority,  and  the  first 
authority  is  the  authority  of  God,  and  the  next 
authority  is  the  authority  of  the  home.  When 
we  clo  that,  and  the  proper  way  of  doing  it  is  by 
restoring  womanhood  to  the  home  where  she 
belongs — let  her  be,  if  she  must,  subservient  to 
the  man,  and  let  the  children  know  they  have  got 
to  honor  and  respect  their  mothers  and  fathers. 
They  don't  have  to  be  in  at  nine  o'clock  if  it  is 
proper  for  them  to  be  out  after  that,  but  they  do 
have  to  be  obedient  to  their  mothers  and  fathers. 
They  have  to  be  obedient  to  a  properly  consti- 
tuted authority.  The  solution  of  it  does  not  rest 
with  us;  it  rests  with  every  citizen  of  this  city, 
with  every  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  with 
every  citizen  of  the  country.  Kids  will  do  wrong 
as  long  as  kids  exist,  but  if  we  can  show  them  that 
there  is  authority  and  they  are  going  to  be  punished, 
we  can  show  them  by  a  proper  light,  and  those 
kids  are  going  to  learn,  just  as  we  did,  and  all 
are  going  to  get  back  again  to  normal. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  if  an 
ordinance  that  was  referred  to  the  committee  last 
year,  is  that  proper  now-  to  be  called  from  the 
committee? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  dead,  councilor. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Last  year,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  submitted  a  substitute  order,  which  was 
last  year  and  not  two  years  ago,  and  curfew  orders 
were  introduced  into  the  Council,  and  at  that  time 

I  introduced  an  order  which  would  cover  the  entire 
area   of  the  city,   and   also  between   the  hours  of 

II  p.  m.  and  5  a.  m.  The  "hour  of  11"  could  be 
stricken  out  and  "9"  inserted,  and  also  put  amend- 
ments on  it  relative  to  how  the  ordinance  could  be 
carried  out.  We  are  all  afraid,  of  course,  of 
punishing  the  good  children  with  the  bad  children. 
We  cfon  't  want  to  put  an  ordinance  on  the  books,  or 
into  effect,  that  is  going  to  hurt  the  good  children. 
My  ordinance  called  for  the  first  time  that  the 
child  under  sixteen  was  to  be  picked  up  on  the 
street  after  nine  o'clock.  A  child  was  to  be  taken 
to  the  police  station  and  the  parents  or  legal 
guardian  of  that  particular  child  were  to  be  sent  for 
and  reprimanded.  Upon  the  second  time  of  the 
child  being  picked  up  after  nine  o'clock  that  child's 
name  should  be  forwarded  to  the  probation  officer 
in  that  particular  district,  and  the  parents  again 
sent  for  and  reprimanded.  And  the  third  time 
the  child  was  picked  up  on  the  street  after  nine 
o'clock,  the  parents  of  that  particular  child  or  the 
legal  guardian  should  be  taken  into  court  and  be 
prosecuted  as  contributing  to  juvenile  delinquency 
or  the  delinquency  of  a  minor.  We  don't  want  to 
give  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  a  court 
record,  and  I  believe,  as  it  has  been  stated  here, 
the  trouble  all  lies  within  the  parents.  I  don't  feel 
as  though  I  can  vote  for  the  ordinance  proposed 
here  eliminating  one  portion  of  the  city,  when  the 
sponsor  of  the  order  himself  states  that  the  same 
conditions  exist  throughout  the  city.  The  whole 
trouble  is  in  interpreting  the  law  as  it  states  here 
in  the  ordinance  and  we.  as  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  can  interpret  the  area  as  including 
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the  entire  City  of  Boston.  I  feel  that  there  should 
be  a  curfew  ordinance  go  on  the  books  but  it  should 
include  the  entire  city  and  nut  leave  out  one  porl  mn 
of  it.  I  am  going  to  redraw  a  substitute  order  ami 
am  going  to  introduce  it  here  this  afternoon, 
covering  the  entire  city  and  the  hours  from  '.)  p  m 
to  5  a.  m.,  along  with  the  three  other  ordinances 

President  KERRIGAN-  We  can  send  this 
order  to  Executive  and  then  send  it  out  on  a  new 
draft  if  it  is  the  will  of  the  Council.

is  hereby  prohibited  on  and  after  July  1,  1943, 
and  until  otherwise  determined  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  the  enforcement  of  said  ordinance 
to  be  carried  out  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  On  a  first  offence,  the  child  is  to  be  taken 
to  the  police  station  and  the  parent,  grandparent. 
or  legal  guardian  is  to  be  called  in  for  reprimand 
by  the  police  officials. 

2.  On  a  second  offence,  the  child  is  to  be 
taken  to  the  police  station  and  later  released  in 
the  custody  of  the  parent,  grandparent,  or  legal 
guardian,  and  the  police  official  in  charge  is  to 
forward  the  name  of  the  child  to  the  juvenile 
probation  officer  in  that  district  who,  in  turn, 
shall  send  for  the  parent,  grandparent  or  legal 
guardian  for  further  reprimand. 

3.  The  third  time  this  child  violates  the 
curfew  law  will  result  in  the  parent,  grandparent, 
or  legal  guardian  being  taken  into  court  on  the 
charge  of  being  a  contributing  factor  in  the  child's 
delinquency.

STREET    PAVING    CONTRACTS. 

Coun.  BAYLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  instruct 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  to  award  no 
more  street  paving  contracts  to  any  contractor 
who  has  failed  to  live  up  to  and  is  now  in  default 
undei  any  contract  previously  awarded,  and  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  compliance  with 
their  contracts  by  all  contractors  now  in  default. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Mr.  President,  in  June  of 
this  year  this  Honorable  Body  gave  the  two  re- 
quired readings  to  a  loan  order  for  $3,000,000  for 
the  construction  of  streets  in  Boston,  each  time 
with  four  dissenting  votes,  of  which  mine  was  one. 
This  action  was  taken  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  George  G.  Hyland, 
for  whom  I  have  the  highest  regard,  on  April  10, 
in  a  tetter  to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  requested  only 
$1,000,000,  saying,  and  I  quote,  "In  view  of  the 
manpower  shortage,  however,  and  the  difficulties 
that  contractors  have  in  obtaining  labor,  I  do  not 
feel  that  we  will  be  able  to  expend  in  excess  of 
$1,000,000."  Subsequently,  the  Mayor  sent  in  a 
request  for  $1,500,000,  and  the  order  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  Commissioner 
Hyland  repeated  before  the  excellent  chairman  of 
that  committee,  the  distinguished  councilor  from 
Ward  4,  that,  under  the  present  conditions,  only 
$1,000,000  could  reasonably  be  spent  this  year  on 
street  construction.  In  addition  to  this  amount, 
according  to  the  Finance  Commission  report, 
there  is  this  year  an  appropriation  from  taxes  of 
$148,748  and  $50,000  more  specifically  for  side- 
walks. Furthermore,  from  January  1  to  July 
there  were  total  balances  of  $163,912  in  the 
accounts  for  street  construction,  constituting  the 
portion  of  1943  appropriation  which  the  Public- 
Works  Department  had  been  unable  to  spend. 
Adding  these  sums  gives  a  total  in  authorized 
accounts  of  more  than  $1,350,000.  This  order 
for  $1,500,000,  subsequently  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  on  May  29,  was  reported 
back  to  the  Council  and  failed  to  obtain  the  neces- 
sary votes  for  passage.  And  yet,  one  week  later, 
eighteen  members  of  this  Body  voted  for  passage 
of  a  loan  order  for  $3,000,000,  whereas  only  eleven 
voted  the  previous  week  for  $1,500,000.  Strong 
efforts  were  made  continually  by  the  four  dissent- 
ing members,  including  myself,  to  reduce  the 
loan  order  to  the  amount  originally  needed,  of 
$1,000,01111.  Since  the  passage  of  the  loan  order 
for  $3,000,000,  contracts  involving  $1,000,000 
have  already  been  awarded  or  advertised,  accord- 
ing io  the  public  statement  of  the  Boston  Munic- 
ipal Research  Bureau.  Many  of  these  contracts 
have  been  awarded  to  contractors  who  have  not 
yet  fulfilled  past  obligations  to  the  city,  notably 
on  1941  contracts,  according  to  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission.  I  quote  from  that  commission's  re- 
port, of  August  2,  "Repeatedly  in  recent  years  the 
Finance  Commission  has  been  forced  to  protest 
the  acceptance  of  paving  work  by  the  current 
group  of  paving  contractors.'  The  commission's 
inspectors  often  observed  absolute  disregard  of 
specifications  in  the  contract  performance.  Much 
of  the  paving  work  done  was.  as  a  result,  below  (he 
required  quality.  The  commission  found  that  at 
times  inspectors  were  not  present  while  pavement 
was  being  laid:    at  other  times  that  some  who  were 

detailed  to  inspection  did  not  have  copies  of  the 
specifications  or  know  the  requirements.  It  even 
found  some  who  claimed  to  know  the  requirements 
l.iii  made  no  efforts  to  enforce  requirements.     This 

situation  is  the  more  remarkable  because  the 
volume    of    street     paving    by    contract     in    recent 

years  has  been  greatly  less  than  normal." 
:    Coun.  M.  H.SULUVAN     Mr.  President. 

President  KERRICAN — For  what  purpose

Conn.  BAYLEY-  Mr  President,  the  Finance 
Commission 

Coun.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
just  asked  a  question.  I  am  not  asking  about 
reports,  because  I  have  read  reports.  I  want  to 
know  to  what  the  councilor  refers,  from  his  own 
knowledge. 

President  KERRIGAN"— Has  the  COunciloi  an 
answer? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— No. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Thank  you,  Mr. 
President. 

President    KERRIGAN— Councilor  Bayley? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— In  the  bidding  for  the  1944 
contracts  to  this  date,  it  appears  that  contractors 
whose  work  the  Finance  Commission  has  com- 
plained of  in  the  past  two  years  are  among  the 
small  number  competing.  Some  of  them  have 
already  secured  awards. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  to  yield  for  a 
question. 

Coun.  BAYLEY— The  councilor  will  yield  if 
this  will  not  be  a  series  of  questions  on  every 
sentence  read.  I  yield  to  this  question,  but  not 
again.     I  yield  for  one  question  now. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  just  looking 
for  some  light  on  a  question.  The  councilor  has 
not  given  any.  I  would  like  to  know  what  specific 
contractor  he  refers  to,  of  his  own  knowledge. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  replied  to  the  councilor. 
The  Boston  Finance  Commission  has  a  duty,  I 
believe,  of  looking  into  municipal  affairs,  and  I  am 
taking  their  word,  given  by  inspectors.  I  am  not  a 
building  inspector  myself,  nor  do  I  think  I  am 
qualified  to  pass  on  who  are  living  up  to  their 
contracts  and  who  are  not,  but  I  am  willing  to 
take 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information,  Mr.  President. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  councilor  has 
just  stated  that  he  is  not  a  building  inspector. 
I  would  like  to  know  whether  he  is  talking  on 
buildings  or  streets. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  am  neither  an  expert  on 
buildings  nor  streets  nor  sidewalks,  but  I  believe 
those  in  the  Finance  Commission  are  qualified 
on  street  and  sidewalk  construction  to  render  a 
fair  and  equitable  opinion.  Yet  the  commission 
has  found  in  a  July,  1944,  inspection  of  streets 
constructed  by  them  in  recent  years,  particularly 
in  1941,  that  they  have  not  yet  fulfilled  their 
past  obligations  to  the  city.  "By  requirement 
of  the  paving  contracts,  the  contractor  must 
give  bond  against  defect  for  five  years.  The 
commission  has  found  that  routine  notice  Was 
given  several  contractors  early  in  the  spring  of 
1944  of  scores  of  defects  to  be  corrected.  To  this 
date,  these  notices  have  been  ignored,  yet  no 
penalizing  action  has  resulted.  There  still  re- 
mains, therefore,  much  of  the  work  paid  for  in 
1941,  1942,  and  1943  to  be  cleared  up."  Then 
follows  the  report  of  a  Finance  Commission 
inspector  who  carefully  examined  the  street  work 
done  by  contractors  over  the  past  few  years — 
together  with  the  name  of  the  contractor  and  the 
defects  not  yet  remedied.  The  commission  well 
points  out,  and  I  quote,  "The  commission  has 
pointed  out  that  there  is  a  limited  field  of  bidders, 
a  scarcity  of  labor,  and  a  limited  supply  of  equip- 
ment. In  such  a  situation,  it  is  bound  to  happen 
that  each  of  a  very  few  contractors  will  obtain 
awards  for  a  large  number  of  streets.  It  is  quite 
likely  that  if  the  usual  practice  is  followed,  the 
work  on  some  streets  will  be  started  late  in  the 
fall.  In  such  circumstances  there  is  always  a 
race  between  the  contractor  and  the  weather, 
and  very  often  in  the  past  the  weather  has  won 
the  race.  Streets  built  under  such  condition 
rarely  give  satisfactory  service.  In  the  rush  to 
beat  the  frost,  there  is  often  poor  workmanship; 
and  poor  workmanship  is  not  intended  to  be 
tolerated  under  the  form  of  contract  made.  Much 
of  the  trouble  with  the  streets  laid  in  the  last 
few  years  has  been  caused  by  the  rush  of  work 
in  the  late  fall."  I  have  been  informed  from  a 
reliable  source  that  up  to  last  week  contracts  or 
arrangements  have  been  effected  for  the  construc- 
tion   or    repair    of    152    Boston    streets.     Of    this 


number  the  work  on  28  of  them  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  work  is  being  done  on  21  more,  leaving 
a  total  of  101  streets  on  which  work  has  not  yet 
been  started.  This  means  that  the  danger  of 
hurrying  the  work  and  of  the  construction  being 
interfered  with  by  weather  conditions  is  present, 
and  there  is  likely  to  be  deterioration  in  the  road- 
way and  sidewalks  as  there  was  in  1942  and  194.'!. 
"  The  fears  expressed  in  1941  for  the  stability  of  t  he 
work  thus  are  shown  to  have  been  fully  justified. 
Inspections  made  in  each  year  since  1941  demon- 
strate that  much  of  the  1941  work  could  not 
withstand  normal  wear  and  normal  winter  weather. 
This  deterioration  also  characterized  the  side- 
walk paving  of  1942  and  1943,  and,  to  a  lesser 
extent,  the  roadway  pavement  of  those  years. 
Moreover,  contractors  who  performed  the  work 
in  1941  were  given  a  clean  bill  for  presumably 
having  remedied  all  defects  before  final  pave- 
ment. Nevertheless,  even  the  process  of  defect 
correction  was  defective  in  many  cases.  Either 
replacement  of  originally  defective  work  w.,s 
unsatisfactory  ,or  the  attempt  to  correct  was 
superficial."  The  Finance  Commission  report 
eoncluded  as  follows:  "The  application  of  the 
data  to  the  first  matter  is  clear.  Steps  should  be 
taken  to  compel  the  contractors  to  make  good  the 
defective  work  before  it  is  too  late.  In  many 
instances,  sidewalks  are  a  great  potential  cause  of 
accidents  and  consequent  lawsuits  against  the 
city,  [a)  The  defects  noted  arose  from  a  failure 
to  observe  specifications  of  performance;  that 
failure  was  permitted  to  develop  was  due  to  a 
lapse  of  adequate  inspection  during  the  progress 
of  the  work,  (fc)  A  pretentious  program  of 
street  work  has  been  approved;  unless  strict 
adherence  to  performance  and  material  specifi- 
cations is  guaranteed  by  adequate  inspection, 
the  city  may  confidently  expect  a  repetition  of 
the  history  of  the  1941  work."  These  contractors 
have  been  plainly  delinquent  in  their  construc- 
tion work  during  the  past  few  years  and,  as  the 
Finance  Commission  says,  are  likely  to  be  so 
again  in  the  absence  of  a  fair  and  impartial  staff? 
of  inspectors  who  will  report  if  they  do  not  carry 
out  their  contracts  according  to  specifications. 
Participation  of  such  delinquent  contractors 
in  new  contracts  this  year  is  plainly  a  "violation 
of  public  interest,"  as  charged  by  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau.  This  agency  recom- 
mends the  following  two-point  program  to  pro- 
tect the  city  and  to  make  sure  that  the  people's 
money  is  being  spent  honestly  and  carefully: 
"1 — Rigid  inspection  of  current  paying  work  to 
insure  exact  performance  of  specification.  Honest, 
unremitting  and  fearless  inspection  is  an  abso- 
lute essential  if  the  city  is  to  get  its  money's  worth 
from  the  contractors.  The  absence  of  reliable 
inspection  in  the  past  has  resulted  in  the  waste 
of  public  funds.  2 — When  a  contractor  fails  to 
comply  with  his  contract  the  city  must  invoke 
the  bonded  guarantee.  Cooperation  between  the 
Public  Works  and  Law  Departments  is  necessary 
on  this  point."  The  Boston  Herald  in  a  recent 
editorial  summed  up  the  situation  well,  as  follows: 
"Why  is  City  Hall  in  such  a  rush  to  spend  a 
million  dollars  on  street  paving?  It  is  an  example 
of  such  obviously  bad  municipal  administration 
as  to  arouse  a  natural  curiosity  about  the  occasion 
for  it.  We  see,  then,  the  hasty  expenditure  of 
what  is,  in  times  like  these,  an  unusually  large 
sum  of  money  for  paving  among  firms  that  have 
been  declared  delinquent  on  previous  work." 
Mr.  President,  by  this  order  I  am  asking  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  to  take  immediate  steps  to  stop 
the  awarding  of  any  contract,  large  or  small,  to 
any  contractor  who  is  still  in  default  on  past 
contracts — and  I  recommend  he  check  with  the 
Finance  Commission  report  if  he  wants  more 
information  on  this — and  to  force  those  contractors 
who  are  still  in  default  to  make  good  on  their 
previous  contracts.  I  ask  suspension  of  the  rules 
and  passage  of  this  order. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I  have 
a  high  personal  regard  for  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley).  I  must  state,  however, 
that  his  remarks  reek  with  inconsistency.  I  have 
no  question  whatsoever  but  that  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5  is  motivated  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
political  campaign  on.  I  have  reason  to  doubt 
that  the  gentleman  would  be  grossly  inconsistent 
in  his  present  viewpoint  in  the  event  the  parties 
to  whom  he  referred  had  been  the  low  bidders  on 
the  street  work  under  discussion,  and  if  in  such 
event  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  had  failed 
to  grant  them  the  contracts.  He  would  be  arguing 
then  on  the  basis  of  economy  rather  than,  as  now. 
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on  a  purportedly  ethical  basis.  It  reeks  with  in- 
consistency when  he  indicts  this  Body  for  raising 
the  amount  to  $3,000,000,  in  view  of  the  fact  he 
refused  to  vote  for  $1,500,000  when  such  amount 
was  suggested  in  the  message  sent  in,  and  we 
received  the  requisite  number  of  votes,  save  one 
who  voted  against  it.  He  didn't  want  $1,500,000. 
so  it  was  raised  to  $3,000,000  when  there  weren't 
enough  votes  for  $1,500,000.  I  think  it  is  an 
indictment  against  every  ward  where  the  ordinary 
man  lives.  I  think  it  is  a  challenge  to  the  progress 
and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Wards  1  to  22,  exclu- 
sive of  Ward  5,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  when 
George  Hyland  was  before  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee the  councilor  S3id,  "Now,  what  streets 
are  you  going  to  do?"  The  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner said,  "We  will  do  the  main  streets." 
Then  he  said,  "What  is  there  in  Ward  5?"  And 
Beacon  street  and  others  were  listed,  and  the 
councilor  sits  back 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  am  not  yielding. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— And  so  the  coun- 
cilor said,  "Well,  Beacon  street  is  going  to  be  done." 
And  Mayo  and  Shattuck,  and  whatever  the  names 
were  live  around  there.  But  when  the  Sullivans 
and  the  Murphys,  the  Coffeys  and  the  O'Briens 
and  the  O'Leai  vs 

Coun.  BAYLEY— I  question  the  right  of  the 
councilor  from  Ward  22  (Coun.  Sullivan)  to  de- 
liberately misstate  the  name  of  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  5. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  not  misstating. 
I  have  the  highest  regard  for  the  predecessor  in 
Ward  5,  the  same  as  I  have  for  him,  but,  Mr. 
President,  I  am  just  saying  that  the  people  who 
have  millions  of  "bucks" — if  I  want  to  use  a 
pedestrian  expression — were  going  to  benefit  from 
a  $1,000,000  appropriation,  and  persons  in  the 
ordinary  income  brackets  would  he  forgotten,  so 
far  as  improvements  to  their  streets  were  con- 
cerned. And  I  say  that  the  ordinary  man  who 
lives  on  Appian  way,  and  all  those  streets,  was 
going  to  be  forgotten.  So  eighteen  members  of 
this  Body  decided  their  people  were  going  to  be 
taken  care  of,  and  the  councilor  from  Ward  5 
(Coun.  Bayley)  shrugged  in  holy  horror.  I  asked 
the  councilor  to  mention  one  street — I  didn't  want 
to  embarass  him  as  far  as  his  own  ward  was  con- 
cerned— but  he  doesn't  know,  personally,  of  one 
street  to  which  the  Finance  Commission  refers. 
It  so  happens  that  a  street  will  crack  occasionally, 
and  it  may  indicate  no  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor.  So  if  this  Body  raised  it  to  $3,000,000 
to  give  the  ordinary  people,  the  ordinary  owner  of 
a  one  or  two  family  house,  a  chance  to  improve  their 
property,  they  acted  in  complete  accord  with  the 
practice  of  practical  economy.  The  Council  here 
was  more  than  wise  in  the  matter.  I  give  them 
credit  for  raising  it  to  $3,000,000,  but  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  I  give  credit  to. 
too,  for  raising  it.  because  by  one  vote  he  could 
have  kept  it  at  $1,500,000,  and  he  didn't,  and  so 
he  is  responsible  for  the  $3,000,000.  He  was  only 
making  sure  that  Back  Bay  would  be  taken  care 
of,  and  he  didn't  care  if  there  were  any  cracks  on 
the  streets.  No  matter.  But  I  say  his  remarks 
reek  with  inconsistency.  If  these  men  were  low 
bidders,  and  didn't  get  the  bid,  he  would  be  up 
here  in  holy  horror,  saying  that  So  and  So  should 
have  the  bid.  He  wouldn't  have  given  a  damn  for 
the  fact  that  the  rest  of  the  city  was  forgotten.  I 
want  all  that  I  can  get  for  Ward  22.  I  want  every 
street  possible  that  they  can  give,  or  come  through 
with,  and  it  is  about  time  that  they  should  be  taken 
care  of,  and  it,  is  going  against  the  city  adminis- 
tration that  they  were  not  taken  care  of.  Three 
years  ago  only  $400,000  was  spent,  and  then,  later, 
only  $250,000  was  spent,  in  order  to  keep  the 
streets  in  condition.  You  have  to  spend  one  mil- 
lion every  year  for  this.  I  think  it  was  a  pro- 
gressive action  in  raising  the  appropriation  to 
$3,000,000,  and  I  want  to  congratulate  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  5.  He  is  the  one  who  is  responsible 
for  the  $3,000,000  instead  of  the  $1,500,000. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  had  to  sit 
here  with  amusement  listening  to  the  councilor 
from  Ward  22  (Coun.  Sullivan).  It  is  too  bad  it 
is  a  holiday,  or  he  would  have  a  couple  beside  him 
doing  the  same  type  of  screeching  that  he  has  done 
today.  I  never  was  given  a  city  job  by  Mayor 
Tobin.  I  was  offered  one,  but  I  didn't  accept  it. 
I  never  had  the  Attorney-General  set  aside  a  ruling 
that  has  been  in  existence  since  time  immemorial, 
that  no  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  could 
take  a  city  job.  The  Attorney-General  did  that 
for  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  and  es- 
tablished a  precedent  by  so  doing.     And,  of  course, 


the  man  that  got  that  city  job  would  be  eternally 
grateful  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  for  engineering 
that  job  for  him.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  Press 
are  throwing  their  pencils  away.  It  wouldn't  do 
them  any  good  to  start  scratching,  as  the  Mayor 
has  already  made  arrangement  that  Coflfey  can't 
get  any  news  in  the  Boston  Press.  He  has  gone  so 
far  as  to  get  the  Boston  Post  to  keep  Coffey  from 
putting  ads  in.  Even  though  I  am  paying  for  t  hose 
ads.  I  can't  put  an  ad  in  the  Boston  Post,  because 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  has  given  tin 
Boston  Post  tax  abatements.  I  say  it  is  nothing 
but  a  firetrap,  and  I  repeat  today  that  if  the  Mayor 
was  doing  his  duty,  after  the  Cocoanut  Grove 
affair,  he  would  condemn 

Coun.    SCANNELL — I    am    asking    that     the 
gentleman  confine  his  remarks  to  the  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Getting  back  on  to  the  Boston 
Post,  I  still  repeat  it  is  nothing  but  a  firetrap.  I 
have  said  it  before  on  the  floor  of  the  Council,  and 
I  am  bringing  it  in  now  for  only  one  reason.  The 
gentleman  from  Ward  22  (Coun.  Sullivan)  made  a 
political  football  out  of  this  order,  and  we  might 
as  well  keep  up  the  football  game.  I  was  one  of 
the  four  members  that  voted  against  it,  and  only 
for  one  reason.  I  knew  it  would  be  a  contractoi  's 
holiday  for  them  with  $3,000,000  to  play  with. 
Only  a  week  ago  I  took  the  floor  of  the  Council 
here  and  I  asked  that  bids  be  taken  on  any  con- 
tract given  in  the  future,  and  it  was  only  last 
Monday,  in  the  Executive  Chamber,  that  Auditor 
Fox  told  us  that  approximately  $500,000  for  con- 
tracts is  given  in  complete  violation  of  the  City 
Charter  to  contractors  every  year.  And  what 
I  am  getting  at  by  that  is,  I  mean  contracts  of 
over  $1,000.  We  know  bids  have  to  be  taken  on 
that  contract,  but  the  way  they  get  around  it,  they 
get  the  Supply  Department,  the  Public  Works 
Department,  or  whatever  department  is  awarding 
the  contract,  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Mayor,  like 
they  did  in  awarding  the  four  pieces  of  fire  appa 
ratus  at  $42,500.  Although  bids  had  been  taken, 
bids  were  withdrawn,  and  a  few  days  later  the 
Fire  Commissioner  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Mayor 
requesting  bids  be  given  to  the  American-La- 
France  Company,  a  company  doing  business  with 
the  Mayor  since  he  has  been  Mayor  of  Boston, 
doing  business  behind  closed  doors,  getting  con- 
tracts without  bids,  in  violation  of  our  City 
Charter.  So  I  say  that  the  councilor  from  Ward 
22  (Coun.  Sullivan)  is  all  wrong  when  he  brings  in 
that  type  of  argument,  saying  that  the  councilor 
from  Ward  5  would  have  hollered  if  the  low  bidder 
didn't  receive  the  contract.  How  about  the  con- 
tracts given  out  in  the  five  years  that  Mayor 
Tobin  has  been  Mayor  without  any  bids?  I  think 
we  have  all  been  up  here  long  enough  to  know 
that  the  contractor  usually  hands  in  to  the  Mayor 
what  he  would  like  to  have,  and  the  Mayor  can 
say.  "We  wouldn't  gain  anything  by  having  com- 
petitive bidding,"  and  gives  a  little  sob  stuff. 
That  is  the  way  they  have  been  getting  away  with 
it.  In  the  old  days,  when  Curley  and  Nichols 
were  in,  it  was  common  talk  there  was  always 
10  or  20  per  cent  "kick-back."  You  don't  hear 
anybody  saying  that  now,  since  Curley  and 
Nichols  have  left,  but  still  more  contracts  arc- 
awarded  under  this  Mayor  than  under  Curley  and 
Nichols  combined — more  contracts  awarded  with- 
out bids  being  taken.  Now,  the  eighteen  members 
that  voted  for  that  onlv  voted  for  it  for  one  reason. 
They  didn't  have  enough  votes  for  $1,500,000;  they 
knew  it.  And  I  am  not  condemning  any  one  of  the 
eighteen  members,  because  I  understand  their 
viewpoint.  They  wanted  the  city  streets  done  in 
iImii  wards.  For  example,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  wanted  to  know  how  he- 
was  going  ti>  benefit  by  Rutherford  avenue  being 
dour.  I  don't  think  there  is  a  vote  on  that  street. 
I,  too,  wanted  to  know  what  streets  were  going  lo 
In-  done  in  my  ward.  I  didn't  want  McClellan 
Highway,  where  there  is  not  a  vote,  if  I  could  get 
Saratoga  oi  Bennington  streets.  Thai  is  onh 
natural.  The  councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun. 
Bayley)  happened  to  ask  what  streets  were  going 
lo  he  dour  in  his  ward.  Every  other  councilor  in 
here,  including  the  councilor  from  Ward  22  (Coun. 
Sullivan),  wanted  to  know  what  streets  were  to  be 
done  in  their  wards.  That  is  only  natural.  I  said 
then,  and  I  repeal  now,  that  it  is  high  time,  regard- 
less of  whether  Tobin  is  running  for  office  or  not, 
that  they  slop  awarding  contracts  lo  contractors 
without  competitive  bidding.  There  is  onlv  one 
man  here  employed  in  the  City  of  Boston  thai  lias 
had  the  courage  to  send  in,  probably  ten  01  twelve 
times  a  year,  a  report  to  tin-  Boston  City  Council 
that  he  is  interested  in  a  certain  contract,  and  that 
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is  the  gentleman  who  happens  to  be  the  chairman 
of  tin-  Board  of  Appeal,  and  he  has  been  in  the 
contracting  business  Bince  before  I  was  born,  and 
he  has  an  order  in  lure  today,  or  ;,  message,  to  the 
members  of  the  Boston  Cits  Counoil,  stating  thai 
he  is  interested  in  a  certain  contract.  He  is  r  In- 
only  man  in  my  five  years'  experience  here,  and 
ten  years  banging  around  in  the  Citj  Hall  previous 
to  being  elected  City  Council  or,  thai  lei  er  rem 
her  sending  in  a  not  ice  lie  is  interested  in  a  contract. 
There  arc  sonic  in  this  chamber  that  should  be 
Bending  in  this  kind  of  notice  from  week  to  week 
and  month  to  month,  that  they  are  interested  in 
certain  contracts.  They  should,  but  they  won't. 
Another  thing  I  don't  like  is  this  emergency 
\\  e  w  ill  have  something  happen  in  one  of  the  wards 
m  the  city,  and  because  of  it  being  an  emei  eencj  a 

contractor  is  called  on  the  telephone  and  told  to  go 
out  with  his  equipment  and  take  care  of  whatever 
damage  was  done  because  of  something  that  hap- 
pened in  one  of  the  wards  of  Boston.  For  example, 
a  main  broke  just  two  weeks  ago  a  block  from  my 
house.  There  weren't  any  bids  taken;  no  number 
of  contractors  were  called  up.  There  was  just 
Appel  &  O'Toolc,  who  were  told  to  go  over  there 
and  repair  the  damage.  I  don't  know  what  the 
amount  is;  it  is  over  $100,000.  But  surely  they 
could  have  called  up  some  competitors  of  Appel  A 
O'Toole  and  got  an  estimate  from  at  least  four  or 
five  contractors  in  that  type  of  business.  But  no, 
they  just  called  up  Appel  &  O'Toole,  saying  to  go 
over  there  and  make  the  repairs  and  send  in  the 
bill.  They  made  the  repair  in  about  two  days 
and  I  think  the  bill  is  for  $100,000.  I  don't  know 
how  the  city  is  going  to  be  taxed  $100,000  for 
two  days'  work.  They  put  in  two  extra  weeks 
patching  up  the  street.  It  was  just  a  patch  job, 
but  the  city  will  have  to  come  along  in  the  future 
and  do  a  complete  job  where  Appel  &  O'Toole 
did  a  patch  job.  There  has  been  a  lot  of  talk  in 
City  Hall  about  the  councilors  playing  around 
with  Appel  &  O'Toole.  That  talk  is  common, 
not  only  in  these  chanbers,  but  throughout  City 
Hall,  where  our  real  Council  Chambers  are.  Take 
your  choice — either  Purcell's  or  Thompsons'  Spa — 
if  you  want  to  know  what  is  going  to  happen  up 
here.  Go  in  on  the  Friday  before  the  Monday 
meeting  and  you  will  find  out  what  is  going  to 
take  place  the  following  Monday.  That  is  where 
all  the  contractors  hang  out.  That  is  where  some 
of  the  councilors  hang  out,  and  you  see  them 
there  with  contractors  day  in  and  day  out,  or 
plaving  pool,  or  up  in  Purcell's  having  a  drink, 
or  in  Thompson's  Spa  having  a  meal.  But  let 
me  tell  you,  a  minority  is  running  this  City  Council. 
It  is  a  small  minority  and  they  are  cute  and  clever, 
and  they  can  buy  and  sell  us  both  in  appearance 
and  money.  It  is  about  time  that  we  got  wise 
to  ourselves  and  ran  this  city  the  way  we  are 
supposed  to.  And,  after  all,  we  can  run  it.  Any- 
where from  eight  to  twelve  of  us  can  run  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  we  can  stop  the  awarding  of  these 
contracts  to  every  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  who 
happens  to  be  a  friend  of  the  Mayor.  You  only 
have  to  go  back  three  years  and  get  a  list  of  the 
Mayor's  expenditures  in  the  last  mayoralty  fight. 
Look  at  the  contractors  and  you  will  see  their 
names  appearing  here  on  this  report  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  and  see  them  jumping  around  with 
those  calls  to  the  Mayor.  As  I  said  when  that 
order  came  before  us,  it  was  only  more  graft  for 
the  contractors.  I  repeat  it  affain  today.  And  I 
can't  help  laughing  at  the  gentleman  from  Ward  22 
(Coun.  Sullivan;  making  the  statement  about  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  that  it  is 
politics.  Of  course  it  is  politics.  Does  he  expect 
Bayley  to  be  with  Tobin?  Does  he  think  Bayley 
is  insane?  For  God  Almighty's  sake,  why 
shouldn't  the  man  be  with  Cahill?  And  I  am 
not  with  Cahill.  How  do  you  like  that?  But  I 
am  anti-Tobin,  and  I  will  stay  anti-Tobin,  and  it 
will  be  the  best  thing  for  everybody  in  the  City 
of  Boston  to  see  Tobin  take  a  good  trouncing  in 
his  campaign  for  Governor.  And  I  think  by 
November  8  that  Maurice  Tobin  will  be  the  same 
fellow  that  was  elected  to  the  School  Committee, 
He  has  to  be  taken  down  a  peg.  We  all  get  con- 
ceited when  we  are  too  successful.  I  had  the 
same  such  knock  down  once  or  twice.  I  found  I 
wasn't  the  big  fellow  I  thought  I  was.  Then  I 
came  down  to  the  size  of  the  people,  and  I  have 
been  successful  ever  since.  That  is  what  happened 
to  the  fellow  downstairs.  I  admire  Bayley  for 
the  stand  he  is  taking.  I  am  not  sticking  up  for 
Bayley;  we  will  probably  have  a  fight  next  Mon- 
day. I  will  fight  him  like  everybody  else  if  we 
don't  see   eye   to   eye.     And   for   many   years    I

I  just  said,  because  of  the  statement,  that  Com- 
missioner Hyland  made,  that  he  could  only  use 
$1,000,000,  it  was  justification  for  us  to  pass  a 
$1,000,000  loan,  and  no  more.  Now,  according 
to  the  councilor  from  Ward  S  (Coun.  Bayley),— - 
I  haven't  got  the  figures, — he  stated  that  over 
$1,000,000  had  been  spent,  and  thev  are  rushing 
through  another  $1,000,000  I  think  it  is  high 
time  we  brought  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
down.  Never  mind  the  Fin.  Corn.  I  wouldn't 
trust  them  as  far  as  I  could  throw  any  of  them, 
ami  they  are  all  big  and  soft  and  fat,  so  you 
couldn't  throw  them  very  far.  Never  mind 
them.  I  think  we  ought  to  bring  the  Public 
Works  Commissioner  down  and  find  out  what 
streets  are  going  to  be  done,  and  if  they  are  going 
to  do  the  main  streets  let  us  do  as  I  suggested  in 
the  first  place.  For  every  main  street  done  in 
the  ward,  let  us  get  four  side  streets  done.  It 
would  amount  to  about  the  same  amount  of 
money,  and  then  twice  the  number  of  people  will 
be  benefited  by  this  money  being  spent.  The 
report  of  the  Finance  Commission  has  come  in, 
because  I  asked  for  it,  and  as  a  result  they  sent 
down  u  copy  of  the  investigation  made  by  them, 
stating  certain  contractors — and  it  did  name  them 
— had  failed  to  live  up  to  certain  obligations,  and 
in  their  opinion  those  contractors  should  not  get 
any  new  work  contracts  with  the  City  of  Boston. 
I  can  go  one  better,  and  go  back  to  the  ash  con- 
tiact  in  .Mansfield's  administration,  where,  when 
I  he  White  Fund  investigation  was  taking  place, 
the  contractor  took  his  books  and  burned  them. 
As  a  result,  the  Fin.  Com.  said,  "You  will  never 
get  another  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston." 
Still,  that  man  has  had  contracts  for  the  last 
three  years  with  the  City  of  Boston.  (Jiving 
contracts  w-ithout  bids  should  be  stopped.  We 
can  stop  it  if  we  have  the  courage  and,  as  I  said, 
a  small  minority  is  running  this  Council.  Wc 
should  be  running  the  City  of  Boston.  That  is 
what  we  are  elected  for,  but  a  couple  of  pats  on 
the  back  and  a  good  meal  and  most  of  us  forget 
we  are  elected  officials.  Eight  votes  can  control 
this  Body,  and  I  think,  without  any  exaggeration, 
there  are  twelve  or  thirteen  that  could,  if  they 
wanted  to,  get  together  and  demand  that  such 
things  as  bids, — contracts  being  awarded  with- 
out bids,  contracts  being  given  to  contractors  who 
in  the  past  have  failed  to  live  up  to  the  work  they 
are  supposed  to  have  done, — they  could  demand 
that  such  things  be  stopped.  The  sooner  we  do 
that  the  better  off  we  are  going  to  be  in  the  entire 
city. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Mr.  President,  in  regard 
to  the  remarks  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  5 
(Coun.  Bayley),  anybody  can  pick  up  a  report 
and  read  it.  Anybody  can  take  facts  from  the 
Finance  Commission,  an  investigating  bods. 
Anybody  can  take  a  report  from  the  bankers  of 
this  city  and  read  it  out  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
Boston  ( 'itv  Council.  But  what  does  the  councilor 
from  Ward  ."i  know  about  the  poorer  sections  of 
this   city?     There   are   nineteen   members   of   this

City  Council  who  have  the  poor  of  the  city  at 
heart,  and  who  have  the  poor  sections  of  the  city 
at  heart.  It  is  easy  to  stand  here  and  quote  the 
Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau — who  are 
they?  They  are  nothing  but  the  First  National 
Bank,  which  is  trying  to  run  the  finances  of 
this  city.  I  say,  let  us  stop  this  junk.  I  ask 
that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  Public  Safety 
Committee.  Let  us  bring  in  the  committee 
that  is  making  out  these  reports  and  have  them 
tell  us  where  they  get  their  facts.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  you  will  find  a  representative  of  one  of 
the  great  banks  of  this  city  representing  the 
president    of    the     Municipal     Research     Bureau. 

Coun.    HANLEY — Will    you    please    have    the 
clerk  read  the  order,  Mr.  President? 

The  order  was  read  by  the  clerk. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  I  have  heard 
many  arguments  here  today.  After  listening  to 
the  order  read,  I  am  unable  to  understand  it. 
I  am  in  full  accord  always  with  my  illustrious 
colleague  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey).  Since 
entering  public  life,  I  cherish  my  friendship  with 
him,  both  as  a  public  official  and  as  a  private 
citizen.  There  are  times  we  don't  see  eye  to  eye 
in  certain  things  but  we  are  built,  physically  and 
mentally,  with  enough  courage  to  express  it 
In  the  particular  order  of  the  councilor  from 
Ward  5,  he  is  merely  reiterating  the  voice  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  the  Finance  Commission 
that  is  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor. 
Their  tenure  of  office  depends  on  the  Governor, 
and  they  receive  their  remuneration  totaling 
$50,000,  appropriated  by  the  Boston  City  Council 
because  of  statute  limitations.  They  are  being 
housed  over  there  in  a  building,  paying  approxi- 
mately $5,000  for  rent  and  light,  whereas  they 
could  be  housed  in  the  City  Hall  Annex  for  zero. 
The  Boston  Finance  Commission  has  been  lethargic 
and  indifferent  to  the  tax  abatement  racket 
that  has  permeated  the  corporate  limits  of  Boston 
and  has  now  brought  it  to  the  brink  of  financial 
chaos,  according  to  the  words  of  his  Excellency 
Governor  Saltonstall.  Now,  if  Maurice  Tobin 
intends  to  aspire  for  the  governorship  of  our 
state,  immediately  he  must  become  the  target 
of  their  stinging  and  lacerating  pens.  I  have 
said  on  many  occasions  that  I  have  no  love  what- 
soever for  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  but  I  don't 
intend  to  sit  idly  by  and  allow  the  Finance  Com- 
mission to  level  their  guns  at  him  and  to  cir- 
cumvent this  chamber,  instead  of  getting  at  the 
cancerous  growth  that  is  ruining  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  that  is  the  tax  abatement  racket. 
It  is  not  so  much  from  the  local  Board  of  Assessors, 
but  rather  from  the  Tax  Appeals  Board,  which 
was  formed  in  1930,  and  at  the  present  time, 
because  of  the  various  appeals,  they  cannot 
keep    their    dockets    clear.  Now,    the    Boston 

Finance  Commission,  I  believe,  two  years  ago 
indicted  the  various  contractors  engaged  in  the 
paving  of  various  streets  of  Boston,  and  I  utilized 
their  report  over  a  local  radio  station  in  pro- 
mulgating my  candidacy  for  re-election  to  the 
City  Council.  This  is  election  year,  and  I  don't 
criticize  the  distinguished  and  erudite  member 
from  Ward  5  for  standing  up  and,  with  a  scorch- 
ing voice,  denouncing  anyone  who  is  jeopardizing 
the  financial  stability  of  our  city.  But  I  don't 
intend  to  sit  idly  by  again  and  allow  him  to  use 
the  Finance  Commission  that  has  been  derelict 
in  their  duty  to  the  citizens  of  Boston.  I  believe 
I  was  the  one  that  sponsored  the  $3,000,000 
order.  I  am  open  to  correction,  according  to 
the  minutes'  of  that  day.  And  I  asked  that 
$1,500,000  be  increased  to  $3,000,000;  because 
I  wanted  the  city  streets  and  residential  streets 
of  my  district  to  be  taken  care  of,  and  I  said 
that  I  thought  it  was  the  state's  liability  and 
responsibility,  at  that  time-,  to  take  care  of  the 
main  arteries.  And  Commissioner  Hyland  utilized 
that  quotation  two  months  later.  The  residential 
streets  of  Boston  are  in  need  of  repair.  The 
only  way  they  can  be  repaired  is  by  money. 
The  only  way  they  can  obtain  a  contract  is  by 
awarding  it  to  the  lowest  bidder,  providing  he 
can  get  the  supplies  and  the  men,  and  the  men 
in  the  labor  unions.  I  increased  the  $1,500,000 
to  $3,000,000,  and  I  asked  you  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  to  concur  with  me  on  the 
additional  $1,500,000  because  I  knew  that  your 
and  my  districts  were  depleted  as  far  as  resi- 
dential streets  were  concerned.  And  eighteen 
members  of  the  City  Council  went  on  record. 
Four  did  not  concur  with  me,  although  I  respect 
their  judgment  at  all  times,  and  I  consider  it  a 
great    privilege    to   be   acquainted    with    them    in 


public  life.  But  the  $1,500,000  additional  was. 
to  be  used  specifically  for  city  and  residential 
streets  wherein  the  money  procured  covers  the 
Boston  City  Council  and  the  entire  personnel 
of  the  city.  I  could  go  on  and  utilize  this  as  a 
political  football,  but  I  don't  intend  to  incur 
the  wrath  of  any  one  member  or  group  of  mem- 
bers. But  I  don't  believe  that  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  has  made  these  reports  in  good 
faith  to  the  people  of  Boston.  I  believe  that 
they  are  to  be  utilized  as  hatchet  men  in  order 
to  protect  their  own  individual  interests  and  to 
defeat  the  man  on  the  second  floor  from  becoming 
Governor  of  our  great  Commonwealth. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
have  been  listening  to  a  lot  of  propaganda  in 
the  last  few  weeks  relative  to  the  source  of  con- 
tracts in  Boston.  It  might  be  a  case,  of  the  pot 
calling  the  kettle  black.  I  have  listened  to  the 
case  of  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau,  com- 
posed purely  of  Republicans,  and  if  they  are 
ever  right  in  anything  it  will  be  the  first  time. 
They  have  had  no  constructive  report,  since. 
Mr.  Loeffier  left  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau. 
They  have  been  guilty  of  plagiarism,  and  they  do 
nothing  constructive  over  there,  and  do  nothing 
but  copy  reports  made  by  my  good  friend,  Bob 
(  uruiifT,  the  able  secretary  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  then  send  them  out  under  their 
own  name.  The  Municipal  Research  Bureau 
came  into  being  six  years  ago,  and  recommended 
on  behalf  of  the  city  that  we  reduce  salaries  of 
city  employees  15  per  cent.  At  that  time  the 
city  was  on  the  brink  of  financial  disaster.  I 
have  on  occasion  been  in  conflict  with  my  good 
friend  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey)  and  when 
he  indicts  the  Boston  Post  I  naturally  do  not  have 
to  do  the  same.  He  argues  that  a  tax  abate- 
ment was  given  to  the  Boston  Post  and  alleges 
it  is  a  fire  trap.  If  that  is  so,  they  are  entitled 
to  an  abatement.  It  has  one  of  the  finest  fire 
sprinkler  systems  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
comes  directly  under  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  So  I  say,  as  Councilor  Hanley  has 
well  brought  out,  this  is  merely  a  political  move 
instituted  by  parties  for  the  defeat  of  the  next 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth, — parties  who 
for  seven  years  raised  their  voices  at  the  excellent 
type  of  administration  that  he  was  giving,  and 
then  for  seven  months  when  they  thought  he  might 
be  a  candidate  for  Governor,  started  yelling. 
It  is  a  ease  of  the  pot  calling  the  kettle  black. 
The  Republican  administration  is  still  holding 
their  noses  at  the  case  of  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner Beal. 

Coun.  CAREY — We  are  engaged  here  this 
afternoon  in  discussion  of  a  matter  that  has 
merit  on  both  sides.  And  I  take  the  floor  and 
enter  the  discussion,  briefly  to  defend  my  vote 
for  the  $3,000,000  loan  order  authorized  by  the 
City  Council.  There  is  no  doubt  some  merit, 
and  considerable  merit,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  to 
the  order  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  5  (Coun. 
Bayley).  I  don't  personally  feel  that  the  con- 
tractor who  was  awarded  a  contract  and  has 
not  fully  and  capably  filled  it  should  be  con- 
sidered for  further  business  until  he  has  carried 
out  the  terms  of  that  contract.  I  know  if  there 
are  any  streets  done  in  my  section  as  the  result 
of  the  $3,000,000  loan  order  I  want  to  see  that 
work  done,  but  I  can't  sit  down  and  listen  to  the 
introduction  of  an  order  that  has  been  sponsored 
and  has  been  the  thought  of  an  organization  or  a 
group  known  as  the  Boston  Finance  Commission. 
I  have  no  desire  to  enter  into  the  political  aspects 
of  the  controversy  whatsoever,  but  I  again  want 
to  recall  to  the  minds  of  the  members  of  this 
Body  that  this  same  Finance  Commission  which 
has  criticized  these  contracts  is  the  same  body 
that  had  the  nerve  to  place  a  request  before  the 
City  Council,  through  the  Mayor's  office,  a  few 
months  ago  for  an  appropriation  by  this  Body 
of  $75,000  to  conduct  a  survey  of  the  Boston 
school  system.  And  I  repeat  today  what  I  said 
a  few  weeks  ago,  because  I  want  to  fix  in  the  minds 
of  the  members  of  this  Council  that  the  sole 
interest  thai  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
had  in  making  a  survey  of  the  Boston  school 
system  at  an  expense  of  $75,000  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  city  was  a  100  per  cent  personal  interest . 
and  only  because  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission   wanted   to   bring   into   Boston,   and    take 

in  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  some 
$75,000  as  a  pay-off  to  them,  friends  of  members 
of  the  Finance  Commission.  It  was  disclosed 
after-  the  City  Council  voted  for  that  $75,000— 
and   I    was   one   who   opposed    the   $75,000   appro- 
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priation  —  that  those  who  arc  making  the  survey 
oi  tlir  school  system  are  personal  friends  of  mem- 
bers, or  at  least  of  those  who  wen-  members,  of 
the  Finance  Commission  at  the  time  the  order 
was  placed  before  the  Cit3  Council.  It  was 
nothing  but  a  case  of  giving  work,  giving  con- 
tracts to  the  friends  of  those  member!?  of  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  that  brought  about 
a  survej  at  an  expense  of  $75,000  to  the  taxpayers 
of  the  Boston  school  system,  1  don't  know  why 
anyone  with  common  sense  pass  too  much  atten- 
tion to  criticism  or  recommendations  oi  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission,  It  isn't  the  only 
organization  within  the  confines  of  the  city  that 
likewise  is  critical  of  public  expenditures  within 
the  City  of  Boston  when  thej  are  going  to  he  of 
benefit  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  city.  As  I  said 
in  opening,  there  is  merit  on  both  sides  of  the 
question,    and    if    the    matter     is    brought    to    vote 

hen-  today  I  will  change  and  east  my  vote  accord- 
ing to  the  merit  of  the  order.  But  I  wan!  to 
inform  my  colleagues  here  that  any  vote  I  will 
cast  will  not  have  been  governed  because  of  any 
criticism  leveled  by  tire  members  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  it  happens 
that  you  are  the  only  person  in  this  chamber  who 
can  make  authentic  the  few  remarks  I  am  going 
to  make.  I  ask  you  to  recall  the  private  dinner 
that  we  attended  early  this  year  for  a  newly 
appointed  department  head.  I  think  I  referred 
to  it  before.  There  were  eighteen  or  nineteen 
present  in  the  Algonquin  Club,  and  you  and  I 
were  invited  as  personal  friends  of  the  host,  and 
I  believe  that  you  and  I  were  the  only  ones  there 
who  probably  didn't  have  our  carfare  home. 
We  didn't  move  in  the  same  circles  with  the  bulk 
of  those  in  attendance.  They  were  all  out  of  the 
"Blue  Book."  I  am  still  a  little  amazed  as  to 
how  we  ever  got  in  there  without  police  escort. 
However,  one  of  the  diners  that  evening  was  a 
member  of  the  Finance  Commission,  a  multi- 
millionaire banker  from  State  street,  and  the 
guest  of  the  evening  was  the  newly  appointed 
Corporation  Counsel,  Frank  Murray.  The  host 
of  the  evening,  a  personal  friend,  had  taken  that 
manner  of  showing  his  appreciation  of  Mr.  Murray, 
and  among  those  invited  was  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 
And  during  the  course  of  the  evening  everybody 
but  you,  Mr.  President,  and  myself  was  called 
upon  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  good  judgment 
and  good  faith  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  And  the 
man  who  outdid  them  all  in  applauding  the  judg- 
ment and  wisdom  of  the  Mayor  was  the  multi- 
millionaire banker.  Do  you  recall?  And  now 
I  see  his  name  on  a  report  that  seems  to  deprecate 
the  good  intention  of  the  city  in  getting  value  for 
moneys  paid  out.  While  I  didn't  listen  too  closely 
for  the  first  hour  and  a  half  of  Councilor  Bay  ley's 
dissertation,  I  did  gather  that  the  construction 
work  done  in  1941  seems  to  be  the  bone  of  con- 
tention. I  am  not  as  familiar  with  the  procedure 
as  I  would  like  to  be,  because  I  hold  myself  to  be  a 
direct  personal  errand  boy  for  the  people  of 
Charlestown.  in  that  I  perform,  as  often  as  pos- 
sible, personal  services  for  them,  and  am  not 
interested  so  much  in  how  we  acquire  or  receive 
a  high  tax  rate  or  how  the  contractors  function. 
Of  course,  I  know,  having  been  in  this  chamber 
for  thirty-three  months, —  I  know  people  outside 
of  low  and  high  degree, —  I  know  people  that 
have  been  released  from  the  State  Penitentiary, 
and  I  know  persons  who  only  last  week  have  said 
their  seminar}'  masses  —  so  there  is  nothing  wrong 
in  knowing  a  contractor.  What  I  am  primarily 
trying  to  say  here  is  in  the  nature  of  a  question. 
If.  there  was  anything  wrong  with  the  work  done 
in  1941,  why  have  they  waited  three  years  to 
make  a  complaint?  I  am  serious  in  asking  that 
question,  and  I  would  very  much  appreciate  an 
answer.  I  have  heard  the  year  1941  used  a 
number  of  times.  If  Mayor  Tobin  was  wrong  in 
1941,  he  should  then  have  been  proceeded  against. 
If  the  contractors  were  derelict  in  1941  they  should 
from  that  point  on  have  been  denied  all  oppor- 
tunity for  future  city  business.  But  in  1944, 
because,  as  a  free  man,  Mayor  Tobin  sees  fit  to 
offer  himself  to  free  people  in  a  free  election  for  the 
governorship  of  this  Commonwealth,  these  reports 
spring  up  overnight  with  not  one  kind  word  in 
2,500  of  them.  It  is  quite  possible  to  be  friendly 
with  a  man  without  being  a  satrap  of  his  or  with- 
out being  a  valet,  either  personal  or  political. 
In  common  fairness,  they  should  not  wait  until 
1944  to  find  fault  with  something  done  in  1941,  if 
it  was  bad  enough  in  1941  to  take  up  reams  of 
paper  three  years  and  some  months  later.     And, 


once  again,  Id   me  reiterate  my  seriousness,  thai 

I  certain!]  would  like  an  answer  to  that  question. 
There  may  have  been  other  years  mentioned, 
and  I  must  confess  I  wasn't  paving  much  attention 
after  the  first  few  minutes. —  but  I  heard  1941 
referred  to  Beveral  times.  And  I  ask  Councilor 
Bayley,    if   he   is    the    proper    authority,    to    let    me 

know  what  object  tin-  Finance  Commission  in- 
tended to  accomplish  in  waiting  for  a  general 
election  year  to  use  such  a  report  as  an  instrument 
of  political  defeat. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Mr.  President,  I  have  in- 
formation here  that  the  Finance  Commission 
has  been  complaining  for  two  years,  continually, 
about  the  condition  of  the  streets  complained  of 
in   1941.    They  have  presented  reports  in   1942 

and  1943,  complaining  that  tin  contractors  have 
not  fulfilled  their  contracts  and  were  iir  default 
on  them.  I  might  say,  in  contrast  to  tin-  councilor 
from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella),  that  I  consider 
it  an  honor  to  listerr  to  every  word  that  is  said 
here.  You  will  not  hear  me  saving  that  I  lime 
only  listened  to  part  of  what  is  said,  because  I 
consider  it  my  duty  arrd  privilege  and  honor  to 
learn  from  you,  because  if  .voir  haven't  something 
worth  while  to  say  in  this  chamber  you  should 
not  rise  to  speak.  When  the  councilor  from 
Ward  2  talks  I  listen  attentively  from  beginning 
to  end,  so  I  am  learning  what  is  to  be  learned.  I 
am  very  sorry  that  this  matter  has  developed  into 
a  political  discussion.  The  only  point  I  can  see 
in  the  purpose  behind  it  is  whether  the  contractors 
who  are  in  default,  who  have  not  fulfilled  their 
contracts  in  1941  and  1942,  are  to  be  awarded 
contracts  in  1944,  unless  we  are  to  be  sure  that 
there  will  be  frank  and  open  inspections  of  oil 
they  have  done  so  they  will  not  be  in  default 
agein.  If  they  are  in  default.  I  say  they  should 
not  be  given  contracts  in  1944.  We  must  be 
sure  the  money  is' being  spent  honestly  and  fairly, 
and  I  think,  in  fairness  to  the  taxpayers,  it  is 
time  we  stood  up  and  said  that  those  who  did  not 
fulfill  their  contracts  should  not  be  given  con- 
tracts, but  those  who  have  fulfilled  their  contracts 
in  1941  should  be  given  contracts  now  so  that 
sufficient  work  will  be  cone.  That  is  the  only 
question  before  the  Council. 

Coun.  HANNON — Will  the  clerk  read  the  order, 
please? 

The  order  was  read  by  tire  clerk. 
Coun.  HANNON— Well,  Mr.  President,  I.  of 
course,  am  a  Democrat,  but  I  think,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, that  I  am  in  accord  with  the  order.  I 
believe  that  our  first  duty  up  here  is  to  serve  the 
people  who  sent  us  here,  and  I  think  part  of  the 
service  that  we  render  to  those  people  is  to  see 
to  it  that  the  money  of  the  city  is  spent  judiciously 
and  spent  fairly  and  spent  wisely.  Now  I  don't 
care  anything  for  the  Finance  Commission. 
I  don't  care  anything  for  the  Research  Bureau, 
But  if  there  are  contracts  in  the  city  that,  are 
not  lived  up  to,  I  think  there  is  a  duty  that  devolves 
upon  the  Mayor  and  devolves  upon  every  member 
of  this  Council  to  see  that  these  contractors  do 
perform  their  duty.  I  don't  think  that  the  in- 
spectors of  the  city  are  at  fault.  I  have  worked 
with  inspectors,  and  I  have  worked  in  road  c  >n- 
struction,  and  there  are  specifications  there  that 
are  generally  lived  up  to.  As  far  as  I  know, 
if  it  says  4  or  6  inches  of  concrete  is  to  be  laid 
as  a  base,  you  can  depend  upon  it  that  the  in- 
spectors employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  will  see 
to  it  that  the  4  to  6  inches  of  concrete  is  placed 
there.  However,  this  report  —  and  I  say  here 
that  I  don't  care  where  the  report  comes  from  — 
this  report  says  that  seven  conditions  of  the  con- 
tract have  not  been  lived  up  to.  Now,  if  a  prop- 
erty owner  in  my  district  —  and  I  dare  say  in  any- 
body's district  —  called  up  and  said  there  was  a 
hole  in  a  sidewalk  or  a  hole  in  a  street  outside 
of  his  or  her  house,  I  think  the  Council  would 
call  up  and  ask  that  that  condition  be  remedied. 
That  is  all  that  this  report  means  to  me.  Some- 
body has  called  to  my  attention  that  there  are 
certain  holes  in  the  roadway,  certain  cracks  in  the 
sidewalk,  and  they  tell  me  that  the  conditions 
of  that  contract  call  for  the  maintenance  of  that 
roadway  and  of  that  sidewalk  for  five  years. 
I  know  this,  that  if  a  new  street  is  constructed, 
or  a  new  roadway  or  new  sidewalk  is  built,  and  if 
you  are  unfortunate  enough  to  have  trouble 
with  your  drain  pipe  or  with  the  water  pipe, 
if  you  are  unfortunate  enough  to  have  a  hole  in 
that  roadway  or  sidewalk,  you  can't  touch  that 
street  so  long  as  that  five-year  guaranty  is  on 
there.  You  have  to  go  to  the  contractor  and 
you  have  to  pay  him  a  sweet  price  merely  for  the 
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privilege  of  protecting  your  property  by  opening 
up  the  sidewalk  or  the  street.  Now,  these  con- 
tractors get  pretty  good  money;  they  get  well 
paid,  and  most  of  them  are  honorable  workmen. 
Most  of  them  do  their  work  well,  but.  the  same 
thing  has  happened  in  the  contracting  field  as  has 
happened  in  many  other  fields.  In  the  last  few 
years  they  have  risen  up.  So  many  that  were 
only  laborers  only  a  year  or  two  ago  are  now 
contractors.  And  I  dare  say  many  of  them  who 
are  bidding  for  work  have  neither  the  equipment 
nor  the  men  with  which  to  carry  through  thai 
work  to  completion.  However,  I  am  not  carried 
away  by  the  fact  that  this  report  states  that  these 
conditions  exist.  On  behalf  of  the  contractor 
we  must  remember  that  this  contractor,  ninety- 
nine  times  out  of  a  hundred,  is  a  man  with  a  large 
pay  roll.  His  business  is  not  a  stable  one.  It 
varies;  it  fluctuates.  Sometimes  he  is  busy  and 
can  employ  100  or  200  men.  At  other  times 
he  has  nothing  to  do  and  is  forced  to  lay  off  the 
men.  You  can't  expect  a  man  to  rush  right  out 
into  the  street  and  hire  men  and  repair  a  crack 
that  has  appeared  in  the  sidewalk.  You  can't 
expect  him  to  do  that  week  in  and  week  out. 
You  can't  do  it;  it  is  unreasonable,  and  such  a 
position  as  that  would  be  untenable.  But  we 
do  expect  this,  that  a  man  will,  before  the  expi- 
ration of  his  five-year  maintenance  period,  see 
to  it  that  that  street  is  in  good  condition.  I 
know  that  any  work  done  in  my  district  I  would 
want  done  right.  I  would  want  it  done  well, 
and  if  the  people  in  my  district  who  are  sending 
me  here  are  going  to  have  streets  built  with  a 
five-year  guaranty  on  them,  I  want  that  guaranty 
lived  up  to.  The  contractors  are  getting  well 
paid,  and  the  people  of  my  district  expect  them 
to  do  their  work  well  and  do  it  properly.  How- 
ever, this  order  here  says  that  no  more  contracts 
should  be  given  to  men  who  have  not  lived  up  to 
their  previous  contracts.  Here,  I  believe,  is  the 
crux  of  the  whole  situation.  The  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  I  feel,  is  one  of  the  most  honest 
and  one  of  the  most  competent  public  officials 
that  we  have.  He  and  I  differ.  We  have  our 
arguments  and  our  debates,  but  I  think  he  is  on 
the  job  and  I  think  he  knows  his  job.  This  order 
here  says  that  no  more  contracts  shall  be  given. 
I  wonder  if  the  man  who  framed  this  order  knows 
whether  or  not  any  contract  has  been  given  to 
any  who  have  not  carried  out  the  specifications  of 
their  previous  contracts.  If  this  information  is 
not  available,  then  I  believe  this  order  should  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  let  us 
ask  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  what 
remedies  are  being  taken  to  abate  the  conditions 
reported  in  this  record  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mission. Let  us  ask  him  what  measures  have 
been  taken  to  see  to  it  that  these  contractors  live 
up  to  their  contracts.  I  feel  if  we  disregard 
an  order  like  this,  we  are  practically  giving  the 
go-ahead  sign  to  a  contractor  to  go  ahead  and 
do  what  he  pleases.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
order,  provided  that  it  is  amended  that  no  con- 
tract be  given — or  provided  we  give  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  the  opportunity  to  come 
over  here  and  tell  us  whether  or  not  these  con- 
tractors are  living  up  to  the  conditions  of  their 
contract.  I  am  voting  for  it  because  I  honestly 
and  sincerely  believe  in  the  old  adage  of  a  fair 
day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work,  and  likewise  a 
fair  day's  work  for  a  fair  day's  pay.  These  con- 
tractors get  good  money  for  work  they  do  for  the 
city.  If  they  are  going  to  guarantee  it  for  five 
years,  let  us  see,  through  some  power  in  the  city, 
that  this  contract  is  lived  up  to. 

Coun.  CHASE— I  think  the  order  introduced 
by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  is 
a  very  simple  order  to  understand.  He  is  merely 
requesting  that  no  contracts  be  awarded  to  any 
contractor  who  is  already  under  default  for  work 
agreed  to  be  done  in  a  former  contract.  Frankly, 
I  think  it  is  a  very  good  order.  I  see  no  other 
alternative  but  for  me  to  vote  in  favor  of  the 
order.  I  can't  conceive  spending  the  taxpayers 
money  with  contractors  who  are  not  performing 
their  duties  in  accordance  with  their  agreements 
with  the  city.  I  think  it  behooves  us  to  endeavor 
to  see  that'  if  such  conditions  do  exist  they  be 
straightened  out.  I  don't  think  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  had  anything  else  in 
mind  but  to  correct  this  situation.  It  was  called 
to  his  attention  through  the  medium  of  the  Bos- 
ton Finance  Commission's  report.  I  don't  know 
of  anything  thai  would  justify  one  to  believe 
that  he  has  introduced  this  order  because  of 
partisan   politics.     He   was   one   of   the   four   who 


originally  voted  against  the  appropriation  of 
$3,000,000  because  he  felt  that  the  work  was  not 
being  performed  and  would  not  be  performed  now. 
I  don't  intend  to  engage  in  any  bitter  debate, 
because  it  is  unnecessary.  The  fact  is  that  this 
order  is  a  very  simple  order.  There  is  nothing 
in  it  to  disturb  any  member  of  this  Body.  It  is 
merely  a  request  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  ask 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  make  sure 
that  no  contractor  who  has  defaulted  in  prior 
contracts  is  given  any  more  contracts,  and  it  is 
within  the  realm  of  common  sense  that  we  pass 
this  order.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  see  no  other 
alternative.  To  do  otherwise  would  imply  that 
we  are  in  favor  of  granting  contractors  who  have 
defaulted  further  business,  and  I  am  sure,  Mr. 
President,  that  no  member  of  the  Council  is  in 
favor  of  giving  any  man  business  who  has  already 
proven  himself  incapable  of  performing  in  accord- 
ance with  his  agreement.  ,  I  trust  that  this  Hon- 
orable Body  will  adopt  the  order. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — In  regard  to  the  remarks 
of  my  distinguished  colleague  from  Ward  4  (Coun. 
Chase),  it  is  all  right  to  present  an  order  in  this 
chamber,  to  talk  about  one  thing,  or  to  go  into 
various  other  discussions,  but  we  should,  when 
an  order  is  presented,  talk  on  the  order  and  not 
bring  in  a  report  of  the  bankers  of  this  city,  who 
don't  want  to  spend  a  nickel  for  the  construction  of 
streets  in  the  city,  as  the  councilor  from  Ward  5 
did.  Now,  I  am  going  to  ask  that  this  order  be 
sent  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  that  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  be  called  upon  to 
discuss  this  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— You  didn't  think  I  was 
going  to  sit  down,  did  you?  I  got  a  kick  out  of 
this  as  it  went  along.  I  knew  this  would  be  a 
lengthy  debate,  and  I  wanted  it  so.  I  like  to 
have  us  get  into  debate.  I  hope  that  we  sit  long 
enough  to  get  a  meal  out  of  the  city.  They  can 
spend  money  for  some  movie  celebrity,  and  I 
guess  they  can  spend  $6  or  $7  for  sandwiches. 
Coming  down  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  22 
(Coun.  Sullivan)  regarding  the  Boston  Post,  that 
is  only  a  matter  of  opinion.  I  stick  to  my  story. 
As  I  have  said  several  times,  it  is  a  fire  trap. 
Their  pressroom  is  three  or  four  floors  below  the 
ground  floor.  They  have  no  back  or  side  fire 
escape.  In  fact,  they  have  no  back  or  side  win- 
dows in  the  building.  So  I  don't  see  how  you 
can  help  calling  that  a  fire  trap.  On  top  of  that 
I  don't  see  why  he  brings  the  Governor  and  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  into  the  picture.  You  would 
think  that  they  were  building  inspectors.  I  don't 
think  they  were  prosecuted  in  the  Cocoanut 
Grove  case,  although  there  were  some  prosecuted, 
and  I  was  glad  to  see  them  given  a  clean  bill  of 
health.  After  certain  statements  made  by  one, 
I  don't  see  how  they  could  help  it.  Sometimes  a 
fellow  working  for  the  city  hasn't  a  word  to  say. 
He  is  told  to  shut  up.  We  have  had  to  shut 
them  up  ourselves  on  certain  occasions.  Some- 
times they  try  to  do  an  honest  day's  work  for  an 
honest  day's  pay.  We  have  done  that.  That  is 
what  we  are  up  here  for,  to  help  constituents.  I 
might  add  to  that  that  if  the  Governor  or  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  are  going  to  inspect  all 
buildings  to  see  whether  they  are  fire  traps  that 
they  do  away  with  our  inspectors.  There  is  no 
need  for  them.  But  I  couldn't  help  but  get 
a  kick  out  of  the  statement  that  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  made  when  he 
said  that  you  and  he  attended  a  banquet  given  to 
the  present  Corporation  Counsel,  and  you  two 
were  probably  the  only  two  over  there  that 
didn't  have  your  carfare  home;  that  everybody 
else  was  a  banker  or  a  blue  blood.  Is  Tobin  try- 
ing to  get  away  from  the  bankers  and  blue  bloods 
at  this  late  date?  At  that  banquet  it  was  ad- 
mitted that  it  was  loaded  with  bankers  and  blue 
bloods.  I  wasn't  invited,  and  the  fellow  elected 
Corporation  Counsel,  is  a  "yes"  man  from  Bos- 
ton, Frank  Murray.  And  if  the  bankers  and  blue 
bloods  go  for  that,  and  one  was  a  multi-millionaire, 
then  why  is  it  that  the  Mayor  is  trying  to  get 
away  from  the  First  National  Bank  at  this  late 
date,  or  is  it  a  fact  that  the  First  National  Bank 
is  trying  to  get  away  from  the  Mayor  at  this  late 
date?  To  me  it  does  not  matter  which.  It  is 
the  fact  that  we  know  what  has  been  going  on  in 
the  city  for  years.  We  should  know.  If  things 
have  changed  now  in  the  past  few  months  then 
it  is  no  fault  of  ours.  The  gentleman  from  Ward  2 
(Coun,  Kinsella)  is  a  free  speaker,  the  same  as 
myself,  He  made  the  statement  about  the 
gentleman  downstairs  running  for  Governor  in  a 
free  election   in   a   free  nation.      I   wish   to  contra- 
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diet  liim  (in  that.  I  fought  in  the  last  wat  thinking 
that,  I  have  got  a  t< i <  1  fighting  in  this  war,  ami  I 
suppose  he  had  the  same  thoughts  that  I  had  in 
1917,  1918  and  1919  that  it  is  a  free  nation 
we  hold  free  elections.  If  that  is  so,  *hy 
doesn't  the  Boston  Post  take  my  paid  advertise- 
ments? They  have  taken  twenty-nine  of  tl 
Now  they  have  decided  they  are  not  going  to 
take  any  more.  They  nave  token  my  money  for 
twenty-nine  times,  an.l  now  they  have  Btopped 
me.  The  argument  that  the  advertising  manager, 
Mr.  Richards,  gave  me  was  that  I  am  not  a  candi- 
l  am  a  candidate.  I  am  running 
for  Governor.  Take  myad.  to  thai  effect^  No- 
body can  stop  me  from  running  foi  office  We 
have  a  counciloi  here  whose  brother  was  forced  in 
several  counties,  cities  and  towns  in  this  Com- 
monwealth to  have  stickers  Bent  out.  What  is  to 
Btop  me  from  running  for  Governor  of  this  Com- 
monwealth on  stickers,  oi  from  asking  people  to 
read  myad.  in  the  Boston  Pott,  to  write  my  name 
and  address  in,  that  I  am  a  candidate  for  Gov- 
ernor? Hut  he  wouldn't  take  my  ad,  even  if  I 
said  I  was  a  candidate.  I  said,  "Here  is  the 
money.  I  want  my  ad  put  in."  And  I  say  that 
behind  it  all  is  the  fact  that  Mayor  Tobin  has 
given  his  consent  to  tax  abatements  on  their 
properties.  That  is  what  is  behind  it  all.  that 
an. I   the   fact    that    the   bankers   have   run    the   eltj 

for   the   past    vears.     The  Goo-Goo's   in,    the 

Good  Government,  and  they  have  made  the 
.merit  that  if  Curley  did  tun  for  Mayot  next 
year  they  would  have  hini  prosecuted  in  his  case 
in  Washington.  We  know  what  the  bankers  are. 
We  have  had  several  for  seven  years.  We  have 
had  them  previously.  I  can  remember  back 
when  I  was  only  a  kid.  We  know  our  elections 
are  all  wrong.  We  know  the  two  top  men  should 
he  in  >t  to  aspire  for  office,  and  you  would  never 
get  a  Republican  elected  as  Mayor  of  the  (  lty  of 
Boston  if  you  followed  that.  W  e  know  there 
should  be  a  nomination  and  an  election  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  city  elections,  the  same  as  state 
elections.  And  we  know  how  far  they  went  when 
they  controlled  the  Legislature  and  passed  a  bill 
allowing  the  Mayor  to  succeed  himself,  after  pre- 
viously passing  a  bill  in  a  previous  Legislature  so 
that  Mayor  Curley  could  not  succeed  himself, 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  could  only  hold  office 
for  four  years,  and  then  would  have  to  retire  for 
a  four-year  period;  and  then  if  he  saw  fit  to  run 
for  re-election.  Xot  so  with  the  fellow  down- 
stairs He  was  allowed  to  run  for  re-election 
because,  as  I  claim,  of  the  bankers  and  Beacon 
Hill  Now,  if  it  is  coming  to  wdiere  the  bankers 
are  not  with  me,  all  well  and  good.  The  same  as 
the  C  I  O  Sidney  Hillman,  indorsement  before 
nomination  was  all  right,  but  he  would  like  to  get 
away  from  that  now,  and  he  can't.  One  gentle- 
man here  said  that  this  might  be  used  as  an 
indorsement  of  defeat  for  the  fellow  downstairs. 
I  don't  see  how  this  is  going  to  be  used  as  an 
indorsement  of  defeat.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
papers  about  it.  It  is  in  the  city  minutes,  and 
then  at  most,  in  the  City  Record,  but,  who  is 
going  to  sec  it?  The  only  ones,  I  guarantee,  that 
will  sec  it  will  be  the  ones  in  my  ward  where  I 
have  a  copy  made  and  sent  to  them.  They  will 
probably  be  the  only  ones  in  Boston  that  see 
what  took  place  here  today.  And,  of  course,  those 
who  read  the  City  Record,  may  see  it.  We  know 
we  only  get  000  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting.  I  have  asked  for  1,000,  but  we  cant 
get  them.  There  is  a  shortage  of  paper,  but 
there  is  no  shortage  of  postci-  to  '*<  lome  along  and 
see  Mayor  Tobin  in  the  'Gay  Nineties  ,  As 
Councilor  Chase  brought  out,  and  Councilor 
Hannon  well  brought  out,  it  is  a  good  order. 
Regardless  of  the  political  atmosphere  it  has 
caused  here  today,  it  is  still  a  good  order.  I  want 
to  tell  the  gentleman  from  Ward  13,  Toni  Hannon, 
that  the  report  that  came  over  from  the  Fin.  Com. 
stated  that  these  contractors  whom  they  named 
as  doing  work  in  the  years  1941,  1942  and  1943, 
and  who  have  failed  to  live  up  to  their  contracts, 
their  contracts  with  the  city,  after  accepting  pay- 
ment in  full  for  work  done,  these  contractors  are 
again  given  contracts— in  fact,  have  done  some 
-nets  already  this  year.  That  is  a  matter  of 
record  that  came  down  from  the  Fin.  torn.  And, 
of  course,  you  people  know  what  I  think  of  the 
Fin  Com.,  and  what  I  have  thought  of  it  for  the 
past  five  years.  It  is  a  body  that  should  be  dis- 
posed of.  There  shouldn't  be  any  Fin.  Com 
All  we  need  here  is  a  corrective  measure,  to  watch 
over  the  finances  of  the  city,  power  given  us  by  the 
Legislature  to  overrule  the   Mayors  veto.      1  hat 


is  what  we  need  here  in  the  City  Council.  When 
we  have  got  that  you  can  eventually  dispose  of 
the   Finance  Commission;   we   won't   need   them. 

I  hi  ii  money  has  been  wasted  year  in  and  year 
out  on  fake  reports,  just  to  keep  themselves  in 
the  new-  so  they  can  come  up  here  every  year 
and  get  that  $50,000  that  nearly  everybody  here 

agrees    is    waste.      They    wasted    thousands   on    the 

Elevated  investigation.  They  wasted  87.",, 000  on 
the  investigation  of  the  School  Committee.  And 
if  you  gentlemen  knew  what  I  know,  told  me  by 
one  of  the  members  here,  you  wouldn't  have 
voted  for  it.  One  of  the  members  admitted  it 
was  his  baby,  he  engineered  it;  it  was  his  brain 
child,  and  hi-  engineers  were  going  to  get  money 
for  the  investigation,  and  not  one  of  those  came 
from  the  city  of  Boston.

Coun.  RUSSO—  Mr.  President,  after  listening  to 
the  pro  and  eon  on  this  matter  here,  I  can't  help 
but  express  myself  in  so  far  as  my  vote  was  con- 
ii  i  n.d  on  the  $3,000,000,  and  I  am  not  sorry  for 
it.  because  I  believe  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
i  ouncil  that  voted  for  that  order,  as  it  was  mine, 
to  increase  to  $3,000,000  to  see  that  some  of  the 
Streets  in  the  various  wards  that  needed  repairing 
were  taken  care  of.      I  am  not  only  glad  I  voted  for 

i  he  $3,000,000  to  see  that  the  at ts  of  our  city  are 

improved,  but  I  would  be  very  glad  at  any  time  to 
vote  even  ten  times  as  much  as  that  if  we  could 
improve  the  City  of  Boston  so  far  as  the  homes 
an-  concerned.  I  have  been  fighting  for  five  years 
trying  to  get  the  Federal  Government  interested 
in  my  section,  to  give  us  a  housing  project.  And  if 
i  hei  e  is  any  section  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  needs 
it,  it  is  out  in  the  three  sections  of  my  district. 
And  still  they  haven't  received  any  money  from 
the  Federal  Government  in  order  to  improve  thin 
homes  and  make  them  suitable  to  live  in.  We  see, 
day  in  and  day  out,  people  who  are  leaving  the 
City  of  Boston  and  going  to  live  in  the  suburbs  of 
the  city.  And  we  find  that  properties  are  being 
left  for  taxes.  How  are  we  going  to  carry  on  unless 
we  do  something  to  improve  the  streets  and  our 
homes?  So  I,  for  one,  can  only  say  this  to  the 
commissioner,  that  I  hope  he  takes  care  of  some 
of  my  streets  in  my  section  that  need  fixing.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  this  particular  order  has  been 
used"  as  a  political  football.  I,  for  one,  am  in 
i.  cord  with  the  others  who  have  preceded  me,  that 
I  don't  believe  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  5  (Coun.  Bayley)  to  bring  this 
oidcr  before  us  to  be  used  as  a  political  football, 
and  it  seems  that  every  time  some  one  of  us  at  one 
time  or  another  presents  an  order  in  good  faith, 
some  one  is  trying  to  impugn  the  motive  of  that 
particular  councilor.  Is  it  because  there  is  a 
political  campaign  going  on?  Do  we  forget  the 
past.'  To  mv  knowledge,  in  the  five  years  I  have 
been  in  this  Council  we  have  presented  orders  week 
in  and  week  out.  We  have  had  the  pro  and  con, 
and  I  don't  see  any  reason  why  anyone  should 
be  alarmed  at  a  simple  order  which  merely  states 
the  facts.  And  if  they  are  true,  then  I  am  in  full 
accord.  I  don't  want  to  see  any  contractor  receive 
any  contract,  or  any  additional  contract,  ii  he  has 
not  fulfilled  the  previous  one.  I  owe  no  contractor 
anything;  neither  does  any  contractor  owe  me 
anything.  But  if  that  is  true,  Mr.  President,  I 
believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  bring  it 
before  the  proper  authorities,  which  are  the  Mayor 
and  the  Public  Works  Commissioner, — that  if  any 
contract  has  been  given  out,  the  contractors  wdio 
have  not  fulfilled  their  agreements  are  not  entitled 
to  receive  any  other  contracts.  So  I  see  no  harm  in 
so  far  as  this  order  is  concerned.  I  am  in  full 
accord  with  this  order,  and  if  it  is  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  let  it  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  have  the  Public  V\  oiks 
Commissioner  come  there  and  explain  to  us  that 
whole  matter.  If  there  is  any  contractor  who  has 
received  any  additional  contract  that  didn't  fulfill 
the  last  one,  then  I  say  that  something  should  be 
done. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  wish  to  commend  the  pre- 
vious speaker  on  his  excellent  presentation  of  the 
matter.  I  wish  to  say,  in  my  opening  statement 
I  did  not  mean  to  impugn  in  any  way  members  of 
the  Council  who  voted  for  the  $3,000,000.  I  can 
well  understand  their  position,  and  I  might  say 
when  the  time  comes  .and  materials  are  available 
I  shall  be  glad  to  vote  money  so  that  the  streets 
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of  Boston  can  be  put  in  shape.  But  I  did  feel, 
during  the  course  of  this  year,  that  only  SI, 000,000 
could  he  spent,  owing  to  conditions  as  they  are 
now,  taking  the  word  of  the  excellent  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works,  George  Hyland.  1  am 
fully  in  accord  with  referring  it  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  to  have  a  full  and  complete  investi- 
gation on  its  merits,  and  not  make  it  a  political 
football. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 


PLAY    AREA,     MAVERICK    AND    FRANK- 
FORT  STREETS. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  have  the  vacant  lot  at  the  corner  of  Maverick  and 
Frankfort  streets,  East  Boston  (ahout  No.  197 
Maverick  street),  now  in  the  care  and  custody  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Foreclosed  Real  Estate, 
transferred  to  the  Park  Department  to  be  de- 
veloped by  said  department  into  a  play  area  for 
the  children  of  that  district. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  on  this  order 
I  ask  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  take  steps  to  trans- 
fer this  piece  of  property  not  by  the  Real  Estate 
Division  of  the  City  of  Boston,  but  transfer  it  to 
the  Park  Department,  so  that  a  playground  may 
be  made  for  the  children  of  that  area.  I  might 
state  that  if  the  Mayor  does  not  see  fit  to  do  this, 
he  can  ask  the  George  White  Fund  to  come  in  and 
spend  a  sum  of  money  to  fix  this  lot  up.  It  is  quite 
a  large  lot  and  it  could  be  made  into  a  play  area. 
Or,  he  might  go  further  and  ask  the  Hayden 
Foundation  if  they  wouldn't  step  in  and  make  a 
play  area  for  the  girls  and  boys  of  this  section. 
This  section  is  one  of  the  most  congested,  I  might 
say,  in  the  entire  United  States.  We  have  a  draft 
board  that  takes  in  this  area,  and  that  is  the  biggest 
draft  board,  by  far,  in  the  United  States,  and  more 
young  men  and  women  have  gone  into  the  service 
from  this  particular  district  than  from  any  other 
section  throughout  the  country.  I  ask  that  the 
Mayor,  and  I  ask  it  in  all  good  faith,  will  not  take 
this  order  and  lay  it  aside  or  throw  it  in  the  waste 
basket.  I  ask  him,  in  all  sincerity,  and  not  for 
political  reasons,  to  give  us  a  play  area  in  this 
section.  The  last  census  that  was  taken  in  1940, 
the  fellow  that  took  that  census,  or  the  fellow  that 
was  in  charge  of  the  work  of  taking  the  census, 
told  me  that  there  were  more  children  in, this  dis- 
trict than  in  any  other  section  of  the  entire  City 
of  Boston.  So  I  think  it  would  be  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Mayor  and  those  in  the  Real  Estate  Division 
or  the  Park  Division  or,  as  I  said,  if  the  Mayor 
sees  fit  to  have  the  George  Robert  White  Fund 
appropriate  some  money  to  make  it  a  play  area. 
or  have  the  Hayden  Foundation  take  oyer  and 
make  a  play  area.  But  I  do  ask  it  in  all  sincerity. 
We  have  done  our  part,  and  I  am  reasonably  cer- 
tain now  it  remains  for  the  Mayor  to  do  his  part. 
I  ask  for  suspension  of  the  rule  and  passage  of  the 
order.

EAST   BOSTON    RELIEF   STATION. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  reopen  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station 
on  a  twenty-four-hour-a-day  basis. 

Coun.  COFFEY — There  is  no  need  of  going  into 
this.  I  introduce  about  twenty  of  these  every 
year,  for  the  opening  of  the  relief  hospital  twenty- 
four  hours  a  day.  But  I  do  want  to  get  this  in.  I 
think  the  Mayor  was  very  remiss  when  during  the 
hurricane,  he  ordered  all  the  White  Fund  buildings 
to  remain  open  in  the  emergency,  and  he  didn't 
have  the  foresight  to  see  that  the  East  Boston 
Relief  Station  rempin  open  that  night. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following:

PAYMENT    FOR    OVERTIME    WORK. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  tin'  Mayor  be  requested 
t"  instruct  all  his  department  head.--  to  make  pro- 
visions for  the  payment  of  all  city  employees  for 
Ovei  time  work. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  am  probably  not  the  first 
one  to  introduce  this  order  here,  and  I  probably 
won't  be  the  last,  but  I  think  that  overtimi 
should  be  available  to  city  employees.  I  have 
had  one  city  employee  tell  me  that  he  had  worked 
for  two  years  a  period  of  ten  hours  a  day  for  two 
solid  years.  That  man  had  so  much  time  off 
coming  to  him  that  he  had  lost  all  track  of  it. 
It  is  impossible,  we  know,  to  give  that  man  the 
time  off  that  is  due  him.  That  is  only  one  cum-. 
We  know  that  there  are  hundreds  of  other  cases 
where  city  employees  are  called  on, — in  the  sewer 
department,  the  sanitary  department,  the  street 
department,  and  others, — where  these  men  are 
called  on  to  work  extra  hours  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency,  in  the  event  of  a  shortage  of  help 
which  we  have  had  in  the  past  three  years.  I  ask 
the  Mayor  in  all  sincerity,  and  leaving  politics 
out,  that  he  do  something  about  paying  these 
men  at  time  and  a  half  for  their  overtime.  They 
are  deserving  of  it.  Mayor  Nichols  paid  it  for 
four  long  years  while  he  was  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  I  heard  Commissioner  Lupien  tell 
the  Mayor  over  the  radio  speaker  system  on  the 
second  floor,  in  the  presence  of  another  councilor, 
that  if  he  couldn't  get  the  help,  to  let  his  men 
work  overtime,  and  he  would  agree  they  should 
be  paid  overtime  for  work  performed.  Now,  it  is 
up  to  the  Mayor  and  nobody  else.  These  men 
are  working  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  hours  a  day. 
The  other  night  city  employees  were  called  over 
and  had  to  work  all  night  to  find  a  leak  on  my 
street,  and  then  had  to  work  all  the  next  day. 
They  are  just  getting  a  regular  day's  pay,  and  are 
supposed  to  get  time  off  in  the  future  for  work 
performed.  We  know  that  it  is  practically  impos- 
sible to  give  them  extra  time.  The  tunnel  guards 
have  the  same  thing.  If  the  other  man  doesn't 
show  up,  two  men  go  in  and  split  up  his  shift. 
They  are  supposed  to  get  time  off,  but  because, 
of  the  shortage,  they  can't  get  the  time  off.  I  ask 
that  the  Mayor  make  arrangements  with  all 
department  heads  in  the  future  that  every  city 
employee  that  works  overtime  shall  be  paid  extra 
time. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  think  that  is  a  very  good 
order,  because  I  have  come  in  close  contact  with 
the  results  of  running  up  accumulated  time. 
I  had  a  bridge  tender  in  Charlestown  »;ho  died  a 
few  months  ago,  and  after  he  died  his  sister  came 
to  me  and  said  he  had  put  in  fifteen  days  over- 
time, for  which  the  family  would  appreciate  very 
much  his  per  day  rate.  I  came  in  and  saw  the 
City  Auditor  and  was  informed  that  when  a  man 
accumulated  overtime  and  he  died,  never  having 
been  given  time  off,  the  time  dies  with  him.  As  a 
result  I  filed  the  order  which  caused  Councilor 
Coffey  to  say  that  it  must  have  been  filed  before, 
asking  that  the  Mayor  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  the  City  Auditor  find  some  means 
by  which  the  city  would  liquidate  its  obligations 
to  its  own  employees.  I  think  when  the  city  fails 
to  do  this — and  I  would  say  this  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, no  matter  who  the  Mayor — I  think 
it  is  an  indication  of  "welshing"  on  the  part  of 
the  city.  I  don't  believe  that  a  man  who  has 
l>ii!  time  in  should  be  put  in  a  position  where  he 
lannot  h;  paid  his  timi  for  it.  I  think  it  is  a  very 
good  order.

FORMATION     OF     POLICE     ARBITRATION 

COMMITTEE. 

Coun.  HANLEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  take  initial 
Steps  in  instituting  constructive  plans  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Police  Arbitration  Committee,  composed 
of  personnel  duly  elected  by  their  own  members. 
for  the  purpose  of  collaborating  with  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Police 
Commissioner  in  discussing  an  equitable  living 
wage,  hours  of  labor,  and  conditions  of  labor. 

Coun.     HANLEY — Mr.     President,     this     past 
week,    according    to    newspaper    accounts,    corre- 
spondence   has    been    transmitted    to    the    Police 
Commissioner    from    Mr.    Ward,    asking,    in    sub- 
stance, that  the  men  attached  to  the  Police  De- 
partment    have     the     right     to     join     a     union. 
Answering    that    communication    Police    Commis- 
sioner   Sullivan    utilized    the    correspondence    of 
Commissioner  Curtis,  I  believe,  and  Commissioner 
O'Meara,  and  that  was  written  about  twenty-five 
years    ago.     During     that    time     many    changes 
have  come  in.  in  the  substance  of  labor.     We  have 
had   a    labor    Relations   Act   passed    by   Congress 
and    upheld    by    the    United    States    Constitution 
in     the     interpretation     of     the     Supreme     Court, 
It    is   man's   inalienable   right   to   work,   and   it  is 
man's    inalienable    right    to    obtain    a    just    and 
living   wage.     Whether   he  is  in   private  employ- 
ment   or   in   public   employment,   that    right   does 
not  change.     They  always  bring  up  the  bugaboo 
of  the  police  strike  of  1919,  and  I  believe  that  if 
the  commissioner  at  that  time,   Curtis  by  name, 
had    sat    down    with    the    representatives    of    the 
Police    Department,     that    that    smirch     of    the 
strike   would   never   have  come  across  the  annals 
of  Boston's  history.     And  it  was  because  he  was 
arrogant    and    supercilious    that    he    would    not 
sit   down   with  the   common   men.   known   as   the 
Police    Department.     And    today    we    have    dis- 
sension,  whether   we  like   to   admit  it  or   not,   in 
the  Police  Department  of  Boston,  and  there  is  only 
one  way  for  them  to  procure  those  things  which 
they  are  entitled  to,  and  that  is  by  an  arbitration 
committee.     They    can    shelve    if    and    they    can 
pigeonhole    it,    but    sometime,    somewhere,    that 
cancerous   growth    will   force   the   Police    Depart- 
ment    into    another    strike.     Whether    they    are 
union    or    non-union    the    principle    involved    is 
this:  They    are    not    receiving    an    equitable    or 
just    wage.     They    are    not    allowed    to    accept 
another  job,  even  if  there  is  a  manpower  shortage, 
They   are    not    paid   sometimes,    or    most    of    the 
time,   for  extra   work,   and  yet  their  lives  are  in 
danger   every    minute    and    every    hour,    whether 
they   are   in   uniform    or   out   of   uniform.     Now, 
Commissioner    Sullivan     was     appointed     by     his 
Excellency    the    Governor    and    as    such,    he    has 
certain    prerogatives    according    to    the    statutes 
of    our    great    Commonwealth.     It    is    not    only 
his  right,  but  it  is  his  duty,  to  eradicate  or  mitigate 
any   abuses   that   may   jeopardize   the   welfare   of 
our   people,    and   the   greatest   protection   for   the 
welfare  of  our  people  today  is  the  Boston  Police 
Department.     He    cannot    answer    the    principle 
by    resurrecting     any     correspondence     of     Com- 
missioner   O'Meara    or    Commissioner    Curtis,    or 
any  other   person.     He  must  sit   down   with   the 
facts,  and  the  facts  are  glaring  in  our  face.     The 
Boston    Police    Department    is    underpaid    and   it 
is  his  duty,  in  collaboration  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor    and    his    Excellency    the    Governor,    and 
the     Governor's     committee,     or     an    arbitration 
committee,  appointed  or  elected  by  the  personnel 
of    the    Boston    Police    Department,    to    mitigate 
these   abuses.     Now   is   the    time,    not   when  this 
war  is  over,  when  thievery  and  treachery  and  all 
those   things   whish   go   with   post-war   times   will 


be  rampant.  I  remember  the  police  strike  of 
1919.  I  was  only  a  boy,  but  I  know  that  two 
or  three  men  were  killed  in  my  ward  by  the  so- 
called  "mudguards,"  or  the  State  Guard, — if 
you  may  use  the  vernacular.  The  Boston  Police 
Department  should  obtain  a  just  and  living 
wage.  Whither  they  have  a  right  to  join  a 
union  outside  their  corporate  limits — that  may 
be  true,  but  they  have  a  right  to  join  an  organiza- 
tion of  their  own  making  and  bring  to  fruition 
those  things  that  they  are  entitled  to.  I  ask 
suspension  of  tin-  rule  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.    COFFEY— Mr.    President,    I    want    to 
congratulate    the   gentleman   for   introducing   this 
order.     We  might  take  as  an  example  the  great 
city  of  New  York,  and  if  I  am  mistaken   I   hope 
somebody   will    correct   me.     They   tell   me   that 
their    police   officers   receive   $60   a   week,    and   if 
a  police  officer  takes  an  apple  that  doesn't  belong 
to   him   he  is   fired.     He    pays   for   everything   he 
gets      And   that   is   what   the   Police   Department 
wants.     They    want    a    living    salary,    and    they 
won't  take  anything  but   what  they   pay  for.     I 
have   talked    to    several    policemen    in    the    past, 
few  months,  and   I  have  been  informed  by  them 
that    their    average    week's    pay    is    $36;    that    is 
what    they    take    home.       Some    of    them    have 
children    working — not     many,     but.   some — that 
receive  a  salary  of  $80  a  week,  even  though  the 
child  may  be  only  eighteen  or  nineteen  or  twenty 
years    of    age, — working    in  the  shipyards.     They 
receive  twice  the  salary  that  their  father  receives. 
One  officer  told  me  it  was  kind  of  hard  keeping 
his  boy  under  control,  he  being  a  defender  ol  law 
and    order    in    uniform    and    knowing    the    salary 
his    boy   received    was   twice   the   salary   that    he 
received.     I  know  that  since  the  beginning  of  the 
war  hundreds  of  policemen  have  retired  and  have 
taken    half-pay    pensions.       They    were    glad    to 
get  out  because  they  couldn't  live  on  the  salary 
that  the  department  was  paying  them.     Hundreds 
are  going  out  before  the  first  of  January,    1945, 
I  know  at  least  a  dozen  who  will  retired  in  my 
town  whose  twenty  years  will  be  out  before  the 
first  of  January,  and  they  can't  get  out  fast  enough. 
Even  some  that  could  get  a  three-quarter  pension 
are  glad  to  take  a  half-pension  and  get  out  and 
get  another  job.     But  I  say,  for  one,  if  the  Police 
Commissioner   will    not   allow   the   Boston   Police 
Department  to  form  a  union,  it  is  his  duty  to  see 
that  they  get  a  decent  living  wage,   and  I  mean 
by  that  that  after   the   withholding  tax   and   the 
others  taxes  are  taken  out,  all  those  things  taken 
out  of  their  income,  they  should  at  least  be  given 
$50  a  week.     As  I  said  in  my  opening  remarks,  if 
they  take  an  apple  and  don't  pay  for  it,  fire  them. 
And    the    officers    themselves    have    agreed    with 
me    that    that    is    what   they    want.     They    want 
to     hold     their     heads     up.       They    don't     want 
to    have    to    go    after    anything    from    anybody. 
They    want    a   decent   living   salary.     The    police 
want  to  be  on  the  job  and  do  a  good  day's  work, 
but    they    are    just    like    you    and    I, — if    we    are 
getting$    30     a     week     and    think    that    we    are 
entitled    to    more,     we    will    do    less    work.       If 
we    get    $50    a    week    we    will    spruce    up    and 
do    a    real    job.       That    goes    for    any    depart- 
ment  in   the   entire    city.     Give    them    a    decent 
living  wage,  and  they  will  do  a  decent  day's  work. 
As   Councilor   Hanley   has   well   brought   out,    we 
need   the   Police   Department,    and   we   are   going 
to  need  it  more  and  more  as  time  goes  on.     And 
you   will   have   less   delinquency   as   soon   as   you 
give   police   officers   a   decent   week's   pay   and   as 
soon  as  they  can  walk  the  streets  and  hold  their 
heads  up  and  say  "no"   to  anybody,   no  matter 
what  they  want. 

Coun.  CAREY — I,  too,  want  to  congratulate 
the  councilor  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanley) 
for  introducing  his  order,  but  I  am  one  of  those 
sick  and  tired  of  hearing  orders  introduced  here 
of  great  merit,  only  to  feel — and  see,  apparently — 
that  they  find  a  place  in  the  waste  basket.  I  have 
introduced  orders  asking  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment be  given  more  pay  and  that  the  firemen  be 
given  more  pay.  Other  councilors — Councilor 
Hannon  is  one  that  I  recall — and  other  members 
of  the  Council  have  asked  that  this  thing  be  done, 
but  nothing  is  being  done  about  it.  Shortly  after 
Police  Commissioner  Sullivan  took  office  I  visited 
his  office  and  talked  with  him  regarding  the 
matter  of  more  pay  for  the  Police  Department. 
I  know  that  he  feels  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment are  underpaid.  Of  course,  they  are  under- 
paid, but  when  is  something  going  to  be  done 
about  it?     Now,  it  is  all  well  and  good  for  Coun- 
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cilor  Hanley  to  introduce  an  order  asking  the 
some  committee  be  appointed.  The  question  is 
will  that  committee  ever  he  appointed?  I  would 
like  to  see  something  concrete  done  without 
further  delay,  and  I  therefore  am  going  to  ask 
that  this  order  he  sent  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Let  us  notify  Commissioner  Sullivan 
and  have  him  down  here  next  Monday.  Let 
us  get  down  to  business  on  this  matter.  '  Words 
that  we  utter  here  don't  amount  to  a  thing 
Sometimes  they  are  spoken  for  publicity  in  the 
newspaper.  Speaking  of  newspapers,  I  don't 
think  there  is  a  newspaper  in  the  City  of  Boston 
that  has  not  on  more  than  one  occasion  asked 
that  the  Boston  policemen  and  firemen  be  given 
more  pay,  but  yet  their  request  and  the  pressure  the 
members  of  this  Council  have  tried  to  bring  about 
and  all  the  other  pressure,  has  not  accomplished 
anything.  Let  us  get  down  to  business.  Let  us 
talk  with  Commissioner  Sullivan  ourselves  at 
City  Hall.  Let  us  extend  an  invitation  to  the 
Mayor  to  join  with  us  in  that  conversation. 
Let,  us  do  something  about  it.  I,  for  one,  am  sick 
and  tired  of  hearing  this  matter  dragged  out  of  the 
closet  every  now  and  then.  I  think  the  policemen 
and  the  citizens  of  Boston  think  we  are  only  kid- 
ding. I  am  not  kidding.  I  know  these  police- 
men are  fathers  of  large  families.  They  have 
a  large  deduction  made  each  week  for  benefits 
and  what  not.  The  amount,  that  they  take  home 
is  shameful  when  you  compare  it  with  the  cost  of 
living  now  and  that  in  vogue  a  few  years  ago. 
Something  has  to  be  done  to  better  the  morale 
and  to  make  and  keep  what  we  know  to  be  the 
finest  Police  Force  in  the  United  States.  Let  us 
do  something  about  it  immediately.  Let  us 
hope  that  the  commissioner  will  come  here  and 
that  we  can  get  the  Mayor  to  join  us  and  do  some- 
thing about  this  matter. 

Coun.  HANNON— Just  briefly,  before  the  order 
is   referred   to  Executive,    I   wish   to   congratulate 
my  worthy  colleague  from  Ward  11  (Coun.  Hanlev) 
for   his   usual   good   judgment   in   presenting   this 
order,   and  likewise   the  gentlemen  from   Ward   1 
and  Ward  10  (Coun.  Coffey  and  Carey).     And  I 
think    that    about    twenty-two    members    of    the 
.   Boston  City  Council  agree  that  the  members  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  of  the  City  of  Boston 
are  underpaid.     But  as  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
10   has   stated,    we   introduce   these   orders    week 
after    week,    and    nothing    is    done    about    them. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  perhaps  it  would  be  better  if  we  kept  quiet, 
because  the  other  day  two  policewomen  came  in 
here  and  they   were  told  in   the  secrecy  of  some 
chamber  by  one  of  the  supposedly  more  influential 
members  of  the  Council  that  the  raise  was  going 
through,  it  was  going  to  be  O.  K'd  that  evening. 
Unfortunately,    that    is    the    word    that    has    been 
going   around   to    the   members   of   the   Fire   and 
Police    Departments   for   over   a    year.      They    are 
going   to   get  it.     They   are  going   to  get   it,   but 
they  are  getting  it  in  the  neck,   and  you  are  all 
suffering    because,    as    the   gentleman    from    East 
Boston  said,  you  give  them  $36  a  week  after  five 
years,   or   after   three   years.     Now,    what   do    we 
get?     Well,  we   have   got   a   shortage  of  officers. 
There  is  no  sense  in  kidding  ourselves.     We  are 
not  kidding  the  old-time  cop.     No  fellow  of  ability, 
no  fellow  of  education,  no  fellow  with  ambition  is 
throwing  up  a  good  job  to  work  as  a  policeman  or 
a   fireman,    and   take   his   life   in   his   hands,    and 
then,  after  three  years,  get  $36  a  week.     A  matter 
of  four  or  five  years  ago  we  were  getting  college 
graduates,  getting  fellows  through  school,  with  an 
education.     They   wanted   a   job;   they   figured  it 
would  be  a  good  job.     We  told  them  it  was  a  good 
job.     All  the  politicians  said  it  was  worth  $50  a 
week.     And    we    had    good,    capable    men.     We 
might  be  getting  the  same  nowadays,  but  I  don't 
think  so.     Fellows  are  not  going  to  come  in  and 
start  to  work  in  the  Police  Department  at  $1,800 — 
$30,   $33   or  $35   a   week — and   deductions   taken 
out   of    that,    when    they    can   go   down   to   Fore 
River  or  Hingham  and  get  $50  or  $60  a    week, 
and  get  that  right  away.     They  are  not  going  to 
come  in  and  work  for  us  for  three  years  in  order 
to  get  $36  a  week.     No.     And  you  know  it  is  a 
tough  job.     There  is  no  sense  kidding  ourselves. 
We  figure  they  get  this  or  that  for  nothing;  and 
maybe  they  do,  but  it  is  a  tough  job.     Every  time 
you  are  out  in  the  street  you  are  apt  to  be  shot  at, 
you   are   apt   to   be   knocked   down.      Any   time   a 
call  comes  in  either  to  the  police  or  fire  station, 
you  are  taking  your  life  in  your  hands,  and  if  we 
in  public  life  figure  that   the  risks  that  these  men 
in  uniform  take  are  worth  only  $30  a  week,  after 


years  of  service,  I  think  we  ought  to  hang  our 
heads  in  shame.  If  that  job  isn't  worth  $50  a 
week,  then  I  am  not  good  at  figures;  I  am  not 
good  at  computation.  And  compare  it  to  the 
jobs  of  laborers.  Even  a  laborer  nowaday-,  is 
making  more  money  than  a  cop  or  a  fireman,  and 
yet  there  is  no  risk  involved.  Why,  there  was  a 
fire  the  other  night  in  an  A.  &  P.  store  in  Dor- 
chester. It  was  apparently  a  harmless  little  fire, 
and  eighteen  firemen  were  carried  out  of  there, — 
eighteen  of  them.  You  read  in  the  papers  almost 
every  day  of  battles  and  riots,  when,  the  lives  of 
policemen  are  involved.  This  job  should  be  a 
good  job.  We  should  have  in  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  the  best  men  available,  the  best 
men  obtainable.  They  should  have  a  civil  service 
examination,  and  it  should  be  a  stiff  examination. 
But  you  can't  get  capable,  qualified  men,  men  of 
ability,  men  of  education,  unless  you  give  them  an 
appropriate  and  commensurate  salary.  Certainly 
they  are  underpaid,  and  certainly  the  councilor 
from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey)  has  the  right  idea. 
Let  us  not  be  technical.  Let  us  bring  the  men  in 
authority  before  us,  bring  them  up  here,  and  see 
if  we  can't  accomplish  something  for  the  men  in 
uniform. 

Coun.  CAREY — I  would  like,  if  possible,  to 
amend  the  order.  I  would  like  to  amend  the  order 
to  include  the  Fire  Department  also,  and  have  the 
Fire  Commissioner  here  next  week.

I  have  received  a  number  of  complaints  lately 
from  people  who  work  all  day  and  rind  it  extremely 
difficult  to  get  to  the  hospital  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
evening  and,  as  the  result  of  their  inability  to  get 
there  at  six  o'clock,  they  are  often  penalized  as 
much  as  twenty  minutes  in  the  matter  ot  a  halt 
hour  visit  with  some  dear  relative  or  friend.  So  I 
hope  that  on  further  persuasion  the  Hospital 
Trustees  will  see  fit  to  revise  the  visiting  time  in 
the  evening  from  6  to  6.30  to  a  new  hour  of  6  to  7.

NOYES  PLAYGROUND,  EAST  BOSTON. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Park  Commission  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  imme- 
diately put  in  proper  condition  the  Noyes  Play- 
ground, in  the  Orient  Heights  section  of  East 
Boston,  for  the  football  season. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Talking  on  this  order,  I  might 
start  out  by  saying  that  the  Noyes  Playground,  in 
East  Boston,  is  the  only  playground  we  have  left 
in  the  entire  district.  It  is  in  very  poor  condition, 
and  I  would  ask  this  of  the  Mayor  not  only  through 
orders,  but  because  of  one  day  last  April  when  he 
and  I  took  a  ride  around  the  district  to  look  over 
certain  sections  where  we  might  put  in  some  im- 
provements, we  stopped  at.  this  Noves  Playground 
and  the  Mayor  and  I  got  out  of  the  car  and  walked 
over  the  playground.  I  pointed  out  boulders  that 
were  sticking  up  from  the  earth.  I  showed  him 
three  sewers  right  in  the  center  ot  the  baseball  and 
football  fields.  I  asked  him  to  put  lights  and  a 
drinking  fountain,  and  so  forth,  in  there  and  he 
agreed  he  would.  Since  that  time  the  Mayor  must 
have  been  approached  by  some  thirty  to  fifty 
people  in  the  neighborhood,  begging  him  to  do 
something  about  this  playground.  One  young 
fellow  who  is  plaving  for  the  St.  Lazarus  team  got 
his  leg  broken.  That  was  yesterday.  The  players 
think  it  was  caused,  first,  by  his  stepping  on  the 
hard  part  of  the  surface  and  slippine;  whereas,  if  he 
had  been  able  to  hold  his  feet  and  if  the  ground  had 
been  in  good  condition  the  accident  would  never 
have  taken  place.  Incidentally,  while  I  am  talking 
about  this  accident  I  would  like  to  get  this  in.  His 
leg  was  not  completely  broken;  it  was  a  shattered 
break,  and  the  boy  suffered  extremely  while  waiting 
for  the  ambulance.  He  had  to  wait  twenty 
minutes,  as  there  was  not  one  available,  as  the 
Relief  Station  was  closed  yesterday.  Finally  a 
patrol  wagon  came  up.  The  police  officers  not 
being  instructed  in  first  aid,  the  boy  suffered  while 
being  put  on  the  stretcher  and  put  into  the  patrol 
wagon.  He  was  taken  through  the  tunnel  and  the 
patrol  wagon  ran  out  of  gas  in  the  tunnel,  and  the 
boy  lay  there  suffering  until  a  patrol  wagon  came 
from  another  division  and  they  transferred  him 
from  one  to  the  other  to  take  him  over  to  the  City 
Hospital.  There  was  a  delay  of  over  on  hour 
which,  of  course,  would  be  impossible  if  the  East 
Boston  Relief  Station  had  been  open.  I  had  a 
group  of  over  seventy-five  boys  meet  with  me. 
The  leader  of  this  group  had  been  begging  for  the 
last  four  or  five  months  to  have  that,  playground 
fixed.  They  have  about  twenty  teams,  and  they 
all  have  to  take  turns  playing  football.  They  have 
two  "measly"  showers  in  the  club  house,  and  it 
forty  or  fifty  boys  want  to  take  a  shower  after  the 
game  they  have  to  take  turns.  I  am  putting  it 
right  up  to  the  Mayor,  the  same  as  these  boys  put 
it  up  to  me  last  night.  If  something  is  not  done 
about  fixing  this  playground — and  I  am  saying  they 
are  going  pretty  far  over  there  when  one  pastor 
who  has  never  uttered  one  word  about  politics  in 
the  district  came  out  publicly  and  condemned 
the  administration  for  not  doing  anything  about 
this  playground.  We  have  one  playground  to 
satisfy  some  70,000  people,  and  I  think  it  is  high 
time  that  the  Mayor  took  some  of  that  money  that 
has  been  lying  idle — especially  the  $25,000  we 
appropriated  for  playground  equipment,  and  so 
forth.  He  hasn't  seen  fit  to  spend  one  penny  of 
that,  this  year.     I  think  it  is  about  time  he  did 


something  for  the  playground.  Now,  everybody 
in  that  whole  section  lias  lo  use  that  playground, 
and  these  hoys  last  night  were  not  "kidding"  01 
fooling.  Thev  made  the  statement  that,  if  neces- 
sary, 500  or  600  of  them  will  march  on  City  Hall 
and  demand  the  Mayor  do  something  about,  at 
least,  this  one  playground  that  we  have  left  over 
there.  Every  other  playground  is  taken  awav 
from  us.  either  to  build  a  school  on  the  playground 
or  by  giving  it  to  the  aviation  clique  that  have 
come  over  there  and.  no  doubt,  are  going  to  steal 
\iiurena  Park  and  Wood  Island  Park,  As  I  say, 
we  have  only  one  playground  available,  and  I  have 
been  up  here  for  five  years  asking  the  Mayor  for 
playground  areas  in  East  Boston.  It  has  reached 
the  stage  where  even  priests  at  the  alter  condemn 
this  administration  for  not  doing  anything  about 
playgrounds  and  play  areas  tor  the  children. 
There  are  about  20,000  over  there.  God  knows 
thev  have  to  go  somewhere  to  play.  If  thev  play 
on  the  streets  the  police  stop  them,  and  mothers  go 
out  to  the  cruising  car  and  tell  the  police  they  have 
to  plav  somewhere.  There  isn't  a  decent  play- 
ground in  the  entire  district.  So  I  say,  in  closing, 
it  is  up  to  the  Mayor  himself  to  take  some  action 
anil  put  that,  playground  in  condition  so  it  can  be 
used  for  Saturday  and  Sunday  games  that  will  take 
place  there  during  the  football  season.

That  an  initiative  petition  for  a  constitutional 

amendment  or  a  law  shall  first  be  signed  by  ten 
qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth  and  shall 
be  submitted  tc,  the  Attorney  General  not  later 
than  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  August  before 
the  assembling  of  the  General  Court  into  winch 
it  is  to  be  introduced.  It  may  be  filed  with  tin- 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  if  the  Attorne] 
General  shall  certify  that  the  measure  and  it- 
title  are  in  proper  form  and  that  it  is  not,  affirma- 
tively or  negatively,  substantially  the  same  as 
an]  measure  which  has  been  qualified  for  sub- 
mission or  submitted  to  the  people  at  either  of 
the  two  preceding  biennial  state  elections,  and 
that  it  contains  only  subjects  not  excluded  from 
the  popular  initiative  and  which  are  related  or 
which  are  mutually  dependent. 

The  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of 
subsequent  signers.  He  shall  print  at  the  top 
of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  summary  of  the 
proposed  measure,  as  determined  by  the  Attorney 
General  as  it  will  appear  upon  the  ballot,  together 
with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  first  ten 
signers.

Proposed    Amendment    to    the    Constitution. 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  pro- 
vide that  the  General  Court  may  prescribe  the 
terms  and  conditions  under  which  pardons  of 
offences  which  are  felonies  may  be  granted  which 
is  further  described  as  follows: — 

This  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  Massachusetts  annuls  Article  VIII  of  section  1 
of  chapter  II  of  Part  the  Second  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, which  vested  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  Council,  with  the  full  and  unre- 
stricted power  of  pardoning  offences  of  which  a 
person  is  convicted,  except  such  as  persons  may  be 
convicted  of  before  the  Senate  by  an  impeachment 
of  the  House,  and  adopts  a  new  Article  VIII  in 
place  thereof. 

This  new  Article  VIII  vests  the  pardoning  power 
in  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council,  but  provides  further  that  if  the  offence 
to  be  pardoned  is  a  felony  the  Legislature  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  a  pardon  may  be  granted. 

The  new  Article  VIII  contains  the  same  provi- 
sion as  the  old  with  relation  to  the  ineffectiveness  of 
pardons  granted  before  a  conviction, — 
which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two 
branches  held  July  S,  1941,  received  199  votes  in  the 
affirmative  and  1  in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint 
session  of  the  two  branches  held  May  12,  1943,  re- 
ceived 198  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  0  in  the  negative.

Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  restoring 
Annual  Sessions  of  the  General  Court  and  an 
Annual  Budget  which  is  further  described  as 
follows: — 

This  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massa- 
chusetts annuls  Article  LXXII  of  the  Amend- 
ments which  provided  for  biennial  sessions  of  the 
Legislature  and  a  biennial  budget,  and  makes 
effective  those  earlier  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  its  Amendments  which  were  annulled  or 
affected  by  said  Article  LXXII, — 
which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two 
branches  held  July  8,  1941,  received  172  votes  in  the 
affirmative  and  38  in  the  negative,  and  in  joint  session 
of  the  tuo  branches  held  Mag  I  i,  (943,  received  188 
votes  in  the  affirmative  and  S  .'  in  the  negative, 
— be  approved? 


Question  No.  4. 

Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

'Shall  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  pro- 
viding for  Absent  Voting  by  Qualified  Voters  who 
by  Reason  of  Physical  Disability  are  unable  to  vote 
in  Person  which  is  further  described  as  follows: 

This  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massa- 
chusetts annuls  Article  XLV  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  which  related  to  absentee  voting 
and  adopts  in  its  place  a  new  Article  XLV  which 
authorizes  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  voting,  in 
the  choice  of  any  officer  to  be  elected  or  upon  any 
question  submitted  at  an  election,  by  qualified 
voters  of  the  Commonwealth  who  at  the  time  of 
such  an  election  are  absent  from  the  city  or  town 
of  which  they  arc  inhabitants  or  are  unable  by 
reason  of  physical  disability  to  cast  their  votes  in 
person, — 

which  proposed  amendment  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two 
branches  held  July  8,  1941,  received  171  votes  in  the

Shall  a  law  described  as  follows: — This  law 
amends  chapter  271  of  the  General  Laws  by  striking 
out  section  22A,  as  previously  amended,  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  a  new  section  22A,  which 
provides  that  conducting  or  promoting  a  game  of 
whist  or  bridge  in  connection  with  which  prizes 
are  offered  to  be  won  by  chance,  or  allowing  such 
a  game  to  be  conducted  or  promoted,  shall  not 
authorize  the  prosecution,  arrest  or  conviction  of 
any  person  for  such  acts  under  chapter  271  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  deals  with  crimes  against 
public  policy,  if  the  entire  proceeds  of  the  charges 
for  admission  to  such  game  are  donated  solely  to 
charitable,  civic,  educational,  fraternal  or  religious 
purposes.

^  Gentlemen, — In    December,    1913,    tin-    Finance 
Corn  mission  decided  that  the  time  was  appropi  iate 
to  initiate  a  general  survey  of  public  education  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  objective  being  to  determine 
what  steps  might  be  taken  to  improve  the  adminis- 
trative and  educational  organization  and  methods 
and  to  discover  any  possibilities  of  savings  which 
might    exist.      Accordingly,    the    Commission    re- 
quested of  you  a  special  appropriation  of  $75,000 
for  this  purpose,  which  was  provided  in  January, 
1944. 

On  February  4,  1944,  the  Commission  executed 
a  contract  with  George  D.  Strayer  of  New  York 
City  for  a  general  survey.  This  survey  was  begun 
on  March  1.  The  complete  report  prepared  l>\ 
Doctor  Strayer  and  his  professional  assistants  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission.  It  consists 
of  more  than  1,700  mimeographed  pages,  divided 
into  four  major  topics: 

1.  General  Administration. 

2.  Business  Administration. 

3.  The  Program  of  Education. 

4.  Financing  the  Schools. 

These  topics  are  discussed  in  eight  volumes. 
Because  of  the  size  of  each  section,  and  in  order 
that  the  whole  work  may  reach  the  officials  of  the 
city  and  the  people  in  a  convenient  form,  a  digest 
of  each  section  has  been  prepared  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Doctor  Strayer.  The  Commission  plans  to 
transmit  the  professional  report  to  you  and  to  the 
school  authorities  seriatim.  The  first  section, 
therefore,  dealing  with  General  Administration  is 
submitted  herewith.

PROTECTION  OF  RACIAL  AND  RELI- 
GIOUS GROUPS  IN  PEACE  CONFER- 
ENCES. 

Coun.    HANLEY    offered    the    following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
memorialize  itself  in  favor  of  extending  an 
invitation  to  the  titular  heads  of  the  Christian 
and  Jewish  faiths  to  be  present  and  partici- 
pate in  the  deliberations  of  peace  conferences, 
and  thus  protect  racial  or  religious  groups 
from  foreign  or  domestic  aggression  or  in- 
tolerance and  also  to  safeguard  the  pattern 
of  peace  from  injustice  and  hatred  and  there- 
by prevent  and  protect  this  generation  and 
future  generations  from  the  abysmal  and 
cataclysmic  depths  of  another  global  war;  and 
be   it   further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  resolu- 
tion be  forwarded  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee,  Thomas 
Connolly,  requesting  him  to  utilize  his  power- 
ful position  to  convey  the  above  to  the  proper 
governmental    officials    for    immediate   action. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution. 

Coun.  HANLEY— Mr.  President,  at  the 
present  time  throughout  the  world  we  have 
a  global  war.  We  find  the  young  men  of  our 
country  and  of  the  entire  world  being  offered 
up   upon   the   sacrificial   altar  of  the  god   Mars 


in  order  to  satiate  those  unscrupulous  men 
who  drove  our  country  into  the  abyss  of 
World  War  II.  We  are  witnessing  today 
conclaves  where  the  press  of  the  nation  is 
barred  and  certain  agreements  are  made  by 
unanimous  consent  and  presented  to  the 
ulent  of  the  Nation  in  such  a  way  that 
the  130  million  people  in  the  United  States 
of  America  are  puzzled  by  the  sleight  of 
hand.  No  war  was  ever  started  by  the  com- 
mon man.  The  wars  of  the  world  from  the 
beginning  of  time  up  to  and  including  the 
present  catastrophe  have  been  signed  and 
sealed  by  the  scratch  of  a  pen  by  men  who 
have  utilized  it  in  order  to  ingratiate  them- 
selves with  the  wealthy  of  the  world.  We 
are  witnessing  also  a  presidential  campaign 
which  is  more  important  than  the  election 
of  George  Washington  or  Abraham  Lincoln. 
Because  of  my  circumstances  I  am  not  able 
to  lash  out  with  biting  and  stinging  words 
against  the  committments  by  both  the  Repub- 
lican and  the  Democratic  parties  whereby 
the  welfare  and  the  safety  of  the  world  is 
being  endangered.  If  I  were  free  from  the 
shackles  that  bind  me  I  would  lash  out  re- 
gardless of  partyism  or  political  suicide.  In 
the  last  war  we  had  the  so-called  idealist, 
Woodrow  Wilson,  the  twenty-eighth  President 
of  the  United  States,  who  abdicated  his  throne 
and,  disregarding  the  warnings  of  the  found- 
ing fathers  and  of  George  Washington,  al- 
lowed our  great  nation  to  be  engulfed  in  the 
cataclysm  of  the  never-ending  wars  of  Europe. 
Woodrow  Wilson,  whose  memory  is  kept  so 
reverently  by  the  so-called  scions  of  wealth 
from  Hollywood  and  Wall  Street  and  whose 
whole  life  is  being  portrayed  upon  the  screen 
in  order  to  foster  emotionalism,  so  that  when 
you  leave  the  theater  you  will  be  in  full  ac- 
cord with  the  so-called  great  idealist.  Wood- 
row  Wilson!  Woodrow  Wilson,  who  toured 
the  entire  forty-eight  states  with  the  slogan, 
"He  kept  us  out  of  war,"  and  on  Good  Fri- 
day of  1917,  in  a  message  to  Congress,  asked 
that  our  country  be  plunged  into  World  War 
I!  Woodrow  Wilson,  who  left  our  country 
and  traveled  three  thousand  miles  to  Europe, 
thus  setting  a  precedent  for  something  that 
no  President  ever  did  before.  When  he  sat 
down  at  the  conclave  there  was  present 
Clemenceau,  the  Tiger  of  France,  whose  mind 
was  as  diseased  as  his  syphilitic  hand,  a  man 
who  could  not  expose  his  hand  as  you  and  I 
because  he  needed  a  glove  to  cover  the  ugli- 
ness and  the  filth  and  the  dirt!  You  need  not 
take  my  word  but  go  to  any  theater  and  see 
Wilson  portrayed,  and  there  you  will  find  the 
dark  gloves  upon  the  hands  of  the  Tiger  of 
Fiance.  Woodrow  Wilson  the  idealist,  the 
man  with  his  head  in  the  clouds,  a  man  who 
was  elected  by  the  people  of  America  to  pro- 
tect American  interests,  and  who  made  com- 
mitments that  were  never  carried  out  by  the 
American  people  through  their  representatives 
in  Congress!  The  Treaty  of  Versailles  is  re- 
sponsible, and  solely  responsible,  for  World 
War  II.  The  Treaty  of  Versailles,  that  was 
signed  and  sealed,  catapulted  an  obscure 
paperhanger  by  the  name  of  Adolf  Hitler 
upon  a  pinnacle  of  the  greatest  spectacle  of 
the  kind  in  history,  plunging  humanity  into 
the  greatest  orgy  of  blood  that  the  world  has 
ever  seen.  Now  we  are  finding  the  same 
thing  again,  from  the  same  people,  whose 
love  for  Europe  and  whose  love  for  inter- 
nationalism outrank  their  love  for  our  own 
country.  We  are  witnessing  today  commit- 
ments that  will  bind  the  children  of  the 
present  generation,  who  will  be  utilized  as 
gun  fodder  as  their  fathers  are  at  the  present 
time  and  their  grandfathers  were  in  1917. 
Now  is  the  time  to  act,  not  when  this  war  has 
passed  into  the  annals  of  history,  because  we 
are  now  in  the  fight,  and  we  will  have  to 
begin  to  plan  for  the  future,  whether  it  ends 
today  or  is  continued  until  a  year  and  a  half 
from  today.  If  you  kill  Adolf  Hitler  or  Hiro- 
hito  or  Mussolini,  or  any  of  the  rest,  you  will 
not  stop  the  cause,  you  will  be  merely  mitigat- 
ing the  effect.  Woodrow  Wilson  was  asked 
at  the  peace  conclave  if  he  would  allow  the 
Pope  to   sit   in   at  the  conclave,   and   he  said. 
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"What  does  he  want  to  'butt'  in  for?"  There 
was  only  one  person,  Queen  Wilhelmina  of 
Holland,  who  would  vote  to  welcome  an 
envoy  of  the  reigning  Pope.  Now,  when  the 
countries  of  Europe  are  expecting  to  be  al- 
lowed the  freedoms  that  they  fought  for,  they 
are  slipping  deep  in  their  burrows,  the  vic- 
tims of  race  and  religion.  Great  Britain,  one 
of  the  most  diplomatic  countries  of  the  world, 
an  imperial  dynasty  that  was  built  upon  the 
claim  of  Divine  rule,  will  not  allow  Palestine 
to  be  opened  to  the  Jews  because  it  is  fear- 
ful of  repercussions.  And  yet  we  have  the 
idiocy  and  the  hypocritical  boldness  to  ask. 
Are  we  to  carry  out  the  Atlantic  Charter? 
Yet  Great  Britain  will  not  allow  Palestine 
to  be  opened  to  the  Jewish  people.  Unless  the 
titular  heads  of  the  Christian  and  the  Jewish 
faiths  sit  down  with  the  seculars,  whom  we 
call  politicians,  this  peace  treaty  will  be 
merely  a  figment  of  the  ideals  of  Wilson. 
We  all  know  where  he  is  at  the  present  time. 
Unless  the  people  of  our  country  rise  up 
from  their  lethargy  they  will  be  sowing  the 
seed  that  will  once  more  ensnare  and  in- 
veigle the  American  people.  Emotionalism, 
love  or  hate,  becomes  the  predominant  factor 
in  war.  In  peace,  the  casualty  lists  will  be 
known,  but  the  men  who  drove  us  into  this 
war,  Republican  and  Democratic,  will  be  here 
no  longer.  This  election  is  most  important. 
No  one  knows  how  important  the  election 
of  a  President  will  be.  We  are  listening  to 
the  jibes  and  to  the  eulogies  on  both  sides, 
and  it  takes  a  man  or  a  woman  of  good 
strength  of  character  and  of  mind  to  know 
who  is  "throwing  the  bull,"  if  I  may  use 
the  vernacular,  and  who  is  talking  sense. 
America  is  great,  it  has  been  great,  and  it 
will  always  be  great,  not  because  of  a 
Roosevelt  or  a  Wilson,  a  Jefferson,  a  Lincoln, 
or  a  Washington.  It  has  been  great  and 
will  continue  to  be  great  because  of  the  salt 
of  our  humanity  that  is  deposited  in  the 
forty-eight  states  of  our  great  Union.  I  hope 
that  the  election  this  year  will  be  carried 
through  by  the  American  people  and  not  by 
internationalists  who  would  utilize  a  man, 
a  regime  or  a  party  in  order  to  throw  us 
into  the  caldron  of  another  war.  I  ask  sus- 
pension of  the  rule,  Mr.  President,  and  the 
passage  of  the  resolution.  And  as  a  post- 
script I  would  like  to  bring  out  one  other 
thing.  When  Henry  Morgenthau,  Jr.,  was 
appointed  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  his  own 
father  said,  "Henry  could  not  even  take  care 
of  his  own  finances,  let  alone  those  of  the 
nation."  And  yet  he  had  the  hypocritical 
attitude  of  stating  that  he  would  bring  down 
Germany  to  the  level  of  an  agrarian  state. 
I  don't  know  what  books  he  has  ever  read, 
whether  he  is  acquainted  with  human  nature 
as  he  is  with  finance;  but  I  know  this,  that 
you  never  can  bring  a  nation  or  an  individual 
into  submission  without  raising  up  and  creat- 
ing a  lust  for  hate  and  for  killing  and  for 
stealing.  We  were  given  the  formula  which 
was  given  on  Mount  Sinai,  which  was  en- 
graved on  the  heart  of  man  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  which  will  last  until  the  consumma- 
tion of  the  world.  It  transcends  the  bound- 
aries of  geography,  of  race  and  religion.  The 
moral  law  is  there  for  people  to  read.  It  is 
recognized  by  every  man  within  striking  dis- 
tance of  my  voice,  and  you  can  tell  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Ten  Commandments  in  the 
pulsation  of  the  hearts  of  the  millions  in 
Africa  and  other  parts  of  the  world.  No 
logic  of  mine  and  no  words  of  mine  can  ever 
bring  out  the  potency  of  the  moral  law. 
It  is  inscribed  on  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
men  from  the  beginning  until  the  end  of  time. 
The  first  law  of  human  nature  is  self  preser- 
vation, and  no  force,  whether  as  an  Inter- 
national Police  Force,  League  of  Nations, 
or  through  some  provision  of  law,  can  ever 
make  a  nation  subservient  to  a  domineering 
nation.  That  is  the  history  of  humankind. 
It  has  been  written  in  blood  and  tears,  and 
the  politicians  of  today  would  do  well  if 
they  read  and  translated  from  the  Greek  and 
Latin  and  Syrian  languages  to  find  out  what 
happened    thousands    of    years    ago.      Hitler    is 


the  creature  of  the  Versailles  Treaty,  he  is 
the  spawn  of  the  Versailles  Treaty,  and  Hitler, 
whether  he  is  known  by  another  name  or 
not,  will  never  be  destroyed  unless  justice 
and    charity    hands    justice    to    the    people. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of    the    rule.

OF    LIQUOR    LICENSE    HEARINGS. 

Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Licensing  Board 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  notify  the  city  councilors  and  pastors  of 
the  various  churches  whenever  a  hearing  is 
to  be  held  on  an  application  for  a  liquor 
license  in  or  an  application  for  a  transfer  of 
a   liquor   license   to   their  respective   districts. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  the  Bos- 
ton Licensing  Board  seems  to  take  it  upon 
itself  to  do  as  it  pleases  about  notifying  people. 
When  they  want  to  notify  a  man  holding 
public  office  in  a  certain  district  they  so 
notify  him,  but  they  take  it  upon  themselves 
to  decide  as  to  whether  they  will  notify 
people  who  are  interested  in  the  district.  I 
think  there  may  be  a  bogeyman  running 
around  the  corridors  of  the  Boston  Licensing 
Board,  who  tells  the  members  of  the  Licens- 
ing Board  that  certain  people  should  not  be 
notified  because  they  would  bring  too  much 
pressure  to  bear  upon  the  Licensing  Board 
in  the  transfer  or  the  granting  of  liquor 
licenses.  It  has  happened  in  my  district, 
Mr.  President,  and  it  is  not  going  to  happen 
again,  because  if  any  man  or  person  in  the 
Licensing  Board  or  the  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Commission  is  going  to  take  on  the  task 
that  I  or  other  representatives  in  my  district 
have,  then  I  am  going  to  know  about  it. 
I  want  to  know,  and  I  am  going  to  find  out 
darned  quick,  who  is  the  bogeyman  who  can 
get  things  fixed  up  with  the  Boston  Licensing 
Board.  I  want  them  to  understand  that  any 
time  there  is  any  liquor  license  or  transfer 
in  my  district  going  to  the  Boston  Licensing 
Board  I  should  be  notified,  and  every  priest 
in  the  city  or  any  public  official  should  be 
notified.  As  I  said  before,  I  have  not  been 
notified  of  the  transfer  and  I  want  to  know 
why.  I  want  to  know  who  was  responsible 
for   my    not   being   notified. 
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CITY     COUNCIL. 


Coun.  KINSELLA  Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
BUre  that  I  am  correct  in  my  surmise,  but 
I  think  the  Legislature  of  1941  passed  an  act 
requiring  the  Licensing  Hoard  and  the  S 
Commissioners  to  notify  the  holders  of  public 
offices  in  the  various  wards  of  the  city  as  to 
the  holding  of  hearings  on  any  matter  of 
public  concern.  I  consulted  with  CoutlCiloi 
Chase  a  moment  ago  but  his  memory  is  not 
any  better  than  mine  on  the  subject  and  he 
cannot  authenticate  my  statement.  Hut  I  do 
think  that  that  is  so  and  it  is  :i  matter  of 
law.  However,  in  justice  to  the  lioston  Lie 
ing  board  I  would  recommend  to  Councilor 
Scanned  that  he  go  to  them  and  ask  them 
to  record  his  name  for  notification  in  all 
future  matters,  as  I  have  done.  I  did  that 
a  few  years  ago  and  they  have  never  failed 
to  notify  me  from  that  time  until  this  mo- 
ment. I  think  that  would  probably  cure  the 
condition  that  the  councilor  speaks  about. 
While  I  am  not  certain  of  that  law  I  do 
think    there    is    such    a    law   on    the    books. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  what  1 
am  saying  is  that  I  should  be  notified  on 
every  hearing.  I  say  that  there  is  something 
wrong  when  you  are  notified  of  one  and 
not  notified  of  the  other.  The  Boston  Licens- 
ing Board  or  the  Alcoholic  Beverage  Com- 
mission from  now  on,  as  far  as  I  see  it,  had 
better  watch  their  step,  and  the  bogeyman 
who  can  get  things  done  in  these  places  is 
not  going  to  operate  in  this  city  as  far 
as    I    am    concerned.

ORDINANCES  CONCERNING  FLAGPOLES 
AND  FLAGS. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  offered  the  follow- 
ing: 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Flagpoles  and  Flags. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as    follows: 

Chapter  twelve  of  the  Ordinances  of  1929 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
section    two    the    following: 

The  city  messenger  shall  have  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  all  flagpoles  now  erected  on 
the  Common,  Public  Garden,  parks,  public 
grounds,  cemeteries,  golf  courses,  public 
squares  or  other  public  places  controlled  by 
the  city,  except  playgrounds,  public  buildings, 
and  shall  replace  said  flagpoles  when  neces- 
sary, and  shall  erect  such  other  flagpoles  as 
may  be  hereafter  provided  for.  He  shall 
provide  the  necessary  flags  therefor  and  dis- 
play them  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance 
of   the   city    council. 


An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Display  of  Flags. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
The  United  States  flags  shall  be  displayed, 
unless  the  weather  is  unsuitable,  upon  the 
city  hall  on  every  day  except  Sunday,  and 
upon  the  other  public  buildings  and  public 
places  where  flagpoles  are  available  on  Frank- 
lin's birthday,  January  17:  Lincoln's  birth- 
day, February  12;  Washington's  birthday, 
February  22;  Evacuation  Day,  March  17; 
Patriots'  Day,  April  19;  Grant's  birthday, 
April  27;  Memorial  Day,  May  30;  Flag  Day, 
June  14;  Bunker  Hill  Day,  June  17;  Inde- 
pendence Day,  July  4;  Labor  Day,  first  Mon- 
day in  September;  anniversary  of  the  settle- 
ment of  Boston,  September  17;  Columbus 
Day,  October  12;  Armistice  Day,  November 
11,  and  on  such  other  days  as  the  mayor  or 
the  city  council  may  from  time  to  time  order. 
Whenever  any  of  the  above-named  days  falls 
on  Sunday  the  flags  shall  be  displayed  on  the 
following  day.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  and  the 
City  Messenger  to  display  the  flags  in  accord- 
ance   with    this    ordinance.

totaled  81123,018.81  and  $3,251,778.03,  respec- 
tively. In  preparing  it?-  budget  estimates  for 
1944,  the  departmenl  anticipated  receipt  of 
approximate^  the  same  amounl  of  Federal 
Grants.  It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing  figures, 
however,  that  the  payments  anticipated  foi  the 
current  year  will  run  (500,000  less  than  the  actual 
receipts  in  1943.  It  is  this  shrinkage  which  is 
responsible  largely  foi  the  request  foi  an  additional 
appropriation  made  by  the  Welfare  Departmenl 
at  this  time. 

In  view  of  the  fact  it  is  too  late  to  make  pro- 
vision in  the  current  year's  tax  levy,  I  am  recom- 
mending that  the  appropriation  l>e  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  44  of  the  Acts  of 
1943.  Under  the  provisions  of  1 1 1 i-  act,  approval 
of  the  Emergency  finance  Board  is  required  in 
addition  to  the  two  readings  bj  youi  Honorable 
Body  specified  in  the  City  Charter.  In  view  of 
the  faet  all  approvals  must  be  secured  before 
December  first  in  order  that  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment may  have  the  additional  funds  available  at 
thai  time,  I  respectfully  recommend  early  action 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  the  accompanying 
order.

The  Overseers  of  Public  Welfare  require  an 
additional  8550,000  in  order  to  meet  the  payments 
due  to  the  recipients  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
grants  and  Old  Age  Assistance  grants.  The 
deficit  in  money  available  for  these  two  divisions 
is  caused  primarily  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
amount  of  Federal  grants  received  for  these  two 
categories  during  the  year  1944  has  been  much  less 
than  the  estimate  which  we  arrived  at  based  on 
the  moneys  received  in  previous  years. 

When  the  budget  was  submitted  we  had  thought 
that  §4, 000, 000  would  be  available  from  this  source 
and  we  now  have  definite  determination  that  the 
total  amount  will  be  approximately  13,500,000. 
We  have  sufficient  funds  to  our  credit  to  complete 
payments  for  November  but  the  amount  of 
$550,000  is  necessary  to  make  payments  through 
December,  1944.  beginning  on  December  1.

ELECTION   OFFICIALS. 

Coun.  CHASE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Election  Commission  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  granting  of  additional  com- 
pensation to  the  wardens,  clerks,  election  officers 
and  extra  counters  who  participated  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  election  polls  in  Boston  on  November  7. 

Coun.  CHASE — Mr.  President,  we  have  some- 
thing like  3,000  election  officers  who  participated 
in  the  last  election.  Many  of  those  people  did  not 
go  home  until  late  in  the  morning  of  November 
8th,  in  many  cases  too  late  to  be  able  to  report  for 
duty  at  their  regular  jobs,  because  of  loss  of  sleep. 
The  compensation  given  them,  under  the  circum- 
stances, is  certainly  inadequate.  Extra  counters 
were  put  to  work  at  six  o'clock  and  worked  right 
through  into  the  following  morning,  also  losing 
sleep  and  in  many  cases  being  unable  to  report  for 
their  regular  jobs.  The  extra  counters  were  com- 
pensated at  the  rate  of  $6.  I  think  the  other 
members  of  the  Council  will  agree  with  me  that 
those  counters  also  are  entitled  to  more  compensa- 
tion, under  the  circumstances.  Many  of  them, 
as  was  the  case  with  the  regular  officers  at  the 
polling  booths,  were  unable  to  report  for  their 
regular  duties  the  next  day.  The  result  is  that 
they  lost  money,  through  inability  to  take  up  their 
regular  jobs.  The  election  officers,  wardens  and 
clerks  received  $13  for  the  thirty-six  hours  that 
they  worked  in  most  cases,  besides,  as  I  say,  being 
unable  to  report  for  their  regular  work  the  next 
day  and  having  to  go  without  sleep.  I  am  sure 
that  the  city  fathers  will  believe  that  these  people 
are  entitled  to  the  additional  compensation,  and 
that  it  should  be  given  to  them.

RAZING  OF  BARN  ON  MAVERICK  STREET.

This  barn  here  is  in  worse 
condition  than  the  building  that  caved  in  some  ten 
days  ago  and  killed  one  of  the  boys  in  the  neighbor- 
hood .  I  have  introduced  two  orders  already  asking 
that  this  barn  be  torn  down.  I  am  not  the  only 
one  that  has  ever  taken  the  floor  here  and  asked 
that  property  that  has  been  condemned  by  the  city, 
oi  taken  over  by  the  Tax  Title  Department,  should 
have  some  action  taken  on  it,  and  that  these 
properties  be  torn  down.  I  am  asking  now,  before 
somebody  else  is  injured  or  killed,  that  some  action 
be  takenon  this  barn.  It  is  a  wooden,  very  large 
structure,  and  has  not  been  in  vise  for  some  seven 
or  eight  years.  It  has  been  condemned  by  both 
the  Building  ami  the  Health  Departments,  and 
I  hope,  before  someone  else  is  severely  injured, 
action  will  be  taken  and  this  barn  will  be  torn 
down  in  the  near  future.

No  one  no 
mortal  man,  can  look  into  the  future  and  tell  what 
is  going  to  happen,  but  on  last  Tuesday  the  only 
distinguishing  mark  between  us  and  our  enemie's 
was  the  action  that  took  place  in  the  ballot  box. 
In  that  election  my  illustrious  colleague  from 
Ward  12  was  elevated  to  the  Massachusetts 
Senate,  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  born  of  poor  and 
humble  immigrant  parents,  was  elevated  to  the 
highest  gift  within  the  power  of  a  free  people  of 
our  great  state,  as  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.

COFFEY — Can  this  money  also  be  used 
for  other  parks,  other  than  the  Common  and  the 
Public  Garden.' 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  speaking  for 
the  committee,  I  would  say  yes,  it  can  be  used  for 
parks  and  playgrounds  in  existence  in  1887,  when 
the  will  was  drawn  or  probated. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  comes  on 
the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  committee.  All 
those  in  favor?  The  question  now  comes  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  TAY'LOR— What  is  this  on? 


President  KKKUIGAN — The  appropriation  of

Coun.  KINSELLA— Just  briefly,  Mr.  President. 
I  think  every  councilor  here  has  experienced  the 
same  situation  in  his  ward  as  I  have  experienced 
in  my  three  and  one  half  years.  When  you  come 
into  polling  places  on  Election  Day  and  inquire 
how  many  votes  have  been  cast  at  a  certain  hour 
you  find  that  many  machines  do  not  register 
or  have  registered  off.  Sometimes  in  the  polling 
places  they  have  asked  me  regarding  effecting 
repairs  and,  while  I  have  been  asked  several  times 
to  speak  on  it,  I  have  never  gotten  around  to  it 
until  today.  I  recommend  that  repairs  be  made 
so  that  the  machines  will  register  correctly  at 
airy  time. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Coun.  HANNON  and  SHANNON  offered  the 
following:

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ticket  agencies  located  in  tin-  city  of  Boston  or 
even  the  abolition  of  these  agencies. 

Ordered,  Thai  hi*  Honor  the  Mayoi  be  re- 
quested to  direct  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  pre- 
pare and  present  legislation  which  will  transfer 
the  powers  of  regulation  of  so-called  ticket  agen- 
oi  Boston  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Safetj  of  the  State  k>  the  Licensing 
authority  of  the  City  "I  Boston. 

Coun.  HANNON-  Mr.  President,  many  times 
it  has  been  called  to  our  attention  thai  Boston 
suffers  from  too  much  intervention  by  the  state. 
I  was  pretty  much  surprised,  in  checking  up  what 
we  do  to  curb  the  growing  practice  of  trimming 
people,  or  filching  people,  who  try  to  purchase 
tickets  for  shows  m  sporting  events, —  I  was 
surprised,  because  1  naturally  figured  this  was  a 
local  matter,  something  which  might  be  licensed 
by  the  Mayor's  office,  or  by  the  Police  Department. 
But,  through  the  kindly  offices  of  the  City  Clerk, 
I  found  out  that  under  the  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 140,  section  185A, —  ticket  agencies  in  the 
various  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  come  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  tlic  Commissioner  of 
Public  Safety.  In  other  words,  we  aie  out. 
Vnd,  while  there  are  certain  laws  and  certain 
regulations  enacted  which  are  supposed  to  cover 
the  existence  and  the  workings  of  these  agencies, 
you  and  I  know,  Mr.  President,  that  these  regu- 
lations are  not  merely  disregarded, —  they  are 
openly  flouted.  A  few  weeks  ago  we  had, —  for 
the  first  time  in  history, —  we  had  a  Notre  Dame 
football  team  here  that  was  playing  Dartmouth, 
and  the  local  citizenry  of  Boston,  in  all  fairness 
and  honesty,  tried  to  buy  tickets,  but  they  couldn't 
get  them.  We  had  to  go  to  these  ticket  agencies 
to  try  to  obtain  them,  arid  had  to  pay  fabulous 
prices,  even  though  the  State  Law  regulate  that 
these  ticket  agencies  shall  charge  no  more  than 
50  cents  above  the  standard  price.  There  is  a 
show  in  town  now  called  "Lairing  Room  Only," 
and  you  try  to  buy  tickets  for  that.  I  wouldn't 
believe  it.  People  from  my  district  told  me 
they  went  down  there  and  tried  to  buy  seats  a 
week  or  two  ahead  of  time,  and  they  said,  "There 
is  nothing  doing.  We  haven't  any  tickets  here." 
I,  myself,  went  down  last  Monday  after  the  meet- 
ing, and  I  tried  to  buy  tickets  for  the  balcony  for 
the  following  Tuesday  night.  They  told  me  that 
the  balcony  was  sold  out.  I  said,  "How  about 
the  next  night?"  They  said,  "That  is  sold  out, 
too."  I  said,  "Well,  who  has  the  tickets?" 
They  said  "People  have  already  purchased  them." 
I  said,  "I  will  take  them  for  any  night  that  you 
have  them."  They  said,  "We  haven't  any 
balcony  tickets  at  all."  I  said,  "What  have  you 
in  the  orchestra?"  "Nothing  but  the  rear  end 
of  the  orchestra."  These  so-called  agencies  have 
got  them,  and  if  you  or  I  want  to  go  to  these  shows 
we  have  to  go  down  and  place  ourselves  at  the 
mercy  and  fancy  of  these  ticket  agencies.  1  am 
not  going  to  say  that  they  are  in  league  with  the 
theaters,  but  I  might  say  I  am  very  skeptical 
about  the  whole  matter.  One  man  called  to  my 
attention  this  morning  that  now  there  is  much 
advertising  about  the  Boston-Holy  Cross  football 
game.  A  week  or  two  weeks  ago,  apparently 
this  was  not  going  to  amount  to  much.  But  now, 
interest  is  being  worked  up,  and  a  friend  of  this 
man  went  down  to  buy  a  ticket  the  other  day  for 
this  spectacle  that  is  not  going  to  take  place  for 
more  than  a  week  yet,  and  even  though  he  is  buy- 
ing tickets  far  in  advance,  all  he  can  get  is  tickets 
in  the  end  zone.  Who  has  the  tickets?  Somebody 
has,  and  it  seems  that  you  and  I,  and  everybody 
else  who  tries  to  pay  a  legitimate  price  for  these 
tickets,  is  going  to  be  hoodwinked  into  paying  a 
much  higher  price  than  the  law  demands.  This 
does  not  affect  you  and  me  only.  Nowadays 
this  affects  fellows  in  the  service.  These  kids  who 
are  fighting  for  us  and  might  be  in  town  for  a  day 
or  two  and  might  want  to  take  a  girl  around  are 
affected,  too.  They  charge  enough  at  regular 
prices.  But  these  kids  can't  even  get  tickets 
unless  they  go  to  one  of  these  agencies,  and  when 
they  go  to  an  agency  half  the  time  they  will  be 
told  that  even  the  agency  hasn't  any  left.  You 
must  go  outside  and  try  to  see  some  scalper  who 
will  take  everything  but  your  scalp  for  the  price 
he  will  charge  for  these  tickets.  This  thing  is 
getting  to  be  a  racket,  and  it  is  a  racket  that  must 
be  controlled;  it  is  a  racket  that  must  be  stopped. 
When  you  begin  to  talk  about  this  thing,  I  wonder 
how  much  good  these  ticket  agencies  do,  anyway. 
As  far  as  I  can  recall,  they  were  established  for  the 
primary    purpose     of     convenience.     They     were 


placed  in  one  oi  two  bookstores  or  railroad  termi- 
nals in  ordei  to  permit  people  who  might  make  a 
hurried  trip  to  the  city  to  purchase  there  rather 
than  walk  uptown  to  the  box  office.  But  now 
they  are  beginning  to  spread  out.  They  are  be- 
ginning  now    to  he  in   various  types  of  stoics  in 

OUS  locations.  These  stoics  where  they  are 
sold  now  an-  in  in.  bettet  location  that  the  theaters 
themselvefe,  and  yet  why  do  they  sell  them?  If 
you  can  walk  up  to  a  store  that  is  out  of  the  way, 
'"I  might  just  as  well  walk  up  to  the  box  office 
itBelf  There  is  something  else  behind  all  this, 
and  it  has  thwarted  the  growth  of  Boston.  I 
believe  in  home  rule.  A  little  matter  like  that 
should  certainly  be  under  the  rule  of  Boston.  We 
should  have  police  powers  ami  regulations  here 
to  .mil  these  people.  I  am  not  going,  I  repeat, 
to  indict  the  theaters,  but  you  don't  have  to  be  a 
college  student  to  understand  that  there  is  some- 
thing "rotten  in  Denmark,"  These  spectacles 
an  not  sold  out  weeks  ahead.  You  can  go  up  to  a 
theater  within  arr  hour  or  two  of  an  opening  for 
which  you  cannot  buy  tickets  from  the  box  office, 
and  you  go  in  there  and  you  will  probably  get 
seats.  The  reason  is  that  you  don't  go  to  the 
right  place  to  buy  them.  I  am  asking  that  some- 
thing be  done  to  curb  and  cure  a  thing  like  this 
before  it  gets  beyond  control. 

The  order    was  passed  under    suspension  of  the 
rule. 


RAISES    FOR    POLICE    LIEUTENANTS. 

Coun.  KINSELLA  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  include  in  any  pay  raise  benefits  for 
police  and  firemen  the  police  lieutenants  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — Mr.  President,  I  am  not 
unmindful  of  the  extensive  bother  and  trouble  to 
which  Councilor  Hanley  went  in  the  interest  of 
the  uniformed  forces  of  the  city  in  the  matter  of 
pay  raises,  but  I  don't  remember  that  police 
lieutenants  were  particularly  mentioned  along 
with  privates  and  others.  Some  time  ago  I  put 
an  order  in  asking  they  consider  the  advisability 
of  narrowing  the  salary  span  between  captains 
at  $4,000,  who  receive  also  $200  ECA,  and  police 
lieutenants  who  receive  $2,900  a  year,  but  nothing 
on  ECA.  About  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  or  there- 
abouts, the  Mayor  granted  an  increase  to  the 
police  and  firemen,  and  the  base  pay  of  the  police 
lieutenants  then  was  raised  from  $2,700  to  $2,900, 
but,  they  were  not  made  recipients  of  the  benefits 
of  the  ECA  to  the  extent  of  $200,  in  spite  of  the 
.fact  that  the  police  captains  received  a  base  pay 
of  $4,000  and  got  the  $200  ECA.  In  other  words, 
they  get  $4,200  in  comparison  with  the  $2,900 
of  the  lieutenants.  I  think  that  anybody  will 
agree  that  that  is  too  much  of  a  span  for  the 
responsibility  that  lieutenants  have.  I  think 
there  are  about  63  police  lieutenants  in  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  and  if  they  were  given  the 
same  consideration  as  that  planned  now  for  the 
privates,  a  matter  of  $200,  it  would  add  only 
$12,600  to  the  total  in  a  year.  I  hope  that  it 
meets  with  favor  in  the  Mayor's  office. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Mr.  President,  may  we  have 
the  order  read  again? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  clerk  will  read  the 
order. 

The  order  was  read  by  the  clerk,  and  was  then 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule.

who  go  to  the  wrong  polling  places,  the  location  of 
their  correct  polling  place. 

Coun.  CAREY — Mr.  President,  every  election 
time  it  seems  to  happen  that  there  is  great  confusion 
with  the  wardens  or  election  officers  in  polling 
places  to  properly  inform  voters  to  go  to  the 
precinct  or  polling  place  where  they  should,  and 
they  are  often  sent  to  a  polling  place  only  to  find 
out  that  they  are  not  in  the  proper  one.  I  don't 
care  to  see  any  heavy  burden  placed  on  the  tax- 
payers of  the  city,  but  I  do  feel,  for  the  protection 
of  the  voters,  that  those  in  charge  of  polling  places 
should  be  equipped  with  extracts  of  the  lists  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  each  ward,  and  with  copies  of  the 
"Polling  Places"  booklet,  so  called,  so  that  if  they 
go  to  a  wrong  polling  place  it  will  eliminate  the 
feature  of  going  to  five  or  six  places  before  finding 
where  they  have  to  vote.

FUND. 

Coun.  DWYER,  for  the  Committee  on  Parkman 
Fund,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order  (re- 
ferred October  30)  for  transfer  of  $23,000  from  in- 
come of  George  F.  Parkman  Fund  for  Maintenance 
and  Improvement  of  Common  and  Parks  in 
Existence  on  January  12,  1887 — that  same  ought 
to  pass. 

Coun.  DWYER — Mr.  President,  before  voting 
on  that  order  I  would  like  to  tell  the  Council  that 
the  Parkman  Fund  committee  held  a  meeting  two 
weeks  ago,  or  a  week  ago  last  Friday,  on  this  par- 
ticular order,  and  a  majority  of  the  committee 
present  and  voting  voted  to  hold  this  order  up  at 
the  time  for  reasons  that  are  most  obvious  in  re- 
gard to  the  way  the  Parkman  Fund  money  is  being 
spent.  Now,  Mr.  President,  after  the  committee 
.  so  voted,  they  were  informed  by  the  Park  Com- 
missioner that  they  really  needed  money  for  the 
pay  roll.  So,  out  of  the  innocence  of  their  hearts, 
knowing  that  additional  money  was  coming  in,  the 
committee,  without  holding  another  meeting,  and 
after  polling  the  committee,  voted  to  have  this 
money  available  for  the  Park  Commissioner.  And, 
Mr.  President,  for  once  and  for  all,  for  the  life  of 
me,  I  cannot  understand  how  members  of  this 
Body  who  are  not  members  of  the  Parkman  Fund 
committee  can  be  so  interested  in  their  activities 
in  matters  that  come  before  them,  and  will  get  up 
here,  not  once  but  on  many  occasions,  and  make 
false  statements  with  regard  to  what  is  before  the 
Parkman  Fund  committee.  The  Parkman  Fund 
committee  that  you  appointed,  Mr.  President,  is 
well  able  to  take  care  of  its  own  matters  without 
any  help  from  any  "buttinski."  And,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, it  is  high  time  that  members  minded  their 
own  business  and  took  care  of  their  own  com- 
mittee work,  without  trying  to  butt  in  on  the 
committee  work  of  a  committee  that  has  been 
most  honorable  and  most  fair  and  most  exacting  in 
its  work  this  year.  And  so,  Mr.  President,  this 
matter  that  has  come  in  today,  sir,  before,  our 
honorable  committee,  that  was  referred  by  you  to 
it,  I  assure  you  will  receive  proper  attention,  that 
a  meeting  will  be  held,  and  maybe  several  members 
of  the  Parkman  Fund  committee  will  have  some- 
thing to  say  about  it.

EAST   BOSTON   RELIEF   STATION. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,   That  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital    be    requested,    through    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  to  reopen  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station 
on  a  twenty-four-hour  a  day  basis. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  this  is 
my  seventy-fourth  order  in  the  five  years  I  have 
been  here  requesting  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  open 
the  East  Boston  Relief  Station  as  a  first-cfass 
hospital  for  twenty-four  hours  a  day.  The  Mayor 
has  a  little  more  than  a  month  before  he  goes  out  of 
office.     Three  years  ago  last  October    11th,   at    a 
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banquet  attended  by  some  900  people,  the  Mayoi 
made  the  statement  that  he  had  made  a  mistake 
in  closing  i  In'  Eaal  Boston  Relief  Hospital,  and 
thai   he  was  going  to  reopen  it.     We  have  lived 

in  li< >(x  —  in  tlir  past  three  years  that  he  would  keep 
his  word  and  open  the  hospital  on  a  twenty-four- 
houi  basis.  As  I  stated  a  moment  ago,  he  has  only 
five  oi  six  wicks  to  go  before  he  resigns  and  goes 
up  to  Beacon  Hill  to  become  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  I  hope,  for  the  sake  of  the 
70.000  people  in  East  Boston,  that  the  Mayor  will 
Bee  Ht  to  order  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  to  reopen  the  Kast  Boston  Relief  Station. 
And  I  might  say  that  he  might  reopen  it  and  give 
it  to  us  as  Christmas  present,  and  at  least  have  the 
good  will  of  some  of  the  .N.IMMI  people  who  did  not 
want  to.  but  who  saw  fit  to  go  to  the  polls  and  vote 
against  him  In  the  last  election  on  Election  Day. 
It  was  not  just  a  case  of  not  voting  for  Mayor 
Tobin,  but  of  voting  against  the  closing  of  the 
Relief  Hospital.  I  know  of  what  I  speak,  because 
of  the  hundreds  of  people  I  have  come  in  contact 
with  in  the  last  five  years.  It  has  been  on  every- 
body's tongue.  As  soon  as  anybody  asks  for  a 
vote  for  Mayor  Tobin  in  East  Boston,  they  say. 
Why  did  he  close  the  East  Boston  Relief  Hos- 
pital? Let  him  open  the  Relief  Hospital,  and 
I  will  consider  him  for  a  vote."  I  hope,  for  the 
consideration  of  everyone  in  East  Boston,  that. 
being  the  one  that  closed  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Hospital  several  years  ago,  he  will  see  fit  before 
he  leaves  the  Mayor's  office,  and  before  he  walks  up 
to  Beacon  Hill  the  first  week  in  January,  to  at 
least  try  to  rectify  the  mistake  he  made  some  seven 
years  ago,  and  open  our  hospital  on  a  twenty-four- 
hour  basis. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


FIRE    STATION    IN    ORIENT    HEIGHTS. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner  be  re- 
quested, through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  establish 
a  fire  station  in  the  Orient  Heights  section  of  East 
Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  have  introduced  half  a  dozen 
of  these  orders  asking  the  Mayor  to  build  a  fire- 
house  in  the  Orient  Heights  section  of  East  Boston. 
This  is  a  congested  area.  It  takes  in  four  pre- 
cincts with  well  over  1,000  votes  in  each  one  of 
these  precincts.  We  had  a  fire  in  this  section 
about  two  years  ago,  and  one  person  was  burned 
to  death.  Another  person,  a  woman,  had  to 
jump  off  a  second  floor  piazza  and  she  broke 
her  leg  and  has  been  so  seriously  ill  for  several 
months  that,  as  a  result,  there  is  another  tragedy 
in  the  family,  which  I  don't  care  to  go  into  at 
the  present  time.  Mayor  Tobin  and  myself  went 
over  through  this  section,  and  I  pointed  out  the 
congested  area  and  told  him  how  far  away  the 
nearest  firehouse  was  from  the  Orient  Heights 
section.  That  was  on  a  Saturday  morning.  It 
was  a  day  like  today;  it  was  raining.  I  was 
told  to  introduce  an  order  in  the  City  Council 
on  the  Monday  following,  and  he  would  do  his 
best  to  see  that  some  action  was  taken  on  it. 
I  introduced  the  order,  of  course,  the  following 
Monday,  and  up  to  the  present  no  action  has 
been  taken.  We  certainly  do  need  a  firehouse  in 
this  Orient  Heights  section  of  East  Boston.  As  I 
have  said  previously,  it  would  take  anywheres 
from  10  to  15  minutes  for  the  nearest  fire  apparatus 
to  get  to  the  Orient  Heights  section  in  case  there 
was  a  fire.  I  hope  the  Major  will  take  some 
action  and  consider  the  people  in  this  district  and, 
in  the  event  there  is  a  fire  up  there,  try  to  prevent 
any  more  loss  of  life  in  that  neighborhood.  I  hope 
the  order  will  pass,  Mr.  President. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


REPAIR   OF   MERIDIAN    STREET    FENCE. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  immediately  repair  the  fence  on  Meridian 
street  which  leads  to  the  Meridian  Street  Bridge  in 
East  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  a  few  weeks 
ago  I  introduced  a  similar  order.  The  fence  at 
that  time  needed  repair  on  the  left-hand  side  of 
Meridian  street,  going  from  East  Boston  to 
Chelsea.  The  fence  has  since  been  repaired  there. 
I  wish  to  thank  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 


for  that,  lucaiise  it  became  a  dangerous  hazard 
for  children  walking  over  Meridian  street  to 
Chelsea,  or  for  anyone  doing  shopping  there. 
Last  night,  walking  to  Chelsea  from  East  Boston, 
I  noticed  on  the  right-hand  side  of  Meridian 
strict,  going  from  East  Boston  to  Chelsea,  that 
the  fence  is  in  bad  need  of  repair.  In  fact,  in 
some  places  the  children  could  walk  right  over  and 
fall  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  I  hope  the  order  will 
'el  and  receive  favorable  action. 
The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


PAYMENT    TO    SOCIAL   LAW    LIBRARY. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
proprietors  of  the  Social  Law  Library  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  maintenance 
and  enlargement  of  said  library,  said  sum  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  County  of  Suffolk, 
Social  Law  Library. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 


CREDIT     IN     PROMOTIONAL     EXAMINA- 
TIONS. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  confer  with 
the  Police  and  Fire  Commissioners  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  recommending  to  the  next  General 
Court  the  enactment  of  legislation  which  will  pro- 
vide proper  credit  in  promotional  examinations 
for  all  members  of  these  departments  who  are  the 
recipients  of  public  commendations. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  the  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Police  Depart- 
ment many  times  are  called  upon  to  risk  their 
lives.  Each  of  them  has  a  hazardous  occupation, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  about  it  that  some  of  the 
members  are  much  more  interested  in  their  work 
than  other  members  of  these  departments  are. 
Every  so  often  we  read  after  a  great  fire  or  after 
a  particularly  meritorious  piece  of  police  work 
that  certain  firemen  who  may  have  risked  their 
lives  in  saving  the  lives  of  others,  or  certain  police- 
men who  may  have  been  responsible  for  the  arrest 
or  capture  of  hardened  criminals,  have  been  com- 
mended. They  are  the  recipients  of  a  note  of 
thanks  from  the  commissioner,  and  sometimes 
they  get  a  day  or  two  extra  vacation.  However, 
Mr.  President,  that  is  as  far  as  it  goes,  and  often- 
times these  men  who  really  are  the  backbone  of 
the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  are  cast  aside 
and  their  deeds  of  valor  are  forgotten.  I  think 
that  something  more  should  be  given  to  these  men. 
I  think  these  men  who  constitute  the  real  back- 
bone of  the  Fire  Department,  and  these  men  who 
constitute  the  real  backbone  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, the  men  who  really  perform  their  work  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  merit  commendation  from 
their  superiors,  should  be  given  some  special  con- 
sideration when  they  go  up  to  seek  advancement. 
I  remember  a  few  years  ago  when  I  was  in  the 
Legislature  when  the  Faber  and  Millen  boys  were 
at  large,  a  policeman,  an  ordinary  cop,  walking  a 
beat,  was  commended  in  the  Post,  for  being  re- 
sponsible for  the  solution  of  that  case.  We  even 
had  to  go  before  the  Governor's  Council  to  get 
the  reward  money  for  the  Boston  cops.  They 
wanted  to  give  it  to  everybody  else.  Policemen 
came  on  here  from  New  York,  and  they  were 
given  reward  money  without  any  difficulty.  But 
the  Boston  cops  were  hemmed  in,  restricted,  and 
covered  by  laws,  and  we  had  quite  a  fight  before 
we  got  the  Boston  officers  their  fair  share  of  the 
reward  money.  After  that  was  over,  they  were 
cast  aside,  and  I  still  believe  the  man  who  was 
commended  for  solving  the  Faber  and  Millen  case 
is  no  more,  even  yet,  than  a  private  in  some  out- 
lying district  station.  Some  of  these  men  who  are 
good  firemen  and  policemen  are  no  good  at  any- 
thing else.  They  are  not  good  students,  they  are 
not  bookworms;  but  they  are  fellows  who  do  the 
work.  And  I  think  it  is  a  matter  that  should  be 
taken  up  by  the  heads  of  these  departments.  If 
a  man  does  his  work  in  such  a  manner  that  he  is 
commended,  he  should  be  given  some  advantage 
in  any  promotional  examination.  The  fact  that 
he  is  commended  shows  that  he  is  performing  his 
work  in  a  better  and  more  meritorious  manner 
than  somebody  else.  How  much  credit  he  should 
be  given  I  am  not  prepared  to  state,  but  I  am 
offering  this  as  a  matter  for  consideration  for  the 
Major  and  heads  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
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merits,  to  see  that  those  men  who  receive  these 
honors  shall  reeeive  something  else  besides  an 
empty  note  or  a  meaningless  note,  that  says, 
"Well  done,  brother;  you  have  performed  your 
work  well."  They  have  performed  well,  but  if 
they  have  performed  well,  why  not  give  them 
some  credit?  They  are  the  type  of  men  who 
should  work  their  way  up  and  become  leaders  in 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  have  to  congratulate  the 
councilor  for  thinking  of  this.  In  the  Army  when 
a  man  receives  a  citation  you  will  notice  that  he 
usually  receives  a  promotion  with  it,  and  I  think 
that  it  is  just  as  fitting  for  the  Boston  policemen 
and  the  Boston  firemen.  I  know  in  East  Boston 
we  had  a  police  officer,  who  is  now  dead  and  gone, 
who  was  considered  one  of  the  greatest  crime 
experts  in  the  entire  city.  It  was  nothing  to  have 
the  Police  Commissioner  in  those  days  call  him  in 
and  send  him  to  Florida  or  some  outlying  state 
and  have  him  come  back  with  somebody  that  was 
wanted.  And  still  that  man  was  in  the  department 
for  some  thirty  years  before  he  retired — he  now  has 
passed  away — and  he  never  was  anything  but  just 
an  ordinary  patrolman.  Another  thing  came  to 
my  mind  in  talking  to  a  police  officer  the  other 
day,  and  I  couldn't  help  thinking  of  this  matter 
as  Councilor  Hannon  was  on  the  floor  talking.  A 
police  officer  who  has  a  horse  was  given  special 
detail  up  at  Mechanics  Building  a  few  weeks  ago. 
When  he  arrived  there,  he  put  in  his  four  hours' 
work  and  went  in  to  get  his  pay,  and  he  was  given 
$3.25  for  his  services  and  $6.50  for  the  horse. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


SOLDIER*'    AID. 

Coun.  KEENAN,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers' 
Relief,  submitted  report  recommending  passage  of 
order  for  payment  of  aid  to  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  families  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
month  of  November.

PROTECTION    FOR    PEDESTRIANS    IN 
SOUTH   BOSTON. 

Coun.  SCANNELL  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Police  Commissioner  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  give 
proper  protection  to  children  and  adults  using  the 
thoroughfares  of  South  Boston;    and  be  it  further 

Ordered;  That  the  Police  Commissioner  confer 
with  the  military  authorities  in  South  Boston  with 
a  view  to  securing  their  cooperation  in  this  matter. 

Coun.  SCANNELL — Just  a  few  words  on  this 
order,  Mr.  President.  The  reason  I  present  this 
order  is  that  in  South  Boston  we  have  many 
military  bases,  and  it  seems  that  they  don't  care 
anything  about  the  civilian  personnel  in  our  district 
in  South  Boston,  that  they  race  through  the 
streets  of  this  district  at  50  to  60  miles  an  hour, 
and  the  result  is  that  in  the  past  month  they  have 
killed  two  children  within  two  blocks.  I  think 
this  is  an  outrage,  and  we  should  have  the  Police 
Commissioner  give  us  proper  protection.  I  know 
that  I  can't  go  to  the  police  captain  in  South 
Boston,  because  he  says  he  doesn't  like  politicians. 
Well,  as  long  as  I  represent  the  people  of  South 
Boston,  I  am  going  to  find  out  why  we  do  not  get 
police  protection,  and  why  military  authorities 
don't  cooperate  with  the  civilian  personnel  of 
South  Boston.  Now,  the  result  is  there  have 
been  two  children  killed  within  the  past  month 
on  the  same  street,  and  other  children  have  been 
maimed  in  the  past  couple  of  years.  This  is  an 
outrage,  and  it  has  to  stop.  I  am  going  to  ask  the 
Police  Commissioner's  cooperation  and  also  ask 
the  military  authorities  of  this  section  to  cooperate 
and  see  if  we  cannot  save  some  of  the  children's 
lives  in  the  South  Boston  section.

SAFETY      MEASURES      BY      OWNER       OF 
METROPOLITAN   HILL   "DUST   BOWL." 

Coun.  FEENEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  take  the  necessary  legal  action  to  force 
the  owner  of  the  land  in  the  Roslindale-Hyde 
Park-Metropolitan  Hill  "Dust  Bowl,"  so-called, 
to  do  the  following  in  the  interest  of  public  health 
and  safety:  To  erect  a  suitable  restraining  safety 
crash  fence  for  automobile  traffic,  and  a  suitable 


safety  fence  to  protect  children  and  adults  from 
danger  to  life  and  limb,  around  the  excavation 
which  borders  Beech  street  extension,  near  Ashe- 
ville  road,  in  Hyde  Park;  to  erect  a  suitable 
restraining  safety  fence  around  the  edge  of  the 
high  cliff  bordering  Beech  street  extension  in 
children  and  adults  from  death 
or  serious  injury;  to  erect  a  suitable  restraining 
safety  fence  in  the  rear  of  the  small  homes  on 
Million  street,  in  Hyde  Park,  where  excavations 
by  contractors  have  gouged  out  dangerous  cliffs 
which  now  constitute  a  menace  to  the  safety  of 
small  children  and  adults  alike  who  live  in  the 
immediate  vicinity;  and  to  post  suitable  danger 
warning  signs  throughout  the  area  in  the  inn 
of  public  safen 

Coun.  FEENEY  —  Mr.  President,  I  have  filed 
this  order  several  times  before.  I  filed  it  early  in 
the  year  when  I  became  a  metnbei,  and  I  filed  it 
again  last  September.  Septembei  .'1st.  Each  of 
these  orders  has  been  substantially  the  same. 
I  have  called  upon  the  responsible  department 
heads  of  this  city  to  post  suitable  danger  warning 
signs  throughout  this  so-called  "Dust  Bowl" 
area.  I  have  called  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
restraining  crash  fences  to  protect  motorists  who 
drive  on  the  edge  of  a  precipice  day  by  day  when 
they  pass  this  area.  I  have  asked  for  a  safety 
fence  to  be  erected  to  protect  the  little  children 
who  live  in  the  area  of  this  "Dust  Bowl."  I  have 
warned  in  my  remarks  previously  that  some  little 
child  or  some  adult  would  possibly  be  seriously 
injured  or  lose  their  life,  and  only  yesterday, 
Mr.  President,  the  Boston  newspapers  carried  a 
story  about  a  little  girl  who  was  very  nearly 
buried  alive  in  quicksand  in  the  very  area  that 
was  dug  out  by  those  careless  and  callous  con- 
tractors who  took  away  from  that  beautiful  dis- 
trict over  two  million  cubic  yards  of  fill  and  left 
the  most  desolate  and  dangerous  excavation  hole 
in  any  district  in  this  Commonwealth.  And  so, 
Mr.  President,  I  once  more  rise  to  my  feet  in  the 
sim  ere  hope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  will  once 
more  prod  the  responsible  department  heads,  and 
see  to  it  that  something  is  done  immediately 
before  many  more  weeks  have  passed  to  protect 
the  people  and  the  children  who  live  in  this  area, 
before  we  have  one  or  more  fatal  accidents,  which 
I  say,  once  more,  Mr.  President,  will  happen  unless 
something  is  done  to  alleviate  these  dangerous 
conditions.

ADHERENCE    TO    TERMS    OF    THEATER 
LICENSES. 

Coun.  HANNON  and  SHANNON  offered  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Licensing  Division  of  the 
Mayor's  office  confer  with  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner to  see  that  the  terms  of  the  license  granted 
to  a  theater  are  adhered  to  strictly. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  last  week, 
because  it  was  called  to  my  attention,  many  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  were  unable  to 
buy  tickets  for  plays  and  sporting  events  which 
were  performing  in  the  city,  I,  in  conjunction  with 
the  councilor  from  Ward  20  (Coun.  Shannon), 
filed   an   order   that   this   matter   be   looked   into. 
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And,  much  to  my  surprise,  during  the  course  of 
the  week  I  received  many  letters  commending  me 
for  this  action.  I  believe  my  brother  counciloi 
likewise  received  some  letters  And  they  informed 
me  that  I  was  right  when  I  thought  that  this 
practice  was  degenerating  into  a  racket.  And 
these  letters  have  almost  convinced  me  that 
it  is  a  racket.  It  is  one  of  those  rackets  that 
may  be  a  little  beyond  our  reach  for  the  present. 
However,  we  have  some  control  over  some  of 
these  things.  The  Mayor's  office  downstairs 
licenses  theaters.  Now,  a  theater,  as  far  as  I 
can  learn,  is  a  place  for  a  public  performance, 
a  place  for  a  show,  but  instead  of  that,  accord- 
ing to  some  of  my  informers,  the  proprietors  of 
these  theaters  are  also  the  proprietors  of  these 
ticket  agencies.  They  tell  me  that  you  can't  buy 
tickets  for  shows  a  week  ahead.  I  know  of  ray 
own  experience,  as  I  stated  here  last  week,  I 
couldn't  buy  tickets  for  a  performance  ten  or 
twelve  days  ahead.  I  have  one  letter  from 
a  man  who  tried  to  buy  tickets  two  days  after 
the  show  was  posted,  after  tickets  went  on  sale, 
and  you  couldn't  buy  them  unless  you  went  to 
a  certain  agency  in  that  district,  which  agency, 
I  am  informed,  is  likewise  under  the  control  of 
the  theatrical  owners.  Now,  it  is  tough  enough  to 
try  to  get  together  $3  or  .$4,  which  they  charge 
for  a  regular  seat  at  a  regular  performance,  but 
when  you  go  up  to  the  window  and  wait  in  line 
for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes,  and  then  you  are 
told  they  have  no  seats  at  any  price,  but  you 
can  go  down  the  street  and  buy  them,  I  say  it 
is  about  time  that  we,  here  in  Boston,  took  some 
action.  I  don't  think  these  people  are  local 
men.  I  don't  think  they  are  local  theatrical 
men.  They  are  men  from  out  of  town,  men, 
I  understand,   who  have  been  driven  from  other 


cities,  and  they  have  come  here  to  Boston  ami 
are  laughing  at  the  way  we  conduct  things  here, 
because  even  though  the  box  office  says  the 
tickets  shall  cost  S3. 30  or  S4.40,  you  can't  gel 
one  for  that  price.  You  have  to  go  up  the  street 
to  some  agent,  controlled,  my  information  tells 
me,  by  the  same  theatrical  management,  and 
pay  the  added  fee  or  premium  in  order  to  get 
a  ticket.  Now,  we  can  stop  that.  We  can 
even  exclude  these  theatrical  agents  from  selling 
tickets.  We  can  get  rid  of  these  ticket  agencies, 
if  need  be.  But  I  don't  think  we  have  to  go  that 
far.  We  license  these  theaters,  and  we  can 
make  it  a  condition  of  the  license  that  they 
retain  such  and  such  a  percentage  of  the  tickets 
for  their  own  particular  selling.  People  in  our 
city  here  have  to  pay  premiums  for  every  event 
or  theatrical  pageant  they  give  us.  Our  people 
are  entitled  to  some  consideration,  to  the  same 
break  that  they  get  in  every  other  city  of  the 
country.  The  state  law  puts  the  control  of  the 
ticket  agencies  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  I  think  with  a  change  of  administration 
next  year  we  can  remedy  that  in  the  State  House. 
At  the  present  time  we  here  can  control  the 
theaters.  We  give  them  the  license.  We  should 
see  that  the  license  is  lived  up  to  in  every  respect. 
And  I  think  it,  should  be  made  part  of  the  license 
that  these  men  who  run  these  theaters  retain  a 
proportion  of  the  fair  share  of  the  tickets  to  be 
sold  at  the  theaters  themselves. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule.

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  communication 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  relative  to  your 
order  of  September  25,  1944,  regarding  the  taking 
of  necessary  legal  action  to  force  the  owner  of  the 
land  in  the  Roslindale-Hyde  Park  Metropolitan 
Hill  "dust  bowl,"  so  called,  to  do  the  following  in 
the  interest  of  public  health  and  safety:  to  erect  a 
suitable  restraining  safety  crash  fence,  to  protect 
children  and  adults  from  danger  to  life  and  limb, 
around  the  excavation  which  borders  Beech  Street 
extension,  near  Asheville  road,  in  Hyde  Park;  to 
erect  a  suitable  restraining  safety  fence  around  the 
edge  of  the  high  cliff  bordering  Beech  Street  ex- 
tension in  order  to  protect  children  and  adults  from 
death  or  serious  injury;  to  erect  a  suitable  restrain- 
ing safety  fence  in  the  rear  of  the  small  homes  on 
Hallron  street  in  Hyde  Park  where  excavations  by 
contractors  have  gouged  out  dangerous  cliffs  which 
now  constitute  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  small 
children  and  adults  alike  who  live  in  the  immediate 
vicinity;  and  to  post  suitable  danger  warning  signs 
throughout  the  area  in  the  interest  of  public  safety. 

I  have  instructed  the  Building  Commissioner  to 
view  the  site  and  then  to  confer  with  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  to  explore  the  possibility  of  bringing 
a  bill  in  equity,  referred  to  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  in  his  attached  opinion.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor, — You  have  referred  to  me  for 
consideration    and    report   on   order   of   the   City 


DECEMBER    4,     1944. 
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Council  passed  September  25,  requesting  that  you 
take  certain  legal  action  with  respect  to  the 
so-called  Roslindale-Hyde  Park  Metropolitan  Hill 
"Dust  Bowl,"  to  the  end  of  compelling  the  owner 
of  the  land  in  question  to  erect  fences  on  certain 
parts  of  the  said  land  in  order  to  protect  members 
of  the  public. 

The  situation  which  now  exists  at  the  location 
referred  to  originated  as  a  result  of  excavations 
made  in  11)42  by  the  land  owner  or  persons  acting 
under  his  authority.  The  purpose  of  the  said 
excavations,  as  I  understand  it,  was  to  secure  "fill" 
which  was  sold  to  various  persons  including  the 
United  States  Navy  Department.  In  the  fall 
of  1943  it  appeared  to  the  Health  Commissioner 
that  as  a  result  of  the  said  excavations  water  had 
collected  and  ponded  at  various  places  on  the  land 
and  had  produced  or  was  likely  to  produce  a 
serious  mosquito  menace.  This  was  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  hind  owner.  Subsequently, 
in  a  conference  between  the  land  owner  and  the 
Health  Commissioner,  in  which  this  department 
participated,  the  land  owner  agreed  to  take 
measures  to  prevent  the  collection  of  water  on  the 
land.  This  agreement  was  not  carried  out.  In 
the  spring  of  this  year,  with  the  coming  of  warm 
weather,  the  danger  of  a  mosquito  menace  once 
again  became  acute.  The  Health  Commissioner 
served  upon  the  land  owner  a  notice  to  abate 
the  nuisance  in  question  pursuant  to  the  terms  of 
General  Laws,  chapter  111,  section  121.  Such 
order  not  being  complied  with,  a  complaint 
against  the  land  owner  was  brought  in  the  West 
Roxbury  District  Court.  Upon  the  land  owner's 
undertaking  to  commence  abatement  of  the 
nuisance  at  once  and  to  prosecute  such  abate- 
ment speedily,  the  case  was  continued  for  one 
week,  and  subsequently,  in  view  of  the  progress 
being  made  by  the  land  owner,  further  con- 
tinuances were  had  from  time  to  time.  The  work 
done  by  the  land  owner  consisted  in  grading  and 
draining  the  land  in  question  so  as  to  prevent  the 
ponding  of  water.  I  am  informed  by  the  in- 
spectors of  the  Health  Department  in  charge  of 
this  matter  that  the  said  work  was,  during  the 
course  of  last  summer,  completed  to  their  satis- 
faction although  it  was  delayed  from  time  to 
time  by  inability  of  the  land  owner  to  obtain 
necessary  equipment,  including  bulldozers.  The 
West  Roxbury  District  Court  was  informed  of  the 
completion  of  the  work  and  at  the  request  of  the 
land  owner  the  complaint  was  dismissed. 

At  the  present  time  it  appears  that  there  is  dan- 
ger of  persons  falling  into  the  said  excavation,  and 
also  I  am  informed  by  persons  who  have  inspected 
the  premises  that  there  may  be  some  danger  to 
structures  situated  near  the  excavation  from 
possible  landslides  into  the  said  excavation.  In 
my  opinion  this  condition  is  not  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Health  Department,  and  it  appears 
to  me  that  the  Health  Department  has  taken  all 
steps  open  to  it  with  respect  to  the  said  land  so 
far  as  now  appears.  So  far  as  I  am  informed, 
there  is  no  present  danger  of  damage  to  public 
ways  as  a  result  of  the  said  excavation  and  there- 
fore there  appears  to  me  to  be  no  basis  for  proceed- 
ing against  the  land  owner  on  that  ground. 

After  full  consideration  of  the  question,  it 
appears  to  me  that  the  only  remaining  basis  for 
proceedings  bv  the  citv  against  this  land  owner 
is  to  be  found  in  Part  29  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code,  section  2901,  which  provides  in  part  as 
follows: 

"(a)  Until  provision  for  permanent  support 
has  been  made,  excavations  shall  be  properly 
guarded  and  protected  by  the  persons  causing 
them  to  be  made  so  as  to  prevent  such  excava- 
tion from  being  dangerous  to  life  or  limb. 
Excavations  shall  be  sheet-piled,  braced  or 
shored,  and  permanent  excavations  shall  be 
protected  by  retaining  walls  or  other  permanent 
structures,  where  necessary,  to  prevent  move- 
ment or  caving  of  adjoining  soil.      .      .      ■ 

"(c)  If  the  person  whose  duty  it.  shall  be 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  to  guard 
and  protect  an  excavation,  oi  to  prevent  adjoin- 
ing soil  from  moving  or  caving,  .  .  .  shall 
neglect  or  fail  80  to  do,  the  commissioner  may 
enter  upon  the  premises,  and  make  sale  such 
excavation.  .  .  .  as  provided  in  section  1 16 
of  Part  1." 

While  it  maj  be  argued  thai  the  word  "excava- 
tion" in  the  section  just  quoted  is  limited  to 
excavations  made  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  foundation  foi  a  building  or  structure,  in  my 
opinion  a  court  may  well  hold  that  the  meaning 
of  the   word  is  not   SO  limited  and   therefore  may 


hold  thai  the  excavation  now  iii  question  is  a 
" permanent  excavation"  within  the  meaning  of 
the  language  just  quoted. 

Such  being  the  case,  it  seems  to  me  thai  a  bill 
in  equity  against  the  laud  owner  lo  compel  him 
to    comply    with    section    2901,    above    quoted, 

might    well    be  commenced   under  section    123    (a), 
with    some    prospects   Of   success.

To  the   Chairman   and   Members  of  the   Finance 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  has  become  increasingly  clear  that  certain 
recommendations  of  the  survey  staff  (1)  as  to 
improvements  in  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  (2)  as  to  savings  in  annual  expendi- 
tures for  public  education  in  the  City  of  Boston 
depend  upon  the  amendment  of  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  as  they  relate  to  public  education 
in  Boston. 

Education  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, as  in  all  other  states  of  the  Union,  is  a 
State  function.  In  Massachusetts,  as  in  other 
states,  the  Legislature  holds  all  subdivisions  of  the 
Commonwealth  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of 
schools,  and  it  generally  delegates  to  these  sub- 
divisions authority  commensurate  with  their 
responsibility. 

The  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  prescribes  for  the  local  school 
districts  of  the  Commonwealth  a  broad  plan  for 
exercising  the  authority  granted  for  discharging  the 
responsibilities  placed  upon  them.  In  general,  this 
plan  consists  of  provision  for  a  lay  board,  called  in 
Massachusetts  the  school  committee,  and  for  a 
professional  administrator,  called  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools.  In  the  general  law  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  superintendent  of  schools  is 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  lay  board.  In 
Massachusetts,  as  in  most  other  states    there  is 
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special  legislation  applying  to  its  largest  city — in 
this  case,  the  City  of  Boston.  The  plan  for 
administering  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  the 
special  creation  of  the  Legislature,  and  this  plan 
can  be  changed  only  by  the  Legislature. 

Findings. 
The  survey  staff  finds: 

1.  That  the  method  of  electing  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  at 
large,  at  municipal  elections,  as  provided  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, has  failed  for  many  years  to  give  the 
City  of  Boston  a  satisfactory  School  Committee. 

2.  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts requires  the  City  of  Boston  to  have  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  School  Buildings, 
coordinate  as  to  certain  powers  with  the  School 
Committee.  In  other  words,  the  School  Com- 
mittee must,  by  law,  share  its  power  to  determine 
certain  vital  policies  with  another  board,  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  School  Buildings.  As 
a  result  of  this  division  of  authority,  the  school 
buildings  provided  for  the  children  and  youth  of 
Boston  are  not  suited  to  the  program  of  education 
carried  on  in  them,  most  of  them  are  unsanitary 
and  many  of  them  are  unsafe,  and  neither  the 
School  Committee  nor  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  School  Buildings  can  be  held  directly  responsible 
for  these  faults. 

3.  That,  in  the  general  law  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  the  chief  adminis- 
trative officer  of  the  School  Committee,  but  that 
special  legislation  applying  to  the  City  of  Boston 
compels  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  share  his 
responsibilities  and  authority  with  a  Board  of 
Superintendents,  a  Business  Manager,  and  a 
Secretary.  The  Rules  of  the  School  Committee 
require  him  further  to  share  his  responsibilities  and 
authority  with  a  Schoolhouse  Custodian  and  with 
a  number  of  administrative  boards,  namely,  the 
Board  of  Apportionment,  the  Salary  Board,  and 
the  Trial  Board  for  Custodians. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  is,  by 
State  law,  an  administrative  board,  coordinate  in 
power  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Its 
members  are  elected  directly  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee without  the  intervention  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  This  makes  for  confusion  in 
administration,  as  no  one  person  exercises  the 
authority  which  would  permit  him  to  be  held 
responsible  by  the  School  Committee. 

5.  That  the  Board  of  Examiners  was  created  by 
the  School  Committee,  and  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee can  abolish  it.  This  leaves  the  Board  of 
Examiners  vulnerable  to  political  pressure. 

6.  That  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is,  by  law,  required  to  adopt  a  "list  of 
appropriations"  by  May  first  for  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  four  months  earlier.  This  date  falls 
one  third  of  the  way  through  the  year  for  which 
the  "list  of  appropriations,"  so  called,  is  to  be 
adopted.  The  law  permits  the  School  Committee 
to  choose  the  form  in  which  it  presents  its  "list  of 
appropriations,"  and  practice  permits  it  to  delay 
the  adoption  of  the  list  frequently  until  more  than 
half  of  the  year  which  it  is  to  cover  has  passed. 
This  means  that  the  Boston  school  system  does 
not  have  a  budget  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the 
term — that  financial  planning  is  absent  in  develop- 
ing policy,  and  that  financial  control  is  lacking  in 
administration. 

7.  That  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  war 
industries  boom  Boston  was  losing  its  ability  to 
pay  property  taxes,  and  that  the  support  of  schools, 
as  mandated  by  the  Legislature,  was  becoming  too 
heavy  for  the  City  to  bear.  This  process  will  be 
resumed  after  the  war. 

8.  That  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
contributes  from  State  funds  only  from  8  to  9  per 
cent  of  the  current  expenditures  of  the  schools  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  whereas  the  average  of  state 
contributions  to  the  support  of  local  schools, 
country  wide,  is  from  25  to  35  per  cent  of  current 
expenses.     Some  states  contribute  much  more. 

9.  That,  if  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  to  discharge  the  specific  responsibilities 
of  a  board  of  education,  the  Legislature  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  must  provide, 
by  law,  the  broad  outlines  of  a  responsible  ad- 
ministrative organization  for  the  school  system  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

10.  That,  if  the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  to  discharge  its  responsibilities  as  a 
public  board,  some  way  must  be  found  to  free  its 
members  from  the  influence  of  small  groups, 
within   (lie  school  system  and  without,   who  seek 


only  personal  advantage,  and  to  make  them  re- 
sponsive to  the  will  of  ;t  majority  of  the  voters  of 
tlie  ( 'ity  of  Boston. 

I  lecommendations. 

In    the   light    of   these   findings,   as   developed   at 

length  in  the  body  of  the  Report  of  the  survey,  the 
mii  vey  staff  i ecommends: 

1.  That,    in    older    to    insure   a    high    degree    of 

individual  responsibility  on  the  pari  of  individual 

members  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth 
should  provide,  by  law.  for  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  the  School  Committee  1  >\  an 
ex-officio  board  of  representative  citizens,  and 
their  appointment  from  the  list  of  candidates  so 
nominated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  Citj  of  Boston. 

2.  That,  in  order  to  insure  consideration  for  the 
needs  of  the  City  as  a  who].',  the  Legislature  of  the 
Commonwealth  should  provide,  by  law,  for  a 
referendum  and  possible  recall,  after  two  years  of 
service,  for  each  member  of  the  School  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Mayor. 

3.  That,  in  order  to  secure  efficient  and  respon- 
sible administration  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  Legislature  of  the  Common- 
wealth, by  law,  should  make  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  the  responsible  executive  of  the  .School 
Committee  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  affairs 
of  the  Committee,  with  power  to  nominate  to  the 
Committee  for  their  election  his  immediate  assis- 
tants and,  through  them,  all  other  employees  of  the 
Committee. 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  School 
Buildings  should  be  abolished,  by  law,  and  that  t  he 
functions  and  employees  of  that  Board  should  be 
transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee under  the  administration  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  and  of  the  Business  Manager 
in  his  capacity  as  an  assistant  superintendent. 

5.  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  should 
be  changed,  by  law,  from  arr  administrative  body 
to  an  advisory  quasi-judicial  body,  that  its  mem- 
bership should  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  the 
Business  Manager,  irr  the  capacity  of  air  assistant 
superintendent,  and  that  it  should  act  as  a  cabinet 
of  advisors  to  the  Superintendent  and  as  a  trial 
board  for  employees. 

6.  That  the  office  of  Business  Manager  as  an 
independent  executive  of  the  School  Committee 
should  be  abolished,  and  the  duties  of  that  office 
and  of  the  administrative  offices  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  School  Buildings  should  be 
combined  under  a  Business  Manager  who  is,  in 
rank,  an  assistant  superintendent,  serving  under 
the  administration  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

7.  That  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  School 
Committee,  who  is  now  an  administrative  officer 
of  the  Committee,  should  be  changed,  by  law,  so 
that  the  Secretary  shall  be  the  recording  secretary, 
only,  of  the  Committee. 

8.  That  the  Board  of  Examiners  should  be 
established,  by  law,  as  a  statutory  body,  that  its 
members  should  have  tenure  during  satisfactory 
service,  and  that  vacancies  should  be  filled  from 
special  eligibility  lists  established  by  examinations 
as  described  in  the  body  of  the  Report  of  the 
sjiirvey. 

9.  That  the  Legislature  should  require,  by  law, 
that  the  Boston  School  Committee  adopt  a  budget 
at  least  15  days  before  the  opening  of  the  fiscal 
year  to  which  it  applies.  This  budget  should  be 
in  the  form  indicated  by  the  financial  reports 
required  by  the  United  States  Office  of  Education, 

10.  That  the  Legislature  should  create  a  special 
commission  to  determine  the  proper  division  of 
responsibility  as  between  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  local  school  districts  fur  the  support  of  public 
education,  to  the  end  that  an  adequate  plan  may 
be  developed  for  the  financing  of  education  in  ail 
parts  of  Massachusetts  in  the  post-wai  period. 
The  Legislature  should  appropriate  for-  tin'  use  of 
the  commission  sufficient  funds  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  members  of  tin'  commission  and  to 
employ  the  necessary  professional  assistance  to  do 
the  research  and  technical  work  needed  in  devel- 
oping the  plan. 

The    Legislature    of    tin'    Commonwealth    should 
provide  an  adequate  plan  for  the  management 

of  the  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
After   many    months   of   close    contact    with    the 
Boston  public  schools,  the  members  of  the  survey 

Staff  emerge  with  the  firm  con v  id  ion  that  few 
school  systems  in  tin-  United  Slates,  if  auv,  can 
claim  as  large  a  proportion  of  teachers,  supervisors, 
and    administrators    of    eminent    character,    sound 
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learning,  and  high  professional  competence.     But 
at  tin-  same  time  the  survej  staff  is  obliged  regret- 
fully i<>  report  that  in  a  tragically  large  numb 
instances  these  Qualities  are  not  allowed  to  counl 
that   the  existing  mechanism  of  a  i  and 

modes  of  administration  give  little  assui 
merit  will  be  proper^   recognised  and  that  ability 
will  bear  fruit.     This  is  due  in   I  re  to 

ilie  present  inadequate  plan  "i  lacs  "l  plan  for 
managing  public  education  in  the  <  itj  of  Boston. 
In  addition  -and  what  is  even  more  important 
this  lack  of  plan  results  in  pool  school  Buildings, 
too  many  mediocre  sohoola  and  services,  and  in 
excessive  costs  Fot  this  condition  past  Legisla- 
tures of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  are 
in  a  measure  responsible,  although  it  must  be  said 
that  these  Legislature!;  navi  alwa  acted  with  the 
best  of  intentions  to  correct  manifest  evils  as 
have  appeared.  It  lies  in  the  power  of  the  I  gi 
lature  to  correct  the  present  confuse. I  situation. 
If  the  next  Legislature  should  accept  its  responsi- 
bility for  providing  the  City  of  Boston  with  the 
minimum  essentials  of  a  workable  plan  for  man- 
aging us  schools,  all  needed  improvements  in 
educational  program  and  in  services,  as  outlined 
in  the  body  of  the  Report  of  this  survey,  could  be 
made.  And  what  is  more,  operating  expenses  foi 
the  Boston  schools  could  be  reduced  bv  nearly 
11,250,000  a  year.

APPENDIX    I. 

Savings  Recommended  in  the  Report  of  the 

Survey  of  the  Boston  Schools. 

The  Report  of  the  survey  of  the  Boston 

shows   the   possibility   of  savings   in    a    number  of 

areas.     Among  the  more  important  of  these  are 

the  following: 

1.  By  closing  35  buildings  not  needed  to 
house  school  children  there  could  be  effected  on 
the  costs  of  operation  and  maintenance  of  these 
buildings  a  savings  of  (140,000. 

2.  By  reducing  the  overhead  in  the  depart- 
ments of  maintenance  and  operation  of  build- 
ings, which  is  altogether  out  of  line  with  any 
criterion  of  good  administration  f $100,000),  by 
requiring  custodians  to  make  minor  repairs 
($50,000),  and  by  the  employment  of  a  main- 
tenance crew  of  carpenters,  plumbers,  painters, 
etc.,  instead  of  letting  by  contract  many  small 
jobs,  the  cost  of  haying  work  done  this  way 
being  exorbitant  (8100,000),  a  total  saving  of 
$250,000. 

3.  By  adjusting  the  number  of  teachers  to 
the  normal  load  of  32-33  pupils  per  class  in  the 
elementary  schools,  32—33  in  academic  sub- 
jects in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  and

Conn.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  it  was  called 
to  my  attention  last  night  that  a  woman  from  my 
district  was  down  at  Revere  Beach  last  Saturday 
night  and  played  a  game  known  as  "Fascination," 
which  in  some  respects  is  taking  the  place  of 
Beano.  She  herself  won  nineteen  cartons  of 
cigarettes.  She  sold  back  ten  of  the  cartons  at 
$1  each,  having  no  use  for  them,  because  she  has 


idy  in  the  service,  having  recently  lost  her 
brother,  Poa  the  life  of  me,  I  can't  understand 
how  the  proprietors  of  these  places  gel  away  with 
it.      If  you    know   them   as   well  as   I   do,   you   will 

know  that  they  are  racket   men,  and  nave  been 

of  the  same  type  as  the  fellows  running 
the  shooting  galleries  on  Tieinonl  street  and  in 
Scollaj      square.     They     have     been     operating 

illegal!}  and  getting  away  with  it  because  no 
action  has  been  taken  by  the  Mayor's  office  or  the 
city  censors  for  Operating  after  hours,  which  they 
do       (idling    back    to    the    game    of    Fascination 

at   Revere  Beach,  we  know  ourselves  it  is  pretty 

hard  to  get  a  package  of  cigarettes.  I  parked 
my  cat  near  City  Hall  last  Friday,  and  got  out 
and  went  to  six  places  around  City  Hall  and 
couldn't   get    a    package  of  Old  Golds  in   any  of  the 

six  places.     But  still  these  people  can  give  away 

those  cartons  each  week.  And  I  would  like  to 
know    how    they    can    do    it    and,    if    they    do,    who 

has  been  selling  them  to  give  away.  I  know 
proprietors  in  my  ward  cant  get  cigarettes  for 
their  customers.     It  seems  to  me  damned  funny 

.you  can  go  down  and  have  those  cigarettes  given 
away  as  a  prize  in  that  way.  I  think  something 
should  be  done  about  it.  Those  cigarettes  should 
be  taken  away  from  them  and  either  given  to  the 
spues  to  sell  to  the  general  public,  or  shipped  to 
the    boys   overseas.     And,    if   my   information   is 

correct,  the  boys  overseas  tire  not  getting  them.

CONSTRUCTION  OF  SEA  WALL, 
EAST   BOSTON. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following:

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  this  has  been 
going  on  for  some  time  now.  Every  time  we  have 
a  hurricane  or  a  severe  storm  the  cellars  along 
Bennington  street  and  in  the  rear  of  Neptune  road 
have  been  flooded.  Last  week  we  had  a  storm 
which  didn't  seem  much  of  a  storm  in  the  rest  of 
the  City  of  Boston  but  we,  being  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  over  there,  got  kind  of  a  severe  one, — so 
severe,  in  fact,  they  are  still  pumping  the  cellars 
out  along  this  Neptune  road  section  and  along 
Bennington  street.  And  the  same  situation  has 
prevailed  for  years  in  Winthrop,  but  they  built  a 
sea  wall  down  there  four  or  five  years  ago  at  the 
State's  expense,  and  it  has  helped  bring  relief  to 
these  people  who  own  homes  in  that  vicinity.  I 
hope  that  the  same  thing  can  be  done,  and  that  a 
sea  wall  can  be  constructed  in  the  East  Boston 
area,  so  that  these  people  won't  suffer  any  damage 
in  the  future.

RECORDS  OF  RENT  AND  HOUSING 
-DIVISION,  O.  P.  A. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  confer  with  the  proper  Federal  authori- 
ties to  determine  if  it  would  be  possible  to  obtain 
for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Boston  Assessing  De- 
partment the  records  of  the  Rent  and  Housing 
Division  of  the  Federal  O.  P.  A. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  one  of  the 
greatest  sources  of  inconvenience  to  every  poli- 
tician  is  the  annual  request  for  tax  abatements. 
And  when  we  go  over  to  the  Assessing  Department 
we  are  confronted  with  the  fact  that  they  don't 
know  very  much  about  the  properties  throughout 
the  city.  I  get  letters  from  people  who  tell  me 
that  there  are  houses  that  are  better  than  theirs, 
that  contain  more  rooms,  or  have  a  different  type 
of  healing,  that  are  assessed  much  less  than  their 
own  home,  and  they  can't  understand  it.  And  we 
go  in  and  ask  for  abatements,  and  we  are  con- 
fronted with  the  fact  that  the  record  there  states 
that  this  house  contains  so  many  feet  of  land  and 
that  house  contains  so  many  feet  of  land,  and  the 
assessment  is  justified  on  the  basis  that  each  one 
contains  approximately  the  same  amount  of  land. 
Now,  the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  despite 
its   many   shortcomings,   has  accomplished  some- 
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thing.  They  have  on  file  down  there  records  that 
contain  practically  every  item  of  benefit  in  each  and 
every  piece  of  property  in  the  city.  They  tell  you 
how  much  the  rent  is;  they  tell  you  what  is  fur- 
nished for  the  rent;  you  know  how  many  rooms, 
what  kind  of  heat  is  in  that  house,  ami  whethi  I  0] 
not  they  have  garages.  Ami  if  we  had  those 
records  here  in  the  City  Hall,  I  Hunk  the  Assessors 
would  be  better  able  to  determine  the  proper 
assessment  for  each  piece  of  property.  And  I 
think  when  we  go  down  there,  or  anybody  else 
goes  down,  to  look  up  a  record  it  could  be  deter- 
mined in  an  equitable  manner  whether  this  piece 
of  property  should  be  assessed  lower  than  the 
adjacent  piece  of  property.  Sooner  or  later  these 
reports  will  be  destroyed,  and  I  think  now  is  tin- 
time  to  act. 

Then  if  a  person  is  going  to  buy  a  house,  he 
could  go  down  to  the  Assessors'  office,  he  could 
look  up  the  property,  he  could  find  oul  whether 
or  not  the  facts  held  out  to  him  by  the  seller 
were  true,  he  could  determine  whether  or  not  the 
house  he  was  buying  was  approximately  of  the 
same  value  as  the  assessment,  or  the  same  value 
as  the.  house  next  door.  Nowadays,  if  you  want 
to  find  out  how  old  a  house  is,  you  can't  determine 
that  ill  the  Assessors'  office.  You  have  to  fuddy- 
duddy  around  the  Building  Department,  and 
they  will  think  that  you  are  pretty  nosey  if  you 
want  to  find  out  if  that  house  is  older  than  the 
house  next  door.  These  records.  I  think,  would 
be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  city.  In  a  couple 
of  years  they  will  be  destroyed.  I  think  if  we 
could  obtain  them  now,  and  put  them  on  file, 
they  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  city  and  a  benefit 
to  the  Assessing  Department,  and  a  benefit  to 
the  property  owner  and  the  prospective  property 
owner.

Dear  Sir, — This  is  in  reply  to  your  communica- 
tion of  recent  date  with  attached  City  Council 
order  relating  to  the  payment  of  additional  com- 
pensation to  all  election  officers  employed  at  the 
recent  State  Election. 

May  we  explain  that,  in  cognizance  of  present 
conditions,  the  compensation  of  wardens,  clerks 
and  inspectors  was  increased  by  $2  at  the  time  of 
the  State  Primaries  in  July  and  that  of  special 
inspectors  (so-called  "counters")  was  increased 
$1.00  over  that  paid  in  the  past.  (Special  in- 
spectors are  employed  at  elections  only.)  It  is 
difficult  to  set  a  fair  scale  of  wages  for  this  election 
work  since  the  hours  of  employment  vary  not 
only  from  function  to  function  but  even  from  one 
precinct  to  another. 

We  believe  that  on  analysis  our  present  scale  of 
payments  would  be  found  to  be  fair.  In  making 
such  an  analysis,  however,  one  must  bear  in  mind 
that  essentially  the  same  group  of  election  officers 
serve  year  after  year.  Thus,  the  warden  who 
received  $13.00  for  a  long  and  tedious  job  at  the 
State  Election  will  receive  the  same  amount  for 
a  short  and  comparatively  simple  task  at  the 
Special  City  Election  to  be  held  this  spring. 

We  trust  that  the  foregoing  will  make  it  clear 
why  we  do  not  believe  it  necessary  to  pay  addi- 
tional compensation  to  the  precinct  workers  at 
the  recent  State  Election.

ESTABLISHMENT   OF   BOARD   OF 
RECREATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  11,  1944. 
To  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen, — I  am  informed  that  an  order  for 
the  acceptance  of  chapter  451,  Acts  of  1943,  is  now 
pending  before  your  Honorable  Body.  This  is  an 
act  for  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Recreation 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  my  opinion,  the  creation  of  such  a  Board 
would  enable  our  city  government  to  plan  for  and 
provide  recreational  opportunities  not  now  possible 
under  existing  administrative  agencies  of  the  city. 

Under  present  conditions,  several  city  depart- 
ments have  a  share  in  the  obligation  of  providing 
recreational  opportunities  and  facilities.  There  is 
not,  and  has  not  been  any  cooperative  or  coordi- 
nated plan  by  which  these  various  departments 
might  furnish  the  utmost  in  recreational  oppor- 
tunities. 

It  is  evident  that  with  proper  coordination  and 
direction  it  will  be  possible  to  make  far  greater 
use  of  our  existing  facilities  for  recreation.  The 
congested  areas  in  our  city,  where  there  is  need  for 
additional  recreational  services  and  facilities,  can 
be  far  better  served  if  the  duty  of  providing  such 
services  is  imposed  upon  one  body  rather  than 
upon  several  departments.  It  is  well  recognized 
that  adequate  recreational  opportunity  is  one  of 
the  best  deterrents  to  juvenile  delinquency. 

I  believe  that  the  adoption  of  the  order  now 
before  your  Body  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 
I  believe  the  creation  of  a  Board  of  Recreation  will 
stimulate  and  coordinate  our  efforts  toward  the 
fullest  use  of  our  existing  facilities.  It  is  impera- 
tive that  we  do  all  within  our  power  to  encourage 
both  the  mental  and  physical  development  of  the 
children  in  our  city.  I  am  confident  that  by  the 
acceptance  of  this  act  and  by  the  establishment  of 
a  Board  of  Recreation  we  will  make  it  possible  for 
many  children  in  our  city  who  have  heretofore  had 
little  opportunities  for  recreation  to  receive  the 
benefits  which  can  be  made  available  to  them  if 
all  our  existing  facilities  are  put  to  their  fullest  use. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  establishment  of  this 
Board  will  be  delayed  another  year  unless  acted 
upon  by  your  Honorable  Body  before  December 
31st  of  this  year,  I  most  respectfully  request 
prompt  consideration  of  this  matter  by  your  Body. 
Respectfully,

The  communication  was  declared  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  certainly 
surprised  and  amazed  that  the  Mayor  would  have 
the  audacity  to  send  in  such  a  recommendation  as 
this  one  before  us  now.  He  is  heartily  in  favor  of 
this  Board;  still,  we  have  passed  appropriation 
after  appropriation  here  for  a  number  of  years 
asking  that  the  Mayor  use  those  funds  for  recrea- 
tional facilities  throughout  the  entire  twenty-two 
wards  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Speaking  about  my 
own  ward,  which  is  in  a  deplorable  and  disgraceful 
condition  as  far  as  parks  and  playgrounds  are  con- 
cerned, I  spent  a  whole  morning  with  the  Mayor 
going  around  to  these  parks  and  playgrounds, 
pointing  out  the  things  that  we  very  much  needed; 
and  at  that  time  he  promised  me  that  he  was 
going  to  take  some  action.  He  was  going  to  fix 
up  the  Noyes  Playground,  for  one;  he  was  going 
to  give  us  a  playground  at  Wood  Island  Park, 
which  was  taken  by  the  soldiers,  and  he  approves 
it  being  taken  by  the  airport  for  their  enlargement 
of  facilities  there.  I  pointed  out  small  places,  and 
he  said  he  would  take  care  of  one  known  as  "Moth- 
ers' Rest."  I  have  shown  him  others  in  vacant 
land  where  all  he  would  have  to  do  is  go  in,  soften 
up  the  ground,  put  up  a  fence,  give  us  some  benches 
for  the  mothers,  put  in  sand,  a  seesaw  and  swings 
for  the  children  —  they  wouldn't  ask  for  any  more. 
If  I  am  not  mistaken,  he  has  $25,000  at  his  dis- 
posal that  he  has  never  used  for  the  children  of  the 
twenty-two  wards  of  Boston.  Of  course,  I  would 
like  to  have  some  of  that  money  spent  for  my 
ward,  but,  if  it  couldn't  be,  I  would  like  to  see  the 
money  spent  in  some  other  wards  in  Boston,  so 
that  the  children  would  at  least  benefit  by  some 
of  the  appropriations  that  we  have  been  passing 
here  yearly.  Now,  the  Mayor  sends  an  order  up. 
He  is  in  favor  of  this  Recreational  Board.  '  Last 
year  I  opposed  this  for  several  reasons.  One 
reason  was  —  you  can  dig  it  out  in  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting — that  I  would  like  to  know  if  the 
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Mayor  was  going  to  appoint  members  of  this 
Board  from  tin-  City  of  Boston.  That  is  one 
thing  I  insisted  on, —  that  thc\v  all  he  Boston  men. 
If  I  am  not  mistaken,  we  tried  to  amend  it  so  it 
would  read  that  the  members  of  this  Hoard  to  be 
appointed,  or  the  members  that  would  be  ap- 
pointed, would  come  from  Boston.  We  never  re- 
eeived  a  reply  from  the  Mayor  on  that.  Now, 
this  is  just  a  case  of  taking  what  little  power  the 
City  of  Boston  has  away  from  it.  The  Park 
Department  at  the  present  time  is  in  control  of 
parks  and  playgrounds.  The  School  Committee 
is  in  charge  of  school  yards  and  whatever  play- 
grounds   come    under    their  jurisdiction.      I   won't 

i hat  they  have  done  a  good  job.  I  will 
however,  thai  the]  haven't  had  the  facilities  or 
they  haven't  had  the  equipment  to  do  a  good  job, 
and  the  sole  blame  of  that  is  not  on  any  recrea- 
tional board;  it  is  right  on  the  Mayor  of  Boston's 
shoulders.  He  is  responsible.  We  have  appro- 
priated money  here  from  year  to  year  that  the 
Mayor  never  saw  fit  to  use  for  equipment  for  play- 
grounds for  the  entire  twenty-two  wards  of  Boston. 
And  now  he  has  the  gall  to  send  up  a  request  to- 
day that  we  pass  this  order  creating  a  Board  of 
Recreation,  and  at  the  same  time  he  never  has 
mentioned  in  any  of  1 1  nts  that  he  sent 

up  to  us  today  the  fact  that  he  would  appoint 
Boston  men.  He  might  appoint  one  or  two,  but, 
for  my  money,  I  would  say  the.  majority  of  this 
Board  would  not  come  from  Boston.  They  are 
the  type  of  people  that,  ia  my  opinion,  would  give 
out  beanbag  games,  or  something  else,  when  the 
kids  might  want  to  play  football.  They  probably 
would  want  to  put  concrete  in  these  yards,  when 
the  children  would  rather  have  dirt  for  baseball 
or  football.  And  at  the  same  time  this  could  be 
flooded  in  the  winter  months  for  skating.  I  don't 
think  this  order  should  pass.  I  think  the  blame 
belongs  on  the  Mayor's  shoulders,  and  on  nobody 
else,  if  the  City  of  Boston  has  not  suitable  play- 
grounds. He  has  been  Mayor  for  seven  years, 
and  he  now  must  admit  that  he  is  wrong,  not  only 
with  the  Park  and  School  Departments,  but  in  his 
own  office,  for  not  taking  suitable  steps  to  make 
playgrounds  for  the  children  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Quite  a  few  of  us  have  lost  playgrounds  because  of 
the  army  stepping  in  and  taking  over.  Others 
have  lost  playgrounds  because  of  their  being  given 
up  for  war  plants  or  something  else.  There  is  one 
in  Charlestown,  down  on  Medford  street,  loaded 
with  equipment  that  belongs,  I  imagine,  to  the 
United  States  government.  There  are  other  plates 
throughout  the  entire  city  where  playgrounds 
could  have  been  made  —  honest-to-God  play- 
grounds —  if  the  Mayor  had  the  foresight  and  the 
courage  to  spend  the  money  that  we  appropriated 
for  him  to  spend  for  equipment  and  for  fixing  up 
these  playgrounds.  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  order  is  defeated.  I  think  it  should  be.  It  is 
another  case  of  taking  what  little  remaining  power 
that  the  Council  has  away  from  them,  and,  as  I 
have  said  here  several  times  today,  after  seven 
long  years  the  Mayor  admits  he  must  be  wrong 
when  he  wants  to  set  up  a  Board  of  Recreation  to 
take  care  of  the  recreational  facilities  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  We  have  a  Park  Department  and  a 
School  Department  that  could  work  together  if 
the  Mayor  had  got  them  together  any  time  in  the 
past  seven  years  and  asked  them  to  work  together. 
He  could  have  sent  up  an  order  for  all  the  money 
he  wanted,  and  we  would  have  been  glad  to  give 
it  to  him,  especially  in  the  last  few  years,  when  so 
much  talk  is  going  around  about  juvenile  delin- 
quency ■ —  providing  places  for  the  children  to 
keep  off  the  streets,  places  enticing  them  to  go  in 
and  play.  As  I  say,  in  my  own  ward  we  don't 
want  anything  elaborate.  All  we  want  the  Mayor 
to  do  is  fix  up  the  playgrounds  that  we  have,  take 
land  that  the  city  owns  that  is  in  a  disgraceful 
condition,  and  in  some  cases  it  is  dangerous  for 
pedestrians  and  other  traffic  that  might  go  by 
those  places.  There  are  two  places  on  Maverick 
street  alone.  There  are  two  places  in  West  Rox- 
bury,  and  there  are  places  in  every  ward  in  the 
entire  city.  I  think,  Mr.  President,  as  I  stated 
before,  that  the  bill  should  be  killed  for  one  reason, 
if  for  no  other.  I  say  that  the  Major  has  been 
lax  in  his  duty  for  the  past  seven  years  if  he 
couldn't  get  the  School  Committee  and  the  Park 
Department  together,  getting  them  to  work  to- 
gether. They  could  improve  these  playgrounds. 
It  would  keep  the  children  off  the  streets.  It 
would  cut  down  juvenile  delinquency.  And  God 
knows,  for  the  last  seven  years  —  for  the  five 
years  I  have  been  here,  anyhow  —  every  year  we 


have  passed  appropriations  for  playground  equip- 
ment and  for  moneys  to  he  spend  on  improvement 
of  playgrounds  throughout  the  entire  twenty-two 
wards,  and  the  Mayor  lias  done  nothing  about  the 

BDending  of  that   money. 

Chairman  DWYER  In  answer  to  the  gentle- 
man from  Ward  1.  the  Chair  will  state  that  the 
Chaii  was  probably  in  error  in  not  explaining  fully 
that  this  communication  should  have  been  placed 
on   file.      There  is  no  order  before   the  Council   at 

the  present  time     This  is  merely  a  oommi 

tion.  hut,  having  in  mind  that  maybe  an  order  will 
come  in  here  later  on  in  the  day,  the  Chair  did 
refei  that  communication  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee for  their  perusal,  if  an  order  does  come  in 
later  in   the  das 

Coun  \I  H  SULLIVAN— In  view  of  the  fact 
there  is  the  right  to  appeal  under  the  rules  of  the 
Council  when  the  President  refers  anything 
to  the  Executive  Committee.  I  now  appeal  from 
the  ruling  of  the  Chair,  submitting  that  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  ask  that  it  be  placed  on 
file. 

Chairman  DWYER — We  will  carry  on,  please. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  appeal  here  now, 
gentlemen. 

Chairman  DWYER — The  gentleman  is  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  not  out  of 
order. 

Chairman  DWY'ER — The  gentleman  is  out  of 
order.    m 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  don't  care  if  I  am 
out  of  order,  although  I  know  that  I  am  not. 

Chairman  DWYER — The  gentleman  is  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  M.  If  SULLIVAN— I  want  to  go  to  the 
City  Clerk. 

Chairman  DWY'ER — The  Chair  will  inform  the 
gentleman  that  he  has  the  rules  of  the  Council,  and 
if  the  gentleman  knew  the  rules  of  the  Council  he 
would  know  that  he  is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  HURLEY— May  I  ask  that  the  City 
Clerk  give  his  opinion  on  this  matter  now? 

Chairman  DWYER— The  Chair  has  ruled  the 
gentleman  out  of  order.

Chairman  DWY'ER— That  is  right  Councilor. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Is  there  any  motion  now  before 
the  assembly  here  whereby  it  is  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee'.' 

Chairman  DWYER — Councilor,  the  Chair 
stated  that  he  was  in  error  and  that  he  should  have 
placed  it  on  file,  but  there  was  no  motion  or  order 
before  the  Council  at  the  time.

Coun.    TAYLOR — Do    I    understand    that    the 
President  has  placed  that  on  file? 

Chairman  DWYER — He  has  not  as  yet;  he 
admitted  that  he  was  in  error  when  he  so  referred 
it  to  Executive. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Do  I  understand  the  President 
has  erred  and  that  he  now  changes  his  mind? 

Chairman  DWYER — I  would  be  glad  to  take 
the  vote  and  then  be  glad  to  make  my  decision. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — The  vote  may  not  be  neces- 
sary if  you  admit  you  have  erred.  You  now  say 
your  decision  is  to  place  it  on  file? 

Chairman  DWYER — I  made  the  admission 
before  the  motion  was  made. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  don't  understand  what  the 
reason  for  the  admission  is,  if  you  don't  act  on 
your  admission. 

Chairman  DWYER — I  publicly  admitted  I  had 
made  a  mistake  before  the  motion  was  made,  and 
before  the  spectacle  that  was  created  in  this 
Chamber  had  occurred. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — A  point  of  information? 
Chairman  DWYER— The  Chair  will  rule  that 
he  made  a  mistake  and  will  be  glad  to  place  the 
matter    on    file.     There    is    a    motion    made    and 
seconded  before  the  Council. 

Coun.  COFFEY'— Point  of  information? 
Chairman    DWYER — State   your   point   of   in- 
formation. 

Coun.  COFFEY' — Have  you  the  power  to  send 
this  message  from  the  Mayor  to  Executive? 
Chairman  DWYER- Well,  no. 
Coun.  COFFEY — May  I  ask  for  a  ruling  from 
the  Corporation  Counsel? 

Chairman  DWYER — It  is  a  communication 
from  his  Honor  the  Mayor  with  no  order  attached. 
Coun.  COFFEY — I  was  wondering  if  you  did 
have  power  to  send  it  to  Executive.  May  I  have 
a  ruling  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  whether 
that  can  be  sent  to  Executive  on  your  decision? 

Chairman  DWYER — If  you  care  to  have  that 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel,  you  can  file  an 
order,  as  such,  as  far  as  my  interpretation  of  the 
rules  goes.  The  Chair  was  in  error  when  he 
referred  the  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  he  should  have  placed  it  on  file,  where  no  order 
is  attached  to  it. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  I 
withdraw  my  motion  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
matter  will  be  placed  on  file.

They  are  getting  away  with  too  much  down  here, 
running  out  to  the  telephone,  running  downstairs 
and  telling  what  is  going  on,  and  some  Councilors 
call  up  and  say,  "What  will  I  do  on  this,  Mr.

There  is  very  little  time  for  it  to  become  effective. 
It  must,  be  passed  this  year.  Christmas  comes  on 
.Monday,  and  there  will  be  no  meeting  at  that 
time.  We  have  asked  everyone  before  the  com- 
mittee at  some  time  during  the  year  if  they  were 
for  or  against  it,  and  we  have  given  them  ample 
time  to  express  themselves.  Lest  there  be  any 
question,  I  wrote  the  School  Committee  a  letter 
asking  them  to  state  their  opinion,  whether 
they  were  for  or  against  this  bill.  A  meeting  was 
held,  and  I  will  read  a  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  School  Committee: 
"The   School   Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston, 

June  14,  1944. 
Mr.  James  C.  Bayley,  Jr., 
City  Councilor. 
Dear  Mr.  Bayley, — At  a  conference  of  the  School 
Committee  held  on  June  9,  1944,  I  presented  your 
communication  of  June  8,  relative  to  chapter  451 
of    the    Acts    of    1943 — 'An    Act    Establishing   a 
Board  of  Recreation  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
Setting  Forth  its  Powers  and  Duties.' 

After  discussion  of  the  Act,  the  members  of  the 
Committee  directed  me  to  inform  you  that  they 
saw  no  objection  to  its  acceptance  by  the  City 
Council.

Coun.  CAREY — When  this  matter  was  first 
presented  to  the  City  Council  several  months  ago, 
I  was  very  vigorous  in  my  opposition,  and  I  intend 
to  remain  the  same  way.  I  notice  this  matter  first 
came  before  the  Council  during  the  month  of 
May,  and  I  never  saw  legislation  passed  by  any- 
body, any  legislative  body,  that  used  the  word 
"may"  and  purposely,  I  believe,  avoided  the 
word  "shall,"  so  many  times  as  did  this  particular 
bill.  It  was  the  cutest  and  the  most  cunning 
way  of  foisting  any  legislation  on  a  municipality, 
or  attempting  to  foist  it  on,  rather,  that  I  have 
ever  seen.  May  I  ask  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  mature-minded  men,  even  though  this 
matter  has  presumably  been  before  the  Body 
since  last  May,  to  take  their  time  and  not  record 
themselves  hastily?  Boston  as  a  city  was  not  set 
up  yesterday,  last  week,  or  last  year.  And  even 
if  the  City  Council  were  to  take  ten  years  before 
finally  passing  on  a  measure  of  this  kind,  I  think 
the  Council  would  be  showing  wisdom.  There  is 
no  better  place  to  provide  recreation,  and  I  believe 
ii  was  the  intent  of  those  who  first  had  this  idea 
of  setting  up  this  recreation  board  to  provide 
this  recreation  for  the  younger  element.  The 
only  place  for  the  younger  element  of  Boston,  or 
any  other  community,  to  be  at  night  is  in  the 
home.  Why  do  we  need  a  recreation  board? 
We  have  had  a  recreation  department  connected 
with  the  Boston  Park  Department  for  years. 
Time  and  time  again,  recognizing  that  the  proper 
facilities  have  not  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  younger  element,  or  even  the  more  mature 
element  of  this  city,  1  have  askeil  here,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Council,  that  sufficient  money  be 
provided  to  properly  equip  playgrounds  through- 
out the  city.  I  don't  know  myself  what  use 
school  buildings  or  any  other  buildings  should  or 
could  be  put  to  during  the  day,  excepting  on  a 
rainy  day,  for  recreational  purposes,  because,  Cod 

knows,  the  best  place  for  one  to  obtain  I  he  best  in 
recreation  is  out  of  doors.  There  have  been 
both    public    and    private    schemes    of    recreation 
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offered  up  to  the  present  time,  and  whether  or 
not  a  recreation  board  ie  Bel  up  in  the  (  ity  of 
Boston,  you  are  always  going  to  find  pertain 
organizations  endeavoring  to  promote  their  own 
original  recreational  facilities.  \\  hy  haven  t  the 
playgrounds  of  the  City  of  Boston  been  properly 
e<niipp.-.l?  Whv  hasn't  sufficient  money  been 
made  available!    I  come  from  a  rather  congested 

district  of  the  City.  I  have  had  to  go  to  Roxbury 
Court  to  the  juvenile  session  of  that  court,  week 
in  and  week  out,  at  the  request  of  a  father  or 
mother  of  some  voiin"  hoy  or  girl  who  WM  in 
trouble,  and  I  have  asked  that  boy  or  girl.  W  by 
weren't  you  on  the  playground  when  you  got 
yourself  into  this  trouble?"  And  on  more  than 
one  occasion  the  answer  has  been  giyen  to  me  by 
that  boy  or  girl,  "Why  wasn't  I  out  there! 
"On  the  playgrounds"  was  my  question.  And 
that  boy  or  girl  has  said  to  me,  "Where  are  those 
playgrounds?  You  don't  mean  to  tell  me  that 
Mission  Playground  or  Parker  Hill  Playground 
or  Jefferson  Playground,  so  called,  are  playgrounds, 
do  you?  What  is  there  there  for  me  to  use  in 
order  to  enjoy  myself!  I  can't  even  play  base- 
ball on  those  playgrounds,  because  if  we  hit  a  foul 
ball  it  goes  through  somebody  s  window  and  the 
cop  is  brought  over,  and  we  are  driven  off  the 
playground."  Mr.  President,  time  and  time  again 
I  have  had  young  boys  and  girls  in  my  district  tell 
me  that,  ves,  they  would  have  been  out  on  the 
playground  if  there  was  any  equipment  there 
with  which  they  could  find  the  recreation  so 
necessary  to  work  off  the  energy  that  they  found 
it  necessary  to  work  off.  I  am  for  the  very  best 
that  Boston  can  provide  in  the  way  of  recreational 
facilities,  but  nothing  has  been  shown  to  me  so 
far  that  is  going  to  convince  me,  or  that  lias  con- 
vinced me,  rather,  that  any  new  recreation  board 
will  do  anything  to  further  the  recreational  facili- 
ties of  this  city  that  the  present  setup  would  not 
have  and  could  not  have  done  if  proper  money 
had  been  made  available  for  our  part  and  recreation 
department.  I  remember  very  well  a  few  months 
ago  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  arguing 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  City  Council  should 
provide  a  curfew  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
purpose  of  that  curfew  was  to  get  the  younger 
element  off  the  streets  of  the  city  by  nine  o  clock 
at  night.  And  yet  we  have  sponsors  of  this 
recreation  board  who,  by  the  very  purpose  of 
that  board,  are  going  to  try  to  drain  those  chil- 
dren out  of  their  homes  at  night — attract  them 
to  the  street  when  they  should  be  home  at  night, 
under  the  guidance  of  those  parents  to  whom 
they  are  responsible  and  who,  in  turn,  are  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  safeguarding  of  those  children. 
After  all,  the  school  day  ends  in  the  vicinity 
of  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Some  time 
is  necessary  at  night  for  children  to  prepare 
studies  at  home.  Those  who  sponsor  this  recrea- 
tion board  want  to,  on  the  one  hand,  provide  some 
recreation  during  the  hours  when  those  children 
should  be  home  studying,  in  that  way  interfer- 
ing with  their  scholastic  necessities,  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  bluffing  and  setting  up  some 
recreational  scheme  in  order  that  they,  the  spon- 
sors, or  those  pressure  groups  who  seem  to  be  so 
heartily  in  favor  of  this  bill,  may  use  it  as  a  means 
of  providing  a  job  for  themselves.  We  have  now 
suitable  recreation  grounds,  and  proper  use  of 
those  grounds  has  never  been  made,  because  proper 
money  was  never  made  available  to  equip  those 
grounds,  those  playgrounds,  so  called,  in  order 
that  they  might  be  properly  utilized  by  the  younger 
element.  Time  and  time  again  I  have  said  on  the 
floor  of  this  Council  that  if  the  money  that  was 
used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  juvenile  court 
was  put  to  the  use  of  providing  proper  recreation 
facilities  we  soon  would  not  need  any  juvenile 
court,  I  believe.  I  don't  like  to  use  snap  judgment 
in  deciding  any  matter.  We  all  must  use  common 
sense;  we  all  should  try  to  be  fair.  But  I  say, 
Mr.  President,  that  we  have  not  been  fair  with 
ourselves,  with  the  children  of  the  city,  or  with 
those  attaches  of  the  Park  Department  who  have 
been  trying  to  do  the  best  they  could  do,  when  we 
have  failed  to  provide  the  necessary  money  to 
properly  equip  the  playgrounds  of  the  city  that 
we  now  have.  We  hear  more  today  about  juvenile 
delinquency  than  we  ever  heard  before.  W'e 
didn't  hear  it  years  ago  to  the  extent  that  it  is 
heard  today.  And  why  not?  Because  the 
youngsters  of  the  city,  whether  it  was  Boston  or 
whatever  community,  were  home  at  night  where 
they  should  be.  Every  possible  means  in  the  form 
of  pressure  has  been  used  on  this  City  Council  in 


order  to  approve  the  setting  up  of  I  ional 

board,  and   I   well  remember  a  few  weeks  ago, 
when   I  was  a  candidate  foi   higher  office,  that 
certain  group  met  in  this  citj     and  'In 
of  this  Council  know  the  group  1  have  111  mind, 

Liise    each    of    them    received    the    resolution 
adopted,  or  the  preamble  adopted,  by  thai  group 
and  1 1  ondemned  me  and  t  he 

members  of  the  City  Council  because  a  marine 
had  been  murdered  up  in  the  Hack  Bay  by  four  or 
five  young  men.     And  this  partic  :    said 

that,  if  the  City  Council  had  approved  a  new 
ntional  board  for  the  city,  that  murder  never 
would  have  been  committed.  There  have  been 
(it  her  murders  committed  sinee  that  marine  was 
murdered.  There  have  been  murders  committed 
by  adults.  I  wonder,  if  this  recreational  board 
had  been  functioning,  whether  those  adults  would 
have    been    using    these    new    found    recreational 

as  at  the  time  that  they  committed  the  murder, 

.Such  nonsense!  If  those  five  young  men  had  been 
home  the  night  of  that  minder,  the  night  that  that 
murder  was  committed,  it  would  not  have  been 
committed,  and  tl  unities  would  not  have 

been  before  them.  One  of  these  boys  said — rather, 
the  parents  of  one  of  those  boya  said-  "Why,  I 
thought   my  boy  was  at"— mentioning  a   certain 

recreational  organization  that  has  been  going  on  in 
Boston  for  years.  "I  thought  my  boy  was  down 
there  tonight.  I  thought  he  had  been  down 
there  last  night  and  the  night  before.  He  told 
me  that  was  where  he  was  nights."  What  ale  we 
going  to  do?  Instead  of  making  excuses  for  these 
young  boys,  and  girls  as  well  bo  gel  out  of  their 
homes  at  night  and  onto  the  streets,  by  refusing  to 
approve  a  recreation  board  that,  as  I  see  it,  is 
going  to  do  nothing  else  but  provide  more  means 
of  boys  and  girls  having  excuses  to  get  out  of  their 
homes  at  night,  are  we  going  to  be  a  part  of  the 
committing  of  murders  in  the  city,  or  are  we  going 
to  use  a  little  bit  of  common  sense?  It  has  always 
been  believed  that  sufficient  time  should  be 
afforded  these  youngsters  between  the  time  they 
leave  school  in  the  afternoon  and  the  time  that 
they  must  seek  their  study  period  at  night  for  the 
use  of  these  playgrounds,  if  properly  equipped. 
And,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  would  deny  them  any 
excuse  whatsoever  for  wanting  to  leave  their  homes 
at  night.  Or,  are  we  going  to  do  our  little  bit  here 
and  break  up  more  homes  and  more  hearts  by 
affording  more  excuses  for  that  younger  element  to 
leave  their  homes  at  night?  bet  us  be  not  too 
hasty  in  acting  upon  this  recreation  board  today. 
It  has  taken  several  months  for  this  committee  to 
bring  back  a  report.  That  in  itself  ought  to  indi- 
cate sufficiently  to  the  members  of  this  Body  that, 
if  it  was  such  a  splendid  idea,  the  committee  would 
not  have  found  it  necessary  to  delay  this  length  of 
time.  But  there  has  been  great  doubt  in  the 
minds  of  the  members  of  the  City  ( 'ouncil  as  to 
whether  or  not  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  approve 
the  setting  up  of  a  new  recreation  board  in  the  city. 
There  is  not  a  member  of  this  Council  that  can 
tell  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  at  this  moment  what 
the  expense  is  going  to  be  for  operating  this  new 
recreation  board.  Those  who  are  interested  in  the 
idea  might  tell  us  it  is  not  going  to  cost  us  a  great 
deal  of  money.  We  have  not  been  given  facts  and 
figures.  Aren't  we  going  to  retain  home  rule  in 
the  City  of  Boston?  I  think  the  time  has  come 
when  we  should  make  every  effort  to  bring  back 
to  Boston,  to  keep  within  the  City  of  Boston,  its 
own  right  to  make  its  own  decisions.  Section  1 
of  this  Act  provides  for  a  board  of  seven  members, 
four  of  whom  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
two  by  the  School  Committee,  with  the  chairman 
of  the  Park  Commissioners  serving  ex  officio.  As 
was  said  by  one  member  of  the  Council  today,  no 
provision  whatsoever  has  been  made  that  any  of 
the  members  of  this  board  shall  be  residents  of  the 
city  of  Boston.  Section  3  of  the  Act  empowers  the 
Board  to  superintend  all  recreation,  but  no  set 
salary  has  been  designated  so  far.  At  the  present 
time  we  have  a  director  of  recreation  in  the  Park 
Department.  Why  is  there  any  necessity  to 
change  bis  title  if  he  is  to  be  given  that  new  job  as 
superintendent?  Section  3A  provides  "The  in- 
cumbent on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  of  the 
office  of  director  of  recreation  of  the  park  depart- 
ment of  said  city  may  be  transferred  to  the  office 
of  superintendent  of  recreation  established  by 
section  three."  It  doesn't  definitely  say  that  he 
shall  be  transferred  from  director  of  recreation  of 
the  Park  Department  to  superintendent  of  recrea- 
tion in  this  new  setup.  Let  us  be  fair.  Let  us  not 
be  too  hasty.  Let  us  give,  first,  to  those  who  have 
worked  hard  to  provide  some  kind  of  recreation 
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fa:ihtuo  in  the  litj  the  proper  mone;,  with  which 
to  operate  to  equip  these  playgrounds  with  what- 
ever these  youngsters  need,  and  then,  if  it  is  felt  we 
can.  at  that  time  talk  about  a  new  recreation 
board.  But  in  the  meantime  let  us  do  nothing  to 
attract  from  those  homes  in  the  evening  hours 
those  young  boys  and  girls  who  should  be  home. 

Chairman  HANNON — The  question  comes  on 
the  adoption  of  the  order  recommended  by  the 
committee. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  when  this 
committee  held  a  meeting  last  week  I  voted  in 
opposition  to  this  bill.  I  was  the  sole  member  of 
the  committee  present  who  opposed  it.  And  I 
said  at  the  time  that  for  the  time  being  I  would 
vote  against  it,  until  I  learned  more  about  it. 
And  at  that  meeting,  sir,  we  talked  about  an 
executive  meeting  today,  at  which  time  Mr. 
McKenney  and  others,  whoever  might  care  to 
come  before  the  committee,  would  appear  and 
enlighten  us  as  to  their  points  ot  view.  I  wanted 
to  hear  Mr.  McKenney  because  I  know  that  in 
his  present  capacity  as  director  he  controls  the 
recreation  of  thousands  and  thousands  of  our 
Boston  youth.  And  I,  sir,  as  one  member  of  that 
committee,  certainly  wanted  to  hear  from  an 
authority  on  recreation,  such  as  he,  before  I  fully 
made  up  my  mind  whether  I  was  going  to  be  with 
this  bill  or  against  it.  This  bill — the  general 
thought  of  this  bill — has  a  great  deal  of  merit  in  a 
sense.  I  am  not  entirely  against  doing  something 
about  our  recreation  problem  in  Boston.  I  know 
that  we  have  one.  But  there  are  certain  aspects 
about  this  bill  which  cause  me  at  this  time  to  be 
less  confident,  perhaps,  than  some  of  the  other 
members  of  your  Council,  sir.  And  I  thought  at 
that  hearing,  when  we  agreed  upon  going  into 
executive  session  today,  that  perhaps  I  could  have 
been  convinced,  because  I  have  an  open  mind. 
When  people  came  to  me  and  asked  me  to  con- 
sider this  further,  I  said  I  would  consider  it 
further,  and,  honestly,  I  have  kept  an  open  mind 
on  this  bill.  And  so  at  this  point,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  it  was  agreed  upon  that  we  would  meet 
in  executive  session  on  this  bill,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  it  was  agreed  upon  that  certain  people  who 
were  interested  in  this  bill  would  appear  before  us 
and  enlighten  us  as  a  committee,  I  would  like  to 
ask  through  you,  sir,  at  this  time  if  the  chairman  of 
the  committee — in  view  of  the  agreement,  the  prior 
agreement  of  the  members  of  the  committee  to 
meet  in  executive  session — would  have  any  objection 
at  this  time  if  this  bill  were  laid  on  the  table  until 
next  week,  which  would  give  us  plenty  of  time  to 
act  on  the  bill.  Would  he  object  to  laying  this 
bill.  I  repeat  once  more,  on  the  table  so  that  next 
week  those  interested  parties  will  have  sufficient 
time  to  make  their  plans  accordingly  to  appear 
before  the  Executive  Committee?  I  make  this 
request  because,  as  a  new  member  of  this  Council 
body,  I  have  never  sat  in  a  public  hearing  involving 
this  bill.  Now,  you  may  yet  not  know  the  reaction 
of  the  different  people  interested  in  this  city  unless 
we  have  a  public  hearing,  at  which  time  all  of  the 
various  factions  of  this  city  could  come  before  us 
and  give  us  their  point  of  view.  What  took  place 
a  year  ago  is  no  concern  of  mine.  I  was  not  here; 
I  don't  know  what  they  were  thinking  of,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  there  is  a  report  avail- 
able of  the  proceedings  of  the  committee  here  a 
year  ago.  Why,  it  is  fantastic  to  discuss  a  bill 
here  where  we  have  never  held  a  public  hearing. 
You  would  not  think  of  doing  that  in  any  other 
legislative  body,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a 
bill  might  perhaps  be  brought  in  five  or  six  pon- 
secutive  years.  The  appointed  committee  should 
have  an  opportunity  to  hear  from  the  people  of  this 
city  .  And  so,  sir,  I  ask  you  to  convey  that  ques- 
tion to  the  chairman,  and  I  now  pause  for  an 
answer. 

Chairman  HANNON— The  councilor  from 
Ward  18  wishes  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee if  the  chairman  has  any  objection  to  the 
placing  of  this  matter  on  the  table  until  the  next 
meeting,  in  order  that  the  parties  may  be  heard 
in  the  interim. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — Inasmuch  as  the  next 
meeting  may  be  the  final  meeting  of  the  year,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  bill  failed  partly  to  pass  last 
year  because  it  was  kept  until  the  last  meeting,  I 
do  object,  and  ask  for  its  passage  here  today. 
I  also  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 

Chairman  HANNON  That  is  all.  Does  that 
answer  your  question  sufficiently? 

FEENEY— Mi.    President,    I   regret   to 
say  it  is  quite  final       Sj  i   iking  on  the  bill,  I  regret 


that  I  must  give  my  impressions  at  this  time.  I 
had  hoped  to  be  better  informed  through  a  public 
hearing,  but,  if  there  is  not  going  to  be  an  execu- 
tive  hearing,  as  it  was  agreed  upon  by  the  com- 
mittee, then  there  is  nothing  I  can  do  to  force  it. 
But  I  do  want  to  say  a  few  words  to  the  members 
of  this  honorable  body.  Remember  this,  Mr. 
President  and  members  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil, that  when  you  act  on  this  today,  if  you  act 
favorably,  it  is  the  last  day  you  will  ever  act  on 
recreation  matters  in  this  city.  Regardless  of 
how  loosely  drawn  this  bill  is,  you  are  all  through 
with  it.  Your  day  is  gone.  From  then  on  this 
law  will  be  amended  —  not  by  permissive  legisla- 
tion, necessarily  —  but  by  mandatory  acts  of  the 
Legislature,  by  people  who  represent  not  Boston 
particularly,  but  represent  every  city,  town  and 
hamlet  in  this  Commonwealth.  I  don't  care  who 
is  asking  for  this  bill  —  yes,  demanding  it.  I 
don't  care  what  their  purpose  is.  The  time  hasn't 
come  for  final  action  by  this  Body  because  we 
don't  know  what  is  going  to  happen  when  it 
leaves  this  chamber.  I  don't  want  recreation  in 
this  city  handled  by  men  from  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire or  Vermont.  And  that  well  can  happen. 
There  is  no  provision  in  this  act  to  appoint  Boston 
people.  I  have  talked  to  those  who  have  come  to 
me  asking  me  to  keep  an  open  mind,  and  I  pointed 
that  out  to  them,  and  they  have  been  shocked  to 
learn  that  there  is  no  provision  in  this  act  to 
appoint  Boston  people  to  care  for  Boston  children. 
This  is  sickening,  to  give  away  that  which  belongs 
to    us  —  we,    the    elected    representatives    of    the 

Eeople  of  Boston,  throw  our  children  into  the 
ands  of  outsiders.  I  am  not  entirely  in  dis- 
agreement with  those  who  want  to  do  something 
about  recreation.  I  know  that  there  is  a  lot  to  be 
desired.  But  is  this  the  time?  Is  this  the  time? 
Two  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  School 
Committee;  four  suitable  persons  —  suitable 
persons  —  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
said  city,  in  accordance  with  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  —  the  city  charter. 
Whom  is  he  going  to  appoint?  We  don't  know. 
We  know  that  he  is  honorable  in  every  sense,  but 
that  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  appointment  of 
Boston  men,  notwithstanding  how  many  of  the 
members  of  this  Council  might  stand  up  and 
debate  in  favor  of  this  bill,  motivated  as  they  are 
by  the  communication  that  is  before  this  Council 
today.  This  is  whether  or  not  we,  as  City  Coun- 
cilors of  Boston,  are  going  to  give  up  forever  one 
of  our  vital  functions,  that  of  control  over  the 
youth  and  the  children  and  the  recreation  of  this 
city.  I  believe  that  we  as  a  City  Council  have 
sufficient  authority  in  the  city  charter  to  act 
without  legislation  such  as  this  coming  down  to  us, 
loosely  drawn  as  it  is.  If  they  meant  for  Boston 
people  to  govern  Boston  children,  why  didn't  they 
say  so?  The  Mayor  of  this  city  and  the  City 
Council  have  the  authority  in  the  Acts  of  1909  to 
set  up  a  recreation  board  of  their  own  and  we  can 
amend  the  action  ourselves,  whenever  and  how- 
ever we  wish,  to  conform  to  present  day  needs 
and  the  future  needs  of  the  youth  of  this  city. 
Sirs,  I  once  more  reiterate,  this  is  the  last  day  — 
this  is  the  last  day  — ■  to  act.  If  you  pass  this 
bill,  you  lose  control  of  that  which  the  people  gave 
to  you.  If  you  throw  away  that  authority,  that  is 
your  responsibility.  If  this  recreation  bill, 
loosely  drawn  as  it  is,  results  in  the  appointment 
of  outsiders,  that  is  your  responsibility.  Mr. 
President,  I  hope  that  the  members  of  your  Coun- 
cil will  act  intelligently  on  this  matter,  consider  it 
and  think  that  it  is  an  encroachment  upon  their 
rights  and  their  function,  consider  the  fact  that 
they  have  the  power  and  the  authority  to  set  up 
such  a  board,  and,  in  view  of  those  facts,  that  they 
today  reject  this  bill  and  then  proceed  to  take 
whatever  steps  they,  as  a  Council,  deem  necessary 
to  set  up  a  recreation  committee  of  their  own  in 
this  city. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.  Chairman,  I  very  seldom 
rise  to  differ  with  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Feeney)  because  on  every  occasion  he  has 
spoken  on  the  floor  there  has  always  been  logic 
and  reason  to  his  argument,  and  we  have  cer- 
tainly to  give  a  lot  of  respect  to  what  he  says  on 
each  occasion.  But  on  this  particular  bill  it  is 
too  bad  that  he  has  not  been  informed  by  those 
who  came  here  on  the  last  occasion  to  say  some- 
thing on  behalf  of  the  bill,  because  I  firmly  believe 
that  undoubtedly  he  would  have  been  convinced 
by  the  merits  of  this  particular  bill.  While  it 
may  be  loosely  drawn  as  he  so  states,  by  reason 
of  the  fact  it  does  not  specifically  say  that  Boston 
men  should  be  appointed,  I  for  one,  firmly  believe 
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in  home  rule.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  people  of 
Boston  are  hig  enough  and  intelligent  enough  to 
handle  the  problems  of  this  city,  un<l  they  ;n<- 

bin  enough  and  intelligent  enough  to  handle  the 
recreational  problem.  But  I  can't  for  the  life  of 
me  stretch  my  imagination  thai  far,  as  to  think 
that  elected  official.-,  of  the  City  of  Boston,  such 
:^  the  Mayor  and  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee,  will  dare  attempt  to  appoint  as  mem- 
bers of  this  board,  persons,  particularly  the 
majority,  who  are  not  familiar  with  our  local  prob- 
lems in  s<>  far  a*  recreation  is  concerned.  They  are 
ted  officials.  They  differ  from  appointed  offi- 
cials They  must  come  to  the  people  when  the] 
want  to  be  re-elected  again,  and  certainly  if  they 
are  smart  and  wis,  polil  icians  they  are  not  going  to 
allow  themselves  to  have  these  things  thrown  at 
them  when  they  seek  re-election.  I  have  every 
confidence  in  the  world  that,  whoever  the  new 
Mayoi  may  be,  he  will  appoint  Boston  men  or 
women,  because  it  would  be  to  his  political  dis- 
advantage to  do  otherwise.  And  I  believe  that 
the  members  of  the  School  Committee  will  do 
the  same.  The  only  problem  that  concerns  me 
is  whether  or  not  the  passage  of  this  bill  and  the 
adoption  of  it  by  the  City  Council  is  going  to 
benefit  the  people,  particularly  the  children,  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  That  is  the  big  problem. 
I  have  beard  various  members  of  this  Council 
get  on  their  feet  and  complain  as  to  the  present 
recreational  facilities.  They  don't  seem  to  suit 
the  great  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council, 
myself  included. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  HANNON — For  what  purpose  does 
the  gentleman  rise? 

Coun.  COFFEY— Will  the  gentleman  yield  for  a 
question? 

Chairman  HANNON— Will  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  will  vield. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  would  like  to  ask  the 
gentleman,  through  you,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
he  made  a  statement  that  he  doesn't  know  whom 
the  new  Mayor  is  going  to  appoint,  if  he  has  any 
advance  information  that  the  present  Mayor  is 
not  going  to  make  these  appointments? 

Coun.  TAYLOR — In  answer  to  the  gentleman's 
question,  I  wasn't  even  thinking  about  the  present 
Mayor  appointing,  but,  now  he  brings  it  to  my 
attention,  he  probably  will  have  the  right  to 
appoint,  and  I  have  every  confidence  in  the 
world  to  believe  that  if  the  present  Mayor  appoints 
them  he  will  appoint  men  or  women  from  the 
City  of  Boston.  At  least,  I  am  confident  he  will 
appoint  people  who  will  have  the  interest  of  the 
City  of  Boston  at  heart.  And,  as  I  was  saying, 
the  only  thing  that  concerns  me  is  as  to  whether 
or  not  this  new  bill,  if  adopted,  will  better  recrea- 
tional conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Many — 
most  of  us — are  dissatisfied  with  the  present 
conditions.  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Council 
for  seven  years.  Many  of  us  have  been  members 
for  a  longer  period  of  time.  And  I  don't  know 
whether  or  not  they  are  satisfied  with  what  im- 
provements we  have.  I  am  not  particularly 
satisfied.  As  far  as  the  powers  of  the  City  Council 
are  concerned,  what  powers  have  we  in  so  far  as 
changing  the  conditions  of  recreation  are  con- 
cerned, conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston?  The 
Councilor  from  Ward  18  says  we  will  have  nothing 
further  to  say  about  it.  He  says  we  will  lose  all 
our  rights  pertaining  to  it.  Well,  if  we  lose 
whatever  rights  we  have  now,  we  haven't  lost 
anything.  The  only  power  that  we  have  is  to 
either  offer  an  order  or  a  resolution  seeking  im- 
provements of  the  present  recreational  conditions. 
If  they  are  adopted  by  the  Park  Commission  or 
the  Mayor,  we  will  have  them;  if  they  are  not 
adopted,  we  won't  have  them.  Some  duties  will 
devolve  upon  us  in  the  new  system  if  they  are 
adopted.  We  can  get  up  on  this  floor  and  can 
offer  orders.  If  they  see  fit  to  adopt  them,  we 
will  do  something;  if  they  don't,  we  will  still 
have  the  same  amount  of  power.  They  are  taking 
nothing  away  from  us  because  we  have  nothing 
now.  I  say  this,  if  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  feel  that  the  present  recreational  system 
is  inadequate,  and  we  have  a  bill  which  must 
have  been  studied  and  thought  out  by  men  who 
understand  recreation — if  they  feel,  with  those 
who  have  sponsored  this  bill,  that  by  the  adop- 
tion of  the  bill  we  are  going  to  have  better  recrea- 
tion facilities — I  don't  think  we  could  have  much 
worse.  I  say  we  are  giving  up  nothing.  We  are 
sacrificing  something,  but  we  may  obtain  some- 
thing that  will  bring  a  solution  of  the  recreational 


problem.    That  is  the  reason  that  I  am  going  to 

\  olc  in  favor  of  this  bill. 

Coun  FISH  Mr.  Chairmant  I  believe  thai  any- 
body who  has  condemned  the  conditions  of  the 
playgrounds  has  no1  condemned  them  because  of 
i  in  qualifications  or  the  ability  of  those  presently 
in  charge,  but  rather  because  of  the  lack  of  funds. 
I  have  been  in  tins  Body  for  seven  years,  and  I 
have  never  heard  a  more  sincere  plea  than  I  heard 
jusl  a  few  moments  ago  from  the  Councilor  from 
Wind  18  (Coun.  Feeney)  He  may  vote  alto- 
gether different  todaj  than  he  will  next  week,  and 
I  think  you  will  all  agree  he  doesn't  want  to  vote 
wrong  He  may  be  inclined  today  to  vote  against 
the  measure.  That  would  be  my  guess.  ie1  I 
think  he  has  fairness  enough  in  him  that  if  be 
were  given  this  opportunity  to  hear  what  most  of 
us  did  hear  last  year  In-,  and  possibly  four  or  five 
othei  new  members,  would  be  able  to  make  up 
their  minds  in  the  next  week  much  more  clearly 
than  they  are  today.  The  proponents  of  this 
measure  may  receive  three  or  four  more  votes  in 
favor  of  it,  and  it  is  up  to  this  entire  membership 
of  the  Council,  in  all  fairness,  to  give  those  newer 
members  the  opportunity  to  be  heard.  Don'1 
take  any  advantage  of  tiicin  anil  allow  them  to 
vote  the  way  today  that  they  would  regret  two 
weeks  from  now.  We  owe  it  to  them.  I  am  go- 
ing to  request,  before  making  the  motion  to  lay 
on  the  table  for  a  week,  which  would  stop  all  de- 
bate —  I  am  going  to  make  that  motion,  but  in  the 
meantime  I  want  an  opportunity  given  to  any 
member  of  the  Council  who  would  like  to  gi 
and  speak. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  funda- 
mentally I  have  not.  changed  my  views  as  ex- 
pressed on  December  21st,  a  year  ago,  and  again 
on  December  31st,  a  year  ago,  when  this  matter 
came  up  for  final  vote  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
year.  But  there  are  some  developments  in  the 
course  of  the  year  that  have,  in  a  sense,  affected 
my  stand  of  a  year  ago.  I  am  not  at  all  unmind- 
ful of  what  I  said  then,  nor  am  I  making  any 
admissions  now,  because  they  are  a  matter  of 
record.  But  concerning  Councilor  Paul  Feeney's 
objection,  that  he  is  not  sure  that  the  directorship 
won't  be  composed  of  men  from  outside  Boston,  I 
would  ask  if  the  Councilor  will  hear  two  or  three 
lines  of  question  and  answer  —  I  having  asked  the 
questions  and  Representative  Shattuck  having 
answered,  a  year  ago.     I  said  to  him, 

"Mr.  Shattuck,  there  is  nothing  there  in  that 
bill  from  start  to  finish  that  says  anything  at  all 
about  the  residence  of  the  directorship.  It  is  a 
Boston  bill  and  yet  it  is  not  carefully  guarded  in 
there  that  Boston  shall  produce  the  directors. 
Now,  what  is  the  danger  of  them  being  remote 
from  Boston?  t 

"Mr.  Shattuck  —  The  Board  of  Recreation? 
I  should  think  the  danger  was  very  slight." 

At  least  he  admitted  to  a  slight  danger.  Then 
my  statement  is: 

"Well,  if  it  is  slight,  there  is  some  chance  that 
somebody  who  is  not  a  bona  fide  resident  of  Boston 
might  find  a  position  on  that  board  of  director- 
ship." 

His  answer  to  that  was,  "I  should  think  it  was 
very  unlikely,  but  possible." 

Mr.  President,  Councilor  Carey  made  a  state- 
ment that  the  place  for  the  children  was  in  the 
home.  I  agree  with  Councilor  Carey  funda- 
mentally, but  if  Councilor  Carey  has  any  method 
by  which  they  can  be  kept  at  home  in  this  day 
and  age  he  might  offer  it  to  the  parents  who  are 
perfectly  willing  that  their  children  enjoy  super- 
vised recreation,  almost  under  the  civil  service 
agency'  conditions  which,  of  course,  I  am  opposed 
to.  However,  I  had  a  sample  of  what  supervised 
recreation  would  do  for  children  as  recently  as 
Thursday  night,  November  30.  I  was  instru- 
mental in  getting  some  equipment  for  a  spoils 
night  at  the  men's  club  in  the  Charlestown  Housing 
Project,  which  they  put  on.  I  was  invited  down 
there  to  note  the  results.  And  when  I  got  there, 
I  found  that  a  time  that  yvas  designed  primarily 
for  adults  was  almost  overwhelmingly  patronized 
by  youngsters  ranging  in  age  from  12  to  18  years, 
By  actual  count  of  those  who  put  the  show  on. 
there  were  48  adults  in  the  ball,  people  who  lived 
in  the  project  and  the  others  to  the  number  in 
my  opinion  of  approximately  200  to  250  were 
youngsters,  as  I 'say,  between  the  ages  of  12  to  14 
up  to  18  years  of  age.  And  while  I  was  waiting 
to  speak  to  them,  by  invitation,  I  thought  if  it 
wasn't  for  a  night  like  this,  on  this  particular, 
precise  occasion,  some  of  those  girls  and  boys, 
too,  might  have  been  getting  themselves  embroiled 
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with    t lie    law.     I    thought     that     if    supervised 

recreation  -ami  that  was  of  the  hit  or  miss  variety 
that  eight  —  was  handled  a  little  better  than  that, 
it  might  be  cxtrenich  successful  on  a  city-wide 
scale.  The  boyB  and  girls  appeared  to  enjoy 
ihemselves  and  appreciated  every  tiling  that  had 
been  done  to  give  them  a  few  nice  hours  of  enter- 
tainment. But  if  it  had  not  been  for  that  night. 
I  doubt  exceedingly  if  the  parents  could  have  kept 
t  hem  at  home  The  style  of  a  few  years  a  no  was  for 
us  to  get  home  from  school  at  3  or  3.30  and  go  out 
and  play  until  suppertime,  and  then  stay  in  and 
do  our  home  work  and  go  to  bed  at  9  o'clock 
But  I  defy  anybody  to  tell  me  today  he  knows 
children  who  do  that,  who  are  required  to  do  it, 
who  are  compelled  to  do  it.  It  just  really  is  not 
done  these  days.  Now,  if  parents  are  going  to 
turn  their  responsibility  of  giving  their  children 
a  decent  name,  a  name  they  are  going  to  carry  all 
their  lives — having  once  given  them  a  decent 
name  and  then  seeing  them  endanger  it — if  they 
are  going  to  make  that  a  function  of  a  public 
service,  then  I  claim  we  should  try  supervised 
recreation  and  see  what  the  results  are.  There 
is  no  point  in  arguing,  as  there  might  have  been 
a.  year  ago,  in  the  first  flush  of  enthusiasm  for 
home  rule  rights  in  Boston — there  is  no  point 
in  continuing  the  argument  that  we  are  being 
denied  consideration  in  Boston  because  of  the 
fear  that  the  directorship  will  originate  amongst 
other  than  non-residents  in  Boston,  when  we 
see  evidence  every  day  in  the  week  around  us 
that  more  and  more  people  are  making  their 
children  community  problems  and  not  a  home 
problem.  And,  while  I  vigorously  opposed  this 
measure  one  year  ago  on  two  occasions,  at  a 
public  hearing  and  at  a  public  meeting  of  the 
Council,  I  can't  in  conscience  go  along  resisting 
the  best  efforts  of  the  parents  to  ruin  their  children 
They  seem  to  be  making  a  studiously  concerted 
effort  to  rid  themselves  of  all  responsibility. 
Now,  some  agency  answerable  to  the  law  ought 
to  undertake  the  task  and  be  given  an  opportunity. 
That  doesn't  fundamentally  change  my  view,  that 
I  don't  believe  in  giving  the  thing  a  social  agency 
status.  I  am  sick  of  regimentation.  And  as  the 
remarks  of  last  December  31st  show,  I  have 
my  bellyful  of  regimentation  from  the  New  Deal, 
and  I  don't  think  we  ought  to  foist  that  on  anyone. 
But  if  no  other  measures  work,  let  us  try  this. 
We  will  not  ruin  kids  by  giving  them  directors 
that  come  from  outside  of  Boston  as  quickly  as 
their  own  parents  will  do  it,  and  seem  determined 
to  do  it.  And  on  that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
passage  of  this  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  move  that  the  order  be  laid 
on  the  table. 

Chairman  HANNON — Coun.  Coffey  moves  the 
the  order  be  laid  on  the  table.  There  is  no  debate 
on  the  motion.  All  those  in  favor  of  the  order 
being  laid  on  the  table? 

The  motion  was  declared  lost. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for  a 
roll  call.

Coun.  FISH — I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

Chairman  HANNON — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  FISH — This  vote  to  lay  on  the  table. 
Couldn't  it  be  reconsidered  later? 

Chairman  HANXON — The  motion  to  recon- 
sider is  out  of  order. 


Coun.  SCANNELL  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  didn't  do 
that  t . .  shut  off  debate,  because  I  want  to  talk 
on  it  myself.  I  only  did  that  to  see  how  certain 
Councilors  were  going  t"  vote.  We  have  had  a  lot 
of    hokum    handed    K)   US    today,    and    thai    hokum 

came  in  various  forms.     One  Counciloi  who  voted 

against  this  bill  last  year—  and  I  don't  mean  the 
Councilor  next  to  me  (Conn  Kinsella) —  is  going 
to  vote  a   different    way   this  year,    I   can  sec.  only 

because  we  have    <  message  here  from  the  Mayor 

requesting  that  this  piece  of  legislation  be  passed. 
I  (lid  want  it  laid  on  tin-  table  foi  the  sake  of  the 
five  new  members  here  who  have  not.  had  an  op 
portunity  to  hear  this  ordei    in   full.     I  have  to 

take    sides    with     the    gentleman     from     Ward     I -' 


(( loun.  Taylor),  In  answering  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney),  he  made  the  statement 
that  we  lxiven't  any  powers.  What  will  be  taken 
away  from  us,  he  said,  will  be  nothing,  because  we 
haven't  anything  now.  I  certainly  disagree  with 
that  gentleman  in  full.  We  have  plenty,  but  there 
are  not  enough  of  us  with  the  courage  to  use  those 
powers.  Twelve  members  of  this  City  Council 
can  run  this  City  of  Boston  if  they  have  the 
courage  to  do  it,  but  so  far  we  have  not  had  the 
courage.  I  am  not  going  to  say,  for  one,  that  I 
have,  because  there  are  fellows  in  this  Council 
chamber  with  as  much,  and  probably  more,  courage 
than  I  have.  They  don't  take  the  same  views 
that  I  do  because  they  don't  come  from  the  same 
kind  of  a  district  as  I  come  from.  I  probably 
would  take  the  same  kind  of  view  that  they  do  if  I 
came  from  their  districts,  but  there  is  one  thing  I 
always  would  do,  and  that  is,  get  up  and  oppose 
the  Mayor  any  time  that  I  think  that  the  Mayor  is 
wrong.  And  I  think  he  is  wrong  now.  And  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  12  will  have  to  admit  that 
he  hasn't  got  one  playground  in  his  whole  district, 
in  the  entire  Ward  12  district.  There  is  not  a 
playground  now  in  the  entire  Ward  12  district. 
Now,  if  the  Mayor  wanted  to  do  anything  for 
recreation,  at  least  he  would  have  put  a  play- 
ground in  Ward  12;  but  he  has  never  wanted,  as  I 
nave  said  before,  to  do  anything  for  recreation. 
We  have  hollered  our  heads  off.  I  have  seen 
Councilor  Carey  get  red  in  the  face,  begging  for 
money  to  be  appropriated  for  a  small  equipment 
to  keep  these  children  off  the  streets.  Several 
others  have  done  the  sajne  thing,  but  we  have 
never  got  a  request,  except  the  measly  $25,000  for 
equipment  of  playgrounds  throughout  the  entire 
city;  and,  when  that  appropriation  was  passed,  the 
Mayor  tried  to  spend  that  money  on  the  "Gay 
Nineties,"  where  he  had  signs  out  because  he  was  a 
candidate  for  office:  "Go  along  to  the  Gay  Nineties 
with  Mayor  Tobin."  And  he  wanted  to  pay  the 
bill  with  that  S25.000  that  we  appropriated.  And 
the  Councilor  from  the  Back  Bay  himself,  who  is 
the  sponsor  of  this  bill,  was  the  gentleman  who 
hollered  to  high  heaven  that  that  money  should  be 
spent  for  playground  equipment  and  not  on  the 
"Gay  Nineties."  And  then  they  found  the  funds 
from  some  item  that  the  Mayor  has  free  use  of. 
Others  have  given  reasons  here  why  they  have 
changed  their  mind,  and  I  don't  believe  their 
reasons.  Their  reasons  are  the  same  reasons  that 
we  have  always  been  getting  here  for  the  five  years 
that  I  have  been  here.  So  that  we  haven't  got  a 
voice  because  we  haven't  the  courage  to  raise  a 
voice.  When  Henry  Shattuck  sat  on  that  seat  he 
made  the  statement  that  you  gentlemen  don't 
realize  your  powers.  You  are  the  power  of  Boston 
if  you  have  courage  to  use  your  powers  and  vote  in 
this  body.  The  Real  Estate  Division  has  stepped 
in  and  taken  things  from  us  without  our  having 
one  word  to  say.  This  department  created  over 
here,  the  Americanization  Bureau,  created  by  the 
Legislature — not  permissive  legislation,  not  with 
our  consent — and  not  one  of  us-  had  a  chance  to 
put  anybody  in  there  to  work.  That  was  legis- 
lation that  came  from  fellows  up  in  the  sticks  that. 
don't  know  what  is  going  on  in  Boston  and  don't 
care.  The  Superintendent  of  Markets  was  made 
permanent,  but  the  Auditor  downstairs  had  to  go 
on  the  ballot  before  his  job  became  permanent. 
That  is  the  Legislature  stepping  in  and  taking  the 
powers  from  us  as  fast  as  they  want  to.  The 
Employment  Bureau  is  another  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature— not  permissive  legislation,  but  legislation 
passed  by  them,  making  all  those  jobs  permanent 
whether  we  wanted  to  say  anything  or  not.  We 
don't  have  any  opportunity,  The  bill  was  passed, 
I  he  board  became  recognized  as  a  city  board,  and 
members  who  were  there  at  the  time  had  a  loop- 
hole, as  usual — several  loopholes— for  several 
others  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and  the  only 
thing  we  could  do  was  pass  the  money  for  their 
salaries.  And,  being  Councilors  and  not  wanting 
to  see  anybody  walk  the  streets  of  Boston,  or  not 
wanting  to  take  anybody  from  the  pay  roll,  there 
was  nothing  else  we  could  do  but  vote  in  favor  of 
this.  I  say  that  the  ones  in  favor  of  this  an-  a 
bunch  of  parlor  pinks.  They  are  queers,  and  I 
will  prove  ii  by  a  statement  made  by  one  who 
sponsored  the  bill.  Joe  Lee  was  talking  before  the 
bod}  i  '  ago,  and  Joe  Lee  said:  "We  finally 
built  a  fleet  of  boats  in  old  cellars  and  turned  out  a 
fleet  of  twenty  boats  finally,  and  I  can  say,  having 
done  that,  and  taking  in  about  700  boys  in  the 
summer,  boys  and  gnls,  leaching  them  how  to  sail, 
and  thej  having  gone  i&rough  with  the  Governor 
and  got  a  new  boathouse  there,  which  was  then 
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turned  over  to  a  private  social  agency" —  this  is  a 
quotation  from  the  remarks  of  Joe  Lee,  one  of  the 
sponsors  of  tliis.  bill  "  Continuing!  Joe  Lee  said: 
"I  could  tell  you  tilings  that  would  make  your 
hair  stand  on  end,  and  I  won't  go  into  it  now." 
That  is  a  statement  made  by  one  of  the  sponsois 
of  this  bill.  Thai  is  the  type  of  legislation  that 
they  want  to  put  through  now.  And,  as  Councilor 
Feeney  has  brought  out,  it  is  just  one  more  step 
to  take  away  powers  of  the  City  Council,  and  we 
have  powers  if  we  have  the  guts  to  use  those 
powers.  We  could  stop  the  Mayor  from  spending 
one  cent  for  the  entire  year  of  1!M5  if  we  wanted  to. 
Is  that  power.'  I  repeat  that  question:  Is  that 
power,  when  we  can  stop  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
from  spending  one  cent  in  1945?  That  is  power; 
that  is  plenty  of  power,  and  all  you  have  to  do  is 
refuse  to  pass  that  budget  and  he  can't  spend  a 
nickel.  Don't  say  we  have  no  power;  we  have 
power,  plenty  of  power.  And  next  year  watch 
some  of  the  boys  who  said  we  haven't  any  power; 
watch  how  they  act  with  a  new  Mayor  in  here. 
Watch  how  they  do  an  about-face.  I  am  just 
warning  you,  but  I  don't  care  what  they  do.  That 
is  their  privilege,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  probably  may 
be  against  the  new  Mayor,  I  am  that  type  if  I 
don't  see  eye  to  eye  with  him  I  holler  like  hell,  and 
I  think  you  will  agree  that  I  have  hollered,  and 
hollered  in  the  interest  of  my  district.  Now,  I 
asked  the  question  here  on  the  floor  of  the  Council 
last  year,  when  this  measure  was  defeated.  I  can 
see  a  change  now.  I  can  see  some  of  the  councilors 
who  no  more  want  this  bill  than  I  do.  But,  as  the 
councilor  from  Ward  10  (Court.  Carey)  has  said, 
there  is  the  old  pressure  group — the  pat  on  the 
back,  lunch  at  the  Parker  House — when  I  would 
rather  eat  in  Joe-Nemo's. 

Coun.  TAYLOR  —Will  the  councilor  yield  to  a 
question? 

Coun.  COFFEY— Gladly. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Was  this  bill  really  defeated 
last  year?  Wasn't  it  a  question  of  bringing  it  up 
onto  the  floor  that  requires  a  two-thirds  vote? 
Wasn't  it  a  question  of  whether  or  not  it  was  taken 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  committee? 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  am  looking  it  up.  I  will 
take  the  Councilor  from  Ward  o's  word  on  it.  The 
Councilor  from  Ward  5  informs  me  that  we  needed 
a  two-thirds  vote  to  take  it  from  committee,  so  it 
didn't  pass.  So  that  that  probably  is  so;  I  don't 
know.  I  haven't  it  here  before  me.  All  I  have 
is  the  vote.  It  doesn't  say,  unless  I  go  through 
the  whole  thing.  But  I  would  like,  while  on  my 
feet  here  now,  to  ask  the  gentleman  two  questions 
and  hold  the  floor — just  yield  for  those  two  answers, 
if  he  cares  to  answer. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Whom  are  you  refer- 
ring to? 

Coun.  COFFEY — The  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee, councilor  Bayley. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Does  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  wish  to  answer  Councilor  Coffey's 
questions? 

Coun.  BAYLEY— Yes. 

Coun.  COFFEY — The  two  questions  are  these: 
No.  1,  does  he  know  what  the  board  is  going  to  do 
as  far  as  recreation  is  concerned? 

Coun.  BAYLEY — The  main  purpose  of  the 
board  is  explained  in  this  bill,  especially  in  section 
4  of  the  Act: 

"The  board  shall  study  the  recreation  needs  of 
said  city  and  shall  formulate  plans  for  adequately 
distributed,  coordinated  and  diversified  recrea- 
tional services.  Such  plans,  with  recommenda- 
tions of  the  board,  shall  be  submitted  to  depart- 
ments of  said  city  empowered  by  law  to  provide 
recreational  services.  The  board  shall  encourage 
the  establishment  of  voluntary  committees  to 
advise  and  cooperate  with  the  board  in  respect  to 
the  operation  and  supervision  of  neighborhood  play 
areas.  The  board  may  submit  recommendations 
to  any  licensing  authority  or  authorities." 

There  are  other  provisions  in  there,  too,  as  to 
what  this  board  will  do,  but  I  don't  wish  to  waste 
the  time  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  COFFEY — The  second  question  is:  Do 
you  know  whom  the  Mayor  is  going  to  appoint — 
whether  they  are  going  to  be  Boston  men? 

Coun.  BAYLEY — To  that  I  answer  that  I  don't 
know  whom  he  is  going  to  appoint,  but  I  have  every 
confidence  he  will  appoint  residents  of  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Continuing,  a  year  ago  on  the 
floor  I  made  this  statement:  "We  don't  know  who 
the  board  members  are  going  to  be.  We  haven^t 
been  told  that  up  to  today."  In  fact,  we  haven't 
been  told  yet,  and  that  was  a  year  ago.  So,  if  the 
Mayor  was  vitally  interested  in  this  board  being 


created -and  I  think  that  was  the  consensus  of 
the  opinion  of  the  councilors  al  the  time  —No.  1, 
they  wanted  a  Boston  board;  No.  2,  the  way  the 
bill  was  first  drawn  up,  everybody  was  under  the 
impression  that  Hill  Mullen  of  the  Park  Depart- 
ment was  going  to  get  the  appointment.  Henry 
Shattuek  mail.-  a  statement  thai  In'  thought  he  was 
going   to   get    the   appointment    and,    if    I    am   not 

mistaken,  he  thought  he  was  entitled  to  it.  So 
they  changed  that  little  word  from  "may"  to 
'shall"  —the    word    that    should   be   in   there   to 

i  Mi.  Mullen,  as  they  did  when  they  first 
filed  the  bill  and  Joe  Lee  was  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Mullen,  if  I  am  not  mistaken.  The  word  they 
should  have  had  in  there  is  "must.''  I  suppose 
that  I  could  go  on  for  the  rest  of  the  night.  The 
councilor  from  Ward  10  has  brought  out  pressure 
groups,  editorials  in  newspapers,  pressure  being 
brought  to  bear  on  Councilors  here,  editorials  and 
news  statements.  And  it  is  just  a  matter,  as  I 
claim,  of  giving  more  of  our  powers  away.  The 
Legislature  has  stepped  in  once  too  often,  and,  if 
we  are  to  continue  and  come  in  to  things  such  as 
this,  you  are  going  to  have  Plan  E  in  Boston,  and 
we  will  all  be  cutting  each  other's  throats,  twenty- 
two  of  us,  or  nine  members  elected  at  large.  You 
will  have  Plan  E,  and  the  Mayor  will  sponsor  it 
and  sign  it,  and  I  hope  if  we  do  have  a  new  Mayor 
next  year  we  can  get  somebody  to  introduce  a  bill 
in  the  Legislature.  I  introduced  a  bill  six  weeks 
ago  asking  for  home  rule  for  Boston  and  the  Mayor 
being  allowed  to  appoint  the  Police  Commissioner, 
but  I  have  had  no  reply  from  downstairs  up  to 
today.  I  would  like  to  see  home  rule  in  Boston. 
I  would  like  to  see  us  given  veto  power  over  the 
Mayor.  We  should  have  it.  If  they  have  veto 
power  over  the  President  of  the  United  States,  we 
certainly  should  have  veto  power  over  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston.  And  I  hope  some  of  the 
members  of  this  Body  here,  and  also  members  of 
the  Legislature,  will  introduce  legislation  to  that 
effect,  that  we  City  Councilors  have  the  power  of 
veto.  We  deserve  it,  and  we  are  entitled  to  it, 
and  that  is  the  only  way  you  will  get  proper  legis- 
lation here,  because  if  something  goes  through  and 
he  vetoes  it,  and  we  still  think  it  is  a  good  thing, 
we  can  override  his  veto  and  make  it  become  a  law. 
Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
the  last  remarks  of  the  gentleman  from  East 
Boston.  And,  in  fact,  I  would  be  willing  to  join 
with  him  to  sponsor  the  order  that  we  be  given 
the  power  of  veto.  We  certainly  should  have 
some  power.  What  powers  we  have,  as  he  says, 
undoubtedly  are  being  taken  away  from  us,  not 
bv  poyver  of  legislation,  but.  by  power  of  lack  of  it. 
We  have  seen  bills  come  up  through  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  is 
taken  out  of  that  bill.  We  are  left  out  of  it 
altogether.  Sometimes  it  is  the  lack  of  legis- 
lation that  is  depriving  us  of  power.  Now  I 
didn't  intend  to  take  the  floor  on  this  bill.  W  hen 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Fish)  said 
he  was  going  to  make  a  motion  that  this  matter 
be  laid  on  the  table,  I  asked  the  councilor  from 
W:ard  6  (Coun.  Scannell)  to  replace  me  for  the 
time  being  so  that  I,  too,  might  express  my  views 
on  this  matter.  I  am  not  opposed  to  laying  it 
on  the  table  for  a  week.  I  voted  against,  it 
because  that  is  the  onlv  way  I  yvould  be  able  to 
state  my  views,  and,  after  all,  I  am  a  member 
of  the  committee  now  and  there  has  been  much 
said  relative  to  members  of  the  committee,  both 
pro  and  con.  I  think  this  is  a  matter  on  which 
we  might  all  have  an  honest  difference  of  opinion. 
I  think  the  fellows  here  are  honestly  divided  in 
their  enthusiasm,  both  pro  and  con.  As  far  as 
pressure  is  concerned,  I  weigh  over  two  hundred 
pounds,  and  I  can  stand  a  lot  of  pressure,  and 
pressure  doesn't  bother  me  very  much.  Last  year 
I  refused  to  vote  either  pro  or  con  on  this  matter 
because  I  didn't  know  enough  about  it,  and  I 
sympathize  sincerely  with  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney).  I  believe  he  is  right  in 
wanting  to  know  more  about  it.  However,  we 
have  had  this  matter  before  us  now  for  over  a 
year.  I  attended  the  hearing  last  year,  and 
everybody  who  came  in  there,  apparently— or 
mostly,  anyway— was  in  favor  of  this  bill.  I  hey 
were  recording  themselves  in  favor,  but  then 
they  were  gradually  grabbing  the  individual 
Councilors  outside  and  telling  us  that  they  had 
to  sav  that  publicly,  but  they  wanted  us  to  vote 
against  it  in  here.  I  know  that  that  happened. 
It  happened  not  on  one  occasion  alone,  but  on 
three  or  four  occasions  in  there.  And  yve  came 
out  here  and  we  refused  to  take  the  matter  from 
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the  committee,  and  it  was  my  understanding  that 
the  bill,  not  in  its  present  form,  but  the  bill  in  its 
practical  application  to  the  City  of  Boston,  was 
going  to  be  adopted  and  was  going  to  be  put 
into  practice  and  used  by  those  in  authority. 
Now,  those  in  authority  are  the  School  Commit  tee 
and  the  Park  Commissioner  and,  if  they  have 
put  it  into  practical  use,  then  I  have  failed  to 
see  it.  When  I  was  a  kid,  years  ago,  the  Park 
Department  was  not  the  Park  Department.  It 
was  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  and 
I  don't  know  who  changed  it,  or  when  it  was 
changed,  but  I  do  know  this,  that  there  is  no 
more  recreation  department  up  there.  Oh,  I 
admit  that  Bill  Mullen  has  done  a  good  job.  He 
has  done  an  exceptional  job  and  deserves  every 
bit  of  credit  we  may  heap  upon  him.  But  he  is 
not  getting  the  money.  What  is  the  sense  of 
kidding  ourselves?  That  department  is  the  Park 
Department  primarily,  and  there  is  not  a  man  in 
this  body  who  doesn't  blush  with  shame  when  he 
goes  out  in  his  district  and  shows  people  the  mud- 
holes  that  we  call  playgrounds.  Only  last  week 
when  the  gentleman  from  Hyde  Park  was  talking 
about  his  dust  bowl  the  thought  came  to  me, 
"They  will  make  a  playground  out  of  that." 
All  you  need  for  a  playground  in  this  city  is  to 
chop  down  a  few  trees  and  put  up  a  sign,  "Play- 
ground." That  is  the  beginning  and  that  is  the 
end  of  it.  Playgrounds  in  other  cities  mean 
something.  There  are  swings  and  there  are  tilts. 
There  are  means  of  entertainment  for  the  kiddos. 
I  even  asked  for  a  sand  box  for  the  playground, 
and  they  told  me  that  they  are  unhealthy  now, 
that  they  don't  use  them;  and  in  a  few  weeks  a 
sand  box  was  installed  in  another  playground. 
I  asked  for  something  else,  and  they  said  they 
didn't  use  that  because  dogs  got  more  use  of  it 
than  children.  Tha'  is  the  kind  of  rot  that  we 
have  been  getting  for  years.  Look  at  the  School 
Committee.  You  take  other  cities  and  they  have 
sent  those  kids  into  athletics,  to  become  some- 
thing. You  read  in  the  paper  this  morning  that 
the  Salem  football  team  has  arrived  in  Miami  to 
play  another  team  down  there.  Why,  what  a  treat 
for  those  kids!  What  a  thrill  for  them!  They 
get  a  trip  to  Florida.  Why  can't  our  kids  get 
that?  The  kids  in  our  high  schools  are  just  as 
good  as  the  kids  in  other  high  schools.  Don't  we 
develop  and  produce  the  same  stuff  that  they 
have  everywhere  else?  We  produce  it,  but  we 
don't  develop  it.  We  let  it  go  by  the  wayside. 
In  other  places,  they  take  those  kids  in  and  they 
teach  them  something,  they  encourage  them. 
They  become  athletes,  and  it  means  more  to 
them,  too,  than  a  trip  to  Florida.  Look  at  the 
kids,  sons  of  our  poor  parents,  who  because  of 
their  athletic  ability  get  their  way  paid  through 
college,  through  the  best  colleges  in  the  country. 
And  how  very  seldom  do  you  hear  of  a  boy  from 
Boston  schools  who  is  selected  at  Notre  Dame  or 
other  places  that  have  great  renown  in  the  field  of 
learning  or  the  field  of  athletics.  No,  gentlemen, 
there  is  something  lacking  here.  We  certainly  are 
not  doing  right  by  the  kids.  There  is  no  gentle- 
man in  here  whom  I  respect  more  than  I  respect 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  (Coun.  Carey), 
and  I  know  he  is  every  bit  as  sincere  in  his  position 
as  to  this  measure  as  I  am.  There  will  be  ills 
come  out  of  this  thing,  I  know  that.  We  won't 
get  the  right  man  appointed.  I  know  that,  but 
I  think,  anyway,  if  we  have  a  Board  of  Recreation 
we  can  at  least  have  some  place  to  which  we  can 
go  and  ask  them  what  they  are  doing  for  the  kids 
or  ask  them  if  they  won't  please  do  something 
for  the  kids  in  this,  or  that  neighborhood.  The 
gentleman  from  East  Boston  (Coun.  ColTcyi  is 
perfectly  right.  They  need  a  playground  in  Bast 
Boston.  Over  there  they  have  kiddos  who  play 
in  the  streets,  and  the  first  thing  you  know  they 
are  in  trouble  with  the  law.  People  nowadays 
are  not  even  as  considerate  as  they  were  when  wc 
were  growing  up.  In  the  old  days,  if  you  broke 
a  window  and  would  come  in  and  tell  ;  our  mother 
or  father,  they  would  pay  for  it.  You  might  get 
rebuked  in  the  house,  and  it  would  be  forgotten. 
But  nowadays  if  a  kid  is  unfortunate  enough  to 
be  playing  ball  and  the  ball  goes  through  a  window, 
the  first  thing  you  know  someone  goes  down  to 
the  police  station  or  the  court,  to  have  that  kid 
in  the  toils  of  the  law,  and  in  addition  they  want 
to  complain  that  somebody  in  the  house  got  hit 
with  the  ball  and  is  suffering  personal  injury. 
I  don't  know  what  we  can  do,  but  at  least,  to  my 
way  of  thinking,  this  is  a  step  in  one  direction. 
I  am  not  going  to  say  it  is  the  right  direction, 


because  I  agree  with  those  who  are  in  a  position 
that  main  I  inns  in  tin  past,  although  we  vote 
for  these  matters,  they  don't  live  up  to  our  expec- 
tations. But  I  feci  this  way,  in  all  sincerity.  Wc 
had  this  matter  last  year.  Those  who  were 
opposed  to  this  matter  knew  righl  well  thai  this 
matter  was  staring  us  in  the  fare  and  was  going  to 
be  acted  upon  this  year.  I  would  like  to  hear 
Joe  McKenney.  I  know  Joe,  and  Joe  is  a  hue 
fellow,  and  a  very  capable  fellow.  But  what  can 
Joe  offer?  Joe  has  had  the  job,  and  I  think  Joe 
is  trying  to  do  a  good  job.  But  my  thought  is 
tins:  This  bill  has  been  here  for  over  a  year.  If 
the  people  who  are  opposed  to  it,  if  those  who 
felt  they  might  suffer  by  its  adoption,  knew  that, 
and  they  del  know-  it.  wh\  haven't  they  done 
something  to  justify  me  and  the  other  members 
of  this  Council  in  voting  against  it?  Conditions 
have  not  improved  in  the  year.  If  anything, 
they  are  getting  worse.  It  is  not  totally  a  lack 
of  money.  Any  time  they  want  money  for  recrea- 
tion or  for  the  kids  we  wiil  give  it  to  them.  They 
haven't  come  down  here  and  asked  for  any.  They 
let  us  hold  the  bag  a  year  ago.  Now,  again,  we 
are  supposed  to  hold  it.  It  is  a  question  of  voting 
for  those  who  came  before  us,  who  say  publicly  they 
favor  this,  and  grab  you  on  the  side'  and  say  that 
they  are  against  it.  It  is  a  question  of  voting  for 
them  or  voting  to  improve  conditions  for  the  kids 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  I,  for  one,  am  sticking 
with  the  kids. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Mr.  President,  of  course  we 
have  taken  sufficient  time  to  argue  on  this  bill. 
And,  as  I  have  always  been,  I  shall  continue  to 
be,  and  will  give  recognition  to  the  right  of  everj 
person  to  his  opinion.  I  haven't  changed  my 
opinion  from  one  year  ago.  In  answer  to  my  good 
friend  and  colleague  from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey), 
in  so  far  as  the  ordinal}'  use  of  the  word  "gu1 
concerned,  I  think  I  have  always  spoken  my  mind. 
regardless  of  whom  it  hurts,  when  I  believed  that 
I  was  right.  As  I  said  last  December,  right  here 
on  this  floor — and  it  seems  to  happen  again — I 
was  sick  at  that  time,  when  I  knew  this  bill  was 
coming  before  us,  and  I  got  out  of  a  sick  bed  in 
order  to  be  here  to  express  my  opinion;  this  time, 
unfortunately,  again  I  am  in  very  bad  shape,  as 
you  can  well  see.  However,  knowing  that,  this 
bill  was  coming  in  before  us,  I  couldn't  help  but 
be  present  again  to  express  my  opinion  once  more. 
This  bill  has  been  drawn  up  by  men  in  whom  I 
have  great  faith,  by  men  I  believe  have  had  the 
children's  best  interests  at  heart.  One  of  them  is 
my  neighbor,  Joseph  Lee.  And  I  stated  last  year, 
and  will  reiterate  again,  that  I  don't  always  stand 
on  the  same  side  as  that  gentleman.  However,  I 
can't  help  but  say  that  in  so  far  as  he  is  concerned, 
it  was  his  father  who  was  the  father,  and  is  the 
father,  of  playgrounds  and  recreational  facilities  in 
the  entire  City  of  Boston,  if  not  throughout  the 
nation.  And  I  know  that  he  has  the  children's 
best  interest  at  heart.  Another  gentleman  whom 
I  have  had  the  great  pleasure  of  serving  with  is  i  he 
Honorable  Mr.  Shattuck.  I  believe  thai  lie  has 
demonstrated  time  and  time  again  thai  he  has 
the  best  interests  of  the  children  at  heart,  and 
that,  he  will  try  to  do  everything  within  his  powei 
and  means  to  carry  out  those  ideals  he  has  always 
demonstrated.  You  and  I  know  that  he  has 
given  money  and  land  to  the  City  of  Boston  in 
order  to  see  that  our  children  were  more  properly 
taken  care  of.  We  know,  Mr.  Chairman,  thai  in 
the  five  years  that  I  have  been  a  member  of  this 
Council    there    hasn't    been    one    week    that    some 

Councilor  hasn't  spoken  in  regard  to recreational 

facilities  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  his  district. 
Thej   are  always  trying  to  gi  tprovement 

in  their  districts.     And  we  at  one  i  >ther 

havi  always  argued  on  those  points.  I  believe 
that  the  Park  Department  has  not,  fulfilled  us 
obligation  in  so  far  as  our  children  of  the  City  of 
Boston   ale   concerned,    in   so   far  as    the    upkeep   of 

even   those  lew   small   playgrounds   that  \w  l, 
which  are  inadequate  at  the  present   time,  in  our 

various   sections    of    (he    city.      And    that    was

How  long 
must  we  wait?  I  believe  that  this  bill  has  been 
studied.  And,  as  I  said  before,  1  have  no  ill 
feelings  in  retard  to  the  individuals  who  are  going 
to  vote  against  this  bill.  I  believe  in  t  Inn  sincerity. 
I  believe  that  they  believe  that  this  bill  may  act 
contrary  to  what  we  hail  in  mind.  Well,  let  us 
analyze  it.  The  Mayor  of  the  Citj  of  Boston  is 
going  to  appoint  four  of  the  individuals  on  the 
board.

Good   luek   to  him   if 
However,   we   know   that    we   have  power, 
although    it    is    limited.     But    if    we    could    only 
rcise  that  powei  at  tin-  right  time — yes,  I  have 
never  been  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Hoston 
at  all  times.      I  have  opposed  him.  and  I  told  him 
to  his  face,  and  I  will  tell  him  of  who  the 

Mayor  may  be  tomorrow,  that  if  I  don't  see  eye 
to  eye  on  certain  bills  I  would  be  against  him. 
But  on  this  particular  bill  I  am  for  it  because  I 
believe  that  a  change  will  be  for  the  bi 
of  the  children  of  our  city.  So  perhaps,  as  i  In- 
line— if  I  may  use  that  word — perhaps  not  the 
first  one.  but  one  of  the  members  of  the  Council, 
I'have  stated  on  this  floor  four  years  ago  that  the 
thing  that  is  lacking  here  in  the  City  Council  is 
the  veto  power  over  the  Mayor.  We  are  the  only 
city  of  the  entire  United  States  that  has  not  the 
veto  power.  I  have  made  the  statement  before, 
and  I  will  Bay  it  again.  If  the  State  Legislature 
did  not  have  the  veto  power  over  the  Governor 
of  this  Commonwealth,  what  form  of  government 
would  we  have  in  this  Commonwealth'.'  If  the 
Congress  or  the  Senate  of  the  United  States 
didn't  have  the  veto  power  over  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  what  form  of  government 
would  we  have  here  in  America?  I  ask  you,  what 
have  we  got  here  now  for  the  City  of  Boston?  That 
is  one  thing  that  I  would  love  to  see  come  into  the 
city,  to  give  to  the  Councilors  veto  power,  and  then 
we  will  be  a  body  of  legislators,  a  body  of  men  that 
could  stand  up  on  their  two  feet  and  express  their 
opinion  and  make  it  be  heard  and  make  it  become 
law.  However,  getting  back  to  this  bill,  Mr. 
President,  I  say  that  ample  time  has  been  given 
and  study  has  been  made,  and  I  know,  for  one, 
member  of  the  committee — I  honestly  believe 
that  the  Park  Department  has  not  fulfilled  its 
obligation  to  the  City  of  Boston.  And,  therefore, 
I  am  for  this  bill,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  pass 
today. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— The  order  of  business 
is  the  motion  to  vote  on  this  present  bill.  Shall 
there  be  any  further  debate? 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  I  find  myself 
in  a  very  regrettable  position.  I  don't  like  to 
differ  with  my  distinguished  colleague  from 
Ward  13  (Coun.  Harmon)  or  my  distinguished 
colleague  from  Ward  3  (Coun.  Russo),  but  I 
have  to  take  issue  with  both  of  them  on  state- 
ments they  have  made  recently  to  the  Council. 
In  my  district,  Mr.  President,  I  have  two  play- 
grounds where  the  entire  playgrounds  are  in  my 
district,  namely,  Cleveland  Circle  and  the  Ringer 
Playground.  Also,  part  of  another  playground  is 
in  my  district.  And  I  want  to  assure  you  and  all 
the  members  of  this  Council  that  those  play- 
grounds are  not  mudholes.  They  are  beautiful 
playgrounds,  and  they  are  kept  up.  And  the 
Park  Department,  with  what  little  they  have  in 
the  line  of  help,  and  what  little  they  have  in  the 
line  of  money,  do  a  swell  job  there.  Also  in  my 
district.  Sir.  President,  I  have  several  schools. 
During  the  summertime  in  those  schoolyards  Mr. 
MeKenney,  the  director  of  physical  education  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  does  a  great  job.  He  has 
teachers  there.  He  has  games  and  swings,  and 
so  forth,  for  the  children.  Likewise,  the  Park 
Department  has  games  on  both  those  playgrounds. 
But,  Mr.  MeKenney  furnishes  some  of  their  help 
to  the  Park  Department,  and  a  good  deal  of  the 
equipment.  Now,  I  have  had  the  privilege,  Mr. 
President,  of  following  the  high  school  football 
games  in  the  last  season  that  has  just  been  com- 


pleted.  And  I  have  seen  every  high  school  team 
in  Boston  play.  I  am  one  councilor  that  goes  to 
the  high  school  games.  I  have  on  one  or  two 
occasions  seen  one  01  two  other  councilors  there 
but  never  any  one  of  them  has  been  consistent  in 
attendance,  like  I  have  been,  myself.  And  I  say, 
Mr.  President,  the  rules  and  regulations  in  the 
Boston  high  schools,  as  regards  the  yean  old  or 
the  weight,  are  probably  very  strict  in  comparison 
to  what  suburban  schools  call  for.  I  know  some 
of  the  boys  in  the  suburban  schools  are  not  to  be 
compared  to  the  fellows  you  see  in  the  Boston 
schools,  and  1  know  they  are  much  older,  And 
I  say  thai  this  school  team— and  they  deserve  all 
tie  credit  in  the  world-  that  is  leaving  our  state 
and  going  down  to  Miami  is  positively  facing 
boys,  according  to  the  papers,  much  larger  in  Bue 
and  probably  much  older  in  years,  Maybe  the 
regulations  stop  the  situation  on  our  boys  com- 
peting in  certain  because  they  might  get 
hurt,  they  might  get  into  a  serious  injury,  if 
allowed  to  Compete  with  these  big  fellows.  Some 
high  schools  do  take  their  teams — English  High 
•  I  does  play  some  team  out  of  the  city  and 
has  a  trip;  and  I  think  some  of  the  others  do. 
Latin  School  does.  I  know  that  English  does. 
So  I  have  to  take  issue  with  those  facts  stated  by 
my  colleague  who  spoke  on  the  matter.  I  know 
that  the  Park  Department  doe-  a  great  job  with 
very  little  money  and  very  little  help,  and  I  say 
if  we  are  going  to  give  money  to  an  outside  board, 
why  not  give  the  same  opportunitj  to  the  Board 
of  Patk  Commissioners  or  the  School  Committee. 
Let  them  have  what  they  ask  for,  and  see  what 
they  can  do  with  it.  Each  year  they  submit  a 
budget  to  us.  YVe  don't  em  it,— no,  we  give 
what  i-  left,  after  the  Mayor  and  the  Budget 
Commisaionei  have  cut  it  to  a  point  where  they 
get  nothing.  So  I  say  it  would  be  a  great  thing. 
Mi.  President,  if  the  Park  Department,  the  School 
Department,  and  the  physical  education  director 
could  have  the  money  that  they  would  ask  for, 
and  not  have  it  thrown  to  the  board  to  see  what 
they  could  do  with  it.  I  think  they  could  do  a 
job.  They  really  know  what  the  kids  need. 
They  know  the  "kiddos,"  they  have  had  some 
of  these  "kiddos"  under  them  for  two  or  three 
years,  and  they  are  better  qualified  to  take  up 
things  with  children  they  have  had  for  two  or 
three  '.ear-  as  they  get  older  than  some  new  body 
that  has  never  had  the  children  and  doesn't  know 
the  children  in  one  locality  from  the  children  in 
another.  I  am  sure  that  in  some  parts  of  the 
city  the  children  are  more  interested  in  a  certain 
of  activity  than  they  are  in  another.  So  I 
say,  before  we  create  any  new  fanciful  ideas  we 
ought  to  give  those  who  have  been  with  us  for  a 
good  many  years  an  opportunity  once  and  for  all 
to  see  what  they  can  do.  Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  be  able  to  be  heard  here,  and  I  am  going  to 
ask  that  the  Council  be  in  order. 

Chairman     S<  "AXNELL—  I     think     that     the 
Council  is  in  order. 

Coun.  DWYER— Thank  you.  I  think  I  have 
the  floor.  I  give  way  and  listen  to  individuals 
when  others  speak.  I  can't  help  but  remarking 
while  I  am  on  my  feet  what  a  deplorable  situation 
we  face  today  when  a  member  of  this  Council,  a 
member  who  doesn't  very  often  take  the  floor,  and 
when  he  does  it  is  for  something  very  sane  and 
sound,  asked  a  member  of  his  committee,  Mr. 
President — asked  the  chairman  of  his  committee 
— for  the  opportunity  to  have  more  information 
on  a  matter,  and  he  was  refused,  not  alone  by 
the  chairman  but  by  the  members  of  this  Body. 
Oh,  what  a  shameful  thing!  I  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  I  hope  the  day  won't  come  that  some  of  those 
members  who  voted  against  giving  this  member 
an  opportunity  of  having  more  information  so 
that  he  could  vote  intelligently  on  the  matter 
won't  find  themselves  in  the  same  predicament 
he  is  in,  and  face  the  same  shameful  treatment 
has  faced  today. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  order  of  busirj 
is  the  motion. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  respect 
deeply  the  interest  of  those  people  who  sponsored 
this  legislation  with  the  intent  to  provide  our  chil- 
dren with  better  recreation.  But  this  whole 
matter  can  be  summed  up,  to  my  mind,  in  a  nut- 
shell. Very  briefly,  Mr.  President.  We  have  in 
front  of  us  chapter  451,  a  special  act  of  the  Massa- 
tts  Legislature.  That  is  what  we  are  voting 
on  today.  Some  of  us  are  for  this  bill,  and  some  of 
us  who  don't  thoroughly  understand  it  are  against 
it.  But  we  have  before  us  a  communication  from 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  asking  for  the  passage  of  this 
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act,  asking  for  the  establishment  of  a  recreation 
board  in  this  city.  The  Mayor  right  this  minute 
can  set  up  a  recreation  board  exactly  as  provided 
for  in  chapter  451  without  this  special  act. 
Imagine  that.  There  is  no  need  of  this  legislation, 
then,  is  there?  This  is  unnecessary  legislation. 
The  Mayor,  under  the  Acts  of  1909,  right  this 
minute  can  create  a  board  identical  with  this,  to 
the  very  letter  and  to  the  very  comma  and  period. 
Now,  what  is  the  need,  then,  of  chapter  451?  The 
only  difference  is  this.  Here  is  the  difference. 
That  tomorrow,  if  the  Mayor  sets  up  hjs  own 
board,  identical  with  this — that  tomorrow  he  can 
abolish  it  if  it  does  not  work.  That  is  the  differ- 
ence. This  new  board  can  never  be  abolished  by 
the  Mayor  of  Boston.  That  is  what  you  are  voting 
on  today,  gentlemen.  Everything  you  have 
spoken  about  for  your  districts  can  be  done  without 
this  special  act.  So  why  is  it  before  us  here?  Why 
is  it  worded  as  this  is  here?  Why  is  it  that  we  are 
being  deluded  into  something  we  don't  know  any- 
thing about?  Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  I  don't  thoroughly  understand  the  purpose 
behind  it,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  I  have  never  had 
the  opportunity  to  sit  down  in  a  public  hearing  as 
a  member  of  your  Committee  on  Parks  and  Play- 
grounds, and  in  view  of  the  fact  there  is  no  guaranty 
contained  herein  that  Boston  people  will  govern 
Boston  children,  I  am  going  to  vote  no. 

Conn.  CAREY — I  am  reluctant  to  take  the 
floor  again,  because  debate  has  been  lengthy. 
However,  it  has  just  been  running  through  my 
mind  here  today  as  I  have  listened  to  the  debate 
this  afternoon  that  we  have,  as  we  have  said 
before,  the  authority  to  provide  a  proper  set-up. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  set-up  is  existing.  And  I 
have  been  greatlv  amazed  at  the  remarks  of 
members  of  the  Council  this  afternoon,  who  are 
trying  to  convey  to  us  the  impression  that  this 
new  board  is  going  to  be  so  perfect  in  its  admin- 
istration that  it  could  not  possibly  make  a  mistake. 
It  is  infallible  in  its  ability  to  decide  what  is 
good  and  what  is  bad  from  the  recreational  stand- 
point for  both  adults  and  children  alike  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  have  never  yet  seen  a  body, 
whether  it  was  a  legislative  one  or  an  admin- 
istrative one,  the  members  of  which  did  not 
disagree.  And  I  will  go  further  and  say  that 
any  body,  legislative  or  administrative,  that 
didn't  disagree  to  some  extent,  was  not  worth 
its  existence.  Therefore,  how  could  we  expect, 
or  who  is  there  amongst  us  that  expects  that 
this  new  recreation  board  is  going  to  be  so  perfect 
in  devising  new  schemes  and  new  recreational 
boards  for  the  City  of  Boston  that  it  cannot 
make  a  mistake?  What  nonsense!  I  was 
thoroughly  amused  by  the  remarks  of  my  good 
friend  from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  when  he 
spoke  about  a  sports  night  that  he  attended 
recently.  I,  too,  have  attended  sports  nights 
with  my  youngsters.  They  are  very  splendid 
gatherings,  and  it  is  very  impressive  to  see  what 
can  be  put  on  in  the  line  of  athletic  performance 
from  these  who  are  exhibiting  at  those  sports 
nights.  Of  course,  they  are  a  great  thing,  and 
I  hope  there  will  be  more  sports  nights  through- 
out the  city.  But  is  there  an  organization  in 
this  eity,  whether  it  is  conducting  a  sports  night 
or  opening  its  doors  every  night  of  the  week 
for  recreational  facilities,  that  is  going  to  accept 
the  responsibility  that  this  certain  pressure 
group  that  met  in  the  Parker  House  placed  upon 
my  shoulders  when  it  tried  to  blame  me  and 
the  members  of  the  City  Council  for  the  murder 
of  a  marine  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens  last  summer? 
These  recreational  organizations  are  responsible 
for  what  happens  upon  their  own  premises.  They 
have  nothing  to  do  with  what  trouble  a  young 
man  or  a  young  woman  will  get  into  going  to 
that  headquarters  or  going  home  from  that  head- 
quarters. If  we  had  more  sports  nights,  when 
the  fathers,  or  mothers,  possibly  might  accom- 
pany their  youngsters  to  these  recreational  ac- 
tivities that  an-  given  at  a  sports  night,  I  would 
agree  that  there  would  be  less  juvenile  delinquency 
in  this  city.  But  we  oan'1  expect  that  the  fathers 
and  mothers  are  going  to  be  able  to  accompany 
those  sons  or  daughters  of  theirs  to  these 
recreational  headquarters  wherever  they  might 
be  for  seven  nights  of  the  week.  None  of  us 
have  been  fully  satisfied  with  what  has  been 
provided  by  the  present  recreational  set-up, 
but  it  has  been  said  on  the  floor  here  today,  and 
at  previous  meetings,  that  the  present  set-up 
has  been  handicapped.  Are  we  going  to  be 
more   liberal  with  the   new   set-up   than  we  have 


been  with  the  present  one?  If  so,  we  have  not 
been  fair  with  the  present  arrangement.  I 
fully  believe  that  the  members  of  this  Body 
are  taking  upon  themselves  altogether  too  much 
responsibility  for  making  any  attempt  to  change 
the  present  set-up,  because,  as  the  father  of  one 
of  the  young  men  concerned  with  that  murder 
in  the  Back  Bay  said  to  me  only  last  Saturday, — 
"Damn  these  recreational  boards.  They  are 
provided  for  youngsters  at  night.  If  my  boi 
had  not  had  that  attraction,  whereby  he  found 
an  excuse  to  leave  home  night  in  and  night  out, 
he  would  not  be  down  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail 
tonight.''  What  is  this  recreational  set-up 
going  to  provide,  as  I  said  when  on  the  floor 
before?  Nothing  but  more  opportunity,  if  we 
are  to  believe  what  has  been  forecast  for  us  by 
those  interested  in  it — and  I  don't  mean  to  be 
misunderstood  in  this  matter — of  finding  fault 
with  the  sponsors  of  it.  They,  no  doubt,  have 
good  intentions,  but  what  has  that  same  group 
done  in  years  past  to  see  that  proper  money  was 
made  available  in  order  that  proper  equipment 
could  be  provided  to,  in  turn,  furnish  proper 
recreation  facilities  in  the  playgrounds  of  the 
city?  Two  years  ago.  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I 
had  a  petition  given  to  me  by  a  group  of  young 
men  whose  homes  are  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Huntington  and  South  Huntington  avenues  in 
Roxbury.  In  the  rear  of  those  youngsters' 
homes  is  a  large  area  owned  by  the  city.  I  was 
given  to  understand  at  that  time  that  within 
a  short  while  a  playground  would  be  laid  out 
there  and  these  youngsters  didn't  ask  for  any- 
thing elaborate.  All  they  wanted  was  a  layout 
for  soft  ball,  with  a  tennis  court.  At  that  par- 
ticular time  some  of  the  youngsters  in  that  neigh- 
borhood were  involved  in  trouble  because  they 
were  breaking  windows  because  they  tried  to 
play  baseball  in  that  vacant  lot.  An  investi- 
gation was  made,  and  it  was  determined  that 
that  would  make  an  excellent  space  to  provide 
for  soft  ball  and  tennis  courts  for  those  youngsters, 
with  which  they  would  have  been  fully  satisfied. 
Up  to  the  present  time  nothing  has  been  done. 
I  don't  condemn  the  present  Mayor  because 
nothing  was  done,  because  he  each  year  has 
been  faced  with  the  same  pressure  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council  have,  and  that  is  to 
cut  the  budget  in  order  to  satisfy  certain  elements 
who  want  certain  functions  provided  in  this 
city,  but  still  don't  want  to  pay  for  them.  It 
is  my  honest  belief  that  before  the  members 
of  this  Council  take  final  action  on  this  new 
recreational  board  that  cither  a  plebiscite  or  at 
least  public  hearings  should  be  conducted  in 
their  districts,  in  order  that  the  fathers  and 
mothers  who,  after  all,  are  those  most  vitally 
concerned,  should  become  acquainted  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  Let  us  find  out  fully, 
and  let  those  fathers  and  mothers  find  out,  if 
there  is  going  to  be  more  anxiety  brought  into 
their  homes  through  the  worry  of  their  sons 
and  daughters  being  attracted  out  in  the  evening. 
If  this  recreational  set-up  is  to  provide  nothing 
but  evening  recreation,  it  is  a  bad  thing.  If  it 
is  to  provide  daytime  recreation,  give  the  money 
and  the  opportunity  to  the  present  set-up  in 
this  city,  and  then,  that  having  failed,  that  would 
be  a  proper  time  to  consider  a  new  recreation 
board.  It  matters  not  whether  this  ma 
has  been  before  this  Body  a  year,  Mr.  President. 
It  might  well  stay  here  for  ten  years.  I  don  t 
remember,  and  I  am  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations,  an\  member  of  this  Council, 
with  the  exception  of  two  or  three,  who  appeared 
at  the  budget  hearings  last  spring  and  insist ed 
at  that  time  that  proper  money  be  furnished  in 
the  way  of  a  supplementary  budget  in  order 
that  these  proper  facilities  be  provided  in  these 
playgrounds.  The  time  is  not  yet  too  late.  It 
will  be  too  late,  as  Councilor  Feeney  well  said 
a  few  minutes  ago,  once  the  Council  votes  on 
this  recreational  set-up.  Your  opportunity  of 
objecting  will  be  gone.  Now  is  the  timi  to 
delay,  and  I  defy  anyone  who  wants  to  lie  honest 
with  me,  or  any  other  member  of  this  Council  to 
criticize  any  member  here  for  asking  the  op- 
portunity to  be  provided  them  to  give  suite  '  ,, 
and  further  studj  to  this  matter.  I  sincerely 
hope  that  no  action  will  be  taken  here  today,  and 
that  the  matter  will  be  tabled,  in  order  that  I  !i 
cilor    Feenc\     and    Councilor    Shannon,    and    other 

members  of  this  Body  who  were  not  here  a  year 

(Vil]    lie    given    the    time    that    lhe\     are    rightly 

entitled    to,    to   get    all    (he  information    they    feel 
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is   necessary   before  being  asked   to  vote   on   this 
matter. 

Coun.  FISH  Mr.  President,  if  what  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  18  (Coun  Feeney)  has  Baid  i^ 
true,  that  the  Mayor  himself  ran  Bet  up  the  iden- 
tical Bame  board,  performing  the  same  functions, 
I  tliiti k  that  would  clarify  in  the  mind-  of  many 
here  just  how  thej  are  going  to  vote.  It  would  at 
throw  nut  the  window  the  argument  of 
home  rule  If  tin-  Mayor  at  that  power  and  it. 
can  be-  dune,  and  we  go  ahead  and  accept  the  act 
of  the  Legislature,  then  they  are  all  guilty  of 
voting  against  home  rule.  And  I  don't  believe 
anybodj    here   wants  to  vot  borne   rule,

Chairman  BCANNELL — The  question  before

Chairman  SCANNELL — Councilor  Fish  has 
made  a  motion  that  we  take  a  recess  for  the  pur- 
pose of  going  into  Executive.

Coun.  KIXSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  information. 

Chairman  SCAXXELL — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun  KIX'SELLA — Is  that  motion  in  order, 
the  motion  that  Councilor  Fish  made,  in  view  of 
the  fact,  we  have  not  .vet  settled  the  original 
motion  on  the  acceptance  of  the  committee's 
report'.' 

Chairman  SCAXXELL — A  motion  for  a  recess 
is  always  in  order.     The  clerk  will  call  the  roll 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  go  into 
executive  session  was  lost,  yeas  9,  nays  10:

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  there  are  only 
a  few  points  I  want  to  touch  on.  Nearly  every- 
body that  spoke  here  today  admitted  the  fact 
that  Bill  Mullen  has  done  a  good  job.  They 
didn't  say  that  Joe  McKenney  has  done  a  good 
job,  but  they  are  all  in  agreement  if  they  had 
sufficient  funds  they  could  do  a  good  job.  So, 
then,  what  is  the  sense  of  passing  this  hill  today? 
If  a  good  job  can  be  done,  and  everybody  here 
honestly  believes  it  can  be  done  by  the  Park 
and  School  Departments,  then  all  they  need  is 
funds.  All  that  they  need  is  money  to  do  that 
good  job.  We  know  that  if  funds  are  appro- 
priated and  they  have  the  authority  to  spend 
them  that  our  parks  and  playgrounds  could  be 
fixed  up,  and  we  don't  need  outsiders  to  come  in 
and  tell  our  children  how  or  what  games  to  play. 
In  my  own  district,  you  put  a  steam  roller  in 
there,  even  off  the  ground,  fence  it  in, — that  is  a 
playground  to  them.  Then,  if  you  want  a  smaller 
space  for  the  smaller  children  so  that  the  larger 
boys  can't  molest  them,  make  a  place  inside  that 
playground  and  let  the  smaller  boys  go  in  there. 
I  brought  out  the  statement  that  Joe  Lee  made 
at  the  hearing.  Joe  Lee  worked  hard  for  that 
boys'  club,  and  he  finally  accomplished  his  pur- 
pose. They  finally  went  to  the  Governor  and  got 
legislation  passed  so  they  could  build  a  boathouse 
and  have  funds  appropriated  to  build  boats  that 
they  could  sail  on  the  Charles  River.  And  after 
he  went  all  through  his  hard  work,  and  expended 
his  money,  they  took  the  powers  away  from  Joe 
Lee  and,  as  he  said  himself,  they  created  what  you 
might  call  a  social  agency.  He  said  himself  that 
the  things  that  happened  there  under  that  social 


agency  would  make  your  hair  stand  on  end;  and 
I  goes-  Joe  Lee  knew  what  he  was  talking  about, 
I  wouldn't  oppose  Joe  Lee  being  appointed  to 
that  board.  I  know  that  Mr.  Shattuck  has 
refused  the  opportunity  to  be  on  that  board. 
I  know  thai  that  is  a  fact.  He  said  he  couldn't 
■^i<.i-  it  the  full  time  he  would  like  to  give  to  it. 
1    would   like  some  names  brought  out  like  Tacks 

ti  ll  oi  Jerome  Sacco,  -some  names  connected 
with  the  Recreation  Department  for  years,  that 
have  given  everything  they  have  for  recreation. 
Those  are  names  that  I  understand.  Thosi 
I  he  kind  of  people  I  know  best.  And  those  are 
the  kind  of  people  I  like  to  hear  mentioned  for  a 

eational  board  if  we  have  one.  I  am  not 
going  to  change  any  votes,  so  I  won't,  take  too 
much  time,  but  my  argument  is  the  game  as  the 
argument  of  others  who  tire  opposed.  Give  the 
money  to  the  Park  Department  and  the  School 
Department  and  you  will  get  the  facilities  and 
you  will  get  the  equipment,  and  you  will  get  the 
children  to  >ro  into  those  playgrounds,  because  it 

will  be  an  incentive  to  them.  At  the  present 
time,  there  is  nothing  to  induce  them  to  go  into 
the  playgrounds.  They  might  as  well  kick  a 
football  in  the  street.  Xow,  the  sad  part  of  this 
whole  thing  is  this— and  I  do  hope  in  all  sin- 
cerity that  I  am  wrong,  but  I  think  I  am  right, — 
that  when  the  vote  is  taken — and  I  say  that  I 
hope  that  I  am  wrong,  but  I  think  I  am  right — if 
nineteen  vote,  the  vote  will  be  thirteen  in  favor 
and  six  against;  and  if  twenty  vote,  the  vote  will 
be  fourteen  in  favor  and  six  against.  And  I 
hope,  for  the  sake  of  a  legislative  body  like  ours, 
with  twenty-two  members,  I  am  absolutely 
wrong. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  make  a  motion  that  the 
meeting  adjourn. 

Chairman  SCAXXELL — Councilor  Dwyer 
makes  a  motion  that  we  adjourn.  All  those  in 
favor.      (Responses.)      It  is  not  a  vote. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for  a 
roll  call. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to  adjourn 
was  lost,  yea  1,  nays  18. 

Yea — Coun.  Dwyer  1. 

Nays— Coun.  Bayley,  Carey,  Chase,  Coffey, 
Feeney,  Fish,  Hannon,  Hurley,  Keenan,  Kelly,

Chairman  SCAXXELL — The  question  before 
the  Body  is  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — We  have  consumed  now 
nearly  three  hours  in  debate,  and  everybody 
except  the  distinguished  councilor  from  Ward  15 
(Coun.  Kelly)  has  been  heard.  Unless  he  wishes 
to  be  heard  on  this  subject,  I  move  the  previous 
question.     If  lie  wishes  to  be  heard,  I  yield. 

Coun.  KELLY — I  will  be  heard  now,  Mr. 
President,  I  was  not  going  to  speak,  but  I  have 
always  been  against  moving  the  previous  question 
since  I  have  been  in  the  City  Council.  I  believe 
that  everybody  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
speak  on  a  matter.  Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
absent  most  of  the  meeting  because  I  have  been 
down  to  the  Election  Department,  so  I  don't 
really  know  what  has  been  going  on,  but  I  can 
recall  when  this  order  was  in  committee  last 
December  that  I  got  up  on  the  floor  of  the  Council 
and,  although  I  thought  the  bill  was  drawn  up 
very  loosely,  at.  that  time  I  was  in  favor  of  the  bill. 
I  voted  to  take  it  from  the  committee  the  last  day 
of  the  Council  because  I  thought  the  bill  had  some 
good  qualities,  but  I  also  thought,  it  had  some  bad 
ones.  I  really  believe  that  included  in  the  bill 
there  ought  to  be  a  section  as  to  whether  the  seven 
members  of  the  board  ought  to  be  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  I  say  that,  Mr.  President, 
because  

Coun.  FISH — I  was  wondering  if  the  councilor 
from  Ward  15  would  yield. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Do  you  wish  to  yield? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  will  yield  for  a  question. 

Coun.  FISH — The  question,  not  pointed  at  me, 
although  I  should  be  interested  in  the  answer — the 
question  is:  Will  the  Councilor  from  Ward  18  read 
that  portion  of  the  charter  that  states  that  the 
Mayor  can  set  up  the  board? 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Is  that  a  request? 

Coun.  KELLY — I  am  willing  to  yield  to  a  ques- 
tion. I  think  I  will  ask  the  question  myself,  if 
I  know  what  the  question  is,  as  we  go  along.  I  am 
just  getting  started.  I  have  been  a  little  kite  in 
getting  here.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  said  last 
December  that  I  felt  that  the  seven  members 
that  were  appointed  on  the  board  should  be 
residents   of   Boston.     I  felt  the  same   way   when 
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the  appropriation  for  $75,000  came  up  before  the 
City  Council,  for  the  Finance  Commission.     I  said 
on  the  floor  of  this  Council,  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
public  record,  that  if  the  $75,000  was  passed    in 
my  opinion,  there  would  be  a  man  outside  of  the 
C  lty  of  Boston  appointed,  and  we  all  found  out 
what  happened  when  Dr.  Strayer  was  appointed. 
1  he  $75,000  only  passed  the  Council  12  to  10      If 
we  had  secured  one  more  vote  it  would  not  have 
passed.     I  said  at  that  time  that  I  felt  that  the 
members   of   the   Boston   School   Committee   were 
well  qualified,  if  there  was  anv  survey  of  the  Boston 
School  Department  made,  to  make  it  themselves 
I  still  feel  the  same  way,  Mr.  President.     I  feel  the 
same  way  on  this  bill  today.     Although  I  feel  the 
same  way  that  I  felt  last  December  on  it,  I  feel 
that  the  seven  members  should  be  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston.     I  trust  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
will  appoint  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston.     Of 
course   we   don't   know,    Mr.   President,    who   the 
members  of  the  Boston  School  Committee  will  be 
three  or  four  years  from  now.     Your  guess  is  as 
good  as  mine.     We  don't  know  who  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  will  be  next  year,  or  the  year  after.     Your 
guess  is  as  good  as  mine,  there.     But  I  sav  the  bill 
itself,   Mr.   President,    is   very   loosely   drawn  up. 
There  could  be  a  lot  of  improvements  made  by  the 
people  that  drew  up  the  bill.     I  said  that  in  the 
Council  last  year.     Now,  I  am  wondering,  just  as  a 
point   of    information — I    haven't    been    here    too 
long — I  want  to  get  posted  before  I  cast  my  vote. 
I  know  there  has  been  a  lot  of  argument  pro  and 
con.     I  understand  that  the  Councilor  from  Ward 
18  (Coun.  Feeney)  has  some  information.     I  am 
going  to  ask  you,  Mr.  President,  if  I  may  ask  the 
Councilor  from  Ward   18,  through  you,  for  some 
information  that  night  enlighten  me  about  the  bill. 
Councilor  Feeney,  would  you  please  read  the  por- 
tion of  the  charter  which  grants  the  right  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  establish  this  recreation  board? 
Coun.  FEENEY — Section  5  of  the  Acts  of  1909, 
the  charter  of  the  City  of  Boston,  states  as  follows: 
"Except  as  otherwise   provided  in  this  act,  the 
organization,   powers  and  duties  of  the  executive 
departments  of  the  city  shall  remain  as  constituted 
at  the  time  when  this  section  takes  effect;  but  the 
mayor  and  city  council  at  any  time  may  by  ordi- 
nance reorganize,  consolidate,  or  abolish  in  whole 
or   in    part   departments    whether   created    on    or 
before    or    subsequent    to    the    first    Monday    of 
February  in   the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  ten, 
including    the    transit    department;    transfer    the 
duties,  powers  and  appropriations  of  one  depart- 
ment to  another  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  establish 
new    departments;     and    may    increase,     reduce, 
establish   or  abolish   salaries   of  heads   of  depart- 
ments, or  members  of  boards." 

Coun.  KELLY — Thank  you  very  much,  Coun- 
cilor. Now,  in  conclusion,  Mr.  President,  as  I 
said  last  December  and  as  the  Councilor  from 
Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey)  has  so  ably  stated,  there  is 
no  question  in  my  mind  but  that  this  bill  is  going 
to  pass.  But  I  trust  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  the  members  of  the  Boston  School  Committee 
in  appointing  the  men  will  appoint  seven  men  on 
that  board  that  will  be  residents  of  Boston.  I  have 
always  fought  for  Boston  people  to  be  appointed 
to  Boston  positions.  I  remember  when  the  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses  was  appointed  at  the  Boston 
City  Hospital.  We  made  a  fight  here  year  after 
year  to  have  a  Boston  girl  appointed.  We  were 
told  that  in  the  Trustees'  opinion  there  wasn't  one 
girl  in  the  whole  City  of  Boston  qualified.  I  said, 
some  time  this  year,  when  the  $75,000  appropria- 
tion came  up  for  the  Finance  Commission,  that  in 
my  opinion  men  from  outside  the  City  of  Boston 
would  be  appointed,  and  that  is  why  I  was  against 
it.  I  didn't  see  any  need  for  a  $75,000  appropria- 
tion at  that  time.  This  board  may  accomplish 
something  if  Boston  people  are  appointed  to  it, 
but,  in  my  opinion,  if  outside  residents  are  ap- 
pointed to  it,  the  bill  won't  accomplish  its  purpose. 
So  I  say  to  the  members  that  I  feel  the  same  way 
I  felt  about  the  bill  last  December,  only  I  hope  and 
trust  they  will  appoint  seven  members  who  are 
Boston  men  to  that  board. 

Chairman    SCANNELL — The    question    before 
the  Body  is  to  move  the  previous  question. 
Coun.  FEENEY — Not  the  previous  question. 

Chairman  SCANNELI The  Chair  didn't  hear 

Councilor  Bayley  withdraw  that  motion.     Did  you 
withdraw  that  motion? 
Coun.  BAYLEY— I  did. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

Chairman   SCANNELL — State   your   point   of 
information. 


Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  City  Clerk,  through  you,  sir,  if  the  City 
Clerk  can  say  that  the  chapter  in  the  charter  just 
read  by  Councilor  Feeney  would  accomplish  the 
same  purpose  for  the  city  through  the  Mayor  and 
Council  as  this  bill,  chapter  451  of  the  Acts  of  1943? 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Councilor  Kinsella,  the 
City  Clerk  informs  me  that  he  is  perfectly  willing 
to  answer  any  questions  in  executive  session. 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  move  we  go  into  executive 
session. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  would  like  to  speak  on  the 
motion.  _  Mr.  Chairman,  as  I  read  this  part  of  the 
charter:  "Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
act,  the  organization,  powers  and  duties  of  the 
executive  departments  of  the  city  shall  remain  as 
constituted  at  the  time  when  this  section  takes 
effect" 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN — I  rise  to  a  point  of 
information. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  believe  the  Coun- 
cilor from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella,)  asked  the  City 
Clerk  and  not  the  Councilor. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  am  speaking  on  the  motion. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN — You  are  speaking  on 
his  question. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— It  says:  "Duties  of  the 
executive  departments  of  the  city  shall  remain  as 
constituted  at  the  time  when  this  section  takes 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  will 
you  make  a  ruling? 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Councilor  Taylor  is 
speaking  on  the  motion. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— On  what  motion? 
Chairman  SCANNELL— On  the  motion  before 
the  Body. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— What  is  the  motion? 
Chairman  SCANNELL — To  go  into  executive. 
Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Councilor    Kinsella 
asked  a  question  directed  at  the  City  Clerk.     He 
was  informed  that  he  would  answer  that  in  execu- 
tive, and  that  is  the  reason  it  was  moved  that  we 
go  into  executive.     I  don't  believe  the  Councilor 
is  in  order.     He  can  talk  against  going  into  execu- 
tive, but  not  to  answer  the  Councilor  from  Ward  2. 
Chairman    SCANNELL— The    Chair    has    not 
called  for  a  roll  call  for  the  purpose  of  going  into 
executive  session.     Councilor  Taylor  will  speak  on 
the  motion. 

Coun.  COFFEY— If  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  is  going  to  talk  on  the  city 
charter,  what  bearing  has  that  on  the  motion  to 
go  into  executive? 

Chairman  SCANNELL — There  hasn't  been  a 
roll  call.  I  recognized  Councilor  Taylor  before 
the  motion  to  take  a  recess. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — As  I  was  going  to  say,  the 
charter  says  here:  "Except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  act  the  organization,  powers  and  duties  of 
the  executive  departments  of  the  city  shall  remain 
as  constituted  at  the  time  when  this  section  takes 
effect;  but  the  mayor  and  city  council  at  any 
time  may  by  ordinance  reorganize,  consolidate, 
or  abolish  in  whole  or  in  part  departments  whether 
created  on  or  before  or  subsequent  to  the  first- 
Monday  of  February  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  including  the  transit  department;  transfer 
the  duties,  powers  and  appropriations  of  one 
department  to  another  in  whole  or  in  part;  and 
establish  new  departments;  and  may  increase, 
reduce,  establish  or  abolish  salaries  of  heads  of 
departments,  or  members  of  boards."  That,  to 
me,  Mr.  President,  seems  to  be  very  clear.  It 
would  appear  from  that  section  of  the  charter 
that  we  would  have  the  right  to  do  it.  I  may 
be  wrong  in  my  interpretation,  but  that  is  not 
the  question  here.  This  charter  has  been  in 
effect  since  1909,  and  from  1909  to  1944  nobody 
in  the  City  Council  or  from  the  Mayor's  office 
has  attempted  to  change  that  portion  of  the  charter 
and  organize  a  new  department.  The  reason  for 
it  is  easily  explained.  The  recreation  department 
has  always  been  a  part  of  the  Park  Department. 
The  Park  Department  has  the  same  responsibility 
of  taking  care  of  the  recreation  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Now,  this  new  bill  that  has  been  intro- 
duced is  not  going  to  take  all  the  powers  away 
either  from  the  Park  Department  or  the  School 
Committee.  This  is  going  to  give  the  authority 
to  the  members  of  this  particular  board,  one  of 
whom  will  be  a  paid  member,  which  will  bring 
into  the  City  of  Boston  men  and  women  on  this 
board  who  live  in  the  City  of  Boston,  I  hope,  who 
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will  give  their  counsel  and  advice  to  the  ohairn 
of  thai   board  and  to  the  other  m  the 

board,  for  the  purpose  of  doing  something,  advis- 
ing those  in   power,   the   Mayoi    of   the  Citj

city  to  set  up  a  recreation  board  identical  with  the 
provisions  of  the  recreation  bill  that  is  now  before 
US.      I  am  glad  that  he,  like  myself,  feels  the  same 
way.     -lust  to  clear  up  any  doubt  in  the  minds  of 
anybody,  this  setting  up  of  a  committee,  a  recre- 
ation committee,  is  not  any  different  from  setting 
up  a  department,  or  if  the  Mayor  were  to  set  up, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  city  charter,  a  similar 
nttee,  identical  with  the  provisions  of  the  bill 
before   us.      Neither   would   that   be   necessarily   a 
department.     So  I  hope,  Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  question  being  propounded  by  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  2  (Coun.  Kinsella)  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  statement,  and  in  view  of  the  willingness  of 
the  City  Clerk  to  answer  the  question  in  executive 
on,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  esteemed 
and   honorable  gentleman  from   Ward   12   (Coun. 
Taylor)  is  of  the  same  mind,  I  think,  in  fairness  to 
body    concerned,    that    we    should     go     into 
executive  session  and  learn  once  and  for  all  just 
where  we  stand  on  the  law  itself,  just  whether  or 
not  the  charter  provides  that   which  I  claim  and 
that  which  apparently  members  of  this  Body  are 
beginning  to  agree  with,   that   the   Major  himself 
has   the   power   without  special  act   to   set   up   a 
recreation  committee.     So  I  move  that  we  proceed. 
Coun.  TAYLOR — Mr.   President,   I  would  just 
like  to  add  one  thing.     While  the  Mayor  has  the 
to  set  up  the  board,   the  Mayor  and   City 
Council,   it   is  a  little  bit  different   from   the  bill 
which  has  been  introduced  in  the  Legislature.      We, 
under  our  charter,  if  we  make  a  new  department, 
have   no   right  to   take   anything   away   from   the 
,1  Committee,  and  you  might   have  two  de- 
partments    working     at     loggerheads.      In     other 
words,  in  this  particular  part  of  the  charter,  it  says: 
"Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  the  abolition 
or  the  taking  away  of  any  of  the  powers  or  duties 
as  established  by  law  of  the  school  committee,  the 
board   of  commissioners  of  school  buildings,   the 
department  of  school  buildings,   the  election  de- 
partment or  any  department  in  charge  of  an  official 
or  officials  appointed  by  the  governor."     So  that, 
while  we  may  have  the  power,  as  the  councilor  so 
well  expressed,  we  can't  take  away  the  powers  of 
the  School  Committee.     As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
School  Committee  have  the  right  to  appoint  two 
membei  s  on  this  particular  board, —  and  that  being 
so  you  might  have  different   organizations  in   the 
Citv  of  Boston  working  towards  opposite  ends. 

Coun.  FEENEY— The  Mayor,  acting  under  the 
Acts  of  1909,  can  set  up  an  identical  recreation 
board  and  give  to  the  School  Committee,  as  I  see 
it.  the  same  right  to  appoint  members  to  his  com- 
mittee as  the  provisions  of  this  act  does  in  chapter 


451.     So,  all  the  more  reason  why  we  should  go 

into  executive  and  get  a  decision        Let   us  find  out. 
where  we  stand-      Let  us  get  the  law. 

Coun    CAREY     I  have  been  on  the  Boor  twice 

already,  and  I  have  no  intention  or  desire  to  pro- 
he  debate  here  on  this  matter,  but  I  sincerely 
hopi  thai  the  day  litis  not  conic  when  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  refuse  to  go  into  executive 
session  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information 
which  is  as  essential  as  I  believe  it  is  in  this  case 
here.  If  they  do  refuse  to  go  into  executive,  I 
never  yet  seen  so  deliberate  an  attempt  in 
thai  line  as  tins,  and  I  certainly  hope  there  won't. 
be  any  precedent  established  here,  of  refusing  to 
go  into  executive. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  was  glad  to  hear  Councilor 
Taylor  agree  with  Councilor  Feeney.  He  made 
the  statement  earlier  todaj  that  we  didn't  have 
any  powers,  and  we  wouldn't  lose  any.  He  kind 
of  contradicted  himself,  agreeing  with  Councilor 
Feeney.  If  we  have  the  powers,  and  he  says  we 
have,  let  us  take  advantage  of  them,  bet  us  and 
thi'  .Mayor  set  up  this  board  ourselves.  Isn't  this 
what  we  have  been  hollering  for'.'  Everybody  has 
been  hollering  for  home  rule  in  here.  Here  is  a 
chance  for  home  rule.  That  proves  that  we  have 
got  the  power  to  set  up  boards.  Lei  us  do  it,  and 
then  we  will  know  what  we  ate  getting.  We  don't 
know  what  we  are  going  to  get  from  this  new 
board,  but  we  will  know  what  we  will  get  from  the 
board  we  will  set  up,  because  we  can  demand 
things  from  that  board,  as  we  know  who  the  men 
on  that  board  will  be.  Let  us  take  advantage  of 
it.  Let  us  go  into  executive  and  come  back  and 
kill  this  bill  and  send  down  a  special  ordinance  to 
I  he  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston.  And  he  has 
plenty  of  time  before  he  goes  to  Beacon  Hill  to  set 
up  this  board.  He  can  call  a  meeting,  and  we  can 
do  it  in  an  hour's  time.  I  think  we  can  all  agree 
who  the  new  members  shall  be,  and  agree  if  there 
i-  io  be  a  salary  attached.  But  at  least  we  will 
know  then  we  have  the  power,  that  we  are  using 
it  and  taking  advantage  of  things  that  are  ours, 
and  that  no  man  will  be  appointed  from  outside 
of  Boston.  And  we  can  demand  things  that  we 
want  in  our  city. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  don't  like  to  be  conten- 
tious, but  I  must  again  disagree  with  the  councilor 
from  Ward  1  (Coun.  Coffey).  First  of  all,  it  must 
be  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  that  we  set  up 
this  board,  and  then  after  the  board  is  set  up  the 
Mayor  would  have  the  full  right  of  appointment, 
not  the  City  Council.  We  won't  know  any  more 
then  than  we  do  now  as  to  who  will  be  members 
of  the  board.  And,  again,  we  won't  have  any- 
more power  concerning  that  board  than  we  have 
now.  It  gives  nothing  more,  and  takes  nothing 
away  from  us,  if  we  pass  this  bill.  All  we  can  do 
is  suggest,  make  orders  and  pass  resolutions. 
Further  than  that  you  will  have  two  departments 
in  tlit-  City  of  Boston  working  on  the  same  thing, 
and  probably  working  against  each  other  on 
many  occasions.  While  we  have  the  power  to  set 
up,  we  haven't  the  power  to  take  away  from  the 
School  Committee.  The  Legislature  has  that 
power,  and  that  is  why  I  say  it  is  a  waste  of  time 
to  consider  it,  because  you  will  have  two  boards 
instead  of  one. 

Court.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  towards  the 
end  of  his  statement  he  kind  of  contradicted  him- 
self. He  said  at  the  beginning  of  his  statement 
that  we  had  no  power;  we  can  suggest  and  submit 
to  the  Mayor.  And  then  at  the  end  he  says  again, 
we  can  set  up  the  board.  I  recall  that  he  read 
out  of  the  city  charter  that  the  Mayor  with  the 
City  Council  can  set  up  boards,  and  that  refers  to 
the  board  of  recreation  we  are  talking  on  now. 
We  don't  care  who  the  Mayor  appoints.  If  he 
wants  to  appoint  four  or  seven  men,  that  is  up  to 
the  Mayor.  But  there  is  one  thing  we  can  insist 
on,  because  we  can  refuse  to  approve  salaries  if 
we  want  to.  We  can  insist  that  they  be  Boston 
men.  We  can  have  a  finger  in  the  pie  when  it 
comes  to  taking  care  of  pla\  grounds  throughout 
the  entire  district.  And  we  can  be  assured  that 
if  we  did  appoint  Boston  men  they  would  have 
the  interest  of  Boston  at  heart.  Another  thing,  it 
seems  that  everybody  is  in  a  hurry  to  get  this 
thing  over  with.  Why,  I  don't  know.  We  only 
meet  once  a  week,  and  if  we  do  stay  till  seven  or 
eight  o'clock  it  won't  affect  us  too  much.  We 
ought  to  be  glad  to  stay  here,  especially  on  such 
an  important  matter  as  this.  As  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18  (Court.  Feeney)  has  stated,  we  don't 
know  what  will  take  place  after  we  pass  this,  be- 
cause we  pass  control  into  the  hands  of  these  four 
private  individuals  who  will  be  appointed  by  the 
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Mayor,  as  they  will  have  a  majority  vote.  It 
doesn't  mean  that  two  members  are  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the-  Mayor  and  one  from  the  Park 
Department  and  one  from  the  Sehool  Committee. 
It  means  that  four  members  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  and  those  shall  bave  a  majority  vote 
And  if  you  will  look  that  up  you  will  find  out  they 

can  also  appoint  people  to  work.     Thai   is  -.,, 

thing  else  we  should  take  into  consideration.  They 
can  appoint  supervisors  and  instructors,  and  they 
can  eomc  from  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston.  You 
go  down  to  Hudson  or  some  other  small  city  or 
town,  and  try  to  take  a  civil  service  examination, 
and  they  will  tell  you  you  have  not  been  a  resident 
of  that  city  or  town  for  five  years  and  you  can't 
take  it.  Hut  you  can  come  into  Boston  after  being 
a  resident  of  six  months.  So  I  say,  go  slow,  this 
is  a  very  serious  matter. 

The  roll  was  called  on  the  motion  to  go  into 
executive  session,  and  the  motion  was  lost,  yeas  9, 
nays  10:

Coun.  DWYER — I  move  that  we  now  adjourn. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  motion  is  out  of 
order.  The  motion  before  the  Body  is  to  move 
the  previous  question.     All  those  in  favor. 

Coun.  DWYER— I  believe  at  all  times,  Mr. 
President,  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  in  order. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — There  is  a  pending 
motion  before  the  Body,  and  it  is  the  previous 
question,  and  a  motion  to  adjourn  is  out  of  order. 
The  Chair  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  vote  and  asks 
for  a  roll  call. 

Coun  COFFEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  infor- 
mation. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— What  is  the  purpose? 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  rise  to  doubt  a  quorum. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— Councilor  Coffey 
doubts  a  quorum.  Will  the  members  please  rise 
and  the  Chair  will  count  them?  There  is  a 
quorum  in  attendance. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  doubt  the  quorum  and  ask 
for  a  roll  call. 

Chairman  SCANNELL— The  clerk  will  call  the 
roll. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  a  quorum  was  found 
to  be  in  attendance:  Coun.

COFFEY— In  view  of  the  fact  that  I 
don't  like  to  see  anybody  shut  off  from  debate, 
especially  when  a  fellow  wants  to  get  home  and  is 
only  doing  this  to  get  his  vote  in,  I  would  like 
to  know  if  I  can  repeat  and  ask  for  the  doubt  of 
a  quorum  again? 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  councilor  is  out  of 
order. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  thought  that  the  doubt  of  a 
quorum  is  always  in  order  and  takes  precedence 
over  all  other  matters. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Not  unless  other 
matters  intervene. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — There  is  no  debate  on 
the  previous  question,  Councilor  Dwyer.  The 
clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  DWYER — I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  DWYER — What  status  is  the  situation  in 
now? 

Chairman  SCANNELL— Councilor  Chase 
moved  the  previous  question.  The  clerk  is  about 
to  call  the  roll. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  COFFEY — After  the  roll  is  taken  the 
motion  then  goes  before  the  Body.

Coun.  DWYER — I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  rule 
out  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor). 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  councilor  from 
Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer)  has  asked  a  point  of 
information.  The  members  of  this  Body  will  be 
in  order.

DWY'ER — I  doubt  the  vote  and  ask  for  a 
roll  call.  The  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion  to 
lav  on  the  table  for  a  week  was  lost,  vcas  8,  nays 
II:

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  motion  to  recon- 
sider is  out  of  order. 

Coun.  COFFEY'— Talking  on  the  order.  I  am 
going  to  talk  on  it,  too,  Mr.  President.

Thai  is 
why,  earlier  in  the  afternoon,  before  I  got  my  beks

from  the  stand  they  took  last  year.  One  of  I  hem 
hasn't  taken  the  floor  at  all  to  give  any  reason. 
I  ha1  is  the  sail  part,  being  a  silent  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  or  being  a  member  of  any 
other  branch  of  City  government  or  state  govern- 
ment or  Federal  government.  When  you  take  a 
id  you  have  a  right  to  change  your  opinion. 
Everybody  makes  mistakes.  None  of  us  are 
infallible.  Hut  when  a  person  gets  up  and  deliber- 
ately changes  his  vote  from  one  day  to  the  next, 
he  at  least  ought  to  have  the  good  grace  to  get  up 
and  give  a  reason  as  to  why  he  is  changing  his 
opinion  and  why  he  is  changing  his  vote.  I  know 
pressure  has  been  brought  on  members  of  the 
Council.  Pressure  has  been  brought  on  members 
of  the  Council  in  an  indirect  way,  by  editorials  in 
Boston  newspapers,  which  goes  to  show  that  who- 
ever is  behind  this  bill  lias  influence  in  Boston. 
And  in  my  opinion,  which  doesn't  amount  to  much, 
I  will  admit,  it  is  the  blue  bloods  that  have  had  a 
grip  on  this  city  for  the  last  few  years,  arid  they 
arc  going  to  have  a  grip  on  this  state.  And  thank 
God  that  as  yet  they  haven't  got  a  grip  on  the 
nation.  But  this  city  has  changed  radically,  I 
might  say,  in  the  past  seven  or  eight  years,  and  it 
has  only  changed  for  one  reason,  that  the  bankers 
can  pretty  nearly  buy  what  they  want  in  this  city. 
They  can  pretty  nearly  buy  anything  they  want 
and  get  away  with  it,  and  they  have  done  it.  and 
they  have  proved  to  us  that  they  have  done  it 
It  is  easy  to  go  along  with  the  wind,  but  give  me 
the  fellow  that  will  once  in  awhile  get  up  and 
buck  either  the  wind  or  the  tide  or  the  .Major  or  the 
Governor  or  anybody  else.  Give  me  that  type  of 
fellow,  not  the  fellow  that  is  going  to  be  called 
out  in  that,  room  and  told,  "Do  this  or  do  that." 
I  know  a  number  of  fellows  here  that  have  gone 
along  with  the  Mayor.  That  is  their  business. 
I  have  never  criticized  them  for  it.  If  they  see 
eye  to  eye  with  the  Mayor,  that  is  then  business 
I  have  never  had  anything  to  say  about  it.  But  I 
will  have  something  to  say  when  we  have  an  order 
come  up  here  one  day  and  have  councilors  vote 
one  way  and  have  it  come  up  another  day  and 
have  them  turn  a  complete  about-face,  and  vote 
another  way.  I  think  the  best  argument  given 
here  today  by  any  member  of  the  Council  was 
given  by  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun. 
Taylor).  I  thiirk  he  gave  the  best  argument  to 
all  of  us  here.  The  best  argument,  I  mean,  as  to 
why  we  should  kill  this  bill  here  and  now,  when  he 
admitted  that  Councilor  Feeney  in  his  opinion 
was  right,  that  the  Mayor  could  set  up  this  board 
along  with  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil. And  as  I  said  before,  it  is  high  time  that  we 
exert  the  powers  that  we  have.  We  have  been 
hollering  for  a  number  of  years  that  our  powers  are 
being  taken  away  from  us  gradually,  either  by 
direct  legislation  or  indirect  legislation  by  the 
Legislature.  As  much  as  to  say,  "Let  us  pass 
this;  there  is  nothing  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  can  do  about  it."     But  this  happens  to  be

If   we  have   only    five   new 

members    now,    the    way    those    five    new   members 

been    voting  today—   .'i  in   the  negative  and 

2  in  the  affirmative      1  can't  see  for  the  life  of  me 

why  this  thing  is  going  to  pass  so  easy.  But  it  is 
going    to,    because,    as    I    said    a    moment,    ago,    the 

pressure  has  been  brought,  and  it  is  a  crying  shame 

to  think  that  an  order  or  a  bill  cannot  go  through 
iio-  Body  honestly  and  fairly  without  pressure 
being  brought  to  bear.  They  even  brought  it  to 
bear  in  the  Congressional  fight  last  year.  And 
where  do  the  majority  of  those  votes  come  from 
iii  that  Congressional  district?  They  come  from 
Brookline,  Newton.  They  don't  come  from 
Boston.  .Vow,  if  that  pressure  group  has  the 
press,  and  they  did  have  a  certain  newspaper  in 
Boston  that  printed  that  story  about  the  marine 
being  killed,  and   mentioned  a  councilor  in   this 

Body  who  was  a  candidate  for  Congress,  and  stated 
he  and  his  colleagues  were  responsible  for  this 
marine's  death,  because  we  didn't,  pass  that 
foolish  — and  I  can't  call  it  anything  else  —  Board 
of  Recreation.  We  don't  need  a  Board  of  Recrea- 
tion. For  seven  years  —  I  can  cite  one  example  — 
Maurice  J.  Tobin  has  been  Mayor  of  Boston  and 
his  closest  friend  in  Boston,  a  friend  who  fought 
tooth  and  nail,  was  Councilor  Taylor.  Do  you 
hear  him  deny  it?  He  hasn't  one  playground  in 
his  district  —  not  one  in  Ward  12.  If  the  Mayor 
was  on  the  job,  if  he  had  the  interest  of  tin-  children 
at  heart,  lie  would  have  seen  that  there  would  be 
playgrounds  in  the  Ward  12  district  of  Boston. 
We  knew  that  our  playgrounds  would  be  taken 
away  from  them.  We  couldn't  help  that.  In  the 
case  of  Wood  Island  Park,  it  was  a  case  of  giving 
it  to  the  soldiers  or  taking  it  by  eminent  domain. 
And  if  it  was  taken  by  eminent  domain  the  only 
way  our  people  of  East  Boston  could  get  it  back 
would  be  by  an  act  of  Congress.  Now  the  agree- 
ment is  that  when  they  are  through  with  those 
grounds  and  those  facilities,  they  put  them  back- 
in  the  same  first-class  condition  that  they  found 
them  in  when  they  first  went  in  there.  That  is 
the  only  reason  why  I  voted  on  giving  the  soldiers 
Wood  Island  Park,  and  it  is  a  darned  good  thing 
we  did  give  the  soldiers  Wood  Island  Park,  because 
every  week  for  the  past  two  years  800  soldiers 
have  landed  in  Wood  Island  Park  and  stayed 
there  less  than  one  week,  and  were  then  shipped 
across.  That  is  what  happened,  and  there  is  no 
denying  it  is  a  darned  good  thing  we  gave  them 
Wood  Island  Park  to  make  barracks  to  house 
those  soldiers,  because  in  that  one  area  the  biggest 
shipments  were  being  made,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  Los  Angeles  area. 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order, 
I  doubt  a  quorum. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Councilor  Feeney 
doubts  a  quorum.      The  clerk  will  call  the  roll.

Coun.  COFFEY— I  yield  to  the  gentleman  if 
he  wishes  to  make  a  statement. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  Chairman,  I 
■  move  reconsideration  of  the  vote  taken  of  going 
into  executive  session,  and  move  that  we  go  into 
executive  session. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Councilor  Sullivan,  it 
would  expedite  matters  if  you  would  separate  the 
motions  and  have  a  roll  call.

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Chairman  SCANNELL— It  has  been,  and  it 
has  been  defeated. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  am  asking  recon- 
sideration. 

Coun.  KEENAN — I  have  not  spoken  all  after- 
noon. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — Just  let  me  explain. 
There  is  a  point  of  order  being  made.  Do  you 
wish  to  raise  a  point  of  order? 

I  have  sat  here 
all  afternoon  and  listened  to  everyone  from 
Ward  1  to  Ward  22,  and  I  think  there  are  about 
three  councilors  that  have  not  spoken  on  the 
order  all  afternoon.  I  was  one.  Now,  it  has 
been  well  stated  that  there  have  been  five 
councilors,  including  myself,  that  don't  know 
very  much  about  the  bill,  and  I  would  like  to  be 
enlightened,  personally,  myself,  before  I  vote  for 
it.  If  I  think  in  my  opinion,  after  it  is  explained 
to  me,  that  it  is  going  to  benefit  my  ward,  I  will  be 
happy  to  vote  for  it.  It  has  been  stated  by  the 
councilor  from  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon)  there 
have  been  so-called  parks,  mud  holes,  in  his  ward. 
The  councilor  from  Ward  21  (Coun.  Dwyer) 
praises  the  playgrounds  in  his  ward.  Now,  after 
listening  to  arguments  pro  and  eon,  of  money 
spent  and  given  to  the  Park  Department  and 
spent  on  playgrounds,  I  say  that  the  money  we 
give  as  an  appropriation  to  the  Park  Department 
— instead  of  spending  that  money  for  tulips, 
flowers  and  flags  made  up  in  the  form  of  flowers  on 
the  Public  Garden — I  say  they  should  take  part 
of  that  money  for  playgrounds.  I  hope  they  do, 
and  that  they  spend  it  in  Ward  17,  where  we  have 
only  one  playground  that  is  positively  not  only  a 
disgrace  to  Dorchester  but  a  disgrace  to  Boston. 
I  hope  that  after  all  the  debate  we  go  into  executive 
and  find  out  the  information  we  want  and  come 
out  and  vote  on  it. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — The  Chair  will  state 
that  that  speech  was  not  a  point  of  order. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  ask  that  the  vote 
on  Councilor  Feeney's  motion  be  reconsidered, 
because  if  that  motion  is  reconsidered  to  go  into 
executive  session,  the  order  will  go  in  with  it. 

Chairman  SCANNELL — No.  But  if  you  wish 
to  expedite  matters,  you  can  make  a  motion  to 
have  the  order  referred  to  executive,  and  then 
move  we  take  a  recess  for  the  purpose  of  going 
into  executive  session.

FEENEY— We  have  just  come  back 
from  executive  session,  and  I  know  that  the  votes 
on  the  primary  question  are  not  changed  in  the 
slightest.  However,  I  am  happy  and  glad  to 
have  heard  the  answer  of  the  City  Clerk  coincide 
with  the  contention  I  made  earlier  today,  that 
the  Mayor  has  the  power  to  appoint  a  recreation 
board,  and  that,  notwithstanding  the  action  of 
the  Council  here,  the  School  Committee  would 
not  be  affected  in  the  slightest,  because  it  is  within 
that  section  that  deals  with  the  School  Committee. 
So  I  am  happy  at  least  to  know  that  so  far  as  we 
stand  this  legislation  is  unnecessary.  It  never 
was  needed.  The  purpose  obviously  is  something 
we  know  nothing  about  today,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  we  are  going  to  vote  for  it.  I  am  pre- 
pared, without  further  debate  on  my  part,  to 
let  the  matter  go  to  a  vote,  because  I  know  it  is 
going.  As  I  said,  the  bill  can  easily  be  summed  up. 
It  is  exactly  what  I  said  it  was  in  the  beginning, 
except  that.  And  might  I  add  at  this  time  that 
we  don't  know  what  the  purpose  is  behind  it,  in 
that  we  don't  know  who  is  going  to  be  appointed 
to  it.  And  the  remarkable  part  of  it  is  this: 
That  we  don't  fully  understand  it,  because  there 
are  five  of  us  here  anyway  who  have  never  had 
the  public  come  to  us  and  tell  us  what  it  is  all 
about.  And  it  is  regrettable  further  because  we, 
as  the  City  Council,  on  a  request  or  specific  order 
by  the  Mayor,  could  do  exactly  the  same  thing; 
and  the  Mayor,  in  the  event  that  the  recreation 
committee  didn't  work  out  as  its  sponsors  claim 
it  would  work  out,  could  abolish  it.  And  I  just 
want  to  clear  up  in  the  minds  of  my  colleagues 
here  that  I  am  not  against  action  by  us  today, 
to  do  something  about  the  playgrounds  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  recreational  facilities  in 
them.  I  am  interested  very  much  in  the  children 
of  my  district  and  the  children  of  all  districts, 
as  a  matter  of  fact.  And  I  don't  think  there  is 
any  councilor  here,  in  his  public  life,  who  has 
plagued  playground  officials  any  more  than  I 
have.  If  this  bill  was  perhaps  set  up  differently, 
more  specifically,  without  there  being  permissive 
words,  I  probably  would  be  standing  fast  witli  the 
majority  of  the  members  here  today  in  favor  of  the 
bill.  However,  I  want  to  make  clear  my  objec- 
tions, and  I  am  glad  my  contention  has  been  borne 
out  by  the  City  Clerk,  that  we  as  the  Council, 
along  with  the  Mayor,  could  set  up  a  board  similar 
to  this. 

Coun.  DWYER— Mr.  President,  al  this  time  I 
will  make  a  motion  to  lay  this  on  the  table  so  that 
we  can  have  Mr.  .Joseph  B.  McKenney.

As  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  simply  want  to  say,  in  fairness  to  all 
members  of  the  Council  who  have  opposed  and 
who  will  vote  against  this  bill,  I  think  it  should  be 
made  cleat  that  any  opposition  registered  by  any 
member  of  this  Council  should  not  be  interpreted 
by  anyone  that  those  who  are  against  this  particular 
recreation  board  are  necessarily  against  or  opposed 
to  anything  that  can  be  afforded  in  the  line  of 
recreation  for  those  in  the  city,  be  they  children  or 
adults.  There  has  been  some  vicious  criticism  laid 
at  the  door  of  members  of  the  City  Council  because 
of  their  position  against  this  recreation  board  in  the 
past.  No  such  villous  condemnation  should  be 
laid  on  the  shoulders  of  any  member  of  the  Council 
who  sincerely  opposed  this  bill,  feeling  within  him- 
self that  sufficient  opportunity  had  not  been  given 
to  those  who  had  previously  been  in  charge  of 
recreation  in  this  city.  We  all  want  the  best  that 
can  be  had  in  recreation  facilities.  I,  together  with 
practically  every  member  of  this  Council — not  only 
this  Council,  but  of  the  councils  for  the  seven  years 
I  have  been  here — have  from  time  to  time  intro- 
duced orders  here  asking  for  improvements  in 
playgrounds  or  recreational  facilities,  and  asking 
for  sufficient  funds  to  provide  the  best  in  recreation. 
But  I  do  think,  for  the  record,  it  should  be  made 
known  that  those  of  us  who  do  not  favor  this  par- 
ticular board  necessarily  should  not  be  charged 
with  being  against  the  best  that  can  be  provided  in 
the  way  of  recreation  facilities  in  this  city.  We  all 
want  the  very  best  that  can  be  had. 

Coun.  HANNON— I  think  that  the  Councilor 
from  Ward  10  has  spoken  the  truth,  and  I  think 
that  everybody  here,  whether  on  one  side  of  the 
fence  or  on  the  other,  is  equally  sincere.  And  while 
this  debate  has  been  long,  I  think  every  member 
here  deserves  congratulations  for  keeping  the  debate 
above  board.  I  think  the  debate  has  been  made 
on  its  merits  and  based  on  the  facts,  however  the 
vote  goes.  I  think  that  each  and  every'  one  of  us 
knows  that  every  other  member  here  has  just  as 
much  at  heart  the  interest  of  the  children  of  Boston. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  have  heard 
some  of  the  councilors  state  they  would  stay  all 
night  if  necessary.  I  hope  that  if  this  order  is 
passed  they  don't  take  a  walking  powder  and  leave 
us.  We  haven't  had  any  opportunity  today  to 
introduce  what  orders  we  have  before  us  and, 
regardless  of  how  the  vote  goes,  I  hope  that  I  don't 
have  to  feel  they  have  only  stayed  here  for  this  one 
particular  reason.

EVALUATION   OF  PARKING   SPACES. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor'  the  Mayor  confer 
with  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  and  the 
assessors  relative  to  the  evaluation  of  parking 
spaces,  so  called,  and  the  fees  to  be  charged  for  the 
licensing  of  same. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  a  few  years 
ago  the  City  of  Boston  suffered  from  a  shortage  of 
parking  spaces.  Now  I  think  we  are  going  to 
suffer  because  of  a  superabundance  of  them.  I 
was  down  today  to  the  Post  Office  square  section  of 
the  city.  Already  they  have  started  taking  down 
the  New  England  Mutual  Life  Insurance  building. 
There  is  a  building  that  I  suppose  was  assessed  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $100,000.     It  is  empty  now; 
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it  is  of  no  value  to  the  owners,  yet  the  owners  have 
to  pay  an  assessment  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$100,000.  So  they  tear  down  that  structure  and 
put  in  a  parking  space,  and  the  parking  space 
becomes  profitable  to  them,  and  yet  we  in  the  city 
only  have  the  assessment  on  the  land  I  be] 
make  money  by  tearing  down  these  buildings,  and 
putting  in  parking  spaces.  I  don't  know  on  what 
basis  we  assess  parking  spaces.  As  far  as  I  can 
determine,  a  parking  space  is  no  different  from  any 
other  piece  of  vacant  land.  It  is  merely  assessed 
as  vacant  land.  The  Street  Commissioners  get  a 
fee  for  these  parking  spaces,  but  these  Fees  are  not 
based  on  the  location  of  the  parking  spaces.  They 
are  merely  based  on  the  number  of  ears  that  can 
be  accommodated  in  there.  Some  of  these  park- 
ing spaces  charge  25  cents  an  hour,  some  75  cents 
a  day,  and  some  only  a  dime  for  all  day,  but, 
regardless  of  how  much  they  charge  for  parking, 
regardless  of  how  much  money  tiny  make,  the 
city  only  gets  the  same  fee  for  every  parcel  of  land 
used  for  a  parking  space,  and  that  fee  is  based  on 
the  number  of  cars  the  parking  space  will  accom- 
modate. Now,  we  are  making  it  too  attractive 
for  people  to  tear  down  property  and  put  in 
parking  spaces,  and  I  think  the  city,  in  the  interest 
of  fair  play,  should  reassess  these  parking  spaces, 
or  should  establish  some  form  of  license  fee,  so  it 
would  be  according  to  the  space  it  makes  for 
parking  or  according  to  its  location.  We  have 
to  do  something  about  taxing  property  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  tax  burden  is  becoming 
more  and  more  heavy  on  those  who  have  to  bear 
it,  and  if  we  still  encourage  them  to  tear  down 
buildings  and  put  in  parking  spaces  we  will  find 
ourselves  devoid  of  all  buildings  and  have  nothing 
but  parking  lots. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  have  to  congratulate  the 
councilor  fro/n  Ward  13  (Coun.  Hannon)  for  bring- 
ing this  order  up.  The  statements  that  he  has 
made  are  only  too  true,  that  Boston  is  fast  be- 
coming a  center  —  the  downtown  district  is  fast 
becoming  a  center  —  for  parking  lots.  The  last 
few  years  I  have  been  attacking  these  parking  lot 
owners,  for  several  reasons.  One  reason  is,  as  I 
said  before,  and  I  repeat  again,  that  not  only 
racket  men  but  politicians  own  these  parking  lots. 
I  explained  that  on  the  floor  of  the  Council  here, 
but  nobody  seemed  to  pay  much  attention  to  me. 
The  press  never  prints  anything  said  that  is  detri- 
mental. Whether  it  is  afraid  of  lawsuits  or  not, 
I  don't  know;  that  may  be  so.  But  I  told  about 
one  man  who  came  down  here  from  Providence, 
Mr.  President.  He  rents  about  four  parking  lots 
from  the  City  of  Boston,  and  a  fair  estimate  is 
that  he  makes  something  in  the  vicinity  of  $600,000 
a  year  on  those  parking  lots.  One  of  the  parking 
lots  that  he  hires  is  up  across  from  the  Park  Square 
building, —  quite  a  big  lot.  There  is  another  one 
down  off  Federal  street,  another  one  down  in  the 
vicinity  of  Albany  street  —  and  the  funny  part  of 
it,  they  come  in  here  for  sidewalk  openings.  Be- 
ing chairman  of  the  committee  for  the  past  three 
years,  I  have  never  granted  one  unless  the  coun- 
cilor from  the  district  said,  "All  right,  go  ahead." 
I  have  always  gone  to  the  councilor  of  the  district 
and  asked  his  opinion,  whether  he  wanted  to  grant 
the  opening  or  not.  But  they  don't  seem  to  pay 
too  much  attention  to  our  committee.  If  they 
want  sidewalk  openings,  they  go  out  and  take 
them,  as  much  as  to  tell  us  to  go  to  hell,  in  plain 
English.  They  have  done  it  before,  and  I  sup- 
pose they  will  do  it  again  in  the  future.  For  ex- 
ample, we  had  two  men  come  before  our  com- 
ni il  tee  once  and  ask  for  three  openings  for  a  gaso- 
liiic  station,  and  I  asked  those  men  why  they 
came  in,  why  they  asked  for  the  openings,  and 
they  said,  "We  need  I  lie  openings."  I  said, 
"You  have  had  the  openings  for  the  past  six 
weeks,  and  why  appear  before  this  committee 
now?"  And  they  had  to  admit  they  had  had  the 
openings  for  the  past  six  weeks.  Not,  only  did 
they  have  the  openings  but  in  spite  of  the  rules 
and  agreements  made  at  one  time  by  the  Mayor 
that  the  openings  would  be  only  30  feet  and  no 
more,  these  three  openings  that  I  refer  to  were 
over  40  feet.  I  think  something  should  be  done 
regarding  this  order  that  Councilor  Hannon  has 
brought  before  us,  and  I  think  that  a.  fair  fee 
should  be  set  up  whereby  the  City  of  Boston  should 
receive  a  fair  return.  All  we  have  to  do  is  go 
around  to  shipyards  to  see  the  three  shifts  there 
of  cars  parked  in  these  lots,  getting  anywhere 
from  $2  up  to  $2.80  a  week.  I  have  only  got  one 
in  my  ward.  I  have  opposed  that,  and  in  return, 
giving  credit  where  it  is  due,  <  'oinmissioner  Hyland 
did  open  up  an  old,  abandoned  wharf  over  there, 


and  made  it  into  a  free  parking  space  for  the 
workers  of  the  Simpson  yard.  As  to  this  other 
parking  lot  they  have  there,  I  was  the  only  one 
that  appeared  in  opposition.  The  petitioner  did 
bring  in  the  names  of  people  who  wanted  to  get 
the  lot  open  to  get  cars  off  the  street,  but  at  t  In- 
same  time  something  was  accomplished  by  getting 
the  Simpson  workers  a  free  parking  lot.  I  think 
that  should  take  place  in  every  ward  in  the  entire 
city.  As  far  as  the  downtown  section  of  Boston 
is  concerned,  it  is  a  shame  and  a  disgrace.  They 
are  tearing  down  buildings.  They  have  torn 
down  a  hotel  across  the  street  from  us.  The  next 
thing  we  know  a  parking  lot  space  appears  in  its 
place.  Now,  there  is  a  place  on  Federal  street 
where  they  are  tearing  down  a  building  in  the 
heart  of  the  business  district,  and  they  have  sent 
in  a  petition  for  a  sidewalk  opening.  They  intend 
to  make  a  parking  lot  out  of  that  now,  the  one 
that  Councilor  Hannon  referred  to.  They  seem 
to  think  there  is  more  money  in  a  parking  lot  than 
trying  to  get  money  from  bankers  or  brokers  or 
people  in  that  section  to  build  a  building.  So  I 
think  that  we  either  ought  to  have  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  Licenses  or  the  entire  Body  in 
executive  session  and  do  something  about  stop- 
ping these  parking  lots,  or  put  a  tax  or  fee  on 
them  so  that  the  city  will  at  least  get  some  rev- 
enue. But,  for  the  life  of  me,  I  can't  understand 
why  the  City  of  Boston  will  take  property  they 
own  and  let  it  out  for  parking  lot  purposes,  either 
to  politicians  or  racketeers  —  and  I  think  every- 
body knows  who  I  refer  to;  if  they  don't,  they 
should  —  when  those  parking  lots  could  be  well 
used  for  play  areas,  definitely  could  be  used  for 
play  areas.  I  am  going  to  ask  that  this  order  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, so  we  can  talk  further  on  it.

Coun.  FEENEY — Mr.  Chairman,  we  have  gone 
into  this  matter  pretty   thoroughly    in   executive 

session.  Its  purpose  is  to  help  the  people  in  half 
of  my  ward  to  receive  the  same  benefit  as  those 
having  the  Boston  Consolidated  service,  as  is  ex- 
perienced by  every  other  consumer  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  I  certainly  hope  that  this  order  will 
pass. 

Coun.  SCANNELL— Mr.  President,  I  don't  like 
to  get  up  here  and  oppose  anything  that  would  be 
of  benefit  to  the  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun. 
Feenev)  or  to  the  Hyde  Park  district  of  Boston. 
But,  I  want  to  have  it  known  here  that  I  am  not 
going  to  vote  for  anything  that  will  throw  a  burden 
upon  the  whole  City  of  Boston.  This  matter  has 
been  in  before  the  committee  for  the  last  three  or 
four  months,  I  understand,  and,  lo  and  behold,  at 
the  second  last  meeting  of  the  year  it  comes  into 
executive  session.  This  is  such  a  bill  as  the  Boston 
Elevated  put  over  on  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  22  or  24  years  ago,  where  they  threw  the 
Boston  Elevated  and  their  deficit  over  to  the  tax- 
payers of  the  city.  I  don't  intend  to  vote  for  a  bill 
such  as  this  unless  I  have  further  information.  If 
I  know  that  it.  is  only  to  help  the  Hyde  Park  sect  ion 
of  Boston,  then  I  am  for  it,  but  if  it  is  going  to 
affect  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  am  not 
for  it.  I  want  further  information  on  this  bill,  and 
maybe  on  December  28th  we  can  act  on  this,  just 
as  we  act  on  the  extension  of  the  West  Roxbury 
cemetery.  I  don't,  know  anything  about  this 
matter,  and  I  would  like  further  information  on  it. 
I,  therefore,  move  that  this  bill  be  laid  on  (lie  table 
until  the  meeting  of  December  28,  so  that  we  can 
get  further  information  upon  this  matter. 

Coun.  FEENEY— I  will  be  only  too  happy  to 
answer  any  questions,  if  the  councilor  from  Ward  (> 
(Coun.  Scannell)  might  care  to  ask  them.  I  have 
not  the  slightest  doubt  he  is  not  thoroughly 

President  KERRIGAN — Councilor,  there  is  no 
debate  on  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table.  The 
question  is  on  the  motion  to  lay  the  matter  on  the 
table  until  the  next  meeting.  All  those  in  favor? 
The  Chair  is  in  doubt  and  will  ask  for  a  roll  call.

Coun.  COFFEY — I  would  just  like  to  make  a 
statement  here,  and  I  think  the  councilor  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney)  could  answer  me  when  I 
get  through  talking.  All  I  want  to  say  is  that  this 
is  permissive  legislation.  We  pass  it  and  it  goes  to 
the  Mayor.  If  we  pass  it  today,  I  think  we  will 
be  doing  the  Mayor  a  favor — that  is,  in  the  event 
that  we  pass  it  today,  and  not  wait  until  the  28th 

of  the  month, because  if  we  pass  it  then  he

But  we  must  consider  what,  the  councilor  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney)  has  said,  that  they  are 
charging  excessive  rates     rates  much  larger  than 

the  rates  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  (  :;ts  (  lompany 
to  the  people  in  that  district.  And,  as  the  councilor 
has  brought  nut.  mote  than  half  the  people  in  his 
district  are  served  bv  the  Dedham-Hyde  Park  Gas 
Company,  and  he  thinks  it  is  to  their  benefit,  and 
a  saving  to  their  pocketbook,  that  this  mailer  be 
given  action  today.  If  possible,  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  should  take  over  this  other 

company.     They  could  serve  the  people  of  that 

district,  the  same  as  they  tire  serving  the  people 
throughout  the  rest  of  the  entire  City  of  Boston, 
and  much  cheaper.  1  think  those  people  in  that 
section  are  entitled  to  the  same  consideration  we 
are  giving  any  other  part  of  the  city. 

Coun.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— I  wonder  if  the 
councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney)  will 
answer  a  few  questions? 

Coun.  FEENEY— Yes,  I  will  be  only  too  happy 
I"  answer  any  questions.  I  had  intended  to 
answer  several  questions  which  were  in  the  mind  of 
Councilor  Scannell. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  appreciate  the 
courtesy  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  18.  I  desire 
to  formulate  an  opinion  on  the  matter,  which 
necessitates  asking  questions.  I  wonder  how  the 
cost  is  assessed,  according  to  the  stipulations  of  the 
bill? 

Coun.  FEENEY— I  didn't  get  the  question 
clearly  from  the  gentleman  from  Ward  22  (Coun. 
M.  H.  Sullivan). 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— How  much  will  the 
property  cost,  councilor? 

Coun.  FEENEY — The  approximate  cost  of  the 
property  is  $500,000. 

I  nun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — What  is  the  assessed 
value  of  the  property? 

Coun.  FEENEY— The  assessed  value  of  the 
property  is  very  close  to  the  same  amount.  Un- 
fortunately, councilor,  I  be  assessed  valuation  of  the 
company  in  its  annual  report  embraces  three  com- 
munities,—  two  towns  and  one  city.  It,  is  not 
broken  down,  so  I  could  not  give  you  the  exact 
valuation,  but  in  answer  to  your  question  I  will  say 
that  that  approximately  is  the  same  amount. 

Coun.  M.  B.  SULLIVAN— What  is  the  total 
valuation  of  the  property,  councilor, — of  all  the 
properties  of  the  company? 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  would  say  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $050,(1(10  or  $000,000. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — Is  there  any  manu- 
facturing plant  that,  according  to  the  bill,  would 
come  to  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the  pin- 
ch&sfi 

Coun.  FEENEV— No. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— What  would  come  lo 
I  he  (  it  v  "l  Boston  as  a  result  of  the  purchase? 

Coun.  FEENEY— The  lines,  the  mains,  the 
control  stations,  the  office,  and  its  equipment.. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— How  much  is  the 
office  assessed  for,  while  the  property  is  there  at 
that  site? 

Coun.  FEENEY — That  I  can't  say,  because  my 
answer  to  that  question  would  have  to  be  identical 
with  the  answer  I  gave  to  your  previous  question, 
when  you  asked  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
entire  property.  I  haven't  any  figures  broken 
down  on  the  valuations. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— What  was  the 
original  cost  of  all  the  properties,  councilor? 

Coun.  FEENEY— The  original  cost  of  all  the 
properties — the  orignial  cost  of  the  property  was 
$896,000. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— How  old  is  the  prop- 
erty, councilor? 

Coun.  FEENEY — You  are  speaking  now  of  the 
company  itself? 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— No;  how  old  are  the 
real  properties  of  the  company? 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  would  say  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  20  years.  I  can't  give  you  the  exact  date, 
but  I  would  sav  in  the  neighboi  hood  of  20  years. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— What  was  the 
original  cost  of  the  properties  involved  in  the  pro- 
posed transfer  to  the  City  of  Boston? 
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Coun.  FEENEY — I  am  afraid  I  will  have  to  give 
you  the  same  answer  once  more  to  that,  the  same 
answer  which  I  gave  you  when  you  propounded  the 
question  of  the  total  assessed  valuation.  Neither 
is  that  broken  down. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— What  does  the  bill 
provide  relative  to  the  amortizing  of  the  debt  in- 
volved in  the  purchase  of  the  property? 

Coun.  FEENEY — It  provides  for  bonds  to  be 
issued  by  the  City  Treasurer  not  in  excess  of  45 
S  ears 

Coun.  M.  II.  SULLIVAN— And  when  bonds  are 
issued  is  ten  cents  to  go  on  to  the  tax  rate  as  a 
result  of  this  loan? 

Coun.  FEENEY — Not  to  my  knowledge.  There 
is  nothing  in  the  hill  that  provides  for 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — Yon  know, 
our  public:   utilities  are  concerned,   the   water,   the 
sewerage,  and  so  forth,  in  the  City  of  Boston    -in 
the  event  there  is  a  loan  for  public  utilities  a  ten- 
cent  cost  must  be  assessed  on  the  tax  rate? 

Coun.  FEENEY — That  I  am  aware  of.  But 
this  company  pays  to  its  parent  body  5(i  cents  per 
thousand  cubic  feet  before  it  sells  to  its  consumers, 
compared  to  29.5  paid  in  other  sections. 

(Mim.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN  -What  is  t lie  total 
figure  of  the  gas  supplied  bv  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated? 

Coun.  FEENEY— 77. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— 77  what? 

Coun.  FEENEY — 77  cents  per  thousand  cubic 
feet. 

Cm, „,  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  is  going  to  charge 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  misunderstood  the  ques- 
I  ion. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  duplicated  myself; 
it.  was  my  fault.  What  will  be  the  cost  for  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company? 

Coun.  FEENEY— It  will  be  the  same  cosi  the 
Boston  Consolidated  is  charging  its  Boston  con- 
sumers 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— In  view  of  the  fact, 
there  is  special  legislation,  isn't  it  possible  they 
might  charge  some  other  fee? 

Coun.  FEENEY — No,  there  is  no  other  fee 
unless  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  conference  with  the 
officials  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  I  ias  Company 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  do  so 
determine. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  present  pipe 
lines  to  this  company,  the  outlets,  draw  their 
supply  from  where? 

Coun.  FEENEY — From  Framingham,  at  the 
Dedham  line. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — Is  that  a  municipal 
concern  in  Framingham? 

Coun.  FEENEY— No,  private.  And  I  would 
add  that  there  are  times  when  the  Hyde  Park 
company  sees  fit  to  purchase  additional  gas  over 
and  above  that  which  is  supplied  to  them  from 
their  parent  body,  and  their  manufacturing 
source,  at  which  time  they  take  the  gas  out  through 
the  Mattapan  intake,  which  is  on  the  Boston  line. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— But  at  that  Matta- 
pan intake  have  they  sufficient  lines  at  the  present 
time  to  accommodate  themselves  in  the  event 
they  were  to  be  lined  up  with  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated? 

Coun.  FEENEY— Yes,  in  the  matter  of  an 
emergency  they  can  open  intakes  of  Mattapan 
and  supply  Boston  from  Consolidated. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Does  the  bill  pro- 
vide for  any  definite  reduction  in  cost  to  the 
people  of  Hyde  Park? 

Coun.  FEENEY — No,  that  is  understood  by 
the  price  Boston  charges  its  consumers. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Of  course  it,  is  con- 
jectural, as  far  as  its  value  is  concerned,  just  whal 
the  cost  might  be? 

Coun.  FEENEY— No,  I  wouldn't  say  so, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  there  is  no  reason  in 
the  world  to  believe  there  will  be  any  difference 
in  the  price  of  gas  charged  to  the  Boston  con- 
sumers now  than  will  be  charged  to  the  Byde 
Park  consumers. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Human  frailty 
notwithstanding? 

Coun.  FEENEY— Human  frailty  notwith- 
standing. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Does  the  bill  pro- 
vide for  the  employees  of  the  Hyde  Park  area  or 
the  Dedham  area? 

Coun.  FEENEY— No,  it  didn't  provide.  It 
makes  no  provision,  but  I  can  assure  you,  sir, 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  would  not  approve  this 
bill,    knowing   his    Honor   the    Mayor  as   I   believe 


I  do, — he  would  not  approve  this  bill  if  it  meant 
that  any  person  would  lose  his  job.  Secondly, 
it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  to  keep  those  empla 
on  the  pay  roll,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they, 
better  than  anybody  else,  understand  the  setup 
in  the  Hyde  Park  district.  And  then-  emplo 
out  in  the  streets  know  better  than  anybody  else 
the  locations  of  their  mains,  and  where  work 
must  be  done. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  not  legal- 
minded,  but  can  you  tell  me  if  there  is  not  written 
into  this  bill  the  essence  of  what  the  Mayor 
will  adopt  if  he  signs  it,  and  that  there  are  no 
extraneous  papers  involved,  so  there  can  be  any 
assurance  that  these  men  would  not  be  fired? 

Coun.  FEENEY— Well,  Mr.  President,  if  the 
councilor  from  Ward  22  is  on  a  fishing  expedition, 
I  will  say  that  thus  far  he  has  only  got  a  very, 
very  flimsy  reason  to  oppose  this  bill,  because  he  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  strongest  supporters  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  in  this  city,  and  I  am  certain 
he  will  agree  with  me  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
would  have  no  part  in  any  legislation,  either  as 
Mayor  in  his  remaining  days  or  as  Governor  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years,  in  laying  off  or  having 
anything  to  do  with  any  legislation  which  might 
result  in  firing  people  who  hold  jobs. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  will  not  attempt 
to  engage  in  any  speechmaking  for  the  moment 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  I  still  want  to  obtain 
certain  knowledge.  I  am  on  no  fishing  expedition, 
and  if  I  can  see  any  more  reason  for  voting  for 
this  than  for  the  cemetery  I  will  vote  for  it.  But 
I  merely  want  to  ask  this,  and  want  your  point 
of  view.  I  want  to  know  what  information  you 
may  have  at  your  command,  and  I  want  to  know 
if  it  will  stand  up.  I  am  trying  to  clear  it  in  my 
own  mind.  Now,  I  want  to  know  if  there  is  any 
possible  way  these  men  can  be  assured  they  are 
to  be  safeguarded  in  their  jobs.  You  don't 
know,  and  I  don't. 

Coun.  FEENEY — Mr.  President,  yes,  there  is 
all  the  reason  in  the  world  why  I  can  say  yes, 
these  men  will  have  legal  protection. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  asked  you  that 
before. 

Coun.  FEENEY— I  said  not  in  the  bill.  I  am 
speaking  of  the  agreement  the  Mayor  would 
enter  into,  as  Mayor,  with  the  officials  of  both 
companies. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— It  is  not  guaranteed 
by  the  bill  that  we  are  asked  to  take  in  Mo  this 
very  day? 

Coun.  FEENEY — In  answer  to  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  22,  I  would  say  there  were  similar 
guarantees  made  by  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
then  Mayor  of  Boston  in  1924,  to  provide  certain 
guarantees  in  the  old  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Railway  Ait,  passed  in  1924,  and  upon  which 
this    act    is    based,    practically    word    for    word. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  is 
this  act  mandatory  upon  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  to  furnish  gas  out  there? 

Coun.  FEENEY — In  answer  to  that  question, 
I  would  advise  the  councilor  no,  there  is  nothing 
mandatory  upon  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  so  that,  if  the  Mayor  in  his  wisdom 
saw  fit  to  reject  the  provisions  of  this  bill  or  in 
the  event  that  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com- 
pany would  enter  into  an  agreement  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  there  would  be  no  compulsion 
for  them  to  take  from  the  company. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  wanted  to  ask  Co 
Sullivan  if  he  would  yield  for  one  question. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  sorry,  but  it 
would  break  up  my  line  of  thought.  I  wonder  if 
the  councilor  would  tell  me  if  it  is  mandatory 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  bill.  I  am 
confident  as  to  the  mentality  of  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18.  I  don't  think  we  gain  anything 
from  the  hist  scat  on  the  right. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
serve  notice  on  the  councilor  from  Waul  22  (Coun. 
M.  H.  Sullivan)  that  I  resent  personalities,  and 
i he  inference  of  personalities,  when  lie  is  question- 
ing me.  1  don't,  think  he  is  being  entirely  fair 
with  his  comments  in  his  line  of  questioning,  when 

he  makes  those  remarks.  I  think,  councilor,  you 
should  confine  yourself  to  the  questions,  and  I 
will  continue  to  answer  them  to  the  very  best  of 
my  ability,  and  I  don't  think  you  should  make 
inferences.  If  the  question  is  asked  of  me  by 
some  other  councilor,  and  I  inadvertently  turn 
my    head    toward    him,    I    don't    think    it    is    any 
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cause  for  you  to  make  any  insinuations  or  inferences 
whatever  that  I  am  not  capable  or  am  relying  on 
the  help  of  somebody  else. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— I  am  making  no 
inferences.  When  I  stipulated  and  agreed  that 
lie  was  competent  to  take  care  of  himself,  I  thought 
probably  some  other  person  thought  that  he  was 
not.  Councilor,  will  you  tell  me  if  it  is  manda- 
tory on  the  Dedham  <  ias  Company  to  sell  this 
property  in  the  event  we  adopt  this  act? 

Couu.  FEE.N'EY—  Will  you  please  repeat  that? 

Coun.  M.  IL  SULLIVAN     Is  it  mandatory? 

Coun.  FEEXEV— In  the  event  the  Council 
passes  it  and  the  Mayor  approves  it,  councilor, 
I  would  inform  you  that  the  city  has  the  right 
under  eminent  domain,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws 

oun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Will  you  cite  that 
to  us,  councilor,  please? 

Coun.  FEE.N'EY— Mr.  President,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN-  K  it  lengthy, 
councilor? 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President 

lent  KERRIGAN— The  Chair  will  declare, 
councilor,  that  is  the  act  that  pertains  to  eminent 
domain  in  general  in  all  propositions. 

Coun.  FEENEY— In  answer  to  the  gentleman, 
I  will  add  that  it  is  lengthy.  It  takes  about  35  to 
40  pages. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— That  is  not  the 
special  act;    that  is  the  General  Laws? 

Coun.  FEEXEY — Yes,  you  asked  me  if  the 
city  would  be  empowered? 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— That  is  right. 

Coun.  FEEXEY — If  it  would  be  empowered  to 
take  it,  notwithstanding  the  attitude  of  the 
Dedham-Hyde  Park  Gas  Company'.' 

Coun.  M.  II  SULLIVAN — What  provision  is 
made  for  the  taking  of  the  properties  in  the  event 
they  are  under  it? 

Coun.  FEEXEY — In  the  event  they  are  under 
the  chapter  dealing  with  eminent  domain,  they 
have  the  power  to  take  by  eminent  domain. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN — I  would  ask  in  view 
of  the  fact  there  was  no  statement  in  the  present 
bill  which  is  proposed  to  us  today  for  the  city  to 
take  this  over  under  eminent  domain,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  chapter  in  the  General  Laws  has 
existed  some  time,  haven't  we  legislation  to  care 
for  it,  in  the  event  we  wanted  to  take  it  under 
eminent  domain  and  lease  to  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company? 

Coun.  FEEXEY — The  eminent  domain  pro- 
vision is  in  the  bill. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Thank  you, 
councilor. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Will  the  councilor  yield? 

Coun.  M.  H    SULLIVAN— Yes. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — In  view  of  the  long  drawn- 
out  comment  on  the  possibility  of  unemployment, 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentleman  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Feeney)  if  the  Dedham-Hyde  Park  Gas 
Company  is  presently  a  going  concern? 

Coun.  FEENEY' — In  answer  to  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  2,  I  would  answer  in  the  affirmative. 

Coun.  KINSELLA — I  have  another  question 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAX— I  yielded  for  a 
question  which  I  thought  was  directed  at  myself. 

Coun.  KIXSELLA — It  is  principally  a  second 
question  designed  to  answer  your  original 
question. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAX— I  yield  for  another 
question. 

Coun.  KIXSELLA — I  was  going  to  offer  a 
suggestion  that  if  the  company  is  a  going  concern, 
as  Councilor  Feeney  has  said,  the  question  of 
unemployment  ought  to  be  a  minor  question,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  physical  property  must  be 
maintained  and  operated.  If  they  discharge  that 
personnel,  they  must  take  others  in.  The  property 
is  out  there  and  the  personnel  will  continue. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— The  physical  prop- 
erties are  now  going,  but  those  are  going  to  be 
going  in  the  future,  and  we  certainly  are  not  going 
to  tell  the  Dedham  company,  from  whom  we  are 
buying  something,  just  who  they  are  to  keep  in 
their  employ.  I  don't  know  whether  there  are  any 
physical  properties  in  Ward  18,  but  in  the  event 
there  are  physical  properties  it  is  possible  those 
might  be  used  for  other  purposes,  or  might  be 
closed,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Boston  Consoli- 
dated Gas  Company  is  going  to  line  this  in  from 
some  other  section. 

Coun.  FEEXEY — I  would  inform  the  gentleman 
at  this  time,  if  I  may,  the  only  piece  of  equipment

and  from  the  answers  I  get  no  evidence  of  what  the 
property  i.-.  worth.  We  don't  know  whethei  the 
good  will  is  five  cents  or  whether  the  pipe  lines  are 
rusty,  and  yet  we  are  asked  to  spend  half  a  million 
irs  on  th<'  information  we  have  had  in  a  few 
minutes.      I   have  a   high,   personal   genuine  n 

lie  councilor  from  Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney). 
I  believe  he  is  an  able  and  honorable  man,  and  if 
we  differ  on  this  mattei  n  i-  a  matter  of  viewpoint, 
and  I  make  no  personal  inference  toward  him  when 
I  debate  lie-  matter.  I  still  say  we  don't  know 
what  we  are  buying,  and  we  arc  buying  a  pig  in  a 
poke.     We  io  buy  gas  pipes  that  in  all 

probability  are  old.  From  statements  made  I 
would  say  the  good  will  there  is  not  worth  too  much. 
This  involves  $500,000,  and  $500,000  is  half  a 
million  dollars,  and  it  amounts  lo  about  37  cents 
on  the  tax  rate.  In  one  year  it  amounts  to  perhaps 
10  cents  on  the  tax  rate.  It  involves  a  payment 
a  period  of  something  like  two-score  years. 
We  don't  know  just  whether  the  properties  are 
worth  $500,000.  It  is  a  long  term  investment. 
We  don't  know  what  we  are  buying  this  afternoon. 
Here  is  a  public  utility.  I  do  know  what  the 
City  of  Boston  is  asked  to  buy,  and  I  don't  know 
what  every  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  is 

1  to  put  his  name  to.  I  only  know  they  are 
saving.  "Here  are  some  pipes  and  some  good  will." 
It  amounts  to  plenty  for  the  taxpayers  ol  Boston, 
not  only  for  one  forty-fourth  of  the  city,  but  for 
forty-four  forty-fourths — and  I  represent  two 
forty-fourths  of  it.  We  are  asked  to  buy  something 
here  this  afternoon,  and  God  knows  what  we  are 
buying.  He  spoke  about  some  control  station  out 
there,  and  when  we  were  informed  it  was  automatic 
it  was  a  surprise  to  every  member  not  living  in  the 
immediate  area,  because  they  didn't  know  what 
we  are  asked  to  buy.  We  are  asked  to  buy  this  for 
half  a  million.  We  have  to  be  consistent.  Laying 
it  on  the  table  is  consistent  with  good  judgment, 
good  faith  and  good  conscience.  I  will  not  put 
my  name  onto  any  bill  here  this  afternoon,  any  bill 
such  as  this,  although  I  would  like  to  do  it  for  the 
benefit  of  certain  members.  I  don't  like  to  vote 
against  it;  I  don't  like  to  vote  against  the  councilor 
from  Ward  18,  because  I  know  he  is  a  hard  and 
energetic  worker  in  his  district.  This  is  in  its 
essence,  possibly,  a  good  bill,  but  you  can't  do 
good  by  doing  bad,  and  you  may  be  doing  some- 
thing very,  very,  very  bad  here  this  afternoon, 
spending  half  a  million  dollars,  if  you  are  going  to 
recommend  the  passage  of  this  order.  If  you 
recommend  the  passage  of  this  order,  you  are 
recommending  that  the  City  of  Boston  expend 
S500.000.  Your  father  will  pay  for  it,  your 
mother  will  pay  for  it,  and  the  kids  will  pay  for  it, 
and  you  don't  know  what  you  have  given  them. 
I'liis  is  something  demanding  all  consideration. 
This  is  an  investment  of  forty  years,  and  possibly 
four  hundred  years,  if  it  lasts,  but  we  don't  know 
whether  it  will  last  four  days  after  it  is  purchased. 
This  is  something  that  demands  real  consideration, 
and  not  consideration  of  48  minutes.  I  read  it  for 
the  first  time  here  this  afternoon,  and  I  know  it  has 
been  in  committee  for  quite  some  time.  I  read  it 
approximately  48  minutes  ago,  and  with  no  re 
tion  on  the  judgment  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  18 
(Coun.  Feeney; — I  am  not  going  to  argue  that 
again — I  have  a  solid  basis  for  the  position  I  take 
today.  You  can't  properly  go  out  and  invest  half 
a  million  dollars  if  you  don't  know  what  you  are 
buying.  If  it  was  your  own  money  you  wouldn't 
do  it.  This  is  a  bond  issue,  and  the  kids  will  be 
paying  for  it  from  two  to  four  score  years.  But  it 
is  wrong  unless  you  know  what  you  are  voting  for, 
and  there  isn't  a  man  here  this  afternoon  that 
knows  what  this  is.  And  I  have  heard  more  of  it 
than  most  of  the  members,  because  I  remember 
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when  Clem  Norton  brought  it  in  years  ago.  But, 
not  knowing  what  it  is  and  seeing  that  it  will  cost 
a  lot  of  money — and  we  are  the  conservators  of  i  be 
people's  interest  and  the  trustees  of  their  rights  — 
we  haven't  any  right  to  vote  for  it;  and  any  man 
that  votes  for  it  not  knowing  more  than  I  do  will 
be  voting  wrong.  It  may  reflect  itself  in  the 
attitude  of  the  public  for  years  to  come.  They 
got  the  Boston  Elevated  some  2.3  years  ago,  and 
over  the  years  the  people  have  not  been  satisfied. 
And  how  does  the  Boston  Consolidated  Cas  Com- 
pany fit  here?  Again,  if  we  are  politically  ambi 
tious,  this  is  throwing  half  a  ward  away.  It  is 
something  we  don't  know  anything  about,  and  I 
would  rather  be  impolitic  once  more  than  vote 
wrong  on  the  measure. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK—  To  carry  on  further,  I 
don't  know,  after  hearing  the  questions  and 
answers,  and  after  the  few  minutes  that  were 
taken  up  in  Executive  Committee — I  don't  know 
whether  this  is  a  good  thing  either  for  the  people 
of  Hyde  Park  or  for  the  general  public  of  Boston. 
I  too  have  a  high  regard  for  the  councilor  from 
Ward  18  (Coun.  Feeney),  and  I  have  something 
of  affection  for  the  people  there.  With  all  due 
modesty,  and  due  respect  to  my  colleague  on  my 
left,  (Coun.  Taylor)  that  is  also  my  future  Sena- 
torial district.  I  would  like  to  know  whether,  in 
voting  for  or  against  this  bill,  I  am  doing  the  right 
tiling  either  for  them  or  for  the  city.  It  seems  to 
me  that,  rather  than  take  only  the  secondary 
evidence  which  we  were  able  to  obtain  in  a  hurried 
fashion  this  afternoon  from  the  councilor,  it  would 
have  been  much  wiser  to  call  the  officials  of  both 
of  the  companies,  or  more  if  there  may  be  more — 
I  haven't  even  had  a  chance  to  read  the  bill — in 
before  us  at  a  public,  hearing,  and  get  all  the  facts 
which  we  could  muster  then  either  for  or  against 
it.  As  it  is  now,  if  the  matter  does  come  to  a  vote. 
I  am  forced  to  vote  against  the  bill  only  because 
I  do  not  know  enough  about  it  in  order  to  vote  for 
it.  And  if  there  is  any  way,  even  now,  of  putting 
this  over  for  another  few  days,  after  the  vote  has 
been  lost  on  tabling — of  putting  this  over  another 
few  days  tor  the  purpose  of  calling  in  the  officials 
of  the  company  and  seeing  what  they  are  going  to 
do  with  the  employees,  or  who  is  going  to  buy, 
or  how  much  is  going  to  be  paid — if  there  is  any 
way  of  doing  that,  I  am  in  favor  of  it.  There 
are  some  long-term  leases  involved.  All  these 
tilings  should  be  considered  and,  if  possible, 
should  be  considered  in  the  future.  And  if  a 
motion  to  reconsider  the  motion  to  table  is  in 
order,  I  would  like  to  make  it  at  this  time.  If 
that  motion  is  out  of  order — as  I  can  see  from  the 
activity — I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  to  refer 
it  to  executive. 

President  KERRIGAN — The  question  is  on  the 
motion  to  refer  back  to  executive. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— With  invitations  to  be 
extended. 

Coun.  FEENEY— It  is  to  be  regretted,  of 
course,  that  some  of  the  councilors  haven't  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  this  lull  than  they  possess 
at  the  present  time.  I  can  sympathize  with  them 
because  I  have  been  very  much  that  way  on  a 
bill,  when  I  didn't  know  too  much  about  it.  The 
gentleman  who  just  took  his  seat,  I  believe,  was 
present,  but  I  don't  believe  he  was  prone  at  that 
time,  if  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  to  delay 
that  bill  another  day  until  some  of  those  people 
for  and  against  could  go  before  the  committee  and 
express  their  viewpoint.  This  bill,  Mr.  President, 
will  die  by  statute  limitation  on  the  last  hour  of 
this  year.  That  gives  you  some  idea  of  its  ur- 
gency. That  was  not  true  of  the  bill  we  had  before 
us  previously.  There  was  no  time  limit  on  that 
bill,  if  my  memory  serves  me  correctly.  And  I 
want  to  be  fair  with  the  Mayor.  Without  going 
into  it  in  detail,  summon  those  here  in  this  chamber 
who  are  friends  of  his.  They  know  that  I  have 
been  extremely  fair.  There  isn't  any  one  of  you 
who  can  stand  on  his  feet  and  say  that  I  have  not 
been  fair.  I  know  that  I  will  emboirass  people. 
I  am  just  as  old  a  hand  as  any  one  of  you,  but, 
Mr.  President,  I  have  been  fair.  I  don't  want  to 
embarrass  myself,  however,  by  agreeing  to  send 
this  into  committee  for  another  week  and  then 
throwing  it  on  the  Mayor's  desk  with  a  matter  of 
a  few  days,  or  thereabouts,  for  him  to  give  con- 
sideration to  it.  I  am  a  reasonable  man,  and  I 
have  always  been  reasonable  in  this  Body.  I 
have  always  gone  along  on  matters  that  I  thought 

benefif    i"   the   [ pie  Of  the  district  from 

which  they  came.     I  have  done  the  best  I  could 
to  answer  the  questions  that  have  been  asked  of 


me,  not  only  here  but  in  executive  session.     It 
isn't  my  fault  that  this  bill  wasn't  heard  last  week. 
It   was  unfortunate,   but  conditions  prevented   it 
from  being  heard  last  week.     The  people  of  my 
district  suffer  from  most  unsatisfactory  conditions 
in  so  far  as   the  price  rate  for  their  gas  is  con- 
cerned.    It  may  interest  you,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  this  Honorable  Body,  to  know  that  if 
the  petition  of  the  Hyde  Park  Company  for  in- 
creases  to   the   people   of   my   district   should   go 
through,  then   we  will  have  the  highest  price  in 
the  entire  United  States,  no  city  or  other   town 
excepted.     That  is  why  I  am  sincerely  interested 
in  at  least  sending  this  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
for  his  consideration  and  his  study.     I  know  that 
he  will  be  fair  and  he  knows  that  I  am  reasonable. 
We  are  in  the  unfortunate  position  in  our  district 
that  one  half  the  ward  is  in  the  grasp  of  one  of  the 
most  difficult  situations  concerning  any  people  of 
any  part  of  this  city.     They  are  forced  to  pay  the 
greatest  price  along  the  Atlantic  seaboard  for  gas. 
And  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  sir,  I  will  unqualifiedly 
assert  that  we  pay  one  of  the  very  highest,  not 
only  along  the  Atlantic  seacoast  but  in  the  entire 
United  States.     Serving  the  people  of  Hyde  Park 
is  nothing  new  to  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
right  now.     They  are  under  contract  to  serve  us, 
but  not  at  the  price  that  they  pay  to  their  parent 
body  of  29.5  —  but,  rather,  sir,  77  cents  per  thou- 
sand cubic  feet.     Is  it  any  wonder,  then,  that  we 
are  paying  the  terrific  prices  that  we  are  forced  to 
pay?     There  was  a  time  when  a  councilor  or  alder- 
man, whoever  he  might  have  been,  stood  where  I 
am  and  asked  you,  asked  those  who  represent  the 
districts  you  represent,  to  go  along  with  him  and 
give  the  people  of  Hyde  Park  a  chance  to  grow, 
with  a  single  fare  to  Boston.     This  was  the  bill 
that  brought  in  all  of  them.     And,  sir,  that  body 
of  men  had  confidence  in  Hyde  Park,  and  it  has 
paid  dividends.     It  is  one  of  the  finest  districts  in 
this  entire  city.     It  has  grown  and  it  has  become 
the  third  largest  taxpaying  ward  in  all  of  Boston. 
Sirs,  in  executive,  I  pointed  out  the  wide  discrep- 
ancy   between   the    rates   of   both    companies.     I 
showed   where,   for  example,   the   figure   of   3,000 
cubic   feet,   which   I   am  informed   by   competent 
authorities   is   the   average    consumption    for   the 
average   home  —  and   I   quote   as   my  authorities 
the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  and  the 
National  Association   of   Gas   Industries  —  it  ap- 
pears that  Boston  charges  S3. 60  and  Hyde  Park 
charges   S4.53.     Their   proposed   schedules    which 
will  go  before  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
at  the  conclusion  of  hostilities  are  $4.75.     That  is 
why  I  am  fighting  here  for  the  people  of  my  dis- 
trict.    And  I  think  it  would  be  a  poor  councilor 
indeed  who  did  not  stand  up  in  his  boots,  being 
subjected   to   every   type   of   questioning,    to   put 
through  something  that  would  benefit  his  people, 
the  people  that  sent  him  here.     Mr.  President,   1 
could  bore  you  and  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  hours  on  the  general  gas  structure  because  I 
have  a  pretty  good  knowledge  of  it  for  a  layman 
—  as  good  as  any  layman  you  might  have  in  this 
Body.     But  I  am  not  going  to  plague  you  and  the 
members  of  your  Council  by  taking  up  your  time 
in  further  discussion.     Suffice  it  to  say  that  we, 
the  people  of  Hyde  Park,  deserve  some  considera- 
tion, and  we  will  be  satisfied  if  the  Council  at  least 
sends  it  along  for  further  consideration.     If  this 
bill  is  put  over  for  another  week,   how   can   the 
Mayor  give  any  real,  reasonable  period  of  time  to 
its  consideration,  bothered  as  he  is  with  multiple 
matters  of  business  that  concern  him  in  the  clos- 
ing hours  of  his  administration  and  his  preparation 
for  taking  his  seat  on  Beacon  Hill?     I  say  to  you 
that  good  public  service  and  the  people  will   be 
served   if   this   bill   is   passed   by   this   Honorable 
Body.     As  I  said  before  in  executive,  this  company 
made  money  last  year,  and  they  are  making  money 
this  year.     It  is  a  growing  concern,  and  that  not- 
wil  ^standing  the  fact  that  the  Framingham  Gas 
Light    Company    through    its    parent    body,    the 
Worcester   Gas,   is   siphoning   out   profits.     That, 
sir,    is   the   reason   the   people   cannot   go   to   the 
Department  of   Public   Utilities   and   petition   for 
decreases  in  the  price  of  gas,  because  they  are  able 
to  show  excessive  charges  by  their  parent   body. 
That  is  not  so  in  Boston.     Boston  pays  29.5,  and 
if  this  company  were  absorbed  a  price  commen- 
surate with  that  would  be  charged  to  Hyde  Park, 
and  savings  would  be  reflected  in  the  bills  sent  to 
the  people  of  Hyde  Park.     And,  likewise,  savings 
and  profits  would  be  reflected  at  the  end  of  the 
year  when  the  report  is  made  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities.     If  they  can  make  a  profit  of

Company  to  the  Dedham  Company.  And  they 
must  argue,  as  reasonable  men,  and  say  that  there 
is  some  reason  for  allowing  the  Framingham 
Company  to  charge  the  Dedham  Company  mote 
than  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  can  assess 
the  Boston  people.  Now,  if  this  is  so — say  that 
the  Boston  Consolidated  takes  over  this  part  of 
the    plant    operated    by    the     Dedham    Company. 

They  purchase  it  out  light,  and  thej  find  some 
cause  for  charging  more.  Who  is  going  to  pay 
the  bill'.'  Are  the  people  of  this  same  area  gi 
io  pay  the  same  costs?  They  will  be  getting  the 
same  product.  The  same  topography  will  pre- 
vail; the  same  conditions  ate  in  the  earth  for 
sinking  pipes,  and  everything  else  There  must 
be  some  cause  here  why  they  allow  the  Framing- 
ham Company  to  charge  Dedham  more,  and  if 
they  allow  that  now  they  couldn't  change  it  when 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  takes  it  over.  Eithei 
they  allow  the  Boston  Consolidated  (las  to  charge 
more,  or  they  assess  it  on  the  44  Hths  of  the 
entire  area.  So  the  people  in  Ward  22  or  Ward 
21,  and  in  the  various  other  wards  of  the  city, 
pay  the  bill.  And,  in  addition  to  that,  they  are 
Iiaying  a  little  bill  of  $500,000  —  paying  a  little 
bill  of  half  a  million,  paying  interest  rates  on  it, 
paying  the  bill  in  the  lax  rate.  And  so  the  last 
state  of  the  people  from  Hyde  Park  will  be  worse 
than  the  first,  and  the  last  state  of  the  people 
of  the  entire  City  of  Boston  will  be  worse  than 
when  we  started  out  to  help  the  people  of  one 
area.  We  will  be  helping  nobody,  according  to 
my  argument.  The  only  people  that  can  possibly 
benefit  by  this,  in  the  last  result,  ate  the  people 
of  l/44th  of  the  city,  at  the  expense  of  the  other 
43/44ths.  It  is  logical;  it  is  conclusive.  Some- 
body has  to  pay  the  costs,  and  the  Public  Utili- 
1 "ommission  says  the  rate  the  Framingham 
Company  is  to  charge  to  the  Dedham  Company  is 
reasonable.  Are  they  to  back-track  and  say  it  is 
not  a  reasonable  charge?  And  are  they  going  to  say 
the  same  conditions  prevail  with  the  Boston 
Consolidated  and  that  you  can  charge  half  the 
people  of  Ward  18  the  same  charge  they  have  been 
paying,  and  in  the  meantime  Boston  is  left  with 
a  little  bag,  costing  the  sum  of  8500,000? 

Coun.  FEENEY — I  wish  to  comment,  if  I  may, 
for  just  one  moment  before  I  conclude,  on  the 
logical  conclusions  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities,  as  the  councilor  from  WTard  22  (Coun. 
M.  H.  Sullivan)  would  put  it.  To  substantiate  his 
argument  against  this  bill,  he  referred  to  what  he 


■  on- eh  m.I  logical  conclusions  in  so  far  as  the  charge 
oncerned  made  by  the  Worcester  Company  to 

Hyde  Park.  Well,  it  is  a  very  simple  matter  for 
any  parent  public  utility  body  to  justify  excessive 
charges  to  its  subsidiaries  by  quoting  the  cost  of 
manufacture.    That  is  how  thej  nave  been  able  to 

ilv    before    the     1  >epart  liient     of    Public    Utilities 
the    charges    that    they     have    been    putting   on    the 

books  of  the  people  of  my  district.     In  1938  they 

were  charging  65  cents,  and  in  repeated  public 
hearings,  and  in  subsequent  hearings,  I  repeatedly 
took  issue  with  the  company  on  that  rate  of  (i.j 
cents.  So  that  it  has  been  dropping  down  to  its 
present  figure  over  those  years  to  .",7  cents.  Now, 
that  is  why  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  ap- 
proves such  a  wholesale  cost  of  gas  through  a 
manufacturing  cost  to  its  subsidiary.  And,  as  long 
as  we  in  discussing  logical  conclusions,  let  me  add 
one  more  thing  for  the  record,  sir,  and  I  will  con- 
clude with  a  logical  conclusion — if  I  may  call  it 
such  -of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities — on 
Februarj  26,  1931,  in  D.  P.  U.  order  No.  3883,  when 
they  said  the  Dedhaiii-Hyde  Park  Company  man- 
ufactures no  gas.  Ii  purchases  its  requirements 
from  the  West  Boston  Company.  I  would  like  to 
add  at  this  time,  sir.  if  I  might,  that  the  West 
Boston  Company  has  been  dissolved  and  it  is  now 
I  he  Worcester  (las  Light  Company.  It  formerly 
obtained  its  gas  from  the  Boston  Consolidated  (las 
Company.  Its  position  is  such  that  it  ought  to 
receive  its  gas  from  the  West  Boston  Company  on 
as  favorable  terms  as  it  could  obtain  gas  from  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Companv.  The  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  it  may  be  of  distinct  advantage 
to  its  customers  and  in  the  public  interest  for  it, 
or  at  least  that  part  of  its  system  that  serves  Hyde 
Park,  to  lie  consolidated  with  the  Boston  Consoli- 
daied  ( las  Company.  "Our  experience"  -and, 
mind  you,  sir,  this  is  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  speaking  'our  experience  has  led  us  to 
believe  that  it  gives  better  satisfaction  to  con- 
sumers and  that  it  is  usually  in  the  public  interest 
if  the  people  in  the  same  municipality  are  served 
by  the  same  public  utility  company." 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— Just  one  point.  As  I 
understand  it,  some  question  has  been  raised  as  to 
the  logical  conclusion  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  assessing  the  present  rate  assessed  by  the 
parent  body,  the  Framingham  Gas  and  Electric 
Company.  Of  course,  if  we  don't  agree  that  they 
are  logical  in  their  conclusions,  we  are  still  worse 
off  because,  as  I  remember  in  executive  session,  in 
the  event  that  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  could  not  agree,  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  would  be  the  referee 
body  to  determine  just  how  much  the  Boston  Con- 
solidated Gas  Company  was  going  to  pay.  And 
if  that  is  the  case  it  might  be  either  too  high  or  too 
low.  and  whichever  they  do,  Boston  loses.  If  they 
are  making  it  too  high,  Boston  would  be  paying  too 
high,  again;  and  if  they  are  making  it  too  low, 
Boston  would  be  paving  on  the  tax  rate. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  refer  back 
to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  President 
being  in  doubt  the  roll  was  called,  and  the  motion 
was  lost,  yeas  7,  nays  11:

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PETITION  OF  CONGREGATION  MISHKAN 

TEFILA   FOR   EXTENSION   OF 

CEMETERY. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  move  that  the  petition 
of  Temple  Mishkan  Tefila  be  taken  from  the 
Executive  Committee  and  be  brought  before  the 
Body. 

President  KERRIGAN— You  have  heard  the 
motion.  The  question  now  comes  on  Councilor 
Muchnick's  motion. 

Covin.  TAYLOR— Mr.  President.  I  am  going  to 
reiterate  most  of  what  I  said  in  executive. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Is  the  motion 
debatable? 

President  KERRIGAN— The  motion  is 
debatable. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — Last  week  a  public  hearing 
was  held  before  the  Executive  Committee  on  this 
particular  petition  of  Temple  Mishkan  Tefila. 
There  were  arguments  pro  and  there  were  argu- 
ments against.  This  petition  was  not  for  a  new 
cemetery,  but.  rather  for  an  extension  of  the 
cemetery  now  in  existence.  The  members  of 
this  Executive  Committee  heard  at  that  time  the 
plea  of  Rabbi  Rabinovitz  who  is  the  Rabbi  of 
this  Temple  Mishkan  Tefila,  and  who  is  also  the 
head  of  the  Rabbinical  organization  of  New 
England.  I  think  those  of  you  who  listened  to 
the  Rabbi  in  his  plea  must  have  understood  the 
extreme  necessity  for  the  extension  of  this  cemetery. 
It  is  hard  to  understand,  Mr.  President,  why  any 
member  of  this  Council,  after  the  plea  of  Rabbi 
Rabinovitz,  could  reject  this  petition.  Now, 
this  is  a  motion  to  take  it  from  the  Executive 
Committee  and  place  it  before  the  entire  Body. 
Temple  Mishkan  Tefila  has  a  right  to  know 
whether  or  not  the  City  Council  of  Boston  intends 
to  pass  it  or  defeat  it.  If  we  are  going  to  defeat 
it,  they  ought  to  have  a  right  to  know  what  their 
status  is  so  that  they  might  make  preparations. 
Why  it  should  be  laid  upon  the  table,  I  cannot 
understand.  If  the  Council  is  against  it,  get  up 
on  your  feet  and  say  you  are  against  it.  If  you 
are  for  it,  do  likewise.  The  Rabbi  said  that  in 
the  Jewish  religion,  similar  to  the  Catholic  religion, 
we  are  not  allowed  to  cremate  bodies.  We  must 
inter  them  in  the  ground.  How  are  we  going  to 
do  this  if  permission  is  denied  to  the  various 
congregations  of  the  various  synagogues  who 
make  such  petitions?  Were  this  a  petition  for  a 
new  cemetery  in  a  new  location,  it  might  be  a 
reasonable  argument  to  say  that  perhaps  it  is 
not  in  the  proper  location.  But  this  cemetery 
has  been  in  existence  for  over  75  years.  There  in 
that  cemetery  have  been  buried  the  bodies  of 
members  of  the  Jewish  faith.  People  whose 
relatives  have  been  buried  in  that  cemetery  have 
a  right  to  say  that  "My  parents  have  been  buried 
there;  I  want  to  be  buried  alongside  of  them." 
This  is  not  a  new  cemetery;  this  is  an  old  cemetery 
which  is  now  almost  fully  occupied.  Now  they 
need  more  space,  which  is  closely  adjacent  thereto, 
to  bury  those  who  may  in  the  future  die.  It  was 
not  so  long  ago  that  the  petition  for  a  Jewish 
cemetery  was  brought  into  this  Council  for  per- 
mission to  bury  dead  in  a  location  on  River  street, 
near  the  tuberculosis  sanatorium.  This  petition 
was  brought  in  by  private  individuals,  and  not 
by  any  legitimate  synagogue.  I  could  well  see 
the  argument  of  those  who  objected  to  that, — 
that  that  was  not  a  proper  place  for  a  cemetery. 
I  could  see  the  argument  raised  by  objectors  that 
perhaps  the  men  who  were  sponsoring  this  par- 
ticular project  were  looking  and  thinking  only 
of  personal  gain  and,  consequently,  I  didn't  raise 
my  voice  at  the  public  hearing  at  all  in  favor  of 
that  cemetery,  and  was  satisfied  to  see  it  rejected. 
This  is  not  the  case  in  so  far  as  this  petition  is 
concerned.  This  is  a  petition  for  the  extension  of 
a  cemetery,  of  one  that  has  already  existed  for  a 
period  of  75  years.  And  the  arguments  advanced 
by  the  opposition,  most  of  them,  are  childish 
arguments,  unreasonable  arguments,  when  they 
say  that  people  who  are  living  in  the  vicinity 
don't  like  cemeteries.  They  are  afraid  their 
property  will  be  depreciated  in  value.  Well,  I 
don't  know  whether  they  like  cemeteries  or 
whether  they  don't,  they  certainly  have  not  lived 
there  for  more  than  75  years,  and  if  they  came 
there  within  75  years  they  realized,  or  should 
have  realized,  that  there  were  cemeteries  right 
there.  If  they  didn't  like  cemeteries,  why  did 
they  come  in  there,  then?  They  can't  advance 
the  argument  that  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  move 
because  of  insufficient  rental  accommodations. 
That    is    a    silly    argument,    because    when    they 


moved  in  there  there  were  plenty  of  homes  in  the 
City  of  Boston  they  could  have  got.  They  have 
been  stirred  up,  some  of  them — not  all  of  them, 
a  very  small  percentage  of  them — to  come  in  here 
and  give  you  concerted  stories  of  how  it  is  going 
to  affect  them,  and  how  it  is  going  to  affect  their 
pocketbooks  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  value 
of  the  home  is  going  to  depreciate.  They  knew 
when  fchej  came  there  to  live  that  those  cemeteries 
were  there,  and  that  they  would  be  there  to  the 
end  of  time,  perhaps, — far  longer  than  any  time 
which  they  would  live.  What  is  the  reason  for 
their  objections  now?  I  can't  understand  it. 
To  me  it  is  an  illogical  and  an  unreasonable 
argument.  The  councilor  of  the  district  (Coun. 
Shannon)  and  others,  the  Representative — and. 
mind  you,  there  was  only  one  Representative  who 
came  to  protest;  there  are  three,  and  the  other 
two  did  not  come  here  to  object  -naturally  I 
know  what  their  position  is.  I  know  what 
orgainizations  are,  what  pressure  groups  are. 
And  they  were  high  pressured  to  come  here  and 
object.  We  all  know  in  many  instances,  regardless 
of  what  the  improvement  may  be,  you  can  always 
gather  together  many  people  for  the  purpose  of 
objecting  for  no  other  reason  than  objecting, 
because  they  are  influenced  by  unreasonable  and 
illogical  arguments.  Now,  I  say  we  have  a 
right  to  bury  our  dead.  And  I  say  we  have  a 
right  to  bury  our  dead  close  to  those  who  are 
next  of  kin.  We  cannot  cremate.  Why  should 
we  have  to  go  far  afield?  We  would  be  forced  to 
go  into  far  distant  land  to  secure  a  place  in  which 
to  bury  our  dead.  I  don't  know  why  St.  Joseph's 
Cemetery  is  coming  in  for  an  extension.  I  am 
not  going  to  object  to  that.  As  I  said  before, 
and  I  reiterate  now,  I  would  be  the  first  one  on 
my  feet  to  make  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  so 
there  will  be  no  public  hearing  and  all  this  fancy 
business  of  unreasonable  objection,  because  I 
know  the  people  that  belong  to  the  Catholic  faith 
believe  the  same  as  we  do.  in  not  cremating  bodies. 
They  have  a  right  to  bury  their  dead,  and  I  am 
going  to  make  that  motion.  And  I  say  this, 
that  each  and  every  one  of  you,  in  your  own 
conscience,  cannot  refuse  to  vote  for  this  because 
it  is  in  a  location  where  there  are  cemeteries  now 
in  existence,  the  same  as  this.  There  are  three 
cemeteries  in  that  location,  right  on  the  border 
of  the  Dedham  line,  in  an  area  that  has  been 
extremely  undeveloped.  You  listened  to  the 
representative  of  the  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank 
who  came  here  and  made  you  believe,  or  tried  to 
make  you  believe,  he  only  had  the  interest  of  the 
people  who  lived  in  those  houses  at  heart.  Just 
'magine,  the  Boston  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  has 
now  become  a  charitable  and  eleemosynary 
institution.  And  they  were  not  thinking  of  their 
own  interests!  Oh,  no, — only  of  those  people 
who  lived  there!  And  we  all  know  from  past 
experience  of  the  Boston  Five  Cents  Savings 
Bank,  or  any  other  bank  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
what  they  would  do  if,  God  forbid,  you  fell  down 
on  your  payments.  They  would  foreclose  on  you 
just  as  sure  as  it  is  daylight  outside  now.  A  few, 
and  only  a  few,  people  who  live  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  came  here  and  told  stories  of  how- 
it  would  cause  them  to  lose  their  homes  and  how 
they  would  be  out  of  pocket  $800,  $900  or  SI, 000, 
or  more,  that  they  had  invested  in  their  homo,  it 
the  cemetery  was  extended.  We  all  realize  theil 
position.  They  are  not  going  to  give  up  their 
homes.  They  see  those  funeral  processions  com- 
ing day  in  and  day  out,  and  they  are  not  going  to 
stop,  even  if  we  turn  down  this  petition.  They 
are  not  going  to  stop,  because  the  other  ceme- 
teries are  there,  in  which  there  is  plenty  of  land 
not  now  occupied,  and  they  are  going  to  see  those 
funeral  processions  if  they  live  in  the  same  neigh- 
borhood. The  argument  is  illogical  and  unrea 
sonable.  All  right,  if  you  don't  want  it,  say  so 
right  now.  You  have  got  to  have  the  COuragi 
be  recorded  right  now,  and  I  will  sit  down,  but 
vote.  Let  these  people  who  have  sponsored 
this  petition  know  where  they  stand.  Don't  keep 
them  waiting  in  suspense  to  find  out  whether  or 
not  they  must  use  other  land  in  order  to  have 
their  cemetery.  If  you  are  going  to  defeat  it, 
defeat  it,  and  defeat  it  now,  and  maybe  othei 
measures  can  be  adopted,  either  to  extend  that 
same    cemetery    or    buy   anothei    piece   of  land. 

And  why  should  they  be  compelled  to  do  it  when 
they  have  their  initial  expense  already  expended 
right  on  that  ground,  where  they  have  their 
chapel,  where  the]  have  spent  untold  thousands 
of  dollars  for  the  purpose  ot  beautifying  the  place?

This  non-profit  organization,  Temple  Mishkan 
Tenia,  should  not  be  toned  to  go  into  distant 
lands  to  build  a  new  cemetery,  when  the;  have 
one  in  existence,  one  almost  next  adjacent,  which 
is  almost  an  emptj  lot  of  land,  that  means  nothing 
anybody.  What  can  your  objections  be'.' 
What  can  youi  real  objections  be  to  this  petition? 
Well,  we  all  have  objections,  regardless  of  what 
they  are  founded  on,  and  you  have  a  perfect 
right  to  vote.  I  don't  say  you  will  vote  yes  oi 
no,  but  I  hope  you  vote  yes,  and  I  say  this,  that 
we  should  not  delay  the  proceedings.  There  is 
no  reason  for  a  delay.  If  you  say  no,  then 
Temple  .Mishkan  Tefila  will  know  what  their  next 
procedure  will  be.  Whether  it  will  be  a  bill  in 
the  Legislature  or  whether  they  an-  going  to 
put  chase  ground  in  some  other  place,  they  will 
know,  and  they  have  a  right  to  know.  And  that 
is  all  we  are  asking  for  now,  to  take  it  out  of 
Executive  Committee  and  bring  it  before  this 
Body  of  men  and  vote  yes  or  no.  That  is  all 
we  are  asking.

There  is  going  to  be  some  time 
before  we  have  a  regular  and  duly  elected  Ms 
I  am  not  certain  now  that  if  the  President  oi  the 
Citj  Council,  who  may  be  elected,  or  if  the  City 
Clerk  is  acting  Mayor  at  the  time,  whether  this 
is  j  matter,  admitting  of  delay,  that  he  would 
have  the  rrght  to  sign  it, — which  means  that  if

Coun.  SHAXXOX— For  the  past  Hi   months,

being  erected  in  his  ward.  Therefore,  gentle- 
iiii  a,  I  think,  in  fairness  to  those  petitioners  and 
in  fairness  I"  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  and  the 
.  iloi  from  Ward  11  (Conn.  M  uchiiick)  —  I 
am  willing  at  this  time  to  go  on  record  as  saying. 
yes,  lei  us  vote  I"  See  whether  or  not  we  take  it 
out  of  executive.  I  hail  not  intended  to  do  that, 
but  as  long  as  it  has  come  out  here  on  the  floor 
oj  .in  I  tuncil,  I  have  made  up  my  mind  that  that 
is  the  way  it  ought  to  be.  With  that,  gentle. 
nun,  I  have  nothing  more  to  say. 

Coun,  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  very 
much  amazed  at  the  remarks  of  the  councilor 
from  Ward  12  (Conn.  Taylor),  practically  de- 
manding that  we  take  this  order  from  executive. 
There  is  nothing  to  make  us  take  that  order  from 
executive  if  we  don't  want  to.  Everything  was 
fait,  open  and  above  board.  When  he  started  to 
speak  on  the  motion  he  was  really  out  of  order. 
I  was  the  gentleman  that  got  up  and  said  I  would 
like  to  hear  from  the  counciloi  from  Ward  12, 
and  I  would  like  to  have  him  have  the  floor.  I 
would  like  him  to  be  heard  on  this  matter  that 
seems  to  be  very  vitally  important  to  him.  I 
would  like  to  have  a  dollar,  gentlemen,  for  all  the 
orders  that  you  tabled  on  me  in  executive,  that 
I  couldn't  get  out  of  that  room  on  to  the  floor  of 
the  (  iiinieil,  I  would  just  like  to  have  a  dollar  for 
every  order,  and  1  would  have  a  lot  of  money. 
Order  after  order  that  I  have  introduced  here  has 
been  sent  to  executive  and  tabled  and  kept  there 
and  smothered  and  pigeon-holed.  They  not  only 
cut  the  throat  on  them,  thej  got  rusty  from  being 
in  there  for  five  long  years.  And  that  has  been 
going  on  from  Monday  to  Monday,  so  there  is 
in  1 1  lung  different  in  this  order.  We  acted  upon 
it  in  there.  The  vote  was  13  to  7  to  lay  on  the 
table.  When  we  come  out  here,  the  councilor 
from  Waul  1-1  makes  a  motion  to  have  the  matter 
brought  before  the  Body.  It  couldn't  have  been 
of  any  too  much  importance  to  him,  because  he 
wasn't  present  during  the  debate.  He  came  in 
late  and  was  very  fortunate  in  being  recorded  as 
having  the  older  removed  from  the  table.  He 
hasn't  spoken  on  the  order  as  yet.  I  don't  care 
whethei  he  does  or  not.  But  the  fact  remains 
that  we  don't  have  to  take  anything  out  of  execu- 
tive if  we  don't  want  to.  That  is  the  procedure 
that  has  been  followed  in  the  Boston  City  Council 
since  the  Boston  City  Council  was  formed,  and  I 
dare  say  it  was  formed  years  and  years  ago  when 
there  was  a  board  of  aldermen  up  here,  before  the 
City  Council  was  formed.  We  don't  have  to  take 
it  out  now.  Then;  is  another  matter  the  gentle- 
man talked  on,  and  the  only  reason  I  refer  to  it 
is  the  laci  he  us  much  as  assumed  we  were  not 
courageous.  He  didn't  say  we  were  cowards,  but 
he  assumed  we  were  not  courageous,  because  we 
would  noi  hung  it  out  here  and  vote  yes  or  no. 
It,  doesn't  mattei  how  we  vote  here.  We  have 
already  recorded  ourselves  in  there.  It  doesn't 
matter  whether  we  bring  it  out  here  or  not.  I 
don't  think  one  vote  will  be  changed.  But  he 
made  mention  of  the  fact  that  a  special  election 
might  be  held  in  March.  Then,  again,  I  listened 
with  amusement  when  he  said  that  maybe  no 
special  elect  ion  will  be  held  at  all.  We  know  our 
city  charter,  and  we  know  that  right  after  our 
present  Mayor  resigns  it  is  mandatory,  regardless 
of  what  we  read  in  the  newspapers.  It  says  that 
under  the  city  charter  we  shall  proceed  forthwith 
to  hold  an  election  and  set  a  date  within  60  to  90 
days.  And  let  me  tell  you  now,  if  we  don't  set  a 
•  late  i  itiht  aftel  the  MayOl  of  Boston  resigns,  it  is 
just  fine.  The  Supreme  Court,  if  they  want, 
can  hold  the  Boston  City  Council  members  in 
contempt    because    that    one    word    "forthwith" 

means   that    We   have   to  go  ahead  and   set.  a   date 

within  60  to  90  days  for  a  new  Mayor.  But  that 
is  not  here  nor  there  as  far  as  this  present  order  is 
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concerned.  Now,  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12 
who  fought  so  strenuously  for  this  order,  both  in 
executive  and  on  the  floor  today,  mentions  the 
fact  that  a  similar  order  came  in  for  a  eemeterj 
out  on  River  street  in  Hyde  Park.  Well,  I  don't 
know  why  he  said  that.  It  was  a  commercial 
thing  as  far  as  he  was  concerned.  That  I  don't 
know.  I  don't  ever  remember  the  bill  coming  in 
here.  But  all  I  have  to  say  is  that  this  River 
street  happens  to  be — if  I  am  mistaken,  correct 
me — I  think  it  is  in  his  Senatorial  district. 

President  KERRIGAN— It  is  Rivei  street, 
Dorchester. 

Conn.  TAYLOR— Down  by  the  tuberculosis 
sanatorium. 

Coun.  COFFEY— I  am  sorry  I  brought  that 
out,  because  I  was  going  to  say  if  it  was  the 
Senatorial  district  he  had  pressure  brought  on 
him,  or  he  had  foresight  enough  to  see  it  would 
be  wise  for  him  to  take  a  stand  on  the  cemetery. 
When  I  heard  Mr.  Cody  come  here  and  say  that 
he  represented  all  of  5.000  people  of  the  district, 
and  those  people  definitely  opposed  any  extension 
or  any  new  cemetery  in  their  vicinity  at  the 
present  time — nearly  everybody  that"  testified 
used  that  term,  "at  the  present  time."  Women 
came  here  and  said  they  definitely  would  move, 
even  though  they  had  some  money  invested  in 
homes  there — they  definitely  would  move — they 
would  move  out  of  the  district  even  if  they  lost 
every  penny  they  had  invested  in  their  homes. 
I  don't  think  this  matter  should  be  taken  out  of 
committee.  I  think  that  is  where  it  belongs. 
We  acted  on  it  fair  and  square  in  there.  The 
debate  was  supposed  to  have  been  limited.  We 
allowed  the  councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun. 
Taylor)  to  talk  at  length.  Not  one  objected  to 
his  talking  at  length.  We  even  got  a  ruling  from 
the  assistant  clerk,  who  said,  if  I  am  not  mistaken, 
there  should  not  be  any  debate  on  the  motion 
to  take  from  the  table.  And  if  there  is  debate  it 
should  be  very  limited.  Nobody  interrupted 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  12.  He  talked  longer 
in  there  than  he  talked  here,  and,  after  all  his 
talk,  Councilor  Shannon  answered  him  and  then 
we  took  a  vote,  and  the  vote  was  13  to  7  to  allow 
the  matter  to  stay  on  the  table.  Now,  if  I  am 
not  mistaken,  I  have  been  told  by  several  members, 
although  Christmas  is  a  week  from  today  and 
New  Year's  is  two  weeks  from  today,  that  there  is 
no  doubt  in  their  minds  there  will  be  one  more 
meeting  before  the  end  of  the  year,  so  there  is  no 
harm  in  letting  this  matter  stay  on  the  table,  and 
if  we  want  to  act  differently,  or  some  members 
want  to  have  a  change  of  mind,  they  can  act  then 
and  ask  to  have  it  taken  from  the  table,  because 
we  all  know  we  can  always  take  from  the  table 
at  any  time. 

Coun.  M.  H.  SULLIVAN— While  I  favor  taking 
this  from  the  Executive  Committee,  I  do  it  on 
this  basis,  because  all  orders  which  we  have 
tabled,  within  my  memory,  have  been  tabled  with 
the  desire  of  receiving  new  information  not  ac- 
cessible at  the  time  of  the  hearing,  or  not  accessible 
at  the  time  of  laying  on  the  table.  In  so  far  as  I 
can  deduct,  we  have  all  the  information  available, 
and  all  that  is  going  to  be  available,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence  I  cannot  see  any  reason  for  laying  on 
tin-  table  today  for  another  week  or  for  any  in- 
definite period  of  time.  If  we  leave  it  on  the 
table  we  cannot  change  the  nature  of  the  act.  If 
it  is  wrong  today,  it  will  not  be  right  tomorrow  or 
next  week,  or  at  any  indefinite  date.  If  it  is  im- 
politic today,  it  will  not  be  politic  tomorrow,  nor 
next  week,  nor  at  at  any  undetermined  date.  And 
if  it  is  personally  repugnant  to  any  member  to 
vote  for  the  extension  of  any  cemetery  of  any  be- 
lief, I  cannot  see  anything  within  the  realms  of 
good  conscience  that  would  cause  it  to  be  per- 
sonally acceptable  or  amenable  to  the  tactics  of 
what  they  think  is  proper  and  right  tomorrow, 
next  week,  a  week  from  tomorrow  or  any  fu 
undetermined  date.  When  I  was  a  lad  I  can  well 
recall  going  to  Sunday  school,  and  I  believe  so  far 
as  this  one  allusion  is  concerned,  it  refers  to  all 
beliefs  —  Catholic,  Protestant  or  Jewish  —  and  I 
recall  up  among  the  works  of  mercy,  as  well  as  to 
clothe  and  feed  the  hungry,  there  was  one  there 
that  stipulated  to  bury  the  dead,  and  it  did  not 
specify  whether  (lie  dead  should  be  Catholic, 
Protestant,  Jew  or  Hindu.  It  said  merely  "to 
bury  the  dead."  And  that  seems  to  me  a  dictate 
to  the  members  of  this  Council,  to  give  pi 
to  bury  the  dead.  It  seems  a  dictate  of  good  con- 
science and  of  moral  right.  I  am  not  going  to 
vote  against  any  cemetery  of  any  belief,  and  1  am 
saying  I  am  not  only  moral  in  this  matter,  but  I 


am  being  politic.  I  have  no  official  information, 
but  I  believe  there  are  two  cemeteries  in  the  City 
of  Boston  who  will  shortly  come  in  for  additions 
to  their  own  cemeteries.  They  happen  to  be  of 
my  own  belief,  and  I  would  not  vote  against  them. 
But,  neither  will  I  say  to  the  man  next  door,  "You 
can't  bury  your  dead."     Neither  will  I  mi j   to  the 

man  next   dooi and  his  beliefs  arc  as  sacred  to 

him  as  mine  are  to  me  —  "You  must  go  and 
cremate  tin-  body  of  your  father  or  mother.  If  it 
is  repcllant  to  the  Catholics  of  good  conscience, 
it  is.  of  course,  repcllant  to  the  tactics  of  decency. 
So  I  say,  Mr.  President,  there  is  no  good  cause  to 
lay  this  on. the  table,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  if  it 
is  repugnant  now,  it  will  be  repugnant  a  week 
from  tomorrow  or  at  any  undetermined  date.  And 
I  will  say  there  is  nothing  wrong  with  a  cemetery. 
Let  me  amplify  my  remarks.  As  councilor  from 
Ward  22,  1  probably  have  more  close  personal 
friends  living  in  the  close  proximity  to  tin-  ceme- 
tery than  any  man  here.  One  witness  stated  here 
last  week  that  she  was  a  persona]  friend  of  Maurice 
Sullivan,  and  she  appeared  in  opposition.  There 
are  others.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  it,  although  I 
personally  feel  sorry  I  must  bring  to  them  any 
dissatisfaction.  Their  relatives  still  live  in  Ward 
22,  but  sometimes  a  man  in  public  life  has  to  do 
the  right  thing,  even  though  it  is  impolitic.  Some- 
times in  public  life  there  comes  before  a  man  — 
and  always  before  a  man  serving  in  public  life  — 
the  problem  of  whether  he  shall  do  right  in  his 
own  heart  and  soul,  or  do  the  thing  that  tomor- 
row will  mean  a  vote.  And  today  I  am  doing 
what  I  believe  to  be  the  right  thing,  regardless  of 
personal  friends  who  will  probably  disagree  with 
me  most  vehemently.  So  I  say  this  is  the  right 
thing  to  do.  There  is  nothing  immoral  about  it. 
It  is  the  only  thing  we  can  do  in  good  conscience, 
and  I  judge  not  for  any  of  the  21  members  other 
than  myself,  but,  as  I  see  it,  it  is  the  right  thing 
to  do.  It  may  be  impolitic;  it  probably  is  im- 
politic. But  in  public  life  we  need  men  who  can 
say,  "Yes,  it  is  going  to  hurt  me  on  the  following 
16th  of  the  month."  That  may  not  be  the  easiest 
way,  even  though  they  are  doing  what  they  think 
is  right.  We  need  men  who  can  say,  "I  am  doing 
with  the  help  of  Cod  what  I  think  is  right  and  I 
will  be  satisfied  in  my  conscience  that  I  did  the 
right  thing  for  my  fellow  man,  of  whatever  belief." 

Coun.  FISH — Mr.  President,  there  is  no  ques- 
tion but  what  I  must  —  not  only  must,  but  that 
I  do  voluntarily,  with  all  my  heart  —  agree  with 
the  councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor)  that 
that  gracious  man,  Rabbi  Rabinovitz,  and  the 
entire  Jewish  people  are  entitled  to  an  answer 
from  the  City  Council  so  that  they  may  pursue 
whatever  course  is  necessary.  This  order  took  its 
natural  course  at  the  hearing.  It  was  laid  on  the 
table  for  study.  I  want  to  vote  on  the  measure, 
and  when  I  am  ready  to  vote  on  it  I  only  feel  I 
am  doing  my  duty  to  those  who  are  previously 
mentioned.  But,  Mr.  President,  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  vote.  Let  me  enumerate  just  one  or  two 
reasons.  I  have  not  seen  any  transcript  of  the 
meeting,  to  study  it.  In  that  meeting  it  was 
brought  out  that  there  were  possibly  2j  acres  still 
available  for  burial  purposes.  I  don't  know  but 
what  that  may  be  true,  and  I  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  to  get  out  and  verify  it.  Another 
matter  that  was  brought  out  at  the  public  hear- 
ing, and  I  don't  say  this  in  distrust,  but  I  like  to 
be  sure  of  my  facts,  I  want  to  verify  the  deed  as 
to  whether  it  is  an  out-and-out  purchase  or  an 
option.  I  have  not  had  that  information.  There 
are  a  few  other  things.  I  guarantee  that  I  will 
have  that  information  by  the  next  meeting,  and 
for  that  reason  I  shall  vote  to  keep  this  on  the 
1able,  as  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  to  give 
my  own  self,  if  not  the  others,  an  opportunity  to 
satisfy  my  mind  that  when  I  do  vote,  I  will  vote 
right. 

Coun.  Ml'CHNICK  —  I  had  intended  originally 
to  speak  ai  greal  length  concerning  this  particular 
matter  and  all  that  it  implied,  and  all  that  it  em- 
braces, but,  after  the  very  thrilling  ami  inspiring 
remarks  of  Councilor  Maurice  Sullivan,  almost 
anything  that  anybody  could  say  would  be  in  the 
nature  of  an  anticlimax.     1  would  like,  howe 

to  add  that  we  are  a  segment  of  the  populat  ion  of 

the  City  of  Boston,  so  it  is  a  duly-  constituted 
church  authority  in  this  instance.     The  synagogue 

comes  into  the  Boston  City    Council  in  accordance 

with  tin'  legal  proced  ire  provided  foi  Hi<   purpi 
and  makes  application  for  a  determination  of  its 

legal  rights  and  its  standing  in  the  particular 
matter,  a  matter  that  not  only  is  religious  but  also 
concerns  the  health  and  welfare  of  tin    community 
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:it  large.  That  segment  of  the  citizenry  is  entitled 
not  to  be  tossed  about,  and  not  to  have  its  rights 
lie  on  the  table,  but  is  entitled  to  have 
that  it  knows  where  it  stands.  And  it  i-  foi  that 
purpose,  and  that  purpose  alone  and,  the 
cilor  from  the  district  having  no  objection,  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  motion  which  1  made,  which  was 
made  for  that  purpose,  should  pas 

the  immediate  determination  ot  the  rights  of 
the  petitioners. 

Coun.  EtUSSO  I  didn't  intend  to  inject  myself 
into  this  speech  making.  However,  I  cannot  help 
it.  Being,  perhaps,  in  the  business  that  1  am  in, 
naturally  it  is  a  common  thing,  and  it  is  a  most 
human  thing,  to  see  that  we  huts  our  dead.  1,  for 
one,  will  not  deprive  anyone  of  burying  their  dead. 
However,  in  this  particulai    instance   1    voted  to 

it,  for  the  simple  reason  that  it  was  not 
brought  forth  in  the  public  hearing  that  if  this  bill 
did  not  pass  today  they  could  not  bury  their  dead 
tomorrow,  or  next  week  oi  next  year.  1  think  that 
it  is  more  than  fair  to  give  people  a  chance  to  get 
information,  and  when  the  councilor  from  Ward  20 

in.   Shannon)   asked   to  table  it,    1    v 
with  it.  and  I  feel  that  we  ought  to  go  along  per- 
haps   to    get    more    information,    if    possible.      As 
Councilor    Fish    has   j  we    don't    know 

whether  or  not  this  land  contemplated  has  been 
deeded  as  yet.  It  was  brought  out,  however,  at 
the  meeting  that  this  land  was  bought  within  one 
year.  They  have  hail  two  acres  of  land  which  has 
been  used  for  cemetery  purposes  for  the  pi 
years.     1  ask  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  members,  if 

two  acies  of  land  has  taken  78  years  and  still  they 
have  plenty  of  land  to  bury  their  dead,  what  is  the 
rush'.'  What  is  the  hurry?  Isn't  the  Council 
entitled  to  investigate  and  find  out,  until  they  are 
properly  informed  and  they  havi  their 

minds  they  are  voting  according  to  the  dictates  of 
their  conscience?  I  realize  that  it  is  a  religious 
organization,    bl  -    of    whethel    it    is    a 

religious  organization  or  a  business  organization 
I]  know  that  we  have  to  pay  in  ordei  to  bury 
our  dead.  And  the  land  is  purchased  in  order  to 
buiy  the  dead.  .So  why  this  haste,  and  saying  that 
we  ate  trying  to  deprive  any  religion  or  any  faith 
of  their  right  to  bury  their  dead  today?  I  feel 
there  is  no  harm  in  laying  this  on  the  table  until 
further  consideration  can  be  had,  until  each  and 
every  member  is  satisfied  that  he  has  the  proper 
information  at  his  command,  where  a  vote  can  be 
taken,  and  at  least  the  stand  lie  takes  is  according 
to  the  dictates  of  his  mind  and  conscience. 

Coun.  HURLEY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  also  did  not 
intend  to  talk  on  this  matter  at  all.  and  surely  after 
hearing  Councilor  Muchnick  and  the  great  talk 
here  by  my  colleague  from  Ward  22  (Coun.  M.  H. 
Sullivan) — one  of  the  finest  talks  I  have  hi 
since  I  have  been  in  the  City  Council — there  is  not 
much  more  I  can  say.  Councilor  Russo  has  asked 
why  the  rush  on  this  matter.      Th  en  no 

rush  on  this  matter.  This  Temple  filed  a  petition 
with  the  Board  of  Health  last  June  —  last  June, 
mind  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  It  has  been  before  this 
Body  since  November.  There  has  been  n" 
here.  It  has  been  lying  until  the  last  minute.  We 
have  one  meeting  to  clean  tip  the  business  of  the 
Council  on  the  28th  of  this  month,  ivlmii  everything 
will  be  thrown  into  the  Body  at  that  time.  I  think 
it  will  be  brought  out  that  it  is  only  a  fair  request 
that  is  being  made  here  today.  Let  it  come  before 
the  Body.  Let  them  talk  on  it,  and  let  them  vote, 
after  listening,  and  that  will  be  the  decision,  and 
everybody  will  be  satisfied.  Mr.  President.  I  am 
a  Catholic,  and  I  know  that  there  are  two  Catholic 
cemeteries  petitioning  this  Body  next  month. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Will  the  gentleman  yield  for  a 
question? 

Coun.  HURLEV— I  will  yield  when  I  get 
through  for  a  question.  Mr.  President,  I  know- 
that  there  are  two  cemeteries  that  are  going  to 
petition  for  burying  the  Catholic  dead,  and  I  am 
mentioning  the  names:  one  is  the  Italian  ceme- 
tery, St.  Michael's,  which  is  coming  in  for  an 
extension;  and  the  other  is  St.  Joseph's,  which 
is  coming  in  for  an  extension.  And  I  surely  will 
vote  in  favor  of  both  of  them.  The  Jewish  people 
have  the  same  belief  as  we  have,  about  burying 
our  dead,  and  I  don't  think  that  we  would  feel 
very  happy  if  we  were  in  a  body  consisting  of 
twenty  Jews  and  two  Catholics,  and  a  petition 
came  in  for  St.  Joseph's  or  St.  Michael's,  to  have 
the  twenty  Jewish  members  oppose  the  extension 
of  the  cemetery  that  we  have  out  there  in  \\  est 
Roxbury  and  had  had  for  the  past  75  years.  I 
think  that  every  man  here  is  fair  and  honorable, 
and  I  think  if  this  is  brought  before  the  Body  here

HURLEY     Mr.    President,    I   would  be 

very  happy  to  tell  the  councilor  that  when  these 
hearings  were  going  on  before  the  Boston  Board  of 
Health  I  was  given  the  information  there  by  a 
man  high  in  authority,  that  there  were  two  other 
petitions  coining  in,  ami  they  had  been  asking 
information  about  the  filing  of  petitions  for  exten- 
sions, and  the  gentlemi  ion  told  me  the 
names  of  the  cemeteries.  One  was  St.  Michael's. 
the  Italian  cemetery  ,  anil  the  other  was  Si.  Joseph's 

( 'atholic  cemetery. 

Coun.  RUSSO — Of  course,  he  can  take  the 
word  of  the  high  official,  but  Mill  I  won't  tak' 
word  until  it  is  before  me  to  act  upon.  And 
may  I  ask  the  chairman  while  I  am  on  my  feci 
to  make  it  clear?  It  seems  they  want  to  make  it 
appear  as  if  I  have  one  purpose,  being  one  of  the 
individuals  who  has  voted  to  table  this  pel 
at  the  present  nine,  who  is  opposed  to  burying 
the  dead.  I  would  like  to  have  that  cleared  up. 
i  am  concerned,  that  is  my 
livelihood,  and  therefore  I  cannot  be  opposed  to 
burying  of  the  dead.  However,  I  would  like 
to  state  again  that  I  will  inner  inject  anything  in 
r  as  religion  or  color  is  concerned.  It  is  all 
the  same  to  me,  regardless  of  whether  they  be 
Protestant.  Catholic  or  Jew.  And  this  is  not  a 
question  here  where  we  are  trying  to  deprive  or 
deny  the  Jewish  race  of  burying  their  dead.  We 
are  only  asking  to  be  fair  with  ourselves  first. 
If  the  gentleman  was  at  the  hearing  of  the  Board 
of  Health  when  it  was  held,  I  was  not.  Evidently 
I  was  not  informed  of  it,  or  I  didn't  get  wind  of  it, 
so  to  say,  and  I  was  not  at  the  meeting.  Using  the 
same  phrase  of  "reliable  people,"  or  "higher  ups," 
I  have  been  informed  there  has  been  no  deed 
Bigned.  As  I  stated  before,  and  I  will  say  it 
in,  I  am  not.  satisfied  within  myself  but  thai 
they  have  enough  land  there  to  bury  people  for 
the  next  six  months,  the  next  year,  or  the  next  two 
I  don't  know.  Is  there  any  harm  in  trying 
to  have  a  little  time  in  order  to  get  more  infor- 
mation? I  have  not  been  able  to  get  around,  Mr. 
President,  in  the  condition  that  I  have  been  in  for 
the  past  nine  weeks — going  on  ten  weeks — and  I 
would  like  to  go  around  and  see  for  myself  and 
satisfy  myself,  and  if  I  believe  that  the  cemetery 
is  needed,  the  extension,  I  would  be  for  it;  and 
if  I  believed  otherwise  I  would  be  opposed  to  it. 
This  area  is  eight  acres  of  land.  In  other  words, 
it  is  going  to  take  care  of  over  200  years.  There 
may  be  other  land,  perhaps,  where  there  is  no  one 
living  at  the  present  time  that  could  be  had.  I 
don't  know.  I  don't  see  any  harm  in  a  slight 
delay — and  I  want  to  make  it  clear  as  far  as  the 
record  is  concerned,  that  in  so  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned,  I  am  not  opposed  to  burying  the  dead. 

Coun.  SHANNON — At  the  risk  of  being  repe- 
titious, I  want  to  inform  the  councilor  from 
Ward  14  (Coun.  Muchnick).  if  he  will  give  me 
his  attention,  that  my  remarks  were  that  I  did 
not  object  to  the  Council  voting  at  this  time  to 
say  whether  or  not  they  would  take  this  out  of 
executive. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK—Mr.  President,  I  thought 
that  all  I  had  said. — if  that  was  not  what  I  said, 
that  was  all  I  intended  to  imply — that  the  coun- 
cilor from  Ward  20  (Coun.  Shannon)  had  no 
objection  to  it  being  taken  off  the  table  at  this 
time  and  acted  upon  at  this  time,  one  way  or  the 
other. 

Coun.  SHANNON — I  still  have  not  made  myself 
understood,  and  your  remarks  give  people  to 
understand  that  I  am  going  to  vote  in  favor  of 
taking  it  off  the  table.  I  am  not  doing  that; 
I  still  am  voting  to  leave  it  on  the  table. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — You  do  now;  you  did  not 
before. 
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Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  informa- 
tion. 

President  KERRIGAN-— State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  would  like  to  find  out  when 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Boston  City  Council  is  to 
be  held. 

President  KERRIGAN— The  next  meeting  of 
the  Council  presumably  is  Thursday  of  next  week. 
Of  course,  it  depends  on  the  membership,  but  the 
Chair  would  like  to  make  it  Thursday,  December 
28th. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— I  say  this,  Mr.  President:  the 
only  thing  that 'disturbed  me  was  the  fact  that  it 
was  just  laid  on  the  table  without  a  definite  date. 
I  never  want  to  deprive  anybody  of  receiving  any 
information,  but  in  view  of  what  the  legal  pro- 
cedure may  be  because  of  the  new  Mayor  coming 
in,  I  am  willing  to  make  a  motion  that  we  adjourn 
to  executive  for  the  purpose  of  tabling  this  or de: 
definitely  until  next  Thursday,  so  that  it  will  come 
up  next  Thursday,  this  petition — or  is  it  a  week 
from  Thursday? 

President  KERRIGAN— It  is  a  week  from 
Thursday. 

Coun.  TAYLOR— Well,  a  week  from  Thursday. 
I  am  willing  to  make  a  motion  to  adjourn  to  execu- 
tive for  the  purpose  of  tabling  it  to  that  specific 
date,  at  which  time  it  will  then  come  up  for  a 
vote. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  I  graciously 
yielded  to  Councilor  Taylor.  1  thought  he  had 
something  to  talk  about.  I  mean  to  say,  I  thought 
he  was  talking  on  the  matter.  I  didn't  realize  he 
was  going  to  make  any  motion,  because  1  intended 
to  say  a  few  words  on  the  matter  myself.  I  would 
ask  if  he  would  withdraw   his  motion. 

President  KERRIGAN — He  hasn't  made  a 
motion  yet. 

Coun.  KELLY — Mr.  President,  the  reason  I 
voted  to  keep  it  on  the  table  in  executive  session 
was  because,  unfortunately,  I  was  unable  to 
attend  the  public  hearing  held  in  this  Council 
Chamber  last  week.  I  had  thought  we  would 
have  some  kind  of  a  brief  of  what  went  on  at  the 
hearing,  but  I  trust  that  before  we  have  our  next 
Council  meeting  every  councilor  will  have  a  brief 
of  what  took  place  at  that  healing.  The  vote  to 
lay  on  the  table  was  not  a  vote  against  burying  the 
dead,  not  by  any  means.  Mr.  President,  the  vote 
to  lay  it  on  the  table,  in  my  mind,  was  a  vote  to 
receive  further  information.  As  I  say,  I  voted  in 
executive  session,  and  1  will  cast  my  vote,  if  it  is 
called  up  on  the  floor  of  the  Council,  to  keep  it  in 
executive  until  we  get  more  information.  The 
only  way  I  can  get  information  as  to  what  happened 
:it  the  hearing  is  to  get  the  regular  brief  that  the 
stenographer  will  submit  to  every  member  of  the 
Council,  and  I  will  have  a  chance  to  study  thai 
over  the  next,  three  or  four  days,  and  will  be  ready 
to  r:ist  my  vote  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  which 
I  think  will  be  a  week  from  Thursday. 

Coun.  FEENEY— Mr.  President,  1  didn't  intend 
lo  inject  myself  into  this  debate.  I  intended, 
rather,  to  sit  in  my  seat  and  vote  when  the  mattei 
up  in  support  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  20 
(Coun.  Shannon),  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  I 
have  the  greatest  respect  fot  those  who  came 
before  the  City  Council  in  executive  session,  at 
that  executive  meeting  or  hearing,  and  spoke  in 
favor  of  this  ceincten  extension.  I  have  the 
greatest  respect  for  them,  and  I  could  well  under- 
stand their  good  reason  for  coming  in  here  as  they 
did.  But  because  of  the  fact  that  on  several 
occasions  today  mention  has  been  made  of  the 
proposed  cemetery  in  my  district,  whose  sponsors 
came  here  several  years  ago,  I  want  to  make  it 
clear  thai  I  a  ured  the  councilor  from  Ward  20 
(Coun.  Shannon)  that  I  would  stand  by  him  when 
he  asked  me  to  do  so,  because  I  expect  him  to  stand 
by  me  when  a  similar  petition  might  come  before 
this  Honorable  Body  from  the  verj  district  that  1 
represent.  I  don't  know  whether  one  is  coming 
in  or  not,  but  1  have  heard,  sir,  that  such  is  tin- 
case.  I  talked  to  the  counciloi  from  Ward  19 
(Coun.  McCormack),  in  whose  district  St.  Michael's 
Cemetery  is  located.  He  was  stunned  to  hear 
that  a  petition  is  in  the  making  by  those  who 
control  tin1  destinies  of  Si.  Michael's  Cemetery. 
He  didn't  know  anything  about  it.  Il  touches 
my  district,  sir,  just  as  does  this  one,  and  1  didn't. 
know    ans  I  lung    about     il .      I     want    to    say     this 

further,  that  I  have  served  in  public  office  for  six- 
years,  and  1  have  always  made  it  a  practice,  not- 
withstanding what  other  considerations  might  enter 
into  it,  to  support  the  'oral  office  holder  on  matters 
affecting  his  own  district.     That  is  why  in  execu- 


tive I  voted  no.  And  that  is  why  in  this  meeting, 
if  a  vote  is  taken  today,  I  will  vote  no.  I  have 
assured  him  that  I  will  support  him  in  matters 
affecting  his  district,  and  In-  has  likewise  assured 
me  that  lie  will  support  me  in  matters  affecting 
mine.  And  one  more  thing,  Mr.  President.  I 
would  like  to  add  this:  I  am  personally  not 
influenced  in  the  slightest  whether  the  petitioners 
an-  those  who  an-  petitioning  for  St.  Michael's  or 
St.  Joseph's,  with  all  due  respect  to  the  splendid 
character  of  the  associations  involved.  1  am 
interested  in  the  attitude  of  the  councilor  of  the 
district,  because  I  feel  be  best  reflects  the  opinion 
and  I  lie  sentiment  of  the  people  of  his  district. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  move  that  we  adjourn  to 
Executive  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
this  matter  on  the  table  for  a  special  date. 

President  KERRK I  AN— There  is  a  motion 
before  the  Body,  of  Councilor  Muchniek. 

( 'oun.  COFFEY  —I  rise  to  a  point  of  information. 

President  KERRIGAN— State  your  point  of 
information. 

Coun.  COFFEY — At  the  next  meeting  we  have, 
the  28th,  the  regular  meeting,  can't  anybody  move 
in  executive  at  that  time  that  this  matter  be 
taken  from  t  he  table? 

President  KERRIGAN— That  is  true. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Then  what  is  the  sense  of 
taking  it  now?  May  I  have  the  floor?  There 
are  a  few  things  I  want  to  touch  on.  I  don't 
like  to  state  whether  or  not  one  of  the  councilors 
realizes  what  he  was  saying  kind  of  brought  out 
the  anti-Semitic  feeling  all  over  again,  but  he 
brought  out  the  fact  that  these  two  Catholic 
ceiuetei  i<-s  were  to  come  in — and  mind  you,  we 
know  nothing  about  them  up  to  the  present. 
The  councilor  from  one  of  the  districts  said  he 
was  stunned  when  he  heard  it,  and  he  should  be 
one  of  the  first  to  hear  it.  I  think  too  many 
things  are  heard  from  a  councilor's  district  through 
others  than  the  councilor  of  the  district.  I  think 
that  has  been  going  on  too  long  in  the  Boston 
City  Council — and  in  the  Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature, I  might  add.  People  that  should  not  hear 
things  until  the  last  minute  somehow  get  the 
information  before  those  who  represent  the 
disl  i  n't .  That  is  one  thing  about  the  City  Council 
and  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  that  I  never 
did  like,  and  I  never  did  and  I  never  will  approve 
it.  As  far  as  the  question  of  anti-Semitism  is 
concerned,  let  me  bring  out  this  fact.  The  state- 
nienl  was  made  that  two  petitions  are  coming  in 
for  Catholic  cemeteries — their  expansion,  exten- 
sion, or  new  cemeteries,  and  that  they  would 
not  like  it  if  in  a  Council  with  twenty  members 
in  it  that  were  .Jewish  and  two  members  Catholics, 
the  Catholic  cemeteries  were  turned  down.  Well, 
that  being  so,  there  are  here  two  members  of  the 
Jewish  faith,  and  Councilor  Taylor  only  last  yeai 
received  eleven  votes  for  the  presidency  of  the 
Boston  City  Council;  so  I  think  that  for  all  time 
we  can  forget  the  anti-Semitic  feeling,  as  far  as 
this  Council  is  concerned,  because  there  were, 
as  I  say,  eleven  votes  for  Councilor  Taylor  to 
become  president,  and  he  only  lost  out  on  two 
occasions  from  being  president  of  the  Council  by 
one  vote.  My  argument  was  when  I  first  ci 
up  here  that  there  were  people  here  who  did 
represent.  5,000  people,  and  I  think  thai  is  what 
swayed  me  more  than  anything  else.  They  didn't 
want  a  further  extension  of  this  Cemetery  in 
their  ward,  and  they  said,  "We  are  opposed  to  tie- 
expansion,  extension  or  any  new  cemetery  in  our 
district."  They  didn't  specifically  refer  to  this 
cemetery,  but  they  said,  any  new  cemetery  or 
extension  or  expansion  of  any,  at.  present  or  at 
any  time  "they  were  opposed  to."  That  is  the 
statement  that  nearly  everybody  made  who 
represented  that  group  who  belonged  to  those 
organizations  that  were  represented  by  Mr. 
Cody,  who  represented  the  parent  organization  of 
all  those  other  bodies.  I  don't  know  whether 
any  new  petitions  are  going  to  come  before 
but  let  us  forget  about  them.  We  are  acting 
on  this  petition,  and  this  one  only,  and  we  should 
not  be  swayed,  regardless  of  what  anybody  says 

here,  because  up  to  the  present  lime  there  is  no 
petition    before    us    for    an    extension    or    for    an] 

new    c ctery    within    the    city   limits.      So    let    us 

take  our  cemeteries  one  at  a  time.  We  don't 
know  as  yet  whether  they  are  coming  in  or  not, 
l.in  we  are  acting  on  this  one  now.  There  is  no 
harm  done,  and,  as  Councilor  Taylor  said  In- 
could  l,i-  mistaken — i  vote  on  that  action  cc 
lie  taken  at  il"-  next  regular  meeting.  And  when 
t  asked  a  point  of  information  of  the  Chair,  the 
President  of  the  Council  said  a  motion  could  bo 
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in  executive  at    the  next   regular  meeting, 
that    that   order  oan   bi  the   table

ABOLISHING   OF   LITTLE   STEEX 
FORMULA. 

,    MUCHNICK  offered  the  following: 

Whereas.  In  the  spring  of  1942,  President 
Roosevelt  presented  to  Congress  and  the  country 
a     stabilization     program     covering     wages    and 

salaries,  profits,  taxes  and  cost  of  living  for  the 
specifii  "f  stabilization   of  wai    economy; 

and 

Whereas,    Stabilization    of    wages   and    salaries 

was     established     by     the     War     Labor     Hoard     by 

setting  'j' in'.'!  wage  ceilings  at  15  per  cent  above 
Bureau  of  Laboi  statistics  oi  January  1,  1941, 
figures,  known  as  the  Little  Steel  Formula;    and 

Whereas,  The  freezing  of  wages  and  salaries 
was  an  integral  part  of  t  he  program;  and 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  living  has  continued  to 
rise;   ami 

Whereas.  Wages  and  salaries  are  frozen  at 
15  per  cent  compared  with  a  23.4  per  cent  United 
Slates  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  and  a  43.5  per 
cent  rise,  according  to  Labor's  Cost  of  Living 
(  lommittee  Report;   and 

Whereas,  All  workers,  both  manual  and  white- 
collar,  are  affected  by  this  freeze  edict;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  herein  assembled  do  go  on  record  as 
requesting  President  Roosevelt,  Senators  Walsh 
and  Weeks,  and  Congressmen  representing  the 
Commonwealth,  and  Chairman  Davis  of  the 
National  War  Labor  Board  to  do  their  utmost  to 
abolish  the  Little  Steel  Formula,  or  so  modify  it 
that  wage  and  salary  adjustments  can  be  made  in 
conformity  with  the  true  increased  cost  of  hying. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  am  just  curious  to  know, 
whereas  this  resolution  starts  off  with  the  President, 
setting  this  wage  scale  and  the  C.  I.  O.  supporting 
the  President  —  I  don't  get  the  consistency  of 
this  order  or  resolution.  I  would  like  to  know, 
■  a  have  it  brought  out  by  the  gentleman  that 
introduced  it,  if  possible,  because  I  know  that  the 
President  has  set,  the  wage  scale  and  I  know  that, 
the  C.  I.  O.  claimed  the  credit  for  his  election. 
I  don't  get  the  consistency.  If  they  have  elected 
him,  then  they  ought  to  take  this  matter  up  with 
the  President  of  the  United  States  through  their 
emissary,  Mr.  Hillman.  But,  as  I  stated  at  the 
outset,  I  don't  get  the  consistency.  The  President 
states  the  wage  scale,  the  C.  I.  O.  elects  him 
President.  Now,  we,  a  small  body  of  men  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  are  supposed  to  go  on  record 
favoring  this  resolution  regarding  something  that, 
pertains  to  the  Little  Steel  formula.  I  would  like 
to  have  the  gentleman  from  Wrard  14  (Coun. 
Muchnick)  elaborate  on  it  and  tell  us  the  con- 
ncy  of  it,  if  that  is  possible. 

Coun.  KIXSELLA— Mr.  President,  I  would 
suggest  they  "clear  this  through  Sidney,"  too. 

un.  TAYLOR — This  "Sidney"  business  was 
the  prime  argument,  in  the  election  for  President, 
and  the  result  was  that  Mr.  Dewey  took  a  terrific 
licking.  Sidney  has  nothing  at  all  to  do  with 
this.  If  you  gentlemen  are  for  labor,  you  might 
become  acquainted  with  some  of  the  facts  about 
the  Little  Steel  formula.  I  am  not  interested  in 
the  C.  I.  O.  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  As  far  as  this  partic- 
ular bill  is  concerned,  I  understand  all  labor 
organizations  are  looking  for  a  change  in  this 
Little  Steel  formula.

I.  O.  is  on  it  should  not 
affect  you  one  way  or  the  other.  This  is  a  resolu- 
tion referring  to  a  bill  In  Congress  for  the  purpose 
of  helping  the  laboring  man,  and  I  think  none  of 
us  who  come  from  districts  that  have  laboring 
men  in  them  should  oppose  it . 

Coun.  MUCHNICK-  Having  been  asked  to 
elaborate,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  resolution,  had 
it  been  listened  to,  would  have  been  self-explana- 
tory. There  is  a  discrepancy  between  the  cost 
of  living  and  wage  increases.  It  affects  practically 
everybody,  particularly  in  our  area.  In  the 
course  of  my  private  business,  1  have  had  many 
occasions  to  appear  before  the  War  Labor  Board, 
representing  both  employers  and  employees. 
There  seems  to  lie  a  general  opinion  that  there  is  a 
great  discrepancy,  and  that  something  ought  to 
be  done  about  it.  We  in  this  Council,  regardless 
of  political  beliefs,  regardless  of  pro-Administra- 
tion or  anti-Administration,  it  seems  to  me,  ought 
to  go  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  a  fair  dis- 
tribution to  the  people  who  produce.  And  I  urge 
the  suspension  of  the  title  ami  tin-  passage  of  the 
resolution. 

Coun.  BAYLEY — I  believe  that  the  hour  is 
getting  late  and,  rather  than  go  into  further  long 
debate  of  this  subject  and  following  the  usual 
custom,  I  move  that  this  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules.  I  believe  that  there  is  no  need 
for  haste.  It  is  not  such  an  urgent  matter  that  it 
must  be  passed  today. 

(Cun.  MUCHNICK— Isn't,  the  motion  out  of 
order,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  moved  suspension 
of  the  rules  and  passage  of  the  order? 

President  KERRIGAN— Councilor  Bayley's 
motion  is  in  order. 

Coun.  CQJFFEY— Mr.  President,  when  I  took 
the  floor,  I  didn't  want  to  be  understood  to  say 
that  I  am  opposed  to  labor  in  any  way.  All  I 
asked  was  that  the  explanation  be  made,  if  pos- 
sible, because  —  and  I  repeat  now  —  I  don't  get 
the  consistency  of  the  thing.  If  the  President  was 
the  one  who  froze  wages,  and  the  C.  I.  O. —  and  I 
have  probably  15,000  of  them  working  in  my 
ward  —  if  the  C.  I.  O.  elected  the  President  fm  a 
fourth  term,  as  they  claim  they  did  —  and  Sidney 
himself  did  issue  the  statement  from  London  — 
how  the  hell  did  he  get  over  there?  I  can't  get  a 
train  to  take  me  to  New  York,  let  alone  London. 
I  would  like  to  repeat,  how  did  he  get  over  there? 

Coun.   MUCHNICK— By  plane. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Has  he  any  uniform  fighting 
for  this  country,  or  is  he  giving  some  information 
to  the  Nazi  government?  "Clear  the  way  with 
Sidney!"  My  kid  is  over  there  in  uniform,  and  I 
would  like  to  repeat — how  the  hell  did  Sidney 
get  over  there  when  it  is  dammed  hard  to  get  to 
New  York  or  Washington  or  any  other  point? 
I  would  still  like  to  know  who  gave  him  a  ticket 
to  go  over  there. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  TAYLOR — I  don't  think  the  gentleman 
is  discussing  the  subject  in  question. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Your  point  of  order  is  well 
taken.

MUCHNICK— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to 
a  point  of  order. 

President  KERRIGAN — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  MUCHNICK— The  gentleman  does  not 
seem  to  be  speaking  on  the  order.  This  does  not 
refer  to  transatlantic  transportation. 

Coun.  COFFEY — He  should  know,  because  he 
is  not  in  uniform,  either.  Transatlantic  trans- 
portation does  come  into  this.  Why  doesn't 
Sidney  come  back  and  introduce  this  bill?  Or 
I  could  ask  the  councilor  who  introduced  it  if 
Sidney  called  him  on  long  distance  from   London? 

Coun.  MUCHNICK — I  can  answer  the  quest  ion. 
Mr.  llilhnan  and  I  do  not  know  each  other,  and 
do  not  speak  to  each  other. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Getting  back  to  the  bill. 
When  I  first  got  up,  I  didn't  get  up  and  oppose  the 
bill.  For  once  the  clerk  turned  to  you  and  said, 
"This  matter  should  go  to  the  Rules  Committee 
without  debate,"  and  you  didn't  send  it  to  Rules; 
you  left  it  open  for  debate  and  discussion,  so  let  US 
go  to  it.  You  should  have  scut,  it  to  Rules.  You 
know  you  should  have  done  that,  without  debate, 
like  all  foolish  resolutions  that  come  in  here.  Too 
long  we  have  been  trying  to  run  the  affairs  of 
Congress  and  other  bodies.  We  should  attend  to 
our  own  affairs  here.

It  is  necessary  'hat  some  work  in 
connection  with  these  petitions  be  assigned  to  other 
than  board  members.  When  such  work  is  assigned 
to  :.  hist  assistant  assessor,  in  addition  to  his  other 
duties,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
that  such  individual  should  be  additionally  Ci 
pensated,  I  concur  in  this  opinion,  and  I  submit 
the  attached  amendment  to  the  ordinances  recom- 
mending its  passage  by  your  Honorable  Body.

WIDENING      OF      MAI.DEN      STREET. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen, — The  widening  of  Maiden  street,  a 
public  highway  in  the  South  End  district  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  from  its  present  width  to  a  width 
of  80  feet  between  Washington  street  and  Harrison 
avenue  is  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  City  Planning  Board  for  the  development  of 
the  district.  Such  widening  necessitates  the  ac- 
quisition by  the  city  of  land  lying  on  the  southerly 
side  of  Maiden  street,  between  Washington  street 
and  Harrison  avenue.  The  total  area  of  the  land 
to  he  acquired  for  such  widening  is  approximately 
19,600  square  feet,  of  which  approximately  15,750 
square  feet  arc  owned  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  project  area 
to  be  developed  for  housing  purposes.  The  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners  have  taken  the  prelim- 
inary steps  in  connection  with  the  proposed  widen- 
ing and  have  appointed  a  time  for  a  public  hearing 
thereon.  The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
agreed  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Boston  so  much  of 
its  land  fronting  on  Maiden  street  as  is  necessary 
for  the  proposed  widening. 

The  Housing  Authority  asks  no  monetary  con- 
sideration for  the  conveyance  of  its  land  to  the 
city.  It  has  requested,  however,  that  the  city  at 
the  same  time  make  a  taking  for  public  park  pur- 
poses of  so  much  of  the  land  (owned  by  others  than 
the  Housing  Authority)  in  the  block  bounded  by 
Washington.  Maiden,  Mystic  and  East  Dedham 
streets  (approximately  14,47.5  square  feet)  as  will 
remain  in  said  block  after  the  taking  of  land  for  the 
purpose  of  widening  Maiden  street.  The  area  to 
be  conveyed  by  the  Housing  Authority  for  the 
widening  of  Maiden  street  is  greater  than  the  area 
suggested  for  public  park  purposes.  It  is  in  the 
interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  it  take  advantage 
of  the  offer  of  the  Housing  Authority  in  connection 
with  the  making  of  the  improvements  referred  to, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  improve- 
ments accord  with  plans  for  the  general  develop- 
ment of  the  neighborhood  and  district. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  have  selected 
and  designated  for  public  park  purposes  the  area 
of  approximately  14,475  square  feet.  I  have  ap- 
proved the  selection  and  designation  which  has 
been  made  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  S50.000  be  appro- 
priated to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  for  the  acquisition 
of  the  area  of  14,475  square  feet  referred  to,  and 
I,  therefore,  commend  for  your  consideration  and 
adoption  the  accompanying  order.

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith  without  my 
signature  and  disapproved  the  order  of  your 
Honorable  Body  accepting  chapter  369  of  the 
Acts  oi  1941,  as  amended  bj  chapter  163  of  the 
Acts  of  1943,  which  relates  to  the  acquisition  by 
the  Citj  of  Boston  of  the  property  of  trie  Dedham 
and  Hyde  Park  (las  and  Electric  Light  Company 
in  the  Hyde  Park  district  of  the  city. 

The  act  provides  that  the  city  may  lake  the 
property  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain  before 
January  1.  1945,  hut  also  stipulates  that  before 
acquiring    it    the   city   shall   obtain   an   executed 

in!  with  tin'  Boston  Consolidated  (las  Com- 
pany for  the  said  company  to  use  the  property  on 
terms  and  conditions  to  he  agreed  upon,  .and  upon 

a  rental  based  on  a  valuation  of  the  property  also 
to  he  agreed  upon,  and,  in  case  of  difference, to  la' 
determined  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Ctilitii 

As  this  order  was  adopted  by  the  City  ( Council  on 
December  18,  19-! 4,  and  presented  to  me  on  Decem- 
ber p.i,  194).  it  is  evident  that  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  complete  lie-  required  proceedings 
in  the  twelve  days  remaining  before  January  1, 
1945.  This  fact  alone  is  sufficient  reason  for 
vetoing  the  order. 

There  are  other  objections  to  this  act,  some  of 
which  I  pointed  out  in  a  message  to  the  City 
Council  on  Jit  tie  6,  1938,  vetoing  a  similar  act, 
chapter  292  of  the  Arts  of  1937. 

The  customers  of  this  company,  whether  located 
in  Hyde  Park  or  Dedham,  are  required  to  pay  a 
much  higher  rate  for  gas  than  their  neighbors  in 
the  territory  served  by  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  and  should  be  given  lower  rales,  but 
I  am  unable  to  agree  that  this  act  which  ostensibly 
was  adopted  for  that  purpose  would  accomplish 
the  desired  result. 

I  have  every  sympathy  for  tire  people  of  the 
Hyde  Park  district  and  their  elected  representa- 
tives and  councilors  who  have  worked  hard  to 
remove  this  handicap,  but  I  am  confident  that 
some  other  method  can  be  worked  out  for  their 
relief.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
DEDHAM  AND  HYDE  PARK  GAS  AND 
ELECTRIC   COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received:

Honorable  Sir, — The  City  Council  voted  at  its 
last  meeting  to  accept  chapter  309  of  the  Acts  of 
1941,  as  amended  by  chapter  163  of  the  Acts  of 
1943.  whereby,  the  City  of  Boston  may  acquire 
"the  property"  in  Hyde  Park  of  the  Dedham  and 
Hyde  Park  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Company. 

Since  this  vote  of  the  City  Council  now  comes 
to  you  for  your  decision  in  the  matter,  the  Finance 
Commission  desires  to  inform  you  that  it  has  this 
day  passed  the  following  vote: 

Voted,  That  the  Finance  Commission  is  un- 
alterably opposed  to  the  acceptance  bv  the 
City  of  Boston  of  chapter  369  of  the  Acts  of  1941, 
as  amended  by  chapter  163  of  the  Acts  of  1943, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Acquisition 
by  the  City  of  Boston  of  the  property  of  the 
Dedham  and  Hyde  Park  Gas  and  Electric  Light 


Company  located  within  suiil  city  and  the  lease 
thereof  to  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company; 
and  that  notice  be  sent  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  requesting  that  he  refuse  to  give-  his 
approval  to  the  acceptance  by  the  City  Council 

Of  said  act." 

This  legislation  had  iis  origin  in  chapter  292 
of  the  Acts  of  1937,  which  empowered  the  city  to 
purchase  or  take  by  eminent  domain  proceedings 
the  "physical  property  of  the  Dedham  and  Hyde 
Park  Gas  and  Electric  Company  located  in  Hyde 
Park."  The  act  authorized  a  special  bond  issue 
to  defray  the  expenses  involved. 

As  a  preliminary  to  the  taking,  the  act  required 
the  citj  to  execute  a  lease  of  the  property  to  be 
acquired  to  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company. 

It  ?lso  provided  that  the  taking  must  be  made 
before  January  I,  1938,  but  this  authorizing 
legislation  could  become  effective  only  "upon  its 
acceptance  by  vote  of  the  City  ('ouncil  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  the  filing 
of  a  certificate  evidencing  such  acceptance  with 
the  State  Secretary ." 

The  City  Council  delayed  acceptance  until 
November  22  of  1937,  and  the  Mayor  approved 
the  vote  of  acceptance  on  December  2.  There 
was  no  further  action  taken  by  the  city  in  the 
twenty-nine  days  aftei  acceptance  within  which 
the  taking  could  be  consummated. 

The  opportunity  to  accomplish  the  original 
objective  was  revived  in  1938  by  chapter  15  of  the 
Acta  of  1938,  and  later  by  chapter  369  of  the  Acts 
of  1941.  In  1938  acceptance  of  the  set  was 
vetoed  by  voir.  There  were  two  essential  differ- 
ences between  the  1937  Act  and  the  1941  Act, 
First,  the  1937  Act  confined  the  taking  to  the 
"physical  property"  of  the  company.  This 
provoked  a  question  at  a  City  Council  hearing  as 
to  whether  or  not  it  would  permit  recognition  of 
"good  will  value"  in  fixing  the  price.  The  1941 
Statute  authorized  the  taking  of  "the  property  of 
With  reference  to  payment  for  damages, 
the  1941  Statute  added  the  designation  of  the 
"Transit "  Department  as  the  agency  which 
might  make  payment  for  damages. 

The  1941  Act  set  the  time  limit  within  which  the 
matter  must  lie  consummated  as  January  1,  1943. 
This  period  expired  without  final  action  by  the 
city.  In  the  Legislature  of  1943,  the  opportunity 
was  again  revived  by  adoption  of  chapter  103  of 
the  Acts  of  1943  which  merely  extended  the  time 
limit  for  consummation  to  January  1,  1945, 
The  action  of  the  City  Council  at  the  recent 
meeting  is  therefore  an  attempt  to  effect  the 
acquisition  within  the  time  limit. 

Such  has  been  the  history  of  the  legislation  of 
this  matter;  the  merits  of  the  ease  may  now  be 
considered.  These  were  discussed  in  a  report  of 
the  Finance  Commission  on  December  2,  1937. 
when  the  matter  was  about  to  be  consummated  in 
that  year. 

The  avowed  and  ultimate  objective  of  this 
legislation  is  and  has  been  to  obtain  lowered  gas 
rates  for  the  people  of  Hyde  Park.  The  under- 
lying theory  advanced  by  the  proponents  of  the 
change  is  that  if  the  gas  mains  and  other  physical 
plant  of  the  Dedham  and  Hyde  Park  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  in  Hyde  Park  were  acquired 
by  the  city  and  leased  to  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  Hyde  Park  residents  could  realize 
a  substantial  reduction  in  the  cost  of  gas.  Yet 
the  latter  company  offers  no  assurance  of  such  a 
benefit. 

This  is  a  proposition  of  considerable  size  and 
undetermined  cost.  As  stated  in  the  Finance 
Commission  report  of  December  2,  1937,  it  can  be 
reasonably  anticipated  in  view  of  an  estimate  of 
approximately  s.500,000  for  physical  plant  plus  a 
reimbursement  for  good  will,  and  for  severance  of 
the  Hyde  Park  portion  of  the  distribution  system 
from  the  Dedham  portion,  that  compensation  will 
finally  make  this  taking  a  million  dollar  matter. 
Moreover,  further  costs  will  accrue  since  the  act 
requires  the  city  to  pay  for  capital  replacements 
during  the  entire  period  it  may  be  operated  by  the 
leasee. 

The  effect  of  the  provisions  of  the  enabling 
statute  is  to  put  Boston  in  the  position  of  sub- 
sidizing a  utility  for  the  benefit  of  one  section  of 
the  city.  There  are  many  other  reasons  why  the 
acceptance  of  this  proposition  would  be  against 
the  best  interest  of  the  eit.\  as  a  whole,  which  this 
commission  would  be  glad  to  bring  to  your  im- 
mediate attention. 
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Therefore   the  Finance  Commission   urges   that 
you  do  not  approve  the  action  of  the  City  Council.

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  giant  to 
retired  employees  who  are  receiving  the  forty- 
dollar  monthly  minimum  pension  an  increase  in 
the  monthly  payment  to  offset  the  increased  cosl  of 
living. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mi.  President,  nowadays 
everybody  seems  to  be  get  lint'  an  increase,  and  I 
think  nobody  deserves  an  increase  more  than  our 
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retired  employees  who  are  receiving  the  $40 
monthly  minimum  pension  and  whose  living 
expenses  have  materially  increased.  Some  em- 
ployees under  our  pension  system  are  now  re- 
ceiving that  $40  minimum  allowance  after  working 
for  the  city  the  required  number  of  years  :unl  also 
contributing  to  the  pension  system.  I  think  they 
are  entitled  to  more  than  they  are  receiving,  under 
the  circumstances.  I  believe,  therefore,  thai  the 
Retirement  Hoard  should  grant   to  Buch  emplc 

a  suitable  increase,  in  order  to  offset  the  increased 

cost  of  living,      It  18  about  time  that  we  did  SO 

thing  for  these  nun  who  have  been  in  the  city's 
employ  for  a  number  of  years  and  who  have 
become  entitled  to  the  pension  from  the  Retire- 
ment Fund.  I  feel  that,  under  the  circumstances, 
they  should  receive  more  than  the  $40  minimum 
monthly  allowance.  Therefore,  I  have  intro- 
duced this  order,  which  I  trust  will  be  passed  and 
will  go  into  effect. 

The  order   was   passed   under  suspension   of  the 
rule. 


MAKING    EMERGENCY    ALLOTMENT 
PERMANENT. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  so-called  two  hundred  dollar 
emergency  allotment  now  being  granted  to  city 
and  county  employees  be  made  a  permanent 
increase. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  during  the 
last  year  the  so-called  $200  emergency  allotment 
has  been  paid  to  citj  and  county  employees.  I 
believe  that  that  emergency  allotment  should  be 
made  permanent,  that  employees  should  be  given  a 
permanent  increase  to  that  amount.  I  believe  that 
this  should  be  made  a  permanent  increase  for 
everybody.

RULES  RE  VACATIONS,  SICK  LEAVES.  ETC. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direct  the  heads  of  departments  to  adopt  and 
put  into  practice  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Commonwealth  relative  to  vacations,  sick  leave, 
etc. 

Coun.  HANNON— Mr.  President,  this  is  a 
duplication  of  an  order  that  I  filed  many  months 
ago.  I  think  this  is  a  matter  that  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
It  is  an  attempt  on  my  part  to  make  suitable  rules 
and  regulations  in  our  city  departments  along  the 
lines  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Common- 
wealth relative  to  vacations,  sick  leaves,  and  so 
forth.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  this  matter  so  far 
as  the  heads  of  departments  themselves  are  con- 
cerned, but  at  the  present  time  there  is  no  protec- 
tion for  the  employees.  State  employees  get  four 
weeks'  vacation  after  five  or  ten  years  of  service, 
and  I  feel  that  our  city  employees  should  be  as 
well  treated.  Also,  the  Commonwealth  has  better 
provision  in  regard  to  sick  leave,  and  that  sort  of 
thing.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  Mayor  will 
direct  the  heads  of  departments  to  adopt  and  put 
into  practice  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Com- 
monwealth relative  to  vacations,  sick  leave  and  so 
forth.  The  Mayor  is  about  to  become  Governor 
of  the  state,  and  I  am  sure  that  he  will  wish  to  see 
as  favorable  rules  and  regulations  in  City  Hall  in 
this  respect  as  those  adopted  in  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of  the 
rule. 


APPROVAL  OF  COUNCIL  ON  CONTRACTS 
OVER   $10,000. 

Coun.  HANNON  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  direct  the  City  Clerk  to  prepare  and  present 
proper  legislation  that  will  provide  that  all  con- 
tracts, in  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  or 
over,  entered  into  by  the  City  of  Boston,  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  HANNON — Mr.  President,  we  are 
elected  as  councilors  to  represent  the  various 
wards  of  the  city,  and  I  believe  are  sent  here  to  see 
that  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  people  of  our 
districts  are  upheld.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  how- 
ever, we  find  in  the  course  of  years  that  power  is 


being  continually  taken  away  from  the  councilors, 
with  an  adverse  effect  upon  the  people  they  repre- 
sent. Afi  1  say,  we  are  sent  here  to  represent 
those     people    and     ale    supposed     to     have    some 

knowledge  and  authoritj  in  regard  to  He-  expendi- 
tures tli  it  an-  being  made  by  tlie  cits  in  connection 
with  these  contracts  and  in  other  ways.       His  Honor 

the  Mayor  is  to  be  promoted  shortly  to  the  governor- 
ship of  the  Commonwealth,  and  I  think  he  will 
recognise,  as  we  do,  the  importance  and  the 
propriety  of  preparing  and  presenting  legislation 
which  will  provide  thai  all  contracts,  in  the  amount 
of  $10,000  or  over,  entered  into  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council.      I   think,   therefore,   thai    the  Mayor  will 

gladly    recommend    such    legislation.     After    all. 

we  are  sent  here  to  check  up  on  the  income  and 
outgo  of  the  city,  and  week  after  week  we  see  in 
the  City  Record  contracts  about  which  we  know- 
nothing  and  concerning  which  we  should  have 
something  to  say.  This  is  a  matter  that  con- 
tinually comes  to  the  attention  of  all  of  us.  All 
this  order  asks  is  that  legislation  be  prepared  and 

presented  to  tin-  Legislature  through  which  we  will 
be  given  the  power  of  approval  or  disapproval  of 
-urli  contracts,  a  power  that  clearly  we  should 
have.       In     that     way      We    will     be    belter    able    to 

serve  the  people  whom  we  represent  lure  and  to 
keep  a  proper  check  on  matters  deeply  concerning 
our  citizens.     At  the  present  lime  we  apparently 

have  no  power  whatever  in  such  things,  although 
I  think  everybody  will  readily  concede  that  we 
should  have.  If  such  legislation  is  prepared  and 
passed,  it  will  help  the  members  of  the  Council 
to  a  great  extent  in  properly  representing  their 
districts,  and  they  will  then  know  what  is  going  on. 
I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  order  will  be  passed, 
that  such  legislation  will  be  prepared  and  presented, 
and  that  members  of  the  Council  will  be  able 
to  more  properly  and  intelligently  represent  the 
interests  of  their  districts  and  of  the  city  at  large. 
I  believe  I  hat   the  sooner  such    action  is  taken  the 

better  it  will  be  for  everybody. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  that 
Councilor  Hannon  introduced  this  order.  I  think 
now  under  our  city  charter,  or  under  our  system  of 
government,  that  no  contract  shall  be  awarded  for 
over  $1,000  without  bids  being  taken.  Yet  when 
we  had  the  auditor  upstairs  at  the  executive  meet- 
ing one  day,  he  admitted,  in  answering  a  question 
that  I  had  asked  him,  that  about  500  of  these  con- 
tracts are  awarded  each  year  without  bids.  These 
contracts  I  refer  to  are  contracts  of  over  $1,000. 
Some  of  fiie  contracts  run  into  as  much  as  two  or 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Now,  I  know- 
that  our  city  charter  says  that  no  contract  shall  be 
awarded  for  over  $1,000  unless  bids  shall  be  taken. 
This  is  not  the  first  time  that  I  have  made  this 
statement.  We  had  bids  taken  for  three  pieces  of 
fire  apparatus  for  the  Fire  Department,  and  bids 
were  taken  and  the  lowest  bidder  represented  some 
company  that  makes  fire  engines,  and  naturally 
they  thought  that  they  were  going  to  get  the  con- 
tract, but  to  their  amazement  the  bids  were  re- 
called, and  then  a  letter,  as  is  usual,  was  sent  to  the 
Mayor  asking  his  approval  that  such-and-such  a 
company  get  the  contract  for  a  bid  something  like 
$42,000,  if  I  am  not  mistaken — I  think  that  is  the 
figure — whereas  the  low  bidder  had  been  $38,000. 
Now,  that  was  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  also 
appro\  ed  by  the  auditor.  I  do  not  want  to  wander 
in  my  statement,  but  I  can  bring  this  into  the  de- 
bate here  today, — that  I  made  a  speech  here  on  the 
floor  three  weeks  ago  about  the  East  Boston  Relief 
Hospital,  and  also  about  the  necessity  for  a  fire- 
house  in  the  Orient  Heights  section  of  East  Boston. 
I  asked  that  I  be  given  five  thousand  excerpts  of 
thai  speech  by  the  Printing  Department  on  the 
Relief  Hospital  and  one  thousand  on  the  fire  station 
for  the  Orient  Heights  section.  I  was  told  that  I 
could  have  those  excerpts  providing  that  I  paid 
for  them  in  advance,  and  that  I  had  to  do.  I  had 
to  put  up  a  $10  bill  in  advance  before  I  got  those 
excerpts,  i  will  never  ask  for  them  again.  It  is  not 
the  fact  that  I  had  to  pay  $10  but  it  is  the  fact  that. 
after  I  had  paid  it  I  had  to  go  out  and  buy  a  lot  of 
bottles  of  mucilage  and  paste  those  excerpts  on  the 
back  of  postal  cards  and  mail  them  out  into  the 
district,  whereas  I  could  have  gone  to  any  printer 
in  the  City  of  Boston  and  given  him  a  copy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  and  had  them  printed  on 
the  back  of  postal  cards  for  something  like  $4,  so 
that  I  lost  $0  on  the  deal  and  a  lot  of  work.  What 
I  am  bringing  out  is  the  fact  that  we,  as  members 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  cannot  inform  our 
constituents  as  to  what  is  taking  place  within  the 
Council  Chamber  unless  we  pay  in  advance  for  the 
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excerpts  that  we  want,  which  we  need,  and  that 
we  want  to  send  out  to  the  people  in  the  different 
sections  of  the  district  on  the  matters  that  are 
vitally  important  to  them,  and  of  course,  are  im- 
portant to  our  salvation  as  councilors.  Now,  as 
Councilor  Hannon  brought  out,  we  are  called  up 
and  asked  how  it  comes  that  this  contract  was 
awarded  without  a  bid,  not  realizing  that  we  have 
no  voice  in  the  matter  whatsoever,  that  it  is  out- 
side of  our  jurisdiction.  I  think  it  is  a  shame,  and 
I  think  it  is  a  disgrace  that  something  like  five 
hundred  contracts  are  awarded  each  year  without 
bids.  For  example,  if  the  Supply  Department 
head  thinks  that  a  certain  company  is  qualified  to 
be  given  a  contract,  all  he  has  to  do  under  our  city 
charter  is  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  stating 
in  the  letter  that  he  can  see  no  way  that  the  city 
can  benefit  if  open  bids  are  held  and  that  in  his 
judgment  the  contract  should  be  awarded  to  such- 
and-such  a  contractor,  for  such-and-such  an 
amount.  We  all  know  that  where  there  is  com- 
petition, where  there  are  bids,  the  city  is  going  to 
benefit.  Where  there  are  five  hundred  contracts 
awarded  every  year  I  believe  that  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  could  be  saved.  The  con- 
tractors are  getting  plenty  of  federal  work,  are 
getting  steady  work,  and  getting  outside  work,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  they  do  get  together.  They 
have  done  it  in  the  past  and  will  do  it  in  the  future. 
They  will  get  together  and  will  say,  "  You  take  this 
contract  for  such-and-such  a  bid,  and  I  will  take 
the  next  one,  and  then  you  take  the  next  one,  and 
so  on;"  whereas  if  you  have  this  order  passed  and 
the  Mayor  sees  fit  to  have  legislation  passed  every 
contract  of  over  $10, 000, or  it  might  even  be  brought 
down  to  $5,000,  in  the  future  that  will  be  awarded 
not  only  will  have  to  have  the  approval  of  the  de- 
partment head  but  also  have  to  have  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  this  Body  here.  I  think  it  is  a 
good  order,  and  I  want  to  congratulate  the  coun- 
cilor for  introducing  it.

Coun.  McCORMACK— Mr.  President,  I  did 
not  vote  against  it.      I  voted  to  lay  it  on  the  table. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Well,  to  lay  it  on  the  tab!.. 
Those  who  voted  against  it  were  those  I  have 
already  named.  I  did  not  take  the  notes  for  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting,  but  those  who  voted  to 
lay  it  on  the  table  were  Councilors  Bayley,  Coffey, 
Dwyer,  Fish,  Hannon,  Keenan,  Kelly,  Kinsella, 
McCormack,  Russo,  .Shannon,  and  Daniel  Sullivan, 
which  makes  a  total  of  12.  Those  who  voted  to 
take  it  off  the  table,  to  bring  out  here  to  act  upon  it, 
were  Councilors  Carey,  Hurley.  Kerrigan,  Much- 
nick,  Scannell,  Maurice  Sullivan  and  Taylor. 
The  vote  was  12  to  7.  Now,  as  I  say,  a  lot  of 
loose  talk  has  taken  place  from  the  time  that  we 
discussed  this  matter  inside  in  executive  and  the 
time  that  we  came  out  here,  so  much  so  that  in 
the  future  I  don't  know  whether  you  fellows  will 
ever  take  me  into  your  confidence  but  I  know  I 
will  never  take  anybody  else  into  my  confidence  as 
long  as  I  am  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 
I  positively  mean  that.  There  will  be  no  back 
door  declarations  and  no  trades  or  deals  with  me. 
I  say  that  right  from  the  heart  and  I  mean  what 
I  say.  So  that  anything  I  say  in  the  future,  if 
I  am  talking  to  you  in  private  or  behind  closed 
doors,  you  can  rest  assured  it  will  be  double  talk. 
That  is  what  I  have  got  here  today.  I  have  got 
it  in  two  doses.  I  have  got  it  in  the  past  and  never 
complained  about  it,  and  I  took  some  damn  good 
lickings  right  here  —  21  to  1,  20  to  1,  and  19  to  1  ■ — 
and  some  of  the  other  councilors  were  absent  when 
I  was  getting  those  lickings  or  they  would  have 
been  21  to  1  consistently.  So  that  I  can't  see 
any  reason  for  the  loose  talk  that  has  taken  place. 
We  did  have  some  difficulty  in  there,  but  we 
thought  we  would  give  the  boys  a  little  dose  of 
their  own  medicine.  When  the  matter  comes  up 
in  here  today,  I  think,  as  I  said  before,  that  there 
will  be  a  lot  of  double  talk  and  a  lot  of  double 
dealing,  and  that  there  will  be  some  doubt  in 
their  minds  as  to  what  is  going  to  take  place 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Mr.  President,  may 
I  ask  Councilor  Coffey  a  question?  The  roll  call 
that  you  referred  to  there,  mentioning  the  names 
—  was  that  a  roll  call  taken  today? 

The  PRESIDENT— It  was  a  i  oil  call  taken  in 
the  executive  chamber,  to  take  the  matter  off  the 
table.  Twelve  voted  to  keep  the  matter  on  the 
table,  and  seven  voted  to  take  it  off.  I  was  one 
of  those  who  voted  to  keep  it  on  the  table. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— That  vote  was  taken 
today? 

The  PRESIDENT— That  is  right. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— Councilor  Coffey,  you 
mentioned  my  name.  I  was  not  present  at  t  la- 
time  that  vote  was  taken. 

Coun.  COFFEY — Your  name  is  down  here, 
councilor. 

Coun.  D.  F.  SULLIVAN— I  did  not  vote 
because  I  was  not  present. 


Coun.  COFFEY— It  could  be  an  error. 

The  PRE8IDENT  -For  the  purpose  of  the 
record,  Councilor  Daniel  F.  Sullivan  was  not  there. 

Coun.  COFFEY  That  is  right,  I  know  he  was 
not,  but  it  is  on  the  roll  call. 

Coun.  KINSELLA— Mr.  President,  for  the 
enlightenment  of  Councilor  Coffey,  I  do  not 
think  those  were  properly  marked  when  they  were 
taken.  I  distinctly  recall  Councilor  Daniel 
Sullivan  as  being  absent,  and  I  distinctly  recall 
having  voted  myself  the  first  time  to  bring  it  out 
of  the  committee,  and  I  think  1  heard  my  name 
read  there  as  having  been  one  of  the  seven  to  vote 
to  keep  it  on  the  table.  I  was  one  of  the  twelve 
who  voted  to  take  it  off  the  table,  and  seven  voted 
against  it. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  for  the  en- 
lightenment of  the  councilor  from  Ward  2  (Coun. 
Kinsella),  this  is  not  to  have  the  matter  laid 
on  the  table;  this  was  to  take  the  matter  out  of 
executive,  which  is  simply  the  same  thing.  We 
either  take  it  out  oi  it  remains  on  the  table  in 
executive,  and  the  vote  was,  or  should  have  been, 
as  Daniel  F.  Sullivan  was  absent  —  I  recall  that 
distinctly  —  the  vote  was,  or  should  have  been, 
11  to  7.  I  will  ask  any  of  the  other  eleven,  in- 
cluding myself,  if  they  did  not  vote  that  the  matter 
stav  in  executive. 

The  PRESIDENT— The  question  is  on  Coun- 
cilor Taylor's  motion  to  recall  from  the  executive 
committee. 

The  motion  was  carried.  The  question  then 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order  for  the  granting 
of  the  license.  The  chair  was  in  doubt  on  the  vote 
and  the  roll  was  called  and  the  order  passed, 
yeas  18,  nays  2:

The  PRESIDENT— Eighteen  having  voted  in 
the  affirmative  and  two  in  the  negative,  permission 
is  granted. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
reconsideration  of  that  order  which  has  just  been 
passed'.' 

The  PRESIDENT— Councilor  Coffey  moves 
reconsideration  of  the  order  just  passed. 

Coun.  COFFEY— Mr.  President,  I  think  that 
the  councilor  from  Ward  12  (Coun.  Taylor;  ought 
to  get  up  and  thank  me  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  Council  Chamber,  in  five  long  years. 
We  have  served  here  together  and  battled  tooth 
and  nail,  I  might  say,  for  those  five  long  years. 
When  I  saw  what  took  place  regarding  the  other 
order  that  was  before  us  in  there  I  went  out  and 
started  the  loose  talk,  knowing  damn  well  that 
everybody  would  eat  up  what  I  had  to  say,  and 
they  did.  I  voted  No  on  the  cemetery,  and  I 
only  voted  No  to  be  consistent,  because  I  had 
voted  No  on  it  right  along.  But  I  will  sit  back 
after  I  am  through  talking  here  and  say  that  I 
served  with  twenty  of  the  best  and  most  honor- 
able men  that  God  ever  put  on  earth,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure,  gentlemen,  to  sit  with  you.  But,  as 
I  said  before,  you  can  take  that  as  double  talk, 
because  everything  you  will  get  from  me  in  the 
future  will  be  double  talk  and  nothing  else.  It 
seemed  as  though  everybody  was  opposed  to  this, 
and  there  was  organized  resistance,  organized 
opposition,  and  they  had  the  votes  to  kill  it. 
There  is  no  doubt  thay  had  the  votes  to  kill  it, 
because  the  minds  of  a  dozen  or  so  here  were 
poisoned  right  from  the  very  beginning  as  to  what 
this  cemetery  meant,  what  the  extension  meant. 
How  damn  quick  all  those  arguments  are  for- 
gotten. The  poor  people  who  sat  around  here, 
who  were  going  to  move,  who  were  going  to  lose 
their  homes,  who  were  going  to  give  up  whatever 
investment  they  had  out  there.  I  really  believe 
now  that  the  proponents  of  this  order,  who  made 
a  fight  to  take  a  vote,  namely,  the  councilors  from 
Wards  12  and  14,  have  had  no  more  to  do  with 
the  passage  of  this  order  than  I  have  had  to  do 
with  the  passage  of  it,  but  as  yet  I  have  not  voted 
in  favor  of  it.  I  say  they  have  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it,  and  I  have  not  scratched  the  surface 
when  I  say  that.  In  other  words,  they  are  out, 
and  you  know  what  I  mean.  But  at  the  same 
time,  they  haVe  made  a  fight,  and  no  matter 
what  we  say  in  the  future  about  the  Jews,  they 
stick  and  they  fight,  and  they  fight  like  hell  for 
what  they  want,  and  if  you  insult  one  of  their 
race    you    are    fighting    the    whole    race, —  and    I 
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know  of  what  I  speak.  They  have  fought  for 
this  order  to  be  passed,  and  they  gave  some  damn 
good  arguments.  In  fact,  I  was  opposed  to  it 
from  the  very  beginning  because  of  what  Mr. 
Cody  said.  It  recalled  to  my  mind  the  time 
that  we  rilled  this  hall  with  650  people,  including 
ladies  and  clergy,  and  it  was  not  a  pleasure  group, 
it  was  an  honest-to-God  group  of  home  owners  of 
East  Boston  who  opposed  the  erection  of  addi- 
tional oil  tanks  in  the  section  in  which  they  live. 
There  was  no  pressure  brought  upon  us.  But  it 
would  have  been  foolhardy  or  foolishness  for  us  as 
office  holders  in  that  district  not  to  come  here  and 
put  in  an  appearance  and  oppose  the  additional 
oil  tanks,  because  we  didn't  want  them  anyway. 
In  any  ward  I  would  oppose  an  oil  tank  and, 
naturally,  especially  in  my  own  ward.  But  I  do 
get  a  kick  out  of  that  group  that  gets  together. 
I  saw  them  downstairs.  Five  of  them  were  talk- 
ing, and  they  asked  me  to  be  their  spokesman — 
one  of  a  group  who  did  not  agree  with  them. 
I  never  entered  into  any  agreement  with  them, 
and  they  all  quit  before  they  got  through,  they 
quit  cold  and  came  in  here  and  voted  just  as  I 
knew  they  were  going  to  vote.  I  have  seen  it  too 
often,  and  it  is  disgusting  and  sickening  It. 
was  done  today.  Two  men  voted  in  the  negative, 
the  councilor  from  the  district  and  myself.  The 
councilor  from  the  district  had  to  vote  against 
it — .we  know  that.  We  admire  him  for  voting 
against  it.  He  would  have  been  a  damn  fool  to 
vote  for  it.  After  all,  this  is  our  job.  I  don't 
know  what  job  I  am  going  to  get  when  I  leave 
here.  I  know  one  thing,  and  that  is  that  it  won't 
be  a  political  plum,  because  nobody  in  politics 
wants  Coffey.  They  never  did  want  him,  they 
never  will  want  him,  and  thank  God  I  have  sense 
enough  to  know  that.  When  I  get  a  job  it  will 
be  on  the  outside.  I  will  have  to  earn  my  liveli- 
hood other  than  going  to  some  Mayor  or  some 
Governor  and  getting  a  political  plum.  But  you 
have  seen  what  takes  place  today.  Let  me  warn 
you:  Don't  be  kidded  in  the  future  by  anybody. 
Don't  let  any  one  or  two  or  even  a  group  get 
together  and  tell  you  this,  that  or  the  other 
thing.  Take  it  like  I  show  you  I  am  going  to 
give  you  in  the  future,  a  lot  of  double  talk,  and 
that  is  all  it  was  from  the  very  beginning.  You 
saw  it.  You  saw  it  today.  And  you  will  see  it 
when  you  come  up  to  your  next  meeting,  when  we 
act  on  the  presidency  of  this  Council.  It  will 
be  the  same  thing  over  again.  It  has  been  the 
same  thing  year  in  and  year  out.  And  because  of 
the  rotten  tactics  which  took  place  here  one  year 
ago,  you  have  not  got  Johnny  Kelly  in  as  your 
president.  They  gave  their  word  but  they  did  not 
intend  to  keep  it,  or  could  not  keep  it.  That  has 
taken  place  too  often  in  this  chamber.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  me,  and  in  the  future  I  think  I  will 
stop  being  a  wise  gup,  stop  being  the  one  that  does 
all  the  hollering,  and  let  in  those  that  I  think  are 
my  enemies,  because  sometimes  they  probably 
don't  hate  me  as  much  as  I  think  they  do.  I 
think  the  best  course  for  me  to  take  is  to  keep  my 
damn  foolish  mouth  shut  in  the  future.  I  have 
been  a  sucker  long  enough.  I  have  worked  for 
these  fellows  and  I  have  not  got  anywhere. 

The  PRESIDENT— The  question  is  on  Coun- 
cilor Coffey's  motion  to  reconsider. 

Coun.  COFFEY — I  withdraw  my  motion.

President  KERRIGAN— The  Council  cannot 
hold  a  legal  meeting  on  a  holiday,  and  when  the 
Body  meets  on  Tuesday  the  Mayor  plans  to  send 
in  the  budget.
